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PREFACE. 

AMeer  Amufement,  however  odd  it  may  feem,  firft  led  me  into  this  laborious  Undertaking. 

In  a  Country  Retirement  I  often  entertained  my  felf  with  continuing  Sir  Jamc  Ware's 
Account  of  the  Bifhopsof  Ireland ,  and  in  comparing  the  Englijb  Tranllation  of  all  his 
Works  with  the  Original.  In  doing  this  I  found  the  Tranflator  had  very  often  miftaken 
that  Writer’s  Senfe,  and  perverted  his  Meaning,  which  I  frequently  marked  with  a  Pen.  But  fin¬ 
ding  thefe  Errors  endlefs,  I  was  induced  to  believe  it  would  be  ufeful  to  give  my  Author  a  new  Englijb 
Drefs,  and  to  prefent  him  to  the  Publick  with  the  fame  Truth  and  Fidelity,  as  he  wrote;  which  is 
the  leaft  we  owe  to  his  Memory. 

This  done,  I  found  great  Room  for  Additions  to  illuftrate  both  the  Ecclefiaftical  and  Civil  Parts 
of  our  Hiftory ;  and  for  that  purpofe  I  fet  about  fearching  for  Materials  not  only  in  all  the  publick 
Libraries,  and  Offices  of  Record  in  Dublin ,'  but  in  the  private  Studies  of  Gentlemen,  who  furni- 
Jhed  me  with  feveral  curious  Books  in  print  and  Manufcript.  ,? 

Among  others,  the  Right  Reverend  Dr.  Sterne,  Lord  Biffiop  of  Clogher ,  (who  is  always  ready  to 
encourage  every  thing  relating  to  the  Honour  or  Intereft  of  his  Country,)  gave  me  free  leave  to  make 
Extracts  out  of  his  valuable  Collections  relating  to  Ireland ;  which,  as  I  am  informed,  his  Lordlhip 
intends  to  depofite  in  fome  publick  Library  at  Dublin  for  the  general  Advantage  of  the  Kingdom. 
The  Library  of  DoCtor  William  King,  late  Archbilhop  of  Dublin ,  afforded  me  much  ufeful  Mat¬ 
ter  through  the  whole  Work  :  Some  Collections  of  that  learned  Prelate  out  of  the  publick  Records 
the  Reader  will  find  frequently  mentioned  in  the  following  Sheets,  under  the  Title  of,  King's  Col¬ 
lections.  Nor  was  I  without  Aids  from  the  antient  Regiftries  of  the  See  of  Armagh  in  the  cultody 
of  his  Grace  the  Lord  Primate. 

The  Manufcripts  of  DoCtor  Dudley  Loftus  concerning  Ireland  have  been  not  long  fince  difcove- 
red  lying  in  an  obfcure  Corner  of  the  publick  Library  in  Dublin,  founded  and  endowed  by  Primate 
Marjb,  and,  being  firft  carefully  bound,  are  now  depofited  therein.  This  curious  Repofitory  of  Lear¬ 
ning,  I  muft  thankfully  own,  I  found  always  open  to  me ;  as  indeed  it  is  to  all  Lovers  of  Books  at  the 
molt  convenient  Hours,  without  Delay  or  Difficulty.  The  Manufcripts  of  Primate  Usjher  and  others 
in  the  College  Library  were  much  confulted  by  me,  and  are  well  worth  the  perul'al  of  all  perfons  who 
are  ftudious  in  Antiquity. 

The  many  curious  original  Records,  and  other  Manufcripts  in  the  Archives  of  Chrijl-Church,  Dub¬ 
lin,  were  readily  laid  open  to  me  by  a  very  worthy  Member  of  that  Chapter,  by  direction  of  the 
Dean  and  the  whole  Body,  who  have  certainly  great  Merit  from  the  Church  of  Ireland,  but  more 
efpecially  from  the  Diocefe  of  Dublin,  for  preferving  the  only  original  Records  of  Ecclefiaftical  Mat¬ 
ters  in  this  Kingdom  (that  we  know  of)  from  being  entirely  loft ;  by  procuring  the  moft  ufeful  to  be 
fairly  tranfcribed,  and  the  whole  digefted  into  good  Order  by  a  Ikilful  Hand.  Thefe  tranficripts  and 
Originals  have  furnilhed  me  with  feveral  valuable  Materials  for  the  Work  now  presented  to  the 
World,  and  enabled  me  to  correct  many  Errors  in  Chronology.  Here  alfo  I  was  fupplied  witlv 
all  the  ancient  Arms  of  the  Biihops  and  Chapters  taken  from  the  original  Impreffions  in  Wax  ftill 
pendent  to  feveral  old  lnftruments  after  many  Ages  paft  over. 

Thefe,  and  all  other  Places,  from  whence  I  had  Materials  for  this  or  the  enfuing  Volumes,  I  have 
conftantly  referred  to  at  the  Bottom  of  every  Page;  taking  care  all  along  to  give  my  Authority  for 
what  I  deliver. 

In  making  the  Ecclefiaftical  Part  of  this  Work  the  firft  Volume  of  my  Undertaking,  I  follow  the 
Steps  of  my  Author  ;  who  in  1626  publilhed  a  Book  intitled,  Archiepijcoporum  CaJJelenJium  ct  lua- 
menjium  *uit  a .  This  was  the  firft  Treatife  he  publilhed  concerning  Ireland:  which  was  followed  tu'o 
Years  after  by  another  TraCt,  intitled,  De  Prafulibus  Lagenia.  And  after  the  Reiteration  he  com- 
pleated  the  whole  under  the  general  Title  of.  Comment arius  dePraJulibus  Hibernia: ;  upon  which  Oc- 
cafion  DoCtor  John  Parry ,  afterwards  Bifhop  of  OJj'ory,  wrote  a  Panegyrical  Epiftle  to  the  Author 
in  excellent  Latin,  which  was  prefixed  to  the  Book.  The  Tranllation  of  this  Piece  into  Englijb  is 
now  attempted  ;  becaufe  Bifhop  Nicholfon,  in  his  lrijb  Hiftorical  Library,  complains  of  its  being  neg- 
leCted  in  the  Englijb  Edition  of  Ware's  Works  publilhed  in  1705.  There  is  alfo  added  a  Tranllation 
made  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  William  Dunkin  of  a  Latin  Copy  of  Verfes  addrefied  to  the  Author  by  DoCtor 
fuller,  Bifhop  of  Limerick.  And  here  I  muft  take  Occafion  to  own  my  Obligations  to  this  ingenious 
Gentleman  for  moft  of  the  Poetical  Tranllations  of  the  whole  Work. 

In  perufing  the  following  Sheets  the  Reader  will  obferve,  that  I  have  raifed  a  large  Superftruc- 
ture  upon  the  foundation  laid  by  Sir  James  Ware:  And  this  I  found  neceffary,  in  order  to  give  in 
fome  fort  a  View  of  the  Lives  of  feveral  very  eminent  Men,  who  have  Ihone  at  the  Head  of  the 
Church  of  Ireland,  and  made  a  confiderable  Figure  in  the  World.  He  will  find  Examples  of  Heroick 
Virtue  in  the  Accounts  of  King,  Foy,  and  Dapping,  who  to  the  hazard  of  their  Lives,  with  a  Courage 
and  Zeal  truly  primitive,  defended  our  holy  Reformed  Religion  ir  the  perillous  Reign  of  King 
James  the  Second. 

The  Life  of  St.  Patrick  coft  me  fome  extraordinary  Pains,  in  comparing  all  that  had  been  deli¬ 
vered  of  him  by  others  in  infinite  Volumes,  in  adjuftingthe  feries  of  his  Actions  to  as  near  a  chrono¬ 
logical  ExaClnefs  as  could  be  done,  and  above  all,  in  (tripping  the  Truth  from  the  Fable  in  what  had 
been  handed  down  to  us  concerning  this  venerable  good  Man.  Here,  and  in  ether  Parts  of  the  Book  the 
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Reader  will  fee  the  unwearied  Vigilance  of  our  early  Reformers  from  Heathenifm,  their  Probity, 
Courage,  and  Sincerity,  and  the  perfeverance  of  the  People  of  Ireland  for  fome  Centuries  in  the 
practice  of  the  ftri&eft  moral  and  religious  Duties,  for  which,  it  is  well  known,  the  Land  was  fo  emi¬ 
nent  abroad,  as  to  be  diftinguifhed  by  the  Title  of  the  IJland  of  Saints.  He  may  fee  the  Agreement 
of  their  Dodtr.ine  and  Difcipline  with  that  of  the  Church  now  happily  eftablifhed.  He  may  fee  the 
gradual  Declenfion  of  Virtue  and  Piety,  according  to  the  Advances  made  by  foreign  Ecclefiafticks 
in  ereding  a  fpiritual  Dominion  over  us.  He  may  fee  in  feveral  inftances  how  the  Papal  Authority 
was  introduced  and  fupported  by  factious  People,  on  account  of  the  Difputes  that  it  raifed  and  fo¬ 
mented  between  King  and  People,  and  Subjed  and  Subjed ;  how  monftrous  it  grew,  till  at  length  it 
overwhelmed  Religion  itfelf,  and  caufed  it  to  center,  not  in  the  pradice  of  the  Gofpel  Precepts,  but 
in  a  fervile  Submiilion  to  the  Bilhop  of  Rome,  and  a  total  Compliance  with  his  abfolute  Will  and 
Pleafure. 

On  the  other  hand,  under  Archbilhop  Browne,  and  in  other  Places,  may  be  feen  how  refolutely 
thefe  Ufurpations  were  oppofed,  the  Yoke  fhaken  off,  and,  in  a  word.  Religion  reftored,  as  to  the 
main  Syftem  of  it,  to  the  fame  State  and  Condition  in  which  the  primitive  Preachers  of  the 
Chrifian  Dodrine  among  us  had  left  it. 

I  have  examined  into  that  fierce  and  tedious  Difpute  between  the  Archbifhops  of  Armagh  and 
Dublin  about  the  Right  of  Primacy,  from  the  firft  Rife  thereof  down  to  the  final  Decifion  of  it  in  the 
Reign  of  King  Charles  the  Firft,  which  may  be  feen  under  Walter  Jorfe,  Archbilhop  of  Armagh,  p.  71. 

The  Reader  will  find  the  Accounts  of  the  Bifhops  of  Glendaloch  (fuchas  they  are )  to  be  entirely  new, 
carried  down  from  the  early  Ages  of  Chriftianity  \n  Ireland  to  the  Union  of  that  fee  with  Dublin  in  the 
beginning  of  the  thirteenth  Century.  I  have  taken  them  from  Martyrologies  for  the  moll  part ;  which  is 
the  bell  Authority  we  can  have  for  fuch  Matters  at  fo  great  a  difiance  from  the  prefent  time.  There 
is  alfo  a  Catalogue  in  fome  fort  of  the  Bifhops  of  Mayo,  and  Inifcathy ;  And  many  Prelates,  whom 
Sir  James  Ware  had  omitted,  are  inferted  throughout  the  Work  in  their  proper  Places. 

There  are  many  Topographical  Notes  alfo  added  to  fhew  the  Situations  of  feveral  antient  Places 
in  Ireland,  which  are  not  now  generally  known,  on  account  of  new  Names  being  given  to  them, 
and  the  old  ones  intirely  antiquated. 

By  introducing  thus  whatever  related  to  my  Subjed  I  have  gone  far  beyond  my  Author’s  Defign  ; 
which,  being  only  to  make  a  Catalogue  of  the  Names  and  Preferments  of  all  the  Bifhops,  afforded 
little  to  us  either  ufeful  or  entertaining.  I  have  alfo  tranfplanted  into  this  Volume  the  16th  and  29th 
Chapters  of  his  Antiquities ;  becaufe  I  thought  this  the  propereft  Place  for  them  to  appear  in.  The 
firft  Treats  of  the  antient  Difpofition  of  the  Bifhopricks  of  Ireland,  which  is  printed  after  this  Pre¬ 
face  ;  and  the  latter,  of  the  Foundation  of  the  feveral  Cathedrals,  may  be  found  at  the  beginning 
of  every  See. 

All  that  is  new  in  this  Volume  is  inclofed  within  Crotchets  [  ]  and  I  intend  to  follow  the  fame  Me¬ 
thod  in  the  two  fucceeding  Volumes.  By  thefe  means  I  preferve  a  Connedion  in  the  narrative  Part, 
and  keep  my  Author’s  Work  intire ;  which  to  the  belt  of  my  Skill  is  faithfully  tranflated.  There  are 
a  few  Places,  I  think,  where  this  Method  could  not  be  well  purfued ;  becaufe  the  Matter  was  too  co¬ 
pious,  namely  in  the  Lives  of  St.  Patrick,  Archbilhop  IJJher ,  and  Bramhall. 

Here  I  beg  leave  to  return  my  fmcere  Thanks  to  his  Grace  the  Lord  Primate,  the  Right  Reverend 
the  Bifhops,  with  the  Deans  and  Chapters,  who  have  generoufly  adorned  and  encouraged  this  Vo¬ 
lume,  by  giving  Copper-plates  of  fuch  Cathedrals  as  are  feverally  inferibed  to  them.  My  Benefadors 
Names  appear  on  the  Face  of  every  Plate.  I  procured  a  few  more  to  be  done  at  my  own  Expence, 
together  with  the  Arms  of  the  Bifhops  and  Chapters,  for  a  further  Embellifhment  of  the  Work,  and 
to  make  it  more  compleat.  The  Head  of  Sir  James  Ware,  who  is  allowed  even  by  Foreigners  to 
have  deferved  extremely  well  of  the  Fublick,  having  never  been  engraved,  I  fent  an  original  Pidure 
in  poffeffion  of  his  Grandfon  to  the  bell  Hand  in  London,  to  have  a  Plate  done  from  it ;  a  Print  of 
which  is  prefixed  to  the  Book ;  and  as  to  a  particular  Account  of  this  honourable  and  learned  Man  I 
have  referved  that  for  the  third  Volume,  where  it  will  appear  among  the  Writers  of  Ireland  of  the 
laft  Century. 

In  regard  to  the  Civil  and  Political  Hifory  of  Ireland,  Imuft  acquaint  the  Reader,  that  I  have  fu- 
perfeded  all  Thoughts  of  publifhing  the  fame  under  the  Countenance  or  Name  of  Sir  James  Ware , 
(as  I  formerly  hinted  my  Intention  to  be,)  becaufe,  upon  mature  Confideration,  fuch  a  Defign  would 
appear  to  be  improper ;  the  faid  Writer  having  publilhed  no  more  on  that  Subjed  than  very  fhort 
Annals  of  four  Reigns,  viz.  Of  Henry  VII.  Henry  VIII.  Edward  VI,  and  Queen  Mary.  But  as  I 
have  from  feveral  Manufcripts,  and  the  Offices  of  Record  in  this  Kingdom,  made  many  large  Col- 
ledions,  I  intend,  as  foon  as  competent  leifure  will  permit,  to  put  them  in  Form,  and  to  publifh  in 
my  own  Name,  a  General  Hifory  of  Ireland  from  the  earlief  Accounts  to  the  Settlement  efablijhed 
after  the  Revolution. 

Having  now  given  an  Account  of  my  whole  Undertaking  and  Defign,  and  difeharged  my  Obli¬ 
gations,  as  far  as  Thanks  and  Acknowledgments  can  go.  How  I  have  performed  this  firft  Part  ofmy 
Talk  muft  be  fubmitted  to  the  judicious  and  learned  Part  of  the  Publick,  being  little  folicitous  what 
the  Cenfures  of  others  may  be.  And  as  the  fecond  Volume  will  be  foon  put  under  the  Prefs,  I  do 
earneftly  and  humbly  requeft  all  Gentlemen,  who  are  pofleffed  of  any  Materials,  Memoirs,  or  Ob- 
fervarions  concerning  this  Kingdom,  to.  which  they  obferve  no  References  made  in  the  following 
Sheets,  to  tranfmit  them  to  me  without  Delay,  or  to  give  me  Notice  where  I  may  perufe  them,  and 
I  fhall  duly  acknowledge  the  Favour  in  a  publick  Manner.

Of  the  antient  Difpofition  of  the  Bijhojbricks  of 

IRELAND.  - 


E  T  us  now  take  a  general  View  of  the  Epifcopal  Sees  in  Ireland.  John  Paparo , 
Cardiaal  Prieft  of  St.  Laurence  in  Damafo  was  fent  Legate  into  Ireland  by  Pope 
Eugene  the  Hid,  and  brought  with  him  four  Palls,  which  in  a  Synod  held  in  March 
1 1 5  2  he  delivered  to  four  Archbifhops,  viz.  Armagh,  Dublin,  Cafoell and  Tuam. 
Writers  are  not  agreed  in  the  Place  [or  Time]  of  holding  this  Synod. 
[See  what  is  faid  on  this  Subject  under  Gelajius,  Archbiihop  of  Armagh,  p  5  8.] 
— —  In  this  Synod  a  certain  Number  of  Suffragan  Bifhops  was  allotted  and  fubjetted 
to  each  Archbiihop  ;  which  in  the  Cenfus  Cameralis  of  Centius  Camerarius,  (who  was  afterwards  Pope 
Honorius  the  Hid,)  are  thus  difpofed.

I  muft  here  take  the  Liberty  of  making  a  good  many  Remarks  on  this  Diflribution.  For  if  we 
defcend  to  more  modem  times  ;  not  long  after  the  arrival  of  the  Englijh  in  Ireland,  the  Sees  of  Clonard , 
Kells,  and  Duleek  were  united,  and  the  Bifhops  of  this  Union  from  that  Time  forward  took  their  Rile 
from  Meath,  in  which  the  faid  Sees  were  fituated,  and  were  called  Bifhops  of  Meath.  So  alfo  the 
See  of  Rathlure  was  annexed  to  the  Diocefe  of  Derry.  As  to  the  Bifhoprick  of  Louth,  the  Pre-*' 
late  of  that  See  was  fometimes  called,  Bifhop  of  Louth,  a?nd  iometimes,  Bifhop  of  Clogker.  For 
although  thefe  two  Sees  were  originally  diftintt,  yet  at  laft  they  were  united,  and  continued 
fo  untill  the  Time  of  David  O-Brogan,  Bifhop  of  Clogher,  (  who  lived  in  the  Reign  of  King 
Henry  the  III,  )  at  which  Time  all  the  Deaneries  of  Ergal  or  Uriel,  which  formerly  were  Sub- 
jett  to  the  Bifhop  of  Louth  ox  Clogher,  together  with  the  Church  of  Louth  it  felf,  were  forcibly  fe- 
parated  from  it,  and  annexed  to  the  Diocefe  of  Armagh  ;  for  the  Recovery  of  which,  there  is  yet  ex¬ 
tant  a  Citation  inftituted  by  the  faid  David  O-Brogan,  againft  Reiner,  Archbiihop  of  Armagh,  dated 
at  Perufe  the  13th  of  Augujl  I2$z  ;  although  it  was  not  attended  with  Succefs.  [The  Sees  of  Dovun 
and  Connor  were  afterwards  united  in  the  1 5th  Century.]  Laftly,  it  muft  not  be  omitted,  that  in 
this  Diflribution  there  are  wanting  the  Sees  of  Dromore,  Clsnmacnois,  [Brejiny  or]  Friburna ;  which  laft: 
in  proceffe  of  Time  laid  afide  that  oldName,  and  took  up  the  Title  of  the  See  of  Kilmore,  from  the  time 
that  Andrevs,  furnamed  (as  I  think )  Brady,  Bifhop  of  that  place  about  the  year  1453  [or  1454]  by  the 
confent  of  Pope  Nicholas  the  Vth,  e retted  the  Parifh  Church  of  St.  Felimy  of  Kilmore  into  a  Cathedral- 
As  to  the  Order  of  precedence  obferved  between  the  Suffragan  Bifhops  of  Ireland  in  Councils  and  other 
Places,  the  Bifhop  of  Meath  held  the  firft  place,  the  Bifhop  of  Kildare  claimed  the  fecond,  and  the  reft 
were  ranked  according  to  the  Times  of  their  Ordination.  [See  more  fully  of  this  hereafter,  p.  380.]

The  See  of  Glen-da-loch ,  which  (in  the  Bull  of  Pope  Lucius  the  Hid,  dated  Ano.  1182,  and  obtained 
at  the  Suit  of  John  Comin,  Archbiihop  of  Dublin )  was  called  the  Bifhoprick  of  the  Ifles,  was  af¬ 
terwards  united  and  annexed  to  the  See  of  Dublin  in  the  Time  of  Henry  Loundres,  Archbiihop  of  that 
See.  [Concerning  this  Union  the  Reader  may  turn  to  what  is  faid  hereafter,  p.  375,  &c.  The  Sees 
of  Ferns  and  Leighlin  have  alfo  gone  together  ever  fince  the  Year  1600.]  Some  have  faid,  that  the 
See  of  Ferns  was  antiently  Subjett  to  the  See  of  Menevia  (St.  Davids)  in  Wales.

502. ]  The  See  of  Rofcree  was  annexed  to  that  of  Killaloe.  Thofe  of  Waterford  and  Lifmore 
were  united ;  as  were  afterwards  Cork  and  Cloyne ,  [and  upon  the  feparation  of  that  Union,  Cork  and 
Rofs.~\  Emly  was  annexed  to  Cajbell,  [as  was  afterwards  Ardfert  to  Limerick ,  fince  the  Reftoration  of 
King  Charles  lid,  and  Fenabore  or  Kilfenoragh  was  taken  out  of  the  Province  of  Cafhell,  and  annexed 
to  the  Archiepifcopal  See  of  Tuam,  with  which  it  hath  gone  ever  fince  the  year  1660.]

Of  thefe,  theEpifcopal  See  of  Mayo  was  afterwards  annexed  to  Tuam  ;  asalfo,  (though  omitted  in 
the  diftribution)  was  that  of  Enaghdune.  The  Bifhoprick  of  Rofcoman  was  afterwards  tranflated  to 
E  Ip  bin,  and  Clonmacnois  was  added  to  the  Province  of  Armagh ,  after  a  tedious  fuit  at  Rome  be¬ 
tween  the  Archbifhops  of  Armagh  and  Tuam.  For  I  cannot  but  think,  that  Cinani  is  in  the  diftribu- 
tion  aforefaid  corruptly  read  for  Cluana  (commonly  called  Clonmacnois )  both  from  the  Affinity  of  the 
Name,  and  Vicinity  of  that  See  ;  being  feparated  from  the  Province  of  Tuam  only  by  the  River  She- 
non.  [Seep.  167.  Killala  and  Achonry  have  always  gone  together  ever  fince  the  grant  of  thefe  Sees 
to  Miler  Magragh  A.  D.  1607  :  As  have  alfo  Clonfert  and  Kilmacduach ,  ever  fmee  the  advancement  of 
Roland  Lynch  to  thefe  Sees  A.  D.  1602.] 

I  have  thought  it  not  amifs  out  of  an  antient  Manufcript  to  add  hereto  the  Names  of  the  Biffiops  who 
affifted  in  the  Synod,  wherein  this  diftribution  was  made;  becaufe  it  gives  fome  light  to  the  Matter  in  hand.

To  the  reft,  whofe  Titles  are  for  the  moft  Part  borrowed  from  the  Territories  in  which  their  Sees  are 
fituated,  we  have  before  added  the  more  modern  Names. 

There  were  alfo  other  Epifcopal  Sees  in  Ireland  before  the  Arrival  of  Cardinal  Paparo,  of  which 
mention  is  made  by  the  Writers  of  Ireland ,  as  of  Trim,  Sletty,  Lufc,  Ardmore,  Ardfrath,  Slane, 
and  ( topafs  over  the  reft  )  Saigre.  But  thefe  were  added  and  annexed  to  other  Sees,  partly  by  the  Sy¬ 
nod  before  mentioned,  fome  of  them  before  it,  and  others  a  little  after.  Finally,  if  we  look  back  on 
the  firft  ages  of  the  Infant  Church  of  Ireland ;  Jocelin  of  Fur  ns  in  the  Life  of  St.  Patrick,  Ch.  1 86, 
affirms,  that  St.  Patrick  confecrated  350  Bifhops,  (Nennius  fays  365^  with  his  own  Hands.  Let  that 
be  how  it  will,  it  is  manifeft,  that  the  Epifcopal  Sees  of  that  Age,  being  for  the  moft  part  fcated  in 
fmall  Villages,  were  not  long  after  reduced  to  a  much  lefs  Number.

And  indeed  our  joyful  Mother  may  with  Juftice  promife  herfelf  all  Things  great  and  fortunate,  when 
fhe  beholds  the  Triumphs  of  this  Day,  conl'piring  on  every  Side  to  the  Safety  and  Ornament  of  this 
Kingdom.  * 

For  behold  !  fhe  with  gratitude  ConfefTeth,  that  her  mod  Serene  Prince  is  animated  with  the  fame 
Soul  as  this  his  Kingdom  ;  that  Prince,  whom  Divine  Providence  hath  after  fo  much  daughter  and  blood- 
fhsd,  miraculoufly  reflored  in  Safety  to  the  dear  Embraces  of  his  Country,  and  the  languifhing  Arms 
of  his  People ;  fhe  prays  to  theAlmighty,  that  Charles  may  long  continue  among  us,  that  his  removal  to 
Heaven  may  be  very  late,  that  he  may  live  under  the  pious  Protedlion  of  guardian  Angels,  and  when 
in  a  ripe  old  Age  he  fhall  put  off  the  drefs  of  Mortality,  that  his  Royal  Majefly  may  be  encompaffed 
with  eternal  Glory; 

Ireland  with  Reafon  now  exalts  her  Plead,  when  die  beholds  the  Reverend  Fathers  of  her  Church 
blazing  into  Light  from  their  late  Obfcurity,  when  fhe  beholds  her  Prelates  on  every  Side  watchful 
of  their  Charges  j  thofe  Prelates,  who  after  fo  many  Dangers  paded,  after  fo  many  Sighings  of  a 
diflreffed  Church,  after  fo  many  Difficulties  both  by  Sea  and  Land  furmounted,  now  at  Length  (like 
Stars)  ffiine  out  with  native  Glory,  and  fpread  abroad  the  welcome  Emanations  of  their  Piety,  with 
which  they  happily  refreffi  the  Flocks  committed  to  their  Care.  Whilft  Ireland  beholds  thefe  Pre¬ 
lates,  fhe  hopes  in  a  fhort  time  to  enjoy  the  mod  perfeft  Liberty,  in  a  fhort  time  to  ffiake  offher  captive 
Chains,  and  at  laft  commit  her  felf  to  the  faithful  Protection  of  thofe,  who,  being  feparated  from 
the  iftipure  Commerce  of  the  World,  are  united  in  nearer  approaches  to  God  ;  fuch  whofe  Faith 
is  truly  Apoftolical,  and  whofe  only  Care  is  employed  on  the  faving  of  Souls. 

Ireland  hath  alfo  juft  Caufe  to  triumph,  when  fhe  turns  her  Eyes  front  the  Church  to  the 
Commonwealth  ;  when  fhe  beholds  fo  many  ,  of  her  Sons  truly  noble,  fo  many  generous  Spi¬ 
rits,  fo  many  fublime  Souls,  who  undifmayed  under  the  monftrous  Mafs  of  popular  vonfufion^ 
and  unfhaken  by  the  Cruelty  of  Tyranny,  flood  fixed  and  immoveable  as  well  to  the  Inter- 
efts  of  the  beft  of  Kings  (inhumanely  murdered)  as  to  thofe  of  an  expiring  Church.  In¬ 
flate  with  Pleafure  our  overjoyed  Mother  this  Day  exults  to  falute  fuch  and  fo  many  of  her  noble 
Sons. 

And  whilft  Ireland  (  moft  accomplilhed  Sir  )  among  other  Ornaments  of  the  Republick  con¬ 
templates  your  Worth  and  Dignity,  fhe  exceeds  all  Bounds  in  her  Joy  ;  and  hath  ft  rift  ly  en¬ 
joined  me,  though  a  feeble  Orator  yet  the  moft  devoted  of  your  Servants,  among  the  re¬ 
peated  Tiifhufts  of  publick  Gratulations,  to  approach  you  alfo  with  the  loweft  Flumility  ; 
though  I  juftly  fear  that  my  Addrefles  may  breath  forth  much  more  of  Refpeft  than  Ge¬ 
nius, 

Your  innate  Candor  will  not  fuffer  you  to  hear  your  juft  tribute  of  Praife  without  blufhir.o-  ;  and 
I  am  lenfible,  that  the  Panegyricks  of  my  weak  Pen  muft  fall  far  fhort  of  the  weight  of  your 
Merits.  ,  ... 

The  precious  Monuments  of  your  Induftry,  this  Day  publiffied,  and  which  every  Day  appear, 
are  clear  Demonftrations  not  only  of  the  care  of  your  honoured  Father,  but  of  the  Fire  of  your 
own  Genius  (  a  Genius  always  devoted  to  Piety  and  Learning.  )  They  ffiew  how  you  have 
paded  your  tender  Years,  and  the  happy  Proficiency  you  have  made.  The  venerable  Honour  of 
your  antient  Family,  your  ample  Patrimony,  fufficiently  ample  for  fupporting  the  Dignity  of  a 
Knight,  and  one  of  his  Majefty’s  Privy  Council,  the  natural  Fire  of  Youth,  (  too  often  employed 
in  trifles  )  the  Blandifhments  and  Allurements  of  your  Companions  could  never  draw  you  afide  iron 
the  fober  paths  of  Vertue,  nor  from  the  indefatigable  purfuit  of  your  Studies  ;  but,  well  knowing, 
that  no  Mail  was  Born  for  himfelf  alone,  you  began  to  Practice  an  early,  though  a  difficult, 
Viftory  over  your  own  Paffions,  and.  Lord  of  your  felf,  to  bring  home  an  early  Triumph  over 
your  felf:  Neither  abandoned  to  Luxury  or  Indolence,  you  turned  your  Genius  only  to  fuch  things 
as  favoured  of  Piety,  and  had  the  Honour  of  the  Wealpublick  in  View. 

And  oh !  That  the  unhappy  Train  of  oar  modern  Youth  had  followed  your  Example  3  many 
of  whom  (like  wandring  Meteors )  only  fliew  they  have  Motion  to  miflead 3  they  v.iniffi  almolt 
as  foon  as  they  are  born,  and  leave  no  Traces  behind  them,  but  their  Follies,  to  fh'ew  that  they 
have  lived.  An  inactive  Lazinefs,  unprofitable  to  our  felves  and  our  Country,-  ill  becomes  a  Man,’ 
much  lefs  a  Nobleman,  not  to  fay  a  Gentleman,*  dignified  with  this  Title  by  the  Merits  of  his 
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1  uftrious  Family-  Such  Men  pampered  with  Sloath,  languid*  and  link  beneath  their  own  Weight; 
That  Man  can  hardly  preferve  Dominion  over  others,  who  is  himfelf  a  Slave  to  Luxury  ;  nor 
can  he  hope  to  efcape  with  Impunity  who  unhappily  gorges  in  Vice,  nor  eafily  Emerge,  who  hath 
been  entangled  in  flagitious  Courfes.  For  he 

Who  runs  thro’  Vices  with  a  flowing  rein, 

And  Toothing  nurles  the  delicious  Bane, 

Too  late  refufes  to  fuftain  the  Yoke, 

By  Paflion  prompted,  and  by  Habit  broke. 

Seneca  in  Hypoliio. 

Yet  far  be  it  from  me  to  think  that  the  Infeftion  hath  fpread  To  deeply  through  the  whole  Body 
of  our  Gentry  :  There  are  not  wanting  among  us  fome  noble  Souls  (  and  may  fuch  for  ever  be  among 
us  )  who  have  Vertue  enough  to  do  any  Thing  but  what  is  difhonourable  ;  who  defpife  the  viler 
Pleafures  of  the  Body,  leaft  they  Ihould  fall  under  the  intire  Slavery  of  Sin  ;  who  would  joyfully 
run  into  the  Embraces  of  Death,  rather  than  fuffer  the  Violation  of  their  Vertue  :  And,  as  Epami- 
vondas  only  began  then  to  live,  when  he  expired  in  the  Prefervation  of  his  Shield ;  fo  we  have  a  nume¬ 
rous  Progeny  flourilhing  among  us,  who  could  meet  Death  with  Pleafure  in  the  caufe  of  Religion, 
and  in  the  prefervation  of  that  Innocence,  which  only  was  the  Delight  and  End  of  their  Living. 
Behold  1  how  lhany  triumphant  Souls  of  late,  lhaking  off  this  load  of  Flelh,  have  with  'chearful- 
nefs  repofed  their  mangled  Limbs  in  the  Bofom  of  their  Mother- Earth,  who  panting  after  Glory, 
and  defpifing  the  infolent  Cruelties  of  Executioners,  now  enjoy  a  Vi&ory  truly  fublime  in  the  Hea¬ 
venly  Manftons. 

But  your  Honour  will  pardon  this  Digreflion  of  an  over-heated  Pen  ;  my  Subjeft  calls  me  back 
to  you  }  to  you,  who  having  fpent  your  youthful  Days  in  laudable  Purfuits,  were  early  called  into 
the^  King’s  Council  ;  where,  while  you  faithfully  difcharged  your  Duty  among  a  long  Roll  of  Sena¬ 
tors,  a  grievous  Tempeft  on  every  Side  arofe,  fuch  an  horrid  Tempeft,  as  overwhelmed  our  moft  Se¬ 
rene’  King,  the  moft  flourilhing  Churches  profeffing  the  true  Apoftolick  Faith,  and  almoft  all  good 
Men,  and  poured  down  alfo  its  collefted  Fury  on  your  Head.  How  terrible  was  then  the  Face  of 
Heaven  in  every  Quarter?  To  what  narrow  Streights  was  the  true  Religion  reduced  ?  With  what 
Tumults  encompaffed  ?  Where  was  Faith  to  be  found,  or  a  calm  Security  to  be  had?  The  infatuated 
People  grew  faint,  yet  exulted  in  their  Difeafe  ;  and,  as  an  unwillir.gnefs  to  be  healed  is  the  greateft 
part  of  *a  Diftemper,  they  redned  and  grew  enflamed  at  the  Health-bringing  Remedy,  and  brutifhly 
perfected  the  Phyficians,  who  only  could  give  them  eafe. 

Your  Enemies  knew,  that  your  repofe  was  incompatible  with  their  Safety  ;  therefore  feparating 
you  from  your  beloved  Confort,  your  dear  Children,  your  Friends,  and  llripping  you  of  all  your 
Subftance,  even  to  your  Choice  collected  Books  (which,  though  they  fcarce  underftood,  yet  they  were 
refolved  to  poffefs)  they  fent  you  a  folitary  Exile  into  France, 

But  Vertue  depreffed  ftill  rifes  againft  the  weight,  and  the  purity  of  Gold  is  proved  by  the  Flame. 
Your  noble  Soul,  (  like  the  Eagle  )  foars  above  the  Regions  of  Snow  and  Thunder,  and  not  only 
does  not  refufe  to  bear  a  Similitude  of  Fortune  with  Charles,  the  Church,  and  all  good  Men, 
but  fcorns  even  the  leaft  repofe,  while  your  Country  is  oppreffed,  and  Religion  ready  to 
expire. 

Yet  at  laft,  to  the  aftonilhment  of  the  World,  the  Terrors  and  horrid  Tempefts  of  Tiranny  va- 
niih  ;  Ccefar  is  reftored,  and  with  him  the  Glory  of  the  Empire  revives ;  his  faithful  Subjects  return, 
and  every  Sphere  recovers  its  native  Glory. 

And  among  other  Ornaments  of  our  Country,  you,  worthy  Sir,  being  preferved  for  the  eager 
Embraces  of  your  Friends,  and  the  Publick,  and  for  the  Triumphs  of  this  Day,  realfume  that  Seat, 
which  is  juftly  due  to  your  Merit.  The  high  and  much  wiftied  for  Monuments  of  your  great  Induf- 
try,  which  have  appeared  in  Publick,  afford  abundant  Teftimonies,  that  your  Mind,  even  in  Adverflty, 
could  not  remain  inactive. 

So  now  at  laft,  Ireland  (  too  long  unhappy  )  confeffeth  your  mafterly  Hand  ;  you  have  banifhed 
the  Fables,  and  expelled  the  vain  and  idle  Fidhons  that  furrounded  and  deformed  her,  and  have 
given  her  a  true  and  lively  Figure.  While  fhe  beholds  your  Labours,  chearfully  begun  and  happily 
purfued,  in  fearching  out  her  Story,  fhe  laments  her  being  too  long  buryed  in  Obfcurity,  and  confeffcs 
the  new  Life  and  Light  with  which  your  Pen  hath  infpired  and  cloathed  her. 

And  while  fhe  joyfully  contemplates  on  the  venerable  Prelates  of  her  Church  (  raifing  their  Heads 
as  from  the  Dead,  )  while  fhe  beholds  a  long  Series  of  her  Bifhops,  fhitherto  loft  in  the  wide  Womb 
of  Night )  while  fhe  meditates  on  the  antient  Purity  of  the  Chriftian  Religion  (  which  once  flourifhed 
amongft  us )  while  fhe  fees,  honour’d  Sir,  your  unwearied  fearch  after  Knowledge,  your  fublimer 
Genius,  while  with  joy  elate  fhe  weighs  and  confiders  what  you  have  done,  what  you  can  do,  '  and 
what  you  are  willing  to  undertake,  fhe  teftifies  the  flneereft  Joy,  that  the  Ignorance  of  her  Sons  is 
fled,  that  the  degenerate  Manners  of  her  Inhabitants  are  reformed,  and  that  Loyalty,  (  which 
had’almoft  loft  a  Name  in  this  unhappy  Ifland  )  is  at  laft  revived. 

So  when  the  Clouds  difperfe,  the  fearful  Vapours  fly  away.  So  the  captive  Wretch,  too  long  in 
Durance  held  loaded  with  Chains,  eagerly  meets  the  joyful  Sound  of  Liberty  :  So  Air  fhut  up  in  the 
Bowels  of  the  Earth  mounts  upwards  with  ambitious  Flight,  breaks  through  its  Mother’s  Sides  impe¬ 
tuous,  and  either  finds  or  forces  out  a  Paffage  :  So  by  the  penetrating  Genius  of  her  noble  Ware 
Ireland  now  fhakes  off  her  Barbarity,  and  promifeth  to  affume  with  a  new  Face,  a  more  exalted  Air. 

Go  on  then,  great  Genius,  to  perfect  your  Triumphs  fo  happily  begun  ;  fo  fhall  your  painful  In- 
duftry  be  rewarded  with  that  Eternity,  which  fainter  Marble  cannot  give.  Let  Memphis  boaft  no 
more  her  long  fince  vaniih’d  Wonders.  Where  are  the  Maufolea  now,  which  hung  in  Air?  devoured 
by  the  all  deftroying  Teeth  of  Time  That  Man,  who  by  his  worthy  Actions  becomes  the  Author  of 
his  own  Epitaph,  may  glory  in  having  placed  himfelf  beyond  the  reach  of  Malice.  Immortal  Ver- 
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tue  can  only  raife  to  itfelf  eterfial  Trophies;  and  that  Heaven,  which  the  earth-born  Giants  vainlv 
attempted,  is  only  to  be  won  by  a  genius  Sublime  and  great  as  yours. 

Now  that  all  thefe  things  may  unite  to  bring  Happinefs  and  Glory  both  to  the  Commonwealth, 
and  Church,  may  the  clafhing  of  Arms  and  din  of  War  be  heard  no  more ;  may  Tumults  ceafe, 
hufh’d  by  the  Gofpel  meeknefs ;  may  Schifm,  the  parent  of  Confufion,  with  its  long  Train  of  Ills 
fubfide  ;  may  that  true  Love,  which  is  always  ardent,  lighten  up  and  animate  the  Church,  and  kin¬ 
dle  in  the  Breaks  of  her  divided  Sons  Unity  and  Peace  ;  may  divine  Providence  extend  the  narrow  Li¬ 
mits  of  the  Chriftian  World  to  the  Earth’s  utmoft  Bounds ;  may  the  wildnefs  of  Heathen  Superftition; 
and  the  blind  Obitinacy  of  the  Jews  fink  in  the  purity  of  the  Chriftian  Worlhip  ;  may  the  facred 
Epifcopal  Order  arife  brighter  from  the  Shades  of  Night,  and  flourifh  in  thefe  Iflands  till  time 
fhall  be  no  more  ;  may  the  Kingdom  of  Chrift  extend  its  Empire  to  the  utmoft  Bounds  of  the  Earth, 
and  over  the  Minds  of  Men  kill  unfubdued  ;  and  may  God  at  laft,  worthy  Sir,  lead  you  among  the 
reft  of  his  EleSt  into  thofe  happy  Regions,  where  there  is  always  ferenity  without  Clouds,  a  perpetual 
Light  without  Sun,  Life  without  Labour,  and  eternal  Health  without  the  Languors  of  a  ftckly  Mind.

The  Chapter  of  Clonmaenois  confifted  antiehtly  of  a  Dean,  Chantor,  Chati- 
cellor,  T reafurer,  Archdeacon,  and  12  Prebendaries,  viz.  Clonmorc — Clonleyn—Clondelaragh-A 

Clovinehcu.'*~C.lonfenlagh'*-Clonderigh — Clonagher — Crumrod —  C  loghr  an— C  loner  agk — Rag  hr  aw - and 

—  Clone  jin.  But  moft  of  the  Pofleffions  of  them  have  from  Time  to  Time  got  into  Lay-hands,  and 
particularly  into  thole  of  the  Malones  and  Mac-Cougblan  s .  The  Archdeacoary  of  Clonmaenois  fubfifled 
in  Bifhop  Mountgomeries  Time,  as  appears  by  a  Vifitation  Book  in  the  College  Library,  in  which  its 
Valuation  was  returned  at  16  Sterl.  Malaeby  Dalaghan  was  prefented  to  it  on  the  13  th  of  January 
Auno.  10  Eliz.  and  a  Mandate  ilTued  to  give  him  a  Stall  in  the  Choir,  and  a  Voice  in  the  Chapter. 
The  Prebend  of  Clonle\n  was  the  Corps  of  the  Archdeaconry,  to  which  alfo  a  Houfe  and  Garden  near 
the  Church  of  Clonmaenois  was  appurtenant.  In  a  Vifitation  Book  Anno.  1616,  It  appears  that  the 
Tyths  of  Clsnleyn  were  valued  at  4I.  per  Annum,  and  were  then  po  fie  Ted  by  one  Mac-Cougblan,  who 
paid  20  s-  Rent  for  them  to  Feoragb  Malone ,  by  what  Right  unknown.  That  the  Prebend  of  C hu¬ 
mor  e  was  polfeffed  by  Hugh  Dallaghan,  and  had  the  Tyths  of  the  Town  of  Clonmore  belonging  to  it  * 
that  the  Prebend  of  C  lander  igh,  with  the  Tyths  of  Clanderigh  were  pofifefled  by  Edmund  Malone,  as  alfo 
the  Prebends  of  Clonagher,  Crumrod,  and  Cloneragh  ;  and  further  that  the  Prebends  of  Ragbraw  and 
Clcnejin  were  poffeTed  by  Owen  Oge  Mac-Cougblan.  At  prefent  the  Deanery  is  the  only  part  of  the 
Chapter  which  fubfifts,  to  which  the  Prebend  of  Clogbran  is  annexed,  and  he  hath  a  Seal  of  Office* 
which  appears  to  me  to  have  been  the  antient  Epifcopal  Seal  of  Clonmaenois,  and  may  be  leen  at  the 
Head  of  the  See  of  Meath.

P  A F  RICK,  the  Apoftle  of  the  Irifh ,  built  a  Church, 
and  fixed  a  Bifhop’s  See  in  this  Place,  A.  D.  445,  or,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  Annals  of  XJlJler ,  444  ;  under  which  Year 
we  find  this  Remark  in  the  faid  Annals,  “  Armagh  was 
“  founded,,  from  the  building  of  the  City  of  Rome ,  to 
“  the  founding  of  this  City,  are  1194  Years.”  One  Daire , 
a  Man  of  great  Affluence,  and  Reputation  among  his  own 
People,  granted  the  Scite  whereon  this  Church  was  built, 
*  ;  which,  from  an  Abundance  of  Sallows  there  planted,  at 

a  Antiq.  ch,  29. 

*  The  River  Calin  hath  its  Rife  in  the  Barony  of  Fevos  and  County  of  Armagh ,  and  taking  a  Courfe 
due  North,  paffeth  on  the  Ealtfide  of  Armagh ,  and  falls  into  the  Blackvjater  at  Charlemount . 

A  firft 
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firft  took  the  Name  of  Druim-failec  [or  Sail  Mg*]  but  from  its  fituation  on  a  riling 
Ground,  was  afterwards  called  Armache  or  Ardmach ,  that  is,  editus  campus ,  a 
High  Field. 

Of  the  Epifcopal  See  placed  here  by  St.  Patrick ,  Joe  dint,  a  Monk  of  Fumes* 
in  the  Life  of  that  Saint3,  fays  thus,  “  St.  Patrick  placed  the  Archiepifcopal 
“  Chair  in  that  City  and  was  determined  in  his  Mind  to  make  it  the  fuperiof 
“  See,  Metropolis,  and  Miftrefs  of  all  Ireland 

I  have  nothing  further  to  add  relating  to  the  antient  Dignity  of  this  See  ;  unlefs 
that  in  old  Times  it  had  very  ample  Privileges  granted  to  it,  for  the  better  ftrength- 
ning  the  Ecclefiaflical  Liberties* 

But  to  return.  As  this  Cathedral  hath  been  often  ruined  and  deftroyed  by  Fire* 
fo  it  hath  been  as  often  repaired  and  enlarged  by  the  Archbifhops  of  Armagh  ;  bue 
efpecially  about  the  year  1262  [or  1263]  by  Patrick  O-Scanlain ,  who  had  been 
then  lately  tranflated  from  the  See  of  Raphoe  to  Armagh,  His  next  SuccelTor, 
Friar  Nicholas  Mac- Molijffa,  befides  Books,  rich  Veftrrlents,  and  other  Prefents, 
which  he  made  to  this  Church,  granted  to  it  alfo  an  annual  Penfion  of  twenty 
Marks  out  of  his  Manor  of  Termon-Peichan ,  to  be  laid  out  on  the  Fabrick  of 
that  Cathedral.  He  alfo  appropriated  the  Manor  of  Dromijkin  to  this  See  ;  and 
died  on  the  10th  Day  of  May  1363  :  A  Prelate  eminent  for  his  Eloquence  and 
Wifdom  having  governed  the  Church  of  Armagh  thirty  one  Years. 

[The  Chapter-of  Armagh  is  cpmpofed  of  five  Dignitaries  and  four  Prebenda¬ 
ries  who  have  Voices  in  every  Capitular  Aft.  The  Dignitaries  are  thus  ranked, 
viz,  a  Dean,  Chantor,  Chancellor,  Treafurer  and' Archdeacon.  There  are  alfo 
eight  Vicars  Choral,  and  an  Organift,  attendant  on  the  fervice  of  the  Cathedral. 
The  Vicars  Choral  were  antiently  fewer-,  and  of  the  Number  only  one  a  Prieft. 
Primate  Marfh  added  another  Prieft  i  but  without  increafing  the  Number  of  Vi¬ 
cars.  In  the  Year  1 720,  Primate  Lindjay  obtained  a  new  Charter  for  enlarging 
the  Number,  of  the  faid  Vicars  to  eight,  and  laid  out  upwards  of  four  thoufand 
Pounds  on  a  Purchafe,  in  augmentation  of  the  Eftate  of  the  Choir,  as  is  menti¬ 
oned  in  his  Life.]

If  I  be  not  an  Apoftle  unto  others ,  yet  doubtlefs  I  au  to  you  ;  for  the  Seal  of  mine 
Apoftlefhip  are  ye  in  the  Lord .  i  Cor.  Cb.  9.  v.  2. 

HIS  Primitive  Bi {hop  was  a  Perfon  of  fuch  exemplary  Piety,  and 
Virtue  ;  and  his  Labours  and  Succefs,  in  converting  this,  once 
pagan  and  barbarous  Nation,  to  Chriftianity,  were  fo  wonderful 
and  ufeful  •,  that  the  Adtions  of  his  Life  were  v/orthy  of  being 
tranfmitted  to  Pofterity  by  the  moft  faithful  and  able  Pen  ;  But 
unhappily  this  Talk  hath  fallen  into  the  moil  weak  and  injudicious 
Hands  *,  who  have  crouded  it  with  fuch  numberlefs  Fidtions,  and  monftrous 
Fables  ;  that,  like  the  Legends  of  King  Arthur ,  they  would  almoft  tempt  one  to 
doubt  of  the  reality  of  the  Perfon.  It  is  obfervable,  that  (as  the  pureft  Streams 
flow  always  neareft  to  the  Fountain )  fo,  among  the  many  Writers  of  the  Life  of 
this  Prelate,  thofe,  who  lived  neareft  to  his  Time,  have  had  the  greateft  Re¬ 
gard  to  Truth,  and  have  been  moft  fparing  in  recounting  his  Miracles.  Thus 
Fiech ,  Bifhop  of  Sletty,  *  and  Contemporary  with  our  Saint,  comprehended  the 
moft  material  Events  of  his  Life,  in  an  Irifh  Hymn,  of  thirty  four  Stanzas  ; 
which,  tranflated  literally  into  Latin ,  hath  been  fince  publifhed  with  the  Irifh  by 
John  Colgan  a.  But  in  procefs  of  Time,  as  the  Writers  of  his  Life  increafed,  fo  his 
Miracles  were  multiplied  (efpecially  in  the  dark  Ages)  untill  at  laft  they  exceeded 
all  Bounds  of  Credibility.  Thus  Probus,  a  Writer  of  the  iofFAge,  out-did  all 
who  went  before  him  j  but  he  himfelf  was  far  out-done  by  Joceline,  a  Monk  of 

*  Sletty,  or,  as  antiently  called,  S lelte,  is  now  a  ruined  Church,  but  was  formerly  an  antient  Epif- 
copal  See,  of  which  St.  Fiech  was  the  firft  Bilhop.  It  Hands  in  the  Barony  of  Slieu-Margie,  in  the 
Territory  of  Lets,  now  the  Queen  s- County,  about  a  Mile  Northward  of  Carlow.  The  Epiicopal  See 
was  tranflated  from  hence  to  Leighlin  but  when,  I  am  not  certain.  a  Trias  Thaum.  p.  1. 
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Fumes ,  who  wrote  in  the  iith  Century.  The  Life  of  St.  Patrick ,  written  by  the  for¬ 
mer,  in  two  Books,  is  extant  in  thethirdTome  of  the  Works  of  the  venerable 
Bede  *,  to  whom  fome  have  erroneoufiy  afcribed  it :  and  that  written  by  the  latter, 
was  firft  publilhed,  at  Antwerp  in  1514,  at  the  Expence  of  Cornelius  Hugonis 
{Fit z- Hugh)  Provincial  of  the  lrijh  Francifcans  ;  and  afterwards  at  Paris ,  by 
Thomas  Mefjingham,  in  1624. 

At  length  came  Philip  O -Sullivan,  who  hath  made  Joceline  his  Ground  Work ; 
yet  far  exceeds  even  Joceline  *,  and  fecmed  fully  determined,  that  no  future  Writer 
Ihou’d  ever  be  able  to  furpafs  him  in  relating  the  Number,  and  Greatnefs  of  the 
Miracles  of  St.  Patrick:  He  publilhed  his  Work  at  Madrid  in  1629,  under  the 
Title  of  Patriciana  Decas  ;  and  hath  divided  it  into  ten  Books,  and  afforded  ten 
Chapters  to  each  Book.  But  the  firft  eight  Books  only  regard  the  Life  of  St. Patrick: 
The  two  latter  relate  to  his  Purgatory  j  which  neither  Joceline  nor  Probus  have 
mentioned,  and  probably  never  heard,  or  dreamed  cf. 

There  is  one  Confequence,  that  hath  followed  fuch  a  Legendary  way  of  wri¬ 
ting  ;  which  had  Authors  of  this  Turn  forefeen,  would  probably  have  made  them 
more  cautious  in  this  Point.  Miracles  are  Things  of  fo  extraordinary  a  Nature, 
that  they  mull  be  very  well  attefted,  in  order  to  gain  Credit  among  Men.  But 
thefe  Writers,  by  introducing  them  upon  every  frivolous  Occalion,  without  Num¬ 
ber,  Meafure,  or  Ufe,  have  called  the  Truth  of  every  Thing  they  relate  into 
Queftion  ;  and  in  this  Cafe  have  brought  into  Difcredit,  and  even  Ridicule,  the 
real  Miracles,  which  perhaps  this  Holy  Man  might  have  wrought.  The  lavilh 
Ufe  they  have  made  of  them,  ferveth  only  to  opprefs  the  Faith  ;  as  a  Profufion 
of  Scents  overpowereth  the  Brain.  By  this  great  Indifcretion,  they  have  made 
their  Writings  to  be  generally  looked  upon,  as  intirely  Fabulous  ;  and  their  un- 
lkilfi.il  Management,  hath  only  ferved  to  bring  our  great  Patron  into  Contempt.  I 
will  not  Trouble  the  Reader  with  my  private  Opinion  as  to  the  Truth  of  his  Mi¬ 
racles  ;  which  is  a  Point  that  may  admit  of  much  Difpute,  without  any  great  Be¬ 
nefit.  On  one  fide  it  may  be  urged,  that  as  God  infpired  him  with  the  Glorious 
Refolution  of  adventuring  himfelf,  to  reclaim  an  infidel  and  barbarous  People  to 
Chriftianity  *,  fo  he  armed  him  with  all  the  neceflary  Powers  and  Virtues  to  go 
through  fo  great  a  Work..  There  may  feem  to  be  the  fame  Neceflity  in  this  In- 
ftance,  as  in  thofe  of  the  Apoftles  ;  the  End  and  Intention  cf  their  Million  being 
the  fame.  On  the  other  fide  it  may  be  faid,  that  feveral  Infidel  Nations  have 
been  converted  to  Chriftianity  without  Miracles  5  and  that  the  prefent  Miffionaries 
]n  the  Eafi  and  Weft -Indies  work  Converfions,  without  pretending  to  that  extraor¬ 
dinary  Gift.  I  ftiail  not  engage  in  this  Difpute  ;  and  in  the  following  Account  of 
St.  Patrick ,  lhall  avoid  dwelling  on  his  Miracles,  which  exceed  the  Power  of 
Human  Nature  *,  and  lhall  think  it  a  more  profitable  Talk  to  relate  his  good 
Works,  which  may,  and  ought  to  be  the  Subied  of  every  Man’s  Imitation. 

I  have  often  thought,  it  would  not  be  Time  mif-fpent,  to  colled  from  the  feve¬ 
ral  Latin  Writers  of  his  Life,  and  efpecially  from  theearlieft  among  them,  a  full 
Account  of  this  Saint  •,  and  todigeft  it  into  a  chronological  Series,  and  as  clear  a 
Method,  as  the  intricacy  of  the  fubjed  will  admit.  Such  an  Attempt  might 
be  a  Means  to  redifie  the  Pradice  of  our  deluded  Countrymen  •,  -who  fpend  the 
Feftival  of  the  moft  abftemious  mortified  Man,  in  Riot  and  Excefs ;  as  if  they 
looked  upon  him,  only  in  the  light  of  a  jolly  Companion.  Had  this  been 
done  by  a  more  able  Pen,  it  might  pofiibly  have  brought  about  this  good 

End  i  and  would  have  prevented  my  troubling  the  World  with  the  Account 
that  follows. 
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§.  1.  Asfeven  Cities  contended  for  the  Birth  of  Homer ,  the  Prince  of  Poets-,  fo  al- 
moft  as  many  Places  have  laid  claim  to  the  Honour  of  giving  Birth  to  St.  Patrick . 
Barcniush ,  and  Matthew  of  IVefirninfter, ufually  called  Florilcgus c  fay, he  was  a  Native 
of  Ireland ,  Natione  Hibernenfis being  deceived,  probably,  by  an  ambiguous  Ex- 
preffion  in  the  Martyrologifls . — “  Hibernia  Natalis  Sancli  Patricij — In  Ireland , 

“  the  Nativity  of  St.  Patrick  Whereas  in  the  conftant  Language  of  the  Afor- 
tyrolcgifis ,  a  Saint’s  Nativity  is  not  efteemed  the  Day  of  his  Entrance  into  this 
World,  but  the  Day  of  his  Death.  I  wonder,  Philip  O-Sullevan  hath,  from  thefc 
great  Authorities,  omitted  to  claim  our  Saint  for'his  Countryman  :  But  he  hath 
fallen  into  as  grofs  an  Error  ;  for  he  makes  him  a  Native  of  Bafs-Bretagne  d  in 
France — c<  In  Britannia  Gallicd  vel  Aremoricd  Gallia  Natus—  Born  in  GaidifoBri- 
“  tain,  or  Jr emoric  Gaul.”  Yet  he  produceth  no  Authority  foe  this.  Another c 
Writer  gives  Cornwall,  in  the  South  of  England,  the  Honour  of  his  Birth ,  with 
as  little  Reafon  as  the  former.  Tjh eJfmlilh  Tranflator  of  the  Golden  Legend,  will 
have  him  a  Welfhman,  born  at  Pendiac  or  rather  Pepidiauc  (  which  JJfsher f  and 
Camden 8  take  to  be  a  Promontory  in  Pembroke  fire,  fiuce  named  by  the  Welfh9 
Menevia ,  or  St.  Davids  :  and  what  Ftolomy  called  the  Promontory  of  the  OAopitce.) 
And  near  this  Promontory  Camden  alio  tells  us,  (put  of  the  Ecclefiaftical  Hifto- 
rics  of  Britah)  chat  St.  Patrick  was  born  in  Rofs-Vale,  {in  Valle  Rojfnd)  which 
figniheth  a  verdant  Plain  ;  and  Humphrey  Llhuid,  h  in  Vale  Rofed  or  Rofind ,  the 
rofy  Plain.  But  fuch  ar  Opinion  feems  to  be  grounded  on  nothing  but  this  *,  that: 
St.  Patrick  5  is  reported,  fome  time  or  other,  to  have  retired,  and  built  a  Monaf- 
tci  y  in  that  Place  ;  which  hath  given  Writers  a  Handle  to  imagine  that  he  was 
born  there.  Sigebert  of  Gemblours ,  k  and  many  others,  have  called  him  a  Scot  ; 
and  the  Scottifh  writers  to  a  Man  will  have  him  their  Countryman.  But  this  is 
grounded  on  two  miftakes :  Firft  from  the  Language  of  the  antient  Martyrologifls, 
as  I  obferved  before,  which  means  by  the  Nativity  of  a  Saint,  the  Day  of  his 
Death  :  So  that  when  we  meet  in  Bede,  Ufuard ,  Rhaban  or  Ado,  this  Paffage, 
<e  XVI.  Cal.  April  in  Scotia  nataleS.  Patricij.—*  On  the  17th  of  March  in  Scotia 
“  the  Nativity  of  St.  Patrick It  muff  be  underftood  the  Day  of  his  Death  ; 
For,  according  to  all  Accounts,  on  that  Day  he  died  :  And  it  is  well  known,  that  in. 
the  Days  of  St.  Patrick ,  and  for  many  Ages  after,  Ireland  only  was  known  by  the 
Name  of  Scotia,  and  not  the  modern  Scotland  -,  as  is  fully  demonftrated  in  the  firft 
Chapter  of  the  Antiquities  of  Ireland,  which,  God  willing,  fhall  be  foon  publifh- 
ed.  The  fecond  miftake  hath  been  occafioned  by  the  Alteration  of  the  Bounds 
and  Limits  of  Countries ;  fo  that  Dun-Britton,  near  which  St.  Patrick  was  born, 
though  it  be  now  a  part  of  modern  Scotland,  yet  in  his  Time  it  was  within  the 
Britijh  Territories.  Having  thus  cleared  the  different  Pretenfions  to  his  Birth,  I 
jfhall  now  proceed  to  fix  the  right  Place  of  it  5  and  from  thence  go  on  to  relate 
the  feveral  Particulars  of  his  Life. 

§  2.  He  was  born  in  the  extreme  bounds  of  Britain  ( in.  that  part  of  it,  which 
is  now  comprehended  within  the  Limits  of  the  modern  Scotland ,  )  at  a  Village 
called  Banaven,  in  the  Territory  of  Fabernia  (as  he  himfelf  faith  in  his  Confefii- 
on 1 )  in  vico  Banaven,  Faberriue  ;  and  which  Probus  in  more  fully  expounds.-—' 
cc  de  vico  Bannavce ,  Fyburnice  regionis ,  hand  procul  a  mari  Occidentali.  ”  Joceline  '* 
explains  Fabernia,  to  fignify,  Fabernaculorum  Campus,  the  Field  of  Tents -,  be-

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caufe  the  Roman  Army  had  pitched  their  Tents  there  *,  and  adds,  *e  That  the 
“  Place  of  his  Father’s  Habitation  was  near  the  Town  of  Empthor ,  bounding 
“  on  the  Irilh  Sea.”  From  this  Defcription,  \J fisher  0  points  out  the  very  Spot 
where  he  was  born,  at  a  Place  called,  after  him,  Kirk-P atrick ,  or  Kil-Patricky 
between  the  Caftle  of  Dunbriton ,  and  the  City  of  Glafcow ;  where  the  Rampart, 
which  feparated  the  Barbarians  from  the  Romans,  terminated.  Fiech, p  Bifhop  of 
Sletty ,  layeth  it  down,  (as  a  thing  granted)  that  he  was  born  at  Nemthur ,  which 
his  Shcoliaft  s  calls,  Alcluide  \  Bede  ,  r  Alcluith  ;  and  Hoveden f,  Alcluit  ♦,  a  fortified 
City  of  the  Britons  ;  now  known  by  the  N  ame  of  Dunbriton .  But  I  muft  dif- 
fent  from  that  Scholiaft,  that  Nemptbur  and  Alcluid  were  the  fame  Place  i 
though  it  muft  be  granted  they  ftood  near  each  other ;  as  appears  by  a  Paffage  in 
Joceline c.  —  “  Erat  in  qnodam ,  &c.— -There  was  on  a  Promontory  hanging  over 
‘c  theTown  of  Empthur,  a  certain  Fortification,  whofe  Ruins  are  yet  vifible,  &c.  ”, 

; — And  a  little  after.  “  This  celebrated  Place,  feated  in  the  Valley  of  Clud,  is 
“  in  the  Language  of  the  Country  called,  j Dunbreaton,  that  is,  the  Fort  of  the 
“  Britons. 

§  3.  He  tells  us  himfelf,  u  that  he  was  born  of  a  good  Family. —  Ingenuus  fiui 
Secundum  Carnem—  His  Father  was  Calphurnius  w,  a  Deacon,  who  was  the  Son  of 
Potitus  x  a  Prieft,  From  whence  may  be  obferved,  that  the  Clergy  were  not  re- 
llrained  from  Matrimony  in  that  Age  :  Unlefs  we  are  content  with  Joceline1  s  * 
groundlefs  Affertion  (which  is  not  mentioned  by  the  early  Writers  of  St.  Patrick's 
Life)  that  both  his  Father  and  Grandfather  took  Orders  after  their  Children  were 
born.  His  Mother  ConcheJJa ,  was,  as  fome  fay  z,  the  Sifter,  others, a  more  proba¬ 
bly,  the  Niece  of  St.  Martin ,  Bilhop  of  Fours.  The  antient  Scholiaft  b  on  the 
Hymn  of  Fiech  faith,  that  he  had  one  Brother,  the  Deacon  Sanannus ,  and  five 
Sifters,  Lupita,  Tigris,  Liemania ,  Darerca ,  and  Cinnenum. 

§.  4.  As  there  were  various  Opinions  concerning  his  Country,  fo  Writers  differ 
much  as  to  the  Time  of  his  birth.  William  of  Malmefibury ,  e  Adam  of  Domer - 
ham ,  and  John d  the  Monk  of  Glaftenbury ,  (who  are  quoted  and  followed  by  Al¬ 
ford  and  C refijy,)  Place  his  Birth  in  361  ;  with  whom  Stanihurfil  agrees  *,  and  all 
of  them  follow  Probus ,  on  whom  we  cannot  depend,  if  we  take  the  Charader 
given  of  him  by  Gabriel  Pennotus e:  For  he  calls  him,  “  a  trifling  Writer,  one 
*c  manifeftly  convinced  of  Falfhood,  that  he  hath  inferted  many  old  Women’s 
<c  Tales  in  his  Work,  and  Numbers  of  Pafiages  abfurd,  and  foreign  from  Gof- 
<6  pel  Truth.”  His  Error  feems  to  be  grounded  on  an  eager  Endeavour,  to  ftretch 
St.  Patrick's  Life  to  a  longer  Period,  than  what  the  beft  Writers  of  it  have  done: 
For  he  makes  him  132  Years  old  at  the  Time  of  his  Death,  in  493,  which  car¬ 
ries  the  Account  back  to  the  Time  afligned  by  him  for  his  Birth.  Colgan  f  thinks 
the  Number  132  a  Typographical  Error,  inftead  of  122  :  But  I  think  it  better 
accounted  for  this  way  *,  and  efpecially  as  Probus  repeats  it  in  two  different  Para¬ 
graphs  ;  And  in  this  William  of  Malmefibury  differs  from  Probus  ;  for  he  placeth 
his  Death  in  472,  in  the  Hundred  and  eleventh  Year  of  his  Age.  The  Annals  of 
Conaught  are  yet  more  grofly  miftaken,  in  affigning  his  Birth  to  the  Year  336. 
Henry  of  Marleburg  *  fays  he  was  born  in  376,  Joceline  h,  in  370 ;  but  Florence  of

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Worcefter  b,  nearer  the  Truth,  in  372  ;  from  whofe  Calculation  Ufsber 1  could  fee 
no  Reafon  to  depart.  Yet  with  Reverence  to  thefe  great  Authorities,  I  muft  take 
the  Liberty  to  fix  his  birth  a  Year  later,  i.  e.  in  373  on  the  5th  of  April .  For 
the  mod;  commonly  received  Opinion  is  (with  which  Ufsber ,  1  in  another  part  of 
his  Work  agrees)  that  St.  Patrick  lived  but  120  Years,  and  that  he  died  in  493, 
from  which  Subftrad  120,  and  it  leaves  373,  the  Year  of  his  Birth :  And  this  is 
further  confirmed  by  the  old  Irijh  Book  of  Sligo ,  as  quoted  by  Ujsher, m  “  Ferid 
tt  quart d  S.  P atricius  natus,  renatus ,  iff  denatus.—  That  St.  Patrick  was  born, 

«  baptized,  and  died  on  the  fourth  Day  (Viz.)  Wedneftday .”  Now  the  5th  of 
April  373  fell  on  Wedneftday,  or  the  Ferid  quart 6,  and  confequently  was  his 
Birth-Day  that  Year. 

A.D.  373.  §.  5.  Having  cleared  up  the  Place  and  Time  of  his  Birth,  I  fhall  now 
proceed.  He  was  not  called  Patrick ,  at  his  Baptifm,as  Joceline  n  faith,  but  Succath , 
which  the  old  Scholiaft  0  on  the  Hymn  of  Fiech ,  interprets  in  the  Britijh  Language, 
to  fignihe,  Valiant  in  War.  O'-Sullevan  p  (to  adapt  the  Name  the  better  to  his 
Scheme  of  making  him  a  Bafts -Bretagne')  tells  us,  he  was  named  at  his  Baptifm, 
Souchet  *,  for,  faith  he,  Zouch,  in  the  old  French,  fignifieth  Fruncus ,  a  Stock  of  a  Tree, 
and  that  Souchet ,  is  F runculus ,  a  little  Stock :  And  he  further  gloffeth  upon  the 
Matter,  “  that  the  Name  was  very  well  adapted  to  the  fruit-bearing  Shoulders 
«  of  this  Infant  Saint  ;  For  he  was  a  moft  plentiful  Stock,  from  whence  fo 
“  many  Boughs,  fo  many  Branches,  fo  many  Leaves,  fo  many  Flowers,  fo 
“  much  Fruit,  i.  e.  fo  many  venerable  Irijh  Prelates,  fo  many  Priefts,  fo  many 
<c  Preachers,  fo  many  Monks,  and  fo  many  Doctors  of  Foreign  Nations,  have 
“  proceeded.’* — But,  after  all  this  jingle  of  Words,  it  unluckily  happens,  that 
Souch  or  Zouch ,  in  the  old  French ,  fignifieth,  Stipes  Siccus ,  a  dry  Trunk,  (a 
Thing,  by  no  means  fo  Fruitful,  as  O-Sullevan  makes  it)  according  to  an  old 
Verfe  quoted  by  Camden,  *  to  have  been  made  on  William  de  la  Zouch , 
Arch-bifhop  of  York,  (faid  to  be  defeended  from  the  fame  Family  with  St.  Pa- 
trick)  for  his  Valour  againft  the  Scotch ,  at  the  Battle  of  Beer-Park ,  A.  D. 
1342. 

Eft  pater  invillus ,  fticco  de  Stipite  diffus.  — — 

§.6.  I  fhall  pafs  over  his  Infancy,  without  taking  Notice  of  any  of  the 
Miracles  aferibed  to  him,  by  the  Legend- Writers  of  his  Life.  His  Contem¬ 
porary,  the  venerable  Fiech,  is  filent,  as  to  this  Particular  •,  and  St.  Patrick  1  him- 
felf,  aferibes  his  Captivity  to  his  Ignorance  of  the  true  God,  and  his  Difobedience 
to  his  Commands.  He  was  educated f  with  great  Care  and  Tendernefs  by  his 
Parents  •,  and  his  fweet  and  gentle  Behaviour  rendered  him  the  Delight  and  Admi¬ 
ration  of  all  his  Neighbours. 

A.  D.  389.  §.  7.  He  was  juft  advanced  into  his  fixteenth  Year  f,  when  he 
was  taken  Captive :  the  Manner  of  which  is  thus  related  by  the  before-men¬ 
tioned  Scholiaft  u,  and  by  the  Author  of  the  Tripartite  life  w  of  St.  Patrick  (fup- 
pdfedto  be,  St.  Evin)— -His  Father,  Mother,  Brother,  and  five  Sifters  undertook 
a  Voyage  to  Aremoric  Gaul  (fince  called  Bafts-Bretagne )  to  vifit  the  Relations  of 
his  Mother  Concheftfta.  It  happened  about  this  time,  that  the  feven  Sons  of  Faff - 
m ude,  fome  Britijh  Prince,  were  banifhed,  and  took  to  the  Sea  ;  that  making  an 
inroad  into  Aremoric-Gaul ,  they  took  Patrick ,  and  his  Sifter  Lupita  (Tome s

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fay  T'igrida  alfoj  Prifoners.  They  brought  their  Booty  to  the  North  of  Ireland , 
and  fold  Patrick  to  Milcho-Mac-Huanan ,  a  Petty  Trince  of  Dalaradia*-,  and  Lupita, 
they  fold  into  Conal-Muirthemne\ .  Others’ w  tell'  the  Story  in  a  different  Manner, 
and  "with  abetter  Face  of  probability  >*  That  the  Romans  having  left  Britain , 
naked  and  defencelefs,  its  Inhabitants  became  an  eafy  Prey  to  their  troublefom 
Neighbours,  the  Irijh  ;  and  that  our  Saint  fell  into  the  Hands  of  fome  of  thcfe  Pi¬ 
rates,  and  was  carried  into  Ireland.  But  in  this  they  all  agree,  and  he  himfelf  * 
confirms  it,  that  he  continued  Captive  in  Ir'elnnd  fix  Years  He  was  fold  to  Miicho 
and  his,-  three  Brothers,  which  gave  the  occafibn  of  changing  his  Name  into 
Cothraig ,  y  or  rather  Ceathir-Tigh ,  becaufe  he  £f  ved  four  Matters  ;  Ceathir  figni- 
Fying  four,  and  Ugh ,  a  IToufe  or  Family.—  Miicho ,  observing  the  Care  and  Di¬ 
ligence  of  this  new  Servant,  bought  Out  the  Shares  cf  his  Brothers,  and  made  him 
his  own  Property.  Fie  fent  him  to  feed  his  Flogs  on  S lieu- Mis,  ||  and  St.  Patrick 
himfelf  z  tells  us  his  behaviour  in  this  Office :  “  My  conftant  Buftnefs  was  to 
“  feed  the  Hoggs.  I  was  frequent  in  Prayer  ;  the  love  and  fear  of  God  more 
“  and  more  inflamed  my  Heart  ;  my  Faith  was  enlarged,  and  my  Spirit  aug- 
“  mented  j.  fo  that  I  faid  an  hundred  Prayers  by  Day,  and  almott  as  many  by 
te  Night.  I  arole  before" Day  tc  my  Prayers,  in  the  Snow,  in  the  Froft, 
<£  in  the  Rain;  and.  yet*’ I  received  no  Damage;  nor  was  I  attested  with 
“  Slothfulnefs  ;;  fpr:  then  the  Spirit  of  God  was  warm  within  me  ”  It  was  here 
he  perfected  him  felfcip:. the  Ir.ijh  Language ;  the  wonderful  Providence  of  God 
vifibly  appearing  in  thiainftance  of  his  'Captivity  ;  that  he  fliould  have  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  in  his  tender  Years,  of  becoming  well  acquainted,  with  the  Language, 
Manners,  and  Difpofitions  of  that  People,  to  whom  he  was  intended,  as  a  future 
Apoftle.  •  Poflibly  the  ignorance,  in  thefe  particulars,  of  his  Predeceflor  Pala- 
dius ,  might  have  been  the  caufe  of  his  Failure  in  the  like  Attempt. 

A.  D.  395.  §.  8.  He  continued  fix  whole  Years*  in  Servitude,  and  in  the  feventh 
was  releafed.  There  feems  to  have  been  a  Lav/  in  Ireland  for  this  purpofe,  agreea¬ 
ble  to  the  Inftitution  of  Mofes ;  t,  that  a  Servant  fliould  be  releafed  the  feventh  Year  ;c 
as  it  is  faid  in  an  antient  Life  of  St.  Patrick ,  fuppofed  to  be  written  by  Patrick 
junior  \  in  another,  afcribed  to  Elerane  the  Wife  ;  and  in  the  tripartite  Life  be¬ 
fore  mentioned.  The  Writers,  who  deal  in  the  Marvellous,  tell  you,  that  the  Angel 
Viftor  appeared  to  him,  and  bid  him  obferve  one  of  his  Flogs,  v/ho  fliould  root 
out  of  the  Ground  a  Mafs  of  Money,  fufficient  to  pay  his  Ranfom.  But  St. 
Patrick  faith  no  fuch  thing.  Fie  only  informs  us  d  “  that  he  was  warned  in  a 
“  Dream  to  prepare  for  his  return  home  ;  and  that  he  arofe,  and  betook  him- 
“  felf  to  Flight,  and  left  the  Man  with  whom  he  had  been  fix  Years.3’— He  e 
made  all  the  haft  he  could  to  the  Sea  Side,  and  found  a  Ship  unmoored,  and

*  Dalaradia.  There  were  two  Territories,  whofe  Names, are,  pretty  near  in  Sound,  which  have  been 
confounded  by  Writers,  <viz.  Dal-Aradia,  and  Dal  Rieda.  The  ^former  comprehended  the  S.  andS.  E. 
Parts  of  the  County  of  Antrim,  fince  called  Clanebois,  and  all  the  County  of  Down.  The  Barony  of 
Ards,  hath  fome  Footfteps  of  the  antient  Name  in  it.  It  was  of  this  Territory  that  Miicho  was 
Prince,  and  in  it  hands  the  Mountain  Mr,  in  the  Barony  of  Antrim.  Dal  Rieda  was  a  1’erritory 
comprehending  the  N.  N.-W.  and  Part  of  the  South  of  the  County  of  Antrim .

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ready  to  fail.  The  Mailer  f  refufed  to  take  him  in,  becaufe  he  had  no  Fare  to 
give  him.  Upon  this  Repulfe  he  went  to  look  for  fome  Cottage,  where  he  might 
fecurely  wait  for  a  better  Opportunity  to  make  his  Efcape  *,  and  in  the  mean  time 
betook  himfelf  to  his  ufual  Confolat'ion,  his  Prayers  i  during  which,  the  Sailors 
fent  after  him  to  return,  took  him  on  Ship-board,  and  hoilled  Sail.  He  is  faid  to 
have  had  a  bad  Voyage',  having  been  three  Days  on  Sea,  and  afterwards  fpent 
near  a  Month  in  travelling  by  Land,  before  he  came  to  his  Parents  j  after  which 
he  fuffered  another  Captivity,  as  Joceline  s  and  O'Sullevan  tell  us  •,  and  he  him¬ 
felf  faith,  h  it  was poft  annos  non  multos ,  a  few  Years  after.  At  this  time  he  con¬ 
tinued  in  Captivity  only  two  Months ;  but  with  whom  he  was  a  Prifoner,  or 
how  he  was  releafed,  we  want  Information. 

A.  D.  397.  §.  9.  After  all  his  Sufferings,  he  arrived  at  lafl  to  his  Parents,  who 
received  him  with  the  greateft  Joy ;  with  whom  he  continued  about  two  Years. 1  His 
Parents k  would  have  perfuaded  him,  to  have  fpent  the  reft  of  his  Days  with  them  : 
But  he  was  deftined  to  a  more  a&ive  and  ufeful  Employment.  While  he  was 
pondering  upon  this  Advice,  he  1  tells  us,  <c  he  had  one  NightaVifton  or  Dream, 
“  in  which  he  thought  he  law  a  Man  coming  to  him,  as  if  from  Ireland ,  whofe 
“  Name  was  Vibloricius ,  with  a  great  Number  of  Letters  ;  that  he  gave  him 

<c  one  of  them  to  Read,  in  the  beginning  of  which  were  contained  thefe  Words. _ _ 

<c  Vox  Hiberionacnm ,  the  Voice  of  the  Irijh.  While  he  was  reading  this  Letter, 
“  he  thought  the  fame  Moment  that  he  heard  the  Voice  of  the  Inhabitants  who 
“  lived  hard  by  the  Wood  of  Foclut,  *  near  the  Weftern  Sea,  crying  to  him 
<c  with  one  Voice,  — *  we  intreat  thee  Holy  Youth,  to  come  and  walk  atnong  usd* 
He  was  greatly  amazed  at  this  Vifion,  and  awoke.  He  tells  us,m  “  he  thanked 
“  God,  that  after  many  Years  he  had  Dealt  with  them  according  to  their  crying 
“  out.”  I  am  perfuaded,  it  was  this  Dream,  that  gave  Occaiion  to  the  Legend- 
Writers  to  frame  fuch.a  ftriCt  and  frequent  Commerce  between  the  Angel  Victor, 
and  St.  Patrick. 

§.  io.  From  this  Time  he  formed  the  Refolution  of  attempting  the  Converfion 
of  the  Irijh  *,  and  the  better  to  accomplifh  him  for  fuch  a  Tafk,  he  undertook  a 
painful  Journey  to  Forreign  Parts,  to  enrich  his  Mind  with  Learning  and  Experi¬ 
ence.  He  continued  abroad  35  Years,  purfuing  his  Studies  for  the  moft  part  un¬ 
der  the  Direction  of  his  Mother’s  Uncle,  St.  Martin ,  Bifhop  of  Yours ,  who  had 
ordained  him  Deacon  j  and  after  his  Death,  partly  with  St.  German ,  Bifhop  of 
Auxerre ,  (who  ordained  him  a  Frieft,  and  called  his  name  Magonius ,  which  was 
the  third  Name  he  was  known  by)  partly  among  a  Colony  of  Hermits  and  Monks 
in  fome  I  hands  of  the  Tufcan  Sea,  and  he  fpent  a  good  Part  of  the  Time  in  the 
City  of  Rome ,  among  the  Canons  Regular  of  the  Lateran- Church..  It  would  be  a 
dry  and  unprofitable  Tafk. to  follow  him  through  all  thefe  Countries,  and  fix  the 
Time  of  his  Abode  in  each  ;  and  I  fear  the  feveral  Contradictions  and  Differences 
that  we  meet  among  the  Writers  On  this  Subject,  would  render  it  impracticable. 
John  Colgan  n  hath  endeavoured  at  it,  in  a  long  and  critical  Difcuftion  of  par¬ 
ticular  Times  and  Places  :  But  as  he  hath  not  done  it  to  my  Satisfaction,  I  have 
here  omitted  the  Account  of  St.  Patrick? s'  Travels,  during  the  above-mentioned

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Internal  of  35  Years.  Before  I  proceed  ;  it  may  be  thought  necefifary  to  fhewthe 
State  of  Religion  in  Ireland ,  before  the  Arrival  of  St.  Patrick ;  that  we  may  the 
better  judge  what  he  had  to  do,  and  what  he  did. 

§.  1 1.  Not  to  mention  what  Writers 0  have  faid  that  James ,  the  Son  of  Zebedee 
arrived  in  Ireland ,  and  preached  the  Gofpel  there  in  the  41ft  Year  of  Chrift: ;  nor 
the  Dreams  of  others,  p  who  would  make  us  indebted  to  a  Pittijh  Woman  for  our 
Converfion,  about  the  Year  335  :  It  is  certain  there  were  many  Chriftians  in  Ire - 
land ,  before  the  Arrival  of  Palladius  in  431,  or  of  St,  Patrick  the  Year  following. 
St.  Kieran ,  St.  Ailbe,  St.  Declan  and  St.  Ibar ,  whom  Ufsher  s  calls  the  PrecurforS 
or  Forerunners  of  St.  Patrick ,  are  pregnant  Proofs  of  this.  They  were  of  the 
Birth  of  Ireland ,  from  whence  they  travelled  to  Rome ,  in  fearch  of  Education 
and  Learning  •,  where  they  lived  fome  Years,  were  ordained,  and  returned  home 
about  the  Year  402 *  That  there  were  fome  few  Chriftians  in  Ireland ,  even  before 
this  Time,  may  be  gathered  from  the  Lives  of  St.  Decldn  and  St.  Ailbe,  as  they 
are  quoted  by  Ufsher ; r  For  Declan  is  there  faid  to  have  been  baptized  by  one 
Colman ,  a  Prieft,  and  Ailbe  by  a  Chriftian  Prieft,  poflibly  the  fame  Colman  j  and 
Declan ,  when  he  was  feven  Years  old,  was  put  under  the  Tuition  of  Dymma ,  a 
Religious  Chriftian,  to  learn  to  Read ;  and  Cairbre  was  his  School- Fellow.  The 
Writer  of  the  Life  of  St.Kieran ,  publifhed  by  Colgan ,  f  fays,  ‘  that  he  was  bap^ 
*  tized  in  Rome *  in  the  30th  Year  of  his  Age  ;  that  he  continued  there  20  Years* 
«  and  on  his  return  to  Ireland  about  the  Year  402,  Stf  Patrick  being  then  on  his 
«  Journey  to  Rome *  met  him  in  Italy ,  and  the  Saints  of  God  rejoiced.*  It  feems 
that  thefe  early  Preachers  confined  their  Labours  to  particular  Places,  in  which 
they  had  confiderable  Succefs  ;  but  fell  very  Ihort  of  converting  the  Body  of  the 
Nation.  However  they  fowed  the  Seed,  which  St.  Patrick  came  after  to  Water: 
And  we  fiiall  fee  in  the  Sequel*  that  St.  Patrick  was  fo  well  fhtisfied  with  the  Pro- 
grefs  they  made  in  their  particular  Diltri&s,  in  Munjler ,  that  this  was  the  laft  Pro¬ 
vince  in  Ireland  he  thought  proper  to  vifit.  That  there  were  many  Chriftians  ini 
Ireland  at  this  Period,  feems  to  be  confirmed  by  Profper , 1  who  in  giving  an  Ac¬ 
count  of  the  Million  of  Palladius ,  fays,  “  That  he  was  ordained  by  Pope  Celejlin , 
“  and  fent  the  firft  Bifhop  to  the  Scots  believing  in  Chrift.”  This  Paflage  can 
mean  nothing  elfe,  but  that  Palladius ,  born  in  Britain ,  was  fent  to  the  Scots  (i.  e. 
the  Irijh )  who  had  already  formed  Churches  under  Kieran ,  Ailbe,  Declan  and  Ibar : 
and  fo  the  Bifhop  of  St.  Afaph  “expounds  it.  This  then  was  the  next  Attempt  that' 
was  made  for  the  Converfion  of  the  Irijh .  Palladius  engaged  in  a  more  ample 
and  extenfive  Defign  than  his  Predeceflors ;  yet  he  failed  in  the  Execution  of  it, 
ftayed  but  a  fhort  Time  in  Ireland ,  and  did  nothing  Worth  remembring.  He 
converted  however  a  few,  and  is  faid  to  have  founded  three  Churches.  But  he  had 
not  Courage  to  withftand  the  Fierccnefs  of  the  Heathen  Irijh  ;  nor  Abilities,  for 
want  of  the  Language,  proper  for  the  Work.  Nathi,  the  Son  of  Garchon ,  an 
Irijh  Prince*  oppofed  his  preaching ;  upon  which  Palladius  left  the  Kingdom, 
and  died  in  the  Land  of  the  Pills,  on  the  15th  of  December  431.  This  great 
Work  was  referved  for  St.  Patrick ,  to  whofe  A&ions  it  is  Time  to  return. 

§.  12.  It  is  controverted  among  Writers,  by  whom  St.  Patrick  was  ordained 
a  Bifhop,  and  fent  on  the  Irijh  Million.  Some  w  fay  by  Amatus ,  Amator ,  Ama* 
forex ,  Amatheus ,  Amotus ,  or  Matheus  j  (for  his  Name  is  written  all  thefe  Ways*,) 
while  others  hold,  that  it  was  Pope  Celejlin  himfelf,  who  ordained  him,  and  chang-

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id  hrs  Name  to  Patricks,  i.  e.  Paler  Civium ,  Father  of  the  People ;  whereas  be¬ 
fore  he  had  been  called  Magonius  or  Maun ,  by  St.  German ,  when  he  ordained  him 
a  Prieft.  Concerning  the  Dignity  and  Priviledges  of  the  Patricii  among  the  An- 
tient  Romans ,  the  Reader  may  turn  to  Dionifius  HalicarnaJfeus ,  x  Velleius  Patercu¬ 
lus,  y  and  others.  From  this  dignity  among  the  Romans,  the  Kings  of  France,  in  af¬ 
ter  Ages,  by  a  Decree  of  Pope  Stephen,  made  in  the  Reign  of  King  Pepin,  came 
to  be  called,  Patricii  Romanorum.  That  St.  Patrick  w  as  ordained  Bifhop  at  Rome 
is  the  Opinion  of  the  Generality  of  Writers  ;  z  which  feems  to  be  confirmed  by 
profper  ;  who  (peaking  of  Celefiin ,  fays,  “  that  having  ordained  a  Bifhop  for 
‘‘  the  Scots,  i.  e.  the  Iri/b ,  while  he  endeavoured  to  keep  the  Roman  Ifland, 
“  i.e.  Britain ,  Catholick,  he  made  the  Barbarous  Ifland,  i.e.  Ireland,  Chri- 
“  ftian.”  Now,  as  Bifhop  Lloyd*  judicioufly  reafons,  this  cannot  with  any  probabi¬ 
lity  be  affirmed  of  Palladius,  but  of  fome  other  Bifhop  ;  who,  by  confent  of  all  the 
Antients,  was  Patrick ,  fent  to  the  Injh  by  the  Pope  after  the  Death  of  Palladius : 
And  there  was  a  fufficient  Space  of  Time  between  the  15th  of  December,  the  Day 
on  which  Palladius  died,  and  the  6th  of  April,  on  which  Pope  Celejlin  died,  for 
the  Pope  to  hear  of  the  Death  of  the  firfl  Miflionary,  and  to  tend  Patrick  to  fuc- 
ceed  him  ;  and  there  was  alfo  Time  enough  in  the  Year  43 1*  before  the  15th  of 
December,  for  Palladius  to  receive  his  Commiflion  at  Rome ,  to  try  what  he  could 
do  in  Ireland,  and  finding  no  Succefs,  to  go  and  dye  in  Britain. 

§.  13.  Bifhop  Loyd  obferves*  that  the  Compaffion,  with  which  St.  Patrick  was 
touched,  for  the  People  of  Ireland  (whom  he  faw,  during  his  Captivity,  to  be  al¬ 
together  Heathens)  was  that,  which  gave  him  the  firfl:  Impulfe  to  endeavour  their 
Converfion  ;  and  no  doubt  this  Impulfe  was  not  a  little  heightened  by  his  Vifion 
before  mentioned. 

§.  14.  As  Palladius  died  among  St.  Patrick's,  Relations,  it  was  eafy  for  him  td 
hear  of  his  Death,  which  he  foon  did  ;  And,  being  then  at  Auxerre  in  the  Dutchy 
of  Burgundy,  with  St.  German  the  Bifhop  thereof ;  the  Bifhop  advifed  and  perfwa- 
ded  him  to  purfue  his  former  Defign  of  going  to  Convert  the  Scots  to  the  Faith  of 
Chrift  *,  in  order  to  this,  he  went  to  the  Pope,  to  get  fuch  Powers,  as  were  thought 
necefiary  for  accomplifhing  his  great  Defign. 

§.  14.  Auxiliusi  and  Iferninus,  b  (by  fome  call’d*  Servinus)  Canons  of  the  La- 
teran  Church,  and  fome  others,  received  the  Inferior  orders  with  him;  being  in¬ 
tended  for  under  Laboures  in  the  fame  Harveft  ;  Auxilius  being  ordained  Priefu 
and  Iferninus  a  Deacon  :  Having  received  his  Credentials,  he  took  Leave  of 
Rome,  and  with  all  Expedition  fet  forward  on  his  Journey  to  Ireland ;  attend¬ 
ed  by  twenty  c  Difciples,  Men  eminent  for  Piety  and  Wifdom.  He  arrived 
fafe  in  Britain,  where  he  preached  in  Cornwall  a  few  Days  with  Succefs,  and  as 
fome  d  fay,  in  Wales.  Here,  having  increafed  his  Attendants  to  the  Number  of 
thirty  four, e  he  fet  fail  for  Ireland ,  and  arrived  with  a  profperous  Gale  at  a  Port  in 
the  Territory  of  the  Evoleni*,  as  Probus  f  calls  it,  but  which  the  Irijh  Writers 

*  Probus  calls  this  Territory  Regio  Evolenorum,  which  the  trip?  Writers  call  Crioch-Cuolan.  ft 
{hems  to  be  a  Miftake  in  him,  or  his  Printer,  by  Changing  the  Letter  C  in  Cuolan ,  into  the  Letter  E  in 
E^volenorum.  It  was  a  Territory  in  the  Eaft  and  Maritime  Part  of  the  County  of  Wicklow,  compre¬ 
hending  now  the  North  Parts  of  the  Barony  of  Arklow ,  and  the  South  of  the  Barony  of  Newcajile , 
feated  on  both  fides  of  the  River  De a,  now  called  Letrim  ;  on  the  Mouth  of  which  Wicklow,  antient- 
ly  called,  Kilmantart,  Bands.  Moft  of  the  Writers  of  the  Life  of  St.  Patrick  call  the  Place  where  he 
landed  Jnbher-Dea,  or  the  Mouth  of  the  River  Dca,  which  Colgan  thinks  Ihould  be  called  Jnbher- 
Da?ud,  from  Dagad ,  a  Dynaji  of  that  Country,  who  was  there  drowned.  Cuolan  was  the  Country  of 
a  Branch  of  the  O-Kelleys

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term,  Crioch-Cuolan ,  or  the  Country  of  Cuolan.  Others  call  it  the  Port  of  Jrib- 
her-Dea ,  or  the  Mouth  of  the  River  Dea ,  and  is  now  the  Port  of  Wicklow. 

A.  D.  432.  §.  15.  He  was  in  his  60th  Year  when  he  Landed  in  Ireland  in  432  ; 
Alford ,  Crejfy^  and  other  Writers,  following  the  Authority  of  William  of  Malmejburyy 
and  of  John  the  Monk  of  Glajlenbitry  before  quoted,  place  his  Arrival  in  Ireland ,  in 
425  ;  but  this  plainly  contradidls  the  more  early  Writers.  He  happily  began  his 
Miniftry  by  the  Converfion  and  Baptifm  of  Sinell* ,  a  great  Man  in  that  Country, 
the  Grandfon  of  Finchad  •,  who  ought  to  be  remembred,  as  he  was  the  firft  Fruits  of 
St.  Patricks  Million  in  Ireland  *,  or  the  firft  of  the  Irifh  Converted  by  him.  He  was 
the  8 th  in  Lineal  Defcent  from  Cormac  King  of  Leinfier ,  and  afterwards  came  to 
be  enumerated  among  the  Saints  h  of  Ireland.  Nathi  the  Son  of  Garchon ,  and 
King  of  that  Diftrifl,  who  the  Year  before  had  frighted  away  Palladius ,  in  vain 
attempted  to  terrify  Patrick ,  by  oppofing  and  contradicting  his  DoCtrine. 
From  hence  he  bent  his  Courfe  to  a  Caltle  near  the  Sea,  called  Rath-Jnbher ,  f  near 
the  Mouth  of  the  River  Bray.  But  the  Pagans  of  thofe  Parts  rofe  up,  and  drove 
him  to  his  Ship ;  and  then  he  failed  to  an  Ifland  on  the  Coall  of  the  County  of 
Dublin ,  which  after  him  is  called,  Inis-Phadruig ,  and  by  the  Englijh ,  Holm - 
Patrick ,  to  this  Day  ;  where  he  and  his  Companions  relied  after  their  Fa¬ 
tigues. 

§.  1 7.  From  Inis-Patrick ,  he  failed  Northward,  to  that  Part  of  Ulfter ,  cal¬ 
led,  Ulidia  ||,  and  put  in  at  Jnbher-Slaing-Bay*.  When  he  and  his  Fellow  Labourers 
had  Landed  ;  Dichu , 1  the  Son  of  Trichem ,  Lord  of  the  Country,  being  informed 
that  they  were  Pirates,  came  out  with  armed  Men  in  order  to  kill  them  :  But  be¬ 
ing  llruck  with  the  venerable  Appearance  of  St.  Patrick ,  he  gave  him  Audience, 
and  liftning  attentively  to  the  Word  of  Life  preached  by  him,  he  changed  his 
wicked  Purpofe,  believed,  and  was  baptized  ;  and  brought  over  all  his  Eamily  k 
to  the  Faith  :  It  is  further  oblerved  of  him,  that  he  was  the  firft  Perfon  in  Ulfter 
who  embraced  Chriftianity.  But  this  was  not  all ;  he  dedicated  the  Land,  where¬ 
on  his  Converfion  was  wrought,  to  God  *,  where  a  Church  was  built,  which  got 
the  Name  of  Sgibol,  or  SabhalP-Phadruig ,  **  i.  e.  the  Barn  of  Patrick  ;  and  is  faid 
to  he  extended  from  North  to  South,  contrary  to  the  ufual  Form  of  Churches, 
after  the  figure  of  the  Barn  dedicated  by  Dichu  :  And  this  Church  was  afterwards 
converted  into  an  Eminent  Monaftery.  Thefe  were  the  Tranfa&ions  of  the  Year 
432’ 

A.  D.  433.  §.  18.  Early  in  the  Year  433,  St.  Patrick  left  Sabhall ,  and  travelled 
Northwards  by  Land  to  Clanebois ,  in  Dalaradia ,  to  endeavour  the  Converfion  of  his 
old  Mailer  Milcho ,  whofe  Service  he  had  left  38  Years  before.  But  this  obftinate 
Prince,  hearing  of  the  great  Succefs  of  St.  Patrick’s,  preaching,  arid  alhamed  to  be 
perfuaded,  in  his  old  Age,  to  forfake  the  Religion  of  his  Anceftors,  (efpecially

Antrim ,  in  Irijh ,  Ullagh. 

*  Jnbher-Slaing,  or  the  Mouth  of  the  River  Slaing,  is  now  called  the  Bay  of  Dundrum,  in  the 
bounty  of  Down.  The  River  Slaing,  or  Slain,  rifeth  in  the  Barony  of  Cajllt-rcagb,  and  County  of 
Down  i  and,  taking  a  foutherly  Courfe,  falls  into  the  North  End  of  the  Bay  of  Dundrum. 

**  Sabhall-Phadru ig ,  called  Saballum,  and  commonly  Saul,  was  an  Abbey  of  Canons  regular,  found¬ 
ed  by  St.  Patrick,  in  the  Barony  of  Lecale,  and  County  of  Down,  on  the  Eaft  fide  of  the  Bay  of  Dun* 
drum.  Sgibol,  in  Irijh,  fignifieth  a  Barn.

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by  one  who  had  beenFhis  Servant)  made  a  Funeral  Pile  ofhis  Houfe  andGoods,  and 
by  the  Inftigation  of  the  Enemy  of  Mankind,  burned  himfelf  therein.  Thus  moil 
of  the  Writers  of  the  Life  of  St.  Patrick  relate  this  Event.  But  the  Tripartite  Au¬ 
thor r  adds,  that  Guafatt,  the  Son  of  Milcho ,  and  two  of  his  Daughters,  both  called, 
Emeria ,  were  converted,  and  baptized.  The  former  became  afterwards  Biihop 

(Granard, in  the  Antient  Teffiaf:  And  the  two  Daughters  tooktheYeil  at  Cluain - 
Irobty  in  the  Neighbourhood  of  it.-—  St.  Patrick  f  was  forely  afflidted  at  this  rafh 
Adlion  of  Milcho ,  and  is  faid  to  have  flood  three  Hours  filent,  and  in  Tears.  It 
put  a  flop  to  his  further  Progrefs  Northward,  at  this  Time  :  He  returned  to  Inis  ||, 
the  Habitation  of  Dichu ,  by  the  fame  Road  he  came  j  he  made  the  Circuit  of  that 
whole  Territory  j  and  in  it  the  Faith  began  greatly  to  increafe. 

§.  18.  He  took  his  Leave  of  Dichu ,  and  bent  his  Courfe  Southward  by  Sea, 
keeping  the  Coafl  on  his  right  Hand  ;  and  arrived  at  Port-Colbdi,  **  where  he 
landed,  and  committed  the  Charge  of  his  VelTel  to  his  Nephew  Luman ,  defi¬ 
ring  him  to  wait  for  him  there  forty  Days  ;  while  he  and  his  Difciples  were  travel¬ 
ling  into  the  Inner* parts  of  the  Country  to  preach  the  Gofpel.  His  Intention  c  in 
this  Journey  was,  to  celebrate  the  Feflival  of  Eafler  in  the  Plains  of  Bregia  +,  and 
to  be  in  the  Neighbourhood  of  the  great  Triennial  Convention  at  Tar  ah,  which 
at  this  Seafon  was  to  be  held  by  King  Leogair ,  and  all  his  Tributary  Princes,  No¬ 
bles  and  Druids,  or  Pagan  Pri efts.  .  St.  Patrick  juftly  thought,  that  whatever  im- 
preflions  be  made  here  muft  have  an  Influence  on  the  whole  Kingdom :  And  there¬ 
fore  being  armed  with  unfhaken  Fortitude,  he  determined  not  to  be  abfent  from 
a  Place,  where  his  Prefence  was  fonecefiary.  In  his  Way  he  took  up  his  Lodg¬ 
ings  at  the  Houfe  of  the  hofpitable  Sefgnen  in  Meath ,  who  kindly  received  and 
welcomed  him.  St.  Patrick  preached  Chrift  and  his  Dodlrine  to  him  :  He  believ¬ 
ed  and  was  baptized  with  his  whole  Family.  Sefgnen  had  a  little  Son,  of  a  fweet 
and  gentle  Difpofition,  whom  St.  Patrick  named  Benignus ,  ( Bitten ,  that  is  fweet 
in  Irijh )  from  the  Qualities  he  obferved  ill  him.  See  more  of  this  young  Chri- 
Ilian  among  the  Succeffors  of  St.  Patrick  in  the  See  of  Armagh . 

§.  19.  From  the  Houfe  of  Sefgnen,  he  moved  Weftward,  and  arrived,  on  the 
Eve  of  Eafier ,  at  Ferta-jir-feic  *,  on  the  North  Banks  of  the  River  Boyne  >  where’ 
he  refted  in  a  Tent  erredted  for  Shelter  \  refolving  there  to  prepare  for  the  next  Days 
Solemnity  u.  It  was  penal  for  any  Perfon  at  the  Time  of  the  Celebration  of  this 

•f-  Tejfia,  was  a  large  extended  Territory,  comprehending  more  than  half  the  County  of  Wefimeath , 
and  all  the  County  of  Longford.  The  Longford  Tejfia  was  divided  into  North  and  Weft  Tejfia  ;  in  the 
foimerof  which  flood  Granard,  an  early  Epifcopal  See,  planted  by  St.  'Patrick.  If  I  am  not  mifta- 
ken,  the  North  Parts  of  the  Longford  Tejfia  came  after  to  be  called  Angalia,  Cluain-broin  was  a  Nun¬ 
nery  founded  by  St.  Patrick,  a  few  Miles  South  of  Granard. 

||  The  Habitation  of  Dichu,  was  faid  before  to  be  at  Sabhail,  now  a  tints.  This  implies  no  Con- 
tradifton.  Sabhail  was  the  particular  Spot  where  his  Houfe  flood  ;  Inis,  his  whole  Territory  ;  which 
was  the  Ifland  or  Peninfula  of  Lecale.  The  antient  Writers  call  it  Magh-Inis,  oi  the  I  Hand  Plain  ; 
and  it  is  all  a  Level,  alnioft  furrounded  by  the  Lough  and  Bay  of  Strangford,  the  Sea,  and ’the  Bay  of 
Dundrum.  After  the  Time  we  are  talking  of,  it  came  to  be  called,  Leth-Catbal,  or  the  Portion  of 
Cathal,  a  Dynafl,  to  whofe  Lot  it  fell  upon  a  Partition  ;  which  hath  been  fince  foftend  into  Lecale , 
and  is  now  a  Barony  in  the  County  of  Down. 

**  Colbdi,  was  a  little  Port,  which  yet  retains  a  fhare  of  its  Name,  and  is  called  Coif,  near  Drog¬ 
heda,  at  the  Mouth  of  the  Boyne.  Our  Antiquaries  fay  it  took  its  Name  from  Colftha,  the  Brother 
of  Hereman,  King  of  Ireland,  who  was  drowned  here  about  the  Year  of  the  World  3500. 

I  Bregia,  or  Magh-Bregh,  was  a  large  fpacious  Plain,  extended  for  many  Miles  about  Tarah ,  the 
Reftdence  of  the  Monarch  of  Ireland,  called  antiently,  Temoria. 

*  Ferta-fir-feic,  in  Irijh  imports,  the  Graves  of  the  Men  of  Fiegh  ;  and  our  Antiquaries  fay,  that 
it  took  its  Name  from  the  Servants  of  Fiegh,  who  dug  deep  Graves  there  for  their  Enemies  flain  in 
Battle.  It  is  now  called  Slain.  It  was  afterwards  made  an  Epifcopal  See,  and  St.  Ere  the  firft 
Bifhop  of  it.

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Solemn  Convention  at  Tarab,  to  kindle  a  Fire  in  the  Province,  before  the  Kings 
Bonefire  firfb  appeared.  St.  Patrick ,  either  not  knowing,  or  not  minding  this 
Law,  lighted  up  a  Fire  before  his  Booth,  which,  although  eight  Miles  diftant  from 
*Farab,  was  very  vifible.  It  was  feen,  with  Aftonifhment,  from  Court,  and  the 
Druids  informed  the  King,  that  if  he  did  not  immediately  exdnguiffi  this  Fire, 
he  who  kindled  it  and  his  Succelfors,  lhould  hold  the  Principality  of  Ireland  for' 
ever :  which  hath  hitherto  happened  to  be  a  true  Prediction  of  thefe  Heathen  Priefts, 
in  a  Primatial  and  Spiritual  Principality. 

§.  20.  The  King  difpatched  Mefiengers  to  bring  Patrick  before  him  ;  and 
gave  his  pofitive  Orders,  that  no  Body  Ihould  prefume  to  rile  out  of  his  Seat,  or 
pay  him  the  leaft  Honour.  But  Ere ,  the  Son  of  Dego ,  ventured  to  difobey  this 
command.  He  arofe,  and  offered  the  Holy  Father  his  Seat.  St.  Patrick  preach¬ 
ed  to  him,  and  Converted  him.  He  became  a  Perfon  of  great  San&ity,  and 
after  fome  Time  was  Confecrated  by  St.  Patrick,  Bilhopof  Slain*.  The  Day- 
following,  when  St.  Patrick  and  two  of  his  Difciples,  appeared  unexpectedly  at 
Court,  and  preached  to  the  King  and  all  his  Nobles  ;  Dubtacb ,  the  King’s  Poet 
Laureat  payed  Honour  and  RefpeCt  to  St.  Patrick ,  and  was  converted  by  his 
preaching.  Fiech ,  a  young  Poet,  who  was  under  the  Tuition  of  Dubtacb ,  was  alfo 
converted,  and  afterwards  made  Bifhop  of  Sletty ;  and  is  laid  to  have  been  theAuthor 
of  that  Poem  compofed  in  praife  of  St.  Patrick ,  of  which  mention  hath  been  made 
before.  Anfelm  v  Archbilhop  of  Canterbury,  relates  the  Converfion  of  Fingar,  the 
Son  of  Clito  (one  of  the  Nobles  at  this  Alfembly)  in  the  fame  Manner.  The  Queen 
alfo  and  many  others  of  the  Court,  became  Chriftians  ;  and  although  the  King  * 
held  out  for  a  long  Time,  with  great  obltinacy ;  yet  at  laft  he  fubmitted  to  be 
baptized.  St.  Patrick  is  faid  here  to  have  wrought  many  Miracles  :  There  could 
not  indeed  (according  to  the  Schemes  of  humane  Wifdom )  have  happened  a  more 
weighty  Occafion  for  God  Almighty’s  fupporting  this  Preacher  by  Miracles,  than 
when  the  collective  Body  of  the  whole  Nation  were  alfembled  together  ;  frotn 
whofe  Report  and  Conviction,  the  Influences  of  his  DoCtrine  and  Works  mull 
neceflarily  fpread  through  the  Kingdom.  But  I  lhall  wave  relating  the  particu¬ 
lar  Miracles,  and  refer  the  Reader  for  them  to  the  feveral  Writers  of  his  Life  pub-* 
lifhed  by  John  Colgan a. 

§.  2 1.  From  T arab  he  proceeded  next  to  Fallen ,  not  far  from  thence,  at  the  Sea- 
fon  of  the  Royal  Diverfions  *.  Here  he  preached  to  Cairbre  and  Conall ,  the  two 
Brothers  of  King Leogair:  The  former  received  him  with  great  Indignity,  and  Obfti- 
natelyfhuthis  Ears  againllhis  DoCtrine.  But  Conall  believed  and  was  baptized,  and 
gave  St.  Patrick  a  Place  to  build  a  Church  on.  This  Conall  was  Great-Grand- Fa¬ 
ther  to  Columb-Kill.  He  fpent  the  remainder  of  this  Year  in  Meath  and  Louth, 
and  the  Countries  adjoining  ;  preaching  and  converting  great  Numbers  of  People. 

A.  D.  434.  §.22.  The  Writers  of  his  Life  have  fo  jumbled  his  Actions  about  this 
time, that  it  is  a  difficult  talk  to  difpofe  them  under  their  proper  Years.  But  we  are  told 

*  The  Taltenian  Sports  have  been  much  celebrated  by  the  Irijh  Hiftorians.  They  were  a  Sort  of 
warlike  Exercifes,fomethingrefemblingth8  Olympick  Games;  confifting  of  Racing,  Tilts, Tournaments, 
or  fomething  like  them,  and  other  Exercifes.  They  were  held  every  Year  at  Talten,  a  Mountain  in 
Meath,  tor  fifteen  Days  before,  and  fifteen  Days  after  the  firft  of  Augujl ,  Their  firft  Inftitution  is  af- 
cribed  to  Lugaidh  Lam-fadha ,  the  twelfth  King  of  Ireland,  who  began  his  Reign,  A.  M.  2764,  in 
gratitude  to  the  Memory  of  Tailte,  the  Daughter  of  Magb~mor  (  a  Prince  of  fome  Part  of  Spain)  who 
having  been  married  to  Eochaid,  King  of  Ireland,  took  this  Lugaidh  under  her  Protection,  and  had  the 
Care  of  his  Education  in  his  Minority.  From  this  Lady,  both  the  Sports,  and  the  Place  where  they 
were  celebrated,  took  their  Names.  From  King  Lugaidh,  the  firft  of  Augufl  was  called  Lugnafa ,  or 
the  Memory  ©f  Lugaidh  :  Nafa,  fignifying  Memory  in  Irijh.

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that  having  given  his  Benedi&ion  to  his  dear  Friend  Conall,  (as  Joceline  b  calls 
him)  in  the  beginning  of  the  Year  434  he  took  leave  of  Meath  ;  and  travelled  into 
Conanght',  not  forgetting  the  Oracular  Dream c,  or  Vifion  before  mentioned  •  by 
which  he  thought  himfelf  more  particularly  called  to  the  Converfion  of  thole 
Parts.  In  his  Way,  he  happened  to  meet  the  two  Daughters  of  King  Leogair  d, 
Ethne  the  Fair,  and  Fedeline ,  the  Ruddy,  who  were  educated  under  the  Tuition  of 
two  Druids ,  Mael  and  Caplait.  He  preached  to  them  the  Words  of  Truth  * 
They  heard  him;  were  converted  and  baptized,  together  with  their  Tutors.  The 
Lives  of  thefe  Ladies  have  been  publilhed  by  John  Colgan e;  and  Probus f  hath  given 
us  at  large  the  Sermon,  which,  he  faith,  St.  Patrick  preached  to  them. 

§.  23.  The  Seafon  of  Lent  approaching,  St.  Patrick  withdrew  into  a  high 
Mountain  on  the  Weftern  Coaft  of  Conaught ,  called ,Gruachan-  Aichle* ,  to  be  more 
at  Leifure  for  Contemplation  and  Prayer.  The  Writer*  s  of  his  Life  tell  us,  (and 
we  leave  the  Relation  to  their  Credit)  that,  in  Imitation  of  our  Saviour,  Mofes, 
and  Elias ,  he  here  fafted  forty  Days,  without  taking  any  kind  of  Suftenance. 
Joceline  hgoes  further  ct  that  to  this  Place  he  gathered  together  the  feveral  Tribes 
«  of  Serpents  and  venemous  Creatures,  and  drove  them  headlong  into  the  Weftern 
«  Ocean;  and  that  from  hence  hath  proceeded  that  Exemption,  which  Ireland  en~ 
«  joys,  from  all  poifonous  Reptiles.”  We  feem  to  owe  the  Story  of  this  Blefling, 
and  confiderable  Priv  iledge,  to  this  Monk  of  Furnes ,  a  Writer  of  the  12th  Centu¬ 
ry  :  For  none  of  the  earlier  Writer’s  of  St.  Patrick’s  Life,  have  mentioned  one  Word 5 
of  it,  that  I  know  of.  Solinus ,  who  wrote  fome  Hundred  Years  before  St.  Pa* 
trick’s  Arrival  in  Ireland,  takes  Notice  of  this  Exemption;  and  Ifidore 1  Bifliop 
of  Seville ,  in  the  7th  Century  copies  after  him  :  The  venerable  Bede  k  in  the  8th 
Age  mentions  this  Quality,  but  is  filent  as  to  the  Caufe  ;  and  fo  is  Donat ,  ^ifhop 
of  Fefulce ,  near  Florence ,  who  in  defcribing  his  Country  ( Ireland )  hath  thefe  Lines*

Cambrenfis m  treats  this  Story  as  a  Fable,  and  even  the  credulous  Colgan  n  gives 
it  up.  From  thefe  Teftiraonies  arife  unanfwerable  Arguments  to  prove,  that  this 
Exemption  is  owing  to  the  Nature  and  Quality  of  the  Air  or  Soil,  or  to  fome 
other  unknown  Caufc  ;  and  not  to  the  Virtues  of  our  Patron,  which  have  no  need 
to  be  fupportecl  by  the  Inventions  of  Joceline.  Yet  David  Rothy  °  titular  Bifliop 
of  OJJory,  hath  beat  the  Air  through  a  long  Chapter,  in  Defence  of  this  Fable  ; 
but  hath  not  offered  one  folid  Argument  upon  the  Occaflon.  He  cites  the  Tra¬ 
ditions  of  the  Iri/h,  the  Ecclefiaftical  Offices,  and  the  Opinions  of  Writers,  For- 
reign  and  domeftick,  antient  and  modern.  But  to  give  Weight  to  his  Argument, 
he  fhould  have  fhewed,  that  thefe  Traditions,  Offices,  and  Opinions  were  much 
Antienter  than  Joceline ,  or  fupported  by  fome  Writer,  who  lived  near  the  time  of 
St.  Patrick  •,  which  was  not  in  his  Power  to  do.  They  are  all  Authorities  of  a 
later  Date  than  Joceline ,  and  probably  copied  from  him.  The  Objections,  which 
David  Roth  raifeth  to  the  Teflimony  of  Solinus ,  have  as  (lender  a  Foundation  in 
Reafon.  “  For  Solinus  (faith  he)  not  only  mentions  this  Exemption  of  Ireland 
“  from  venomous  Creatures  *,  but  fays  further,  that  in  Ireland  there  are  few 
Birds,  and  no  Bees  •,  and  therefore  concludes,  that  as  he  is  miftaken  in  thefe 
“  latter  Particulars,  fo  he  is  not  to  be  believed  in  the  former."  But  this  way  of 
reafoning  {h  ikes  at  the  Credit  of  all  prophane  Hiftory  *,  none  being  exempt  from 
Error.  Befides,  although  we  have  plenty  of  Birds  and  Bees  now  ;  yet  it  may 
admit  of  fome  Queftion,  whether  we  had  very  many  in  the  Age  of  Solinus.  The 
Britons  in  the  Time  of  Ccefar  p  had  no  Corn,  efpecially  in  the  Inland  Countries  ; 
but  lived  on  Milk  and  Flefh.  The  Food  of  the  antient  Irijh  was  for  the  moft: 
part  Milk,  Butter  and  Herbs ;  from  whence  Strabo  i  calls  them  -rcHptfyo/,  Herb 
Eaters.  If  then  there  was  a  fcarcity  of  Corn  among  the  Irijh  in  the  Days  of 
Solinus  •,  it  may  feem  to  follow,  that  there  could  be  no  very  great  Plenty  of  Birds  j 
fince  there  was  not  fufficient  Food  for  the  Support  of  the  feveral  Tribes  of  them  ; 
efpecially  fuch  as  lived  on  Corn  :  and  it  may  be  obferved  at  this  Day,  that  Birds 
abound  moft  in  the  Corn  Countries  of  the  Kingdom.  There  are  feveral  Species 
of  Birds  among  us  now,  which  were  unknown  to  our  Anceftors  ;  and  particu¬ 
larly  the  Magpie  firft  vifited  us  within  the  Memory  of  Man.  As  to  what  Solinus 
mentions,  that  there  were  no  Bees  in  Ireland  at  the  Time  he  wrote,  I  fhall  not

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fake  upon  me  to  defend  the  Fadl  *,  but  only  obferve,  that  Modomnoc  or  'Dominic  of 
OJfory ,  who  flourifhed  about  the  middle  of  the  6th  Century,  is,  by  the  Writer  of 
his  Life,  (publifhed  by  Colgan ) r  faid  to  be  the  firft,  who  brought  Bees  (or  at  lead: 
a  Particular  fort  of  Bees )  into  Ireland ;  which  Cambrenfis , f  Peter  Lombard  1  the 
Calendar  u  of  Cajhell ,  the  Author  w  of  the  Life  of  St.  David ,  Bifhop  of  Menevia , 
St.  JEngus ,  x  and  many  others  confirm.  I  do  not  offer  either  of  thefe  Arguments 
as  conclufive  :  But  will  venture  to  affirm,  that  they  carry  as  great  Weight,  as 
any  thing  David  Roth  hath  offered  in  Defence  of  Joceline.  But  to  return  to  Sr. 
Patrick. 

§.  24.  Having  finifhed  his  Devotions  on  Mount  Aichle,  he  defended  into  the 
Plain,  to  forward  the  Work  of  his  Miffion  •,  and  having  preached  and  converted 
great  Numbers  here,  he  celebrated  the  Feflival  of  Eafler.  In  this  Place  he  found;, 
ed  a  Church  in  the  Territory  of  Umalia,f  or  Ily-Malia,  called  Achad-Fobhair  y  ,* 
and  placed  over  it  one  of  his  Difciples,  the  humble  Senach  ;  who  was  fo  little  fond 
of  vain  Glory  *,  that  he  made  a  requeft,  that  the  Church  might  not  be  called  after 
his  Name. 

§.  25.  From  hence  he  moved  Northward,  until  he  came  to  Hr- Amalgaid ;  ** 
all  the  way  preaching  and  converting  Multitudes.  It  was  in  this  Territory  the 
Wood  of  Foclut  ||  flood  j  concerning  the  Inhabitants  of  which  he  had  the  lively 
Dream  before- mentioned. z  He  looked  upon  this,  as  the  Place,  to  which  he  was 
more  particularly  appointed  •,  and  did  not  fail  to  lay  hold  of  the  Opportunity, 
which  here  prefented  itfelf :  For  the  feven*  or,  (as  fomebfayj,  the  Twelve  Sons 
of  Amalgaid ,  contending  about  a  Succeffor  to  the  Throne  of  their  Father,  had  here 
convened  all  the  Nobles  and  People  in  that  Province  to  Council.  He  preached 
with  boldnefs  among  them,  and  is  faid  to  have  wrought  many  Miracles  for  their 
Converfion,  efpecially  among  the  Druids ,  or  Heathen  Priefls.  The  Writers  c  of 
his  Life  fay,  (with  whom  Nennius ,  d  and  Matthew  of  Wejlminjler  Agree  *, )  that  he 
baptized  in  one  Day,  the  feven  Sons  of  Amalgaid ,  and  twelve  T  houfand  befides  ; 
poffibly  a  certain  for  an  uncertain  Number  :  St.  Patrick  e  himfelf-  mentions  many 
Thoufands  as  converted  on  this  Occafion.  Among  this  People,  he  planted  a 
Church,  and  placed  over  it,  Mancenus ,  f  a  religious  and  devout  Man ,  and  one 
well  exercifed  in  the  Holy  Sceiptures .  It  would  be  a  tedious  Journey  to  Travel  with 
him  flep  by  flep  through  this  Provinee  ;  and  theWriters  of  his  Life,  by  their  Incon- 
fiftencies,  have  made  it  a  difficult  Talk.  All  I  fhall  obferve  is  *,  that  he  continued 
in  it  feven  Years,  s  preaching  in  every  Quarter,  and  converting,  and  baptizing, 
wherever  he  came  *,  fo  that  he  may  be  faid  to  have  wrought  almofl  a  general  Con¬ 
verfion  in  it.  Colgan  h  reckons  up  the  particular  Names  of  forty  feven  Churches, 
planted  by  him  here,  over  which  he  placed  as  many  Pallors. 

■f  XJmalia,  or  Hy-malia,  an  antient  Territory  in  the  South  Weft  of  the  County  of  Mayo,  feated  on 
the  Weftern  Ocean  ;  comprehending  the  Barony  of  Morisk,  or  at  leaft  the  maritime  Parts  of  it ;  and  I 
believe  the  half  Barony  of  Rofs,  in  the  County  of  Galway,  as  far  as  the  Banks  of  Lough-Curb.  It  was 
here  the  Claim  of  the  O-malys  was  planted  ;  from  the  Founder  of  which,  Malius,  it  took  its  Name.

The  laft  Church  he  Founded  in  5  Conaught  was  at  CaflioUIr* 
ra*,  in  that  Part  of  it,  called  now  the  County  of  Sligoe  *,  of  which  he  made  St. 
ftrGn ,  Bilhop.  From  hence  he  travelled  along  the  Maritime  Coafts  of  the  North 
of  Conaught  by  Sligeach  f,  JDrumcliabh  ||  and  Rojfclogher ,**  untill  he  arrived  at 
Magh-Ean  ft,  in  the  South  Parts  of  Tirconnel  in  Uijter,  where  he  continued  fome 
time,  and  founded  a  Church*  called  Domtiach-Mor-Magb-Ean,  or  the  great  Church 
of  Magh -  Ean.  From  hence  he  croffed  the  Earn ,  near  Eafroa  orJJhro,  t  and  paf- 
fed  through  all  Tirconnell ,  preaching,  converting  and  planting  Churches  every 
where,  untill  he  arrived  at  Ailech-Neid ,  tt  the  Seat  and  Refidence  of  Prince  Owen, 
one  of  the  Sons  of  King  Neill  whom  he  converted*  with  all  his  Family.  He  gene¬ 
rally  addreffed  himfelf  firft  to  the  Princes  and  great  Men ;  wifely  judging,  that  the 
Populace  would  be  eafily  prevailed  on  to  follow  their  Leaders.  From  the  Peniufula 
of  Inis  Eoghain*f  or  Inis-Owen,  he  palled  the  Foyl.  *||,  between  Derry  and  the 
Lough ,  and  came  to  the  River  Fochmuine  ||  ||  ;  about  which  Neighbourhood  he 
continued  feven  Weeks,  and  fonnded  as  many  Churches  :  and  then  returned 
into  Inis-Eoghain,  the  fame  Way  ;  and  Travelling  Northwards  continued  there 
about  the  River  Bredachft  forty  Days ;  where  he  founded  the  Church  of  Domnach - 
Biie§  ;  and  reclaimed  thefe  Northern  Parts  of  thePeninfula  to  Chriftianity.  From 
thence  palling  over  the  narrow  Frith,  at  the  North  end  of  Lough-Foyle ,  he  kept 
along  the  Shore,  till  he  came  to  Duncruthen *-f*  ;  where  he  founded  a  Church,  and

'j-p  Magh-ean,  or  the  Plain  of  Water  ;  Magh,  lignifying  a  Field,  and  Ean,  in  the  old  Irijh ,  Water  ; 
is  a  large  Plain,  lying  in  the  South  of  the  County  of  Dunnagall,  extended  between  the  Bay  of  Dunna- 
gall,  the  Rivers  Erne  and  Drabhois  ;  which  laft  mentioned  River,  runs  out  of  Lough-mefoe,  and  taking 
a  W.  N.  W.  Courfe,  falls  into  the  Bay  of  Dunnagall  at  Bundroofe,  antiently  called,  Bundrabhois ;  or 
the  Tail  of  the  Drabhois.  From  this  Situation  among  Waters,  Magh-Ean  took  it’s  Name.  Drabhois, 
by  Corruption,  is  called,  Drojos. 

J  Eajroa,  now  ufually  writ,  JJhro,  an  antiently,  Eafaodruaid,  is  a  great  Cataraft,  or  Water-fall 
on  the  River  Erne,  which  floweth  out  of  the  Weft  End  of  a  Lough  of  that  Name,  and  falls  into  the 
Bay  of  Dunnagall.  It  is  a  place  famous  for  a  plentiful  Salmon  Fifhery.  At  Beleck ,  Weft  of  this,  is 
another  Water-fall,  famous  for  Eels.  Eafaodrunidh,  the  antient  Name  of  this  Place,  was  called  fo 
from  Aoid-Rhuadh,  ox  Aid  the  Red,  King  of  Ireland,  A.  M.  3582,  who  was  accidentally  drowned 
here;  The  Name  imports,  the  Water  of  Aoid  the  Red. 

it  Ailech  Neid,  commonly  called,  Ailech,  without  Addition,  was  an  antient  Palace  of  the  Kings  of 
Ireland,  lying  in  the  Peninfula  of  Inis  Onven,  about  three  Milles  North  of  Derry. 

*f  Inis-Eoghain,  or  the  Ifland  of  Owen,  now  the  Barony  or  Peninfula  of  Inis-Owen,  is  moftly 
furrounded  by  the  Sea,  Lough-Suilly  and  Lougb-Ioyle  ;  fo  that  the  Land  Entrance  into  it  is  not  much  a- 
bove  three  Miles.  It  is  ufual  for  the  lrifh  to  call  a  Peninfula;  an  Ifland;  as  they  do  this. 

*j|  Lough-Foyle,  antiently  called,  Lough-Febhail  and  Lough-Fewal,  is  a  large  Lake  in  the  County  of 
Londonderry,  about  fourteen  Miles  long,  and  in  moll  Places  from  fix  to  eight  Miles  broad.  On  the 
South  Arm  of  this  Lake,  which  is  called  the  River  Foyle,  Hands  Londonderry,  antiently  called,  Daire- 
Calgach,  near  four  Miles  South  of  the  great  Lough.  Ptolomey  calls  this  Lake,  the  Argita ,  which 
Camden  miftakes  for  Lough-Suilly .  It  empties  itfelf  into  the  Northern  Ocean  by  a  narrow  Frith,  about 
fix  or  feven  Miles  from  the  Mouth  of  the  Bann. 

j|  ||  Fochmuine,  now  corrupted  into  Faugh  an,  a  River  riling  in  the  Barony  of  7 'irekerin,  and  County 
of  Londonderry,  which  taking  a  N.  N.  W.  Courfe,  falls  into  Lough-Foyle,  about  a  Mile  Eaft  of  the 
Mouth  of  the  Foyle. 

Bredach,  is  a  little  River,  rifing  in  the  Barony  of  Inis-Owen  and  County  of  Dunnagall,  which  af¬ 
ter  a  Ihort  S.  E.  Courfe,  falls  into  Lotigh-Foyle ,  about  mid-way  between  Green-Caftle  and  White-Caflt. 

§  Domnach-Bile ,  now  called  Magh-Bile }  of  which  Name  there  were  two  Monafteries,  one  here, 
the  other  in  the  Connty  of  Down. 

*t*  Dun-Cruthen,  or  the  Caftle  of  the  Crutheni,  is  now,  as  Colgan  thinks,  called  Dun  be,  a  Parifli 
Church  ki  the  North  Parts  of  the  Barony  of  Colerain  and  County  of  Londonderry,

placed 
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placed  a  Paftdf  over  it.  In  thefe  Parts  he  continued  feven  Weeks ;  and  converted 
Sedna,  the  Son  of  Trena,  and  all  his  Gann. 

§.  27.  Then  he  paffed  the  River  Bann ,  at  Cuilrathenf  ;  and  made  fome  flay 
in  the  Territory  of  Lea,  |)  where  he  formed  the  Refolution  of  Proceeding  both 
through  Dalrieda  and  Dalaradia.  In  the  former  of  thefe  Territories  he  never  had 
been  before  ;  and  in  Dalaradia  he  made  but  a  fhort  flay,  when  he  thought  fit  to 
retire  from  thence,  being  opprelfed  with  Grief  for  the  cruel  Fate  of  Mile  ho, 
as  before  k  is  related.  I  fhall  not  follow  him  through  thofe  Diftridts,  but  only  ob~ 
ferve,  that  wherever  he  came,  he  preached  the  Gofpel,  converted  the  Countries, 
planted  Churches,  and  eftablifhed  Ecclefiaftical  Difcipline.  He  fpent  two  whole 
Years  in  this  Progrefs,  from  the  Time  he  left  Conaught,  untill  he  arrived  at  Lugh 
or  Ludha ,  now  called  Louth .

A.  D.  443  §.  28.  He  abode  here  fometi  me,  at  a  Place*  called  afterwards  from 
liim,  Ard-P atrick,  to  the  Eaft  of  the  Town  of  Louth.  He  intended  to  have  plan¬ 
ted  a  Church,  and  to  have  fixed  a  Bifhop’s  See  at  Louth  ;  but  was  prevented  herein 
by  the  Religious  Mochthe ,  1  who  arriving  from  Britain  at  this  Time,  fet  about 
Building  a  Church  here,  and  became  himfelf  firft  Bilhop  of  Louth. 

§.  29.  From  hence  he  moved  Northward  to  Clogher  m  ;  and  founded  there  a 
Church,  and  a  Bilhop’sSee  ;  which  for  fometi  me  he  governed  himfelf-,  but  then 
furrendered  it  to  Mac-Cartin,  the  old  Companion  of  his  Travels  both  in  Italy  and 
Ireland  ;  who  is  reckoned  the  firft  Bifhop  of  Clogher. 

A.  D.  445.  §.  30.  His  abode  at  Ardfiatrick,  and  Clogher, and  the  Neighbouring 
Countries  took  up  two  Years  ;  and  in  445  he  moved  to  Druim-Saikch *,  after¬ 
wards  called  Armagh.  Daire,  the  Lord  of  the  Territory,  made  him  a  Prcfent  of  the 
Place,  n  Here  he  laid  out  a  City,  large  in  Compafs,  and  Beautiful  in  Situation  ; 
built  a  Cathedral,  Monafteries,  and  other  Religious  Places;  drew  to  it  Inhabitants 
both  fecular  and  fpiritual ;  eftablifhed  Schools*  and  Seminaries  of  Education  5  and 
determined  to  make  it  the  Metropolitical  and  Primatial  See  of  all  Ireland.  But 
this  was  not  yet  in  his  Power  to  accomplifh  :  Becaufe  the  greateft  part  of  Leinjler 
and  Munjler  had  not  been  at  this  time  reclaimed  from  Paganifm.  Ware  0  placeth 
the  Foundation  of  the  Church  of  Armagh  in  455  ;  which  furely  muft  be  a  Typo¬ 
graphical  Error  ;  elfe  that  exadt  Writer  muft  be  fuppofed  to  contradidt  himfelf 
in  the  fame  Page  :  For  he  fays,  that  St.  Patrick  committed  the  Care  of  the  Church 
of  Armagh  to  Benignus ,  ten  Years  after,  and  that  Benignus  refigned  in  465.  By 
which  Account  he  muft  be  underftood  to  refign  the  See,  at  the  fame  time  he  was 
promoted  tb  it.  But  Usjher  p  is  more  exadt  when  he  placeth  the  Foundation  in  445, 
the  Succefiion  of  Benignus  in  455,  and  his  Refignation,  with  the  Advancement  of 
Jarlath,  in  465. 

A.  D.  447.  §.31.  His  Labours  every  where  met  with  fuch  prodigious  Succefs, 
that  he  had  not  Hands  fufficierit  to  gather  in  fo  large  a  Harveft.  To  obtain 
therefore  Coadjutors,  and  fellow  Labourers  for  this  pious  Work,  he  crofted  over 
into  Britain  q  in  447.  He  found  that  Ifland  miferably  corrupted  with  the  Pelagian 
and  Arrian  Herefies  :  But  he  took  fuch  Pains*  while  he  ftayed  among  them,  that 
he  recovered  Multitudes  of  his  Countrymen  from  thofe  peftilent  Infedtions.  Here

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he  found  a  great  many  Men  of  Learning  and  Piety  ;  whom  he  engaged  to  be  afii- 
ftants  to  him  in  the  Converfion  of  the  Irijh  ;  and  confecrated  thirty  of  them  Bi- 
Jliops.  Before  he  returned,  he  went  to  the  Ifle  of  Man ;  and  placed  German , 
one  of  his  Difciples,  a  Bilhop  there  ;  and  vifited  many  of  the  Neighbouring  If- 
lands. 

A.  D.  448.  §.  32.  He  returned  into  Ireland  early  in  the  Year  following,  and 
vifited  his  new  See  of  Armagh  ;  where,  in  Conjunction  with  Auxilius  and  Iferninus , 
he  held  a  Synod,  the  Canons,  r  of  which  are  yet  extant.  By  the  6th  of  thefe  Ca¬ 
nons,  the  Wife  of  a  Prieft  was  obliged,  when  abroad,  to  appear  veiled  ;  by  which 
may  be  obferved  ;  that  Celibacy  was  not  then  enjoined  the  Clergy.  In  the  §th  arc 
the  Footfteps  of  the  Antient  Combat  for  the  Tryal  of  Truth  ;  it  being  there  pro¬ 
vided  ;  “  That  if  a  Clerk  became  furety  for  a  Heathen,  and  be  deceived,  heihall 
“  pay  the  Debt.  For  if  he  enters  into  the  Lifts  with  him,  he  fhall  be  put  out 
cc  of  the  Pale  of  the  Church.”  The  i^th  lays  a  Penance  on  thofe,  who  fhould 
have  recourfe  to  Soothfaying,  or  the  InfpeCtion  of  the  Entrails  of  Beafts,  for  fearch- 
ing  into  further  Events. 

§.  33.  Having  broke  up  this  Synod,  he  took  his  Journey  to  Lemper ,  through' 
Meath  ;  and  palling  the  River  Finglajs ,  came  to  Bally- Ath-Cliath ,  *  now  called 
Dublin.  The  People,  not  unacquainted  with  his  Fame,  flocked  out  in  Multitudes 
to  welcom  him.  Alphin  f  the  Son  tff  Eochaid,  is  faid  to  be  then  King  of  that 
Place;  to  whom  St.  Patrick  preached,  and.  having  converted  him,  and  all  his 
People,  they  were  baptized  in  a  Fountain  called,  after  him,  St.  Patrick9 s-Well, 
near  the  City  of  Dublin ,  to  the  South  of  it.  He  built  a  Church  near  this  Foun¬ 
tain,  which  was  named  from  him  ;  on  the  Foundation  whereof,  the  Nobleft  Ca¬ 
thedral  in  the  Kingdom  hath  been  fince  ereCted  ;  \Vhich  ftill  bears  his  Name.  JJsJher 
tells  us, 1  that  he  had  feen  this  Fountain  ;  that  it  flood  near  the  Steeple ;  and  that 
a  little  before  the  Year  1639,  it  was  Ihut  up,  and  inclofed  within  a  private 
Houfe. 

§.  34.  Having  preached  through  feveral  Parts  of  Leinjler ,  propagated  the  Faith, 
and  fettled  Bilhops  in  it ;  towards  the  clofe  of  theYear  448,  he  took  a  Journey 
to  Munfter ,  which  he  had  hitherto  put  off ;  not  doubting  but  his  four  Precurfors, u 
before  mentioned,  had  made  a  good  Progrefs  in  thefe  Parts  :  And  fo  indeed  they 
did.  But  the  Converflon  and  Baptifm  of  JEngus  "the  Son  of  Naitfrach ,  King  of 
Munfter,  was  referved  for  St.  Patrick.  The  King,  hearing  of  his  coming  into  his 
Territories,  went  out  with  Joy  to  meet  him  in  the  Plains  of  Femin  ;  and  con¬ 
ducted  him  with  all  Honour  and  Refpedt  to  his  Royal  City  of  Cajhell ;  where  he 
and  all  his  Family  hearkned  to  the  Words  of  St.  Patrick ,  were  convinced,  and 
baptized.  Ailbe,  Declan ,  Kieran,  and  Ibar ,  vifited  the  King  and  St.  Patrick ; 
and  they  held  a  Synod  x  together ;  wherein  they  made  many  Conftitutions,  pro¬ 
fitable  for  the  Government  of  the  Church,  and  the  Eftablifhment  of  Ecclefiaftical 
Difcipline.  But  thefe  Holy  Men  had  almoft  feparated  upon  Account  of  one

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Point,  *  which  was  noteafily  fettled.  For  Ailbe,  Declan,  Kieran  and  liar,  who  had 
derived  their  Commiflions  from  the  fame  Source  with  St.  Patrick ,  and  were 
antecedent  to  him  in  Point  of  Time,  with  Reluctance  fubmitted  to  his  Primatial 
Authority.  The  three  firft,  for  the  fake  of  Union  in  the  Church,  were  after  a 
fhort  Conteft,  eafily  prevailed  on  :  But  Ibar ,  with  fome  Obftinacy,  adhered  to  his 
own  Opinion  ;  not  willing  that  any,  but  a  Native  of  Ireland ,  fliould  be  acknow¬ 
ledged  the  Patron  of  it.  However,  after  fome  Debates,  he  was  at  laft  prevailed 
on  to  fubmit,  out  of  regard  to  the  Great  Labours  St.  Patrick  had  taken,  and  his 
extraordinary  Succefs.  Emly*  was  in  this  Synod  ereCted  into  the  Archiepifcopal 
See  of  Munjler ,  and  conferred  on  Ailbe  ;  and  Declan  was  confirmed  Bifhop  of  Ard¬ 
more.  f  Kieran  was  fettled  in  the  See  of  Saigre ,  ||  which  in  procefs  of  Time  was 
tranflated  to  Aghavoe,  and  thence  to  Kilkenny  j  and  Ibar  was  created  Bifhop  of  Beg - 
Eri.  %  Things  being  thus  fettled,  and  the  Synod  broke  up  •,  St.  Patrick  left  Ca - 
Jbeil,  and  travelled  through  Ormond ,  Kerry ,  and  the  remoteft  Parts  of  Munjler  ; 
in  which  Province  he  continued  Preaching,  Vifiting,  Baptizing,  Planting  Churches, 
and  other  Works  of  his  Miniftry,  feven  Year*.y 

A.  D.  455.  §.  35.  He  took  his  final  leave  of  this  Province  in  455  *,  went 
back  through  Leinfler ,  and  proceeded  to  the  Northern  Parts  of  Uljler  •,  round 
which  he  made  frequent  Circuits,  2  for  the  next  fix  Years  ;  converting  the  few, 
who  yet  remained  Heathens,  and  comforting  and  fortifying  thofe  in  the  Faith, 
whom  he  had  brought  over  to  a  Sincere  Senfe  of  the  Chriftian  Religion.  The 
fame  Year  he  relinquifhed  the  See  of  Armagh ,  and  appointed  Benignus  ( Bineri )  his 
Succeffor  in  it.  He  employed  a  great  part  of  thefe  fix  Years  in  founding  Churches, 
vifiting  fuch,  as  he  had  before  founded,  and  placing  proper  Pallors  over  them. 

§.  36.  He  fettled  the  Church  of  Ireland  on  a  folid  Foundation,  and  ordained 
Bifhops  and  Priefts  through  the  whole  Ifiand,  according  to  the  Patterns  he  had 
feen  in  other  Countries. 1  Thus  he  eftablifhed  the  fame  Kind  of  Church-Govern¬ 
ment,  which  was  ufed  in  the  feveral  Parts  of  the  Roman  Empire  ;  and  it  is  ob~ 
fervable,  that  in  fome  of  the  Sees  fixed  by  him,  the  Succefilon  hath  been  conti¬ 
nued  down  to  this  Day. 

A.  D.  461.  §.  37.  He  "took  a  Journey  to  Rome ,  a  to  render  an  account  of 
the  Fruits  of  his  Million.  The  Pope  received  him  with  Joy,  confirmed  him,  as 
Joceline  fays,  in  his  Apoftolate  of  Ireland ,  and  fent  him  back  armed  with  the 
Legatine  Authority.  That  Writer  adds  further,  that  ,  he  adorned  him  with  the 
Pall.  But  Roger  Hoveden, b  and  the  Annals  of  Mailros,  deny,  that  the  Pope  ever 
fent  a  Pali  to  Ireland ,  until  the  Year  r  1 5 1,  or  1152,  in  the  Legatefhip  of  Cardi¬ 
nal  Paparo ,  which  is  confirmed  by  St.  Bernard  c  j  who  fays  alfo,  “  that  Gilbert , 
“  (who  was  Bifhop  of  Limerick  in  the  beginning  of  the  12th  Century,)  was  the 
“  firft  Apoftolick  Legate  of  Ireland .”  This  fhakes  the  Authority  of  Joceline  j  and

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the  Writers  fubfequent  to  him ;  who  would  make  the  Legatine  Authority,  and  the 
life  of  the  Pall,  as  early  as  the  Age  of  St.  Patrick ;  and  quite  confounds  the  unguarded 
affertion  of  d  Baillet ,  who  makes  the  Legatine  Authority  defcend  in  courfe  with  the 
ArchbifTioprick  of  Armagh ,  from  St.  Patrick  to  his  Succeffors.  If  this  were  fo  ;  it 
muft  be  for  Benignus  that  St.  Patrick  obtained  the  Pall,  and  the  Legatine  Au¬ 
thority  :  For  he  was  at  this  Time  Archbifhop  of  Armagh . 

A.  D.  463.  §.  38.  He  returned  to  Ireland  in  463,  e  and  took  his  Native  Coun¬ 
try,  Britain ,  in  his  way  ;  where  he  flayed  but  a  fhort  Time,  which  he  employed 
in  founding  Monafteries,  and  repairing  fuch  as  had  been  deflroyed  by  the  Pa¬ 
gans  *,  which  he  filled  with  Monks ,  and  laid  down  Rules  for  them.  Thus  Probus 
tells  us,  that  St.  Patrick  had  received  the  Monk’s  Habit  from  his  Uncle  St. 
Martin ,  and  like  wife  the  Inflitutes  of  the  Order :  which  were  afterwards  ob- 
ferved  in  Ireland ,  and  called,  Curfus  Scotorum.  (See  Usjher  Primord.  p.  S33,) 
He  alfo  brought  over  with  him  a  new  Supply  of  Bifhops,  and  other  Minifters 
of  the  Gofpel  from  Forreign  Parts. 

§.39.  He  lived  thirty  Years  after  this,  which  he  employed  for  the  mofl  Part 
in  Retirement  and  Contemplation ; f  being  old,  and  unable  to  perform  the 
adtive  Part  of  his  Charge.  However  he  did  not  negledl  the  Concerns  of  that 
Church,  which  he  had  planted  and  watered.  He  held  Synods,  s  and  Ecclefiafti- 
cal  Councils,  by  which  he  rooted  up,  and  deflroyed  whatever  was  pradlifed  con¬ 
trary  to  the  Catholick  Faith.  He  fettled  and  eflablifhed  Rules  confonant  to  the 
Chriftian  Law,  to  Juflice,  and  the  ancient  Canons  of  the  Church.  Nennius h  faith 
of  St.  Patrick  (and  is  followed  therein  by  others)  that  he  writ  365  A.  B.  C*s. 
founded  365  Churches,  ordained  365  Bifhops  or  more,  and  3000  Priefls. 

Upon  which  PafTage,  I  fhall  here  infert  Bifhop  Lloyd’s  1  ingenious  Obfervation.' 

“  It  feems,  fays  he,  the  Writers  of  thefe  Times,  when  they  were  fet  upon  the 
“  Pin  of  multiplying,  ufed  to  fay,  that  Things  were  as  many  as  the  Days  of 
“  the  Year :  For  fo  the  Writer  of  Kentigern’s  Life  faith,  That  in  his  Monaflery 
“  at  St.  Afaph ,  he  had  365  Monks  for  Divine  Service  j  which  no  Man  will  under- 
“  Hand  literally  that  knows  the  Place.  . 

“  Perhaps  the  meaning  might  be,  that  befides  thofe  30  Bifhops,  which  St. 
<c  Patrick  ordained  for  the  Bifhop’s  Sees  *,  he  alfo  ordained  as  many  Suffragans  as 
“  there  were  Rural  Deaneries,  in  each  of  which  there  were  eight  or  nine  Parifh 
“  Priefls,  taking  one  Deanery  with  another.  If  St.  Patrick  would  fo  far  confult 
“  the  Eafe  of  the  Bifhops,  or  the  Peoples  Convenience,  he  might  do  it  without 
“  altering  the  Species  of  the  Church  Government.  But  no  Man  that  writes  of 
“  the  Church  Matters  of  Ireland ,  fpeaks  of  any  thing  there  in  thofe  Times, 
“  which  was  otherwife,  than  it  was  in  the  Churches  of  the  Roman  Empire.” 

§.  40.  He  fpent  mofl  of  the  lafl  thirty  Years  of  his  Life  between  the  Monafteries 
Saballum  or  Saul,  and  Armagh  :  Nor  was  he  eafily  drawn  out  of  thefe  Retreats  ; 
unlefs  fome  urgent  Bufinefs,  relating  to  his  Fundtion,  called  him  abroad.  Pleafed 
with  the  Succefs  of  his  Labours,  he  concluded  his  Miniftry  and  his  Life  toge¬ 
ther,  in  the  Abby  of  Saul,  on  the  17th  of  March  493,  in  the  120th  Year  of 
his  Age,  and  was  buried  at  Down. 

§.41.  As  the  Place  of  his  Birth,  fo  that  of  his  Death  and  Burial  is  much  con- 
tefted.  Some  affirm  that  he  died  and  was  buryed  at  Glaftonbury  in  England ; 
and  of  this  Opinion  is  William  of  Malmejbury  in  his  Antiquities  of  that  Abbey  ; 
which  he  afterwards  corredts  in  another  of  his  Works:  k  Where,  though  he  fays,

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that  he  was  buried  at  Glaftonbury  *,  yet  he  adds  a  cautionary  Remark  to  his  After- 
tion.  “  Si  credere  dignum  eft  —  If  we  may  venture  to  believe  it.’*  Capgrave  al- 
fo  fpeaks  dubioufty  of  the  Matter  r  for  having  related  that  St.  Patrick  was  buried 
at  Glaftonbury ,  he  adds.  “  SJuce  ft  veritatcm  fapiant ,  left; oris  arbitrio  relinquo 
“  I  leave  the  Truth  of  this  to  the  Judgment  of  the  Reader.”  And  John  of  Tin- 
mouth  affirms  it  only  as  the  Opinion  of  the  Moderns.  Many  others  of  the 
Englijh  later  Writers  hold  the  fame  Sentiments ;  and  in  all  probability  are  induced 
to  do  fo  from  an  Equivocal  Signification  of  the  Words,  Dun-lethglaijfe,  and 
Glaftonbury.  For  as  Glafs  in  the  Saxon  Language,  fignifieth  the  fame  as  Vitrum 
in  Latin,  and  Glafs  in  Englijh  •,  fo  in  Irijh  it  imports  a  Chain  ;  from  whence 
Joceline  1  fays,  Down  took  the  Name  of  Dundaleth-glaiffe ,  a  Catenis  confraftis , 
from  broken  Chains.  In  the  fame  Manner,  Town,  in  Saxon ,  Beri  in  J Sritijh,  and 
Dun  in  Iri/b,  have  the  fame  fignification  (viz.)  a  Town,  Burrow,  or  Fort.  So 
that  Glaftonbury ,  in  Englijh ,  fignifieth  a  Town  of  Glafs,  as  in  Irijh  it  doth  a  Town 
of  Chains.  This  Notion  is  confirmed  by  a  Pafifage  related  by  UJ'sher,  m  out  of  a 
Manufcript  Life  of  St.  Patrick ,  remaining  in  the  publick  Library  at  Cambridge , 
written  by  an  Irijhman ;  wherein  it  is  faid,  that  his  Refurre&ion  fhould  be  at  Dun - 
lege-glaijfe  :  to  which  Pafifage  fome  Englijh  Interpolator  hath  added  this  Glofs, 
“  Slued  nos  dicimus  in  noftrd  lingua  Gleftingabyri”,  i.  e.  Glaftonbury .  An  Error 
of  the  Perfon,  might  alfo  have  induced  the  Englifh  Writers  to  think,  that  our 
Apottle  was  buried  at  Glaftonbury.  For  there  were  three  Patricks  in  early  Times, 
befides  our  Saint.  The  firft  was  called  Patrick  the  Eider,  a  Difciple  of  the 
Great  St.  Patrick ,  and  according  to  fome  Writers,  his  Suffragan  in  the  See  of 
Armagh.  The  fecond  was  Patrick  Junior,  who  was  Difciple  and  Nephew  to 
our  Patrick  :  The  third  was  the  Abbat  Patrick ,  who  flourifhed  about  the  Year 
850.  One  of  thefe  Patricks  is  faid  to  have  been  buried  at  Glaftonbury  ;  buc 
Writers  are  divided  which  of  them  it  was. 

§.41.  All  the  early  Irijh  Writers  affirm,  that  St.  Patrick  was  buried  at  Down ,  in 
Ireland ;  and  it  is  from  fuch  Authorities  that  the  Truth  muff  be  drawn.  Thus 
Fiech ,  Biffiop  of  Sletty,  who  was  contemporary  with  St.  Patrick ,  and  his  Difci¬ 
ple,  (as  I  faid  before,)  informs  us  n,  “  that  when  he  fickned,  he  had  a  Defire  to 
“  go  and  die  at  Armagh ,  but  was  hindred  by  the  Interpofition  of  an  Angel 
And  the  antient  Scholiaft  0  on  that  Writer  faith,  “  that  he  was  at  Saul  when  he 
<c  fell  Sick,  and  began  his  Journey  towards  Armagh ,  defiring  to  be  Buried 
**  there.”  The  Writer  of  the  third p  Life  of  St.  Patrick ,  fuppofed  to  be  one  of 
his  Difciples,  affirms,  “  that  he  fickned  at  Saul ,  and  died  at  Down."  Another 
Writer,  s  fuppofed  to  be  St.  Elerane  the  Wife,  who  wrote  the  Life  of  St.  Patrick 
towards  the  clofe  of  the  6th  Century,  relates  a  Battle  fought  between  the  Airtheri - 
ans  -j“  and  the  Ulidians ,  concerning  the  Property  of  his  Body ;  and  concludes  that 
he  was  buried  at  Down.  So  doth  St.  Evin  r  in  the  tripartite  Life  of  St.  Pat  rick  af- 
cribed  to  him.  St.  Ultan ,  {  in  the  Life  of  St  Bridgid ,  is  exprefs  in  that  Particular  $ 
as  is  alfo  Cogitofus. t  From  thefe,  and  many  more  early  Authorities,  we  may 
*  fafely  conclude  to  give  Down  the  Honour  of  containing  his  Remains ;  with  which 
feveral  of  the  Englijh  Writers  alfo  agree  :  And  Cambrenfts u  affirms  that  the  Bo¬ 
dies  of  St.  Patrick ,  St.  Bridgid ,  and  St.  Columb,  were  not  only  buried  at  Down  5 
but  were  alfo  there  taken  up,  and  tranfiated  into  Shrines  by  John  de  Curcey ,  Con¬ 
i'  Atriher,  or  Oirther,  was  a  Territory  in  the  County  of  Armagh,  fo  called  from  its  fituation  eait- 
ward  of  Uriel :  For  the  Word  implies  the  Eaft.  It  is  now  called  by  Corruption,  the  Barony  of  Or:'- 
or,  and  was  antiently  the  Country  of  the  O-Hanlons.  The  Ulidians  were  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Coun¬ 
ty  of  Down.

0/  the  Religion  introduced  by  St.  Patrick  into  IRELAND,  and  con¬ 
tinued  there  for  many  Ages . 


ARCHBISHOP  Ufsher  hath  proved,  that  the  Religion  introduced  by  St. 
Patrick  into  Ireland ,  and  which  was  profefied  by  the  antient  Bifhops, 
Priefts,  Monks,  and  other  Chriflians  there,  was,  as  to  the  main  Points 
of  Dodtrine,'  the  very  fame  in  Subftance,  with  that  Religion  which  is  now  main¬ 
tained  by  public k  Authority,  againft  the  Errors  which  in  former  Times  have 
been  brought  in  by  the  Church  of  Rome.  The  fame  Thing  he  obferves  alfo,  as 
to  the  antient  Religion  profefied  in  Britain.  From  whence  it  follows  ;  that  the 
Reformation  of  the  Church  of  Ireland ,  was  fo  far  from  being  liable  to  the  Obje&w 
on  of  introducing  Novelties ;  that  it  only  removed  fuch  Changes  in  the  Dodtrines 
and  Worfhip  of  the  Chriftian  Church,  planted  in  this  Kingdom,  as  had  been 
gradually  introduced  in  the  darker  Ages.  The  method  that  the  learned  Ufsher  hath 
taken,  to  clear  up  this  Matter,  is  to  quote  the  Sentiments  of  the  molt  antient  Writers, 
both  of  this  and  other  Nations,  as  to  the  more  fubftantial  Points  of  DGdtrine  that 
are  in  controverfy  between  the  Church  of  Rome  and  us  at  this  Day  5  by  which  only, 
faith  he,  we  mult  judge  whether  of  both  Sides  hath  departed  from  the  Reli- 
4C  gion  of  our  Anceftors.”  Pofiibly  it  may  be  of  fome  ufe,  as  well  as  matter  of 
Curiofity,  to  give  a  fhort  Abftradt  of  what  he  hath  at  large  advanced  upon  this 
Occafion. 

§.  1.  As  to  the  Ufe  of  the  holy  Scriptures  among  the  Laity,  he  quotes  Sedulius*, 
an  Irijh  writer,  (who  flouriflied  about  the  Year  490.)  “  Search  the  Law,  in 

“  which  the  Will  of  God  is  contained,’*  and  Claudius  b  ( who  flourifhed  about  the 
Year  815)  who  affirms  “  that  Men  therefore  err,  becaufe  they  know  not  the 
4t  Scriptures  ;  and  becaufe  they  are  ignorant  of  the  Scriptures,  they  confequently 
“  know  not  Chrift,  who  is  the  Power  of  God,  and  the  Wifdom  of  God.”  Ve>- 
nerable  Bede , c  fpeaking  of  the  SuccefTors  of  our  Country-man  Columbkille,  faith, 
4  That  they  obferved  diligently  only  thofe  Works  of  Piety  and  Chaftity,  which 
*  they  could  learn  in  the  Prophetical,  Evangelical,  and  Apoftolical  Writings.  And 
4  particularly  of  Bifhop  Aidan  (who  died  in  651 ) d  he  faith,  that  all  fuch  who  went 
4  in  his  Company,  whether  they  were  fhorn,  that  is  Clergymen,  or  Lay-men,  they 
4  were  obliged  to  exercife  themfelves  either  in  the  Reading  of  the  Scriptures,  or  in 
4  the  learning  of  Pfalms.’  Ufsher  gives  an  earlier  Inftance  out  of  St.ChrifoJlom e  (who 
•  flourifhed  about  the  Year  400)  “  although  (fays  he)  thou  fhouldfi:  go  to  the  Oce- 
“  an,  and  thofe  Britifh  Ifles ;  although  thou  fhouldfi  fail  to  the  Euxine  Sea,  or  to 
4<  the  Quarters  of  the  South,  thou  fhouldfi:  hear  All  Men,  every  where  difeourfing 
•  4t  Matters  out  of  the  Scripture  j  with  another  Voice  indeed,  but  not  with  another 
“  Faith,  with  a  different  Tongue,  but  with  an  according  Judgment ;  **  with  a  dif¬ 
ferent  Tongue,  faith  this  learned  Father,  and  not  in  one  univerfal  Language,  the 
Latin  Tongue.  Ufsher  adds  the  Opinion  of  St.  Patrick ;  {ii  that  the  continual

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“  Station  of  the  Scriptures  adds  vigour  andVegetation  to  the  Soul”;  and  proves  out 
of  Bede, s  and  another  antient  Author  h ,  “  what  great  pains  Furfeus  and  Kilian 
* 4  (who  both  fiouriihed  in  the  7th  Centuryjtook  in  the  ftudy  ol  the  Scriptures,  even 
“  from  the  Time  of  their  Childhood.”  He  produceth  the  Teftimony,  which  the 
Abbot  Jonas, '  a  Writer  of  the  fame  Century,  gives  of  Columbanus  ;  44  that  in 
44  his  Bread  the  Treafures  of  the  holy  Scriptures  were  fo  layed  up,  that  in  his 
44  Youth  he  fet  forth  an  elegant  Expofition  of  the  Book  of  Pfalms”:  And  from  thd 
Example  of  the  Virgi n  Bithilidis^,  proves,  44  That  the  fludy  of  the  Scriptures 
was  allowed  to  Women  ”  Thefe  Indances  may  be  fufficient  to  fliew,  that  the 
Study  of  the  Scriptures  was  not  confined  to  a  particular  Set  of  Men,  in  the  earli- 
eft  Ages  of  the  Church  of  Ireland  ;  but  that  the  Laity  had  the  free  Ufe  of  them; 
and  that  Children  were  trained  up  in  the  Knowledge  of  them  :  Which  Ufe  of 
the  Scripturesthe  Reformation  hath  jufily  refcored. 

§.  2.  As  to  Purgatory,  and  Prayers  for  the  Dead,  Usjher  expofes  the  Cheat  of 
St.  Patrick's  Purgatory  ;  and  fhews,  that  neither  Nennius ,  nor  Probus,  nor  any  of 
the  earlier  Writers  of  the  Life  of  St.  Patrick ,  have  mentioned  one  Word  concer¬ 
ning  it ;  but  that  Henry,  1  a  Monk  of  Saltrey,  who  wrote  about  the  Year  1153, 
in  the  latter  End  of  the  Reign  of  King  Stephen,  was  the  fil'd  who  gave  any  Hint 
of  fuch  a  Place  ;  which  Ccefarius9m  a  German  Monk,  in  the  Century  following, 
carefully  propagated  ;  and  others  n  have  fincc  improved.  As  to  Purgatory  in  ge¬ 
neral;  he  quotes  the  Book  de  tribus  Habitaculis,0  aferibed  to  St.  Patrick ,  wherein 
there  is  not  the  lead  Mention  made  of  any  Place  after  this  Life,  but  Heaven  and 
Hell ;  and  gives  the  following  Paffage  out  of  it,  44  There  are  three  Habitations 
44  under  the  Power  of  Almighty  God,  the  fird,  the  lowermod,  and  the  mid- 
44  die  :  the  highed  of  which  is  called,  the  Kingdom  of  God,  or  the  Kingdom 
44  of  Heaven  ;  the  lowermod  is  termed  Hell,  and  the  middle  is  named,  the  pre- 
44  fent  World,  or  the  Circuit  of  the  Earth.  The  Extremes  of  thefe  Habitations 
44  are  altogether  contrary  to  each  other,  and  not  joined  together  in  any  fellow- 
44  fhip  :  for  what  Alliance  can  there  be  between  Light  and  Darknefs,  or  between 
44  Chrid  and  Belial  ?  But  the  Middle  hath  fomc  refemblance  to  the  Extremes. 
44  For  in  this  World  there  is  a  Mixture  of  the  Bad  and  Good  ;  whereas  in  the" 
44  Kingdom  of  God  there  are  none  bad,  but  all  Good  :  But  in  Hell  there  are 
44  none  good,  but  all  bad.  And  both  thefe  Places  are  fupplied  out  of  the  mid- 
44  die.  For  of  the  Men  of  this  World,  fome  are  exalted  into  Heaven,  others  are 
44  thrud  down  into  Hell.  For  like  are  joined  unto  like ;  that  is  to  fay,  good  to 
44  good,  and  bad  to  bad  ;  jud  Men  to  jud  Angels;  Tranfgreffors  to  difobedient 
44  Angels  ;  the  Servants  of  God,  to  God,  and  the  Servants  of  the  Devil,  to  the 
44  Devil.  The  Bleffed  are  called  to  the  Kingdom  prepared  for  them  from  the  be- 
44  ginning  of  the  World,  and  the  Wicked  are  driven  into  eternal  Fire,  which  is 
44  prepared  for  the  Devil  and  his  Angels.3*  To  this  Usjher  fubjoins  an  antient 
Canon  p  of  one  of  our  Irijh  Synods,  44  .That  the  Soul  being  feparated  from  the 
44  Body,  is  prefented  before  the  Tribunal  of  Chrid,  who  rendreth  its  own  unto 
44  it,  according  to  its  Adtions  :  And  that  neither  the  Archangel  can  lead  it  unto 
44  Life,  untill  the  Lord  hath  judged  it  ;  nor  the  Devil  can  carry  lit  into  Pain, 
44  unlefs  the  Lord  do  damn  it.’*  To  which  is  added  the  Saying  of  Sedulius  q, 

g  Eccl.

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“  That  after  this  Life,  either  Death  or  Life  fucceedeth.”  And  again,  r C{  That 
“  Death  is  the  Gate  by  which  we  enter  into  our  Kingdom.’*  And  he  produceth 
the  Teftimony  of  Claudius f,  “  That  Chrift  took  upon  him  our  Punifhment, 
without  the  Guilt ;  that  thereby  he  might  loofe  our  Guilt,  and  finifh  alfo  our 
“  Punifhment.”  It  follows  then  ;  that  if  there  be  no  Purgatory,  Prayers  for  the 
Dead  are  ufelefs  ;  and  to  this  Point  he  obferves,  that  the  Obfequies  made  for  the 
Dead  in  former  times,  were  Sacrifices  of  Thankfgiving  for  their  Salvation,  and 
not  of  Propitiation  for  their  Sins ;  becaufe  they  were  made  for  fuch,  as  they 
were  confident  were  in  Heaven.  He  inftances  from  Adamnanus,t  (  who  wrote  a- 
bout  the  Year  690)  “  That  Columbkille  caufed  all  things  to  be  prepared  for  the 
“  Eucharifl,  when  he  had  feen  the  Soul  of  St.  Brendan  received  by  the  Angels.** 
The  like  he  did,  when  Columbanus ,  Bifhop  of  Leinfter,  died;  “  fori  muftthis-day 
“  (fays  he)  celebrate  the  Eucharift,  for  the  Reverenee  of  that  Soul,  which  this 
“  Night  being  carried  beyond  the  ftarry  Firmament  betwixt  the  Holy  Quires  of 
“  Angels,  afcended  into  Paradife.**  He  gives  many  other  Inftances  to  the  like 
Purpofe  from  Bede ,  u  and  other  antient  Authors,  w  and  concludes  with  the  Advice 
of  Claudius ;  x  “  That  while  we  are  in  this  prefent  World,  we  may  be  able  to 
“  help  one  another,  either  by  our  Prayers  or  Counfels  ;  but  when  we  fhall  come 
“  before  the  Tribunal  of  Chrift,  neither  Job ,  nor  Daniel,  nor  Noah,  can  intreat  for 
“  any  one;  but  every  one  muft  bear  his  own  Burden.”  To  which  may  be  added, 
(which  Usjher  hath  omitted)  the  Synod  of  St.  Patrick ,  “  He  who  deferveth  not 
“  to  receive  the  Sacrifice  in  his  Life,  how  can  it  help  him  after  his  Death.’* 

§.3.  Touching  the Worfhip  of  God  alone,  and  ImageWorfhip,  Usjher  quotes  Se - 
duliusp  “  That  it  is  impious  to  adore  any  other,  befides  the  Father,  the  Son,  and 
“  the  Holy  Ghoft  ;  and, z  that  all  the  Soul  oweth  unto  God,  if  it  bellow  it  upon 
“  any  befides  God,  it  committeth  Adultry.’*  He a  tells  the  Wifemen  of  the 
Heathen,  “  that  they  had  departed  from  the  light  of  Truth,  in  thinking  they  had 
“  found  out  a  Way, how  the  invifible  God  might  be  worfhipped  by  avifiblelmage.” 
To  which  he  adds  a  faying  of  Claudius, b  “  that  God  doth  not  dwell  in  Things 
“  made  with  Hands,  nor  in  Metal,  nor  Stone”  ;  and  the  Canon  of  St.  Patrick ,  c 
“  That  no  Creature  is  to  be  fworn  by,  but  only  the  Creator. 

§.4.  As  to  the  Liturgy,  or  Publick  Service  of  the  Church,  Usjher  proves,  that 
there  was  no  Uniformity  obferved  therein  ;  but  feveral  Forms  of  Divine  Service 
were  ufcd  in  divers  Parts  of  the  Kingdom  ;  until  the  Roman  ufe  was  at  lafl  brought 
in  by  Gille ,  or  Gillebert ,  (who  was  Bifhop  of  Limerick ,  and  the  Popes  Legate)  in 
the  beginning  of  the  12th  Century  ;  And  he  cites  the  Preface  dto  thatBifhop’s 
Book,  de  Ufu  Ecclejiaflico,  diredled  to  the  whole  Clergy  of  Ireland  ;  in  which  he 
writeth  thus  ;  “  at  the  requeft  and  Command  of  many  of  you,  dearly  beloved  I 
“  have  endeavoured  to  commit  to  writing  the  Canonical  Cuftom  in  fayino-  of 
“  Hours,  and  in  performing  the  Office  of  the  whole  Ecclefiaflical  Order ;  not 
“  prefumptuoufly,  but  in  Obedience  to  your  Godly  Command  :  to  the  end,  that 
“  thofe  different,  and  fchifmatical  Orders,  wherewith  almofl  all  Ireland  is  deluded, 

“  may  give  Place  to  one  Catholick  and  Roman  Office.  For  what  may  be  faid 
<c  to  be  more  indecent  or  fchifmatical,  than  that  the  moft  learned  of  one  Order, 

“  fhould  be  as  illiterate  or  as  Laymen  in  the  Church  of  another.**  This  beginning

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was  feconded  by  Mai  achy,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  in  the  fame  Century  *,  For  Proof 
of  which,  his  Life,  written  by  St.  Bernard ,  is  quoted.  “  He  eftablifhed  in  all 
“  Churches  the  A^oftolical  Conftitutions,  and  the  Decrees  of  the  Holy  Fathers, 
u  and  efpecially  the  Cuftoms  of  the  Holy  Church  of  Rome  ;  and  from  hence  it 
“  is,  that  at  thisDay  the  Canonical  Hours  are  chanted  and  fung  in  the  faidChurches, 
<c  according  to  the  Cuftom  of  the  whole  Earth  :  Whereas  before  that,  this  was 
“  not  done,  no,  not  in  the  City  (of  Armagh )  itfelf.  But  Malachy  had  learned 
“  Song  in  his  Youth,  and  fhortly  after  had  caufed  Singing  to  be  ufed  in  his  Mona- 
<c  fiery  ;  when  as  yet,  as  well  in  the  City,  as  in  the  whole  Bifhoprick,  they  either 
"  knew  not,  or  would  not  Sing.”  This  Work  was  perfected  by  Chriftian  Biihop 
of  Lifmore ,  the  Popes  Legate,  in  the  Synod  of  Cajhell ,  held  A.  D.  1171, 
wherein c  “  a  Special  Order  was  taken  for  the  right  finging  the  Ecclefiaftical 
“  Office”  and  a  general  A6t  eftablifhed,  “  That f  all  Divine  Offices  fhould  from 
<c  thence  forth  be  handled  in  all  Parts  ol  Ireland ,  according  to  the  Obfervations  of 
“  the  Church  of  England -A*  which  was  confirmed  s  by  King  Henry  the  id  : 
So  late  it  was  before  the  Roman  ufe  was  fully  fettled  in  this  Kingdom.  That  the 
Britons  had  another  manner  of  Baptifm  than  the  Romans  ufed,  he  proves  from  the 
Propofition  of  Auflin  the  Monkh ;  “  that  they  fhould  perform' the  Miniftry  of  Bap- 
“  tifm,  according  to  the  Cuftom  of  the  Church  of  Rome.” 

§.  5.  As  to  the  Word  Mafs,  and  the  Adminiftration  of  the  Sacrament  in  both 
kinds*,  he  proves,  that  the  Word  Mafs,  is  Synonimous  to  Liturgy,  and  that  the 
publick  Service  of  the  Church,  was  in  old  Times  called,  the  Mafs,  even  when 
Prayers  were  only  faid,  without  the  Celebration  of  the  Communion.  That  the 
Mafs  was  ufed  for  evening  Prayer  *,  and  that  Adamnanus  1  Notes,  “  that  the  laft 
<e  Mafs  St.  Columb  was  prefent  at,  was  the  Evening  Mafs  of  the  Lord’s  Night”  ; 
and  he  thinks  thefe  Evening  Mafles  were  the  fame  with  the 
mentioned  by  the  Emperour  Leo,  k  and  differed  not  from  what  we  call  Evening 
Song,  or  Evening  Prayer.  But  that  the  Word,  Mafs,  was,  in  thofe  Days,  more 
Ipecially  applied  to  the  Adminiftration  of  the  Lord’s  Supper  ;  and  that  in  Adam - 
nanus, 1  “  the  facred  Miniftry  of  the  Eucharift,  and  the  Solemnities  of  the  Mafs, 

“  are  taken  for  the  fame  thing.”  He  fheweth,  that  the  Word,  Sacrifice,  did  anti- 
ently  import,  what  the  Sacrament  doth  now  *,  in  the  Performance  of  which  Part 
of  the  Service,  both  the  Minifter  was  faid  to  give,  and  the  Communicant  to 
receive  the  Sacrifice  ;  fo  that  what  was  offered  to  God  was  called  the  Sacrifice, 
and  what  was  given  to,  and  received  by  the  Communicant,  was  called  by  the  fame 
Name.  Thus  in  the  Speech  of  Gallusm  to  his  Scholar  Magnoaldus ,  “  My  Mafter, 
Columbanus,  is  accuftomed  to  offer  to  the  Lord  the  Sacrifice  of  Salvation  in  bra¬ 
zen  Veffels”*  and  in  one  of  the  Antient  Synods0  of  Ireland  “  a  Bifhop  may  be- 
“  queath  ten  Scruples  to  the  Prieft  that  gives  him  the  Sacrifice.”  And  in  the  before 
quoted  Canon  of  the  Synod  of  St.  Patrick,  0  “  He  who  deferveth  not  to  receive 
«  the  Sacrifice  in  his  Life,  how  can  it  help  him  after  his  Death  ?  ”  So  in  the  Glofs 
of  Sedulius  p  “  wait  one  for  another,  until  you  do  receive  the  Sacrifice.” 

§.  6.  That  the  Sacrament  was  antiently  Adminiftred  in  both  Kinds,  he  fheweth 
out  of  Bede,  *  in  the  inftance  of  Hildmer,  an  Officer  of  King  Eg f  rid ;  who  intreated 
Cuthbert,  “  to  fend  a  Prieft  to  vifit,  and  to  Minifter  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord’s

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€(  Body  and  Blood  to  his  Wife,  before  fhe  died,”  and  that  Cnthbert  himfelf  im¬ 
mediately  before  his  Death,  “  received  the  Communion  of  the  Lords  Body  and 
“  Blood  from  Abb  at  Herefrid So  in  the  Life  of  FurfeusJ  (which  was  written  be¬ 
fore  the  Time  of  Bede)  it  is  faid,  “  that  he  received  the  Communion  of  the  Holy 
“  Bodyand  Blood;  and  that  he  was  wi(hedt  to  admonifh  the  Pallors  of  the  Church, 
“  that  they  fhould  Strengthen  the  Souls  of  the  Faithful,  with  the  Participation  of 
16  the  Holy  Body  and  Blood.”  He  inftances  a  Paffage  out  of  Cogitofus u  (who 
Flourifhed  about  theYear  540 )  touching  a  Place  in  the  Church  of  Kildare ,  to  which 
St.  Brigid ,  with  her  Maidens  and  Widows,  ufed  to  refort,  “  that  they  might  en- 
“  joy  the  Feaft  of  the  Body  and  Blood  of  Jefus  Chrift,”  and  adds,  that  one  of 
the  Miracles  of  St.  Bridgid ,  is  reported,  even  in  the  latter  Legends,  to  have  been 
wrought,  “  when  fhe  was  about  to  drink  out  of  the  Chalice  at  the  Time  of  her 
“  receiving  the  Eucharift.”  Thefe  inftances  are  fufficient  to  prove,  that  in  an- 
tient  Times  the  Cup  was  not  denied' to  the  Laity ;  and  that  the  DoCtrine  of  Con¬ 
comitance,  was  a  Fancy  not  then  thought  of. 

§.  7.  Here  Ujsher  raifeth  an  Objection  from  the  Teftimonies  alledged  in  the 
foregoing  Paragraph ;  that  fince  they  fpecify  the  receiving  not  of  Bread  and 
Wine,  but  of  the  Body  and  Blood  of  Chrift,  that  they  confirm  the  Opinion  of 
Tranfubftantiation.  To  this  he  anfwers  ;  that  as  Chrift,  in  the  Inftitution  of  the 
Sacrament,  faith  exprefly,  “This  is  my  Body,  and  This  is  my  Blood”,  that 
every  one  ought  to  fpeak  in  the  fame  Language,  which  Chrift  ufed :  But  that 
the  Queftion  is,  in  what  Senfe  the  Elements  muft  be  conceived  to  be  his  Body  and 
Blood.  He  fheweth,  that  the  demonftrative  Particle,  This,  in  the  Proportion* 
can  have  reference  to  no  other  Subftance,  but  what  Chrift  held  in  his  Hands, 
(viz.)  Bread  and  Wine  ;  which  are  of  fo  different  a  Nature  from  his  Body  and 
Blood,  that  in  a  proper  Senfe,  one  cannot  poffibly  be  faid  to  be  the  other ;  as 
the  Romanifis  themfelves  confefs :  That  in  the  latter  Part  of  the  Propofition, 
there  is  mention  made  not  only  of  Chrift’s  Body  and  Blood,  but  of  his  Body 
broken,  and  his  Blood  ftied ;  tofhew,  that  his  Body  is  to  be  confidered  apart,  not 
as  it  was  born  of  the  Virgin,  or  is  now  in  Heaven  ;  but  as  it  was  broken  and 
crucified  for  us ;  and  his  Blood  likewife  apart,  not  as  running  in  his  Veins,  but 
as  flied  out  of  his  Body.  He  alledgeth  the  faying  of  St.  Paul ,  w  “  that  a$  of- 
“  ten  as  ye  eat  this  Bread,  and  Drink  this  Cup,  ye  lhew  the  Lord’s  Death  un- 
ct  till  he  come.”  That  the  Antients,  who  held  the  Sacrifice  to  be  given  and 
received,  as  well  as  offered,  did  not  confider  otherwife  of  Chrift  in  the  Sacra¬ 
ment,  than  as  he  was  in  Sacrifice  and  Oblation,  that  is,  dead :  From  whence  he 
reafons  ;  that  if  Chrift’s  Body  be  prefented  as  broken  and  livelefs,  and  his  Blood 
as  flied  forth,  and  fevered  from  his  Body  ;  and  if  it  be  moft  certain,  that  there 
are  no  fuch  things  now  Really  exifting  any  where  (as  is  confeffed  on  all  Hands) 
then  it  follows  neceffarily,  that  the  Bread  and  Wine  are  not  converted  into  thefe 
things  Really «  He  produceth  the  Opinion  of  the  Rbemijls ,  *  “  that  when  the 
“  Church  doth  Offer  and  Sacrifice  Chrift  daily  ;  he  in  Myftery  and  Sacrament 
“  dyeth-,”  and  argues,  that  if  they  had  faid,  he  died  Really ,  they  fhould  make 
themfelves  not  only  daily  Killers  of  Chrift,  but  fhould  alfo  contradict  the  Prin¬ 
ciples  of  the  Apoftle.  7  “  that  Chrift  being  raifed  from  the  dead,  dyeth  no  more.” 
If  then,  proceeds  he,  the  Body  of  Chrift  be  propounded  as  dead  in  the  Admini- 
ftration  of  the  Eucharift,  and  die  it  cannot  Really ,  but  only  in  Myftery  and 
Sacrament ;  it  follows,  that  it  cannot  be  thought  to  be  contained  under  the

outward  ■  Elements,  otherwife  than  in  Myftery  and  Sacrament.  That  fuch* 
who  in  Times  paft  were  laid  to  have  received  the  Sacrifice  from  the  Hand  of 
the  Prieft,  could  receive  no  other  Body  and  Blood,  but  fuch  as  was  fuitable 
to  the  Nature  of  that  Sacrifice,  (viz.)  Myftical  and  Sacramental.  In  proof  of 
this  Opinion,  he  produceth  the  Teftimony  of  Ccslius  Sedulius , z  (  not  the  Sedu^ 
lius  before  quoted )  who  calls  the  Things  offered  in  the  Chriftian  Sacrifice,  “  rher 
c«  fweet  Meat  of- the  Seed  of  Wheat,  and  the  lovely  Drink  of  the  pleafant  Vine.” 
And  of  the  other  Sedulius, a  “  that  Melcbizedeck  offered  Wine  and  Bread  to  Abra- 
“  ham ,  for  a  Figure  of  Chrift  offering  his  Body  and  Blood  unto  God  his  Father 
“  upon  the  Crofs.”  From  whence  he  obferves,  that  Melcbizedeck  offered  Bread 
^nd  Wine  to  Abraham ,  not  to  God,  and  that  he  was  a  Figure  of  Chrift  offering 
his  Body  and  Blood  upon  the  Crofs,  not  in  the  Eucharift.  “  But  we  (faith  Sedu- 
V  liush)  do  offer  daily  for  a  Commemoration  of  the  Lord’s  Paflion,  once  per- 
<e  formed,  and  our  own  Salvation.”  And  in  expounding  the  Words  of  our  Savi¬ 
our,  do  this  in  remembrance  of  me ,  Sedulius  c  uleth  this  Similitude.  “  He  left  a 
“  Memory  of  himlelf  unto  us  :  even  as  if  one  that  was  going  a  far  Journey, 
“  fhould  leave  fome  Token  with  him  whom  he  loved  that  as  often  as  he  be- 
“  held  it,  he  might  call  to  Remembrance  his  Benefits  and  Friendfhip.”  He 
then  quotes  Claudius ,  d  <c  Becaufe  Bread  doth  confirm  the  Body,  and  Wine  doth 
“  mak©  Blood  in  the  Fleffi  :  Therefore  the  one  is  myftically  referred  to  the 
“  Body  of  Chrift,  and  the  other  to  his  Blood.”  Which  Dodtrine  he  ftiews  to  be 
the  fame  in  effedt  with  what  Henry  Crump ,  a  Monk  of  Baltinglas ,  (who  flourifhed 
in  the  Year  1382)  long  after  maintained,  (viz.)  “  That  the  Body  of  Chrift  in  the 
“  Sacrament  of  the  Altar,  was  only  a  Looking  Glafs  to  the  Body  of  Chrift  in 
f  Heaven.” 

§.  8.  As  to  the  Ufe  of  Chrifm  inBaptifm; e  XJfsher  ftiews,  that  Lanfrank,  Arch- 
bilhop  of  Canterbury ,  in  the  eleventh  Century,  complains  in  his  Letter  tb  King 
firdelvac  or  Tirlagh,  of  the  Irijh ,  fubjedl  to  him,  “  That  their  Infants  are  bap- 
“  tized  without  the  confecrated  Crifm.” 

§.  9.  That  Celibacy  was  not  injoined  the  Clergy,  appears  clearly  from  the 
Canon  of  a  Synod  *  held  by  St.  Patrick ,  Auxilius ,  and  Iferninus ,  which  pn> 
vides  *,  “  that  theWives  of  the  Clergy  fliould  not  appear  abroad  with  their  Heads 
“  uncovered.”  Sr.  Patrick  himfelf  faith,  g  tc  That  his  Father  was  Calphurnius ,  a 
“  Deacon,  and  his  Grandfather  Potitus ,  a  Prieft.”  Gildas  reprehends  the  Britifrj 
Bifhops,  “  That  they  were  not  content  to  be  the  Hufbands  of  one,  but  of  many 
“  Wives*’ ;  and  Nennius  h  infcribes  his  Book,  “  to  Samuel ,  the  Child  of  Ben- 
“  lanus ,  the  Prieft,  his  Mailer.”  Cambrenfis  '  complains  of  an  Abufe  in  Wales y 
“  that  the  Children  of  the  Clergy  were  continued  in  Succeffion  to  the  Spiritual 
“  Promotions  of  their  Fathers”  ;  and  Pope  innocent  the  Third,  in  the  twelfth 
Century,  fent  exprefs  Diredtions  k  to  John  Salernitan ,  his  Legate  in  Ireland ,  to  abo~ 
lifti  that  Abufe  prevailing  there  •,  “  Whereby  Sons  and  Grandfons  did  ufe  to  luc- 
<c  ceed  their  Fathers  and  Grandfathers  in  their  Ecclefiaftical  Benefices.” 

§.  io.  As  to  Miracles  ♦,  it  feems  the  ancient  Irifh  Theologijls  did  not  hold  them 
necefiary  to  be  continued  always  in  the  Church.  For  Sedulius  obferves,  on  i;  Cor. 
14.  “Here  is  fhewn,  that  the  Faith  increafing.  Miracles  were  to  ceafe  ;  finoc 
“  they  are  declared  to  have  been  given  for  their  fakes  that  believe  not.”  And

in  x  Cor.  ii;  d  Comment,  in  Matth.  lib,  3.  e  Baron,  ad  Ah.  1089.  No.  16'. 
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Claudius  {Lib.  i.  in  Matth.)  faith,  “  now  when  the  Number  of  the  Faithful  is  growni 
“  there  be  many  within  the  Holy  Church,  that  retain  the  Life  of  Virtues,  and 
“  have  not  the  Signs  of  Virtues ;  becaufe  a  Miracle  is  to  no  purpofe  fhewed 
“  outwardly,  if  that  be  wanting  which  it  fhould  work  inwardly :  For  according 
“  to  the  Words  of  the  Matter  of  the  Gentiles ;  Tongues  are  for  a  Sign,  not  to  thofe 
“  that  believe,  but  to  thole  who  believe  not.” 

He  further  faith  of  the  Ufe  of  Miracles,  “  that  every  Miracle  is  Vain,  which 
“  worketh  not  fome  Profit  to  Man’s  Salvation,”  which  is  a  warning  againft  the 
infinite  Number  of  idle  Miracles,  wherewith  the  Lives  of  our  Saints  are  every 
where  fluffed  ;  fuch  as  that  is  which  Cogitofus  relates  of  St.  Bridgid  %  ct  that  for  fan 
“  ving  the  Credit  of  a  Nun,  who  had  been  got  with  Child,  fhe  Wetted  her  fwel- 
“  ling  Womb,  and  caufed  her  Conception  to  vanilh,  without  Delivery,  and  with- 
“  out  Pain.”  Either  Canifius ,  or  the  Monks  of  Aichjlad ,  from  whom  he  had 
his  Copy  of  Cogitofus ,  have  erafed  this  Story  out  of  the  Manufcript,  to  fave  St. 
Brigid’ s  Credit  :  But  it  is  extant  in  two  Manufcripts  in  the  Cotton  Library,  and  in 
the  Church  of  Salijbury  *,  and  Colgan 1  hath  not  blufhed  to  publifh  it  with  this 
Apology  ;  ‘  ■  that  it  doth  not  appear  that  th t  Foetus  was  animated.”  He  tells  the  like 
Story  ofBrunechia,  in  the  Life  of  St.  Kieran^  mand  makes  the  fame  Apology  for  it. 

§.  ii.  As  to  the  Head  and  Foundation  of  the  Church  ;  Sedulius  n  afierts, 
“  that  by  the  Word,  Foundation ,  is  meant  Chrift.  That  the  Foundation  is  attri- 
“  buted  to  Chrift,  the  Apoftles,  and  the  Prophets :  that  where  it  is  faid,  Ifaiah ,  2  8. 
“  16.  Behold  I  lay  a  Stone  in  Sion  for  a  Foundations  that'  it  is  certain,  by  the 
“  Stone,  Chrift  is  fignified.”  Claudius  °  expounds  the  Text  in  Matthew  the  1 6th 
V.  18.  Upon  this  Rock  will  I  build  my  Churchy  “  that  is,  upon  Chrift  our  Saviour, 
“  who  granted  unto  Peter,  his  faithful  Knower,  Lover,  and  Confefior,  the  ParticL 
“  pation  of  his  own  Name  ;  that  from  Petra  (the  Rock)  he  fhould  be  called,  Pe- 
“  ter”  and  concludes  with  the  Apoftle,  “  that  other  Foundation  can  no  Man 
“  lay,  befides  that  which  is  laid,  which  is  Chrift  Jefus.”  HeP  acknowledgeth  in¬ 
deed,  “  that  St.  Peter  had  a  Primacy  given  him  over  the  Circumcifion”  but  adds, 
*e  that  St  Paul  was  alfo  chofen  in  the  fame  Manner,  to  have  thePrimacy  in  found- 
“  ing  the  Churches  of  the  Gentiles,  and  that  he  received  the  Gift  from  God, 
ct  that  he  fhould  be  worthy  to  have  the  Primacy  in  preaching  to  the  Gen- 
“  tiles,  as  St.  Peter  had  in  preaching  to  the  Circumcifion.  He  further  adds,  * 
“  that  St.  Paul  did  not  efteem  himfelf  inferior  to  St.  Peter  ;  becaufe  both  of 
“  them  were  by  one  ordained  unto  one  and  the  fame  Miniftry.”  In  a  Hymn,  * 
written  by  St.  Secundin  (  called  St.  Scachlin  by  the  Irifh  )  in  the  Year  448,  St. 
Patrick  is  thus  complemented.  “  He  is  conftant  in  the  Fear  of  God,  and 
“  unmoveablc  in  the  Faith,  upon  whom  the  Church  is  builded  as  upon  Pe- 
“  ter  s  whofe  Apoftlefhip  alio  he  hath  obtained  from  God,  and  the  Gates  of 
“  Hell  fhall  not  prevail  againft  him  ;  ”  and  Chrift  himfelf  is  there  faid  “  to  have 
“  chofen  him  his  Vicar  upon  Earth.”  Armagh  f  is  ftiled  the  Apoftolick  City, 
the  Bifhop  of  cahors  in  France ,  hath  been  called,  Papa  L?  Apoflolicus ,  and  Cogi¬ 
tofus  1  intitles  the  Bifhop  of  Kildare ,  Summus  Sacerdos ,  &  Summus  Pontifex,  the 
higheft  Prieft,  and  the  higheft  Bifhop ;  thefe  Titles,  which  the  Pope  now  arrogates 
to  himfelf,  as  Enfigns  of  his  Monarchy,  being  heretofore  ufually  communicated 
to  other  Bifhjops,  when  the  Univerfal  Church  was  governed  Ariftocratically. 

§.  12.  As  to  the  Pope’ s  Spiritual  Iurifdittion,  campion  u  afierts,  “  that  the  Irifh ^ 
“  upon  their  embracingChriftianity,  fubmitted  themfelves  both  to  the  fpiritual  and

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«  temporal  Jurifdi&ion  of  the  See  of  Rome”  But  Ufsher  fhews  this  to  be  falfc 
and  abfurd  in  both  Particulars.  Firft,  for  that  the  Pope  never  fent  any  Deputy  to 
Exercife  temporal  Jurifdicftion  here  :  and  fecondly,  that  from  the  firft  Million  of 
Palladius  and  Patrick  to  plant  the  Faith  in  this  Country,  the  Pope  never  fent  any 
Legate  to  Exercife  fpiritual  Jurifdidtion  in  Ireland  beforeGi/Ze,  Bifhop  of  Limerick , 
in  the  12th  Century  *,  which  he  proves  from  the  Teftimony  of  Bernard ,  w  Contem¬ 
porary  with  Gille,  “  who  was  the  firft  that  difcharged  the  Legatine  Authority  of 
the  See  of  Romein  Ireland.”  He  fhews,  that  although  Ireland  abounded  with  Saints 
and  holy  Men,  whofe  Memory  was  reverenced  there  •,  yet  none  of  them  were  cano¬ 
nized  by  the  Pope>  before  Malachy ,  and  Laurence,  Archbifhopsof  Jrrnagh and  Dub¬ 
lin  ;  who  both  lived  in  the  1 2th  Century.  He  obferves,  that  Joceline  *  alledgeth, 
«  that  the  Bifhop  of  Rome  conferred  the  Pall,  and  the  Legatine  Power  on  St.  Pa - 
trick”  But  he  thinks,  that  the  Teftimony  of  that  Fabulous  Writer  cannot  be  put  in 
competition  with  that  of  Bernard ,  (an  earlier Writer  than  Joceline)  who  faith,  y  “  that 
«  from  the  beginning  untill  his  Time,  the  Metropolitical  See  of  Armagh  wanted 
«<  the  ufe  of  the  Pall.”  To  which  he  adds  the  Authority  of  the  Annals  of  Mailrofs z; 
“  that  in  the  Year 1151  Pope  Eugene  ^  by  his  Legate,  John  Paparo ,  tranfmitted 
««  four  Palls  into  Ireland ,  to  which  a  Pall  had  never  been  before  brought :  ”  and 
the  Teftimony  of  Girald  Cambrenfis a  •,  “  that  there  were  no  Archbifhops  in  Ire- 
“  land ,  until  Paparo ,  the  Pope's  Legate,  brought  four  Palls  there,”  and  ftrengthens 
it  by  the  Authority  of  feverai  Annalifts,  who  fay,  b  “  that  Gelafius  is  faid  to  have 
“  been  the  firft  Archbifhop  of  Ireland ,  becaufe  he  was  the  firft  who  ufed  the 
“  Pall ;  but  that  others  before  him  were  called  Archbifhops  and  Primates  in  Name 
<c  only,  for  the  Reverence  due  to  St.  Patrick ,  the  Apoftle  of  Ireland .”  He 
fhews  that  the  Archbifhopsof  Ardmagh  exercifed  a  larger  Power  before  they  were 
obliged  to  Rome  for  their  Palls,  than  ever  they  did  afterwards ;  and  that  they  eredted 
Bifhopricks  and  Archbifhopricks  without  confulting  the  Pope.  “  Celfus  (fhys  Ber - 
“  nard e  )  had  conftituted  another  Metropolitical  See,  but  fubjedt  to  the  firft  See, 
«  and  to  the  Archbifhop  thereof.”  He  proves  from  Numberlefs  Inftances,  that 
Archbifhops,  and  Bifhops,  were  conftituted  in  Britain  without  any  Applica¬ 
tion  to  the  Pope  *,  and  campion d  himfelf  owns,  “  that  in  Ireland ,  the  Monarch 
“  had  a  Negative  in  the  Nomination  of  Bifhops  on  a  Vacancy  ♦,  the  Clergy  and  Lai- 
“  ty  of  the  Diocefe  recommending  him  to  their  King,  the  King  to  the  Monarch, 
«c  and  the  Monarch  to  the  Arch-bifhop  of  Canterbury  for  Confecration.”  But 
he  Jhews,  that  Campion  is  miftaken,  when  he  alledgeth'  generally,  that  the  Bifhop 
eledt  was  to  be  prefented  to  the  Archbifhop  of  Canterbury ;  for  that  this  was 
only  done  by  the  Oftmen ,  who  inhabited  the  Cities  of  Dublin ,  Waterford ,  and 
Limerick  *,  who  being  a  Colony  of  the  Norwegians  and  Livonians ,  and  fo  Coun¬ 
trymen  to  the  Normans  ;  when  they  faw  England  fubdued,  and  Normans  advanced 
to  the  chief  Archbifhoprick  there,  were  fond  of  affuming  the  Name  of  Normans , 
and  of  fending  their  Bifhops  to  canterbury  for  Confecration.  But  as  the  OJUnen 
were  defirous  to  fever  themfelves  from  the  Irijh ,  and  to  be  efteemed  rather  Nor¬ 
mans  than  Irijh  ♦,  fo  on  the  other  Hand,  the  Irijh  Bifhops,  though  they  did  in  fome 
fort  bear  with  their  being  fent  to  Anfelm  and  Lanfranc ,  (on  Account  of  their  great 
Fame)  yet  they  could  not  well  brook  with  their  Dependance  upon  a  Metropolitan 
of  another  Kingdom,  which  they  thought  derogated  from  the  Dignity  of  their

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own  Primate  :  As  appears  by  the  Epiftle  of  the  Burgeffes  and  Clergy  of  Dudliii 
to  Rodulph ,  Archbilhop  of  Canterbury ,  in  behalf  of  their  eleft  Bilhop,  Gregory : 
“  Know  c  you  for  Truth,  that  the  Bilhops  of  Ireland  have  great  Indignation  to- 
“  ward  us ;  and  that  Biihop'  moft  of  all,  who  dwelkth  at  Armagh  ;  becaufe 
“  we  will  not  fubmit  to  their  Ordinations,  but  will  always  be  under  your  Go- 
“  vernment.”  But  this  Jealoufy  did  not  continue  long:  For  upon  the  Introduc¬ 
tion  of  the  Palls  by  Cardinal  Paparo  in  i  152*  the  Bilhops  both  of  Dublin ,  Wa¬ 
terford  and  Limerick ,  from  that  time  applied  no  more  to  the  See  of  Canterbury  for 
Conlecration  ;  fo  far  were  the  generality  of  the  Bilhops  of  Ireland  from  fubmitting 
to  any  foreign  Jurifdiclion. 

He  proceeds  to  fhew  •,  that  as  the  King  and  People  of  Ireland  kept  the  No¬ 
mination  of  Archbilhops  and  Bilhops  in  their  own  Hands ;  fo  it  doth  not  appear 
by  any  approved  Record  of  Antiquity  *,  that  any  Vifitations  of  the  Clergy  were 
held  here  antiently  in  the  Pope's  Name,  or  that  any  Indulgences  were  fought  by 
the  Irijh  at  his  Hands.  He  thinks  it  eafily  demonftrable  j  that  the  Charter  afcri  * 
bed  to  St.  Patrick ,  wherein  Pha^anus  and  Deruvianus  are  faid  to  have  obtained  ten 
or  thirty  Years  of  Indulgences  from  Pope  Eluthervus ,  and  St.  Patrick  twelve  Years, 
from  Pope  Celeflin ,  is  a  meer  Fiction  of  the  Monks  of  Glajlonbury.  As  to  the 
Quotation  out  of  an  old  Book  of  Canons  in  the  Cotton  Library,  and  out  of  the 
Adds  of  a  Synod  faid  to  be  held  by  St.  Patrick ,  Auxilius ,  and  Iferninus,  1  “  that 
if  any  Caufe  be  too  difficult  for  the  Decifion  of  the  Primacy  of  Ireland ,  let  it  be 
referred  to  the  Apoftolick  See.’*  If  it  be  not  forged,  yet  it  proves  no  more,  thag 
■that ‘St.  Patrick  had  a  fpecial  Regard  to  the  Piety  and  Learning  of  the  Bilhops  of 
Rome  in  thofe  Days,  from  whence  he  Vas  fent  for  the  Converfion  of  Ireland 
but  it  is  no  Proof,  that  he  fancied  an  Infallibility  in  that  Church  •,  or  that  he  was  of 
Opinion,  that  the  Church  of  Rome  ffiould  ever  after  continue  in  that  good  Eftate, 
or  Ihould  always  be  exempt  from  Error.  As  to  the  Alfertions  of  Coppinger ,  s  viz. 
“  that  Ireland,  as  Baronins  writes,  was  abfolved  from  the  Pelagian  Herely  by  th$ 
“  Church  of  Rome  and  again  cc  that  the  Bilhops  of  Ireland ,  being  infedted  by 
*c  the  Pelagian  Error,  fought  Abfolution  firft  of  Pelagius  the  Pope  j  but  that  the 
“  fame  was  not  effedlually  done,  until  St.  Gregory  did  it.”  He  lhewsthefe  to  be 
Dreams  of  Coppinger*s  own  Head  ;  and  that  neither  Baronins,  nor  any  other  Au¬ 
thor  writes  •,  that  the  Irijh  Bilhops  fought  Abfolution  from  Pope  Pelagius ,  or  that 
•they  had  any  thing  to  do  with  St.  Gregory ,  in  any  Matter  relating  to  the  Pelagian 
Herefy :  That  St.  Gregory's  Epiftle  treats  only  on  the  Controverfy  of  the  three 
Chapters,  which  were  Condemned  by  the  5th  general  Council ;  of  which  Baroni¬ 
ns  h  lays  ‘4  that  all  the  Bilhops  of  Ireland  eagerly  Hood  up  in  Defence  of  the 
<e  three  Chapters  ;  and  when  they  perceived  that  the  Church  of  Rome  received  the 
“  Condemnation  of  the  three  Chapters,  they  departed  from  her,  and  adhered  to 
“  the  reft  of  the  Schifmaticks,  that  were  in  Italy,  Africk ,  or  other  Countries 
“  animated  with  that  vain  Confidence  *,  that  they  ftood  for  the  Catholick  Faith 
“  while  they  defended  thefe  Things  that  were  concluded  in  the  Council  of  Cbal- 
“  cedonP  From  whence  may  be  colle&ed,  that  the  Bilhops  of  Ireland  did  not 
take  all  the  Refolutions  of  the  Church  of  Rome  for  undoubted  Oracles ;  but  when 
they  thought  they  had  good  Reafon  for  doing  fo,  they  preferred  the  Judgment  of 
other  Churches  before  it. 
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-  He  then  gives  us  the  Hiftory  of  the  Pafchal  Controverfy  ;  and  {hews,  that  the 
Irijb  differed  from  the  Romans  in  the  Time  of  celebrating  the  Feaft  of  Rafter  un¬ 
till  the  Southern  Part  conformed  in  the  time  of  Pope  Honorius  the  firft,  and  the  ■ 
Northern  Part  about  forty  Years  after.  He  fhews,  that  Miracles  were  as  rife  a- 
mono-  thole  who  oppofed  the  Roman  Tradition,  as  on  the  other  fide  •,  and  that  the 
Oppofers  of  Rome ,  upon  this  Score,  w£re  in  a  high  Degree  of  Reputation  for  their 
San&ity.  He  fhews,  that  though  this  Controverfy  was  for  the  mod:  Part  quieted 
both  in  Britain  and  Ireland  j  yet  that  it  fubfifted  longer  in  Weft -Walts  ;  and  he 
cites  for  this  Purpofe  the  Greek  Writers  of  the  Life  of  Chryfoftom ,  “  That  certain' 

“  Clergymen,  who  dwelt  in  the  Iflesof  the  Ocean ,  repaired  from  the  utmoft  bor~ 

“  ders  of  the  habitable  World  unto  Conftantinople ,  in  the  Days  of  Methodius  (who 
*(  was  Patriarch  there,  from  the  Year  842,  to  847)  to  enquire  of  certain  Eccl'efi- 
“  aftical  Traditions,  and  the  perfect  and  exad  Computation  of  Eafter **  ;  by  which: 
it  appears,  that  the  Refolution  of  the  Bifhop  of  Conftantinople  was  fought  for  from 
hence,  as  well  as  the  Determination  of  the  Bifhop  of  Romex  who  is  now  made  the 

only  Oracle  of  the  World,  t  • 

§^3.  As  to  the  Temporal  Power  challenged  by  the  Pope  over  Ireland ,  together 
with  the  Power  of  Abfolving  Subjects  from  their  Allegiance  :  The  Favourers  of 
the  Pope  produce  three  Titles  for  their  Matter's  direct  Dominion  over  Ireland. '  ^ 

I.  A  fpecial  grant  fuppofed  to  be  made  by  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Country,-  al 
the  Time  of  their  firft  Converfion  to  Chriftianity. 

II.  A  Right  which  the  Pope  challengeth  to  all  Jftands  in  General.  And* 

III.  The  Covenants  made  by  King  John  to  the  Pope. 

I.  As  to  the  firft,  Ufsher  fhews,  that  it  was  firft  invented  by  Polydore  Vergil ,  ati 
Italian ,  the  Colledorof  the  Popes  Peter- Pence,  in  the  Reign  of  King^tfrpVIIIth  3 
who,  to  do  the  belt  Service  he  could  to  his  Employer,  gives  an  Account  in  his  Hitt 
tory  of  England , 1  “  that  the  Irijh  being  moved  to  accept  Henry  lid.  for  their 
«  King,  denied  that  it  could  otherwife  be  done  but  by  the  Pope’s  Authority  j  be¬ 
lt  caufe  (fays  he)  that  from  the  Time  of  their  embracing  Chriftianity,  they  fub-5 
“  mitted  themfelves  to  his  Power,  and  conftantly  affirmed  that  they  had  no  other 
“  Lord,  but  the  Pope  :  of  which  they  yet  brag.”  In  this  he  is  followed  by  Edmond 
Campion ,  it  and  Nicholas  Sanders , 1  two  Engli/hmen ,  as  fond  of  advancing  the  Pope’s 
temporal  Jurifdidion,  as  the  Italian  was.  He  confutes  this  Claim  by  the  Bull  of 
Pope  Adrian  the  4th  to  King  Henry  the  Second,  (and  this  includes  the  Second  Pre- 
tence,)  which  mentions  nothing  of  this  Title-,  but  hath  recourfe  to  that  far  fetched 
Tntereft,  which  he  faith,  the  Church  of  Rome ,  hath  to  all  Chriftian  Iflands.  tc  Tru- 
ii  ly  (faith  the  Bull)  there  is  no  doubt,  but  that  all  Iflands,  unto  which  Chrift,  th& 
“  Sun  of  Righteoufncfs  hath  fhined,  and  which  have  received  the  Inftrudions  of 
“  the  Chriftian  Faith,  do  appertain  to  the  Right  of  St.Peter ,  and  the  Holy  Church 
4t  of  Rome.**  He  fhews  the  Ground  of  this  ftrange  Claim  from  John  of  Salijhury, 
an  Intimate  of  Pope  Adridn ;  at  v  hofe  Recjueft  the  Grant  was  made.  “  At  my  Re- 
“  queft  (  faith  he  m  )  he  granted  Ireland  to  King  Henry  the  Second,  to  be  poffefied 
“  by  Right  of  Inheritance.  For  all  Iflands,  of  Antient  Right,  are  faid  to  belong 
“  to  the  Church  of  Rome ,  by  the  Donation  of  Conftantihe ,  who  founded  and  en- 
“  dowed  the  fame.”  He  fhews  then  firft,  that  the  Donation  of  Conftantine  hath 
been  long  fince  difeovered  to  be  a  notorious  Forgery,  and  is  rejected  as  a  Senfelefs 
Fidion.  Secondly,  that  even  in  the  faid  forged  Donation,  there  is  mention  made  of

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Iflands  in  one  Place  only  i  where  no  more  Power  is  given  to  the  Church  of  Rome 
over  them,  than  in  General  over  the  whole  Continent,  Eaft ,  Weft,  North  and 
South',  and  in  particular  over  Judea,  Greece,  Afia,  Thrace  and  Africa  ;  which 
have  never  been  accounted  as  St.  Peter's  Patrimony.  Thirdly,  that  Conft anting 
had  no  Intereft  in  Ireland,  and  therefore  could  not  confer  it  on  another.  He  then 
gives  an  Abftraft  of  the  Hiftory  of  Ireland,  in  Relation  to  theTitle  which  the  Kings 
of  England  have  to  it,  viz.  Partly  by  Conqueft,  profecuted  at  firfl  upon  Occafion 
of  a  SocialWar,  and  partly  by  the  Submiflions  of  the  Chieftanes  of  the  Land,  and 
the  Clergy  made  afterwards  ;  of  which  he  gives  the  particular  Inftances;  and  adds 
the  Pope’s  Authority  ;  which  was  of  great  Weight  in  thofe  Days  of  ignorance  $ 
and  he  lhews  that  Peter-pence  had  their  Original  from  this  Grant  in  Ireland. 

As  to  the  3d  claim  viz.  King  John's  Covenants  to  the  Pope,  he  thinks  them  fo 
frivolous*  that  that  they  were  not  worth  mentioning. 

St  BINE N,  ( BENIGNUS :)

THERE  are  many  Opinions  concerning  the  immediate  SuccefTors  of  St.  Pa¬ 
trick.  Some  fay  Senan  n  was  •,  who  had  been  for  a  Time  a  Soldier  ;  and 
in  his  Life  written  in  Rhime,  St.  Patrick  is  introduced  Prophefying  of  him  af¬ 
ter  this  Manner. 

Nafcetur  vobis  parvulus * 

Futurus  Dei  jamulus, 

Qui  et  Senanus  nomine * 

In  meo  Stabit  ordine, 

Mihi ,  Deo  propitio, 

Succedens  Epifcopo. 

To  you  an  Infant  fhall  be  born* 

A  future  Minifter  of  God  *, 

Who  call’d  Senanus  fhall  adorn 
This  Place  of  my  Abode  j 
And,  by  the  Grace  of  God,  will  be 
Succeeding  Bifhop  after  me. 

And  afterwards  in  the  fame  Life  ;  Senan  is  called.  Arch-prelate.  But  without 
all  Controverfy,  he  was  Bifhop  of  Inis-Catty,  and  not  of  Armagh ,  [Which  See 
of  Inis-Catty i  came  afterwards  to  be  divided  between  the  Secs  of  Limerick 
Ardfert  and  Kill  aloe.  In  a  Manufcript  Life  of  St.  Bridgid,  quoted  by 
JJfsher,  °  Senan  is  faid  to  have  “  lived  in  a  certain  Ifland,  feated  on  a  Mouth  of 
“  the  Sea,  furrounded  by  a  broad  Channel,  on  the  Weftern  Coaft  of Ireland-” 
which  plainly  points  out  the  Ifland  anciently  called  Inis-Catty,  or  Inis-Cathuigh  ; 
and  now,  corruptly,  Inis-S cattery,  which  lies  in  the  Mouth  of  the  Shannon ,  about 
thirty  four  Miles  Weft  of  Limerick. ] 

Other  Writers  make  out  another  Series.  In  the P falter  of  Cajhel,  p  Secundin ,  byfome 
called,  Sechnall,  St.  Patrick's  Sifter’s  Son,  is  mentioned  for  his  next  SuccefTor  - 
and  Patrick  the  elder,  by  fome  called,  Scen-Patrick,  or  Old -Patrick,  a  Domeftick 
of  our  Patrick ,  is  faid  to  have  fucceeded  Secundin.  But  Secundin  was  Bifhop  of

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IDunfhaglin  ||  in  Meath ,  where  he  died  on  the  27th  of  November  448,  in  the  75th 
Year  of  his  Age,  [or  447,  according  to  the  Annals  of  Inis-fall  •,  when  pall 
queftion  St.  Patrick  was  himfelf  Archbifhop  of  Armagh']  and  Scen-Patrick ,  who 
is  confounded  with  our  great  Patrick ,  died  ten  Years  after. 

Other  Writers  s  (who  in  my  Opinion  are  more  v/orthy  of  Credit)  make  Be - 
ftignus ,  in  Irijh ,  Benin,  a  Difciple  of  St.  Patrick  (of  whom  before J  his  Succeffor, 
as  appears  in  Probus,  r  Tirechan,  and  Joceline f  [Fie  was  the  Son  of  Sefgnen , t  a 
Man  of  Wealth  and  Power  in  Meath  ♦,  who  hofpitably  received  St.  Patrick  in  his 
Journey  to  the  Court  of  King  Leogair ,  A.  D.  433,  and  was  with  his  whole  Fa¬ 
mily  converted  by  him.  When  the  Son  of  this  Sefgnen  v/as  baptized,  St. 
Patrick  gave  him  the  Name,  not  of  Benin,  but  of  Binen,  which  Imports,  Sweet * 
from  the  good  Qualities,  and  gentle  Difpofition  he  obferved  him  poffeffed  of; 
The  Youth  grew  fo  fond  of  his  Father’s  Gueft,  that  he  could  not  be  feparated 
from  his  Company  •,  St.  Patrick  took  him  along  with  him  at  hisDeparture,  taught 
him  his  Alphabet,  and  inftru&ed  him  in  the  Rudiments  of  Learning  and  Reli¬ 
gion.  Fie  afterwards  became  a  Man  eminent  for  Piety  and  Virtue  •,  and  was  by 
St.  Patrick,  placed  in  the  See  of  Armagh ,  when  relinquifhed  by  him  in  455. 
Binen  refigned  in  465,  and  died  three  Years  after,  on  the  ninth  of  November , 
at  Armagh,  or,  as  others  fay,  at  Ferlingmor  in  England  -,  from  whence  his  Bones 
were  faid  to  have  been  afterwards  tranflated  to  Glajlonbury,  A.  D.  1091  but  the 
Annals  of  Inis-fall  take  Notice  that  he  died  at  Rome  [in  the  Year  467.  Ufsberw 
out  of  William  of  Malmejbury,  hath  given  us  this  Epitaph,  faid  to  be  infcribed  Oil 
his  Monument  at  Ferlingmor,  viz.

But  Ufsher  feems  to  be  of  Opinion,  that  this  was  a  different  Perfon  from  our  BiZ 
nignus-,  efpecially,  if  what  the  Tripartite  Writer  of  the  Life  of  St.  Patrick  fays^ 
be  truth  (viz.)  that  his  Remains  were  depofited  with  great  Honour  at  Armagh  : 
which  Paffage,  I  muff  obferve,  is  not  to  be  found  in  the  printed  Tripartite  Life,  j

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both  ways.  He  was  of  the  Family  of  the  ft  Daljatacians]  born  in  [Eaft]  Ul(ley\ 
[in  the  Territory  of  Mudhorn  *]  but  had  his  Education  under  St.  Patrick.  [His 
Father,  though  he  lived  to  hear  St.  Patrick  Preach;  yet  could  not  be  prevailed  on 
to  become  a  Chriftian,  but  died  an  obftinate  Pagan.  His  two  Sons,  Jarlath* 
and  Sedna,  did  not  follow  their  Fathers  Example  ;  but  became  zealous  Imitators 
of  St.  Patrick's  Virtues;  and  Jarlath,  though  younger  than  many  of  St.  Pa* 
trick's  Difciples,  yet  for  Wifdom  and  Piety,  being  efteemed  inferior  to  none, 
was  thought  the  properelt  Perfon  to  fit  in  the  Archiepifcopal  Chair,  in  the  Room 
of  Binen .]  He  died  on  the  nth  of  February^  482,  [in  the  18th  Year  of  his 
Pontificate.]  The  Annals  of  Uljlcr ,  point  out  the  Time  of  his  Death  under  the 
Year  481.  “  Quies  Jarlathi  filii  Trence,  Epifcopi  Ardmachani. —  The  Reft  of  Jar- 
“  lath ,  the  Son  of  Trend ,  Bilhop  of  Armagh."  Or,  as  it  is  in  another  Copy. 

The  Reft  of  Jarlath ,  the  Son  of  Trena ,  third  Bifhop  of  Armagh ."  [The 
Reader  muft  not  confound  this  Prelate  with  his  namefake,  Jarlath ,  Archbilhop  of 
Tuam  ;  who  was  a  Conaught  Man  by  Birth,  of  the  Stock  of  Conmac ,  and  Son 
«f  Logha ,  educated  under  Binen,  predeceffor  to  this  Jarlath ,  and  died  on  the 
26th  of  December  ;  but  the  Year  uncertain.  They  were  different  Perfons  ;  y  and

AFTER  the  Death  of  Jarlath ,  Cormac  was  appointed  his  Succeflor,  by  §t. 

Patrick  ;  who  was  then  very  old,  and  wholly  intent  on  Divine  Contem¬ 
plation.  [He  z  was  baptized  by  him,  and  educated  under  four  of  his  Difci¬ 
ples  ;  by  whofe  Inftruttions  he  became  an  eminent  example  for  Innocence, 
Learning,  Piety,  and  the  Knowledge  of  the  Holy  Scriptures.]  He  was  [  by  St. 
Patrick  made]  Bilhop  of  Trim ,  and  was  Nephew  to  King  Leogair,  by  his 
Brother  Ende.  The  Annals  of  Uljler  call  him  St.  Patrick's  Heir,  becaufe  he 
furvived  him.  He  [governed  this  Church  fifteen  Years  and]  died  on  the  17th 
„of  February  497,  and  was  buried  at  Trim ,  [on  which  Day  is  celebrated  his 
Feftival  both  at  Trim  and  Armagh .]

by  Election  of  the  Clergy,  or  of  the  Clergy  and  People  jointly.  While  St» 
Patrick  lived,  the  appointment  came  from  him,  and  every  body,  out  of  Reve¬ 
rence  to  his  San&ity,  acquiefced  in  his  Nomination :  But  whether  Cormac ,  who 
furvived  him,  affumed  the  fame  Right,  doth  not  appear.  It  is  certain,  the  Pope 
'did  not  interfere  in  thefe  Matters,  till  the  weak  and  tumultuous  Reign  of  King 
'John,  introduced  his  Ufurpations.  <•

AILILD ,  or  Ailil ,  by  fome  called  Hellas,  the  Son  of  Trichen ,  Prince  of  Eafi 
Ulster ,  and  born  of  Royal  Blood,  Sat  thirteen  Years  in  this  See,  and 
died  on  the  13th  of  January ,  526.  [He  and  his  Succeffor,  Ailild  the  Second, 
who  were  both  defcended  from  the  fame  Royal  Family  of  the  Dalfatacians ,  Dy- 
najls  of  Eafi  JJlfter ,  are  confounded  by  Writers  for  one  and  the  fame  Prelate. 
But  it  is  manifeft  they  were  diftinft  Perfons  5  as  appears  from  the  Teftimony  of 
many  of  our  moft  authentick  Annals,  and  from  other  convincing  Circumftances. 
So  fay  the  Annals  both  of  Munjier  and  Uljler  ;  with  whom  Ufsher  a  agrees.  The 
Martyrologies  of  Marian  Gorman ,  RLngufius  AuElus ,  and  feveral  others,  place  the 
Death  of  the  firft  Ailild ,  on  the  13th  of  January  525,  and  of  the  fecond  Ailild , 
on  the  firft  of  July  535*  The  Annals  of  Senat,  ■f  and  of  the  four  Mafters,  make 
ofie  the  immediate  Succeffor  of  the  other  in  the  See  of  Armagh ,  This  Ailild 
the  firft  was  converted  to  Chriftianity  by  St.  Patrick ,  together  with  his  five  Bro¬ 
thers  ;  and  was  a  married  Man  at  the  Time  of  his  Converlion.  But  Colgan, b  in 
order  to  account  for  a  married  Man’s  taking  Holy  Orders,  tells  us,  he  put  away 
his  Wife  firft.  He  fhould  rather  ingenuoufly  have  owned  i  that  Celibacy  was 
not  at  this  time  enjoyned  the  Clergy  •,  and  that  -the  fixth  Canon  of  the  Synod 
held  by  St.  Patrick ,  Auxilius ,  and  Iferninus ,  A.  D.  448,  provides,  “  that  the  Wife 
of  a  Prieft  fhould  appear  abroad  veiled.”] 

AILILD,  II. 

[Succ.  526.  Ob.  536.]  1 

AILILD ,  the  fecond  of  that  Name*  and  of  the  fame  Family,  fucceeded  5 
and,  having  fat  ten  Years,  died  on  the  firft  of  July ,  53 6.  [  But  Marian 
Gorman,  and  other  Martyrologifts  place  his  Death  a  Year  earlier.] 

f  The  Annals  of  Senat  feem  to  be  no  more  than  a  different  Copy  of  the  Annals  of  Uljler.  They 
were  written  by  Charles  Maguire  of  Senat-Mac-Magnus,  in  the  County  of  Fermanagh  (who  died  i$t 
1498)  and  from  thence  called  Annalcs  Se  eaten fes,  as  they  were  called  the  Annals  of  Uljler  ;  becaufe 
they  principally  treated  of  the  Affairs  of  that  Province.  So  the  Annals  of  Duntiagall,  were  called  by 
that  Name ;  becaufe  they  were  compiled  in  a  Convent  of  Francifcans  at  Dunnagall ;  but  are  alfo  entitled, 
the  Annans  of  the  Four  Mafters,  from  Four  Antiquaries,  who  joined  in  collecting  them  from  the  moll:

They  call  him  Legate  of  all  Ireland ,  and  Point  out 
the  Time  of  his  Death,  under  the  Year  550,  which  anfwers  to  551,  according 
to  our  Account.  [But  it  is  much  to  be  doubted,  whether  ever  there  was  an  Apof- 
tolical  Legate  c  in  Ireland *  before  Gilbert  Bifhop  of  Limerick,  in  the  beginning  of 
of  the  1 2th  Century.]  Colgan  d  fays,  that  this  David  is  the  famePerfon,  whom  the 
P falter  of  Cajhell  calls  Fulcher ,  or  O-Fiachra ,  [and  gives  many  probable  ReafonS 
for  his  Opinion.] 

FEIDLIMID. 

[Succ.  551.  Ob.  578.] 

JfE  ID  LIMIT  Fin ,  that  is  White  Felim ,  born  in  the  Territory  of  Hy-NeU 
lan ,  fucceeded,  and  died  in  578.  [His  Feftivalis  obferved  on  the  30 th  of  Oc¬ 
tober,  or  fas  fome  fay]  on  the  20th  of  December.']  The  Annals  of  Ulfter ,  after  the 
Antient  Manner,  call  him  Abbat  of  Armagh  •,  but  in  the  P falter  of  Cafhell,  and 
in  the  Martyrologies,  he  is  reckoned  among  the  Primates.  [Pofiibly  the  rea- 
fon,  why  the  fame  Perfon  is  fometimes  called  Abbat,  and  fometiraes  Archbifnop 
of  Armagh ,  may  be  this :  that  as  there  was  a  celebrated  Abbey  at  Armagh,  the  Ab- 
bats  were  often  defied  into  the  Archiepifcopal  Chair  ;  and  after  their  Election, 
many  of  them  have  retained  the  Name,  by  which  they  were  known  before ;  and 
from  thence  came  to  be  called  Abbats,  after  their  Advancement.  Or,  it  may  be ; 
as  Abbat,  in  the  Syriack  Language,  fignifieth,  a  Father  ;  fo  the  Archbilhop  of 
Armagh  may  in  this  Senfe  be  called,  Abbat,  as  being  the  common  Father  of  all 
the  Bifhops  of  Ireland.] 

C  A  I  R  L  A  N.

CA I R  L  A  N,  by  fome  called  C airline,  born  in  a  Territory  called  Hy-Niel- 
lanf,  and  Abbat  of  fome  Monaftery  in  the  Diocefe  of  Armagh ,  fuccecded

in  Ireland ,  or  Biflaops dignified  by  the  Name  of  Saints*,  having  with  great  Induf* 
try,  and  from  an  Antient  Catalogue,  diftinguilhed  them  into  SanEliffmos ,  Santti- 
ores,  and  Santtos.  Colgan f  hath  quite  omitted  this  Prelate  in  his  Catalogue  *,  and 
makes  Mac-Laifir  to  fucceed  Eochaid  ;  and  yet  the  P falter  of  Cafhell  (of  which 
he  hath  given  us  a  faulty  Tranfcript)  mentions  him.] 

MAC-LAISIR.

MAC-LAISIR,  or  the  Son  of  Laifir ,  (whofe  proper  Name  is  no  where 
mentioned)  fucceeded  Senach.  Poflibly  he  may  be  the  fame  Perfon,  whom 
John  of  Tinmouth ,  in  the  Life  of  St.  Laurence ,  Archbifhop  of  Canterbury,  and 
from  him  Capgrave,  calls  St.  Lerenan,  Archbifhop  of  Ireland ,  “  who  (fays  he) 
“  hearing  St.  Laurence  Difpute  upon  the  Obfervation  of  the  Feftival  of  E after , 
“  and  other  Apoftolick  Inftitutions,  laid  hold  of  the  Truth,  and  afterwards  took 
4t  a  great  Deal  of  Pains  in  reforming  his  own  People  in  thefe  Particulars.*®  The 
Times  fall  in  well  enough  ;  for  as  Mac-Laifir  began  to  fit  in  this  See  in  the  Year 
610,  and  died  on  the  2d  of  September  623  :  So  Laurence  was  advanced  to  the 
Archbifhoprick  of  Canterbury  in  61 1,  and  died  February  the  3d.  619.

'pERDACHRT,  Son  of  Suihhney ,  and  Grandfon  of  Ronan ,  fucceeded 
Cele- Peter.  He  fat  about  10  Years,  and  died  in  May,  768.  [Hut  Colgan, 
and  the  Annals  of  the  Four  Mailers,  extend  his  Life  to  771]  The  Uljler 
Annals  call  this  Prelate,  Abbat  of  Armagh  ;  but  in  the  P falter  of  C  aft  ell, 
he  is  with  more  Jullice  enumerated  among  the  Archbifhops  of  that  See.  It 
is  worth  obferving  *,  that  the  Names,  Abbat  and  Archbiftop ,  are  often  con¬ 
founded  in  the  faid  Annals .

TpOENDEL  A  CH,  the  Son  of  Moenach,  is  faid  to  have  fucceedcd 
upon  the  Death  of  Ferdachry,  and  to  have  fat  three  Years.  There 
arofe  a  great  Controverfy,  concerning  the  Right  to  the  Primatial  See,  between 
this  Prelate,  and  his  Succelfor  Dubdalethy.  He  is  faid  to  have  died  in  794  ; 
from  whence  one  may  gather,  that  he  either  refigned,  or  was  depofed.  [There 
are  irreconcilable  Differences  among  our  Writers,  concerning  the  Succeflion  at 
this  Period.  The  P falter  of  Qaftell  placeth  Foendelach  in  this  See,  immediately 
after  Ferdachry  in  768,  and  makes  him  to  prefide  three  Years  *,  after  him  Dubda¬ 
lethy,  fifteen  Years,  AreElach,  one,  and  Cudinifcus,  four  *,  and  leaves  Aflat  intire- 
ly  out  •,  according  to  which  Scheme,  the  Sums  added  together,  anfwer  diredlly  to 
the  Time  of.  Cudinifcus  his  death,  in  791.  But  other  Catalogues  place  them 
thus;  Ferdachry  died,  77 1,  Cudinifcus,  790,  Dubdalethy ,  792  ;  A  fat  Bilhop,  and 
Arettachf  _Abbat  of  Armagh,  died  in  the  fame  Night,  793.  Others  make  Aredlach

cally  in  PolTeflion  of  the  Archiepifcopal  Cathedral,  as  their  Fa&ions  prevailed, 
or  declined.  The  like  Difficulties  happened  about  the  Succeffors  in  the  Papal 
Chair  at  feveral  Times ;  by  which  means,  the  Catalogues  of  the  Popes  arc  not 
clearly  made  out.]

D  UBDALETHY \  the  Son  of  Sinach ,  fat  (according  to  the  P falter  of 
Cajhell )  fifteen  Years  ;  and  died  in  793.  [But  the  Annals  of  the  Four  Ma¬ 
tters,  place  his  Death  a  Year  earlier.]

[ Succ .  793.  Ob.  794.] 


IN  the  Annals  of  XJlfter ,  under  the  Year  793,  which  anfwers  to  794,  (ac¬ 
cording  to  our  Account)  Affiat,  Biffiop  of  Armagh ,  and  Airefach ,  or  Arec- 
tach ,  Abbat  of  Armagh ,  are  faid  to  have  died  the  fame  Night.  But  on  the 
other  Hand,  the  P  halter  of  Cajhell  omits  A  fat  ;  and  Arettach  is  named  Sue- 
ceflbr  in  the  See  of  Armagh ,  and  is  faid  to  have  fat  one  Year. 

CUD  IN ISCUS.

QUDINIS  CVS,  the  Son  of  Conafuichus ,  is  named  Succeffor  in  the 
Pfalter  of  Cajhell ,  and  faid  to  have  prefided  four  Years.  But  the  An¬ 
nals  of  Uljler  place  his  Death  under  the  Year  790,  or  791  ;  and  call  him  Abbat 

of  Armagh  5  by  which  Name  however,  Bilhop,  or  Primate,  ought  to  be  under- 
ttood.

of  Dinnagaich ,  Abbat  of  Armagh,  in  805  ;  and  of  this  Conmach ,  whom  they 
call  alfo  Abbat  of  Armagh ,  the  Year  after.]

As  to  the  antient  Irijh  Scribes  *, 
fome  underftand  the  Name  to  fignifie  Writer  •,  but  it  may  be  worth  the  inquiry, 
whether  it  doth  not  rather  denote,  a  Reader  of  Divinity.  [ Gorman ,  the  Father 
of  this  Prelate,  according  to  the  Annals  of  the  Four  Matters,  was  Abbat  of 
Louth ,  and  died  in  Pilgrimage  at  Clonmacnois ,  in  743.]

[Succ.  808.  Oob.  812.] 

N  U  A  Z),  the  Son  of  Segene ,  Abbat  of  the  Convent  near  a  Lake  in  Brefiny ,  * 
called  Lough-Vamha ,  [or  Lough-Vamh ,  which  fignifieth,  the  Lake  of  the  Cave, 
it  being  faid  to  rife  out  of  a  Cave]  was  promoted  to  this  Archiepifcopal  See, 
and  was  the  immediate  SuccelTor  to  Forbach.  [He  was  firft  a  Monk,  and  afi 
Anchorite  ;  from  which  State  of  Life  he  was,  againft  his  Will,  promoted  to  the 
Abbatial,  and  from  thence  tranfiated  to  the  Archiepifcopal  Dignity.]  A.  D.  810, 
he  made  a  Progrefs  into  Conaught  *,  and  is  there  reported  to  have  made  a 
Reformation  of  fome  Abufes  in  the  Churches.  [It  is  faid  by  the  Writer  of  the 
Tripartite  Life  of  St.  Patrick ,  q  that  Cormac  (who  was  the  fourth  Archbifhop  of 
Armagh)  was  educated  by  four  of  St.  Patrick's  Difciples,  viz.  Domnall ,  Coimitius , 
Dabonna ,  and  one,  whofe  Name  is  not  mentioned  *,  and  that  when  he  came  to  be 
Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  and  vifited  Conaught ,  where  they  lived ;  they  each  of 
them  every  Year  gave  him  a  Cow,  in  acknowledgement  of  the  Reverence  which 
they  owed  to  St.  Patrick ,  who  had  intruded  them  with  the  Education  of  Cormac  3 
and  that  this  grew  into  a  Cuftom  with  his  Succeffors ;  fo  that  they  demanded 
this  Tribute  as  their  due  •,  untill  Nuad  releafed  them  from  it.  It  may  be  pre- 
fumed  that  this  was  one  of  the  Abufes  which  he  is  faid  to  have  reformed.]  He 
died  on  the  19th  of  February ,  812  or  81 1  ;  under  which  Year  one  meets  with 
this  Paffage  in  theAnnals  of  Uljler .  “  Nuad  of  Loch-Huatna ,  Bifhop,  Anchorite , 
“  and  Abbat  of  Armagh ,  fell  Afleep.**  [  There  was  another  Nuad ,  the  Son 
alfo  of  Segene ,  who  in  the  Year  843,  fuffered  Martyrdom  by  the  Danes ,  accor¬ 
ding  to  the  Annals  of  the  Four  Matters.]

MAC  -LO I  NG  L  E  or  Mac-Longfech.  [a  Patronymick  Name  ;  for  his  Chrif. 

tian  Name  was  Flangufs']  is  faid  to  have  fucceeded,  and  to  have  fat  thir¬ 
teen  Years.  But  as  to  the  Time  of  his  continuance  in  this  See,  there  furely  mutt 
be  a  Miftake  :  For  his  Succeffor,  Artrigius ,  was  Archbifhop  in  the  Year  822* 
[The  Annals  of  the  Four  Matters  place  this  Prelate  after  Artrigius ,  and  his  Death 
in  825  j  which  makes  thirteen  Years  from  the  Death  of  Nuad.] 

ARTRIGIUS.

A  R  TRIG  IUS>  or  Artrius,  the  Son  of  Cornelius ,  fat  in  this  See,  as  I 
faid  before,  in  the  Year  822  ;  and  the  fame  Year  held  a  Vifitation 

*  Brejiny  comprehended  the  prefent  County  of  Cavan  ;  and  was  divided  into  upper  and  lower,  or  Eajt 
Sjjd  Weji  Brefiny ;  in  the  latter  of  which,  called  Brefiny  Hy  -Ruairc,  lay  this  Laugh-Vamh.  Alltmar.de 
in  his  Hifioir  Monafi .  p.  109.  makes  the  Counties  of  Fermanagh  and  Cavan,  the  two  Brefinies  :  But  he 
is  fo  faulty  in  other  Particulars  of  the  Topography  of  Ireland ,  that  I  do'not  know  how  to  takehis  W ord 
without  a  Voucher.  a  Trias  Thaum.

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through  the  whole  Province  of  Munjler.  cc  At  this  time  (fay  the  Uljier  Annals) 
“  the  Law  of  Patrick  was  propagated  through  Munjler,  by  Fethlim  Mac-Crim - 
“  than.  King  of  Munjler,  and  by  Artrigius,  Bifhop  of  Armagh.”  Some,  by  the 
Law  of  Patrick ,  underftand  the  Monaftick  Rule,  framed  by  him,  [and  of  this 
Opinion  is  Archbifhop  Usjherx  ■,  who  makes  the  Law  of  Kiaran  and  Brendan ,  the 
fame  with  the  Monaftick  Rule,  which  they  introduced.]  Others  rtake  it  to  be  the 
Exercife  of  the  Metropolitical  Jurifdi&ion  over  the  Subordinate  Provinces,  [and  the 
Right  of  vifiting,  and  receiving  certain  Penfions  from  them,  which  feems  to  be 
grounded  (at  leail  as  to  Munfltr )  on  the  Submiffions  of  Ailbe,  Declan ,  Kiaran  and 
Ibar ,  to  St.  Patrick ,  in  the  Synod  of  Ca/hell ,  held  about  the  Year  448  ;  of  which 
the  Reader  hath  an  Account  in  the  Life  of  St.  Patrick. 1  That  the  Archbilhops 
of  Armagh ,  in  Right  of  their  Primacy,  of  old  claimed  this  Vifitatorial  Power 
over  the  other  Provinces,  is  manifeft  in  this  Inftance  ;  as  alfo  in  that  of  Nuad ,  the 
immediate  Predeceffor,  but  one,  to  this  Prelate  ;  and  in  that  of  Archbifhop  Me - 
Ufa ,  hereafter  mentioned.  But  there  is  a  later,  and  more  remarkable  Example  of 
this  to  be  feen  in  the  Regifter  of  John  Bole ,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh  \  where  may* 
be  found,  the  form  of  the  Archbifhop’s  Citation  to  the  Archbifhop  of  Tuam ,  and 
to  the  Bifhops  of  Elphin ,  CUnfert ,  Kilmacduach ,  Killala  and  Achonry  •,  whom  he: 
Riles  “  Suffragans  to  the  Archbifhop  of  Tua?n,  but  fubje&ed  to  him,and  his 
“  Church  of  Armagh ,  by  his  Primatial  Right and  he  cites  them  in  Virtue  of 
their  Obedience,  to  appear  before  him,  on  a  certain  Day  at  Tuam,  and  to  produce 
their  Titles  to  their  feveral  Benefices  ;  Dated  24th  of  April  N.  D.  1461..  There 
is  another  Citation  in  the  faid  Regifter,  of  the  fame  Date,  to  the  Archbifhop  of 
Cajhell ;  wherein  he  directs  to  him,  Nobis  Primatiali  Jure  Subjedlo.  But  whether 
through  difufe  of  the  Jurifdi&ion,  or  for  what  other  Caufe,  I  cannot  tell  S  it  is 
certain  it  was  not  cordially  fubmittedto  by  the  other  Provinces,  and  at  the  time 
of  Archbifhop  Bole,  was  fallen  much  into  contempt :  For  whichReafon  that  Arch¬ 
bifhop,  being  defirous  to  retrieve  the  Jurifdi&ion,  was  willing  to  fupport  himfelf 
by  the  Pope’s  Authority  ;  and  therefore  mentions  in  the  faid  Citation*  tc  that  he 

had  lately  received  Meffengers  from  the  Apoftolick  See,  urging  him  to  the  exer- 
“  cife  of  this  Jurifdi&ion  ;  and  further  ;  that  the  fame  was  founded  on  the 
“  Conceftions  of  the  Roman  Pontiff.3’  But  it  is  more  probable,  that  this  Jurif- 
diflion  had  it’s  firft  Original  from  the  Pradice  of  St.  Patrick  ;  who  after  he  had 
eftablifhed  his  See  of  Armagh ,  frequently  vifited  other  Churches  in  the  Kingdom, 
held  Synods  and  Councils,  and  received  his  accuftomed  Revenues  in  many 
Parts,  as  the  Writers  of  his  Life  imform  us  ;  and  Keating  u  fays,  that  about  the 
Year  731  an  interview  was  held  between  Hugh- Allan,  King  of  Ireland ,  and  Cathal 
Mac-Fin^in,  King  of  Munjler  wherein  Methods  were  concerted  for  advancing 
the  Yearly  Revenue  of  St.  Patrick  throughout  the  Kingdom  ;  and  that  they  efta¬ 
blifhed  a  particular  Law  w  for  that  Purpofe.  He  further  adds,  that  in  the  Year 
837,  the  Revenue  of  St.  Patrick  was  laid  upon  the  Province  of  Munjler,  by  Fedlim , 
Mac-Criomthan ,  and  Artry ,  the  Son  of  Connor ;  who  enjoined  the  fame  Tax 
upon  the  Province  of  Conaught .]  Artrigius  afterwards  vifited  Conaught,  A.  D. 
824  and  died  in  833  *,  but  I  have  not  been  able  to  difcover,  when  he  wasconfecra- 
ted.  He  happened  to  prefide  in  very  tumultuous  Times,  occafioned  by  the 
'Danijh  Wars  j  and  our  Annals  fay,  that  in  the  Year  830  Armagh,  was  in  the  Pof- 
feftlon  of  the  Danes  and  Norwegians  for  the  Space  of  a  Month.

[The  P falter  of  Cafhell  gives  an  eight  Years  Government  to  this  Prelate, 
and  only  two,  to  his  Predeceffor.  But  the  Annals  of  the  Four  Matters  place  them 
as  here.  There  is  fuch  Confufion  in  the  Accounts  of  the  Order  of  thefe  Prelates 
at  this  Period that  it  is  impoffible  to  fix  on  any  thing  certain.] 

FAR  A  N  A  N. 

[Succ.  834.  Rtfgn.  848.] 

FA  R  A  N  A  N  fucceeded,  and  was  driven  from  his  See,  by  Turgefius  the  NoF 
vjcgian  •,  and  ail  the  Religious  Orders  and  Students  of  Armagh  were  expelled 
at  the  fame  Time.  There  arofe  great  Contefts  between  this  Prelate,  and  Dermod 
O-Tigernachs  concerning  the  Right  to  the  Archbifhoprick  •,  and  each  carried 
himfelf  as  Prelate.  [The  Annals  of  the  Four  Matters  place  Dermod  in  the  Chair 
before  Faranan  ;  who  (they  fay)  was  fubttituted  in  his  Room,  In  the  fame  Year  834  ; 
and  add,  that  Dermod  being  expelled,  made  a  Progrefs  into  Conaught  the  Year 
following,  to  eftablifh  the  Law  of  St.  Patrick.  From  whence  may  be  gathered  ; 
that  during  this  Schifm,each  was  received  as  Archbifhop  by  their  refpedtive  Fac¬ 
tions.  The  fame  Annals  fay,  that  in  838,  Dermod  got  the  better,  and  was  received 
as  Archbifhop  at  Armagh ,  in  the  Room  of  Faratian.  But  Ufsher  y  placeth  this 
Event  in  848  j  ten  Years  later  j  and  makes  Faranan ,  Archbifhop,  fourteen  Years] 
Faranan  abdicated  in  848,  [to  make  Room  for  his  Competitor]  and  died  in  852, 
the  fame  Year  with  Dermod  *,  [which  is  confirmed  by  the  Annals  of  Uljlerz ;  in 
which  we  meet  this  Paffage  :  “  The  two  Heirs  of  St.  Patrick  *,  that  is,  Faranan + 
<£  Scribe,  Bifhop,  and  Anchorite,  and  Bifhop  Dermod,  the  wifeftof  all  the  Doc- 
<e  tors  of  Europe,  went  to  Reft.”  During  the  Contefts  of  thefe  two  Prelates^ 
great  Ravages  were  committed  by  the  Danes.  In  839,  the  City  of  Armagh,  with 
the  Cathedral,  and  other  Religious  Houfes,  were  burned  down  :  And  in  843,  Pri¬ 
mate  Faranan,  and  all  his  Family,  and  the  facred  Reliques  were  fecured  by 
the  Danes,  and  carried  away  to  their  Ships  at  Limerick .] 

DERMOD  [O-TIGER  N  AC  j£] 

[Succ.  848.  Ob.  852.] 

’jj  P  0  N  the  Abdication  of  Archbifhop  Faranan  [in  848]  Dermod  O-Tigernach 
fucceeded,  and  died  in  852  ;  leaving  behind  him  the  Reputation  “  of  the 
<£  Wifeft  of  all  theDodorsof  Europe  •”  as  the  Annals  of  Uljleri, ay.  A  little  be¬ 
fore  his  Death  [  in  8  50  or  85 1  ]  Armagh  was,  on  Eajler  Sunday ,  again  laid  watte 
by  the  Heathen  Danes  *,  which  (as  it  was  thought)  bore  heavy  on  his  Spirits  ; 
caufed  him  to  pine  away  with  Grief  and  Vexation,  and  brought  him  to  his  End 
foon  after.

<c  fihi  Sacrificium ,  Sagum  pauperis  viaticum  cibi  viduce,  commune  veftimentum ' 
“  Miniftro.  Et  hcec  tamen  firmentur  a  Clericis.  An  Irifh  Synod  faith,  that  the 
“  Legacy,  which  a  Bifhop  or  Prince  may  leave  by  his  Will,  is  ten  Scruples  to  the 
tc  Prieft,  who  gives  him  the  Sacrament,  a  Mantle  to  a  poor  Man,  travelling, 
“  Provifion  to  a  Widow,  and  an  Ordinary  Habit  to  his  Servant  ;  and  yet  let 
“  thefe  Legacies  be  confirmed  by  the  Clergy.  [St.  Hilary,  in  his  Commentary  *, 
on  St.  Matthew's,  Gofpel,  exprefly  calls,  Bifhops,  Principes  Populi ,  the  Princes  of 
the  People:  And  St.  Auguftin  in  his  commentary  on  the 44th Pfalm,  tell  us;  that  it 
grew  into  Ufe  from  the  early  Ages,  to  call  all  Bifhops,  Ecclefiee  Principes.  But 
that  the  Archbifhops  of  Armagh  fliould  be  called  fo,  might  be  owing  to  another 
Reafon,  viz.  becaufe  they  fat  in  the  Principal  Metropolis  ;  and  were  conflituted 
over  the  reft  of  the  Clergy  of  the  whole  Kingdom:  as  the  fupreme  Moderators  b  of 
the  Jewifh  Church,  were  called  Principes  Sacerdotum.']

ACCORDING  to  the  P falter  of  Cafhell ,  M cel  cob  or  Mcelcoba  Mac-Crum- 
vail ,  fucceeded  Catafach.  But  in  the  Annals  of  Ulfter  he  is  placed  before 
Ainmire  *,  who  is  faid  to  have  obtained  the  See  by  his  Refignation.  He  died, 
worn  out  with  old  Age,  in  the  Year  885.  The  Annals  of  Ulfter  fay,  that  Mcel¬ 
coba,  together  with  Mochta ,  Reader  of  Armagh, were  made  Prifoners  by  the  Banes , 
in  the  Year  878  or  879.

[Succ.  885.  Ob.  927.] 


Ed  L-B  RIG  ID,  or  Brigidian ,  the  Son  of  Toman ,  or  Bor  nan,  Iprung  frorri 
the  Blood  Royal  of  Ireland ,  [and  the  13th  in  defeent  from  King  Neill  the 
Great]  was  Abbat  of  Berry  *,  and  from  thence  promoted  to  this  ArchbifhoprickJ 
[He  was  alfo  Bifhop  of  Raphoe  ;  and  is  called  in  our  Annals,  Comorban  of  Adorn* 
nanus,  who  was  Abbat  of  Raphoe.  But  the  Abbey  of  Raphoe,  was  long  before 

a  Chap.  26.  b  Matth.  26.  3.  Mark,  1.  44.  Lake,  3.  2.  In  St.  Jerom’s  Traqflation. 
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this,  erefted  into  a  Cathedral  by  St.  Eunan  *,  and  from  thence  the  Comorban  of 
Adamnanus ,  was  underftoodto  mean  the  Bifhop  of  Raphoe.  He  adminiftred  this 
high  Station  with  great  Sufficiency,  and  Authority  •,  which  afforded  him  the  Op¬ 
portunity  of  obliging  the  great  Men  within  his  Jurifdidion  to  live  in  a  good  Un- 
derftanding  among  themfelves  j  and  he  became  Umpire  of  their  Quarrells  upon  all 
Occafions.  We  are  told  in  the  Annals  of  the  four  Mailers,  “  That  in  the  Year 
“  889,  on  Whit-Sunday ,  there  happened  a  great  Riot  and  Sedition  at  Armagh , 
“  between  the  Clanns  of  Kincl-Eoghuin  4,  and  Ulidia ,  that  is,  between  Added 
“  Mac-Laighne  (  King  of  Ulidia  )  and  Flathbert  Mac-Murchad  (  Prince  of 
“  Oileach  * ,  of  the  Family  of  the  O-Neils  )  until  Mcel-brigid ,  Comorban 
“  of  St.  Patrick ,  intervened,  and  repreffed,  or  feparated  them  from  one 
“  another.  But  Mcel-brigid ,  becaufe  they  had  fo  offended  againft  the  Reverence 
“  due  to  the  Church  of  God,  and  St.  Patrick  -,  received  Hollages,  and  210  Oxen 
“  from  the  Ulidians  \  who  alfo  executed  on  a  Gallows  four  of  the  Ring- leaders  of 
“  the  Riot.  The  Clan  of  KineUEoghuin ,  on  their  part  alfo,  fubmitted  to  the  like 
“  Penalty.”  There  is  a  particular  Inllance  given  in  the  fame  Annals,  of  the  ex- 
tenfive  Charity  and  good  Nature  of  this  Prelate.  “  That  in  the  Year  908  he  took 
“  a  Journey  into  the  remote  Parts  of  Munjler ,  to  redeem  from  lervitude  a  llrange 
“  Briton ,  who  was  there  held  in  Captivity.”]  He  died  on  the  2  2d  of  February  927, 
or  as  lome  fay  926  under  which  Year  the  Annals  of  Ulfter  make  this  Remark  *, 
“  Maolbride  Mac-Dornan ,  Comorban  or  Succeffor  of  Patrick ,  and  Columkilley 
<c  went  to  reft  in  a  happy  old  Age.”  He  was  a  Man  eminent  for  learnings  and 
Virtue  •,  and  from  thence  merited  the  Name  of,  the  Ornament  of  Europe.  While 
he  fat  in  this  See,  Armagh  was  three  Times  taken  and  plundered  by  the  Danes  ; 
namely,  in  890,  893,  and  919  ;  and  was  cnce  fet  on  Fire  in  the  Year  914. 
[In  the  Year  907,  the  Priviledges  of  the  Cathedral  of  Armagh  were  violatecLby 
Kernach  Mac-Dulgen ,  by  dragging  a  Captive  out  of  the  Church,  who  had  taken 
San£luary  there,  and  drowning  him  in  Loch  Kirr ,  to  the  Weft  of  the  City. 
But  this  Violation  was  retaliated  on  Kernach ,  by  Neill  Glundub,  then  King  of 
Ulfter ,  and  afterwards  of  Ireland ,  who  drowned  him  in  the  lame  Lough.]  It  is 
not  befide  the  Purpofe  to  obferve  *,  that  the  Annalifts  of  Ireland  have  framed  ano¬ 
ther  Series  of  the  Archbiffiops  of  Armagh ,  after  Mcelcob ,  which  is  this, 

Mofta  or  Molfe^  who  died  in  889. 

Mcclathgene  died  in  890. 

Kellach  Mac-Saorgus  died  in  898,  or  (as  fome  fay)  903. 

Mcel-Kiaran  Mac-Eogain  died  in  914  or  915,  in  the  70th  Year  of  his  Age. 

But  thefe  are  not  reckoned  by  others  among  the  Archbifhops  of  this  See  ;  as 
being  only  Suffragans  to  Mcd-Brigid ;  [and  it  is  pall  Queftion,  that  Mcel-brigid  lat 
in  this  See  from  the  Death  of  Mcelcob  in  885,  until  his  own  Death  in  927,  during 
the  Time  of  thefe  intermediate  Suffragans  above-mentioned  :  From  whence  alfo 
may  be  corre<fted  an  Error  in  the  Pfalter  of  Cafhell ,  which  gives  only  a  Continu¬ 
ance  of  XXIX  Years  ( in  Figures  )  to  this  Prelate.  I  rather  think  the  Figure  I 
in  the  third  Place,  is  a  miftake  in  the  Copy,  for  the  Figure  X,  and  then  the  Ac  ¬ 
count  will  be  XXXX  Years  ;,  which  is  pretty  near  the  Truth.]

J  or  935  ♦,  under  which  Year  we  meet  with  this  Pafiage  in  the  Ulfter  Annals. 

‘‘  Jofeph,  Prince  of  Armagh ,  a  Biihop,  a  Man  of  Wifdom,  and  an  Anchorite 

“  died  in  a  good  old  Age.’*  [During  his  Time  Armagh  was  plundered  by  the 

Danes  of  Lough-Cone ,  in  931,  about  the  Feftival  of  St.  Martin.]

[Succ.  936.  Ob.  eod.  An.] 

TH  E  next  SuccefTor,  Mcel-Patrick  Mac-Maoltule ,  is  alfo  called  in  the  faid 
Annals,  Prince  of  Armagh  \  and  is  faid  to  have  relied  in  his  old  Age,  before 
the  end  of  the  fame  Year  j  having  fat  only  5  Months.  [It  is  faid  in  other  An¬

“  wifeft  of  the  Irifh  \  and  Patrick  Mac-Maoltule,  Bifhop,  and  a  Man  of  Wif- 
“  dom  -,  having  fat  only  five  Months.**  The  Pfalter  of  Cajhell  gives  Jofeph  the 
Primacy  for  nine  Years,  and  to  Mcelpatrick ,  for  one.  But  it  is  certain  he  died 
the  fame  Year  with  Jofeph ,  in  936.] 

C  A  T  AS  AC  H.  II.  [Mac-Duigen.] 

[Succ.  937.  Ob.  957.] 

CAf  AS  AC  H  Mac-Duigen ,  of  Drumtorraig,  called  in  the  Uljter  Annals*’ 
Comorban  of  St.  Patrick ,  died  in  957  j  having  fat  twenty  Years  in  this  See* 
[He  is  called  Biihop  of  Kinel-Eoghain,  in  the  Annals  of  the  Four  Mailers  ;  and  his 
Death  placed  in  956.  By  Bifhop  of  Kinel-Eoghain ,  mult  be  underftood  here,  Arch- 
bilhop  of  Armagh  :  becaufe,  by  the  Pfalter  of  Cafhell,  and  all  our  other  Annals 
that  mention  him,  he  is  placed  immediately  in  Succefiion  after  Mcel-Patrick  and 
the  fame  Number  of  Years  aferibed  to  him.  The  Reafon  why  thefe  Annals  call 
him  Biihop  of  Kinel-Eoghain ,  or  Firone,  is  *,  becaufe  part  of  the  Diocefe  of  Ar¬ 
magh,  extends  into  Tirone.  In  this  Prelate’s  Time,  A.  D.  941,  Armagh  was 
pofiefled  and  plundered  by  the  Danes  ;  who  flew  Murchertach ,  Prinoe  of  Aileach * 
Son  of  Neill  Glunduh ,  King  of  Ireland.]

[Succ.  9 57.  Dep.  966.]

MUM  DACH  Mac-Fergus ,  called  alfo  Comorban  of  St  Patrick,  governed 
this  See  nine  Years  ;  and  was  depofed  in  966,  [for  what  Realon  I  have  not 
been  able  todifeover.] 

DUBDALETHT  II.  [Mac-Kellach]. 

[Succ.  966.  Ob.  998.] 

tyUBD  ALETHT.  II.  [Mac-Kellach]  called  Comorban  of  St.  Patrick ,  and 
St,  Columh ,  died  June  2d,  998,  in  the  83d  Year  of  his  Age,  and  the  33d 
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after  his  Confecration.  [He  is  called  Comorban  of  St.  Columb , c  becaufe  in  the 
Year  988,  he  was  both  by  the  Irifh,  and  by  the  Scots  of  Albany ,  elected  fupreme 
Moderator  of  the  Monafteries  of  the  Congregation  of  St.  columb ,  in  Ireland  and 
Albany ,  or  Scotia  the  lefjer.  Three  Years  before  his  Death,  Armagh  was  wafted 
by  an  accidental  Fire.] 

MUR  E  CHAN. 

[ Succ .  998.  Refgn.  100  j.J 


PON  the  Death  of  Dubdalethy ,  Murechan  [or  Muregan ]  fucceeded  in 
998,  and  the  third  Year  after  refigned  ;  [though  the  Pfalter  of  Cafhell  fays, 
he  fat  four  Years]  Mcelmnry  Mac-Scanlan ,  is  faid  to  have  fucceeded  him  ;  but. 
the  Pfalter  of  Cafhell  takes  no  notice  of  fuch  a  Succeflbr  among  the  Archbifhops. 

M  AZLMU  R  V,  or  MARIAN. 

[Succ.  iooi.  Oh.  1021] 

%/fJELMURT,  ot  Marian,  the  Son  of  Eocha,  [and  Father  of  Dubdalethy 
1  the  third]  a  Man  of  great  Reputation  in  his  Time,  fucceeded,  A.  D.  1001, 
and  fat  19  Years.  [He  is  called  in  the  Annals  of  the  Four  Mafters,  “  the  Head 
of  the  Clergy  of  the  Weft  of  Europe  ;  the  Principal  of  all  the  Holy  Orders  of 
u  the  Weft  ;  and  a  m'oft  wife  and  learned  Doftor.”]  He  died  on  the  third  of  June , 
1021,  [or  1020]  of  Grief,  as  it  was  thought,  for  the  univerfal  DeftruCtion  of 
Armagh  by  Fire,  the  Month  before.  [However,  the  Annals  of  the  Four  Ma¬ 
fters  do  not  make  this  Devaftation  fo  total  ;  for  in  the  fourth  Quarter,  called  the 
Rath- Armagh ,  no  Houfe  was  burned,  except  the  Library-,  but,  that  many  Houfes 
were  confumed  in  the  three  other  Quarters ;  and  among  the  reft,  the  chief  Church, 
and  three  other  Churches.  In  the  Year  idii,  or  1012,  another  Misfortune  had 
fallen  on  this  City  :  For  it  was  vifitedby  a  great  Mortality;  which  continued  from 
All-Saints,  to  the  beginning  of  May  ;  by  which  vaft  Numbers  of  the  Students 
and  Religious  died.  ]  During  this  Prelate’s  Time,  Brien  Boron ,  or  Borumay 
that  Renowned  Monarch  of  Ireland,  was  flain  in  the  Battle  of  Clontarf,  [A.  D. 
1014;]  whofe  Body,  together  with  that  of  his  Son  Mur  chard,  [the  Head  of  Co 
nang.  Nephew  to  Brien,  by  his  Brother  Duncan,  and  that  of  Mothlan ,  Prince  of 
the  Defies ]  were  carried  to  Swords  (a  Town  fix  Miles  from  Dublin )  and  from 
thence,  (they  fay,)  were  conveyed  by  this  Archbifhop,  to  Armagh  ;  the  Clergy  fol¬ 
lowing  in  Proceffion  ;  and  were  there  depofited,  with  great  Solemnity,  in  the  Ca¬ 
thedral,  to  which  Brien  had  been  a  Benefactor.  [Though  fome  fay  Brien  was 
buried  at  Kihnainham.'] 

AMALGAID. 

[SWf.  1021.  Ob.  1050.] 

MJJRT  Was  the  fame  Year  fucceeded  by  Amalgaid,  [the  Father  of 
the  Archbifhops  Mcelifa  and  Donald ,  and  was  elected  by  the  unanimous  Voice 
Of  the  Clergy  and  People.]  He  fat  twenty  nine  Years,  and  died  in  1050,  or  (as  others 
fay)  1049 :  Under  which  Year  the  Annals  of  the  Priory  of  the  Ifland  of  All  Saints, 
lay  thus »  “  Amalgaid Comorban  of  St.  Patrick ,  having  fpent  twenty  nine 
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“  Years  in  this  Principality,  refted  penitentially  inChrift.”  [He  viflted  all  Munf- 
ter ,  and  made  a  Circuit  round  it  in  the  firft  Year  of  his  Advancement.]  In  the 
Annals  of  Uljler  one  Maoltulius ,  Bifhop  of  Armagh,  is  faid  to  have  refted  in  Chrift 
in  1032.  But  he  is  not  reckoned  among  the  Primates  ;  and  it  feems  was  only 
Suffragan  [or  Yicar]  to  Amalgaid. 


D  U  B  D  A  L  E  T  H  T. 


[Succ.  1050.  Ob.  1065.] 


DUBDALPTHT,  the  Son  of  Mcelmury  [or  Marian ,  Archbifliop  of 

magh\  was  Reader  of  Divinity  at  Armagh ,  and  upon  the  Death  of  Amal¬ 
gaid  was  appointed  his  Succeflor,  [the  fame  Day  on  which,  as  Colgan  fays,  his 
Predecefior  died,]  having  refigned  his  Reader’s  Place  to  Aid ,  or  Hugh  O-Forrey* 
He  died  on  the  firft  of  September ,  1065,  [in  the  fifteenth  Year  after  his  Confecra- 
tion  ;  and  yet  the  Pfalter  of  C afhell  hath  made  him  Archbifhop  but  twelve  Years; 
which  affords  fome  Room  to  fufpedt,  that  Gilla-P atrick  Mac  Domnald,  ( who 
is  exprefly  called  Archbifliop  of  Armagh  in  the  Annals  of  the  Four  Mafters, 
and  his  Death  placed  in  1052, )  ought  to  intervene,  between  Amalgaid  and  Dubda- 
lethy  the  third  ;  which  will  pretty  near  fquare  with  the  Death  of  Dubdalethy ,  in 
1065.  Hugh  O-Forrey  is  alfo  mentioned  as  Bifhop  of  Armagh ,  and  his  Death 
placed  on  the  eighteenth  of  June,  1056,  which  was  during  the  Time  Dubda - 
lethy  governed  this  See.  But  he  muff:  be  confidered  only  as  Suffragan,  or  Yicar, 
to  Dubdalethy  ;  and  not  as  Primate.]  Dubdalethy  wrote  Annals  of  Ireland ,  which 
I  find  quoted  in  the  Uljler  Annals,  under  the  Years  962  and  1021,  [and  alfo  by 
the  Annals  of  the  Four  Mafters,  under  the  Year  978.]  He  is  faid  further  t q 
have  written  (according  to  Colgan )  an  Account  of  the  Afchbifhops  of  Armagh , 
which  he  carried  down  to  his  own  Time. 

CUMASACH  [O-Herudan .] 

[Succ.  1065.  Refign.  eod.  And] 

ffU  M  A  S  A  C  H,  according  to  the  Pfalter  of  C  ajhell,  is  faid  to  have  fuc- 
ceeded  Dubdalethy ,  and  to  have  fat  three  Years.  On  the  other  Hand,  the 
Annals  of  Uljler  take  no  Notice  of  Cumafach  ;  but  place  Mcelifa  Mac- Amalgaid 
next  in  Succeflion  to  Dubdalethy.  For  under  the  Year  1064,  which  (according 
to  our  Account,)  is  1065,  I  find  this  Remark  :  “  Dubdalethy ,  Comorban  of  St. 
«  Patrick ,  died  very  penitent,  on  the  firft  of  September  ;  and  Mcelifa ,  the  Son 
<«  of  Amalgaid ,  took  poffeflion  of  his  See.”  This  Cumafach  feems  to  be  the 
fame  Perfon.with  Cumafach  O-Herudan  ;  whom  fome  call,  Abbat  of  Armagh , 
[and  place  his  Death  in  1075  :  If  fo,  he  muft  have  furrendred*  or  have  been  de- 
pofed,  long  before  he  died.  For  it  is  plain,  Mcelifa  fucceeded  the  fame  Year  that 
Dubdalethy  died.] 


MR  LISA  \Mac-Amalgaid^\ 

[Succ.  1065.  Ob.  1092.] 

MJE  L  I S  A,  the  Son  of  Amalgaid ,  [Archbifhop  of  Armagh,]  is  faid  to 
have  fat  in  this  See  twenty  feven  Years,  and  to  have  died  at  Armagh  on 
the  24th  of  December,  1092.  He  held  a  Vifitation  in  Munjler  in  1068,  or  1069. 
Ia  his  Time  Armagh  was  conXumed  by  Fire,  on  the  I uefday  next  after  May-day , 
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1074,  or  1075,  together  with  all  the  Churches,  Bells,  and  Furniture,  as  may  be 
feen  in  the  Ulfier  Annals,  [and  again,  the  Trian-mor  and  Trian-Sajfon  Quarters, 
together  with  the  Rath- Armagh,  fuffered  greatly  by  Fire  in  1091,  or  1092,  a 
little  before  his  Death.  Of  the  Divifion  of  the  City  of  Armagh  into  Quarters,  fee 
hereafter  under  Gelfus.  J 

D  O  N  A  L  D  [Mac-Amalgaidi] 

[5m:.  1092.  Ob.  1106.] 

D  ON  ALT),  the  Son  of  Amalgaid,  [Archbilhop  of  Armagh]  and  (as  it  feems) 
Brother  to  the  faid  Mcelifa ,  was  promoted  to  this  Archiepilcopal  See,  a  few 

Days  after  the  Death  of  his  Predecelfor  ;  [and  the  Year  following  vifitea  the  Ter¬ 
ritories  of  Kinel-Eogain,  or  0- Neill,  as  he  did  all  Munfier  in  1094.  A.  D.  nor., 
he  interpofed  his  good  Offices,  with  Donald  O-Lochlin ,  King  of  Oileach ,  and  pre¬ 
vailed  on  him  to  difcharge  out  of  Prifon,  Donat  O-Heochadh,  King  of  Ulidia  ; 
taking  his  Oath,  and  his  Son  in  Hoflage,  for  the  performance  of  a  League  then 
made  between  them.  In  1 102  he  procured  a  Truce  for  a  Year,  between  the  laid 
Donald  O-Lochlin,  and  Murtogh  O-Erien,  Prince  of  the  South  of  Ireland ;  and  both  of 
them  put  Hoftages  into  his  Hands,  for  the  performance  of  their  Agreement.  This 
Truce  he  kept  on  Foot  till  the  Year  1 106,  when]  he  took  a  Journey  to  Dublin  to 
Mediate  a  final  Peace  betwee'n  them.  But  upon  his  return  to  Armagh ,  he  fell  fick, 
and  died  at  Damliag  or  Duleek  on  the  12th  of  Auguft,  in  the  68th  Year  of  his  Age* 
His  Body  was  from  thence  conveyed  to  Armagh,  and  there  honourably  interred* 
[But  the  Annals  of  the  Four  Matters,  although  they  agree  in  his  Errand,  yet  fay 
he  did  not  die,  until  he  arrived  a  t  Armagh.]  In  the  Annals  of  Ulfer,  under  the  Year 
1099,  Coencomrach  O-Boil  [  or  O-Boighill ]  is  faid  to  be  confecrated  Bilhop  of  Armagh 
on  Whit-S  unday.  But  he  was  only  a  Suffragan  Bilhop  [or  Vicar]  to  Donald,  [who 
is  mentioned  in  the  fame  Annals,  feven  Years  after  that  Time,  as  Archbilhop  of 
Armagh.]  There  is  extant  an  Epiftle  from  Lanfrank  Archbifhop  of  Canterbury , 
to  Archbilhop  Donald,  and  another  from  Anfelm,  Lanfrank's  Succelfor,  to 
him  and  others,  [which  are  publifhed  by  Usfher.  d  All  the  Catalogues  of  the 
Archbilhops  of  this  Sec,  taken  from  the  Pfalter  of  Cafhell ,  which  I  have  feen, 
proceed  no  lower  than  this  Prelate  ;  and  affign  no  Number  of  Years  for  the  time 
he  fat.  From  whence  may  be  gathered  •,  that  the  Author  of  that  Pfalter  lived  in 
his  Time.  But  then,  this  takes  from  the  Credit  of  thofe,  who  make  Cormac  Mac - 
Culinan,  King  of  Munfier,  and  Bilhop  of  Cafhell,  ( who  died  in  theYear  9o8,)the 
Author  of  it :  Unlefs  we  may  fuppofe  (which  hath  been  not  uncommon  in  other 
Inftances)  that  Cormac  carried  on  the  Work  as  far  as  his  own  Time  i  and  that  it 
was  enlarged,  and  carried  lower  down  by  other  Hands.] 

CE  LSI/ S  [Mac- Aid  Mac-MAifa.] 

[Succ.  1106.  Ob.  1129.] 

CELS  US,  otherwife  called  Celefiin,  and  in  Irifh,  Cellach,  Mac- Aid, 
Mac-Malifa  was  ele&ed  Archbilhop  by  the  unanimous  Suffrages  of  the 
Clergy  and  People,  and  confecrated  on  the  23d  of  September  1 106;  a  Prelate  of  ex¬ 
cellent  Learning.  Brian  Twine  e  calls  him  “  a  Man  univerfally  Ikilled  in  the  Cir* 

“  cle  of  the  Sciences  ;**  and  affirms,  out  of  Bale,  that  he  for  a  Time  flourilhed  at 
Oxford .  [The  fame  Year  of  his  Confecration  he  vilited  Mun/ler ,  and  received  as 

d  Hibcm.  Epift.  Syloge.  p.  137,  140.  e  Antiq.  Acad,  Oxon.  Apolog.  1.  2.  $.  2804 
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a  free  Gift  out  of  every  Cantred  or  Diftrift,  containing  an  hundred  Villages,  feveri 
Oxen,  fevcn  Sheep,  and  half  an  Ounce  of  Gold,  with  many  other  Prefents  :  He 
a Jl'o  that  Year  held  a  Vifitation  through  Uljler. J  “  In  the  Year  1112  or  mi 
“  (according  to  the  Uljler  Annals,)  a  Synod  was  held  at  Fiad-Mac-Mngufa  *  (by 
“  fome  called  Ufneach )  at  which  affifted  Cellach ,  Comorban  of  Patrick ,  and 
Mcelmury  O-Dunan ,  Arch-Senior  of  Ireland ,  (who  poffibly  may  be  the  fame 
whom  the  Annals  of  Conaught  call.  Metier  O-Dunan ,  Archbifhop  of  Cajhell) 
6t  together  with  50  Bifhops,  300  Priefts,  and  3000  of  the  Ecclefiaftick  Order  ; 
to  prefcribe  Rules  for  the  Regulation  of  the  Lives  and  Manners  of  the  Clergy 
and  £  Laity.”  Moriertach  O-Brien ,  King  of  Ireland,  is  faid  alfo  to  have  been 
Prefent  at  this  Synod  ;  together  with  the  Nobles  of  Leghmoa ,  §  or  the  South  Parts 
of  Ireland.  Henry  of  Marleburgh ,  Vicar  of  Bally fcadan ,  in  the  Diocefe  of  Dub¬ 
lin,  under  the  fame  Year*  takes  Notice  of  a  great  Council  of  Bifhops,  and  all  the 
great  Men  of  Ireland ;  but  hath  fallen  into  an  Error,  in  affirming  that  this  Council 
was  convened  by  Maurice  Mac-Loghlin ,  King  of  Ireland :  For  Maurice  did  not 
begin  his  Reign,  before  the  Year  1157.  But  to  return  to  Celfus.  [A.  D.  1116 
he  took  the  whole  Circuit  of  Conaught  in  Vifitation  j  and  the  fame  Year  the  Ab¬ 
bey  of  Armagh,  with  Twenty  other  Buildings,  was  confumed  by  Fire.]  In  1 121 
(as  Colgan  fays)  two  Streets  of  Armagh ,  in  the  Lrian-Maffain  Quarter  from  the 
Rath  or  Tower,  to  St.  Bridgid’s  Crofs,  were  burned  down.  The  fame  Author 
obferves  a  little  before,  lt  that  formerly  Armagh  was  divided  into  Four  Quarters.- 
The  firfl  was  called  Rath- Armagh,  that  is  the  Tower  of  Armagh  :  The  fecond 
Trian-Mor,  or  the  great  third  Quarter  :  The  third,-  TrianMajfJain,  that  is,  the 
Maffan  third  Quarter,  and  the  fourth,  Trian-Saxon,  or  the  third  Divifion  or 
Quarter  of  the  Saxons  ;  which  Name  it  feems  to  have  taken  from  the  Englijh ~ 
Saxon  Merchants,  orfwhich  is  more  probable)  from  the  Englijh-S axon  Students, 
who  inhabited  in  that  Quarter,”  [when  they  flocked  thither  for  the  fake  of  LeariW 
ing,  as  is  proved  from  Bede,  Cambden,  and  innumerable  other  Teftimonies.  Thefe 
frequent  Fires,  which  happened  at  Armagh ,  are  a  fufficient  Proof  of  the  Meanefs  of 
their  Buildings  in  that  Age  ;  which  were  nothing  but  Wattles  plaiftered  over,  and 
covered  with  Sedge  or  Straw.  It  was  long  after  this,  viz.  in  1 161,  that  Roderick  O- 
Connor  built  the  wonderful  Caftle  at  Tuam,  of  Lime  and  Stone,  which  was  reckoned 
the  firfl;  Pile  of  that  Sort  erected  in  Ireland.  [The  fame  Year  1 121,  Celfus ,  by  the 
common  confent  of  the  Irijh  a.n&Normans,  is  faid  to  have  been  appointed  alfo  Biffiop 
of  Dublin  ;  for  an  Account  of  which,  the  Reader  may  turn  to  Colgan  f  [and  to 
the  Annals  of  Multifernan,  under  the  Year  1 12 1,  which  affirm  the  fame  thing.] 
It  is  True,  the  See  of  Dublin  was  at  that  Time  vacant,  by  the  Death  of  Samuel 
O-Haingley ,  on  the  4th  of  July,  1121  *,  but  on  the  2d  of  Otlober  following,  one 
Gregory  was  confecrated  Biffiop  of  Dublin,  at  Lambeth,  by  Ralph  Archbiffiop  of 
Canterbury.  [Poffibly  Celfus, ;  might  have  been  appointed  Guardian  of  the  Spiritual- 
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*  Fiad-Mac-Asngufa ,  as  much  as  to  fay,  the  Land  or  Wood  of  the  Son  of  JEngus.-was,  in  very  an- 
tient  Times,  called  Coendruim ,  and  afterwards  Ufneach.  It  is  a  Mountain  near  the  Centre  of  Meath , 
antiently  famous  not  only  for  Synods  and  publick  Alfemblies,  but  alfo,  for  that  (according  to  the  an- 
tient  Divifions  ot  Ireland)  from  the  Top  of  it,  the  Bounds  of  the  four  Provinces  terminated,  and  wer^ 
diftinguilhed  ;  to  each  of  which,  from  the  Top  of  this  Mountain,  four  publick  High-ways  lead.  It 
is  now  called  the  Hill  of  U/ney ,  and  Hands  in  the  Barony  of  Rathconrath,  and  County  of  Wejlmtath,  a- 
bout  6  Miles  S.  W.  of  Mullengar. 

$  Ireland  was  divided  into  two  Parts,  between  Conn-Ceadcathach,  King  of  Ireland,  (who  began  hi$ 
Reign,  A.  D.  177)  and  Mogha-Nuadh,  King  of  Munfler.  From  whence  the  South  Parts  of  Ireland, 
in  a  Line  from  the  Mouth  of  the  Liffy,  to  Galway,  got  the  Name  of  Leth-Mogha,  or  Moghcf  S  Share  ; 
as  all  Northward  of  that  Line,  was  called,  Leth-Cuin,  or  Leth-Conn,  that  is,  Conn's  Share.  And  tp 
this  Day  the  North  and  South  Parts  of  the  Kingdom  are  known  by  thefe  Diftin&ions.  Leghmoa ,  and 
leghcuin  are  often  writ  corruptly  for  Ltth-  Mogha  and  Leth-Cuin.  f  Trias  Thaum,  pk  300.

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ties,  or  by  his  Primatial  Right,  have  the  See  committed  to  his  Care  during  the 
Vacancy;  which  might  have  given  Occafion  to  Writers  to  call  him  Bilhop  of 
Dublin.  One  Mel-Colmb  O-Brolcan,  is  mentioned  under  the  Year  1122  to  have 
died  Bilhop  of  Armagh.  But  pall  Controverfy  he  was  only  Suffragan,  or  Vicar  to 
Celfus.  On  the  1 2th  of  January,  1125,  Celfus  put  the  laft  Hand  to’ the  repairs  of 
the  Church  of  Armagh,  by  covering  it  intirely  with  Tiles :  Whereas  for  One 
hundred  and  thirty  Years  before,  viz.  from  the  Year  995,  when  it  was  burned 
down,  during  the  Government  of  Dubdalethy  the  2d.  it  was  but  in  Part  roofed 
Hefpent  the  greateft  Part  of  the  Remainder  of  his  Life  in  reconciling  Diff- 
rences  among  the  Princes,  and  great  Men  of  the  Kingdom.  For  which  m  V 
Work,  he  left  his  See  in  1 126,  and  continued  abfent  from  it  ig  Months ;  and° 
1128  he  mediated  and  fettled  a  Truce  for  a  Year  between  the  Kings  of  C  h 
and  Munfter,  which  he  did  not  Live  to  fee  the  Expiration  of.  Forf  he  died  ond  * 
6th, or  as  others  [more  truly]  fay,  on  the  firft  of April  1129,  having  fcarce  mflbd  ,i'f 
50th  Year  of  his  Age,  at  Ard-Patrik,  a  Village  in  the  County  of  Limerick  •  from 
whence  his  Body  was  convey’d  to  Lifinort,  as  he  had  left  in  Charge  by  his’  Will 
and  there  Honourably  interred.  [He  was  fcarce  27  Years  old  when  he  was 
ced  to  this  high  Dignity ;  poffibly  theYoungell  Bilhop  that  ever  was  in  Ireland  For 
he  fat  23  Years,  which  fubftrafted  from  50,  his  Age  when  he  died  leaves  the 
Number  27.  Hanmer, « from  I  know  no:  what  Authority,  fays,  Cellusv, asamar 
ned  Man,  and  that  he  was  buried  with  his  Wife  and  Children,  in ‘the  Church  of 
Armagh  Certainly  as  to  the  Place  of  his  Interment  he  is  miflaken ;  whatever 
he  may  be  as  to  his  married  State.  It  was  no  uncommon  Thing  in  that  4  „  c 
the  Clergy  to  have  Wives.  Donald  and  Melifa,  both  Predeceffors  of  this  P,DeVter 
were  the  Sons  of  Amalgaid,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh,  and  Dubdalethy  the  2d  w,^ 
the  Son  of  Mcdmury  or  Marian,  who  was  alfo  Primate.  Colgan  himfelf  confeffeth 
he  was  one  of  thofe  Bilhops  who  intruded  into  this  See,  by  the  Claim  of  Heredita  ’ 

ry  Right;  of  whom  St.  Ber*Whereafer  quoted,  makes  mention :  And  he' 

was  fo  Senfible  of  the  Prejudice  of  this  Cuftom,  that  at  the  Time  of  his  Death 
he  made  ftrong  Efforts  to  break  it.  For]  St.  Bernard  h  fays  “  thnr  r  ir  * 

“  the  approach  of  Death  had  it  above  all  things  in  his  Contemplation  7hV  TV

diately.  “  For  on,  Maurice  MacDonald,  a  Man  of  Noble  Bir’th  Tyl  s^ZZ 
i  rely'Hg  °n  h-s  fecular  Power,  ufurped  that  Church,  notasaBkop,  but  as  a’ 
Tyrant.  For  a  moft  pernicious  Cuftom  had  gained  ftrength  h„  ,i„  n:  u  ,•  ,

by  Hereditary  Succeflion  Nor  did  they  fuffer  any  Perfons  to  be  put  in  Eleffion 
foraB.lhopr.ck  but  fuch  who  were  of  their  own  Tribe  and  Family  :  And  th"S 
„  ^nd  7  execrable  Succeffion  made  no  fmall  progrefs  :  For  fifteenGenerations  (or 

,c  MCV'm°nS)  °S  ®l(hoPs>  as  cd£an  expounds  it)  had  paffed  over  in  this  kind  of 
•„  MlfVle™us  Cuftom.  And  fo  far  had  this  Wicked  and  Adulterous  Generation 
confirmed  to  themfelves  this  untoward  Priviledge,  or  rather  I  may  call  it  an  in 
jury  deferring  the  fevereft  Punilhment ;  that  although  fomerinJo  h  ’  T 
£h“  Clergymen  of  their  Family  failed,  yet 

I!  !’f  «  Men,  and  notin  Orders,  though  Men  of  Learning  were  Prede 
■r  CefforS  t0  Celfus '  From  whence  proceeded  that  Univerfal  Difibludon  of  Eccle- 
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“  fiaftical  Difcipline,  (of  which  we  have  Spoke  at  large  before;  that  enfeebling 
“  of  Cenfures,  and  Decay  of  Religion  over  all  Ireland”  Thus  far  St.  Bernard. 

Colgan ,  in  the  Place  before  quoted,  hath  fet  down  the  Names  of  thefe  eight 
married  Primates,  who  were  not  in  Holy  Orders.  [But  during  the  Times  of  thefe 
unordained  Bilhops, there  were  others  who  were  reckoned  only  Suffragans  or  Coad¬ 
jutors  to  the  Intruders,  but  yet  did  all  the  Epifcopal  Duties.  And  this  was  the  Caufe 
of  that  great  Confufion  in  the  Catalogues  of  the  Archbilhops  of  this  See,  which  we 
have  fo  often  before  taken  Notice  of.  From  hence  forward  the  Succeffion  is  more 
certain.]  After  the  Death  of  Maurice  Mac-Donald ,  his  Kinfman ,Nigell  Mac-Aid 
forcibly  ufurped  the  See ;  but  was  foon  removed,  “  and  took  away  with  him  (fays 
“  St.  Bernard )  fome  Ornaments  of  the  Church,  as  the  Text  of  the  Gofpels,  which 
“  belonged  to  St.  Patrick ,  a  Staffe  covered  with  Gold,  and  adorned  with  preci- 
<c  ous  Stones,  which  fome  called  the  Staffe  of  Jefus,  &c.”  And  they  brought 
him  no  fmall  Advantage  :  For  they  were  in  fuch  Reverence  among  the  unthink¬ 
ing  People,  that  whoever  was  poffeffed  of  them,  was  looked  on  as  the  true 
Pallor.]  Nig  ell  died  in  1139,  and  fome  have  numbred  him  among  the  Arch¬ 
bilhops  of  this  See.  -  ”  14 


MAURICE  [Mac-Dona Id.] 

[Sitcc.  1129.  Ob.  1134.] 


THIS  Maurice ,  ( of  whom  before)  was  defeended  from  that  noble  Family‘s 
which  had  now  for  208  Years,  polfelfed  itfelf  of  the  Archiepifcopal  See, 
and  held  it,  as  it  were  by  hereditary  Right.  [He  was  the  Son  of  Donald ,  Pre- 
decelfor  to  Cel/us ,  and  Grandfon  of  Amalgaid ,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh .]  Upon 
the  Death  of  Celfus  he  entered  on  this  See,  and  held  it  alone  for  three  Years  $ 
and  two  Years  more  in  Schifm  againll  Malachy.  He  died  in  1134  [on  the  17th 
of  September ,  having  exprelfed  great  Signs  of  Remorfe  and  Penitence,  as  our 
Annals  fay.  Yet  St.  Bernard ,  1  being  enraged  againll  this  family  Succeffion,  and 
more  Particularly  againll  two  of  them,  who  were  Ufurpers,  is  lb  uncharitable  as 
to  pronounce  Damnation  both  to  him  and  Nigell ;  and  with  an  unbridled  Licence* 
calls  their  whole  Family,  a  damnable  Tribe.]

MAL  ACHY  O-MORG AIR. 

[Succ.  1134.  Refgn..  1137.] 


JffADA C  H  T \  by  the  Irijh  called,  Mcelmedoic  O-Morgair ,  [was  born  in  the  Year 
1095,  of  Parents  of  high  Birth  and  Power.]  He  was  at  Hrft  educated  at  Ar+ 
magb ,  under  the  Abbat  Imar ,  a  Man  of  great  Aullerity,  [who  lived  in  a  Cell, 
near  the  Church  ;  and  to  his  Tuition  he  was  committed  in  the  5th  Year  of  his  Age, 
A.  D.  1100,  with  whom  he  continued  feven  Years,  making  a  confiderable  Pro- 
grefs  in  Learning  and  Virtue.]  From  thence  he  was  removed  to  Lifmore ,  and  put 
under  the  Government  of  Malchus  [who  was  afterwards]  Bilhop  of  that  See.  [Un¬ 
der  this  Able  Mailer  he  was  perfectly  inflru&ed  in  the  Knowledge  of  the  Holy 
Scriptures,  and  of  Ecclefiallical  Difcipline.]  Upon  his  return  to  Uljler  [he  was 
admitted  into  Priells  Orders,  in  the  Year  1120,  by  Archbifhop  Celfus ,  in  the 
25th  Year  of  his  Age]  and  was  placed  over  the  Abbey  of  Bangor ,  which  he  him- 
felf  had  rebuilt.  He  was  foon  after  made  Bilhop  of  Connor  in  the  29th  Year  of  his 
Age,  A.  D.  1124.  [and  confecrated  by  the  faid  Celfus.  St.  Bernard  kgives  a  lamen- 
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table  Character  of  the  People  of  this  Diocefe.  He  found  them  rude,  barbarous* 
and  uncultivated  ;  Chriftians  in  Name,  but  Pagans  in  Pra&ice.  No  wonder 
then,  that  it  was  with  the  greateft  ReluCtance  he  was  prevailed  on  by  the  Archbi- 
fhop,  and  his  old  Mailer  Imar ,  to  accept  the  Charge.  He  thought  it  a  burthen 
too  weighty  for  his  young  Shoulders  :  Yet  being  perfwaded,  or  rather  forced  into 
a  Compliance,  he  applied  himfelf  to  the  Difcharge  of  his  Paftoral  Duty,  with  a 
commendable  Zeal  and  Vigour  •,  and  in  a  few  Years  wrought  fuch  a  Reformation 
in  the  Morals  of  his  Flock,  as  was  little  inferior  to  that  brought  about  by  St.  Pa¬ 
trick  in  thefe  Parts.]  Celfus  on  his  death  Bed  [in  1 129]  appointed  Mai  achy  hiss 
Succeffor  in  the  See  of  Armagh ,  (as  I  faid  before)  and  in  about  five  Years  after  he 
entred  into  this  high  Office,  [being  thereto  alfo  defied  by  the  joint  Suffrages  of 
the  Clergy  and  People :  But  this  was  not  untill  after  the  Death  of  Maurice  in  1134* 
who  had  ufurped  the  See.  It  is  true  he  had  in  part  entred  on  the  Charge  in  1 1 32  ; 
and  exercifed  it  in  the  Diocefe  at  large  ;  but  dared  not  to  enter  into  the  City  of 
Armagh ,  for  fear  of  the  Tumults,  which  he  expected  the  Intruder  would  raife 
upon  that  Occafion'!  And  this  makes  the  two  Years  Schifm,  which  is  before  men¬ 
tioned  in  the  Life  of  Maurice .  But  it  was  with  Difficulty  he  was  at  all  prevailed 
on  to  accept  the  Office  ;  and  at  lafl  was  overcome  by  the  Perfwafions  of  Malchusi 
Bifhop  of  Lifmore ,  and  Gilbert  Bifhop  of  Limerick ,  enforced  by  the  Requeft: 
of  a  Synod  affembled  upon  the  Occafion  ;  yet  on  Condition,  that  when  Peace 
was  reftored  to  the  Church  of  Armagh ,  he  fhould  be  fuffered  to  refign  this  new 
Dignity,  and  return  to  his  former  Spoufe.  On  the  Death  of  Maurice ,  Nig  el l  in- 
truded,  as  before  is  obferved  under  CelfuSi  But  the  Prelates,  and  Princes  of  the 
Country,  fupported  Malachy ,  and  introduced  him  into  Armagh.  Nigell ,  unable 
to  oppofe  fo  great  a  Power *was  obliged  to  retire  •,  which  reftored  the  See  to  perfeft 
Peace  and  Tranquility.  This  happened  about  the  Year  1134,  in  the  38th  or  39th 
Year  of  his  Age.]  Having  fpent  three  Years  in  the  Archbiffioprick,  (according 
to  the  ftipulation  before-mentioned,)  he  voluntarily  refigned  it  in  theYear  1 1 37,  to 
Gelafius,  [the  Clergy  and  People  with  great  ReluCtance  confenting]  and  betook 
himfelf  to  the  See  of  Down •,  where  he  founded  an  Abbey  of  regular  Canons.  [The 
Reader  may  fee  under  the  Bifhops  of  Down ,  why  he  retired  there,  and  not  to  the 
See  of  Cciinor. ] 

Two  Years  after  he  took  a  Journey  to  Ro?ne ,  to  follicit  two  Palls  from  Vopzfnno- 
cent  the  2d  j  one  for  the  See  of  Armagh  ;  which  from  the  Beginning  (as  St.  Bernard 
writes)never  had  the  ufe  of  the  Pall :  And  the  other  for  the  newMetropoliticalChurch 
conilituted  by  Celfus,  [fuppofed  to  be  Cafhell : 1  He  was  received  with  great  Huma¬ 
nity  by  the  Pope  j  to  whom  he  gave  an  exaft  Account  of  the  State  of  the  Church 
of  Ireland ;  and  obtained  the  Confirmation  of  the  new  Metropolitical  Church  (as 
St.  Bernard  tells  us.J]  The  Pope  made  him  Legate  of  Ireland ,  on  Account  of  the 
decrepid  old  Age  of  Gilbert  Bifhop  of  Limerick ,  [who  then  enjoyed  that  Office  ;] 
but  as  to  the  Palls,  he  was  difmifTed  with  this  Anfwer  ;  that  a  Matter  of  that 
Confequence  ought  to  be  tranfacled  with  great  Solemnity,  and  by  the  common 
Suffrages  of  an  lrijh  Council  [which  the  Pope  advifed  him  to  call,  and  that  then 
upon  their  requeft  the  Pall  fhould  be  granted.  The  Pope  took  off  his  Mitre,  and 
put  it  on  the  Head  of  Malachy,  as  a  token  of  the  Reverence  he  bore  him.  He 
alfo  made  him  a  prefent  of  the  Stole  and  Maniple,  which  he  was  wont  to  ufe  in 
the  Celebration  of  divineOffices  •,  and  dilmiiTed  him  with  the  kifs  of  Peace  *,  and 
the  Apoftolical  Benediction.  He  returned  to  Ireland ,  and  landed  at  Bangor ,  where 
he  was  received  with  the  univerlal  Exultations  of  all  Degrees  of  People.  He  entred 
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on  the  Exercife  of  his  Legatine  Function  over  all  Parts  of  Ireland,  held  many 
Synods,  and  reftored  and  reformed  the  old  Difcipline.  He  built  a  Stone  Oratory 
at  Bangor,  like  what  he  had  feen  in  other  Parts  ;  which  is  faid  to  be  the  firft  of 
the  fort  that  was  erefted  in  Ireland  j 

A.  D.  1148.  He  undertook  another  Journey  towards  Rome,  in  order  to  ob¬ 
tain  the  Palls,  but  died  on  the  Road,  in  the  Abbey  of  Clarevall,  [in  the  Arms 
of  St.  Bernard,  who  was  then  Abbat  of  it]  on  the  2d  of  November  in  the  54th 
Year  of  his  Age,  being  wafted  away  with  a  Fever  ;  and  was  there  honourably 
interred  [in  a  Chappel  dedicated  to  the  blefled  Virgin.]  But  his  Feftival  was  tran- 
flated  to  the  Day  following,  [for  a  Reafon  given  by  Baronius  m ;  ‘  ‘  becaufe  [fays 
“  he)  the  Commemoration  of  the  Feftival  of  All-Souls  took  up  the  2d  of  No- 
“  v ember ;  and  therefore  the  Feftival  of  Malachy  was  tranflated  to  the  Day  fol- 
“  lowing, quo  Solemnius  agi  pojfit ,  that  it  might  be  obferved  with  the  greater  So- 
“  lemnity.”]  But  Andrew  Saujfay n  [and  others  ]willhave  it  tranflated  to  the  5th 
of  November ,  [Mr.  Rapin  p  placeth  his  Death  under  the  Year  1150:  But  St.  Ber¬ 
nard,  who  was  prefen't  when  he  died,  and  our  Irljh  Annals,  1  (which  fix  his  Death 
to  1 148)  deferve  greater  credit.  Upon  what  Ground,  Keating,  rand  certain  anony¬ 
mous  Annals,  fin  myCuftody,  call  this  Prelate, Archbifhop  of  Ireland  andScotland, 
1  cannot  learn  *,  whether  it  be,  that  he  was  Primate  in  both  Kingdoms-,  or  that  the 
Church  of  Scotland  was  fubordinate  to  that  of  Ireland  in  point  of  Primacy,  I  do 
not  find.  St.  Bernard  had  Malachy  in  great  Veneration.  There  are  extant  feveral 
Epiftles  of  that  Abbat  to  him,  and  a  Sermon  preached  on  his  Feftival.]  One 
may  fee  the  Epitaphs  made  on  him  in  Chriflopher  Henriques,  late  Hiftoriographer 
General,  of  the  Ciftertian  Order,  [one  of  which  in  Verfc  is  as  follows,  viz,

Dublin.  Malachy ,  among  other  Works,  wrote  a  Prophecy  on  the  Bifiiops  of 
Rome ,  which  Arnold  Wion  publifhed  in  a  Book,  intitled.  Lignum  Vit<z,t  with 
an  Exposition  annexed  of  Alphonfus  Ciaconius,  a  Dominican  Frier,  to  the  Time  of 
Pope  Urban  the  Vllth  -,  which  others  have  continued  down  to  our  Times.  [This 
Piece  hath  been  fince  publifhed  by  'Thomas MeJfmgham,n  at  the  End  of  the  Life  of 
Malachy .]  Whoever  is  defirous  of  reading  a  further  Account  of  him,  may  com 
Suit  the  Hiftory  of  his  Life  wrote  by  St.  Bernard. 

GELASIUS,  [Mac-Roderick .] 

> 

[Suce.  1137.  OA  11 74-] 

■JJ  PO  N  the  Refignation  of  Malachy,  [in  1137,]  Gelaftus ,  [or  Gilla ,]  the  Son  oF 
Roderick,  fucceeded.  [Llis  Father  was  efteemed  a  Man  of  Learning,  and  the 
moft  confiderable  Poet  of  his  Age  ;  from  whence  fome  Writers  have  taken  Oc- 
cafion  to  call  this  Prelate,  Ant  onomastic  ally,  the  Son  of  the  Poet  ;  and  GillaMac- 
Leigh,  Gilla,  the  Son  of  the  Scholar  Fie  was  born  in  the  Year  1088,  and  when 
he  grew  up,  embraced  a  Monafiick  Life,]  and  became  at  firfl  an  Auguftin  Canon 
of  the  Abbey  of  Derry  ;  of  which  he  was  afterwards  Abbat  for  16  Years,  [being 
advanced  thereto  in  the  33d  Year  of  his  Age,  A.  XL  1120.  The  Benedidtins 
claim  both  him  and  the  Abbey,  as  belonging  to  their  Order.  It  is  not  worth  o- 
pening  a  Controverfy  upon  the  Occafion  *,  but  it  is  certain  the  Abbey  of  Derry 
owed  it’s  Filiation  to  the  Houfe  of  St.  Peter  and  St.  Paul  of  Armagh  ;  which  paft 
Queftion  was  of  the  Auguftin  Congregation.  During  the  laft  Year  of  his  Go¬ 
vernment  of  this  Abbey,  he  had  the  Misfortune  to  fee  it,  and  the  whole  City  of 
Derry  reduced  to  Afhes  ;  which  pierced  him  the  deeper,  becaufe  he  had 
not  the  Abilities  to  repair  the  Lofs,  before  he  was  advanced  to  this  high  Office  ; 
to  which  he  was  confecrated  in  1137,]  Nigell  indeed,  (of  whom  before,)  had  by  the 
Power  of  his  Friends  intruded  again  into  this  See  ;  but,  as  before  had  happened 
under  Malachy,  fo  he  was  again  foon  put  by,  and  Gclafius  was  eftablifhed.  Nigell 
died  two  Years  after,  having,  as  it  is  faid,  expiated  the  Errors  of  his  Life  with 
Tears  and  Repentance. 

[A.  D.  1138.  He  took  the  whole  Circuit  of  Munjter  in  Vifitation,  and  reformed 
what  he  found  amifs.]  On  the  2,9th  of  January  1139,  Moel-Bridgid  0-Brolcain> 
Suffragan  to  this  Prelate,  (and  whom  fome  call  Bifhop  of  Armagh ,)  a  Man  of  great 
Virtues,  died*  [The  Year  following  he  vifited  Conaught,  and  was  received  with 
great  Reverence,  and  Humanity,  by  King  Tirdelvac  O -Connor,  and  the  Nobles  of 
that  Province  •,  from  whence  he  returned  to  Armagh  laden  with  Prefents.  He 
fpent  the  greateft  Part  of  the  Year  1 143  in  compofing  the  Differences,  which  had 
broke  out  into  a  civil  War,  between  the  faid  King  Tirdelvac ,  and  Murrough  O- 
Melaghlin,  King  of  Meath,  and  in  procuring  the  Liberty  of  the  latter,  who 
had  been  unawares  furprized,  and  made  Prifoner  by  King  Tirdelvac.  In  1145  he 
fet  ftrenuoufiy  about  rebuilding  and  repairing  the  Cathedral  of  Armagh ,  and  other 
ReligiousHoufes  adjoining  to  it  *,  and  for  that  End,  is  faid  tow  have  eredted  a  Lime¬ 
kiln  of  fuch  an  enormous  Size,  as  to  extend  60  Feet  in  Dimenfion  every  WayA 
^Three  Years  after,  this  Prelate,  and  Malachy  O-Morgair,  the  Popes  Legate,  held  a 
Synod  in  theChurch  of  Holm-P atrick  ;  at  which  1 5Bifhops,  200  Priefts,  and  many 

t  Lib.  2*  Ch.  40,  u  Florileg.  Inf.  Santt.  p.  376.  w  Colg.  Aft.  Sanft,  775. 
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more  of  the  Clergy  affifted.  The  Subject  of  their  Conferences,  befides  matters -of 
Reformation,  regarded  the  Pall  ;  and  they  Unanimoufly  agreed  to  fend  Malach y, 
to  the  Pope  on  that  Errand  ;  who  died  the  fame  Year  on  his  Journey,  as  you  may 
fee  in  his  Life,  Archbifhop  Gelafius  bufied  himfelf  the  remainder  of  the  Year  in- 
reftoring  and  efcablifning  a  firm  Peace  among  his  Neighbours  :  And  for  that  End 
Maurice  O-Lochlain ,  Prince  of  Tirone ,  and  all  the  petty  Princes  and  Nobles  of  Ti-, 
rone,  Orgiell ,  *  and  Ulidia ,  appeared  at  Armagh  on  his  Summons  ;  where  he  put 
an  end  to  their  Complaints  of  each  other  •,  and  all  the  reft  paid  Obedience,  and 
gave  Hoftages  to  Maurice.  On  the  24th  of  November  1 1 50,  the  third  and  great- 
eft  Quarter  of  Armagh ,  called  the  Trian-Mor ,  was  for  the  moft  Part  burned  down  y 
for  the  repairs  of  which,  he  made  a  Vifitation  through  all  his  Diocefe  of  Armagh , 
to  obtain  Subfidies  from  well  difpofed  Perfons  •,  and  every  Nobleman  and  Prin¬ 
cipal  of  a  Village,  contributed  an  Ox,  and  the  Prince  of  the  Country  gave 
Twenty.] 

While  Gelafius  was  Archbifhop,  John  Paparo ,  Cardinal  Prieft,  under  the  Ti-fi 
tie  of  Cardinal  of  St.  Laurence  in  Damafo ,  was  in  the  Year  1152  fent  Legate  into 
Ireland ,  by  Pope  Eugene  the  third,  and  brought  with  him  four  Palls  ;  which  in  a 
Synod  held  in  March ,  he  diftributed  among  four  Archbifhops,  viz.  Armagh, Dublin, 
Cajhell  and  Tuam.  Writers  do  not  agree  about  the  place  where  this  Synod  was 
held  ;  fome  fay  at  the  Abbey  of  Mell  or  Mellifont,  others  at  Kenanufe  or  Kenlis 
fnow  contradted  into  Kells,  in  Meath.)  But  moft  indeed  agree,  that  Kells  was  the 
Place  [and  the  Time  1152.  So  fay  the  Annals  of  Mary's  Abbey  near  Dublin , 
thofe  of  Multifernan,  and  certain  Manufcript  Annals  in  my  Cuftody  ;  and  this  is 
further  confirmed  by  the  Book  of  the  Clergy  of  Cluain-Ednach ,  ||  quoted  by  Kea¬ 
ting  x  and  others,  v  which  placeth  this  Synod  in  the  Biflextile  Year,  which  then  was 
.1152  and  not  1151.  Keating  indeed,  from  the  Bookaforefaid,  brings  the  opening 
of  this  Synod  down  lower,  viz.  to  1157  ;  But  this  account  is  attended  with  fuch 
Difficulties,  as  cannot  but  overthrow  it.  Firft,  the  Book  quoted  agrees,  and  fo  do 
all  other  Authorities,  that  this  Synod  was  convened  by  Commiffion  from  Pope' 
Eugene  the  3d.  who  began  his  Pontificate  in  1 144,  and  died  in  1 153  z  :  So  that  it 
is  not  very  probable,  that  this  Commiffion  ffiould  Subfift  for  upwards  of  5  Years 
and  no  attempt  be  made  to  carry  it  into  execution.  2dly.  a  Catalogue  of  the  Bi- 
fhops,  who  affifted  at  this  Synod,  is  there  produced :  And  among  the  reft,  Dun- 
gall  O-Cellaic,  Biffiop  of  Leighlin,  who  died  in  1152  ;  five  Years  before  the  Term 
allotted  by  Keating  for  the  Celebration  of  this  Synod.  3dly.  The  Biflextile  or 
Leap  Year,  in  which  this  Synod  is  fuppofed  by  Keating  to  be  held,  doth  not  fall  in 
1157  but  1 1 56  :  Certainly  Keating  muft  have  followed  a  faulty  Copy  of  this  Book 
of  Cluain-Ednach  for  I  find  it  quoted  by  later  Authors,  a  who  Place  the  Date  of 
this  Synod  in  1152:  Or  I  rather  believe  that  the  Tranflator  of  Keating  hath  erred.- 
For  in  an  Englijb  Tranflation  of  that  Writer  now  in  Manufcript  in  Marjh's  Li¬ 
brary,  the  Date  is  1152,  as  it  ought  to  be.  Some  fay  this  Synod  was  held  at 
Droghedah ,  ad  Monaflerium  Pontanenfe  ;  poffibly  Mellifont  went  by  this  name,  be- 
caufe  it  flood  near  Droghedah.  But  after  all,  as  there  were  Matters  of  great  Mo¬ 
ment  conduced  in  this  Council,  befides  the  delivery  of  the  Palls,  viz.  the  Extir- 


Orgul,  caded  alio.  Oriel  and  Uriel,  was  an  ample  Territory,  comprehending  the  prefent  Counties 
of  Lou.tr,  Monaghan,  and  Armagh ,  governed  by  its  proper  King,  fubjedt  neverthelefs  to  the  fu- 
preme  Monarch;  Ulidia  comprehends  the  County  of  Down. 

||  C luain- Ednach  was  an  antient  Monastery  in  the  Diocefe  of  Leighlin ,  in  the  Territory  of  Leix  now 
a  Part  ot  the  dhuen's^  County.  1  take  it  to  be  the  Place  at  this  time  called  Clonenagh,  near  Moun- 
trath,  and  is  a  Panlh.  Church.  Allemande  in  his  Monaftick  Hiftory  of  Ireland,  p.  38.  erronioufly 
placetn  tms  Monaltery  m  the  County  of  Meath.

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pation  of  Symony  and  Ufury,  and  the  Eflablifhment  of  Tyths  by  Papal  Authority, 
Why  may  we  not  fuppofe,  that  although  it  opened  in  1152  at  Kells ,  yet  that  it 
continued  by  adjournment,  at  Different  Places  untill  1157  ?  as  die  Council 
of  Trent  continued  about  Eighteen  Years,  and  was  in  that  Time  adjourned  to 
Bologna ,  and  back  again  to  Trent.  If  this  be  fo ;  certainly  Cardinal  Paparo 
did  not  prefide  in  it  all  that  Time.  For  we  are  told  by  the  Book  of  Cluarn- 
Ednacb ,  before  quoted,  that  he  on  the  24th  of  March ,  the  fame  Year,  imme¬ 
diately  after  the  finifning  the  Council,  began  his  Journey  back  to  Rome.\  In 
this  Synod  a  certain  Number  of  Suffragan  Bifhops  was  made  Subjedt  and  allotted 
to  each  Archbifhop  ;  concerning  which  the  curious  Reader  may  turn  to  what  is  laid 
in  the  Antiquities* b  where  alfo  the  Names  of  the  Bifhops,  who  affifled  at  the  faid 
Synod,  are  fet  down.  [The  Annals  c  of  St.  Mary's  Abbey,  and  thofe  at  the  End  of 
Camden ,  call  this  Prelate,  “  the  firft  Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  that -is,  the  firft  who 
“  ufed  the  Pall  •,  'although  others  before  him  were  called  Archbifhops  and  Primates 
tc  out  of  Reverence  to  St.  Patrick ,  the  Apoflle  of  Ireland  *,  whofe  See  was  from 
“  the  beginning  held  in  the  greateft  Honour,  not  only  by  Bifhops  and  Priefts,  but 
“  by  Kings  and  Princes.”  The  fame  Year  in  which  the  Synod  of  Kells  was  held, 
our  Primate  was  wounded  by  O-Caroll ,  King  of  Ergall.  The  Annals,  d  which 
are  my  Authority  for  this,  do  not  inform  us,  how,  or  upon  what  Occafion  it  hap¬ 
pened  ;  but  that  O-Carroll  was  depofed  for  it,  by  Melaghlin  King  of  Meath. 

A.  D.  1157.  he  held  another  Synod  in  the  Abbey  of  Mellifont  (which  I  take 
to  be  an  Adjournment  of  that  in  1152)  in  which  Chriftian  O-Conarchy ,  Bifhop 
of  Lifmorc  and  the  Pope’s  Legate,  prefided  :  At  this  Synod  feventeen  Bifhops, 
befides  the  Legate  and  the  Primate,  aftifted  •,  and  it  was  honoured  with  the  Pre¬ 
fence  of  Murtogh  O-Loghlin ,  King  of  Ireland ,  O-Eochaid ,  King  of  Ulidia ,  Tier- 
van  O-Ruairk,  Prince  of  Brefiny,  and  O -Carrol,  Prince  of  Ergall .  The  chief 
Matter  of  Confequence  tranfadted  in  this  Synod,  was  the  Excommunication  of 
Dunchad  O-Melaghlin,  King  of  Meath ,  and  his  Depofition  by  the  Princes  •,  in 
whofe  Room  his  Brother  Dermod  was  fubflituted.  It  is  not  clearly  laid  down 
what  his  Offence  was  ;  but  in  the  Anonymous  Annals,  before  quoted,  it  is  faid, 
“  that  the  curfed  Atheijl  was  Excommunicated  from  the  Church,  for  difhonouring 
<c  the  Comarb  (i.  e.  the  Primate)  Jcfus’s  Staff,  and  all  the  Clergy.”  They  alfo 
with  great  Solemnity  confecrated  the  Church  of  the  Abbey  of  Mellifont ;  and  the 
Princes  made  great  Oblations  to  it.  King  Murtogh  gave  140  Oxen  or  Cows,  60 
Ounces  of  Gold,  and  a  Town  Land  near  Droghedah ,  called,  Pinnabhuair  Nanin- 
gean.  O-Carrol  gave  60  Ounces  of  Gold  j  and  Tiernan  O-Ruairk’s  Wife,  Daugh¬ 
ter  to  O-Melaghlin,  Prince  of  Meath ,  as  much  ;  together  with  a  Golden  Chalice 
for  the  High  Altar,  and  Holy  Ornaments  for  nine  other  Altars,  which  were  in 
the  fame  Church. 

The  Year  following,  this  indefatigable  and  venerable  old  Paftor  held  another 
Synod  at  Brigh-Thaigh,  or  Brigh-Mac-Taidghe,  in  Meath  ;  at  which  twenty  five 
Bifhops,  and  Chrijlian  0-Conarchyi  Bifhop  of  Lifmore ,  the  Pope’s  Legate,  aflift¬ 
ed.  There  were  none  of  the  Conaught  Bifhops  at  this  Synod  *,  For,  as  our 
Annals  fay,  they  were  on  their  Road  to  it  *,  but  leaving  Clonmacnois ,  were  the 
next  Morning  fet  upon,  and  plundered  :  And  two  of  their  Company  were  mur¬ 
dered  by  a  Party  of  the  Soldiers  of  Dermod  O-Melaghlin ,  King  of  Meath . 
Either  this  Accident,  or  their  being  bufied  in  their  own  Country*  at  a  Synod 
held  by  them  this  Year  in  Rofcommon ,,  prevented  their  Appearance.  However, 
befides  the  Reformation  of  Difcipline,  and  Manners*  they,  by  common  Confent, 
eredted  the  Abbey  Church  of  Derry ,  into  a  Cathedral  ;  and  appointed  Flathbert

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O  Brolcan ,  Abbat  of  Derry ,  Bifhop  ;  and  conflicted  him  Supreme  Moderator  ovtt 
all  the  Abbeys  of  Ireland .  Gregory ,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  dying  in  1161  ;  the 
Tear  following  Gelafius  confecrated  Laurence  O -Toole  Archbifhop  of  Dublin  ;  the 
firfl  Bifhop  or  Archbifhop  of  that  See,  that  we  read  of  to  be  confecrated  in  Ire* 
land  :  For  before  this  the  Prelates  ot  Dublin ,  as  alfo  thofe  of  Waterford  and  LL 
merick,  received  their  Consecration  from  the  Archbifhop  of  Canterbury  ;  and  paid 
Canonical  Obedience  to  him.]  I  muff  not  forget  to  mention  here,  that  Gelafius 
in  the  Year  ri62  or  1163  convened  a  Synod  of  twenty  fix  Bifhops  at  Cleonad ,  or 
Clane ,  [in  the  Diocefe  of  Kildare which  aDecree  was  made  ;  that  noBody,for  the 
Time  to  come,  Should  be  admitted  a  publick  Reader  in  Divinity,  but  fuch  who 
had  been  Students  in  the  Univerfity  of  Armagh ,  [or,  as  the  Anonymous  Annals,  c 
before  quoted,  fay,  fuch  as  had  been  foflered,  or  elfe  adopted  by  Armagh  ;  by 
which  W ords,  there  was  room  left  for  Incorporation,  or  Admifiion  ad  eundem , 
from  other  Univerfities.  The  Year  1165  was  for  the  greateft  Part  taken  up 
by  him,  in  making  Peace  between  Murtogh  Mac-Loghlin ,  King  of  Ire¬ 
land,  Eochaid  Dunleve,  King  of  Ulidia ,  and  Donat  O-Carrol ,  Prince  of  Ergal ; 
which  was  the  next  Year  perfidioufly  broke  by  Murtogh  ;  who  furprized  Eochaid , 
and  cruelly  put  out  his  Eyes  :  But  Donat  revenged  his  Confederate’s  Quarrel, 
took  the  Monarch  unprepared,  and  flew  him  in  the  Battle  of  Letter- Luin.  Thefe 
Tumults  bore  heavy  on  the  Spirits  of  our  Primate  ;  who  loved  nothing  more 
than  Peace  ;  and  his  Grief  was  foon  after  encreafed  by  the  accidental  burning 
down  of  a  great  Part  of  Armagh. 

In  1167,  a  great  AfTembly  of  the  Clergy  and  Princes  of  Leth-Cuin ,  or  the 
North  Parts  of  Ireland ,  was  convened  at  Athboy ,  by  Roderick  O -Connor,  King  of 
Conaught ,  and  Monarch  of  Ireland  ;  at  which  Gelafius ,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh  5 
Laurence  O -Toole,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin  ;  Cadla  O-Dubhai,  Archbifhop  of 
Tuam,  and  many  other  Bifhops  and  Princes  affifled  1  Wherein  they  made  many 
Laws,  both  for  the  publick  Peace,  and  the  Difcipline  and  Government  of  the 
Church. 

A.  D.  ii  70,  a  Synod  was  held  at  Armagh,  by  this  Prelate  and  the  Irijh  Cler¬ 
gy.  The  Subject  of  their  Confultations  was  to  inquire  into  the  Caufe  of  the  ar¬ 
rival  of  Strangers  into  their  Country,  to  invade  it ;  and  they  concluded,  that  it  was 
the  Sins  of  the  People  that  fubje&ed  them  to  Divine  Vengeance,  and  efpecially 
their  Pra&ice  in  buying  Englifh  Children  from  Merchants  and  Pirates,  and  making 
them  Slaves.  Upon  this  Refolution,  they,  by  publick  Confent,  made  a  Decree, 
that  all  the  Englifh,  that  were  in  Servitude,  fhould  have  their  Liberty.  Cambrenfis f, 
who  gives  this  Account,  adds  ;  that  the  Englifh,  by  a  common  Vice  of  their  Coun¬ 
try,  had  a  Cuflom  to  fell  their  Children  and  Kinsfolks  into  Ireland,  although  they 
were  neither  in  Want  nor  extreme  Poverty. 

A.  D.  1172,  Gelafius ,  in  the  85th  Year  of  his  Age,  made  his  fourth  and 
laft  Vifitation  round  all  Conaught  ;  which  he  continued  through  Ulfler,  until  he 
came  to  Armagh  ;  where  he  fpent  the  refidue  of  his  Life,  in  a  due  Preparation  for 
the  next.  It  was  probably  his  employment  in  this  Vifitation,  that  hindered  his 
Waiting  on  King  Henry  the  2d.  in  the  Council  of  Cafhell,  held  this  Year;  although 
“  Cambrenfis  6  imputes  hisAbfence  to  his  old  Age,  andlnfirmities;  yet  he  afterwards 
“  came  to  Dublin  in  the  Depth  of  Winter,  and  fubmitted  to  the  King,  as  to  his  Su- 
“  preme.  He  had  a  white  Cow  drove  before  him  through  all  his  Journey,  and 
“  wherever  he  went ;  on  the  Milk  of  which  alone  he  lived;  and  in  the  Opini- 
44  on  of  the  Vulgar  he  was  reckoned  a  Saint.’*]  He  lived  n.ear  two  Years  after  this,' 
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At  length  worn  out  with  Age  and  Labours,  he  died  on  the  27th  of  March,  1174, 
in  the  87th  Year  of  his  Age,  [having  governed  the  Abbey  of  Derry  16  Years, 
and  the  Sec  of  Armagh  38.  The  Annals  of  InisfaLl ,  place  his  Death  in  1 173;  but 
they  often  Anticipate  the  Chriftian  Mra  one  Year.  He  bears  a  large  Character 
among  our Irijh  Writers,  for  Capacity,  Wifdom,  Learning,  Humanity  and  Hof- 
pitality.]  The  Reader  may  find  a  fuller  Account  of  him  in  Colgan,  h  who  hath 
written  his  Life  at  Large  j  from  whence  I  have  taken  moft  of  the  Particulars  which 
are  here  related  of  him. 


CORNELIUS  [Mac-Concalede.  ] 

[Sticc.  1174.  Oh.  1175.] 

CORNELIUS,  or  Concobar  Mac-Concalede*,  Abbat  of  the  Convent  of  St. 

Peter  and  St.  Paul  ax.  Armagh ,  fucceeded  Gelafius.  [But  the  Annals  of  St. 
Mary's  Abbey  near  Dublin,  and  thofe  at  the  End  of  Camden,  take  no  No¬ 
tice  of  him,  and  make  Gilbert  O-Caran,  the  next  Succefior  •,  which  was  probab¬ 
ly  occafioned  by  the  fhortnefs  of  the  Time  Cornelius  fat  *,  and  his  Abfence 
moft  Part  of  it  at  Rome ,  in  procuring  the  Pall.]  He  died  at  Rome  in  1175  or  1176. 

GILBERT  [O-CARAN.] 

[Succ.  11 75.  Ob.  1180.]

ALBERT  (or  Gilcomge )  O-Caran,  fometime  Bifhop  of  Raphoe,  fucceeded* 
and  died  in  1180.  A  lhortTime  before  his  Death,  viz.  in  1 1 79,  the  Cathedral, 
together  with  the  Abbey  of  St.  Peter  and  St.  Paul,  two  Nunneries,  and  a  great 
Part  of  Armagh,  were  confumed  by  Fire.  He  gave  to  $t.  Mary’s  Abbey,  near 
Dublin ,  the  Town  of  Ballybaghall ,  in  the  County  of  Dublin,  called  fo,  a  Baculo 
Santli  Patricii ,  from  St.  Patrick's  Staffe.  [See  more  of  him  among  the  Bifhops  of 
Raphoe.  ] 

M  JE  L  ISA  O-C  A  R  RO  L.  : 

[Succ.  1184.  Qb.  eod.  An.'] 

rnrz/o  MAS  O-Connor  (of  whom  hereafter)  fucceeded,  but  refigned,  and]  Mcetifa 
C  O-Carrol,  Bifhop  of  Clogher,  was  defied  Archbifhop  of  Armagh  ;  and  died 
on  his  Journey  towards  Rome,  in  1184.  Among  other  Things,  he  is  faid  to  have 
given  to  the  Abbey  of  Clogher,  a  Chefible,  orPriefts  upperVeftment,  and  a  Mitre. 
[Peter  Talbot,  1  Titular  Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  mentions  a  great  Conteft  be- 
tween  John  Co  myn,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin,  and  this  Prelate,  concerning  the  Primatiai 
Right.  But  this  is  not  the  only  Error  of  that  Writer.  For  Archbifhop  Comyn  did 
not  come  over  to  Ireland ,  untill  September ,  1 1 84*  when  this  Primate  was  on  his  Jour¬ 
ney  towards  Rome,  to  Sollicit  the  Pope’s  Confirmation  *,  from  whence  he  never  re¬ 
turned.] 

A  M  L  A  V  E  [O-Murid.] 

[Succ.  1184.  Ob.  1185.] 

AM  LAVE  O-Murid,  fucceeded,  and  died  in  1185,  [after  a  very  fhort  En¬ 
joyment  of  his  Dignity,  at  Dun-Crutney ,  or  Duncruchen*  :  From  whence  k 
he  was  with  great  Solemnity  conveyed  t<3  Derry  *,  and  buryed  there  at  the  Foot  of

THOMAS  O-CO  N  NO  R, 

[Succ.  1 1 85.  Ob.  1201.] 

AF  TER  the  Death  of  Gilbert  [O -Car  an ]  Thomas  or  TortiuUath  Q-Connot 
fucceeded  to  this  See  [in  1 181,  and  the  fame  Year  held  a  Vifitation  in  TU 
rone.]  The  Author  of  the  Annals  of  St.  Mary's- Abbey  near  Dublin ,  calls  him 
5C  a  noble  and  a  worthy  Matt.”  He  fcarce  fpentfour  Years  in  the  See,  when  he 
grew  weary  of  it,  and  (probably  to  avoid  the  Tumults  of  War)  voluntarily  refign- 
edit  to  Mczlifa  0-Carrol ,  Bifhop  of  Clogher ,  of  whom  before.  But  after  the 
Death  of  M&tija  in  1184  *  and  of  his  Succeffor,  Amlave ,  the  Year  following,  hd 
re-enfcttd  oft  the  See,  which  he  governed  for  1 6  Years  after.  [In  his  time,  viz,  in 
1189,  the  faftiofts  John  Cotircy,  in  his  northern  Ravages,  fpoiled  the  Town  of  Ar* 
maffh  it  having  been  burned  the  fame  Year  from  Crofs-Bridgid  to  Bridgid's  Cha¬ 
pe!.]  Our  Prelate  died  in  1201,  [though  forfte  fay  1200  k  ]  and  was  honourably  in¬ 
terred  in  the  Abbey’  of  Mellifont,  [tie  was  a  man  of  a  religious  Life,  and  great 
Learning  :  At  his  Inftance  Joceline  undertook  to  write  the  Life  of  St.  Patrick ,  as 
he  informs  us  in  his  fh'eface  tb  that  Work.  I  cannot  forbear  remarking  a  grofs 
Error  of  Colgan ,  1  who  makes  this  Archbifhop  the  fame  with  Thomas  or  TomuL 
tach  O-Connor,  who  was  advanced  from  Elphin*,  to  the  Archbifhoprick  of  Tuam^ 
in  1259,  and  died  20  Years  after.] 

EUGENE  [  Mac-Gillwider.  ] 

[Slice.  1206.  Ob.  1216.] 

P  O  N  the  Death  of  Thomas  O -Connor,  a  Difpute  arofe  concerning  the  EleCtibii 
of  a  new  Archbifhop,  between  Simon  Rochfort ,  Bilhop  of  Meath  ;  Ralph  le. 
Petit  (or  Little)  Archdeacon  of  Meath  ;  and  Humphrey  Tickhull  j  each  of  them 
pretending  to  be  the  Perfon  upon  whom  die  Election  fell.  King  John  conferred  the 
Archbifhoprick  upon  Tickhull ,  on  the  4th  of  -May,  1202.  But  Eugene- Mac  GillL 
vider  was  declared  Archbifhop  by  the  Pope  ;  at  which  the  King  was  -fo  enraged, 
that  on  the  22d  of  May,  1203,  111  he  lent  his  Mandatory  Letters  to  all  the  Suffra¬ 
gan  Bifhops  of  that  Province,  forbidding  them  to  acknowledge  Eugene  for  their 
Metropolitan.  [He  alfo  fent  Duplicates n  of  the  fiaid  Letters  to  all  his  faithful  Sub¬ 
jects  within  the  Province  of  Armagh,  with  the  like  Commands*  This  was  the 
firfl  Archbifhop  of  Armagh,  who  appears  to  have  been  advanced  by  the  Pope's 
Provifion.  Nor  is  it  clear  in  Hiftory,  that  the  King’s  of  Ireland  interfered  in 
the  Promotion  of  Bifhops  before  the  Arrival  of  the  Englijh  yet  neverthelefs 
there  is  juft  Caufe  to  think  they  did--,  and  the  Inftance  of  St.  Albe,  firft  Bilhop  of 
Emly,  feenls  to  confirm  it ;  of  which  fee  his  Life*  The  firfl  three  Succeffors  of 
St.  Patrick,  were  appointed  by  bimfelf,  and  everyone  fubmitted,  in  Reverence 
to  his  Character  and  Authority.  We  are  not  told  how  their  Succeffors  came  in, 
whether  by  Election  of  the  Clergy  alorte^  br  of  the  Clergy  and  People  ;  or  by 
Nomination  from  the  Prince  ;  or  whether  -it  was  neceffary  that  all  thefe  Interefts 
fhould  be  confulted.  Itfeems  to  me,  from  the  following  Paffage  in  St.  Bernard, 0 
:  that  the  King’s  of  the  Province  had  a  great  Hand  in  thefePromotions:  For  he  tells 
us,  “  that  for  fifteen  Succeffions,  the  Archbifhoprick  was  enjoyed  by  hereditary 
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<c  Right ;  and  that  none  were  fuffered  to  be  put  in  EIcClion,  but  fuch  as  were  of 
ss  one  particular  Tribe  or  Family,”  It  is  plain  then,  that  the  Form  of  an  Elec¬ 
tion  was  obferved  •,  but  the  Power  of  the  Prince  directed  the  Succeis  ;  and  what 
St  .Bernard  calls,  an  hereditary  right,  muft  not  be  underftood  fo  in  the  ftriCt  Senfe; 
as  fignifying,  a  Succeffion  by  defcent.  For  the  Paffage  means  no  more  than  this  > 
that  they  proceeded  in  the  Way  of  Election,  but  the  Candidates  were  taken  out 
of  that  one  Family.  Celfus ,  although  one  of  thofe  hereditary  Bifhops,  yet  was 
fo  fenfible  of  the  Evils  from  this  manner  of  electing,  that  he  endeavoured  to  correct 
the  Abufe,  and  to  affume  that  Authority,  of  which  St.  Patrick  had  preferibed  the 
Example.  He  fent  Maiachy  his  Staffe,  as  a  Token,  that  he  had  appointed  him  his 
Succeffor:  But  Maurice  obtained  the  See,  under  Colour  of  his  Family  Claim.  As  to 
the  Papal  Right  of  filling  vacant  Sees;  the  introduction  of  the  Pall,  A.  D.  j  1 52, 
feems  to  have  given  the  firft  Pretence  to  the  Pope  to  interfere  in  this  Particular ; 
and  the  blind  Obedience  of  the  People  in  that  dark  Age,  gave  Strength  to  the 
Ufurpation :  Probably  the  Compliment  of  the  Pall  was  defigned  for  this  End. 
I  do  not  remember  one  Inftance  among  our  Bifhops,  where  the  Pope  pretended  to 
a  Right  of  Confirming  them,  when  eleCted,  untill  after  this  mifehievous  Prefent. 
Rut  from  that  Time,  Hiftory  affords  many  melancholy  Inftances  of  Contefts  be¬ 
tween  the  King  and  the  Pope ,  concerning  this  Badge  of  Soveraignty.  Luke  Net - 
tervill,  next  Succeffor  to  Eugene ,  the  prefent  Arch  bifhop,  feems  to  me  to  be  the 
firft,  who  had  a  regular  and  canonical  Election  ;  yet  the  ingredient  of  the  Conge 
dyE  flier,  or  the  Ring’s  Licence  to  proceed  to  an  Election,  was  wanting;  which 
by  the  Law  of  England ,  (now  received  in  Ireland )  was  neceffary  to  compleat  the 
Title.  Whatever  Power  the  Pope  encroached  upon  this  Occafion,  was  only  in 
Relation  to  the  Spiritualties,  being  fuch  profits,  as  the  Bifhop  received  as  Bifhop* 
and  not  as  a  Baron  of  Parliament  ;  fuch  as  Vifitation,  Ordination  and  Inftitutioii 
Duties,  and  the  like.  The  Temporalties,  or  lay  Revenues,  which  the  Bifhop  enjoy¬ 
ed,  as  Baron  of  Parliament,  {till  remained  intire  to  theCrown,  and  the  Provifional 
Bifhop  had  but  little  to  live  on,  untill  he  obtained  Reftitution  to  the  Temporalties 
by  the  Ring’s  Concurrence.  So  that  to  make  a  compleat  Bifhop,  there  were 
hence-forward  three  Interefts  to  be  confulted  ;  the  King’s,  the  Electors,  and  the 
Pope’s;  whidi  could  not  butOcca'fion  many  Contefts  and  Diforders.  It  is  true  the 
Pope  endeavoured  to  wrench  the  Orant  of  the  Temporalties  out  of  the  Hands  of 
the  Crown.  Gregory  the  8th  conferred  the  See  of  Worcejler  on  William  de  Gainf- 
lorough ,  and  committed  to  him  the  Adminiftration  both  of  the  Spiritualties  and 
Temporalties  of  that  See  :  But  the  King  obliged  him  to  renounce  this  Claufe. 
Hence  it  became  the  conftant  Practice,  at  the  Time  Bifhops  received  their  Tem¬ 
poralties  from  the  King,  for  them  to  renounce,  by  a  folemn  Writing,  all  Right 
to  the  fame  by  Virtue  of  any  Papal  Provifion ;  and  to  acknowledge  them  as  held 
only  by  the  King’s  Bounty:  And  thus  things  continued  untill  the  Reformation.  Yet 
oftentimes  we  may  obferve  the  Pope’s  Encroachments  on  the  Crown,  either  when 
they  met  with  a  weak  Prince,  or  one  involved  in  Difficulties  with  his  Neighbours* 
Or  SubjeCls.  Thus  Pope  Alexander  the  4th  p  A.  D.  1 258,  fent  an  infolent  Com¬ 
mand  toKingH^wy  the  3d,  then  at  War  with  his  Barons,  to  reftor z  Abraham  O- 
Conellan  to  theTemporalties  of  this  See ;  which  the  neceffitous  King  complied  with. 
One  may  fee  the  mifehiefofthefe  Rights  clafhing  with  one  another,  in  the  Inftance 
now  before  us  of  Eugene  Mac-Gillivider ,  and  the  other  Candidates:  For  neither  the 
Bifhop  that  was  nominated  by  the  Pope ;  nor  he  that  was  appointed  by  the  King, 
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could  enjoy  his  Promotion  in  Quietnefs  :  And  -it  was  five  Years  before  the  Se£ 
was  thoroughly  fettled.  We  find  in  the  Anonymous  Annals  under  the  Year  120 6* 
that  the  Comorb  of  Patrick ,  (  called  there  Eghdon  Mac-Gilluys  )  went  to  the 
“  King  of  England's  Houfe  for  the  good  of  the  Churches  of  Ireland ,  and  to  com- 
44  plain  of  the  Galls  (that  is  the  Englijh )  of  Ireland .”  But  his  Errand  was  to  fue 
for  the  King’s  Favour,  which  he  obtained  about  that  time  ;  though  I  think  this 
Recovery  of  the  King’s  Favour  ought  to  be  placed  in  1207.  For  it  appears 
among  the  Tower  Records,  q  although  the  Archbifhop’s  Name  is  not  mentioned, 
“  that  two  Friers  of  Mellifont ,  Benedidi  and  Gerald ,  came  to  the  King,  and  offered 
“  him  300  Marks  of  Silver,  and  3  Marks  of  Gold,  in  behalf  of  the  Archbifhop, 
“  for  Reftitution  of  the  Lands  and  Liberties  belonging  to  the  See  :  ”  And  then, 
we  find  the  King’s  Anger  was  appeafed,  and  he  foon  fent  a  Writ  to  the  Juftice  to 
do  what  was  fitting  in  it.  It  is  time  to  return.] 

About  the  End  of  the  Year  1 203,  Tickhull  [who  was  the  King’s  Bifhop]  died,  but  I 
cannot  bepofitive,  whether  before  he  had  affumed  the  Mitre.  After  him  the  King 
approved  the  Election  of  Ralph ,  Archdeacon  of  Meath  ;  But  neither  did  he  obtain 
the  Primacy.  For  Eugene  at  laft  recovered  the  Kings  Favour  [as  I  faid  before]  and 
governed  the  See  of  Armagh ,  untill  the  Year  1216,  [or  1215,  as  the  Anonymous 
Annals,  before  mentioned,  fay,]  when  he  died  at  Rome,  having  aflifted  at  the  Gene¬ 
ral  Council  of  Eater  an,  held  there.  The  Author  of  the  Annals  x>f  St.  Mary's 
Abbey  near  Dublin,  gives  him  the  Character  “  of  a  Man  of  Singular  Honefty,and 
“  an  Exemplary  Life.”  [I  have  been  the  more  full  and  particular  on  thefe  Eledions 
and  Provifions ;  becaufe  it  will  ferve  as  a  Key  to  open  many  things  hereafter  men¬ 
tioned.] 

LUKE  N  EPEE  RE  ILL. 

[SuCCi  122  Oi  Oh.  1227.J 

J  VKE  Nettervill,  Archdeacon  of  Armagh ,  being  elected  Primate  by  the  Chapter 
of  that  See,  in  the  Year  1217,  went  to  England ,  and  carried  over  with  him 
the  Inftrument  i^f  the  Chapter’s  eledion.  But  the  King  refufed  to  confirm  him  ;  be¬ 
caufe  the  Election  was  made  without  his  Licence.  [For  the  conftant  Courfe  of 
Elections  to  Archbifhopricks  and  Bifhopricks  in  England,  and  in  Ireland,  after 
the  Introduction  of  the  Englijh  Laws,  was  ;  that  upon  a  Vacancy,  the  Chapter 
firft  fued  to  the  King  for  a  Conge  d'EJlire,  that  is,  a  Licence  to  go  to  Election  ; 
and  after  an  Election  made,  they  certified  the  fame  to  the  King,  and  obtained 
his  Royal  Affent  ;  who  after  that  Notification,  iftued  a  Writ  of  Reftitution  to 
the  Temporalties,  which  he  always  held  in  his  Hands,  untill  the  See  was  fettled. 
If  any  Chapter  proceeded  to  an  Election  without  the  King’s  previous  Licence,  (as 
often  they  prefumed  to  do)  the  King  nulled  the  fame,  and  commanded  them  to  pro¬ 
ceed  to  a  new  Eletion,  upon  Licence  firft  obtained  ;  unlefs  he  was  gracioufly 
pleafed  to  pardon  the  Contempt,  in  regard  to  the  Eletors  Poverty,  or  out  of  Affedi- 
on  to  the  Perfon  eleted  ;  but  he  always  added  a  Claufe  to  the  Grant  of  this  Favour; 
that  it  fhould  not  be  drawn  into  a  Precedent,  to  the  Prejudice  of  the  Crown  ;  and 
obliged  both  the  Electors,  and  Eleded,  to  give  Security  to  that  Purpofe.  Sometimes 
he  proceeded  judicially,  and  impofed  a  heavy  Fine  on  them  for  their  Contempt ; 
as  in  the  Cafe  r  of  the  Prior  and  Convent  of  Chrift  Church,  and  the  Dean  and  Chap¬ 
ter  of  St.  Patrick's,  Dublin ,  35  Fd.  1.  of  which  the  Reader  will  find  an  Account 
under  Richard  de  Ferings,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin.  The  Pope  often  interfered  in  the 
Matter  ;  and  when  he  found  an  Eledion  to  a  Church  litigated,  would  place  Paftors 
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in  it,  out  of  the  Plenitude  of  his  Power  (as  he  termed  it)  without  any  Eledlion* 
and  often  dilapprove  of,  and  fet  afide  Canonical  Elections,  to  place  his  own  Depen¬ 
dents  in  Sees,  in  Oppofition  to,  and  Defpight  of  the  King’s  Prerogative:  But  thefe 
'Conge  HEfiiers  atlaft  came  to  be  confidered  as  leaving  only  a  Shadow  of  a  Right 
5n  the  Eledtors  *,  while  the  King  nominated  in  the  Licence  the  Perfon  to  be  eledted  \ 
and  therefore  by  Adtof  Parliament f  the  Conge  d’EJlier  was  taken  away  in  Ireland \ 
and  Bifhopricks  made  grantable  by  Letters  Patent,  without  Eledtion.  But  to  Re¬ 
turn  to  Nettervill. ] 

At  laft  the  King  granted  a  Licence  to  the  Chapter  to  go  to  Eledtion,  and  he  was 
>re-eledted  and  obtained  the  King’s  Approbation,  and  the  Pope*s  Confirmation,  by 
the  invefliture  of  the  Pall ;  and  was  confecrated  by  Stephen  Langton ,  Archbifhop  of 
Canterbury.  While  thefe  things  were  in  Agitation,  three  Years  patted  over  ;  f6 
that  he  did  not  Return  to  Ireland ,  untill  the  14th  of  October ,  1220  ;  [where  he  lan-. 
ded  at  Holm  Patrick .]  He  died  on  the  17th  of  April  1227,  and,  according  to  his 
Requeft,  was  buried  in  the  Abbey  of  Mellifont.  He  founded  a  Monaftery  for  Do¬ 
minicans,  or  Friers  of  the  Preaching  Order,  at  Droghedah,  [Anno  1224.]

D  ON  AT  O-Fidabra,  Bifhop  of  Clogher ,  was  the  fanie  Year  tranflated  to  this 
See,  and  obtained  the  Royal  Aflfent  on  the  20th  of  September :  [Yet  on  the 
3d  t  of  July  before,  Pope  Gregory  the  9th  had  iflued  his  Bull,  in  behalf  of  one  Ni¬ 
cholas,  Canon  of  Armagh ,  whom  he  takes  Notice  to  have  been  Canonically,  and 
tJnanimoufly  eledted  by  the  Chapter,  confirmed  by  the  Pope,  and  confecrated  by 
the  Bifhop  of  Tufculum  ahd  praying  the  King  to  reftore  him  to  the  Temporal¬ 
ities.  But  before  he  could  appear  to  prefent  his  Bull,  Donat  was  in  full  poffettion,  and 
it  was  not  thought  proper  to  difplace  him.  Donat,  being  thus  poffeffed,  held  a. 
Synod  fome  Time  after  at  Droghedah ,  on  the  Subjedt  of  fettling  certain  Stipends  ori 
the  Vicars  bf  his  Province.]  He  died  in  England,  on  his  return  from  Rome ,  in  Oc¬ 
tober,  1237.  [Although  the  Annals  of  the  Priory  of  all  Saints  erroneoufly  place  his 
Death  in  1235.]  While  he  was  Bifhop  of  Clogher  he  built  an  Epifcopal  Palace 
there*  near  St.  Mary* s  Abbey. 

ALBERT  of  COLOGN. 

[Succ.  1240.  Rejign.  1247.] 

TH  E  See  was  kept  vacant  three  Years,  after  the  Death  of  Archbifhop 
Donat  \  King  Henry  the  third,  in  the  mean  Timeufing  all  his  Endeavours 
to  advance  Robert  Archer,  a  Dominican ,  to  it.  At  laft  Albert  of  Cologn ,  whom  Mat¬ 
thew  Paris ,  in  a  Miftake  calls  Andelm,  was  on  the  30th  of  September  1240,  cbnfe- 
Crated  at  Wefiminjler ,  by  Walter  de  Cantilupe,  Bifhop  of  Worcefter ,  in  the  Prefence 
of  the  King,  Otho  the  Pope’s  Legate,  and  many  Bifhops,  [and  came  to  Ireland  the 
Year  following. u  Luke  Wading  *  makes  him  a  Francifcan  Frier,  a  Scholar  of  Bre¬ 
men,  and  eledt  Bifhop  of  that  See,  and  adds,  that  four  Years  after  his  Advance¬ 
ment  to  the  Primacy,  he  affifled  at  the  Council  of  Lyons,  and  fuberibed  there  be¬ 
fore  all  the  Bifhops  of  France,  Italy  and  Spain  ;  the  manner  of  his  Subfcription 
was,  Albertus  Armachanus.  In  1241,  he  confecrated  the  Conventual  Church  of  the 
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Rrancifcans  at  Athlone  ;  although  others  place  this  a  Year  later.  He  was  a  high 
fpirited  Prelate,  and  fond  of  advancing  the  Pope’s  ufurped  Power,  which  brought 
him  under  the  King’s  Difpleafure.  There  was  along  fuit  carryedon  in  the  Spiritual 
Court,  between  the  Prior  of  Lanthony  and  him,  concerning  Pleas  of  Advowfon  and 
Patronage,  which  only  belonged  to  the  Temporal  Courts  of  the  King  ;  and  an  Ap¬ 
peal  hereon  was  carried  out  of  the  Realm,  before  Delegates  of  the  Pope.  The 
King  thereupon  iflued  a  Writ  x  of  Prohibition  againfl  him,  forbidding  him  at  his 
Peril  to  proceed  further  therein,  under  pain  of  Seizing  his  Temporalties.  He  alfo 
iflued  an  Appeal,  y  in  Nature  of  a  Prohibition,  to  the  Pope’s  Delegates  in  Foreign 
Parts,  not  to  proceed  in  the  faid  Caufe  •,  fuggefting,  that  he  enjoyed  that  Priviledge, 
time  immemorial,  by  the  Special  Indulgence  of  the  Pope.  I  believe  this  compofed 
the  Archbifhop  :  For  I  find  no  further  prpceedings  in  it.]  He  made  an  Exchange 
with  Hugh  de  Lacy ,  Earl  of  Ulfter,  of  the  Lands  of  Coulrath,  in  Tofcard ,  (which  the 
Earl  had  by  Force  poflfeflfed  himfelf  of, )  for  the  Lands  of  Machirgallin ,  and  the 
Mannor  of  Nobbir ,  as  appears  in  the  publick  Records;  [yet  Neverthelefs  the  Earl 
refervcd  a  Yearly  Acknowledgement  of  a  pound  of  Wax.]  He  fat  in  this  See  about 
Seven  Years,  which  he  refigned  in  1247,  and  died  beyond  Seas.  [In  his  Time  an 
Attempt  was  made  to  unite  the  See  of  Clogher  to  Armagh ,  on  Account  of  the  Po¬ 
verty  of  both  ;  which  failed  of  Succefs,  as  you  will  find  under  the  Life  of  Nehe- 
miah  0 -Brogan,  Bifhop  of  Clogher.'] 

REINER. 

[Succ.  1247.  Ob.  1256.] 

THE  fame  Year,  Reiner ,  (by  fome  called,  Reginald ,  a  Dominican  Frier,  being 
conlecrated  at  Rome ,  fucceeded,  and  came  firft  to  Armagh ,  in  the  Month  of 
June.  [It  feems  the  King  having  had  Intelligence,  z  that  the  Pope  defigned  to  dif- 
pofe  of  this  Archbifhoprick  by  Provifion,  was  refolved  to  be  beforehand  with  him  ; 
and  therefore  iflued  aCommiflion  to  the  Lords  Juftices  of  It  eland.  Authorizing  them 
to  Grant  his  Licence  (without  any  Application  to  him  in  England)  to  the  Dean  and 
Chapter  to  elect  a  Primate,  and  at  the  fame  Time  to  give  his  Confent  to  fuch  E- 
le&ion  •„  but  directed  the  Juflices  to  take  Caution  from  the  Dean  and  Chapter,  by 
their  Letters  patent,  that  fuch  a  proceeding  fhould  not  turn  to  the  Prejudice  of  his 
Prerogative  at  any  other  Time.  Accordingly  we  fee  here  the  Refignation  of  Aid 
lert,  theEle&ion  of  Reiner his  Journey  to  Rome,  and  Confecration  there,  and  his 
Return  to  Armagh,  all  by  the  Month  of  June  1 247.  The  King  gave  him  a  Li¬ 
cence  for  five  Months, a  dated  njune  1253,  to  repair  to  Rome,  in  order  to  fettle  fome 
Affairs  relating  to  his  Church,  and  to  be  freed  from  all  Suits  from  the  Day  of  the 
Date  untill  Saint  Martins  following.  It  appears,  that  he  never  returned  to  Ireland  : 
And  his  long  flay  at  Rome  raifed  the  King’s  Jealoufy,  as  if  he  were  doing  fomething 
prejudicial  to  the  Royal  Prerogative  ;  from  which  Sufpicion  the  Pope  endeavoured 
tp  clear  him  :  For  he  wrote  to  the  King,  on  the  twelfth  of  January  1255, b  excu- 
ling  Reiner ,  and  declaring  his  Innocence.  The  Annals  of  St.  Mary's- Abbey,  and 
thofeof  Multifernan,  place  this  Prelate’s  Death  in  1258:  But  both  are  in  an  Er¬ 
ror  ;  for  it  is  manifell  from  the  publick  Records,  that  his  Succefior  obtained  the 
Royal  Afient  in  1257.] 

Archbifhop  Reiner  died  at  Rome  iri  1256  ;  and  the  Executors  of  his  laft  Will 
and  Teftament,  were  Patrick  Scanlain,  Bifhop  of  Raphoe,  Milo  of  Dunjlable , 
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Bilhop  of  Ardagh ,  and  Bertran ,  Archdeacon  of  Armagh .  I  have  not  been  able, 
to  difeover,  whether  this  Prelate  was  of  the  Englifh  Nation,  or  not  ;  but  I  am  of 
Opinion  he  was  a  Foreigner.  Matthew  Paris,  in  his  Hifioria  Major,  faith,  that  a 
certain  Archbilhop  of  Armagh ,  who  had  been  for  a  Time  Dean  of  Sc.  Pauls, 
died  at  London  in  April  1258.  But  he  is  evidently  miftaken  in  the  Name  of  the 
See  :  For  the  Archbilhop,  who  then  died  there,  was  Walter  de  Salem,  Arch¬ 
bilhop  of  Tuam  who  had  indeed  been  for  fometime  Dean  of  St.  Pauls,  London i 
as  appears  in  the  Annals  of  Loughkee ,  and  in  the  Records  of  the  Tower  of  Lon¬ 
don.  This  Reiner  difunited  the  County  of  Louth  from  the  Diocefe  of  Clogher , 
and  annexed  it  to  the  See  of  Armagh  \  of  which  the  Reader  may  find  a  fullei: 
Account  among  the  Bilhops  of  Clogher. 

ABRAHAM  O-CONELLAN 

[Succ.  1257.  Oh.  1260.] 

ABRAHAM  O-Conellan ,  called  in  the  publick  Records,  u  M after  Abra¬ 
ham,  Arch-Prejbiter  of  the  Church  of  Armagh,  [and  Chaplain  to  the 
“  Cardinal  of  St.  Sabina ,”]  was  elected  SuccelTor,  and  obtained  the  Royal  Af- 
fentonthe  1 8th  of  October  1257.  [But  he  was  not  content  with  his  Titles  to 
the  Bilhoprick  by  Eledtion,  and  the  Royal  Alfent  and  therefore  applied  to  the 
Pope  for  his  Provifion  c;  which  his  Holinefs  granted,  through  the  Plenitude  of 
his  Power.  The  Account  of  which  Proceeding  occafioned  the  King  to  withhold 
Jus  Writ  of  Reftitution  to  the  Temporalties,  notwithftanding  the  Pope’s  Bull  to 
the  King  in  his  Favour.  But  it  feems  that  he  got  Poffeffion  of  them  after  fome 
Time,  by  Means  of  a  d  Bull  from  the  Pope,  wherein  he  had  the  Alfurance,  in  ex- 
prefs  Terms,  to  Command  the  King  to  reftore  the  Archbilhop  to  his  Temporal- 
ties  i  to  which  Order  the  King  tamely  fubmitted.  We  are  told  in  the  publick 
Records,'  that  the  King,  at  the  Pope’s  fpecial  Requeft,  ordered  the  Lord  Juftice 
and  Efcheator  of  Ireland,  to  reftore  the  Temporalties  to  the  Archbilhop  before: 
he  had  done  his  Fealty  ;  but  that  they  fhould  fequefter  the  Profits  till  he  appeared 
in  Perfon  to  do  it.  After  which]  he  went  to  Rome,  where  he  was  alfo  confirm¬ 
ed  by  the  Pope,  and  inverted  with  the  Pall.  Fie  returned  to  his  own  Country, 
and  was  received  with  great  Solemnity  at  Armagh,  in  June  1258.  But  he  fat  only 
a  Ihort  time  ;  for  he  died  on  St.  Thomas’s  Day,  December  the  21ft  1260  j  [the 
Annals  of  Multifernan  and  thofe  of  Loughkee  fay,  1259J

ON  the  27th  of  February  after  Archbilhop  Conellan’ s  Death,  the  King 
granted  a  Licence  to  the  Chapter  of  Armagh  to  proceed  to  the  Election  of 
a  SuccelTor,  who  unanimoully  chofe  Patrick  O-Scanlain ,  a  Dominican  Frier,  and 
Bilhop  of  Raphoe.  This  Election  was  confirmed  by  the  King,  and  earneftly  re¬ 
commended  by  Letters  to  the  Pope,  and  was  approved  of  by  the  Bull  oh  Urban  the 
4th,  Dated  the  5th  of  November  1261.  The  Year  following  he  convened  a  Pro¬ 
vincial  Synod  at  Droghedah  j  part  of  the  Conftitutions  whereof  are  yet  to  be 
found  in  the  Regifter f  of  Oil  avian  de  Palatio,  ArchbifhcVp  of  Armagh.  [There 
shifted  at  this  Synod  not  only  all  the  Suffragans  of  the  Province  of  Armagh,  but 
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alfo  fortie  of  thofe  of  the  Province  of  Fuam,  as  fubjeCt  to  Armagh  by  Primatiat 
Right,  ( of  which  the  Reader  may  See  an  Account  under  Arlrigius  before  •,)  and 
not  only  thefe  Prelates,  but  alfo  the  Lord  .Juftice,  and  feveral  of  the  principal 
Men  of  the  Kingdom,  graced  this  affembly.  What  is  found  in  the  Regilter  of 
Oft a^ian  concerning  this  Synod,  would  give  one  Room  to  Judge,  that  it  was 
principally  called  to  eftablilh  the  Authority  of  the  Archbifhop  of  Armagh  over 
the  other  ProvinceSi  For  the  Priviledges  of  that  Church  concerning  the  Prima- 
tial  Rights  were  now  folemnly  publilhed ;  and  the  great  Difputes  which  had 
arofe,  between  the  Primates,  and  the  Bilhops  andCIergy  of  Meath,  were  appeafed, 
after  many  Appeals,  and  great  Expences  had,  and  fuffered  by  the  Bilhops  of  Meath 
at  the  Court  of  Rome  ;  the  laid  Bilhops  having  claimed  an  exemption  from  the 
Vifitations  of  the  Primate;  as  may  be  feen  under  Hugh  de  Fachmon ,  Bilhop  of 
Meath *  The  Agreement  now  made  between  them,  was  upon  this  Foot.— 
*e  That  it  Ihould  be  Lawful  for  the  Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  and  his  Succelfors, 
*c  without  any  Caufe  of  Offence,  to  vifit  the  Bilhop  and  Clergy  of  Meath  and 
«  their  Succelfors.”  In  purfuance  of  this  Agreement,  Milo  Sweetman ,  e  Archbi¬ 
fhop  of  Armagh ,  A*  D.  1374,  vifited  the  Diocefc  of  Meath,  by  his  Metropo- 
litical  Right ;  and  then  confirmed  to  St.  Mary* s  Abbey  in  Dublin ,  all  the 
Churches  and  Livings,  which  belonged  to  the  faid  Abbey  in  that  Diocefe ;  as 
his  Predeceffors  had  done  before  him.  But  there  yet  remained  a  Scruple,  whe¬ 
ther  the  Primate  could  vifit  the  Diocefe  of  Meath ,  otherwife  than  in  Perfon. 
To  remove  which,  the  Bilhop  and  Clergy  of  Meath ,  in  a  Convocation  held  in 
the.  Year  1429,  granted  to  Archbifhop  Swain ,  h  that  he  might  vifit  them  by 
his  Cornmilfaries,  without  any  Contradiction  ;  the  Inftrument  of  which  Grant,  is 
to  be  feen  in  Swain* s  Regilter.  1  It  appears  that  Pope  Urban  the  IVth,  by  a  Bull^ 
dated  November  12 63*  confirmed  the  Dignity  of  the  Primacy  of  all  Ireland  to 
this  Prelate,  in  thefe  Words.—  Primatiam  vero ,  &c.  “  Following  the  Example  of 
««  Pope  Celejlin ,  our  Predecelfdr,  We,  by  our  Apollolick  Authority,  Confirm 
<c  to  you  and  your  Succelfors,  the  Primacy  of  all  Ireland ,  which  Title  it  is 
*<  well  known  your  Predecelfors  have  held  firm  and  unlhaken  to  this  Time  j 
<e  decreeing,  that  all  the  Archbilhops  and  Bilhops  of  Ireland ,  and  other  Prelates, 
««  thereof,  lhall  at  all  Times  pay  to  you,  and  your  Succelfors,  all  Obedience  and 
“  Reverence,  as  to  their  Primate.”]  He  repaired  and  much  beautified  the  Ca¬ 
thedral  of  St  .Patrick  at  Armagh ,  and  founded  a  Franciscan  Monaltery  in  that  City, 
[in  1263,  or  1264.  Allemande  obferves,  that  it  was  not  ufual  to  find  a  Dominican 
to  be  the  Founder  of  a  Houfe  of  Francifcans  \  and  further  of  this  Bilhop,  k  that  in 
all  appearance  he  was  not  fatisfied  with  his  Order,  and  was  willing  to  revenge 
himfelf  on  it,  by  this  Contempt  of  it  ;  or  elfe  he  thought  by  thefe  prudent 
Means  to  renew  and  eftablilh  that  Harmony  and  Friendlhip,  which  once  fubfifted 
between  the  Founders  of  thefe  Orders  ;  and  that  has  never  been  fince  between 
the  two  Orders  ♦,  which  is  another  and  more  rational  Conjecture  of  the  fame 
Writer.-]  He  died  on  the  fixteenth  of  March  1270,  at  St.  Leonard's  Abbey,  at 
Dundalk ,  [a  Houfe  of  Crouched  Friers,  of  the  Order  of  St.  Auguflin,]  and  was 
buried  in  the  Dominican  Convent  at  Droghedah . 
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NIC  HO  L  AS  MAC-MO  L ISSA. 

[Succ.  1272.  Ob.  1303.]

N  ICHO LAS  Mac-Molijfa ,  who  fucceeded,  was  consecrated  in  1272,  and  ha¬ 
ving  fat  in  this  See  about  thirty  one  Years,  died  at  length,  on  the  10th  of 
May  1303.  [There  are  many  Particulars  related  concerning  this  Active  Pre¬ 
late,  which  ought  not  to  be  palled  over.  He  was  an  inveterate  Enemy  to  fuch 
Englijhmen ,  as  were  preferred  to  Bilhopricks  in  this  Kingdom  j  and  laid  them 
under  all  the  Difficulties  in  his  Power.  There  is  an  Inltance  of  this  in  Thomas 
St.  Leger ,  Biffiop  of  Meath  \  who,  although  advanced  to  this  See  in  1282,  could 
not  obtain  Confirmation  from  his  Metropolitan,  untill  1287;  There  is  a  Letter1 
of  this  Bifhop  extant  to  the  Biffiop  of  Bath  and  Wells ,  then  Lord  Chancellor  of 
England ,  on  this  Subject,  “  defiring  him  to  procure  the  King’s  Letter  to  the  Pope 
te  to  confirm  his  Election,  fince  the  Archbiffiop,  to  whom  it  belonged,  was  then 
u  difabled  to  do  it,  being  under  a  Sentence  of  Excommunication  from  the  Pope’s 
“  Delegates.  That  he  had  appealed  from  the  faid  Archbiffiop  to  the  Pope,  on 
“  account  of  the  many  Injuries  and  Grievances,  which  he  and  his  Clergy  fuffered 
*•  from  him  •,  and  therefore  prayed  the  Chancellor  to  procure  the  King’s  Letters, 
“  and  to  write  himfelf  to  the  Cardinal  of  St. Laurence  in  Lucinia,  and  other  Friends 
“  in  Rome ,  on  his  and  his  Clergy’s  behalf.”  The  Biffiop  took  a  Journey  to 
Rome  upon  this  Occafion,  to  profecute  his  Appeah  The  Archbiffiop  took  Ad¬ 
vantage  of  his  Abfence,  and  endeavoured  to  have  his  Temporalties  feized,  and 
granted  to  the  Brother  of  the  Lord  Juflice,  who  had  palled  into  England ,  to 
Sollicit  the  King’s  Favour  to  obtain  Pofleffion  of  the  Temporalties.  The  Clergy 
of  Meath  were  not  idle  in  their  Biffiop's  Abfence.  They  petitioned m  the 
King,  fetting  forth  the  whole  Matter  ;  and  that  the  Archbiffiop,  during  the  Pro- 
cefs  before  the  Delegates,  had  incurred  the  Sentence  of  the  greater  Excommuni¬ 
cation  ;  that  their  Bilhop  eled  had,  in  due  Time,  demanded  to  be  confirmed  by 
the  Archbilhop  before  the  Sentence  of  Excommunication  had  iffiaed  ;  which  being 
refufed,  occafioned  the  Biffiop  to  appeal  to  Romey  as  they  had  done  alfo  for  their 
own  Rights.  That  the  Archbiffiop  perfevering  under  the  Excommunication,  had 
recourfe  to  the  Power  of  the  Lord  Juflice  for  Protedion,  and  had  pro¬ 
moted  his  Brother  to  the  See  of  Meath ,  in  contempt,  both  of  the  Pope  and  the 
King  ;  for  which  Reafons,  they  prayed  the  King,  to  retain  the  Temporalties  in 
his  Hands,  untill  the  Matter  was  determined  in  the  Court  of  Rojne ;  and  to  in¬ 
hibit  the  Juflice  from  oppreffing  and  molefting  them  ;  dated  the  firft  of  January 
1282.  But  notwithflanding  this  reprefentation,  it  was  five  Years  before  the  Bi¬ 
ffiop  of  Meath  could  obtain  Confecration,  and  a  quiet  Settlement  in  his  Sec.  The 
next  attempt  our  Primate  made,  was  on  the  King  himfelf.  For  the  See  of  Dro - 
wore  being  vacant  in  1285,  he  feized  the  Temporalties  of  it,  in  derogation  of  the 
King*s  Prerogative  ;  for  which  he  was  profecuted  in  the  King*s-Bench  in  Ireland . 
and  amerced  twenty  Marks.  But  the  King  iflfued  a  Writ  nto  the  Barons  of  the 
Exchequer ,  on  the  fourth  of  OElober  following,  letting  them  know,  that  he  had  par¬ 
doned  him  ten  of  the  faid  Marks,  on  condition  that  he  payed  the  Remainder- 
About  five  Years  after  he  was  a  great  Benefadlor  to  his  Church  ;  having  pur- 
chafed  feventeen  Plow-lands  in  Dromijkin ,  from  Roger  de  Thornton ,  and  Ifabel  his 
Wife,  and  Ralf  Burgeys ,  for  him  and  his  SuccelTors  ;  although  without  a  Mort- 
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main  Licence.  He  alfo  purchafed  the  Advowfons  of  the  Churches  of  Bernemede+ 
Dumbenny^  and  Kilkerby^  to  him  and  his  Succeffors,  from  Alice  de  Napton  ;  both 
which  the  King  pardoned,  0  and  confirmed;  on  the  fifteenth  of  June  1290. 

The  Year  following  he  promoted  a  very  extraordinary  Aflociation  p  among  the 
JBifhops  and  Clergy  ;  at  the  Head  of  which  he  appeared.  He  brought  in  the 
three  other  Archbifhops,  all  their  Suffragans,  all  the  Deans  and  Chapters,  and 
the  feveral  other  Degrees  and  Orders  of  Clergy  into  his  Scheme  ;  and  they  una- 
nimoufly  engaged  to  promote  and  Hand  by  their  Confederacy,  not  only  under  their 
Hands  and  Seals,  but  they  added  to  it  the  Sartdtion  of  an  Oath. 

ift,  They  fwore,  that  if  they,  or  any  of  them,  their  Churches,  Rights,  Juriff 
diftions.  Liberties  or  Cufloms,  fliould  by  any  Lay-Power  or  Jurifdidtion  whatfo - 
ever ,  be  impeded,  refilled,  or  grieved  •,  that  they,  would  at  their  common  Expence, 
in  Proportion  to  their  fefpeftive  Incomes,  fupport,  maintain  and  defend  each  other 
in  all  Courts,  and  before  all  Judges  either  Ecclefiallical  or  Secular. 

2dly,  If  any  of  their  Meffengers,  Prodtors,  or  the  Executors  of  their  Orders, 
ihould  fuffer  any  Lofs  or  Damage  in  the  Execution  of  their  Bufinefs,  by  any  Lay- 
Power  or  jurifdiction  ;  that  in  fuch  cafe  they  would  amply,  and  without  Delay, 
make  up  to  them  all  fuch  Loffes  and  Damages,  out  of  their  own  Fortunes,  according 
to  a  ratable  Proportion  of  their  Revenues. 

gdly.  If  any  Ordinary  Ihould  pronounce  Sentence  of  Excommunication  againft 
a  Delinquent  •,  that  all  the  other  Bilhops  Ihould  promulge,  and  with  Effed  pro- 
fecute  fuch  Sentence  in  their  refpedive  Diocefes  :  So  that  if  a  Perfon  excommuni¬ 
cated  in  one  Place  fliould  fly  to  another  ;  the  Place  he  continued  in  fliould  be  put 
under  an  Interdid  :  As  alfo  wherever  he  had  his  Habitation,  or  the  greater  Part 
of  his  Fortune  1  Provided,  Notice  thereof  be  given  in  Writing  by  the  Bifliop, 
publifliing  fuch  Sentence. 

4thly,  If  any  of  the  Archbifliops  fliould  prove  cool,  or  negligent  in  the  Exe¬ 
cution  of  the  faid  Agreement ;  then  they  bound  themfelves,  by  Virtue  of  the 
Oath  they  had  taken,  in  five  hundred  Marks  to  the  Pope,  and  as  many  to 
their  Brethren  who  fliould  obferve  it  ;  and  each  Bifliop  under  the  like  Circumftan- 
ces,  in  two  hundred  Pounds  to  the  Pope,  and  as  much  to  their  Brethren,  who 
Ihould  keep  up  to  the  Terms  preferibed. 

And,  laftly,  they  agreed,  that  if  any  Archbilhop,  Bifliop,  (Ac.  abfent  at  the 
Time  of  the  Agreement,  fliould,  upon  Requeft,  refufe  to  comply  with  the  Terms 
ftipulated  ;  then  they  engaged  and  promifed  to  complain  of  him  to  the  Pope,  and 
to  profecute  fuch  Complaint  with  Effed,  at  their  common  Charges  ;  and  not  only 
fo,  but  that  they  would  not  afford  him  any  Aid,  Counfel  or  Afliflance,  in  any 
other  Affairs  relating  to  him  or  his  Church.  This  Agreement  was  executed  at 
the  Convent  of  Dominicans ,  at  Trim ,  on  the  Sunday  after  St.  Matthew's  Day 
1291.  There  is  no  need  of  a  Comment  on  it.  Ten  Years  after,  this  Prelate  was 
amerced  40  1.  by  the  Juftices  of  the  Common- Pleas ;  but  for  what  Caufe,  I  have 
not  been  able  to  difeover  :  However,  an  Exchequer  Proceffe  iffued  againft  him  for 
it,  and  he  applied  to  the  King  for  Relief  ;  who  iffued  a  Writ ‘Jon  the  28th  of 
June  1301,  to  the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer,  to  moderate  the  Fine;  and  they 
reduced  it  to  five  Marks,  which  he  paid  :  And  yet  the  Proceffe  continued  againft 
him  for  the  Refidue  ;  which  obliged  him  to  fue  out  a  fecond  Writ,  and  he  then  ob¬ 
tained  a  Quietus.  Pryn 1  hath  mifplaced  this  Writ,  and  recites  it  to  be  granted 
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ht  the  Petition  of  J.  Archbifhop  of  Armagh,  who  was  not  advanced  to  this  See 
untill  fome  Years  after.]  He  was  a  Man  in  great  Reputation  for  his  Eloquence 
and  Wifdom  *,  and  befides  Books,  rich  eccleftaftical  Veftments,  and  other  things, 
which  he  gave  to  his  Church  of  Armagh ,  he  alfo  [in  1283,]  endowed  it  with  an 
annual  Penfion  of  twenty  Marks,  payable  out  of  his  Mannor  of  Termon-Feicham 
to  be  laid  out  on  the  Fabrick  of  that  Church.  [But,  as  the  publick  Records f  in¬ 
form  us,  this  Grant  was  only  to  continue  for  twenty  Years  ;  and  they  call  it  the 
Mannor  of  Termonfetlym ,  which  Grant  the  King  confirmed.  He  alfo  gave  to 
the  fame  ufe,  a  Tenement  in  the  faid  Town  of  Fermon-Feichan .]  He  appropri¬ 
ated  the  Mannor  of  Dromijkin  to  his  See,  [which  he  had  purchafed,  as  is  before 
related.] 

JOHN  F  A  A  F.  ; 

[ Succ .  1305.  Ob.  1306.] 

ON  E  Michael ,  a  Francifcan  Frier,  and  Reader  of  that  Order  at  Armagh ,  was 
elected  by  the  Dean  and  Chapter,  to  fucceed  Nicholas  ;  and  obtained  the 
Royal  Afient,  on  the  eighth  of  October  1303,  [which  Afient  was  certified  to  the 
Pope  for  his  Confirmation  on  the  Twentieth  4  of  the  fame  Month.]  Yet  he  is  not 
enumerated  among  the  Archbifhops  of  Armagh ,  in  regard  he  never  was  confecra- 
ted.  After  the  Death  of  Archbifhop  Mac-Moliffa ,  the  See  of  Armagh  continued 
Void  for  near  three  Years  ;  And  then  John  Faaf ,  by  a  Provifion  from  the  Pope, 
was  confecrated.  He  died  at  Rome ,  in  the  Year  1306,  and  after  taking  the  Mitre, 
never  faw  his  See. 

WALTER  de  J  0  R  S  E. 

[Succ.  1306.  Refgn.  13 11.] 

W  ALT E  R'  de  Jorfe ,  [by  fome  called  Joyce*]  a  Dominican  Frier,  and  Brother 
to  Thomas  Jorfe ,  Cardinal  of  St.  Sabina ,  was  confecrated  by  Nicholas ,  Car¬ 
dinal  of  OJlium ,  as  appears  by  a  Bull  of  Pope  Clement w  the  Fifth,  dated  the  Fifth  of 
Augujl,  in  the  fecond  Year  of  his  Pontificate,  which  is  extant  among  the  Records 
of  the  Tower  of  London.  [But  this  Provifional  Bull  contained  fome  Claufes  dero¬ 
gatory  to  the  Crown  ;  and  therefore  the  King  refufed  to  give  him  Reflitution  of 
the  Temporalties,  untill  he  had  renounced  thofe  prejudicial  Claufes  ;  particularly  the 
Pope’s  Claim  to  difpofe  of  a  vacant  See,  when  the  x  late  Bifhop  dies  at  his  Court : 
And  he  entred  into  a  Recognizance  to  pay  1000  1.  for  his  offence  :  It  was  upwards 
of  Four  Years  after,  and  juft  before  his  Refignation,  that  he  was  reftored  to  the  quiet 
Pofleflion  y  of  the  Profits  of  his  See.  He  died  before  the  Recognizance  was  levied ; 
and  in  the  Fifteenth  of  Edward  the  Third,  theTreafurer  and  Barons  of  the  Exche¬ 
quer  ilfued  Proceffe  to  Levy  the  fame  on  the  Temporalties  of  David  O-FLiraghty, 
who  was  his  Third  Succeffor.  Davids  being  neither  Heir,  nor  Executor  to  the 
deceafed  Walter,  nor  Manucaptor  for  him,  nor  Tenant  to  any  Lands  or  Heredita¬ 
ments  of  his,  thought  himfelf  aggrieved  by  this  Procefs  ;  and  applied  for  Relief. 
Upon  which  there  iffued  a  Writ*  to  the  Treafurer  and  Barons,  reciting  the  whole 
Matter  aforefaid  ;  and  commanding,  that  if,  upon  Infpedfion  of  the  Rolls,  and 
Memorandums  of  the  Exchequer ,  or  by  inquifition,  it  foould  appear  as  the  faid 
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reprefented  the  Cafe  that  then  they  fhould  fuperfede  the  Proceffe,'and 
give  him  a  Quietus  as  to  the  Demand  :  But  that  they  fhould  levy  the  faid  Sum  from 
the  Heirs,  Manucaptors,  or  Executors  of  Archbifhop  Walter,  or  from  the  Tenants 
bf  hisFee-fimple  Lands,  but  avoid'touching  theTemporalties  aforefaid.  It  was  the 
Pope’s  Ufurpations  that  caufed  fo  heavy  and  unufual  a  Fine  to  be  laid  on  this  Pre¬ 
late  :  For  he  tells 3  the  King  in  plain  Terms,  “  that  no  Body  but  he  had  a  Right  to 
“  provide  for  the  Church  of  Armagh  *,  having,  in  the  beginning  of  his  Apoftolate, 
referved  the  Provifion  to  all  Churches,  both  Archiepifcopal  and  Cathedral,  to  the 
ct  Holy  See  y  and  decreed  every  thing  Fruitlefs  andVain,that  fhould  be  ignorantly  or 
“  knowingly  attempted  to  the  contrary  by  any  Power  whatfoever.That  he  had  ador- 
“ned  Archbifhop  Jorfe  with  the  Pall,  taken  from  the  Body  of  St.  Peter ,  the  enfiga 
of  the  Pontifical  Office  *,  and  therefore  exhorts,  or  rather  commands  the  King  to 
“  reftorethe  Temporalties  without  any  Delay, which  during  the  Vacancy  had  been 
ec  kept  in  his,  and  his  Fathers,  PoffefTion.”  This  Bull  was  the  true  Caufe  of  the  long 
Delay  given  to  this  Prelate’s  Reftitution  ;  and  of  the  heavy  Fine  as  aforefaid.  Jn 
1308,  before  his  Reftitution  to  theTemporalties,  he  petitioned  the  King  for  Re^ 
lief  in  the  conteft  which  had  been  maintained  between  him  and  his  Predeceflbrs,and 
the  Archbifhops  of  Dublin  and  Cajhell ,  concerning  the  Right  of  carrying  the  Crofs 
ere£t  in  the  Provinces  of  thefe  Prelates.  The  prefent  Remedy  b  the  King  gave 
him,  was  •,  that  to  avoid  Tumults,  he  fhould  be  admitted  to  make  Attorneys  to  ap¬ 
pear  for  him  in  Parliament,  and  other  publick  Meetings  within  the  faid  Provinces, 
toad  every  thing  in  his  Name,  as  he  might  have  done  in  Perfon. 

I  fhall  here  take  Occafion  to  give  the  Reader,  in  one  view,  a  full  Idea  of  this 
Controverfy,  in  its  Rife,  Progrefs,  and  final  Period  *,  which  will  give  light  to 
many  Paflages,  now  difperfed  in  fevei'al  Records  and  Hiftories*  and  which  are  of¬ 
ten  only  barely  hinted  at  by  Sir  James  Ware. 

The  Submiftion  of  the  Munfter  Bifhops  to  St.  Patrick  in  point  of  Primacy, 
‘may  be  feen  in  the  Accounts  of  his  Life.c  Hiftory  indeed  is  filent  as  to  the 
Conduct  of  thofe  of  Lein ft er  and  Conaught  upon  the  Occafion  :  Yet  it  is  no  way 
improbable,  that  as  they  were  indebted  for  their  eftablifhment  to  his  Labours  •,  fo 
they  returned  him  that  Reverence  and  Submiftion,  which  were  due  to  his  fuperior 
Virtue.  His  Contemporary  and  Difciple,  Fiech,  d  Bifhop  of  Sletty,  gives  the 
preference  to  Armagh ,  before  all  other  Bifhopricks  in  the  Kingdom,  and  calls  it, 
by  way  of  Eminence,  the  See  of  the  Kwgdotn.  St.  Evin,  c  a  Writer  of  thefixth,  or 
at  lateft,  the  beginning  of  the  feventh  Century,  gives  Armagh  the  Name  of 
the  fixed  Metropolis  of  Ireland  and  allows  it  the  Supreme  Adminiftradon  over 
all  the  Churches  of  the  Kingdom  :  And  all  the  early  Writers  agree  in  calling  it 
-the  Metropolis,  Primatial  Church,  and  Miftrefs  of  all  Ireland.  St.  Bernard ( in 
the  twelfth  Century,  intitles  it,  the  firft  See  ;  and  adds,  “  that  there  was  another 
<c  Metropolitical  See  (i.  e.  Cajhell )  which  Archbifhop  Celfus  had  then  lately  confti- 
“  tuted,  but  fubjeft  to  the  firft  See,  and  to  the  Archbifhop  of  it,  lanquam  Pri- 
4t  mati ,  as  to  its  Primate.”  And  in  Reafon  it  feems  neceftary,  that  there  fhould 
be  a  Supreme  in  every  Country,  for  a  laft  refort  in  all  Matters  of  Controverfy. 

The  Humility,  and  Virtue  of  the  early  Prelates,  and  the  Regular  Lives  bothof 
the  Clergy  and  Laity,  in  the  firft  Agesof  our  Reformation  from  Heathenifm,  affor¬ 
ded  but  littleOccafion  for  the  Exercife  of  this  Primatial  Right.  Nuad,  Archbifhop 
ok  Armagh,  in  the  Year  810,  is  the  firft  we  read  of,  after  St.  Patrick,  who  made  a 
.  Regular  Vifitation  in  Conaught,  and  reformed  fome  Eccefiaftical  Abufes.  And  a 
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few  Years  after,  Artrigius  vifited  both  Munfler  and  Conaught ,  and  exercifed  his 
Primatial  Jurifdi&ion  in  both  thefe  Provinces.  Dermod ,  Mcelifa ,  Donald ,  all 
Archbifhops  of  Armagh ,  in  their  refpeeftive  Ages  continued  this  Practice.  Arch¬ 
bifhop  Cel/us,  in  1106,  vifited  Munjler ,  and  in  mi  prefided  at  the  Synod  of 
XJfneach ,  convened  by  his  Authority  ;  at  which  fifty  Bifhops,  and  three  hundred 
Priefts  aflifted  ;  where  Rules  and  Canons  were  eftablifhed  for  the  Regulation  of 
the  Lives,  both  of  Clergy  and  Laity.  In  1116  he  vifited  Conaught  a  fecond 
Time.  In  1126,  he  continued  a  Year  out  of  his  Diocefe,  and  reduced  the 
Clergy  and  People  to  a  better  Difcipline.  The  feveral  Vifitations  and  Synods 
held  by  Gelafius ,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  through  all  the  Provinces  of  Ireland , 
may  be  in  part  feen  in  his  Life  ;  one  of  which  he  held  at  Clane ,  in  the  Diocefe 
of  Kildare ,  and  Province  of  Dublin ?  in  1 1 62  ;  ten  Years  after  the  Introduction 
of  the  Pall.  Thus  this  Subjection  continued  without  Rub  or  Interruption,  for 
between  feven  and  eight  hundred  Years,  and  without  any  Attempt  made,  from 
anv  other  Part  of  the  Kingdom  to  fliake  it  off.  The  Introduction  of  the  Palls  in 
1152,  was  rather  a  Matter  of  Pride  and  Oftentation,  than  of  any  real  Ufe;  and 
feems  to  have  infpired  the  other  Archbifhops  with  the  thoughts  of  contending 
with  Armagh  ;  founded  upon  a  Suppofition  ;  that  all  the  Archbifhops  were  con- 
ftituted  upon  an  equal  Foot  of  Jurisdiction  •,  fince  there  was  no  difference  made 
in  the  diftribution  of  the  Palls.  It  is  probable,  that  the  bearing  of  the  Crofs 
erect,  and  other  attendant  Ceremonies,  were  introduced  with  the  Pall,  or  much 
about  the  fame  Time  •,  at  leaft  I  have  met  with  no  Account  of  it  before  in  our 
Irijh  Hiftory. 

The  firft  Pretence  for  opening  a  Breach  between  Armagh  and  Dublin ,  was  oc- 
cafioned  by  a  Bull  procured  by  John  Corny  n,  the  firft  Englifh  Archbifhop  of 
Dublin ,  from  Pope  Lucius  the  Ifld,  dated  the  thirteenth  of  April  1182,  where¬ 
by  the  Pope  decreed,  “  that  following  the  Authority  of  the  Holy  Canons,  no 
“  Archbifhop  or  Bilhop,  fhould  without  the  Affent  of  the  Archbifhop  of  Dublin, 
“  (if  in  a  Bifhoprick  within  his  Province)  prefume  to  Celebrate  any  Synod,  or 
“  handle  any  Caufes  or  Ecclefiaftical  Matters  of  the  fame  Diocefe,  unlefs  enjoy- 
“  ned  thereto  by  the  Roman  Pontiff,  or  his  Legate.”  This  Bull  was  twice  re¬ 
newed  in  the  Year  1216,  in  favour  of  Archbifhop  Loundres ,  by  the  Popes 
Innocent  the  Illd,  and  Honorius  the  Illd;  notwithftanding  the  Oppofition  given 
to  it  by  Eugene  Ma.c-Gillivider ,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh  •,  whofe  Death  the  fame 
Year  put  an  end  to  any  Conteft  at  that  Time. 

It  is  hard  to  conceive  what  Pretence  of  Exemption  the  Archbifhop  of  Qajhell 
could  fet  up-,  unlefs  from  the  equality  in  the  Diftribution  of  the  Palls  before  men¬ 
tioned  :  For  he  had  no  Bulls  in  his  Favour;  yet  there  is  a  Copy  of  a  Covenant  ftill 
extant,  and  to  be  feen  in  the  black  Book  of  the  Archbifhops  of  Dublin  ;  whereby 
Archbifhop  Loundres  covenants  with  Marian  O-Brien ,  Archbifhop  of  Cajhell , 
to  oppofe  the  Primate’s  Claim  with  joint  Care  and  Expences  ;  and,  being  alfo 
the  Pope’s  Legate,  and  a  Favourite  of  the  Court  of  Rome ,  his  Intereft  prevailed 
fo  far,  that  in  1221,  he  obtained  a  Bull  from  Honorius  the  Illd,  “  prohibiting 
'*i  any  Archbifhop  or  other  Prelate  of  Ireland  (except  the  Suffragans  of  Dublin, 
“  or  the  Apoftolick  Legate)  without  the  Affent  of  the  Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  or 
“  his  Succelfors,  to  bear  up  the  Crofs,  celebrate  Affemblies,  or  handle  Eccle- 
,<4  fiaftieal  Caufes  in  the  Province  of  Dublin ,  unlefs  delegated  thereto  by  the 
“  Apoftolick  See. 

On  the  other  Hand  the  Archbifhop  of  Armagh  fupported  his  Claim  by 
Immemorial  Cuftom,  and  a  Right  derived  down  from  St,  P.atrkk  ;  and  alfo  by 
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Bulls  obtained  from  Pope  Celejlin  the  Hid,  and  confirmed  by  his  Succeflor,  Inno¬ 
cent  the  Hid.  The  Contrariety  of  thefe  Grants  occafioned  a  great  Controverfy  in 
the  Court  of  Rome ,  between  Reiner ,  Archbifliop  of  Armagh,  and  Luke,  Arch¬ 
bifliop  of  Dublin,  in  the  Year  1250  *,  which  was  held  in  fufpence  for  many 
Years  between  them  and  their  Succeffors  *,  untill  at  laft  Pope  Urban  the  fourth, 
about  the  Year  1261,  confirmed  the  Order  fet  down  by  Pope  Celejlin  the  Hid. 
and  amply  eftablifhed  the  Rights  of  the  Primacy,  in  the  Perfon  of  Patrick  O- 
Scanlain ,  Archbifliop  of  Armagh.  <e  By  our  Apoftolick  Authority  (fays  he)  af- 
tc  ter  the  example  of  Pope  Celejlin  our  Predeceflor,  we  confirm  to  you  and  your 
“  Succefifors,  the  Primacy  of  all  Ireland,  which  you  and  your  Predeceflors  to 
<‘  this  Time  are  well  known  to  have  held  firm  and  unfhaken  •,  and  we  Decree, 
“  that  all  the  Archbifliops,  Bifhops,  and  other  Prelates  of  Ireland,  Ihall  at  all 
**  Times  pay  Reverence  and  Obedience  to  you  and  to  your  SuccefiTors,  as  to  their 
“  Primates.  We  give  Licence  alfo  to  you  and  to  your  Succeffors,  to  bear  be- 
«  fore  you  the  Crofs,  which  is  the  Standard  of  Chrift,  through  all  the  Provinces 
“  and  Bifhopricks  fubjedt  to  you  by  Metropolitical  and  Primatial  Right,  as  it  is 
“  well  known,  was  granted  to  your  Predeceflors  ” 

During  this  Controverfy  between  Armagh  and  Dublin  ♦,  Florence  Mac-Flin, 
Archbifliop  of  Tuatn ,  fet  up  his  Claim  of  Exemption  alfo  in  1255.  But  he  had 
neither  Prefcription  nor  Bull  ia  his  Favour,  and  was  foon  over-ruled  by  Pope 
Alexander  the  IVth;  who  decreed,  “  that  the  Archbifliop  of  Armagh ,  and  his 
«  Succeffors,  may,  if  they  pleafe,  call  themfelves  Primates  of  the  Province  of 
“  Fuam ,  and  caufe  the  Crofs  to  be  carried  before  them  through  all  that  Province, 
“  whenever  they  happened  to  pafs  through  it  and  may  alfo  vifit  the  faid  Pro- 
“  vince,  from  five  Years  to  five  Years,  and  continue  twenty  feven  Days  only  in 
“  their  Vifitationsd*  From  whence  may  be  obferved,  that  infleadof  a  Septennial 
Vifitation  over  Conaught,  which  the  Archbifliops  of  Armagh  formerly  exercifed, 
it  was  now  changed  by  this  Bull,  to  a  Right  every  five  Years  •,  but  the  Days 
of  Vifitation,  which  before  were  unlimited,  were  now  confined  to  twenty  feven. 

Thefe  Priviledges  of  the  See  of  Armagh,  thus  renewed  to  Patrick  O-Scanlain, 
were  foon  after  publifhed  by  him  in  a  Provincial  Synod,  held  at  Drogbedah ; 
whereof  in  the  Regiftry  of  Armagh,  there  is  this  Entry.  “  Feria  Seccunda,  &c. 
‘‘  On  Monday  the  eighteenth  of  January  1262,  Frier  Patrick  O-Stannail  (as  he  is 
“  there  called)  Archbifliop  of  Armagh,  and  Primate  of  Ireland celebrated  a  Synod 
c<  at  Drogbedah,  with  the  Suffragans  of  his  Province,  and  fome  of  the  Suffragans  of 
“  the  Province  of  luam,  fubjedl  to  him  by  Primatial  Right ;  and  fome  of  the 
“  Cathedral  Canons  and  Council  of  the  Archbifliop  of  Dublin  at  which  the  Lord 
“  Juftice,  and  fome  of  the  Peers  of  Ireland  were  prefent  j  and  there  the  Privi- 
“  ledges  of  the  Church  of  Armagh,  concerning  the  Primatial  Right,  after  their 
“  Renovation  in  the  Court  of  Rome ,  were  publifhed.” 

This  folemn  Proceeding  put  a  flop  to  the  Controverfy  ;  and  it  was  not  flirred 
again  untill  a  little  before  the  Year  1 3 1 1  •,  when  John  Lech,  Archbifliop  of  Dublin , 
depending  on  the  King’s  Power  (for  he  was  his  Favourite  and  Almoner)  then 
revived  it.  Againft  whom  our  Prelate,  Walter  Jorfe,  petitioned  the  King,  and 
had  the  ufual  Relief,  that  is,  a  Liberty  to  make  Attorneys  b  to  appear  in  Par¬ 
liament  for  him.  In  a  Parliament  held  at  Kilkenny ,  before  the  Lord  Juftice 
Wogan  i  thefe  Archbifliops  fell  into  Arguments  about  their  Jurifdidlions,  and 
John  Lech  forbad  our  Primate,  Walterjorfe ,  to  Carry  the  Crofs  eredled  before'  him, 
within  the  Province  of  Dublin.  I  do  not  know  what  Application  the  Primate 
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made  at  that  Time  for  Relief;  but  he  furrendred  the  November  following,  not 
improbably  from  this  Caufe  ;  that  he  was  over-born  in  his  Rights  by  the  Arch- 
bilhop  of  Dublin ,  fupported  by  the  King’s  Power. 

His  Brother  Roland  Jorfe ,  who  fucceeded  him  in  the  Archbifhoprick,  continued 
the  Conteft.  For  it  appears  in  the  Annals  publifhed  by  Camden ,  44  That  Arch- 
«  bilhop  Jorfe  arrived  at  Hodth ,  the  Day  after  the  Annunciation  1313.  He  arofe  * 
“  in  the  Night  Time,  and  by  Health  erefted  his  Crofs,  and  carried  it  eredl  as  fir 
u  as  the  Priory  of  Grace-Dieu ,  within  the  Province  of  Dublin .  That  feme  of  the 
cc  Family  of  the  Archbifhop  of  Dublin  met  him,  and  beating  down  his  Crofs, 

“  drove  him  in  confufion  out  of  Leinjler."  Roland  furrendred  as  his  Brother  did  ; 
and  Archbifhop  Bicknor  carryed  all  before  him  for  this  Time. 

The  fame  Annals  give  an  Account,  that  in  the  Year  r  337,  St.  John  Charleton , 
Lord  Juftice,  held  a  Parliament  in  Dublin ,  and  David  O-Hiraghty  Archbifhop  of 
Armagh ,  44  being  fummoned,  made  Preparation  for  his  Attendance  in  St.  Mary's 
a  Abbey  near  Dublin.  But  he  was  hindred  from  appearing,  "by  Archbifhop 
“  Bicknor ,  and  his  Clergy  ;  becaufe  he  would  carry  his  Crofs  ered  before  him, 
a  and  they  would  not  fuffer  it:  Although  the  King  had  iffued  feveral  Writs  f  to 
<t  the  Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  his  Vicar  General,  and  to  the  Mayors  and  Bayliffs 
“  of  the  City,  prohibiting  them  from  giving  him  any  Difturbance,  which  they 
a  difobeyed.  Upon  this  David  caufed  the  aforefaid  Claules  of  Pope  Urban's 
a  Bull,  which  confirm  the  Priviledges  of  the  See  of  Armagh ,  to  be  exemplified, 
a  under  the  great  Seal  of  Ireland ,  on  the  Twenty  Ninth  of  November ,  the  fame 
ci  Year.’*  But  I  do  not  find  that  he  made  any  further  profecution  of  this  Bufi- 

nefs. 

In  1349,  the  Contention  broke  out  more  Fiercely  than  ever,  between  Richard 
Fitz-Ralph ,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  and  the  faid  Alexander  Bicknor.  King  Ed- 
ward  the  3d  wrote  feveral  Letters  that  Year  to  Archbifhop  Fitz-Ralph,  44  ena- 
cc  bimg  him  to  carry  the  Crofs  before  him,  in  any  Part  of  Ireland  ;  and  alfo  to 
<c  peers,  and  great  Men,  to  be  aiding  and  affifting  to  him  in  the  profecution 
cc  Qf  the  Rights  of  his  Church  of  Armagh ,  as  to  the  Primacy.  Fitz-Ralph  con- 
c«  fiding  in  his  Right,  and  truflingto  the  Power  of  God,  and  the  Aid  of  his  Pa- 
“  tron,  St.  Patrick,  approached  with  the  Crofs  eredt  before  him,  even  to  Dub- 
cc  nn ^  and  through  Dublin,  lodged  in  the  City,  and  continued  in  it  three  Nights, 
cc  p[e  openly  read  and  proclaimed  the  Priviledges  of  the  Church  of  Armagh,  and 
cc  the  Bulls  of  his  Primacy,  in  the  prefence  of  the  Lord  Juftice  of  Ireland,  the  Prior 
cc  0f  Kilmainham ,  andfuchof  the  Peers,  who  were  then  in  Town  ;  a-ndfulmina- 
“  ted  the  Sentence  of  Excommunication  againft  all  who  fhould  oppofe  or  refill 
<c  him.  But  the  Lord  Juftice,  and  Prior  of  Kilmainham,  with  their  Accompli- 
cc  ceSj  having  received  Money  from  the  Archbifhop  of  Dublin,  put  a  Stop  to  the 
cc  Affair  of  the  Church  of  Armagh.  The  Primate  returned  to  Droghedah ,  and 
cc  publickly  denounced  all  of  them  excommunicated.  But  fome  of  them  ac- 
tc  knowledging  their  Error,  went  to  Droghedah,  and  humbly  on  their  Knees  ob- 
<l  tained  Abfolution  from  the  Primate.  The  fame  Year,  immediately  after  the 
Retreat  of  the  Primate  from  Dublin,  the  Prior  of  Kilmainham,  who  was  the 
“  fecond  in  the  Confpiracy  againft  the  Church  of  Armagh,  fell  fick  to  Death, 

4 4  acknowledged  his  Error,  fent  folemn  Meffengers,  and  fpecial  Prodfcors  to 
“  Droghedah,  and  offered  to  oblige  himfelf,  and  all  his  Kindred,  never  to  refill 
.  “  the  See  of  Armagh  for  the  future.  Immediately  after  he  had  fent  thefe  Meffen- 
44  gers,  he  died,  and  was  refufed  Chriftian  burial ;  untill  the  Primate  abfolved 
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“  Kim  ;  there  having  appeared  Tokens  of  Penitence  in  him,  The  fame  Year 
<s  alio.)  Alexander  Bicknor ,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  died. 

<SV.  Paul  fucceeded  in  the  See  of  Dublin  and  in  1350  procured  a  Re¬ 
vocation  of  the  King’s  Letters  granted  to  the  Primate,  and  a  flay  of  Execution 
of  the  Primacy,  within  the  Province  of  Dublin.  The  King  in  his  Letter  of  Re¬ 
vocation  fuggefted  ;  that  thefe  Letters  granted  to  the  Primate  had  been  fallaci* 
oufly  obtained,  by  concealing  the  Truth,  to  the  great  Prejudice  of  the  See  of  Dub * 
Rny  and  he  commanded  the  Chancellor  to  iffue  Writs  as  often  as  there  fhould  be 
Gccafion  ;and  to  have  publick  Proclamation  made;  that  no  Body  under  peril  of  Life 
or  Limb  fhould  aft  to  the  contrary  ;  and  he  commanded  the  Juftices-,  Officers  and 
Minifters,  to  arreft  and  imprifon  all  Offenders  in  the  Premiffes,  Fitz-Ralph  ftill 
infilled  on  the  Rights  of  his  Church  ;  and  the  Archbifhop  of  Dublin  obtained 
other  Letters  patent  from  the  King,  Dated  the  12th  of  May  1352,  forbidding, 
more  ftriftly  than  before,  the  Execution  of  the  Primate’s  Power  in  the  Pro 
vince  of  D  ublin. 

A.  D.  1353  The  Controverfy  was  removed  to  Rome  ;  where  the  Matter  (being 
difcuffed  before  Pope  Innocent  the  Vlth)  received  this  decifion  by  his  Holinefs, 
and  the  College  of  Cardinals ;  as  Archbifhop  Alan  in  his  Regifter,  Reports,  (viz.) 
“  When  I  was  in  Rome  (fays  he)  folliciting  the  Affairs  of  the  Archbifhop  of 
<c  Canterbury ,  in  turning  over  many  Controverfies  then  depending,  I  found  in 
“  the  Regiftry  of  Pope  Innocent  the  YIth,  that  the  aforefaid  Suit  was  compofed 
tc  by  the  Authority  of  the  Pope,  and  the  Approbation  of  the  College  of  Car- 
cs  dinals,  under  this  Form,  (viz.)  that  both  Armagh  and  Dublin  fhould  be  Pri- 
tc  mates  *,  but  that  for  diftinftion  fake,  Armagh  fhould  intitle  himfelf  Primate 
cc  of  all  Ireland  ;  and  Dublin  fhould  write  himfelf  Primate  of  Ireland ,  like  Can- 
“  terbury  and  York  A 

There  have  been  fomc  pains  taken  to  blemifh  the  Credit  of  this  Entry  by  a  late 
Writer, h  who  inftnuates,as  if  Alan  had  foifled  it  into  his  Regiftry  without  Authority, 
fupport  of  his  own  Caufe.  Be  that  as  it  will ;  it  is  certain  it  did  not  anfwer  the 
End  intended.  For  it  appeareth  in  the  Regiftry  of  Armagh ,  that  the  Remedy 
was  fo  for  from  being  compleat,  that  the  Suit  was  yet  depending  in  Rome,  on  the 
twentieth  of  January  1365,  twelve  Years  after  the  Decifion  before  mentioned: 
At  which  time  the  Controverfy  grew  fo  warm  between  Milo  Sweetman ,  Arch¬ 
bifhop  of  Armagh ,  and  Thomas  Minot ,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin  ;  that  King  Ed¬ 
ward  the  Hid  thought  it  neceffary  to  interpofe  again,  and  required  that  the 
Matter  fhould  be  friendly  compounded  between  them  ;  and  that  according  to  the 
Example  of  Canterbury  and  York ,  both  fhould  bear  up  their  Crofters  in  each 
others  Provinces,  without  any  interruption  ;  as  is  evident  from  many  of  the  King’s 
Writs  iffued  in  this  Caufe  •,  and  efpecially  by  his  Letters  directed  to  the  Archbi- 
fhop  of  Armagh ,  dated  the  ninth  of  June  1365.  To  which  Milo anfwered  thus, 

“  That  in  Obedience  to  the  Writ,  I  perfonally  appeared  two  Days,  viz.  17th 
ct  and  24th  of  September ,  to  treat  with  the  Archbifhop  ol  Dublin ,  on  the  Con- 
<c  fines  of  my  Province  ;  that  the  Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  although  he  had  No- 
4t  tice,  did  not  appear  ;  but  that  on  the  laft  of  the  faid  Days  he  fent  his  Proftor, 

6C  who  demanded,  that  I  fhould  obey  every  particular  in  the  faid  Writ ;  and 
c£  efpecially  what  related  to  the  Mutual  bearing  up  of  the  Crofs  in  each  others 
<£  Province  *,  which  (fays  he)  I  could  not  agree  to,  for  the  following  Reafons, 

<£  Firft ,  Through  fhortnefs  of  Time,  I  could  not  have  the  Advice  of  my  Dean 
C£  and  Chapter.  Secondly ,  That  in  token  of  my  Primatial  Right,  I  had  by 
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“  common  Law,  Pope’s  Bulls,  and  King’s  Goncefiions,  the  Right  of  eredingfriy 
«  Crofs  in  the  Province  of  Dublin ,  and  in  all  other  Provinces  of  the  Kingdom. 
“  Thirdly,  That  concerning  the  Prirriatial  Right,  and  carrying  the  Crofs  in 
“  the  Diocefe  of  Dublin *  there  hath  been  a  Controverfy  depending  for  many 
“  Years,  and  dill  remains  undecided  in  the  Court  of  Rome  but  no  Controverfy 
“  concerning  his  carrying  the  Crofs  in  my  Province.  Fourthly ,  That  every 
“  Archbilhop  of  Armagh  hath,  or  ought  to  have,  by  Right,  and  antient  Cuftom, 
<c  three  Archbilhops  in  Ireland  fubjed  to  him*  (viz.)  Dublin ,  Cajhell ,  an&Tuam  ; 
«c  Yhe  latter  of  whom  contended  upon  this  Matter,  and  my  Predeceffor  had  a 
“  judicial  Sentence  againlt  him  in  the  Court  of  Rome  ;  and  obtained  a  Bull  from 
“  the  Apoftolick  See,  that  he  might,  by  Primatial  Right,  vifit  the  Province  of 
«  juam  every  .five  Years-,  ("which  I  have  in  my  cuftody;)  and  fo  concludes^ 
“  praying  the  King’s  excufe  for  not  obeying  his  Writ  in  that  particular  ;  and  de- 
««  firing,  that  no  fuch  Writ  Ihould  for  the  future  ifiue  out  of  his  Chancery .** 
The  Kino-  alfo  fent  a  Writ 1  to  the  Archbilhop  of  Dublin  about  the  fame  time, 
injoining  him  to  give  a  meeting  to  Armagh,  and  to  treat  amicably  concerning 
their  Differences  about  carrying  the  Crofs  ;  and  to  make  fuch  a  final  End,  that 
the  Liberty  of  carrying  the  Crofs  might  be  mutual  in  each  others  Diocefe  ;  ta¬ 
king  example  from  the  Reformation  made  by  the  King  between  Canterbury  and 
York  and  if  any  impediment  fhould  arife,  then  commanding  him  to  appear  be¬ 
fore  him  in  England  at  a  future  Day,  to  give  an  Account  to  him  of  the  impedi¬ 
ment,  and  to  receive  his  and  his  Councils  Orders  therein.  We  fee  the  Archbi¬ 
lhop  of  Dublin’s  Condud  upon  this  Occafion  before,  in  the  Anfwer  of  the  Arch¬ 
bilhop  of  Armagh. 

This  Method  then  proving  ineffedual  *,  Lionel  Duke  of  Clarence,  Lord  Lieute¬ 
nant  of  Ireland ,  on  the  third  of  Oblober  following,  ilfued  a  Writ  to  the  She^ 
riff  of  Dublin,  dated  at  Kilkenny ,  commanding  him  to  warn  the  Archbilhop 
of  Dublin,  to  appear  before  him,  at  Caftledermot ,  on  the  Tuefday  after  St.  Luke’s, 
Day,  to  anfwer  for  the  aforefaid  Contempt,  in  not  meeting  and  agreeing  with  the 
Archbilhop  of  Armagh. 

Whether  the  Ambition  of  the  Archbilhops  of  Dublin  flagged,  or  for  what  other 
Caufe  I  cannot  tell  but  the  Cornell  feems  to  have  been  laid  afide,  untill  the  Time 
of  Richard  Talbot ,  Archbilhop  of  Dublin  ;  who  had  been  many  times  Lord  Jullice, 
and  Lord  Deputy.  His  Contemporary,  John  Swain,  Archbilhop  of  Armagh,  was, 
at  five  feveral  Parliaments  held  in  the  Province  of  Leinfier ,  fummoned  to  appear, 
(viz.)  in  1429,  k  1435*  1436,  1437,  anc*  *43^  5  and  as  often  made  Returns  to  the 
Writs  of  Summons,  that  he  could  not  perfonally  attend  without  violation  of  his 
Oath  taken  at  his  Confecration  (viz.)  To  defend  the  Rights  of  his  See ;  and  that 
he  was  hindred  by  the  Means  of  the  Contradidion  and  Rebellion  of  the  Arch¬ 
bilhop  and  Clergy  of  Dublin ,  on  the  Articles  of  bearing  his  Crofs,  and  his  Pri¬ 
matial  Jurfdidion,  in  the  Province  of  Lein/ler.  The  fame  happened  to  his 
Succeffor,  John  Prene,  in  1442  1  and  1443,  and  four  times  to  Archbilhop  Mey, 
(viz.)  in  1446,  ra  i447>  *448>  an<^  *44 9-  ft  ought  to  be  obferved,  that  on  the 
15th  of  July  1443,  after  the  Death  of  Primate  Prene ;  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of 
Armagh  eleded  Archbilhop  Talbot  to  the  Primacy  ;  and  in  the  Preamble  of 
their  Letters  to  Pope  Eugene  the  IYth,  intimating  the  Eledion ;  they  fet  forth 
the  Priviledges  of  the  See  of  Armagh ,  and  its  Right  of  bearing  the  Crofs  through 
all  the  Provinces  of  the  Kingdom.  But  he  rejeded  the  Eledion,  and  therefore

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hath  left  us  room  only  to  guefs  what  his  Conduft  would  have  been,  in  cafe  lie 
.  had  accepted  of  it4 

Archbifhop  Talbot  died  in  1449.  His  next  Succeffors,  (viz.)  Michael  Tregury * 
John  Walton Walter  Fitz-Simons ,  William  Rokeby ,  and  Hugh  Inge ,  being  Men 
of  Moderation,  were  contented  with  their  peculiar  Rights  ;  by  which  means  the 
Archbifhops  of  Armagh  quietly  enjoyed  their  Primacy  over  the  other  Provinces. 
In  the  Records  of  Armagh  may  be  feen  the  Letters  i ffued  by  Primate  Bote , 
In  1461,  for  Vifitation  of  the  Provinces  of  Cajhell  and  Tuam  ;  and  the  next 
Year,  a  Sentence  given  upon  an  Appeal  made  from  the  Archbifhop  of  Dublin * 
to  the  Primatess  Confifiory,  November  $tb,  1462,  in  a  Matrimonial  Caufe  be¬ 
tween  Alfon  or  Alice  Knight,  and  her  Hufband  Simon  Abrey,  wich  is  cited  out 
of  the  Regifler  of  Armagh  by  Dr.  Dudley  Loftus,  in  the  Caufe  of  Ware  and 
Shirley.  So  in  1493,  in  a  Caufe  between  Nicholas  Maguire ,  Biffiop  of  Leighlin , 
and  the  Chapter  of  that  Cathedral j  the  Chapter  appealed  to  the  Metropolitan 
Confiflory  of  Dublin  :  But  not  meeting  Relief,  they  again  appealed  to  the  Pri-* 
matial  Court  of  Droghedah ,  where  Oft  avian,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh,  hearing 
the  Proofs,  inhibited  the  Bifhop  from  attempting  any  thing  to  the  Prejudice  of 
the  Daily  Diftributions  of  the  faid  Cathedral,  and  cited  the  Parties  to  his 
Chancery  near  Droghedah.  This  Account  is  given  by  Thacly  Dowling  in  his 
Annals.  {|  Nor  was  there  any  Difference  of  Note  after  this,  untill  1533;  where, 
in  a  Parliament  that  Year  Aflembled,  John  Alan,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin,  a  Pre¬ 
late  of  an  high  and  turbulent  Spirit,  revived  the  old  Controverfy  concerning 
Precedence,  with  Primate  Cromer,  who  had  been  the  Year  before  conflicted 
Lord  Chancellor,  which  Office  Archbifhop  Alan  had  formerly  exercifed.  The 
Account  Alan  gives  of  it  in  his  Regifler  is  but  fhort,  and  fhews  his  Temper, 
but  not  the  Succefs.  “  Tempore  meo,  &c.  In  my  Time  (faith  he)  a  Controver- 
“  fy  arofe  between  me  and  the  Archbifhop  of  Armagh,  who  was  then  the  King’s 
<c  Chancellor,  concerning  Precedence.”  Doubtiefs  he  was  defeated  in  his  Enter”* 
prize,  or  he  would  not  have  omitted  to  inform  the  World  of  the  Succcfs. 

The  eflablifhment  of  the  Reformation  put  an  end  to  all  Controverfies  con¬ 
cerning  bearing  the  Crofs.  From  that  Time  it  confided  in  a  Conteft  for  Pre¬ 
cedence  in  Parliament,  and  other  publick  Afifemblies.  George  Dowdal,  Archbi- 
fhop  of  Armagh  was  a  zealous  Enemy  to  the  Reformation,  and  with  all  his  Might 
oppofed  the  introdu&ion  of  the  Liturgy  in  the  Englijh  Tongue.  On  the  Con¬ 
trary,  George  Brown,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin,  favoured  it  with  as  much  Zeal 
and  Refolution  :  In  Reward  of  whofe  extraordinary  Merit,  King  Edward  the 
Vlth  ftripped  Dowdal  of  the  Primacy  of  all  Ireland ;  and  by  Letters  patent 
Dated  the  20th  of  October  1551,  conferred  the  fame  on  Archbifhop  Brown , 
and  annexed  it  for  ever  to  the  See  of  Dublin.  Queen  Mary  brought  all  back 
again  into  the  old  Channel,  obliged  Brown  to  furrender  his  Patent,  and  to  deli¬ 
ver  it  cancelled  into  the  Chancery,  where  a  Vacat  remaineth  on  it  on  Record. 
That  Queen  on  the  12th  of  Ofiober  1 553,  in  the  firfl  Year  of  her  Reign,  paffed 
new  Letters  Patent  under  the  Great-Seal,  whereby  ffie  re-eflablifhed  the  Title 
and  Office  of  the  Primacy  of  all  Ireland  in  the  See  of  Armagh  for  ever,  ac¬ 
cording  to  antient  ufage.  “  'We  refcore  (fays  ffie,  to  Dowdal )  the  Primacy  of  all 
“  Ireland,  which  your  Predecefibrs  beyond  the  Memory  of  Man,  have  been 
64  known  to  have  held  ;  and  we  confirm  to  you  for  ever  the  fame  ;  com- 
“  manding  that  all  other  Archbiffiops  and  Biffiops  ffiall  pay  Obedience  to  the 
<c  Primates,  in  the  Exercife  of  their  Primatial  Office.5’ 

j|  Ad,  an.  1493*  ' 
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tender  this  Authority,  Matters  continued  quiet  for  upwards  of  feventv  Years  : 
Adam  Loftus,  while  Primate  of  Armagh ,  took  place,  and  figned  before  the 
Archbifhop  of  Dublin  ;  but  when  he  was  tranflated  to  Dublin ,  he  gave  precedence 
to  Primate  Lane  after,  and  figned  after  him  :  We  hear  of  no  Difpute  for  Pre¬ 
cedence,  untill  Lancelot  Bulkeley  was  promoted  to  the  See  of  Dublin.  He  revived 
the  Cor.troverfy  with  Primate  Hampton ,  about  the  Year  1623,  upon  this  Ground  ; 
that  a  Proteftant  King  and  Council  wouid  confirm  the  Patent  granted  by  a  Pro- 
teftant  King  to  his  Predeceffor  Brown,  and  abolifh  that  of  a  Popifh  Queen  tb 
Primate  Dowdall.  The  Death  of  Primate  Hampton  foon  after  filenced  .the  Dif¬ 
pute  at  this  time.  But  Archbifhop  Bulkeley  again  fet  it  on  Foot  againft  Primate 
Ufsher  *,  upon  which  Occafion,  King  Charles  the  Firfb,  on  the  8th  of  July  1626* 
in  the  fecond  Year  of  his  Reign,  direded  Letters  to  the  Lord  Deputy  Falkland , 
'and  the  Privy  Council,  to  examine  into,  and  finally  determine  the  Difference  ; 
that  the  Scandal,  arifing  upon  fuch  an  unfecmly  Contention  between  Prelates, 
might  be  avoided.  But  nothing  was  done  in  Execution  of  this  Command,  until! 
June  1634,  a  little  before  the  Meeting  of  the  Parliament ;  when  the  Lord  Depu¬ 
ty  Strafford  fummoned  the  two  Archbifhops  before  the  Council  Board,  and  for 
two  feveral  Days, -examined  narrowly  into  the  Differences  viewed  the  Records; 
and  heard  all  that  could  be  alledged  on  either  fide  ;  and  then  declared,  n  “  That 
“  it  appeared  as  well  by  the  Teftimony  of  Bernard,  in  the  Life  of  Malachy,  as 
by  the  old  Roman  Provincials,  and  divers  other  Evidences,  that  the  See  of 
“  Armagh  had  from  all  Antiquity  been  acknowledged  the  prime  See  of  the 
“  whole  Kingdom,  and  the  Archbifhop  thereof  reputed,  not  a  Provincial  Pri- 
“  mate,  (like  the  other  three  Metropolitans,)  but  a  National,  i.  e.  the  foie  Pri* 
u  mate  of  Ireland ,  properly  lo  called.  That  in  the  Reigp  of  Queen  Elizabeth , 
m  die  Archbifhop  of  Dublin  (not  being  Chancellor)  both  at  the  Council  Board, 
and  in  the  Execution  of  the  Lligh  Commiffion,  (even  for  fuch  things  as  pro- 
“  perly  ccncerned  the  Diocefe  of  Dublin  itfelf )  did  conftantly  fubferibe  after  the 
«  Archbifhop  of  Armagh  :  That  in  the  Statute  made  for  the  Eredion  of  Free- 
kt  Schools  in  the  1 2th  Eliz.  the  Archbifhop  of Armagh  is  nominated  before  the  Arch - 
“  bifhop  of  Dublin,  as  he  was  in  that  of  the  27th  of  Queen  Elizabeth  ;  v/here  all 
“  the  Archbifhops  and  Bifhops  were  ranked  in  their  Order  *,  as  appeared  by  the 
“  Parliament  Rolls  :  For  which  Reafon  he  decreed,  that  the  Archbifhop  of 
«c  Armagh,  and  his  Succeffors  for  ever,  fhould  have  Precedency,  and  be  ranked 
before  the  Archbifhop  of  Dublin,  and  his  Succeffors,  as  well  in  Parliament 
kc  and  Convocation  Houfe,  as  in  all  other  Meetings  ;  and  in  all  Com  millions 
v/here  they  fhould  be  mentioned  ;  and  in  all  places,  as  well  within  the  Diocefe 
*c  or  Province  of  Dublin ,  as  elfewhere;  untill  upon  better  Proof  on  the  part  of  the 
“  Archbifhop  of  Dublin,  it  fhould  be  adjudged  otherwife.”  And  thus  was  this 
Difpute  finally  ended,  which  had  from  time  to  time  perplexed  and  difturbed  both 
Church  and  State  for  many  hundred  Years. 

Before  the  paffing  of  this  Ad:  of  Council,  Primate  Ufsher  was  commanded  to 
draw  up  a  State  of  the  Controverfy,  and  to  deliver  in  Writing  what  he  knew  on 
the  Subjed.  He  unwillingly  engaged  in  fo  invidious  an  Argument,  efpecially  as 
it  fo  nearly  concerned  himfelf.  But  on  the  repeated  Commands  of  his  Superiors, 
he  wrote  a  fhort  Difcourfe  upon  the  Subjed  ;  which  is  depofited  among  the  Ma- 
nuferipts  of  Trinity  College,  Dublin.  This  is  the  fame  Piece  which  Dr.  Wilkins  0 
hath  publifhed  in  his  Councils,  and  therein  brings  down  the  Argument  to  the

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Time  of  granting  the  Patent  to  Archbifhop  Dowdal  by  Queen  Mary ,  in  155  3; 

I  fhould  have  obferved*  that  after  the  Reformation*  the  Controverfy, 
concerning  Precedence  was  kept  up  between  the  titular  Clergy  of  the  Papal 
Communion,  and  handed  down  among  them,  probably  to  this  Day.  For  we 
find  that  in  June  1670,  there  was  a  Meeting  in  Dublin ,  of  all  the  Archbifhops 
andBilhopsof  that  Communion,  in  order  to  fubfcribe  a  Remonftrance  of  their 
Loyalty,  to  be  prefented  to  the  Lord  Berkley ,  Lord  Lieutenant ;  when  a  Difputc 
arofe  among  them,  whether  Oliver  Plunket ,  titular  Primate  of  Armagh ,  or  Peter 
Talbot ,  titular  Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  fhould  fubfcribe  firft.  This  Conteft  gave 
rife  to  a  Pamphlet  wrote  by  Plunket ,  called.  Jus  Primatiale ,  or  the  antient 
Right  and  Preeminence  of  the  See  of  Armagh  above  all  other  Archbifhopricks  of 
Ireland ,  printed  in  1672,  8vo.  Talbot  anfwered  this  by  a  Treatife  publifhed  at 
Lijle  in  1 2 mo,  intitled,  Primatus  Dublinienfis,  vel  fumma  rationum  quibus  inniti- 
tur  Ecclefia  Dublinienfis  in  poffejfione  et  profecutione  fui  Juris  ad  Primatum  Hibernia. 
The  Argument  hath  been  fince  more  copiouQy  treated  of  by  Hugh  Mac- Mahon, 
titular  Primate  of  Armagh ,  who  died  2d  Augufi  1737,  with  the  Title  of  Jus  Pri¬ 
matiale  Armachanum ,  publifhed  in  1728,  4to.  wherein  the  Subject  is  learnedly  and 
accurately  handled,  and,  I  may  fay,  exhaufted.  From  thefe  fevepal  TreatifesI  have 
for  the  moftPart  drawn,  what  I  have  offered  upon  the  Occafion  of  this  Controver- 
fy  ;  that  hath  caufed  a  long  Digrefhon  in  the  Account  of  Primate  Jorfe ;  but  as  it 
may  be  judged  neceffary  to  lay  the  whole  of  this  Difpute  open  in  one  View,  I 
hope  the  Reader  will  excufc  the  length  that  the  Hiflory  of  it  hath  run  into.] 
Walter  Jorfe  made  a  Refignation  of  the  Archbifhoprick  on  the  1 6th  of  Novem¬ 
ber  1311,  [as  fome  fay  ;  but  I  rather  think  his  Refignation  was  earlier.  For 
the  provifional  Letters  P  for  his  Succeffor  Roland,  bear  Date  the  13th  of  November 
1 3 1 1  ;  and  therein  the  Pope  mentions  the  Church  of  Armagh  to  be  long  vacant, 
by  the  Refignation  of  Walter.  AntoniusSenenfis ,  in  his  Chronicle  of  the  Domini¬ 
cans ,  gives  him  the  Chara£ter  of  a  Man  ofexquifite  Learning,  and  great  Gravity.] 
He  had  fix  Brothers  by  the  fame  Mother,  who  were  all  of  the  Order  of  St.  Domu 
nick.  Perhaps  he  was  Walter  the  Englijhman ,  whom  Raphael  Volaterran  s  makes 
Confeffor  to  King  Edward  of  England ,  and  fays,  that  he  was  buried  at  Genoa  in 
Italy. 

ROLAND  JORSE. 

[Slice.  13 1 1.  Refgn.  132 1.] 

ROLAND  Jorfe ,  a  Dominican  Frier  alfo,  and  Brother  both  by  Father  and 
Mother  to  his  Predeceffor  Walter ,  fucceeded  by  the  Pope’s  Provifion* 
[bearing  Date  r  the  13th  of  November ,  13 n.  It  appears  by  the  faid  provifional 
Bull,  that  he  was  confecrated  by  Berengar ,  Bifhop  of  Tufculum .]  He  was  reflored 
to  the  Temporalties  on  the  1 5th  of  September ,  1313,  [although  it  appears  by  the 
Exchequer  Records,  fthat  his  Writ  of  Reftitution  bears  Date  the  20th  of  December 
1312,  Anno  6  Edward  2d.]  He  alfo,  as  his  Brother  did  before  him,  rdigned 
the  Archbifhoprick  on  the  20th  of  March ,  1321,  [being,  it  feems,  grieved  on 
Account  of  the  impoverifhing  of  his  See,  by  the  Ravages  and  Devaflations  of 
Bruce  and  his  Scots ,  and  the  perpetual  Demand  of  the  Pope  for  the  Fees  of  his 
Promotion.  The  Year  before  his  Refignation,  the  King  wrote  *  to  the  Pope  in 
his  Behalf,  to  beg  a  Forbearance  of  the  Debts  he  owed  to  the  Apoftolick  See,  for 
five  or  fix  Years,  and  to  relax  any  Sentence  of  Excommunication ,  which  he  might

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have  incurred  for  Nonpayment.]  Some  Writers  place  Walter  de  la  Pole  next  after 
Roland ;  and  fay,  that  in  the  Year  1 3  j  8,  he  was  prefent  in  the  Battle,  wherein,  Ed¬ 
ward  Bruce ,  Brother  to  the  King  of  the  Scots ,  who  laid  claim  to  the  Kingdom  of 
Ireland ,  was  (lain.  But  I  fufpedt  the  Truth  of  this  Account  •,  for  there  is  not  the 
leaft  Mention  made  of  this  Walter  in  the  publick  Records  :  And  it  is  manifeft  be-, 
fides  out  of  the  fame  Records*  that  Segrave ,  who  fucceeded,  was  reftored  to  the 
Temporalties,  upon  the  Refignation  of  Roland .

STEPHEN  SEGRAVE. 

[SuCC.  I322.  Ob.  1333.] 

ST  E  P  H  E  N  Segrave ,  Redtor  of  the  Church  of  Stepney ,  near  London ,  [elec¬ 
ted  1  Dean  of  Litchfield ,  December  5th,  1320,]  and  for  a  Time  Chancellor  of 
the  Univerfity  of  Cambridge  ;  was  defcended  from  a  Noble  Family  ;  and  fucceeded 
to  this  See  by  the  Provifion  df  Pope  John  the  2 2d,  in  1322.  He  was  confirmed 
by  King  Edward  the  2d,  and  reftored  totheTemporalties,  (as  wecall  them)  or  the 
Epifcopal  Revenues,  on  the  31ft,  of  July  1323  [having  u  firft  openly,  willingly, 
and  exprefly  relinquifhed  all  Claufes  in  the  Popes  Bull,  prejudicial  to  the  Rights 
and  Prerogatives  of  the  Crown  ;  and  acknowledged,  that  he  was  ready  to  receive 
the  Temporalties  from  the  King  by  his  Liberality  and  fpecial  Grace.]  King  Ed¬ 
ward  [the  third]  wrote  Letters  in  his  Favour  to  the  fame  Pope,  in  the  Year  1331, 
[or,  as  I  rather  think,  in  1 328  w;]  in  which  among  other  Things  he  commends  him 
“  for  the  Nobility  of  his  Birth,  the  integrity  of  his  Morals,  his  eminent  Know- 
ledge,  and  approved  Diligence  in  his  Paftoral  Fundtion.  He  died  in  1333,  on 
the  27th  of  October.  [ Le  Neve  x  placeth  his  Promotion  to  this  See  in  1324,  and 
quotes  the  Chapter  Adis  of  the  Church  of  Litchfield  for  his  Authority :  poflibly  it 
was  that  Year  he  quitted  Litchfield  to  come  to  Ireland .] 


DAVID  O-HIR  AGHTT \ 

[Succ.  1334.  Ob.  1346.] 

DAVID  O-Hiraghty ,  by  others,  called  Mac-Oreghty ,  was  confecrated  at 
Avignion  ;  and  afterwards  obtained  Reftitution  of  the  Temporalties  on 
the  1 6th  of  March  1334.  He  was  fummoned  to  a  Parliament  held  in  Dublin  un¬ 
der  St.  John  Charleton,  Lordjuftice  of  Ireland ,  in  1337,  “  and  made  Prepara- 
*«  tions  for  his  Attendance  in  St.  Mary's,  Abbey  near  Dublin  :  But  hewasobftruc- 
“  ted  by  the  Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  and  his  Clergy;  becaufe  he  would  have  his 
“  Crofs  advanced  before  him  ;  which  they  would  not  fuffer.”  So  fays  Chrijlopher 
Pembridge  in  his  Annals  of  Ireland ,  publifhed  by  Camden  at  the  End  of  his  Bri- 
tannia.  He  died  according  to  the  Annals  of  Nenagh,  on  the  Feaft  of  St  Brendan 
of  Clonfert ,  i.  e.  on  the  1 6th  of  May,  1 346  ;  but  thefe  Annals  are  grofly  miftaken 
in  calling  him  David  O-Ferral  ;  as  Pembridge ,  in  the  above  quoted  Annals,  alfo 
is,  when  he  placeth  his  Death  in  1 337-

RIC  H  R  D  Fitz-Ralph ,  by  others  called  Richard  Ralph>  [wa$  born  at  Dun¬ 
dalk  in  the  County  Louth  ;  and  was  educated  at  Oxford  under  the  Tuition  of 
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John  Bakenthorp ,  y  an  eminent  Divine,  and  a  great  Enemy  to  the  begging  Friers  j 
who  infpired  his  Pupil  with  thefe  Sentiments,  which  he  afterwards  learnedly  ex- 
crcifed  againft  that  Fraternity.]  He  commenced  Doctor  of  Divinity  at  Oxford , 
and  became  Chancellor  of  that  Univerfity,  in  the  Year  1333  ;  His  firffc  Promo¬ 
tion  is  laid  to  be  to  the  Deanery  Of  Litchfield  [by  the  Favour  of  King  Edward  the 
Hid,  to  whom  he' was  well  recommended.  Yet  it  appears  from  Le  Neve’s  Fafti, 
that  he  was  collated  Chancellor  of  the  Church  of  Lincoln ,  July  10th  1334  ;  be¬ 
came  Archdeacon  of  Chefer ,  in  133 6*,  and  was  perfonally  inftalled  Dean  of 
Litchfield  on  the  20th  of  April  1337.]  He  was  afterwards  by  the  Provifion  of  Pope 
Clement  the  6th  advanced  to  the  See  of  Armagh  ;  and  confecrated  at  Exeter  on  the 
8th  of  July  134 7,  by  John  de  Grandifon ,  Bilhop  of  Exeter ,  and  three  other  Bi~ 
Ihbps.  Raphael  Volaierran  z  calls  him  Cardinal  of  Armagh  :  but  I  am  of  Opinion 
he  is  in  an  Error.  It  is  certain  Alphonfus  Ciaconius  and  OnuphriusP anvinius  make  no 
mention  of  him  in  their  Catalogues  of  the  Cardinals;  He  was  a  very  learned  Di  * 
vine,  and  an  afiiduous  Preacher.  There  is  extant  in  Manufcript  a  Book  of  his 
Sermons*  which  he  preached  partly  at  Litchfield*  London ,  and  other  places  in  Eng¬ 
land  partly  at  Droghedah *  Dundalk ,  Trim,  and  other  Churches  in  his  Province  ; 
and  partly  at  Avignion  in  France  \  which  are  pregnantTeftimoniesof  his  Learning* 
and  other  Virtues.  If  the  Reader  hath  a  Curiofity  to  know  what  Works  he  left 
behind  him,  he  may  confultthe  firft  Book  of  the  Irijh  Writers. 

In  1356,  [or  1357,]  he  went  for  England ,  [at  a  Time  when  there  were  great 
Contentions  between  the  Friers  and  Secular  Clergy,  concerning  Preaching,  and 
hearing  Confefllons.  The  Controverfy  began  in  the  Year  i24oa;  when  the  Ox¬ 
ford  Men  firft  oppofed  the  Friers  i  and  the  Quarrel  was  continued  down  to  the 
Time  of  Richard  Fitz-Ralph ,  and  grew  more  violent  afterwards.  Luke  Wading  b 
placeth  this  Oppofition  to  a  Principle  of  Revenge  in  the  Primate  ;  for  that  he 
was  obftrudted  in  an  Attempt  he  made,  to  remove  the  Ornaments  of  a  Convent 
of  Friers  at  Droghedah  into  his  own  Palace  ;  but  that  the  Friers  were  protected, 
and  their  Property  preferved,  by  one  Bath ,  then  Mayor  of  Droghedah  :  That 
being  provoked  by  this  Repulfe,  he  eagerly  and  warmly  engaged  in  the  Contro¬ 
verfy  then  on  Foot  againft  them  in  -England ;  that  he  at  firft  only  oppofed  the  Ex¬ 
emptions  and  Priviledges  of  the  Mendicants  \  but  that  the  Difputes  growing  high, 
he  at  laft  impugned  the  Legality  of  their  Order,  and  with  all  his  might  fuppor- 
ted  the  Rights  of  the  Secular  Clergy  againft  them.]  He  preached  fome  Sermons 
in  London ,  wherein  he  maintained  nine  Conclufions  (as  he  himfelf  fays  in  his 
Defenforium  Curatorum )  againft  the  Mendicant  Orders  ;  for  which  the  Guardian  of 
the  Francifcans  at  Armagh ,  and  others,  both  of  that  Order,  and  of  the  Domini¬ 
cans,  had  him  cited  to  Avignion ;  where  he  appeared,  and  continued  for  three 
Years,  [and  in  the  Prefence  of  Pope  Innocent  the  Vlth, c  undauntedly  maintained 
the  fame  Conclufions.  The  Pope  committed  the  Examination  of  his  Caufe  to 
four  Cardinals,  viz,  William ,  Bifhop  of  Lufculum  j  Peter ,  Cardinal  of  St.  Mar¬ 
tin  in  Montibus  •,  Helias ,  Cardinal  of  St.  Stephen  in  Ccelio  Monte  ;  and  Francis 
Cardinal  of  St.  Mark  ;  and  wrote  to  all  the  Archbifhops  and  Bilhops  of  Eng¬ 
land ,  not  to  make  any  Innovation  againft  the  Friers  during  the  Suit.*  The  Con¬ 
troverfy  continued  a  long  Time  *  Fitz-Ralph  was  filenced,  the  Pope  maintained 
the  Rights  of  the  Friers,  in  Relation  to  Preaching,  Confeflions,  and  free  Sepul¬ 
ture.]  J

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Before  thefe  Tempefts  were  appeafed,  he  died,  on  the  16th  of  November  1360 ; 
under  which  Year  in  the  Annals  of  Ireland ,  published  by  Camden ,  is  this  Paflage. 
“  In  the  Year  1360,  Mafter  Richard  Fitz-Ralph,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  died. 
“  in  Haynault ,  on  the  16th  of  December.”  But  in  the  Manufcript  Copy  of  thefe 
Annals,  it  is  more  truly  faid,  in  the  Court  of  Avignion ,  on  the  1 6th  of  the  Ca¬ 
lends  of  December ,  that  is,  the  1 6th  of  November.  [In  a  Fragment  of  Henry  of 
Knighton ,  it  is  faid,  that  upon  thefe  Differences  between  the  Francifcans  and  Richard 
Fitz-Ralph ,  both  Parties  appealed  to  the  Court  of  Rome  *,  that  the  Archbifhop 
had  a  Subfidy  from  his  Clergy  to  maintain  the  Suit ;  and  that  the  Abbat  of 
St.  Albans  was  his  Prodtor  there :  And  further,  that  he  died  in  the  Year  1361, 
and  not  1360  ;  but  his  Death  is  almoft  univerfally  fixed  to  the  latter  of  thefe 
Years  ;  and  is  confirmed  by  certain  Manufcript  Annals  in  the  Cotton  Library,  '‘un¬ 
der  the  Year  1360  ;  which  alledge,  “  That  the  Difputes  between  the  Francifcans 
“  and  Richard  Fitz-Ralph  were  put  an  End  to,  by  the  abfolute  Command  of  the 
“  Pope,  in  the  Life-time  of  the  Archbifhop  j  but  that  he  died  the  fame  Year  in 
“  the  Court  of  Rome :  And  that  it  was  at  that  Time  faid,  that  he  was  poifoned  by 
<c  the  Friers,  his  Enemies”  Fox  e  adds,  that  a  certain  Cardinal,  hearing  of  his 
“  Death,  openly  protefted,  that  a  mighty  Pillar  of  Chrifl’s  Church  was  fallen.] 
His  Bones  are  faid  to  have  been  tranflated  by  Stephen  de  Valle ,  Bifhop  of  Meath  * 
about  the  Year  1370,  to  Dundalk,  (where  he  was  born  *  and  hath  been  known  by 
the  Name  of  Richard  of  Dundalk  •,  )  [and  Sir  Thomas  Ryves  f  affirms,  that  his 
Monument,  although  defaced,  and  maimed,  yet  remained  at  Dundalk  in  the 
Year  1624.]  His  Virtues  were  fo  great,  and  fo  many  were  the  Miracles  afcribed 
to  him,  that  afterwards  Pope  Boniface  the  IXth  ifTued  a  Bull  to  John  Colton j  Arch¬ 
bifhop  of  Armagh ,  Richard  Toung ,  Bifhop  eledt  of  Bangor ,  and  to  the  Abbat  of 
Ofney ,  near  Oxford ,  to  hold  an  Inquiry  concerning  the  Truth  of  them.  But  the 
whole  Matter  by  Degrees  vanifhed  away  in  Silence  under  this  Commiflion  j  of 
which  the  Reader  may  find  a  fuller  Account  in  Luke  Wading,  s  [Yet  notwith- 
ftanding  the  great  Opinion,  which  was  had  of  his Virtue  and’Sandtity  ;  yet,  becaufe 
he  was  an  Enemy  to  the  Mendicants ,  fome  have  fpoken  but  indifferently  of  him 
and  his  Writings ;  and  Bcllarmin  h  thinks  they  ought  to  be  read  with  caution. 
Prateolus , 1  and  others,  although  they  allow  him  to  have  been  poflefled  of  great 
Accomplilhments,  yet  rank  him  among  the  Hereticks :  But  Wading  though 
not  favourable  to  his  Caufe,  yet  clears  him  of  this  Afperfion  ;  and  affirms,  th&t 
he  never  departed  from  the  Unity  of  the  Church,  to  whofe  Correction  he  fubmit* 
ed  ail  his  Writings  ;  and  adds,  that  he  rather  offended  by  the  Exuberance  of  his 
Knowledge,  than  by  the  Perverfity  of  his  Will.  Some1  have  thought  it  proba* 
ble  that  he  tranflated  the  Bible  into  Irijh.  Archbifhop  Bramhall  had  fo  great  an 
Opinion  of  him ;  that  in  returning  from  his  Vifitation  by  Dundalk ,  a  little  before 
his  Death,  he  made  an  Inquiry  where  he  was  buryed,  and  was  refolved  to  have 
eredted  a  Monument  to  his  Memory.] 


MILO  SWEETMAN. 


[Succ.  1361.  Oh.  1380.] 


MILO  Sweet  man,  Treafurer  of  the  Cathedral  of  Kilkenny ,  was  promoted  to 
this  See  in  the  Year  1361  j  a  Man  of  Wifdom  and  Learning.  He  was

follicite  the  Pope’s  Confirmation.  But  before  his  Arrival,  Innocent  the  Vlth 
had  conferred  that  Bifhoprick  on  John  of  Tatenale  i  However,  to  give  Satisfadti- 
On  to  Milo ,  he  afterwards  declared  him  Archbifliop  of  Armagh ,  which  See  he 
governed  almoft  nineteen  Years  j  and  died  in  his  Manor  of  Dromijkin,  on  the 
sithof  Auguft  1380.  \Patrick  Magonail,  Bifhop  of  Raphoe,  was  elected  to  this 
See  by  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Armagh ,  and  confirmed  by  the  Popes  Bull,  in 
1 363  '  upon  a  Suppofition,  as  is  to  be  prefumed,  of  the  Death  of  Milo,  See  this 
Matter  at  large  under  Patrick  Magonail ,  Bifhop  of  Raphoe.] 

JOHN  COLTON. 

[Succdi^Si.  Rejign.  1404.] 

JOHN  Colton  fucceeded.  He  was  born  at  Tirington ,  in  the  County  of  Nor¬ 
folk,  took  his  Degree  of  Dodtor  of  the  Canon-Law  in  the  Univerfity  of 
Cambridge ,  was  the  firft  Mafter  of  Gonville-Hall  in  the  faid  Univerfity  in  1348, 
afterwards  Dean  of  St.  Patrick ’s,  Dublin ,  and  for  a  Time  both  Lord  Chancellor 
and  Lord  Juftice  of  Ireland.  For  upon  the  Death  of  Edmund  Mortimer ,  Earl 
of  March  and  Ulfler ,  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland ,  in  the  Dominican  Abbey  at 
Corke ,  on  St.  Stephen's  Day,  the  26th  of  December  1381,  he  was  the  Day 
following  appointed  Lord  Juftice,  and  there  took  the  Oath  of  Office.  [But  he 
was  Lord  Chancellor  of  Ireland  before  that  (viz.)  in  1379,  and  had  both  Ad¬ 
vancements  while  he  was  Dean  of  St.  Patrick's.]  He  was  afterwards  by  the  Pro- 
vifion  of  the  Pope,  advanced  to  the  See  of  Armagh ,  and  had  Reftitution  of  the 
Temporalties,  on  the  9th  of  March  1382.  King  Richard  the  lid  employed 
him  in  Embafly  to  the  Court  of  Rome ,  together  with  John  Whitehead , 
Batchellor  of  Divinity,  and  Richard  Moor,  Vicar  of  T ermon-Feichan.]  He  died 
on  the  27th  of  April  1404,  and  was  buried  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Droghedah , 
having  a  little  before  his  Death  refigned  hisArch-Biffioprick.  [ Richard  MeJJingUd* 
fhop  Of  Dromore ,  and  his  next  SuccefTory^/z,  are  faid  to  have  made  their  Profeffion 
of  Obedience  to  Archbifliop  Colton ,  the  Firft,  on  the  1  ith  of  November  1408, 
the  other,  on  the  4th  of  February ,  1410.  But  that  Account  is  attended  with 
fuch  Difficulties,  that  I  cannot  but  think  Colton  was  mifprinted  for  Fleming.  For 
by  all  Accounts  he  died  in  1404. n  See  under  MeJJing ,  Bifhop  of  Dromore.]  He  an* 
nexed  to  his  See,  the  Benedict  in  Abbey  of  St.  Andrew ,  in  the  County  of  Down , 
commonly  called  Black- Abbey,  which  was  purchafed  from  the  Abbey  of  St.  Mary 
deLonley  in  Normandy ,  to  which  it  had  been  a  Cell.  [Some  fay  °  this  Union  was 
made  by  Richard  Fitz-Ralph ,  in  the  Reign  of  King  Edward  the  Illd;  who  payed 
two  hundred  Pounds  to  the  Abbat  and  Convent  of  Lonley  for  their  Confirmation- 
This  rqay  poffibly  be  fo,  and  yet  the  Union  be  not  compleated  untill  the  Time 
of  this  Prelate.  It  is  certain  it  was  feized  into  the  King’s  Hands,  as  an 
Alien  Priory  ii?  the  19th  Year  of  King  Richard  the  lid,  A.  D.  1395,?  and  the 
Cuftody  of  it  granted  on  the  19th  of  July  that  Year  to  Archbifliop  Colton ,  at  the 
Rent  of  ten  Marks.]  He  was  a  Prelate  in  very  high  Reputation,  for  Virtue  and 
Learning,  [dear  to  all  Ranks  of  People  on  the  Score  of  his  Affability  and  fweet- 
'nefs  of  Temper.]  There  are  yet  extant  fome  of  the  Provincial  Conftitutions  prp- 
rniUlged  by  him.  [And  he  hath  written,  according  to  Leland , q  (who  calls  him  Johan¬ 
na  Coledumtsd)  a  Ireatife  de  Caufa  et  remedio  Schifmatis ,  occasioned  by  the  Schifms 
‘then  in  the  Popedom.]

NICHOLAS  Fleming,  a  Secular  Prieft,  was,  after  the  Refignation  of  Col¬ 
ton,  declared  Archbifhop  by  Pope  Boniface  the  IXth,  and  was  confecrated 
on  the  firft  of  May  1404.  [He  fent  William  Purcell  his  Proctor,  to  affift  at  the 
General  Council  of  Conjlance  in  1415  ;  which  William  Purcel  was  alfo  Prodlor 
for  Thomas  Snell,  Bifhop  of  Offory.~\  Our  Prelate  died  in  June  141 6,  and  was  bu¬ 
ried  at  Droghedah  in  St.  Peter’s  Church.  His  Provincial  Conftitutions,  and  Part 
of  his  Regifter  are  yet  extant. 

[After  his  Death,  there  were  two  eledbed  to  this  high  Station,  before  the  Ad¬ 
vancement  of  his  Succelfor,  John  Swayn  ;  firft,  Richard  Talbot,  who  did  not  in 
due  time  profecute  his  Confirmation,  and  was  prefently  after  advanced  to  the  Seb 
of  Dublin  :  The:  ,  Robert  Fiiz- Hugh,  Chancellor  of  the  Cathedral  of  Dublin,  and 
Redtor  of  Finglas  in  that  Diocefe  *,  who  was  certified  for  Confirmation  to  the  Ge~ 
heral  Council  of  Conjlance  then  Sitting,  in  the  Vacancy  of  the  See  of  Rome,  on 
the  30th  of  Oftober  1416.  But  how  he  came  to  be  fet  afide,  I  know  not,  to  make 
room  for  the  Advancement  of  Swayn  j  in  whofe  Regifter  r  may  be  feen  the  Ger*- 
tificate  above  mentioned  ;  wherein  the  Election  and  Negligence  of  Talbot ;  and 
the  Elediion  and  Recommendation  of  Fitz-IIugh  to  the  Council  of  Conjlance , 
both  appear.] 

JOHN  S  IF  A  YN. 

[Succ.  14  T7*  Fbejign .  1439.] 

JOHN  Swayn,  Redtor  of  the  Church  of  Galt  rim  in  Meath,  was  Confecrated 
Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  at  Rome,  about  the  beginning  of  February  1417,  [be¬ 
ing  advanced  thereto  by  the  Provifion  of  Pope  Martin  the  Illd,  then  lately 
placed  in  the  Papal  Chair.]  He  was  afterwards,  in  the  Year  1421,  fent  by  the 
Parliament  into  England ,  together  with  St.  Chrijlopher  Prefton,  to  lay  the  State 
of  Ireland-,  and  the  many  Grievances  neceflary  to  be  redrefied  there,  before  King 

Henry  theVth.  ~  1  -  -  . . . 

[He  held  a  Provincial  Synod  at  Droghedah,  on  the  13th  of  Ottober  1427  ;  f  at 
which,  Edward,  Biftiop  of  Meath,  John ,  Bifhopof  Down, Arthur,  Bifhop  of  Clogher, 
Lawrence ,  Bifhop  of  Raphoe,  Donat,  Bifhop  of  Kilmore,  Richard ,  Bifhopof  Ardagh, 
and  Donald,  Biftiop  of  Der ry,  affifted.  In  1429,  1435,  1436,  1437,  and  1438, 
he  was  fummonedto  attend  feveral  Parliaments  held  in  the  Province  of  Leinjler, 
but  made  returns  as  often,  that  he  could  not  appear  Perfonally,  on  Account  of 
the  Obftrudtions  that  he  expedted  to  meet  from  the  Archbifhop  bf  Dublin,  about 
bearing  up  his  Crofs  ;  of  which  th,e  Reader  may  fee  a  full  Account  in  the  Life  of 
Archbifhop  Walter  Jorfe.  p.  77.]  Having  governed  this  See  upwards  of  twenty 
one  Years,  and  finking  under  the  Burthen  of  Old  Age,  he  made  a  voluntary 
Refignation  of  the  Archbifhoprick,  in  the  Year  1439?  and  died  a  few  Years  af¬ 
ter,  and  was  buried  at  Droghedah,  in  St.  Peter’s  Church,  where  he  had  foun¬ 
ded  a  Chappel  and  Chantry,  dedicated  to  St.  Anne*

JOHN  Prene ,  Batchelor  of  the  Civil  and  Canon  Laws,  Archdeacon  Jand 
Official t  ]  of  Armagh,  [and  perpetual  Vicar  of  the  Churches  bf  Keppock,  Drum~ 
carre ,  and  Stabanan,]  was  by  the  Provifion  of  Pope  Eugene  the  IVth,  appointed 
SuccelTor  in  this  See,  and  was  Confecratcd  about  the  Clofe  of  November  1439. 
[He  alfo,  like  his  Predeceffor,  refufed  to  appear  Perfonally  in  Parliament,  on 
Account  of  the  Obftru&ion  given  him  in  bearing  his  Crofs,  by  the  Archbiffiop 
of  Dublin.']  He  died  in  June  1443,  a£  his  Manor  of  Fermon-Feichin ,  and  was 
buried  there  in  the  Chancel  of  St.  Feic  bin’s  Church. 

JOHN  MET. 

[Slice.  1444.  Ob.  1456.] 

JOHN  Mey ,  Batchelor  of  the  Civil  and  Canon  Laws,  Official  of  the  Court  of 
Meath ,  [and,  as  he  fays  himfelf,  u  Vicar  of  the  Parilh  Churches  of  Delvin 
and  Kilmefan ,  in  the  County  of  Meath]  was  advanced  to  this  See  by  the  fame 
Pope  Eugene  the  IV,  and  was  Confecrated  on  the  20th  of  June  1444.  [He 
was  often  under  the  fame  Circumftances  with  his  two  immediate  Predeceffors  in 
regard  to  his  perfonal  Appearance  at  Parliaments,  held  in  the  Province  of  Leinjler , 
on  Account  of  the  Oppofition  given  him  in  bearing  his  Crofs  by  the  Arqhbi- 
ffiop  of  Dublin .}j  He  died  in  1456,  having  fat  above  twelve  Years  *,  during  which 
Period  he  had  been  for  a  Time  [viz.  in  1453]  Lord  Deputy  to  James  Butler 
Earl  of  Ormond  and  Willjhire,  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland. 

[It  ffiould  have  been  mentioned  before,  that  at  the  Petition  of  the  Dean  and 
Chapter  of  St.  Patrick’s,  Dublin,  he  granted  w  fourty  Days  Indulgences  to  all  Peo¬ 
ple,  who  ffiould  be  Contributers  to  the  providing  a  great  Bell  in  that  Cathedral, 
and  to  the  making  fome  new  Windows  and  other  Repairs  therein.  He  united  * 
and  annexed,  by  the  Confent  of  his  Dean  and  Chapter,  his  Menfal  Tyths  of 
.Rathcool  for  ever,  to  the  Chantry  of  St.  Anne’s  Chappel,  within  St.  Peter’s  Church 
at  Droghedah,  founded  by  Archbiffiop  Swain ,  to  maintain  a  greater  Number 
of  Priefts  to  pray  for  the  Souls  of  him  and  hi$  Predeceffors.] 

JOHN  BOLE. 

[f Succ .  1457.  Ob.  1470.] 

JOHN  Bole,  Abbat  of  the  Monaftery  of  St.  Mary  at  Navan  in  Meath,  was 
Confecrated  in  June  14 57,  and  died  on  the  iSth  of  February  1470.  While 
he  was  Abbat  of  Navan ,  he  procured  fome  indulgences  from  Pope  Nicholas  the 
Vth,  in  favour  of  fuch,  who  ffiould  undertake  Pilgrimages  to  that  Abbey,  and 
who  ffiould  offer  Oblations  towards  repairing  or  beautifying  the  Fabrick  of  it. 
.[He  held  a  Provincial  Synod  at  Droghedah,  in  St.Peter’s  Church,  on  the  9th  of  June 
1460-,  at  which  Fhady,  Biffiop  of  Kilmore,  and  Cormac,  Biffiop  of  Ardagh,  affifted, 
as  may  be  feen  in  his  Regiftery.]  At  the  Inflance  of  this  Prelate,  King  Edward 
the  IVth  confirmed  the  Priviledges  of  the  See  of  Armagh  on  the  5th  of  April 
1467.  His  Regifter,  together  with  thofe  of  his  three  next  immediate  Predeceffors, 
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are  to  this  Day  extant  in  one  Volume,  among  the  Archives  of  the  Church  of 
Armagh.  Some  mention  Humbert  of  Roan,  a  Dominican,  as  Archbilhop  of  Ar¬ 
magh,  in  the  Year  1464.  But  as  it  is  pad  Controverfy,  that  Bole  governed 
this  See  at  that  Time,  I  do  not  reckon  this  Humbert  among  the  Archbilhops  ; 
and  the  rather,  as  there  is  no  mention  made  of  him  in  our  Records.  [Poflibly 
fuch  a  Man  might  have  been  Coadjutor  or  Vicar  to  him.]  Upon  the  Death  of 
Archbifhop  Bole,  the  Cudody  of  the  Temporalties  of  the  Sec  of  Armagh  was 
committed  to  Richard  Lang,  Bifhop  of  Kildare ,  on  the  5th  of  May  1470;  and  after 
he  had  received  the  Profits  thereof  for  four  Years,  Charles  O-Mellan ,  the  Dean, 
and  the  Chapter  of  Armagh,  made  earned  application  to  the  Pope  to  promote 
him  to  the  Archiepifcopal  See  •,  a  Copy  of  which  Letter  is  to  be  feen  among  the 
Records  of  the  Church  of  Armagh .  z  But  Sixtus  the  IVth,  who  was  then  Pope, 
reje&ed  their  Suit,  and  conferred  the  Archbifhoprick  on  John  Foxalls. 

JOHN  FOXALLS. 

[Succ.  1475.  Oh.  1476.] 

TH  E  See  was  vacant  almod  five  Years  after  the  Death  of  Archbilhop  Bole ,  • 
[the  Temporalties  during  that  Time  being  received  by  Richard  Lang,  Bi¬ 
fhop  of  Kildare,  as  aforefaid.]  But  at  lad  John  Foxalls ,  a  Francifcan ,  was  Confe- 
crated  Archbilhop  of  it.  He  died  in  England  the  fecoild  Year  after  his  Confe  - 
cration,  having,  as  it  feems,  never  vifited  his  Diocefe,

[Succ,  1477.  Rcfgn.  1479.] 

*| D  MtIND  Connejburgh,  Was  confecrated  in  1477,  and  Refigned  in  1479. 
XL  [Before  his  Settlement  in  this  See,  at  lead  before  his  Reditution  to  the  Tem¬ 
poralties,  King  Edward  the  IVth  iffued  a  Commifiion  a  to  him,  and  to  Alvared 
Connejburgh ,  Efquire  of  his  Body,  to  hear  and  determine  all  Controverfies, 
Suits,  and  Debates  depending  between  any  of  the  Great  Men  or  Peers  of  Ireland , 
dated  the  fird  of  June,  A.  D.  1477  ;  and  on  the  third  of  July  following,  grant¬ 
ed1’ him  the  Cudodium  of  all  the  Temporalties  of  the  faid  Archbifhoprick, 
then  in  the  King’s  Hands;  to  hold  during  the  Time  they  Ihould  remain 
%n  the  King’s  Cudody,  without  Account.  On  the  fecond  of  May  1478,  the 
King  ilfued  a  Writ  c  to  the  Lord  Deputy,  and  all  his  Subjeds,  to  be  aiding 
and  abiding  to  him  in  the  Polfelfion  and  Enjoyment  of  the  faid  Cudodium,  fo 
granted  him  ;  and  commanding  them  not  to  admit  of  any  Archbilhop  but  him, 
without  the  King’s  exprefs  Confent.  It  feems  the  Pope  had  a  mind  to  difplace 
him,  for  not  being  expeditious  in  paying  the  Fees  of  his  Bulls,  and  to  place 
a  SuccelTor  in  his  Room,  as  will  appear  prefently.]  His  Succelfor,  Ottavian  de 
Palatio,  adminidred  the  See  under  him,  and  made  ufe  of  this  Title,  Nuntio 
“  of  the  Apodolick  See,  and  by  fpecial  Deputation,  General  Governour  both 
tc  in  Spirituals  and  Temporals  of  the  Cathedral,  Metropolitical  Church  of  Ar- 
<c  magh,  and  Primacy  of  Ireland ;  ”  as  appeals  in  his  Regidry  ; d  [wherein  there  is 
extant  a  provifional  Epidle  to  Oftavian,  eondituting  him  Governour  of  the 
Church  of  Armagh,  both  in  Spirituals  and  Temporals,  becaufe  Edmund  had 
not  taken  care  to  pay  the  Pope’s  Fees  ;  — ■  “  9tyia  diftus  Edm,undus  Connef- 
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“  burgh  Uter as  -Apojlolica)  Super  Brovifiorie  e  manibus  Mercatorum ,  qiiibus  eas  con - 
“  fig  navi,  nunqu am redemit.  Becaufe  he  had  never  redeemed  his  Apoltolick 
Letters  from  the  >  Merchants,  to  whom  the  Pope  had  configned  them”  And 
-for' this  ReafonDfl avian  was  appointed  Governour  of  the-  See,  to  fecure  Payment 
to  the  Pope  out  of  the  Profits  ;  which  I  think  can  be  the  only  meaning  of  that 
-Pafiage  in  the  Pope’s  Letter ;  and  explains  the  King’s  Writ  to  the  Lord  Deputy, 
dated -the  Second  of  May  1478,  before  mentioned.  But  Archbilhop  Connef- 
burgh  did  not  enjoy  this  Dignity  long  :  He  was  made  uneafy,  and  kept  poor  by 
Lis  crafty  Succeffor  ;  and  in  November  following,  was  obliged  to  come  to  a  fort 
of  Simoniacal  Agreement  with  OHavian,  which  is  entred  in  his  Regiltry,  (vizi) 
-that  Connejbiirgh  fhould  refign  into  the  Hands  of  the  Pope  •,  and  that  as  foon 
its  Octavian  fhould  obtain  peaceable  Pofieffion  of  the  See,  he  fhould  difcharge 
all  Connejburgh* s  Debts  contradted  21  Rome,  for  the  obtaining  his  Dignity-;  and 
fhould  pay  him  during  his  Life,  a  Penfion  of  fifty  Marks  current  Money  of  Ire¬ 
land,  or  the  Value  in  any  Irijh  Commodities,  at  the  Election  of  the  refigning 
Archbilhop.  But  it  was  near  two  Years  before  this  Agreement  had’ its  full  effeft 
in  the  peaceable  Advancement  of  Octavian .]  j

OCL AVIAN  de  Palatio ,  a  Florentine ,  and  Dodtor  of  the  Canon  LaW, 
was  advanced  by  Pope  SixtusA he  4th,  in  the  room  of  Connejburghwho  had 
refignedy-  and  -was  confecrated  a  little,  before  the  End  of  March  -1480.  In  one 
particular  he  is  not  to  be  named  without  due  Honour  ;  that  when  King  Henry  the 
7th  was  deferted  by  moll  of  the  Men  of  power  in  Ireland ,  he  never  could  be  per- 
fwaded  to  depart  from  his' Allegiance,  ortoftrike  in  with  the  contrary  Fadtion"; 
although  he  was  obliged  to  ftruggle  with  many  Difficulties  and  Troubles  on  that 
Account.  [Notwithftanding  his  firm  Attachment  to  the  King,  yet  there  wanted 
not  thofe,  who  whifpered  the  contrary  into  the  Ears  of  the  Pope  ;  and  his  Holf- 
-nefs,  on  the  9th  of  January  1487, e  diredted  his  Bull  to  the  Ar^ibiffiops  of  Cajhell 
and  Lmm,  and  the  Bilhops  of  Clogher  and  OJJory ,  reciting,  that  he  had  been  irr- 
fbrmed,  that  this  Archbilhop,  Walter,  Archbilhop  of  Dublin,  and  the  Bilhops  of 
* Meath  and  Kildare,  were  not  afhamed  to  adhere  to  the  King’s  -  Enemies,  and  tb 
Proclaim  and  Crown  a  Pretender;  and  therefore  authorized  them  fecretly  to  inquire 
into  the  truth,  and  fend  him  Word,  that  he  might  proceed  againft  them  according 
•to  the  Canons.  It  is  certain  Dublin ,  Meath  and  Kildare,  were  very  faulty  in  this 
particular  :  But  Obi  avian  was  firm  and  unlhaken  in  his  Loyalty  ;  nor  had  the  Pope 
Reafon  to  judge  otherwife.  For  the  Year  before  this  Bull  ilfued,  and  at  the  very 
Time  of  the  Diflradion  occafioned  by  the  Mock-Prince ;  OH  avian  had  -wrote f 
to  the  Pope,  expreffing  his  Difiatisfadlion  at  the  then  Proceedings,  and  telling  him. 
That  his  Brother  of  Canterbury  had  fatisfied  him  of  the  Truth,  and  that  he 
“  was  convinced,  that  the  Fomenters  of  that  Impollure  were  willing  to  breed 
“  Diflention.”  And  in  his  Letter  s  to  the  Archbilhop  of  Canterbury  in  1488, 
folliciting  his  Intereft  to  be  made  Chancellor  of  Ireland,  he  tells  him,  “  that  hd 
“  was  the  only  Perfon  who  obftrudled  the  Coronation  of  Sirnnel ;  and  that  in 
doing  fo,  he  had  fubjedted  himfelf  to  great  Perils :  For  that  the  Earl  of  Lincoln 
“  had  in  a  Rage  demanded  Authority  from  the  Lord  Deputy  (Kildare)  to  execute 
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the  Vengeance  of  the  King  (meaning  Simnett)  on  alloppofers’;  which,  although 
“  Kildare  at  that  Time  refufed,  yet  (he  fays)  he  never  had  been  able  to  recover 
“  his  Favour,  but  Fill  remained  under  doubt  and  perplexity  of  lofing  his  tem- 
“  poral  Goods.”  The  Reader  may  fee  many  curious  particulars  in  this  Letter, 
too  long  to  be  here  inferred.  This  Anger  of  Kildare  againft  the  Primate  continu¬ 
ed  long.  There  is  a  Letter  h  of  that  Earfs  extant  to  WalterHoutk ,  Chief  Baron  of 
the  Exchequer ,  in  1497,  Commanding  him  “  to  acquit  Oft  avian,  and  his  Vicars 
“  General,  of  all  Fines,  Actions  and  Amercements,  at  the  King’s  Suit,  touch- 
“  ing  his  Abfence  out  of  the  Kingdom,  without  fufficient  Licence  ;  for  that  an  Ac- 
“  cord  and  Agreement  was  made  between  them  concerning  the  fame.”  So  fmall 
a  Thing  did  Kildare  lay  hold  on  to  revenge  himfelf  of  one  of  a  contrary  Party  !] 
Oft  avian  died  in  a  very  advanced  Age,  fometime  in  June  1513,  having  gover¬ 
ned  this  See  thirty  three  Years  and  three  Months  ;  during  which  Time  he  held 
many  Provincial  Synods,  which  are  taken  Notice  of  in  his  Regifter,  [viz.  one 
at  Droghedah ,  on  the  fifth  of  July  1480,  another  in  the  fame  Place  on  the  tenth 
of  July  i486,  another  in  the  fame  Place  on  the  6th  of  July  1489  ;  another  at  A- 
thirdee  on  the  thirteenth  of  September  1492,  another  at  Droghedah ,  on  the  6th  of 
July  1495,  another  at  the  fame  Place,  on  the  eighth  of  July  1504  j  from  whence, 
the  Plague  raging  in  that  Town,  it  was  adjourned  to  the  8th  of  the  Month  follow¬ 
ing  at  Athirdee  •,  and  one  at  Droghedah  on  the  8th  of  July  1507.  Thefe  Vulgar 
Rhimes  made  on  the  Barbarous  Manners  of  the  Common  People  of  Armagh  are 
afcribed  to  this  Prelate.

JOHN  KITE. 

[Suc'c.  1513.  Refign.  1521.] 


JOHN  Kite ,  was  born  in  the  City  of  London,  and  was  for  .a  Time  Ambaffador 
J  from  King  Henry  to  Spain  ;  a  Man  in  great  Efteem  for  his  Hofpitality.  He 
was  by  the  Provifion  of  Pope  Leo  the  tenth,  advanced  to  the  See  of  Armagh ,  be¬ 
fore  the  clofe  of  the  Year  1513,  and  (according  to  the  mode  of  Speaking)  got 
reftitution  of  the  Temporalties  on  the  twentieth  of  May  1514. 

[He  went  to  England,  at  the  King’s  fpecial  command,  in  the  Year  1516,  andhad 
a  Writ1  of  Prote&ion  for  himfelf  and  his  See  during  his  Abfence  ;  for  which  he 
had  a  Licence  as  long  as  he  pleafed,  and  in  the  mean  Time,  Authority  to  receive 
and  enjoy  all  the  Profits  of  his  Bifhoprick,  and  to  have  them  returned  to  him  by  his 
Attorneys  and  ProCtors  ;  notwithftanding  the  Statute  of  Abfentees  made  in  the 
Reign  of  King  Henry  the  Vlth,  or  any  other  Statutes.]  But  he  refigned  on  the 
third  of  Augufl  1521 ;  and  was  afterwards  made  Archbilhop  jof  Thebes  in  Greece , 
andBilhop  [Commendatory]  of  Carlijle  in  England ;  [by  which  Title  he  is  cal¬ 
led  in  a  Recognizance  k  entred  into  by  St.  Thomas  Kytfon  to  him,  dated  the  4th  of 
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June  153$,  conditioned  for  the  performance  of  the  Sale  of  an  Eftate  in  CornivalU 
made  to  him  by  Sir  Thomas .  Dr.  tleylin  1  placeth  his  advancement  to  the  See  of 
Carlijle  in  1520,  and  takes  no  Notice  of  his  having  been  Archbifhop  of  Armagh  •* 
which  his  Epitaph,  hereafter  mentioned,  alfo  omits.]  He  lived  afterwards  to  the 
19th  of  June  1537  ;  on  which  Day  he  died,  in  a  very  advanced  Age,  at  Stepney 
near  London ,  and  was  buryed  there,  almoft  in  the  middle  of  the  Chancell,  in¬ 
clining  to  the  North ,  under  a  Marble  Monument;  on  which  is  engraved  an  Englijb 
Epitaph,  in  hobling  Rhime,  unworthy  of  fo  learned  an  Age :  It  is  extant  in 
Weever' s  Funeral  Monuments,  mand  runs  thus.

With  witt  endewyd  chofen  to  be  Legate

And  laft  of  Carlyel  rulyng  paftorally

By  his  Will,  n  dated  the  eighteenth  of  June  15-37,  a°d  Proved  in  the  Preroga¬ 
tive  of  Canterbury ,  three  Days  after,  (wherein  he  ftiles  himfelf  Archbifhop  of 
Thebes ,  and  Commendatory  perpetual  of  Carlijle )  he  bequeaths  his  Body  to  be  bu¬ 
ryed  by  that  of  his  Father  in  St.  Margaret's  Church,  Weftminfter  :  Yet  his  Exe¬ 
cutors,  or  Friends,  did  not  think  fit  to  be  at  the  Trouble  of  complying  with  his  Re- 
queft  ;  but  buried  him  where  he  died.  His  Promotions  to  Thebes ,  and  Carlijley 
came  fo  quick  upon  him,  that  the  Fees  of  the  Bulls  for  his  Tranflations,  and  the 
Retention  of  other  Benefices,  amounted  to  the  Sum  of  1 790  Ducats ;  but  we  are 
told, 0  that  275  Ducats  of  thefe  Fees  were  remitted  to  him  for  the  fake  of  Cardinal 
Wolfey ,  whofe  Creature  he  was.] 

GEORGE  CROMER. 

[Succ.  152  t.  Oh.  1542.] 

QEORGE  Cromer ,  an  Englifhman  of  great  Gravity,  Learning,  and  a  fweet  De¬ 
meanour,  fucceeded  Kite  in  the  Archbifhoprick  of  Armagh ;  and  was  confecrated 
in  England  the  April  after  that  Prelate’s  Refignation.  [He  was  reftored  to  the 
Temporalties  by  Writ, p  dated  the  20th  of  June ,  1523,  which  had  a  Retrofpeft: 
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to  the  Time  of  the  Refignation  of  Archbifhop  Kite ;  and  in  it  was  Contained  a 
Protection,  and  a  Licence  of  Abfence  for  a  Year  and  a  Half  from  the  Time  of 
his  Confecration  ;  with  Power  in  the  mean  time  to  receive  the  Profits,  and  to  return 
them  into  England  ;  notwithftanding  any  Statute  to  the  contrary  •,  as  alfo  Liberty 
during  all  the  time  he  fhould  continue  in  the  See  to  Tranfport  all  his  Goods  and 
Chatties,  Horfes,  Hawks,  Wooll,  and  other  Merchandizes  for  his  own  ufe  into 
England ,  or  elfe  where  *,  without  paying  Cuftom  or  Subfidy,  or  any  Exa&ion  or 
Burthen  to  the  King  ;  and  free  from  Seifure,  Forfeiture  or  Search  of  any  of  the 
King’s  Officers.] 

In  July  1532,  he  was,  by  the  Intereft  of  Gerald  Earl  of  Kildare ,  made  Lord 
Chancellor  of  Ireland ,  upon  the  removal  of  John  Alan ,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin  ; 
which  proved  a  great  Means  of  heightning  the  old  Feuds  between  Kildare  and 
Alan.  He  executed  this  high  Truft  for  two  Years  ;  but  was  then  removed,  and 
fucceeded  by  John  Barnwall ,  Baron  of  T rimlefton.  [He  much  oppofed  the  King 
in  fhaking  off  the  Pope’s  Supremacy  in  Ireland ,  and  laid  a  Curfe  on  thofe  who 
fhould  difown  it ;  and  drew  to  him  moft  of  his  Suffragans  and  Clergy  within  his 
Jurifdi&ion.  He  incited  both  the  Pope  and  Oneil  to  obftruft  the  Changes  in  Reli¬ 
gion  ;  and  after  the  ACl  of  Supremacy  had  palled,  did  what  he  could  to  put  a 
Stop  to  the  Execution  of  It.]  He  died  on  the  16th  of  March  1542,  or  1543,  if 
we  count  the  beginning  of  the  Year  from  the  firft  of  January.  [On  the  3d  of 
July  following  Primate  Cromer's  Death,  a  Synod  was  held  by  the  Clergy  of  Ar± 
magh ,  in  the  vacancy  of  the  See.] 


GEORGE  D  O  IV  D  A  L  L. 


[< Succ .  1543.  Ob .  1558.] 

QEORGE  Dowdall ,  a  Native  of  the  County  of  Louth ,  and  Official  to  his  Pre- 
deceffor  Cromer ,  fucceeded  by  the  Intereft  of  the  Lord  Deputy  St.  Legery 
[who  alfo  had  procured  him  the  Guardianfhip  s  of  the  Spiritualties  of  this  Arch- 
bifhoprick,  during  the  Vacancy.]  He  was  a  Man  of  Gravity  and  Learning,  and 
a  very  affiduous  Preacher.  By  the  Mandate  r  of  King  Henry  the  VUIth  he  was 
about  the  beginning  of  December  1543,  confecrated  by  Edward  Staples ,  Bifhop 
of  Meath ,  affifted  by  other  Bifhops.  [Notwithftanding  he  was  a  moft  zealous  Man 
for  Popery  •,  yet  he  was  contented  to  take  his  Advancement  from  the  King,  and 
could  never  obtain  a  Provifion  from  the  Pope ;  who  had  promoted  another  to  it. 
In  February  1550,  King  Edward  the  Vlth  fent  his  Order  into  Ireland  for  the 
ufe  of  the  Liturgy  in  the  Englijh  Tongue.  Sir  Anthony  St.  Leger ,  then  Lord  De¬ 
puty,  affembled  the  Clergy  upon  this  Occafion.  Archbifhop  Dowdall  fet  himfelf 
at  the  Head  of  the  Popifh  Party,  and  oppofed  the  receiving  it  with  all  his  Might ; 
while  Brown ,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  was  as  zealous  on  the  otherSide  of  the  Quef- 
tion  •,  and  after  much  bickering  between  the  Deputy  and  the  Primate,  it  was  re¬ 
ceived  and  ordered  to  be  Read  in  all  Churches.  See  more  of  his  Oppofition  to 
the  Reformation  under  George  Brown ,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin.  All  the  Suffragan  Bi¬ 
fhops  of  the  See  of  Armagh  adhered  to  Dowdall ,  except  Staples  Bifhop  of  Meath , 
before- mentioned.  Dowdall  fiiffered  for  this  Oppofition.  For,  on  the  20th  of 
OSlober  following,  he  was  deprived  of  the  Title  of  Primate  of  all  Ireland ,  and  the 
fame  was  by  Letters  patent  conferred  on  Archbifhop  Brown ,  and  his  Succeffors  for 
ever.  I  do  not  find  that  he  was  ftripped  of  his  Bifhoprick ;  but  his  high  Stomach 
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could  not  digefl.  this  Affront.  He  went  into  voluntary  Banifhment]  and  lived  art 
Exile  for  a  Time  in  foreign  Parts,  during  the  remainder  of  the  Reign  of  King 
Edward  the  Vlth,  [with  the  Abbat  of  Centre  in  Brabant.']  And  in  the  mean 
Time  his  See  was  conferred  on  Hugh  Goodacre.  But  he  was  recalled  by  Queen 
Mary,  about  the  clofe  of  the  Year  1553,  and  on  the  12th  of  March  following,  was 
by  Letters  patent  reftored  to  the  Title  of  Primate  of  all  Ireland ,  which  King  Ed¬ 
ward  had  granted  to  Archbifhop  Brown ;  and  fo  he  recovered  both  the  Arch- 
bifhoprick,  and  the  Title  annexed  to  it,  as  it  were  by  a  Remitter  to  that  Right 
which  he  had  been  before  deprived  of.  [There  was  alfo,  the  fame  Day,  a  Grant 
made  to  him  in  Commendam ,  during  Life,  of  the  Precindts  of  the  late  dilTolved 
Monaftery  or  Hofpital  of  St.  John  of  Athirdee  ;  of  which  he  had  been  Prior 
before  the  Diffolution  of  Abbeys,  and  before  his  Promotion  to  Armagh .  There 
is  remaining  among  the  Archives  of  Chrijl  Church ,  Dublin ,  an  Inftrument  dated 
the  20th  of  Oftober ,  in  the  15th  Year  of  Henry  the  8th;  whereby,  with  the  confent 
of  his  Convent  of  Athirdee ,  he  granted  to  William  Hazard ,  Prior  of  Chrijl  Church , 
and  to  his  Convent,  in  Fee,  an  Annuity  of  10  s  Sterling,  to  iffue  out  of  the 
Lands  of  Blackifton ,  in  the  County  of  Louth ,  parcel  of  the  Poffeffions  of  the  faid 
Priory.] 

In  April  following  his  Reftoration,  aCommiffion  iflfuedto  our  Archbifhop  Dow- 
dall ,  and  to  William  WalJlj,  eled:  Bifhop  of  Meath ,  and  others,  impowering  them 
to  deprive  the  married  Bifhops  and  Clergy.  On  the  29th  of  June  (St.  Peter  and 
St.  Paul* s  Days)  they,  by  Virtue  of  this  Commiffion,  deprived  Edward  Staples  Bi¬ 
fhop  of  Meath  ;  and  about  the  End  of  the  fame  Year,  or  the  beginning  of  the 
following,  Brown ,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  Lancajler ,  Bifhop  of  Kildare ,  and  Tra- 
verfe ,  Bifhop  of  Leighlin ,  met  with  the  fame  Fate.  All  the  left  of  the  Bifhops, 
except  Bale  of  Ojjory ,  (who  had  fled  beyond  Seas,)  and  Cafey  of  Limerick ,  kept 
their  Bifhopricks.  [The  fame  Year,  Primate  Dowdall  held  a  provincial  Synod  f 
at  Droghedah ,  in  St.  Peter's  Church  ;  the  Conflitutions  whereof  I  have  feen  ;  and 
they  chiefly  tend  to  the  Reftoration  of  Popery,  and  the  Deprivation  of  the  mar¬ 
ried  Clergy.  But  one  in  Particular  ought  to  be  remembred  ;  which  obliged  all 
Redors  and  Vicars,  who  did  not  know  how  to  Preach,  to  hire  one  to  Preach  for 
them  four  times  a  Year.  The  next  year  he  caufed  a  Day  of  Jubilee  to  be  obfer- 
ved  through  all  Ireland,  for  the  Reftoration  of  th tRomi/h  Religion.  In  1556  he 
held  another  provincial  Synod t  at  Droghedah  ;  in  which  little  more  was  done,  than 
giving  Liberty  to  Hufbandmen  and  Labourers  to  work  on  certain  Feftivals  there¬ 
in  mentioned.]  Afterwards  in  1558  he  took  a  Journey  to  England  on  the  Affairs 
of  his  Church ;  and  on  the  1 5th  of  Augujt  died  in  London.  His  Epitaph  may  be 
feen  in  his  Regifter ;  [which,  becaufe  not  any  where  publifhed,  that  I  know  of,  I 
have  taken  the  Liberty  to  tranferibe  at  Length.  It  was  regiftred  by  Thomas  Waljh9 
principal  Regifter  of  the  Court  of  Armagh ,  on  the  27th  of  February  1558.

t  muft  not  forget  here,  that  during  the  Life  of  George  Dowdall ,  (who  was  hi 
Pofieffion  of  the  See  of  Armagh  by  Donation  from  King  Henry  the  VUIth,) 
Pope  Paul  the  third  conferred  that  Archbiihoprick  on  Robert  tVaucop ,  by  others 
called,  Venantius ,  a  Scot  •,  who,  although  he  was  blind  from  his  Youth,  yet  applii 
ed  himfelf  With  that  Diligence  to  Learning,  that  he  commenced  Dodlor  of  Divi¬ 
nity  in  Paris.  He  affifted  at  the  Council  of  Trent  from  the  firft  Sellion,  which 
was  held  in  1545,  to  the  iith  in  1547.  [Of  whom  the  Reader  may  fee  an  Ac¬ 
count  in  the  Authorities  quoted  below*  u  Which  I  mention  ;  becaufe  fome  deny 
that  the  Pope  nominated  him  to  this  See,  or  that  he  affifted  at  the  Council  of 
Trent.]  He  is  faid  to  have  been  fent  Legate  a  latere  by  the  Pope  into  Germany  ; 
from  whence  aroie  the  German  Proverb,  “  Legatus  Ccecus  ad  Oculatos  Germanos * 

o  Spondanl  Ann.  ad  Ann.  1546.  Palavicini  Hift.  Concil.  Trident,  lib.  6.  ch.  5.  lib.  15.  ch.  13^ 
Fere  Orleans,  lib.  3.  p.  85. Mac- Mahon’s  Juf.  Primat.  p.  7.  19, 
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“  a  blind  Legate,  to  the  fharp-fighted  Germans  .”  By  his  means  the  Jefuits 
made  their  firfl  Entrance  into  Ireland.  He  died  in  a  Convent  of  Jefuits  at  P a* 
ris ,  on  the  iothof  November  1551. 

HUGH  GOOD  ACRE. 

[Succ.  1552.  Ob.  *553-] 

J-^UGH  Goodacre ,  Batchelor  of  Divinity,  was  advanced  to  this  See  by  King 
Edward  the  Vlth,  while  Dowdall  was  yet  living  in  foreign  Parts  ;  and  was 
confecrated  in  Chrift-Church ,  Dublin ,  on  the  2d  of  February  1553,  or  (according 
to  the  Englifh  Stile)  1552;  together  with  John  Bale ,  Bifhop  of  OJJory ,  by 
Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  Thomas  Bifhop  of  Kildare ,  and  Eugene  or  Bifhop 

of  Down,  [and  was  reflored  to  the  Temporalties  the  Day  following.*]  He  died 
in  Dublin ,  on  the  firfl  of  jf/hjy  after,  having  fcarce  had  any  Enjoyment  of  the 
Archbifhoprick  ;  and  if  I  am  not  miftaken,  was  buried  in  St  Patrick’s  Church. 


ADAM  L  O  FT  U  S. 


[Succ.  1562.  Refign.  1567.] 

FROM  the  Death  of  Archbifhop  Goodacre ,  the  See  was  vacant  for  fome Tears, 
[except  the  Time  that  Dowdall  filled  it,  during  the  Reign  of  Queen  Mary.~\ 
But  at  lafl  Queen  Elizabeth  advanced  to  it  Adam  Lojtus ,  Batchelor  of  Divinity, 
and  Chaplain  to  Ihomas  Earl  of  Suffix,  Lord  Deputy  of  Ireland ,  as  alfo  to  that 
Queen.  He  was  born  in  TorkJIoire ,  [and  was  the  younger  Son  of  an  antient  and 
wealthy  Family  ;  which  forwarded  his  Advancement,  by  a  more  than  ordinary 
Allowance  for  his  Support  and  Education.  This  gave  him  the  Advantage  of  an 
early  and  acceptable  Appearance  to  Queen  Elizabeth ,  at  a  publick  Aft  at 
Cambridge ;  before  whom  he  performed  his  Part,  both  as  a  florid  Orator  and 
fubtile  Difputant.  The  Queen  took  notice  not  only  of  his  Parts,  but  of  his 
comely  Perfon  and  Addrefs  ;  and  encouraged  him  to  proceed  in  the  Courfe  of  his 
Studies ;  giving  him  her  Gracious  Promife  fuddenly  to  promote  him  :  She  foon 
after  fent  him  into  Ireland  in  Quality  of  Chaplain  to  Thomas  Earl  of  Suffix^ 
Lord  Lieutenant.]  He  was  Confecrated  by  Hugh  Curwin,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin , 
and  other  Bifhops,  about  the  beginning  of  March ,  towards  the  clofe  of  the  Year 
1562,  [in  the  twenty  eighth  Year  of  his  Age;  being  the  youngefl  Archbifhop 
that  we  meet  with  in  this  See,  except  Celfus.  Through  this  Prelate  our  Irijh 
Proteflant  Bifhops  derive  their  Succeflion,  without  any  pretence  of  Blemifh,  or 
open  for  Cavil.  For  he  was  Confecrated  by  Archbifhop  Curwin ,  who  had  been 
Confecrated  in  England ,  according  to  the  Forms  of  the  Roman  Pontifical,  in  the 
third  Year  of  Queen  Mary.  It  is  true,  fome  derive  their  Succeflion  from  an 
higher  fource,  (viz.)  from  George  Brown ,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  who  was  Con¬ 
fecrated  in  the  Reign  of  King  Henry  the  VUIth  ;  and  who  Confecrated  Hugh 
Goodacre ,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  and  John  Bale ,  Bifhop  of  OJJory ,  in  the  Reign  of 
King  Edward  the  Vlth.  But  thefe  Bifhops  were  not  Confecrated  according  to  the 
old  Pontifical,  or  any  other  Ritual,  then  in  Force  by  the  Laws  of  this  Kingdom  ; 
which  was  not  authorized  by  Aft  of  Parliament  here  untill  the  fecond  Year  of 
Queen  Elizabeth  ;  and  Dean  Lockwood,  at  the  Time  of  their  Confecration,  protefled 
againfl  the  Form  of  it ;  although  at  that  time  no  other  was  ufed  in  England  ;  And 
for  this  Reafon  our  Irijh  Hierarchy  rather  choofe  to  derive  their  Succeflion,  from 
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Archbifhop  Curwin ,  through  Archbiffiop  Loftus ,  than  from  Brown  through  Good- 
acre  and  Bale ,  as  not  liable  to  the  leaft  Objedion.  To  return,— He  had  his  Ref- 
titution  to  the  Teijiporalties  on  the  third  of  March  1562,  the  Day  after  his 
Confecration  *,  and  yet  on  the  i  8th  of  November  before,  he  obtained  a  Grant 
from  Queen  Elizabeth  of  all  the  Revenues  of  the  Archbifhoprick,  and  power  to 
determine  Eeclefiaftical  Caufes  in  his  Diocefe  •,  and  this  before  his  Confecration, 
as  apppears  by  a  Roll  in  Chancery ,  dated  the  1 8th  of  November,  Anno.  5th  of 
Elizabeth.)  He  was  appointed  Succeffor  to  Hugh  Curwin ,  in  the  See  of  Dublin , 
on  the  Sth  of  Augujl  1567,  having  a  little  before  taken  his  Degree  of  Dodor  of 
Divinity  in  Cambridge ,  (where  he  was  educated,)  together  with  John  JVhitegifl >  af¬ 
terwards  Archbifhop  of  Canterbury ,  and  others.  [It  is  not  to  be  admired  at, 
that  he  fought  a  Tranflation  from  the  Primatial  See,  to  the  Archbifhoprick  of 
Dublin.  The  North  was  then  ruined  by  the  Rebellion  of  Shane  0  Neal  -,  and  Ar- 
Viagh ,  (which  with  its  Cathedral  ||  had  been  utterly  deftroyed  ;)  afforded  but  little 
Profit.  After  his  Tranflation  to  Dublin ,]  he  w'as  twice  made  Lord  Keeper  of 
the  Great  Seal,  and  afterwards  Lord  Chancellor  ;  which  Office  he  enjoyed  to  the 
Time  of  his  Death.  He  was  four  times  one  of  the  Lords  Juflices  of  Ireland ,  ( viz.) 
in  1582,  [in  conjundion  with  Sir  Henry  Wallops  Treafurer  at  War  ;  in  1585  with  the 
lame,]  in  1597,  [with  Si t  Robert  Gardiner,  Chief  Juftice  of  Ireland,)  and  in  1599, 
[with  Sir  George  Cary ,  Treafurer  at  War,]  and,  to  conclude  his  Preferments,  was 
the  krft  Provoft  of  Trinity  College  near  Dublin ,  [in  the  Foundation  of  which  he  had 
a  lar^e  fhare.]  Worn  out  with  old  Age,  he  died  at  his  Palace  of  St.  Sepulchers 
Dublin ,  on  the  5th  of  April  1605  *,  and  was  buryed  in  St.  Patrick's  Church  [with¬ 
in  the  Rails  of  the  Altar,  on  the  Right-Hand  of  the  Earl  of  Cork's  Monument ,) 
havi  fpent  thirty  feven  Years,  and  almoft  eight  Months  in  the  See  of  Dublin, 
and  fourty  two  from  the  Time  of  his  Confecration.  [See  more  of  him  among 
the  Archbifhops  of  Dublin.) 


THOMAS  LANCASTER. 

[Succ.  1568.  Ob.  1584.] 

THOMAS  Lancajler ,  an  Englijhman ,  Treafurer  of  Salijbury ,  and  Chap¬ 
lain  to  Queen  Elizabeth ,  .[was  advanced  to  this  See  by  the  Queen’s  Let¬ 
ter  dated  the  12th,  of  March ,  in  the  tenth  Year  of  her  Reign  ;  and  ]  was  Confe¬ 
cted  in  C hr ift -Church,  Dublin ,  by  Adam ,  Archbiffiop  of  that  See,  Hugh ,  Bi» 
{hop  of  Meath,  and  Robert ,  Biffiop  of  Kildare,  on  the  13th  of  June  1568,  [the 
Patent  for  his  Confecration  and  Reftitution  to  the  Temporalties,  bearing  date 
four  days  before.  On  account  of  the  Poverty  of  his  See,  he  had  a  Licence  x  dated 
26th  of  March  following  his  Confecration,  to  hold  in  Commendam,  the 
Treafurerffiip  of  Salijbury,  the  Redory  of  South-hill,  in  the  Diocefe  of  Exeter ? 
the  Redory  of  Sherfield ,  in  the  Diocefe  of  Winchejler,  the  Archdeaconry  of  Kells, 
together  with  the  Redory  of  Nobbir,  and  the  Prebend  of  Stragony,  in  the  Cathe¬ 
dral  of  St.  Patrick's,  Dublin  ;  all  which,  at  the  Time  of  his  Advancement,  he  pof- 
feflcd  •,  to  hold  during  fuch  Time  as  he  ffiould  continue  Primate  ;  but  under  a  Pro- 
vifo,  that  the  faid  Churches  ffiould  not  be  defrauded  of  their  ufual  Service  •,  but 
be  fuppliedby  the  Provifion  of  Vicars  and  Curates.  A.  D.  1 572,  an  Ad  of  Par¬ 
liament  pafied  to  enable  him  to  make  Leafes  of  his  Lands  within  the  Irijh  Pale, 
without  the  Confent  of  his  Dean  and  Chapter.]  He  died  in  the  fixteenth  Year  after 
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his  Confccration,  [A.  D.  1584.]  and  was  buried  at  Droghedah,  in  S.  Peter's 
Church,  in  the  Vault  of’  his  Predeceflbr*  Oclavian  de  Palatio. 

JOHN  LONG. 

[Succ.  1584.  Ob.  1589.] 

JOHN  Long,  was  bom  in  the  City  of  London ,  and  educated  in  Kings-Col- 
lege ,  Cambridge ,  where  he  took  his  Degree  of  Dodtor  of  Divinity.  He  was 
promoted  y  to  the  primacy  on  the  1 3th  of  July  1 584,  [by  Sir  JohnPerrot ,  Lord  De¬ 
puty  of  Ireland  ;  the  Nomination  to  this  vacant  See  being  referred  to  him,  and 
the  Council,  by  the  Queen’s  inftrudtions, z  ( although  the  Collation  to  Archbi- 
lhopricks,  and  Bifhopricks,  was  excepted  out  of  his  Commiflion)  and  at  his  in- 
itance  alfo,  the  faid  Lord  Primate  was  called  into  the  Privy-Council  in  1585.] 
Having  governed  this  See  not  full  five  Years,  he  died  at  Droghedah ,  and  was 
buried  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  clofe  by  his  Predeceffor,  Archbifhop  Lancajter . 

JOHN  GA  R  F  ET. 

[- Succ .  1589.  Ob.  1594.] 

JOHN  Garvey ,  an  Irijhman ,  [was  Born  in  the  County  of  Kilkenny ,  but  was 
educated  in  Oxford ,  where  he  took  one  or  more  Degrees  in  the  Reign  of 
King  Edward  the  Vlth,  as  Anthony  Wood , a  informs  us.]  He  had  for  his  firffc 
Promotion,  the  Archdeaconry  of  Meath  ■,  and  afterwards  in  1565,  was  made  Dean 
of  Chrijl -Church ,  Dublin ,  and  of  the  Privy-Council  to  Queen  Elizabeth ,  in  Ire¬ 
land.  He  was  promoted  to  the  See  of  Kilmore ,  in  April  1585,  [at  the  Inflance* 
and  Recommendation  of  Sir  John  Perrot ,  b  Lord  Deputy  of  Ireland ,]  and  held  the 
Deanery  of  Chrijl-Church  by  Difpenfation.  On  the  10th  [or  1  ith]  of  May  1 589* 
he  was  .tranflated  to  the  See  of  Armagh  [by  virtue  of  the  Queen’s  Letter  c  da¬ 
ted  the  24th  of  March  before,]  and  ftill  held  the  Deanery.  [In  1^91,  he  gave  in 
Concordatum  towards  building  the  College  of  Dublin ,  feventy  fix  Pounds.]  He  died 
in  Dublin  on  the  fecond  of  March  1 594,  Englijh  Stile, and  was  buried  in  Chrijl-Church. 
[There  is  aferibed  to  him  a  a  fmall  Treatife,  intitled,  The  Converjion  of  Philip  Cur - 
win,  a  Francifcan  Frier,  to  the  Reformation  of  the  Protejlant  Religion ,  A.  D.  1589, 
which  was  publifhedby  Robert  Ware ,  Dublin ,  i'68i,  from  two  Copies  of  the  Ori¬ 
ginal,  remaining  among  Primate  Ufsher' s,  and  Sir  James  Ware's  Papers.  This 
Philip  Curwin  was  Nephew  to  Hugh  Curwin ,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin .] 

H  E  N  R  Y  U  S  S  H  E  R. 

[SW.  1595.  Ob.  1613.] 

HENRT  Ufsher ,  was  a  Native  of  Dublin ,  and  received  part  of  his  Educa¬ 
tion  at  Cambridge ,  and  part  at  Paris .  [His  firft  Promotion  was  to  the  Trea- 
furerfhip  of  Chrijl-Church ,  and  on  the  Saturday  before  St.  Patrick's  Day,  1580, 
he  was  by  Dean  Garvey ,  and  the  reft  of  the  Chapter  of  Chrijl-Church ,  admitted 
into  the  Chapter- Houfe,  and  inftalled  Archdeacon  of  Dublin  j  having  that  Dignity 
conferred  on  him  by  the  means  of  Adam  Loftus ,  then  Archbifhop  of  Dublin.  He 
was  Redlor  of  I  any,  Rathfarnam,  Donnebrook ,  and  Kilgobban,  being  the  Corps  of 
the  Archdeaconry.  He  laboured  greatly  about  the  eredtion  of  Trinity-College

near  Dublin ,  and  was  the  Agent  employed  by  Archbilhop  Loftus  into  Ehglafldj, 
to  prelent  a  Petition  to  Queen  Elizabeth,  and  to  folicite  the  Matter  in  that 
behalf  :  He  obtained  a  Mortmain  Licence  for  the  Lands  granted  by  the  City 
of  Dublin,  for  the  Scite  of  the  faid  College  •,  and  in  Reward  of  his  Labour  was 
made  the  firft  Fellow  of  it.]  From  the  Archdeaconry  of  Dublin,  he  was  ad¬ 
vanced  to  the  See  of  Armagh,  [by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  2 2d  of  July ; 
had  Reftitution  of  the  Temporakies  on  the  24th,  and]  was  Confecrated  in  Augujl 
1595.  [He  had  before  that  been  employed  by  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  St. 
Patrick’s,  to  prevent  the  Supprefiion  of  that  Church,  when  attempted  by  the 
Lord  Deputy  Perrot ;  and  by  his  Prudence,  Wifdom,  and  Vigilance,  was  fuccef- 
ful.  He  held  the  Archdeaconry  of  Dublin,  with  the  Primacy  for  fome  time  *,  as  I 
judge  by  his e  Parol  Will,  reduced  to  Writing  on  the  fecond  of  April  1613;  where¬ 
by  is  recited,  “  That  whereas  he  had  difpofed  of  the  Archdeaconry  of  Dublin 
«  t0  his  Son,  Luke  Ufsher,  who  had  enjoyed  it  five  Years  •,  he  difchargeth 
«•  him  of  all  Accounts  for  the  fame,  only  150  1.  that  he  left  in  Legacies  ; 
«  that  if  his  Son  Luke  held  the  Archdeaconry  above  five  Years,  he  was  to  pay 
tc  100 1.  to  his  Son  Richard ,  and  50 1.  to  fome  other  of  his  Family.”  He 
was  Uncle  to  James  Ufsher,  Archbilhop  of  Armagh.  Although  he  was  edu¬ 
cated  partly  at  Cambridge  \  yet  we  are  told  by  Anthony  Wood, f  “  that  in  1572, 
,s  he  fettled  in  Univerfity  College  in  Oxford  j  and  in  July  that  Year,  was  incor- 
“  porated  therein  as  Batchelor  of  Arts  •,  which  Degree  he  had  taken  in  Cambridge. 
“  That  he  there  laid  a  fure  Foundation  in  Divinity,  by  the  aid  of  Dr.  Humphrey , 
ct  Dr.  Holland ,  and  others  ;  and  that  he  fat  in  the  See  of  Armagh,  as  long  as  he 
«  lived,  in  great  Honour  and  Repute  among  all  Proteftants.”]  He  died  full  of 
Days,  at  Termon-Feichan,  on  Eafer  Sunday  the  fecond  of  April  1613,  and  was 
buried  at  Droghedah  in  St.  P  eter’%~Church . 


C  HR  ISTO  P  HE  R  HAMP  TO  JST. 


[ Succ .  1613.  Ob.  1624.] 

CHRISTOPHER  Hampton,  Do&or  of  Divinity,  was  born  at  Calais * 
and  was  a  Student  of  Chrift  College  in  Cambridge,  and  elecSt  Bifhop  of 
Derry,  [upon  the  Death  of  Brutus  Babington ,  but  never  confecrated.]  He  was 
advanced  to  the  Archbilhoprick  of  Armagh  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  feventh  of 
May  1613,  and  the  Day  after  confecrated  in  St.  Patrick’s,  Dublin,  together  with 
Jonas ,  Bilhop  of  OJfory,  by  Thomas,  Archbilhop  of  Dublin,  afllfted  by  George,  Bi- 
Ihop  of  Meath ,  William ,  Bilhop  of  Kildare,  and  John,  Bilhop  of  Kiilaloe.  He  was 
alfo  made  the  King’s  Almoner,  and  called  into  the  Privy  Council.  [We  are  told  by 
Dr.  Smith,  e  that  he  was  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  Univerfity  of  Dublin,  in  the  Year 
1 61 2,  and  conferred  the  Degree  of  Dr.  of  Divinity  on  James  Usjher,  his 
next  Succelfor  in  the  See  of  Armagh. ]  He  died  a  Batchelor  at  Droghedah  on 
the  third  of  January  1624,  Englijh  Stile,  in  the  feventy  third  Year  of  his  Age, 
and  was  buryed  there  in  St.P<?^r’s  Church.  He  was  a  Prelate  of  great  Gravity  and 
Learning  ;  and  built  from  the  Foundation  a  handfom  Palace  at  Droghedah,  For 
himfelf  and  his  Succelfors  ;  and  repaired  the  Cathedral  of  St.  Patrick ,  a  ^Armagh, 
[which  had  been  ruined  by  Shane  O-Neal,  and  the  Steeple  of  it  demolilhed.  This 
Primate  rebuilt  the  Steeple,  beautified  the  South  and  Norto  Walls  of  the  Church 
with  fair  Windows,  roofed  the  South  and  North  Ifles,  and  made  Platforms  on  both 
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fides  of  the  Church.  He  alfo  new  Caft  the  great  Bell,  and  repaired  an  old  Epis¬ 
copal  Houfe  at  Armagh ,  to  which  he  added  new  buildings,  annexed  three  hundred 
Acres  of  Land  near  the  Town  of  Armagh  for  Menfal  Lands  to  the  Seey  All  which 
appears  by  a  Vifitation  h  held  A.  D.  1622.J 

JAMES  U  S  S  H  E  R. 

[Succ.  1624.  Ob.  1655.] 

DAMES  Ufsher ,  was  tranflated  to  this  See  from  that  of  Meath ,  on  the  2  i  ft  of 
March  1624.  And  as  the  Name  of  this  Prelate  may  perhaps  be  better  known 
in  the  World,  than  the  Particulars  of  his  Life  ;  I  fhall  take  Occafion  here  to  give 
a  more  exaCt  Account  of  him,  than  of  any  of  his  Predeceffors  ;  chiefly  col¬ 
lected  from  his  Life  written  by  Dr.  Nicholas  Bernard ,  his  Chaplain,  Dr.  Thomas 
Smith  of  Oxford ,  and  Dr.  Richard  Parr ,  who  was  his  Chaplain  at  the  Time  of 
his  Death. 

He  was  born  in  the  Parifh  of  St  Nicholas ,  Dublin ,  on  the  Fourth  of  January  1 5 Bo, 
Engliftj  Stile.  His  Aneeftor’s  Name  by  the  Fathers  fide,  was  Originally  Nevil% 
who  came  into  this  Kingdom  with  King  John  in  the  Quality  of  Ufsher  of  the  Cham¬ 
ber  ;  and  from  thence,  what  was  the  Name  of  Office,  came  to  be  the  Name  of 
the  Family  *,  as  happened  in  many  other  Inftances.  The  Defendants  of  this  Ne- 
•vill  were  branched  out  into  many  confiderable  Families,  and  from  Time  to  Time 
filled  high  Offices  in  the  City,  and  other  Places.  His  Father’s  Name  was  Arnold 
Ufsher ,  who  was  one  of  the  Six  Clerks  in  Chancery  ;  a  Perfon  in  good  Efteem 
for  his  Integrity  and  Prudence.  By  the  Mother’s  Side  he  was  defended  from  the 
Stanihurjls.  She  was  the  Daughter  of  James  Stanihurft ,  who  was  a  Lawyer  of 
DiftinCHon,  Recorder  of  the  City  of  Dublin  ;  a  Mafter  in  Chancery  ;  and  three 
times  eleCted  Speaker  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons ;  onefe  in  the  Reign  of  Queen 
Mary  ;  and  twice  in  that  of  her  Succefior  Queen  Elizabeth .  His  Uncle  Richard 
Stanihurft  was  of  the  Romifj  Religion  *,  but  was  efteemed  a  Man  of  Learning,  an 
Hiftorian,  Philofopher  and  Poet :  Between  whom  and  Ufsher  there  was  always 
maintained  an  Epiftolary  Commerce  in  Matters  relating  to  the  Hiftory  and  An., 
tiquities  of  Ireland.  He  had  two  Aunts  who  were  both  born  blind ;  and  yet 
they  found  out  a  Method  of  teaching  him  to  read  Englijh  ;  which  he  ufed  to  tell 
among  his  Friends,  as  a  Thing  rare  and  uncommon.  They  had  vaft  Memories, 
and  could  repeat  moft  part  of  the  Scripture  by  Heart  diftinCtly,  and  without  mif- 
take.  He  had  one  Brother  only,  named  Ambrofe ,  who  ftudied  for  a  Time  at 
Cambridge ,  and  was  eminent  for  his  Knowledge  in  the  Hebrew  and  Ar abide 
Languages.  He  tranflated  Part  of  the  Scriptures  from  the  Book  of  Genefis  to  Job, 
out  of  Hebrew  into  Englijh ;  but  defifted,  when  the  New  Tranflation  by  order  of 
King  James  came  out.  He  wrote  other  Works  alfo  ;  which,  together  with 
this  Tranflation,  are  extant  in  Manufc ript  in  Trinity  College  Library,  Dublin . 
But  he  died  young. 

In  1588,  when  James  Ufsher  was  eight  Years  old,  he  was  fentto  a  Grammar 
School  in  Dublin  ;  which  was  kept  by  two  learned  Scots,  James  Fullerton ,  and 
James  Hamilton.  They  were  fent  over  to  this  Kingdom  to  fecure  a  Party  for  King 
James  in  cafe  of  the  Death  of  Queen  Elizabeth  ;  and,  the  better  to  cover  their 
Defign,  taught  School.  The  former  was  afterwards  Knighted,  and  of  the  Bed- 

Chamber  to  King  James ,  and  was  fent  Embaflfador  to  France  j  and  the  latter 
was  created  Vifcount  Clandeboys.

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'  In  1 593,  having  fpent  five  Years  under  fuch  eminent  Mafters,  he  was  removed 
to  Trinity  College ,  Dublin ,  and  was  one  of  the  fir  ft  admitted  into  that  new  efta- 
bliftied  Seminary  ;  and  placed  under  the  Tuition  of  his  former  Mafter  Hamil¬ 
ton,  who  had  been  advanced  to  a  Senior  Fellowfhip  in  it.  Here  he  ftudied 
Philofophy :  But  his  leifure  Hours  were  employed  in  reading  of  Hiftory.  He 
then  refolved,  if  God  would  fpare  him  Life,  to  make  himfelf  Mafter  of  the  Hif- 
tories  of  all  Nations.  It  is  prodigious  to  tell ;  that  a  Youth  of  about  fourteen 
Years  old  fhould  reduce  into  Synoptical  Tables,  the  moft  memorable  Fads  of  all 
anticnt  Hiftory,  which  he  did,  according  to  a  juft  Series,  and  a  clear  Method. 
Yet  he  ftudied  the  Holy  Scriptures  with  Care  •,  which  he  ufed  to  call,  the  Book 
of  Books,  and  by  which  he  determined  to  regulate  his  Life*  He  read  alfo  St. 
Auguftine* s  Meditations  ;  and  while  other  Scholars  were  amufing  themfelves 
Abroad,  he  often  retired  to  his  Clofet  for  the  fake  of  Divine  Contemplation  ; 
efpecially  on  the  Day  before  theCelebration  of  th£  Holy  Sacrament.  When  between 
fifteen  and  fixteen  Years  of  Age,  he  had  made  fuch  a  Proficiency  in  Chronology, 
that  he  had  drawn  up  in  Latin  an  exad  Chronicle  of  the  Bible,  as  far  as  the 
Book  of  Kings.  He  took  his  Degree  of  Batchelor  of  Arts  in  his  feventeenth 
Year  ;  and  having  got  a  good  Knowledge  in  Greek  and  Hebrew ,  he  fell  to  the 
ftudy  of  Polemical  Divinity.  He  read  the  Fortrefs  of  Faith ,  wrote  by  Stapleton,  and 
moft  other  Books  in  defence  of  Popery,  which  were  in  greateft  efteem  at  that 
time.  This  confirmed  him  the  ftronger  in  his  Faith  ;  and  for  his  further  Satif- 
fadion  in  Points  of  Controverfy;  he  took  a  Refolution  to  read  over  all  the  Fa¬ 
thers,  from  the  Apoftles  Time,  to  the  Council  of  Trent. 

A.  D.  1598,  He  defended  the  Philofophy  Ad  at  the  Univerfity,  before 
Robert  Earl  of  Efjex,  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland,  and  Chancellor  of  the  Uni- 
verfity,  with  great  Applaufe.  He  determined  to  dedicate  himfelf  entirely  to  the 
Service  of  the  Church;  while  his  Father  importuned  him  to  ftudy  the  Law.  He 
received  the  Propofal  with  great  reludance  ;  but  his  Piety  obliged  him  for  fome 
time  to  follow  the  Commands  of  his  Father  ;  who,  dying  on  the  j2th  of  Augufi 
this  Year,  left  him  at  liberty  to  purfue  his  own  Inclinations.  A  fair  Paternal 
Fortune  defcended  to  him,  as  eldeft  Son  ;  but  thinking  the  Management  of  it 
not  confiftent  with  the  purfuit  of  his  Studies,  he  relinquiftiM  his  Right  to  his 
Uncle,  and  other  Truftees ;  to  the  Ufe  of  his  Brother  and  Sifters ;  referving  0n* 
ly  a  yearly  Competency,  to  enable  him  to  maintain  himfelf  in  the  College^and 
to  buy  Books. 

A.  D.  1599,  he  held  a  celebrated  Difpute  with  Fitzfimons  the  Jefuit,  at  that  time 
Prifoner  in  the  Caftle  of  Dublin,  and  had  confeffedly  the  Vidory  ;  at  leaft  the  Je¬ 
fuit  was  fo  baffled  by  his  Arguments,  that  he  gave  up  his  Caufe.  The  Year  follow¬ 
ing  he  took  his  Degree  of  Mafter  of  Arts,  and  was  chofen  Catechift-Reader  in 
the  College  ;  where  he  weekly  employed  himfelf  in  explaining  the  principal  Ar¬ 
ticles  of  the  Chriftian  Religion,  as  profefied  and  maintained  in  the  reformed 
Churches,  in  oppofition  to  the  Errors  and  Innovations  of  Popery.  He  was  alfo 
appointed  one  of  the  three  Preachers  before  the  State  at  Chrift -Church,  on  Sundays 
in  the  Afternoon  ;  the  chief  Governours  at  that  time  ufually  attending  Divine  Ser¬ 
vice  twice  every  Sunday.  But  he  was  perplexed  with  Scruples,  whether  he  could 
with  a  fafe  Confcience  execute  this  necefiary  part  of  the  facred  Fundion,  without 
being  m  Holy  Orders  ;  which  by  the  Rigour  of  the  Canons  he  was  not  of  Age  to 
enter  into.  This  Scruple  was  removed  by  granting  him  a  Difpenfation  ;  and  he 
was  on  the  before  Chrifimas  1601,  at  the  fame  time  ordained  Deacon  and 
Prieft  by  his  Uncle  Henry  Ufsher,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh.  From  this  time  he 
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became  a  diligent  and  conftant  Preacher,  and  fo  continued  during  his  Life.  It 
was  now  thought  neceflfary  to  oblige  the  Papifts  to  refort  to  the  Church  Service 
every  Sunday ,  under  a  pecuniary  MulCt  of  twelve  Pence,  by  Virtue  of  a  Claufe 
in  the  Ad  of  Uniformity,  pafied  in  the  fecond  Year  of  the  Reign  of  Queen 
Elizabeth.  This  young  Divine  was  appointed  by  the  State  to  preach  againft  the 
Errors  of  Popery  in  St.  Catherine's  Church  5  while  other  Preachers  had  other 
Churches  affigned  to  them  for  the  fame  purpofe.  He  digefted  the  principal 
Heads  of  his  Sermons  into  Chapters,  and  a  brief  Form,  for  the  Help  of  Memo¬ 
ry,  by  way  of  Queftion  and  Anfwer  ;  and  on  the  Sunday  after  his  Sermon,  he 
ufed  to  examine  the  more  Adult  in  the  Principles  of  their  Faith.  From  thefe  be¬ 
ginnings,  proceeded  that  large  Catechifm,  firft  digefted  for  the  Ufe  of  his  Fa¬ 
mily;  which  afterwards  came  to  be  filled  with  great  Additions,  and  was  printed 
againft  his  Will.  The  Irifk ,  for  the  molt  part,  reforted  to  hear  his  Sermons,  and 
many  of  them  were  converted  by  the  Force  of  his  Reafoning.  But  by  the  per- 
fwafions  of  their  Priefts,  and  a  Sufpenfion,  or  at  leaft  a  Connivance,  of  the  pe¬ 
nal  Laws,  they  forbore  coming  to  thofe  Afiemblies,  and  applied  for  a  Tolerati¬ 
on  to  ufe  their  own  way  of  Worfhip.  Ufsher ,  fearing  that  the  allowing  of  a  free 
Exercife  of  the  Popifh  Religion  by  publick  Authority,  would  tend  to  the  Diftur- 
bance  of  the  Government  in  Church  and  State,  preached  a  very  remarkable  Ser¬ 
mon  againft  it,  before  the  Government  at  Chrijl-Church,  on  a  great  Solemnity, 
upon  Ezek.  iv.  6.  And  thou  J halt  bear  the  iniquity  of  the  Houfe  of  Judah  fourty  days : 
1  have  appointed  thee  each  day  for  a  Tear.  He  applied  thefe  Words  of  Ezekiel's 
Vifion,  concerning  the  DeftruCtion  of  Jerufalem ,  and  that  Nation,  to  this  King¬ 
dom,  and  made  ufe  of  this  obfervable  Exprefiion —  “  From  this  Year  I  reckon 

fourty  Years,  and  then  thofe  whom  you  now  embrace  fhall  be  your  Ruin,  and 

you  fhall  bear  their  Iniquity.”  Many  Perfons  looked  upon  this  as  prophetical; 
when  they  law  it  fully  compleated  in  the  Mafiacres  of  1641.  It  may  be  further 
obferved,  that  this  was  the  laft  Sermon  which  was  fo  much  ftudied  by  him,  as  to 
be  written  at  length  :  For  his  ufual  Manner  was  not  to  tranferibe  his  Sermons  at 
large,  but  to  truft  to  fhort  Heads,  and  his  Memory. 

A.  D.  1603,  Ireland  being  fettled  after  Tirone' s  Rebellion,  the  Officers  of  the 
Englifh  Army  contributed  out  of  their  Arrears  of  Pay,  1800I.  to  augment  the 
publick  Library  of  the  Univerfity  of  Dublin.  Dr.  Challoner  and  Mr.  Ufsher  were, 
this  Year,  commiflioncd  to  go  to  England  to  lay  out  this  Money  in  Books.  Ufsher 
undertook  the  Task  with  great  Pleafure  ;  knowing,  how  conducive  it  would  be  to 
the  Advancement  of  Knowledge  in  his  Country.  At  the  fame  time  Sir  Thomas 
Bodley  was  bufied  in  buying  up  Books  for  his  new-ereCted  Library  at  Oxford  ;  who 
meeting  Ufsher  at  London ,  entered  into  Familiarity  with  him,  and  they  were  ufe- 
ful  to  each  other  upon  the  Occafion  ;  fo  that  the  famous  Bodleyan  Library  at  Ox¬ 
ford,  and  that  at  Dublin ,  began  together.  From  this  time  he  conftantly  went  into 
England  once  in  about  three  Years  ;  and  fpent  one  Month  in  Oxford ,  one  in  Cain- 
'bridge  ;  and  one  at  London  ;  fearching  and  collating  Manufcripts.  He  returned 
into  Ireland ,  and  began  to  read  the  Fathers,  according  to  their  feveral  Ages,  (as  he 
had  before  refolved  to  do)  unbending  his  Mind  at  the  fame  time  by  the  Study  of 
Hiftory  and  Antiquities. 

In  1606  he  again  went  to  England ,  to  furnifh  himfelf  with  Helps  out  of  the 
Britifh  Hiftory,  both  EccJefiaftical  and  Civil,  from  Manufcripts,  which  were 
there  only  to  be  had.  This  brought  him  into  the  Acquaintance  of  the  moft  emi¬ 
nent  Antiquaries,  Cotton ,  Camden ,  and  AUen ;  with  whom  he  contracted  an  inti¬ 
mate  Friendfhip.  He  had  the  full  Ufe  of  their  Collections  in  this  way,  as  well 
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as  of  the  publick  Libraries  of  Oxford  and  Cambridge  ;  which  he  perufed  with  fo 
much  Diligence,  that  fcarce  any  thing  ufeful  or  material  efcaped  his  Obfervation. 
Camden  was  at  that  time  bufily  employed  about  a  new  Edition  of  his  Britan* 
nia,  and  confulted  him  about  publifhing  Nennius ,  an  antient  Britijh  Writer,  con¬ 
cerning  St.  Patrick ,  Congal ,  and  other  things,  relating  to  the  antient  State  of 
: Ireland ,  and  to  the  City  of  Dublin  ;  to  whom  he  wrote  fuch  accurate  and  judicious 
Letters  upon  this  Subject,  that  Camden  was  infinitely  pleafed  with  them  ;  and  after¬ 
wards  transferred  a  great  Part  of  them  into  his  Work,  to  which  he  added  this  mag¬ 
nificent  Eulogy,  • —  Hcec  de  Dublinia ,  &c.  “  Thus  much  I  have  to  obferve  of 
“  Dublin  ;  for  the  greateft  part  of  which  I  muft  confefs  myfelf  indebted  to  the 
“  Diligence  and  Learning  of  James  Ufsher,  Chancellor  of  St.  Pat  rick' s,  whole 
fct  variety  of  Learning,  and  foundnefs  of  Judgment  infinitely  furpafs  his 
“  Tears.”

A.  D.  1607,  he  took  his  Degree  of  Batchelor  of  Divinity ;  having  performed 

his  Exercifes  with  more  than  ordinary  Applaufe.  Abundantly  content  with 
his  private  Fortune,  and  happy  in  his  College  Privacy,  he  was  utterly  free  from 
all  Ambition  and  Defire  of  Wealth.  He  did  not  folicit  the  obtaining  opulent 
Promotions  in  the  Church,  nor  frequented  the  Levees  of  the  Great  for  their  Favour 
or  Intereft.  His  only  Care  was,  to  render  himfelf  qualified  to  difcharge  any  Ec  * 
clefiaftical  Preferment,  to  which  he  fhould  happen  to  be  advanced.  But  his  emi¬ 
nent  Learning,  feafoned  with  fo  much  Piety  and  Modefty,  was  not  fuffered  to 
continue  long  in  Obfcurity.  Archbifhop  Loftus,  under  whofe  Eyes  his  Fame  had 
now  for  almofl  fourteen  Years  grown  confpicuous,  drew  him  into  the  publick 
View,  and,  this  Year,  promoted  him  to  the  Chancellorfh.ip  of  St.  Patrick’s , 
Dublin .  This  Dignity  feemed  fully  to  content  Ufsher  :  He  held  it  for  many  Years, 
and  never  fought  after  higher  Titles.  Although  the  Law  did  not  oblige  him  to 
refidence  here  ;  yet  he  did  not  look  on  himfelf  as  abfolved  before  God  from  the 
exercife  of  his  Minifterial  Fundion,  in  the  Place,  from  whence  he  received  his 
Maintenance  •,  and  therefore  on  every  Sunday  he  preached  at  Finglas ,  being  the 
Corps  of  the  Chancellorfhip,  unlefs  hindered  by  fome  extraordinary  Occafion. 
He  endowed  the  Church  thereof  with  a  perpetual  Vicaridge.  Here  he  kept  a  de¬ 
cent  Table,  and  fhewed  much  Hofpitality  ;  being  little  follicitous  about  lay¬ 
ing  up  Riches;  and  referved  only  a  fmall  part  of  his  Income  for  buyino- 
Books.  The  fame  Year  he  was  made  Profeflor  of  Divinity  in  the  College  ;  which 
For  thirteen  or  fourteen  Years  after,  he  executed  with  great  Diligence.  He  at 
firft  preleded  twice,  and  afterwards  once  a  Week,  on  the  controverted  Points  of 
Divinity  between  the  Churches  of  England  and  Rome  ;  and  efpecially  againft  the 
Dodrine  of  Bellarmin,  and  other  eminent  Writers  of  the  Romifh  Church.  He 
this  Year  alfo  digefted  the  antient  Canons  of  the  Church  into  Method  ;  but  the/ 
were  not  then  publifhed,  being  contented  to  communicate  them  to  the  learned 
Samuel  Ward,  of  Cambridge,  who  was  then  employed  in  the  fame  Kind  of 
Study* 

A.  D.  1609,  he  wrote  a  learned  Treatife  concerning  the  Herenach ,  Ter  men, 
and  Corban  Lands,  antiently  belonging  to  the  Chorepifcopi  of  England  and  Ire¬ 
land  ;  which  hath  been  held  in  great  Efteem,  and  was  prefented  by  Archbifhop 
Bancroft  to  King  James .  The  Subftance  of  it  was  afterwards  tranflated  into  La¬ 
tin  by  Sir  Henry  Spelman ,  in  his  Glofiary,  and  by  Sir  James  Ware  in  the  feven- 
teenth  Chapter  of  his  Antiquities.  This  Treatife  was  never,  I  think,  publifhed  ; 
but  remains  in  Manufcript  in  the  Lambeth  Library.  His  thirft  for  Learning  carri¬ 
ed  him  again  this  Year  into  England ,  in  fearch  of  Manufcrips ;  where  he  contraded 
i  „  C  c  Frieadlhips 
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Friendffiips  with  the  greateft  Men  of  the  Age.  He  brought  over  with  him 
! Thomas  Lydiat  •,  a  Man  eminently  famous  for  his  Chronological  Works,  who 
wrote  againft  Sc aliger  ;  and  he  continued  with  him  in  Ireland  two  Years. 

A.  D.  1610.  About  the  beginning  of  this  Year  he  was  unanimoufly  eleCted 
Provoft  of  Trinity-College ,  Dublin  ;  but  no  Entreaties  could  prevail  on  him  to 
accept  the  Charge.  He  was  afraid  the  Troubles  attending  that  Office  would 
interrupt  him  in  the  Courfe  of  his  Studies,  on  which  he  was  wholly  bent :  But  by 
his  Advice  they  made  Choice  of  William  Temple ,  who  was  afterwards  Knighted  ; 
and  for  feventeen  Years  governed  the  College  with  great  Wilclom. 

A.  D.  1612,  he  took  his  Degree  of  DoCtor  of  Divinity,  being  admitted  by 
the  Vice-Chancellor,  Dr.  Hampton ,  Archbiffiop  of  Armagh.  He  made  two 
Prelections  upon  the  Occafton  *,  one  on  the  feventy  Weeks  of  Daniel ,  the  other 
on  the  Millennium  of  the  Apocalypfe,  or  the  Saints  reigning  with  Chrifl  a  thou¬ 
sand  Years. 

A,  D,  1613.  In  the  beginning  of  this  Year  he  paffed  into  England,  where  he 

publiffied  an  elaborate  and  learned  Book,  under  the  Title  of  - - Graviflimce 

Qiuzjlionis  de  Cbrifiianarum  Ecclefiarnm  in  Occidentis  prcefertim  partibus,  ab  Apojlo- 
licis  temporibus  ad  nojlram  ufque  etatem ,  continud  Succejfione  et  Jlatu ,  Hiftorica 

Explicatio. - This  Book  was  highly  acceptable  to  King  James  the  Firft,  to 

whom  he  dedicated  it.  It  was  prefented  to  that  Monarch  by  Archbiffiop  Ab¬ 
bot ,  as  the  eminent  firft  fruits  of  the  Univerfity  of  Dublin.  In  it  he  learnedly 
and  clearly  treated  on  the  Millennium  of  the  Apocalypfe,  and  the  binding  of  Sa¬ 
tan  *,  when  that  celebrated  Epocha  began,  and  when  it  ffiould  have  an  end ;  of 
the  Changes  which  ffiould  happen  in  this  interval,  or  ffiould  be  confequent  to  it. 
He  ffiewed,  that  after  a  Courfe  of  fix  Ages,  the  Chriftian  Religion  had  in  thefe 
Weftern  Parts,  by  the  Ambition,  Pride,  and  infatiable  love  of  fccular  Pomp 
in  the  Pontiffs  of  Rome,  fenfibly  declined  from  its  primitive  Purity.  That 
the  Corruptions  and  Superftitious  Rights  introduced  by  the  Frauds  and  Subtilties 
of  the  Priefts,  under  the  plaufible  Pretexts  of  adorning  Religion,  had  prevailed 
every  where.  That  their  deftruCtive  Opinions,  which  were  neither  confonant 
to  Scripture,  nor  to  the  Faith  of  the  Ancient  Chriftians,  were  obtruded  at  pleafure, 
as  neceffary  Articles  of  Faith  ;  untill  under  the  Pontificates  of  Silvejler  the  lid, 
Benedict  the  IX,  and  Gregory  the  Vllth,  this  Myftery  of  Iniquity  had  arrived 
to  its  full  Growth  ;  and  the  Roman  See,  treading  under  Foot  the  facred  Canons, 
and  aboliffiing  the  Rights  of  Biffiops,  had  ufurped  a  truly  Antichriftian  Tyran¬ 
ny  over  all  the  Churches  of  the  World  ;  which  they  actually  exercifed  in  the 
Weft*  Yet  that  in  every  Age  good  and  zealous  Men  arofe,  who  oppofed  and 
rejected  thefe  Innovations  among  whom  were  the  Waldenfes,  Albigenfes,  and 
many  others  who  for  the  fake  of  pure  Religion,  as  once  delivered  to  the  Saints, 
undauntedly  expired  in  Flames  and  Butcheries.  He  clears  up  the  Hiftory  of 
thofe  Times,  which  had  been  perplexed  and  obfcured  through  the  DefeCt  or 
Malice  of  Writers.  He  paints  to  the  Life,  the  Pride,  Ambition,  Affectation 
of  fecular  Pomp,  the  Simony,  Luxury,  Wickednefs  and  prodigious  impiety  of 
fome  of  the  Popes  ;  and  this  he  did,  to  the  end,  he  might  flop  the  Mouths 
of  our  Adverfaries,  who  brand  the  Reformers  with  the  Names  of  horrible  Schif- 
maticks,  and  the  worft  of  Hereticks ;  and  that  they  had  introduced  a  new 
DoCtrine,  manifeftly  unknown  to  Antiquity.  Whereas  he  ffiews,  that  the  Doct¬ 
rines  of  the  Reformers,  were  the  DoCtrines  of  the  firft  Ages  of  the  Church.  He 
elaborately,  and  accurately  connects  the  Series  of  thofe  Times  down  to  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  the  Pontificate  of  Pope  Gregory  the  Xlth,  i.  e.  to  the  Year  1370. . 

He 
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He  intended  in  another  Work  to  hare  carried  it  down  to  the  Times  of  Leo  the  Xth, 
where  the  Light  of  the  Gofpel  began  to  break  forth,  and  arife  out  of  the  thick 
darknefs  of  Superftition.  But  I  cannot  be  certain  whether  he  ever  finifhed  this 
Part,  which  he  propofed  to  publifh,  the  Heads  of  the  Principle  Chapters  where¬ 
of  are  in  his  Table.  At  ieaft  if  ever  it  were  wrote  by  him,  it  feems  to  have  been 
loft  during  the  Confufion  of  the  Ufurpation.  And  this  is  neceffary  to  be  obfer- 
ved  •,  becaufe  an  Edition  of  that  Work,  publifhed  at  London  in  1677,  gives  it 
the  Specious  Title,  of  the  whole  Work  of  the  Author,  augmented  and  corrected 
by  himfelf.  His  learned  Friends,  Ifaac  Cafaubon ,  and  Abraham  Sculter ,  prefixed 
Encomiaftick  Yerfes  to  this  Work  *,  the  firft  in  Greek,  the  other  in  Latin  ; 
as  did  alfo  Anthony  Martin ,  then  a  Fellow  of  Trinity -College,  Dublin ,  and  af¬ 
terwards  Ufsher' s  Succeffor  in  the  See  of  Meath.  His  Uncle,  Richard  Stanihurft , 
A.  D.  1615,  publifhed  a  Letter  at  Doway  to  his  Nephew  in  two  or  three  Sheets, 
under  the  Title  of  — Richardi  Stamhurjli ,  Hiberni  Dublinienfis ,  brevis  Prccmonitio 
pro  fut ura  Concertatione  cum  Jacobo  UJferio ,  Hiberno  Dublinie'nfi  \  qui  in  fud  Hiftoricd 
explicatione  conatur  probare  Poniifcem  Romamim ,  ( legitimum  in  terris  Chrijii  Vica. 
riuin)  verum  et  germanum  effe  Antichrijlum.  —  However  Stanihurjl,  although  he 
compliments  his  Nephew  for  his  Learning  and  Abilities  ;  yet  in  this  Epiftle  hath 
not  fhewed  himfelf  an  Hiftorian,  a  Logician,  or  a  fair  Advocate  for  the  other 
Side  •,  but  rather  a  Declaimer  and  a  Sophift. 

While  he  continued  in  London ,  intent  on  the  publication  of  this  Work,  he 
had  many  Conferences  with  Archbifhop  Abbot ,  Chancellor  of  the  Univerfity  of 
Dublin  ;  concerning  a  new  Set  of  Statutes  for  that  Body,  or  at  leaft  an  amend¬ 
ment  and  Reformation  of  the  Old  ones.  But  this  was  referved  for  Archbifhop 
Laud's  Time.  He  returned  home,  and  foon  after  married  Phoebe ,  the  only 
Daughter  of  Dr.  Luke  Challoner  •,  who  by  his  laft  Words  bequeathed  her  to  him, 
in  cafe  he  were  willing  to  marry  her  :  And  by  her  he  had  a  fair  Fortune  in  Land 
and  Money.  This  change  of  his  Condition  did  not  take  him  off  from  his  be¬ 
loved  Studies. 

A.  D.  1615  A  Parliament  was  held  in  Ireland,  and,  according  to  Cuftom, 
a  Convocation  of  the  Clergy,  wherein  the  Articles  of  the  Church  of  Ireland 
were  compofed  and  publifhed  ;  and  Ufsher,  being  a  Member  of  the  Convocati¬ 
on,  was  appointed  to  draw  them  up.  The  nine  Lambeth  Articles  were  inferted 
in  them  ;  which  gave  a  handle  to  his  Enemies  to  tax  him  with  favouring  Purita- 
nifm  ;  and  fome  were  fo  ill-natured  as  to  whifper  fuch  an  infinuation  into  the 
Ears  of  the  King,  to  whom  that  Faction  was  odious  :  But  Ufsher  defpifed  thefe 
Reproaches.  However,  being  about  to  go  to  England  towards  the  clofe  of  the 
Year  1619,  his  Friends,  to  remove  this  Calumny,  procured  Letters  from  the 
Privy-Council  of  Ireland  to  that  of  England,  in  his  Vindication  •,  wherein  they  at- 
tefted  his  innocence,  and  gave  him  the  Charafter  of  a  Man  worthy  to  govern  in 
the  Church,  when  Occafion  fhould  Offer.  This  Letter,  and  a  Perfonal  Con¬ 
ference  with  the  King,  wherein  he  declared  openly  his  Opinion  of  the  Doftrine 
and  Difcipline  of  the  Church  of  England ,  abundantly  fatisfied  his  Majefty. 

In  February  1620,  the  King,  of  his  meer  Motion,  and  from  a  certain  Know¬ 
ledge  he  had  of  the  Wifdom,  Piety,  and  exquifite  Learning  of  Ufsher ,  promoted 
him  to  the  See  of  Meath  *,  which  was  then  vacant  by  the  Death  of  Bifhop  Mount - 
gomery  in  London,  on  the  1 5th  of  January  before.  The  King  ufed  often  to  boaft, 
that  he  was  a  Bifhop  of  his  own  making.  A  few  Days  after  his  Advance¬ 
ment,  he  was  chofen  to  Preach  before  the  Houfe  of  Commons  in  St.  Margaret's, 
JVejiminfler  •,  which  he  performed  to  the  univerfal  Satisfaction  of  his  Illuftrious  Au¬ 
dience,  and  the  Sermon  was  by  Order  printed. 
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In  1621,  he  returned  to  Ireland ,  and  was  confecrated  at  Droghedah  by  Pri¬ 
mate  Hampton ,  and  two  other  Bifhops.  This  high  Promotion  rather  increafedT 
than  abated  his  Pradlice  of  Preaching  ;  and  to  keep  him  in  conftant  mind  of 
it,,  he  had  that  Sentence  of  St.  Paul ,  Vce  mihi  ft  non  Evangelizavero ,  engraved 
on  his  Epifcopal  Seal  •,  which  he  continued  alfo  in  the  Seal  of  the  Primacy.  He 
had  numbers  of  the  Roman  Communion  in  his  Diocefe,  whom  he  endeavoured 
to  reclaim  by  private  Converfation,  and  gentle  Methods  of  Reafoning.  They 
confented  at  laft  to  hear  him  Preach,  fo  it  were  not  in  a  Church.  He  conde- 
feended  to  their  exception,  and  preached  to  them  in  the  Sefiion-houfe  ;  and  his 
Sermon  had  fuch  influence,  that  their  Priefts  prohibited  them  for  the  future  to 
hear  him  in  any  Place.  They  were  generally  obflinate  in  their  Opinions,  and 
fondly  addicted  to  the  reading  of  the  idle  Legends  of  the  Lives  of  their  Saints  5 
but  utterly  ignorant  of  all  true  Knowledge  in  the  Holy  Scriptures.  Their  Preju¬ 
dices  were  fo  ftrong  and  prevalent,  that  the  beft  Arguments  he  could  ufe,  ex¬ 
torted  only  this  Anfwer  from  them  ;  That  they  followed  the  Religion  of  their 
Anceftors,  and  would  never  depart  from  it.  To  pluck  up  this  Error  by  the  Roots, 
the  year  following,  he  wrote  in  Englifh ,  a  Book  intitled  •,  A  Difcourfe  of  the  Re¬ 
ligion  antiently  prof e fed  by  the  Irifh  ;  of  which  there  is  an  Abftradt  before  given  at 
the  End  of  the  Life  of  St.  Patrick ,  p.  24.  This  learned  Work,  (in  which  he  il- 
lufl rated  the  Antiquities  of  his  Country  by  ancient  Manufcripts,  with  great 
Judgment  and  Fidelity,  and  corrected  the  Errors  of  Campion  and  O-Sullevan) 
he  dedicated  to  Sir  Chrifiopher  Sibthorp ,  Knight,  one  of  the  Juftices  of  the  King’s - 
Bench ,  and  printed  it  this  Year  at  the  End  of  a  Book  wrote  by  the  faid  Sibthorp 
on  the  fame  Subject,  4*0,  and  it  was  afterwards  publiffied  at  London  in  1631. 

About  this  Time  he  was  called  into  the  Privy-Council,  and  had  foon  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  prefented  to  him  of  giving  a  Proof  of  his  Wifdom  and  folid  Judgment. 
Some  Irifhmen  of  Quality,  of  the  Romifh  Communion,  being  promoted  to  pub- 
lick  Offices,  refufed  to  take  the  Oath  of  Supremacy.  To  preferve  the  Authori¬ 
ty  of  the  Law  intire,  and  to  confult  the  publick  Tranquillity,  it  was  thought  ne~ 
ccflary  by  the  Lord  Deputy  Falkland ,  and  the  Privy-Council,  to  inflict  a  Cenfure 
on  them  in  the  Star-Chamber .  The  2 2d  of  November  1622,  was  the  Day  ap¬ 
pointed  for  their  Appearance.  After  the  Judges  had  explained  to  them  the  Na¬ 
ture,  Reafon,  and  Equity  of  the  Oath,  our  Bifhop  delivered  himfelfina  grave 
Speech  upon  the  Occafion  wherein  he  demonftrated,  that  the  King  was  the  Su¬ 
preme  and  only  Governour  within  his  Dominions,  diftinguifhing  between  the 
Power  of  the  Keys,  and  the  power  of  the  Sword  ;  and  fhewed  that  they  by  no 
means  clafhed  together.  That  the  Jurifdi&ion  of  the  Roman  Pontiff  over  the 
Univerfal  Church  was  an  ufurped  and  unjuft  Jurifdidtion,  and  quite  overturned 
the  Foundation  on  which  it  was  built.  Some  of  thofe  who  were  called  to  hear 
the  Sentence  of  Praemunire  denounced  againft  them,  were  convinced  by  his  Rea- 
fons,  and  fubmitted  willingly  to  take  the.  .Oath.  The  King,  to  whom  a  Copy 
of  it  was  tranfmitted  on  the  uthof  January  following,  returned  him  a  Letter 
of  Thanks  for  this  feafonable  and  zealous  vindication  of  his  legal  Rights,  This 
Letter  was  annexed  to  the  Speech,  and  both  printed,  and  are  to  be  feen  among 
his  Englifh  Works.  The  King,  having  been  informed,  that  the  Bifhop  was  about 
compiling  the  Antiquities  of  the  Britifh  Churches,  earneftly  recommended  the  pro- 
fecution  of  that  Work  to  him,  and  wrote  to  the  Council  of  Ireland ,  to  grant  him 
a  Licence  of  Abfence,  to  confult  the  Manufcripts  in  the  Libraries  of  England. 

A.  D.  1624.  Having  therefore  carefully  fettled  all  things  in  his  Diocefe,  this 
Year  he  palled  into  England.  The  Court  was  then  at  Wanfled ,  whither  our 
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feifliop  waS  fent  for  *,  and  on  the  20th  of  June  that  Year*  he  preached  a  learned  and 
judicious  Difcourfe  before  the  King  and  Court,  on  the  Univerfality  of  the  Chrif- 
tian  Church,  atid  the  Unity  of  the  Catholick  Faith,  which  the  King  ordered  to 
be  printed.  He  printed  alfo  this  Year  in  London ,  a  Book  intitled,  —  An  Anfwer 
to  a  Challenge  made  hy  a  Jefuit  in  Ireland  ;  wherein  the  Judgment  of  Antiquity  in 
the  Points  queflioned ,  is  truly  delivered ,  and  the  Novelty  of  the  now  Romilh  Doctrine 
plainly  difcovered.-—  Which  he  dedicated  to  the  King.  To  this  Anfwer  *  Malone , 
the  Jefuit,  with  whom  the  Controverfy  was  held,  publiflied  a  Reply  in  1627, 
in  Englifh ,  intitled,  —  A  Reply  to  Dr.  Ufsher*  j  Anfwer  about  the  Judgment  of 
Antiquity  concerning  the  Romilh  Religion. —  A  Book  written  with  fo  much  Calum¬ 
ny  and  Sophiftry,  that  oUr  Bilhop’S  Friends  thought  it  unworthy  to  have  his 
Time  taken  Up  in  anfwering  it  ^  which  he  the  readier  confented  to,  when  he  un- 
derftood,  that  three  Divines  in  Dublin ,  Hoyle ,  Syng  and  Puttock *  had  taken  up  his 
Quarrel,  and  publilhed  Rejoinders  to  the  Jefuit’s  Reply. 

While  our  Bilhop  was  in  England  Primate  Hampton  died,  on  the  third  of  Janua¬ 
ry  1624  5  and  the  Kingj  about  fix  Days  before  his  own  Death,  promoted  him  to 
the  See  of  Armagh  on  the  twenty  firft  of  March  following  ;  to  the  univerfal  Sa¬ 
tisfaction  of  all  the  Protellants  of  Ireland ,  teftified  by  numbers  of  congratulatory 
Letters  upon  the  Gccafion.  But  their  Pleafure  of  feeing  him  was  delayed  by  a 
Quartan  Ague,  which  confined  him  nine  Months  in  England  after  his  Advance¬ 
ment  ;  during  which  time  he  was  engaged  in  an  unlooked  for  Difpute  with  a  Je¬ 
fuit,  upon  the  fame  controverted  Points  in  Religion,  occafioned  thus :  —  The 
Lord  Mordaunt ,  afterwards  Earl  of  Peterborough ,  being  of  the  Romifh  Commu¬ 
nion,  had  a  Defire  to  draw  his  Lady  over  to  the  fame  Religion.  To  free  herfelf 
from  her  Lord’s  Importunity  j  fhe  agreed,  that  a  friendly  Conference  Ihould  be  held 
between  two  principal  Men  of  each  Party,  and  promifed  to  embrace  that  Religi¬ 
on,  which  Ihould  appear  to  her,  by  their  Arguments,  to  be  fupported  by  Truth. 
The  Lord  chofe  his  GonfclTor,  one  Beaumont ,  alias  Rookwood ,  a  Jefuit.  The  La¬ 
dy  fent  an  obliging  Letter  to  our  Primate,  inviting  him  to  come  and  fupport  hef 
Caufc,  and  the  Caufe  of  Truth.  Although  fcarce  recovered,  in  November  this 
Year  he  immediately  repaired  to  Lord  Mordaunt s  Seat,  at  Drayton,  in  Northamp - 
tonfhire ;  where  there  was  a  well-furnilhed  Library  to  have  recourle  to,  as  occafion 
Ihould  require.  The  Points  difeufied  were,  Tranfubftantiation*  the  Invocation 
of  Saints,  Images,  the  Vifibility  of  the  Church  5  and  in  general,  whether  the 
Romifh  Religion,  or  the  Religion  eftablilhed  in  the  Church  of  England,  was  the 
fame  with  the  Primitive  Religion.  The  Primate  Was  Opponent  for  thfee  Days  • 
On  the  fourth,  when  it  came  to  the  Jefuit’sTurn  to  impugn  the  Articles  of  the  Re¬ 
formation,  he  declined  the  Combat,  and  fent  an  Excufe  in  thefe  Words,  u  That 
“  by  the  juft  Judgment  of  God,  he  had  forgotten  all  the  Arguments  he  had 
“  framed ;  for  that  he  had  of  himfelf  dared*  and  without  the  Licence  of  his  Su- 
“  periors*  to  undertake  a  Deputation  with  a  Man  of  that  profound  and  confum- 
46  mate  Learning.”  This  Apology  Dr.  Bernard  a  allures  us  he  had  from  an  Eye 
and  Ear  Witnefs  •,  and  is  in  fome  meafure  confirmed  by  the  Teftimony  of  one 
Challoner ,  a  fecular  Prieft  ;  who  in  a  Book  againft  Beaumont,  bids  him,  beware 
§f  Drayton,  leaf  he  meet  another  Ufsher  there.  The  iflue  of  this  Controverfy 
was  the  Converfion  of  the  Peer  to  the  Proteftant  Faith  ;  in  which  he  perfevered 
to  his  Dea‘h.  The  Lady  always  retained  a  grateful  Senfe  of  this  feafonable  piece 
of  Service,  and  afterwards  in  the  calamitous  Times,  when  the  Primate  Was  ftrip-

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ped  of  all  his  Revenues,  entertained  him  in  her  Houfe  for  nine  or  ten  Tears, 
where  he  died. 

A.  D.  1626.  He  returned  to  Ireland  in  Auguft  this  Year.  King  James  the 
lif ft  had,  before  his  Death,  made  him  a  Grant  of  the  Temporalties  of  the  Primacy, 
from  the  Death  of  his  Predeceflor  *,  and  King  Charles  the  firft,  as  a  Pledge  of 
his  Efteem,  gave  him  an  Order  on  the  Treafury  for  400 1.  to  be  paid  him  imme¬ 
diately  after  his  Return.  The  firft  thing  he  did  was  to  reform  his  own  Diocefe  ; 
the  next,  to  amend  and  corredl,  as  far  as  was  in  his  Power,  the  Diforders  in  his 
Ecclefiaftical  Courts.  But  thefe  were  Diftempers  too  inveterate  to  be  fuddenly 
healed.  In  Michaelmas  Term  this  Year,  a  Scheme  was  fet  on  Foot  to  oblige  the 
Papifts  to  a  greater  willingnefs  to  fupport  the  Charge  of  the  Army  ;  and  to  con- 
lent  to  a  conftantTax  for  the  Maintenance  of  5000  Foot,  and  500  Horfe  ;  in 
confideration  of  relaxing  the  penal  Laws  for  a  Time,  and  a  more  full  Toleration 
of  their  Religion.  In  order  to  which  the  Lord  Deputy  Falkland  fummoned  an 
Aflembly  of  the  whole  Nation,  both  Papifts  and  Proteftants,  to  the  Caftle  of  Dub¬ 
lin.  To  obviate  this  Defign,  the  Lord  Primate  invited  the  Bilhop.s  to  his  Houfe, 
in  order  to  confult  what  was  proper  to  be  done  upon  an  Affair  of  fuch  Nicety  and 
Confequence  :  And  on  the  26th  of  November  they  unanimoufly  entred  into  a  Proteft 
againft  any  Toleration  of  Popery  from  Temporal  Motives,  which  they  call,  the  fit¬ 
ting  of  Religion  to  Sale :  and  alledge,  that  it  would  be  a  grievous  Sin  to  tolerate  that 
Religion,  which  they  look  upon  as  fuperftitious,  idolatrous,  erroneous,  and  hereti¬ 
cal,  and  the  Church  profefiing  it,  an  apoftate  Church  ;  and  therefore  recommend¬ 
ed  it  to  the  Government  to  be  zealous  and  refolute  againft  all  Popery,  Superftition 
and  Idolatry  whatfoever.  This  Inftrument  was  figned  by  the  Primate,  the  Arch- 
bifhop  of  Cafhel ,  the  Bifhops  of  Meath ,  Ferns  and  Leighlin ,  Down  and  Connor , 
Derry ,  Cork ,  Cloyne  and  Rofs,  Killalla  and  Achonry ,  Kilmore  and  Ardagh,  Dro- 
more ,  Waterford  and  Lftnore,  and  Limerick. 

A.  D.  1627.  Againft.  the  next  Afifembly,  Downham ,  Bilhop  of  Derry ,  on 
the  23d  of  April  this  Year,  preached  before  the  State  upon  that  Subject,  and 
publifhed  this  Proteft  at  the  End  of  his  Sermon  ;  and  the  Sunday  following,  the 
Primate  preached  to  the  like  Purpofe,  and  before  the  fame  Audience.  This  zea¬ 
lous  Proceeding  clogged  the  Wheels  of  the  Projeft  ;  by  which  means  it  drove  on 
heavily  ;  and  at  laft  was  flopped.  The  Lord  Deputy,  finding  the  Difcontents 
encreafe,  requefted  the  Lord  Primate,  in  regard  of  the  general  Efteem  in  which 
he  flood  with  both  Parties,  and  as  he  was  a  Member  of  the  Privy  Council  to 
move  them  to  comply  with  the  King’s  Neceflities,  and  to  grant  an  Aid  without 
any  previous  Conditions.  Accordingly,  upon  very  little  Warning,  on  the  30th 
of  April,  he  made  a  Speech  to  the  Aflembly  at  the  Caftle  ;  wherein  he  pathetical¬ 
ly  fet  forth  the  weak  State  of  the  Kingdom,  the  Dangers  and  Defolations  threat- 
ning  it  both  at  home  and  from  abroad  ;  the  inevitable  Neceflity  of  confuting 
their  Safeties,  and  of  granting  a  fpeedy  Supply  to  fupport  the  Army,  without  a- 
ny  previous  Stipulation  5  recommending  it  to  them  to  leave  the  Conditions  of 
their  Subfidies  to  the  Wifdom,  Goodnefs,  and  Lenity  of  the  King,  which  they 
had  fully  experienced  upon  many  Occafions.  He  artfully  interwove  the  Praifes 
of  fuch  of  the  Romifh  Perfwaflon,  who  were  of  Englijh  Families,  and  enjoyed 
Eftates  under  the  Grants  of  the  Crown  j  whom,  in  the  Time  of  Tyrone's  Rebelli¬ 
on,  neither  the  Allurements  nor  Promifes  of  the  King  of  Spain ,  neither  Briefs 
nor  Bulls  from  the  Pope,  nor  the  Declarations  of  foreign  Univerfities,  could  divert 
from  their  Allegiance  to  her  Majefty.  He  Ihewed  them,  that  there  was  no  Danger 
that  the  Grant  of  this  Subfldy  Ihould  paft  a  Right  to  the  Crown  in  time  to  come  ; 
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or  fhould  be  continued  as  a  conftant  Revenue  to  the  Exchequer ..  He  laid  before 
them  many  Prefidents  of  the  like  Grants  ;  and  concluded,  that  the  denying  the 
King  a  Supply  to  fupport  the  Necefiity  of  his  Government,  could  be  no  lefs  than 
robbing  him  of  what  was  his  certain  Due.  This  Speech  had  not  its  defired  Ef- 
fed:,  which  was  much  to  be  wifhed  •,  for  the  Handing  Forces  then  moved  for, 
would  probably  have  prevented  the  cruel  Rebellion  which  broke  out  fome  Tears 
after.  The  Lord  Deputy  defired  a  Copy  of  this  Speech,  which  was  tranfmitted 
to  the  King  ;  who  very  well  approved  of  it,  as  much  conducing  to  his  Service, 
and  the  publick  Safety.  He  laid  out  confiderable  Sums  of  Money  every  Year  on 
Books,  but  efpecially  on  Manufcripts  •,  which  he  procured  both  at  home  and  a- 
broad.  About  this  time,  by  the  means  of  Mr.  Thomas  Davis,  Chaplain  to  the 
Turkey  Company  at  Aleppo,  he  procured  one  of  the  firft  Samaritan  Pentateuch’s  that 
ever  was  brought  into  the  Weftern  Parts  of  Europe ,  as  Mr.  Selden b  and  Dr.  Wal¬ 
ton  c  acknowledge  :  As  alfo  the  Old  Teftament  in  syriack ,  much  more  perfect 
than  any  had  been  before  feen  in  thefe  Parts,  together  with  many  other  Manu- 
Icripts  of  Value.  This  Pentateuch,  with  the  reft,  were  made  ufe  of  by  Bifhop 
Walton ,  in  his  Edition  of  the  Polyglot  Bible ;  and  were  fince  depofited  in  the 
Bodleyan  Library. 

A.  D.  162$.  About  this  Year  there  commenced  a  ftrift  Correfpondence  by  Let¬ 
ter  between  Archbifhop  Usfher ,  and  William  Laud ,  then  Bifhop  of  London ,  which 
improved  into  a  great  Friendlhip  *,  and  by  Laud* s  Means  many  Favours  were  ob¬ 
tained  both  for  the  Church,  and  Univerfity  of  Dublin.  It  was  at  our  Primate’s 
inftance,  that  Laud ,  when  advanced  to  Canterbury ,  was  elected  Chancellor  of  the 
faid  Univerfity,  and  by  his  Means,  a  Reformation  of  the  old  Statutes  was  obtained. 

A.  D.  1630.  The  King  (being  informed  of  feveral  abufes  in  the  Church  of 
Ireland,  not  only  among  the  inferior  Clergy,  in  negle&ing  their  Duties,  but  alfo 
among  fome  of  the  Bifhops,  in  applying  Ecclefiaftical  Dignities,  within  their  Col¬ 
lations,  to  their  own  Ufesjon  the  12th  of  April  1630,  wrote  to  Archbifhop  Ufsher 
and  the  reft  of  the Archbiihops,  to  take  Care  to  remedy  thefe  evils.  Armed  with  this 
Authority,  he  engaged  himfelf  into  the  good  Work,  and  through  his  Diocefe 
and  Province  enforced  the  Ecclefiaftical  Canons,  and  reformed  whatever  had  been 
a&ed  contrary  to  them.  He  alfo  met  with  confiderable  Succefs  in  reducing  both 
Romanifts  and  Schifmaticks  by  his  mild  Method  of  Arguing,  to  the  eftablifhed 
Church.  Upon  the  Birth  of  the  Prince  of  Wales  this  Year,  an  exprefs  was 
fent  to  Ireland  to  inform  the  State  of  it.  Upon  which  a  Solemn  Day  of  Thankf- 
giving  was  appointed  *,  and  Ufsher  was  fent  for  on  Purpofe  from  the  Country  to 
Preach  upon  the  Occafion  *,  which  he  did  accordingly  at  Chrifi •Church,  on  Pfalm. 
45.  v.  16.  inftead  of  thy  Fathers  Jhall  be  thy  Children ,  whom  thou  mayejl  make 
Princes  in  all  the  Earth. 

A.  D.  1631.  He  publifhed,  at  Dublin,  the  Hiftory  of  Gottefcalchus,  and  of 
the  Predeftinarian  Controverfy,  ftirred  by  him  in  the  beginning  of  the  ninth 
Century.  In  this  Treatife  he  fhews,  that  there  were  many  dangerous  Opinions  and 
Confequences  imputed  to  that  learned  Monk,  of  which  he  was  by  no  means  guil¬ 
ty.  He  fhews  his  conftancy  under  his  cruel  Whippings,  and  long  Imprifonment, 
which  continued  to  his  Death*,  and  gives  us  his  two  confeflions  of  Faith,  there  pub¬ 
lifhed. 

A.  D.  1632.  He  publifhed  in  Dublin  a  Colledtionof  Antient  Letters,  under  the 
Title  of —  Veterum  Epijiolarum  Hibernicarum  Sylloge ,  quee  part im  ab  Hibernis ,  par - 
tim  ad  Hibernos ,  partim  de  Hibernis ,  vel  rebus  Hibernicis  funt  confcriptoc,— commen¬ 
cing  about  the  Year  592 ,  and  ending  about  the  Year  1180:  containing  divers  choice 

b  Marraor.  Arundel.  c  Pref.  to  the  Polyglot  Bible. 
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Matters,  relating  to  the  Ecclefiaftical  Difcipline,  and  Jurifdidion  of  the  Churcfi  of 
Ireland  in  thofe  Times,  and  efpecially  concerning  the  keeping  of  Eaflcr .  His  inti¬ 
macy  with  Dr.  Laud ,  at  this  time  Bifhop  of  London ,  and  foon  after  Archbifhop  of 
Canterbury ,  was  of  great  Ad  vantage  to  the  Church  of  Ireland.  For  there  was  fcarce 
any  confiderable  Preferment  beftowed  in  that  Church,  but  by  hisApprobation.  He 
prevented  feveral  Grants  from  being  confirmed  to  Courtiers,  who  had  under  Hand 
obtained  Promifes  of  them;  and  particularly  caufed  a  Patent,  made  to  a  Scotch  Man 
of  Quality  of  feveral  Tyths  in  Ireland ,  to  be  vacated;  the  King  being  deceived  in 
his  Grant  :  And  fome  Year*  before  this,  he  procured  a  Patent  in  his  own 
Name,  but  in  trufl  for  the  Church,  of  fuch  Impropriations  belonging  to  the 
Crown,  as  were  then  leafed  out,  to  commence  as  foon  as  the  Leafes  ihould  ex¬ 
pire. 

A.  D.  1634  The  Controverfy  for  Precedence,  between  the  Archbifhops  of 
Armagh  and  Dublin ,  was  finally  fettled,  through  the  means  of  the  Primate  ;  who 
proved  the  Precedence  of  the  See  of  Armagh  to  that  of  Dublin  ;  and  it  was  accord¬ 
ingly  fo  determined  by  the  Lord  Deputy  arid  Council,  and  confirmed  by  the  King. 
See  more  of  this  Matter  before,  under  Walter  JorJe  p.  79.  At  the  opening  of 
the  Parliament  this  Year,  he  preached  before  the  Lord  Deputy  Strafford ,  and  the 
two  Houfes  at  St.  Patrick's ,  Dublin,  upon  thisText,  Gen.  49.  10.  The  feeptre  Jhall. 
not  depart  from  Judah,  nor  a  law-giver  from  between  his  Feet ,  untill  Shiloh  come 
and  unto  him  Jhall  the  gathering  of  the  People  be.  In  the  Convocation  now  aflem- 
bled,  he  propofed,  at  the  Inftance  of  the  Lord  Deputy,  and  the  Archbifhop 
of  Canterbury  ;  that  to  expfefs  the  Agreement  of  the  Church  of  Ireland  with  that 
of  England ,  both  in  Dodrine  and  Difcipline,  the  39  Articles  of  the  Church  of 
England  fhould  be  received  by  the  Church  of  Ireland  ;  which  was  confented  to 
by  both  Houfes  of  Convocation  ;  and  the  fa  id  Articles  were  declared  to  be  the 
Confeffion  of  Faith  in  the  Church  of  Ireland.  But  here  there  was  a  Conteft  between 
the  Lord  Primate,  and  Dr.  Bramhal ,  then  Bifhop  of  Derry ,  about  eftablifhing  Ca¬ 
nons  for  the  Church  of  Ireland ;  which  the  Bifhop  of  Derry  would  have  had  paf- 
fed  in  tlie  fame  Form  and  Words  with  thofe  in  England.  The  Lord  Primate  op- 
pofed  this,  as  prejudicial  to  the  Liberties  of  the  Church  of  Ireland.  At  lafl  it 
was  unanimoufly  compromized  and  agreed,  that  fome  of  the  Canons  fhould  be  fe- 
leded  out  of  the  Englifh  Book  of  Canons,  and  fuch  others  added  as  ftould 
be  judged  agreable  to  the  Polity  and  Genius  of  the  Church  of  Ireland ;  this 
was  accordingly  done,  and  a  Book  of  Conftitutions  and  Canons  compiled,  which 
was  publifhed  in  Dublin  in  1635,  and  approved  of  by  the  King,  and  confirmed 
under  the  Broad-Seal. 

A.  D.  1638.  He  pubiifhed  afmall  Treatife  in  Dublin ,  concerning  the  Myftery 
of  the  Incarnation  of  the  Son  of  God,  in  Englifh ,  which  was  chiefly  digefted 
out  of  the  Sermons  which  he  had  before  preached  on  the  fame  Subjed. 

A.  D.  1639.  About  the  End  of  this  Year,  he  publiihed  in  Dublin,  his  cele- 
brated  and  long  expeded  Work,  intitled,  Britannicarum  EcclefiarumAntiquitates ;  i* 
which  is  inferred  the  Hrftory  of  Pelagius  and  his  Herefy ;  which  he  dedicated 
to  King  Charles  the  Fir  ft  ;  to  which  he  added  a  Chronological  Index,  in  which 
the  Events  of  each  Century  are  clearly  laid  down.  This  Work  is  fo  great  a  Trea- 
fure  of  Britifh  and  Irifh  Ecclefiaftical  Antiquities,  that  all  who  have  fmee  wrote 

with  any  Succefs  on  this  Subjed,  cannot  avoid  owning,  how  much  they  are  in¬ 
debted  to  his  Labours.  3 

A.  D.  1640.  Having  fat  fixteen  Years  in  the  Primatial  See,  to  the  great  BeJ 
nefit  and  Satisfaftion  of  the  Church,  about  the  beginning  of  this  Year,  he 
paffed  into  England  with  his  Wife  and  Family ;  being  invited  over  by  fome 

eminent 
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eminent  Perfons,  on  account  of  the  then  Differences  between  the  King  and 
Parliament.  Dr.  Bernard  takes  Notice  ;  that  this  was  God’s  fpecial  Providence 
for  his  Prefervation  ;  and  that  the  Primate  taking  leave  of  him,  gave  him  “  a  fe- 
“  nous  Preparative  againft  the  heavy  Sorrows  andMiferies  which  he  ihould  i?el, 
«  before  he  faw  him  again:  And  further  fays,  that  he  fpoke  of  them  with 
“  that  Confidence,  as  if  they  had  been  within  his  View.”  See  his  forefight  of 
the  Calamities  of  the  following  Times  before  in  page  too.  At  London. ,he :was 
received  by  the  King  with  his  accuftomed  Favour  1  and  then  went  to.  Oxford,  as 
well  to  abfent  himfelf  from,  the  Heats  which  happened  in  that  Ihort  Parliament, 
as  to  purfue  his  Studies  in  the  Libraries  there  with  greater  Freedom.  Here  he  was 
accommodated  with  Lodgings  in  Cbriji-Cburch  College  by  Dr.  Monce,  Hebrew 
Profeffor.  Having  fpent  fome  Time  here  and  at  Cambridge,  he  returned  to  London 
the  fame  Year  ;  where,  after  the  meeting  of  the  long  Parliament,  he  made  it 
his  Bufinefs,  both  by  Preaching  and  Writing,  to  exhort  them  to  Loyalty,  and  en¬ 
deavoured,  although  unfuccefsfully,  to  heal  thofe  Breaches,  which  were  ready 

to  breakout  both  in  Church  and  State.  .  7  ,  D.  n  ‘ 

A  D.  164.1  He  publifhed  a  fhort  Treatife  intitled.  ¥be  Original  of  BiJhop$ 

and  Metropolitans  ;  wherein  he  proves  from  Scripture,  and  antient  Monuments, 
their  eftablifhment  and  Succeflion  from  the  Apoftles,  and  that  there  was  never 
arv  Chriftian  Church  founded  in  the  Primitive  Times  without  Bifhops  Upon 
the  Execution  of  the  Earl  of  Strafford  this  Year,  a  Scandal  was  raifed  on  our 
Archbilhop *,  as  if  he  had  made  ufe  of  the  Diftin&ion  of  a  perfonal  and  politi¬ 
cal  Confcience,  to  fatisfy  the  King,  that  he  might  with  fafety  content  to  the 
Death  of  the  Earl ;  and  that  although  his  perfonal  Confcience  rehfted,  yet.  he 
mio-ht  do  it  by  his  political  Confcience.  But  his  Innocency  was  cleared  by  tne 
King  with  an  Oath  ♦,  and  Do&or  Bernard,  hath  given  us  a  Relation  of  the  whole 
Bufinefs  from  a  Paper  under  the  Primate’s  own  Hand,  too  long  to  be  here  in- 
ferted.  This  Year  the  Barbarous  and  unparallelled  Rebellion  broke  out  in  Ireland  ; 
in  which  as  the  Proteftant  Intereft  received  an  inexprefiible  Blow,  fo  the  Primate 
bore  tooVeata  lhare  in  the  commonCalamity,  all  his  perfonal  Eftate,  and  whatever 
belonged  to  his  Primacy,  was  deflroyed  •,  and  nothing  of  his  efcaped  the  Fury 
o  the°  Rebels,  but  his  Library,  and  the  Furniture  of  his  Houfe,  at  Droghedah, 
which  were  fecured  by  the  Care  of  his  Chaplain  Bernard,  while  the  Town  was 
befieged,  and  conveyed  to  him  the  Summer  following  to  Chefier,  and  fo  to 
london  During  the  Ravages  committed  upon  his  Revenues  m  Ireland  this  Year, 
he  was  made  Preacher  at  Covent-Garden  Chufch,  London.  Upon  hearing  of  his 
Loffes  in  this  Kingdom,  two  Offers  were  made  him  from  Foreign  Parts.  Tire 
Univerfity  of  Leyden  would  have  chofe  him  their  Honorary  Profeffor,  with  » 
more  ample  Stipend  than  was  ufualiy  annexed  to  the  Place :  And  Cardina  Ricb- 
Z  gave  him  an  invitation  to  come  to  France,  with  the  promffe  of  a  noble  Penfi- 
on  and  the  Freedom  of  his  Religion.  The  Cardinal  had  before  expreffed  a  great 
Honour  for  him,  when  upon  publiihing  his  Book  of  the  Ant'qurties  of  the  Bn- 
S  churches,  h  lent  him  a  Letter  full  of  Refpeft,  with  a  Goto  Medal  of  confi- 
dfrabk  Value,  having  his  own  Image  ftampedon  it  •,  which  the  Primate  retur¬ 
ned  with  a  Letter  of  Thanks,  and  a  Prefent  of  Irijh  Grey-Hounds^  But  he  refufed 
both  thefe  Offers,  and  bore  his  Misfortunes  with  an  Heroick  and  Chiftnan  Magna¬ 
nimity.  The  January  following,  upon  the  Death  of  Defter  Potter  the  King 
granted  him  the  Biihoprick  of  Carlijle,  to  hold  inCommendam  •,  of  which  he 
■  received  the  Adminiftration,  February  16th,  1641.  On  this  See,  although  1 
was  much  funk  in  its  Value  by  the  Scotch  and  EngUJh  Armies  quartering  there,  he 
made  a  Ihift  to  fubfift,  untill  the  Houfe  of  Commons  feized  on  all  Bifhops 
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Lahds,  and  then  they  voted  him  a  Penfion  of  400I.  a  Year,  in  confideration  of  his 
great  Lofifes  in  Ireland ,  and  his  exemplary  Merits ;  yet  it  is  faid,  he  never  re¬ 
ceived  it  above  once,  or  twice  at  moft. 

A.  D.  1642.  The  King  having  left  London ,  and  retired  to  Oxford  ;  the  Pri¬ 
mate  obtained  leave  from  the  Parliament  this  Year  to  go  thither*,  where  Dodtor 
Prideanx ,  Bifhop  of  Worcefter ,  lent  him  his  Houfe  adjoyning  to  Exeter -College  ± 
that  he  might  be  near  the  Library,  for  the  fake  of  purfuing  his  Studies.  On 
Sunday  after  the  Battle  of  Brainford ,  he  was  commanded  by  the  King  to 
Preach  before  him  at  Oxford  ;  which  he  did  now,  and  on  other  Solemn  Oc- 
cafions,  both  this  and  the  following  Year. 

A.  D  1643.  Pie  was  nominated  by  the  Parliament  (although  againft  his  de¬ 
fire)  to  be  one  of  the  Aflembly  of  Divines  at  Weftminfter.  But  while  the  Matter 
was  under  Debate  in  the  Houfe*  a  Queftion  a  arofe,  whether  he  fhould  be  admit¬ 
ted  or  not  ?  Upon  which  Mr.  Selden  anfwered  *,  that  they  had  as  good  inquire* 
whether  they  had  beft  admit  Inigo  Jones ,  the  King’s  Architect,  to  the  Company 
of  Moufe-T  rap -Makers.  But  our  Archbifhop,  neither  approved  of  the  Autho¬ 
rity  that  named  him,  nor  of  theBufmefs  they  were  about;  fo  that  he  never  once 
went  among  them;  of  which  negledt  he  was  complained  of  to  the  Houfe  of  Com¬ 
mons,  who  did  him  a  Pleafure  in  voting  him  out  again  *,  and  in  Refentment, 
foon  after  feized  his  Study  of  Books,  as  being  part  of  the  Eftate  of  a  Delinquent 
which  would  have  been  fold,  if  the  Friendfhip  of  Do&or  Featly  and  Mr.  Selden 
had  not  interpofed  to  preferve  them  for  him  ;  fome  few  of  them  however  were' 
imbezilled.  About  this  Time  he  publifhed  a  (mail,  but  learned  Treatif^,  Intitled, 
A  Geographical  and  Hiftorical  Difquifition ,  touching  the  LefTer  Afia,  properly  fo  caL 
led ,  (viz.)  I  he  Lydian  Afia,  fo  often  mentioned  in  the  New  Left  ament,  and  by  Ec - 
clefiaftical  and  other  Writers ,  by  the  Names  of  the  Proconfular  Afia*  or  Afian  Dio- 
e efe  :  Wherein  he  hath  fliewn  his  admirable  Skill  in  the  Geography  of  the  Anti- 
ents,  and  alfo  in  the  Imperial  Laws. 

A.  D.  1 644  He  publifhed  at  Oxford  the  Epiftles  of  St.  Ignatius,  and  as  much 
of  the  Epiftle  of  St.  Barnabas,  as  the  great  Fire  at  Oxford  had  fpared.  The  old 
Latin  Verfion  of  Ignatius,  he  publifhed  out  of  two  Manufcripts  found  in  Eng¬ 
land,  noting  in  red  Letters  the  interpolations  of  the  former  Greek  Impreffion* 
This  Work  was  much  illuftrated  by  his  Collation  of  feveral  Greek  Copies  of  the 
Letters  and  Martyrdom  of  Ignatius  and  Poly  crap.  To  which  he  added  a  learned! 
Differtation  concerning  thefe  Epiftles;  as  alfo  touching  the  Canons  ond  Conftitu- 
tions  aferibed  to  the  Apoftles,  and  to  St.  Clement  Bifhop  of  Rome.  Three  Years 
after  this,  viz.  1647,  (not  in  1651*  as  Dr.  Parr  has  it,)  he  publifhed  his  Appendix 
Ignatidna ,  wherein,  befides  other  tra&s,  there  are  added  the  Six  Genuine  Epiftles  of 
Ignatius ,  according  to  the  Amfterdam  Edition,  publifhed  by  Ifaac  Voftius ,  from 
the  Greek  Manufcript  in  the  Florentine  Library,  which  the  Primate  had  fome 
Years  before  given  him  Notice  of;  and  had  alfo  obtained  the  great  Duke’s  Leave 
to  Copy  it.  During  his  flay  at  Oxford,  feveral  Queries  were  fent  him  from  the 
Parliament  Quarter',  concerning  the  Lawfulnefs  of  taking  up  Arms  againft  the 
King;  which  he  anfwered  in  the  Negative,  and  gave  his  Reafons  fully  and  parti¬ 
cularly  ;  which  may  be  feen  at  large  in  his  Life  written  by  Dr.  Parr ,  too  lono-to 
be  here  inferted.  While  the  Epiftles  of  Ignatius  were  under  the  Prefs,  the  Heads 
of  the  Univerfity  of  Oxford, in  a  Solemn  Convocation  of  Doctors  and  Mafters  came 
to  a  Refolution  on  the  10th  of  March  1644  to  procure  his  Effigies  to  be  engraved 
in  a  Copper-Plate,  and  prefixed  to  the  faid  Work,  with  the  following  En- 
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Comium.- — — — Jacobus  UJJerius ,  Archiepifcopus  Armachanus *  Totius  Hibernice 
Primas ,  Antiquitatis  primeevce  peritijfimus ,  Orthodoxce  Rcligionis  Vindex  &v«vT/jipviTO$ 
errorum  malleus ,  concionando  frequens ,  facundus ,  preepotens *  wV#  inculpate? 
exemplar  Speftabile.  The  want  of  a  fkilful  Engraver  prevented  the  execution  of 
this  Defign  at  prefent  ;  but  it  was  afterwards  done,  and  prefixed  to  fome  other  of 
his  Works. 

A.  D.  1 645  tt  being  rumored  abroad,  that  the  Siege  of  Oxford  was  refolved  on, 
and  that  the  King  would  be  obliged  to  quit  the  Place,  the  Primate,  with  his  Ma- 
jefty's  Leave,  took  the  Opportunity  of  waiting  on  the  Prince  of  Wales ,  as  far 
as  Briflol,  and  from  thence  proceeded  to  Gardiffe  in  Wales  *,  where  there  was  a 
ftrong  Garrifon  commanded  by  Sir  Timothy  Tyrrell  who  had  married  his  only 
Daughter  •,  to  which  Place  he  had  before  been  invited.  He  Stayed  here  almofl  a 
Year  •,  during  which  time  he  made  a  great  Progrefs  in  the  firft  Part  of  his  Annals 5 
having  brought  many  Chefis  of  Books  with  him.  After  the  fatal  Battle  of  Nafc- 
by,  the  King  retired  to  the  fame  Place,  where  he  flayed  fome  Days,  and  gave  the 
Primate  great  Pleafure  by  his  excellent  Converfation.  He  preached  before  the 
King  in  the  Caflle,  and  When  his  Majefly  went  away,  he  declared,  that  nothing 
lay  nearer  at  his  Heart  than  the  imminent  Danger  of  the  King  and  Church,  and 
the  Effufion  of  fo  much  Ghriflian  Blood.  The  Neceffities  of  the  King  forced 
him  to  unfurnifh  this  Garrifon  of  its  Soldiers  and  Ammunition  *,  fo  that  Sir  Timo¬ 
thy  Tyrrel  was  obliged  to  quit  the  place.  Upon  which  the  Primate  had  fome 
'Thoughts  of  going  over  to  France  or  Holland  y  to  both  which  Places  he  had  been 
formerly  invited.  But  the  LadyDowager  Stradlingj  at  this  Interval,  fent  him  a  kind 
Invitation  to  conie  t<5  her  Caflle  of  St.  Donates.  In  his  journey  thither,  with  his 
Daughter  the  Lady  Tyrrell  he  fell  into  the  Hands  of  a  flragling  Party,  who 
were  fcouting  about  the  Mountains.  They  immediately  fell  to  plundering  and 
breaking  open  his  Chefts  of  Books,  and  other  things  which  he  had  with  him  ; 
ranfacking  his  Manufcripts,  and  Papers,  many  of  them  of  his  own  Hand  Wri¬ 
ting,  which  were  quickly  difperfed  among  a  thoufand  Hands  ;  not  fparing  their 
Affronts  and  Infolencies  to  him  and  his  Daughter,  and  other  Ladies  in  the  Com¬ 
pany,  whom  they  pulled  off  their  Horfes :  But  fome  Officers  coming  in  (who 
were  of  the  Gentry  of  the  Country)  feerned  afhamed  of  their  barbarous  Treat¬ 
ment  *,  and  by  Force,  or  fair  Means,  caufed  their  Horfes  and  other  Things  to 
be  reftored  :  But  the  Books  and  Papers  had  got  into  too  many  Hands  to  be  then 
retrieved.  They  conduced  him  to  Sir  John  Aubrey’s  Houfe,  where  he  was  civil¬ 
ly  lodged  that  Night.  The  Lofs  of  his  Papers  broke  his  patience  more  than  all 
the  Sufferings  he  had  ever  undergone.  However,  after  he  arrived  at  St.  Donates 9 
this  Lofs  was  in  a  great  Meafure  repaired  by  the  Care  and  Diligence  of  the  Gen¬ 
try  and  Clergy  of  the  Country,  fo  that  in  two  or  three  Months  they  were  brought 
in  to  him  by  Parcels,  and,  being  put  together,  little  was  found  wanting,  except 
two  Manufcripts,  containing  the  Hiftory  of  the  Waldenfes ,  which  he  much  valu¬ 
ed,  and  a  manufeript  Catalogue  of  the  Perfian  Kings,  communicated  to  him  by 
Elikmannus ,  and  one  Volume  of  Manufeript  various  Readings  of  the  New  Tefta- 
nient.  Of  printed  Books,  he  loft  only  Tally’s  Works,  and  fome  others  of 
lefs  Moment.  While  he  continued  at  St.  Donates,  untill  he  could  get  his  own 
Books  and  Papers  again,  he  fpent  his  Time  among  the  Books  and  Manufcripts  in 
the  Library  of  that  Caflle ;  which  had  been  collected  by  Sir  Edward  Stradling , 
a  great  Antiquary,  and  Friend  of  Mr.  Camden’s  y  out  of  which  he  made  a  choice 
Oollettion  of  the  Britijh  or  Weljh  Antiquity.  He  was  here  feized  with  a  fharp  and 
dangerous  Illnefs,  which  began  with  a  Stranguary,  and  ended  with  a  violent 
Bleeding  at  the  Nofe,  for  near  fourty  Hours  together,  without  any  confiderable 
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Intermiffifon.  No  Applications  could  give  him  relief,  and  the  Phyfitians  defpai- 
red  of  his  Life ♦,  until!  at  laftit  fbanched  of  it  felf ;  and  then  he  recovered  by  de. 
grees  his  former  Health.  While  he  was  in  this  weak  Condition,  he  gave  Orders 
to  Dr.  Parr  how  to  drfpofs  of  hi-s*  Books  and  Papers,  and  recommended  the  fi- 
nifhing  his  Annals  to  Dr.  Langbaine ,  as  the  fitted:  Man  for  that  Purpofe,  in  cafe 
he  could  be  prevailed  on  to  undertake  it.  He  cleared  himfelf  of  advifing  the- 
King  to  pafs  the  Bill  againfl  the  Earl  of  Strafford  j  as  did  alio  his  Majefty,  upon 
hearing  the  Report  of  his  Death.  While  he  was  in  Wales ,  Mr.  Downham  pub- 
lifhed  a  Book  at  London ,  under  his  Name,  intitled,  A  Body  of  Divinity ,  or  the 
Sum  and  Subjlance  of  the  Chrijlian  Religion.  This  had  been  colle&cd  by  him  when 
he  was  a  young  Man,  for  his  own  Ufe,  and  was  never  intended  to  be  publifhed 
by  him  ;  but  being  lent,  it  was  tranferibed,  and  by  this  Means  it  came  abroad 
into  the  World  unknown  to  him.  The  Treatife  at  the  End  of  the  Book  was 
wholly  the  Lord  Primate’s  ;  it  is  intitled,  Immanuel ,  or  the  Incarnation  of  the 
Son  of  God  :  It  is  efteemed  an  excellent  Difcourfe,  and  is  the  Subftance  of  divers 
Sermons  which  he  had  formerly  preached  upon  that  Subject. 

A.  D.  1646.  Having  continued  in  Wales  about  half  a  Year,  he  re-aflumed  his 
Thoughts  of  going  beyond  Seas,  and  for  that  end  procured  a  Pafs ;  but  Vice-Ad¬ 
miral  Melton ,  threatning  to  deliver  him  up  to  the  Parliament,  gave  him  fome  de¬ 
lay  -,  during  which  he  received  an  Invitation  from  the  Countefs  Dowager  of  Peter - 
borough ,  to  come  and  make  his  abode  with  her  in  London ,  engaging  for  his  Safety. 
He  accepted  her  offer,  obtained  Paffes,  and  left  St.  Donates  ;  the  Gentlemen  of 
the  Country  fending  him  in  confiderable  Sums  of  Money  to  fupply  his  Neceflities. 
He  arrived  fafe  at  the  Counteffes  Houfe  in  London ,  and  from  this  time  generally 
refided  with  her  at  fome  or  other  of  her  Houfes  untill  his  Death.  He  was  obliged 
however  upon  a  Summons,  to  appear  before  a  Committee  of  Parliament,  and  was 
examined,  whether  Sir  Charles  Coot ,  or  any  other  ever  defired  him  to  ufe  his  Power 
with  the  King  for  a  Toleration  of  Religion  in  Ireland.  To  which  he  anfwered, 
that  neither  Sir  Charles  Coot ,  nor  any  other  Perfon,  ever  moved  any  fuch  thing  to 
him  :  But  that  as  foon  as  he  heard  of  the  Arrival  of  the  Irijh  Agents  at  Oxford ,  he- 
went  to  the  King,  and  befought  him  not  to  do  any  thing  with  the  Irifh  in  point  of 
Religion  without  his  Knowledge,  which  the  King  promifed;  and  when  the  Point  of 
Toleration  came  to  be  debated  at  the  Council  Board,  the  King,  with  all  the  Lords, 
abfolutely  denied  to  grant  it ;  and  he  profeffed,  for  his  Part,  he  was  ever  againfl  it, 
as  aThing  dangerous  to  the  Proteftant  Religion.  After  thefe  Queftions,  the  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  Committee  tendered  the  negative  Oath  to  him,  (which  had  been  made 
on  purpofe  for  all  thofe  that  adhered  to  the  King,  or  came  from  any  of  his  Gar- 
rifons.)  But  he  defired  time  to  confider  of  it,  and  fo  was  difmifTed,  and  appeared 
no  more  •,  Mr.  Selden  and  others  ufing  their  Intereft,  that  it  might  not  be  infilled 
on.  Not  long  after  he  retired  with  the  Countefs  to  her  Houfe  at  Rygate  in  Surry , 
where  he  often  preached,  either  in  her  Chappel,  or  in  the  Parifh  Church. 

A.  D.  1647.  About  the  Beginning  of  this  Year,  he  was  chofen  Preacher  to  the 
Society  of  Lincolns-Inn ,  which  with  difficulty  he  was  prevailed  on  to  accept. 
He  had  handfome  Lodgings  ready  furnifhed  affigned  to  him,  as  alfo  divers  Rooms 
for  his  Library,  which  was  about  this  Time  brought  up  from  Chefler.  Here  he 
conflamly  preached  among  them  all  the  Term  Time,  for  alrnofl  eight  Years ; 
untill  at  la.fl  his  Eyes  and  Teeth  failed  him  ;  fo  that  he  could  not  be  well 
heard  in  fo  large  a  Congregation  ;  and  about  a  Year  and  half  before  his  Death, 
he  quirted  the  Place,  being  not  able  to  be  ferviceable  in  it  longer.  About  this 
time  he  publifhed  his  ~Diatriba  de  Romance  Re  defies  SymboloApoflolico  vetcre,et  aliis 
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fidei  formulas  *,  wherein  he  gives  a  learned  Account  of  that  which  is  commonly- 
called  the  Apojlles  Creed ,  and  fhews  the  various  Copies  which  were  ufed  in  the 
Roman  Church,  with  other  Forms  of  ConfelTions  of  Faith,  propofed  to  the  Cate- 
chumeni ,  and  younger  People,  in  the  Eallern  and  Weftern  Churches  •,  together  with 
feveral  other  Monuments  of  Antiquity  relating  to  the  fame  ;  which  he  dedicated 
to  Gerard  Voffius. 

A.  D.  1648.  About  the  beginning  of  this  Year,  he  publifhed  his  learned  Differ* 
tation  on  the  Solar  Year,  antiently  ufed  among  the  Macedonians ,  Syrians ,  and  in¬ 
habitants  of  Afta ,  properly  fo  called  •,  in  which  he  explains  many  great  Difficul¬ 
ties  in  Chronology  and  Ecclefiaftical  Hiftory,  and  fixes  the  Time  of  the  Martyr¬ 
dom  of  St  Poly  carp.  He  alfo  compares  the  Grecian  and  Macedonian  Months 
with,  the  Julian.,  and  with  thofe  alfo  of  other  Nations  ;  and  having  laid  down  the 
Method  and  intire  Difpofition  of  the  Macedonian  and  Afiatick  Year,  he  adds 
certain  Rules  whereby  to  find  out  the  Cycles  of  the  Sun,  Moon,  and  Eafler  for  e- 
vcr.  In  this  Treatife  he  hath  fhewed  an  incomparable  Skill  in  Agronomical,  as 
well  as  Chronological  Learning.  At  the  Treaty  of  the  IJle  of  Wight,  the  great- 
eft  Points  in  Controverfy  were  about  the  Government  of  the  Church  ;  the  Parli¬ 
ament  Commifiioners  infilling  peremptorily  on  the  abolilhing  all  Archbilhops, 
Bifhops,  &c.  out  of  the  Churches  of  England  and  Ireland.  The  King  was  wil¬ 
ling  to  content  to  the  Sufpenfion  of  Epifcopacy  for  three  Years  •,  but  by  no  means 
to  agree  to  the  taking  it  abfolutely  away.  To  ftop  the  prefent  Career  of  the 
Presbyterian  Difcipline,  the  Primate(who  had  been  fent  for  upon  the  Occafion) 
propofed  an  Expedient,  to  conjoin  Epifcopal  and  Prefbyterian  Government,  which 
his  Majcfty  approved  of.  But  this  notwithftanding  was  voted  unfatisfaflory  by 
the  Houfe,  who  were  abfolutely  bent  on  abolifhing  the  Order.  The  Primate 
hath  been  cenfured  for  being  the  Author  of  this  Expedient.  But  it  fhould  be 
confidered,  that  at  the  time  he  propofed  it,  the  King  had  confented  to  the  fufpen- 
fion  of  the  Epifcopal  Government  for  three  Years,  and  for  quite  taking  away 
Archbilhops,  Deans  and  Chapters ;  whereas  the  Primate’s  Expedient  fuppofesr, 
that  the  Archbilhops  ought  to  be  continued,  and  that  they  Ihould  be  Moderators 
of  the  Provincial  Synod  of  Suffragans  and  Pallors.  Although  he  mentions  Bi¬ 
fhops  to  be  only  Prefidents  of  the  Diocefan  Synods  i  yet  he  no  where  denies  them 
a  negative  Voice  in  that  Affembly.  And  although  he  propofeth  the  making  of 
as  many  Suffragans  in  each  Diocefe,  as  there  were  rural  Deaneries  ;  and  who 
fhould  affemble  a  Synod  of  all  the  Redlors  or  Minifters  of  their  Precindl ;  yet 
their  Power  was  to  be  guided  by  the  Statute  of  the  26th  Henry  the  VUIth  ; 
whereby  they  are  exprefly  forbid  to  adt  in  any  Matters,  but  by  the  Authority  of, 
and  in  Subordination  to  their  Diocefan  Bilhop  *,  nor  doth  he  extend  their  Power 
further,  than  to  be  Moderators  of  this  leffer  Synod,  where  Matters  of  Difcipline 
and  Excommunication  were  only  cognizable  ;  Hill  referving  the  Power  of  Ordi¬ 
nation  to  the  Diocefan  :  And  an  Appeal  alfo  was  given  to  the  Diocefan  from  this 
leffer  Synod.  Whatever  Concelfions  he  would  have  had  made  in  this  Expedient, 
they  were  furely  owing  to  the  Neceflities  of  the  Times,  and  the  Difficulties  of  the 
King’s  Affairs.  But  all  came  to  nothing.  The  Prelbyterians  were  excluded  the 
Houfe,.  and  the  Independents  brought  their  King  to  the  Block.  After  the  King’s 
Death  he  kept  clofe  to  his  Study  and  Charge  at  Lincolns-Inn ,  difoWning  the 
Ufurpers,  and  comforting  the  Loyal  Party. 

A.  D.  1650.  About  the  middle  of  this  Year  he  finilhed  the  firft  Part  of  his 
Annals  of  the  old  Teftament,  from  the  Beginning  of  the  World  to  the  Year  3828, 
as  far  as  to  the  Reign  of  Antiochus  Epiphanes j  in  which  he  hath  exactly  fixed  the 
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three  great  Epoehas  of  the  Deluge*  the  Departure  of  the  Children  of  Ifrael  out 
of  Egypt ,  and  the  Return  of  the  Jews  from  their  Captivity  in  the  firft  Year  of 
Cyrus  -,  which  is  the  only  certain  Epocha  of  conjoining  the  facred  with  prophane 
Chronology.  In  this  Volume  he  gives  an  exaft  Account  of  the  Reigns  of  the 
Kings  of  Ifrael  and  Judah ,  with  their  Synchronifms  j  as  alfo  the  Succeffion  of 
the  Babylonijh ,  Perfian  and  Macedonian  Monarchy,  with  the  concurrent  Olym¬ 
piads  and  iEra  of  NabotiaJJer ,  and  the  moft  remarkable  Eclipfes  of  the  Sun  as 
they  might  any  way  be  ferviceable  in  the  Regulation  of  the  Accounts  of  Time 
which  he  hath  collected  out  of  all  Authors,  both  facred  and  prophane,  with  fin- 
gular  Induftry,  Learning,  and  Judgment. 

A.  D.  1654  Followed  the  fecond  Partofhis  Annals,  beginning  with  Antiochus 
Epiphanes ,  and  continued  to  the  Deftrudtion  of  Jerufalem ,  by  Eli  us  Vefpapan. 
In  which  he  hath  given  an  exa<ft  Account  of  the  Macedonian  Empire,  under  the 
Afiatick  and  Egyptian  Kings,  reducing  their  Reigns  to  a  more  certain  Calculation 
than  ever  had  been  done  before  ;  and  reftoring  feveral  of  them  to  their  due 
Places  and  Times,  which  had  been  omitted  by  other  Writers  of  Chronological  Hif- 
tory  *  as  alfo,  an  Account  of  the  Affairs  of  the  Roman  Empire,  efpecially  in 
the  Ead  *,  together  with  the  Hiftory  of  the  New  Teflament,  from  the  Birth  of 
St.  John  Baptijl ,  to  the  Year  of  Chrift,  feventy  three,  out  of  the  Holy  Scriptures* 
and  the  bcft  Greek  and  Roman  Authors,  who  have  written  of  thofe  Times. 
Thefe  two  Volumes  may  well  be  efteemed  a  Repofitory  or  Common-Place  of 
all  antient  Hiftory.  Cromwell  having  feized  the  Government,  fent  for  the  PrL 
mate  this  Year,  and  received  him  with  much  outward  Refpedt ;  aftd  after  a 
great  deal  of  canting  Difcourfe,  he  civilly  difmifted  him.  His  pretence  was  to 
confult  with  him  about  eftablifhing  the  Proteftant  Intereft  both  at  home  and  a- 
broad.  But  he  was  too  great  an  Enthufiaft  to  follow  his  Advice.  It  is  faid  that 
he  fettled  a  Penfion  on  him  at  this  time  ;  but  it  is  certain  he  promifed  to 
make  him  a  Leafe  of  fame  part  of  the  Lands  belonging  to  the  Archbifhoprick  o? 
Armagh ,  for  twenty  oneYears-,  which  the  Primate  was  willing  to  accept  of,  confide- 
ring  it  then  of  right  belonged  to  him  •,  and  if  there  fhould  happen  to  be  a  Reftora- 
tion,  the  Church  could  lofe  nothing  by  the  Grant.  But  this  was  never  done. 
About  the  beginning  of  Winter,  he  preached  Mr.  Selden’s  Funeral  Sermon,  in 
which  he  gave  him  all  the  Elegies  that  fo  great  and  learned  a  Man  did  deferye  v 
and  with  great  Modefty,  told  his  Audience-,  that  he  looked  on  the  deceafed  as 
fo  great  a  Scholar,  that  himfelf  was  fcarce  worthy  to  carry  his  Books  after 
him. 

A.  D.  1 655.  The  laft  Book  of  his,  which  was  publifhed  during  his  Life,  was 
this  Year,  under  the  Title  —  De  Grcscd  Septuaginta  Interpret um  verfione  Syntagma  : 
cum  Libri  EJlherce  Editione  Origenica ,  et  vetere  Grcecd  altera ,  ex  Arundeliand  Bib - 
liothcd  nunc  primum  in  lucem  prcdutta.  It  muft  be  confefled  he  held  fome  Opi¬ 
nions  in  this  Treatife  peculiar  to  himfelf,  of  which  learned  Men  have  juftly 
doubted:  Yet  he  endeavoured  to  eftablifh  them  with  a  wonderful  fubtility  of  Wit. 
To  this  he  added  a  Diflertation  on  Cainan ,  together  with  an  Epiftle  of  his  to 
Lewis  Chappell ,  Anno  1652,  concerning  the  various  readings  in  the  Hebrew  Text ; 
and  another  from  IVilliam  Eyre  to  him,  wrote  Anno  1607.  About  the  middle 
of  February ,  he  went  to  Rygate ,  the  Houfe  of  the  Countefs  of  Peterborough < 
As  foon  as  he  came  there  he  fet  himfelf  about  finifhing  his  facred  Chronology, 
which  took  him  up  moft  of  the  Remainder  of  his  Life.  Although  his  Body 
and  Mind  were  healthy  and  vigorous  for  a  Man  of  his  Years,  yet  his  Eye-fight 
was  extremely  decayed,  fo  that  he  could  fcarce  fee  to  Write,  but  at  a  Window, 
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and.  that  in  the  Sun-Shine,  which  he  conftanfly  followed  in  clear  Days*  from 
one  Window  to  another :  Upon  this  Account,  had  he  lived  longer,  he  intended 
to  have  made  ufe  of  an  Amanuenfis.  He  had  fiow  frequent  Thoughts  of  his 
Diffolution  ;  and  as  he  ufed  every  Year  to  note  in  his  Almanack,  oppofite  to 
the  Day  of  his  Birth*  the  Year  of  his  Age  ;  fo  this  Year  1655,  he  wrote  with 
his  own  Hand:  Now  aged  seventh  five  Years,  mv  Days  are  full; 
and  prefently  after,  in  Capital  Letters,  -^-RESIGN  ATION.—From  which  may 
be  gathered,  that  he  thought  his  Days  fulfilled,  add  that  he  refigned  himfelf  to 
God.  On  the  20th  of  March  after  Supper,  he  complained  of  the  Sciatica ,  which 
had  afli&ed  him  many  Years  before.  Next  Morning  early  he  complained  of  a 
Pleuritick  Diforder,  which  the  Phyfician,  that  attended  him,  could  not  remove. 
He  bore  the  Pain  for  thirteen  or  fourteen  Houts  with  great  Patience ;  but  his 
Strength  and  Spirits  decaying,  he  applied  himfelf  wholly  to  Prayer,  and  to  give 
Spiritual  Advice  to  all  about  hirrn  He  took  leave  of  the  Countefs  with  great 
exprefflons  of  Thanks  for  all  her  Favours  ;  and  gave  her  excellent  Spiritual  Coun¬ 
cil.  Then  he  defired  to  be  left  to  his  private  Devotions.  -  After  which  the  laft 
Words  he  was  heard  to  utter,  about  one  of  the  Clock  in  the  Afternoon  Were 
thefe,  (viz.)  0  Lord  forgive  me ,  efpecially  my  Sins  of  Omiffion  ;  and  prefently  after 
he  died,  to  the  great  Affliction  of  the  Countefs,  who  could  never  fufficiently  la¬ 
ment  her  own,  and  the  Churches  great  Lofs,  by  his  too  fudden  departure  out 
of  this  Life.  Cromwell ,  againft  the  Will  of  the  Countefs,  and  his  Relations 
claimed  the  Honour  of  burying  him  at  his  own  Charge  ;  and  they  durft  not  re- 
fufe.  So  he  was  embalmed  and  preferved  untill  the  feventeenth  of  April ,  and 
then  in  great  State  removed  to  Weftminfer- Abbey,  and  there  interred  accord  in  a* 
to  the  Form  of  the  Liturgy  of  the  Church  of  England,  next  to  the  Grave  of  S? 
James  Fullerton,  who  was  once  his  School-Matter.  He  hath  no  Monument  placed 
over  him.  The  following  Infcription,  as  a  Tribute  due  to  his  Virtues,  hath  been 
publittied,  which  I  fliall  give  the  Reader.

JOHN  BRAMHALL. 

[Succ.  1660.  Oh,  1663.] 

JO  H  N  Bramhall ,  Do&or  of  Divinity,  was  born  [at  Pontfract ]  in  Torkjhire  [in 
1593,  of  a  gentile,  and  antient  Family,  defcended  from  the  Bramhalls  of  Bram- 
holl-Hall  in  Chejhire .  He  was  inftrutted  in  Grammar  Learning  in  the  Place  of 
his  Birth,  but  when  fitted  for  the  Univerfity,  was  removed  to  Cambridge ,]  and 
educated  in  Sydney-College  there,  [where  he  continued  no  longer  than  untill  he 
took  his  Degree  of  Batchelor  of  Arts,  with  general  Confent,  that  he  was  only  too 
young  for  a  higher  Degree.  He  foon  after  married  a  young  and  wealthy  Widow 
of  a  Clergyman,  with  whom,  among  other  Advantages,  he  got  a  good  Library 
colledted  by  her  deceafed  Hufband.  Being  put  into  Orders,  he  diligently  attended 
his  Duty  of  Preaching,  firft  in  the  City  of  Porky  and  afterwards  at  his  Country 
Parfonage  of  Elvington  or  Eterington ,  a  good  Living  ;  to  which  he  was  prefented 
by  Mr.  Wandesford  (afterwards  Mafter  of  the  Rolls,  and  for  a  Time  Lord  Deputy 
of  Ireland)  Here  he  became  as  eminent  in  the  Church,  as  before  in  the  Univerfity, 
and  greatly  beloved  by  all  Degrees  of  Men. 

At  this  time  an  opportunity  fell  in  his  Way  of  ingratiating  himfelf  with  Toby 
Mathews ,  Archbifhop  of  Porky  and  with  all  the  Proteftant  Clergy,  and  Gentry  of 
that  Diocefe,  by  a  Victory  obtained  over  a  Secular  Prieft,  and  a  Jefuit  at  North “ 
Allerton.  Thefe  Men,  in  1623,  fent  out  a  publick  Challenge  to  all  the  Proteftant 
Clergy  in  that  Country.  Mr.  Bramhall  being  then  thirty  Years  of  Age,  under¬ 
took  the  Combat,  and  reduced  his  Antagonifts  to  that  Pafs,  that  they  had  Rea- 
fon  to  repent  of  the  Adventure.  One  of  the  Subje&s  of  Deputation  was,  Iran- 
fubflantiation  •,  from  whence  they  eafily  Aid  into  that  of  Half  Communion.  He 
fhametully  baffled  their  Do&rine  of  Concomitancy,  and  preffed  the  Difputant  fo 
clofe,  that  he  affirmed,  that  Eating  was  Drinking,  and  Drinking  was  Eating,  in 
a  Material  Senfe.  Mr.  Bramhall  looked  on  this  as  fo  elegant  a  Solecifm,  that  he 
needed  no  greater  Trophy,  if  he  could  get  it  under  his  Hand  ;  which  the  other 
in  the  heat  of  Difpute,  and  out  of  fhame  to  retreat,  readily  gave  him.  But  on 
cooler  thoughts,  finding  that  he  could  not  quench  his  Thirft  with  a  Piece  of  Bread, 
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he  reflected  fo  fadly  on  the  Diffionour  he  had  fuffered,  that  not  being  able  to  di- 
geft  it,  he  died  in  ten  Days. 

Archbilhop  Mathews ,  hearing  of  his  Triumph,  fent  for  him  *,  but  inftcad  of 
carefling,  rebuked  him  for  his  hardinefs,  in  undertaking  fo  publick  a  Deputati¬ 
on,  without  Licence.  But  his  Refentment  was  loon  appeafed.  He  abfolved  him, 
promoted  him  to  be  a  Prebend  of  York ,  and  after  of  Rippon  ;  and  employed  him 
in  as  much  of  his  Affairs,  as  the  largenefs  of  his  Jurifdidlion,  and  the  Infirmity 
of  his  Body,  would  not  admit  him  to  exercife  in  his  own  Perfon.  In  this  Trull; 
and  Honour  he  continued  untill  the  Death  of  the  Archbilhop  in  1627  ;  and  by 
a  diligent  Application  to  this  Province,  he  arrived  at  a  ready  Ikill  in  Ecclefiaftical 
Adminiltration,  which  afterwards  rendered  him  a  great  bleffmg  to  the  Church 
of  Ireland. 

After  the  Death  of  the  Archbilhop,  he  went  and  refided  at  Rippon ,  and  con¬ 
ducted  molt  of  the  Affairs  of  the  Church  of  York ,  in  the  Quality  of  Sub- Dean. 
Here  he  was  a  conftant  Preacher  for  feven  Years,  and  became  famous  for  his 
Abilities  in  the  Pulpit.  In  the  Time  of  a  Contagious  Peftilence  he  confcienti- 
cufly  abode  with  his  Flock,  vifited  them  in  their  infeCted  Houfes,  baptized 
their  Children,  and  did  all  other  Offices  of  his  Miniltry  •,  which  procured  him 
the  Love  and  Veneration  of  that  People  V  And  this  was  encreafed  by  the  Ser¬ 
vices  he  did  them  in  their  Temporal  Affairs.  For  he  indefatigably  cultivated 
Peace  and  Love  among  his  Neighbours  ;  and,  as  Jultice  of  Peace,  he  prevented 
many  Law-Suits  among  them,  not  only  by  his  Knowledge  in  the  Laws  (Common 
and  Statute,  as  well  as  Civil  and  Canon)  but  in  his  Application  of  them. 
This  gave  him  a  confiderable  influence  in  all  Publick TranfaClions  ;  and  even  in 
the  eledions  of  Members  of  Parliament,  fuch  as  he  named  at  Rippon ,  and  other 
Corporations,  ufually  carried  the  Vote  and  Favour  of  the  People  ;  fo  much  did 
not  only  particular  Men,  but  even  Societies  depend  on  his  Wifdom  and  Inte¬ 
grity,  although  in  a  private  Character. 

As  foo:i  as  he  was  qualified  by  his  Standing,  he  took  his  Degree  of  DoCtor 
of  Divinity  in  Cambridge.  In  performing  his  ACts  he  made  choice  of  a  Thefis 
purpolely  to  exprefs  his  Thoughts  of  the  Controverfies  in  Religion,  (viz.)  Pon- 
tifex  Romanus  eft  caufa  vel  procreans  vel  confervans ,  omnium ,  vel  faltem  preecipua - 
rum  contr over  ft  arum  in  orbe  Chriftiano ;  which  he  fo  defended,  that  he  received  the 
Thanks  of  that  learned  Affembly. 

The  Fame  of  his  Abilities  fpread  fo  far  in  that  Country,  that  his  Talents  could 
not  be  hid  from  the  vigilant  Eye  of  the  Lord  Vifcount  Wentworth ,  afterwards 
Earl  of  Straft'ord ,  then  defigned  for  the  Government  of  Ireland  •,  who  wrote  from 
London  to  Mr.  Wandesford  in  order  to  perfwade  Dr .BramhalU  by  large  Promifes, 
to  go  oyer  to  Ireland  with  the  Lord  Deputy  ;  But  indeed  no  Argument  could  move 
him,  except  his  hearing  of  the  Neceffities  that  the  Church  of  that  Kingdom  then 
groaned  under  •,  which  immediately  fixed  his  Refolution's  *,  and  in  1633  he  refigned 
all  his  Church  preferments  in  England ,]  was  made  Chaplain  to  the  Lord  Went¬ 
worth  [and  thus  attended  him  into  Ireland His  manner  of  leaving  England 
fhewed  his  Virtue  in  a  fine  Light,  and  I  think  may  be  mentioned  here  to  his  im¬ 
mortal  Honour.  Some  Noble-Men,  and  other  Friends  in  England ,  promifed  to 
make  him  his  Majefty’s  Chaplain  in  ordinary,  and  to  help  to  raife  him  to  the 
highefl  Honours  in  the  Church.  In  all  which  he  acknowledged  there  was  great 
Force  •,  but  faid,  they  might  thence  fee,  that  he  confulted  not  with  Fleffi  and 
Blood  •,  and  moreover  he  folemnly  protefted  in  the  Prefence  of  God,  that  nothing 
but  an  unmingled  Zeal  to  ferve  God,  and  the  King,  in  recovering  the  Rights  of 

an  oppreffed  Church  *  •  which,  he-  underftood,  the  Lord  Deputy  hadferioufly  laid 
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to  Heart,  could  byafs  him  againft  the  Inclination^  he  had  to  gratify  fo  man^ 
dear  and  noble  Friends.  Upon  which  Declaration  they  all  debited  from  any 
further  Attempt*  as  giving  him  up  to  the  Will  of  God,  which  they  faw  over-ruled 
him  in  this  Matter  * 

Dr.  Bramhall  i bon  gave  Evidence  of  his  fufficiencies  for  the  Work  the  Lord 
Deputy  had  for  him  •,  and  the  Deputy  foon  found  Ways  to  exprefs  his  Value  for 
Dr.  Bramhall.  The  Archdeaconry  of  Meath  being  vacant,  he,  prefently  after  his 
Atfiv&lj  promoted  him  to  it. 

The  firft  publick  Service  he  was  employed  in,  was  a  Regal  Vifitation  ;  in  which 
he  was  either  one  of  the  Commiffioners  with  Baron  Hilton ,  Judge  of  the  Prero¬ 
gative,  or  fuch  a  Coadjutor,  that  all  was  governed  by  his  Dire&ions.  He  found 
the  Revenues  of  the  Church  miferably  walled,  the  Difcipline  fcandaloully  de- 
Fpifed,  and  the  Minilters  but  meanly  corifidered.  The  Bilhopricks  were  wretch¬ 
edly  dilapidated  by  Fee  Farms,  and  long  Leafes,  at  fmall  Rents  *,  granted  partly 
by  the  Popifh  Bilhops*  who  refolved  to  make  as  much  of  them  as  they  could,  and 
partly  by  their  Protellant  Succelfors,  who  feerned  to  fear  another  turn  of  Affairs, 
and  therefore  ufed  the  fame  Arts.  By  thefe  Means  many  Bilhopricks  were  made 
as  low  as  Sacriledge  could  make  them.  Cloyne  was  reduced  to  5  Marks  ;  hence  the 
Bifhop  of  it  was  called,  Epifcopus  quinque  Marc  arum*  Aghado  to  1 1  is  8  d.  and 
Ardfert  to  about  llxty  Pounds.  Limerick  had  about  five  Parts  in  fix  made  away 
in  Fee  Farms,  or  encroached  on  by  the  undertakers.  Cajhell ,  Emly,  Waterford , 
Lifmorej  and  Killaloe,  all  made  the  fame  Complaint.  Cork  and  Refs  fared  the 
bell  of  any  *  a  very  good  Man,  Bilhop  Lyon ,  being  placed  there  early  in  the  Re¬ 
formation,  prevented  any  Diminution  to  be  made  in  the  Revenues  of  thofe 
Churches :  He  was  fucceeded  by  two  of  the  Family  of  the  Boyles  of  the  fame 
lioneft  Difpofitiom  What  mifehief  was  done  in  Cloyne  was  before  their  times. 
But  otherwife,  there  was  not  one  Bilhopriek  in  the  Province  of  Cajhell  that  had 
not  the  print  of  the  Sacrilegious  Paw  upon  it  *  and  on  fome  of  them,  Vefligia  nul¬ 
la  retrorfum.  —  He  found  alfo  the  Praftice  of  Simony  very  Prevalent.  The  lay 
Patrons  mull  have  fome  feeling  of  the  Gratitude  of  fuch  as  they  prefented,  or  at 
leall,  a  Trull  and  Confidence,  that  the  Clerk  would  be  a  Gentleman.  Upon  his 
return  to  Dublin  he  advifed  the  Lord  Deputy  of  all  he  had  obferved  and  done  i 
and  humbly  defired  him  to  invigorate  the  Church  Difcipline  with  the  Secular  Arm, 
without  which,  the  other  would  be  of  no  Confideration ;  and  he  did  not  find  him 
backward  in  affording  his  Aid,] 

Upon  the  Death  of  Dr.  Dbwnham ,  Bilhop  of  Derry ,  he  was  Confecrated 
Bilhop  of  that  See  in  the  Callle  Chappel,  Dublin ,  on  the  26th  of  May  1634-, 
by  James)  Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  Anthony ,  Bilhop  of  Meath ,  Robert ,  Bilhop 
of  Down ,  and  Richard *  Bilhop  of  Cork.  [Being  promoted  by  the  Interell  and 
Recommendation  of  the  Lord  Deputy.  In  a  fhort  Time  he  took  an  Opportuni¬ 
ty  to  vifit  his  new  Flock  ;  and  when  he  came  upon  the  Bounds  of  his  Diocefe,  he 
alighted  from  his  Horfe,  and  with  great  Devotion  implored  the  Divine  Alfiltance, 
in  the  Difcharge  of  the  Duty  he  was  called  to  :  He  inquired  after  the  State  of 
bis  Diocefe  from  the  old  venerable  Dr.  Walker ,  whom  he  addreffed  himfelf  to* 
as  to  his  Father.  He  fourid  the  fame  Mifehiefs  here,  as  he  had  done  in  the  Regal 
Vifitation  •,  either  farming  during  Incuriibency,  or  a  llrife  kept  up  by  th.i  Land¬ 
lords  againft  the  Minifter.  He  advifed  his  Clergy  in  a  fair  way  to  infill  upon  theif 
Rights  j  and  if  it  was  denied,  he  would  let  thefe  Men  fee,-  that  they  were  not  grea¬ 
ter  than  the  LaWs,  which  the  Lord  Deputy  was  refolved  vigoroufly  to  execute. 
The  poor  Clergy  began  to  lift  up  their  Heads,  and  found  their  Eftates  had  as  firm 
a  Foundation  as  any  others  in  the  Law.  He  found  his  Diocefe  provided  with  a- 
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Lie;  and  for  the  moft  part,  refident  Preachers  ;  only  the  Bifhop  of  Ardagh  held 
the  Archdeaconry  and  Living  of  Ardfrath  by  Commendam  *,  but  finding  his  Title 
infirm,  he  foon  made  way  for  two  able  Incumbents  to  fucceed  him.  The  Revenues 
of  his  Church  he  very  much  improved  in  the  Recovery  of  Lands  detained  from  his 
Predeceffors  ;  as  thofe  of  Tertnon ,  Colaby ,  befides  the  Advancements  he  made 
in  the  Rents.  Finding  Defart- Martin  to  be  Menial  Lands,  he  retrieved  them  to 
that  Ufe  ;  and  made  a  Park  there,  which  he  left  to  his  Succefiors.  He  was  fo 
Succesful  in  his  Endeavours  of  this  kind,  that  he  is  faid  to  have  doubled  the  Re¬ 
venue  of  the  Bifhoprick,  before  he  was  forced  from  it  by  the  Common  Calamity. 

On  the  14th  of  July  1635,  a  Parliament  met,  and  with  it  a  Convocation  of  the 
Clergy.  The  Things  he  chiefly  intended  at  this  Time  were  the  improvement  of 
the  Temporal  Eflate  of  the  Church,  and  the  Union  of  it  with  that  of  England ; 
in  the  fame  Articles  of  Religion,  and  the  fame  Canons  of  Difcipline  and  Wor- 
ihip.  In  order  to  the  firfl,  leveral  A6ls  were  pafled,  in  behalf  of  the  Church,, 
more  than  in  any  one  Parliament  •,  in  all  which  the  Lord  Deputy  made  fuch  ufe  of 
the  Bifhop  of  Derry ,  that  he  was  the  firfl  to  projeEl,  and  the  lafl  to  model  them; 
The  firfl  Adi  made  on  this  Occafion,was,  for  the  maintenance  and  execution  of  pious 
Ules  obliging  all  Archbifhops  and  Bifhops  to  perform  every  fiicfi  trdfl  according 
to  the  true  intent  of  the  Deeds  in  that  behalf  made,  or  to  be  made.  The  next  was  a. 
Statute  for  Confirmation  of  Leafes  made  by  the  Lord  Primate,  and  other  Bifhops  of 
Ulfter,  of  fuch  Endowments  as  had  been  made  by  King  James  to  the  See  of  Ar¬ 
magh ,,  Derry ,  Clogher ,  Raphoe  and  Kilmore ;  giving  them  Power  at  any  Time  \Vith* 
in  five  Years  to  make  Leafes  for  fixty  Years  of  fuch  Lands.  The  third  and  greatone 
was  i  for  thePrefervation  of  the  Inheritance,  Rights  and  Profits  of  Lands  belong¬ 
ing  to  the  Church,  and  PerfonsEcclefiaflical.  This  limited  them  toTerm  and  Rent; 
prefcribed  what  they  might  fet,  for  what  and  how  long*  and  is  the  great  Security 
of  Succefiion.  In  another  Seflion  of  this  Parliament,  an  Adi  was  made  for  the 
Benefit  of  the  inferior  Clergy  ;  inabling  reflitution  of  Impropriations  and  Tyths; 
and  other  Rights  Ecclefiaftical  to  tKe  Clergy,  with  a  Reftraint  from  alienating 
the  fame,  and  Diredtions  for  the  Ptefentation  to  Churches;  .  f 

Thefe  Foundations  being  laid,  our  Bifhop  immediately  applied  himfelf  fb  the 
Building,  which  he  carried  up  with  incredible  Expedition.  The  Fee-Farms  and 
impropriations  fluck  like  Ivy  to  the  old  Walls,  and  it  was  hard  to  feparate  them. 
In  all  the  numerous  Controverfies  arifing  from  thence,  he  was  the  Moderator  to 
flate  the  Rents,  and  compromife  the  whole  Differences  ;  generally  by  confent 
of  Parties,  fometimes  by  Order  from  the  Council  Table,  which  then  determined 
manyMatters  ;  efpecially  where  Forms  and  Niceties  had  rendered  the  Laws  incom¬ 
petent  for  that  End.  But  to  carry  on  the  Work  with  Effect;  he  recommended  able 
and  prudent  Perfons  to  the  Lord  Deputy  for  the  higher  Preferments  of  the  Church*' 
Dean  Sing  was  made  Bifhop  of  Cloyne ,  of  which  he  foon  gave  a  good  Account  ; 
and  raifed  every  Mark  of  the  Revenue  to  an  hundred  Pounds  ;  and  Dean  Lejly 
was  made  Bifhop  of  Down  and  Connor  both  Prelates  of  Parts  and  Learningj  It 
would  be  an  endlefs  Labour  to  be  particular  in  all  the  Services  he  did  the  Church  ; 
j  (hall  mention  only  one  Inflance  of  what  he  did  of  this  Sort,  in  Relation  to  the 
Primacy,  as  it  appears  in  a  Letter  from  Archbifhop  Ufsher  to  him,-  dated  the 
25th  of  February  1635,  not  a  Year  after  the  Statute  had  pafledi  “  I  find  (fays 
«c  he)  by  the  Catalogue  of  Compofitions,  that  the  Augmentation  of  the  Rents  of 
‘‘  this  See  amounteth  to  735 /.  4  J.  4  d.  per- Annum,  and  that  you  Have  now  pafled 
the  greater  Half  of  your  Journey.  Not  only  my  felf,  but  all  my  Succefiors, 
will  have  caufe  to  honour  the  Memory  of  my  Lord  Deputy*  and  yoUrs*  whortt 
k<  God  Hath  ufed  as  an  Inflruitlent  to  bring  this  Work  to  fuch  Perfection, 
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If  fo  great  an  Improvement  was  made  in  this  one  See  by  the  Surrendring  of  Fee- 
Farms  and  Compofitions  for  the  Rents  and  that  this  was  only  the  half  of  his 
Journey,  what  may  we  judge  was  done  by  him  through  the  Kingdom? 

He  was  not  lels  induftrious  or  fuccefsful  in  behalf  of  the  Inferior  Clergy,  whofe 
Cafe  he  often  lamented,  and  often  fingly  fuftained.  He  obtained  for  them  fome 
few* Impropriations,  by  power  of  Realon  and  Perfwafion,  more  by  the  Law,  but 
moft  of  all  by  Purchafe.  The  King’s  example  was  of  great  influence  upon  the 
Occaftom  He  had  by  his  Letter  reftored  all  impropriate  Tyths,  as  fall  as  the 
Leales  fhould  expire.  The  Lord  Deputy  in  purfuance  thereof,  reftored  feveral  Li¬ 
vings  kept  by  his  PredeceiTors  for  their  Provifions,  referving  fomething  to  be 
annually  paid  out  of  them  for  that  end  *,  and  this  noble  Precedent  had  its  influ¬ 
ence  on  fome  of  the  Nobility  and  Gentry.  He  perfwaded  fome  into  a  full  reftitu- 
•tion,  and  others  into  a  competent  Endowment  of  the  Vicaridge,  or  at  leaft  an 
Allocation  of  a  decent  Salary  for  the  Curate.  Where  neither  Reafon,  Religion,  nor 
Law  could  prevail,  he  dealt  in  the  way  of  Purchafe  •,  and  to  raife  a  fuffici- 
ent  Fund  for  this  Purpofe,  he  employed  his  own  Income  very  liberally.  The 
Archbifhop  of  Canterbury  countenanced  the  Work,  and  lent  him  both  his  Hand, 
Head  and  Purfe,  having  defigned  40000  /.  for  it.  His  Majefty  gave  fome  Money 
to  pious  Ufes,  which  his  Grace  procured  to  be  committed  to  our  Bifhop’s  Manage¬ 
ment.  He  borrowed  great  Sums  of  feveral  rich  Men,  and  fecured  them  Repay¬ 
ment  out  of  the  Iffuesof  the  Impropriations,  which  he  bought  ;  putting  them  into 
the  Hands  of  fuch  Creditors  for  a  certain  Term  of  Years,  upon  the  Expiration  of 
■which  they  were  to  revert  to  the  Church.  He  alfo  got  Money  by  voluntary  Sub- 
feriptions,  and  he  fo  ordered  Matters,  in  the  Surrendry  of  Fee-Farms,  that  the 
Surplufs  Rents,  which  he  gained  for  feveral  Bifhops,  fhould  be  for  fome  Years  in 
this  way  employed.  From  fuch  of  the  Clergy,  as  were  rich,  he  had  great  Af- 
fiftance,  by  procuring  Loans,  which  he  was  very  juft  in  repaying.  By  thefe  and 
other  prudent  Methods,  he  regained  to  the  Church,  in  the  Compafs  of  four  Years, 
30,  fome- fay,  40000/.  per  Ann.  whereof  he  gave  an  Account  to  the  Archbifhop 
of  Canterbury  at  his  going  into  England.  Many  poor  Yicars  now  eat  of  the  Tree 
which  the  Bifhop  of  Derry  planted,  and  many  have  their  Grounds  refrelhed  by 
his  Care  and  Labour,  who  know  not  the  Source  of  the  River  that  makes  them 
fruitful . 

The  fecond  Point  he  propofed,  ("which  was  an  Union  between  the  Churches  of 
England  and  Ireland ,  in  the  fame  Articles  of  Religion,  and  the  fame  Canons  of 
Difcipline  and  Worfhip)  he  managed  with  great  Addrefs.  The  two  Churches 
had  much  of  the  fame  Air  and  Spirit,  but  differed  in  fome  Articles,  which  were 
looked  upon  as  inclining  to  Calvinifm.  Our  Bifhop  laboured  in  the  Convocation 
to  have  the  Correfpondence  between  the  two  Churches  more  intire,  and>  the  Arti¬ 
cles  of  Communion  exprefled  in  that  Latitude,  that  diflenting  Perfons,  in  Mat¬ 
ters  not  of  pure  Faith,  might  fubferibe  •,  that  the  two  Churches,  being  reformed 
by  the  fame  Principle  and  Rule  ol  Scripture,  might  confefs  their  Faithin  the  fame 
Form.  At  laft  the  Englijh  Articles  were  admitted,  and  a  Canon  pafied  accor¬ 
dingly  *,  which  is  the  firft  of  thofe  that  were  made  in  that  Convocation,  viz.  Of  the 
Agreement  of  the  Church  of  England  and  Ireland  in  the  profeftion  of  the  fame 
Chriftian  Religion.  It  was  agreed  in  the  faid  Convocation,  that  fome  of  the 
Canons  fliould  be  feledted  out  of  the  Englijh  Book  of  Canons,  and  fuch  others 
added,  as  fhould  be  judged  agreeable  to  the  Genius  and  Polity  of  the  Church  of 
Ireland  ;  ana  this  was  done  by  the  Means  of  Primate  Ufsher  ;  leaft  if  the  Englijh 
Canons  he  -  e^n  palled  verbatim,  it  might  have  proved  prejudicial  to  the  Liber¬ 
ties  of  the  Church  of  Ireland . 
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A.  D.  1637  He  went  to  England  to  difpofe  of  his  Eftate  there.  He  was  re« 
ceived  by  Perfons  of  the  greateft  Quality  wherever  he  came,  with  vaft  Refped. 
At  Rippon  they  were  profufe  in  their  Joy  to  fee  their  faithful  Paftor  advanced  to. 
the  Dignity  of  a  Bifhop.  At  Tork ,  not  only  Archbifhop  Neil,  and  the  reft  of 
the  Clergy*  but  the  Lord  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  and  the  chief  of  the  Citizens 
feemed  ambitious  to  do  him  Honour.  From  Tork,  (having  fpent  fome  time  at 
Pontfratt  among  his  Kindred  and  Friends,)  he  went  to  London  *,  and  the  firft 
News  he  inet  with  was,  that  an  Information  was  filed  againft  him  in  the  Star- 
Chamber,  for  being  prefent  at  Ripp'on ,  when  one  Palmes  had  made  fome  reflec¬ 
ting  Difcourfe  on  the  King,  and  that  his  Lordfhip  had  neither  reproved,  nor  in¬ 
formed  againft  him.  But  he  eafily  cleared  himfelf  and  the  whole  Company,  and 
the  Words  fpoken  appeared  Only  tb  be  a  Jeft.  However,  by  this  the  Bifhop 
learned  that  he  had  got  many  Enemies,  whofe  Malice  the  King  could  not  but 
take  Notice  of,  at  the  fame  time  that  he  admired  his  Innocence,  when  nothing 
could  be  thought  of  to  afperfc  him  with,  but  his  want  of  Loyalty  *,  concerning 
which  the  Bifhop  of  Derry  might  ufe  that  bold  Expreflion  of  Bifhop  Latimer , 
viz.  “  That  as  to  his  Loyalty,  he  was  fo  innocent,  he  needed  not  a  Saviour.”  At 
this  time  he  became  familiar  with  the  Archbifhop  of  Canterbury.  He  gave  him 
an  Account  of  his  Stewardfhip  in  Ireland ,  which  was  very  acceptable  to  him  ;  as 
-  ppeared,not  only  from  his  Exprefiidns  of  Kindnefs;  but  from  the  Charader  he 
gave  of  him  and  his  Services^  when  he  prefented  him  to  the  King.  Having  re¬ 
ceived  much  Honour  from  that  gracious  Prince,  he  returned  to  Ireland •  where 
with  6000  /,  for  which  he  fold  his  Englijh  Eftate,  he  purchafed  another  of  good 
Value,  and  began  a  Plantation  at  Omagh ,  in  the  County  of  Tirone ,  which  hefome- 
times  attended,  when  he  v/as  inclined  to  unbend  himfelf  by  Country  Recreations. 
But  the  Rebellion  breaking  out  a  few  Years  after,  prevented  his  bringing  that*  or 
his  more  publick  Defigns,  to  the  Perfection  he  intended; 

In  the  Parliament  of  1640,  our  Bifhop,  with  Sir  Richard  Bolton,  Lord  Chan¬ 
cellor,  and  Sir  Gerard  Lowther ,  one  of  the  Chief  Judges,  was  impeached  by  Sir 
Bryan  O-Neil ,  and  a  Party  of  the  Irijh  Papifts,  backed  by  fome  violent  and  de¬ 
luded  Proteftants;  He  was  at  Londonderry ,  When  he  received  the  Intelligence, 
on  the  6th  of  March ,  from  his  Friends,  who  wrote  to  him  to  decline  the  Trial’ 
But  inftead  thereof  he  came  diredly  up  to  Dublin  ;  in  order  tb  fhew  theWorld  that 
the  Malice  of  his  Enemies  could  not  be  greater  than  his  Innocence  :  And  we 
find,  that  no  Arguments  drawn  from  the  Confederacy  formed  againft  him,  or 
from  the  Condition  of  his  Patron,  the  Earl  of  Strafford ,  ( who  was  then  under  the 
fame  Circumftances  in  England )  could  terrify  him  in  the  Ieaft  5  while  he  relied  on 
God’s  Providence,  and  his  own  confcious  Integrity.  The  next  Day  after  he 
came  to  Town,  he  appeared  in  the  Parliament  Houfe,  and  was  immediately  made 
a  clofe  Prifoner.  All  Perfons  were  encouraged  to  bring  in  their  Complaints ;  but 
they  found  nothing  to  objed,  efitcept  his  Undaiinted  Endeavours  to  retrieve  the  an- 
tient  Patrimony  of  the  Church,  which  he  looked  on  as  his  greateft  Glory.  They 
examined  all  his  Adions  ftridly,  and  could  not  find  the  leafL:  Tindure  of  private 
Advantage,  to  fully  the  Purity  of  his  Condud.  He  defied  them  to  fhew,  where 
he  had  gotten  fo  much  as  a  Pair  of  Gloves,  by  all  that  he  aded  in  thofe  Matters. 
Nor  indeed  were  any  of  his  Relations,  Family  or  Friends,  the  richer  for  any 
thing  he  had  recovered  for  the  Church.  His  Enemies  then  charged  him  in  gene¬ 
ral  with  his  Endeavours  to  fubvert  the  fundamental  Laws  ;  but  being  able  to  prove 
nothing  particular,  the  Profecution  was  dropped  and  their  Malice  was  over-ruled 
by  the  King,  who  wrote  to  this  Kingdom  in  his  Favour,  at  the  Inftance  of  that 
honourable  Peer*  the  Earl  of  Strafford ,  who  was  anxious  about  the  Lives  and  Li- 
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berty  of  his  virtuous  Friends  ;  while  with  a  glorious,  but  ill-judged  Contempt  of 
His  own,  he  urged  the  King  againft  Himi'elf,  praying  his  Majefty  to  remove  that 
unfortunate  thing  ( meaning  his  Life)  out  of  the  Way  of  a  bleffed  Agreement  be¬ 
tween  him j  and  his  Factious  Parliament.  Primate  XJfsher  in  his  Letter  to  Bifhop 
Bramhall  fpeaks  thus  of  it.  “  My  Lord  Strafford ,  the  Night  before  his  Suffcring,- 
V  (which  Was  moft  Chriftian  and  Magnanimous,  adfiuporem  tifqv)  fent  me  to  the 
s<  King,  giving  me  in  Charge,  among  other  Particulars,  to  put  him  in  Mind  of 
“  you,  and  the  other  two  Loyds  that  are  under  the  fame  Preffure.”  Upon  this 
cur  Bifhop  was  feftored  to  his  Liberty,  without  any  publick  Acquittal  ;  the 
Charge  {fill  lying  dormant  againft  him,  to  be  awakened  when  his  Enemies  fhould 
find  a  fit  Opportunity. 

He  was  fcarce  got  down  to  Londonderry  when  the  Rebellion  broke  out  in  1641. 
Sir  Phelim  O  Neil  had  an  Eye  on  the  Bifhop  and  the  Town,  and  laid  a  Scheme 
to  take  both,  which  mifearried.  But  he  found  no  Safety  here.  The  Town  daily 
filled  with  difeontented  Perfons  out  of  Scotland ,  and  he  began  to  fear  they  would 
deliver  him  up.  One  Night  they  turned  a  Piece  of  Ordnance  againft  his  Houfe 
to  affront  him.  He  was  perfwaded  to  take  it  as  a  Warning-piece,  and  foon  after 
took  Ship  privately  for  England.  He  was  received  grac-ioufly  by  the  King,  who 
then  began  to  want  the  Services  of  fuch  Men  :  and  for  this  Purpofe  he  repaired 
into  his  native  Country  *,  where,  by  his  Example,  his  inceffant  Exhoitations 
from  the  Pulpit,  his  Labours  with  the  Gentry,  and  prudent  Advices  to  the  Mar* 
quefs  of  Newcaftle ,  who  adhered  to  the  King,  he  put  great  Life  into  hisMajefty’s 
Affairs.  The  Marquefs  was  fo  fenfible  of  the  Merit  of  his  Service,  that  in  confi- 
deration  of  his  Sufferings,  he  offered  him  500 /.  out  of  the  publick  Fund;  but 
he  generoufly  refufed  the  Bounty ;  and  inftead  thereof,  fent  a  valuable  Prefent  of 
Plate  to  the  King,  at  Nottingham ,  which  was  afterwards  coined  for  his  Ufe  at 
Scarborough.  He  employed  his  Pen  at  the  fame  time  in  defending  by  Argument, 
what  he  encouraged  others  to  do  by  the  Power  of  the  Sword.  The  Treatifc  cal¬ 
led,  The  Serpent  Salve ,  or  a  Remedy  for  the  biting  of  an  Afpe^  printed  1643,  was 
writ  by  him  during  his  Retirement  from  the  Noife  of  the  Drum.  Primate  Ufsher> 
in  a  Letter  to  him  from  Oxford ,  in  1644,  commends  his  clear  reafoning  in  this 
Treatife,  and  profeffeth  to  have  profited  more  by  it,  than  by  any  Book  he  had 
read  on  the  Subjed.  He  is  faid  alfo  about  this  Time  to  have  Written,  The  Hijlory 
of  Hull.  But  it  is  not  printed  among  his  Works.  Thus  active  he  continued  all 
the  time  of  his  Abode  in  England ,  untill  the  fatal  Battle  of  Marflon-Moor ;  after 
which,  and  the  Surrender  of  York,  his  Majefty’s  Intereft  declined  fo  faft  in  the 
North  of  England  ;  that  with  the  Marquefs  of  Newcajlle,  and  feveral  Perfons  of: 
Quality,  he  took  Ship  to  fail  into  foreign  Parts. 

He  continued  at  Bruffels  for  the  moft  Part,  untiil  the  Year  1648,  with  Sir- 
Henry  de  Vic ,  the  King’s  Refident,  where  he  preached  every  Lord’s  Day,  ad- 
minftred  the  Sacrament,  and  confirmed  fuch  as  defired  it.  Here  he  alfo  afiifted  • 
the  Englifh  Merchants  at  Antwerp ,  in  a  Difpute  they  had  rafhly  engaged  in  with 
fomzJcfuits,2.nd  wrote,  for  their  ufe,  a  Piece  upon  this  Occafion,  which  is  now  loft*  > 
He  returned  into  Ireland  in  1648 ;  where  all  his  Stages  were  from  one  Danger  and 
Mifery  to  another.  At  Limerick ,  the  Earl  of  Rofcommon ,  died  by  aFall  down  a  Pair 
of  Stairs,  and  lived  only  fo  Jong  to  declare  his  Faith,  as  it  is  profeffed  in  theChurdi 
of  Ireland  ;  and  this  at  the  Inftance  of  our  Bifhop;  which  gave  fuchOffence  to  the 
Romanift s  (who  would  have  reported, he  died  a Papift)  that  they  threatned  hisDeath, ! 
if  he  did  not  fuddenly  depart  the  Town.  At  Portumna ,  in  the  County  of  Galway  ' 
he,  and  thofe  who  went  with  him,  enjoyed  more  Freedom,  and  the  Church  Ser¬ 
vice,  under  the  Prote<aion  of  the  Marquefs  of  Clanrkcard .  At  the  revok  of 
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Cork ,  he  had  a  very  narrow  Deliverance  *,  which  Cromwell  was  fo  troubled  at* 
that  he  declared,  he  would  have  given  a  good  Sum  of  Money,  for  that  Irifh 
Canterbury.  But  his  greateft  Deliverance  was  at  his  departure  from  Ireland  t, 
when  he  was  purfued  by  two  Parliament  Frigats,  and  was  Providentially  faved 
by  a  hidden  turn  of  the  Wind,  when  they  were  near  apprehending  him. 

He  arrived  in  France,  when  an  unexpected  Debt  of  700 1.  was  paid  to  him, 
which  had  been  long  due  for  Salmon  taken  on  his  own  Lands,  as  Bifhop  of 
Derry,  in  the  River  Bann.  This  was  a  feafonable  Relief  both  to  himfelf,  and 
many  of  the  Sufferers  for  the  Royal  Caufe.  It  was  at  this  Seafon  that  Mr.  Mi* 
litiere,  Councellor  to  the  King  of  France,  wrote  his — Victory  of  Truth,  or  an  Epif- 
tle  to  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  to  invite  him  to  embrace  the  Catholick  Faith . 
The  Bifhop  of  Derry  was  too  Vigilant  in  the  King’s  and  the  Church’s  Caufe* 
not  to  fee  the  Danger  of  Publifhing  fuch  a  Piece,  although  weakly  handled;  and 
therefore  prevented  the  Mifchief  by  an  excellent  Anfwer,  which  is  printed  a- 
mong  his  Works.  Some  of  the  reformed  Churches  gave  him  their  Thanks  for 
it,  which  he  well  merited.  He  intended  a  Journey  into  Spain,  but  met  with  an 
unexpected  Diverfion.  For  after  his  firft  Days  travel  into  that  Kingdom,  he 
put  up  at  a  Houfe  to  refrefh  himfelf,  where  his  Hoftefs  called  him  by  his 
Name.  Admiring  at  his  being  difeovered,  fhe  revealed  the  Secret  to  him, 
Ihewed  him  his  Picture*  and  affured  him  there  were  leveral  of  them  on  the 
Road  ;  that  being  known  by  them,  he  might  be  carried  to  the  Inquifition  ;  and 
that  her  Hufband,  among  others,  had  Power  to  that  Purpofe,  and  would  cer¬ 
tainly  execute  his  Commiffion,  if  he  found  him.  He  made  ufe  of  the  Advertife- 
ment,  and  efcaped  out  of  the  Power  of  that  Court. 

The  Reftoration  being  wonderfully  brought  about,  he  returned  into  England ,] 
and  was  foon  after,  (viz.)  on  the  1 8th  of  January  1660,  tranflated  from  the 
See  of  Derry,  to  the  Archbifhoprick  of  Armagh ,  having  been  a  little  before,  on 
the  firft  of  that  Month,  called  into  the  Privy-Council.  [No  Man  could  be  more 
acceptable  to  the  Kingdom,  than  he,  or  better  qualified  to  repair  the  Breaches 
in  the  Church.  He  was  univerfally  congratulated  upon  his  Promotion. 
Even  the  Queen  of  Bohemia,  in  a  Letter,  prayed  him  to  be  confident,  “  that 
“  none  of  his  Friends  could  be  more  glad,  or  wifhed  him  more  happinefs,  than 
“  his  ever  moft  Affectionate  Friend,  Elizabeth .”  The  King  immediately  reftored 
to  the  Church,  all  her  Temporalties,  in  as  full  a  Manner,  as  fhe  formerly  pofTeffed 
them  in  1641.  He  appointed  new  Bifhops  to  fill  the  feveral  vacant  Sees  *,  and 
Blued  his  Royal  Mandate  to  our  new  Archbifhop  of  Armagh,  for  their  Confecra- 
tion  ;  by  Virtue  of  which,  in  one  Day,  he  laid  his  Hands  on  two  Archbifhops, 
and  ten  Bifhops. 

Our  Primate  prefently  betook  himfelf  to  the  Government  of  his  Diocefe,  and 
by  his  mild  and  prudent  ConduCt,  reformed  the  Diforders  in  it,  even  beyond  his 
hopes.  His  Wifdom,  in  regard  to  the  Nonconformifts,  was  remarkable.  When 
the  Benefices  were  called  at  the  Vifitation,  many  of  the  Incumbents  exhibited 
only  fuch  Titles,  as  they  had  received  from  the  Hands  of  the  Ufurpers.  He  told 
them  they  were  no  legal  Titles  ;  but  on  Account  of  the  good  Reputation  which 
they  bore,  he  was  willing  to  make  their  Titles  Legal  by  Inftitution  and  Inducti¬ 
on  ;  which  was  accordingly  done.  Calling  for  their  Letters  of  Orders,  he  found 
fome  had  only  Certificates  of  Ordination  from  Prefbyterian  ClafTes,  which  he  told 
them,  did  not  qualify  them  for  any  Preferment  in  the  Church.  That  the  Church 
of  Ireland  muft  be  confidered  as  a  National  Church,  limited  by  Laws,  which 
take  care  to  preferibe  about  Ordination.  That  if  they  were  not  ordained  as  the 

Xawof  the  Church  requires,  he  did  not  fee  how  they  could  recover  their  Tyths 
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for  want  of  a  Legal  Title.  He  did  not  determine  concerning  the  Validity  or 
Invalidity  of  their  Orders,  but  only  was  willing  to  fupply  what  was  before  defedive 
by  the  Canons  of  the  Church  of  England ,  and  to  take  away  the  Occafion  of 
Schifm.  By  this  moderation  he  greatly  foftned  the  Spirit  of  Oppofition,  and 
gained  over  fueh  as  were  Learned  and  Sober.  A  Parliament  being  convened 
on  the  8th  of  May  1 66 1  •,  he  was  appointed  Speaker  of  the  Houfe  of  Lords ;  the 
Office  and  Charader  which  the  Lord  Chancellor  then  bore  ( as  one  of  the  Lords 
juft  ices,)  being  inconfiftent  with  the  Place.  The  efteem,  which  thd  Parliament 
had  for  his  Grace,  appeared  very  early,  by  their  appointing  Committees  of  both 
Houfes  to  examine  what  was  upon  Record  in  their  Journals  againfl  him,  and  th£ 
Earl  of  Strafford  ;  and  they  found  the  Proceedings  agairtft  them  to  have  been  fo 
violent  and  unjuft,  that  they  ordered  the  Votes  and  Refolutions  concerning  thefe 
great  Men,  to  be  torn  out  of  their  Books  ;  which  Was  accordingly  done.  The 
Convocation,  nowaffembled,  had  fuch  a  Senfe  of  his  good  Services  to  the  Church; 
that  they  acknowledged  them  in  an  Inftrument  of  Recognition  ;  which  was  defign* 
ed  to  be  made  publick,  but  was  unhappily  miflayed  or  loft. 

During  the  Seffion  of  this  Parliament,  many  advantages  were  obtained,  and 
more  intended  for  the  Church  ;  in  which  the  Primate  was  very  induftrious.  Se¬ 
veral  of  the  Bifhops  muft  acknowledge  the  Augmentation  of  their  Revenues  to 
be  very  much  due  to  his  Interceffion.  The  Inferior  Cletgy,  throtigh  his  Means; 
recovered  much  of  the  forfeited  impropriate  Tythes  ;  and  the  whole  Chufch  of 
Ireland ,  now  got  all  the  advantagiousClaufes,  that  we  ftncl  in  the  Ads  of  Settlement 
and  Explanation  :  Although  the  Church  hath  hot  had  the  Benefit  thereof,  in  foex* 
tenfive  a  Meafure,  as  was  intended.  There  were  two  Bills  formed  by  him  for 
the  Paffing  whereof,  he  took  great  Pains  ;  but  was  difappointed  in  both;  The 
Firft  was  for  making  the  Tything  Table  of  Uljler ,  the  Rule  for  the  whole  King¬ 
dom  ;  there  being  the  fame  Reafon  for  it  in  the  other  Provinces,  as  there  was 
For  its  firft  Admiffion  into  that.  The  Lands  of  thefe  Countries  being  formerly 
employed  in  Tillage,  are  now  converted  toPafture;  fo  that  whole  Baronies  are 
overfpread  with  Cattle,  out  of  which  very  little  Profit  arifeth  to  the  Minifter,  and 
fromOxen,  nothing  at  all.  The  other  Bill  was  for  impowering  the  Bifhops  to  make 
Leafes  for  fixty  Tears,  in  order  to  enable  them  to  improve  the  Lands  :  But  the 
Duke  of  Ormond ,  who  then  came  into  the  Government,  when  the  Bill  had  paffed 
both  Houfes,  but  had  not  yet  got  the  Royal  Affent,  ftiewed  the  Mifchiefs  of 
fuch  a  Power  as  Would  be  granted  thereby,  to  one  Bifhop  to  fweep  away  half 
the  Eftate  of  the  Church  for  fo  long  a  time  as  fixty  Years,  leaving  only  the 
bare  Statute  Rent  for  his  Succeffors ;  befides  the  opportunities  fuch  Leafes  would 
give  the  Tenants  to  alter  and  confound  the  Bounds  of  the  ChurchLands,  with  fuch 
of  their  own  as  were  contiguous,  with  many  other  Evils  ;  and  the  Bill  was  thrown 
out  of  the  Houfe  of  Lords,  where  it  had  taken  its  Rife. 

About  this  time  he  was  alarmed  with  a  great  fit  of  Sicknefs.  It  was  the  fe- 
cond  fit  of  a  Palfy,  fo  violent,  that  all  thought  it  would  take  him  off.  But  it 
pleafed  God  to  add  fome  Months  yet  to  his  Life.  Before  his  Death  he  was  very 
intent  on  a  Regal  Vifitation,  in  order  to  the  Ccrredion  of  fome  Difordershe  had 
obferved,  and  the  Settlement  of  Minifters  upon  their  Cures,  with  more  conve¬ 
nience  and  Comfort.  He  often  declaimed  againft  Non-refidence,  as  the  Ruin  of 
the  Church  •,  and  therefore  greatly  defired  to  have  the  Ad  for  uniting  and  di¬ 
viding  of  Parifhes  carried  into  Execution.  But  nothing  of  thefe  things  were 
brought  to  Perfedion.  A  little  before  his  Death  he  took  care  to  vifit  his  Diocefe, 
and  to  provide  for  the  repairing  his  Cathedral,  and  other  Works  worthy  of  his 
Paftoral  Care.  On  his  return  to  Dundalk ,  he  enquired  where  one  of  his  Prede- 
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ceflors,  the  famous  Richard  Fitz-Ralph ,  Was  buried,  and  refolved  to  ereft  a 
Monument  to  his  Memory* 

About  the  Middle  of  May  1 663,  he  returned  to  Dublin.  He  had  then  a 
Tryal  with  SxcAudley  Mervin  for  fome  part  of  his  Temporal  Eftate  at  Omagh ,  de¬ 
pending  in  the  Court  of  Claims.  At  the  Time  of  hearing  this  Caufe,  fometime  in 
June,  a  third  Fit  of  the  Palfy  feized  him  to  that  Degree,  that  he  funk  in  the  Court, 
and  was  carried  out  fenfelefs,  and  continued  fo  untill]  he  died  on  the  2  5th  of  June 
1663,  in  the  70th  Year  of  his  Age,  and  was  buried  in  Chrifi -Church.  [His  Eftate  he 
had  fettled  on  his  Son  Sir  Thomas  Bramhall ,  Baronet  ;  who  dying  without  Iflue, 
the  fame  delcended  to  his  three  Daughters  ;  the  Eldeft  of  whom  was  married  be¬ 
fore  his  Grace’s  Death,  to  Sir  James  Graham ,  Son  to  the  Earl  o i  Monteith  in  Scot¬ 
land  :  And  the  other  two  fince  ;  one  to  Alderman  Toxteath  of  Droghedah ,  and 
the  other  to  Standijh  Hartfiong ,  Efq.  He  left  by  his  will, a  dated  the  5th  of  Janu¬ 
ary  1662,  500  1.  towards  the  Repairs  of  the  Cathedral  of  Armagh ,  and  St.  Peter’s 
Droghedah ,  over  and  above  fuch  Sums  as  he  lhould  beftow  on  them  in  his  Life. 
He  repaired  the  Epifcopal  Houfe  of  Droghedah  which  he  found  in  Ruins,  and  pro¬ 
vided  Timber  to  rebuild  the  Houfe  of  Termon-Feichan,  and  to  enclofe  his  Park  5 
and  if  he  died  before  he  finifhed  them,  he  left  all  the  Materials  to  his  Succef- 
for,  to  whom  alfo  he  bequeathed  the  Hangings  of  the  Prefence- Chamber  and  all 
the  Furniture  in  it.  He  left  alfo  as  many  black  Gowns,  as  fhould  make  up  the 
Years  of  his  Life,  to  fo  many  poor  Men  *,  and  conftituted  his  Son,  Sir  Thomas 
Bramhall ,  his  Executor,  and  the  Duke  of  Ormond ,  and  th zEarl  of  Orrery  Supervi- 
fors  of  his  Will.]  Whoever  is  defirous  of  reading  a  fuller  Account  of  this  Pre¬ 
late,  may  confult  his  Funeral  Sermon,  publilhed  in  Englijh ,  by  Jeremy  Taylor , 
Bifhop  of  Down  and  Connor ,  or  his  Funeral  Oration  written  in  Latin  by  Dr.  Dud¬ 
ley  Loftiis ,  [as  alfo  his  Life  prefixed  to  his  Works,  publilhed  in  Dublin  by  John 
Vefey ,  Bifhop  of  Limerick,  afterwards  Archifhop  of  Tuam  ;  from  whence  I  have 
taken  moft  of  the  Particulars  related  of  him.

JAMES  M  A  R  GETS  O  N. 

[Succ.  1663.  OA  1678.] 

JAMES  Margetfon ,  Dodtor  of  Divinity,  of  the  Univerfity  of  Cambridge ,  was, 
like  his  Predeceflor,  Chaplain  to  the  Earl  of  Strafford ,  and  a  Torkjhireman 
alfo.  [For  he  was  born  in  that  County,  at  Drighlington ,  in  the  Year  i6oo> 
and  educated  in  Peter-hoUfe  College  in  Cambridge ;  from  whence  he  was  pro¬ 
moted  to  the  Parilh  of  Watlas  in  his  own  Country.  It  was  here  he  fell  under  the 
Notice  of  the  Lord  Vifcount  Wentworth ,  afterwards  Earl  of  Strafford ;  who  was 
fo  pleafed  with  the  good  Report  he  univerfally  bore  for  Learning  and  Piety,  that 
being  appointed  Lord  Deputy  of  Ireland ,  he  brought  him  over  with  him  in  1 633, 
and  obliged  him  to  refign  his  Parifh  in  Torkfhire. 

"What  Preferments  he  met  with  upon  his  Arrival,  I  know  not  ;  but  the  firft 
to  which  I  find  him  advanced,  was  the  Deanery  of  Waterford ,  by  Letters  Patent, 

dated 
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Dated  the  25th  May  1635.  Next]  he  was  inflalled  Dean  of  Chrif  Church ,  Dub - 
lin,  in  December  1639.  [He  did  not  enjoy  this  new  Dignity  long,  when  the  defera¬ 
ble  Rebellion  broke  out  on  the  23d  of  Odober  1641.  Dublin  was  then  almoft 
the  only  Place  of  refuge  for  the  mifcrable  Sufferers,  to  which  they  Daily  flocked 
by  Thoufands,  naked  and  half  famiflied.  Here  our  good  Dean  met  Objects 
more  than  enough,  to  exercife  his  tender  Compaflicn  on.  He  fed,  cloathed,  and 
relieved  fo  many,  th?it  he  reduced  himfelf  to  great  Streights,  the  Courfe  of  his 
Revenues,  being  almoft  every  where  flopped.  By  means  whereof,  and  by  the  Dan¬ 
cers  furrounding  him  on  all  Sides,  he  was  at  length  forced  to  fly  into  England , 
not  only  for  lecurity,  but  for  Subfiftance.  Yet  this  was  not  untill  after  the  Year 
1647  :  For  on  the  9th  of  July  b  that  Year,  he  joined  with  the  reft  of  the  Clergy 
of  Dublin ,  in  a  vigorous  Remonftrance  to  the  Commiftioncrs  of  the  Englifh  Par¬ 
liament,  praying  Liberty  for  the  ufe  of  the  Common  Prayer  ( then  lately  aboliffi- 
ed )  in  their  refpettive  Churches -,  and  rejefling  the  Directory,  ordered  to  be  ufed 
in  the  Room  of  the  Common  Prayer.  In  England  he  was  alfo  overtaken  with 
unexpected  Evils,  as  great  and  general  as  he  had  fled  from  i  by  which  at  length  both 
Church  and  State  were  together  over-turned.  He  was  by  the  Parliament  Party 
taken,  and  thrown  into  Mancheficr  Goal  •,  and  hurryed  from  Prifon  to  Prifon  ; 
untill  at  laft  he  was  fet  at  Liberty  in  Exchange  for  three  or  four  Officers. 

After  this  he  retired  to  London ,  as  to  the  mofc  private  and  fafe  Retreat.  But 
here  he  was  found  out,  and  became  an  ufeful  Inftrument  of  good.  For  during 
Cromwell's  Ufurpation,  many  Noblemen  and  Gentlemen  of  the  King’s  Party,  who 
dared  not  appear  publicity  in  the  matter  themfelves)  privately  employed  him,  as 
a  Perfon  of  an  inviolate  Integrity,  to  diftribute  their  Alms  to  the  needy  and  re¬ 
duced  Cavaliers.  Although  the  Dangers  were  many  that  attended  this  em¬ 
ployment,  yet  he  undertook  it  with  the  greateft  Chearfulnefs.  It  v/as  a  Talk  a- 
greeable  to  his  natural  Goodnefs,  to  difpenfe  the  Charity  of  others,  when  he  had 
nothing  of  his  own  left  to  give.  Fie  difeharged  this  Truft  with  the  greateft  Fide¬ 
lity,  travelled  through  England  and  Wales  many  times  upon  this  Errand  ;  and 
relieved  Numbers  both  of  the  Clergy  and  others,  whom  Loyalty  to  theirPrince  and 
a  firm  Attachment  to  their  Religion,  had  reduced  to  the  levereft  Poverty.  Among 
others.  We  are  told,  that  he  had  the  good  Fortune  to  relieve  Chapp'd,  Biffiop 
of  Cork  and  Rofs ,  who  was  then  a  Refugee  upon  the  fame  Account. 

Thus  was  he  engaged.  Comforting  the  affliCled  by  his  Spiritual  Counfels,  and 
procuring  them  relief  from  the  Bounty  of  others  i  untill  the  King’s  Reftoration 
made  Way  for  happier  Times,  and  put  it  in  his  Power  to  exercife  thofe  ACls  of 
Humanity,  (which  were  natural  to  him )  out  of  his  own  Purfe.  Then  were  the 
fcattered  Members  of  the  eftabliihed  Church  of  Ireland  fought  after,  to  fill  up 
thofe  Vacancies,  which  the  Iniquity  of  the  Preceding  Times  had  made  ♦,  among 
whom  was  our  venerable  and  pious  Dean,]  who  by  Letters  patent  dated  the  25th 
of  January  1660,  was  promoted  to  the  Archiepifcopal  See  of  Dublin ,  and  on  the 
27th  following  confecrated  in  St.  Patrick's ,  Dublin ,  together  with  eleven  other 
Bilhops,  by  John  Archbiffiop  of  Armagh ,  John  Biffiop  of  Raphoe ,  Robert  Biffiop 
of  Kilmore ,  and  Griffin  Biffiop  of  Offiory.  He  had  been  on  the  firft  of  the  fame 
Month  before  his  Promotion  made  one  of  his  Majefty’s  Privy  Council. 

[He  continued  in  the  See  of  Dublin ,  untill  after  Archbiffiop  Bramhall  died  ; 
when]  King  Charles  the  2d  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  2.9th  of  Auguft  1663,  on 
Account  of  his  many  Virtues,  tranflated  him  to  the  Primacy..  [We  arc  told 
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in  a  Funeral  Oration,  fpoke  at  his  Hearfe  by  William  Rallifer ,  afterwards  Archbi- 
fhop  of  Cajhel  j  that  Archbifhop  Eramhall  on  his  Death  Bed,  earnestly  recom¬ 
mended  him  to  the  Duke  of  Ormond  then  Lord  Lieutenant,  as  the  worthieft 
Perfon  for  his  Succeffor  ;  which  had  fuch  Weight  both  with  the  King  and  Duke, 
that  his  Promotion  followed  in  about  two  Months  after.  If  this  be  fo;  it  is  a  Prece¬ 
dent  which  comes  near  to  the  early  Practice.  For  the  three  next  SuccefTors  to  St. 
Patrick  in  the  See  of  Armagh ,  were  advanced  by  his  Defignation,  and  Celfus  on 
his  Death  Bed  fent  his  Staffe  to  Malachy  Morgair,  as  a  token  that  he  was  defirous 
he  fhould  fucceed  him,  which  accordingly  happened.  But  this  Account  of  Dr. 
Bramball* sRequeft,  feemsto  be  only  inferted  as  a  Rhetorical  Flourifh  ;  if  what  we 
are  told  by  the  Writer  of  his  Lite  be  true,  viz.  that  he  was  feized  with  an  Apoplec- 
tick  Fit  in  Court,  was  carried  out  of  it  Senfelels,  and  continued  fo  untill  he  died. 
To  return  to  our  Archbilhop. 

His  Behavior  was  the  fame  in  thefe  high  Employments,  as  it  was  in  his  more 
Humble  Stations*,  faving  what  was  abfolutely  Necefiary  to  fupportthe  Dignity 
of  his  Place,  His  Change  of  Fortune  made  no  Alteration  in  his  Demeanour, 
urllefs  for  the  better.  He  who,  when  a  private  Prieft,  was  Humble,  Sincere 
Modeft,  Generous,  Humane,  Ingenuous,  Blamelefs*  Hofpitable,  Sober,  Chari¬ 
table  ;  was  the  fame  when  Metropolitan  and  Primate  of  all  Ireland  ;  except,  that 
now  he  had  an  ampler  Field  to  exercile  thofe  Virtues  in.  He  now  Ihewed  a  Pic¬ 
ture  at  full  length,  which  before  could  only  appear  in  Miniature.  He  adminif- 
tred  his  Paftoral  Office,  with  undiffembled,  fincere  and  folid  Wifdom.  He  was 
to  his  Clergy  mild,  and  gentle  ;  yet,  where  they  deferved  it,  fevere.  Their 
Faults  touched  him  to  the  Quick  ;  yet  he  could  fcarce  reprove  any  of  them  with 
dry  Eyes  ;  fo  that  his  Conduct  could  not  fail  to  conciliate  to  him  both  their  Love 
and  Veneration.  In  his  Legiflative  Capacity,  if  any  thing  touched  the  Church 
he  was  her  true  Patron,  and  a&ive  Champion.  He  pleaded  her  Caufe  in  the 
Supreme  Council,  with  the  moft  ardent  Zeal,  and  perfwafive  Eloquence.  His 
great  Labour  was  to  preferve  her  Revenues  from  Sacrilegious  Hands,  to  efta- 
blifh  and  fence  in  the  pure  Proteftant  Religion  by  publick  Laws,  and  defend  it 
from  the  Infults  both  of  its  Popifh  and  Schifmatick  Enemies. 

In  1 667  he  was  appointed  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  Univerfity  of  'Dublin ,  in 
the  Room  of  Jeremy  Taylor ,  Bifhop  of  Down  and  Connor ,  then  deceafed  ;  which 
Employment  he  adminftred  to  the  Time  of  his  Death  with  great  Gravity  and 
Wifdom*,  not  only  to  the  intire  Satisfaction,  but  great  Advantage  of  the  Fellows 
and  Scholars ;  as  the  many  favours  he  obtained  by  his  Intercelfion  from  the  Chief 
Governours  and  Council  in  their  Behalf,  do  abundantly  teftify.  So  that  by 
his  Death  the  Church  loft  a  Loving  Father,  and  the  Univerfity  a  Powerful  Pa¬ 
tron. 

Thus  did  he  employ  a  long  Life  in  the  Conftant  exercife  of  Piety  and  Benevo¬ 
lence.  He  fell  into  a  Jaundice  in  Winter  1677,  which  daily  gained  Ground  on 
him,  and  at  laft  confined  him  tohisHoufe:  Yet  notwithftanding  the  Violence 
of  his  DForder,  on  the  fifth  of  May  1 678,  he  would  needs  be  a  publick  Com¬ 
municant  at  the  Holy  Sacrament  in  Cbrijl-Churcb,  preferring  the  Service  of 
God  to  his  private  fafety,  contrary  to  the  Importunities  of  his  Phyficians,  of 
whofe  Advice  he  was  always  a  ftridt  obfervet,  except  at  this  Time.  Soon  after 
he  v/as  confined  not  only  to  his  Chamber,  but  even  to  his  Bed :  And  although 
he  had  fome  hopes  given  him  by  his  Phyficians,  yet  he  gave  himfelf  up  by  Me¬ 
ditation  and  Prayer  to  a  Careful  Preparation  for  that  Change,  of  which  he  had 
a  clearer  Forefight  than  others.  He  received  the  Sacrament,  and  the  Abfolu- 
tion  of  the  Church,  and  appeared  to  be  exceedingly  comforted  with  both.  Al¬ 
though 
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though  his  Patience  wonderfully  encreaftd  with  his  Pains,  yet  a  Grdun  would, 
fometimes  break  from  him.  There  was  a  daily  refort  to  his  Bed-fide  of  all 
Conditions  and  Degrees  of  Men,  for  his  laft  Benedidtion,  and  his  Dying  Prayers 
and  Exhortations :  fuch  influence  had  his  exemplary  Life  on  the  Minds  of  the 
People.  He  died  on  the  28th  of  Auguft  1678,  in  the  78th  Year  of  his  Age, 
and  was  buryed  in  Chrijl-Church ,  within  the  rails  of  the  Altar :  Two  Days  after 
Dodtor  Williatn  Pallifer  pronounced  a  Funeral  Oration  at  his  Hearfe  *,  and  Henry 
Jones,  Bifhop  of  Metith ,  preached  his  Funeral  Sermon  ;  from  both  which  I 
have  taken  the  greateft  Part  of  the  Account  here  given  of  him,  both  as  to  the 
Matter  and  Form.  •  * 

We  have  no  remains  pf  his  Learning  that  Irknow  of:  And  yet  his  Contem¬ 
poraries  have  faid,  that  he  flood  in  a  high  Degree  of  Fame  that  way  ;  al¬ 
though  his  Modefty, .  and  humble  Difpofition  did  not  fuffer  him  to  make  a 
Noife  ki  the  World  about  it.  He  is  faid  to  have  been  well  read  in  the  early 
Fathers,  and  to  have  drawn  his  Divinity  from  the  clear  Fountain  of  the  Holy 
Scriptures,  and  the  interpretations  of  the  Ages  immediately  fucceeding  the 
Apoftles  :  That  his  Parts  were  more  in  Subftance  than  Shew,  his  Value  in- 
trinfick,  and  not  fet  forth  for  Oftentation.  Bifhop  Jones  tells  us,  that  he  was 
prefent  at  his  Table,  when  a  Point  of  Learning  was  ftarted  and  canvaflfed  from 
Hand  to  Hand.  He  fbr  a  great  while  h^eard  and  was  filent ;  but  at  laft  took 
up  the  Argument,  handled  it  With  variety  of  Learning,  and  determined  it  to 
Admiration  j  which  made  a  learned  Prelate  then  prefent,  break  out  into  this 
Exprefiion  ;  My  Lord ,  I  thank  you  i  I  am  now  both  Fed  and  Fanght.  I  have 
given  fome  inftarices  of  his  Charities  before.  In  this  particular  he  was  referved 
and  private  *,  yet  conftant  and  forward  in  relieving  the  indigent.  He  did  not 
^yait  for  Addreffes ;  but  inquired  fecretly  for  the  Needy,  and  fent  them  help, 
^yhen  they  knew  not  from  whence  it  came  i  even  100  1  at  a  time  to  a  Angle 
Objed  ;  and  that  he  did  out  of  his  Own  Purfe  *,  which  I  mention,  to  diftinguifh 
his  peculiar  Charities,  from  what  he  did  as  the  King’s  Almoner.  In  this  pub- 
lick  Truft,  he  never  would  fuffer  what  Came  in  that  way  to  mix  with  his  own, 
but  forthwith  difpofed  of  it  to  its  proper  Ufe,  as  the  Income,  which  was  fmall, 
would  allow.  The  before  mentioned  Bilhop  of  Meath  affures  us,  that  he  had 
perufed  his.  Accounts  as  Almoner,  and  that  the  whole  Income  for  fifteen  Years 
amounted  but  to  169 1.  18  s.  1  d.  Yet  fmall  as  it  was,  it  was  fufficient  to  cloud 
his  private  Charities,  v  what  he  did  that  way,  being  interpreted  to  be  done  on  the 
publick  Accounp  But  this  anfwered  his  Intentions,  in  being  in  fuch  Workk 
private  and  unobfefved. 

His  publick  Benefa&ions  were  many.  A  little  before  his  Death  (viz.)  in  1678,  a 
he  gave  50 1.  to  the  College  of  Dublin ;  to  be  laid  out  on  additional  Buildings  to 
it.  By  his  Willb  he  eredted  a  Free-School  at  the  Place  of  his  Nativity  in  Fork- 
Jhire ,  and  endowed  it  with  a  Revenue  of  60 1.  per  Ann.  for  ever,  leaving  the 
Nomination  pf  the  Chief  Matter  of  the  School,  to  the  Matter  and  Senior  Fellows 
of  Peter  Houfe+  Cambridge ,  where  he  was  educated .%  with  a  Power  to  the  Matter 
of  the  School  to  nominate  the  UJher .  In  his  Life-time  he  bountifully  contributed 
tp  the  repairing  and  adorning  the  two  Cathedrals  in  Dublin.  Nor  was  his  Care 
and  Publick  Spirit  wanting  to  his  own  at  Armagh ,  which  was  Sacrilegioufly 
burnt  down  by  Sir  Phelim  0:Neal ,  in  1642.  The  rebuilding  this  at  his  own 
Expence,  exceeded  our  good  Primate’s  Abilities  •  yet  his  Care  was  not  wanting. 
He  had,  according  to  the  Precedents  of  former  Times,  Contributions  made 
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through  the  feveral  Diocefes,  fubjeft  to  his  Metropolis  }  and  applied  other  ffmll 
Revenues  of  the  Church  to  the  lame  End.  But  thefe  coming  in  flow,  and  fome 
failing,  all  was  very  fhort  of  the  neceflary  Charge,  which  he  fuppHed  out  of  his 
own  Bounty,  and  fo  perfected  the  whole  Fabrick.  He  was  at  conflderable  Ex- 
pences  alfo,  in  repairing  and  adorning  his  Epifcopal  Palace.  Notwithstanding 
thefe  Charities  and  publick  Works ;  yet  he  was  not  unmindful  of  his  own  Fa¬ 
mily.  He  laid  out  8000 1.  in  Ireland  i or  the  Settlement  of  two  of  his  Children* 
and  was  about  purchafing  an  Eftate  (after  fold  for  6000  1.)  which  he  might  have 
had  cheaper  :  But  undemanding,  that  part  of  it  was  Abby-Land,  he  refufed  to 
treat  about  it  any  further  ;  as  he  did  in  all  things  that  he  knew  ever  belonged 
to  the  Church.  This  latter  Sum,  it  is  to  be  prefumed,  he  laid  out  in  England  5 
\vhich  raifed  fome  caufelefs  and  unreafonable  Clamours  againft  him,  as  if  he  had 
done  an  Aft  of  injuftice,  in  laying  out  what  he  had  acquired  jn  Ireland  elfe- 
where.,

MICHAEL  Boyle ,  Archbilhop  of  Dublin ,  and  Lord  High  Chancellor 
of  Ireland ,  was  tranflated  to  this  See  by  the  King’s  Letter,  dated  the 
27th  of  January  1678  ;  and  together  with  the  Primacy,  held  the  Office  of  Lord 
High  Chancellor  •,  which  he  adminiftred  for  about  twenty  two  Years,  (viz)- 
from  1663  to  1685,  when  he  was  removed  from  it  after  King  James’s  Acceffion 
to  the  Throne.  He  was  three  times  one  of  the  Lords  Juftices  of  Ireland ,  (viz.) 
in  1671,  1675,  and  1684,  each  time  in  conjunftion  with  Sir  Arthur  Forbes , 
Lord  Granard.  Quite  fpent  with  old  Age,  having  arrived  to  his  ninety  third 
Year  (according  to  the  Infcription  on  his  Coffin )  he  died  in  Dublin  on  the  10th 
or  nib  of  December  1702,  and  was  buried  about  midnight,  without  any  Fune¬ 
ral  Pomp  in  St  Patrick's  Church,  under  the  Altar  ;  the  Chancellor  of  the  Cathe¬ 
dral  performing  the  laft  Office,  in  the  Abfence  of  the  Dean.  He  was  greatly 
impaired  in  his  Hearing  and  Eye-flght  for  near  fifteen  Years  before  he  died,  and 
towards  the  End.  of  his  Life,  loft  his  Memory  ;  from  whence  it  is  thought  it 
happened,  that  although  he  died  very  Rich,  yet  he  fcarce  left  any  thing  to  the 
Poor,  or  to  Pious  Ufes  *,  being  otherwife  of  a  Difpofltion,  both  liberal  and 
publick  fpirited.  All  he  left'  to  the  Poor  by  his  Will, «  was  twenty  Shillings  a 
piece  to  twenty  Poor  Men  of  the  Parifh  of  St.  Patrick1  s,  and  as  much  to  ten  poor 
Men  of  the  Parifh  of  St.  Michans.  He  gave  in  his  Life  time  two  hundred 
Pounds  towards  erefting  a  new  Gate-Houfe  to  the  College  of  Dublin ,  and  joined 
in  a  Contribution  of  100 1  to  the  faid  College,  with  Thomas,  Bifhop  of  Ojforyy 
and  Dr.  Jeremy  Hall ,  for  buying  Books  for  the  Library.  This  Prelate  built  the 
Town  of  Bleffington,.  and  in  it  a  magnificent  Country  Houfe,  an  elegant  Chap- 
pel,  and  a  Parifh  Church  and  Steeple,  which  he  furnifhed  with  a  Ring  of  Six 
Bells.  From  this  Town  his  Son  and  Heir,  Morough  Boyle ,  took  his  Title  of 
Vifcount  BleJJington,  being  created  in  his  Father’s  Life-time,  viz.  on  the  23d  of 
Auguft  1675.  But  the  Title  became  extinft,  by  the  Grandfon’s  dying  without  Iflfue 
Male.  To  the  Memory  of  this  Prelate,  his  faid  Son  and  Heir  erefted  a  Mo¬ 
nument,  crowned  with  a  Mitre,  in  St.  Mary's  Church  of  BleJJington ,  in  the 
North  Wall,  and  under  it  the  Arms  of  the  See  of  Armagh  5  and  upon  a  Plate 
of  Black  Marble  the  following  Infcription.

NARCISSUS  Marfh ,  Dodtor  of  Divinity,  was  tranflated  from  the  Arch-' 
biffioprick  ol  Dublin  to  this  See,  by  the  Queen’s  Letter,  dated  the  18th 
of  February  1702.  He  died  on  the  2d  of  November  ijiy,-,  in  the  76th  Year  of 
his  Age.  The  Reader  may  find  a  fuller  Account  of  this  Prelate  under  the  Bi- 
ffiops  of  Leighlin  and  Ferns ,  and  under  the  Archbiffiops  of  Dublin  and  Ca/hell  5 
each  of  which  Sees  he  had  enjoyed. 

FHOMAS  LIND  SAT. 

[Succ.  1713.  Ob.  1724.] 

THOMAS  Lindfay Dodtor  of  Divinity,  was  born  at  Blandford  in  Dorfet - 
j hire,  became  a  Commoner  in  Wadham  College,  Oxford  in  1672,  in  the 
15th  Year  of  his  Age,  was  eledted  Scholar  of  the  Houfe  in  1673,  and  FeL 
low  in  1678.  He  afterwards  was  made  Minifter  of  Woolwich ,  in  Kent ,  by  the 
Favour  of  the  Biffiop  of  Roche/ter  *,  and  came  into  Ireland  in  1693,  in  quality 
of  Chaplain  to  Henry  Lord  Capell ,  then  one  of  the  Lords  Juftices,  and  after¬ 
wards  Lord  Deputy  of  that  Kingdom  •,  about  which  Time  he  was  diplomated 
Dodlor  of  Divinity,  by  the  Favour  of  the  Univerfity  of  Oxford .  He  was  firft: 
promoted  to  the  Deanery  opSt.  Patrick's,  Dublin  ;  and  a  little  after  to  the  Biffiop- 
rick  of  Killaloe ,  to  which  he  was  confecrated  in  St.  Patrick's  Church,  in  March 
1695.

In  1699,  while  he  fat  in  the  See  of  Killaloe ,  he  was  employed  by  the  Bifliops 
of  Ireland  to  follicit  a  Claufe  in  the  A 61  of  Refumption,  then  in  Agitation  in  the 
Parliament  of  England ,  for  applying  the  Profits  of  all  forfeited  Redlories  im¬ 
propriate,  Tythes  &C.  for  20  Years  bn  the  Rebuilding  and  Repairing  fuch  Parilh 
Churches  as  the  chief  Governour  of  Ireland ,  with  the  confent  of  the  Bifiiop  of 
the  Diocefe,  fiiould  appoint  ;  and  afterwards  for  the  perpetual  Augmentation  of 
poor  Reftories  and  Vicaridges :  In  v/hich  Affair  he  had  Weight  and  Addrefs 
enough  to  fucceed. 

From  Killaloe  he  was  tranfiated  to  the  See  of  Raphoe  in  May  1713  *,  and  from 
thence  to  this  Archbifhoprick,  in  January  following  ;  and  foon  after  was  made 
one  of  the  Lords  Jufticesof  Ireland ,  in  Conjundtion  with  Sir.  Conjlantin  Phipps  ± 
Lord  Chancellor,  and  Dr.  John  Vefey ,  Archbifhop  of  <Tuam. 

A.  D.  1720  He  obtained  a  new  Charter  for  enlarging  the  Number  of  the 
Vicars  Choral  and  fingingBoys  for  the  Choir  of  Armagh ;  and  the  King’s  Licence 
for  purchafing  more  Lands  for  the  Endowment  of  them.  He  accordingly  laid 
out  upwards  of  4000  1  in  a  Purchafe,  which  he  annexed  to  the  antient  Eftate  be¬ 
longing  to  the  faid  Choir ;  and  at  his  own  Expence  brought  over  from  England 
four  Perfons  well  fikilled  in  Church  Mufick,  whom  he  fettled  in  the  faid  Choir; 
He  was  at  the  Charge  of  eredling  a  fecond  Organ  fit  for  the  Choir  Service  ;  and 
as  the  Organift,  who  had  been  before  fixed  in  the  faid  Church,  on  a  Salary  of 
thirty  Pounds  a  Year,  was  judged  not  to  be  fufficiently  qualified  for  performing 
Choir  Service  ;  he  removed  him,  and  procured  a  more  fkilful  Organift:*,  and  fet¬ 
tled  thirty  Pounds  a  Year  on  the  old  Organift,  during  the  faid  Officers  Life,  in 
Confideration  of  the  lofs  of  his  Place.  He  purchafed  a  Ring  of  fix  Bells,  (which 
vvCre  caff:  by  the  Famous  Mr.  Ryddal  at  Gloucejier )  for  the  faid  Church,  and  fent 
for  Artificers  from  England  to  make  the  proper  Frames  and  Wheels  for  hanging 
them  ;  the  Timber,  Materials,  and  Woikmanfliip  being  all  paid  out  of  his  own 
Pocket.  While  he  governed  this  See  he  was  at  the  whole  Expence  of  keeping 
the  Cathedral  in  repair;  and  it  is  eftimatedthat  his  Munificence  to  this  Church 
in  his  Life-time,  and  by  his  Will,  amounted  in  the  Whole,  to  at  leaft  fever! 
Thoufand  Pounds.  His  private  Charities  were  alfovery  confiderable ;  but  ifiued 
with  that  caution,  that  there  is  no  coming  at  an  Account  of  them. 

He  died  in  Dublin  on  the  13th  of  July  1724,  having  laboured  under  an 
ill  State  of  Health  for  many  Years  before  his  Death,  and  was  buried  in  Chrijl 
Ghurch.  By  his  Will, d  dated  the  25th  of  October  1722,  he  devifed  a  Thoufand 
Pounds  to  be  laid  out  on  the  Purchafe  of  fifty  Pounds  a  Year  for  the  (Economy 
of  Armagh ,  which  had  before  little  more  than  paid  the  Officers  of  the  Church  their 
Salaries.  He  alfo  devifed  three  hundred  Pounds  to  his  next  Succefior,  towards 
purchafing  a  convenient  Houfe,  to  ferve  for  Lodgings  for  his  SuccefTors,  when 
they  ftiould  have  Occafion  to  be  at  Armagh ;  but  clogged  with  a  Condition  that  he 
fhould  not  renew  a  Leafe  in  the  Pofieffion  of  Thomas  Dawfon  Efq;  of  a  Houfe 
in  Armagh ;  but  that  the  fame  Ihould  come  to  the  See,  to  ferve  as  a  Dwelling 
Houfe  for  the  Archbilhops  of  Armagh ;  alledging,  that  he  had  received  full  Sa¬ 
tisfaction,  that  the  faid  Houfe,  formerly  known  by  the  Name  of  Parfon  Simon’s 
Houfe,  was  rebuilt  and  repaired,  by  the  Direction,  and  at  the  Expence  of  Pri¬ 
mate  Marjh ,  for  the  ufe  of  himfelf  and  his  SuccefTors*;  but  that  there  being  no 
Writings,  the  faid  Dawfin  refufed  to  give  it  up,

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HUGH  BOLTER. 

Succ.  1724. 

HUGH  Bolter ,  Doftor  of  Divinity,  and  Archdeacon  of  Surry ,  was  confe- 
crated  Bifhop  of  Briflol,  on  the  15th  of  November  1719,  and  tranflated  from 
thence  to  this  Archiepifcopal  See  in  1724.— In  the  Scarce  Years  of  1727  and  1728, 
when  a  Famine  threatned  this  Nation,  he  diftributed  great  Quantities  of  Corn 
for  the  Relief  of  the  Poor  throughout  the  Kingdom,  which,  it  is  verily  believed, 
was  a  great  means  of  averting  the  Evil  ;  for  which  the  Houfe  of  Commons 
pafifed  a  Vote  of  Publick  Thanks  to  him,  (which  isentred  in  the  Journals  of  that 
Houfe,)  and  ordered  all  the  vagrant  Poor  to  be  received  into  the  Poor-Houfe, 
where  they  were  maintained  at  the  private  Expence  of  this  Prelate. 

He  erected  four  Houfes  at  Droghedah ,  for  the  Reception  of  Clergymen’s 
Widows  *,  and  hath  purchafed  an  Eftate  for  the  Endowment  of  them,  after  the 
Model  of  Primate  MarJW s  Charity  ;  of  which  the  Reader  may  fee  an  Account 
in  that  Prelate’s  Life,  under  the  See  of  Dublin.  He  hath  alfo  made  a  Donation  of 
twenty  five  Pounds  a  Year,  during  Pleafure,  to  Stephens’s-Hofpital ,  eredted  for  the 
Maintenance  and  Cure  of  the  Poor,  and  fubferibed  fifty  Pounds  towards  fin  idl¬ 
ing  the  faid  Houfe,  in  which  he  hath  alfo  furnifhed  a  Ward  for  the  Reception  of 
Patients,  and  laid  out  thereon  confiderable  Sums  of  Money. 
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[This  See  bears  Saphire,  three  Mitres ,  with  Labels  Topaz  ;  a  Crofer  in  bend 
fnifter,  fuppreffed  by  the  EJcocheon  of  the  fecond. 

It  is  valued  in  the  King's  Books  at  373  /.  7  s.  o\d,  Ster.  by  an  Extent  re* 
turned  Anno  28  Eliz.  But  by  a  former  Extent ,  taken  Anno  30  Hen.  8.  the 
Valuation  amounts  to  373  /.  12  s.  which  being  the  largeft ,  and  mo/t prof* 
ble for  the  King ,  is  the  meafure  of  the  Firft-Fruits  at  this  iday.] 


HERE  were  Formerly  many  Epifcopal  Sees  in  Meath ,  as  Clb- 
nard ,  Duleek ,  Kells ,  Trim,  Ardbraccan ,  Donjhaghlin ,  Slane  and 
[Fctfr*?]  befides  others  of  lefs  Note  j  all  which,  except  Duleek  and 
Kells ,  or  Kenanufe,  were  confolidated,  and  their  common  See  was 
fixed  at  Clonard ,  before  the  Year  1152  ;  at  which  time  the  Divi- 
fions  of  the  Bifliopricks  of  Ireland  was  made  by  John  Paparo ;  Cardinal  Pried, 
intitled,  Cardinal  of  St.  Laurence  in  Damafo ,  then  Legate  from  Pope  Eugene  the 
II Id.  to  the  Irijhi  And  this  Divifion  was  made  in  a  Synod  held  on  the  6th 
of  March ,  [ifi  the  Abby  of  Mellifont ,  or  as  fome  fay,  at  Kells.]  The  two  Se£s 
alfo  of  Duleek  and  Kells,  afterwards  fubmitted  to  the  fame  Fate.  [Of  thefe  Sees^ 
I  {hall  fay  fomething  briefly  in  their  Order  and  firft  ol  Clonard .]

ST.  Finian,  or  F 'man  [called  alfo  Finbar]  the  Son  of  Fintan  ;  an  eminent  Phi-  ' 
lofopher  and  Divine,  was  the  firft  Bilhop  of  Clonard.  He  was  defcended, 
from  a  Noble  Family  [of  the  Branch  of  Ire ,  the  fecond  Son  of  Milefius]  but  was 
more  enobled  by  his  Piety.  [He  was  Baptized  by  St.  Alban  •,  and  in  his  Youth 
put  under  the  the  Tuition  of  St.  Fortkern ,  Bifhop  of  Prim  5  who  taught  him 
the  Pfalms,  Hymns,  and  other  ecclefiaftical  Offices  ;  with  which  Bifhop  he  con¬ 
tinued  untill  he  was  thirty  Years  old..  From  thence  he  took  a  Journey  to  Bri - 
tain,]  and  refided  for  fome  time  with  St.  David,  Bifhop  of  Menevia ,  (St.  David's) 
in  Wales  ;  and  for  the  excellent  Endowments  of  his  Mind,  was  highly  careffed 
by  him.  [He  is  laid  a  to  have  continued  thirty  Years  with  St.  David ,  and  to 
have  founded  three  Churches  in  Britain.]  Upon  his  return  to  his  own  Country 
[in  the  Year  520]  he  was  made  a  Bifhop,  and  fixed  his  See  at  Clonard ,  in  Meath , 
near  the  River  Boyne  ;  where  he  alfo  opened  a  School,  which  by  his  Care  and 
Jnduftry,  produced  many  Men  of  eminent  Santtity  and  Learning:  Among  whom 
were  the  two  Kierans ,  the  two  Brendans ,  the  two  Columbs ,  (namely,  Columb- 
Kill ,  and  Columb ,  the  Son  of  Crimthan )  Laferiani  the  Son  of  Nathfrach ,  Cainec , 
Moveus ,  ar.d  Ruadan.  And  as  St.  Finian's  School  was,  “  not  improperly  a  Sacred 
“  Repofitory  of  all  Wifdom,’*  (as  the  Writer  of  his  Life  tells  us)  fo  he  himfelf 
got  the  Surname  of,  Finian  the  Wife.  He  died  [as  fome  fay]  on  the  12th  of 
December  552,  or  according  to  others,  in  563,  and  was  buried  in  his  own  Church. 
[Though  the  Annals  of  the  Four  Matters  place  his  Death  earlier  than  either  of 
thefe  dates,  (viz.)  in  548.  Archbifhop  Ufsher b  agrees,  that  he  died  in  552,  and 
calls  him  the  Chief  of  the  Saints  of  the  fecond  Order  ivl  Jr  eland.  But  had  that  ex- 
aft  Writer  reflected  on  what  he  had  afferted  upon  another  Occafion,  he  mutt  have 
given  a  later  Period  to  the  Life  of  St  rFinian,  and  have  carried  it  down  at  leaft  to 
the  Year  563.  For  having  told  us,c  that  St.  Columb  left  Ireland  to  avoid  the  Anger 
of  King  Dcrmod  ;  he  afterward  profecutes  the  Story  more  at  large  d  out. of  an 
Anonymous  Writer  of  the  Life  of  St.  Columb ,  who  had  taken  it  from  an  An* 
tient  Manufcript  Copy  of  Adamnanus  ;  the  Paflage  quoted  by  Ufsher  not  being 
in  the  printed  Adamnamis.  “  The  Reafon  (fays  he)  why  St.  Columb  left  lrelandy 
“  was,  becaufe  he  had  been  the  Occafion  of  a  great  Battle  between  De rmody 
the  Son  of  Cerbaile ,  King  of  Ireland ,  and  the  Tribes  of  Conal  (of  which 
“  Family  St.  Columb  was)  in  which  the  latter  obtained  a  great  Victory,  and 
“  flew  a  Number  of  their  Enemies.  Then  he  adds,  that  after  this,  St.  Columb 
<c  came  to  Bifhop  Finian  to  receive  condign  Pennance  at  his  Hands,  for  being 
“  the  Caufe  of  fo  much  Bloodfhed.  And  St.  Finian  made  him  this  Anfwer,  That 
“  your  Example  ought  to  carry  as  many  Souls  to  Heaven ,  as  have  been  cafi  into 
“  Hell ,  by  your  provoking  this  War.  To  which  St.  Columb  anfwered  with 
“  Joy  ;  you  have  given  a  right  Judgment  concerning  me.”  Ufsher  e  affirms, 
that  the  Battle  here  mentioned,  was  that  of  Cuildreibne ,  (which  according  to 
•  him,  and  the  Annals  of  Ulfter ,  was  fought  in  561,)  and  that  it  was  two  Years 
after  this  Battle  that  St.  Columb  took  his  Journey  to  Britain  •,  it  follows  then,  that 
St.  Finian  was  alive  at  the  Time  St.  Columb  began  his  Travels  to  Britain ,  when 
sthis  Pennance  was  laid  on  him  in  563.]

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*  Simon  Rocbforf ,  an  Englifkman ,  was  the  laft  Of  the  Bilhops  of  this  Diocefe, 
who  fat  at  Glonard.  He  was  ftiled  Bifhop  of  Meath ,  as  his  immediate  Prede- 
ceffor,  Eugene ,  had  been  ;  who  in  the  laft  Years  of  his  Pontificate,  borrowed  his 
Stile  from  that  fpacious  Country,  Meath  •,  which  all  his  Succeffors  have  conftantly 
ufed.  Yet  I  muft  not  forget  here,  that  Idunan ,  one  of  the  Predeceftors  of  Eugene , 
was  long  before  him  called  Bifhop  of  Meath ,  and  ufed  that  Stile  in  his  Subfcription , 
among  other  Witneffes,-  to  an  Epiftle  written  by  the  Inhabitants  of  Waterford,  to 
Anfelm ,  Archbifhop  of  Canterbury ,  in  favour  of  Malchus ,  ele<5t  Bifhop  of  Water¬ 
ford ,  in  the  Year  1096.  But  to  return  to  Simon .  About  the  Year  1206,  he  for- 
fook  Clonard ,  and  tranflated  his  Epifcopal  Chair  to  the  Abby  of  the  Apoftles, 
St.  Peter  and  St.  Paul ,  at  Newtown ,  near  5m*  *,  which  he  had  juft  before  found¬ 
ed  for  Augujlin  Canons.  It  appeareth  alfo,  that  King  Henry  the  Vlllth  (who 
caft  out  the  Monks  every  where)  converted  the  Church  of  St.  Mary's  Abby  at 
Ballymore ,  near  Lough-Seudy ,  in  the  County  of  Weft  meath ,  into  the  Cathedral 
of  this  Diocefe,  but  I  know  not  how  long  it  continued  fo; 

An  Epifcopal  See  was  firft  fixed  at  Damleagh ,  or  Duleek ,  (as  it  is  now  called) 
by  St;  Kenan ,  or  Cianan ,  who  was  himfelf  Bifhop  of  it  in  the  early  Infancy  of 
the  Irijh  Church.  [The  Writer®  of  the  Tripartite  Life  of  St.  Patrick  fays, 
“  that  St.  Kenan  was  baptized  and  adopted  by  St.  Patrick  for  his  Son  5  who  in- 
“  ftrufted  him  in  Learning  and  Virtue,  and  formed  him  into  a  Man  'of  extra- 
“  ordinary  Sandtity.”  But  the  Writer  of  the  Life  of  St.  Kenan ,  as  quoted  by 
Ufsher ,  h  makes  him  a  Pupil  of  the  Religious  Nathan  3  and  adds,  44  that  when 
“  he  was  a  Youth',  he  was  one  of  the  fifty  Hoftages,  whom  the  Princes  of  Ire* 
“  land  gave  to  King  Leogair ;  from  whofe  Tyranny  he  was  fet  free  by  the  In- 
“  terceftion  of  Bifhop  Kiaran  *,  that  he  afterwards  went  to  France 4  and  was  in- 
“  ftructed  in  Regular  Difcipline  in  the  Abby  of  St.  Martinet  Tours:  From 

whence  returning,  he  converted  numbers  in  Conaught  to  Chriftianity  ;  pro- 
“  ceeded  to  Lein/ter ,  and  founded  a  Church  in  a  Place,  which  to  this  Day  is  cal- 
“  led,  the  Wood  of  Kenan  *,  that  at  length  he  went  into  the  Territories  of  Owen 
«  (*.  e.  Tiroen )  called  fo  from  King  Owen ,  whofe  Neece,  Etbne ,  was  Mother  td 
«  Kenan  *,  and  there  broke  down  an  Idol,  and  an  Altar  dedicated  to  it  ; 
“  in  the  Room  of  which,  he  founded  a  Chriftian  Church,  and  placed  his  be-, 
4t  beloved  Difciple  Congall  over  it.”]  It  is  faid  in  the  Office  of  St.  Kenan , 
which  is  extant  in  Manufcript  in  the  Publick  Library  at  Cambridge 44  that  St. 
<£  Kenan  built  a  Church  of  Stone  in  this  Place  ;  and  that  from  thence  it  took  the 
“  Name  of  Damleagh* :  For  that  before  this  Time,  the  Churches  of  Ireland 
“  were  built  of  Wattles  and  Boards.”  Nor  indeed  can  we  eafily  difcover  any 
other  Building  of  Stone  eredted  by  the  Irijhi  earlier  than  the  Time  of  St.  Malachy9 
Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  who  was  Contemporary  with,  and  dearly  beloved  by 
St.  Bernard ,  although  he  died  a  little  before  him.  But  of  the  Buildings  of  the  An- 
tient  Irifh9  the  Reader,  if  he  thinks  it  worth  while,  may  turn  to  what  is  faid  upon 
that  Subject  in  the  Antiquities  K  This  St.  Kenan  was  defcended  from  the  Royal 
Blood  of  the  Kings  of  Munfler  ;  [being  the  Son  of  Sedna ,  and  the  eleventh  k  in 
defcent  from  Olil  Olum9  King  of  Munfler.'}  He  was  educated  for  a  time  in  France 
under  the  Tuition  of  St.  Martin  Bifhop  of  Tours  *,  [or  rather,  as  I  obferved  before, 
in  the  Monaftery  of  St.  Martin ,  after  the  Death  of  that.  Saint,  in  the  Year  402  1  \ 
©f  which  Opinion  is  Archbifhop  Ufsher  m  ]  St.  Kenan  died  on  the  24 th  of  Novem-

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her  489,  or  488,  [on  which  Day  his  Feftival  is  celebrated  in  the  Church  of 
leek  ;  which  at  feveral  times  greatly  fuffcred  by  the  Devaftations  n  of  the  Danes, 
(viz.)  in  the  Years  830,  878,  1023,  1037,  1149,  and  1171,  and  was  twice 
burned  down, (viz.)  in  the  Years  1050  and  1169.] 

Next  follows  the  See  of  Cenanus ,  afterwards  contracted  into  Kenlis ,  and  at 
length  ( as  it  is  commonly  called  at  this  Day)  Kells.  Antiently  it  was  reck¬ 
oned  among  the  Cities  of  the  Firft  Rank  in  Ireland  *,  but  in  latter  Times, 
after  it  had  dwindled  into  a  fmall  Town,  it  was  called,  from  ids  Situation  and 
Fortification,  “  the  Key  of  that  fide  of  Meath**  It  is  memorable  alfo,  upon 
this  account  ;  that  St.  Columba ,  called  alfo,  Columb-Cille  (a  Name  compounded, 
fays  Bede,  from  Celia  and  Columba)  founded  a  famous  Monaftery  in  this  Place, 
about  the  Year  550,  upon  a  Scite  granted  by  Dermod ,  the  Son  of  Cervaill , 
King  of  Ireland  5  [and  Aid-Slain  the  King’s  Son,  was  a  fubferibing  Witnefs  to 
the  Deed  of  Gift,  as  O -Donnell0  affirms.]  It  is  alfo  manifeft  that  an  Epifcopal 
See  was  afterwards  ereCted  here  *  but  it  is  not  fo  eafy  to  difeover  the  particular 
Time  when  this  Was  done.  However  it  is  certain,  that  it  was  united  to  the 
See  of  Meath  in  the  13^  Century.  I  muft  obferve  by  the  Way,  that  St.  Cuth- 
lert ,  Bilhop  of  Lindisfarne ,  was  in  old  Times  accounted  the  great  Ornament  of 
Kells,  where  he  was  born  ;  as  the  Writer  of  his  Life,  in  the  Cotton  Library * 
demoftrates  out  of  the  Irifh  Hiftories.  Yet  fome  hold  that  he  was  born  at  a 
place  called  Killmacudrick ,  four  Miles  from  Dublin. 

[The  Abbey  of  Foure  (founded  by  St.  Fechin )  was  alfo  an  Epifcopal  See,  as 
well  as  an  Abbey,  of  which  St.  Suarlech  was  the  firft  Bifhop.  He  died  on  the 
27th  of  March  745.  The  Annals  q  of  the  Four  Mafters,  and  feveral  of  the 
Martyrologifts  mention  this  Saint  under  the  Title  of  Bilhop  of  Foure ,  as  does 
Keating . r  Aidgene  is  the  only  Succeffor  that  I  find  to  St.  Suarlech  in  this  See,  who 
died  on  the  firft  of  May  766  ; f  from  which  Time  I  am  of  Opinion  it  fubfifted 
under  its  firft  Title,  only  as  an  Abby.] 

As  to  the  reft  of  thefe  Sees,  it  will  be  fufficient  to  fay  in  one  Word,  that  the 
Churches  of  T rim  and  Donfhaghlin  were  founded  by  St.  Patrick’s  Nephews  ;  this 
by  St.  Secundin  or  Sechnall ,  and  that  by  St.  Luman.  That  afterwards  the  Church 
of  Slane  was  erefted  by  St.  Ere ,  who  died  in  the  Year  513  ;  and  the  Church  of 
Ardbraccan ,  by  St.  Ultan ,  who  died  in  657.  And  as  they  were  the  Founders# 
fo  they  were  the  firft  Bilhops  of  thefe  Churches.  And  thus  much  muft  fuffice  to 
have  faid  fuccin&ly  of  thefe  Sees  ;  which  were  afterwads  all  united  and  conjoined 
to  the  Bilhoprick  of  Meath. 

[The  conftitution  of  this  Diocefe  is  lingular  ;  having  no  Dean,  nor  Chapter,  Ca¬ 
thedral  or  GEconomy.  Under  the  Bilhop  the  Archdeacon  is  the  head  Officer  of 
it,  to  whom  and  to  the  Clergy  in  general  the  Conge  de  Efier  ilfued,  while  Bilhops 
were  elective.  The  Affairs  of  the  Diocefe  are  tranfa&ed  by  a  Synod,  in  the  Na¬ 
ture  of  a  Chapter,  who  have  a  common  Seal,  which  is  annually  lodged  in  the 
Hands  of  one  of  the  Body,  by  the  Appointment  and  Vote  of  the  Majority. 
What  we  meet  among  the  Chancery  Rolls  in  the  Petition  of  IVilliam  JValfh ,  Bilhop 
of  Meath ,  to  be  reftored  to  the  Temporalties,  where  he  alledges,  that  he  was 
eledled  by  the  Chapter  and  Clergy ;  the  Synod  before-mentioned  muft  be  under- 
ftood  by  the  word  Chapter. 

This  Bilhoprick  is  divided  into  12  rural  Deaneries,  viz.  Duleek ,  Rat  oath. 
Serine ,  Trim,  Kells ,  Slane,  Clonard ,  Mullingar ,  Bally more-LoughJeudy ,  Ard -

There  are  but  (lender  Memoirs  remaining  of  the  SuccefTors  of  St.  Finian  in 
the  See  of  Clonard ,  untill  the  Arrival  of  the  Fnglijh  in  Ireland.  Thofe  who  fol¬ 
low,  except  Idunan ,  are  mentioned  in  the  Annals  of  Ireland ,  as  Colgan  1  fays. 

Senach,  Bifhop  of  Clonard  [and  Difciple  to  St.  Finian ]  died  on  the  twenty 
of  Auguft  587. 

Fiachre,  [is  called  alfo  Abbat  of  Congbail ,  in  Tirconnell ,  and  his  Death 
placed  on  the  8th  of  February ,  but  the  Year  uncertain.] 

Colman  died  on  the  8th  of  February  65 2,  [not  852,  as  Ware  fays,  which  mud 
have  been  a  Typographical  Error ;  otherwife  he  muft  have  died  after  many  of 
his  SuccefTors.  He  was  the  Son  of  Helduibh,  and  generally  called  Colman  O-Tel- 
duibh,  Bifhop  of  Clonard.'] 

OJJenius,  the  Long,  [did  not  furvive  his  Predeceflbr  three  Months,  but]  died  on 
the  firfl:  of  May  65 2. 

Ultan  O-Cunga  died  on  the  fird  of  July  664  or  [rather]  665,  [of  the  Plague* 
which  that  Year  miferably  afflifted  both  Britain  and  Ireland ,  according  to  Bede~> 
and  the  Annals  of  the  Four  Madcrs.] 

Becan  died  on  the  fixteenth  of  April  687. 

Colman  O-Heir ,  died  on  the  ninth  of  February  700. 

Dubdan  O-Foclan ,  Bifhop  and  Abbat  of  Clonard,  died  in  71 6. 

Aelchu  died  in  726. 

Fienmale  Mac-Girthid  [called  a  chofen  Soldier  of  Chrid]  died  on  the  thirtieth 
of  March  yii. 

Tola  Mac-Dunchad,  Bifhop  of  Clonard  and  Kildare ,  died  on  the  third  of  March 
732  [or  rather  733.] 

Beglatneu  [died  in  755.] 

Fulertach,  the  Son  of  Brec,  [was  born  of  an  Antient  Family  in  Ulfter  ;  but 
retired  from  thence  to  lead  the  Life  of  an  Hermit,  in  the  Territory  of  Hy-Falgia , 
or  Ofaly  in  Lcinflev,  where  he  built  an  Oratory,  in  a  Place,  which  Poderity  hath 
called  after  his  Name,  Difert -Fulertach  *,  and  from  thence  was  promoted  to  the 
See  of  Clonard.  The  Annals  of  the  Four  Maders  didinguifh  between  Fulertach 
the  Hermit,  and  Fulertach  the  Bifhop  :  But  Marian  Gorman,  and  other  of  the 
Martyrologids  make  them  one  and  the  fame  Perfon,  and  call  him  after  both 
Places,  viz.  Clonard ,  and  Difert-Fulertach.  Colgan  u  thinks,  that  where  the, 
faid  Annals  mention  him  under  the  Years  755  and  774,  that  he  flourifhed  in 
the  fird  of  thefe  Years,  and  died  in  the  lad,  on  the  twenty  ninth  of  March. 

[. Algnied  died  on  the  8th  of  March  778,  for  whom  See  Colgan  w  and  the  Annah 
of  the  Four  Maders. 

Cormac  Mac-Suibny ,  Bifhop,  Abbat,  and  Scribe  of  Clonard,  died  in  828. 58 

Cormac,  called  by  the  Annals  of  the  Four  Maders,  Bifhop  of  Damliag  or  Du- 
leek ,  and  Abbat  of  Clonard,  died  in  882* 

Riimond  or  Rumold  MaC-Cathafach,  Bifhop  of  Clonard,  called  in  .the  An-' 
nals  of  the  Four  Maders,  the  rich  Repofitory  of  excellent  Wifdom,  died  in 
919.] 

Colman  Mac-  Ailild,  Abbat  of  Clonard  and  Clonmacnois,  a  mod  Wife  Bifhop 
and  Do&or,  died  on  the  7th  of  February  924.  It  was  he  that  built  the  Cathedral 
of  Clonmacnois ,  and  derived  his  Pedigree  from  the  Conals  of  Muirthemne.

Moftean,  [called  alfo  Mcel-Mofthe ]  died  or  the  9th  of  September  940.  He 
tailed  the  Fountain  of  Religion ,  and  Wifdom  among  the  Irifli. 

Meelfechin  died  in  942. 

Bee  an  Mac-LaEtnan ,  called  Comorban,.  or  Succelfor  of  St.  Finian  of  Quaint* 
rail'd^  died  in  971. 

Faithman ,  Comorban  of  Finian ,  died  in  1010. 

Fuathal  O-Dunluing,  Bifhop  of  Clonard ,  died  in  102S.  [He  is  called  Tuathal 
O-Dub  arick  in  the  Annals  of  Foughb.ee ,  and  his  Death  placed  a  Year  later.] 

[Cellach  O-Clerchen,  Comorban  of  Finian  of  Qonard ,  died  in  1043.] 

Fuathal  O-Follanmuin,  Comorban  of  Finian  of  Qonard ,  died  in  1055. 

Boircech ,  called  in  the  Annals  of  the  Four  Matters,  Head  of  the 
Synod,  principal  Confeffor,  Anchorite,  and  Comorban  or  Succeflor  of  St.  FinU 
dii,  died  in  1061 .] 

Murchertach  Mac-Longfec ,  called  Comorban  of  Finian  of  Clonard ,  died  iri 
I092. 

Idufian,  called  Bifhop  of  Meath ,  flourifhed  in  1096  •,  [in  which  Year  he  aflif- 
ted  at  a  Council  held  in  Ireland  by  King  Muriertach  O-Brien ,  Ferdomnach ,  Bifhop 
of  Kildare ,  Samuel  Bittiop  of  Down,  and  many  others  ;  when  the  See  of  Water¬ 
ford  was  firft  ere&ed  *,  and  all  of  them  fubferibed  an  Epiftle  to  Anfelm  7  Archbi- 
fhop  of  Canterbury,  letting  him  know,  that  it  Was  convenient  to  ereft  Waterford 
into  a  Bifhoprick,  and  defiring  him  in  regard  to  the  Primacy,  which  he  had  over 
them,  to  appoint  Malchus  the  B.fhop,  whom  they  eledted  and  fent  to  him,  and 
requefted  the  Archbifhop  to  confecrate  him  ;  which  accordingly  was  done.] 

Concovar,  Comorban  of  Finian  [of  Clonard]  died  in  1 1 17. 

Fiachry,  the  moft  holy  Elder  of  Clonard  and  Meath ,  died  in  1135. 

\Gilla-Chrift,  or  Chriftian  O-Hagan ,  Comorban  of  Finian,  died  in  1136. 

Ecchaid  O-Kelly,  Archbifhop  of  the  Men  of  Meath ,  is  mentioned  in  the  An- 
fionymous  Annals,  to  have  died  in  the  Year  1 140.] 

O-Folloman,  Comorban  of  Finian  of  Clonard,  died  at  Kells  in  1150. 

But  it  is  to  be  obferved,  that  in  this  Catalogue,  they  who  are  not  exprefly  cal¬ 
led  Bifhops,  or  Comorbans,  or  Elders,  were  called  only  Abbats  of  Clonard.  And 
indeed  it  is  well  known,  that  the  Names  of  Abbat  and  Bifhop  were  often  con¬ 
founded  by  our  Hiftorians  ;  as  was  obferved  before  in  the  Catalogue  of  the 
Archbifhops  of  Armagh.  [Another  thing  to  be  obferved  is,  that  as  there  was 
a  Finian  of  Maghbile,  as  well  as  a  Finian  of  Clonard,  fo  the  Term,  Comarban 
of  Finian,  is  not  an  infallible  Mark  to  judge,  that  thePerfon  fo  called,  was  Bi¬ 
fhop  of  Clonardf  ]

Ethri  O-Miadachain,  whom  Hoveden  calls,  Eleutherius,  then  fat  in  the  See 
of  Clonard ,  and  died  in  1174.  [He  afiifted  at  the  Synod  of  Kells,  held  in  1152,’ 
Some  of  our  Annals  call  him 1  Edruth  Q-Mandachan ,  others,  a  Edru  0‘ Meghan, 
and  place  his  Death  in  1173.]

EUGENE  fucceeded,  and  fat  about  twenty  Years.  A  little  before  his 
Death  he  took  on  him  the  Stile  of  Bilhop  of  Meath ,  which  all  his  Succef* 
Tors  have  conftantly  ufed  to  this  time.  [His  Predecefior,  Idanan ,  was  called  by 
the  fame  Title  ;  but  after  him  it  was  difcontinued  untill  this  Prelate’s  Time* 


He  appropriated b  unto  St.  Mar/s  Abby  near  Dublin ,  the  Church  of  Serine  in  the 
Diocefe  of  Meath *,  and  in  1183  confirmed  two  Donations  made  by  Hugh  de  Lacy> 
Conqueror  of  Meath ,  to  the  Abby  of  Thomas-court ,  near  Dublin 9  particularly 
of  the  Tythes  of  the  Fee  of  Ratoath ,  and  Dunjhachlin ,  the  Inftruments  of  which 
are  in  the  Regifter  of  that  Abby  ;  in  both  which  he  ftiles  himfelf  Bifhop  of 
Clonard.] 


SIMON  ROCHFORT. 

[Succ.  1194.  Ob.  1224.] 


SIMON  Rochfort ,  or  de  Rape  forti ,  was  the  firft  Englijhman ,  who  took  on 
him  the  Government  of  this  See,  and  was  confecrated  about  the  Year  1194. 
[He  was  a  Witnefs  to  the  Foundation  Charter  of  the  Abby  of  Trifternagh ,  made 
by  Sir  Jeffry  de  Confiantyn ,  about  the  Year  1200,  as  fome  fay,  but  much  earlier 
as  I  think  y  of  which  the  Reader  may  fee  the  Reafon  in  the  Antiquities  fpeedily  to 
be  publifhed  •,  where  it  is  made  probable  that  thisPrelatd  was  advanced  to  this  See  a 
confiderable  time  before  the  Year  1 194.  He  granted  c  to  the  faid  Abby,  the  Privi- 
ledges  of  a  free  Church-yard,  where  any  Perfon  dying  within  his  Diocefe  may 
choofe  to  be  buried  without  Oppofition  ;  but  faving  the  Rights  of  the  Church 
where  the  Perfon  died.  He  alfo  granted d  to  that  Abby  the  Church  of  Slewin .]  Some 
Years  after  [in  1206]  he  founded  an  Abby  for  Augujlin  Canons  at  Newtown  near 
Trim  \  and  forfaking  the  Old  Cathedral  of  Clonard ,  eredted  theChurch  of  this  Ab¬ 
by  into  a  Cathedral,  and  dedicated  it  to  the  Honour  of  St.  Peter  and  St.  Paul . 

[He  held  a  Synod  in  this  Church  in  the  Year  1216,  the  Conftitutions  and  Ca¬ 
nons  e  whereof  are  yet  extant.  Among  the  reft,  he  allotted  Vicars  Portions  to 
the  Churches  in  his  Diocefe,  which  were  appropriated  to  the  Convent  of  St.  Tho¬ 
mas  near  Dublin.  This  Prelate,  together  with  the  Archdeacon  of  Meath,  and 
the  Prior  of  Duleek ,  were  appointed  Judges  by  Pope  Innocent  the  third,  in  a  Con- 
troverfy  had  between  the  Canons  of  St.  Thomas's  Abby  near  Dublin,  and  the 
Monks  of  Bettiff,  concerning  the  Right  to  the  Body  of  Hugh  de  Lacy ,  then  de- 
ceafed,  and  on  St.  Valentine's  Day  1205,  they  gave  Sentence  in  favour  of  the  Ab¬ 
by  of  St.  Thomas.']  He  died  in  the  Year  1224  ;  having  carried  himfelf  in  the 
Epifcopal  Fundbion  with  fo  much  Fidelity,  Integrity,  and  Wifdom,  efpecially 
in  eftabliftiing  the  Clergy  of  his  Diocefe  *,  and  was  of  fuch  an  humble  and  meek  - 
Behaviour,  that  he  juftly  acquired  the  Reputation  among  the  Inhabitants  of  his 
Diocefe,  of  a  moft  excellent  Prelate.  [Some  Writers,  out  of  the  Martyrology 
of  Killeen ,  place  Jeffry  Cufack  in  this  See  before  Simon  Rochfort ,  and  mention  his 
Death  under  the  Year  1200.  But  paft  Queftion,  Bifhop  Rochfort  filled  this  See 
jit  that  time,  and  long  before  and  after.]

EOD  AT  being  eleded  Bilhop  of  Meath ,  obtained  the  Royal  A  (Tent  oh 
the  29th  of  Augufl  i2  24f.  Some  b  fay  he  died  before  Confecration,  a  little 
before  the  Clofe  of  the  Year  1226  •,  and  therefore  do  dot  reckon  him  among  the 
Bilhops  of  this  See.  But  he  is  exprelly  called  Bilhop  of  Meath  in  a  Charter  of 
his,  inferted  in  the  Regifter  of  St.  Mary's  Abby  near  Dublin  5  by  which  he  put 
ah  End  to  a  Suit  between  the  Abbat  of  the  faid  Monaftery,  and  the  Prior  of 
Chri/l-Church,  on  the  21ft  of  Oftober  1226.  [Yet this  he  might  have  done  before 
Confecration.  Nor  was  it  uncommon  to  call  a  Perfon,  Bilhop,  after  Ele&idnand 
Confirmation,  even  without  adding  the  Word*  Eleft,  before  he  received  Confe¬ 
cration.  It  is  certain  fome  h  of  our  Annals  call  him,  Bifhop,  abfolutely,  and 
fome  i  only,  Bilhop  eleft.]  On  the  26th  of  January  following.  King  Henry  the 
third  wrote  a  Letter  to  Primate  Nettervill ,  commanding  him  to  iifc  all  his  Endea¬ 
vours  to  advance  Walter  de  Brackell  to  the  See  of  Meath ,  [the  fame  who  was  af¬ 
terwards  promoted  to  the  Bilhoprick  of  Offory .]  But  Brackell  was  put  by,  for  I 
know  not  what  Caufe,  and  Ralph  le  Petit  foon  after  got  the  Bilhoprick,  and  the 

King’s  Confent  alfo. 

R  A  L  P  H  te  P  E  T  I  T.

ON  the  30th  of  March  following,  the  King  confirmed  the  Ele&ion,  of  the 
faid  Ralph  le  Petit ,  or  Little ,  Archdeacon  of  Meath  ;  a  Man  of  great 
Gravity  and  Wifdom.  [He  was  a  Witnefs  to  the  foundation  Charter  of  the  Abby  df 
Triflernagh ,  made  by  Sit  Jeffry  de  Conflantin,  about  the  Year  1200.  But  this 
was  when  he  was  only  Archdeacon  of  Meath.]  He  died  advanced  in  Years 
about  Michaelmas  12  30  k,  in  the  fourth  Year  of  his  Confecration  :  [Though  the 
Annals  of  Loughkee  anticipate  this  Account  a  Year.]  He  founded  and  endowed 
the  Priory  of  St.  Mary  at  Mullengar  for  Canons  of  the  Order  of  St.  Augujlin. 

RICHARD  dela,  CORNER , 

[Succ.  1230.  Oh.  1250.] 

N  the  nth  of  January  1230,  Richard  de  la  Corner ,  Canon  of  St.  Pa± 
^  *  trick's ,  Dublin ,  [and  Senefchal  1  of  St.  Sepulchers]  was  confirmed  by  King 
Henry  the  Illd,  and  Confecrated  at  Droghedah ,  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  in  1232. 
He  granted  the  Mannors  of  Dunfink  and  Bally»Godmany  to  the  Convent  of  the 
Bleffed-Trinky  of  Lifmullen  in  Meath ,  which  his  Sifter,  Avice  de  la  Comer ,  had 
founded  for  Augujlin  Nuns.  He  was  alfo  a  great  Benefa&or  to  his  own  Church. 
[He  likewife  granted  m  and  confirmed  to  theAbby  of  Triflernagh  in  free  Alms,  the 
Church  of  Leene  with  its  Appurtenances  ;  faving  to  him  and  his  Succefiors  the 
Epifcopal  Rights  *,  as  did  alfo  Robert  Bilhop  of  Ardagh ,  with  the  like  faving. 
How  it  happened  that  both  lhould  grant  the  fame  thing,  I  know  not ;  unlefs  that 
Church  were  litigated,  and  claimed  by  each  ;  or  that  they  had  the  alternate  Right

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of  Prefentation  to  it.  This  Prelate  had  a  great  Law-Suit  with  the  Abbat  of 
St.  Mary* s  near  Dublin,  concerning  the  Tythes  of  fome  Churches  in  the  Dioeefe 
of  Meath  ;  which,  by  the  Pope* s  Authority,  was  referred  to  the  Arbitration  of 
William n,  Bifhop  of  Leghlin ,  and  other  Delegates  ;  who  awarded  the  T  ythes  to 
the  Abby,  referring  thereout  an  Annual  Rent  of  twenty  Pounds  to  the  See  of 
Meath .  The  Inftrument  of  this  Compofition  is  in  the  Regiftryof  thefaid  Abby* 
now  in  the  Chandois  Library.  In  1 2  35 *  he  in  a  Synod  allotted  Portions  to  the 
Vicars  of  his  Dioeefe.  About  the  lame  time  he  had  a  great  Conteft  °  with  the 
Friers  of  the  Holpital  of  St.  John  of  Jerufalem ,  concerning  the  Right  of  Patro¬ 
nage  to  the  Churches  of  Moylagh ,  Dovenagh-P atrick-,  Taveragh,  Kells ,  Dun^rey, 
Ardmulchan ,  Leckno ,  Kilt  alt  on ,  Drumore ,  Dullardjlown  and  Kinevelane  *,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Arbitration  of  Szwow  Archdeacon  of  Meath ,  and  others  ;  who 
awarded  the  Churches  of  Moylagh *  Dovenagh-P  atrick,  Laveragh ,  Leckno ,  Dz^ 
and  Kiltalton ,  to  the  Friers  3  laving  neverthelels  competent  Portions  to  the 
Vicaridges  •,  namely,  to  the  Church  of  Moylagh  twelve  Marks*  to  the  Church 
of  Dovenagh-P  atrick  fifteen  Marks,  to  the  Church  of  laveragh ,  ten  Marks  •,  and 
that  the  Taxation  on  the  Churches  of  Leckno  and  D ungrey  fhould  be  according 
to  their  Incomes  ;  and  further,  that  the  Friers  fhould  receive  four  Marks  yearly- 
out  of  the  Church  of  Kiltalton:  And  as  to  the  other  Churches  in  Conteft,  (viz.) 
Kells,  Dullardjlown,  Ardmulchan  and  Kinevelane  *,  that  the  Friers  fhould  Releafe, 
and  quit  Claim  all  their  Right  therein  to  the  Bifhop  and  See  of  Meath ,  fof 
ever.]  He  died  in  the  Year,  1250*  -  .

[Succ.  1250.  Ob.  1281.]  • 

j^J UGH de  T'achmon  fucceeded.  Perhaps  he  was  born  at  Tachmon*,  and  from 
thence  took  his '  Surname,  according  to  a  Cuftom  prevailing  among  Ec- 
clefiafticks  in  thefe  Times.  King  Henry  the  llld.  made  him  Lord  High 
Treafurer  of  Ireland,  [and  he  continued  fo  after  the  Acceftion  of  Edivard  the 
firft  to  the  Throne.  For  he  was  in  that  Station  when  the  Commifiion  hereafter 
mentioned,  was  fent  to  him  and  others*  to  adminifter  the  Oath  of  Allegiance 
in  1272.  This  Prelate  claimed  an  exemption  from  the  Vifitations  of  the  Arch^ 
bifhop  of  Armagh,  and  had  long  and  expenfive  Contefts  with  him  in  the  Court 
of  Rome,  upon  that  Head  •,  but  without  Succefs,  What  end  was  put  to  them  in 
a  Provincial  Synod  held  at  Droghedagh  in  1262,  the  Reader  may  find  before  Un¬ 
der  the  Life  of  Patrick  O-Scanlain,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh.  But  there  was  a 
more  memorable  difference  between  him  and  Reiner,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh * 
before  this.  For  after  the  Death  of  Richard  de  la  Corner  *,  the  Archbilhop  Con¬ 
secrated  one  Jeffry  Cufack,  a  Frier,  Bifhop  of  Meath  *,  who  was  indeed  ele&edi 
but  without  the  King’s  Command  or  Licence  ;  nor  had  he  a  fubfequent  Confir¬ 
mation:  Notwithftanding,  being  fupported  by  the  Archbilhop  of  Armagh,  he  took 
upon  him  to  confer  Benefices  belonging  to  the  See,  and  to  a <ft  every  thing  as 
a  Legal  Bilhop.  Among  the  reft  he  promoted  to  a  Church  Living,  Ralph  of 
Norwich,  Lord  High  Chancellor  of  Ireland ;  the  fame,  who  in  1255,  was 
elected  Archbifhop  of  Dublin,  but  mifearryed  in  his  Confirmation  at  the  Court 
of  Rome.  Our  Bifhop,  Hugh  de  Tachmon,  being  ele<fted  and  confirmed  by  the

Kinfr  although  not  then  Confecrated,  petitioned  for  Relief:  Upon  which  the 
Kin^iffued  a  Writ » to  the  Lord  Juftice,  commanding  him  to  preferve  the 
Riahts  of  his  Crown  againft  thefe  Confpirators ,  to  null  all  prefentauons  of  the 
intruding  Bilhop,  and  to  punilh  the  Oppofers  of  h.s  Authority  He  alfo  com¬ 
manded  the  Juftice,  to  enjoyn  Ralph  of  Norwich,  not  to  prefume  to  hole the 
l  iving  to  his  Prejudice  ;  and  to  caufe  luch  as  Hugh  de  Tachmon fliould  figmtie  to 
tm  Communicated,  to  be  arrefted  v  and  to  remove  all  Lay-force.  The  In- 
Cruder  applied  to  the  Pope,  and  procured  a  Commiffion  to  the  Bilhop  of  Kxlla- 
lw  the  Archdeacon  of  Waterford,  and  others  ;  to  examine  the  Differences  be¬ 
tween  the  Bilhop  who  was  elected  and  confirmed  by  the  King’s  Licence,  andhimfelf. 
The  Kin<*  upon  this,  iffued  aWrit  of  Prohibition  to  the  Comiffioners,  not  to  pre¬ 
fume  to  do  any  thing  to  his  or  the  Bilhop  eled’s  Prejudice,  under  pain  of  fei- 
zing  their  Temporalties *  declaring  his  own  and  his  Progenitors  Right ;  that  ntf 
Bilhop  ought  to  be  elected  in  Ireland ,  but  by  his  Precedent  Licence  ;  and  if  that 
was  wanting,  that  a  fubfequent  Ratification  was  neceffary  to  compleat  the  Title. 
The  King,  being  in  earned:,  had  at  this  Time  the  better  of  the  Cornell ;  the 
Commiffioners  obeyed  the  Prohibition  •,  and  thus  Hugh  de  Tachmon  was  fettled.  J 
He  died  in  January  1281,  having  fat  about  thirty  one  Years  in  this  See,  and 
was  buried  at  Mullengar.  The  Author  of  the  Annals  r  of  St.  Mary* s  Abhy  near 
Dublin,  calls  him  a  Man  of  Piety,  and  of  a  Venerable  Life,  [butplaceth  his  Death 
in  1280]  King  Edward  t he  Firft,  upon  the  Death  of  his  Father,  ilfued  a  Com- 
miffion  f,  to  Maurice  Fitz- Maurice,  Lord  Juftice  of  Ireland,  to  this  Prelate,  and 
to  John  de  Saundford,  Efcheator  of  Ireland,  or  to  any  one  or  more  of  them,  to 
adminifter~  the  Oath  of  Allegiance  to  the  Nobility  and  Commonalty  of  Ireland » 
bearing  date  at  Weftminfter  the  7th  of  December  1272. 

THOMAS  St.  LEGE  R. 

[ Succ .  1287.  Oh.  1320.] 

j  (  1  1.'  '  A  i.  .  \ 

THOMAS  St.  Leger ,  was  born  of  an  illuftrious  Family,  but  became  far 
more  illuftrious  for  his  Manners.  [After  the  Death  of  Hugh  de  Tachmon , 
the  King  granted  a  Licence  1  to  proceed  to  the  Eleftion  of  a  Succeffor,  dated  the 
lorhof  March  1281  j  and  hereupon  the  Archdeacon  and  Clergy  of  Meath  (who 
pofiefled  the  Right  of  Eledtion )  unanimoully  chofe  John  de  Dubleton ,  Redtor  of 
Kells,  to  this  See  :  But  he  refufed  to  confent  to  the  Eledtion  ;  and  then  they  chofe 
fhomas  St.  Leger  u,  who  was  Archdeacon  of  K ells  :  But  he  could  not  obtain  Con¬ 
firmation  from  his  Metropolitan  ;  which  obliged  him  to  appeal  to  Rome ;  and  in 
his  Abfence  the  Primate,  Nicholas  Mac-Moliffa,  pretending  that  the  Right  of 
Provifion  was  devolved  on  him,  confecrated  Walter  de  Fulburn,  then  Dean  of 
Waterford ,  to  this  See  ^  hoping  by  the  Power  of  the  Lord  Juftice,  who  was 
Brother  to  Walter ,  to  fupport  his  ufurped  Pretentions.  The  two.  Antagonifts  re- 
figned  all  their  Rights  under  the  Eledlion  and  Provifion  into  the  Hands  of  the 
Pope  *,  who  out  of  the  Plenitude  of  his  Power,  preferred  S/.  Leger,  and  fent  his 
Bull  upon  the  Occafion  to  the  King,  dated  the  12th  of  July  128 6  ;  for  fo  long  thfs 
Conteft  lafted  •,  of  which  the  Reader  may  find  a  fuller  Account  in  the  Life  of  Nicho¬ 
las  Mac-Moliffa,  Archbifhopof  Armagh.']  He  was  indeed  confirmed  by  the  King 
[lpng  before,  viz.]  on  the  5th  of  November  1282,  but  was  not  confecrated  untill

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the  3d  of  November  1287  for  on  that  Day  he  received  Confecration  in  the  Ca¬ 
thedral  of  St.  Cxnic’Si  Kilkenny ,  at  the  Hands  of  John  de  Saunford,  Archbifhop 
of  Dublin ,  together  with  Roger  of  IVexford ,  Bifhop  of  OJJory .  [It  is  certain 
the  See  of  Meath  was  reckoned  vacant  in  1285,  notwithftanding  the  elettion  of 
St.  Leger ,  and  the  King’s  Confirmation.  For  on  the  firft  of  July  that  Year, 
the  King  by  Writ  w  impowered  John  de  Beverly ,  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  in 
Ireland ,  to  prefent  a  Parfon  to  the  Church  of  Lexmedy ,  in  the  Diocefe  of  Meath , 
belonging  to  his  Donation,  by  Reafon  of  the  Vacancy  of  the  See. 

This  Prelate,  being  at  length  fettled,  made  a  Purchafe  from  Robert  oUVorccJier, 
of  three  Burgages ,  with  their  Buildings*  and  Appurtenances,  in  the  Town  of  No- 
bir ,  to  hold  to  him  and  his  Succeffors,  without  regard  had  to  the  Mortmain  Sta¬ 
tute  ;  which  the  King  afterwards  confirmed  on  the  12th  of  July  *  1290.  He 
was  very  careful  and  induftrious  in  preferving  the  Priviledges  and  Franchifes  be¬ 
longing  to  his  See.  For  which  End,  in  the  Year  1291  r,  he  had  a  Claim  made  of 
them,  and  inrolled  in  the  High  Court  of  Chancery *  in  perpetual  Memory,  (viz.) 
to  his  Manor  of  Clonard ,  a  Market  every  Saturday ,  a  Hundred  Court  from  fifteen 
to  fifteen  Days,  Pleas  devetito  Narnio ,  fwhen  the  Lord  diftrains  and  impounds 
in  unknown  Places,  where  the  Sheriff  cannot  Replevy  them)  and  many  others 
too  tedious  to  mention  j  and  much  the  fame  in  his  Manors  of  Ardbraccan ,  Kil- 
leighan ,  Difert *  New-Cajlle ,  Ardagh ,  Scurlogflown ,  and  Newtown  near  Erlm,  and 
the  reft.  And  as  he  was  careful  of  his  Temporal  Priviledges,  fo  he  was  of  his 
Ecclefuftical  Jurifdidion  ;  and  would  not  fuffer  it  to  be  encroached  upon  by  any 
Lay- Attempts.  In  the  Year  1290,  he  made  a  warm  Remonftrance  to  the  King 
againft  fome  of  his  Officers  and  Bailiffs  of  Liberties,  within  the  Diocefe  of  Meath , 
who  had  publickly  inhibited  any  Perfons  to  appear  before  him,  his  Ordinaries, 
or  Commiffaries,  when  they  made  their  accuftomed  Inquifitions  concerning 
Mens  Sins,  and  that  no  Lay-man,  defamed  of  any  Crime,  fhould  purge  himfelf 
before  them,  but  only  by  his  own  Hand,  (that  is,  fhould  not  be  obliged  to 
clear  himfelf  by  Compurgators,  as  I  underftand  the  Roll)  to  the  great  Prejudice 
of  the  Ecclefiaftical  Jurifdidion.  The  King  gave  him  Redrefs  upon  his  Com¬ 
plaint  •,  and  on  the  19th  of  July  1290,  iffued  a  Writ, z  to  the  Lord  Juftice,  com¬ 
manding  him  to  take  care  to  revoke  fuch  Inhibitions.  In  1292,  the  Pope 
granted  a  Difme  or  Tenth  to  the  King  through  all  Ireland ,  for  the  Relief  of  the 
Holy-  Land ,  and  deputed  this  Prelate,  and  Nicholas ,  Bifhop  of  Kildare ,  to  colled: 
it.  The  King,  for  the  greater  Eafe  and  Expedition  in  the  Colledion,  on  the  12th 
of  February  that  Year,  iffued  his  Writs  a  to  the  feveral  Sheriffs  to  be  aiding  and  af- 
fifting  to  them  in  it.J  Four  Years  after  [his  Confecration]  he  was  called  into  the 
Privy  Council b  of  Ireland ,  by  King  Edward  the  Firft.  He  lived  in  a  very  bad 
ftate  of  Health  for  fome  Years  before  his  Death,  which  vifited  him  in  an  advan¬ 
ced  Age,  in  December  1320  i  thirty  eight  Years  after  his  firft  Eledion. 

JOHN  O-C  A  R  O  L  L. 

[1 Succ .  1321.  Rejign.  1327.] 

TOHiV  O-Carcll ,  or  Mac-Carwil  (Tor  he  is  fo  called  alfo  in  the  Publick 
Records)  was  firft  Dean,  and  afterwards  Bifhop  of  Cork ,  and  was  tranflated 
to  the  See  of  Meath ,  by  the  Pope,  in  the  Year  1321,  [or  1320,  according  to 
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a  Catalogue  of  the  Bifhops  of  Meath ,  in  the  College  Library  ;  ]  and  from  thence 
to  CaJfjell  in  1327.  [The  Regiftry  of  Meath  fays,  that  he  was  the  firft  Bifhop 
who  enjoyed  this  See  by  Authority  from  the  Court  of  Rome.  I  fuppofe  it  means 
folely,  without  the  concurrence  of  Election,  or  the  King’s  Confirmation.  For 
his  Predeceffor  had  a  Provifion  to  it,  upon  his  renouncing  his  Right  of  Election, 
as  you  fee  before  in  his  Life.]  He  died  in  London ,  about  the  beginingof  An* 
gujt  1329,  on  his  return  from  Avignon. 

WILLIAM  de  PAUL. 

[Succ.  1327.  Oh.  1349.] 

W  ILLIAM  de  PauU  a  Carmelite  Frier,  and  for  a  Time  Provincial  of  that 
Order,  both  in  England  and  Scotland ,  [to  which  he  was  elected  at  a  Ge- 
neral  Chapter  held  at  Gcnoay  in  Italy ,  on  the  Score  of  his  fingular  Piety,  Gra¬ 
vity,  Learning,  Wifdom,  and  Dexterity  in  the  Management  of  Affairs,  about  the 
Year  1324.]  He  was  a  Torkjhireman  by  Birth,  a  fludent  in  Oxford,  and  re¬ 
ceived  part  of  his  Education  in  Paris  •,  [in  both  which  Univerfities  he  took  the 
Degree  of  Dodtor  of  Divinity.]  He  was  advanced  to  the  See  of  Meath  by 
the  Pope’s  Provifion,  was  Confecrated  at  Avignion ,  and  afterwards  reflored  to 
the  Temporalties  on  the  24th  of  July  132 yc.  He  died  in  July  1349,  having 
governed  this  See  twenty  two  Years.  Leland  calls  him,  William  Paganer  •,  and  Bale 
gives  him  the  Name  of  Pagham.  But  they  are  both  in  an  Error,  as  appears  in 
the  Publick  Records  ;  where  he  is  exprefly  called  William  de  Paul ;  [as  he  is  alfo 
in  the  Regiftry  of  Meathy  ||  in  the  College  Library.  Marh  Anthony  Allegre  d  a- 
grees  in  the  Account  given  of  this  Prelate  under  the  Name  of  William  Pagham , 
fave  only  that  he  makes  him  a  Kentijhman ,  and  would  make  a  Difference  be¬ 
tween  him  and  one  who  was  called  Paghanerus  or  de  Pagulay  who  flourifhed 
(as  he  fays,)  in  the  Year  1350 ;  which  is  pretty  near  the  Account  of  our  Bifhop  : 
For  he  died,  as  aforefaid,  in  1349.  But  Allegre  is  grofly  milled  by  following  Pitts + 
both  of  whom  place  him  in  the  Year  1280  *,  and  fay  that  he  was  made  Bifhop  of 
Meath  by  Pope  Clement  the  Yth,  which  is  impoflible.  For  that  Pope  did  not 
fill  the  Chair  untill  1305,  and  died  in  1314  ;  fothat  the  Advancement  of  him  by 
Pope  Clement  theVth  in  1280,  could  not  be.  There  is  no  doubt,  but  Pagham y Pa- 
ganeniSy  and  de  Pagula,  is  the  fame  Man  with  our  William  de  Paul ;  and  we  mufl 
place  his  Promotion  to  this  See,  by  Pope  John  the  XXIId,  who  was  advanced  to 
the  Papal  Chair  in  1327,  when  de  Paul  was  reflored  to  the  Temporalties. 
Allegre  and  Pitts,  agree  alfo,  as  to  the  Names  of  the  Books  wrote  by  Pagham 
being  the  fame,  of  which  William  de  Paul  was  Author.  Sir  James  Ware e,  in  his 
Writers  makes  him  a  Kentijhman  by  Birth,  and  in  this  agrees  with  Allegre  and 
Pitts :  But  was  better  informed  in  making  him  a  TorkJhire?nan ,  in  his  Bifhops.] 

W  I  L  L  I A  M  St.  L  E  G  E  R. 

[S ucc.  1350.  Oh.  1352.] 

W  ILLIAM  St.  Leger ,  Archdeacon  of  Meath ,  was  advanced  to  this  See 
both  by  the  Election. of  the  Clergy  of  Meath ,  and  by  a  Provifory  Bull  from 
Pope  Clement  theVIth,  without  any  regard  had  to  theEledlion;  and  was  Confecra¬ 
ted  in  England ,  by  John  Phurjhy ,  Bifhop  of  Worcejter ,  and  other  Bifhops,  on  the 
fecond  of  May,  1350,  and  died  on  St.  Bartholomew's  Day,  1352. 
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NICHOLAS  ALLEN. 

[/ Succ .  1353.  Oh,  1366.] 

NICHOLAS  Allen ,  Abbac  of  the  Monaftery  of  St.  Thomas,  near  Dublin * 
fucceedec^[by  Election,]  and  was  confecrated  about  the  beginning  of  the  Year 
1353.  He  died  on  the 5th  [or  rather  thei5thf]  of  January  1366,  Englijh  Stile,  ha¬ 
ving  governed  this  See  almoft  fourteen  Years-,  during  which  Period  he  was  made 
Lord  HighTreafurerof  Ireland ,and  took  the  Oath  of  Office,  on  the  10th  of  March 
1357.  [But  he  did  not  continue  long  in  that  important  Poll.  For  it  appears  by  the 
Records,  ||  that  in  1359  ,a  Writ  iflued  to  him,  commanding  him  to  appear  on  the 
Quindene  of  Eajler  following  before  the  Treafurer  and  Barons  of  the  Exchequer 
in  England ,  to  render  an  Account  of  the  Profits  of  Ireland ,  during  the  Time  he 
was  Treafurer.] 

S  TE  P  HE  N  de  FALL  E. 

[Succ.  1369.  Oh.  1379.] 

STEPHEN  de  Valle ,  or  Wale,  Dean  of  Limerick ,  was  by  the  Pope’s  Provifion 
advanced  to  the  See  of  Limerick ,  and  confecrated  in  the  Year  1360.  He 
fat  in  that  Sec  nine  Years,  during  which  Interval  he  was  made  Lord  High  Trea¬ 
furer  of  Ireland.  He  was  from  Limerick  tranflated  to  this  See  by  Pope  Urban  the 
fifth,  in  the  Year  1369.  [On  the  20th  of  September  1373  g  was  ^ent  t0  England 
by  the  Parliament,  in  Com  million  with  John  de  S  waff  ham,  Bilhop  of  Cloy  tie, 
William  Tany ,  Prior  of  St.  Johns  of  Jerufalem ,  and  Sir  Robert  Holywood ,  one  of 
the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer,  to  certify  to  the  King  the  State  of  Ireland.  Their 
Remonflrances  had  fuch  Weight,  that  the  Earl  of  March,  was  ordered  to  repair 
there,  as  foon  as  poffiblej  and  in  the  mean  time  Sir  William  Windfor  was  nomina¬ 
ted  Cuftos.  In  1376  this  Bilhop  was  appointed  Governour  or  Overfeer  of  Munfter  b, 
as  we  are  informed.]  He  died  inteftate  at  Oxford  on  the  10th  of  November  1379, 
and  was  buryed  there  in  a  Church  of  the  Dominicans.  [See  more  of  him  under 
the  Bifhops  of  Limerick.'] 

WILLIAM  ANDREW. 

[Succ.  1380.  Oh.  1385.] 

\\TILLIA  M  Andrew ,  an  Englijh  Dominican  Frier,  and  Dodtor  of  Di¬ 
vinity,  was  confecrated  Bilhop  of  Achonry ,  in  the  Year  1374,  and  was  by 
Pope  Urban  the  Vlth  tranflated  to  this  See  in  the  Year  1380.  He  died  live 
Years  afrer  his  Tranllation,  on  the  Eve  of  St.  Michael  the  Archangel  1385  [and 
left  behind  him  a  great  Charadter  for  Wifdom  and  Learning.  See  more  of  him 
among  the  Bilhops  of  Achonry.] 

ALEXANDER  de  BALSCOT. 

[Succ.  1386.  Oh.  1400.] 

HE  was  fucceeded  by  Alexander  Petit ,  Bilhop  of  Offofy ,  commonly  called 
Alexander  de  Balfcot ,  from  the  Place  of  his  Birth  in  the  County  of  Oxford . 
The  Bulls  of  his  Tranllation  were  publilhed  in  the  Church  of  St.  Peter's- Ably 
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of  Newtown  near  Trim, on  the  14th  [or  rather  24-th1  ]  of  December  1 380.  .  Froiii 
a  Canon  in' St.  C time's-  Churchy  Kilkenny,  he  was  promoted  to  the  Bifhoprick  of* 
Offory,  and  was  reftored  to  the  Temporalties  of  that  See  on  the  12th  of  May 
1371.  He  was  a  little  Time  after  conftituted  Lord  High  Treafiirer  of  Ireland 
by  King  Edward  the  Illd :  and  King  Richard  the  lid*  in  his  Reign,  firft  made 
him  Treafurer,  afterwards  Chancellor,  and  for  a  time  Lord  Juftice.  But  this  laft 
Promotion  was  after  his  Advancement  to  the  See  of  Meath.  [On  the  4th  of 
April  1388  k  King  Richard  the  lid  wrote  a  warm  and  angry  Letter  to  this  Pre¬ 
late,  who  was  then  Lord  Juftice  *,  for  ufing  the  Seal  of  Robert  de  Vere ,  late  Duke 
of  Ireland  (to  whom  the  King  had  granted  the  Dominion  and  Government  of  the 
faid  Land)  and  for  advancing  the  faid  Robert's  Standard  and  Penons  againft  the 
Rebels,  and  Enemies,  after  he  had  Knowledge  of  his  Attainder,  and  forfeiture  of 
all  his  Eftate  and  Dominions  by  Ad  of  Parliament  5  and  therefore  command¬ 
ed  him  to  lay  afide  the  Duke  of  Ireland's  Seal  and  Standard,  and  to  ufe  the 
King’s.]  He  governed  the  See  of  Offory  about  fifteen  Years  ;  and  was  then  at 
the  Inftance  of  the  Clergy  of  Meath,  tranflated  by  the  Pope  to  this  See  [as  Iobferv- 
ed  before.]  He  died  at  Ardbraccan  (a  Town  wherein  the  Bifhops  of  Meath  had 
for  the  moftpart  their  Refidence)  on  the  10th  of  November  1400,  and  was  bu- 
ryed  at  Trim  in  St  Mary's-  Abby.  [He  Had  the  Reputation  of  a  good  Bifhop  ; 
and  is  faid  to  have  executed  the  high  Stations,  in  which  he  was  placed,  with 
great  Sufficiency.] 

ROBERT  MONTAIN. 

[Slice.  1402.  Oh.  1412.] 

ROBERT  Montain,  Redor  of  the  Church  of  Kildalky,  fucceeded  by  the 
Pope’s  Provision.  It  appears  in  the  publick  Records  >,  that  the  Cuftody  of 
the  Temporalties  of  this  See,  were  from  the  Death  of  Alexander  Balfcot ,  granted 
to  Robert  Mafcal ,  a  Carmelite  Frier,  and  Confeffor  to  King  Henry  the  IVth;  who 
was  foon  after  advanced  to  the  See  of  Hereford  in  England.  It  feems  the  King 
ft  niggled  hard  to  promote  him  to  this  Bifhoprick,  but  could  not  prevail.  [How¬ 
ever,  to  oblige  him  all  he  could,  on  the  25th  of  January  1410  m  he  granted  him  a 
Licence  to  live  out  of  Ireland ,  during  the  Time  he  had  the  Cuftody  of  the  Tem¬ 
poralties,  and  to  receive  and  tranimit  the  Profits  of  this  See  by  his  Attorneys  and 
Prodors  into  whatever  Parts  he  fhould  choofe  to  refide.]  Bifhop  Montain  fat  in 
this  See  ten  Years,  and  died  on  the  24th  of  May  1412. 

EDWARD  DANTSET. 

[Succ.  1413.  Ob.  1429] 

EDtV  ARD  D  ant  fey.  Archdeacon  of  Cornwall,  was  promoted  to  this  Sed 
by  the  Provifion  of  Pope  John  the  XXII Id  ;  and  is  faid  to  have  been  re¬ 
ceived  by  the  Clergy  of  Meath,  on  the  8  th  of  May  1413,  [the  King  having  on  the 
nth  of  April  before  confirmed  the  Pope’s  Provifion,  and  iftued  his  Writ n  of 
Rcftitution  •,  and  Dantfey,  on  his  part,  having  done  his  fealty,  and  renounced  all 
Claufes  in  his  Bull,  Prejudicial  to  the  King’s  Prerogative.]  He  died  on  the  4th 
of  January  1429,  EngUftN file,  having  fat  above  fix-teen  Years  j  and  was  during 
that  Period,  Lord  High  Treafurer  of  Ireland  for  fome  time,  and  afterwards  [in 
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14.28]  Lord  Deputy  to  Sir  John  de  Gray ,  Lord  Lieiitenant  of  Ireland.  [There 
is  a  remarkable  Pafiage  of  this  Prelate  to  be  feen  in  the  Regifter  0  of  John  Swain * 
Archbifhop  of  Armagh.  A.  D.  1426  A  Bill  of  Indi&ment  was  found  againft 
him  at  Trim,  for  Healing  a  Cup,  Value  13  s  4d,  out  of  the  Church  of  Tave* 
ragb,  in  the  Diocefe  of  Meath.  The  Indidlment  was  removed  into  Parli¬ 
ament  by  Certiorari.  The  Bifhop  appeared  in  his  Place,  and  demanded  that 
the  Indictment  Ihould  be  Read  ;  which  being  done  by  Thomas  Bron ,  Clerk  of 
the  Parliament-,  the  Bifhop  flood  up,  and  made  Proteflation,  that  he  did  not 
intend  by  any  Anfwerhe  fhould  give  to  violate  the  Priviledges  of  the  Church; 
but  only  to  manifefl  his  Innocence,  by  declaring,  that  he  was  not  guilty  of  the 
Felony,  whereof  he  was  accufed  ;  and  demanded,  that  as  he  was  a  Spiritual  Lord, 
and  Peer  of  Parliament,  his  Ecclefiaflical  Priviledges  fhould  remain  untouched. 
Upon  this  he  was  turned  over  to  his  Metropolitan  for  his  Purgation  and  on  the 
10th  of  September  1427,  he  appeared  before  Archbiihop  Swain  Judicially,  and 
Swore,  that  he  did  not  commit  the  Felony  laid  to  his  Charge  and  a  fufficient 
Number  of  Compurgators  fwore  the  fame  ;  whereupon  he.  was  cleared,  and  the 
Archbifhop  returned  a  Certificate  of  his  Proceedings  to  the  Parliament.  On  the 
third  of  December  following,  one  John  Penteny  Efq,  of  the  Parifh  of  Taveragb^ 
made  a  voluntary,  publick  and  open  Confefiion  to  the  Bifhop,  that  he  was  prefent, 
and  an  Accomplice  with  thofe  who  committed  the  Robbery,  and  humbly  fub- 
mitted  himfelf  to  the  Bifhop’s  Mercy  -,  who  was  good  Natured  enough  to  forgive 
him  ;  *  and  turned  him  over  to  the  Archbiihop  for  Abfolution.  I  find  no 
more  of  it.  Doubtlefs  the  Profecution  was  looked  on  as  malicious  ;  fince  he  was 
foon  after  advanced  to  fo  high  a  Place  of  Trull  as  that  of  Lord  Deputy.] 


WILLIAM  H  A  D  S  O  R. 

[Sttcc.  1430.  Oh.  1434] 

THE  fame  Month  that  Bifhop  Dantfey  died,  Thomas  Scurlog ,  Prior  of  the 
Abby  of  St.  Peter  of  Newtown  near  Trim ,  and  then  alfo  Lord  High 
Tuafurer  of  Ireland ,  was  eledled  Bifhop  of  Meath.  Upon  his  election  he  hafle- 
ned  to  Rome ,  to  Sollicit  thePope’sConfirmation  but,  it  feems,  he  fell  fhort  of  his 
Expectations.  Certainly  he  either  was  not  confecrated  ;  or  furvived  hisConfecration 
a  very  fhort  Time.  Upon  this  repulfe  which  Scurlog  met  with,  or  upon  his  Death, 
JVilliam  Hadfor ,  a  Native,  (I  think)  of  the  County  of  Louth *  was  declared  Bi¬ 
fhop  of  Meath  [by  the  Pope’s  Provifion]  and  confecrated  [but  fo  little  to  the 
Mind  of  his  Metropolitan  p,  John  Swain  ;  that  on  the  16th  of  April  1432,  he  ifTu- 
ed  a  Citation  againfl  him,  to  oblige  him  to  appear,  and  produce  his  Provifion^ 
§ull.]  He  died,  as  we  find  in  the  publick  Records,  on  AfcenfiotrDay  1434. 


WILLIAM  SILK. 


1  [Succ.  1434.  Ob.  1450.] 


WILLIAM  Silk,  Doflor  of  the  Canon  Law,  Official  of  the  Court  of 
Meath ,  [and  Redtor  of  Killeen ]  fucceeded  [by  means  of  Commendatory 
Letters  to  John  Swain  s,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  from  the  General  Council  of  Ba  j 
fil ,  dated  the  twenty  eighth  of  Augufi  1434,  in  which  he  is  called  Re&or  of  KiL 
talton ,  miflaken  for  Killeen.'] 

He  died  at  Ardbraccan  on  the  9th  of  May  1450,  and  lies  buried  in  the  Church  of 
St.  Mary  at  Killeen.  [But  I  Queflion  whether  he  died  in  the  enjoyment  of  his 
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Paftoral  Charge. .  For  in  the  Regifler r  of  John  Mey  Archbifhop  of  Armagh,  there 
is  the  Recital  of  a  Letter  wrote  by  him  to  the  Pope,  ut  exoneretur  a  RegimincEc - 
clefuz  jua  oh feriium,  to  difcharge  him  from  the  Government  of  his  Church,  on 
the  Score  of  his  Age.  And  in  the  fame  Regifler f,  there  is  mention  made  of  Let¬ 
ters  in  Favour  of  Edmund  Ouldhall ,  to  prefer  him  to  the  See  of  Meath,  vacant 
by  the  Refignation  of  William  Silk.  Yet  Notwithflanding,  as  the  Pope’s  confent 
was  neceffary,  before  a  Refignation  could  be  compleated,  and  as  there  are  no 
dates  to  thefe  Letters,  in  the  Copies  I  have  feen,  it  is  poflible  he  might  have  died 
before  the  Pope’s  Anfwer  could  have  arrived.  However  Ouldhall  was  not  dis¬ 
appointed.]  The  third  Day  after  the  Death  of  this  Prelate,  the  Temporalties 
of  the  See  of  Meath,  were  committed  to  the  Cuftody  of  Sir  William  Ouldhall , 
Chamberlain  to  Richard  Duke  of  York. 


EDMUND  OULDHAL. 

[Succ.  1450.  Oh.  1559-] 

TH  E  fame  Year t  Edmund  Ouldhal  [before  mentioned,]  a  Carmelite  of  Nord 
vjich,  and  Brother  to  the  faid  Sir  William  Ouldhal,  fucceded.  He  died  at 
Ardhraccan  on  the  9th,  or,  as  fome  fay,  the  29th  u  of  Augufl  1459,  an^  was  bu- 
ryed  in  the  Church  of  that  Place.  \ 

WILLIAM  SHIR  WOOD. 

[Succ.  1460.  Oh,  1482.] 

T If  ILL  I  AM  Shirwood  fucCeeded  by  a  Provifional  Bull  from  Pope  Pius  the  lid,’ 
V  and  was  confecrated  in  1460.  [There  were  great  Animofities  w  between 
this  Prelate,  and  Thomas  Earl  of  Defmond,  Lord  Deputy  of  Irelandp  and  in 
3464,  Nine  of  the  Lord  Deputy’s  Men  were  flain  in  Fingalli  by  the  Inftigation 
of  the  Bifhop.  Their  Quarrel  grew  to  fo  great  a  Height,  that  the  fame  Year 
they  both  took  a  Journey  to  Court  to  accufe  each  other.  But  here  the  Bifhop 
was  difappointed  ;  and  the  Earl  of  Defmond  returned  x  to  his  Pofl  loaded 
with  many  PrefentS  and  Favours  by  the  King.  Yet  he  was  Removed  from 
his  Deputy  (hip  about  two  Years  after  ;  and  made  Room  for  John  Lord 
Tiptoft,  Earl  of  Worcefter  ;  during  whofe  Government,  an  A6t  pafled  in  a 
Parliament  held  at  Droghedah,  to  attaint  the  Earl  of  Defmond  of  Treafon,  for 
Alliances,  Foflerage,  &e.  with  the  King’s  Irifh  Enemies,  and  for  furnifhing 
them  with  Horfes  and  Arms,  and  fupporting  them  againfl  the  King’s  Subje&s  ; 
and  on  the  15th  of  February  1467  he  was  beheaded  at  Droghedah.  It  was  thought 
Bifhop  Shirwood  was  an  active  Inflrument  in  this  Profecution.  In  14^6  y  he 
made  an  Agreement  between  John  Walton  Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  and  Richard 
Forfter,  Abbat  of  St.  Thomas ,  near  Dublin  *,  whereby  he  awarded  that  the  Arch¬ 
bifhop  fhould  every  Year  that  he  vifited  the  Monaflery,  and  the  Churches  united 
to  it  in  Perfon,  receive  fourteen  Marks  in  the  Name  of  Proxies.] 

He  died  in  Dublin  on  the  third  of  December  1482,  but  way  buryed  in  the  Ab- 
by  Church  of  St.  Peter  and  St.  Paul,  at  Newtown,  near  Trim,  before  the  high 
Altar,  having  governed  this  See  twenty  two  Years  ;  and  was  during  that  Period 
for  a  Time  Deputy  to  George  Duke  of  Clarence,  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland, 
[in  1475]  and  afterwards  [I  think  the  fame  Year]  Lord  Chancellor  of  that

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Kingdom,  [in  which  Office  he  continued  untill  1481  %  when  he" was  fuperfedcd  by 
Laurence  St.  Laurence.'] 

JOHN  PAIN. 

[Succ.  1483.  Ob.  1506.] 

AFTER  Biffiop  Shirwood* s  Death,  John  Pain ,  a  Dominican  Frier,  and  Doc-> 
tor  of  Divinity,  was  promoted  to  the  See  of  Meath ,  by  the  Provifion  of 
Pope  Sixtus  the  fourth,  on  the  feventeenth  of  March  ;  and  is  faid  to  have  been  in- 
throned  by  the  Clergy  of  Meath  on  St.  Dominick's  Day,  the  4th  of  Augujl 
1483.  [He  was  educated  in  a  College  of  Dominicans,  in  the  South  Suburbs  of 
Oxford ,  where  he  fpent  feveral  Years  in  the  ftudy  of  Divinity.  Anthony  JVood  a 
fays  he  went  through  many  Preferments,  before  he  Was  advanced  to  this  See  : 
but  I  cannot  find  what  they  were,  except  the  Provincialate  of  the  Dominicans  in 
England ,  which  he  enjoyed.  King  Edward  the  IVth  granted  him  a  Cuft odium  of 
all  the  Temporalties  of  the  See  of  Meath ,  by  Writ,  dated  the  fifteenth  of  Februa¬ 
ry  1482,  which  was  before  his  Advancement  by  the  Pope.  King  Richard  the 
third,  in  the  firft  Year  of  his  Reign,  recites  and  confirms  this  Grant,  by  Writ  b  da¬ 
ted  the  1 6  of  July  1483. 

He  was  highly  in  the  Favour  of  Girald  Fitzgerald ,  Earl  of  Kildare ,  Lord  De¬ 
puty  of  Ireland ,  in  the  Beginning  of  the  Reign  of  King  Henry  the  feventh  ;  and 
went  all  Lengths  with  him  in  endeavouring  to  advance  the  mock  Prince,  Lam - 
hert  Simnel,  to  the  Throne.  He  was  one  of  thofe,  who  in  i486  contrived  and 
figned  the  excufatory  Letters  to  the  King,  when,  jealous  of  the  Earl  of  Kildare , 
he  fent  for  him  to  come  to  England.  It  was  he  that  was  appointed  to  preach  the 
Sermon,  and  proclaim  the  Title  of  Simnel ,  at  his  Coronation  the  Year  following, 
in  Chrifl -Church.  For  which  neverthelefs  he  afterwards  obtaineda  Pardon  in  1488. 
He  was  early  in  his  Applications  to  Sir  Richard  Edgecomb  upon  this  occafion,  when 
he  came  to  fettle  the  Country  after  the  Defeat  of  Simnel  •,  and  attended  him  at 
Malahide  the  Moment c  he  heard  of  his  Landing ;  and  it  was  he  that  Sir  Richard 
Edgecomb  appointed  to  proclaim  the  Pope’s  Abfolution,  and  the  King’s  Pardon 
to  every  one  who  ffiould  return  to  their  Duty ;  which  he  did  in  a  Sermon  upon 
the  Occafion. 

Prefently  after  Sir  Richard  Edgecomb's  Departure,  he  was  commiffioncd  by  the 
Earl  of  Kildare ,  (who  ftill  continued  in  the  Government)  and  the  Council,  to  the 
King,  to  affure  him  of  their  future  Allegiance,  and  to  thank  him  for  his  Pardon. 
And  he  managed  his  Negotiation  with  fuch  Addrefs,  that  he  difappointed  the 
Archbiffiop  of  Armagh  of  his  Defigns  on  the  Chancery.  In  1489  he  affifted  at 
a  Provincial  Synod  held  at  Athirdee ,  and  was  Arbitrator  between  Thomas  Brady 
Mac- Andrew,  and  one  Cormac ,  about  their  refpeftive  Claims  to  the  See  of  Kil- 
more.  I  do  not  find  that  he  fell  from  his  Allegiance,  when  Perkin  Warbeck ,  per- 
fonating  the  Duke  of  York,  made  an  Attempt  on  Ireland  in  1492  ;  yet  in  1493 
he  was,  among  many  others,  obliged  to  give  Bonds  and  Pledges  for  the  Obfer- 
vance  of  certain  Articles  tending  to  the  Peace  and  well  being  of  the  Kingdom. 
Notwithftanding  the  Friendfhip  between  the  Earl  of  Kildare,  and  this  Biffiop  ; 
yet,  if  we  may  give  Credit  to  the  Book  of  Hoath,  f.  105,  they  atlaft  broke,  and 
were  as  mortal  Enemies,  as  before  they  were  Friends.  The  Time  is  not  fixed, 
but  by  all  Circumftances  it  muff  have  been  about  the  Year  1494  or  1495.

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44  After  the  Death  of  Plunket  of  Ramorc ,  v/ho  was  an  Enemy  to  Kildare ,  the  Bi- 
“  fhop  fupported  the  Fadlion  againft  the  Earl.  Upon  this  Occafion  the  Earl  cha- 
44  fed  the  Bifhop  into  a  Church,  where  he  fled  for  Protection,  and  followed  him 
46  with  a  drawn  Sword,  dragged  him  out,  and  kept  him  Prifoner.  A  Lord  De- 
54  puty  was  fent  over,  and  at  his  command  the  Bifhop  was  fet  at  large.  The  Earl 
44  was  fent  into  England ,  to  anfwer  fuch  Things  as  were  laid  to  his  Charge.  The 
44  Bifhop  followed,  and  accufed  him  of  many  Matters  of  great  Importance.  The 
44  Earl  had  but  little  to  Anfwer  *,  for  the  Book  of  Hoath  obferves,  that  he  was 
44  but  half  an  Innocent,  and  only  afforded  Diverfion  and  Laughter  to  the  King 
44  and  Court.  The  King  feeing  him  perplexed,  gave  him  his  Choice  of  any  Coun- 
44  cellor  in  England ,  and  time  to  Advife.  Grant  me  that,  faid  the  Earl,  and  I  will 
44  Anfwer  to  morrow  ;  but  I  doubt,  I  fhall  not  be  allowed  that  good  Fellow  I 
44  would  choofe.  The  King  gave  him  his  Hand  in  Aflurance  of  it,  and  when 
“  the  King  afked  him*  when  he  would  choofe  his  Councellor,  the  Bifhop  put  in 
44  his  Word,  and  faid  ;  never,  if  it  be  left  to  his  Choice.  Thou  lieft,  Bralaghy 
44  bald  Bifhop,  faid  the  Earl,  as  foon  as  thou  wouldft  choofe  a  fair  Wench,  and 
44  that  would  be  within  an  Hour.  The  King  and  Lords  were  ready  to  burft  with 
44  Laughter,  and  afked  the  Earl,  if  he  faid  true.  By  your  Hand,  faid  he  to  the 
44  King,  and  took  him  by  the  Hand,  there  is  not  in  London  a  better  Mutton-Maf- 
44  ter,  or  Wench-Butcher,  than  yonder  fhorn  Prieft  is.  I  know  him  well  enough, 
44  and  have  three  Tales  to  tell  your  Majefty  of  him,  that  I  dare  fwear  will  make 
44  every  body  prefent  laugh.  I  will  tell  you  a  Talc  of  this  vicious  Prelate.  The  King 
44  could  not  hold  Laughter,  however  the  Earl  never  changedCountenance,but  told 
44  his  Story  as  unconcerned  as  if  he  were  among  his  Companions  in  the  Country. 
44  To  divert  the  Difcourfe  from  the  Bifhop,  the  King  bid  the  Earl  be  well  ad- 
44  vifed  whom  he  chofe  for  his  Councellor,  for  that  he  would  have  enough  to  do 
44  to  defend  him.  Marry,  faid  the  Earl,  I  can  fee  no  better  Man  in  England 
44  than  your  Majefty,  and  will  chufe  no  other.  By  St.  Bridgid ,  faid  the  King, 
44  it  was  well  chofe  ;  for  I  thought  your  Tale  could  not  well  excufe  your  doings. 
44  Do  you  think  I  am  a  Fool,  faid  the  Earl,  no,  I  am  a  Man  indeed  both  in  the 
44  Field  and  in  the  Town.  The  King  laughed  at  his  Simplicity,  and  faid,  a 
44  wifer  Man  might  have  chofen  worfe.  You  fee,  faid  the  Bifhop,  what  a  Man 
44  he  is,  all  Ireland  cannot  rule  yonder  Gentleman.  If  it  is  fo,  faid  the  King, 
44  then  he  is  fit  to  rule  all  Ireland  *,  and  fo  made  him  Deputy,  and  fent  him  back 
44  with  rich  Prefents.’®  Thus  the  Book  of  Hoath  relates  this  Story.] 

This  Bifhop  died  on  the  6th  of  March  1 506,  and  was  buryed,  as  George  Cog- 
ley  fays,  [who  was  a  Notary  Publick,  and  Regifter  of  the  Diocefe  of  Meath 
about  that  time]  in  Dublin ,  in  a  Monaftery  of  his  own  Order.  However  he 
eredted  for  himfelf  and  his  Succeffors,  a  Marble  Monument,  formerly  adorned 
with  Brafs  Plates,  in  St.  Patrick’s  Church,  Dublin ,  not  far  from  the  Weft  Door  - 
[of  which.  Sir  James  IVare  fays,  the  Knowledge  was  tranfmitted  to  Pofterity,  by 
a  barbarous  Latin  Epitaph,  infcribed  on  the  faid  Monument,  in  hobling  Rhime 
which  remained  in  his  time  :  But  nothing  of  it  is  to  be  feen  now.]  He  fat  in 
this  See  upwards  of  twenty  three  Years,  and  was  in  that  Time,  on  the  third 
t>f  Otlober  1496,  made  Mafterof  the  Rolls.  He  was  a  Prelate  in  great  Reputa¬ 
tion  for  his  Alms  Deeds  and  Hofpitality.  The  Reader  may  find  a  fuller  Ac¬ 
count  of  him  in  the  Annals b  of  Ireland ,  during  the  Reign  of  Henry  thefeventh.

[Succ.  1507.  Re  fig.  1511.J 

w  ILL  I  AM  Rokeby ,  Doctor  of  the  Canon  Law,  and  a  Native  of  YorkflArt 
[was  brother  to  Sir  Richard  Rokeby  %  Lord  Treafurer  of  Ireland ,  and  re* 
ceived  Part  of  his  Education  in  an  Antient  Hoflel  for  the  Reception  of  Ca- 
nonifts  in  Aldgate  Parilh,  London ,  and  about  the  fame  Time  was  made  Redbor 
of  Sandal ,  near  Done  after ,  perpetual  Vicar  of  Halyfax ,  in  York/hire,  and  afterwards] 
was  advanced  to  this  See  by  Pope  Julius  the  fecond  in  the  Year  1507  ;  and  by  the 
fame  Pope  mandated  to  the  See  of  Dublin ,  on  the  28th  of  January  15 11,  where 
he  died  on  the-29th  of  November  1521. 

[Before  his  Advancement  to  this  See  he  was  made  Lord  Chancellor  a  of  Ire* 
land ,  by  King  Henry  the  Vllth,  in  1498  ;  and  upon  his  promotion  to  Meath  was 
Called  into  the  Privy  Council*,  and  afterwards  by  King  Henry  the  VUIth  again 
made  Lord  Chancellor  in  the  Year  1515^  and  contiuued  in  that  Office  during 
his  Life]  The  Reader  may  find  a  fuller  Account  of  him  among  the  Archbifhops 
ef  Dublin * 

Hugh  inge, 

\Succ.  1512.  Refign.  1522.] 

H  UGH  Inge ,  an  Englijhman ,  and  Dodtor  of  Divinity,  by  the  Pope’s  defigna^ 
tion  fucceeded  Rokeby  both  in  the  Sees  of  Meath  and  Dublin.  [He  *  was 
horn  at  Shipt on- Mallet  in  Somerfetjhire ,  educated  in  William  of  Wickham's  School* 
at  Winchefler  \  made  perpetual  Fellow  of  New  College  in  Oxford  in  1484,  took 
his  Degrees  in  Arts,  and  left  the  College  in  1496.  He  afterwards  travelled  in¬ 
to  Forreign  Countries,  where  he  was  made  Dodtor  of  Divinity  (but  my  Author 
doth  not  fay,  where.)  After  his  return  he  was  fiicceflively  made  Prebendary  of 
Eaft-Harptrey  *,  Subchantor  of  the  Church  of  Wells  j  Guardian  of  Wapulham  in 
the  Diocefe  of  Lincoln  \  Prebendary  of  Aufte ,  in  the  Church  of  Weftbury ,  in  the 
jDiocefe  of  Wore ejler  (to  which  the  Vicaridgeof  Wellow ,  in  the  Diocefe  of  Bath 
and  Wells ,  was  annexed  by  the  Pope)  Vicar  of  Oldejlon  in  the  Diocefe  of  Lincoln , 
of  Dultying  in  Somerfetjhire ,  and  of  Weflon  alias  Sowey.  He  was  in  Rome  in  1 504  h  : 
For  on  the  thirteenth  of  October  that  Year*  he  was  appointed  a  Commiffioner  by 
ICing  Henry  the  Vllth*  together  with  Silvejler ,  Bifhop  of  Worcejler,  and  Robert 
Shirborncy  Dean  of  St.  Pauls ,  then  the  King’s  Orators  in  the  Court  of  Rbme ,  to 
take  the  Renunciation  of  all  prejudicial  Claufes  in  the  Apoflolick  Bulls  for  the 
Tranflation  of  Cardinal  Hadrian ,  to  the  Sees  of  Bath  and  Wells  +  and  to  take  the 
Oaths  of  Fealty  and  Allegiance  to  the  King  from  the  faid  Cardinal.] 

He  died  in  Dublin  in  1528,  [  Auguft  the  3d*]  1  of  a  Diflemper  called,  the  Englijh 
Sweat  [the  firfl  Appearance  of  which  Diflemper  in  thefe  Countrys,  together 
with  the  Progrefs,  Danger,  and  Cure  of  it,  Poly  dor  e  Vergil k  pathetically  Defcribes.] 
The  Reader  may  find  a  fuller  Account  of  this  Bifhop,  among  the  Archbifhops  of 
Dublin  , 
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RICHARD  WILSON. 

[Sum.  1523%  Ob.  1529.] 

I  CHARD  Wilfins  a  Native  of  England ,  fucceeded  by  the  Pope’s  Provi- 
XV  fion  in  1523 \  and  fat  about  fix  Years.  [Anthony  Wood  m  mentions 
one  Richard  Wiljbn,  a  Northern  Man,  who  fpent  fome  Time  in  the  Theological 
Faculty  in  Oxford,  became  Prior  of  Dr  ax,  in  Torkjhire  in  1507,  in  1515  was  made 
Suffragan  to  the  Archbifhop  of  York ,  under  the  Title  of  Bifhop  of  Negrepont ; 
and  in  1518  built  the  Choir  of  the  Church  of  Bingley  in  Torkjhire.  _  But  that 
inquifitive  Searcher  could  not  be  pofitive,  whether  he  was  the  fame  with  this  Bi¬ 
fhop  of  Meath.  For  my  Part  I  have  met  nothing  elfe  concerning  him*  The 
above  dates  fall  in  well  enough  with  his  Advancement  to  this  See.] 


EDWARD  STAPLES i 

[Succ.  153.Q.  Depr.  1554.] 

EDWARD  Staples ,  a  Native  of  Lincolnjhire ,  fucceeded  by  Provifion  from 
Pope  Clement  the  Vllth  in  the  Year  1530  ",  and  for  a  Time  held  St.  Bar¬ 
tholomews  Hofpital ,  London ,  in  Commendum.,  [He  was  a  Mailer  of  Arts  of  the 
Univerfity  of  Cambridge ,  and  incorporated  to  the  fame  Degree  in  Oxford  in 
3525,  and  was  then  one  of  the  Canons  of  Cardinal  Woolfefs  College. 

In  1534 p  he  was  obliged  to  fly  into  England  to  avoid  the  Dangers  of  the  Re¬ 
bellion  raifed  by  Thomas  Fitzgerald ,  Son  to  the  Earl  of  Kildare  ;  being  in  a 
Faction  oppoflte  to  that  Family.  But  he  returned  the  Year  following,  and  was 
on  the  fourteenth  of  June  q  appointed  in  Commiflion  with  Walter  Wellejley,  Bi¬ 
fhop  of  Kildare ,  John  Allen ,  Matter  of  the  Rolls,  Gerard  Aylmer ,  Chief  Baron 
of  the  Exchequer ,  Thomas  Latter  el,  Lord  Chief  Juftice  of  the  Common-Pleas  and 
Thomas  Heth ,  Chief  Remembrancer,  to  fupprefs  the  Nunnery  of  Greyn,  in  the 
County  of  Carlow  and  to  place  theAbbefs  and  Nuns  in  other  Houfes.  A  D 
1544  King  Henry  the  VUIth  granted  a  Licence  to  this  Prelate  to  annex  the  Arch¬ 
deaconry  of  Kel'ls,  and  the  Redtory  of  Nobir,  in  theDiocefe  of  Meath,  to  the  Bifhop- 
rick  for  ever,  for  the  Maintenance  of  the  Bifhops  Table.  But  if  this  were  done,  it  is 
certain  the  Archdeaconry  again  returned  to  its  former  State.  On  the  fourteenth  of 
January  following,  another  Licence  iflued  to  him  and  to  the  Clergy  of  Meath  to 
Alien  unto  Philip  Penteny  and  Edward  Feld  the  Manor  and  Lordfhip  of  Ardcathe , 
and  to  others  the  Manors,  and1  Lordlhips  of  Scurlogftozvn,  Newtown ,  Killene  and 
Clonard ,  with  the  Appurtenances,  in  the  County  of  Meath  j  and  two  Years  after  he 
and  his-  Clergy  obtained  another  Licence  to  alien  the  Advowlbn  of  Painjl.own 
in  the  County  of  Meath,  to  John  de  la  Feld,  his  Heirs  and  Afligns  forever,  as  ap¬ 
pears  in  the  Chancery  Rolls. r  On  the  eighth  of  November  1 546,  f  King  Henry 
the  VILIth  appointed  him  one  of  the  Commiflioners,  for  taking  the  Surrender  of 
St.  Patrick^  Church  Dublin,  from  Dean  Bafnetr  and  the  Chapter  5,  which  was 
afterwards  reftored  by  Queen  Mary-.  Kmg- Edward  the  Vlth  in  the  firft  Year 
of  his  Reign  called  him  into  the  Privy  Council c  of  Ireland ,  and  made  him 
Judge  of  the  Faculties.  He  was  inftrumental,t  and  a&ive  in  all  the  Change*  of 
Religion  which  happened  at  this. Time,  and  joined  with  Archbifhop  Brown , 
in  oppofition  to  his.  Metropolitan,  Primate  Dowdbal,  in  introducing  the  Liturgy 
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in  Englijh  ;  For  which  he  afterwards  was  a  Sufferer.  For]  on  the  twenty  ninth 
of  7/^1554,  in  the.  Reign  of  Queen  Mary ,  he  was  deprived  [by  the  faid£><m;» 
dal  and  his  Succeffor  Waljh]  and  foon  after  died  s  having  been  but  in  an  ill  State 
of  Health  for  fome  Tears  before  his  Death. 

WILLIAM  WALSH \ 

[Succ.  1554.  bepriv.  1560.] 

ILEIAM  Walfh ,  Do&or  of  Divinity,  and  a  Native  of  Waterford ,  was 
[on  the  1 8th  of  Otlober  1554]  appointed  Succeffor  to  Bifhop  Staples^  and 
was  reftored  to  the  Temporaries  on  the  2  2d  of  November  following,  [with  a  Re~ 
trofpefl  to  the  Time  of  his  Predeceffors  Deprivation.  Yet  if  one  may  give  Cre¬ 
dit  to  a  Manufcript  Treatife,  wrote  by  John ,  alias  MalachyHartrey ,  a  Ciflertian 
Monk  of  the  Abby  of  Holy  Crefs ,  intitled,  de  Ciflertienfium  Hibernorum  viris 
illuflribus ,  this  Bifhop  was  born  at  Dunboyn  in  the  County  of  Meath ,  and  not  at 
Waterford ,  and  Was,  before  his  Promotion  to  this  See*  a  Ciflertian  Monk  of  the 
Abby  of  ReBiff  in.  the  County  of  Meath.  However  that  may  be,]  he  was 
deprived  in  the  Reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth  [for  preaching  againfl  the  ,Book  of 
Common  Prayer,  then  newly  eftablifhed,  and  the  Queen’s  Supremacy]  and  thrown 
into  Prifon  j  and  fome  Years  after  lent  into  Banifhment.  He  died  at  Alcala  de 
Henares  in  Spain,  on  the  3d  Hi  January  1 577,  and  was  buryed  there,  in  theChurch 
belonging  to  a  Seminary  of  the  Ciflertian  Order*  of  which  he  was  a  Monk. 

[The  above-mentioned  Hartrey  hath  given  us  the  following  Infcription  taken 
From  his  Monument,  which  Chriflopher  Henriques u  hath  copied  from  him.  “  Hie 
“  Jacet  Gulielmns  Walfhetts ,  Ciflertienfn  Ordinis  Monachus ,  &  Epifcopus  Midenfisi 
“  qui  pro  fide  Catholic d pofl  tredecimAnnos ,  Carceris ,  et  multos  toleratos  labor es,  tan - 
“  dem  obiit  exul  ComplutiAnno  1 5  Jy,  pride  noni  January.  Here  lieth  William  Waljh  * 
“  a  Ciflertian  Monk,  and  Bifhop  of  Meath ,  who  having  fuffered  Imprifonment, 
and  many  other  hardfhips  for  thirteen  Years,  at  lafl  died  in  Banifhment  at 
*4  Alcala ,  on  the  Day  before  the  Nones  of  January  in  the  Year  1577.” 

Bifhop  Waljh  being  deprived  in  1 560,  his  Succeffor,  Hugh  Brady ,  was  not  ad¬ 
vanced  untill  the  Year  1563  ^  fo  that  there  is  a  Chafm  here  of  near  three  Years. 
The  Oxford  Antiquary  w  hath  placed  one  William  Johnfon  in  this  See  in  the  mean 
Time,  but  ftill  Under  a  Doubt,  uti  fertur ,  as  it  was  reported.  I  will  give  the 
Reader  his  Words*-  that  he  may  Judge  of  the  Fa6t ;  for  I  confefs  I  have  no  where 
elfe  met  with  him  mentioned  as  Bifhop  of  Meath.  He  fays,  “  William  Johnfon 
“  took  his  Degree  of  Batchelor  of  Arts  in  1543,  and  of  Mafter  in  1546,  and 
“  was  for  a-  time  Fellow  of  All-Souls  College  in  Oxford  \  that  he  was  alfo  for  a 
“  time  Dean  of  Dublin ,  and  ( as  it  was  reported)  Bifhop  of  Meath”  And  for 
his  Authority,  he  refers  to  a  Manufcript  Catalogue  of  the  Fellows  of  that  Col¬ 
lege  The  lame  thing  he  alledgeth  in  his  Athence  Oxonienfes* :  But  I  muft  leave  it 
upon  his  Credit.  Poffibly  Johnfon  might  have  been  nominated  to  this  See;  but  whe¬ 
ther  through  the  unfettled  State  of  Religion,  or  for  what  other  Caufe,  I  know  not, 
it  doth  not  appear  by  any  other  Evidence,  that  he  became  poffefled  of  this  Bi- 
fhoprick.  It  is  certain,  in  the  M.  S.  Regifter  of  the  Bifhops  of  Meath ,  now  in  the 
College  Library,  Hugh  Brady ,  is  placed  as  immediate  Succeffor  to  Bifhop  Waljh . 
This  Regifter  from  Simon  Rochfort  to  Hugh  Inge ,  Inclufive,  was  written  out  of  the; 
antient  Rolls  of  the  See  of  Meath,  A.  D.  1518,  by  George  Cogley ,  Notary  Pub- 
lick,  and  Regifter  of  that  See,  and  continued  afterwards  by  fome  other  Perfon.J 
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HUGH  BRADY, 

Succ .  1563.  Oh,  1583.] 

I^UGH  Brady ,  [A.  M.]  was  appointed  Succefifor  to  Waltk^  by  Queen  Eliza¬ 
beth  [unlefs  Johnjon ,  before^mentioried,  may  be  placed  between  them,]  and 
was  confecrated  in  1 563.  [His  Letters  Patent  bear  Late  the  21ft  of  October  in  the 
5th  Year  of  that  Queen;  but  ate  entred  in  the  Rolls  Office  in  the  6th,  and  he  was 
restored  to  the  Temporalties  on  the  7th  of  December  following  his  Promotion* 
His  See  was  fo  poor  at  this  Time,  that  on  the  6th  of  October  1564  y  the  Queen 
fent  fpecial  Letters  to  the  Government,  ordering  them  to  give  a  Refpite  of  five 
Years  to  him  for  the  payment  of  his  Firft-Fruits.  He  was  Archdeacon  of  Meath+ 
before  he  was  Biffiop  of  it,  as  appears  by  an  Infcription  on  a  Stone  in  the  Church 
of  Kells.']  Having  fat  about  20  Years,  he  died  on  the  13th  of  February  1583* 
at  Dunboyn ,  the  Place  of  his  Birth,  and  lies  buryed  there  in  the  Pariffi  Church. 
[In  his  time,  A.  D  1568,  the  See  of  Clonmacnots ,  was  by  Ad:  of  Parliament 
united  to  Meath ,  and  he  enjoyed  the  Profits  of  both  during  the  Remainder  of 
his  Life.] 

r  HO  MAS  JONES ' 

[Succ.  1584.  Refign.  16^5.] 

THOMAS  Jones ,  a  Lancajhire  Man  by  Birth,  was  firft  Chancellor,  and 
afterwards  Dean  of  St,  Patrick’s ,  Dublin .  He  was  confecrated  Biffiop  of 
this  See  on  the  1 2th  of  May  1584  [the  Letters  Patent  for  his  Creation  bearing  Date 
two  Days  before,  and  his  Writ  of  Reftitution  the  fame  Day  *  J  He  was  manda¬ 
ted  to  Dublin  on  the  eighth  of  November  1605.  See  more  of  him  among  the 
Archbiffiops  of  Dublin.  [He  was  called  into  the  Privy  Council a  by  Virtue  of 
the  Inftrudionsof  Government  given  to  Sir  John  Perrot*  Anno  1584,  by  fpecial 
Name.] 

ROGER  D  O  D. 

[Succ.  1605.  Oh.  1608.] 

ROGER  Dod ,  Dodot  of  Divinity  of  the  Univerfity  of  Cambridge ,  was 
Dean  of  Salop ,  [yet  Le  Neve  in  his  Fafii ,  neither  mentions  this  Dignity, 
nor  Names  him  as  preferred  in  that  Church.]  He  was  confecrated  about  the  Clofe 
of  the  Year  1605,  or  the  Beginning  of  the  fucceeding  Year,  [the  Letters  Patent  of 
his  Creation  bearing  Date  the  13th  of  November  in  the  third  Year  of  Kin  o' 
James  the  firft.]  He  died  at  Ardbraccan  on  the  27th  of  July  1608,  and  was  hur¬ 
ried  in  the  Church  of  that  Place. 

GEORGE  MO  UN  YGO  ME  R  Y  ’ 

[Succ.  16  ro.  Oh.  1620.]

QEO  R  G  E  Mountgomery ,  Dodor  of  Divinity,  a  Native  of  Scotland ,  and 
fprung  from  the  illuftrious  Family  of  the  Earl  of  Eglington ,  Head  of  the 
Houfe  of  the  Mountgomeries  in  that  Country.  He  was  Dean  of  Norwich ,  and 
Chaplain  to  King  James  [the  firft.]  In  1605  he  obtained  the  Biffiopricks  of  Derry 
Raphoe ,  and  Clogher ;  but  in  1610  he  furrendred  the  two  former,  and  took  on 
him  the  Adminiftration  of  the  See  of  Meath  ;  which  he  held  with  that  of  Clogher 
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as  long  as  he  lived.  [He  held  alfo  the  Deanery  of  Norwich  *  with  thefe  two  Iaft 
mentioned  Sees,  untill  the  24th  of  September  1614,  and  then  refigned  it.  What 
AccelTion  of  Revenue  came  to  the  See  of  Clogher ,  during  this  Prelate’s  Time,  by 
the  Munificence  of  King  James ,  may  be  feen  under  the  Bilhops  of  Clogher. ] 
He  died  in  London,  on  the  15th  of  January  1620,  Englijh  Stile.  His  Body 
Was  conveyed  into  Ireland ,  and  buried  in  the  Church  of  Ardbraccan. 

JAMES  U  S  S  H  E  R. 

[Succ.  1621.  Refgn.  1624.] 

JAMES  Ufsher ,  a  Native  of  Dublin ,  and  Doctor  of  Divinity  of  the  Uni- 
verfity  there,  was  confecrated  at  Droghedah ,  in  St.  Pe/dr’s  Church,  in  1621,  [by 
Chrijlopher,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  Robert ,  Bilhop  of  Down ,  Thomas,  Bilhop 
of  Kilmore,  and  Theophilus ,  Bilhop  of  Dromore ,  and  was  foon  after  called  into 
the  Privy-Council.  He  was,  a  little  before  his  Advancement  to  this  See,  prefen- 
ted  to  the  Redory  of  I  rim,  on  the  17th  of  April  1620,  but  was  never  inftituted 
and  induded  to  it.  His  Letters  Patent  to  the  Biflioprick  of  Meath  bear  date  the 
1 6th  of  January  following  *,  and  by  the  King’s  Letter,  dated  the  28  th  of  Novem¬ 
ber  1621,  he  had  a  remittal  of  the  Firft  Fruits.]  He  was  tranflated  to  Armagh , 
on  the  2  ill  of  March  1624  ;  under  which  Sec,  the  Reader  may  find  a  full  and 
$mple  Account  of  him. 

ANT  HO  NT  MARTIN. 

[Succ.  1625.  Ob.  1650] 

A  Nr  HO  NT  Martin,  Dodor  of  Divinity  of  the  Univerfity  of  Dublin , 
Dean  of  Waterford,  [and  Prebendary  of  Lackah  in  the  Diocefe  of  Tuam ,] 
was  confecrated  Bilhop  of  Meath  in  St.  Patrick's ,  Dublin ,  on  the  25th  of  July 
1625,  by  Lancelot,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin,  William,  Archbifhop  of  Tuam,  and 
William,  Bilhop  of  Kildare.  [The  Letters  Patent  for  his  Promotion  bear  Date 
the  23d  of  March  1624,  four  Days  before  the  Death  of  King  James  the  Firft  : 
But  King  Charles  the  Firft  confirmed  his  Title,  and  on  the  29th  of  May  follow¬ 
ing  ilfued  a  Mandate  *  for  his  Confecration  and  Reftitution  to  the  Temporalties] 
He  was  a  Native  of  Galway ,  and  educated  partly  in  Prance,  and  partly  in  Ema¬ 
nuel  College,  in  Cambridge.  [The  Courfe  of  his  Promotions  were  thefe.]  Upon 
Jus  return  home  he  was  eleded  a  Fellow  of  Trinity  College,  near  Dublin ,  where  Sir 
Jame  Ware  obferves,  that  he  ufed  to  attend  his  Ledures  in  Philofopy,  and  men¬ 
tions  it  the  more  willingly,  as  thinking  himfelf  bound  through  Gratitude  to  tell  it. 
[This  was  in  the  Year  1607,  being  recommended  to  Dr.  Ufsher,  afterwards  Lord 
Primate,  by  William  Eyre,  in  an  Epiftle,  mentioning  him  in  high  Strains  of  Praile, 
both  for  his  Philofophy,  polite  Learning,  and  other  Accomplilhments,  in  which 
he  ftiles  him,  a  true  Nathaniel  without  Guile.  His  firft  Promotion  in  the  Church  was 
the  Prebend  of  Jago,  and  he  was  next  made  Archdeacon  of  Dublin ,  and  after¬ 
wards,  pn  the  4th  of  April  1620,  obtained  a  Faculty  to  hold  together  the  faid 
^Archdeaconry,  the  Treafurerlhip  of  Cafhel ,  together  with  the  Vicaridgeof  Gal- 
bally,  in  the  County  of  Limerick ,  united  to  it,  and  the  Redory  of  Batterfea  in  Eng¬ 
land.  On  the  1 8th  of  May  1621,  he  was  advanced  to  the  Deanery  of  Waterford 
by  Sir  Oliver  St.  John ,  afterwards  Lord  Grandifon,  then  Lord  Deputy  of  Ireland , 
whofe  Chaplain  he  was,  and  afterwards  promoted  to  this  See. 
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He  was  a  Member  of  the  Privy  Council  at  the  Time  of  the  Rebellion  in  1641* 
and  always  with  Courage  and  Conftancy  oppofed  any  Peace  with  the  Irijh,  un¬ 
til  1  the  Kings  Honour  was  vindicated  from  their  Afperfions,  and  more  Safe,  and 
Satisfattory  Terms  obtained  for  the  Proteftants,  than  he  faw  propofed  in  that 
Treaty.  Upon  the  Flight  of  Provoft  Wajhington  from  the  faid  Rebellion, 
Dottor  Tate  was  for  a  Time  appointed  to  live  in  the  Provofts  Lodgings  to  0- 
verfce  the  few  Scholars  remaining,  who  then  abode  in  the  College  5  but  never 
was  legal  Provoft*  Upon  Tates  removal,  this  Our  Bifhop  was  made  Provoft,  and 
lived  with  his  Family  in  the  College.  On  the  fixteenth  of  January  1 642 c  the 
Members  then  prefent  in  the  Privy  Council  fubfcribed  an  Inftrument  declaring, 
that  they  would  fend  in  their  Plate  the  next  Day  to  help  to  fatisfie  the  Officers 
of  the  Army,  who  had  warmly  remonftrated  their  Condition.  A  Meflenger  was 
fent  to  the  Abfent  Members  for  their  Subfcription.  When  the  Paper  was  prefen- 
ted  to  our  Bilhop  *,  he  told  the  Meflenger,  (as  the  Truth  was,)  that  he  had  nei¬ 
ther  Plate,  nor  any  thing  elfe  to  convert  into  Money,  but  a  few  old  Gowns  ;  his 
Houfe  being  pillaged  and  burnt  in  the  beginning  of  the  Troubles,  and  all  he 
had,  feizedon  by  the  Rebels*  The  Lords  Juftices,  and  fome  of  the  Privy  Coun¬ 
cil,  who  favoured  the  Meafures  of  the  Englijh  Parliament,  taking  this  Anfwer 
as  an  Affront  to  the  Jurifdittion  of  the  Board,  were  willing  to  lay  hold  on  the 
Opportunity  to  punifti  the  Bifhop,  who  was  no  way  agreeable  to  the  Parliament 
Commiflioners,  then  in  Dublin ;  becaufehe  was  a  Bifhop,  nor  to  the  Lords  Juftices; 
becaufe  he  had  been  Attive  in  Parliament  in  oppoflng  fome  extraordinary  pro¬ 
ceedings  of  theirs ;  and  therefore  was  feldom  fummoned  to  Council.  The  Lords 
Juftices  caufed  the  Meflenger  to  make  an  Affidavit  of  the  Bifhops  Anfwer,  and, 
upon  his  appearance,  committed  him  a  Prifoner  to  one  of  the  Sheriffs  of  Dublin 
by  Warrant  figned  by  the  Lords  Juftices,  and  five  of  the  Privy  Council.  He 
petitioned  the  -Board  the  Week  following,  defiring  to  be  removed  to  his  own 
Houfe  •,  but  his  Petition  was  rejetted.  He  applied  to  the  King  for  relief,  fet- 
ting  forth  his  Poverty  and  Hardfhips;  and  was  at  laft  enlarged,  after  a  cofide- 
rable  Reftraint.  Upon  the  furrender  of  Dublin  in  1647,  an  Order d  iflued  from 
the  Parliament  Commiflioners  for  the  difcontinuance  of  the  Liturgy,  and  for 
the  Obfervation  of  the  Direttory  in  all  Churches  and  Chappels  within  the  City. 
But  the  Att  of  Uniformity,  which  eftablifhed  the  Liturgy,  being  ftill  in  force, 
Bifhop  Martin  had  the  Courage  to  flight  the  Order,  and  continued  to  ufe  the 
Liturgy  in  the  College  Chappel,  and  to  preach  againft  the  Herefies  of  the  Times 
with  an  Apoftolick  Liberty,  in  a  crouded  Audience.]  He  died  [opprefled 
with  Poverty]  in  July  1650  ;  being  taken  off  by  the  Plague,  which  then  raged 
in  Dublin ,  and  was  buried  in  the  Anti-Chappel  [near  the  North  Wall,  under  the 
old  Steeple.] 

H  E  N  R  T  L  E  S  L  E  r. 

[Succ.  1660.  Ob.  1661.] 

H£  N  RT  Lefley,  was  a  Native  of  Scotland ,  Dottor  of  Divinity,  Dean  of 
Down ,  and  T  reafurer  of  St.  Patrick's ,  Dublin.  He  was  Chaplain  to  King 
Charles  the  firft,  and  was  confecrated  Bifhop  of  Down  and  Connor  at  Droghedah, 
in  St.  Peter’s  Church,  on  the  4th  of  Qttober  1 635,  and  tranflated  to  this  See  [after  a 
long  Vacancy  of  near  ten  Years]  on  the  18th  of  January  1660.  He  funk  under 
the  Burthen  of  old  Age,  and  died  in  Dublin  on  the  7th  of  April,  1661,  and  was 
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buryed  there  in  Chrift -Church,  on  the  10th  of  that  Month.  [The  Day  after  his 
Death,  John  Bramhall ,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  ifliied  a  Mandate  e  to  the  Arch¬ 
deacon  and  Clergy  of  the  Diocefes  of  Meath  and  Clonmacnois  ;  inhibiting  them 
from  the  Exercife  of  any  ecclefiaftical  JurifdiCtion  within  the  faid  Diocefes  during 
the  Vacancy  ;  alledging,  that  all  the  Power  and  JurifdiCtion  of  the  faid  Diocefes 
had  devolved  on  him  by  his  Metropolitical  Right :  He  alfo,  on  the  16th  of  the 
fame  Month,  ilfued  a  Citation f  to  Ambrofe  Jones,  Archdeacon  of  Meath , 
(afterwards  Bifhop  of  Kildare ,)  giving  him  Notice,  that  he  intended  on  the  2d  of 
May  following  to  vifit  the  faid  Diocefe,  by  virtue  of  his  Metropolitical  Right  ; 
and  warning  him  to  cite  all  the  Clergy,  and  others  concerned,  to  attend  at  the  faid 
Vifitation,  in  St.  Patrick* s  Church  at  Droghedah.  He  hath  left  behind  him,  A 
V reatife  of  the  Authority  of  the  Church  :  A  Charge  to  his  Clergy  at  a  Vifitation  at 
Lifnegarvy,  and  feveral  Sermons .  Sec  a  fuller  Account  of  him  among  the 
Bilhops  of  Down  and  Connor .] 

HE  NR  T  JONES. 

[Succ.  1661.  Ob.  1681.] 

RE  NRT  Jones ,  Doctor  of  Divinity  of  the  Univerfity  of  Dublin ,  [and  for 
above  fifteen  Years  Vice-Chancellor  of  it]  was  Dean  of  Kilmore,  and  Son  of 
Lewis  Jones,  formerly  Bifhop  of  Killaloe.  He  was  confecrated  Bifhop  of  Clogher 
in  Chrift -Church,  Dublin ,  on  the  9th  of  November  1645,  by  Lancelot ,  Archbifhop 
of  Dublin ,  William ,  Bifhop  of  Kildare :  and  George  Bifhop  of  Cloyn  ;  and  was 
tranfiated  to  this  See  on  the  25th  %  of  May  1661,  and  a  little  after  called  into  the 
Privy  Council  of  Ireland.  [But  he  was  in  great  Danger  of  being  prevented  in 
thefe  high  Promotions,  by  the  lofs  of  his  Life  in  the  beginning  of  the  Rebellion 
in  1641,  had  he  not  been  preferved  by  a  Gentleman  h  named  Philip  Mac  Mulmore 
O-Reily,  who  had  protected  feveral  of  the  Proteftants,  and  therefore  ought  to  be 
remembred.  On  the  29th  of  October  that  Year,  one  of  the  O-Reilfs,  Sheriff  of 
Cavan  with  3000  Men,  palling  by  the  Caftle  of  Belanenagh,  where  Mr.  Jones  then 
lived,  and  which  he  maintained  for  fix  Days,  fummoned  the  Place  ;  which,  not  be¬ 
ing  Tenable,  he  furrendered,  and  was  with  his  Family  committed  to  the  Charge 
of  the  faid  Philip  Mac-Mulmore  O-Reily,  and  a  Garrifon  placed  in  his  Caftle.  He 
was  foon  after  employed  by  the  Rebels  of  the  County  of  Cavan  to  deliver  a  Re- 
monftrance  to  the  Lords  Juftices  (Bifhop  Bedel  having  refufed  that  Employment) 
He  accepted  the  Charge,  not  thinking  it  fafe  to  refufe;  and  returned  after  ten  Days 
ftay  in  Dublin,  having  left  hisWife  and  Children,  as  Plottages  among  the  Rebels. 
See  his  relation  of  this  Matter  p.  6  &c.  He  was  Inftrumental  in  the  Prefervation 
of  Droghedah,  by  giving  timely  Notice  to  the  Lords  Juftices  of  a  Defign  for¬ 
med  by  the  Rebels  againft  it;  which  obliged  the  Government  to  ftrengthen  the  Gar¬ 
rifon.  Upon  his  coming  up  to  Dublin,  after  he  had  been  difeharged,  he  was  em¬ 
ployed  by  Commifiion  from  the  Government  to  take  the  Examinations  of  all  the 
Proteftants,  who  had  efcaped  the  Fury  of  the  firft  InfurreCtion,  to  inquire  into 
their  Loffes,  and  to  examine  Witneffes  towards  the  Conviction  of  fuch,  who  had 
been  engaged  in  the  Rebellion,  either  by  any  hoftile  A£t  of  their  own,  or  by 
correfponding  with  or  relieving  the  Rebels.  He  was  afterwards  fent  to  London , 
to  follicit  relief  for  the  diftreffed  Proteftants  of  Ireland,  either  from  the  Parlia¬ 
ment,  or  by  the  Contributions  of  charitable  Perfons.  It  was  upon  his  Return

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from  thence,  A.  D  1645,  that  the  King  advanced  him  to  the  See  of  Cloghe 
by  the  Recommendation  of  the  Marquis  of  Ormond.  5fet  he  was  not  fo  ftrait 
laced  in  Point  of  Loyalty  to  his  Prince  and  Benefaftor,  but  that  he  could  accept 
of  an  Employment  under  the  Ufurper  of  his  Crown.  For  we  are  told, '  that  he 
was  Scout  Mafter  General  to  Oliver  Cromwell's  Army  ;  a  Poll  not  fo  decent  for 
one  of  his  Function.  This  is  glanced  at  by  a  certain  Writer  k,  his  Contempora¬ 
ry,  who  in  giving  an  Account  of  the  Confecration  of  the  twelve  Bilhops  on  the 
27th  of  January  1660,  tells  us,  “  That  fome,  who  in  the  late  Wars  moved 
“  extrinfecal  to  their  Functions,  were  not  admitted  to  lay  on  their  Hands,  left  a 
“  Queftion  might  be  raifed  as  to  the  Legitimacy  of  the  Ordination  ;  although  the 
“  eminence  of  their  Parts,  and  the  ftriftnefs  of  their  Lives,  were  exemplary.** 
However  he  afterwards  appeared  early  in  favour  of  the  Reftoration,  which  gave 
him  Intereft  enough  to  procure  his  Promotion  to  this  See  on  the  Death  of  Bi- 
ftiop  Lejley.  During  the  Time  of  the  Ufurpation,  viz ,  in  1651,  he  adorned 
the  1  Old  Library  of  the  College  with  a  fair  Stair-cafe,  Windows,  Clafles, 
Seats,  and  other  Ornaments,  and  made  Additions  to  it,  to  the  Value  of  about 
400  1.  He  died  in  Dublin  on  the  5th  of  January  1681,  and  was  buryed  in  St- 
Andrew's  Church  the  Day  following  ;  his  Funeral  Sermon  being  preached  by  his 
next  Succeffor.  He  was  a  Prelate  111  of  confiderable  Fame  for  his  Learning,  and 
profound  Judgment  in  Politicks,  Hofpitality,  and  a  conftant  exercife  of  preach¬ 
ing,  Two  of  his  Children,  a  Son  and  a  Daughter,  named  Ambrofe  and  Alice, 
changed  their  Religion  in  the  Reign  of  King  James  the  fecond,  and  died  bi« 
gotted  Papifts ;  as  I  have  been  well  informed  by  one  living,  who  knew  the  Fad. 
The  Reader  may  find  an  Account  of  what  Books  he  wrote,  among  the  Writers 
of  Ireland  of  this  Period.

[Succ.  1681.  Ob.  1697.] 


AN  T  H  O  N  T  Dopping ,  Bilhop  of  Kildare ,  was  tran  flated  to  this  See  by> 
Letters  Patent,  dated  the  14th  of  January  1681  ;  in  which  was  an  unu- 
fual  Claufe  inferted,  that  hefhould  be  admitted  into  the  Privy  Council ;  and  ac¬ 
cordingly  on  the  5th  of  April  following,  he  was  fworn  a  Privy  Courxellor,  and 
continued  fo  untill  the  Death  of  King  Charles  the  fecond,  and  the  Diffolution  of 
the  Council  by  King  James  the  fecond,  on  the  2d  of  February  1684. 

I  do  not  know  whether  his  Succeffors  in  this  See  have  the  fame  Claufe  in  their 
Patents  but  I  am  of  Opinion,  that  from  hence,  and  for  that  the  Biftiops  of 
Meath  have  been  frequently  Privy  Councellors,  hath  fprung  that  vulgar  Error 
that  the  Bilhops  of  Meath  are  Confiliarij  Nati ,  or  Privy  Councellors  in  right  of 
their  Bilhopricks.  But  to  proceed.  0 

Our  good  Biftiop  lived  to  fee  his  Country  a  Scene  of  Defolation,  to  fee  it 
wafted  with  Fire  and  Sword,  Popery  triumphant,  the  eftabJilhed  Religion  trod 
under  Foot,  the  Proteftants  forcibly  turned  out  of  their  Offices,  Ecclefiaftical, 
Civil,  and  Military,  deprived  of  the  Rights  of  Citizens,  and  fpoiled  of  their 
Charters  and  Freeholds  ;  to  fee  the  Clergy  robbed  of  their  Tythes  and  Churches, 
the  Bilhops  drove  away  from  their  Flocks,  and  the  Proteftants  almoft  univerfally 
plundered  by  their  Irijk  Enemies  ;  many  of  whom  were  obliged  in  point  of  Safe¬ 
ty  to  fly  for  Refuge  into  England ,  and  fuch  who  remained  were  imprifoned.

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ftripped,  fpoiled,  expelled  out  of  their  Houfes  and  Eftates,  and  treated  with  all 
forts  of  inhumanity.  But  under  thefe  Calamities  he  endeavoured  to  fupjx>rtt]ie 
finking  Proteftant  Intereft,  with  the  greateft  Fortitude  and  Conftancy  ;  fre- 
quently  applying  by  Petition  to  the  Government. m  in  its  behalf,  and  (peaking  in 
the  Houle  of  Lords,  with  fuch  extraordinary  Eloquence,  Boldnefs,  Intrepidity* 
and  Honefty,  againft  the  unjuft  Proceedings  of  King  James  and  his  Parliament, 
as  no  body  could  do,  but  one,  who  had  the  Intereft  and  Welfare  of  his  Religion 
and  Country  fmcerely  at  Heart.  The  Reader  may  fee  a  Speech  of'  his  made., 
in  the  Houfe  of  Lords  on  the  fourth  of  June  1689,  againft  the  Ad  of  Repeal  of 
the  Ads  of  Settlement  and  Explanation,  then  depending  in  Parliament,  in  Arch  ,, 
bilhop  King' s  State  n  of  the  Proteftants  of  Ireland ,  too  long  to  be  here  inferted; 
which  clearly  evidenceth  the  Eloquence,  Conftancy,  Fortitude  and  Magnani¬ 
mity  of  this  great  Patriot  in  Times  of  the  utmoft  Danger.  And  it  pleafed 
God  to  prolong  his  Life  to  behold  the  Intereft  of  his  Country,  and  of  the  Pro- 
teftant  Religion  reftored  by  the  Vidorious  Forces  of  Londonderry  and  Inijkillin ,  to 
fee  a  compleat  Deliverance  wrought  by  the  Profperous  Arms  of  the  Glorious  King 
William  the  third,  his  Country  reftored  to  its  happy,  peaceful  and  flourilhing  Con¬ 
dition,,  and  himfelf  to  the  quiet  Enjoyment  of  the  feveral  Dignities  which  he  defer- 
vcdly  held  both  in  Church  and  State.  The  only  Bifhops  who  remained  in  Ireland , 
during  thefe  Combuftions,  were  He,  Michael ,  Archbilhop  of  Armagh ,  Edward, 
Bilhop  of  Cork ,  Thomas ,  Bilhop  of  OJJory ,  Simon,  Bilhop  of  Limerick ,  John , 
Bilhop  of  Killaloe ,  and  Hugh ,  Bilhop  of  W iterford  *,  and  they  were  by  the  won, 
derful  Providence  of  God  preferved  fafe  among  all  thofe  Dangers,  untill  the  ge¬ 
neral  Deliverance  wrought  on  the  firft  of  July  1690.  But  Hugh  Bilhop  q!  W(ir 
terford  fuffered  the  moll  :  For  he  was  feized  in  his  Bed  by  a  Gang  of  Irijk 
Ruffians,  inhumanely  treated,  ftabbed  with  many  Wounds,  and  left  for  dead, 

After  the  Deliverance  of  this  Nation,  wrought  by  the  Battle  of  the  Boyn,  our 
Prelate,  at  the  Head  of  the  Proteftant  Clergy,  who  were  in  Dublin ,  waited  on 
Ring  William  in  his  Camp,  to  whom  he  made  an  Excellent  Congratulatory 
Speech  for  his  Majcfty’s  happy  Victory,  and  their  Deliverance.  He  died  in 
Dublin ,  much  lamented  by  all  degrees  of  People,  on  the  24th  of  April  1 697, 
and  was  buryed  in  a  Vault  of  his  Family  in  St.  Andrews  Church.  By  his  Will  # 
dated  fix  Days  before  his  Death,  he  bequeathed  fixty  Pounds  to  the  Parifh  of  Sr, 
Andrews ,  of  which  he  had  been  Vicar,  to  be  laid  out  at  Intereft  for  fuch  Ufes  as 
the  Minifter  and  Church- Wardens  Ihould  think  fit.  He  alfo  devifed  a  piece  of 
Plate,  given  him  by  the  kind  Parilhioners  of  the  faid  Parilh,  to  the  Heir  of  his 
Family,  as  an  Heir-Loom,  to  defeend  for  ever,  as  a  Remembrance  of  the  Pa¬ 
rilhioners  kindnefs  to  him.  This  piece  of  Plate  is  a  large  Dilh,  now  in  the 
Cuftody  of  his  Son,  Dean  Dopping ,  containing  1240Z.  7  pwt.  on  the  Margin  of 
which  is  engraved  his  Family  Arms  ;  on  the  bottom  of  the  Dilh  within  fide, 
St.  Andrew  on  the  Crofs,  round  about  which  is  this  Greek  Lemma ,  viz.  0) 
jx-poiquU;  r.^; iiwMuffav.

RICHAR  D  Tennifon ,  Doctor  of  Divinity,  was  tranilated  from  the  Sees  of  Kil- 
lala  and  Achonryto  Clogher ,  on  the  twenty  eighth  of  Febuary  1690,  and 
from  Clogher  to  this  See,  on  the  25th  of  June  1 697,  and  was  inthroned  in  the 
Church  of  Trim .  He  was  foon  after  called  into  the  Privy  Council  by  King/Fz/- 
liam,  and  died  on  the  24th  of  Augujl  1705  •,  having  left  by  his  Will  e  5  1.  to 
the  poor  of  the  Parifhes  of  Ardbraccan  and  Lifcartan ,  5  1.  to  the  Poor  of  as 
much  to  the  Poor  of  Kells,  and  3  1.  to  the  Poor  of  Navan.  He  alfo  bequeathed 
200 1.  to  the  Lord  Primate  to  be  layed  out  in  Land,  as  the  Foundation  of  a 
Fund  for  the  Maintenance  of  Clergymens  Widows  and  Orphans,  expreffing  his 
hopes,  that  the  Bifhops  of  this  Kingdom  would  add  thereto  .  The  Reader  may 
fee  a  fuller  Account  of  him  among  the  Bifhops  of  Killala  and  Achonry ,  and  of 
Clogher.

WILLIAM  Moreton ,  Doctor  of  Divinity,  and  a  Native  of  Chefter ,  was 
tranilated  from  Kildare  to  this  See  upon  the  Death  of  Bifhop  Tenni- 
fon ,  towards  the  clofe  of  the  Year  1705.  He  died  in  Dublin  on  the  twenty  firft 
of  November  1715,  and  was  buried  there  in  the  Cathedral  of  Chrifi -Church,  three 
Days  after.  See  more  of  him  among  the  Bifhops  of  Kildare . 

JOHN  EVANS. 

[Succ.  1715.  Ob.  1723.] 

JOHN  Evans,  Dodtor  of  Divinity,  was  confecrated  Bifhop  of  Bangor  in  Wales , 
on  the  fourth  of  January  1701,  and  from  thence  tranflated  to  this  See,  by 
Letters  Patent,  dated  the  19th  of  January  1715,  and  inthroned  the  3d  of  Fe¬ 
bruary  following.  He  died  in  Dublin  on  the  fecond  of  March  1723,  and  was  bu- 
ryed  there  in  the  Church  Yard  of  St.  George’s  Chappel,  over  whom  his  Widow 
eredted  a  handfom  Monument,  of  black  and  white  Marble,  curioufly  carved  and 
guilded,  on  which  is  this  Infcription,  viz.

K I A  RAN,  or  Ciaran  the  Younger,  founded  the  Abby 
of  Clonmacnois ,  antiently  called  lipraic ,  [or  Drum-Tip* 
raid  near  the  River  Shewn,  ]  in  the  very  Centre  or  N  avel 
of  the  Kingdom,  A.  D.  548  j  and  Denned ,  the  Son  of 
Cervail,  King  of  Ireland ,  granted  the  Scite  on  which  ^his 
Abby  was  built.  St.  Kiaran  was  defeended  from  the  Sept 
of  the  Arads ,  but  was  the  Son  of  Boetius ,  or  Boenandus , 
a  Carpenter  ;  from  whence  he  was  commonly  nick-na¬ 
med,  Mac-Iteir ,  or  the  Son  of  the  Artificer.  Many  are  of  Opinion  that  Kiaran 
prefided  over  this  Abby  only  one  Year,  although  others  fay,  feven ;  which  I 
think  muft  be  a  Miftake  ;  for  he  died  there,  on  the  9th  of  September  549,  in  the 
Flower  of  his  Age  ;  having  lived  only  thirty  three  Years.  [St.  Coemgene  or 
Keivin  %  afiifted  at  his  Funeral  Obfequies  the  third  Night  following  •,  and  his 

a  Ware’s  Arniq.  ch.  29. 
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Friend  St.  Columb  fome  time  after  compofed  a  Hymn  in  his  Praife.  [The  An¬ 
nals  of  Inifall  place  the  Birth  of  St.  Kiaran  under  the  Year  506,  and  his  Death 
in  548.  But  Archbifhop  Ufsher  bfrom  the  Authority  of  the  Book  of  Navan , 
and  the  Ulfter  Annals,  is  more  worthy  of  Credit,  who  alledgeth  that  he  was  bom 
in  5r6,  and  died  in  549,  in  the  thirty  third  Year  of  his  Age  ;  which  beft  agreeth 
with  what  a  Writer  of  his  Life  fayth,  when  he  calls  him  fjuuvvGaS.ov*  fhort  Lived.] 

The  Church  of  this  Abby  was  afterwards  converted  to  a  Cathedral ;  but  I  am 
utterly  at  a  Lofs  to  fix  the  Time  when  it  was  done.  Some  indeed  exprefly  fay 
that  St.  Kiaran  was  Bifhop  of  Clonmacnois.  If  this  be  true,  there  is  no  occafion 
of  any  further  enquiry  into  the  Original  of  the  Cathedral.  Howevef,  in  latter 
Ages,  nine  other  Churches  were  fubje&ed  to  it,  as  it  were  in  one  and  the  fame 
Church  Yard,  which  contained  about  two  Irijb  Acres  in  Circuit  j  on  the  Weft 
whereof,  the  Bifhops  of  Clonmacnois  afterwards  built  their  Epifcopal  Palace, 
[the  Ruins  of  which  are  yet  vifible.  The  Situation  of  this  Place  is  not  unplea- 
flint.  It  Hands  on  a  green  Bank,  high  raifed  above  the  River,  but  encompaflfed 
to  the  Eafl ,  and  North  Eafi  with  large  Boggs.  The  nine  Churches  were  moll  of 
them  built  by  the  Kings  and  Petty  Princes  of  thofe  Parts  for  their  Places  of  Se-. 
pulture  •,  who,  although  at  perpetual  Wars  in  their  Lives,  were  contented  to  lie 
Here  peaceably  in  Death.  One  of  thefe  Churches,  called,  Temple-Ri ,  or  the 
King’s-Churcb,  was  built  by  O  Mellaghlin ,  King  of  Meath ,  and  to  this  Day  is 
the  Burial  Place  of  that  Family.  Another,  called  Temple -Connor  ^  was  built  by  O- 
Connor-Dun ;  a  third  and  fourth  by  O-Kelly ,  and  Macarthy-more ,  of  Munjler. 
The  largeft  of  all  was  ere&ed  by  Mac  -Dermct ,  and  is  called  after  his  Name.  The 
reft  by  , others.  Before  the  Weft  Door  of  Mac-Dermot’s  Church,  flood  a  large, 
old-faftiioncd  Crofs,  or  Monument,  much  injured  by  Time ;  on  which  was  an 
Infcription  in  Antique  Characters,  which  no-body,  that  I  could  hear  of,  could 
read.  The  Wed  and  North  Door  of  this  Church,  although  but  mean  and  low 
are  guarded  about  with  fine  wrought,  fmall.  Marble  Pillars,  curioufly  Hewn. 
Another  of  the  Churches  hath  an  Arch  of  a  greenilh  Marble,  flat  wrought,  and 
neatly  Hewn  and  Polilhed,  and  the  Joints  fo  clofe  and  even  fet^  that  the  whole 
Arch  feems  but  one  entire  Stone,  as  fmooth  as  either  Glafs  or  Chriftall.  The 
Memory  of  St.  Kiaran  is  yet  frelh  and  precious  in  the  Minds  of  the  Neighbour¬ 
ing  Inhabitants ;  infomuch  that  they  make  no  fcruple  in  joyning  his  Name  with 
Gods,  both  in  Blefting  and  Curfing.  God  and  St.  Kiaran  after  you,  is  a  common 
Imprecation,  when  they  think  themfclves  injured.  In  the  great  Church,  was 
heretofore  preferved  a  Piece  of  the  Bone  of  one  of  St.  Kiaran' s  Hands,  as  a  fa-. 
cred  Reliqlie.  The  ninth  of  September  is  annually  obferved  as  the  Patron  Day 
of  this  Saint ;  and  great  Numbers  from  all  Parts  flock  to  Clonmacnois  in  Devotion 
and  Pilgrimage.] 

This  Cathedral  was  heretofore  endowed  with  large  Pofleflions ;  and  was  above 
all  others  famous  for  the  Sepulchres  of  the  Nobility  and  Bifhops,  as  alfo  for 
fome  Monuments  and  Infcriptions,  partly  in  Irijh ,  and  partly  in  Hebrew.  Yet 
it  declined  by  degrees,  and  was  in  the  End  reduced  to  a  moft  fhameful  Poverty. 
In  the  Synod  before  mentioned  to  be  held  A.  D.  1152,  in  Cardinal  Paparo* s 
Legatefhip  in  Ireland ,  Cinani  is  reckoned  among  the  Epifcopal  Sees,  fubjedt  to 
the  Province  of  Tuam  ;  which  after  a  tedious  Suit  at  Rome ,  between  the  Arch- 
bifhops  of  Armagh  and  Tuam ,  was  in  the  End  adjudged  to  the  Province  of  Ar - 
magh.  I  was  once  of  an  Opinion,  induced  thereto  by  the  Affinity  of  the 
Names,  that  this  Bifhoprick  was  the  fame  with  the  See  of  Kenanufe  or  Kells.  Bur,

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as  every  Day  improves  the  Day  before,  I  am  now  convinced,  that  Ctnani ,  is 
there  corruptly  read  for  Cluana,  commonly  called  Clonmacnois  j  both  from  the 
reafon  of  its  vicinity  tp  Tu(im,  being  feparated  from  that  Province,  only  by  the 
River  Shenon  ;  as  alfo,  becaufe  in  the  before  mentioned  Divifion  of  the  BU 
fhopricks  of  Ireland ,  Conanas ,  is  reckoned  among  the  Sees  fubjeft  to  the  Province 
of  Armagh  ;  which  doubtlefs  is  the  fame  with  Kenanufe.  For  it  is  not  proba¬ 
ble,  that  in  that  Diftribution  of  Sees,  made  in  a  Synod,  wherein  fo  many  Irijh 
Bifhops  afiifled,  that  one  and  the  fame  See  fhould  be  twice  named  and  allotted  to 
different  Provinces.  Clona  or  Cluaina  c,  fignifyeth,  a  Den,  or  lurking  Place, 
[and  agrees  well  with  its  Situation  among  Bogs.]  As  to  the  Reafon  of  the  reft 
of  the  Name,  the  Annals  of  Inisfall  under  the  Year  547  or  548  have  this  Paf- 
fage.  “  This  Year  was  founded  Cluainmacnois,  that  is  Nois-  Muccaid,  King  of 
“  Con  aught ,  from  whom  Chain  is  named.”  Thus  far  of  antient  Clone,  of  which 
the  Reader  may  now  fee  the  Figure.  There  are  but  Render  Memoirs  remain* 
ing  of  the  Bifhops  of  this  See  before  the  arrival  of  the  Englifh.

rCT.  TIGERNAC  H ,  fucceeded  St.  Kiaran  in  the  Bifhoprick  of  Clonmacnois, 
In  the  Annals  of  the  Four  Mailers,  he  is  exprefly  called  Bifhop  of  Clonmac - 
nois ,  and  his  Death  mentioned  on  the  foprth  of  April  548,  which  anfwers  to  549. 
For  as  I  have  more  than  once  obferved,  thefe  Annals  often  anticipate  their  com¬ 
mon  Accounts  by  one  Year.  He  died  of  a  Peflilence  called  in  Irijh  Cronconnuil , 
or  Chromchonnail ,  and  by  fome  Buidhe-Chonnail ,  the  Yellow  Plague.  St. 
Kiaran  is  faid  to  have  died  the  fame  Year,  and  of  the  fame  Diflemper,  on  the  9th 
of  September.  But  it  muft  follow  from  thefe  Accounts,  that  as  the  4th  of  April 
is  before  the  9th  of  September  549  •,  fo,  either  St.  Kiaran  was  never  Bifhop  of  Clon¬ 
macnois,  or,  if  he  were,  he  enjoyed  it  but  a  fliort  Time,  and  furrendered  it  to  27- 
gernach  >  contenting  hirnfelf  with  the  Government  of  the  Abby.]

BAIT  AN,  called  Abbat  and  Bifhop  of  Clonmacnois ,  died  on  the  firfl  of 
March  663.  [His  Name  is  found  varioufly  written  in  the  IriJJj  Annals, 
where  he  is  called,  Boetan ,  Baotan ,  Buadan ,  Boedan ,  Baithen ,  da-Buadoc ,  &c. 
He  was  defeended  from  the  antient  and  illuflrious  Family  of  the  Conmacni ,  (who 
took  their  NAmes  from  Conmacus  d  Mogadoid ,  one  of  the  Ballard  Sons  of  Fergufius 
Rogius,  King  of  Ulfler ,  by  Maud  the  Wife  of  Olill,  King  of  Conaught)  and  from 
the  particular  Branch  of  Cormaic.  From  whence  he  was  called  Bait  an  Mac - 
Hua-Cormaic.  He  was  born  in  the  Territory  of  *  Comnacne-Mhar a  e,  or  Mariti- 
ma,  now  called  the  Barony  of  Ballynehinch  in  the  County  of  Galway ,  and  became

of  Religion  in  all  Ireland ,  and  the  principal  Ornament  of  his  Age  and  Country. 
Colgan  g,  from  the  Martyrology  of  Bunnagall ,  and  from  Mngufius  Auftus,  gives 
an  Account  of  this  Prelate  . .  too  ridiculous  to  be  here  repeated  at  large,  of  an  Ap¬ 
pearance  of  the  Spirit  of  Melfechlin ,  King  of  Ireland  (  who  died  in  862  )  to  him, 
and  of  his  praying  him  out  of  Purgatory  by  a  Year’s  Devotion  and  Falling. 
That  the  King  appeared  again  to  the  Bilhop  to  give  him  thanks  ( as  well  he 
mi^ht )  for  his  great  Services  to  him,  and  before  his  Eyes  took  his  Flight  to 
Heaven.  If  any  Reader  hath  leifure  enough  to  confult  the  Story  at  large,  he  may 
find  it  in  Colgan ,  taken  Verbatim  from  the  Authors  before  quoted,  with  many  cu* 
rious  Particulars,  too  tedious  to  be  here  inferted,]

DUNCHAD ,  or  Donat  O-Braoin ,  was  elected  Succeflor  to  Tuathal>  (al¬ 
though  againft  his  Will,)  to  the  Abby  and  (as  I  think)  alfoto  theBi- 
fhopric  k.  Colgan ,  *  who  gives  the  Account  of  his  Succeflion,  hath  exprefled. 
himfelf  but  darkly  in  this  particular.  “  Judicatur  igitur,  (viz.  Dunchadus)  tanto 
“  fuo  Patre ,  {i.  e.  Tuathalio ,)  dignus  Succejfory  tantoque  monajlerio  moderator — Dun- 
“  chad  was  thought  a  worthy  Succeflor  to  fuch  a  Father  (or  Bifhop)  as  Tuathal 
“  and  a  worthy  Moderator,  or  Abbat,  over  fo  large  a  Monaftery.”  Here  the 
Abbat  and  Bifhop  feem  to  be  the  fame :  And  if  this  be  admitted,  that  large 
Chafm  of  ninety  eight  Years  between  the  Death  of  Tuathal  in  969,  and  the  Death 
of  Colocair  in  1067,  will  be  in  part  filled  up  •,  and  the  Succeflion  of  EHigern  and 
Ailild  will  fuppjy  the  reft.  Dunchad  difcharged  this  Office  worthily  for  fome  Years-, 
but  being  paft  Mealure  fond  of  the  Sweetnefs  of  a  Solitary  Life,  he  abdicated 
his  Government,  and  retired  to  Armagh  in  974  where  he  died  with  a  high  Re¬ 
putation  for  his  holy  Life,  on  the  fixteenth  of  January  987.  Colgari^  gives 
an  Account  of  his  defcent  from  the  Antient  Family  of  the  O-Braoins  -,  and  that 
he  was  born  in  the  Territory  called  Bregmuin  y  near  Lough-ree  in  the  County  of 
IVejlmeath  of  which  the  O-Braoins  were  petty  princes.  There  is  at  this  Time 
a  Barony  in  the  County  of  ft'eflmcath,  bordering  on  Lough-ree ,  called  the  Ba¬ 
rony  of  Brawny^  which,  from  the  Similitude  of  Names,  gives  one  Room  to  Judge 
was  called  fo  alter  this  Family  of  the  O-Braoins ,  as  the  Territory  of  Bregmuin , 
which  lay  in  the  fame  Place,  was  alfe.

He  died  in  a  very  advanced  Age  in  1188,  or,  as  fome 
fay  in  1187.  But  he  feems  to  have  refigned  this  See  a  long  Time  before  his 
Death.  For  in  the  Supplement  to  the’ Annals  of  Pigernach  O-Broin,  under  the  Year 
1172,  I  meet  with  this  remark.  “  Pigernach  O-Mcel-eoiq,  Comorban  of  Kiaran 
of  Clonmacnois  went  to  reft”. 

PIGERNACH  0-M  ML  E  0  IN.

'J'HIS  Pigernach,  (of  whom  before,)  died  in  1172.  We  find  in  the  Annals 
of  Conaught ,  that  at  this  Time  Money  was  coined  at  Clonmacnois.

jyj  UR  E  A  C  H  O-Murrechan,  who  fucceeded,  was  a  Man  of  Learning,  and 
died  in  the  Year  1213.

[In  fomeManu- 
fcript  Annals  which  go  under  the  Name  of  the  Annals  of  the  Abby  of  Boy l,  he 
is  called  Malmury  O-Moitin ,  Comorban  of  Kiaran  of  Clonmacnois  ;  and  his  Death 
placed  in  1231.  But  the  Anonymous  Annals  call  him  Mulmory  O-Muleoin ,  Ab- 
bat  of  Clonmacnois ,  and  place  the  Time  of  his  Death,  as  here.] 

HUGH  O-MALONE.

'J'HE  next  SuccefTor,  Hugh  0- Malone,  died  in  1236,  and  was  buryed  at 
Kilbegan  in  St  Mary\  Abby.  [But  I  am  of  Opinion  he  refigned  before 
his  Death  to  make  Room  for  his  next  SuccefTor. 

ELIAS. 

L  IAS,  was  Bifhop  of  Clonmacnois  in  the  twentieth  Year  of  King  Henry  the 
Illd.  A.  D.  1236,  For  having  refigned  his  See  that  Year,  the  Dean  and 
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Chapter  went  to  Election,  without  the  King’s  Licence  ;  but  had  that  of ' Maurice 
Fitz-Gerald ,  Lord  Juftice;  by  Virtue  of  which  they  eleded  Thomas ,  Dean  of  Clon- 
macnois.  The  King  upon  this  iflued  his  Mandatory  Writ ra  to  the  Lord  Juftice,  re¬ 
citing  the  Mifbehaivour,  but  on  Account  of  the  Poverty  of  the  Church,  gave  his 
Afient,  and  ordered  ;  “  that  affoon  as  the  Archbifhop  of  Armagh  had  certified  his 
“  Metropolitical  Confirmation,  that  then  the  Lord  Juftice  fhould  give  Reftitution 
“  of  alt  the  Lands  belonging  to  the  See  of  Clonmacnois ,  of  which  Elias ,  late  Bifhop 
<l  of  Clonmacnois ,  and  Predeceffor  of  Thomas ,  was  feized  on  the  Day  of  his  Refig- 
“  nation.”  So  that  Elias  muft  intervene  between  Hugh  Q-Malone  and  Thomas ,  or 
rnuft  be  the  fame  Perfon  with  Hugh  }  which  I  confefs  is  not  improbable.]

HO  MAS  0-Quin  [or  O  Cuin,  as  he  is  called  in  the  Annals  of  Lougbkee,'] 
a  Francifcan  Frier,  was  confirmed  by  King  Henry  the  Hid,  on  the  20th  of 
February  125L  Englijh  Stile.  He  fap  twenty  feven  Years,  and  died  in  1279.

o  N  E  Gilbert ,  Dean  of  this  Church,  was  confecrated  by  Nicholas  Archbifhop 
of  Armagh ,  in  128 r,  [having  been  eleded  without  the  King’s  Licence,  the 
Year  before  ;  which  the  Chapter  petitioned  for  by  a  fpecial  Mefienger  :  But  he 
dying  on  the  Road,  they  proceeded  to  the  Ele&ion  of  this  Prelate  without  fur¬ 
ther  Ceremony.  On  the  20th  of  July  1280,  the  King  iflued  a  Writ  n  to  the 
Lord  Juftice  to  fine  them  for  the  Contempt  *,  but  confirmed  the  Election,  on 
Condition  that  the  Bifhop,  and  Dean  and  Chapter  fhould  give  Security  that  fuch  a 
proceeding’fhould  not  be  drawn  into  Cuftom.  His  Writ  of  Reftitution  did  not  iflue 
untill  the  27  th  of  July  1281,  which  was  about  the  Time  of  his  Confecration.]

^jpHE  See  continued  two  Years  vacant;  and  then  William  O-Dufty,  a  Frarr 
eifean  Frier,  fucceeded,  and  was  reftored  to  the  Temporalties,  on  the  6th  of 
Oblober  1290,  [although  his  Writ  p  for  Reftitution  bears  date  the  15th  of  July 
before.  The  Year  following  his  Promotion,  he  granted  fourty  Days  Indul¬ 
gences  to  whoever  fhould  hear  a  Mafs  from  any  Canon  of  the  Monaftery  of  the 
Holy  Trinity ,  Dublin ,  or  fhould  fay  the  Lord’s  Prayer,  or  an  Ave  Mary ,  for 
the  Benefadors  of  the  faid  Church.

QJORMAC  Mac-Coughlan ,  Dean  of  Clonmacnois ,  being  eledted  to  the  Bi- 
fhoprick  by  the  Chapter,  was  confecrated  in  1427.  [  I  do  not  know  how  it 
happened  that  his  confecraiion  was  fo  long  delayed  :  For  it  is  certain  he  was  elec¬ 
ted  before  the  27th  of  January  1426.  There  is  in  the  Regiftry  s  of  John  Swain , 
Archbilhop  of  Armagh ,  then  Guardian  of  this  See,  during  the  Vacancy,  a  Com- 
miflion  for  a  Vifitation  of  the  Diocefe  of  Clonmacnois  to  this  Cormac  (whom  he  fhiles 
ele<ft  Bifhop)  and  to  John  Q-Mayl  Guardian  of  the  Monaftery  of  Granard ,  dated 
the  above  Day  and  Year,  whereby  he  conftituted  them  Sub-Guardians  of  the  See 
of  Clonmacnois  ;  and  there  is  in  the  fame  Regiftry  another  Citation  r  to  him  as 
Bifhop  eledt,  to  appear  at  a  Provincial  Synod,  to  be  held  at  Droghedah  the  Oftobcr 
following  *  but  he  did  not  appear.]  He  died  [as  is  it  is  Paid]  in  1442,  [But  I  think 
not  untill  1444.  For  it  appears  in  the  Annals  of  Dudley  FirbiJJe ,  under  that  Year  ; 
that  one  Bifhop  Mac-Coughlan,  and  the  Prior  of  Clonfuojkirt ,  and  James  the  Bi- 
ihops  Son,  who  was  Archdeacon  of  Clonmacnois ,  were  flain  in  a  Battle  fought 
with  another  Sept  of  the  Mac-Coughlans ,  on  the  Monday  before  St.  John  Baptifts 
Day.  Now  as  Clonmacnois  lies  in  the  Mac-Coughlan' s  Country,  and  as  I  find  no 
other  Mac-Coughlan  a  Bifhop  at  this  time  of  any  other  Diocefe  *,  I  cannot  but  think 
that  this  Cormac  Mac-Coughlan  was  the  Warlike  Bifhop  that  Year  flain.  The  faid 
Annals  greatly  commend  him,  as  a  Man  of  Liberality,  and  a  Patron  to  the 
learned.] 

HN  OLD  A  IS. 

[Succ  1444.] 

JOHN Oldais ,  a  Francifcan  Frier,  fucceeded  by  the  Provifion  [of  Pope  Eugene 
^  theIVth]  on  the  18th  of  September  1444.

•and,  having  taken  the  Oath  of  Allegiance,  was  comfirmed  by  King  Henry  die 
Vlllth  on  the  twenty  third  of  September  15 41,  He  died  about  the  Year  icca 
[In  his  time.  Viz.  on  the  thirty  firft  of  January  1547  the  two  Weft  Angles  of 
the  Cathedral  of  Clontnacnois  were  demoliihed  by  a  Tempeft  t,  reckoned  the  moft 
violent  that  ever  had  happened  in  Ireland.  In  1552  “the  Englijh  Garrifon  of 
Athlone  pillaged  this  Cathedral  in  a  fcandalous  Manner  ;  fo  that,  as  the  Annals  of 
Dunnagall  relate,  they  took  away  the  Bells,  deftroyed  the  Images  and  Altars  not 
fparing  the  Church  Books  nor  the  Window  Glals.J

Jt  appears  by  the  Regifier  of  Clogher.  that  the  ancient  Chapter  of  Clogher, 
confided  of  twelve  Canons,  whereof  the  Dean  and  Archdeacon  were  al¬ 
ways  two .  But  Bijhop  Mountgomery  *,  without  Warrant,  altered 
the  Corporation,  and  to  the  Dean  and  Archdeacon  added  a  Chant  or  and 
Chancellor .  Yet  I  am  incertain  whether  the  Chapter  hath  not  been  fince 
brought  back  to  its  antient  Conflitution.] 

Clogher ,  fituated  on  the  River  Launy,  takes  its  Name  from  a  Golden  Stone,  from 
which  in  the  Times  of  Paganifm ,  the  Devil  ufed  to  pronounce  Jugling  An- 
fwers,  like  the  Oracles  of  Apollo  Pythius,  as  is  faid  in  the  Regifter  of  Clogher.

f"  CT,  M  AC  ART  IJSTis  mentioned  by  Writers  under  various  Names,  which 
cannot  but  create  Confufion  in  the  Mind  of  a  Reader,  when  he  finds  the 
Jame  Actions  afcribed  in  appearance  to  different  Perfons.  To  remove  which

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Difficulty,  it  will  be  neceffary  to  ffiew,  by  what  appellations  this  Biffiop  was 
known.  Colgan  %  from  the  Authority  of  feveral  Calendars  and  Martyrologies, 
lays,  he  was  Frinomius ,  ima  et  Quadrinomius ,  that  he  went  by  three,  nay  four 
Names.  Firft  Jed  otAid^  which  was  the  Name  given  him  by  his  Parents.  Se¬ 
condly,  Ferdachrich  or  Ferdachrioch* ,  as  much  as  to  fay,  a  Man  of  two  Places  or 
Countries-,  becaufe  he  was  fucceffively  Abbat  of  Darinis  f ,  and  Biffiop  of  Clogher  ; 
and  by  this  Name  he  is  called  by  Marian  Gorman ,  JEngus,  and  other  Martyro- 
logifts.  It  is  true,  the  Calendar  of  Cajhel  makes  Ferdachrioch  and  Macartin, 
two  different  Pcrfons,  and  afferts  that  Ferdachrioch  was  Biffiop  of  Clogher  after 
St.  Macartin.  But  the  Author  of  that  Calendar  is  fmgular  in  this  particular. 
Poffibly  it  might  have  been  a  miftake  in  the  Copy,  and  be  written  Ferdachrich , 
inftead  of  Figernach ,  who  really  fucceeded  Macartin.  For  Marian  Gorman ,  and 
his  Scholiafl  are  exprefs,  that  they  were  the  fame  Perfons.  “  Ferdacrioch  that 
<<  is  Macartin ,  Biffiop  of  Clogher ;  and  Ferdachrioch  was  his  other  Name  when  he 

was  Abbat  of  Darinis .'**  But  if  he  was  called  Ferdachrioch ,  when  he  was 
Abbat  of  Darinis ,  it  leaves  us  at  a  lofs  for  the  Reafon  of  that  Name,  as  given 
before.  For  it  is  certain  he  was  Abbat  of  Darinis ,  before  he  was  Biffiop  of 
Clobber  *,  unlefs  it  may  be  fuppofed,  that  he  had  the  Government  of  fome  other 
Abby  or  Church  befides  that  of  Darinis.  His  third  Name  was  Kerten ,  as  he  is 
called  by  Jocelin b.  But  this  was  only  a  Miftake,  in  putting  Kerten  or  Caerthen9 
which  was  his  Father’s  Name,  for  the  Patronimick  Name,  Macar.tin  or  Macaer- 
then ,  which  fignifieth,  the  Son  of  Caerthen ,  and  this  was  his  fourth  and  true 
Name.  Allemande  c  calls  this  Saint  Map-Cariy ,  and  quotes  Colgan  for  it.  But 
he  might  have  known  from  that  Writer d,  that  the  Name  and  Family  of  this 
our  Saint,  was  utterly  extinft,  and  none  of  them  furviving,  at  leaft  in  any  De¬ 
gree  of  Reputation,  for  upwards  of  a  thoufand  Years^before  he  wrote.  Where¬ 
as  the  Mac  arty  s  are  a  quite  different  Name,  and  are  a  numerous  Family  in  Ire¬ 
land  at  this  Day,  and  once  were  the  molt  Potent  Princes  of  Munjler. ] 

The  Cathedral  of  Clogher  was  firft  founded  by  St.  Patrick ,  before  he  built 
the  Church  of  Armagh ,  as  Jocelin e  tells  us ;  and  if  we  may  venture  to  give 
Credit  to  him,  the  great  St.  Patrick  himfelf  governed  this  Church  for  fome 
Time,  before  he  fet  Macartin  over  it.  On  the  other  Hand,  in  the  Regi- 
ftry  of  this  Church,  Macartin  is  faid  to  be  the  firft  Biffiop  of  Clogher.  He 
was  defeended  from  the  Noble  Family  of  the  Arads  ||,  but  was  more  enobled 
by  his  good  Qualities,  He  was  one  of  the  earlieft  Difciples  of  St.  Patrick , 
an  indefatigable  affiflant  to  him  in  preaching  the  Word  of  God,  [and  for  many 
Years  the  infeparable  Companion  of  his  Travels  and  Labours  ;  fo  that  he  was  cal¬ 
led  the  Staff  and  Support  of  his  old  Age.  Some  f  fay  he  was  his  Fellow-Travel¬ 
ler  in  foreign  Countries,  before  St.  Patrick  came  to  preach  the  Gofpel  in  Ire - 
land.]  He  fixed  his  See  at  Clogher ,  where  he  alfo  built  a  Monaftery  at  the  com-

Catafaid ,  and  Arthur  Mac -Cam ceil,  Bifhops  of  Clogher  here  after  mentioned. 
As  to  theA&ions  aferibed  toMac-Cartin, they  chiefly  confiding  of  Miracles,  I  mull 
refer  the  Reader  to  Colgan  g  for  them,  who  hath  publifhed  his  Life  at  large.] 

I  have  borrowed  out  of  the  faid  Regiftry  the  greateft  part  of  what  I  have  in  this 
Treatife  delivered  concerning  the  Bifhops  of  Clogher ,  as  far  down  4s  the  Year 
1519,  in  which  Patrick  Culih  obtained  this  See.  [But  as  Colgan  out  of  the  Mar- 
tyrologifts,  and  the  Annals  of  the  Four  Mafters,  hath  framed  a  different  Series 
of  the  firft  Bifhops  bf  this  See,  down  to  Chrijlian  O-Morgair ,  from  what  ap¬ 
pears  in  the  faid  Regiftry  ;  I  think  neceffary  to  fet  down  both  at  large  in  diff- 
rent  Columns,  fer  the  fati$fa£tioj[i  of  the  Reader.]

St.  ’Eiger nach,  died  on  the  5th  of 
April  550. 

Liberius,  died  on  the  2d  of  Novem¬ 
ber  •,  it  is  uncertain  in  what  Year. 

Aitmetus.  His  Feftival  is  obferved 
on  the  fecond  of  February. 

Hermetius.  Pofllbly  this  may  be 
the  fame,  whom  Boland  calls  Ermt - 
dus,  and  whom  the  oppoflte  Cata¬ 
logue  mentions  under  the  Name  of 
Airmeadachus,  the  Predecefior  of 
Feldobar.  There  is  no  certain  Year 
mentioned  for  the  Deaths  of  thefe 
three  laft  Prelates.

St.  Eigernacb,  [or  Eiernd\  called  Le¬ 
gate  of  Ireland  in  the  Regiftry  of  Clogher, 
fto  whotn  Macartin,  as  far  as  in  him  lay, 
bequeathed  this  Bifhoprick,  together  with 
his  Benediction)  fixed  his  See  in  the  Church 
of  Cluain\  and  from  thence  the  Irijh  An¬ 
nals  call  him  Bifhop  of  Cluanois,  comr 
monly  Clunes.  This  Church  of  Cjunes  is 
one  of  the  four  principal  Churches  of  the 
Diocefe  of  Clogher,  in  which,  as  alfo  in  the 
Church  of  Derimcailain ,  the  Memory  of 
Eigernacb  is  held  in  great  Veneration.

The  Annals  of  the 
Four  Mailers  take  no  notice  of  Cun - 
tiacht,  Meltnochair  and  Synach ,  who 
in  the  other  Catalogue  are  placed

Moran,  the  Son  of  Indraft,  Ab¬ 
bat  of  Clogher,  died  in  841.  This 
is  he  whom  the  other  Catalogue  calls 
Moraind.  But  neither  Colgan,  nor 
the  Annals  of  the  Four  Mailers  take 
the  leaft  notice  of  Cairbre,  Mcelduin, 
Dermot  and  Con  aid,  Succelfors  to 
Artgal ,  according  to  the  oppofite 
Catalogue  ;  nor  of  Dubroith  $uc- 
celfor  to  Moran. 

Ailild,  Scribe,  Abbat,  and  Bilhop 
of  Clogher,  died  in  867,  according  to 
the  Annals  of  the  Four  Mailers,  but 
the  Uljler  Annals  fay,  in  898.  He 
is  the  lame  with  Ailil,  SuccelTor  to 
Dubroith  mentioned  in  the  oppofite 
Catalogue. 

Kenfail ,  the  Son  of  Lorcan,  Co- 
morban  of  Clunes  and  Clogher,  died 
in  929,  which  agrees  with  the  op- 
polite  Catalogue  ;  but  Cairbre  the 
fecond,  and  RLngus,  SuccelTor  to 
Ailil,  are  here  omitted.

St.  Laferian ,  otherwife  called  Molaifre, 
[but  not  he  of  the  fame  Name,  who  was 
the  Aril  Bilhop  of  Leighlin\  fucceeded.  He 
was  Abbat  of  Devenijh, a  Houfc  founded  by 
himfelf.  This  Abby  is  fituated  in  Lough- 
Erne,  and  called  by  the  Irifh,  Da  minis, 
that  is  the  Illand  of  the  Oxen.  He  died  on 
the  1 2th  of  September ,  or  as  fome  fay,  the 
13th  of  April  571,  or  563  as  others  will 
have  it. 

Tigerna.  Altigerna . 

St.  Enna ,  or  Ende  Mac -  Conail,  is  placed 
in  the  Regillry  of  Clogher,  next  after  Alti¬ 
gerna,  and  to  him  was  dedicated  the  Bland 
of  Arnanaom ,  or  the  Altar  of  the  Saints. 
But  as  this  Enna  flourilhed  in  the  Life  of 
St.  Patrick,  how  is  it  pofiible  he  Ihould  be 
the  fifteenth  Bilhop  in  this  Catalogue? 

Ronan ,  the  Son  of  Mdi-Dubh,  or  Hugh 
the  Black,  King  of  Ergal,  fucceeded  ;  to 
whom  the  Church  of  Achadurchair  was 
confecrated. 

St.  Mdan  or  Aid  an  fucceeded  ;  and  to 
him  was  dedicated  the  Church  of  Celmor - 
JEdain.  This  is  that  celebrated  Aidain, 
mentioned  by  Bede  v  who  leaving  Ireland  in 
^35j  went  to  Britain ,  where  he  was  Ho¬ 
nourably  received  by  King  Ofwald,  con¬ 
verted  the  Northumbrians  to  the  Faith  of 
Chrill ;  jind  was  made  the  firll  Bilhop  of 
Lindisfame.  He  died  on  the  31ft  of  Au- 
guft  65 1,  walled  (as  it  feems)  with  Grief  for 
the  Death  of  King  Ofwald  who  fell  by 
the  treachery  of  his  own  Subjects,  about 
twelve  Days  before. 

Mcelcob  or  Mcelcab,  flourilhed  in  the 
Year  640.  He  was  Brother  to  Donald, 
and  Son  of  IE  dan,  or  Hugh,  King  of  Ire¬ 
land.

For  from  the 
Death  of  Conaing  O-Oomnallan  to 
that  of  MuredacbO-Cuillen  is  a  Pe¬ 
riod  of  167  Years  5  too  long  for 
one  Bifhop  to  fit.  Alfo  from  the 
Death  of  Artgal  to  that  of  Moran , 
is  76  Years,  and  from  the  Death 
of  Ailild  to  that  of  Kenfail  62 
In  general,  from  the  Death  of  St- 
Patrick ,  to  the  Death  of  Muredach 
O-Cuillen  takes  up  633  Years  j  du¬ 
ring  which  Time  this  Catalogue  fur- 
nifheth  only  twelve  Bifhops,  The 
oppofite  Catalogue  though  collected 
from  the  beft  Authority  (viz.)  the 
Regiftry  of  the  See,  yet  affords 
room  for  jufl:  Objections.

But  it  is  manifeft 
from  his  Life,  and  from  the  Annals  of  Ire- 
landy  that  he  is  to  be  carried  back  to  much 
earlier  Times.

ED  AN,  or  Odo  O- Kelley,  was  elebted  to  this  See  upon  the  Death  of  Chriftian % 
and  cor.fecratcd  by  Malachy,  then  Bilhop  of  Down ,  whofe  Scholar  he  had 
been;  Afterwards,  in  the  Tear  1148,  Donat  O-Carrol,  or  Mac-Carwill ,  King 
of  Ergall,  and  this  our  Edan  founded  a  new  Monallery  for  Canon*  Regular  at 
Louth ,  [on  the  fame  Spot,  as  fome  fuppofe,  where  the  antient  Abby .  of  St. 
Mochthe,  who  was  Bifhop  and  Abbat  of  Louth,  and  a  Dilciple  of  St.  Patrick ,  , 
flqod/j  Here  Edan,  was  buryed  in  the  Year  1 182,  or  (as  fome  fay  1 180J  hav¬ 
ing  kit  in  the  See  of  Clogher ,  to  which  the  See  of  Louth  was  annexed,  about 
fourty  two  Years.  The  Abby  of  Knock ,  near  Louth,  otherwife  called,  the  Ab¬ 
by  of  the  Mountain  of  the  Apollles  Peter  and  Pauli,  founded  by  Donat  O-Carrol , 
was  endowed  by  Edan  with  Lands,  which  Donat  had  given  him  ;  as  we  find  in  the 
Regillry  of  Clogher.  The  Place  was  antiently  caUe&Knock-na-Sengan,  that  is,  the 
AntxHill ,  This  Prelate  was  Confetfor  to  Dermod  King  of  Lein/ter.  [I  find  him 
a  fubfetibing  Witnefs  to  the  Foundation  Charter  of  the  Abby  of  Newry ,  or  de 
viridt  ligno ,  in  the  County  of  Down ,  and  he  there  writes  himfelf  lEd  O-Killedy,  Bi-

Clogher,  A.  D.  1183,  where  he  held 
an  Ordination,  and.  made  a  prefent  of  a  Priells  Robe  and  a  Mitre  to  the  Monallery 
of  theblefied  Virgin  of  that  Place,  and  promifed  them  a  Staff.  He  alfo  con- 
fecrated  the  Church .  of  the  faid  Monaftery  in  the  Prefence  of  many  of  the  Cler¬ 
gy,  and  of  Chriftian  O-Macturan ,  Abbat  of  dunes,  who  was  his  Succeffor.]

Comin ,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  and  his  Succefiors,  the  Church  of  All-Saints ,  with¬ 
out  Dublin ,  referving  it  to  himfelf  only  during  his  Life  ;  to  be  held  of  the  faid 
Archbifhop,  and  of  the  Church  of  the  holyTrinity,  as  may  be  feen  in  the  Regiftry 
of  the  Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  called  Crede  Mihi. 

[The  Family  Names  of  this  Bifhop,  and  of  his  Father  are  loft  :  For  thofethat 
they  are  called  by  here,  are  afiumed  Names,  according  to  a  Cuftom  often  prac- 
tifed  among  Ecclefiafticks,  to  exprefs  their  Devotion  to  Chrift,  or  to  fomc 
Sainr.

TIGERN AC  H  Mac-Gilla-Ronan ,  an  Augujlin  Canon,  who  fucceeded, 
died  in  1218,  and  was  buried  in  St.  Mary1  s  Abby  in  Louth ,  near  his  Pre- 
deceffor,  Edan  O-Kelley.  [He  is  called  Gilla-Ticrna  Mac-Gilla-Ronan ,  Bifhop 
of  Ergall ,  and  head  of  the  Canons  of  Ireland ,  in  the  Anonymous  Annals  %  and 
his  death  placed  in  1217.

TTPON  the  Death  of  Tigernach ,  Donat  O-Fidabra  fucceeded  ;  and  having  go- 
U  verned  this  See  nine  Years,  was  ele&ed  Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  and  obtai¬ 
ned  the  Royal  Confirmation  on  the  20th  of  September  1227.  [He  built  an  Epifcopal 
Palace  at  Clogher,  near  St.  Mary1  s  Abby,  to  the  South  of  it.]  See  under  the 
Archbifhops  of  Armagh.

NEHEMIAH  O-Brogan  fucceeded,'  and  died,  as  I  conjedture,  in  1240.

AFTER  the  Death  of  David ,  Reginald  Mac- Gilla-Finin,  Archdeacon  of 
Clogher ,  was  elected  Bilhop,  by  the  Chapter  of  Clogher ,  But  this  elec¬ 
tion  was  nulled  by  Patrick  O-Scanlain ,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  who  fubftituted 
Michael  Mac -Ant fair.  Official  of  Armagh,  in  his  Room  ;  and  confecrated  him 
on  the  9th  of  September  1268.  He  governed  this  See  feventeen,  or  as  fome  fay 
nineteen  Years  •,  and  was  buried  at  Clogher,  in  an  Abby  of  Canons  of  the  bleffed 
Virgin,  He  exchanged  with  that  Convent,  the  Court,  near  the  Abby,  in  which 
his  Predeceffors  ufually  had  their  Refidence,  for  a  Place  without  theTown,  called, 
Difert-na-Cufiac,  where  he  buika  new  Palace  for  himfelf  and .  his  Succeflbrs. 
[The  Manufcript  Collections e  of  Archbifhop  King ,  are  grofly  miltaken,  in  apply¬ 
ing  the  feveral  FaCts,  related  here  of  Michael  Mac-Antfair,  to  his  Competitor, 
Reginald  Mac-Gilla-Finin.\  -  *  ~  . 

MALL  HEW  MAC-CATASAID.  I. 

[Succ.  1287.  Oh..  1316.] 

WHILE  Matthew  Mac-Catafaid,  Chancellor  of  Armagp,  was  folliciting 
the  Affairs  of  that  Church,  in  the  Court  of  Rome,  he  was  unanimoully  elect¬ 
ed  Bilhop  of  Clogher  by  the  Dean  and  Chapter.  Upon  his  return  home  he  was 
confirmed  by  Nicholas  [Mac-Molij]a,\  Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  and  by  his  Affent 
and  Mandate,  was  confecrated  in  the  Abby  of  St.  Mary  of  Lijgool  or  Lip* 
gabail,  [in  the  County  of  Fermanagh ]  on  Sunday,  being  the  Feftival  of  the 
Apoftles  Peter  and  Paul  1287,  By  Tigtrnach,  Bilhop  of  Dromore,  Florence,  Bi* 
Ihop  of  Raphoe,  and  Maurice  Suffragan  of  Kells,  The  Conftitutions  of  this  Pre¬ 
late,  promulgedin  the  Years  1298  and  1301,  are  yet  extant. ,  He  built  two  Epis¬ 
copal  Houfes,  one  at  Roffoirtir ,  and  another  at  Mucnumha ,  in  the  Ifland  of  St. 
Macartin.  He  ereCted  alfo  a  Chappel  over  the  Sepulchre  of  St.  Macartin  at 
Clogher  *,  furrounded  the  Church- Yard  with  a  Wall,  and  new  built  his  Cathe¬ 
dral,  [about  the  Year  1295  ;]  to  which  he  alfo  made  a  Prelent  of  two  Bells,  a 
Chalice,  a  Pyx,  a  Silver  Crols  guilded,  a  Mitre,  a  Cope,  and  other  Veftments. 
After  thefe  Donations,  on  the  6th  of  September  1308,  he  is  faid  to  have  tranfiated 
the  Bones  of  St.  Conjlans  of  Eonois,  and  of  St.  Fergumith,  Bilhop  of  Cutmain , 
into  Shrines.  In  the  Catalogue  of  Illuftrious  Monks,  collected  by  Hugh  Kirkjted , 
a  Ciftertian ,  the  Memory  of  Conjlattce,  Monk,  and  Abbat  of  Ireland ,  is  remarked. 
He  was  Abbat  of f  Inifeo  or  Eonois ,  in  Lough-Ern,  and  died  on  the  14th  of  No¬ 
vember  777.  Matthew  governed  this  See  about  twenty  eight  Years.  He  died  in 
1316,  and  was  bury cd  in  his  own  Cathedral.

He  was 
eledted  in  the  Abby  of  St.  Peter  and  St.  Paul  of  Cluain-eois  on  the  Eve 
of  St.  Matthew  the  Apoftle  1319,  and  was  confecrated  the  Year  following  in  the 
Abby  of  Canons  Regular  of  Lifgabail ,  by  Michael ,  Bifhop  of  Derry ,  'Thomas, 
Bifhop  of  Raphoe ,  and  Patrick ,  Bifhop  of  Kilmore,  [in  the  Abfence  of  Roland 
Jerfe,  his  Primate,  who  then  lived  beyond  Seas.]  He  died  in  Autumn  1 356; 
having  governed  this  See  thirty  fix  Years,  and  was  buryed  in  his  own  Cathedral. 

BERNARD  MAC-CAM  MIL. 

[Succ.  1356.  Ob.  1361.] 

BERNARD  or  Brien  Mac-Cameeil,  Archdeacon  of  Clogher,  was,  by  the 
means  of  Richard  Fitz-Ralph ,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  promoted  to  this 
See  by  the  Provifion  of  Pope  Innocent  the  6th.  He  died  at  Clogher  of  the  Plague, 
which  miferably  afflidted  Ireland,  and  in  particular  the  City  of  Clogher,  I  think? 
in  1361,  according  to  our  Annals  g.  Although  fome  fay  he  died  in  1 358. 


MATTHEW  MAC-CAT  AS  A I D.  II. 

[Succ.  1361.] 


T THE  W  Mac-Catafaid ,  like  his  two  PredecefTors,  was  alfo  Archdeacon 
of  Clogher,  and  Nephew  by  the  Brother  to  the  former  Matthew  Mac-Catafaid. 
He  was  lawfully  eledted  to  this  Bifhoprick,  by  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Clogher,  and 
confecrated  in  the  Parifh  Church  of  Drumineafglan,  by  Milo ,  Archbifhop  of  Ar¬ 
magh,  Richard ,  Bifhop  of  Down ,  and  Owen,  Bifhop  of  Ardagh.  He  fat  but  a 
fhort  time.

ODO  [or  Hugh]  O  Ncal,  Chancellor  of  Armagh,  fucceeded,  and  died  on 
the  27th  of  July  1370.

N  E  O-Corcroin,  a  Ciftertian  Monk,  and  Dodtor  of  the  Canon  Law, 
fucceeded  by  the  Pope’s  Provifion. 


ARTHUR  MAC-CAMMIL. 

[Succ,  1389.  Ob.  1432.] 

ARTHUR  Mac-Camail,  Archdeacon  of  Clogher ,  a  Man  of  Gravity  and 
Learning,  was  confecrated  in  1389.  In  his  Time,  viz.  on  the  28th  of 
April  1395,  while  he  was  employed  in  rebuilding  the  Chappel  of  St.  Macartin, 
the  Cathedral  of  Clogher  h,  two  Chappels,  and  the  Monaflery  of  the  blefied  Virgin] 
together  with  the  Epifcopal  Court,  and  thirty  two  other  Houfes,  were  confumed 
by  Fire.  This  Prelate  applied  himfelf  with  unwearied  Diligence  to  the  rebuil¬ 
ding  and  repairing  his  Church  and  Court.  His  Conftitutions  publifhed  in  the 

S  Annals  of  Mary’s  Abby.  h  Regift.  Clogher. 
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Years  1395  and  1430  are  yet  extant.  He  died  on  St.  Laurences  Day,  1432, 
having  governed  this  Church  about  fourty  three  Years. 

[After  his  Death,  John  Swain ,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  laid  Claim  to  his 
principal  Goods,  as  his  Due  from  his  Suffragan,  in  the  nature  of  an  Heriot.  It 
is  certain  in  antient  Times  the  Archbifhops  of  Armagh  claimed  a  Right  to  the 
principal  Goods  of  their  Suffragans  upon  their  Deaths,  as  of  the  belt  Horfe, 
Ring  aqd  Cup.  When,  or  from  whence  this  Cuftom  had  its  Original,  or  how 
long  it  continued,  doth  not  appear  in  any  Book  I  have  met  with  ;  but  that  it  pre¬ 
vailed  in  the  Inftance  of  this  Prelate,  and  of  fome  others,  is  evident.  Among 
certain  Manufcript  Collections,  in  the  Hand- writing  of  Sir  James  Ware>  which  I 
have  feen,  there  is  a  Copy  of  a  Letter  Monitory,  or  Citation,  taken  out  of  Arch- 
bifhop  Swain's  Regiflry  h,  to  John  Mac-Camceil ,  fuppofed  to  be  Executor  or  Ad- 
miniftrator  to  this  Arthur ,  in  the  Words  following,  viz.  “  Johannes  Swain ,  &x\ 
“  John  Swain ,  by  Divine  Providence,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  and  Guardian  of 
“  the  Spiritualties  of  the  Diocefe  of  Clogher ,  during  the  Vacancy  of  that  See, 
“  tc  John  Mac-Camceil  y  greeting.  Whereas  upon  the  Death  of  every  one  of 
“  our  Suffragans,  the  befl  Horfe,  Cup,  and  Ring,  which  fuch  Suffragan  dieth 
poffeffed  of,  belongeth  and  is  due  to  us  in  Right  of  our  Church  of  Armagh , 
in  the  Name  of  his  principal  Goods.  And  whereas  hitherto  we  have  received 
no  Satisfaction  out  of  fuch  principal  Goods  of  Arthur ,  late  Bifhop  of  Clogher , 
our  Suffragan  of  bleffed  Memory,  except  only  his  Horfe  *,  of  which  for  this 
“  time  we  acknowledge  our  felves  to  be  in  part  fatisfkd :  Wherefore  we  will, 
“  and  command,  that  you  do  not  omit  to  give  us  full  Satisfaction  for  his  Ring 
“  and  Cup  due  to  us  as  aforefaid  \  which  Ring  and  Cup,  as  we  are  given  toun- 
“  derftand,  have  come  to  your  Hands  and  PofTeffion. —  Given  at  our  Manor  qf 
“  Dromijkin  this  26th  of  Nov  ember ,  in  the  fifteenth  Year  of  our  Confecration.” 
This  Inftrument  is  not  in  the  fair  Copy  of  Archbifhop  Swain's  Regiftry,  now  in 
the  Cuftcdy  of  his  Grace  the  Lord  Primate.  But  there  is  an  Inftrument  'of  the 
like  Claim  made  after  the  Death  of  Cornelius  O-Farrely  Bifhop  of  Ardaghy  and  the 
greater  Excommunication  denounced  againft.  Catherine  O-Farrel  and  Cornelius  her 
Son,  in  cafe  of  Difobedience  ;  where  it  is  claimed  by  prefcriptive  Cuftom.  See 
under  Cornelius  O-Farrel ,  Bifhop  of  Ardaghd\ 

PETER  MAGUIRE. 

[Succ.  1432,  Refign .  1449.] 

PETER  Maguire9  who,  like  his  Predeceffor,  was  alfo  Archdeacon  of  Clogh * 
er ,  fucceeded  both  by  the  Chapter’s  Election,  and  the  Pope’s  Provifion,  and 
died  in  1450,  having  (it  feems)  refigned  a  little  before  his  Death.  [He  made  an 
Exchange  with  the  Archbifhop  of  Armagh  of  the  Church  of  Mucknan ,  and  the 
Herenach  belonging  to  it,  in  the  Diocefe  of  Clogher ,  for  the  Churches  and  Here- 
nachs  of  Argully  Termony  and  ColleJJill  in  the  Diocefe  of  Armaghy  the  Confents 
of  each  Chapter  being  firfl  obtained.  A  Copy  of  the  Inftrument  of  this  Ex¬ 
change  is  among  the  Manufcripts  of  St.  Sepulchres  Library,  in  a  Book,  Intitled, 
Prefidents  of  the  See  of  Armagh ,  p.  51.  The  word  Herenachy  mentioned  in 
this  Inftrument,  is  taken  in  a  different  Senfe  from  what  it  is  in  the  Antiquities  K 
There  it  is  taken  for  the  Office  of  an  Archdeacon,  or  fomething  like  it,  here 
for  the  Eftate  or  Lands,  which  fupported  fuch  Officer  :  As  the  word  Burgage,  in 
its  general  Acceptation,  is  taken  for  a  foccage  Tenure  in  a  Borough,  yet  in  the

ROGER  or  Rofs  Maguire,  Son  of  Thomas  t he  Younger,  Dynaft  or  petty 
Prince  of  Fermanagh ,  fucceeded  by  the  Pope’s  Provifion,  and  was  confc- 
crated  at  Droghedah  by  John  Mey ,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh  in  1449.  He  govern¬ 
ed  this  See  about  34  Years,  and  dying  in  1483,  was  buryed  in  the  Church  of  St. 
Ronan  of  Achadurchar. 


EDMUND  COURCET. 

[Succ.  1485.  Refign .  1494.] 

ED  MU  N  D  Curcey ,  or  Courcey ,  a  Francifcan  Frier,  defcended  from  the 
noble  Family  of  the  Courceys  of  Munjler ,  and  Profeffor  of  Divinity,  was 
confecrated  Bifhop  of  Clogher  in  1485;  and  afterwards  for  his  approved  Loyalty, 
became  a  great  Favourite  to  King  Henry  the  Vllth.  [He  defended  that  King’s 
Title,  and  Intereft,  with  all  his  Might,  both  againft  the  Attempts  of  Lambert 
Simnel ,  and  Perkin  TVarbeck  ;  and  when  Sir  Richard  Edgecomb  arrived  from  the 
King,  on  the  Coaft  of  Dublin ,  in  order  to  fettle  the  Country  after  the  Rebelli¬ 
on,  and  to  take  the  Fealty  and  Pledges  of  the  great  Men,  this  Bifhop  was  the 
firft 1  Perfon  he  fent  for  to  Advife  with  in  his  Proceedings  i  and  (Tuch  an  Opinion 
was  conceived  of  his  inviolable  Loyalty,)  that  when  molt  of  the  other  Bifhops 
and  Nobles  were  obliged  to  fwear  to  a  new  Form  of  an  Oath  of  Allegiance,  and 
to  give  Pledges  for  their  future  Demeanour,  it  was  thought  unneceffary  to  lay  any 
fuch  Ties  on  him,  who  had  behaved  himfelf  fo  uprightly  and  unexceptionably  in 
the  times  of  Danger.  The  Kingdom  being  thus  fettled  ;  the  Year  following,  Viz. 
July  the  6th  1489,  he  afiifted  at  a  Provincial  Synod  convened  by  OH  avian ,  Arch- 
bifhop  of  Armagh ,  at  Athirdee ,  and  was  made  Arbitrator  between  two  conten¬ 
ding  Bifhops  of  Kilmore ,  concerning  their  refpeCtive  Rights  to  that  See,]  This 
Bifhop  is  reckoned  the  firft  Englijhman  who  ever  fat  in  the  See  of  Clogher ;  which 
having  governed  nine  Years,  he  was  on  the  26th  of  September  1494,  tranflated 
to  Rofs  by  Pope  Alexander  the  Vlth.  [Of  his  Death,  and  Benefactions  to  the 
Abby  of  Temolague ,  the  Reader  may  fee  an  Account  under  the  Bifhops  of 
Rofs.] 

N  EH  E  MI  AH  CLONIN. 

[Succ.  1502.  Refgn.  1503,] 

JS ^EHEMIAH  Clonin ,  a  Bene  dill  in  Frier,  or,  as  fome  fay,  an  Auguflin 
Hermit,  was  by  the  Provifion  of  Pope  Alexander  the  Vlth,  made  Bifhop 
of  Clogher i  on  the  24th  of  January  1502,  [near  eight  Years]  after  the  Trans¬ 
lation  of  Courcey.  On  the  29th  of  Augu(i  the  Year  following,  he  was  perfwa- 
ded  to  Refign  by  Patrick  0-Conally>  his  SuccefTor,  referving  to  himfelf  a  fmall 
Penfion  of  eighteen  Ducats,  payable  to  him  Yearly  out  of  the  Epifcopal  Trea- 
fury  or  Revenue.

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PATRICK  O-Con  ally ,  Abbat  of  the  Monaftery  of  St.  Peter  and  St.  Paul 
of  Cluanois,  fucceeded  by  the  Bull  of  Pope  Julius  the  lid,  on  the  feventh 
of  March  1 504.  He  returned  to  Ireland  the  fame  Year,  having  left  his  Provi- 
fional  Letters  behind  him,  in  the  Office  at  Rome.  [But  it  was  of  no  great  Confe- 
quence  to  him  ;  for]  a  few  Days  after  his  return  he  died  of  the  Plague,  [which 
fwept  away  Numbers  of  People  that  Year  m,  but  efpecially  in  Ulfter.] 

EUGENE  MAC-CAM  MIL. 

[Slice,  1508.  Ob.  1515.] 

EUGENE  Mac-Camceil,  Dean  of  Clogher ,  fucceeded  by  the  Provifion  alfoof 
Pope  Julins  the  lid,  on  the  fourth  of  April  1505,  and  was  confecrated  by 
OH  avian ,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  Thomas ,  Bifhop  of  Kilmore ,  and  Tiberius ,  Bifhop 
of  Down  and  Connor ^  in  the  Pear  1508.  [He  fat  about  feven  Years  after  his 
Confecration,]  and  died  in  1515,  [and  was  buryed  in  his  oym  Cathedral,  This 
See  continued  vacant  four  Years  after.] 

PATRICK  CU  L  IN. 

[Succ  1519.  Ob.  1534.] 

p  AT  RICK  Culin ,  an  Augujlin  Hermit,  fucceeded  by  the  Election  of  the 
Dean  and  Chapter,  in  the  Year  1519.  This  Prelate,  and  Roderick  Ca£idyt 
Archdeacon  of  Clogher ,  were  at  the  pains  of  compiling  the  Regiftry  of  that  See  ; 
from  whence  the  greateft  Part  of  the  Accounts  given  of  his  PredecefTors  are  taken 
[the  Memory  of  whom  would  have  perifhed,  had  it  not  been  for  their  Care. 
The  Regiftry  concludes  with  thefe  Words,  Ego  Ruaricus  Scripfi  1525.  I  Rode¬ 
rick  writ  it  in  152^5  ;  which  difeovers  the  Name  of  the  Compiler,  and  the  time 
when  it  was  writ.  Our  Prelate  was  accounted  a  Perfon  of  confiderable  Know¬ 
ledge  both  in  Antiquities,  and  Poetry  j  and  was  the  Author  of  a  Hymn  of  ten  Stanzas 
in  Metre,  in  praife  of  St.  Macartin ,  firft  Bifhop  of  Clogher ,  which  is  extant  in 
Manufcript  among  the  Collections  of  the  late  Archbifhop  n  King.]  He  died  about 
the  beginning  of  Spring  1534  [and  was  buried  in  the  Cathedral  of  Clogher.0] 

HUGH  0-CERFALLAN. 

[Succ.  1542.] 

HUGH ,  or  Odo,  0-Cervallan9  was  promoted  to  this  See  by  the  Provifion 
of  Pope  Paul  the  Hid,  [after  a  Vacancy  of  about  eight  Years]  and  hav¬ 
ing  firft  done  his  Liege  Homage,  according  to  Cuftom,  was  confirmed  by  King 
Henry  the  Vlllth  in  1542,  [at  the  fame  Time  when  Con  O-Neal ,  whom  he 
accompanied  into  England ,  was  received  into  Favour,  renounced  the  Name  and 
Title  of  O-Neal ,  and  was  created  Earl  of  Tirone. ] 

There  are  extant  fome  Ecclefiaftical  Conftitutions  promulged  by  this  Prelate, 
on  the  26th  of  Offober  1557  ;  but  I  have  not  been  able  todifeover  how  long  he 
governed  this  See.

[Succ.  1570.  Refgn.  eod.  An.] 

M  I LE  R  Magragh,  a  Francifcan  Frier,  was  by  Pope  Pius  the  5th  advanced 
to  the  Bifhoprick  of  Down  ;  but  being  afterwards  converted  to  the  Proteftant 
Religion,  he  was,  by  Grant  from  Queen  Elizabeth ,  placed  in  this  See  on  the  18th 
of  September  15 70,  [and  reftored  to  the  Temporalties  the  fame  Day.]  From 
hence,  on  the  3d  of  February  following,  he  was  tranflated  to  the  Archbifhoprick 
of  Cajhell  [having  received  little  or  nothing  out  of  the  See  of  Clogher',  occafioned 
by  the  long  Wars  in  thefe  Parts.  J  He  died  at  Cajhell  in  a  very  Advanced  Age 
[in  December  1622.]  The  Reader  may  find  a  fuller  account  of  him  among  the 
Archbifhops  of  that  See. 


GEORGE  MOUNEGO  MERE 

t  L.  [ Succ .  1605.  Ob.  1620.] 

THE  See  of  Clogher  remained  Vacant  for  many  Years  [after  the  Tranfla- 
tion  of  Miler  Magragh ,  occafioned  by  the  Rebellions  in  thofe  Parts.] 
But  in  the  Year  1605,  George  Mountgomery ,  a  Native  of  Scotland ,  Doctor  of 
Divinity,  [and  Dean  of  Norwich ]  was  advanced  to  it  by  the  Favour  of  King 
James  [the  Firft]  as  alfoto  the  Sees  of  Derry  and  Raphoe.  In  the  Year  1610,  he 
furrendred  the  two  latter,  and  took  on  him  the  Adminiftration  of  the  See  of 
Meath ,  [which  he  held  together  with  this,  as  long  as  he  lived.]  While  he  fat  here. 
King  James ,  among  many  other  Grants,  annexed  the  Abby  of  Clogher ,  with  the 
Revenues  thereof,  to  this  Bifhoprick  •,  by  which  Munificence  it  is  now  look’d  on  as 
one  of  the  richcft  of  all  Ireland.  See  more  of  him  among  the  Bifhops  of  Meath* 

JAMES  SPOTTISWOOD. 

[Slice.  1621.  Ob.  1644.] 

JA  M  E  S  Spottiswood ,  a  Native  alfo  of  Scotland,  and  Dcxflor  of  Divinity, 
Brother  to  John  Spottifwood ,  Archbifhop  of  St.  Andrews,  in  Scotland  [and 
Chancellor  of  that  Kingdom]  was  confecrated  at  Droghedah  in  1621,  [by  Chrif- 
topher ,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh  •,  his  Letters  Patent  bearing  date  the  2  2d  of  October 
that  Year  •,  and  on  the  nth  of  December  following  he  had  the  King’s  Letter,  re¬ 
mitting  to  him  the  firft  Fruits :  But  before  his  Confecration,  he  had  a  Conteftwith 
Primate  Hampton,  concerning  the  Exercife  of  Jurifdicftion  in  his  Diocefe  before 
Confecration  ;  concerning  which  See  Usjhers  Letter  p  to  the  Primate,  and  the 
Primate’s  Anfwer.  I  think  he  is  the  fame  Perfon  whom  King  James  the  firft 
had  before  naturalized  by  Letters  patent  dated  the  29th  of  November  1603*1.  Up¬ 
on  the  Death  of  Malcolm  Hamilton,  Archbifhop  of  Cafell,in  1629,  the  King 
would  have  promoted  our  Bifhop  to  that  See :  But  he  refufed 1  the  Tranflation 
pofiibly  not  thinking  it  at  that  Time  lo  valuable  as  what  he  had  ;  and  Archibald 
Hamilton,  Bifhop  of  Killala,  was  advanced  to  it.  He  died  at  IVeJlminfter  about  the 
middle  of  March  1644.  [He  was  the  Author  of  a  Treatife  called,  St.  Patrick's 
Purgatory.  In  a  regal  Vifitation  held  about  theYear  1622  this  See  was  returned  by 
Bifhop  Spottiswood  at  700/.  per  Annum. ]

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HENRT  JONES. 

[Succ.  1645.  Refign.  1661.] 
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TJ  E  N RT  Jones,  DoCtor  of  Divinity,  of  the  Univerfity  of  Dublin,  [and 
Dean  of  Ardagh,  Son  of  Lewis  Jones,  Bifhop  of  Killaloe ]  was  confecrated 
Bifhop  of  Clogher,  [in  Chrift-Church,  Dublin',']  on  the  9th  of  November  1645, 
and  was  tranflated  to  the  See  of  Meath  on  the  25th  of  May  1661.  See  a  fuller 
Account  of  him  among  the  Bifhops  of  Meath. 

JOHN  LESLEY. 

[Succ.  1661.  Ob.  1671.] 

•  o  HN  Lejley,  DoCtor  of  Divinity,  [was  born  f  in  the  North  of  Scotland,  and 
educated  firft  at  Aberdeen,  and  then  at  Oxford.  He  travelled  afterwards  into 
Spain,  Italy  and  Germany  ;  but  refided  for  the  moft  part  in  France ;  where  he 
made  himfelf  Mafter  both  of  the  moll  Polite  and  Abftrufe  Parts  of  Learning. 
He  fpoke  French,  Spanifh  and  Italian,  with  the  fame  Propriety  and  Fluency  as  the 
Natives  ;  and  was  fo  great  a  Mafter  of  the  Latin  ;  that  it  was  faid  of  him,  when  he 
was  in  Spain,  “  Solus  Lejleius  Latine  loquitur.  Lefley  is  the  only  Man  that  can 
“  fpeak  Latin.”  He  continued  22  Years  abroad,  and  during  that  Time  was  at 
the  Siege  of  Rochell,  and  the  Expedition  of  the  Ifle  of  Rhee,  with  the  Duke  of 
Buckingham.  He  was  all  along  converfant  in  Courts,  where  he  learned  that  Addrefs, 
which  gave  a  peculiar  Grace  even  to  his  preaching.  Thefe  accomplifhments  ob¬ 
tained  him  the  Favour  of  many  Princes  abroad  ;  and  at  home  he  was  particularly 
happy  in  that  of  King  Charles  the  firft  ;  who  admitted  him  into  his  Privy  Council 
both  in  Scotland  and  Ireland  ;  in  which  Stations  he  was  continued  by  King  Charles 
the  fecond  after  theReftoration  of  the  Royal  Family.] 

His  Chief  Preferment  in  the  Church  of  Scotland,  was  the  Bifhoprick  of  Orkney , 
called  the  Bifhoprick  of  the  Ifles,  from  whence  he  was  tranflated  to  Raphoe  on  the 
firft  of  June  1 633,  and  was  the  fame  Year  admitted  into  the  Privy  Council  of 
Ireland.  [When  he  firft  came  to  Raphoe,  he  found  the  Revenues  of  it  engrafted 
into  the  Hands  of  feveral  Gentlemen,  who  combined  together  to  maintain  what 
they  had  gotten.  But  by  an  expenfive  Law-fuit,  he  retrieved  the  Rights  and  Eftate 
of  the  See,  and  increafed  the  Income  of  it  near  a  third  Part.  He  built  a  Stately 
Palace  in  his  Diocefe  for  himfelf  and  his  Succefiors,  contriving  it  for  Strength 
as  well  as  Beauty ;  which  proved  to  be  ufeful  afterwards  in  the  Rebellion  of 
1641,  and  preferved  a  good  Part  of  that  Country;  particularly  thofe  under 
his  Protection  in  his  Diocefe  :  Yet  he  would  not  take  any  Military  Com¬ 
mand  on  him,  as  judging  it  not  fuitable  to  his  Function  :  Though  upon  Occa- 
fion,  we  are  told t,  that  he  performed  the  Office  of  a  General,  and  even 
ventured  to  expofe  his  own  Perfon,  as  particularly  in  the  Cafe  of  Sir  Ralph 
Gore,  who  was  befieged  in  Magherebeg ,  and  reduced  to  great  Extremities  :  When 
the  Lagan  Forces,  confifting  of  three  Regiments,  refufed  to  hazard  themfelves 
for  the  relief  of  him  and  his  Party  ;  yet  this  Bifhop  with  his  Company,  Tenants 
and  Friends,  fallied  forth  amidftthe  Flames  of  the  whole  Country,  relieved  the 
befieged,  and  evidenced  in  the  ACtion  as  much  perfonal  Valour,  as  regular  Con* 
jluCt. 

After  the  Declenfion  of  the  King’s  Caufe  in  England,  he  raifed  a  foot  Compa¬ 
ny  for  his  Majefty  in  Ireland ,  and  maintained  them,  both  Officers  and  Soldiers,  at

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his  own  Charge.  He  afterwards  endured  a  Siege  in  his  Caftle  of  Raphoe ,  before 
he  would  furrender  it  to  Oliver  Cromwell ,  and  held  out  the  laft  in  that  Country. 
He  declared  then  againft  the  PreJbyterian  as  well  as  the  Popi/h  Pretences  for  Re¬ 
bellion  ;  and  would  neither  join  in  the  Treafons  nor  Schifm  of  thofe  Times,  but 
held  unalterably  to  the  Praftice  as  well  as  Principles  of  the  Church  of  England , 
whofe  Liturgy  he  always  ufed  in  his  own  Family,  after  he  was  thruft  out  of  the 
Church  ;  and  even  in  Dublin  he  had  frequent  Confirmations  and  Ordinations  3, 
where,  although  he  was  profecuted  for  it  by  the  Fadtion  then  in  Power,  yet  he 
perfevered  in  the  Difcharge  of  his  Epifcopal  Office.  After  the  King’s  Reftora- 
tion,  he  haftened  with  fo  much  Zeal  to  fee  him,  that  he  rode  from  Chefier  to 
London  in  twenty  four  Hours.] 

He  was  tranflated  to  this  See  on  the  17th  of  June  1661  *,  [and  it  is  faidthe  King 
would  afterwards  have  given  him  more  profitable  Preferments  ;  but  he  excufed 
himfelf,  refolving  to  end  his  Labours  among  thofe  with  whom  he  had  fuffered, 
and  where  his  Influence  was  moft  powerful. 

.  He  was  a  Perfon  of  great  Temperance,  and  was  fo  great  a  Stranger  to  Cove- 
toufnefs,  that  he  hardly  underftood  Money  ;  which  however  he  employed  to  the 
beft  Ufes.  He  wrote  on  the  Art  of  Memory,  and  feveral  other  curious  and 
learned  Treatifes  *,  which  were  defigned  for  the  publick,  but  were  all  deftroyed  with 
his  Library  of  many  Years  Colledtion,  and  feveral  Manufcripts,  which  he  had 
gathered  in  foreign  Countries,  partly  by  the  Rapine  of  the  Irijh,  and  partly  by  King 
William’' s  Army,  in  1 690,  long  after  his  Death.  He  died  at  his  Seat  at  Caftlelejley , 
alias  Glafiough,  in  September  1671,  and  was  there  buryed  in  a  Church  of  his  own 
building  ;  which  he  had  procured  to  be  made  a  Parifh  Church  by  Adi  of  Parlia¬ 
ment,  and  confecrated  to  St.  Salvator.  He  was  reckoned  at  the  Time  of  his  Death 
the  oldeft  Biffiop  then  in  the  World  ;  having  been  fo  about  fifty  Years  from  the 
Time  of  his  Promotion  to  the  Biffioprickof  the  Ifles,  till  the  Time  of  his  Death, 


ROBERT  L  E  S  L  E  T. 

[Sitcc.  1671.  Ob.  1672.] 

ROBERT  Lefley ,  Son  of  Henry  Lejley ,  Biffiop  of  Meatb ,  was  tranflated 
from  Raphoe  to  this  See,  on  the  26th  of  October  1671,  and  died  the  Year 
following.  By  his  Willu,  dated  the  3d  of  July  1672,  he  ordered  that  the  Ex- 
pencesof  his  Funeral  ffiould  not  exceed  100/.  and  that  he  ffiould  be  buryed  at 
the  Eaft  End  of  the  Church  of  Clogher ,  if  he  died  within  five  or  fix  Miles  of 
it.  He  devifed  10/.  to  buy  a  Silver  Chalice  and  Patten  for  that  Church  ;  5/. 
to  the  Poor  of  the  Pariffi  where  he  ffiould  die,  and  5  /.  to  the  Poor  of  the  Parifh 
of  Clogher  *,  The  Interefl  of  500  /.  to  the  Maintenance  of  a  School-Mafter  of  a 
Free-School  to  be  eredled  at  Clogher ,  the  Nomination  of  whom  he  referved  to  his 
Heirs  •,  and  he  alfo  left  the  Interefl  of  100 1.  towards  the  Maintenance  of  the  Poor 
of  the  Pariffi  of  Clogher .  See  more  of  him  under  the  refpedlive  Sees  of  Dromore 
and  Raphoe ,  both  which  he  enjoyed  for  a  time. 


ROGER 


\Succ.  1672. 


BOYLE. 

Ob.  1687.] 


ROGER  Boyle ,  Biffiop  of  Down  and  Connor,  was  tranflated  from  thence  to 
this  See  on  the  2 1 ft  of  September  1672.  He  died  on  the  26th  of  November 
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1687,  in  the  70th  Year  of  his  Age,  and  was  buryed  in  the  Church  of  Clunes.  AD 
ter  his  Death  the  Epifcopal  Revenues  w  were  payed  into  the  Exchequer ,  and  ap¬ 
plied  by  King  James  the  fecond  to  the  Support  of  the  Popiffi  Bifhops  •,  and  the 
See  continued  without  a  Paftor  for  three  Years  and  upwards.  He  was  a  Prelate  of 
great  Learning  and  an  unblameable  Life,  See  what  he  wrote  among  the  Writers 
of  this  Period,  and  a  fuller  Account  of  him  among  the  Bifhops  of  Down  and 
Connor. 

RICHARD  TEN  NISON. 

[ Succ .  1690.  Reflgn .  1697.] 

RICHARD  Fennifon,  Bifhop  of  Killalla  and  Achonry ,  was  tranfiated  from 
thence  to  this  See,  by  the  Letters  Patent  of  King  William  and  Queen  Maryy 
dated  the  26th  of  February  1690,  and  from  this  See  to  Meath ,  on  the  29th  of 
June  1 697.  While  he  was  Bifhop  of  Clogher  he  repaired  and  beautified  the  Epif¬ 
copal  Palace,  built  Out-Offices  to  it,  and  encreafed  the  Revenues  of  it  at  leaft  a 
.third  Part.  He  was  remarkable  for  the  conftant  Exercife  of  Preaching,  by  which 
he  reduced  many  Diffenters  to  the  Church,  both  in  his  Diocefe,  and  at  Droghedahy 
where  he  lived  feven  Years  •,  and  in  one  Year  in  his  Vifitation  confirmed  about 
two  thoufand  five  hundred  Perfons,  See  more  of  him  among  the  Bifhops  of  Kil- 
lalla  and  Achonry  and  Meath. 


St.  GEORGE  ASH. 

[Succ.  1697.  Reflgn.  1716.] 

ST.  GEORGE  AJhy  was  tranfiated  from  Cloyn  to  this  See  by  the  King’s  Let¬ 
ter,  dated  the  firft  of  June  1697,  and  afterwards  to  Derry  in  February  1716, 
We  are  told  x  that  upon  the  Death  of  John  Vefey  Archbiffiop  of  Tuam  in  1716, 
he  was  offered  to  be  tranfiated  to  that  See ;  but  he  refufed  it,  as  not  fo  profitable, 
although  of  more  Honour  than  his  own.  While  he  was  Bifhop  of  Clogher ,  he 
expended  near  the  Sum  y  of  nine  hundred  Pounds  in  repairing  and  improving 
the  Epifcopal  Houfe  and  Lands  of  that  See  ;  which  upon  due  Proof  was  ratified 
and  allowed  to  him,  by  Michael  Archbiffiop  of  Armagh ,  his  Metropolitan,  on 
the  25th  of  July  1701,  in  Purfuance  of  an  Adt  2  of  Parliament  for  fuch  Purpofe 
made,  which  gives  a  Demand  of  two  thirds  of  the  Sum  expended  againft  the 
next  Succeffor.  See  more  of  him  among  the  Bifhops  of  Cloyn  and  Derry , 


JOHN  STERNE . 

[Succ.  1717.] 

T  0  H  N  Sterne ,  Dodtor  of  Divinity,  was  the  Son  of  John  Sterne ,  an  erni- 
nentand  learned  Phyfician,  who  was  Senior  Fellow  of  the  College  of  Dublin , 
and  at  the  fame  Time  (  which  is  uncommon  )  by  Difpenfation,  a  married  Man. 
He  educated  this  his  Son  in  the  fame  College,  in  which  he  took  his  Degree  of 
Dodtor  of  Divinity.  From  thence  he  was  firft  made  Vicar  of  Trim ,  afterwards 
Chancellor,  and  at  length  eledted  by  the  Chapter,  Dean  of  St.  Patrick’s  Dublin  ; 
from  whence  he  was  promoted  to  the  See  of  Dromore  in  May  1713,  and  then 
tranfiated  to  this  See  by  the  King’s  Letter,  dated  the  30th  of  March  1717,  and 
afterwards  made  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  Univerfity  of  Dublin ,

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While  he  wasBifhop  of  Dromore  he  laid  out3  three  hundred  thirty  three  Pounds 
nineteen  Shillings  and  ten  Pence  on  the  Epifcopal  Houfe  of  Magherellin ,  and 
had  a  Certificate  of  Allowance  from  Thomas  Archbilhop  of  Armagh ,  his  Metro¬ 
politan,  purfuant  to  the  Statute  before-mentioned.  After  his  Promotion  to  this 
See,  he  expended  b  three  thoufand  Pounds  in  Building  and  other  Improvements 
at  Clogher ,  for  which  he  hath  the  like  certificate  of  Allowance  from  his  Metro¬ 
politan,  Hugh  Archbilhop  of  Armagh ,  purfuant  to  the  Statute  of  12th  George 
the  Ill:,  which  gives  a  Reimburfement  of  three  Fourths  againft  the  next  Succeffor. 
In  the  Year  1733  he  made  a  Prefent  of  1000 1.  to  the  College  of  Dublin ,  to  build 
a  Printing-Houfe,  which  hath  been  fince  finifhed  ;  and  as  an  Addition  to  this 
Benefaction,  hath  in  1735,  given  200 1.  towards  buying  Types  for  the  ufe 
of  the  faid  Houfe. 

As  a  Corollary  to  this  See,  I  fhall  take  the  Liberty  to  add,  from  a  celebrated 
Romance  c,  the  feigned  Charafter  of  Antenorius ,  the  High  Prieft  of  Apollo ,  leav¬ 
ing  it  to  the  Fancy  of  the  Reader,  to  make  the  Application  to  whatever  Perfon 
he  thinks  it  moll  fuitable  —  In  placidifjimd  fenettute  vacuus  curis,  et  ad  arbitrium 
falix  —Aderat  ei  litter  arum  copia  ingens,  acre  acumen  el  celere  ;  qua  omnia  vita 
integritas  honeftabat  injucundiffimo  fene ,  &V.

The  Chapter  of  the  Diocefe  of  Down  conffts  of  fx  Members ,  v\z.  Dean t 
Archdeacon,  Chantor,  Chancellor,  and  two  Prebendiares  viz.  of  St.  An¬ 
drew’  s  and  Dunfport.  The  Bijhops  hold  their  Vifitations  both  for  this 
and  for  that  of  Connor  united  to  it,  in  the  Parijh  Church  of  Lisburn^ 
being  nearejl  to  the  Centre  of  Both.] 


U  NU  M  (Down)  was  antiently  called,  Aras-Celtair ,  [as  alio 
Rath-Keltair,  in  much  the  fame  Senfe  *,  the  one  fignifying  the 
Houfe,  and  the  other  the  Caftie  or  Fortification  of  Celtair,  the 
Son  of  Duach  5  from  whence  Flaherty  %  out  of  a  Quotation  from 
the  Will  of  St.  Patrick,  calls  it  Rath  Kelt  air  Mac  Duach,  or  the 
Caftie  of  Keltair,  the  Son  of  Duach.]  It  took  the  Name  of  Down  from  it’s  Si¬ 
tuation  on  a  Hill.  For  Dunum,  among  the  antient  Gauls,  Britons  and  Saxons, 
denoted  a  Hill  or  rifing  Situation  *,  and  from  hence  Lugdunum  ( Lyons )  Julio  du¬ 
num  {juliers)  in  Gall,  Dunelmum,  ( Durham )  Camelodunum  ( Malden )  Sorliodu - 
num  ( Old-Sarum )  and  the  like  in  England  had  their  Names,  Nor  hath  Dunum 
any  other  Signification  among  the  Irijh .  for  this  See  is  called  by  Ccntius  Came - 
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rarius,  in  his  Regiftry  of  the  Valuations  of  the  Apoftolick  .See.  Bun-da-Begh-

it’s  Name,  “  yf  Catenis  confraclis,  from  broken'  Chaihs”  ;  [and  tells  a  Story,  of 
an  Angel’s  Deliverance  of  two  Prifoners  of  YCmgLeogajr,  by  breaking  their  fet*  v 
ters.  So  alfo  Bunamaus ,  Burikcroh,  Bungannon,  and  Bungarvan.  defiye  their 
Names  from  a  hilly  Situation.  There  are  other  Examples  of  this  Sort  obvious 
enough  ;  but  thefe  are  fu.fficient  in  a  Matter  fo  notorious. 

The c  Church  of  Bowri  was  repaired  by.  St.  Mai  achy  Morgair ,  who  was  at  firft 
Bifhop  of  Connor ,  afterwards  Archbifhop  of  Armagh,  and  atlaft,  having  refigrted ' 
the  Archiepifcopal  See,  became  Bifhop  of  Bown  A.  D.  1137*  About  fourty 
Years  after,  Malachy ,  the  third  Bifhop  of  Bown  of  that  Name,  by  the  Affiftahee 
of  John  Conrcey ,  who  was  called  the  Conqueror  of  Uljler ,  enlarged  and  beautified 
it.  This  Conqueror  alfo  in  the  Year  1183  removed  the  fecular  Canons  out  of 
this  Church,  and  in  their  Room  fubftituted  Benedi&in  Monks  out  of  the  Abby 
of  St.  Werburg  in  Chejler  •,  and  about  the  fame  time,  at  the  Inftance  of  Courcey , 
that  Cathedral,  although  it  was  before  confecrated  to  the  Bleffed  Trinity,  was  de¬ 
dicated  to  the  Honour  of  St.  Patrick.  Chrijlopher  Pemhridge  alledgeth  in  his 
Annals,  that  a  great  many  were  of  Opinion,  that  Courcey  by  this  A&ion  drew 
on  himfelf  that  vaft  Train  of  Misfortunes,  which  afterwards  befelhim.  Be  that 
as  it  will,  it  is  certain  that  the  Sepulchre  of  St.  Patrick  antiently  brought  this 
Place  into  great  Reputation  ;  to  which  alfo  the  Bodies  of  St.  Columb  and  St.  Bri- 
gid  were  afterwards  tranflated.  The  lafb  Bifhop  of  this  See  before  the  real  Union 
(as  it  is  called)  of  the  Churches  of  Bown  and  Connor ,  wa sjohn  Cely ,  a  Benedidrin 
Monk:  But  he  being  deprived  in  1441,  John ,  Bifhop  of  Connor,  obtained  an 
Union  of  both  Sees  from  Pope  Eugene  the  fourth  ;  and  from  that  time  forward 
one  and  the  fame  Bifhop  hath  been  called  Bifhop  of  Bown  and  Connor . 

St.  C  A  I  L  A  N. 

[Pro mot.  Circ.  499.] 


CT.  Cailan  [or,  as  fome d  call  him,  Coelan ]  is  faid  to  have  been  the  firft  Bifhop 
^  of  this  See.  He  was  Contemporary  with  St.  MacniJJe,  Bifhop  of  Connor 
[who  died  in  the  beginning  of  the  fixth  Century,]  but  was  not  fo  early  advanced 
to  the  Epifcopal  Order  as  he  was.  From  Abbat  of  Nendrum  he  was  made 
Bifhop  of  Bown ,  about  the  Clofe  of  the  5th  Century.  [. Allemande  c  hath  not 
been  curious  enough  to  remark  a  Difference  between  this  Abby  of  Nendrum,  and 
that  of  Neddrum ,  a  Benedidin  Houfe  in  the  fame  County,  founded  in  the  12th 
Century*,  and  from  thence  hath  takenOccafion  to  fix  a  Blunder  upon  thofe  f,  who 
would  make  St.  Cailan  Abbat  of  a  Monaftery,  which  had  not  Exiftence  till  ma¬ 
ny  Centuries  after.  But  that  Foreigner  might  have  obferved,  that  Archbifhop 
Ufsher,  whom  he  principally  attacks,  calls  that  Abby,  in  one  Place  Noendrum 
in  another  Nendrum,  both  different  from  Neddrum  here  mentioned.  The  Names 
of  antient  Places  have  been  fo  corrupted  and  changed  by  Time,  that  it  often 
proves  a  difficult  Talk  to  fix  the  Situation  of  them.  And  that  is  the  Cafe  here. 
I  do  not  know  where  either  Neddrum  or  Nendrum  lay  in  the  County  of  Bown ; 
unlefs  Nendrum  may  be  conjeftured  to  be  the  Place,  which  Colgan  s  calls,  Entru - 
mia,  and  deferibes  to  be  a  Monaftery  in  the  Eaft  and  Maritime  Parts  of  Uljler ,

He  defcribes  it  to  Jie  in  the  Neighbourhood  of  Kilclethia  (Kilcliffe) 
which  is  in  the  Peninfula  of  Lecale .  But  the  Certainty  of  this  muft  be  left  to 
the  Inquiry  of  others. 

St.  FERGUS. 

[Ob.  583.] 


ST.  FERGUS ,  the  Son  of  JE ngus,  was  of  the  Blood  Royal  of  Ireland ,  as 
being  defcended  from  Coelbadius^  King  of  Ireland ,  who  died  in  357  [and 
was  the  laft  Monarch  of  the  Line  of  Ir.~\  It  is  faid  he  was  at  firft  Abbat  of  the 
Monaftery  of  Kil-bian ,  of  which  he  was  the  Founder  ;  that  he  was  afterward 
made  Bilhop  of  Down  ;  in  the  Government  whereof  he  died  on  the  30th  of 
March  583-,  under  which  Year,  the  Annals  of  Uljler  thus  point  him  out.  “  The 
“  reft  of  Fergus ,  Bifhop  of  Dromlethglafs ,  who  founded  Kil-bian.”  [It  muft 
be  obferved,  that  the  Place  here  called  Droma-lethglafs ,  and  in  other  Writers 
Dun-da-lethglafs  *»,  is  the  fame  with  Down ,  antiently  called  Aras-Celtair.']  As 
to  his  SuccefTors,  I  confefs  I  have  not  been  able  to  difeover  the  leaft  mention  of 
any  Bilhop  of  Down  for  many  Centuries  after  St.  Fergus ,  except  of  thefe. 

\Fingen,  whom  the  Annals  of  the  Four  Mafters  exprefly  call,  Bilhop  of  Dun~ 
da-lethglafs ,  and  place  his  Death  in  962.] 

Flaghertach ,  who,  according  to  the  Annals  of  the  Priory  of  thelllandof  All  - 
Saints,  died  in  1043. 

[ Samuel ,  Bilhop  of  Down ,  who  affifted  at  a  Synod  held  in  Ireland ,  Anno  1096.] 
And  it  feems  probable  indeed,  that  during  almoft  all  that  Period,  this  See  had 
no  peculiar  Bilhop  of  its  own,  but  was  included  in  the  Diocefe  of  Connor . 


MAE  ACHY.  I.  O-MORGAlR. 

[Succ.  1137.  1148.] 

IHave  already  given  an  Account  of  St.  Malachy  out  of  his  Life  written  by  St. 

Bernard .  It  will  be  enough  to  obferve  here,  that  from  being  Abbat  of 
Bangor ,  which  he  had  repaired,  he  was  made  Bilhop  of  Connor ,  in  the  30th 
Year  of  his  Age  •,  and  eight  Years  after  Archbilhop  of  Armagh  ;  but  that  the 
third  Year  following,  he  refigned  the  Archiepifcopal  See  to  Gelaftus ,  his  Succef- 
for  “  and  returned  (fays  St.  Bernard)  to  his  own  Parilh,  but  not  that  of  Con- 
“  nereth ,  and  for  a  Reafon  worth  the  Relation.  That  Diocefe  is  faid  to  have 
“  had  antiently  two  Epifcopal  Sees,  and  to  have  been  two  Bilhopricks  ,  and 
“  Malachy  thought  it  moll  convenient,  to  have  them  fo  again.  Therefore  he 
“  divided  thefe  Bilhopricks  into  two,  which  Ambition  had  united,  and  allotted 
“  part  to  another  Bilhop,  and  retained  part  to  himfelf.  And  therefore  he  did 
“  not  go  to  Coflnereth ,  becaufe  he  had  already  ordained  a  Bilhop  for  that  See;  but 
“  betook  himfelf  to  Down ,  and  afligned  the  Bounds  to  each  Parilh,  as  they  had 
“  antiently  been.”  Thefe  things  fell  out  in  the  Year  1137,  or  (as  fomefay)  1136. 
He  died  on  the  fecond  of  November  1148,  in  the  Abbyof  Clarevall,  on  his 
Journey  towards  Rome,  The  Rcadey  may  find  a  fuller  Account  of  him  among 
the  Archbilhops  of  Armagh. 

h  Ulsh,  Primojrd.  p.  888, 
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MALACHT.  II.  [. Mac-lnclericuir .] 

[Succ.  1148.  Ob.  1175.] 


MALACHT,  or  Mcslifa  Mac-lnclericuir  fucceeded.  He  was  a  learned 
Man,  and  died  in  a  very  advanced  Age  in  the  Year  1175.  He  affifted 
at  the  Synod  of  Kells,  held  by  Cardinal  Paparo,  the  Pope’s  Legate  in  Ireland , 
A.  D.  1152,  [and  is  called  in  his  Subfcription,  Bifhop  of  Ullagb,  that  is  Down, 
as  both  he  and  his  next  Succeffor  are  called  Bifhops  of  Ulfter ,  in  the  Leinjler  An¬ 
nals,  and  their  Deaths  placed  as  here.] 

GELASlUS  [Mac-Cormac. ] 

[Succ.  1175.  Ob.eod.  An.] 

G  E  L  A S  IU  S,  by  fome  called,  Gilladomnai  Mac-Cormac,  was  confecrated 
the  fame  Year,  and  died  before  the  End  of  it.  [In  the  anonimous  Annals 
he  is  called,  Mac-Cormac,  Bifhop  of  Ulfter,  and  his  Succeflion,  and  Death 
placed  as  here.] 

MALACHT.  Ilf. 


[Succ.  1176.  Ob.  circ.  1201.] 


ANOTHER  Malachy ,  fucceeded,  who  in  the  Year  1177  was  taken 
Prifoner,  in  a  Battle,  wherein  Roderick,  petty  Prince  of  Ulidia  ( Down )  was 
put  to  Flight  by  John  Courcey.  But  at  the  Requefl  of  Cardinal  Vivian  he  was 
immediately  reftored  to  his  Liberty  and  former  Honours.  [He  was  a  Witnefs 
to  the  Charter  of  Donation  of  ten  Plow- lands,  among  other  Things,  made  by 
Courcey  to  the  Church  of  St.  Werburg  of  Chefter  ;  on  Condition  that  the  Abbat  of 
Chefler  fhould  fupply  a  Prior  and  Inhabitants  out  of  his  Houfe  5  and  that  the 
Church  of  Dozvn  fhould  remain  free  from  all  Subjeftion  to  the  Church  of  Che¬ 
fter,  in  Consideration  of  the  faid  ten  Plow-lands,  Yet  how  carelefs  is  Allemande  \ 
who,  although  he  faw  this  Charter,  yet  creates  a  Dependance  of  this  Houfe  on 
the  Abby  of  St.  Werburg  in  Chefter,  and  fays,  that  the  founder  exprefly  would 
have  this  Priory  always  to  depend  on  that  Abby ;  the  contrary  of  which  is 
evident  from  the  Charter,  the  Subfiance  whereof  I  have  exa&Iy  given  above.] 
Malachy  (himfelf)  endowed  the  Prior  and  Monks  of  this  Abby  with  large 
Revenues,  referving  to  himfelf  the  Title  of  Guardian  and  Abbat,  66  as  is  done 
“  (fays  the  Charter)  in  the  Church  of  Winchefter  or  Coventry,  referving  alfo  for 
«  the  Honour  and  Revenue  of  his  Bifhoprick,  the  moiety  of  the  Oblations  on 
“  thefe  five  Feflivals  in  the  Year,  and  no  more ;  that  is  to  fay,  on  Chriflmas-Day, 
6t  the  Purification  of  the  bleffed  Virgin,  St.  Patrick' s-Day,  Eafter,  and  Whit- 
funtide."  He  died  about  the  Year  1201. 


RALPH 


[SUCC.  12Q2.  Ob.  1213.] 


RALPH,  was  Abbat  firfl  of  Kinlofs,  and  afterwards  in  the  Year  1194  of 
Melrofs  in  Scotland,  He  was  by  the  Interefl  of  John  de  Salem,  Cardinal 
Prieft  of  St.  Stephen  in  Monte  Celio,  and  Legate  from  Pope  Innocent  the  Illd, 
promoted  to  this  Bifhoprick  in  the  Year  1202*  and  governed  it  about  eleven 


Years.

ON  E  Thomas  fucceeded  ;  to  whom,  and  his  Succeffors,  Hugh  de  Lacy , 
Earl  of  Ulfter ,  gave  large  Poffeffions  in  Arte  and  Oveh ,  or,  as  they 
are  now  called  (for  fo  I  underftand  it)  in  the  Territories  of  Ardes  and  Jveach, 
[now  divided  into  the  Barony  of  Ardes ,  and  the  two  Baronies  of  upper  and  low¬ 
er  Eveagh  in  the  County  of  Down]  He  fat  in  this  See  untill  the  Year  1237,  but 
I  have  not  yet  difeovered  how  long  after.  The  Reader  may  find  a  fuller  Ac- 
count  of  him  in  Matthew  Paris,  in  the  Life  of  JVilliam  the  2 2d,  Abbat  of  St. 
Albans ,  [where  it  is  faid,  that  he  held  an  ordination  at  St.  Albans ,  confecrated 
three  Church  Yards,  or  burial  Places,,  and  an  Altar  to  St.  Leonard.] 

R  A  N  U  L  P  H. 

[Ob.  1253.] 

N  E  Ranulph  [or  Randal]  the  next  fucceflor,  died  in  1253,  after  which  the 
See  was  for  fome  Years  vacant.

[Succ.  1258.  Refign.  1265  J 

AFTER  the  Death  o  1  Randal,  the  Monks  of  the  Cathedral  of  St.  Patrick’s 
of  Down ,  elefted  Thomas  Lidell,  Biihop,  in  1258.  But  King  Henry  the 
Hid  rejected  this  Eleftion,  [and  the  Archbifhop  of  Armagh  vacated  it ;]  then 
the  King  conferred  the  See  on  Reginald ,  Archdeacon  of  Down,  [who  was  elefted 
on  the  difapprobation  of  Lidell,  did  his  Fealty  to  the  King,  and  obtained  a 
Writ k,  commanding  the  Archbifhop  to  confecratc  him,  and  the  Lord  Juftice  to 
reftore  him  to  the  Temporalties.]  Fie  fat  in  this  See  feven  Years,  and  was  then 
tranflated  to  the  Bifhoprick  of  Cloyn ,  in  Munfier ,  in  1265,  where  he  died  in 
1273  [about  the  Clofe  of  the  Year.] 

THOMAS  LIDELL. 

[Succ.  1266.  Ob.  1276.] 

REGINALD ,  (as  I  faid  before)  being  tranflated  to  Cloyn  *,  the  Monks  of 
Down  again  elefted  Thomas  Lidell  Biihop,  who  being  confirmed  by  the 
Pope,  obtained  the  Royal  AlTent,  and  was  reftored  to  the  Temporalties  on  the 
5th  of  November  12 66.  [Soon  after  his  Advancement,  he  was  diftrained  by  the 
Earl  of  Ulfter,  for  refufing  to  appear,  and  do  Suit  and  Service  in  his  Court.  •  But 
he  fent  his  Archdeacon  to  the  King,  with  an  Epiftle  1,  imploring  Relief  agamft 
the  faid  Oppreflion,  and  threatning,  if  the  King  did  not  afford  it  him,  to  feek 
fora  Remedy  from  the  Court  of  Rome.]  He  governed  this  See  about  ten  Years. 
In  the  Year  1270  m  he  granted  fourty  Days  Indulgences  to  St.  Paul’s  Church, 
London .  [Poflibly  every  Reader  may  not  know  what  is  underftood  by  thele  Indul¬ 
gences.  Fuller  n  declares  his  Ignorance  of  them,  “  unlefs  (fays  he)  they  fignified 
“  apromife  of  a  Pardon  of  fo  many  Days,  to  fuch  who  fhould  go  on  Pilgrimage 
“  to  fuch  a  Church,  or  be  Contributors  to  the  Repairs  or  Buildings  of  it,  CjV. 

“  and  this  he  thinks  an  over-papal  Aft  for  a  plain  Biihop.”  But  it  was  ufual  with 
the  Pope  to  grant  Faculties  to  Bifhops  for  this  Purpofe.  We  may  obferve  here¬ 
after,  in  the  Life  of  Maurice  de  Portu,  Archbifhop  of  Tuam\  that  he  obtained  a 
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Faculty  from  the  Pope,  for  granting  certain  Indulgences  to  whomfoever  fhould 
hear  his  firfl  Mafs  at  Tuam ,  upon  his  Return  from  Rome .  Thefe  Indulgences 
were  a  Relaxation  of  fo  many  Days  Penance  enjoyned  on  any  Perfon,  who 
fhould  do  fuch  or  fuch  an  A<5t.  And  this  appears  in  the  Black  Book  0  of  the 
Archbifhops  of  Dublin  *,  where  Henry  Lounctres ,  Archbifhop  of  that  See,  having 
founded  an  Hofpital  of  the  Holy  Ghoft  in  his  Diocefe,  granted  fuch  Indulgences  to 
thofe  who  fhould  vifit,  and  give  Alms,  or  Largeffes  to  the  faid  Hofpital,  in  thele 
Words.  “  de  in j undid  fibi  penitentid  triginta  dies  relaxamus.”  We  relax  thirty 
Days  out  of  the  Penances  enjoined  them.  And  this  feems  to  be  the  true 
Meaning ,  of  thefe  Indulgences.  There  is  alfo  in  the  Regiftry  p  of  John  Swain , 
Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  a  Grant  by  him  of  fourty  Days  Indulgences,  to  who¬ 
ever,  fhould  give  relief  to  Moyre  Mackenerry ,  a  Man  who  had  been  reduced  to 
Poverty  ;  and  another  s,  to  whoever  fhould  contribute  to  the  Ranfom  of  Nicho¬ 
las  Chamberlain ,  who  had  been  taken  Prifoner  by  the  Irijh  Enemies  ;  and  many 
of  the  like  Sort.  The  Reader  will  find  thefe  Indulgences  often  mentioned  in 
{he  Progrefs  of  thele  Sheets,  and  this  Explanation  may  ferve  once  for  all.] 


NICHOLAS. 

[Succ.  1276.  Ob.  1304.] 


AFTER  the  Death  of  Udell ,  the  Monks  of  Down ,  having  obtained  the 
King’s  Licence  to  go  to  Election  dated  the  20th  of  February  1276, 
made  choice  of  one  Nicholas ,  who  was  Treafurerof  Ulfter ,  and  (I  think,)  Prior 
of  the  Cathedral  of  Downy \  [and  he  had  his  Writ  for  Reftitutior*  to  the  Tem- 
poralties  on  the  29th  r  of  March  1277.  He  claimed  and  exercifed  in  his  Manors 
and  Lands  in  UOler ,  all  Pleas  of  the  Crown,  except  four,  (to.)  Treafuretrove, 
Rapes,  Burnings,  and  Hamfoken,  (which  fignified  a  forcible  Entry  into  a  Man’s 
Ploufe  againft  the  King’s  Peace,  and  was  pretty  near  the  Offence  now  called  Bur¬ 
glary.)  But  thefe  Priviledges  brought  him  into  feme  Trouble.  For  King  Ed¬ 
ward  the  firfl,  in  the  twenty  fifth  Year  of  his  Reign f,  brought  a  §uo  Warranto  a- 
gainfl  him,  and  had  him  called  in  Queflion  for  this  and  other  Particulars.  It 
was  alledged,  that  he  and  the  Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  Nicholas  Mac-Molijfa ,  had 
made  certain  Conflitutions  and  Provisions  in  their  Diocefes,  (in  which  were  im¬ 
plied,  that  Clergymen  born  in  England ,  fhould  not  be  admitted  into  any  Mo- 
nafteries  within  their  Sees,)  to  the  Prejudice  of  the  Crown.  Our  Bifhop  appeared, 
and  difavowed  any  fuch  Conflitutions ;  and  owned  that  the  Abbat  of  Saul,  and 
his  Convent,  and  all  other  Abbats,  Priors,  and  Convents  of  his  Diocefe,  might 
admit  Clerks  born  in  England ,  laving  his  ufual  Vifitations :  But  he  was  obliged 
to  give  Security,  that  he  would  immediately  revoke  the  faid  Conflitutions,  if 
any  fuch  were  made,  and  call  in  all  Mandates,  which  were  iffuedon  fuch  Con¬ 
flitutions.  He  was  then  Charged  with  affuming  to  himfelf  the  holding  of  Pleas 
of  the  Crown,  and  taking  Eirick,  f  or  ranfome  from  Felons,  for  the  Death 
of  an  Englijhman ,  and  for  other  Felonies.  His  anfwer  to  this  Charge  was  5 
that  it  was  true  he  held  all  Pleas  of  the  Crown,  except  the  Four  beforenamed  ; 

.  that  he  found  his  Church  feized  of  this  Priviledge  ;  and  that  all  his  Predecef. 
fors  held  fuch  Pleas,  which  he  offered  to  verifie.  He  alfo  claimed  the  Eirick,  or 
ranfome  of  Felons,  for  the  Death  of  an  Englijhman ,  and  other  Felonies,  of 
which  he  claimed  Cognifance.  Being  queflioned,  which  of  his  Predeceffers  took 


t  Eirick  or  Erick,  in  fignifieth  a  Ranfome  or  Fine;  and  by  the  Brehon  Law  Murder,  Manflahgh : 
ter.  Rape,  Robbery,  Tneft,  See.  were  only  punifhed  with  this  Erick  or  Fine,  inftead  of  Death.  ‘ 
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fuch  Eiricks,  and  from  whom.  He  faid,  that  Ranulph  or  Randal ,  his  third  Pre- 
deceffor,  did  fo  from  one  Thomas  Baylagh ,  and  John  Bay  Ugh,  for  the  Death  of 
Robert  Ty will.  Being  affied,  if  fuch  Eirick  ever  had  allowance  in  the  King’s 
Courts  to  him  or  any  of  his  Predeceffors,  or  if  the  Peace  (or  Pardon)  which 
they  granted  to  a  Felon,  was  received  in  the  King’s  Courts  ?  to  which  he  could 
not  make  anfwer ;  But  faid,  that  he  was  charged  before  the  Juftices  in  Eyre*  by 
what  Warrant  he  claimed  to  hold  Pleas  of  the  Crown  ;  and  that  he  anfwered, 
that  he  and  his  Predeceffors,  from  time  immemorial,  did  fo*,  which  he  alledged  he 
had  proved  by  Verditt.  Upon  which  Elias  de  Berkley  and  John  Pont ,'  Profecu- 
tors  for  the  Crown,  alledged  ;  that  in  the  Time  of  St.  Robert  de  Ufford ,  Lord  , 
Juftice,  the  faid  Elias  was  conflituted  Coroner  and  Keeper  of  the  Pleas  of  the 
Crown,  within  the  Liberties  of  the  Croffes  of  Uljler  ;  and  that  then  he  made 
Inquifitions,  and  held  views  of  Manflaughter,  and  returned  them  to  Nicholas 
Taafe ,  Juftice  ;  and  that  the  King’s  Eflate,  in  this  particular,  flood  thus  in  thofe 
parts  for  fix  Years,  untill  he  {Elias)  was  removed  from  that  Office.  That  af¬ 
terwards  the  Biffiop,  and  alfo  the  Prior  of  St.  Patricks,  of  Down ,  occupied  fuch 
Pleas  of  the  Crown,  and  took  Eiricks,  &c.  of  which  he  tendered  a  Verification 
in  behalf  of  the  King.  And  the  Biffiop  replied,  that  he  and  his  Predeceffors, 
time  out  of  mind,  held  fuch  Pleas,  and  took  fuch  Eiricks^  Being queftioned  if 
he  kept  a  Coroner.  He  anfwered,  No  *,  but  that  his  Senefchal  ferved  him  in  room 
of  a  Coroner,  made  Inquifitions,  and  held  Views,  &c.  Then  he  was  afked,  if 
his  Senefchal  was  fworn  to  the  King  ;  which  he  could  not  affirm.  After  a  long 
Examination,  the  Biffiop  for  him  and  his  Succeffors,  remifed  and  quit  Clai¬ 
med  to  the  King,  and  to  his  Heirs,  all  Pleas  of  the  Crown  within  his  Liberties 
of  the  Crofs  for  ever,  and  the  King  pardoned  him  the  Trefpafs  for  holding 
fuch  Pleas  without  Warrant;  and,  as  to  the  Redemption  of  Felons,  becaufe  he 
could  not  fay  that  the  Pardon  of  the  Suit  of  Peace  for  Felony 'was  ever  in  him, 
or  in  any  of  his  Predeceffors,  or  had  ever  been  allowed  upon  Plea  to  any  Felon  in 
the  King’s  Courts  ;  therefore  the  Biffiop  was  by  Judgment  foreclofed  of  fuch 
Eirick  for  ever,  and  amerced  «,  but  the  Amerciament  was  pardoned. 
This  Record  was  removed  into  England  by  Certiorari t ,  Anno.  i.  Ed.  2.  to  be 
preferved  there  in  perpetuam  rei  memoriam.  I  have  mentioned  this  Record  at 
large,  becaufe  it  difcovers  the  Ufurpations  made  on  the  Crown  by  the  afpiring 
Biffiops  of  thofe  Days  ;  it  ffiews  the  Nature  of  the  Eirick,  or  pecuniary  com¬ 
mutation  for  the  Death  of  a  Subject  *,  and  how  the  Law  then  flood  in  relation  to 
the  different  kinds  of  Puniffiments  for  killing  an  Irijhman  and  Englijhman,  the  one 
by  Death,  and  the  other  only  by  a  Fine,  which  Sir  John  Davis u  notes  as  a  great 
defeat  in  the  Civil  Policy  of  thofe  Times  ;  and  was  one  of  the  Reafons,  why 
Ireland  took  fo  long  a  Time  in  being  fully  reduced  to  the  EngliJJj  Government. 
To  proceed.  This  Biffiop  was  the  fame  Year  {viz.)  1297  indicated  for  another 
Offence.  The  Abby  of  the  Irijh  Convent  of  St.  John  at  Down ,  being  void  by 
the  Ceffion  of  William  Rede ,  Abbat ;  the  Prior  and  Convent  applied  to  the  King 
for  Licence  to  go  to  Election  of  an  Abbat,  and  obtained  it.  The  Biffiop  broke 
into  the  Abby,  and  ftolethe  Letters  of  Licence  ;  and  out  of  his  own  Head  crea¬ 
ted  an  Abbat,  and  reftored  to  him  the  Temporalties.  Both  he,  and  the  new 
created  Abbat  were  indicted  for  this  Ufurpation,  but  what  end  was  made  of  it 
i  know  not :  For  there  is  only  part  of  the  Record  in  the  Place  w  from  whence  I 
have  drawn  my  Authority.]  He  fat  in  this  See  about  twenty  eight  Years,  and 
died  in  1304.  .  . 
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THOMAS  K  ITT  EL. 


[Succ.  1305.  Ob.  1313.] 

ON  the  28th  of  March  following  the  Death  of  Nicholas ,  King  Edward  the 
firfb  granted  a  Licence  *  to  the  Prior  and  Convent  of  St.  Patrick's,  of 
Down ,  to  go  to  the  Ele&ion  of  a  Succeffor  *,  who  by  Virtue  thereof  made  choice 
of  Thomas  Kit  tel  •,  and  he  was  reftored  to  the  Temporalties  [not]  on  the  firft 
of  July  1305,  [as  Ware  fays,  but  after  ;  for  his  Writy  of  Reftitution  doth  not 
bear  Date  untill  the  18  th  of  Augujt  that  Year  ;  and  he  could  not  have  a  legal 
Reftitution  before  the  Date  of  his  Writ.]  He  governed  this  See  eight  Years,  and 
died  in  1313. 

THOMAS  BRIGHT. 

[Succ.  1314.  Ob.  1327.] 

THE  Monks  of  Down,  having  obtained  the  Royal  Licence  to  proceed  to 
an  Election,  made  choice  of  Thomas  Bright ,  Prior  of  the  Cathedral  of 
Down  ;  who  received  Confecration  at  the  Hands  of  Roland  de  Jorfe ,  Archbifhop 
of  Armagh,  in  the  Year  1314.  He  died  in  1327,  and  was  buried  in  his  own 
Church. 

RALPH  of  KILMESSAN. 

[Succ.  1329.  Ob.  1353.] 

T  0  H  N  of  Baliconingham ,  [or  Malyconyngham ,  as  he  is  called  in  the  Publick 
^  Records  z  ]  Re<5lor  of  Ardwhinin,  was  canonically  defied  by  the  Prior  and 
Chapter,  and  confirmed  by  the  Royal  Affent  in  1328.  But  having  received  the 
Profits  of  the  See  for  a  fhort  time,  Pope  John  the  XXI Id  nulled  the  Eleftion,  and 
promoted  him  to  the  See  of  Cork  ;  and  Ralph  of  Kilmejjan,  a  Francifcan  Frier, 
was  by  Madate  3  fiom  the  fame  Pope,  [dated  the  12th  of  December ,  1328,]  confe- 
crated  by  Bertran ,  Cardinal  Bifhop  of  Tujculum,  and  afterwards  reftored  b  to  the 
Temporalties  on  the  firft  of  April  1329,  [having  firft  renounced  all  prejudicial 
Claufes,  fworn  Fealty,  and  fubmitted  to  accept  of  the  See,  as  from  the  King’s 
Favour.  There  is  extant  an  Epiftle  from  c  Pope  John  the  XXIId,  to  Stephen 
Segrave ,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh,  dated  the  4th  of  January  in  the  fourteenth 
Year  of  his  Pontificate,  A.  D.  1330,  for  tranflating  this  Prelate  from  Down  to 
Cork  and  John  of  Baliconingham  from  Cork  to  this  See  ^  grounded  upon  a  Re¬ 
port,  which  the  Pope  fays  was  worthy  of  being  believed,  that  the  refpeeftive  Bi- 
fhops  requefted  it  themfelves,  and  impowering  the  Archbifhop  to  abfolve  them 
from  their  Obligations  to  each  of  their  Sees.  But  the  Report  appearing  to  be 
groundlefs,  the  Project  was  never  carried  into  Execution.  In  1332  he  was 
amerced  one  hundred  Marks  for  not  perfonally  appearing  in  a  Parliament  Sum¬ 
moned  the  Year  before  by  Sir  Anthony  Lucy,  Lord  Juftice,  in  Dublin  ;  the  Seflion 
being  fo  thin  by  means  of  Defaulters,  that  it  was  adjourned  without  doing  any 
Bufinefs.  But  he  afterwards  made  it  appear,  that  he  attended  in  his  Place,  and 
fuedaWritdto  the  Treafurer  and  Barons  of  the  Exchequer,  for  his  Difcharge 
and  Quietus ,  after  Procefs  had  iffued  againft  him  to  levy  it.]  He  fat  in  this  See 
twenty  four  Years,  and  at  laft  died  in  Augujt  1353.  While  he  was  Bifhop,  King  Ed¬ 
ward  the  IHd  confirmed  all  the  Pofteffions,  belonging  to  the  See  of  Down ,  on  the 
24th  of  Augujt  1  342. 
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RICHARD  CALF  I. 

[Succ.  1353;  Ob.  1365,] 

ABOUT  the  clofe  oftheYear  1353,  Richard  Calf  ,  Prior  of  the  Cathedral  of 
Down,  fucceeded  Bilhop  Kilmejfan ,  by  the  Provifion  of  Pope  Innocent  the 
Vlth,  and  was  buryed  in  his  own  Church,  on  the  26th  of  Otlober  1365,  [having 
governed  this  See  upwards  of  eleven  Years.  Upon  a  Suppofition  of  this  Pre¬ 
late’s  Death,  one  Gregory  (who  was  afterwards  promoted  to  the  See  of  Elphin) 
was  confecrated  Bilhop  of  Down,  at  Avignion ,  by  Peter,  Cardinal  of  Prenefte. 
But  it  appearing  that  the  Bilhop  was  alive,  the  Pope’s  Provifion  became  ufelefs  2 
See  under  Elphin.'] 

WILLIAM. 

[Succ.  1365  Oh.  1368.] 

u  PON  the  Death  of  Richard  Calf  Robert  of  Aketon,  an  Auguflin  Hermit, 
(the  fame  who  the  Year  following  was  advanced  to  the  See  of  Kildare )  wa» 
ele&cd  Bilhop,  by  the  Prior  and  Monks  of  Down ,  on  the  j8th  of  November 
1365.  But  Pope  Urban  the  Vth  nulled  this  Election  ;  and  by  his  Provifion  con-** 
ferred  the  See  on  Frier  JVilliam  (  I  do  not  know  of  what  Order  )  who  fat  fcarce 
three  Years,  and  died  in  Auguft  1368, 

JOHN  LOGAN. 

[Succ.  1368.  Oh.  eod.  Anl\ 

OH  N  Logan ,  Archdeacon  of  Dozvn ,  fucceeded  by  a  Provifion  from  the  Pope  $ 
but  died  before  he  had  enjoyed  any  of  the  Profits  of  the  Bilhoprick. 

RICHARD  CALF  II. 

[Succ.  1369.  Oh.  1386.] 

RICHARD  Calf,  the  fecond  Bilhop  here  of  the  fame  Name  and  Sur¬ 
name,  Prior  of  the  Cathedral  of  Down ,  fucceeded,  and  died  on  the  1 6th 
of  May  1386,  having  governed  this  Sec  feventeen  Years,  and  was  buryed  in  hi§ 
own  Church. 

HN  ROSS. 

[Succ.  1387.  Ob.  1394.] 

JOHN  Rofs ,  who,  like  his  Predecelfor,  was  alfo  Prior  of  Down ,  fucceeded 
by  the  Pope’s  Provifion,  and,  having  done  the  cuftomary  Homage,  was 
rellored  to  the  Temporalties  on  the  fourteenth  of  March  1387.  He  died  in 
1394. 

HN  DONG  AN. 

[Succ.  139 5.  Oh.  1412.] 

0  H  N  Dong  an,  a  Benediftin  Monk,  and  Bilhop  of  Derry,  was  by  the  Provi¬ 
fion  of  Pope  Boniface  the  lXth  tranfiated  to  Down,  and  having  performed  his 
Homage  according  to  Cuftom,  was  reftored  to  theTempoialties  on  the  26th  of  July 
1395.  In  the  Year  1401  YlmgHenry  the  fourth  made  him  Senefchal  of  his  Liberty 
oiUlfter,  [and  on  the  16th  of  September  1405  'joined  him.  in  Commiflion  with 
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Jcnico  de  Artois,  to  conclude  a  Peace  between  his  Irijh  Subje&s,  and  Sir  Donald 
Mac-Donald ,  Lord  of  the  Ifles,  and  John  his  Brother :  Between  whom  {  and  the 
Merchants  of  Droghedah ,  and  Dublin ,  there  had  been  a  Sort  of  a  pyratical  War 
carried  on  for  fome  time  •,  and  that  very  Year  the  Merchants  twice  entred  Scot » 
land,  and  did  great  Mifehief.]  Our  Bilhop  Dongan  died  in  the  Year  1412. 

JOHN  CELT, 

[Suet.  1413.'  j Depr.  144 i.] 

iO  H  N  Cely  or  Selyj  a  Btftedittift  Monk,  was  confecrated  in  1413,  and:  in 
J  1441,  was  (I  am  not  pofitive  for  what  Grimes)  deprived.  [Whatever  waff 
the  Caufe  of  hi*  Deprivation,  yet  it  appears,  that  upon  his  firft  Advancement  he' 
a<h:ed  with  great  Regularity  in  his  Station,  and  kept  lip  to  the  Rules  of  that  Or¬ 
der  of  which  he  was  a  Monk.  In  14*4,  by  the  Affent  of  Thomas  Ctanly Arch- 
bifhop  *  of  Dublin ,  he  ere&ed  and  confecrated  an  Altar  to'  the  Honour  of  the 
Virgin  Mary,  on  the  North  fide  of  the  Choir  of  Chrift -Church,  without  the 
Door,  and  granted  fourty  Days  Indulgences  to  all  the  Canons,  who  fhould  cele¬ 
brate  Mafs,  and  devoutly  pray  at  the  faid  Altar.  Whether  this  Fit  of  Devotion 
was  only  Grimace,  or  how  long  it  continued',  I  cannot  tell,  but  it  feems  he  was' 
attacked  for  his  Irregularities  long  before  his  Deprivation.  He  had  laid  afide 
his  Benedittin  Habit,  which  was  then  looked  on  as  a  Scandalous 1  thing  for  a 
Bifhop-  to  do,  and  a  Matter  by  the  Canons  deferring  the  Cenfure  of  the  greater 
Excommunication  ;  for  which,  in  a  Provincial  Synod  held  by  John  Swain , 
Archbifliop  of  Armagh,  A.  D.  14*7,  he  was  called  to  Account,  and  acfrtionifhed 
to  amend  the  Scandal.  But  he  took  little  Notice  of  the  Admonition  ;  and  waff 
therefore  in  the  Year  *430  *  peremptorily  Cited  to  fhew  Caufe  why  he  fliould  not 
be  formally  excommunicated/  fn  1434  k  he  was  ferred  with  a  Monition  from 
the  faid  Archbifliop,  to  turn  off  a  Miftrefs,  whom  he  publickly  cohabited 
with  in  the  Caflle  of  Kilcleth,  called  Lettice  Thombe  \  a  married  Woman  ;  and 
that  if  he  did  not  do  it  in  the  Time  prefixed,  that  he  Ihould  not  only  be  fufpended 
from  Divine  Service,  but  folemnly  excommutiicated.  The  amorous  Bifhop  found 
means  to  weather  this  Storm  for  fome  Time  ;  yet  in  1441  he  was  profecuted  with 
£ffe£t  ;  and  for  many  Irregularities  deprived ;  of  which  hiff  criminal  Converfation 
with  that  infamous  Woman  was  probably  the  moil  notorious  Occafion  ;  although 
Archbifliop  Prene' s  Letter  to  m  Pope  Eugene  the  IVth,  dated  the  13th  of  May 
1441,  is  only  couched  in  general  Terms,  de  criminibus  et  exccjjibus ,  for  Crime* 
and  Exceffes.  Archbifliop  Prene  recommended  "  William  Bajfet ,  a  BenediRiri 
Monk,  to  the  Pope  for  a  Succeflor  to  Cely  ;  and  the  fame  Day  wrote  earneftly 
to  King  Henry  theVIth,  in  favour  of  the  fame  Perfon:  But  all  to  no  purpofe.  For 
it  feems,- the  Pope  intended  to  unite  the  two  Sees  of  Down  and  Connor  at  thi* 
t  ime,  which1  he  did  in  the  Perfon  of  John ,  Bifhop  of  the  latter.  The  Reader  will 
fee  an  Account  of  this  hereafter  Under  John  Bifhop  of  Connor .]

JOHN  Bifliop  of  Connor ,  fuccecded  next  in  the  See  of  Down,  by  the  Provi- 
fion  of  Pope  Eugene  the  IYth,  [in  1441]  and  the  Year  following  procured  a 
real  Union  of  both  the  BiJfhopficks'/rf  Down  and  Connor  from  the  fame  Pope„ 
It  appears  among  the  Records  of  the  Tower  of  London,  that  King  Henry  the 
Vlth  had  by  Letters  patent  in  the  16th  Year  of  his  Reign,  [A.  D.  1438.]  ap¬ 
proved  of  this  Union,  [which  about  that  Time,  began  to  be  projected.]  Not- 
Withftanding  which  our  Prelate  had  afterwards  very  great  Contefts  with  one  Tho¬ 
mas  Pollard ,  concerning  the  Right  to  the  See  of  Down  $  and  both  Of  them 
carried  themfelves  as  Bifhops  thereof.  [It  was  thought  Archbimop  Prene,  who 
was  averfe  to  this  Union,  countenanced  and  fupported  Pollard  in  the  Oppofition, 
as  to  the  See  of  Down.']  However  in  the  Year  1449,  Pollard  loft  his  Caufe, 
[and  John  was  firmly  fixed.  But  he  had  only  a  fhort  Enjoyment  Of  it.  For]  he 
died  about  the  beginning  of  the  the  Year  1451.  [He  was  fined  a  little  before  his 
death,  for  not  appearing  upon  Summons  in  Parliament.] 

ROBERT  ROCHFORT. 

[S UCC.  145 1.  ] 

B  E  R  7  Rochfort  or  de  Rupe  Forti ,  a  Dominican  Frier,  and  Profeffor  of 
Divinity,  was  the  fame  Year  eleded  Bifhop,  and  was  earneftly  recom¬ 
mended  to  Pope  Nicholas  the  Vth,  by  John  Mey  Archbifliop  of  Armagh  fin 
a  Letter 0  dated  the  10th  of  April  145  r,  wherein  he  is  faid  to"  be,  “  eloquent 
**  and  well-fkilled  both  in  the  Englifh  and  Irifh  Languages ;  and  as  fuch  the 
“  better  qualified  to  be  a  Paftor.5’}  But  I  have  not  been  able  todifeover  whether 
fie  were  confecrated  or  not. 

T  H  O  M  A  S. 

[Succ.  1456.  Ob.  1468.]

One  Thomas  was  ’  confecrated  Bifhop  of  Down  and  Connor,  and  confirmed 
by  John  Mey,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  on  the  laft  Day  of  May  1456". 
He  died  about  the  Year  1468.  It  appears  among  the  Records  of  the  Church 
Of  Armagh  *,  that  a  certain  Prior  of  the  Abby  of  St.  Catherine  of  Waterford , 
was  by  the  Pope’s  Provifion  advanced  to  the  Sees  of  Down  and  Connor,  about 
this  Time.  -From  whence  I  cannot  but  think”,  that  this  Thomas  and  he  were  one 
and  the  fame  Perfon.  ..  .. 

T  H  a  D  r. 

[Succ.  1469.  Ob.  i486.} 

0NE  Thady  was  advanced  to  thefe  Sees  by  the  Provifion  oi  Pope  Paul  the 
lid,  and  was  confecrated  at  Rome,  in  the  Church  of  St  Maty  Supra  Mi- 
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nervam ,  on  the  10th  of  September  1469.  Afterwards,  upon  his  return  home, 
he  made  his  profeffion  of  Obedience  to  John  Bole,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh,  at 
his  Manor  of  Termon-Feichan ,  on  the  29th  of  November  1470,  [the  form  of 
which  Oath  may  be  feen  in  the  Regiftry  p  of  Oft  avian  de  Palatio ,  Archbifhop  of 
that  See.  He  fwears,  “  that  from  that  hour  forward,  he  will  be  faithful  and 
Obedient  to  the  Church  of  Armagh ,  and  to  John,  Archbifhop  of  it,  and  to 
his  Succeffors,  Canonically  pofiefTed  of  it  j  and  that  he  would  not  confent  to, 
or  be  of  Council,  to  hurt  his  Life  or  Members.”  Upon  taking  this  Oath  he 
was  admitted  to  the  kifs  of  Peace.  But  there  is  fomething  obfervable,  in  the 
form  of  Adminiftring  the  Oath.  For  it  was  done,  Manu  ad  Cor  appofitd ,  et  in - 
fpeSlis  S.  S.  Dei  Evangeliis,  laying  his  Hand  on  his  Heart,  and  looking  on  theGof- 
pel;  and  not  laying  his  Hand  on  the  Gofpel,  as  is  now  pra&ised.  It  may  be  worth 
the  Inquiry,  whether  this  Manner  of  Adminiftring  an  Oath  was  universal  through 
Ireland  in  that  Age  ;  or  how  and  when  it  came  to  receive  an  Alteration  to  the  pre- 
fsnt  Form.  For  my  part  I  do  not  remember  to  have  met  any  thing  fatisfa&ory 
upon  this  Head,  and  muft  leave  it  to  the  Inquiry  of  the  Curious.  In  Scotland  the 
Form  of  Adminiftring  an  Oath  is  for  the  Perfon  fwearing  to  hold  up  his  Hand, 
and  look  on  theGofpels.]  Thady  died  in  i486. 

[RICHARD  TFOLSET. 

[Ob.  arc .  1502.] 

qNE  Richard  Wolfey  feems  to  have  been  Bifhop  of  Down  and  Connor ,  and 
to  have  died  fome  time  before  the  Tear  1502.  For  in  the  Account 
given  by  Anthony  Wood*  of  the  Death  of  one  Richard  that  Year,  and 
of  his  Will,  he  fays,  “That  he  was  buried  in  the  White-Friers  in  Wore  eft er9 
“  oppofite  to  the  Tomb  of  Richard  Wolfey ,  who  according  to  the  faid  Will,  was 
“  Nuper  Conor  en  et  Duneren  Epif copus,  late  Bifhop  of  Down  and  Connors  ”  and 
for  his  Proof  Refers  to  the  Prerogative  Office  of  Canterbury ,  in  Regi/ler.  Blamyr , 
Q.  1 6,  This  is  all  I  can  colled!  concerning  him.]  . 

T  I  B  E  R  1  U  S. 

' '  [Ob.  circ.  1526.] 

QNE  Tiberius  fucceeded  next,  who  very  much  beautified  his  Cathedral. 

This  See  was  vacant  on  the  19th  of  June  1526,  perhaps  by  his  Death.  I 
do  not  find  who  next  fucceeded  him. 

[ROBERT  BLTTH. 

ROBERT  Blyth ,  or  Blitth ,  a  Benediftin  Monk,  and  Abbat  of  Thorney ,  in 
Cambridgejhire ,  at  the  fame  time  held  thefe  Sees  in  Commendam  with 
his  Abbacy.  He  was  the  laft  Abbat  of  that  Houfe,  which  he  furrendred  unto 
King  Henry  the  VUIth,  and  had  a  Penfion  of  200I.  per  Ann.  granted  to  him  for 
Life.  In  his  Will1-,  dated  Ottober  the  19th  1547,  he  Writes  himfelf  Bifhop  of 
Down.  Yet  it  is  evident  fronl  the  Records,  that  Eugene  Magenis ,  was  then  and 
feven  Years  before  that,  in  the  adtual  PofTefTion  of  thefe  Sees.  From  whence  I 
conclude,  that  his  Commendatory  Grant  was  only  Temporary,  or  at  the  King’s 
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Lleafure,  and  that  although  he  was  removed  ;  yet  having  been  once  Bifhop  of 
Down,  he  ftiles  himfelf  fo  in  his  Will.  Thus  Robert  Traverfe,  Bifliop  of  Kil- 
laloe,  and  John,  Bifliop  of  Ardfert ,  although  they  were  both  deprived  in  1221  $ 
yet  they  retained  the  Title  of  Bilhops  untill  their  Deaths,  Epifcopacy,  quoad 
the  Order,  being  efteemed  an  indelible  Chara&er.  Robert  Blyth  by  his  Will  ap¬ 
pointed  his  Body  to  be  buried  in  the  Church  of  Whittlefey ,  in  Cambridgefhire 4  be¬ 
fore  the  Sacrament  of  the  Altar  *,  and  gave  a  Legacy  to  the  Parfonage  of  Whittlefey 3 
belonging  to  the  late  diffolved  Monaftery  of  Thorney .] 

EUGENE  MAGENlS. 

\SuCC.  1541.  Sed.  1559.] 

EUGENE  Magenis  was  advanced  to  thefe  Sees  by  Provifion  From  Pope 
Paul  the  Illd,  and  having  made  his  Submiflion,  and  fworn  Fealty  to  King 
Henry  the  VIII,  was  reftored  to  the  Temporalties  %  on  the  24th  of  Oflober  1541. 
While  he  fat  here,  the  Priory  of  St.  Patrick  of  Down  was  fupprefled,  and  the 
Monks  turned  out.  He  was  prefent  in  the  Seflion  of  Parliament,  which  opened 
in  Dublin  on  the  12th  of  January  1559,  in  the  fecond  Year  of  the  Reign  of 
Queen  Elizabeth ,  [wherein  the  Pope’s  Power  was  utterly  abrogated.]  But  I  do 
nor  find  when  he  died.  [It  appears  in  the  Chancery  Rolls r,  that  thefe  Sees  were 
granted  to  James  Mac-Cagwell ,  by  the  Queen’s  Letter,  dated  the  fixth  of  January 9 
in  the  7th  Year  of  her  Reign,  (viz.)  1564.  But  I  cannot  find  in  the  Rolls  any 
Mandate  for  his  Conlecration,  or  Writ  of  Reftitution  to  the  Temporalties  5  f@ 
that  I  am  not  pofitive  that  he  was  actually  Bifliop  of  thefe  Sees.] 

JOHN  MERRI MAN 

\Succ .  156S.  Ob.  1572.] 

JOHN  Merriman ,  a  Native  of  England ,  and  Chaplain  to  Queen  Elizabeth ,  was 
'  confecrated  in  St.  Patrick's  Church,  Dublin ,  on  the  19th  of  January  1568,01’ 
fif  you  compute  the  Year  from  the  firft  of  that  Month)  1 569,  by  Thomas  Lan~ 
cafler ,  Archbifliop  of  Armagh ,  aflifted  by  the  Bifhops  of  Meath ,  Kildare ,  and  Of- 
fory  [and  was  reftored  to  the  Temporalties,  as  from  the  20th  of  December  before0 
He  was  made  Vicar  of  St,  John's  of  Athboy ,  in  the  firft  Year  of  Queen  Elizabeth .] 
He  died  in  1572. 

[There  is  extant  in  the  Rolls  Office,  a  Letter  from  Queen  Elizabeth  to  the  Lord 
Deputy  Sidney ,  dated  the  6th  of  November  1572,  in  the  14th  Year  of  her  Reign, 
commanding  him  (if  he  knew  no  better)  to  prefer  one  Brown ,  whom  the  De¬ 
puty  had  recommended,  to  thefe  Sees.  But  it  is  certain  Brown  never  enjoyed 
them.  For  before  his  Inveftiture,  the  Government  came  into  the  Hands  of  Sir 
William  Fitz-Williams ,  who  did  not  think  the  Engagements  of  his  PredecefTor 
obligatory  on  him,  and  the  more  fo,  as  the  Queen’s  Letter  did  not  amount  to 
a  pofitive  Command.  He  therefore  delayed  Brown's  Advancement ;  and  on  the 
21ft  of  November  the  Year  following,  the  Queen  wrote  to  the  Deputy,  reciting 
her  former  Inftru&ions,  and  adds,  <c  that  fhe  had  fince  underftood,  that  one 
“  Hugh  Allen ,  a  good  Preacher,  and  a  Zealous  Man,  who  went  with  Sir  Thomas 
“  Smith,  as  one  of  the  Colonies  to  the  Ards ,  was  very  much  commended  both  by 
Captain  Malby ,  and  the  faid  Smith ,  and  therefore,’  as  Down  is  In  Lee  ale , 
6<  and  the  moft  part  of  that  Bifhops  Living  in  the  Ardsy  Ihe  commanded  that 
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“  (if  Brown  had  not  been  already  placed  there)  that  he  Ihould  promote  Allen ,  and 
provide  Brown  to  fome  other  Spiritual  Living.”  Accordingly,  on  the  21ft 
of  April  following  we  find  a  Difpenfation  iffued  to  Edward  Brown  (who  I  think 
is  the  fame  Per fon)  to  hold,  together  with  the  Rectory  of  Kil-Thomas  in  the 
Diocefe  of  Kilmacough  (which  he  then  pofieffed)  the  Deanery  of  Tuam ,  the 
Reftories  of  Athenry ,  Agafcaragh ,  and  Killofalen ,  and  the  Prebend  of  Lacagh , 
with  other  Promotions.  Miler  Magragh,  was  alfo  fome  time  before  this  advan¬ 
ced  to  thefe  Sees,  by  the  Provifion  of  Pope  Pius  the  Vth ;  but  embracing  the 
Proteftant  Religion,  was  in  1570  promoted  to  the  Bifhoprick  of  Clogher  ;  yet  I 
doubt  whether  ever  he  was  reftored  to  the  Temporalties  of  thefe  Sees;  at  lead: 
I  find  no  Writ  of  Reftitution  among  the  Rolls.  Notwithftanding,  from  the 
bald  Epitaph  made  by  himfelf,  and  infcribed  on  his  Monument  in  the  Cathedral 
of  Cajhel ,  one  would  judge  that  he  looked  upon  himfelf  as  compleat  Bifhop  of 
Down  ;  for  in  that  he  fays,  that ,  like  St.  Patrick,  he  was  at  firfl  Bifhop  of  Down 
See  the  Epitaph,  and  a  further  Account  of  him  in  his  Life,  under  the  Archbi- 
fhops  of  Cajhel.') 

HUGH  ALLEN. 

[Succ.  1573.  Re/tgn.  1582.] 

HUGH  Allen  [was  advanced  to  thefe  Sees  by  the  Queen’s  Letters,  dated  the 
21ft  of  November  1 573,  had  his  Writ  of  Reftitution  to  the  Temporalties, 
and  was  confecrated  the  fame  Year,  by  Thomas  Archbifhop  of  Armagh)  He  was 
tranflated  to  the  Bifhoprick  of  Ferns ,  on  the  24th  of  May  1582,  after  which 
thefe  Sees  were  Vacant  [upwards  of]  10  Years.  [See  more  of  him  among  the 
Bifhops  of  Ferns.) 

EDWARD  EDGEWORTH 

[Succ.  1593.  Ob.  1595.] 

EDWARD  Edgeworth ,  a  Native  of  England ,  and  Profeffor  of  Divinity,  wa* 
educated  in  the  Univeriity  of  Cambridge ,  and  was  Prebendary  of  Tipper - 
kevin,  in  the  Diocefe  of  Dublin.  He  was  confecrated  Bifhop  of  Down  and  Con¬ 
nor  in  1593,  [his  Letters  patent { bearing  date  the  13th  of  October  Anno  35th 
Eliz.  and  by  a  Claufe  therein,  he  held  in  Commendam  the  faid  Prebend  of  Tip - 
perkevin ,  the  Rectory  of  St.  Michans  Dublin ,  and  the  Redories  of  Ardmulghan 
in  Meath ,  and  of  Carickfergus ,  in  the  Diocefe  of  Connor.  He  was  the  fame 
Perfon  whom  Queen  Elizabeth ,  by  Letters  patent t  dated  the  30th  of  January 
1571,  prefented  to  the  Vicaridge  of  Kirby-Grens,  in  the  Diocefe  of  Lincoln ,  and 
to  whom  on  the  28th  of  May  1589  u,  that  Queen  granted  a  Cuft odium  of  the  Bi¬ 
fhoprick  of  Kilmore ,  and  of  the  Monaftery  of  Cavan ,  during  the  vacancy  of 
that  See  ;  and,  as  to  the  Monaftery,  during  Pleafure,  he  anfwering  the  Yearly 
Extent  of  both.]  He  died  in  Dublin  in  1 595,  and  was  buryed  therein  St. 
Michans  Church. 

JOHN  C  H  A  R  D  E  N. 

[Succ.  1596.  Oh.  1601.] 

JOHN  Charden  [or  Charldon>  as  Anthony  Wood  *  calls  him,]  Do&or  of  divi¬ 
nity  [was  a  Devonfhire  Man  by  Birth,  became  a  Sojourner  of  Exeter  College, 
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Oxford ,  in  1562,  Probationer  of  the  faid  College  March  the  3d  1564,  perpetual 
Fellow  in  Oftober  1566,  took  Holy  Orders  in  Augujl  1567,  and  refigned  hi* 
Fellowlhip  on  the  6th  of  April  1568.  He  was  then  beneficed  in  the  City  of 
Exeter ;  became  a  noted  preacher,  and  was  in  high  efteem  for  his  edifying  Ser¬ 
mons.  He  took  his  Degree  of  Doftor  of  Divinity,  in  Oxford ,  in  1586,  and]  was 
confecrated  Bilhop  of  Down  and  Connor  in  St.  Patricks ,  Dublin ,  by  Henry ,  Arch- 
bilhop  of  Armagh ,  afiifted  by  the  Bifhops  of  Meath  and  Leighlin ,  on  the  4th  of 
May  1 596  *,  [his  Patent  of  Donation,  and  Writ  of  Reftitution  to  the  Tempo- 
ralties  bearing  date  the  fame  Day,  and  on  the  26th  of  that  Month  the  Queen 
granted  him  the  Vicaridgeof  Cahir,  in  the  Diocefeof  x  Lifmore ,  and  the  Warden- 
Ihip  of  Toughall  a  little  before  his  Death,  being  then  Vacant  by  the  Deprivation 
of  Nathaniel  Baxter. ]  He  died  in  1601.  [He  publilhed  feveral  Sermons,  of 
which  Anthony  Wood  gives  the  following  Catalogue,  viz.

[Succ.  1602.  Oh.  1606.] 


ROBERT  Humpfton ,  Mailer  of  Arts  [was  advanced  to  this  See  by  the 
Queen’s  Letter,  dated  the  17th  of  July  1601  y,  and]  was  confecrated  [on 
the  5th  of  April]  1601,  [and  the  fame  Day  reftored  to  the  Temporalties.]  He  died 
four  Years  after  at  Kilroot,  near  Knock-Fergus .  [He z  made  a  Fee-Farm  Leafe  of 
the  Illand  of  Magee ,  part  of  his  Bilhoprick,  unto  Sir  Henry  Piers ,  and  Sir  Fran¬ 
cis  Annefly ,  at  6/.  13.  s.  4  d.  Rent,  which  about  20  Years  after  was  returned  by 
a  Regal  Vifitation,  to  be  worth  200  l.  per  Annum.] 

JOHN  TOD 

^  [Succ.  1606.  Depriv.  16 11.] 


JOHN  Tod,  Doflor  of  Divinity,  Dean  of  Cafhell ,  and  who  had  been  a  Je- 
fuit,  [and  educated  at  Rome ;  but  having  before  renounced  the  Romijh  Religion] 
fucceeded  [by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  1 6th  of  March  1606%  in  the  4th  Year 
of  King  James  the  III,  and  held  the  Bilhoprick  of  Dromore  in  Commendam.] 
In  the  Year  1611,  being  called  to  Account  for  fome  Crimes  he  had  committed, 
he  refigned  his  Bilhoprick  [as  fome  have  faid]  and  a  little  after  died  in  Prifon 
in  London ,  of  Poyfon,  which  he  had  prepared  for  himfelf.  [The  Crimes  b  of 
which  he  was  accufed,  were  incontinence,  the  turning  away  his  Wife,  and  taking 
the  Wife  of  his  Man-fervant  in  her  room  ;  to  which  may  be  added.  Subornation 
of  Witnefles.  It  doth  not  appear  that  he  refigned  his  Bilhoprick  voluntarily  ; 
but  was  convented  before  the  high  Commiffion  Court  in  England  in  the  10th  Year 
of  King  James  the  III,  and  degraded.  His  Cafe  is  cited  in  the  long  Cafe  of  the 
Bilhop  c  of  Lincoln.  Before  his  Deprivation,  he  made  a  Fee-farm  d  Leafe  of  the 
Tythes  of  his  See,  in  theTerritory  of  Kilultagh,  to  Sir  Fulk  Conway  at  a  fmall  Rent,

\Succ.  1612.  Ob.  eod.  An.] 

rU  P  ®  N  the  Degradation  of  Bifhop  Tod]  James  Dundas ,  Profeffor  of  Divini- 
L  ty,  and  Chantor  of' Murray ,  in  Scotland ,  was  [by  the  King’s  Letter,  dated 
the  10th  of  that  Year,  advanced  to  thefe  Sees,  and]  confecrated  about  the 
End  of  July  1612.  He  died  foon  after  at  Newton ,  in  the  County  of  Down :  [Yet 
he  lived  long  enough  to  commit  great  Waftes  on  his  Bifhoprick,  by  Fee-Farms 
and  Other  long  Leafes*  at  inconfiderable  Rents.] 

ROBERT  ECHLIN. 

[Succ.  1613.  Ob.  1635.] 

OBERT  Echlin,  a  Native  of  Scotland ,  fucceeded  in  the  Year  1613,  [his 
JLv  Letters  Patent  bearing  Date  the  4th  of  March  after  the  Death  of  Bifhop 
Dundas.  In  1615  he  repaired  to  London ,  and  reprefented  to  King  James  the  Ifl. 
the  great  Decays,  and  unconfcionable  Concealments,  and  ufurpations  of  the  Tem- 
poralties,  Tithes,  Advowfons,  and  other  Spiritualties  of  his  Bifhoprick ;  upon 
which  the  King  appointed  Commiffioners  to  enquire  into  this  Affair,  and  to  do 
Juflice  to  the  Bifhop  in  the  moft  fummary  way  ;  and  alfo  empowered  the  Bifhop 
by  the  faid  Letter,  directed  to  Sir  Oliver  St.  John,  Deputy  of  Ireland ,  to  hold  a 
Commendam  of  any  one  Dignity  or  Prebend,  when  void,  within  his  own  Dio* 
cefe,  that  he  might  be  the  better  enabled  to  maintain  the  Dignity  of  his  Place,  and 
to  profecute  in  Suits  of  Law  for  Recovery  of  the  diflreffed  Bifhoprick.  He  fat  in 
thefe  Sees  about  twenty  two  Years,]  and  died  at  Ardquin>  in  the  County  of  Down , 
on  the  17th  of  July  1635.] 

H  E  N  R  T  L  E  S  L  E  T. 

[Succ.  1635.  Refgn.  1660.] 

tj  ]7  N  RT  Lejley ,  a  Native  alfo  of  Scotland ,  Doctor  of  Divinity,  Dean  of 
Down ,  [Treasurer  of  St.  Patrick’s  Dublin ,]  and  Chaplain  to  King  Charles 
the  Firft,  was  confecrated  in  St.  Peter’s  Church,  Droghedah ,  on  the  4th  of  O Ha¬ 
ber  1 635.  [He  was  a  Branch  of  the  noble  Family  of  Rothes  in  Scotland ,  and  was 
highly  in  the  Favour  of  King  Charles  the  Firft,  whom  he  attended  during  the 
Civil  Wars,  in  his  greateft  Extremities  was  with  him  at  Oxford  in  1644,  and  in 
feveral  other  Parts  of  England  ;  and  patiently  and  magnanimoufly  fuffered  the 
Lofs  of  all  his  Fortune  in  the  common  Calamity.  His  Profefiion  hundred  him 
from  fighting  in  Perfon  ;  but  he  had  two  Sons,  James  and  William  Lejley ,  both 
Captains,  whom  he  armed  and  encouraged  in  their  Country’s  Caufe,  which  they 
affifted  with  extraordinary  Valour  and  Condu<5t  to  the  laft  ;  and  afterwards  for 
their  Hofpitality,  and  beneficial  Services  to  the  publick,  were  univerfally  be¬ 
loved  and  honoured  in  Ulfter  to  the  Days  of  their  Deaths.  A  certain  Writer  0 
gives  this  Bifhop  a  great  Chara&er,  <c  for  his  Piety,  Gravity,  Learning,  Loyal- 
“  ty,  Hofpitality,  and  Affability ;  and  faith,  that  he  was  univerfally  fkilled  in 
Antiquity,  efpecially  in  the  Writings  of  the  Antient  Church  Fathers,  Greek

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“  and  Latin.  That  he  underftood  perfe&ly  the  primitive  Conftitution,  and 
“  Hiftory  of  the  Catholick  Church  j  and  that  no  Man  knew  better,  or  pro- 
“  moted  more  eagerly  the  Reformation  of  Religion,  according  to  the  Church  of 
“  England '.*•]  He  was  tranflated  to  the  See  of  Meath  on  the  18th  of  January 
1660,  {En^lijh  Stile.)  [and  the  Day  following  had  his  Writ  of  Reftitution  and 
grant  of  the  Mefne  Profits  of  the  faid  See.  See  more  of  him  among  the  Billiops 
of  Meath.'] 

jeremy  'Taylor. 

[Succ.  1660.  Oh.  1667.] 

JERE MT.Taylor,  Do&orof  Divinity,  was  born  in  Cambridge ,  and  educated 
in  that  Univerfity,  [where  he  took  his  Degree  of  Mafter  of  Arts,]  and  was 
elected  Fellow  of  Gonvill  and  Cains  College.  Two  Years  after  [entring  into 
Holy  Orders  J  he  went  to  London ,  and  while  he  diligently  attended  the  Duties 
of  his  Function,  as  Theological  Le&urer  in  St.  Paul' s  Church,  his  learned  Ser¬ 
mons  recommended  him  to  the  Notice  of  Dodtor  Laud ,  Archbifhop  of  Canter¬ 
bury  ;  by  whofe  means  he  was  fent  to  Oxford ,  and  promoted  to  a  Fellowfhip  in 
Ail-Souls  College,  and  made  Chaplain  to  the  Archbifhop  •,  as  he  was  afterwards 
to  King  Charles  the  Ift,  to  whom  he  conftantly  adhered  in  his  Adverfity.  [His 
Promotion  to  this  Fellowfhip f  was  againft  the  Statutes  of  the  College  in  two  re- 
fpedts:  Firft,  as  he  had  exceeded  the  Years,  within  which  the  Statutes  make 
Candidates  capable  of  Election  •,  and  next,  as  he  had  not  been  of  three  Years 
{landing  in  the  Univerfity  of  Oxford ,  being  only  juft  then  admitted  into  it. 
However,  being  a  Perfon  of  fhining  Parts,  and  likley  to  prove  an  Ornament  to 
the  Univerfity,  he  was  difpenfed  with  ;  and  thereby  obtained  in  that  Houfe  a  great 
Share  of  the  Cafuiftical  learning,  for  which  he  was  afterwards  remarkably  emi¬ 
nent.  The  Motive  which  induced  the  Archbifhop  of  Canterbury  to  fettle  him  in 
this  Retirement,  was  the  Obfervation  he  had  made  of  his  promifmg  Genius,  and 
that  he  might,  by  thefe  Means,  enjoy  more  Leifure  and  Opportunities  for  Study 
and  Improvement,  than  was  confiftent  with  the  active  Life  of  a  Parifh  Minifter. 
We  are  told  that  he  was  here  in  a  ready  way  of  being  perverted  to  the  Church  of 
Rome  j  but  my  Author  s  gives  for  it  only  the  Word  of  Francis  a  Santtd  Clara9 
a  Francifcan  Frier,  and  an  intimate  Acquaintance  of  Mr  Taylor's  ;  who  doubtlefs 
would  be  vain  enough  to  boaft  of  fuch  a  Conqueft ,  But  his  learned  Writings  a- 
gainft  Tranfubftaptiation,  and  his  Difluafives  from  Popery,  will  for  ever  defend 
his  Memory  from  fuch  groundlefs  Afperfions. 

About  the  Year  1638,  he  was  advanced  by  the  Archbifhop  of  Canterbury , 
to  the  Reftory  of  Uppingham ,  in  Rutlandjhire.  Yet  he  did  not  leave  the  Uni¬ 
verfity,  but  dedicated  himfelf  entirely  to  ufefull  Studies  and  Contemplations  \ 
untill  the  Troubles  in  England  broke  out.  In  1642  he  took  his  Degree  of  Doc¬ 
tor  of  Divinity,  being  then  Chaplain  in  Ordinary  to  his  Majefty,  and  a  conftant 
Preacher  before  him  and  the  Court  at  Oxford.  He  attended  the  King  in  this 
Station  during  feveral  Campaigns  ;  where,  although  he  had  not  the  Com¬ 
mand  of  his  Time  and  Books,  yet  he  laid  the  Foundation  of  many  Treatifes  in 
Defence  of  foe  Conftitution  of  the  Church.] 

After  the  horrid  Paricide  of  that  excellent  Monarch,  he  fuffered  much  by 
the  Ufurpers  both  in  England  and  Ireland .  [His  living , being  fequeftred  he  re¬ 
tired  into  Wales ,  where  he  met  with  a  kind  Reception  in  the  Friehdfhip  of  Rich¬ 
ard  Vaughan ,  Earl  of  Carbery ,  at  Golden  Grave  in  Camaerthenfhire^  where  he  is 
reported  to  have  taught  School  for  theMaintenance  of  himfelf  $nd  his  Children,

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ft  was  in  this  folitude  he  began  to  write  thofe  excellent  Difcourfes,  which  have 
rendred  his  Name  immortal  ;  one  of  which  he  calls.  The  Golden-Grove,  from 
the  Place  where  he  wrote  it.  At  this  time  it  pleafed  God  to  take  to  himfelf  three 
of  his  Sons  of  great  Hopes,  in  a  fhort  Time  ;  which  touched  him  fo  fenfibly,  tha£ 
it  made  him  defirous  to  leave  the  Country.  From  thence  he  went  to  London ,  and 
for  a  Time  officiated  in  a  private  Congregation  of  Loyalifls,  to  his  great  Hazard 
and  Danger.  In  this  Situation,  he  fell  into  the  acquaintance  of  Edward ,  Lord 
Vifcount  Conway ,  who  invited  him  into  Ireland,  and  afforded  him  a  pleafantand 
commodious  Retreat  at  Portmore ,  a  Place  adapted  for  Contemplation  and  Study  *, 
where  he  continued  untill  the  Reftoration  of  King  Charles  the  lid,  when  he  went 
over  to  congratulate  the  King,  and  bear  a  Share  in  the  Univerfal  Triumph.] 

At  laft  upon  this  happy  Event,  King  Charles  the  lid  promoted  him  to  the 
Sees  of  Down  and  Connor ,  [by  Letters  Patent,  dated  the  19th  of  January  1660 , 

*  Englifb  Sile,  and  the  fame  Day  he  had  his  Mandate  for  Confecration  and  Writ  of 
-  Reffitution  to  the  Temporalties  ;  in  purfuance  whereof]  he  was  confecrated  in  [St, 
Patrick' s]  Dublin,  on  the  27th  of  January  following,  [together  with  eleven  other

-1667V  and.  was  buryed  in  the  Choir  of  the  Church  of  Dromore,  which  he  had  rebuilt 
rat.  his  own  Expence.

ROGER  BOYLE. 

[Succ.  1667.  Refign.  1672.] 

ROGER  Boyle ,  Do&or  of  Divinity,  youngeft  Brother  of  Richard  Boyle , 
Bilhop  of  Ferns  and  Leighlin ,  was  educated  in  the  Univerfity  of  Dublin  * 
where,  being  elected  a  Fellow,  he  continued  untill  the  Rebellion  in  164.1  broke 
put ;  and  then  retired  into  England ,  and  became  Tutor  to  the  Lord  Paulet, 
whom  he  accompanied  in  his  Travels  abroad  ;  and  continued  in  that  Family  un¬ 
till  the  Reftoration  of  King  Charles  the  Second.  He  then  returned  into  Ireland , 
and  was  prefented  to  the  Redory  of  Caragaline  alias  Beaver,  in  the  Diocefie  of  Cork, 
and  from  thence  was  advanced  to  the  Deanery  of  Cork,  which  he  enjoyed  untill  he 
was  promoted  to  thefie  Sees,  by  Letters  Patent,  dated  the  12th  of  September  1667. 
He  was  confecrated  in  Chrift-Church, Dublin,  on.  St.L«£<?’sDay  following,  by  James, 
Archbifhop  of  Armagh,  aftifted  by  the  Bifhops  of  Kilmore,  Ferns  andLeighlin ;  from 
whence  he  was  tranflated  to  the  See  of  Clogher  on  the  21ft  of  September  1672.

T  HO  MAS  HACKEE. 


[Sue.  1672.  Defriv.  1693.] 


THOMAS  Hacket,  an  Englijhman  by  Birth,  had  his  Education  in  trinity 1 
College,  Dublin,  where  he  took  his  Degree  of  Mafter  of  Arts  ;  but  that  of 
Doctor  of  Divinity  was  conferred  on  him  in  Oxford  a  on  the  29th  of  November 
t66o.  He  fucceeded  Bifhop  Boyle  both  in  the  Deanery  of  Cork  and  in  thefie  Sees, 
and  had  been  Vicar  of  Chejhunt,  in  Hertfordfhire,  and  Chaplain  to  King  Charles 
the  Second.  He  was  confecrated  in  Chrif  Church,  Dublin ,  on  the  2  2d  of  Septem¬ 
ber  1672,  by  James,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh,  aftifted  by  the  Archbifhop  of  Dub~ 
lin,  and  the  Bifhops  of  Meath,  Kildare,  and  Killaloe.  On  the  13th  of  March  1693, 
he  was  fiufipended  by  Anthony,  Bifhop  of  Meath,  Capell  Bifhop  of  Dromore,  and 
William  Bifhop  of  Derry,  by  virtue  of  the  King’s  Commifiion,  for  the  Neglect 
of  his  Paftoral  Office,  for  twenty  Years  ;  which  for  the  moft  part  he  fpent  in 
England.  He  was  afterwards  on  the  21ft  of  the  fame  Month  deprived  for 
Simony,  in  conferring  Ecclefiaftical  Benefices,  and  for  other  grievous  Enormities 
committed  in  the  Exercife  of  his  Jurifdhftion.  The  fame  Regal  Commifiioners 
afterwards  deprived  Lemuel  Mathews,  Archdeacon  of  Down,  for  Non-Refidence, 
and  negle<ft  of  his  Paftoral  Charge,  and  Thomas  Ward,  Dean  of  Connor,  for  incon¬ 
tinence.  Othef  Clergymen  were  at  the  fame  time  alfio  cenfiurecj  and  fiufpended 
for  Mifdemeanors.  I  have  not  been  able  to  dificover  at  what  time  this  deprived 
Bifhop  died.  He  publifhed  a  Convocation  Sermon  at  Dublin,  on  1.  Cor.  14. 
ver.  16.  Dublin  1662,  4to.  A  Sermon  preached  at  the  Spittle  on  Tuefday  in 
Eajler  Week,  Lond.  1672, 4to.

SAMUEL  FOLEY, 

[Succ.  1694.  Ob.  1695.] 


SAMUEL  Foley,  D.  D.  fucceeded  the  deprived  Backet  in  rhefe  Sees.  He 
was  born  at  Clonmel ,  in  the  County  of  Tipperary ,  on  the  2  5th  of  November 
1 655,  was  admitted  a  Fellow-Commoner  in  the  Univerfity  of  Dublin ,  on  the  8th 
of  June  1672,  elefted  to  a  Fellowfhip  therein  on  the  nth  of  June  1677,  and 
took  his  Degree  of  Dodtor  of  Divinity  in  1691.  He  was  confecrated  Bilhop 
of  thefe  Sees  on  the  fecond  of  September  1694,  by  John,  Archbilhop  of  Tuam , 
aflifted  by  the  Bilhops  of’  Meath,  Derry,  Killala  and  Achonry ,  in  C hr ift -Church, 
Dublin.  He  had  but  a  fhort  enjoyment  of  his  Bifhoprick  i  for  a  Fever,  which 
feized  him  on  the  twenty  feeond  of  May  following  at  Lijbnrn,  in  the  County  of 
Antrim,  tranflated  him  from  this  See  to  the  undifturbed  pofieflion  of  a  better 
Country,  in  the  40th  Year  of  his  Age.  “  And  yet  (to  fum  up  his  Charafter  in 
<e  the  Words  of  a  Reverend  Clergyman  »,  who  preached  a  Sermon  on  the  Prayer 
“  of  MoJejy  at  St.  Nicholas  Church,  a  few  Days  after  the  Death  of  this  Prelate) 
“  if  we  number  his  Days  by  his  Wifdom,  we  may  properly  enough  fay,  that 
“  he  lived  many  more  Years  in  the  World  than  Nature  gave  him.  He  duly 
“  confidered,  how  fwiftly  Time  runs  on,  and  his  improvement  of  it  was  in 
«  fpeed  anfwerable  to  its  Motion.  He  lived  fall  in  the  beft  Senfe  j  fo  fall, 
« 4  that  he  very  early  came,  almoft  at  once,  to  the  End  both  of  a  deferving  Cler* 
“  gyman,  and  a  good  Chriftian,  a  Bifhoprick  and  Heaven.”  He  left  by  his 
Will q,  dated  the  4th  of  April  1695,  40 1.  to  the  Poor  of  the  Parilh  of  St.  JVer- 
burgh's,  Dublin ,  to  be  put  to  Intereft,  and  the  Produce  to  be  yearly  laid  out  for 
them  in  Bread.  He  was  a  handfome  Man  in  his  Perfon,  of  a  fweet  affable  Temper, 
and  a  religious  Life  and  Converfation.  See  what  he  publilhed  among  the  Writers 
of  Ireland  of  this  Century. 


EDWARD  WALKINGTO  N. 

[Sucq.  1695.  Ob.  1698.] 

EDWARD  Walhngton,  was  born  in  the  County  of  Limerick ,  and  educated 
in  the  Univerfity  of  Dublin  ;  wherein  he  took  his  Degree  of  Dodtor  of  Divi¬ 
nity,  and  became  Senior  Fellow  of  it.  After  he  had  left  the  College,  his  firft 
Promotion  was  to  the  Archdeaconry  of  Offary,  and  he  was  made  Chaplain  to  the 
Houfe  of  Commons  of  Ireland,  in  the  firft  Parliament  held  at  Dublin  in  the 
Reign  of  King  William  and  Queen  Mary  j  and  was  by  the  Recommendation  of 
that  Houfe  from  thence  promoted  to  thefe  Sees  in  1695,  upon  the  Death  of  Bi¬ 
lhop  Foley,  and  confecrated  in  Chrijl -Church,  Dublin.  He  died  in  January  1698. 
By  his  Will  9  he  left  10 1.  to  the  Poor  of  the  Parilh  of  Lijburn.  He  publilhed 
a  Sermon  preached  at  Cbrifc-Chureh,  Dublin,  before  the  Lord  Deputy  and  Houfe 
of  Peers,  O&eber  the  8th  1695,  being  the  Thank fgiving  Day  for  taking  the  Citadel 
of  Namur.

EDWARD  SMITH 

[Succ.  1699.  Ob.  1720 .} 

'C'  D  W A  R  D  Smith,  was  born  at  UJburu,  in  the  County  of  Antrim,  in  166$, 
and  was  educated  in  the  Univerfity  of  Dublin  j  of  which  he  was  efcfted  a 
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Fellow  in  1684,  in  the  ninteenth  Year  of  his  Age  ;  and  afterwards  took  his 
Degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  there.  In  the  troublefome  Times  in  1689,  he  fled 
for  Shelter  to  England ;  where  he  was  recommended  to  the  Smyrna  Company, 
and  made  Chaplain  to  their  Factories  at  Confiantinople  and  Smyrna .  Here  he  conti¬ 
nued  four  Years,  to  the  great  Advancement  of  his  private  Fortune.  He  returned  to 
England  in  1693,  and  was  made  Chaplain  to  King  William ,  whom  he  attended  in 
Flanders  four  Years,  and  got  greatly  into  the  Favour  of  that  Prince.  He  was 
firfl:  made  Dean  of  St.Patrick\  Dublin ,  in  1 695,  and  was  from  thence  promoted 
to  thefe  Sees  in  1 699,  in  the  34th  Year  of  his  Age,  and  was  foon  after  admitted 
into  the  Privy-Council.  He  died  at  Bath,  in  Somerfetjbire,  in  October  1720,  and 
left  a  large  and  plentiful  Eftate  to  his  Family,  and  by  his  Will  p  ten  Pounds  to 
the  Poor.

Ifaac f  of  New-Cajile  upon  Pine,  who  was  created  Bifliop  of  Connor  in  the 
Year  1245*-  where  he  fat  Twelve  Years,  is  faid  to  have  been  a  Benefa&or  to  this 
Church:  But  I  do  not  find  what  he  contributed  to’it.  Some  aferibe  the  greateft 
Fame  of  this  Place  to  St.  Malacby,  who  was  for  a  Time  Bilhop  of  it;  and 
whofe  Lite  was  written  by  St.  Bernard ,  the  moft  Famous  Abbat  of  Clarevalle, ,  in 
whole  Work  the  Reader  may  find  a  fuller  Account.

THE  King  having  ifiued  a  Conge  de  EJlier  to  proceed  to  the  Election  of  a 
Succeffor,  JVilliam  de  Hay  was  on  the  10th  of  Auguft  1260,  chofe  by  the 
Chapter  of  Connor.  [But  the  return  of  the  King’s  Confirmation  did  not  arrive 
untill  the  See  of  Armagh  became  vacant  by  the  Death  of  Abraham  Q-Conellan ,  on 
the  2 1  ft  of  December  following  •,  and  then,  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Armagh ,  during 
the  Vacancy  of  the  See,  according  to  right  and  antient  Cuftom,  took  time  to 
examine  h  into  this  Ele&ion,  and  they  confirmed  it ;  the  ekft  Bifhop  producing 
to  them  the  King’s  Letters  Patent,  certifying  the  Licence.  Ye?  he  was  oppofed 
for  a  Time  by  the  Clergy  of  the  Dioeefe  :  But  neverthelefs  the  Dean  and  Chapter 
of  Armagh ,  returned  a  Certificate  of  their  Confirmation  to  the  King,  in  order 
to  obtain  a  Reftitution  of  the  Temporalties  to  the  Bifhop  Ele<St,  which  was  foon 
after  done.]  He  fat  but  a  fhort  time  in  this  See  »  for  he  died  in  1263.

[But  it  is  manifeft  from  the  Regiftry  of  the  faid  John 
Swain  %  that  he  neither  appeared  in  Perfon,  nor  by  a  fufficient  Pro&orj  and  wa» 
the  Day  following  pronounced  contumacious  for  non-appearance.]

BY  the  Solicitations  of  this  John,  Pope  Eugene  the  IVth,  in  the  Year  1442 
was  prevailed  on  to  unite  the  two  Bifhopricks  of  Down  and  Connor  ;  al¬ 
though  this  Union  was  oppofed  for  a  Time  by  John  Prene ,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh 
who  earneftly  preffed  the  Pope  by  Letters  to  advance  one  William  Buffet,  a  Bene, 
difiin  Monk,  to  the  See  of  Down ,  then  vacant  by  the  Deprivation  of  John  Cely. 
[It  is  certain  this  project  of  an  Union  was  carryed  on  before  the  Depofition  of 
Bifhop  Cely  ;  and  both  he,  and  this  John  had  been  earned:  for  the  Union  of  thefe 
two  Sees,  to  take  place  in  the  Survivor.  But  it  was  oppofed  by  Archbifhop 
Prene ,  not  only  in  the  Court  of  Rome ,  but  alfo  in  the  Court  of  England.  For 
there  is  in  his  Regiftry  a  Letter  wrote  by  him  to  John  Stafford ,  Bifhop  of  Bath 
and  Wells ,  then  Lord  Chancellor  of  England ,  dated  the  30th  of  May  1441, 
mentioning  this  projedt  of  the  two  Bifhops  ( Olim  Significato )  formerly,  that  is  be¬ 
fore  the  Deprivation  of  Cely ,  fignified  ;  and  taking  Notice,  that  it  had  not  been 
duly  confidered,  what  Prejudice  might  accrue  to  the  Crown  by  fuch  an  Union, 
from  the  power  of  the  King’s  Irifk  Enemies  in  thofe  Parts  ;  and  concluding  with  a 
Prayerto  the  Chancellor  toufe  his  lntereft  in  giving  an  oppofition  to  fuch  an  Union. 
But  neither  thisApplication,nor  that  to  the  Pope  prevailed.  For  the  Union  took  ef¬ 
fect  in  this  Prelate;  the  King  having  long  before  in  1438,  approved  of  fuch  an  U- 
nion,  which  feems  then  to  have  been  firft  projected.  However  Archbifhop  Prene* s 
Refentment  was  not  eaflly  appeafed.  Itwas  thought  he  countenanced  and  fupported 
Pollard  in  the  Oppofition  he  gave  to  John ,  as  to  the  Diocefe  of  Down ,  (an  Ac¬ 
count  of  which  you  may  See  under  the  Bifhops  of  Down  and  Connor )  and  not  fo 
only,  but  on  the  21ft  of  November  1442,  he  iffued  againft  him  a  peremptory  Citati¬ 
on  as  follows.  46  Johannes,  &c.  John  by  the  Providence  of  God,  and  of  the  Apo- 
ftolick  See,  Guardian  of  the  Spiritualties  of  the  Bifhoprick  of  Down,  during  the 
«  vacancy  of  the  See,  to  our  venerable  Brother,  John  Bifhop  of  Connor,  greeting. 
“  Having  underftood  by  the  infpedtion  of  your  Letters,  that  you  have  received  the 
««  real  and  adtual  poffeflion  of  the  Bifhoprick  of  Down ,  and  have  got  into  your 
«  Hands  all  the  Spiritual  Ornaments  of  that  See,  praying  our  fupport  and  Mainte- 
«  nance  in  bridling  your  Adverfaries. — Know,  that  we  are  ready  to  extend  our  Juf- 
“  tice,  and  Favour  to  you,  as  far  as  is  in  our  Power,  as  to  the  Right  you  pretend 
“  to  the  'Union  of  the  two  Sees  of  Down  and  Connor ;  yet  faving  to  our  felves 
“  our  Right  of  the  Guardianfhip  of  the  Diocefe  of  Down,  during  the  Vacancy 
“  of  that  See.  And  we  peremptorily  cite  you  by  the  Tenor  of  thefe  Prefents 
«  perfonally  to  appear  before  us,  in  our  Manor  of  Jdermon-Eeighan,  on  the 
«  Jhurfday  next  after  the  Epiphany,  there  to  exhibit  before  us,  as  your  Metropo- 
“  litan,  all  and  fingular  your  Letters,  Rights,  Muniments,  Papers  and  Writings 
“  whatfoever — Dated  at  Armagh  this  21ft  of  November ,  in  the  third  Year  of 
“  our  Confecration.” — And  at  the  fame  time  he  cited  William  Stawley ,  Prior  of 
Down,  commanding  him  to  caufe  the  Chapter  of  Down,  and  every  Perfon  elfe 
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interefted,  to  appear  and  fhew  Caufe  againft  this  Union. —  This  Oppofition  great¬ 
ly  frightned  theBilhop  ;  and  although  no  Difturbance  was  given  him  at  this  time, 
yet  I  find  his  Appeal f  to  the  Apoftolick  See,  grounded  (  as  is  laid  in  the  Words 
of  the  Appeal)  upon  probable  Conjecture,  that  he  fiiould  be  molefted  ;  as  he  was 
foon  after  by  Thomas  Pollard  in  the  See  of  Down. 

As  to  the  Succeflbrs  of  John ,  after  the  Union  of  both  Sees,  the  Reader  may 
turn  to  the  Account  I  have  given  before  in  the  Catalogue  of  the  Bilhops  of  Down 
and  Connor.

I L  MO  R  E,  fignifieth  the  great  Church.]  The  Bifhops 
of  this  Diocefe  borrowed  their  Stile  or  Title  from  a  Ter¬ 
ritory  called  Brefiny,  or  Brefne,  and  from  thence  were 
fometimes  named,  Brefinienfes ,  fometimes,  Triburnenfes, 
Bilhops  of  Triburna  ;  becaufe  they  are  faid  to  have  had 
their  Refidence  in  a  little  obfcure  Village  of  that  Name* 
But  at  laft  in  the  Year  1454,  Andrew  Mac-Brady^Biftiop 
of  Triburna ,  by  the  Aflent  of  Pope  Nicholas  the  Vth,  e- 
redted  the  Parilh  Church  of  St.  Fedlemid  or  Felimy,  (which  he  found  to  be  a  more 
commodious  Situation)  into  a  Cathedral,  and  placed  in  it  thirteen  Canons.  Pope 
Calijlus  the  third  confirmed  this  Eredtion  the  Year  following;  and  (if  I  am  not 
miftaken)  the  Deanery  of  Kilmorewzs  conftituted  about  the  fame  time.  [Yet  there  are 
now  neither  Cathedral,  Chapter,  Canons,  or  Prebendarys,  belonging  to  this  See. 
A  fmali  Church  at  Kilmore,  contiguous  to  the  Epifcopal  Houfe,  is  a  Parilh  Church,

but  ferves  for  a  Cathedral.  The  Archdeaconry  of  Kilmore  is  ambulatory,  anch 
hath  no  Corps  *,  but  the  Bifnop  annexeth  that  Dignity  to  any  Parilh  at  his  Dif- 
cretion.]  ---  ---•  - 

As  to  St.  Fedlimid ,  he  lived  in  the  fixth  Century  ;  and,  as  it  is  faid,  was  Bro¬ 
ther  to  St.  Dermod,  Abbat  of  Inifcloghran  *  [whom  Colgan  ?  calls  Naoimh 
Dhiarmuit,  Dermod  the  Juft  or  Holy.]  He  died  on  the  9th  of  Augufi  ;  but  I  have 
no  certain  account  in  what  Year :  [Yet  he  flouriftied  about  the  Year  540,  being 
Contemporary  with  St.  Kieran  of  Clanmacnois ,  who  died  in  548,  and  St.  Senan 
Who  died  in  544.]  This  St.  Dermod  is  he  (as  I  think,)  whom  the  Regiftry  of  Clogher 
calls  Bifhop  of  Cluain,  a  Church  fituated  near  Lough-Erne,  and  commonly  called, 
Clunes  ;  and  whom  that  Regiftry  fays,  was  buried  there  with  St.  Tigernach ,  firft 
Bifhop  of  that  See.  But  I  fubmit  this  Point  to  the  enquiry  of  others.  To  return. 
From  the  Original  of  this  new  Foundation,  Andrew  himfelf,  and  all  his  Suc- 
ceflors,  for  the  moft  part,  took  the  Stile  of  Bifhops  of  Kilmore  ;  and  were  not 
called  Bifhops  of  Brefiny  or  I  riburna  as  before.  One  would  thihk  indeed,  that 
the  See  of  T riburna ,  or  Brefiny ,  was  of  no  great  Antiquity  ;  fince  it  is  not  fo 
much  as  mentioned  in  the  Divifion  of  the  Bijhopricks  of  Ireland ,  made  in  the  Sy¬ 
nod  held  under  Cardinal  John  Paparo,  in  March  1152,  as  appeareth  in  the  Re¬ 
giftry  of  the  Valuations  of  the  Apoftolick  Chamber,  collected  by  Centius  Came - 
rjtrius,  who  was  afterwards  Pope  Honorius,  the  II  Id. 

r  Notwithftanding  this  new  Foundation  of  the  Cathedral  of  Kilmore  ;  yet  Luke 
Wading  {  tells  us,  that  two  Bifhops  were  after  the  time  of  that  Foundation  pro¬ 
moted  to  the  See  of  Triburna ,  (viz.]  Stephen  de  Straboniza,  and  after  his  Death, 
Francis  Bernard ,  on  the  1 3th  of  June  1 509,  But  as  it  is  indifputable,  that 
Thomas  Brady  at  that  Time  filled  the  See  of  Kilmore ,  and  that  he  did  not  die 
before  the  Year  1511  ;  it  feems  very  probable,  that  they  never  received  a  Penny 
out  of  the  Profits  of  the  Bifhoprick.

1250.  [But  I  believe  it  was  a  Refignation  by  Death.  For  by  the  Annals  of 
Lough  kee,  under  that  Year,  Congal  Mac-Cidneol,  Bifhop  of  Brefiny,  is  faid  to 
have  died.]  On  the  27th  of  May  following  the  King  granted  a  Licence  to  the 
Chapter  of  Triburna  to  proceed  to  the  Election  of  a  Succefifor.

^  HO  M  A  S  of  Rujhok ,  an  Englifh  Dominican  Frier,  and  Doctor  of  Divinity, 
was  Confefior  to  King  Richard  the  lid.  [and  his  great  Favourite  ;  with 
whom  he  joined  in  all  the  illegal  and  unwarrantable  Meafures  of  that  Reign.]  He 
was  confecrated  Bifhop  of  Landaffe,  in  Wales,  on  the  third  of  May,  1383%  and 
tranflated  to  the  See  of  Chichejler,  in  England,  in  October  1385  w.  Three  Years 
after  he  was  by  the  Barons  banifhed  from  Court,  as  a  Fomentor  of  Sedition  ;  and 
his  Goods  confifcated  by  Authority  of  Parliament.

But  the  Difference  was  at  laft, 
by  mutual  Aftfent,  referred  to  the  Arbitration  of  the  Bifhops  of  Meath ,  Clogher, 
and  Ardagh.  It  doth  not  appear  what  end  they  made  of  it  at  that  Time ;  But 
it  is  manifeft,  paft  controverfy,  in  the  Regiftry  of  Qttavian  de  Palatio ,  then 
'Archbifhop  of  Armagh  ;  that  both  of  them,  as  well  Thomas,  as  Cormac,  were 
fix  Years  after  called  Bifhops  of  Kilmore  ;  and  (which  is  Strange)  both  aflifted 
at  a  Provincial  Synod  then  held  at  Drogbedab,  in  St.  Peter’s  Church,  [on  the  6th 
-of  July  1495;  in  an  Aft d  of  which,  they  are  entitled,  “  Thomas  et  Cormac  Gratia 
“  divind  Kilmorenfis  Epifcopi,  Thomas  and  Cormac,  by  the  Grace  of  God,  Bifhops 
of  Kilmore.]  Thomas  died  in  151 1.

JOHN  [  °r  rather  Richard  ]  Brady  fucceeded  5  [For  fo  he  is  called 
by  Sir  John  Davis ,  in  the  Cafe  of  Robert  Lalor  g,  who  was  indi&ed 
in  the  Year  1606  upon  the  Statute  of  Premunire  of  16  Richard  lid ;  and  it  is 
alledged  in  the  faid  Cafe,  that  Lalor  had  received  Friefts  Orders  above  30  Years 
before,  from  Richard  Brady ,  to  whom  the  Pope  had  given  the  Title  of  Biffiop 
of  Kilmore ;  and  that  the  laid  Lalor ,  had  been  conftituted  Vicar  General  of  the 
Diocefes  of  Dublin ,  Kildare  and  Ferns ,  by  Virtue  of  a  Commiffion  from  the 
Pope,  granted  to  the  faid  Richard  Brady ,  and  David  Magragh.  From  whence 
it  followeth  ;  that  Brady  had  been  Biffiop  of  Kilmore ,  under  the  Pope’s  Title,  be¬ 
fore  the  Year  1 576.  It  is  obfervable  •,  that  the  See  of  Kilmore ,  lying  in  an  un¬ 
fettled  and  tumultuous  Country,  had  been  much  negle&ed  by  the  Crown  of  Eng¬ 
land  ;  and  that  even  after  the  Reformation,  the  Biffiops  of  it  fucceeded,  either 
by  Ufurpation,  or  Papal  Authority.  This  appears  in  the  Inftance  before  us.  For 
from  the  Advancement  of  Edmund  Nugent,  which  we  may  fuppole  followed  on  the 
Death  of  Dermod  in  1529,  to  the  Promotion  of  John  Garvey  in  1585,  is  a  Pe¬ 
riod  of  56  Years ;  during  which  Interval  we  find  no  Body  in  the  See  of  Kilmore , 
but  Nugent  and  this  Brady  ;  and  the  latter  by  the  Pope’s  Authority  only.  But  this 
is  clearly  accounted  for  in  the  Life  of  Sir  John  Perrot  h.  Lord  Deputy  of  Ireland , 
In  1585  he  made  fome  overtures  to  the  Council  of  England ,  for  the  better  Advance¬ 
ment  of  Queen  Elizabeth's  Intereft  in  Ireland  -,  and  among  the  reft  one  was  concern¬ 
ing  this  See  of  Kilmore.  “  It  was  not  (fays  he)  bellowed  on  any Englijhman,  or Irijh - 
“  man  by  the  Queen,  or  any  of  her  Progenitors,  within  the  Memory  of  Man. 
“  That  of  late  there  was  a  leud  Frier  come  from  Rome  (meaning  this  Brady)  as  a  de- 
“  legate  of  the  Popes’s,  that  ufurped  it,  difperfing  abroad  feditious  Bulls  and  fuch 
“  like  traffi.  That  he  (t*he  Lord  Deputy)  difpoffefied  him  of  the  Place,  and 
“  hoped  to  bring  him  to  Submiffion,  or  to  Anfwer  for  his  leudnefs ;  and,  as  he 
“  judged  it  would  bean  Increafe  of  her  Majefty’s  Authority  among  thofe  barba- 
“  rous  People,  to  have  a  Biffiop  placed  there  by  her  Majefty,  fo  he  recommended 
John  Garvey ,  De^n  of  Chrijl -Church,  to  fupply  the  Place,  and  to  fupplantthe 
ufurping  Biffiop  *,  and  defired  a  Warrant  to  inthrone  him.”  And  we  find  by 
a  Letter  from  the  Privy  Council  of  England ,  that  his  requeft  was  complied  with  j

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JOHN  GARVEY. \ 

[Succ,  1585.  Refign,  1589.] 

JOHN  Garvey ,  Dean  of  Chriji-Church,  Dublin,  was  [as  I  obferved  before]  ad¬ 
vanced  to  the  See  of  Kilmore  by  Queen  Elizabeth ,  and  confecrated  in  1585. 
[He  had  been  promoted  to  the  Deanery  of  Ferns  by  Letters  Patent1  in  1558, 
and  the  Year  following,  on  the  1 3  th  of  July,  was  made  Archdeacon  of  Meath,  and 
Redlor  of  St.  Colmans  of  Kells ,  and  in  1565  Prebendary  of  Tipperkevin .]  He 
was  from  this  See  tranflated  to  Armagh,  on  the  10th  of  May  1589,  [to  which  the 
Deanery  of  Chriji-Church,  Dublin,  and  the  Archdeaconry  of  Meath,  were  an¬ 
nexed  during  Life,  as  a  perpetual  Commendam.]  After  the  Promotion  of  this  Pre¬ 
late  to  Armagh,  the  See  of  Kilmore  continued  without  a  Pallor,  above  fourteen 
Years  *,  occafioned  by  the  Confufion  of  the  Times  [  a  Cuftodium  of  it  being 
granted,  during  Vacancy,  to  Edward  Edgeworth ,  Bilhop  of  Down  and  Connor,  as 
may  be  feen  in  his  Life.]

ROBERT  Draper,  Rcdlor  of  Trim,  obtained  this  See,  together  with  that  of 
Ardagh,  by  the  Letters  patent  of  King  James  the  III,  dated  the  firft  [or 
rather  the  fecond]  of  March  1603,  {Englijh  llile,)  [his  Privy  Seal  bearing  Date 
the  ninth  of  December  before.]  He  died  in  Auguft  1612,  in  the  8th  Year  after 
his  Confecration. 

THOMAS  MOTGNE. 

1612.  Ob.  1628.] 

THOMAS  Moygne,  Batchelor  of  Divinity  [of  the  Univerfity  of  Cambridge ,] 
a  Native  of  Lincoln-Jhire ,  and  Dean  of  St.  Patrick’s,  Dublin,  fucceeded  in 
both  Bilhopricks,  and  was  confecrated  at  Droghedah ,  on  the  1 2th  of  January 
1612.  [He  held  the  Prebend  of  Monmachonock ,  and  the  Deanery  of  St.  Patrick’s 
in  Commendam  withthefe  Sees.  But  in  1625  k  he  refigned  the  Deanery  ;  and 
Benjamin  Culme  fucceeded  him  in  it.  King  James  the  firft  by  a  Com  million  * 
dated  the  26th  of  February,  in  the  17th  Year  of  his  Reign,  directed  to  the  Lord 
Deputy  St.  John ,  and  the  Lord  Chancellor,  ordered  a  Reftoration  to  be  made  to 
this  Prelate  and  his  Succeftors  of  all  the  Lands  within  the  new  Plantation  of  Long¬ 
ford  and  Leitrim  \  out  of  which  it  had  been  found,  or  Ihould  be  found  by  Inqui- 
fition,  that  in  former  times  the  Bilhops  of  Kilmore  and  Ardagh  had  their  Rents, 
Refe&ions,  Duties,  or  other  Services  j  and  ordered  a  Commiflion  to  ifiue  to 
inquire  what  Lands  belonged  to  either  of  thefe  Sees,  in  the  County  of  Cavan  ; 
and  that  the  Bilhop’s  Patent  Ihould  be  renewed  with  an  addition  of  fuch  Lands, 
found,  or  to  be  found.  It  appears  by  the  faid  Order,  that  this  Favour  to  Bilhop 
Moygne,  and  to  other  Bilhop  at  that  time,  was  obtained  by  the  Sollicitation  and 
Petition  of  George  Mountgomery,  then  Bilhop  of  Meath.  ]  He  governed  thefe 
Sees  almoft  16  Years,  and  died  of  an  Apoplexy  in  Dublin,  on  the  firft  of  January 
1628,  ( Englijh  ftile)  in  the  65th  Year  of  his  Age,  and  was  buryed  in  St.  Patrick’s 
Church,  on  the  third  of  that  Month.

■y ILLl AM  Bedell ,  DoCtor  of  Divinity,  was  [not]  a  Native  of  Suffolk,  [as  Sir 

hath  advanced,  but  was  born  in  the  Year  1 5  70  at  Black  Not  ley  m 
in  EJfex-,  was  the  younger  Son  of  an  Antient  Family,  of  no  inconfiderable  eftate; 
which  upon  failure  of  Iflue  in  his  elder  Brother,  hath  fincehis  Death,  defcended 
to  his  Son.]  He  was  educated  jn  Emanuel- College  in  Cambridge ,  [of  which  he 
was  eleCted  Fellow  in  1593,  and  took  his  Degree  of  Batchelor  of  Divinity  in 
1599.]  He  had  the  Reputation  of  a  Man  of  fmgular  Knowledge  in  [the  Latin, 
Greek  and  Hebrew  Languages. 

[He  was  put  into  holy  Orders  by  the  Suffragan  Bifhop  of  Colchefter ;  an  Office 
which  from  the  abufe  of  it  in  conferring  Orders  promifcuoufly,  was  about  that  time 
fuffered  to  go  into  difufe.  This  very  Suffragan  was  called  to  Account  for  Tranf- 
greffing  in  this  particular  of  conferring  Orders ;  and  he  made  an  infolent  Anfwer 
(although  worthy  to  be  remembred  for  the  Honour  of  Mr.  Bedell.)  ‘  That  he  had 
4  ordained  a  better  Man,  ( naming  Bedell )  than  any  the  Bifhop  had  ever  or- 
6  dained. 

His  firtt  Promotion  in  the  Church  was  to  the  Parifh  of  St.EdmundJbury ,  in  Suf¬ 
folk  ;  where  he  continued  untill  he  was  recommended  to  King  James,  asthepro- 
pereft  Perfon  to  be  fent  Chaplain  to  Sir  Henry  IVotton ,  his  Ambaffador  at  Venice 
during  the  Critical  Seafon  of  the  Interdict  ;  and  he'was  very  near  becoming  inftru- 
mental  in  a  great  and  happy  Change  of  Religion  in  that  Republick.  Here  he 
contracted  the  clofeft  Intimacy  with  Father  Paul ,  the  celebrated  Hiftorian  of 
the  Council  of  Trent. 

Sir  Henry  Wotton  tells  usn  “  that  P.  Paulo  took  Bedell  into  his  very  Soul  and 
“  communicated  to  him  the  inwardeft  thoughts  of  his  Heart ;  and  declared,  that 
“  he  received  more  Knowledge  in  both  Scholaftick,  and  pofitive  Divinity  from 

him,  than  from  all  the  World  befides.”  He  afiifted  Bedell  in  acquiring  the 
Italian  Language,  of  which  he  became  an  exaCt  Matter  ;  and  in  Requital  Bedell 
drew  a  Grammar  of  the  Englifh  Tongue,  for  the  ufe  of  father  Pauly  and  tranflated 
the  Englifh  Common  Prayer  Book  into  Italian  ;  which  was  fo  well  liked 
by  Father  Paul,  and  the  feven  Divines,  who  during  the  Interdict  were  com¬ 
manded  by  the  Senate  to  preach  againft  the  Pope,  that  they  refolved  to  have 
made  it  their  Pattern,  in  cafe  the  Rupture  had  produced  the  EffeCt,  which  they 
hoped  and  longed  for. 

After  the  Attempt  of  AfTaffination  made  on  Father  Paul,  die  Senate  gave  him 
a  Guard  ;  and  laid  down  Rules,  by  which  every  Perfon  defiring  Admittance  to 
him,  were  to.be  examined.  But  Bedell  was  excepted  out  of  thofe  Rules,  and  had 
free  accefs  to  him  at  all  Times, 

He  continued  eight  Years  in  Venice ,  during  which  Time  he  greatly  improved 
himfelf  in  the  Knowledge  of  the  Hebrew  Language,  by  the  Affiftance  of  Rabbi 
Leo  •,  from  whom  he  learned  the  Jewifj  way  of  Pronunciation,  and  other  Parts  of 
Rabbinical  Learning;  and  by  the  means  of  this  Rabbi,  he  purchafed  that  fair  Ma- 
nufcript  of  the  Old  Teftament,  which  he  gave  to  Emanuel  College,  and  whish  it 
is  faid  coft  him  its  Weight  in  Silver. 

,  Father  Paul  exprefied  the  greateft  Tendernefs  and  Concern,  when  he  parted 
with  Bedell ,  and  afiiired  him,  that  both  he,  and  many  others,  would  have  gone  over 
with  him,  had  it  been  in  their  Powers  ;  but  that  he  might  never  be  forgot  by

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him,  he  gave  him  his  Pi&ure,  with  an  Hebrew  Bible,  without  Point!,  and  *  . 
little  Hebrew  Pfalter,  in  which  he  wrote  fome  Sentences  of  hisEfteem  and  Friend- 
lhip  for  him  •,  and  with  thefe  he  gave  him  the  invaluable  Manufcript  of  theHif- 
tory  of  the  Council  of  Trent ,  together  with  the  Hiftorics  of  the  Interdict  and 
Inquifition,  and  feveral  Original  Letters,  which  came  to  him  Weekly  ftom  Rome , 
during  the  Contefts  between  the  Jefuits  and  Dominicans ,  concerning  the  Efficacy 
of  Grace  ♦,  which  are  thought  to  be  loft. 

Returning  to  England ,  he  immediately  retired  to  his  Charge  at  St.EdmundJhury , 
without  afpiring  to  any  Preferment,  and  went  on  in  his  Minifterial  Labours.  It 
was  here  he  employed  himfelf  in  Tranflating  the  Hiftories  of  the  Interdid  and 
Inquifition,  (which  he  dedicated  to  the  King)  as  alfb  the  two  laft  Books  of  the 
Hiftory  of  the  Council  of  Trent ,  into  Latin  ;  Sir  Adam  Newton  having  tranfiatcd 
the  two  fir  ft.  -  _  T 

He  lived  here  in  a  private  and  obfcureCondition,  untill  Sir  Thomas  Jermyn,  taking 
notice  of  his  Abilities,  prefented  him  to  the  Living  of  Horingjheath  A.  D.  1615. 
But  he  found  difficulties  in  obtaining  Inftitution  and  Induction  from  the  Bifhop  of 
Norwich  ;  who  demanded  large  Fees  upon  this  Account.  Mr.  Bedell  was  fo  nice 
in  his  Sentiments  of  Simony  *,  that  he  looked  upon  every  Payment  to  be  fuch, 
that  exceeded  a  competent  Gratification  for  the  Writing,  the  Wax,  and  the 
Parchment ;  and  refufed  taking  out  his  Titles  upon  other  Terms,  but  left  the' 
Bifhop  and  went  Home.  However  in  a  few  Days  the  Bifhop  fent  for  him, 
and  gave  him  his  Titles  without  Fees,  and  he  removed  to  Lloringjheath ,  where 
he  continued  unnoticed  for  twelve  Years  ;  although  he  gave  a  fingular  Evi¬ 
dence  of  his  great  Capacity,  in  a  Book  of  Controverfy  with  the  Church  of  Rome, 
which  he  publifhed  and  dedicated  to  King  Charles  the  Ift,  then  Prince  of  Wales. 
in  1624., 

However  negleded  he  lived  in  England ,  yet  his  Fame  had  reached  Ireland  ; 
and  he]  was  in  1627,  unanimoufly  eleded  Provoft  of  Trinity  College,  Dublin r 
[But  it  was  with  Difficulty  he  was  prevailed  on  to  accept  the  Charge,  untill  the 
King  laid  his  pofitive  Commands  on  him,  which  he  cheerfully  obeyed ',]  and- 
on  the  1 6th  of  Augufi  that  Year,  he  was  fworn  Provoft. 

[At  his  ftrft  entrance  on  this  Scene,  he  refolved  to  ad  nothing,  untill  he  be¬ 
came  pcrLdlv  acquainted  with  the  Statutes  of  the  Houfe,  and  the  Tempers  of  the 
People,  whom  he  was  appointed  to  govern ;  and  therefore  carryed  himfelf  fo 
abftradedly  from  all  Affairs,  that  he  pafled  fome  time  for  a  foft  and  weak  Man  * 
and  even  Primate  Usjher  began  to  waver  in  his  Opinion  of  him. 

When  he  went  for  England  fome  few  Months  after  to  bring  over  his  Family, 
he  had  thoughts  of  refigning  his  new  Preferment,  and  returning  to  his  Benefice 
in  Suffolk.  But  an  encouraging  Letter  from  Primate  Usjher  put  an  end  to  this 
Defign.  He  returned  with  his  Family,  and  applied  himfelf  to  the  Government 
of  the  College,  with  a  Vigour  of  Mind  peculiar  to  him. 

His  firft  Bufinefs  was  to  compofe  Sedition  among  the  Fellows,  to  redHfie  dif- 
orders,  and  to  reftore  Difcipline.  And  as  he  was  a  great  Promoter  of  Religion,  he 
Catechifed  the  Youth  once  a  Week  *,  and  divided  the  Church  Catechiftn  into  fifty 
two  parts,  one  for  every  Sunday ,  and  explained  it  in  a  way  fo  mixed  with  fpe- 
culative  and  pradical  Matters  ;  that  his  Sermons  were  looked  on  as  learned  Lec¬ 
tures  of  Divinity,  and  excellent  Exhortations  to  Virtue  and  Piety.] 

He  continued  but  about  two  Years  in  this  Employment;  when  [by  the  Intereft 
of  Sir  Thomas  Jermyn ,  and  the  Application  of  n  Laud,  Bifhop  of  Loudon ,]  he  was 
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advanced  to  the  Sees  of  Kilmore  and  Ardagh ,  and  confecrated  on  the  13th  of  Sep¬ 
tember  1629,  at  Droghedah ,  in  St  Peter's  Church,  by  James ,  Archbifbop  of  Ar¬ 
magh,  Robert,  Bifhop  of  Down  and  Connor,  Theopbilus,  Bifhop  of  Dromore,  and 
James,  Bifhop  of  Clogher,  [in  the  59th  Year  of  his  Age.  In  the  Letters  for 
his  Promotion,  the  King  made  honourable  mention  of  the  Satisfaction  he  took  in 
the  Services  he  had  done,  and  the  Reformation  he  had  wrought  in  the  Univer- 
fity. 

Having  thus  entered  on  a  different  Courfe  of  Life,  he  found  his  Diocefes  under 
vaft  Diforders  ;  the  Revenues  wafted  by  exceflive  Dilapidations  ;  and  all  things 
expofed  to  Sale  in  fo  fordid  a  manner,  that  it  was  grown  into  a  Proverb.  The 
Cathedral  of  Ardagh ,  and  the  Bifhop’s  Houfe  were  fallen  flat  to  the  ground  ;  the 
Parifh  Churches  all  in  Ruins  ;  and  the  Infolence  of  the  Popifh  Clergy  infuffera- 
ble  ;  the  Oppreflions  of  the  Ecclefiaftical  Courts  exceflive  ;  and  Pluralities  and 
Non-Refidence  fhamefully  prevailing. 

He  fet  about  reforming  all  thefe  Abufes  ;  but  they  were  the  Work  of  time. 
He  firft  recovered  fome  part  of  the  Spoils  made  by  his  Predeceflbrs,  in  order  to 
enable  him  to  fubfift,  and  reform  the  other  Abufes.  The  firft  of  thefe  he  under¬ 
took  was  Pluralities,  by  which  one  Man  had  the  Cure  of  Souls  in  fo  many 
Places  ;  that  it  was  impofllble  to  difcharge'his  Duty  to  them  all,  or  to  perform 
thefe  Vows  made  at  Ordination,  of  feeding  and  inftruCting  the  Flock  committed 
to  him.  To  this  end  he  convened  his  Clergy,  and  in  a  Sermon  laid  before  them 
both  out  of  Scripture  and  Antiquity,  the  Inftitution,  Nature,  and  Duties  of  the 
Minifterial  Imployment ;  and  after  Sermon  difeourfed  to  them  upon  the  fame  Sub¬ 
ject  in  Latin,  and  exhorted  them  to  reform  that  Intolerable  Abufe.  To  prevail 
on  them  the  better,  he  told  them,  he  refolved  to  fhew  them  an  Example  in  par¬ 
ting  with  one  of  his  Biftiopricks  ;  and  accordingly]  he  voluntarily  refigned  Ar¬ 
dagh  in  1 633,  [although  he  had  been  at  confiderable  Charges  in  recovering  the 
Revenues  of  it ;  and  although  he  was  able  to  difeharge  the  Duties  of  both, 
being  contiguous  and  fmall,  and  the  Revenues  not  exceeding  a  Competency.  It 
was  conferred  on  Dr  Richardfon  the  fame  Year.  The  Efficacy  of  his  Difcourfe, 
and  the  Authority  of  his  Example,  made  fuch  an  Impreffion  on  his  Clergy,  that 
they  almoft  all  freely  relinquilhed  their  Pluralities ;  which  pleafed  him  the  more 
fince  he  had  no  Authority  to  compel  them  to  it.  The  Dean  was  the  only  Perfon 
who  did  not  fubmit ;  but  he  exchanged  his  Deanery  with  another,  being  afhamed 
to  live  in  a  Diocefe,  where  he  would  not  fubmit  to  fuch  Terms,  as  both  Bifhop 
and  Clergy  had  agreed  to. 

The  next  part  of  his  ProjeCt  was  to  oblige  his  Clergy  to  Refidence.  And  this 
met  with  great  Difficulties.  King  James  upon  the  Reduction  of  Ulfter,  after 
Tyrone's  Rebellion,  had  afiigned  Glebes  to  all  the  Clergy,  and  had  obliged  them 
to  build  Houfes  thereon  after  a  limited  time.  But  the  Commiffioners  appointed 
to  allot  thefe  Glebes,  had  taken  no  Care  of  the  conveniences  of  the  Clergy  ;  fo 
that  in  many  Places  the  Lands  allotted  for  Glebes,  were  not  within  the  Parifh 
and  often  lay  divided  in  Parcels  ;  in  confequence,  if  they  built  Houfes  on  thefe 
Glebes,  they  would  be  obliged  to  live  out  of  their  Parifhes,  and  it  would  be  in¬ 
convenient  to  have  their  Houfes  remote  from  theirLands.  To  remedy  this;  the  Bi¬ 
lhop,  who  had  Lands  allotted  him  in  every  Parifh,  refolved  to  make  an  Exchange 
with  them,  and  to  affign  them  more  convenient  Portions  of  equal  Value.  To 
this  End  he  procured  a  Commiffion  from  the  Government  to  fome  Gentlemen,  to 
examine  and  fettle  the  Matter,  which  was  brought  to  a  conclufion,  with  the  uni- 
verfal  Satisfaction  of  hi?  whole  Dioccfe,  But  as  the  Great  Seal  was  neceffary  for 

a  final 
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&  final  Confirmation  •,  there  was  one  fent  over  commiffioned  by  them  all  to  obtain 
it.  The  Rebellion,  which  broke  out  before  it  was  fully  ended,  put  a  Stop  to  the 
Project. 

Upon  the  firft  coming  over  of  the  Lord  Deputy  Wentworth  in  1633,  our  Bifhop 
fell  greatly  under  his  Difpleafurc,  on  the  Account  of  a  Petition  from  the  County 
of  Cavan ,  containing  fome  Complaints  againft  the  Army,  and  propofing  Regu¬ 
lations  of  it  ;  to  which  the  Bifhop,  with  two  others  of  the  fame  Order,  had  fet 
their  Hands.  Pie  was  fuppofed  to  be  the  Author  and  Promoter  of  this  Petition. 
The  Lord  Deputy  expreffed  great  Indignation  againfc  him  on  this  Account  •,  and 
when  any  Commifiion  or  Order  was  brought  him  to  be  figned,  in  which  he  found 
the  Bifhop’s  Name,  he  dafhed  it  out  with  his  own  Pen.  The  Bifhop,  knowing  his 
own  Innocence,  wrote  to  his  conftant  Friend,  Sir  Thomas  Jermyn ,  a  full  Account 
and  Explanation  of  the  Matter ;  who  managed  it  with  fuch  Zeal,  that  Letters 
were  fent  to  the  Lord  Deputy  from  Court  *,  which  fo  mollified  him  towards  the 
Bifhop,  that  going  to  congratulate  the  Deputy,  he  was  well  received,  and  ever 
after  treated  with  particular  Marks  of  DiftinCtion. 

He  was  very  ftriCt  in  his  Examination  for  Orders,  which  he  always  did  in  the 
Prefence  of  his  Clergy ;  and  when  he  had  done,  defired  them  to  examine  the 
Candidate,  if  they  thought  any  thing  material  was  omitted  by  him  ;  and  he  re¬ 
quired  their  Approbation,  before  he  would  proceed  to  Ordination.  He  alfo  took 
care  to  be  informed  of  the  moral  and  religious  Qualities  of  thofe  he  ordained,  as 
well  as  of  their  Capacity  and  Learning  j  and  upon  thefe  Occafions  preached  and 
adminiflred  the  Sacrament  himfelf.  He  never  ordained  a  Prefbyter,  until  he  had 
been  at  leaft  a  Year  a  Deacon  *,  that  he  might  have  a  good  Account  of  his  Beha¬ 
viour  in  a  lower,  before  he  raifed  him  to  a  higher  Degree.  He  looked  on  the 
Power  of  Ordination,  as  the  molt  facred  Part  of  a  Bifhop’sTruft  ;  and  therefore 
ufed  all  Precaution  pofiible  in  fo  important  an  Affair.  Nor  would  he  ordain  any 
without  a  Title  and  Defignation  to  a  particular  Flock.  He  remembred  the 
Grounds  he  went  on,  when  he  refufedto  pay  Fees  for  the  Title  to  his  Benefice  in 
Suffolk  ;  and  therefore  took  Care,  that  thofe  who  were  ordained  by  him  ;  or  had 
Titles  to  Benefices  from  him,  fhould  be  put  to  no  Charge.  For  he  wrote  all  the 
Inftruments  himfelf,  and  delivered  them  out  of  his  own  Hands  ;  and  adjured  the 
Parties  in  a  folemn  Manner,  to  give  nothing  to  any  of  his  Servants  ;  which  he 
took  Care  to  prevent,  by  waiting  on  them  upon  fuch  Occafions  to  the  Gate  of 
his  Houfe. 

He  never  gave  a  Benefice  to  any  without  obliging  them  by  Oath  to  a  perpetual 
and  perfonal  Refidence  ;  and  that  they  fhould  never  hold  any  other  Benefice  with 
that.  And  he  not  only  wrote  his  Inftruments  with  his  own  Hand,  but  fometimes 
gave  Induction  to  his  Clergy  *,  not  looking  on  thofe  Offices  below  a  Bifhop,  He 
prevailed  on  all  his  Prefbyters  to  refide,  except  one  Johnfion ,  a  Man  of  mean 
Education,  but  of  quick  Parts,  and  a  mechanical  Head ;  one  whom  the  Lord 
Wentworth  had  employed  in  overfeeing  fome  publick  Buildings,  on  account  of 
his  Skill  in  Architecture.  To  make  him  ufeful,  he  propofed  to  him  the  framing 
an  univerfal  Character,  which  might  be  equally  well  underftood  by  all  Nations  j 
and  fhewed  him  that  the  ProjeCt  was  not  impoffible,  fince  there  was  already  an 
univerfal  Mathematical  Character  received  both  for  Arithmetick,  Geometry, 
and  Aftronomy.  The  Man  undertook  the  Talk,  and  the  Bifhop  drew  a  Scheme 
of  the  whole  Work  •,  which  was  brought  to  fuch  Perfection,  that  it  was  faid  tp 
be  put  under  the  Prefs,  but  the  Rebellion  prevented  the  finifhing  it, 

After  the  Bifhop  had  for  feveral  Years  carryed  on  the  Reformation  of  his  Dio- 

cefe  5  in  September  1638  he  convened  a  Synod  of  all  his  Clergy,  wherein  he 
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eftablifhed  wholefome  Canons  for  the  better  Regulation  and  Government  of  his 
See  *,  and  therein  made  Provifion,  that  a  Synod  fhould  be  held  yearly  in  the  fe- 
cond  Week  in  September  *,  the  Canons  whereof  are  to  be  feen  at  the  End  of  hi* 
Life  publifhed  by  Dr.  Burnet ,  Bifhop  of  Sarnm ,  to  which  I  refer  the  Reader  ;  and 
.(hall  only  take  notice  of  one  of  them,  becaufe  it  eftablifheth  one  of  the  Laws  of  the 
twelve  Tables  among  the  Romansy  which  prohibiteth  Women  from  Lamentations 
and  outrageous  Howlings  at  Funerals ;  a  Cuftom  yet  greatly  in  Ufe  in  Ireland . 
4  4  Mulieres  Lejfum  fnneris  ergo  ne  habento  ”  fay  the  Laws  of  the  twelve  Tables. 
44  Ne  infuneribus  Mulieres  luffnmaut  ululatumfaciant”  fayeth  the  twelfth  Canon 
of  this  Synod. 

Some  judged  this  Meeting  an  illegal  Affembly  ;  and  that  his  prefuming  to 
make  Canons  was  againft  Law,  and  brought  him  within  the  Guilt  of  a  Premu- 
nire :  So  that  it  was  expected  he  fhould  be  cenfured  in  the  Star  or  Caftle-Chamber, 
or  in  the  High  Commiffton-Court ;  while  others  more  juftly  looked  on  it,  as  only 
the  neceffary  Difcharge  of  his  Epifcopal  Fundtion  ;  and  his  Archdeacon,  Thomas 
Price ,  afterwards  Archbifhop  of  Cajhell ,  gave  fuch  an  Account  of  the  Matter  to 
the  State,  that  nothing  followed  on  it.  Primate  Ufsher  advifed  thofe  who  moved 
to  bring  him  up  to  anfwer  for  himfelf,  to  let  him  alone  ;  left  he  fhould  be  pro¬ 
voked  to  fay  more  for  himfelf,  than  any  of  his  Accufers  could  fay  againft  him. 

At  his  Vifitations,  he  always  preached,  and  adminiftred  the  Sacrament  himfelf. 
The  bufmefs  of  them  was,  what  it  ought  truly  to  be,  to  inquire  into  the  State  of 
the  Diocefe,  and  give  good  Inftrudtions  both  to  Clergy  and  Laity.  The  Vi¬ 
fitations  in  Ireland  had  been  matter  of  much  Pomp,  and  great  Luxury  ;  which 
lay  heavy  on  the  inferior  Clergy.  Some  flight  Inquiries  were  made  for  Form 
fake,  and  nothing  was  minded  fo  much,  as  that  which  was  the  Reproach  of 
them,  the  Fees  ;  and  thefe  were  exadted  to  fuch  an  intollerable  Degree,  that  they 
were  a  heavy  Grievance  to  the  Clergy.  But  our  Bifhop  reformed  all  thefe  Exceffes, 
and  took  nothing  but  what  was  by  Law  and  Cuftom  eftablifhed  ;  and  even  that 
he  employed  in  entertaining  the  Clergy  ;  if  there  were  an  Overplus,  he  fent  it 
to  the  Prifons  for  the  Relief  of  the  Poor.  He  did  not  approve  of  the  State, 
with  which  Bifhops  made  their  Vifitations  *,  nor  the  Diftance,  at  which  they 
kept  their  Clergy ;  and  he  had  often  that  Canon  in  his  Mouth.  44  That  a  Prefbyter 
64  ought  not  to  be  let  ftand,  after  the  Bifhop  was  fet,”  and  therefore  at  his  Vifi¬ 
tations  he  made  the  Clergy  fit  with  him,  and  be  covered,  when  he  was  fo.  He 
was  much  troubled  at  the  Sufpenfion  of  his  Jurifdidtion  during  the  Metropoliti- 
cal  and  Regal  Vifitations,  and  the  more  at  the  Claufes  in  the  Writ  of  Sufpenfion, 
declaring,  44  that  in  the  Year  of  the  Metropolitan’s  Vifitation,  the  whole  and 
44  intire  Jurifdidtion  of  that  Diocefe  belonged  to  him,  becaufe  of  the  great 
44  Danger  of  the  Souls  of  the  People.”  Whereas  he  was  of  Opinion,  that  the 
Danger  to  Souls  arofe  from  the  Sufpenfion  of  the  Bifhop’s  paftoral  Power. 
But  he  never  Could  get  this  redreflcd. 

The  next  Reformation  he  attempted,  was  that  of  his  Court  ;  which  fat  in 
his  Name,  and  v?as  one  entire  Abufe.  It  was  managed  by  a  Lay- Chancellor, 
who  had  bought  his  Place  ♦,  and  fo  thought  he  had  a  Right  to  all  the  Profits 
he  could  raife  out  of  it,  whether  J  uftly,  or  by  Extortion  or  Oppreffion.  To 
corredt  thefe  Abufes,  he  went  and  fat  and  adjudged  Caufes  in  his  own  Courts 
himfelf  •,  whereby  fuch  an  Alteration  was  wrought,  that  inftead  of  being  a 
Grievance  to  the  Country,  none  were  now  grieved,  but  the  Chancellor  and  the 
other  Officers  of  the  Court,  who  were  before  enough  dipleafed  with  the  Bifhop, 
for  writing  the  Titles  to  Benefices  himfelf,  and  flopping  that  part  of  the  Gain  to 
them.  r7  * 

The 
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The  Lay-Chancellor  filed  a  Bill  in  Chancery  againlt  the  Bilhop,  for  Invading 
his  Office.  It  would  be  too  tedious  to  mention  what  patted  upon  this  Occafion. 
The  Remit  was  ;  the  Lay-Chancellor’s  Right  was  confirmed  with  100/  Colls. 
•However  he  went  on  with  his  Courts  as  he  had  begun,  notwithftanding  the  De¬ 
cree  *,  and  his  Chancellor  was  either  adviled  by  thole,  who  governed  the  State,  to 
give  him  no  Dilturbance,  or  was  overcome  by  the  Authority  he  faw  in  him,  that 
inlpired  all  People  with  Reverence.  For  as  he  never  called  for  the  100  /  Colls, 
fo  he  never  dilturbed  him  more,  but  named  a  Surrogate,  to  whom  he  gave  Orders 
to  be  obfervant  of  the  Bilhop  in  all  Things. 

His  Zeal  to  convert  the  Natives  was  very  extraordinary.  His  Attempts  were 
upon  the  more  knowing  of  the  Prielts ;  thinking  that  to  be  the  lpeediell  way  to 
make  them  the  Inftruments  of  fpreading  the  reformed  Religion  among  the  Na¬ 
tives  ;  which  they  could  more  effedtually  do,  as  they  underllood  the/r^Language. 
He  prevailed  on  feveral  Prielts  to  change,  and  was  fo  well  fatisfied  with  the 
Sincerity  of  their  Converfion  *,  that  he  promoted  fome  of  them  to  Benefices. 
And  he  took  great  pains  to  work  in  thefe,  whom  he  trufted  with  the  Care  of 
Souls,  a  full  Convidlion  of  the  Truth  of  Religion,  and  a  deep  Senfe  of  the 
Importance  of  it.  He  was  fo  happy  in  this,  that  of  all  the  Converts  he  had 
raifed  to  Benefices,  there  was  but  one  that  relapfed,  during  the  Rebellion. 
There  was  a  Convent  of  Friers  very  near  him,  on  whom  he  took  much  pains 
with  very  good  Succefs. 

To  furnilh  his  Converts  with  the  Means  of  inltru£ting  others,  he  had  a  Ihort 
Catechifm  printed  in  one  Sheet,  Englifh  on  one  Page,  and  Irifh  on  the  other ; 
which  contained  the  Elements,  and  moll  neceffary  things  of  the  Chrillian  Reli¬ 
gion  ;  together  with  fome  Forms  of  Prayer,  and  fome  of  the  moll  Edifying  PaL 
fages  in  Scripture.  Thefe  he  difperfed  over  his  Diocefe  *,  and  they  were  re¬ 
ceived  with  great  joy  by  many  of  the  Irifh  Papilts.  This  gave  encouragement 
to  hope  well  from  further  Endeavours.  He  fet  himfelf  to  learn  the  Irifh  Language  ; 
and  although  he  could  not  fpeak  it,  yet  he  got  fo  critical  a  Knowledge  in  it,  that 
he  wrote  a  compleat  Grammar  in  that  Language. 

He  had  the  Common-Prayer  read  in  his  Prefence  every  Sunday  in  his  Cathe¬ 
dral,  in  the  Irifh  Language,  for  the  Benefit  of  his  Converts  *,  and  engaged  all 
the  Clergy  to  fet  up  Schools  in  their  Parilhes.  For  there  were  fo  very  few  of 
the  Irifh,  who  could  read  or  write,  that  it  much  obftrutted  the  Converfion  of 
the  Nation.  The  New-Teftahjent  and  the  Common-Prayer  were  already 
tranflated  into  Irifh ,  by  WilliamDaniit. ,  Archbilhop  of  Tfuam .  Our  Bilhop,  by  the. 
Advice  of  Primate  Ufsher  and  other  eminent  Perfons,  procured  one  King ,  an 
Irifh  Convert,  to  tranllate  the  Old  Teftament  into  the  fame  Language  *,  a  Man 
cfleemed  the  moll  elegant  Writer  of  Irifh ,  either  in  Profe  or  Poetry,  then  alive. 
He  put  him  in  Orders,  gave  him  a  Benefice  in  his  Diocefe,  and  fet  him  to 
Work.  He  himfelf  revifed  what  he  did,  as  it  went  forward.  The  Tranf- 
lation  was  made  from  the  Englifh ,  King  not  underftanding  the  Originals :  But 
the  Bilhop  compared  all,  not  only  with  the  Englifh ,  but  with  the  Hebrew ,  and 
the  Seventy  Interpreters.  He  juftly  thought,  that  the  Ufe  of  the  Scriptures 
was  the  only  way  to  let  the  Knowledge  of  Religion  in  among  the  Irifh  as  it 
had  firft  let  the  Reformation  into  other  Parts  of  Europe. 

The  Tranfiation  was  finilfied,  but  the  printing  of  it  was  oppofed  ;  which  the 
Bilhop  refolved  to  have  done  at  his  own  Expence.  For  it  had  been  infufed  into 
the  Earl  of  Strafford ,  and  Archbilhop  Laud ,  that  the  Tranllator  was  a  weak 
and  contemptible  Man,  and  that  it  would  expofe  fuch  a  Work  to  the  Scorn  of  the 
Nation,  when  the  Author  of  it  was  known.  But  the  Bilhop  cleared  the  Tranf- 
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lator  from  thefe  Imputations,  by  a  Letter  wrote  to  the  Earl  of  Strafford,  dated 
the  firft  of  December  1638 ;  and  for  his  Sufficiency  in  the  Irijh  Language, 
refers  to  the  Tefti monies  of  the  Lord  Primate,  the  Bilhop  of  Meath ,  the  Lord 
Dillon ,  and  Sir  James  Ware  ;  in  whoje ■  Eyes  (fays  the  Bifhop)  the  I  ranjlator 
had  lived  many  Tears.  But  all  would  not  do.  The  Tranflator  was  perfecuted, 
and  the  Work  left  unprinted.  If  the  Rebellion  had  not  broke  out  •  foon  after 
the  Bilhop  was  refolved  to  have  printed  it  at  his  own  Houfe,  ana  at  his  own 
Charge  j  and  preparatory  to  it,  he  caufed  fome  of  Chrifoftome' s  and  Leo's  Homi¬ 
lies,  which  tended  to  commend  the  Scriptures  in  the  higheft  Strains  of  Eloquence 
poffible,  to  be  tranflated  both  into  Englijh  and  Irifh  ;  and  reprinting  his  Cate- 
chifm,  added  thefe  to  it  in  both  Languages ;  and  they  were  well  received  even 
by  the  Priefts  and  Friers  themfelves. 

He  lived  not  to  finiffi  this  great  Defign ;  yet  notwithftanding  the  Rebellion 
that  followed  in  Ireland ,  the  Manufcript  of  the  T ranflation  of  the  Bible  efcaped 
the  Hands  of  the  Rebels,  and  was  afterwards  printed  at  the  Charge  of  the  Fa¬ 
mous  Mr.  Robert  Boyle. 

But  to  proceed  with  what  relates  to  our  Bifhop.  As  he  had  great  Zeal  for  the 
Purity  of  the  Chriftian  Religion  in  oppofition  to  Popery  ;  fo  he  was  moderate 
in  all  other  Matters,  that  were  not  of  fuch  importance.  He  was  a  Supporter 
of  Mr.  Dury' s  Defign,  of  reconciling  the  Lutherans  and  Calvinijls ;  and  al¬ 
lowed  20  /.  a  Year  towards  difeharging  the  Expence  of  that  Negotiation.  There 
came  a  Company  of  Lutherans  to  Dublin ,  who  were  afraid  of  joining  in  Com¬ 
munion  with  the  Church  of  Ireland:  They  were  cited  to  anfwer  for  it  in  the 
Archbifhop’s  Confiftory  ;  and  defired  time  to  confult  their  Divines  in  Germany. 
At  laft  Letters  came  from  thence  concerning  their  Exceptions  to  Communion 
with  the  Church  of  Ireland ;  becaufe  the  Prefence  of  Chrift  in  the  Sacrament 
was  not  explained  in  fuch  a  Manner,  as  agreed  with  their  Do&rine.  The  Bifhop 
wrote  fo  learned  and  fo  full  an  Anfwer  to  all  their  Obje&ions  ;  and  explained 
the  Matter  fo  clearly,  that  they  advifed  their  Countrymen  to  join  in  Communion 
with  our  Church. 

He  was  exadtly  conformable  to  the  Rules  of  the  Church,  went  conftantly  to 
Common-Prayer  in  his  Cathedral,  at  which  he  affifted  with  great  Reverence  and 
Affeftion  ;  and  was  fo  ftri&  to  the  Rubrick,  that  obferving  a  Curate,  in  reading 
Prayers,  add  fomething  to  the  Colle&s,  he  went  to  the  Defk,  took  the  Book 
out  of  his  Hand,  fufpended  him  for  his  Prefumption,  and  finifhed  the  Office 
himfelf. 

He  preached  conftantly  twice  every  Sunday  in  his  Cathedral,  on  the  Epiftle* 
and  Gofpels  for  the  Day,  and  Cateciiifed  always  in  the  Afternoon  before  Ser¬ 
mon,  and  preached  twice  a  Year  before  the  Judges  in  their  Circuits.  He  ob- 
ferved  the  Rubrick  fo  nicely,  that  he  would  do  nothing  but  according  to  it :  So 
that  in  reading  the  Pfalms  and  Anthems  he  did  not  obferve  the  alternate  Cuftom 
praftifed  by  the  Minifler  and  People  in  reading  the  Verfes,  but  read  all  him¬ 
felf  •,  becaufe  the  alternate  Method  was  not  enjoyned  by  the  Rubrick.  As  for 
the  placing  the  Communion-Table  by  the  Eajl  Wall,  and  bowing  to  it,  he  ne¬ 
ver  would  depart  from  the  Rule  of  obferving  the  Conformity  preferibed  by 
Law.  For  his  Opinion  was that  they  were  as  much  Nonconformifts  who  added : 
of  their  own,  as  they  who  came  fhort  of  what  was  enjoyned  ;  as  he  who  adds 
an  Inch  to  a  Meafure,  difowns  it  for  a  Rule,  as  much  as  he  who  cuts  an  Inch 
from  it. 

;  Bifhop  Burnet  obferves  further,  when  he  came  within  the  Church,  it  appeared 
in  the  compofedaef§  of  his  behaviour,  that  he  obferved  the  Rule  given  by  the 

Preacher, 
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Preacher,  “  of  keeping  his  Foot  when  he  went  into  the  Houfe  of  God.M  FI@ 
preached  often  in  his  Epifcopal  Habit,  but  not  always  •,  and  feldom  in  the  Af¬ 
ternoon.  He  did  not  love  the  Pomp  of  a  Choir,  nor  inftrumental  Mufick  ; 
which  he  thought  carried  away  the  Mind  from  the  ferious  Attention  to  the 
•Matter ;  and  that  to-raife  the  AffeCtions,  thofe  things  that  tended  to  Edification 
ought  only  to  be  obferved.  He  never  ufed  the  Common- Prayer  in  his  Family  - 
for  he  thought  it  was  intended  to  be  the  folemn  Worfhip  of  Chriftians,  in  their  pub- 
lick  Alfemblies,  and  was  not  fo  proper  for  private  Families.  He  was  fo  exaCt 
an  obferver  of  Ecclefiaftical  Rules,  that  he  would  perform  no  Part  of  his  Functi¬ 
on  out  of  his  Diocefe,  without  Licence  from  the  Ordinary.  And  particularly 
when  his  Wife’s  Daughter  was  to  be  married  to  Mr.  Clogy  in  Dublin ,  he  took 
out  a  Licence  from  the  Archbilhop’s  Confiftory  for  doing  it.  This  Mr.  Clogy 
was  afterwards  Minifter  of  Cavan ,  near  Kilmore ,  and  lived  long  in  the  Bifhop’s 
Houfe,  and  was  the  Perfon  who  furnifhed  Bifhop  Burnet  with  the  Memorials  from 
whence  he  hath  drawn  up  his  Account  of  this  Prelate’s  Life. 

The  Rebellion  broke  out  on  the  23d  of  Ottober  1641.  The  Rebels  differed 
him  to  continue  in  quiet,  and  expreffed  their  efteem  for  him  in  fuch  a  Manner, 
that  he  had  reafon  to  aferibe  it  wholly  to  that  over-ruling  Power,  “  that  ftills  the 
“  raging  of  the  Sea,  the  Noife  of  its  Waves,  and  the  madnefs  of  the  People.” 
They  feemed  to  be  overcome  with  his  Exemplary  Converfation  among  them, 
and  with  the  Tendernefs  and  Charity,  which,  upon  all  Occafions,  he  expreffed 
for  them  ;  And  they  often  faid,  he  fhould  be  the  laft  Englijhman  fhould  be  put 
out  of  Ireland.  He  was  the  only  Englijhman  in  the  whole  County  of  Cavan 
that  was  differed  to  live  in  his  own  Houfe  without  Difturbance.  Not  only  his 
Houfe,  and  all  the  Out-buildings,  but  the  Church  and  Church- Yard  were  full 
of  People,  that  fled  to  him  for  Shelter.  He  encouraged  them  to  put  their  truft 
in  God  by  conftant  preaching  and  Prayer  ;  which  had  the  defired  Effect,  and 
fully  prepared  them  for  the  word:  that  could  happen. 

While  thefe  things  were  doing  •,  DoCtor  Swiney ,  titular  Bifhop  of  Kilmore ,  came 
to  Cavan.  He  had  a  Brother,  whom  the  Bifhop  had  converted,  and  entertained 
in  his  Houfe,  untill  he  found  a  way  of  Subfiftance  for  him.  Swiney  pretended 
to  come  only  to  ferve  the  Bifhop,  and  defired  to  be  admitted  to  lodge  in  his 
Houfe  •,  affuring  him  of  his  Protection.  But  the  Bifhop  refufed  his  Favours  in 
a  well  penned  Latin  Letter  (which  is  publifhed  in  his  Life)  in  regard  of  the 
ftraitnefs  of  his  Houfe,  the  great  confluence  of  People  of  all  Ages  and  Sexes, 
that  had  taken  SanCtuary  with  him,  the  Sicknefs  of  fome  of  his  Company,  and 
particularly  his  Son  *,  but  above  all,  the  Differences  in  their  ways  of  Worfhip, 
which  would  of  neceflity  occafion  Offences. 

This  Letter  had  at  that  time  fome  EffeCt :  For  DoCtor  Swiney  gave  him  no 
Further  Difturbance,  untill  near  feven  Weeks  after  this ;  fo  that  from  the  23d 
of  October ,  the  Day  on  which  the  Rebellion  broke  out,  untill  the  18  th  of 
December  following,  he  and  all  thofe  within  his  Walls,  enjoyed  (to  a  Miracle) 
perfeCt  quiet.  While  this  good  Bifhop  was  every  Day  waiting  for  his  Crown  ; 
the  Rebels  fent  to  him,  defiring  him  to  difmifs  the  Company  that  was  about 
him.  But  he  refufed  to  obey  their  cruel  Order,  and  rcfolved  to  live  and  die  with 
them.  He  rather  would  have  died  for  them,  than  accept  any  Favour  for  him- 
felf,  from  which  they  fhould  be  fhut  out.  But  they  fent  him  word  back  ;  that 
although  they  loved  and  honoured  him  above  all  the  Englijh ,  becaufe  he  had 
never  wronged  any,  but  had  done  good  to  numbers  *,  yet  they  had  received  Or¬ 
ders  from  the  Council  of  State  at  Kilkenny ,  that  if  he  would  not  put  away  the 

People,  that  had  gathered  about  him,  that  they  fhould  take  him  from  them. 
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To  which  he  anfwered  in  the  Words  of  David.  44  Here  I  am,  the  Lord  do  tin- 
“  to  me  as  feemeth  good  to  him,  the  Will  of  the  Lord  be  done.”  So  on  the 
18th  of  December  they  feized  him,  and  all  that  belonged  to  him,  and  carried 
him  and  his  two  Sons,  and  Mr.  Clogy,  his  Step-Daughter’s  Hufband,  Prifoners 
to  the  Caftle  of  Cloughoughter,  built  in  an  Ilian d  encompaffed  with  a  deep  Water. 
They  fuffered  the  Prifoners  to  carry  nothing  with  them  ;  for  the  Titular  Bi- 
fhop  took  poffeffion  of  all  that  belonged  to  the  Bifhop,  and  faid  Mafs  in  the 
Church  the  Sunday  following.  All  but  the  Bilhop  were  at  firft  put  into  Irons. 
For  the  Irijh  were  afraid,  that  they  themfelves,  and  the  Caftle  fhould  be  feized  on 
during  fome  of  their  drunken  Fits.  Yet  God  fo  abated  their  Fury  in  a  little  time, 
that  they  took  off  their  Irons.  The  Caftle  was  ruinous,  expofed  to  the  Weather 
and  theWinter’s  Severity,  which  was  a  great  addition  to  the  Mifery  of  thofe,  whom 
the  Rebels  had  ftripped  naked.  But  there  was  another  Prifoner  placed  among 
them,  one  Richard  Caftledine,  a  Carpenter,  who  fitted  up  fome  Boards,  as  well  as  he 
could,  to  keep  out  the  Weather. 

Here  the  Bifhop,  his  Sons,  and  Mr.  Clogy ,  preached  and  prayed  conftantly 
•to  their  little  diftreffed  Congregation  •,  and  on  Chrijlmas  Day  adminiftred  the  Sa¬ 
crament  to  them.  Their  Keepers  never  gave  any  Difturbance  to  their  religious 
Exercifes.  Their  Natures  feemed  to  be  fo  changed,  that  it  was  like  a  fecond 
flopping  the  Mouths  of  Lions.  They  often  told  the  Bifhop,  44  That  they  had 
44  no  perfonal  Quarrel  to  him,  and  no  other  Caufe  to  be  fo  fevere  to  him,  but 
44  becaufe  he  was  an  Engli/hman  .”  The  Bifhop,  his  two  Sons,  and  Mr.  Clogy , 
were,  after  about  twenty  Days  Imprifonment,  delivered  in  Exchange  for  Brian 
and  Laughlin  O-Rourke ,  the  Leaders  of  the  Leitrim  Rebels,  taken  Prifoners  by 
Sir  James  Craigs  in  a  Skirmifh  near  the  Caftle  of  Crohan.  And  although  they 
articled,  that  they  fhould  go  fafe  to  Dublin ,  yet  they  would  not  let  them  go  out 
of  the  Country,  hoping  to  have  further  Advantage  by  them.  So  they  committed 
them  to  the  Houfe  of  Dennis  Sheridan ,  an  Irijh  Minifter,  and  Convert  ;  who 
continued  firm  in  his  Religion,  and  relieved  many  in  their  Extremity  j  and  who  was 
fuffered  to  live  undifturbed  among  them,  on  account  of  the  Family  he  was  of. 

During  the  remaining  Sundays  of  his  Life,  in  which  he  had  Strength,  (although 
there  were  three  Minifters  with  him)  yet  he  read  all  the  Prayers  and  Leffons,  and 
alfo  preached.  On  the  31ft  of  January  he.  fell  fick,  which  the  fecond  Day  afterap- 
peared  to  be  an  Ague ;  and  on  the  fourth,  apprehending  a  Ipeedy  Change,  he  cal¬ 
led  for  his  Sons,  and  his  Son’s  Wife,  fpoke  to  them  a  conftderable  time,  gave  them 
fpiritual  Advice,  and  bleffed  them.  After  which  he  fpoke  but  little.  As  his  Sicknefs 
encreafed,  his  Speech  failed,  and  he  flumbered  out  the  moft  of  his  Time  ;  only  by 
Intervals  he  appeared  chearful,  waiting  for  his  Change.  He  died  about  Midnight 
on  the  7th  of  February  (not  the  Middle  of  'March ,  as  it  is  faid  by  Sir  James  Ware) 
1641.  in  the  71ft  Year  of  his  Age.  Doubtlefs  the  Weight  of  Sorrow,  which  lay  on 
his  Mind,  and  the  Hardfhips  of  his  Imprifonment,  haftened  his  Death.  His 
Friends  were  obliged  to  obtain  Leave  of  the  new  intruding  Bifhop,  to  bury  his 
Body  in  the  Church-Yard  of  Kilmore ,  which  with  Difficulty  was  done  ;  and  on  the 
ninth  of  February  he  was  buried,  according  to  his  Diredtions,  next  to  his  Wife’s 
Coffin.  The  Irijh  did  him  unufual  Honours  at  his  Funeral.  The  Chief  of  the 
Rebels  affembled  their  Forces,  and  with  them  accompanied  his  Body  from  Mr. 
Sheridan's  Houfe  to  the  Church-yard  of  Kilmore  in  great  Solemnity  ;  and  defired 
Mr.  Clogy  to  bury  him  according  to  the  Church  Office.  But  it  was  not  thought 
advifable  to  embrace  the  Offer ;  leaft  the  Rabble  fhould  be  provoked.  But  the 

■  Irijh  difeharged  a  Volley  of  Shot  at  his  Interment,  andcryed  out  in  Latin _ 44  Re- 

44  quiefcat  in  paceUltimus  Anglorum—May  the  laft  of  the  Euglijh  reft  in  Peace.” 
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What  came  from  Edmund  Farilly ,  a  Popifli  Prieft,  at  the  Interment  of  the  Bi~ 
fhop,  is  too  remarkable,  and  too  well  attefted  to  be  pafled  over  •,  Whocrycd 
out — <c  O  fit  Anima  mea  cum  Bedello*—  I  would  to  God  my  Soul  were  with  Bedell” 
By  his  Will  °,  dated  the  1 5th  of  February  164.0,  he  bequeathed  to  the  Church 
of  Black-Notley  in  England ,  where  he  was  baptized,  a  Bell.  To  the  Library 
of  Emanuel  College  in  Cambridge ,  where  he  was  educated,  and  was  Scholar  and 
Fellow,  his  Manufcript  Hebrew  Bible,  the  Four  Evangelifts  and  Euclid* s  Elements 
in  Arabick.  To  Trinity  College,  Dublin ,  his  Manufcript  Prifcian,  with  four 
more  of  his  Manufcripts.  To  Primate  TJfsher ,  his  Manufcript  Irijh  Pfalter,  and 
five  Pounds  for  paving  the  Chancel  of  Kilmore  with  hewn  Stone. 

Thus  lived  and  died  this  excellent  Man  ;  in  whom  the  greateft  Character  of  a 
Primitive  and  Apoftolical  Bifhop  did  eminently  fhew  themfelves.  He  was  tall 
and  graceful,  and  had  fomething  in  his  Looks  and  Carriage,  that  created  a  Ve¬ 
neration  for  him.  His  Deportment  was  grave,  without  Affe&ation,  his  Appa¬ 
rel  decent,  with  Simplicity.  He  wore  no  Silks,  but  plain  Stuffs ;  had  a  long  and 
broad  Beard,  gray  and  venerable  Hair.  His  Strength  continued  firm  to  the  laft  ; 
fo  that  the  Week  before  hislaft  Sicknefs,  he  walked  as  vigoroufly  and  nimbly  as 
any  of  the  Company,  and  leaped  over  a  broad  Ditch,  infomuch  that  his  Sons,  who 
were  amazed  at  it,  had  enough  to  do  to  follow  him.  He  never  ufed  Spe&acles.  By 
a  Fall  in  his  Childhood  he  had  unhappily  contracted  a  Deafnefs  in  his  left  Ear.  He 
had  great  Strength  and  Health  of  Body  *,  except  that  a  few  Years  before  his  Death, 
he  had  fome  fevere  Fits  of  the  Stone,  occafioned  by  his  fedentary  Life,  which  he 
bore  with  wonderful  Patience.  The  Remedy  he  ufed  for  it,  was  to  dig  in  his 
Garden  (in  which  he  much  delighted)  until  he  heated  himfelf,  and  that  mitigated 
the  Pain.  His  Judgment  and  Memory  remained  with  him  to  the  laft.  He  al¬ 
ways  preached  without  Notes,  but  often  wrote  down  his  Meditations,  after  he  had 
preached  them.  He  fhewed  no  other  Learning  in  his  Sermons,  but  in  clearing 
the  Difficulties  of  his  Text,  by  comparing  the  Originals,  with  the  molt  antient 
Verfions.  His  Stile  was  clear  and  full,  but  plain  and  limple.  He  read  the  He¬ 
brew  and  Septuagint  fo  much,  that  they  were  as  familiar  to  him  as  the  Englijh 
Tranflation.  He  had  gathered  a  vaft  Heap  of  critical  Expofitions  ;  which  with 
a  Trunk  full  of  other  Manufcripts,  fell  into  the  Hands  of  the  Irijh ,  and  were  all 
loft  •,  except  his  great  Hebrew  Manufcript,  which  was  preferved  by  a  converted 
Irifhman ,  and  is  now  in  Emanuel  College,  Cambridge. 

Every  Day  after  Dinner  and  Supper,  a  Chapter  of  the  Bible  was  read  at  his 
Table,  whether  Papifts  or  Proteftants  were  prefent  •,  and  Bibles  were  laid  before 
every  one  of  the  Company,  and  before  himfelf  either  the  Hebrew  or  Greek  ;  but 
ih  his  laft  Years  the  Irijh  Tranflation  5  and  he  ufually  explained  the  occurring 
Difficulties. 

He  wrote  much  in  Controverfy,  occafioned  by  his  Engagements  to  Labour  the 
Converfion  of  thofe  of  the  Roman  Communion,  which  he  looked  on  as  Idolatrous 
and  Antichriftian.  He  wrote  a  large  Treatife  on  thefe  two  Queftions —  “  Where 
“  was  our  Religion,  before  Luther  ?  And,  what  became  of  our  Anceftors,  who 
“  died  in  Popery  ?**  Archbifhop  UJsher  prefied  him  to  have  printed  it,  and  he 
refolved  to  have  done  fo.  But  that,  and  all  his  other  Works  were  fwallowed  up 
in  the  Rebellion.  He  kept  a  great  Correfpondence  not  only  with  the  Divines  of 
England ,  but  with  others  over  Europe.  He  was  free  in  Converfation,  moderate 
and  modeft  in  Temper,  and  his  Difcourfe  always  turned  on  fomething  inftrudtive. 
He  did  not  ftick  to  tell  even  the  learned  UJsher ,  what  was  blameworthy  in  him,  and 
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fhewed  him  fome  few  critical  Miftakes  in  his  Works,  which  the  other  took  with 
a  Kindnefs  and  Humility  natural  to  him.  He  obferved  a  true  Holpitality  in 
Houfekeeping.  Many  poor  Irijh  Families  about  him  were  maintained  out  of  his 
Kitchen,  and  in  the  Chrifimas  the  Poor  always  eat  with  him  at  his  own  Table  ; 
and  he  had  brought  himfelf  to  endure  both  their  Rags  and  Rudenefs.  At  pub- 
lick  Tables  he  ufually  fatfilent.  Once,  at  the  Earl  of  Strafford's  Table,  one  ob¬ 
ferved,  that  while  they  were  all  talking,  he  faid  nothing.  The  Primate  anfwe- 
red— “  Broach  him,  and  you  will  find  good  Liquor  in  him.”  Upon  which  the 
Perfon  propofed  a  Queftion  in  Divinity  ;  in  anfwering  which,  the  Bifhop  lhewed 
his  Abilities  fo  well,  and  puzzled  the  other  fo  much,  that  all  at  Table,  except 
the  Bifhop,  fell  a  laughing  at  the  other. 

”  The  greatnefs  of  his  Mind,  and  undauntednefs  of  his  Spirit,  have  evidently  ap¬ 
peared  in  many  Paflages  of  his  Life,  and  that  without  any  Mixture  of  Pride. 
He  lived  with  his  Clergy,  as  if  they  had  been  his  Brethren.  In  his  Vifitations 
he  would  accept  of  no  Invitations  from  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Country,  but  would 
eat  with  his  Clergy  in  fuch  poor  Inns,  and  of  fuch  courfe  Fare,  as  the  Places  af¬ 
forded.  He  avoided  all  Affectations  of  State  in  his  Carriage,  and  when  in  Dublin , 
always  walked  on  foot,  attended  by  one  Servant ;  except  on  publick  Occafions, 
which  obliged  him  to  ride  in  Proceffion  among  his  Brethren.  He  never  kept  a 
Coach,  his  Strength  buffering  him  always  to  ride  on  Horfeback.  He  avoided  the 
Affectation  of  Humility,  as  well  as  of  Pride  ;  the  former  often  flowing  from  the 
greater  Pride  of  the  two.  He  took  an  ingenious  Device,  to  put  him  in  Mind  of 
his  Obligations  to  Purity.  It  was  a  flaming  Crueible,  with  this  Motto,  in  He¬ 
brew.  “  Take  from  me  all  my  Tin.”  The  Word  in  Hebrew ,  fignifying  Tin, 
being  Bedil ;  which  imported,  that  he  thought  every  thing  in  him  but  bafe  Alloy, 
and  therefore  prayed,  God  would  cleanfe  him  from  it.  He  never  thought  of 
changing  his  See  *,  but  confidered  himfelf  as  under  a  Tie  to  it,  that  could  not  eafily 
be  diffolved.  So  that  when  the  tranflating  him  to  a  Bifhoprick  in  England  was 
propofed  to  him,  he  refufed  it ;  and  faid,  he  fhould  be  as  troublefome  a  Bifhop 
in  England,  as  he  had  been  in  Ireland 

He  had  a  true  and  generous  Notion  of  Religion,  and  did  not  look  upon  it  as  a 
Syftem  of  Opinions,  or  a  Set  of  Forms,  but  as  a  divine  Difcipline,  that  reforms, 
the  Heart  and  Life.  It  was  not  Leaves,  but  Fruit,  that  he  fought.  This  was  his 
true  Principle  of  his  great  Zeal  againft  Popery.  He  confidered  the  Corruptions 
of  that  Church,  as  an  effectual  Courfe  to  enervate  the  true  Defign  of  Chriftia- 
nity.  He  looked  on  the  Obligation  of  obferving  the  Sabbath  as  moral  and  per¬ 
petual  ;  and  was  moft  exadl  in  the  ObferVation  of  it. 

He  married  one  of  the  Family  of  the  L'Eftranges ,  who  was  Widow  of  the 
Recorder  of  Edmundjbury,  a  Woman  exemplary  in  her  Life,  humble  and  modeft 
in  her  Behaviour,  and  Angular  in  many  excellent  Qualities,  particularly  in  an  ex¬ 
traordinary  Reverence  to  him.  She  bore  him  three  Sons  and  a  Daughter:  One  of 
the  Sons  and  the  Daughter  died  young.  Only  WUtiam  and  Ambrofe  furvived  5 
for  whom  he  made  no  Provifion,  but  a  Benefice  of  80 1.  a  Year  for  the  eldeft  a 
worthy  Son  of  fuch  a  Father,  and  an  Eftate  of  60  /  a  Year  for  his  youngeft, 
who  did  not  take  to  Learning.  This  was  the  only  purchafe  he  made. 

His  Wife  died  three  Years  befor  the  Rebellion  broke  out ;  and  he  preached  her 
Funeral  Sermon  himfelf,  with  fuch  a  Mixture  both  of  Tendernefs  and  Modera¬ 
tion,  that  it  drew  Tears  from  all  his  Auditors.  He  was  an  Enemy  to  buryin^ 
in  the  Church,  thinking  that  there  was  both  Sliperftition  and  pride  in  h'T  and 
believing  it  was  a  great  Annoyance  to  the  living,  to  have  fo  much  of  the  fleam  of 
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of  dead  Bodies  rifing  about  them.  One  of  the  Canons  in  his  Synod  was  againfl 
burying  in  Churches;  and  he  often  wifhed  that  burying  Places  were  removed 
out  of  all  Towns.  He  chofe  the  leaft  frequented  Place  of  the  Church- Yard  of 
Kilmore  for  his  Wife  to  lie  in ;  and  by  his  Will  ordered  that  he  fhould  be  placed 
next  to  her,  with  this  Infcription. 

Depofitum  Gulielmi  quondam  Epifcopi  Kilmorenfis .■■  ■  ■ 

Depofitum  will  not  bear  an  Englijh  Tranflation,  fignifying  a  thing  given  to 
another  in  Truft ;  fo  he  confidered  his  burial,  as  a  Truft  left  in  the  Earth,  untill 
theTime  it  fhould  be  called  on  to  give  up  its  Dead.  How  modeft  foever  his  Infcrip.. 
tion  is,  his  Memory  will  outlive  the  Marble  or  the  Brafs,  and  will  make  him  ever  be 
reckoned  one  of  the  fpeaking  and  lafting  Glories,  not  only  of  the  Epifcopal  Order, 
but  of  the  Age  in  which  he  lived.  He  was  a  living  Apology  for  the  reformed 
Religion,  and  true  Chriftian  Do&rine,  and  a  glorious  pattern  of  Virtue,  inferior 
to  very  few  in  any  former  Age. 


ROBERT1  MAXWELL.

ROBERT  Maxwell,  Dodtorof  Divinity  of  the  Univerfity  of  Dublin,  [Rec¬ 
tor  of  the  Parifh  of  Tinan\  and  Archdeacon  of  Down,  was  the  Son  of 
George  Maxwell,  formerly  Dean  of  Armagh ;  and  was  confecrated  Bifhop  of 
Kilmore ,  in  St.  Patrick’s  Church,  Dublin ,  on  the  24th  of  March,  juft  on  the  clofe 
of  the  Year  1643,  [the  Letters  Patent  for  his  Creation  bearing  date  two  Days 
before.]  The  Bilhoprick  of  Ardagh  was  afterwards  on  the  24th  of  February 
1660  granted  to  him  by  King  Charles  the  lid,  which  he  enjoyed  together  with 
this  See.  [Before  his  Promotion,  and  while  he  was  Archdeacon  of  Down,  he 
was  a  great  Sufferer  from  the  Irijh,  upon  the  breaking  out  of  the  Rebellion  in 
1641;  and,  although  his  Life  was  fpared,  yet  his  Houfe  Books  and  Papers 
were  all  burned,  and  himfelf  reduced  to  great  Extremities,  of  which  he  gives  an 
Account  in  an  Examination p  Sworn  the  22d  of  Augufl  1642.  He  died  on  the 
1 6th  of  November  1672.  He  was  a  Benefadtor  to  the  College  of  Dublin,  and  in 
the  Year  1661  contributed  200  1.  to  make  additional  Buildings  to  it.

WILLIAM  Sheridan ,  Elder  Brother  of  Patrick  Sheridan,  Bifhop  of  Cloyne, 
was  born  at  Togher,  in  the  County  of  Cavan,  near  the  Church  of  Kil¬ 
more,  and  was  educated  in  the  Univerfity  of  Dublin  ;  where  he  took  the  De¬ 
gree  of  Dodtor  of  Divinity.  He  was  Chaplain  to  Sir  Maurice  Eujlace,  Lord 
High  Chancellor  of  Ireland ,  as  he  was  afterwards  to  James  Duke  of  Ormond % 
Lord  Lieutenant,  and  was  made  Dean  of  Down,  upon  the  promotion  of  Daniel 


p  Temple’s  Irifh.  Rebell.  p.  114.  q  Cart.  2.  v.  p.  374. 
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mtter,  to  the  Bifhoprick  of  Killaloe,  in  Auguft  i669.  From  thence  he  was  ad¬ 
vanced  to  thefe  Sees  of  Kilmore  and  Ardagh,  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  I4th 
of  January  168!  ;  and  was  confecrated  in  Chift-Church,  Dublin,  on  the  ,oth 
of  February 'following,  by  Michael,  Archbifhop,  of  Armagh,  affifted  by  theBi 
ftops  of  Meath  Raphe,  and  Cloyne.  He  was  deprived^’  the  third  Year  tf 
King  William  and  Queen  Mary,  for  refufing  to  take  the  Oaths  to  thefe  Princes 
by  virtue  of  an  Aft  of  Parliament,  made  for  that  Purpofe  ,  although  he  hadin 
vain  abfented  himfelf  from  Ireland,  to  avoid  his  Deprivation.  After  which  he 
lived  in  Union  many  Years  where  Nonjurors,  and  others  of  his  own  Opinion 
reforted  to  h.s  Houfe,  for  the  private  Exercife  of  their  Devotions.  He  did  al 
1  am  informed,  about  the  Year  .7.6.  See  what  he  hath  written  among  the  Wri- 
ters  of  Ireland.  Upon  the  Deprivation  of  Bilhop  Sheridan,  thefe  Sees  were  offered 
to  Robert  Huntington,  Doftor  of  Divinity,  and  Provoft  of  Trinity-College,  Dublin  , 

but  he  abfolutely  rejedled  them  ;  although  a  noted  and  induftrious  '  Writer  ab 
firms  that  he  lucceeded  Sheridan . 

WILLIAM  SMITH.

[Succ.  1713.  Refign.  1727.] 

TIMO  T’ HT  Godwin ,  Dodtor  of  Divinity,  Archdeacon  of  Oxford  (to  which 
he  was  collated  the  firft  of  Augufi ,  1 704)  and  domeftick  Chaplain  to 
Charles  Duke  of  Shrew/bury,  by  whofe  Favour  he  was  promoted  to  thefe  Sees 
of  Kilmore  and  Ardagh ,  on  the  16th  of  J  anuary  1713  ;  and  from  hence  tranflated 
to  the  Archbifhoprick  of  Cafhef  on  the  3d  of  June  1727.  He  died  on  the 
13th  of  December  1729.  While  he  was  Bifhop  of  Kilmore  he  expended  the  Sum 
of  two  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  thirty  two  Pounds,  fifteen  Shillings  and  eleven 
Pence,  on  the  Epifcopal  Houfe,  and  other  Improvements  at  Kilmore  ;  for  which 
he  had  a  Certificate  w  of  allowance  from  his  Metropolitan,  purfuant  to  the  Sta¬ 
tute  often  before  mentioned,  two  thirds  of  which  Sum  was  reimburfed  by  his 
Succeffor.  He  left  by  his  Will  *  twenty  Pounds  to  the  Charity-School  efta- 
blifhed  in  the  Parifh  of  Kilmore. 


J  O  S  I  A  H  H  0  R  r. 

[Succ.  1727.] 

JOS  I  A  H  Hort ,  was  tranflated  from  Leighlin  and  Ferns  to  thefe  Sees,  by  Letters 
Patent  dated  the  20th  of  July  1727.  Befides  the  large  Sum  expended  by 
his  Predeceffor  on  the  Epifcopal  Houfe  of  Kilmore ,  of  which  he  paid  the  Statu¬ 
table  Proportion ;  to  render  the  faid  Improvement  more  compleat,he  hath  laid  out 
the  Sum  of  five  hundred  and  ten  Pounds  in  improving  the  faid  Epifcopal  Seat,  with 
large  Gardens,  Plantations  and  other  Ornaments,  and  hath  the  ufual  certificate  >' 
of  Allowance  from  his  Metropolitan.  He  hath  alfo  at  his  own  Charges,  greatly 
beautified  the  Church  of  Kilmore  :  And  hath  lately  publifhed  a  Volume  of  Ser¬ 
mons,  infer ibed  to  his  Clergy  ;  being  difabled  from  preaching  by  an  over- 
ftraining  of  his  Voice  in  the  Pulpit  many  Years  ago  ;  which  he  hath  not  yet 
recovered.  See  more  of  this  Prelate  among  the  Bifhops  of  Leighlin  and  Ferns.*

E  Cathedral  of  Ardagh  is,  with  Juftice,  reckoned  a- 
mong  the  moft  antient  Churches  of  Ireland.  It  was 
founded  by  St.  Patrick ,  who  made  St.  Mell ,  a  Briton , 
the  Son  of  his  Sifter  Darerca  [by  Corns']  Bifhop  of  it. 
[But  the  Foundation  is  by  others  afcribed  to  St.  Mell  him- 
felf.  He  was  confecrated  by  St.  Patrick ,  whofe  Difciple 
as  Well  as  l^epheWhe  was  ;  and  placed  over  this  See  be¬ 
fore  the  Year  454  *,  as  is  gathered  from  the  Words  of  Sr. 
Ultan  a ;  who  fays,  “  that  the  Bifhops  Mell  and  Melchuo ,  came  from  Britain , 

“  while  St.  Bridgid9  (who  was  born  in  455)  was  in  her  Mother’s  Womb.  St.

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Mell  was  both  Bifhop  and  Abbat b  of  this  Church.  [For  in  the  Infancy  of  Chrif- 
tianity  in  Ireland,  the  Bifhopricks  and  Abbys  were  frequently  blended  together  ; 
and  fuch  Ecclefiafticks  as  were  confecrated  Bifhops,  often  refided  both  as  Abbats 
and  Bifhops :  Under  the  firft  Title  they  governed  their  Monks,  and  as  Bifhops 
they  had  the  Country  about  the  Monaftery  under  their  Care,  to  ordain  Priefts, 
appoint  Curates,  and  execute  other  Parts  of  the  Epifcopal  Function.]  Jocelin 
fiiysc,  that  St.  Mell ,  like  St.  Paul ,  got  his  livelihood  by  the  Labour  of  his  own 
“  Hands.”  He  died  on  the  6th  of  February  488,  five  Years  before  his  Uncle, 
and  was  buried  in  his  own  Church  of  Ardagh.  [But  an  antient  Irijh  Calendar, 
which  I  have  feen,  placeth  his  death  on  the  8th  of  the  Ides  of  February ,  that 
is  the  5th  of  February  487,  with  which  the  Annals  of  Ulfter  agree.  He  is  faid 
to  have  wrote  a  Book  on  the  Virtues  and  Miracles  of  St.  Patrick  then  Living.] 

St.  M  E  L  C  H  U  0. 

[ Succ .  488.] 

ST.  Melchuo ,  Brother  to  St.  Mell  by  the  fame  Father  and  Mother ,  was  alfo 
Bifhop  of  this  See.  [He  followed  his  Uncle  St.  Patrick  out  of  Britain  into 
Ireland  before  the  Year  454,  and  was  an  unwearied  Companion  of  his  Labours, 
and  a  zealous  Imitator  of  his  Virtues,  as  Colgan d  tells  us  ;  who  alfo  adds,  that 
St.  Patrick  placed  him  over  the  Church  of  Ardagh ,  at  the  Death,  as  is  to  be  pre¬ 
fumed,  of  his  Brother.]  I  do  not  find  any  account  at  what  Time  he  died,  but 
thefixth  of  February  is  dedicated  to  his  Memory.  [ Colgan e  raifeth  a  Doubt, 
whether  Melchuo,  be  not  the  fame  Perfon  with  Mellanus ,  whole  Feftival  is  ob- 
ferved  on  the  28th  of  Oblober.']  There  are  but  very  flender  Accounts  remaining 
of  his  SuccefTors  in  this  See,  untill  the  arrival  of  the  Englijh  under  King  Henry 
the  lid. 

St.  E  R  A  R  D. 

[Flor.  circ.  754.] 

ST.  Erard,  a  Native  of  Ireland,  and  Bifhop  of  Ardagh,  together  with  his 
Brothers,  St.  Albert  and  St.  Hidulph,  and  nineteen  other  AfTociates,  forfook 
his  Country  about  the  Middle  of  the  8  th  Century,  and  travelled  into  Germany  $ 
where  he  was  indefatigable  in  the  Propagation  of  the  Chriflian  Faith.  He  died 
at  Ratijbon  on  the  8  th  of  January,  and  was  buryed  there  in  a  Convent  of  Nuns. 
But  I  find  no  Account  in  what  particular  Year  this  happened.  Some  Centur%s 
after,  (viz.)  in  the  Year  1052,  he  was  canonized  by  Pope  Leo  the  IXth.  This 
Account  is  taken  out  of  the  Breviary  of  Ratijbon  ;  but  I  do  not  find  the  leafl 
mention  made  of  him  in  tiie  Annals  of  Ireland :  And  indeed  to  confider  the 
Hiftory  of  this  Affair,  as  Authors  relate  it ;  one  cannot  but  confefs,  that  it  is 
involved  in  great  obfcurity  ;  [occaffoned  by  the  Ignorance  of  the  Monkifh  Biogra¬ 
phers  in  the  dark  Ages,  who,  fo  they  could  but  heap  together  Miracle* 
enough,  had  little  regard  to  Chronological  Exadnefs. 

The  firft  whom  we  find  to  have  wrote  the  Life  of  Erard,  was  one  Paul  a 
Monk,  in  the  nth  Century  ;  the  fecond  who  wrote  it  was  Conrad  of  Mountpel - 
Her,  about  the  beginning  of  the  14th.  To  thefe  may  be  added  the  feveral  Ac¬ 
counts  given  of  him  in  the  antient  and  modern  Breviaries  of  Aujburg ,  Ratijbon 
and  Wirtzburgh,  which  chiefly  follow  one  or  other  of  thefe  Authors.  But  fome 
learned  German  Writers  have  put  this  matter  in  a  plainer  Light  ;  and  although 
they  have  not  cleared  up  all  the  Difficulties,  yet  have  faid  enough  to  give  one

room  to  make  a  tolerable  Judgment  of  the  Matters  in  difpute ;  which  are 
chiefly  thefe.  ift,  the  Country  of  St.  Erhard ,  2dly,  of  what  See  he  wasBifhop, 
and  3<flly  in  what  Age  he  flouriflied. 

1ft,  It  is  almoft  univerfally  agreed  ( very  few  Writers  excepted,)  that  he  was  a 
native  of  Ireland ,  Genere  Scotus ,  in  Scotia  natus ,  is  the  ufual  Phrafe  among 
them.  (That  Ireland  was  called  Scotia  in  that  Age,  isi  fully  demonftrated  in  the 
Antiquities  f.)  Thus  faith  Paul5,  Conrad,  of  Mountpellier h,  four  feveral  Antient  Bre¬ 
viaries  i,  among  which  that  of  Ratifbon ,  explains  Scotia,  as  a  fynonymous  Term 
for  Ireland.  The  fame  thing  is  related  in  three  feveral  German  Legends,  and 
fome  Martyrologies  of  that  Country  ;  as  alfo  by  Rader  us*,  Velferus,  Phrce- 
ijlebius ,  Brunerus 1  and  others.  Father  Boland  m  hath  gathered  together  the  feve¬ 
ral  Writers  who  mention  this,  and  concludes  as  the  moft  prohable  Opinion,  “  that 
“  he  was  a  Scot  of  Ireland”  Aventin  n  was  the  firft  who  ftarted  a  contrary  No¬ 
tion,  and  being  a  Man  of  no  Fame  for  Veracity,  had  but  very  few  followers. 
But  there  is  a  difficulty  arifing  from  the  Expreffions  of  fome  of  thefe  Writers. 
Paul  above  mentioned  faith,  “  he  was  Narbonenfis  Gentilitate,  Nervius  Civilitate 
“  Genere  Scoticus.”  From  whence  one  may  be  induced  to  judge,  that  he  was 
born  at  Narbon  in  Gaul ,  of  Irijh  Parents,  and  educated  among  the  Nervii,  a 
People  of  Belgick  Gaul.  His  Brother  Hydulpb,  is  faid  by  an  antient  Writer  of 
his  Life,  which  Boland  hath  publifhed,  to  be,  Niverniorum  ortus  Genere,  and  in  a- 
nother  Life,  Nerviorum  ortus  Genere.  But  it  muft  be  obferved,  that  when  For¬ 
eigners  meet  with  our  uncouth  Irifh  Names,  they  are  often  under  Difficulties  to 
exprefs  them  in  proper  Latin  Words  ;  and  this  hath  milled  Aventin  and  his  fol¬ 
lowers.  We  muft  not  therefore  feek  after  Narbon  in  Gaul,  as  the  Place  of  our 
Bifhop’s  Birth.  Some  of  the  German  Legends 0  point  out  that  Place  in  our  own 
Country  :  Narbona  in  Scotia  natus,  fay  two  of  them  exprefly.  Narbon  therefore 
or  rather,  Harbone ,  as  it  is  moft  truly  written,  muft  be  fought  for  in  Ireland. 
There  is  in  the  County  of  Tirone,  on  the  Weft  of  Lough-Neagh,  a  Village  called 
Hardboe ,  or  as  others,  leaving  out  the  Afpirate,  have  wrote  it,  Ardboe,  former¬ 
ly  Famous  for  a  Monaftery  of  St.  Colman,  furnamed,  Mucaidh ,  whofe  Feftival  is 
celebrated  there  on  the  21ft  of  February.  It  was  deftroyed  by  Fire  in  1166, 
fince  which  Time  it  hath  continued  but  a  forry  Village.  Richardfon  p  mentions 
it  in  his  Account  of  Pilgrimages.  I  am  fully  convinced,  that  this  was  the  Place 
of®  Erhards  Birth.  Pofiibly  he  might  have  been  educated  among  the  Nervii  of 
Belgick  Gaul,  which  Accounts  for  Pauls  Expreflion,  viz,  that  he  was  Nervius 
Civilitate.  There  remaineth  a  Scruple  as  to  what  is  faid  above  ;  that  his  Brother 
Hyaulph  was  Niverniorum  Ortus  Genere.  But  Boland,  who  publifheth  his  Life, 
is  ingenuous  enough  to  own,  that  it  is  likely,  Niverniorum  might  have  crept  into 
the  Manufcript,  for  Hiverniorum  or  Hiber norum,  and  this  Opinion  fettles  all. 
lid,  The  next  difficulty  which  occurs,  is  of  what  See  he  was  Bifliop.  Some 
'  make  him  Bifliop  of  Freifmg*,  fome  of  Treves T,  and  others  of  Ratifbon f,  which 
is  controverted  and  denied  by  Hundius t,  Raderus*,  and  other  German  Writers. 
But  the  moft  general  and  probable  Opinion  is  •,  that  he  was  Bifhop  of  Ardagh  in 
Ireland,  before  he  travelled  into  Germany.  So  fays  the  Ratifbon  Breviary  w,  and 
that  he  governed  it  in  San&ity  for  many  Years  5  wkh  which  Hundius  *,  Rader  us*, 
and  Brunerus x  agree.  Now  it  is  hard  to  conceive,  that  fo  many  German  Wri-

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ters,  (whofe  diligence  and  induftry  in  fearching  into  the  Antient  Monuments  of 
their  Country  is  unqueftionable)  fhould  confpire  to  rejeft  this  Ornament  of  their 
Country,  if  Truth  alone  had  not  directed  them  to  compliment  Ireland  with  him. 
Yet  poflibly  he  might  have  governed  the  See  of  Ratisbon ,  after  his  Arrival  in 
Germany. 

Ill,  As  to  the  Age  in  which  he  flourifhed.  Here  alfo  there  are  two  Opinions 
Supported  by  Authorities  fo  repugnant  to  each  other,  that  it  is  hard  to  reconcile 
them.  The  firft  is,  that  he  flourifhed  about  the  middle,  or  before  the  end  of  the 
feventh  Century.  The  fecond,  that  he  came  into  Germany  in  the  Time  of  King 
Pepin  or  Charlemagne  his  Son,  and  confequently  after  the  middle  of  the  8th 
Century.  It  would  lead  me  too  far  to  difeufs  the  Reafons  given  for  both  thefe 
Opinions.  John  Colgany  hath  treated  this  Subject  with  great  Judgment  and  Ex- 
aCtnefs  ;  and  hath  proved  by  very  cogent  Reafons,  and  ftrong  Authorities, 
drawn  from  the  beft  of  the  German  Writers,  that  St.  Erhard  flourifhed  in  Ger¬ 
many  between  the  Year  730  and  754  ;  to  the  latter  of  which  Years  Baronins  fix- 
eth  his  Time.  He  proveth  alfo  his  Fefiival  to  be  obferved  on  the  8th  of  January. 
I  muft  refer  the  Reader  to  him,  and  haften  to  other  Matters.] 

Ceili,  Bifhop  of  Ardagh  ?  died  in  1048. 

Macrait  O- Moran  did  1168.  [He  affifled  at  the  Synod  of  Kells  held  in  the 
Year  1152,  and  in  the  Catalogue  z  thereof  is  called  Bifhop  of  Conmacne ,  or 
Ardagh.  For  the  Territories  of  this  Name,  fee  before  in  the  Notes  to  p.  167.] 

Chrijlian  O  Heotai ,  or  O-Heroic ,  died  in  1179.  Hoveden  mentions  this  Prelate 
under  the  Year  1172. 

O-Tirlenan  died  in  1187. 

O-Hi/lenan  was  flain  in  1 1 89.

[For  be- 
fides  the  Confirmation  of  feveral  Churches  in  the  Diocefe  of  Ardagh  ;  he  granted  k 
to  them  the  Tyths  of  Tyrclogher  and  Clonmellani  Rathowen  and  ArdglaJ\  faving 
his  Epifcopal  Cuftoms.] 

ROBERT. 


[Succ.  12 1 7.  Ob.  1224.] 


N  E  Robert ,  an  Engli/Iman^  fucceeded.  He  was  a  Ciflertian  Monk  and  the 
iith  Abbat  of  St.  Mary's  Abby  near  Dublin.  [He  granted  and  confirmed 
to  the  Abby  of  Hrifternagh,  the  Church  of  Leene ,  faving  his  Epifcopal  Rights, 
as  Richard  de  la  Corner ,  Bifhop  of  Meathy  alfo  did.  He  alfo  appropriated  c  the 
Church  of  Staghfernan  to  the  faid  Abby,  and  granted  them  the  Lands  of  Stagh- 
fernan  at  three  Marks  Rent.]  He  died  on  the  28th  of  May  1224,  [or  1223,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  Anonymous  Annals,  where  he  is  called,  the  Englijh  Bifhop  of 
Conmene ,  i.  e.  Ardagh.  The  Annals  of  Mary's  Abby  give  him  the  Tide  of  a  Man 
of  a  holy  Converfation.]

JOSEPH  Magodaigy  Archdeacon  of  Ardaghy  was  eledted  Bifhop  of  this 
•“*  See,  and  immediately  took  a  Journey  to  Romey  where  he  obtained  the  Pope’s 
Confirmation.  But  upon  his  return  he  died  at  Florence ,  in  Italy ,  in  1231. 


JOCELIN  O-TORMAIG. 

[Succ.  1233.  Ob.  1237.] 

T  O  C  E  L  I N  O-Tormaigy  was  confecrated  in  1233,  and  confirmed  about  the 
clofe  of  that  Year  (viz.)  on  the  firfl  of  March ,  Englijh  Stile.  He  died  in 
1237,  [and  is  called  0-Tor?nayy  Bifhop  of  Conmacney  in  the  Anonymous  Annals, 
and  his  death  placed  as  here.]  He  granted  to  Glajlenhury  Abby  d  in  England 
fifteen  Days  Indulgence,  and  as  many  to  that  of  St.  Albans. 

BRENDAN  MAGODAIG 

[Succ.  1238.  Ob.  1255.] 

BRENDAN  Magodaic  fucceeded  in  1238,  and  fat  feventeen  Years,  [du¬ 
ring  which  time  he  confirmed e  to  the  Abby  of  Trijlernagh  the  Churches 
of  Kynkilly  Glyn ,  Rathafcepy  and  Rathowen,  which  lay  in  his  Diocefe,  faving 
his  Epifcopal  Rights  of  Vifitation  ;  Proxies,  &V.  and  he  difcharged  that  Abby  of 
the  Maintenance  of  a  Vicar  at  Rathafpoc.']  He  died  in  1255,  and  was  buried  in 
an  Abby  of  Canons  of  St.  Peter  at  Derg.  He  granted  at  the  Feaft  of  Pentecofi 
1251,  thirty  Days  Indulgence  to  the  Chappel  of  the  Virgin  Mary  in  the  Temple 
at  London.  Some  place  Gelafius  Mac-Scelcgai  before  him  in  this  See,  but  I  can¬ 
not  tell  by  what  Authority.  [Gelafius  died  Bifhop  of  Kilmacduach  in  1249.  ] 

M  I  L  0  of.  Dunftable. 

[Succ.  1256.  Ob.  1289.] 

MILO  of  Dunjlable ,  fo  called  from  a  Town  of  that  Name  in  Bedford- 
fhirey  where  it  feems  he  was  born*  was  eledted  Bifhop  of  Ardaghy  and 
obtained  the  Royal  AfTent  on  the  20th  of  May  1256.  He  governed  this  See 
about  thirty  three  Years,  and  died  in  1289,  [or  1288,  according  to  the  Annals 
of  Lougb-kee.']

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MATTHEW  O-HEOTHK 


[Succ.  1290.  Ob.  1322.] 


AFTER  the  Death  of  Milo,  the  See  was  vacant  a  full  Year  ;  but  in 
1290,  Matthew  O-Heothy  [Canon  of  Ardagb]  was  confecrated,.  [  Nicho¬ 
las  Mac-Molijfa,  Archbilhop  of  Armagh ,  had  taken  up  a  Notion,  that  becaufc 
the  Chapter  had  fo  long  negle&ed  to  eleft  a  Succefior,  that  therefore  the  ap¬ 
pointing  one  devolved  on  him  by  his  Metropolitical  Right  ;  and  he  wrote  to 
the  King  for  that  purpofe,  on  the  Monday  after  St.  Martin's  Day  1289,  and 
nominated  this  Matthew  to  the  See.  His  Claim  could  furely  have  no  Weight  j 
fince  a  Lapfe  could  not  incur  againft  the  King  by  the  default  of  theChaper  ;  yet 
his  Requeft  was  complied  with  •,  and  Matthew  had  a  Writ  of  Reftitution f  to 
the  Temporalties  on  the  28th  of  January  following.  He  granted  fourty  'Days 
Indulgence  to  whoever  fhould  hear  Mafs  from  any  Canon  of  Chrifi -Church,  Dub¬ 
lin ,  or  fhould  fay  the  Lords-Prayer,  or  an  Ave-Mary  for  the  Benefactors  of  the 
faid  Church.  The  Original  Inftrument  of  this  Grant,  dated  the  21ft  of  March 
1291,  with  a  pendent  Seal  intire,  is  in  the  Chapter-houfe  of  Chrifl -Church.]  He 
governed  this  See  after  his  promotion  thirty  two  Years,  and  died  in  1322.  Upon 
his  Death,  one  Alexander  was  appointed  his  Succeffor  :But  I  do  not  know  whether 
he  was  confecrated  or  not.  It  appeareth  paft  Controverfy  among  the  Records 
kept  in  Birmingham's-Tower,  Dubliny  that  the  Temporalties  of  this  See,  from 
the  Death  of  Matthew ,  until  the  Year  1331,  were  received  by  the  King’s 
Efcheators. 

JOHN  M  A  G  E  O  I. 

{Succ.  1331.  Ob.  1343.] 

JOHN  Mageoi  fucceeded,  and  died  in  1343.  After  whofe  Death  the  See 
was  vacant  three  Years. 


OWEN  O-F  E  R  R  A  L. 

[Sue.  134 7.  Ob.  1367.] 

OWEN  O-Ferral,  Archdeacon  of  Ardagb,  was  canonically  elected  by  the 
Dean  and  Chapter  before  the  clofe  of  the  Year  1343  •,  but,  I  do  not  know 
for  what  Reafon,  he  was  not  confecrated  before  the  Year  1 347.  He  governed 
this  See  afterwards  twenty  Years,  and  died  in  1367  :  A  Prelate  much  celebra¬ 
ted  by  the  Irijh  Hiftorians,  for  the  integrity  of  his  Life. 

WILLIAM  MAC-CAS  A  C. 

[SUCC.  1367.  Ob.  1373] 

^fflLLIAM  Mac-Cafac,  a  Secular  Prieft,  fucceeded,  and  died  by  a  fall  from 
his  Horfe  in  13738.  In  Auguft ;  the  fame  Year,  great  Difcords  arofe 
concerning  the  Election  of  a  Succefior.  For  Charles  O-Ferral  was  ele&ed  by 
one  Part  of  the  Chapter,  (the  fame  I  fuppofe,  who  fucceeded,)  while  another  Party 

made  choice  of  Richard  Ferral ,  Dean  of  Ardagb  ,  and  a  third  adhered  to  John 
Aiibry  a  Dominican  Frier  of  Trim.

He  died  in 
1394,  and  the  See  continued  vacant  about  two  Years.

CORNELIUS  O-FERRAL. 


[Succ.  1418.  Oh.  1424.] 

CORNELIUS  O-Ferral  fucceeded,  and  made  his  Profeffion  of  Obedi¬ 
ence  to  John  Swain ,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  in  the  Manor  of  Athboy , 
on  the  3d  of  February  1418.  He  died  in  1424.  and  was  buried  in  an  Abby 
of  Dominicans  at  Longford ;  a  Prelate  much  celebrated  for  his  Charity  to  the 
indigent.  After  his  Death  Archbifhop  Swain  laid  claim  to  his  Principal  Goods, 
as  his  Horfe,  his  Ring,  and  his  Cup ;  an  account  of  which  may  be  feen  in 
Swain*s  Regiflry  \  He  afterwards  claimed  the  like,  as  in  Right  of  his  Church 
of  Armagh,  upon  the  Death  of  his  Suffragan,  Arthur  Mac-Camceil ,  Bifhop  of 
Clogber ,  as  appears  in  another  of  his  Regiftrys k  •,  v/here  he  alfo  confeffeth  to  have 
received  the  Horfe  in  part  Satisfattion  of  the  Demand.  I  do  not  find  how 
long  this  Cuftom  continued.  [See  uncLer  Arthur  Mac-Camceil ,  Bifhop  of  Clogber .] 


RICHARD  [O-Ferralf 

[Sed.  1427.  Oh.  H43-] 

ON  E  Richard  died  in  1443.  But  I  do  not  know  the  particular  time  when 
he  was  confecrated.  [However,  it  is  certain  he  was  confecrated  before  the 
13th  of  Ottober  1427.  For  on  that  Pay  1  he  appeared  by  his  Prodfor  at  a  Pro¬ 
vincial  Synod  convened  at  Dr4ghedah  by  John  Swain ,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh,  not 
being  able  to  appear  perfonally,  on  account  of  th tlVarr, —  ■propter  Guerram ,  as 
the  Return  he  made  to  the  Citation,  lpeaks.  In  certain  Majnufcript  Annals,  in- 
titled,  The  Annals  of  Firbijfy,  (not  thofe  of  Gelajy  Mac-Firbifjy,  who  died  in

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1301,  but  the  Colleftion  or  Tranflation  of  o nt  Dudley  Firbijfy)  I  find  mention 
made  of  Richard ,  Bifhop  of  Ardagh ,  and  that  he  was  Son  to  the  Great  Dean 
Fitz- Daniel  Fitz-John  Galda  O-Fergaill,  and  his  Death  placed  there  under  the 
Year  1444.  Thispaft  Queftion  is  the  Richard  here  mentioned.  The  fame  An¬ 
nals  fay,  that  the  Young  Official,  Mac- Muir cherty,  was  elected  by  the  Choir  of 
Ardagh  to  fupply  his  Room;  and  that  he  fent  his  Meffengers  towards  the 
Pope  for  Confirmation.  But  he  was  difappointed  of  his  Promotion  :  For  it  ap¬ 
peared  in  the  fame  Annals  under  the  Year  following,  that  one  Bifhop  Magfamh- 
radhan  came  from  Rome  with  his  Bulls  for  the  Biffioprick  of  Ardagh ,  and  that 
the  Choir,  and  the  Young  Official,  Mac-Muircherty ,  obeyed  him,  having  the 
Pope’s  Authority. 


M  A  GSAMHRADFLAN.

MAGS  AMHRADHAN  was  advanced  to  this  See  by  the  Provifion  of  Pope 
Eugene  the  IVth  in  1445,  as  appeared  above  in  the  Life  of  Richard  O-Fer - 
ral.  How  Jong  he  fat  I  am  not  able  to  determine. 

One  John ,  ele<5t  Bifhop  of  Ardagh ,  was  at  Rome  in  1463,  folJiciting  the  Pope’s 
Confirmation  ;  and  was  then  employed  by  John  O-Hedian,  as  his  Proftor,  in  a 
bafe  Attempt  to  undermine  Jordan ,  Bifhop  of  Cork  and  Cloyn  ;  an  account  of 
which  the  Reader  may  fee  under  the  Life  of  Jordan.  He  is  mentioned,  as  cleft 
Bifhop  of  Ardagh ,  in  a  Writmfent  into  Ireland  by  King  Edward  the  Illd  in  1463 
in  behalf  of  the  faid  Jordan  ;  but  I  think  he  was  never  confecrated,  nor  had  re- 
ftitution  of  the  Temporalties ;  and  therefore  I  do  not  reckon  him  a  compleat 
Bifhop.] 

COR  MAC. 

[i Sed .  1460.  et  1470.] 


CO  RMAC  fucceeded,  and  governed  this  See  untill  1470.  But  I  have  not 
yetbeen  able  to  difeover  when  he  died.  [It  is  certain  he  affifted  at  a  Provin¬ 
cial  Synod  held  in  St.  Peter' s  Church,  Droghedah,  by  John  Bole,  Archbifhop  of  Ar¬ 
magh,  on  the  ninth  of  June  1460,  as  may  be  feen  in  the  laid  Bole's  Regiftry  X 
This  makes  me  think  that  John ,  juft  before  mentioned,  was  never  a  compleat 
Bilhop.] 

WILLIAM  O-FERRALL.

WILL.  I  AM  O-Ierral  Fitz-Donald ,  died  in  1516.  He  was  Dynaft  or 
Chieftain  of  Annaly  (Longford)  even  after  he  had  put  on  the  Mitre.  I  can¬ 
not  but  be  of  Opinion,  that  William ,  who  fat  in  this  See  on  the  26th  of  June 
i486,  and  this  William,  were  one  and  the  fame  Perfon.  This  Prelate  refigned 
long  before  his  Death. 

THOMAS  O-CO  NGALAN.

THOMAS  O-Congalandazd.  in  1508,  a  Man  in  great  Reputation,  not  only 
for  his  Wifdom,  but  alfo  for  his  Charity  to  the  Poor.

ON  E  Owen ,  a  Dominican  Frier,  was  by  the  Provifion  of  Pope  Julius  the 
fecond  advanced  to  the  See  of  Ardagh ,  after  the  Death  of  Bilhop  Conga - 
lan ,  on  the  2 2d  of  December  1508.  [He  governed  this  See  in  1530 0  ;  but  how 
long  after  I  am  not  informed.] 


RICHARD  FERRAh. 

[Succ.  1541.  Ob.  1553.] 

RICHARD  Ferral,  Abbat  of  Granard,  being  eledted  by  the  Dean  and 
Chapter,  obtained  Reftitution  of  the  Temporalties  of  this  See  on  the  14th 
of  July  1541.  [But  he  was  not  confecrated  untill  after  the  22d  of  April  1542  ; 
on  which  Day  George  Cromer ,  Archbilhop  of  Armaghy  being  difabled  through 
Sicknefs,  ilfued  a  CommifiionP  to  any  three  Catholick  Bilhops  of  Ireland  to  con- 
fecrate  him.]  He  died  in  1553,  having  fat  twelve  Years.  He  was  Dy nail  of 
Annaly  ( Longford)  as  long  as  he  lived.  Patrick  Mac-Mahon  fucceeded  him  in  the 
Bilhoprick,  and  Conat  Ferral  in  the  Dynafty.

JOHN  Richardfon ,  a  Native  of  Chejler ,  but  a  Doctor  of  Divinity  of  the 
Univerfity  of  Dublin ,  and  Archdeacon  of  Derry,  fucceeded  William  Be - 
dell  in  the  See  of  Ardaghy  upon  the  Refignation  of  that  Prelate,  and  was  con. 
fecrated  at  Armagh  in  Autumn  1633  [by  Primate  Usjhery  the  Letter  for  his 
Promotion  bearing  date  the  14th,  the  Mandate  for  his  Confecradon,  the 
15th,  and  his  Writ  of  Reftitution  the  25th  of  May  that  Year.]  He  held  the 
Archdeaconry  of  Derry ,  the  Redtory  of  Ardjlra ,  and  the  Vicaridge  of 
Granard  in  Commendam.  But  Dr.  Bramhall ,  being  advanced  to  the  See  of  Derry

Jlra ,  and  made  way  for  two  incumbents  to  fucceed  him,  JTe  withdrew  with  qH  his 
Subfiance  into  England  in  the  Summer  of  1641,  apprehenfive  of  the  Rebellion  which 
broke  out  on  the  23d  of  Oblober  following.  The  Year  before  his  departure  he  re¬ 
covered  fome  Lands  in  his  Diocefe  from  one  Teig  Q-Roddy  ;  who r  applied  to  the 
Houfe  of  Commons  of  England  for  Relief.  That  Houfe  fent  a  Summons  to  the 
Bifhop  to  appear  before  them  on  a  Day  prefixed,  by  himfelf,  his  Council,  Attor¬ 
neys  or  Sollicitors  t  But  upon  Application  to  the  Houfe  of  Lords  of  Ireland ,  then 
fitting,  the  Lord  Chancellor  was  ordered  to  write  to  the  Speaker  of  the  Englijh 
Houfe,  aflerting  their  Priviledges,  and  refufing  the  Bifhop’s  repair  into  England 
upon  fuch  an  Qccafion  j  and  upon  the  Bifhop  of  Clonfer? s  motion  an  order  was 
conceived  for  preventing  fuch  grievances  for  the  future.]  He  died  in  London  on 
the  nth  of  Aagufl  1654.  The  See  from  thence  continued  vacant  untill  the  Re- 
floration  of  King  Charles  the  IId?  and  the  Revenues  of  the  Bifhoprick  were  all  that 
Time  fequeftred,  according  to  a  wicked  practice  then  prevailing  among  the  U- 
furpers.  \Fuller{  placeth  his  Death  in  1663,  in  the  74th  Year  of  his  Age,  and 
tells  us  that  by  his  Will  he  bequeathed  no  inconfiderable  Legacy  to  the  College  of 
Dublin.  As  to  the  latter  particular  I  have  nothing  to  fay.  But  had  he  furvived  the 
Reftoration,  we  fhould  have  heard  of  him  in  this  or  fome  other  See.  Dr.  Smith1 
gives  him  the  Charader  of  a  Man  of  profound  Learning,  wellverfed  in  Scrip¬ 
ture,  and  of  exad  Knowledge  in  the  facred  Chronology.  He  wrote  feled  Obfer- 
vations  and  Explanations  on  the  Old  Teftament,  and  particularly  Annotations 
on  the  Book  of  Genefis ,  which  he  dedicated  to  Primate  XJsJher  ;  although  they 
were  not  publifhed  untill  a  Year  after  his  Death.  I  forgot  to  mention,  that 
when  he  was  a  very  young  Man,  he  was  appointed  Preacher  to  the  State  in 
160  j.]

H  E  Church  of  Dromore  oweth  its  origin  to  St-  Colman , 
who  was  defcended  from  the  Sept  of  th eArads,  was  the  firft 
Abbat  of  Muckmore  in  theCounty  of  Antrim, and  afterwards 
the  firft:  Bifhop  of  this  See.Joceiin*  calls  him  Colmanel,  [and 
introduceth  St.  Patrick  prophefying  of  him.]  But  the  An- 
tient  Scholiaft  of  the  Rngufian  Martyrology  obfervcs, 
that  he  was  alfo  called  Mocholmoc.  Colman  flourifhed  in 
the  fixth  Century.  For  he  was  born  in  the  Year  516  b. 
He  died  on  the  7th  of  June ,  but  I  have  not  yet  difcove- 
red  in  what  Year  [particularly  *,  fome  fay  in  610  c,  but  others  a  in  600.  Nor  aie 
Writers  better  agreed  in  the  Day,  while  fome  fay  he  died  on  the  7th  of  June ,  as 
before,  and  others  on  the  27th  of  Ottober .]

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Dromore  %  fignifieth  the  great  Back  of  a  Hill,  or  a  great  Declivity  :  Name* 
being  often  taken  from  the  Nature  of  things.  It  is  ftrange,  that  there  i*  not  the 
Jeaft  mention  made  of  this  See  in  the  Book  of  Centius  Camerarius ;  and  therefore 
it  feems  probable,  that  for  fome  Ages  it  continued  without  any  Bifliop  of  its  own. 
It  is  thought,  that  all  this  while,  it  was  comprehended  in  the  Diocefe  of  Armagh. 
And  as  this  Bifhoprick  was  .antiently  very  Poor,  fo  there  are  but  flender  Accounts 
given  of  the  Bifhops  of  it.  I  confefs,  I  have  found  no  mention  made  of  any  Bi- 
ftiop  of  Dromore  after  Sr.  Colman ,  before  the  Arrival  of  the  Englijh ,  except  of 
[ Malbrigid  Mac-Cathafaigc  who  died  in  972  f  and  of]  one  Rigan,  who  is  faid  to 
have  died  in  the  Year  1 101.  Nor  do  I  find  any  Bifliop  in  this  See  after  the  Di- 
vifion  of  the  Irijh  Bifhopricks,  fo  often  before  mentioned  to  have  been,  made  in 
the  Year  1152,  before  Gerard ,  a  Cijlertian  Monk  of  the  Abby  of  Mellifont, 
who  (as  I  have  found  in  the  Records  of  the  Tower  of  London)  was  eledled  to  this 
Bifhoprick,  and  obtained  theRoyal  Aflfent  on  the  25th  of  April  1227.  In  the  15th 
Century,  a  great  many  of  the  Bifhops  of  this  See  for  the  moft  part  lived  in  Eng¬ 
land,  and  fpent  little  or  none  of  their  time  in  the  Government  of  their  Flock,  on 
Account  (as  I  imagine)  of  the  Poverty  of  the  See :  Particularly  in  the  Reign  of 
King  Henry  the  IVth,  Richard  Mejfing,  a  Carmelite,  and  his  Succeflor,  one  John : 
In  the  Reign  of  King  Henry  the  Vth,  Nicholas  Wartre,  a  Francifcan,  and  David 
de  Cherbury,  a  Carmelite ;  and  in  the  Reign  of  King  Henry  the  VTth,  Thomas 
Scrope  or  de  Bradley ,  a  Cannelite  alfo,  and  Thomas  Radcliff.  The  Poverty  of  this 
Bifhoprick  in  antient  Times  may  be  gathered  from  a  Letter  wrote  by  OR  avian  de 
Palatio,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  to  King  Henry  the  Vllth,  as  may  be  feen  here¬ 
after  in  the  Life  of  Thomas  Radcliff  *,  in  which  Letter  he  aflerts,  that  the  annual 
Income  of  it  at  that  time  did  not  exceed  fourty  Marks,  Irijh  Money  ;  and  this 
Money  (as  he  affirms)  was  then  of  lefs  Value  by  a  third  part,  than  the  Sterling 
Coin.  And  as  this  Biflioprick  was  very  poor,  fo  there  are  very  few  Parifhes  in  it, 
to  the  number  only  of  twenty  three. 

[The  antient  Foundation  g  of  the  Chapter  of  Dromore  confifted  of  a  Dean,  Arch* 
deacon  and  Prebendaries,  who  had  Vicaridges  endowed  with  the  third  Part  of 
the  Tythes  prefentative  in  the  feveral  Parifhes  belonging  to  the  Prebendaries.  But 
this  Foundation  was  altered  in  the  Time  of  Bifliop  Todd,  and  a  new  one  ere<5ted 
by  the  Letters  Patent  of  King  James  the  firft,  dated  the  2ifl  of  February  in  the 
8th  Year  of  his  Reign  ;  fince  which  time  it  hath  confifted  of  a  Dean,  Archdea¬ 
con,  Chantor,  Chancellor,  Treafurer,  and  one  Prebendary,  viz.  the  Prebendary 
of  Dromarragh  in  the  County  of  Down,  unto  which  Offices  feveral  Parifhes,  both 
Redlories  and  Vicaridges,  were  united  ;  the  Right  of  Patronage  of  which  was  gran¬ 
ted  to  the  faid  Bifliop  and  his  Succeffors  in  free  Alms.  By  the  fame  Letters  Patent 
the  King  alfo  erefted  the  Lands  of  Dromore,  alias  Ballinegalga ,  and  B allin aries, 
in  the  Territory  of  Iveagh,  and  County  of  Down,  with  many  other  Denomina¬ 
tions  fpecified  in  the  faid  Patent,  into  a  Manor,  to  be  called  the  Manor  of  Dro¬ 
more,  with  a  Court- Leet  and  View  of  Frankpledge,  to  be  held  twice  every 
Year  at  Dromore,  and  a  Court  Baron  every  three  Weeks  to  hold  Plea  of  any  Sum 
not  amounting  to  five  Pounds,  and  granted  a  free  Market  every  Saturday,  and  two 
Fairs  to  be  held  yearly  near  the  Church  of  Dromore ,  where  a  great  Stone  Crofs 
ftands.  He  alfo  granted  to  William  Worjley  of  Hallatn  in  Nottinghamjhire ,  Gent, 
(the  Bifliop’s  Brother-in-law)  a  great  Number  of  Town  Lands  in  the  Territory  of 
Iveagh,  To  hold  to  him  and  his  Heirs  of  the  faid  Bifliop  and  his  Succeflors,  in

free  and  common  Soccage,  as  of  his  Manor  of  Dromore,  at  the  Rent  of  40  1.  per 
Ann.  Irilh  Money,  under  thefe  Provifos  *,  that  if  the  faid  Worjley  did  not  before 
Michaelmas  following  build  a  ftrong  and  convenient  Stone  Houfe  in  or  near 
Drcmore ,  and  lay  out  a  Curtilage  of  one  Acre  adjoining  to  the  laid  Houfe,  to 
ferve  as  a  Seat  and  Manfion  Houfe  to  the  faid  Bilhop  and  his  Succeffors,  and 
lhould  not  in  five  Years  build  a  Caftle  of  Stone,  Lime  and  Sand,  covered  with 
Tiles,  Stone,  Wood,  or  Lead,  in  fome  convenient  Place  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Bilhop  near  Dromore ,  that  then  the  faid  Grant  lhould  be  void,  and  a  Power  of 
re-entry  given  to  the  Bilhop,  and  his  Succeffors.  And  the  faid  Worjley  covenanted 
within  one  Year  after  the  Date  of  the  Patent,  to  grant  and  confirm  to  every  Incum¬ 
bent  of  the  Churches  and  Chappels  called  Garvaghie ,  Magberiawly  and  Dromore, 
in  Iveagh ,  fixty  Acres  of  Land  adjoining  to  each  of  the  faid  Churches  and  Chap- 
pels,  as  Glebe-Lands  to  the  fame.  The  King  alfo  by  the  faid  Patent  granted 
fourteen  Town-Lands  in  Iveagh  to  Edward  Hrevor  Efq;  his  Heirs  and  Alligns, 
to  hold  of  the  Bilhop  and  his  Succeffors,  in  free  and  common  Soccage,  as  of  his 
Manor  of  Dromore ,  at  the  Rent  of  iol.  13  s.  4d.  Current  Money  of  Ireland. 

Antiently  there  were  Termon  and  Herenach  Lands  belonging  to  this  See,  which 
had  been  leafed  out  to  the  Natives,  who  were  antient  Tenants  of  them.  The  King 
by  the  aforefaid  Patent  granted  and  confirmed  the  faid  Lands  to  the  Natives,  as 
Freehold  Lands,  and  referred  out  of  them  fmall  Chiefrys  payable  to  the  Bilhop 
and  his  Succeffors,  amounting  in  the  whole  to  about  46 1.  Sterling.  It  is  obferva- 
ble  that  the  Deanery  of  Dromore  is  made  collative  by  the  faid  Letters  Patent  ;  and 
yet  hath  for  the  moft  part  continued  donative  by  the  Crown  ever  fince.  Thus  on 
the  23d  of  Augujl  1673  William  Smith  was  promoted  to  it  by  King  Charles  thefe- 
cond,  as  was  John  Lesley  on  the  5th  of  May  1681  ;  and  many  other  Inftances  of 
the  like  Nature  appears  in  the  Rolls  Office.  But  the  Truth  of  the  matter  was 
this.  Bilhop  Todd  had  foifted  into  his  Letters  Patent  the  Right  of  Patronage  to  the 
Deanery,  without  any  Warrant  from  his  Privy  Seal  j  which  being  a  Fraud,  pro¬ 
ved  afterwards  the  Caufe  of  fome  Difputes  between  the  Crown  and  the  Bilhops  of 
Dromore ,  which  ended  to  the  Difadvantage  of  the  Bilhops.]

HE  firft  Bilhop  of  this  See,  of  whom  I  find  any  Account,  after  the 
A  Divifionof  the  Irijh  Bilhopricks  in  1152,  is  Gerard ,  a  Cijlertian  Monk  of 
the  Abby  of  Mellifont,  who  being  ele&ed  Bilhop  of  Dromore ,  obtained  the 
Royal  Affent  on  the  25th  of  April  1227,  and  fat  about  eighteen  Years.

[For  that  Year  ontheFefti- 
val  of  the  Apoftles  Peter  and  Paul ,  he  confecrated  Matthew  Mac-  Cat  of  aid, 
Bilhop  of  Clogher ,  by  virtue  of  the  Mandate  of  his  Metropolitan.]

JOHN  Volcan ,  Bifhop  of  Dromore ,  was  by  the  Pope  tranflated  to  the  See  of 
Ojfory  in  the  Year  1404,  where  he  prefided  but  a  fhort  time.  For  he  died  about 
Michaelmas  the  Year  following,  [leaving  behind  him  a  great  Character  for  his  Vir¬ 
tues  and  Endowments.] 

RICHARD  MESSING 

[Succ.  1408.  Ob.  1409.] 

RICHARD  MeJJng ,  a  Carmelite  Frier  fucceeded.  He  [is  faid  to  have]  made 
his  Profeffion  of  Obedience  to  Colton ,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh  on  the  nth 
of  November  1408,  [as  his  SuccefTor  John  is  faid  to  have  done  on  the  4th  of  Ja¬ 
nuary  1410.  But  there  are  fuch  irreconcilable  Difficulties  attending  thefe  Ac¬ 
counts,  that  I  cannot  but  think  Colton  is  miftaken  for  Fleming ,  who  was  Archbi¬ 
fhop  in  both  thefe  Years.  For  Colton  died  on  the  27th  of  April  1404,  and  was  fuc¬ 
ceeded  by  Fleming  on  the  firft  of  May  following,  who  fat  untill  June  14165  fo  that 
there  is  fpace  enough  to  allow  this  Obedience  to  be  paid  to  Archbifhop  Flemings 
which  could  not  be  done  to  Colton.  Leland ,  and  after  him  Pittsh,  affirms,  that 
this  Bifhop  was  the  Author  of  many  Works,  but  neither  of  them  hath  furnifhed 
us  with  their  Titles,  nor  any  Writer  elfe  that  I  know  of.  Mark  Anthony  Allegre  » 
calls  this  Prelate,  Meffing ,  Epifcopus  Durmienfis,  inflead  of  Dromorenfis,  and  affirms 
that  he  flourifhed  in  the  Year  1332.  But  he  muff  needs  then  be  a  very  old  Man 
when  he  was  advanced  to  this  See  in  1408  5  however  that  be]  he  died  the  Year 
following  his  Promotion,  and  was  buryed  at  Tork,  among  the  Carmelites.

t  T  I  S  Succeffor,  one  John,  [is  faid  alfo  to  have]  made  his  Profcffion  of  Obe- 
dience  to  Archbifhop  Colton ,  on  the  4th  of  January  1410,  and  that  the 
fame  appeareth  in  that  Archbifhops  Regiftry.  [See  what  I  have  faid  of  this  in  the 
Life  preceding.  It  is  faid]  he  died  in  the  Year  1418.  [But  I  rather  think  he 
refigned  about  that  Time,  or  at  Jeaft  forfook  his  Bifhoprick  to  go  in  queft  of 
other  Preferment.  For  it  appeareth  in  the  Regiftry  of  Henry  Chichely1  Archbifhop 
of  Canterbury ,  as  the  fame  is  quoted  by  Do&or  Wilkins k  that  the  faid  Archbifhop 
A.  D.  1420  in  the  8th  Year  of  the  Reign  of  King  Henry  the  Vth  conftituted 
this  John  his  Suffragan  within  the  Diocefe  of  Canterbury  *,  but  reftrained  his  Ju- 
rifdiCtion  to  fome  particular  purpofes,  viz.  ad  Chrifmandum  in  front e  pueros,  to 
adminifter  the  Chrifm  to  Children,  to  confecrate  Altars,  Chalices,  Veftments  and 
other  Ornaments  of  the  Church,  to  fufpend  the  celebration  of  Divine  Service 
in  prophane  Places,  to  reftore  Churches  and  Church- Yards,  which  had  been  pol¬ 
luted,  to  confer  the  firft  tonfure,  to  give  the  Benediction  to  Widows  who  were 
defirous  to  take  on  them  the  vows  of  Chaftity,  to  hear  Confefiions,  and  give 
Abfolution  in  Cafes  fpecially  referved  to  the  Archbifhop  himfelf,  to  enjoin  pen- 
nances,  and  other  things  of  the  like  Nature.  The  Abfence  of  this  Bifhop  from  his 
See  was  the  Caufe  of  the  Pope’s  filling  it  with  his  Succeffor,  Nicholas  Wartre .]

DAVID  of  Chirbury ,  a  Carmelite  Frier,  fucceeded,  [and  was  a  Prelate  re¬ 
nowned  for  his  Piety,  Learning,  and  Knowledge  in  Divinity.]  The  See  of 
Dromore  was  vacant  [as  it  is  faid]  on  the  4th  of  June  1431,  perhaps  by  his  Death. 
[But  there  is  fufficient  Authority  to  convince  me,  that  it  was  vacant  four  Years  earlier 
than  the  Period  here  mentioned.  For  on  the  fourth  of  Auguft  1427  the  Archbifhop 
of  Armagh ,  as  Guardian  of.  the  See  of  Dromore  during  the  vacancy,  iffued  a  Cita¬ 
tion  m  to  John  Macguind ,  Archdeacon  of  Dromore ,  commanding  him  to  fummon 
the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  that  Diocefe  to  a  Provincial  Synod  to  be  held  at  Droghe - 
dak  on  the  1 3th  of  Oftober  following ;  on  which  Day  the  Archdeacon  returned 
the  Execution  of  his  Procefs.]  This  Prelate  is  faid  to  have  been  buryed  at  Ludlow , 
in  Shropshire^  in  a  Monaftery  of  his  own  Order.  ■  .  - 

JHOMAS  SCROPE. 

[Succ.  1434.  Ref gn.  ante  \ 44°.] 

THOMAS  Scrope ,  alias  Bradley  [was  born  of  a  good  Family  in  the  Town 
of  Bradley ,  in  Leicejlerjhire ,  and  becameConfpicuous  both  for  his  Virtue  and 
Learning.  He  was  at  firft  a  Benediffin  Monk  ;  but  not  thinking  that  Order  rigid

1430,  as  Leland  fays,  but  long  before)  among  whom  he  lived  in  the  Practice  of 
almoft  incredible  Aufterities.  He  led  an  Eremetical  Life  for  twenty  Years  ; 
but  was  called  out  from  that  Solitude,  and  fent  to  inftrudt  the  People,  by  Pope 
Eugene  the  IVth,]  by  whofe  Provifion  he  fucceeded  to  this  See  about  the  Year 
1434.  “  He  was  in  great  Favour  (fays  Leland)  with  the  Knights  of  Rhodes, 

“  having  been  employed  as  Legate  to  them  by  the  faid  Pope,  whofe  particular 
<c  Countenance  he  had,  and  to  whom  he  dedicated  fome  Hiftorical  Pieces  con- 
“  cerning  the  Affairs  of  the  Carmelites  ;  and  was  in  no  lefs  efteem  at  Rome.  [Du- 
“  ring  his  Legation  to  Rhodes  he  had  frequent  Conferences  with  a  Francifcan  Frier 
tc  of  Jerufalem ,  who  was  a  Convert  Jew,  and  he  learned  much  of  him.  Mr. 
<e  Stevens  n  tells  us,  that  he  returned  after  this  to  his  Bifhoprick  ;  but  could  not  live 
<c  long  in  Peace  with  the  Irijh ,  fo  refigned,  left  Ireland,  and  returned  to  Norwich , 
<e  and  there  became  Vicar  General  under  the  Bifhop.  But  it.  is  much  more 
<c  probable  that  he  never  vifited  his  See.  Whatever  he  received  out  of  his 
“  Revenues,  or  could  get  from  rich  Perfons,  he  bellowed  among  the  Poor,  or 
“  laid  out  on  pious  Ufes.]  He  lived  to  a  Decrepid  old  Age,  and  died  in 
<c  1491.  His  Sepulchre  is  to  be  feen  at  Lovetoft,  a  Sea-port  Town,  onthebor- 
<e  ders  of  Suffolk ,”  [On  which  is  an  Epitaph,  whereof  Leland  ®,  hath  given 
us  the  two  laft  Lines. 

Ve nit  ad  Occafum  morho  confeflus  amaro : 

Spirit  us  alt  a  petit,  ponder e  corpus  humum. 

Wafted  with  Sicknefs  in  the  Weft  he  dies. 

And  here  intomb’d  among  the  Duft  he  lies  ; 

And  while  his  Spirit  light  as  Air  afeends. 

His  Body  to  its  Mother  Earth  defeends.] 

But  he  feems  to  have  voluntarily  refigned  his  Bifhoprick  long  [even  above  fifty 
Years]  before  his  Death.  [For  on  the  27th  of  November  1440,  (being  fix  Years 
before  his  Advancement,,  according  to  Stevens,  but  in  Truth  fix  Years  after)  John 
Prene ,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  was  Guardian  of  the  Spiritualties  and  Tempo- 
ralties  of  the  See  of  Dromon  during  the  Vacancy  of  it ;  and  on  that  Day  advan¬ 
ced  Patrick  O-Ranagan  to  a  Prebend  and  Canonry  in  the  Cathedral  of  Dromon , 
belonging  to  his  Collation  on  the  Score  of  his  Guardianfhip,  and  he  inftituted  him 
to  it,  by  the  Delivery  of  his  Ring.  The  Inftrument*  of  this  is  in  the  Regiftry 
of  Armagh ,  called  Swain's  Regiftry.]  There  is  extant  of  his  in  the  publick  Libra¬ 
ry  at  Cambridge ,  a  Book  of  the  Inftitution  of  the  Friers  of  the  Carmelite  Order, 
dedicated  to  John  Blakeney,  a  black  Monk.  [The  Reader  may  fee  an  Account  of 
his  other  Works  among  the  Writers  preferred  in  Ireland .] 

THOMAS  R  ADCLIFFR 

[Succ,  Regnante  Hen.  6to.] 

HO)MAS  Radcliffe  fucceeded  Scrope  in  this  Bifhoprick,  in  the  Reign  of 
*  King  Henry  the  Vlth.  He,  as  his  PredecefTor  had  done,  lived  in  England, 
and,  fas  I  think)  never  faw  his  See.  In  a  Book  of  the  Benefa&ors  of  the  Church 
of  Durham ,  (in  old  Times  vulgarly  called  the  Book  of  Life  s)  he  is  called

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“  Matter  Thomas  Radcliffe ,  Bifhop  of  Dromore  and  Suffragan  of  Durham”  This 
Book  is  to  be  feen  in  the  Famous  Cotton  Library  in  Weftminfler r.  [About  this 
Time  the  See  of  Dromore  was  reduced  to  a  moft  fcandalous  Degree  of  poverty, 
occafioned  in  4  great  Meafure  by  the  Abfence  of  this  Prelate,  and  his  five  imme¬ 
diate  Predeceffors ;  infomuch  that  for  upwards  of  20  Years  no  Body  could  be 
found  to  make  fuit  for,  or  accept  it.  There  is  extant  in  the  Regittry f  of  O  ft  a-  ° 
vian  de  Pdatio ,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  a  Letter  in  Form  of  a  Petition  from  that 
Prelate  to  King  Henry  the  Vllth,  wrote  about  the  Year  1487,  praying  him  to 
recommend  one  Arthur  Magenis,  Batchelor  of  the  Canon  Law,  to  the  Pope  for 
his  Promotion  to  the  See  of  Dromore  •,  and  in  it  he  tells  the  King,  “  That  he 
“  had  with  preffing  inftances  prevailed  on  him  to  fue  for  the  faid  Bifhoprick, 

“  whereof  (fays  he)  the  Frutes,  Rents  and  Provenues,  as  well  Spiritual  as  Tem- 
“  poral  extend  not  above  the  Sum  of  40 1  of  the  Coin  of  this  your  Land  of  Ire- 
c<  land ,  which  is  lefs  in  the  third  Part  than  the  Coin  Sterl.  and  that  for  the  ex- 
«  pence  and  poverty  of  the  fame,  the  See  is  void  and  defolate,  and  almoft 
«  extindted  thefe  20  Winters  laft  paft  and  more,  infomuch  as  none  will  own  the 
««  faid  Bifhoprick,  or  abide  thereupon.’*  Thefe  are  the  Words  of  the  Letter. 
Notwithftanding  Arthur  Magenis  did  not  obtain  this  See  ;  but  George  Brann  was 
promoted  to  it  two  Years  after.  The  Arthur  Magenis  here  recommended,  is  not 
the  fame  Arthur  Magenis ,  who  was  promoted  to  this  See  in  1550  *.] 

GEORGE  BRANN . 

[Sect.  1489.  Refign.  1499.] 

ON  E  George  a  Grecian ,  and  a  Native  of  Athens ,  fat  in  this  See  in  the  Year 
1489.  “  He  was  Procurator,  and  Adminiftrator  of  the  Indulgences  gran- 
'««  ted  to  the  Hofpital  of  the  Holy  Ghoft  in  Saxia,  or  in  the  Saxon-Jlreet  in  Ro?net 
«  and  to  the  Benefactors  of  that  Houfe  :  He  was  alfo  Procurator  for  building  a 
“  new  Hofpital  of  the  Holy  Ghoft  in  Ireland ,  as  a  Member  of  that  in  Rome.” 
[In  the  Regittry  u  of  Off  avian  de  Palatio ,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh^  there  is  an  En¬ 
try  made,  and  Dated  the  30th  of  May  1494,  of  the  faid  Primate’s  Approbation 
and  Confirmation  of  the  Indulgences  granted  by  this  Prelate.  For  when  a  Bi- 
Ihop  took  upon  him  to  grant  Indulgences,  the  Confirmation  of  the  Archbifhop 
of  the  Province  was  a  neceffary  ingredient  to  give  them  Force.  See  for  this  under 
Thomas  Lidell ,  Bifhop  of  Down.  This  Hofpital  of  the  Holy  Ghoft  in  Rome 
here  mentioned  was  founded  by  Pope  Innocent  the  Illd.  Henry  Loundresw,  Arch¬ 
bifhop  of  Dublin ,  founded  an  Hofpital  of  the  fame  Nature  in  his  Diocefe,  and 
Out  of  the  Endowments  of  it  referved  an  annual  Penfion  of  four  Bizantines, 
payable  to  this  Hofpital  of  Pope  Innocent  in  Rome.  His  Succeffor,  Archbifhop 
Allen ,  in  his  Notes  on  the  black  Book  of  that  See,  explains  a  Bizantine  to  fignify 
a  Talent,  and  that  it  was  two  Shillings  Sterl.  Mr.  Kennet  x  fays,  a  Bizantine  was 
a  Piece  of  Money  coined  by  the  Weftern  Emperors  at  Bizantium ,  or  Conjlantino - 
pie*  of  two  forts,  viz.  Bizantinus  Aureus ,  &  Albus ,  Gold  and  Silver,  both  which 
were  current  in  England :  That  the  Silver  Bizantine  was  the  Value  of  two  Shillings. 
Chaucer  reprefents  the  Gold  Bizantine  to  be  a  Ducat  in  Weight.]  I  have  feen 
the  Seal  (  as  I  take  it  to  be )  which  this  George  ufed  before  he  wore  the  Mitre, 
with  this  Infcription  round  it.  “  Sig.  Georgij  Brand ,  Vicarij  Generalis  S.  Spiri- 
“  txs.—  The  Seal  of  George  Brann ,  Vicar  General  of  the  Holy  Ghoft.”  He

[that  is  George  Brann  :  So  that  here  no  notice  is  taken  of  the  three  interve¬ 
ning  Bilhops;  who,  as  they  lived  abroad,  were  palfed  by  unobferved  by  our  Wri¬ 
ters.  The  Reader  cannot  but  obferve  how  imperfect  the  Catalogue  is  of  the  Bi¬ 
lhops  of  this  See.] 

ARTHUR  MAGENIS. 

[Sed.  1550.] 

AS  to  the  Succelfors  of  Thady,  I  confefs  I  find  no  mention  made  of  them  for 
an  hundred  Years  after,  except  of  one  called  Arthur  Magenis ,  who  lived  in 
the  Year  1550  ;  when  upon  taking  the  Oath  of  Allegiance,  he  was  confirmed  by 
King  Edward  the  Vlthy. 

JOHN  TOD. 

[Succ.  1606.  Depriv.  1611.] 

JOHN  Fed,  Bilhop  of  Down  and  Connor,  held  this  Bilhoprick  alfo  in  Commen- 
dam  with  the  other  two.  See  the  Account  given  before  of  him  under  the 
Bilhops  of  Down  and  Connor ,  [and  an  Account  of  the  new  Patent  for  fettling  the 
See  of  Dromore  before,  p.  258. 

John  Tanner  was  in  the  Year  161 1  appointed  by  King  James  the  firft  to  fuc- 
ceed  Bilhop  Tod ,  But  the  Bilhoprick  of  Derry  juft  then  falling  void  by  the 
Death  of  Brutus  B  aldington ,  he  waved  this  Promotion,  and  was  advanced  to  Derry.]

TH  E  O  P  H  / LUS  Buckworth ,  Batchelor  of  Divinity,  a  Student  of  'Trimly 
College  Cambridge,  was  bom  at  a  place  called,  Whitehall ,  near  Wijbeck  in 
Cambridge  [hire.  [He  afterwards  became  Treafurer  of  Armagh.]  and  Was  confe- 
crated  Bilhop  of  this  See  at  Dublin  in  May  1613,  [his  Letters  Patent  bearing  Date 
the  1 5th  of  that  Month.  He  expended  fi^e  hundred  Pounds  in  additional  Buil¬ 
dings  to  the  Epifcopal  Houfe,  and  on  Inclofures,  Ditches  and  Quickfets,  which 
he  made  on  the  Demcfnes  adjoining  to  the  faid  Houfe,  as  appeareth  in  a  Re¬ 
turn  y  made  to  a  regal  Vifitation  about  the  Year  1622.]  When  the  Rebellion 
broke  out  in  1641,  he  immediately  retired  to  England,  and  died  in  the  fame 
Houfe  wherein  he  was  born  in  1652,  in  the  feventy  fecond  Year  of  his

HIS  See  was  for  a  long  time  kept  vacant,  occafioned  by  the  Iniquity  of 
the  Times.  But  at  length  Robert  Lejley,  Doftor  of  Divinity,  fucceeded, 
[by  Letters  patent  dated  the  19th  of  January  1660,  and  the  fame  Day  had  his 
Mandate  for  Confecration  and  Writ  of  Reftitution  to  the  Temporalties,  together 
with  a  Grant  of  the  Mefne  Profits  during  the  Vacancy,]  and  he  was  confecra. 
ted  on  the  27th  of  that  Month  [by  John,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  aflifted  by  the 
Bifhops  of  Raphoe,  OJJory,  Kilmore  and  Clogher  ;  with  which  Bifhoprick  he  alfo 
held  the  Archdeaconry  of  Connor  in  Commendam.  He  was  the  Son  of  Henry 
Lejley,  Bilhop  of  Downzn&Connor&nd.  afterwards  of  Meath',  and  (as  a  certain  Writer  * 
obferves)  was  a  young  Gentleman  of  great  hopes  and  expectations.  He  took  his 
Degree  of  Matter  of  Arts  at  Aberdeen  in  Scotland  on  the  16th  of  July  1638,  and 
was  incorporated  to  the  fame  Degree  at  Oxford ,  on  the  13th  of  June  1639; 
but  he  had  before  taken  his  Degree  of  Batchelor  of  Arts  in  Dublin  in  1636.] 
He  was  tranflated  from  hence  to  Raphoe  by  Letters  patent  dated  the  20th  of  June 
1661,  [and  from  Raphoe  to  Clogher  on  the  26th  of  October  1671,  where  he  died 
the  Year  following.  See  a  further  Account  of  him  under  the  Bifhops  of  Raphoe 
and  Clogher.] 

JEREMY  TAYLOR.

JE  RE  M  T  Taylor ,  DoCtor  of  Divinity,  was  confecrated  Bilhop  of  Down 
and  Connor  on  the  27th  of  January  1660,  and  on  the  21ft  of  June  the  Year 
following  King  Charles  the  fecond  granted  him  the  Adminiftration  of  the  Bilhop- 
rick  of  Dromore.  [See  a  full  Account  of  him  under  the  Bilhops  of  Down  and 
Connor.

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Connor ,  and  by  his  Intereft  obtained  the  Deanery  of  Connor,  by  Letters  Patent 
dated  the  3d  of  Auguft  1661,  and  on  the  7th  of  June  1662  was  prefented  to  the 
Redtory  of  the  Iiland  of  Magee  in  the  Diocefe  of  Down  and  Connor .  After¬ 
wards  on  the  8th  of  November  1 667,  he  was  promoted  to  this  Bifhoprick,  and 
confecrated  in  Chrifl-Church ,  Dublin ,  on  the  1 5th  'of  December  following  by 
Jaynes,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  aflifted  by  the  Bifhops  of  Meath ,  Kill  aloe,  and 
Kilmore.  He  died  of  a  Fever  in  December  1670,  and  was  buryed  in  the  Choir 
of  the  Cathedral  of  Dromore,  in  the  fame  Vault  with  his  dear  Friend,  Jeremy 
Taylor.  He  publifhed  a  Sermon  which  he  preached  at  the  Funeral  of  the  faid 
Bifhop,  and  a  little  Treatife  on  Truth  ;  to  which  Jofeph  Glanvill  prefixed  a  Pre¬ 
face,  from  v/hence  I  have  taken  the  following  Chara&er  of  this  Prelate.  “  He 
<c  was  a  Man  of  a  clear  Mind,  a  deep  Judgement  and  fearching  Wit:  greatly 
“  learned  in  all  the  beft  Sorts  of  Knowledge,  old  and  new  •,  a  thoughtful  and 
tc  diligent  Enquirer,  of  a  free  Unaerftanding  and  vaft  Capacity,  joined  with 
“  fingular  Modefty,  and  an  unufual  fweetnefs  of  Temper,  which  made  him  the 
“  Darling  of  all  that  knew  him  :  He  was  a  Perfon  of  great  Piety  and  Generofi- 
“  ty  *,  a  hearty  Lover  of  God  and  Man  ;  an  excellent  Preacher,  a  wife  Gover- 
“  nour,  a  profound  Philofopher,  a  quick  forcible  and  clofe  Reafoner,  and  above 
“  all  a  true  and  exemplary  Chriftian.  In  fhort,  he  was  one  who  had  all  the  Quali- 
“  fications  of  a  primitive  Bifhop,  and  of  an  extraordinary  Man.

ESSEX  Digby,  Son  to  Sir  Robert  Digby,  (afterwards  Baron  of  Geajhil)  and 
the  Lady  Lettice  Fitz  Gerald ,  Baronefs  of  Ophalia ,  was  born  at  Colejhill  in 
Warwickjhire ,  the  Seat  of  that  Family  ;  but  educated  in  the  Univcrfity  of  Dublin , 
where  he  took  his  Degree  of  Docftor  of  Divinity.  His  Firft  Promotion  was  to 
the  Reftory  of  Geajhil,  in  the  Diocefe  of  Kildare ,  of  the  Patronage  of  his  Fami¬ 
ly  ;  from  thence  he  was  made  Dean  of  Cafhetl,  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  6th 
of  February  1661  ;  in  which  was  a  Claufe  of  Union  of  the  Rectories  of  Geajhil 
and  Ballicoman  in  the  Diocefe  of  Kildare  to  the  faid  Deanery  pro  ed  vice  tan- 
turn  and  at  lafb  he  was  advanced  to  this  See  by  Letters  Patent  of  King  Charles 
the  lid,  dated  the  6th  of  February  1670,  and  confecrated  in  Chriji -Church, 
Dublin ,  the  27th  of  the  fame  Month,  by  James ,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  aflifted 
by  the  Bifhops  of  Meath,  Kildare ,  Killaloe  and  Killala  and  Achonry.  He  died  at 
Moyrah,  on  the  12th  of  May  1683,  and  was  buried  in  the  Cathedral  of  Dro¬ 
more. 


CAPELL  WISEMAN. 

[*S  ucc.  1683.  Ob.  1695.] 


CAPELL  Wifeman,  a  Baronet’s  Son  of  EJjex,  Doftor  of  Divinity,  and  Fellow 
of  All-Souls  College  in  Oxford,  was  Chaplain  to  Arthur ,  Lord  Cap  ell,  Earl 
of  Effex,  and  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland,  who  was  his  God- Father.  He  was 
firft  promoted  to  the  Deanery  of  Raphoe,  and  afterwards  to  this  See,  by  Letters 
Patent,  dated  the  10th  of  December  1683,  and  confecrated  in  Chrijl -Church, 
Dublin,  on  the  23d  of  the  fame  Month,  by  Michael,  Archbilhop  of  Armagh, 
aflifted  by  the  Archbifhop  of  Dublin,  the  Bifhops  of  Kildare,  Raphoe ,  Ferns  and 
Leighiin,  and  Kilmore.  He  died  in  1695.  By  his  Will3  dated  the  2d  of  Auguft 


1693, 
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1693,  he  bequeathed  100/.  to  be  laid  out  at  Intereft,  as  a  Fund  for  the  Poor  of 
the  Pariih  of  Bromore ,  and  gave  ten  Pounds  to  the  Poor  of  that  Town.  He 
alfo  bequeathed  40  /.  towards  Hnifhing  the  Steeple  of  Bromore. 

TOBIAS  PULLEN. 

[ Succ .  1695.  Ob.  1713*] 

TOBIAS  Pullen  was  tranflated  from  Cloyne  to  this  See,  on  the  7th  of  May 
1695.  He  expended  470 1.  in  building  an  Epifcopal  Houfe  at  MaghereU 
lin ,  which  was  proved  by  Affidavit b,  and  ratified  by  his  Metropolitan,  Michael 
Archbiffiop  of  Armagh ,  on  the  7th  of  July  1 699  ;  two  thirds  of  which  Sum  was 
refunded  by  his  Succeffor,  purfuant  to  the  Statute.  He  -died  in  1713.  See 
more  of  him  among  the  Bifhops  of  Cloyne. 

JOHN  STERNE. 

[Succ.  1713  Refg.  1717.] 

JOHN  Sterne ,  Doctor  of  Divinity,  and  Dean  of  St.  Patrick’s  Bublin ,  was 
promoted  to  this  See  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  firfb  of  May  1713,  and 
was  confecrated  in  St.  Patrick’s,  Bublin,  on  the  10th  of  the  fame  Month,  by  Wil¬ 
liam,  Archbiffiop  of  Bublin,  affifled  by  the  Bifhops  of  Kildare,  Ojfory,  and  Bown 
and  Connor.  From  whence  he  was  tranflated  to  Clogher  on  the  30th  of  March 
j  7 1 7.  See  more  of  him  under  the  Bifhops  of  C  logher. 

RALPH  LAMBERT. 

[Succ.  1717.  Refg.  1726.] 

RALP  B  Lambert,  Doflor  of  Divinity,  was  firft  promoted  to  the  Deanery 
of  Bown,  and  afterwards  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  12th  of  April  1717 
to  this  See,  and  was  confecrated  on  the  2  3d  of  the  fame  Month  in  the  Church  of 
B unboy ne,  in  the  Diocefe  of  Meath,  by  Thomas  Archbiffiop  of  Armagh ,  affifled 
by  John,  Biffiop  of  Meath,  and  Timothy,  Biffiop  of  Kilmore  and  Ardagh.  From 
whence  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  10th  of  February  172 6  he  was  tranflated  to 
the  See  of  Meath,  in  which  he  died  on  the  6th  of  February  1731.  See  among  the 
Bifhops  of  Meath. 

CHARLES  COB. 

[Succ.  1726.  Rejig.  1731.] 

CH/RLES  Cob  was  tranflated  from  Killala  and  Achonry  to  this  See  by 
Letters  Patent,  dated  the  16th  of  Febrbary  1726,  and  from  thence  to  Kildare 
by  Letters  Paten  dated  the  17th  of  March  1731.  See  under  thefe  Biffiopricks. 

HENRY  MAULE. 

[Succ.  1731.] 

HENRT  Maule,  was  tranflated  from  Cloyne  to  this  See  in  the  Year  1731. 
See  more  among  the  Bifhops  of  Cloyne. 
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[This  Epifcopal  See  bears ,  Ermine  on  a  Chief  parted  per  pale,  Saphire  and 
Ruby ,  on  the  Fir ft ,  a  Sun  in  Splendor,  on  the  Second ,  a  Crofs  Pattee  Topaz . 
It  is  valued  in  the  King's  Books  at  200  /.  per  Ann.  by  an  Extent  returned 
of  record  Anno.  15th  Jac.  1. 

The  Chapter  of  Raphoe  is  conftituted  of  a  Dean,  Archdeacon*  and  four  Preben¬ 
daries,  who  have  Stalls  in  the  Choir,  and  Voices  in  the  Chapter.  The  four 
Prebendaries  take  their  Titles  from  1.  Drumholm ,  2.  Clondehorka  antiently 
Clandecolcath ,  3.  Inver  alias  Invernent ,  and  4.  Killemerde.  The  Diocefe  is 

not  divided  into  rural  Deanerys,  nor  are  there  any  Vicars-Choral,  or  Choir 
performance  in  the  Service  of  the  Church.] 

Saint  E  U  N  A  K. 

T  is  no  eafy  Tafk  to  point  out  the  Time  when  the  See 
of  Raphoe ,  or  (as  it  was  antiently  called)  Rath-both ,  was 
firft  founded.  St.  Columb-cille9  a  Man  of  great  Virtue  and 
Learning,  and  born  of  Royal  Blood,  founded  a  Mo- 
naftery  in  this  Place.  He  was  at  firft  called  Crimthdrii 
but  afterwards  had  the  Name  of  Columba  given  him  for 
his  Innocence,  as  Adamnanus  (who  wrote  his  Life)  fayeth, 
or  for  his  candid  Simplicity,  in  the  fame  Senfe,  as  the 
Antient  Scholiaft  on  the  HLngufi'in Marty rology  obferves, 
alluding  perhaps  to  that  precept  of  our  Saviour a,  “  Be  ye  wife  as  Serpents,  and 
“  innocent  as  Doves.”  This  Strudture  was  afterwards  repaired  by  Adamnanus , 
that  celebrated  Abbat  of  Hy  *,  whom  the  venerable  Bedeh  mentions  with  great  Ho-

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nour ;  calling  him,  <c  a  good,  and  a  wife  Man,  and  orre  of  very  ample  Kno#- 
“  ledge  in  the  Holy  Scriptures.’*  It  feems,  it  was  St.  Eunan  who  erected  the  Church 
of  this  Abby  into  a  Cathedral  ;  and  who  is  looked  upon  to  be  firft  Bilhop  of 
this  See.  But  upon  the  ftri&eft  Inquiry  I  could  make,  I  have  not  been  able  to 
difcover  theexad  Time  in  which  he  lived  It  is  not  Jongfince  his  Bed  hath  been 
fliewn  at  Raphoe.  There  was  alfo  in  that  Place  a  round  Tower,  built  on  a  Hill,  in 
which  the  Bilhops  of  Raphoe  formerly  kept  their  ftudies,  [A  Crofs  of  great  Repu « 
tation  among  the  People  ftood  in  this  Church,  which  I  do  not  believe  to  be  very 
antient.  For  the  firft  mention  I  find  made  of  it  is  in  the  Annals  of  the  Four 
Mafters  under  the  Year  1397  •,  where  it  is  faid  to  havereftored  one  HughMatthew 
to  his  Eye- fight,  John  Prene ,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  about  the  Year  1441,  had 
it  removed  from  Raphoe  to  Armagh ,  as  you  will  fee  hereafter  under  Laurence  O*- 
Galchor ,  the  firft  of  thefe  Names,  who  was  Bifhop  of  Raphoe.'] 

Patrick c  Magonail ,  Bifhop  of  Raphoe ,  was  a  great  Benefattor  to  this  Church, 
about  the  Year  1 560  ;  who  alfo  built  Epifcopal  Houfes  in  three  Manors  belong¬ 
ing  to  his  See.  [Bifhop  Pooley  by  his  Will  bequeathed  a  Legacy  of  200 1.  for 
eredling  North  and  South  Ifles  to  this  Church,  which  hatlf  been  laid  out  in  the 
prefent  Bifhop’s  time  ;  fo  that  now  the  Cathedral  reprefents  an  exatt  Crofs.  And 
his  Lordfhip  is  now  building  an  handfome  Steeple  at  the  Weft  End of  the  Church, 
to  which  fas  I  am  informed )  he  intends  to  add  a  Clock  and  a  ring  of  Bells.] 

The  Place  takes  Part  of  its  Name  from  the  Irijh  Word,  Rath*,  which  fignifieth* 
a  Military  inclofure  :  But  I  leave  it  toothers  to  inquire  into  the  reft  of  the  Name. 

As  to  the  Succeffors  of  St.  Eunan  in  the  See  of  Raphoe,  it  muff  be  confeflfed, 
there  are  very  few  Traces  remaining  of  them,  untill  the  Arrival  of  the  Englijh  in 
the  Reign  of  King  Henry  the  Illd.  I  have  met  but  with  two  [or  three]  of  their 
Names  in  our  Hiftorians,  which  are  as  follow. 

[  Melbrigid  or  Brigidian  Mac-Dornan,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh,  who  died  in  927, 
is  faid  to  have  been  Bifhop  of  Raphoe,  and  is  called  in  our  Annals,  Comorban 
of  Adamnanus ,  who  was  Abbat  of  Raphoe.  As  the  Abby  of  Raphoe  was  before 
his  time  erefted  into  a  Cathedral  by  St.  Eunan  ;  fo  the  Comorban  of  Adamnanus, 
is  underftood  to  mean  Bifhop  of  Raphoe .  See  under  Melbrigid,  Archbifhop  of 
Armagh .] 

Malduin  Mae-Kinfalaid,.  [Bifhop  of  Raphoe,  died  about  the  Year  930.] 

TEngus  or  JEneas  O-Lapain  died  in  95 7. 

[Muredach  O-Dubthaigb  is  called  Bifhop  of  Derry  and  Raphoe  in  the  Annals 
of  the  Four  Mafters,  and  his  death  placed  in  1173.  It  is  certain  he  died  Bifhop 
of  Derry  that  Year  :  But  it  is  very  queftionable  whether  he  had  any  thing  to  fay 
to  Raphoe ,  unlefs  he  was  Coadjutor  to  Gilbert  O-Caran ,  which  doth  not  appear,  or 
that  he  flood  in  need  of  one  ;  fince  two  Years  after  he  was  tranflated  to  Armagh . 
You  will  find  him  under  the  Bifhops  of  Derry ,  by  the  Name  of  Maurice  0- 

C°m  GILBERT  O-CAR  AN 

[Sed.  1160.  Refgn.  11 75.] 

ILBERV  or  Gilcomge  O-Caran  was  Bifhop  of  this  See  in  1172;  under 
which  Year  Roger  Hoveden  in  the  latter  Part  of  his  Annals  reckons  him 
among  the  Suffragans  of  the  Archbifhop  of  Armagh.  This  Prelate  was,  among 
others,  a  Witnefs  to  a  Charter  of  Confirmation  of  the  Poffeflions  of  the  Abby  of 
Newry,  or  de  viridi  ligno ,  granted  by  Maurice  Mac-Loghlin  King  of  Ireland,  about 
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*  Rath  fignifieth  the  fame  in  old  Irijb,  as  Baile,  a  Village,  and  Both  or  Boitb,  lignifieth  a  Booth 
)ttage  :  So  that  Rath-Botb,  may  fignifie  a  Town  made  up  of  Cottages. 
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the  Year  1160,  and  is  there  called  Bifhop  of  Tirconnel,  from  the  Territory  where¬ 
in  the  Church  of  Rapboe  ftands.  He  was  afterwards  in  the  Year  1175,  tranfta-* 
ted  to  the  Archbifhoprick  of  Armagh. 

I  have  not  been  able  to  difcover  who  was  his  immediate  Succeffor  ;  yet  it  is 
manifeft,  that  a  certain  Bifhop  of  Rapboe,  whofe  Name  is  not  mentioned,  refig- 
nedinthe  Year  1198,  and  that  another  was  elefted  in  his  room.  Concerning 
this,  there  is  extant  in  the  Decretal  Epiftles  of  Pope  Innocent  the  Hid,  an  Epiftle 
to  the  Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  dated  the  1 8th  of  May,  in  which  that  Refigna- 
tion  was  difapproved  “  unlefs  he  who  rcfigned  fhould  firft  reaffume  his  Paftoral 
«  Funftion,  and  voluntarily  refign  it  into  the  Hands  of  the  Archbifhop  •,  and 
e<  that  the  Clergy  of  the  fame  Church  fhould  bring  the  New  Bifhop  to  e  left  ion, 
«  according  to  the  Canons.”  I  find  nothing  mentioned  concerning  the  Succefs 
of  this  Affair.

PATRICK  O-Scanlain ,  a  Dominican  Frier,  and  Bifhop  of  Rapboe,  i$as  elefted 
by  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Armagh  to  that  Archbifhoprick,  and  confirmed 
by  the  Bull  of  Pope  Urban  the  IVth,  dated  the  5th  of  November  1261  ;  of 
whom  the  Reader  may  find  a  fuller  Account  among  the  Archbifhops  of  Armagh * 

OHN  de  ALNETO.

h-r^HEncxt  Succeffor,  John  de  Alneto,  a  Irancifcan  Frier,  was  advanced  by 
A  the  Provifion  of  Pope  Urban  the  IVth ;  but  refigned  on  the  28th  of  April 
iag- .  being  through  an  ill  State  of  Health  rendered  unequal  to  the  Charge  ;  [and 
was  abfolved  from  his  Vows  by  the  Bull d  of  Pope  Clement  the  IV,  of  the  aforefaid

and  died  in  1275 c  at  Rome  ;  to  which  Place  he  had  taken  a  Journey  to  folli- 
cit  the  Interefts  of  his  Church.  While  he  governed  this  See,  fome  Part  of  the 
Diocefe  of  Rapboe  was  taken  away,  and  annexed  to  the  See  of  Derry ,  by  the  o- 
ver-bearing  Power  of  German  Q-Cherballen ,  Bifhop  of  Derry,  and  his  Clan  of 
Kennel-Eoghain,  as  may  be  feen  in  the  Regiftry  of  Clogher ,  [and  this  was  the 
Caufe  of  his  Journey  to  Rome ,  as  above  mentioned.] 

FLORENCE  O-FERRAL. 

[Succ.  12 75.  Ob.  1299.] 

FLORENCE  or  Fergal  O-Ferral,  died  in  1299*,  and  left  behind  him  a  great 
Reputation  for  his  Alms-Deeds,  Hofpitality,  and  other  good  Works.  [The 
Annals  of  Lough-kee  place  his  Death  a  Year  earlier.]

THOMAS  Mac-Cormac  O -Donnel,  Abbat  of  AJhroe ,  fucceeded,  and  was 
confecrated  in  1319.  He  governed  this  See  eighteen  Years,  and  died  in 
1337  s  a  Man  much  celebrated  for  Wifdom,  Liberality,  and  other  Virtues. 


PATRICK  MAG  0  N  AIL. 

[Bed  1360.  Ob.  1366.] 

PATRICK  M agon  ail,  or  Mac-Moengal,  was  Bifhop  of  Raphoe  in  the  Year 
1360  ;  but  I  cannot  fix  the  Time  of  his  Confecration.  He  built  Epifcopal 
Palaces  in  three  Manors  belonging  to  his  See,  and  died  in  1366.  [On  the  9th 
of  November  1363  s,  Pope  Urban  the  Vth,  in  the  firft  Year  of  his  Pontificate, 
iffued  his  Bull  to  tranflate  this  Prelate  from  hence  to  the  Archiepifcopal  See  of 
Armagh,  then  (as  the  Bull  fays)  deflitute  of  a  Paftor  s  and  abfolved  him  from 
the  Ties  in  which  he  was  bound  to  the  See  of  Raphoe ;  concluding  with  a 
Prayer  to  the  King,  to  render  to  him  the  Temporalties  of  the  See  of  Armagh : 
Which  Proceedings  were  grounded  (as  he  recites  in  his  Bull,)  on  the  unanimous 
Election,  and  Requeft  of  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Armagh.  It  is  eertain, 
from  all  Authorities,  that  Milo  Sweetman  governed  the  See  of  Armagh  from  1361 
101380.  The  Annals  h  of  Mary*s-Abby  confirm  this;  and  the  Annals*  of  the 
Four  Mailers  are  exprefs,  that  Patrick  Magonail  died  Bifhop  of  Raphoe  in  1366^ 
three  Years  after  the  Date  of  the  Pope’s  Bull ;  nor  doth  any  Writer  that  I  know 
of,  place  Patrick  Magonail  in  the  See  of  Armagh.  The  Difficulties  then  arifing 
between  the  Pope’s  Bull,  and  the  Authority  of  our  Writers,  can  no  otherwife  be 
reconciled,  than  by  fuppofing,  that  Milo  was  fome  where  abfent,  and  a  Report 
fpread  of  his  Death  ;  which  caufed  the  Dean  and  Chapter  to  proceed  to  an 
haily  Eledtion,  and,  upon  their  Certificate,  the  Pope  iffued  this  Bull.  But  upon 
Milo9 s  appearing,  things  continued  as  they  were.] 

RICHARD  MA  C-CR  0  S  SAIN.

If  any  fuch  Man  was  Bifhop  of  this  See,  he  muft  of  Necefhty  have 
fat  but  a  very  Ihort  Time  :  For  Cornelius ,  who  followeth,  was  in  Pofteffion  of  it 
on  the  13th  of  Ottober  1397.

JOHN  Mac-Carmic  made  his  Profeflion  of  Obedience  to  Nicholas ,  Archbi- 
fhop  of  Armagh ,  in  the  Chappel  of  the  Manpr  of  Hromijkin ,  on  the  fe- 
cond  of  March  1415,  Englijh  Stile,  [according  to  {he  Regiftry  1  of  Milo  Sweet- 
man^  Archbifhop  of  Armagh.]  He  died  in  1419,  [as  the  Annals  of  the  Four 
Matters  fay.] 

LAURENCE  0-G  ALC  HO  R.  1. 

[Succ.  1419.  Ob.  1438.] 

LAURENCE ,  or  Loughlin ,  O -Galchor,  Dean  of  Raphoe ,  was  advanced  to 
this  See  by  the  Provifion  of  Pope  Martin  the  Vth,  on  the  27th  of  Fe¬ 
bruary  1420,  or,  according  to  the  Englijh  Computation,  1419,  and  died  in  1438. 
The  See  after  his  death  was  vacant  above  four  Years.  [It  appeareth  in  the  Regiftry 
of  JohnPrene ,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh^  that  he,  the  Archbifhop,  was  Guardian  of 
the  Spiritualties  and  Temporalties  of  the  See  of  Raphoe ^  on  the  17th  of  Octo¬ 
ber  1441,  and  on  the  8th  of  November  1442.  But  notwithftanding  this  Guardian- 
fhip,  during  the  Vacancy,  Q'Donnel  Prince  of  his  Clan,  and  the  Dean  and 
Chapter  of  Raphoe ,  ufurped  m  and  feized  the  Fruits  and  Profits  of  the  Bifhop¬ 
rick,  for  which  Archbifhop  Prene  called  them  to  a  fevere  Account.  He  profe-

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cuted  them  to  a  Sufpenfion,  Excommunication,  and  Inderdi(5b,  and  declared  O- 
Donnel  an  Heretick  for  his  Obflinacy.  He  deprived  the  Dean  and  Chapter 
of  all  their  Benefices  and  Offices  *,  and  difabled  them  from  obtaining  any  for 
the  future.  He  deprived  them  alfo  of  the  Benefit  of  the  Crofs,  which  flood  in 
the  Cathedral  of  Raphoe  •,  and  removed  it  to  the  Church  of  Armagh  :  Nor  con¬ 
tent  herewith,  this  angry  Prelate  granted  fourty  Days  Indulgences  to  every  Per 
fon  that  would  fall  upon  their  Perfons,  and  feize  or  diffipate  their  Subfiance  j 
and  had  recourfe  to  the  Secular  Arm  in  the  Perfon  of  Henry ,  the  eldeft  Son  of 
O -Neal,  to  execute  the  Sentence  •,  giving  him  to  underfland,  that  if  he  negle&ed 
a  due  and  fpeedy  Execution  of  it,  he  ffiould  incur  the  fame  himfelf.  It  doth 
not  appear  what  end  was  put  to  thefe  Cenfures.] 

JOHN  MAC-GI LBR1DE. 

[Succ.  143  B.] 

JOHN  Mac -Gironde,  feems  to  have  been  the  next  SuccefTor  to  Laurence  O-

LAURENCE ,  or  Loughlin,  O-Galchor,  the  fecond  Biffiop  of  Raphoe  of  the 
fame  Name,  died  in  1477.  He  was  proceeded  againfl  for  Incontinence  in 
1469  before  John  Bole,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh  ;  and  upon  fubmitting  to  Pe¬ 
nance  was  abfolved,  as  may  be  feen  in  that  Archbifhop’s  Regiflry  B,  [which  not 
only  taxeth  him  with  Incontinence,  but  with  other  enormous  Crimes,  “  Qua 
“  (faith  the  Archbifhop)  propter  Religionis  et  dignitatis  Scandalum  fubticemus— 
which,  not  to  bring  a  Scandal  on  Religion,  and  the  Epifcopal  Dignity,  we 
conceal.”] 

MENELAUS  MAC-CAR  M  AC  AN. 

[Succ.  1484.  Ob.  1515.] 

ME  NELAUS,  (or  Menma )  Mac-Carmacan ,  Dean  of  Raphoe,  was  promoted 
to  this  Biffioprick,  and  made  his  Profeffion  of  Obedience  to  Offavian  de 
Palatio,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh,  on  the  1 6th  of  July  1484,  [asappeareth  in  0 Fla¬ 
vians  Regiflry  °.  He  was  educated  in  Oxford  -,  where  Anthony  Wood  p  tells  us,  he 
was  called  among  their  imperfed  Records,  Carmgan  Hibernicus  *,  and  that  there  is 
no  Regiflry  to  fhew  whether  he  took  any  Degree  there.]  He  died  in  the  Habit 
of  a  Francifcan  Frier,  on  the  9th  of  May  1515  ;  and  according  to  his  direction, 
was  buried  at  Dunagall ,  in  a  Convent  of  the  fame  Order. 

CORNELIUS  O-CAR  AN.

JOHN  Lejley ,  a  Native  of  Scotland ,  [and  of  the  Privy-Council  of  that  King¬ 
dom.]  DoCtor  of  Divinity  of  the  Univerfity  of  Oxford ,  and  Bilhop  of  Orkney , 
like  his  Predeceifor,  was  tranllated  to  this  See  on  the  firlt  of  June  1 633,  [pur- 
fuant  to  the  King’s  Letter  ©f  the  8th  of  April  before,  and  had  his  Writ  of  Relli- 
tution  on  the  5th  of  June  following :]  From  hence  he  was  tranllated  to  Clogher 
on  the  17th  of  June  1661.  [See  a  fuller  Account  of  him  under  the  Bilhops  of 
Clogher.

ROBERT  LESLET. 

[Succ.  1661.  Refg.  1671.] 


ROBERT  Lefley ,  Doctor  of  Divinity  of  the  Univerfity  of  Dublin, 
and  Son  of  Henry  Lejley ,  Bilhop  of  Meath ,  was  confecrated  Bilhop  of 
Dromore  in  St.  Patrick’s  Dublin ,  on  the  27th  of  January  1660,  [by  John 
Archbilhop  of  Armagh ,  alfilted  by  the  Bilhops  of  Raphoe ,  OJ/ory,  Kilmore,  and 
Meath .]  And  was  from  thence  tranllated  to  this  See,  on  the  20th  of  June  1661, 
[and  the  fame  Day  had  his  Writ  of  Reftitution  to  the  Temporalties.  On  the 
29th  of  that  Month  the  King  granted  him  the  Archdeaconry  of  Connor ,  to  hold 
in  Commendam.  From  hence  he  was  tranllated  to  Clogher  on  the  26th  of 
O Holer  1671,  and  died  within  a  Year  after.

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EZEKIEL  HO  P  KINS. 

[Succ.  1671.  Rejig.  1681.] 

EZEKIEL  Hopkins ,  Dodtor  of  Divinity,  was  born  in  the  Parilh  of  Cre- 
diton ,  near  Exeter  in  Bevonfhire,  and  was  Son  to  the  Curate  of  Sanford , 
a  Chappel  of  Eafe  belonging  to  Credit  on.  He  was  educated  in  Magdalen  Col- 
ledge,  Oxford,  in  _  Calviniftical  and  Independent  Principles  *,  but  upon  the 
Reiteration  of  King  Charles  the  lid,  he  conformed  to  the  Dodtrine  and  Man¬ 
ner  of  Divine  Worfhip  profefled  in  the  Church  of  England  and  became  a  pow¬ 
erful  Preacher  of  it.  He  was  firft,  by  the  Intereft  of  Sir  Thomas  Vinor ,  made 
Ledturer  of  the  Parifh  of  Hackney,  and  after  a  long  interval  of  Time  was 
promoted  to  the  Parilh  of  St.  Mary  Woolmouth ,  in  Lombard-ftreet ,  London.  But 
the  Plague  foon  drove  him  from  thence,  and  he  retired  to  Exeter ,  where  the  Bi- 
fhop  of  that  See  gave  him  the  Parilh  of  St.  Mary  Arches ,  which  was  the  Foun¬ 
dation  of  all  his  Promotions  in  the  Church.  For  htrtjohn  Lord  Roberts,  Baron 
of  Truro ,  happened  to  hear  him  Preach  *,  and  was  fo  much  pleafed  with  his 
Eloquence  and  Wit,  that  being  foon  after  fent  over  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland , 
he  brought  him  with  him  in  the  Quality  of  Chaplain  in  1669,  and  the  fame 
Year  gave  him  his  Daughter  in  Marriage,  and -rewarded  him  with  the  Treafu- 
rerlhip  of  Waterford,  and  the  Year  following  with  the  Deanery  of  Raphoe.  In 
the  Spring  after  he  ftrongly  recommended  him  to  the  Favour  of  his  Succefior, 
John  Lord  Berkeley,  Baron  of  Stratton ,  who  pn  the  27th  of  Otlober  i6jj,  pro¬ 
moted  him  to  this  See  of  Raphoe  ;  to  which  he  was  confecrated  in  Chrift- Church, 
Lublin,  by  James,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh,  aflilted  by  the  Bilhops  of  Cloghery 
Waterford,  and  Berry.  Ten  Years  after  (viz.)  on  the  nth  of  November  i68r, 
he  was  tranllated  to  the  Bilhoprick  of  Berry,  where  he  continued  untill  the  Trou¬ 
bles  ;  and  then  retired  into  England  for  fafety,  and  was  made  Minifter  of  the 
Parifh  of  St.  Mary  Aldermanbury,  or,  as  others  fay,  of  St.  Laurence  Jewry,  Lon¬ 
don  \  where  he  died  on  the  2 2d  of  June  1690,  and  was  buried  in  the  Church  of 
St.  Mary  before  named.  He  was  a  Prelate  greatly  elleemed  for  his  Humility, 
Modelty,  Plofpitality  and  Charity  ;  as  alfo  for  his  great  Learning  and  excellent 
Preaching  ;  and  was  reckoned  no  inconfiderable  Poet.  He  had  a  Cuftom  of 
writing  a  Cenfure  or  Charadter  of  his  Books,  in  the  Blank  Leaf  ;  one  of  which'is 
the  following  Quibble  in  Dr.  Stilling  fleets  Irenicum  in  his  Library  now  at  Berry.

WILLIAM  Smith ,  was  tranllated  from  Kill  ala  and  Achonry  to  this  See, 
by  the  Letters  Patent  of  King  Charles  the  lid,  dated  the  17th  of  Februa,  s 
1681  ;  and  afterwards  to  Kilmore  and  Ardagh,  on  the  5th  of  April  1693.  Sct/; 
more  of  him  under  thefe  Bilhopricks.

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ALEXANDER  CAI RNCROSS. 

[SuCC.  1693.  Ob.  1701.] 

ALEXANDER  Cairncrofs ,  or  Cairnca/lle,  as  Tome  call  him,  Doclor  of 
Divinity,  and  Archbilhop  of  Glafcow  in  Scotland ,  fuffered  much  both  from 
the  Prefbiterians  and  Papifts.  He  was  firft  rigoroufly  dealt  with  by  the  Scotch 
Prefbiterians,  and  driven  from  Glafcow  on  account  of  his  Epifcopal  Principles  •,  and 
was  depofed  from  his  Archbifhoprick  by  King  James  the  Second  ;  becaufe  he 
would  not  come  into  his  Meafures  for  abrogating  the  Oaths,  which  fuch  Roman 
Catholicks  as  refufed  to  take  were  disqualified  to  ferve  in  Civil  Employments. 
In  King  William' s  Reign  he  was  advanced  to  this  See,  by  the  Means  and  In™ 
tercefiion  of  Gilbert  Burnet ,  Bifhop  of  Sarum  ;  who  procured  him  the  King’s 
Letters  Patent  for  his  Promotion,  dated  the  16th  of  May  1693.  He  was  fent  here 
partly  to  make  him  amends  for  his  Lofles  and  Sufferings,  and  partly  to  open  an 
inlet  and  fhelter  in  his  Diocele  to  the  Scotch  Epifcopal  Clergy,  who  were  forced 
to  fly  from  Scotland  on  the  Score  of  their  Religion.  He  repaired  his  Epifcopal 
Houfe,  which  had  been  burned  down  by  King  James's  Army,  on  which  he  ex¬ 
pended  qoo  1.  9  but  his  Proofs  not  being  full  as  to  the  Particulars  ;  the  Com  * 
miffioners  appointed  to  infpedt  the  Value,  returned  but  735 1.  2  s.  9  d.  ^  two 
thirds  of  which  were  allowed  by  his  Metropolitan,  and  paid  by  his  Succeffor, 
purfuant  to  the  Statute  of  \oth.  William  3d.  ch.  6.  He  had  greater  Defigns  of 
Improvements  to  execute,  had  he  not  been  prevented  by  Death  ;  to  which  he 
fubmitted  in  May  1701.  He  left  by  his  Will  "twenty  Pounds  to  the  Poor  of  the 
Parifh  of  Raphoe ,  and  the  Tenth  of  his  Perfonal  Eflate  to  the  diflreffed  Epif¬ 
copal  Clergy  of  the  Kingdom  of  Scotland.  He  was  buried  in  the  Cathedral  of 
Raphoe ,  with  great  Solemnity  •,  many  of  the  Nobility  and  Gentry,  and  the 
Body  of  the  Clergy  in  thefe  Parts,  attending  his  Funeral  *,  at  which  William ,  Bi- 
fhop  of  Derry ,  performed  the  laft  Offices,  and  preaclqed  a  Funeral  Sermon. 

ROB  ERL  HUNTINGTON. 

[Succ.  1701.  Ob.  eod.  Ann.'] 

ROBERT  Huntington ,  Dodtor  of  Divinity,  was  bom  at  Derhirfi ,  in  Gloucef- 
terjhire ,  in  February  1636  ;  and  was  fecond  Son  to  the  Parifh  Minifter  of 
that  Place.  He  was  educated  in  Grammar  Learning  at  Brijlol ,  and  about  his  1 6th 
Year  admitted  a  Commoner  in  Merton  College,  Oxford ,  of  which,  after  he  had 
taken  his  Degree  of  Batchelor  of  Arts,  he  was  unanimoufly  eledted  Fellow. 
Having  compleated  his  Courfe  of  Philofophy,  he  bent  himfelf  altogether  to  the 
Study  of  Divinity,  and  of  the  Oriental  Languages,  in  which  he  placed  his  foie 
Delight.  Being  informed  that  Dr.  Frampton ,  Chaplain  to  the  Englifh  Fadtory 
at  Aleppo ,  was  about  returning  home,  he  became  Candidate  for  that  Office,  and 
obtained  it. 

He  left  England  in  September  1670*,  and  putting  in  at  Smyrna ,  was  obliged  to 
continue  there  a  Fortnight  or  three  Weeks  *,  which  opportunity  he  made  ufe  of  to 
vifitthe  Ruins  of  Ephefus  and  Thyatira ,  After  four  Months  Voyage  from  his 
firft  fetting  out,  he  arrived  fafe  at  Scandaroon ,  and  from  thence  by  land  to  Aleppo > 
where  he  was  received  with  great  Humanity  and  Affedtion  by  the  Englifh  Mer¬ 
chants  there  refiding.  He  fpent  eleven  Years  abroad  j  and,  next  to  the  Duties 
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of  his  Fnndtion,  laid  himfelf  chiefly  out  in  procuring  at  confiderable  Priees 
all  the  antient  Manufcripts  he  could  come  at  in  the  Arabick ,  Syriack ,  Samaritan , 
Hebrew  and  Coptick  Languages  ;  in  which  he  was  fo  remarkably  fkilled,  that 
no  fitter  Inftrument  could  be  found  out  for  the  Purpofe.  To  this  end  he  made 
life  of  Jews,  Syrians ,  Armenians ,  Greeks ,  Samaritans ,  and  Mahometans  *,  and 
the  Romifh  Miflionaries  fpread  over  the  Eafi  were  of  lingular  Service  to  him. 
He  maintained  an  Epiflolary  Correfpondence  with  the  Patriarch  of  Antioch ,  the 
Archbifhop  of  Mount  Sinai ,  the  Primate  of  Cyprus ,  and  many  learned  Jefuits, 
Priefts,  Carmelites,  and  other  Religious  Perfons  in  thofe  Parts  ;  but  his  chief  En¬ 
quiries  from  them  related  to  the  procuring  of  Oriental  Manufcripts.  The  Bod . 
ley  an  Library  can  at  this  Day  fhew  great  Proofs  of  his  Labours  that  way.  During 
his  abode  abroad,  he  made  two  Journeys  to  Jerufalem,  and  as  many  into  Mgyptm 
He  attempted  to  vifit  the  Ruins  of  Palmyra ,  and  came  within  fight  of  the  Place  ; 
but  it  was  in  Pofleflion  of  a  Band  of  Arabian  Freebooters.  He  fenttwoofhis 
Company  to  obtain  a  Licence  to  enter,  who  were  detained  Prifoners ;  and 
he  was  forced  to  Redeem  them  at  no  inconfiderable  Ranfom. 

Having  continued  eleven  Years  in  Afia  (and  a  Succeflfor  in  his  Chaplainfhip 
arriving,)  he  took  Shipping  with  two  or  three  Friends,  and  landed  in  Italy . 
He  vilited  Rome ,  Naples,  and  other  celebrated  Places ;  came  to  France,  and 
Raid  fome  Weeks  in  Paris.  At  laft  in  1682  he  arrived  at  Oxford ,  and  took 
pofleflion  of  his  Fellowfhip  •,  the  Profits  whereof  had  been  referved  intire  for 
him.  In  July  1683  he  took  his  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity,  and  on  the 
2 1  ft  of  that  Month  he  was  appointed  to  prefent  to  his  Majefty  the  famous 
Decree  of  the  Univerfity  of  Oxford,  (pafled  unanimoufly  in  the  Convocation  there) 
condemning  twenty  feven  Propofitions,  colledted  out  of  the  Writings  of  Mil- 
ton,  Buchanan,  Hobbs  and  others  ;  and  the  Books  from  whence  they  were 
taken,  were  at  the  fame  time  ordered  to  be  burned. 

About  this  time  the  Provoftfhip  of  the  College  of  Dublin  being  vacant  by 
the  Promotion  of  Dodtor  Narciffus  Marfh  to  the  Bifhoprick  of  Ferns  and  Leigh- 
lin  ;  Dodtor  Huntington  was  prevailed  on  by  Dodtor  Fell ,  although  much  againft 
his  Inclination,  to  accept  the  Charge  *,  and  he  arrived  in  Dublin  about  the  clofe 
of  this  Year,  or  the  beginning  of  1684.  He  immediately  applied  himfelf  to  the 
Duties  of  his  Place,  which  he  executed  with  remarkable  Wifdom  and  Diligence, 
and  hath  left  behind  him  a  Charadter  not  inferior  to  the  Bed  in  that  Station. 
It  was  at  his  Inftance,  in  conjundtion  with  Dodtor  Marfh,  Bifliop  of  Ferns  and 
Leighlin,  and  fome  other  Bifhops,  that  the  Old  Teftament  was  tranflated  in¬ 
to  Irijh,  the  New  Teftament  having  been  before  publifhed  in  that  Language  5 
the  Charge  of  tranflating  and  publifhing  which  was  defrayed  by  that  truly  Ho¬ 
nourable  Native  of  this  Kingdom,  Robert  Boyle.  It  came  out  in  the  beginning 
of  the  Year  1686,  with  a  copious  Preface  in  Englifh,  fhewing  the  Reafon  and 
Neceflity  of  the  Work,  written  by  Anthony  Bifhop  of  Meath.  This  Volume 
contains  only  the  Canonical  Books. 

In  the  Year  1688,  the  College  being  filled  with  Soldiers,  he  retired  for  Safety 
to  England  ;  but  returned  after  the  Settlement,  and  continued  in  his  Office  about 

a  Year  •,  when  he  refigned  and  went  to  England,  and  was  fucceeded  by  Dodtor 

Afh. 

In  1692,  he  was  prefented  by  Sr.  Edward  Turner  to  the  Pariffi  of  Hollingbury 
in  Hartfordfhire  •,  and  foon  after  was  happily  married.  Bifhop  Sheridan  being 
deprived  this  Year  for  refufing  to  take  the  Oaths  to  King  William- and  Queen 
Mary,  he  was  appointed  to  fucceed  in  the  See  of  Kilmore ;  but  no  Perfuafions 
Were  of  Force  fufficient  to  make  him  accept  this  favour  from  the  Crown. 


He 
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He  chofe  rather  to  continue  in  a  private  Station  untill  the  Death  of  Bifhop 
Cairncrofsy  when  he  was  by  Letters  Patent  Dated  the  4th  of  July  1701,  pro¬ 
moted  to  this  See  by  the  Intereft  of  the  Earls  of  Clarendon  and  Rochefiery 
He  arrived  in  Ireland  in  the  fame  Month,  and  the  21ft  of  Augujl  following  was 
confecrated  in  Cbrijlr Church  Dublin ,  by  Narcijfus,  then  Archbifhop  of  Dublin , 
affifted  by  the  Bifhops  of  Kildare ,  OJjory ,  and  Cloyne. 

He  furvived  his  Confecration  but  twelve  Days  ;  and  died,  much  lamented,  on 
the  fecondof  September  1701,  in  the  66th  Year  of  his  Age.  His  Body  was  in¬ 
terred  in  the  C ollege  Chappel  ;  and  Dodtor  Smith f  (from  whom  the  above  Re¬ 
lation  is  moftly  taken)  tells  us  that  to  his  Memory  his  Wife  eredtcd  an  elegant 
Marble  Monument,  with  the  following  Infcription.  But  that  writer  of  his  Life 
mull  have  been  mifinformed  in  this  Particular ;  for  there  never  was  any  Monu¬ 
ment  eredted  to  him  in  that  Place,  however  intended.  Yet  to  perpetuate  the  Me¬ 
mory  of  this  good  and  learned  Man,  it  may  not  be  amifs  to  tranferibe  the  above- 
mentioned  Infcription.

JOHN  Pooley  was  tranflated  from  Cloyn  to  this  See  by  Letters  Patent,  dated 
the  1 2th  of  December  1702.  He  laid  out  in  Improvements  on  the  Epif* 
copal  Houfe  and  Demefnes  of  Raphoe  632  1.  3s.  8  d.  \  \  two  thirds  of  which 
Sum  was  allowed  to  his  Executors,  by  NarciJJus ,  Archbilhop  of  Armagh,  and  paid 
by  his  Succeflor,  purfuant  to  the  Statute.  He  died  in  Dublin  October  the  1 6th  1712, 
in  the  67th  Year  of  his  Age,  and  was  buried  in  St.  Michatfs  Church,  of  which 
he  had  been  Prebendary  ;  where  a  Monument  is  erected  to  his  Memory  with  the 
under-written  Infcription,

He  was  a  considerable  Benefadlor  to  the  Publick  at  his  Death.  For  he  be¬ 
queathed  by  his  Will 1  two  Houles  built  by  him  in  Smithfield  to  the  Governours 
of  the  Blew-Coat-Hofpital  and  their  Succeflbrs  for  ever,  in  truft,  that  they  Ihould 
out  of  the  Rents  thereof  pay  twenty  Pounds  per  Ann.  towards  the  fupport  of  the 
Blew-C 'oat-Boys,  ten  Pounds  per  Ann.  to  the  Poor  of  St.  Micban’s ,  five  Pounds  per 
Ann.  to  the  Poor  of  St.Paul* s,  and  five  Pounds  per  Ann.  to  the  Poor  of  St. Mary's  » 
all  thefe  Legacies  to  rife  or  fall,  as  the  Rents  of  the  Houfes  Ihould  advance  or  fink. 
He  bequeathed  alfo  fixty  Pounds  for  a  Font  for  St.  Michan\  Church,  and  to¬ 
wards  bringing  the  Weft  Gallery  more  Eaftward,  and  removing  the  Pulpit  and 
reading  Delk  ;  one  hundred  and  twenty  Pounds  towards  raifing  the  Steeple  of  St. 
Came* s  Church  in  Kilkenny,  and  to  mend,  dalh,  and  point  the  Round  Tower ; 
to  be  paid  out  of  a  Bond  due  by  Agmondijham  Cuffe  ;  and  whatever  Ihould  be 
wanting  in  Principal  and  Intereft,  to  be  fupplied  by  his  Executors  j— 1 Two  hun¬ 
dred  Pounds  out  of  the  Money  due  to  him  for  repairing  the  Caftle  of  Raphoe ,  he 
left  to  make  a  North  and  South  Ifle  to  the  Cathedral  of  Raphoe  -Five  Pounds  to 
buy  a  Patin  for  Leixflip  Church.  To  St.  Mary* s  and  St.  Paul9 s  Churches,  Dublin, 
to  Youghall  Church,  and  to  the  Cathedral  of  Cloyn ,  twenty  Pounds  a  piece 
for  Communion  Plate,  or  to  eredt  Fonts,  as  his  Executors  Ihould  think  proper. 
In  his  Life  time  {viz.)  on  the  24th  of  July  1684,  he  made  a  Prefent  of  a 
large  Bafin  of  Gilt  Plate,  weighing  fixty  one  Ounces,  two  Penny  weight,  to  the 
Cathedral  of  Kilkenny,  of  which  he  was  Dean  :  For  which  Gift  there  is  an  Entry 
of  Thanks  made  in  the  Chapter  Books  of  that  Cathedral.  See  more  of  him 
under  the  Bilhops  of  Cloyne.

Tj 'DWARD  Singe,  Doctor  of  Divinity  of  the  Univerfity  of  Dublin ,  and 
Minifter  of  St.  Werburg's  Church  in  that  City,  was  promoted  to  this  See  by 
Letters  Patent  dated  the  2d  of  November  1714,  and  was  confecrated  in  the 
Church  of  Dunboyn ,  in  the  Diocefe  of  Meath ,  on  the  7th  of  the  fame  Month, 
by  JVilliam,  Archbifhop  of  Cajhel ,  shifted  by  Welbore,  Biftiop  of  Kildare ,  and 
John ,  Bifhop  of  Dromore.  From  hence  he  was  tranflated  to  Tuam  on  the  8  th  of 
June  1716,  on  the  Death  of  Archbifhop  Vefey.  He  laid  out  iti  Improvements  on 
the  Caftle  or  Epifcopal  Houfe  of  Raphoe  280 1.  of  which  he  made  proof  to  the 
Satisfadlion  of  Primate  Lindfay,  and  had  an  Allowance  of  it,  and  was  paid  two 
thirds  of  that  Sum  by  his  Succefior,  purfuant  to  the  Statute  of  ipth  William  the 
3d.  Chap.  6.  See  more  of  him  under  Tuam. 

NICHOLAS  FORSTER. 

[Succ..  1716.] 

NIC  HO  LA  S  Forfler  was  tranflated  from  Killaloe  to  this  See  by  Letters 
Patent  dated  the  8th  of  June  1716.  Since  his  Promotion  to  this  Bi* 
Ihoprick  he  hath  contributed  largely  to  the  Repairs  of  many  Churches,  and  to 
the  erecting  Chappels  of  Eafe  in  large  Parifhes  within  his  Diocefe.  Several 
Charity  Schools  have  been  erefted  by  his  Bounty,  one  of  which  is  in  the  Town 
of  Raphoe ,  where  twelve  Boys  are  cloathed  inftrufted  and  put  out  to  Trades 
at  his  Charge.  A.  D.  1732,  he  endowed  a  Houfe  ( which  he  purchafed  in 
Raphoe )  with  Lands  fet  at  57 1.  per  Ann.  for  the  Support  of  four  poor  Clergymens 
Widows  of  his  Diocefe  for  ever.  In  1737  he  layed  out  700  1.  in  re-building 
the  Diocefan-School-Houfe,  and  erecting  a  Houfe  for  the  School-Mafter’s  Ha¬ 
bitation,  with  a  Library  contiguous  to  it,  which  he  hath  endowed  with  a  conve 
nient  Sallary  for  the  Librarian  *,  and  there  is  depoflted  therein  a  Choice  Colle&i. 
on  of  Books  left  by  the  laft  Will  and  Teftament  of  the  late  Doflor  Hall ,  for¬ 
merly  Vice-Provoft  of  the  College  of  Dublin.  He  hath  very  lately  given  200 1. 
to  the  Univerfity  of  Dublin ,  the  Intereft  whereof  he  hath  appropriated  to  the 
Further  encouragement  of  the  Divinity  Lecture  founded  by  the  late  Archbifhop 
King ,  in  buying  Books  to  be  given  as  Prcemiums  to  fuch  Batchelors  of  Art  who 
anfwer  beft  in  this  Part  of  Knowledge.  The  Legacy  left  by  Bifliop  Pooley  for 
adding  a  North  and  South  Ifle  to  the  Cathedral  of  Raphoe ,  hath  been  expended 
in  this  Bifhop’s  Time ;  who  is  now  employed  in  building  a  Steeple  at  the  Weft 
End  of  this  Cathedral  at  his  own  Charge.  He  hath  a  Certificate  of  Allowance 
for  570 1.  from  his  Metropolitan,  the  prefent  Lord  Primate,  for  Improvements 
on  the  Epifcopal  Houfe  and  Lands  at  Raphoe ,  for  which  he  hath  a  Demand  a-r 
gainft  his  Succeflor  for  three  fourths  of  that  Sum,  pufuant  to  the  Statute  of 
1 2th  George  the  Firft.  If  it  were  not  Offenfive  to  the  Modefty  of  a  good  Man 
to  publifh  his  Charities  during  his  Life-time,  we  could  upon  very  good  Autho¬ 
rity  mention  many  here  of  a  more  private  Nature  than  thofe  above  recited,  which 
lie  open  to  the  publick  view,  and  are  therefore  taken  notice  of  in  this  Place. 
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[The  old  Arms  of  this  See  were  a  Church ;  but  they  were  changed, I  know 
not  when ,  into  Saphire,  three  Mitres  with  Labels ,  Topaz , 
the  Jame  with  the  See  of  Meath.  Since  the  L  efence ,  which  Londonder¬ 
ry  made  at  the  Time  of  the  Revolution ,  Doftor  King,  while  Bijhop  of 
Derry,  /W  the  Arms  oj  the  See  altered  into  the  Arms  of  the  See  of 
London,  with  a  Harp  for  Di/linBion ,  which  were  confirmed  by 
Sir  Richard  Kearny,  then  Uljter  King  at  Arm  s  ;  and  the  See  now 
bears ,  Ruby,  two  Swords  in  Saltier ,  Argent,  Pomells  and  Hilts 
'  downwards ,  Topaz ,  0#  a  chief  Saphire ,  #  Harp  of  the  third ,  ftringed 
of  the  fecond. 

It  is  valued  in  the  King's  Books  at  250  /.  Sterl.  by  an  Extent  returned 

Anno  15.  Jac.  1. 

This  Diocefe  is  about  50  Miles  in  length,  and  as  much  in  breadth,  but  doth 
not  hold  fo  throughout.  It  may  be  reckoned  at  a  Medium  44  fquare  Miles. 
There  is  but  one  Parifh  in  the  Diocefe  that  wants  a  Glebe,  which  is,  Termona- 
tnungan ,  nor  is  there  one  Sine»cure  in  it ;  every  Redtory  being  intire  with  the 
Cure  annexed.  This  proceeded  from  the  Care  and  Piety  of  the  Bilhops  fuccee- 
ding  the  Reformation,  who  were  extraordinary  Men.  Before  the  Reformation, 
the  Bilhop  had  one  third  of  the  Tythes,  a  lay  Perfon,  who  was  the  Bifhops 
Farmer,  called  an  Eirenach ,  had  another,  and  the  other  third  was  allowed  for 
the  Cure.  But  Bilhop  Mountgomery ,  who  was  the  firft  Bilhop  after  the  Refor¬ 
mation  abolifhed  all  thefe,  and  gave  the  whole  Tythes  to  the  Cure,  King  James 
rhe  III.  fupporting  and  forwarding  him  in  it.  The  Biljiop  hath  Land  in  every 
Parilh  in  the  Diocefe  except  one.] 
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FL  ATE  BERT  O-BROLCAN.

IH  A  V  E  in  another  Place  a  taken  Notice  of  the  Monaftery  built  at  Berry  by 
the  Abbat  St.  Columb  in  the  Year  545.  But  the  Cathedral  of  that  Place, 
was  a  Work  of  a  much  later  Date.  For  the  Bifhop  of  this  Diocefe  had  his 
See  firft  eftablifhed  at  Ardfrath ,  on  the  River  Derg  *,  of  which  St.  Eugene 
was  the  firft  Bifhop ;  whom  fome  will  have  to  be  a  Difciple  of  St.  Patrick , 
and  that  he  was  confecrated  Bifhop  by  chat  Saint ;  While  others  make  him 
contemporary  with  Saint  Canic  and  Saint  Congal .  The  Times  indeed,  in  which 
thefe  Saints  lived,  will  hardly  admit  of  this  *  unlefs  we  may  be  perfuaded  to  al¬ 
low  an  exceffive  Term  of  Life  to  Saint  Eugene ,  among  the  long  lived  Mortals  of 
chat  Age.  He  was  an  excellent  and  affiduous  Preacher  *,  and  is  faid  to  have  been 
born  of  the  Royal  Blood  of  the  Kings  of  Leinjler ,  and  that  he  died  on  the 
twenty  third  of  Auguft  6 18,  [one  hundred  twenty  five  Years  after  the  Death  of 
St.  Patrick ]  and  was  buryed  in  his  own  Church  Yard  ;  over  whofe  Sepulchre  a 
Chappel  was  afterwards  built.  [Other  Writers  b  Place  his  Death  in  the  Year 
57°.] 

The  Epifcopal  See  was  tranflatcd  from  Ardfrath ,  to  Maghere ,  which  was  de¬ 
dicated  to  St.  Luroch ,  whofe  Feftival  is  celebrated  on  the  1 7th  of  February :  And 
from  thence  I  am  of  Opinion,  the  Bifhops  of  that  See,  were  fliled  Bifhops  of 
Rathlure .  But  at  lafl  upon  the  Eflablifhment  of  the  See  of  Derry  (of  which  here¬ 
after)  this  Diocefe  of  Rathlure  was  annexed  to  it.  [There  is  no  Catalogue  of  the 
Bifhops  either  of  Ardfrath ,  or  Rathlure  preferved,  that  I  know  of. 

Derry  is  called  in  the  old  Roman  Provincial,  Darrich ,  and  by  antient  Writers, 
Doire-Chalgaich,  the  Grove  of  Calgaich  ;  from  whence  Adamna'nus ,  tranflating 
the  Name  into  Latin,  calls  it  Roboretum  Calgachi ,  or  Calgdchs  Oak-grove.  It  is 
called  alfo  Doire-Choluim-chille,  or  Columb-kill’s  Oak-grove,  from  the  Monaftery 
of  that  Saint  here  planted.  It  now  hath  the  Name  of  Londonderry ,  from  a  Co¬ 
lony  of  Londoners ,  fettled  there  in  the  Reign  of  King  James  the  Ift,  who  built 
the  Cathedral,  as  it  now  appeareth.  It  ftands  on  the  Weft  Banks  of  the  River 
Foyle ,  about  two  Miles  South  of  a  Lough  of  that  Name,  which  is  reckoned  a 
Part  of  it,  and  antiently  lay  on  the  South  bounds  of  Tirconnel  or  Donegal ,  but 
now  in  the  County  of  Londonderry .) 

Our  Hiftorians  give  the  following  Account  of  the  firft  building  of  a  Cathe¬ 
dral  at  Derry.  They  fay,  that  in  the  Year  1158,  by  a  Decree  of  the  Synod 
of  Brigth-thaigh ,  at  which  aflifted  Chriftian  Bifhop  of  Lifnore ,  the  Pope’s  Legate 
and  25  Bifhops,  an  Epifcopal  See  was  eftablifhed  at  Derry ,  and  Flathbert  O-Brol- 
can ,  Abbat  of  Derry ,  a  learned,  and  a  charitable  Man,  was  promoted  to  it,  [and 
was  alfo  made  fupreme  Moderator  of  all  the  Abbies  of  Ireland .]  In  the  Year 
1164  Flathbert ,  by  the  Afftftance  of  Maurice  Mac- Loghlin,  King  of  Ireland x 
built  the  Cathedral  there.  [He  is  called  in  the  anonimous  Annals  c  Flan  Mac - 
Efpug  O-Brolcan,  Comorban  of  Columbkille  j  where  it  is  faid ;  that  he,  and  Mur - 

*  Derg,  is  a  River,  riting  out  of  a  Lough  of  the  fame  Name,  in  the  Barony  of  Tyrhugh,  andCoun. 
ty  of  Donegall,  which  takes  an  Eafward  Courfe  until  it  unites  with  the  River  Mourne  j  then  bends 
Northward,  and  joins  the  Finny  between  Strabane  and  Lifford  ;  and  from  thence  they  all  wajh  Derry, 
and  are  loft  in  Lough-Foyle.  Lough- Derg  is  remarkable  for  St.  Patrick’/  Purgatory, 

a  Antiq.  ch.  z6.  under  Londonderry.  b  Ufih.  Ind.  Chron.  ad  an.  570.  c  Ad  an.  1164. 
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togh  O-Neil  Arch-King  of  Ireland ,  built  the  Cathedral  of  Derry,  A.  D,  1164. 
This  muft  not  be  taken  for  a  Contradi&ion  to  what  is  before  advanced.  Viz.  that 
it  was  built  by  the  Abidance  of  Maurice  Mac-Loughlin ,  King  of  Ireland .  For 
the  learned  in  the  Antiquities  of  this  Country  well  know  *,  that  Murtogh  O-Neil 
and  Maurice  or  Morietach  O-Loughlin ,  were  one  and  the  fame  Perfon.  He  was 
the  Son  of  Neil ,  and  Grandfon  of  Lougblin c,  and  after  his  Grandfather  took 
the  Name  of  Mac-Loughlin,  and  from  his  Father,  that  of  O-Neil  -,  and  the  fame 
Annals  under  the  Year  following6  call  him  indifferently,  fometimes  O-Neil ,  and 
fometimes  Mac-Loughlin.  Though  Flathbert  be  here  mentioned  as  the  firft  Bifhop 
of  this  See]  yet  it  cannot  be  denied,  that  before  his  Time,  fome  of  his  Prede- 
ceffors,  Abbats  of  Derry ,  where  alfo  called  Bifhops,  at  the  fame  Time,  and 
among  them,  Coencomrach  [ Mac-Maoluidhir ,]  who  died  in  927,  Fin  all  a  [Mac- 
Kellach ,]  who  died  in  937  [a  Man  well  (killed  in  the  Antiquities  of  his  Country.] 
and  M.celfinitig  who  died  in  948.  Flathbert  died  in  1175,  and  was  buryed  at 
Derry ,  in  the  Sanctuary  of  St.  Colurnb  5  having  fome  Years  before  his  Death  vo¬ 
luntarily  refigned  his  Bifhoprick,  and  contented  himfelf  with  the  Government 
of  the  Abby  of  Derry  only.  He  was  before  this  ele&ed  Abbat  of  Hy , 
but  refufed  the  Eledion,  Gelafius  0  Btanan  fucceeded  him  in  the  Abby  of 
Derry. 

MAURICE  O-COFFT  or  O-DUB-

[0£.  1 173.] 

MAURICE ,  called  in  Irijh,  Muredach  O-Coffy,  [or  O-Cobthaigh,  which 
is  the  Irijh  Name  for  Cojfy]  fucceeded  in  the  Bifhoprick  of  Derry.  [In 
our  Manufcript  Annals e  he  is  fometimes  called  Bifhop  of  Tiroen,  and  fometimes 
Bifhop  of  Kinel-Eogain,  which  the  tranflator  of  the  Anonimous  Annals  calls  Bifhop 
of  Kindred-Owen  *,  Kinel-Eogain ,  fignifying  the  Progeny  or  Family  of  Owen,  as 
Firoen  doth,  the  Land  or  Territory  of  Owen,  in  which  Country  the  Bifhoprick 
of  Derry  is  feated.]  From  an  Augudin  Canon,  he  was  advanced  to  this  See  ;  and 
was  held  in  great  reputation  for  his  Learning,  Humility  and  Charity  to  the 
Poor.  [The  Anonimous  Annals  before  quoted,  give  him  thefe  Appellations  ; 

the  Son  of  Science - the  precious  Stone  and  fplendent  Gem  of  Knowledge  — * 

the  bright  Star  and  rich  Treafury  of  Learning  * — and  as  in  Charity,  fo  was  he 
powerful  in  Prayer  and  Pilgrimage,  &V.]  He  afiifted  at  the  Synod  convened 
by  Cardinal  John  Paparo ,  Legate  to  Pope  Eugene  the  Illd,  in  1152,  and  in 
the  Catalogue  of  the  Bifhops  prefent  at  that  Synod  is  called,  Muiridheach 
O-Cobthaig,  Bifhop  of  Ceanla-Eogain.  He  lived  after  the  Celebration  of  this 
Synod  to  the  Year  1173  or  1174,  in  which  he  died  on  the  10th  of  Februa¬ 
ry  \  and  was  buryed  at  Derry ,  in  the  Abby  of  St.  Columb ,  formerly  called,  the 
Black-Cell.  .  [In  the  Annals  of  the  Four  Matters  he  is  called  Bifhop  of  Derry  and 
Raphoe :  but  I  believe  he  never  enjoyed  the  laft  of  thefe  Bifhopricks  •,  fee  what  is 
faid  of  this  undtrGilbert  Q-Caran  Bifhop  of  Raphoe.']  Hoveden,  counting  theSuffra- 
gans  of  the  Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  calls  this  Prelate  Epifcopum  Charenfem,  inftead 
of,  Derenfem.  [He  is  a  fubferibing  Witnefs  to  the  Foundation  Charter  of  the  Ab¬ 
el  Ad  Ann.  116$,

While  he  fat  in  this  See  an  Abby  of  Dominicans  was  foun¬ 
ded  at  Derry  in  the  Year  1274}  as  it  is  faid  h  b«y  O-Donnel ,  a  Prince  of  that  Coun* 
try]  German  died  in  1279.

MICHAEL  Mac -Laghlin  was  defied  in  Auguft  13 19,  and  about  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  October  following  was  confirmed  by  Dennis ,  Dean  of  Armagh,  in 
the  Ablence  of  Primate  Roland,  who  then  lived  beyond  Sea.  He  fat  in  this  See 
in  the  Year  1324  *,  but  I  do  not  find  how  long  after.

ON  E  Simon ,  a  Frier  (but  I  do  not  know  of  what  Order)  governed  this  See 
in  the  Years  1367  and  1369.

ONE  Donald ,  or  Donat  fas  fome  call  him)  fat  in  this  See  in  1423,  and 
died  ten  Years  after  [i.  e.  1433.  But  it  is  certain  he  was  not  Bifhop 
fo  long.  For  on  the  5th  of  April  1430 n  Archbifhop  Swain  was  Guardian  of 
this  See  in  the  vacancy  of  it ;  and  that  Day  0  conftituted  Donat  O-Kerulan ,  and 
Odo  Mac-Camceil ,  Sub-Guardians  under  him  ;  and  the  fame  Day  conferred  the 
Rural  Deanery  of  Magthya ,  in  the  Diocefe  of  Derry ,  on  the  faid  Donat  O  -Kerulan , 
to  continue  during  Pleafure.  There  are  feveral  Commiffions  in  Archbifhopf 
Swain* s  Regiftry  to  this  Purpofe,  and  one  on  the  15th  of  September  1431,  which 
fheweth  that  the  See  continued  a  ccnfiderable  time  vacant.  I  am  of  Opinion  he 
refigned  his  See  fometime  in  the  Year  1429,  being  made  uneafy  in  it.  For 
Archbifhop  Swain,  in  his  Metropolitan  Vifitation  of  1426  p  cailed  this  Prelate 
to  Task  for  Incontinence,  and  other  Crimes  ;  which  being  proved  on  him,  he 
was  obliged  to  fubmit  to  Pennance.  In  another  Vifitation  held  the  9th  of  May, 
1429,  he  was  laid  under  Rules  publickly  to  appear,  and  give  Satisfaction  that 
he  had  lived  Chafle  during  the  Time  of  his  Pennance,  and  to  purge  himfelf 
according  to  a  Form  prefcribed  him  :  Nor  did  this  content  the  Archbifhop  ;  but 
he  obliged  him  to  fue  out  Letters  Teftimonial  of  his  Dif million  from  any  further 
Profecution,  in  which  all  thefe  Proceedings  were  fet  forth  at  large.  This  may 
be  no  improbable  Caule  of  his  defiring  to  retire  from  a  Place,  where  he  had 
been  fo  much  expofed.]

ON ALD  O-Fallon ,  an  Obfervantin  Francifcau ,  was  advanced  to  this  See 
by  the  Provifion  r  of  Pope  Innocent  the  VUIth,  on  the  17th  of  May->  1485. 
He  died  in  the  Year  1500,  having  governed  this  Diocefe  fifteen  Years  ;  and  was 
reckoned  a  Man  of  great  Reputation  in  his  Time  for  Learning,  and  a  conftant 
courle  of  preaching  through  all  Ireland ,  which  he  continued  for  full  thirty  Years.

RODERICK ,  or  Rory  O-Donnell ,  fometime  Dean  of  Raphoe,  was  Bifhop 
of  this  See  on  the  ninth  [or  rather  the  ninteenth]  of  September  1529  [accor¬ 
ding  to  the  Regiftry  of  George  Cromer ,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh.  ]  He  died  on  the 
8th  of  OHober  1551,  [or  1550,  as  the  Annals  of  Donegall  fay]  in  a  Francifcari 
Habit,  [which  according  to  the  Humour  of  thefe  Times,  was  thought  to  be  of 
great  ConfequenceJ  and  was  buried  at  Donegal l,  in  a  Monaftery  of  the  fame  Order.

ON  E  Dennis  Cambell ,  a  Native  of  Scotland,  and  Dean  of  Limerick ,  was  No¬ 
minated  to  the  Sees  of  Derry ,  Raphoe ,  and  Clogher ,  but  died  in  London  in 
July  1603,  without  Confecration,  and  for  that  Reafon  I  do  not  rank  him  among 
theBifhops.  On  the  13th  of  June  1605,  George  Mount gomery,  a  Native  alfo  of 
Scotland ,  and  Doctor  of  Divinity,  was*  from  Dean  of  Norwich  [to  which  he  was 
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inftalled  the  7th  of  June  1603]  promoted  by  King  James  to  the  Sees  of  Derry , 
Raphoe ,  and  Clogher,  and  the  Day  following  reftored  to  the  Temporalties.  [The 
Writ  for  his  Promotion  mentioneth Dennis  Cambell  as  his  Predeceffor'.]  Afterwards 
in  1610  he  furrendred  the  two  former  Sees,  and  took  oh  him  the  Adminiftra- 
tion  of  tha£  of  Meath  :  But  he  held  the  Deanery  f  of  Norwich  untill  September  the 
24th  1614,  and  then  refigned  it.  See  more  of  him  among  the  Biftjops  of  Meath 
and  Clogher.  •  •  .

T>  #  £7  TU  S  Babington ,  Dodtor  of  Divinity,  a  Native  of  Chejhire ,  and  for 
fometime  Fellow  of  Corpus-ChriJU  College  in  Cambridge ,  [was  advanced  to 
this  See  by  the  Letter  of  King  James  the  Firft,  dated  the  nth  of  Augnft  in  the 
8th  Year  of  his  Reign,  and]  was  confecrated  at  Droghedah ,  in  the  Year  1610.  He 
died  the  Year  following. 

JOHN  TANNER. 

[Succ.  1613.  Ob.  1615] 

]’  OHN  Tanner ,  a  Native  of  Cornwall ,  was  educated  in  the  Univerfity  of  Cam¬ 
bridge^  and  by  the  Interefl  of  Arthur ,  Lord  Chichefler ,  Lord  Deputy  of  Ire¬ 
land^  was  at  fir  ft  nominated  Bifhop  of  Dromore ,  by  King  James ,  in  the  Year 
1 61 1,  and  afterwards  advanced  to  the  See  of  Derry  [by  the  King’s  Letter 
dated  the  13th  of  May  1613,  in  which  was  a  Claufe  for  his  holding  the  Redlory 
of  Trim  in  Commendam]  and  was  confecrated  the  fame  Month  in  St.  Patrick’s 
Dublin.  He  died  in  Derry ,  (which  at  that  Time  had  juft  gotten  the  Name  of  Lon¬ 
donderry  ,  from  a  Colony  of  Londoners  then  lately  planted  there )  on  the  14th  of 
October  161 5,  and  was  buryed  in  that  City  in  his  own  Cathedral. 

‘  GEORGE  DOWN  HAM. 

[Sl/CC.  1616.  Ob.  1634.] 

GEORGE  Downham ,  Doftor  of  Divinity,  [was  by  Birth  a  Chejler  Man, 
elected  a  Fellow  of  Chrift -College  in  Cambridge  in  1585,  and  Logick  Pro- 
feflor  in  that  Univerfity,  as  appeareth  in  the  Regiftry  of  Chrijl -College ^  and  in  his 
Title  Page  to  his  Commentary  on  Ramus  hereafter  mentioned.  Fuller  1  fayth, 
that  no  Man  was  better  {killed  in  Arijlotle  and  Ramus  \  and,  in  his  punning  Way, 
terms  him  the  Top  Twig  of  that  Branch.]  He  was  efteemed  a  Man  of  Learning, 
was  Chaplain  to  King  James  the  Firft.  [by  whom  he  was  advanced  to  this  See 
by  Letters  dated  the  6th  of  September  1616,]  and  confecrated  the  6th  of  Oftober 
that  Year. 

[In  the  Government  of  the  Lord  Chancellor  Loftus ,  and  the  Earl  of  Cork,  he 
obtained  a  Commiffion  u,  by  an  immediate  Warrant  from  himfelf  toarreft,  appre¬ 
hend,  and  attach  the  Bodies  of  all  People  within  his  Jurifdifton,  who  fhould 
decline  the  fame,  or  fhould  refufe  to  appear  upon  lawful  Citation,  or  appea¬ 
ring,  fhould  refufe  to  obey  the  Sentence  given  againft  them,  and  Authority  to 
bind  them  in  Recognizances,  with  Sureties  or  without  to  appear  at  the  Council- 
Table,  to  anfwer  fuch  Contempts.  The  like  Commiffion  w  was  renewed  to  him

He  died  at  Londonderry  on  the  17th  of  April  1634,  and  was  buryed  there  in 
the  Cathedral.  He  was  Son  to  William  Downham ,  who  for  a  Time  was  Bifhop  of 
Chefter  in  England.  [The  before  quoted  Author  is  greatly  miftaken  in  making 
him  the  Son  of  John  Downham ,  Bilhop  of  Chefter.  He  had  a  brother  named 
John ,  who  was  an  eminent  Divine,  and  a  Writer.  What  Succefs  this  Bilhop  had 
in  civilizing  the  Wild  Iri/h ,  I  mull  leave  to  that  Author’s  credit.] 

JOHN  BRAMHALL. 

[Succ.  1634.  Refign.  1660.] 

JOHN  Bramhall,  [Archdeacon  of  Meath  and]  Doctor  of  Divinity  of 
the  Univerfity  of  Cambridge ,  [  where  he  was  educated  in  Sidney  Col¬ 

lege  under  Mr.  Hulet,  was  admitted  Treafurerxof  Chrijl-Church ,  Dublin ,  on 
the  3d  of  September  1633  by  Virtue  of  the  King’s  Patent  dated  the  30th  of  the 
preceding  Month,  and  from  thence]  was  confecrated  Bilhop  of  Derry  in  the 
Chappel  of  the  Caftle  of  Dublin ,  on  the  26th  of  May  1634,  [and  held  the  Pre¬ 
bend  of  Dunlavan  in  the  Diocefe  of  Dublin  in  Commendam.  Upon  the  breaking 
out  of  the  Rebellion  in  1641  he  was  turned  out  of  Derry ,  his  Carriages  were 
fearched  upon  trifling  and  unjuft  Pretences,  and  he  was  ftripped  of  whatever  his 
Enemies  were  pleafed  to  take  from  him.]  On  the  1 8  th  o  {January  1660,  Englijh 
(tile,  he  was  tranflated  to  Armagh  [under  which  fee  the  Reader  may  find  a  large 
Account  of  him.] 

GEORGE  JV I  L  D. 

[Succ.  1660.  Ob.  1665.] 


/~*E  0  RG  E  Wild,  Doctor  of  Laws  of  the  Univerfity  of  Oxford  [was  y  the 
Son  of  Henry  Wild ,  a  Citizen  of  London ,  and  born  in  the  County  of  Mid„ 
dlefex.  He  was  educated  in  Merchant-L 'aylors  School,  in  London,  from  whence 
he  was  elefted  a  Scholar  of  St.  John’s  College  in  1628  *,  of  which  he  was  after¬ 
wards  Fellow.  He  took  one  Degree  in  the  Faculty  of  the  Civil  Law  in  1634  : 
He  was  then  made  Chaplain  to  Do6tor  Laud,  Archbilhop  of  Canterbury, 
who  had  a  great  efteem  for  him,  and  preferred  him  to  the  Vicaridge  of  St.  Giles’s 
Church  in  Reading,  and  intended  higher  promotions  for  him,  had  not  the  Civil 
Wars  broke  out.  In  the  Rebellion  he  adhered  to  the  Royal  Caufe,  was  ap¬ 
pointed  Preacher  before  the  King  and  his  Parliament  at  Oxford  •,  and  had  then 
the  Degree  of  Do&or  of  the  Civil  Law  conferred  on  him.  He  was  turned  out 
of  his  Fellow-lhip  by  the  Parliamentarian  Vifitors  in  1648  z,  and  fuffered  much 
for  his  Loyalty.  During  fome  part  of  the  Ufurpation  he  kept  up  a  religious  mee¬ 
ting  for  the  Royalifts  in  Fleet-jlreet ,  London  *  where  the  whole  Service  of  the 
Church  of  England  was  conflantly  and  folemnly  performed.  In  reward  of  his  Suffe¬ 
rings  he  was  promoted  to  this  See  upon  the  Reftoration,  by  Letters  Patent  dated 
the  2 2d  of  January  1660,  and  the  fame  Day  had  his  Mandate  for  Confecration, 
and  Writ  of  Reftitution  to  the  Temporalties  and]  was  Confecrated  in  Dublin, 
in  St.  Patrick’s  Church,  on  the  27th  of  January  following,  by  John  Archbifhop 
of  Armagh,  affifted  by  the  Biffiops  of  Raphoe,  OJfory,  and  Kilmore. 
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[He  became  highly  valued  for  his  publick  Spirit,  p/Jigious  Converfation,  ex¬ 
emplary  Piety,  and  extenfive  Charity,  in  which  arrcTHolpitality  he  for  the  molt 
part  fpent  the  Revenues  of  his  See.  Anthony  Wood a  fays,  he  was  in  his  younger 
Days  a  Perfon  of  great  Ingenuity,  and  in  his  Elder  a  Man  ol  lingular  Prudence,  a 
Grace  to  the  Pulpit,  and  when  in  Ireland  as  worthy  of  his  Function  as  any  there. 
He  adds  ,  that  in  his  Youth  he  wrote  a  Comedy  called,  Love's  Hofpital ,  adled 
in  St.  John's  College  before  the  King  and  Queen  on  the  30th  o f  Auguft  1636; 
and  a  Latin  Comedy  called,  Hermophus ,  feveral  times  A<5led  •,  but  neither  of 
them  were  printed.  He  feems  to  have  had  a  genius  peculiarly  turned  to  Hu¬ 
mour,  as  is  evident  from  fome  Particulars  in  his  laft  Will b  dated  November  the 
ill  1665  ;  44  I  leave  and  bequeath  (faith  hej  my  Soul  to  God,  in  the  next 
44  Place  I  commit  my  Body  to  the  Earth,  whence  it  was  *,  and,  becaufe  the  Cafe 
“  is  fomewhat  to  be  valued  for  the  Jewels  fake,  but  efpecially,  a  decent  Buri- 
46  al  being  a  hopeful  Sign  of  a  joyful  refurredtion,  therefore  I  defiremy  Friends 

44  fhould  bury  me  decently - having  little  or  nothing  to  bequeath  my  Friends

He  died  in  Dublin 
on  the  29th  of  December  1665,  and  was  buryed  there  in  Cbrijl-Church  5  his 
Chaplain,  George  Senior ,  preaching  his  Funeral  Sermon.

IT  OBERT  Moffom ,  Dodlor  of  Divinity,  during  the  Ufurpation,  was  filen- 
■i-V.  Ced,  plundered,  and  perfected,  faith  Bilhop  Kenn,  in  his  funeral  Sermon 
on  Lady  Margaret  Maynard.  After  the  Relloration  he  was  made  Dean  of  Chrijl - 
Church,  Dublin ,  on  the  ill  of  February  1660,  Prebendary  of  Knarejburg  in  the 
Cathedral  of  2hrk,  in  1662 ;  and  from  thence  was  promoted  to  this  See  by  Let¬ 
ters  Patent  Dated  the  26th  of  March  1666,  and  confecrated  in  Ghrijt-Church  on 
a  Athen.  Oxon.  v.  2.  p.  367. 
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the  firft  of  April  following  by  James,  Archbiihop  of  Armagh ,  aflifled.hy  the  Arch- 
bifhop  of  Dublin ,  the  Bifhops  of  Kildare ,  Killala  and  Achonry%  and  held  the 
Deanery  of  Chrijl-Church  with  this  Bifhoprick.  He  died  at  Londonderry ,  on 
the  21ft  of  December  1679,  and  was  buried  there  in  the  Cathedral.  He  was 
the  Author  of  a  Book c,  intitled.

“VI"  1 C  H  AEL  Ward,  Bifhop  of  Offory,  was  tranflated  to  this  See  by  Letters 
Patent  Dated  the  22d  of  January  1679,  and  died  at  Derry  on  the  3d  of 
ORober  1681,  where  he  was  buryed  in  the  Cathedral.  See  more  of  him  among 
the  Bifhops  of  Offory. 

EZEKIEL  HOPKINS. 

[Succ.  1681.  Ob.  1690.] 

EZEKIEL  Hopkins,  Bifhop  °of  Raphoe ,  was  tranflated  to  this  See  by  the 
King’s  Letter  dated  the  nth  of  November  1681  •,  and  the  Year  following 
he  contributed  ten  Pounds  towards  ere&ing  additional  Buildings  in  the  College  of 
Dublin.  He  was  d  at  great  Expence  in  beautifying  and  adorning  the  Cathedral 
of  Derry,  and  in  furnifhing  it  with  Organs,  and  Mafly  Plate  •,  and  is  faid  in 
this  Bifhoprick  and  that  of  Raphoe  to  have  expended  1000  1.  in  Buildings  and 
other  Improvements.  He  died  in  London  on  the  29th  of  June  1690  ;  and  af¬ 
ter  his  Death  the  See  was  kept  vacant  on  Account  of  the  unfetled  State  of  the 
Kingdom  untill  the  8th  of  Jayiuary  following.  See  a  fuller  Account  of  this 
Prelate  under  the  Bifhops  of  Raphoe.

Kildare ,  John  Bifhop  of  Killaloe,  and  NarciJJiis  Bifhop  of  Leighlin  and  Ferns . 
He  was  tranflated  afterwards  to  the  Archbifhoprick  of  Dublin  by  Letters  Pa¬ 
tent  dated  the  nth  of  March  1702.

CHARLES  HICKMAN.

/CHARLES  Hickman  was  by  Birth  a  NOrthamptonJhire  Man,  and  Do<5tor 
^  of  Divinity  of  the  Univerfity  of  Oxford.  He  was  Re£tor  of  St.  Ebbs  Church 
in  Oxford  for  a  Time  *,  afterwards  Chaplain  to  Charles  Duke  of  Southampton ,  and 
c  Athen.  Oxon.  v.  2.  p.  1151.  d  Pref.  to  the  4th  Vol.  of  Hopkins’s  Sermons. 
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in  1680  to  James  Lord  Chandois ,  then  going  Embafiador  to  Conflantinople.  In 
1 684  he  was  made  Domeftick  Chaplain  to  Laurence  Earl  of  Rochejler ,  Lord 
Lieutenant  of  Ireland ,  and  the  Year  following  took  his  Degree  of  Dodtor  of 
Divinity.  Upon  the  Revolution  he  was  made  Chaplain  in  Ordinary  to  King 
William  and  Queen  Mary ,  and  in  July  1692  Lecturer  of  St.  James’s  Church, 
Wejlminfter ,  and  afterwards  Redlor  of  Hogs- Norton  in  Leicefterjhire ,  and  Chaplain 
in  Ordinary  to  Queen  Anne  ;  by  whom  he  was  promoted  to  this  See  by  Let¬ 
ters  Patent  dated  the  19th  of  March  1702,  and  was  Confecrated  at  Dunboyn 
on  the  nth  of  June  following,  by  Narcijfus  Archbilhopof  Armagh ,  aflifted  by 
Edward  Bilhop  of  Kilmore  and  Ardagh ,  John  Bifhop  of  Ojfory ,  and  Thomas  Bifhop 
of  Killaloe.  He  died  in  London  on  the  22d  of  November  1713,  and  left  20 1.  by 
his  Will  to  the  Poor  of  Londonderry.  He  publifhed  a  Sermon  preached  before 
the  Houfe  of  Commons  of  England  on  the  19th  of  Ottober  1690,  on  the  Thankf- 
giving  Day  for  the  wonderful  Prefervation  of  King  William’s  Perfon  :  And 
another  when  he  was  Bifhop  of  Derry ,  preached  before  the  Duke  of  Ormond  and 
Houfe  of  Lords  at  Chrifi -Church  Dublin ,  on  the  5th  of  November  1703. 

JOHN  H  ARTSTO  NGE.

JOHN  Hartjlonge  was  tranflated  from  Ojfory  to  this  See  by  Letters  Patent 
dated  the  30th  of  January  1716.  See  a  fuller  account  of  him  among  the 
Bifhops  of  Offory.

[Succ.  1716.  Ob.  1717.] 

Q*T.  George  AJh  was  tranflated  from  Clogher  to  this  See,  by  Letters  Patent 
^  dated  the  25th  of  February  1716,  and  died  in  Dublin  on  the  27th  of  February 
1717,  where  he  was  buried  in  Chrijl -Church.  By  his  Will  c  he  left  ail  his  Ma¬ 
thematical  Books  to  the  College  of  Dublin ;  of  which  he  had  been  fuccefiively 
Fellow  and  Provoft.

^  V  Oxon,  was  firft  Archdeacon  in  1682,  and  afterwards  Bilhop  of  Carlijle 
in  England ,  to  which  See  he  was  Confecrated  at  Lambeth  June  the  14th  1702. 
From  whence  he  was  Tranflated  to  this  See  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  2d  of 
May  1718  ;  and  on  the  28th  of  January  1726,  to  the  Archbilhoprick  of  Ca * 
Jbeil ;  and  died  the  Month  following.  See  among  the  Archbifhops  of  Cajhell. 
He  wrote  and  publilhed  many  Things.  Among  the  reft,  the  Englijh  Hiftorical 
Library  in  two  Volumes.  The  Scotch  Hiftorical  Library  in  two  Volumes.  The 
Irijh  Hiftorical  Library.  But  he  fell  into  many  Errors  in  this  laft  Work,  for 
want  of  fufficient  acquaintance  with  the  Irijh  Manufcripts  and  Language  :  But 
notwithstanding  that,  much  Thanks  are  due  to  him  for  the  extraordinary  Pains 
he  took  to  inform  himfelf  about  the  Materials  which  may  be  had  for  improving 
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Jrijh  Hiftory.  He  was  alfo  the  Author  of  the  Defcription  of  part  of  the  Empire  of 
Germany  in  two  Volumes  Folio.

land,  was  promoted  to  this  See  in  February  1734,  and  confecrated  in  the  Parilh 
Church  of  Dunboyn  on  the  third  of  Auguft  following,  by  Hugh  Archbilhop  of 
Armagh ,  affifted  by  Arthur  Bifhop  of  Meath ,  and  Jofiah ,  Bifhop  of  Kilmore  and 
Ardagh.  On  the  9th  of  March  1735,  he  was  admitted  in  the  Univerfity  of  Dublin 
to  the  lame  Degree  of  Do&or  of  Divinity,  which  he  had  taken  in  Oxford.

H  E  See  of  Dublin  was  united  to  that  of  Glendalach  A.  D. 
1214,  which  Union  ftill  fubfifts  *,  and  both  were  divided 
into  ten  Deaneries,  viz.  1.  Decanatus  Chrijlianitatis  Dub~ 
lin,  z.Tachny,  3.  Swords,  ^  Bally  more,  5  Bree,  6  Wickinglo 
7.  Arklo,  8.  ‘Trijlledermot,  9.  Athy,  and  10.  De  Saltu  Sahno- 
nis ,  ox  Salmon  Leap.  But  at  prefent  there  are  twelve  Dea¬ 
neries,  the  Names  of  which  Hand  thus  in  the  Conliflorial  Re- 
gifiry  of  this  Diocefe,  viz.  1.  Decanatus  Chrijlianitatis  Dub¬ 
lin.  2.  de  Swords,  3.  deLuJke ,  4 .  de  Finglajfe,  5.  de  Novo  Caflro,  6.  De  Tawny, 
7.  de  Saltu  Salmonis  alias  Leix  lip,  8.  de  Brey,  9.  de  Wicklow,  10.  de  Arklow,  11. 
de  Bally  more,  12.de  Omurthy :  which  laft  Denomination  includes  the  two  anti- 

ent  Deaneries  of  Trijlledermot  and  Athy. 

We  find  by  the  Repertorium  Viride ,  ,  that  this  See  was  very  largely  en¬ 
dowed  in  former  times  j  and  was  pofiefled  of  3 7  Manors,  when  John 
Corny n  was  Archbifhop,  which  were  confirmed  to  him  by  Pope  Innocent 
the  third.  The  Archbifhop  had  alfo  a  Dignity  and  Lands  granted  to 
him  and  his  Succefiors  by  King  John  A.  D.  1216  ,  called  the  Deanery 
of  the  Church  of  St.  Mary  of  Penkridge  or  Penkriz  in  Staffordfhire,  in 
the  Diocefeof  Coventry  and  Litchfield  ;  which  were  confirmed  by  Pope  Alexander 
the  fourth  A.  D.  1258,  the  Bull  for  which  may  be  feen  among  the  Archives 
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or  a  Chrift-  Church,  Dublin.  The  lands  were  thefe  following,  as  I  find  them  reci¬ 
ted  in  King  John’s  Charter,  quoted  by  Dr.  Plott  b  viz.  the  Manor  of  Pcnkeriz* 
with  the  Villages  of  Cling  rave  (called  P  ingrave  by  Pope  Alexander)  Culega ,  Wu- 
olgarefion  and  Bcfecote ,  the  Land  of  Duun  ( called  Cyne  by  the  faid  Pope )  and 
the  Fair  of  the  Village  of  Penkeriz.  The  fame  Pope  by  another  Bull c  dated  the 
4th  of  November  1260,  reciting  the  faid  Grant  and  confirmation,  as  alfo  the 
pofiefiion  of  the  Deanery,  and  the  Collation  of  the  Prebends  in  the  faid  Church 
by  the  Archbilhops  of  Dublin  for  above  fourty  Years  before,  and  adding  that  the 
laid  Deanery,  having  no  Revenues  to  fupport  a  Dean,  and  confiding  only  of  the 
Power  of  collating  the  Prebends  ;  therefore  he  the  faid  Pope,  at  the  Petition  of 
Bulk  de  Saunford ,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  made  a  formal  Union  of  the  faid 
Deanery  to  the  Archbiihoprick  for  ever,  and  appointed  that  the  Archbifhop  of 
Dublin  and  his  Succeflfors  Ihould  in  their  own  Perfons  enjoy  the  fame.  This 
Church  confided  of  a  Dean,  eight  Prebendaries,  two  Refidentiary  Canons  without 
Prebends,  and  a  Sacrift,  who  was  a  Canon  and  the  Dean’s  Vicar,  and  had  the 
benefit  of  Mortuaries  and  other  Caiualties.  It  appears  by  a  Taxation  of  thefe 
Canons  recited  by  Plott ;  that  one  of  the  Prebends  was  called,  the  Dean’s  Pre¬ 
bend',  which  probably  was  annexed  to  the  Dignity  of  the  Dean,  after  the  Conflitu- 
tion  of  this  Church  was  altered  from  a  Collegiate  Church  into  that  of  a  Dean  and 
Chapter  ;  for  we  find  by  Pope  Alexander’s  Bull,  that  the  Dean  had  no  revenues 
of  his  cwn.  The  Advowfon  of  this  Church  was  originally  fettled  by  King  Stephen 
on  the  Church  of  Litchfield  ;  but  being  endowed  with  Lands  and  made  collegiate 
by  one  Hugh  Huofie ,  who  granted  it  to  King  John ,  it  was  given  by  that  Prince 
to  the  Archbilhops  of  Dublin  as  aforefaid,  in  whom,  as  to  the  Right,  it  continu- 
eth  to  this  Day.  We  find  after  the  above-mentioned  Union,  viz.  in  1297,  1300, 
and  *S35>  that  the  King’s  Writs'1  ilfued  to  the  Lid  Canons,  and  to  the  Efcheator 
cf  the  County  of  Stafford  for  the  Refticution  of  William  of  Hot  hum,  Richard  de 
Ferings  and  George  Brown,  Archbilhops  of  Dublin ,  to  the  Temporalties  of  this 
jfyee  Chappel  (fc  called  becaufe  exempt  from  Epifcopal  Jurifdi&ion.) 

The  Archbifhop  of  Dublin  was  antiently  of  the  King’s  Privy  Council  in 
Engl  ana,  and  ufed  to  attend  his  Majefty  in  many  weighty  Confutations,  as  the 
Reader  may  fee  in  feveral  Inftances  hereafter.  He  had  the  Rights  of  a  Prince  Pa- 
ktin  within  the  Liberties  of  the  Crofs,  and  a  Gallows  for  the  Execution  of  Cri¬ 
minals,  within  a  fm all  Mile  of  his  Palace,  at  a  Place  called  Harolds-Crofis.  The 
Execut  ion  of  this  Power  is  now  altogether  difuled.  His  Senefchal  holds  his  Court 
in  Levins- fir  eel,  in  a  handfcme  Structure,  ere&ed  for  that  purpofe  by  Archbiihop 
King  ;  adjoining  to  which  is  the  Jay  1  for  confining  Debtors  within  his  Liberties. 
He  holds  his  Confiftory  Court  in  the  Cathedral  of  St.  Patrick.  He  hath  in  his 
Diocefe  t^o  Cathedrals,  both  within  the  City  and  Liberties  of  Dublin ,  viz.  Chrift - 
Church  and  St.  Patrick's  ;  a  thing  very  rare  and  remarkable ;  Of  each  of  which 
take  the  following  fhort  Accounts  and  fir  ft  of  the  Cathedral  of  Chrift -Churchy 
Or  the  hlefihl  Trinity.] 

Sitricus  the  Son  of  Amlave,  King  of  the  Oftmen  of  Dublin,  and  Donat  Bifhop 
of  Dublin ,  built  it  for  feailar  Canons  in  the  middle  of  the  City  about  the  Year 
1038.  But  Laurence,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin,  changed  thefe  fecular  Canons  into 
Canons  Regular  of  the  Order  -of  Arras  *,  about  the  Year  1163.  In  the  black 
Book  of  this  Chirrch  we  meet  with  the  following  Paflage  concerning  the  Foundati¬ 
on

’*  The  Arroafian  Canons  were  a  peculiar  Congregation  of  Regular  Canons  of  St.  Auguftin,  called 
fo  from  an  Abby  in  the  Diocefe  of  Arras  in  Flanders,  which  was  the  Head  of  this  Congregation. 

1  his  Order  is  now  extinft,  having  been  united  to  the  great  Order  of  Regular  Canons,  as  Pcnnotu* 
obferves  in  his  Tripartite  Hiftory. 
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on  of  it.  “  Sitricus  King  of  Dublin ,  Son  of  Ableb  Earl  of  Dublin ,  gave  to  the 
“  Bleffed  Trinity ,  and  to  Donat  (there  called  firlt  Bifhop  of  Dublin)  a  Place  on  which 
“  to  build  a  Church  of  the  BlelTed  Trinity ,  where  the  Arches  or  Vaults  were  foun- 
“  ded,  with  the  following  Lands,  (viz.)  Beal-duleck ,  Rechen ,  Portrahern ,  with  their 
“  Villains  and  Cows  and  Corn  ;  He  alfo  contributed  Gold  and  Silver  enough 
“  wherewith  to  build  the  Church,  and  the  whole  Court  thereof.”  After  the  Church 
was  finifhed,  Donat  built  an  Epifcopal  Palace  near  it,  in  the  Place  where  the  Dea¬ 
nery  Houfe  formerly  ftood  [which  is  now  the  Scite  of  the  Four-Courts,  where 
all  the  Judges  of  the  Kingdom  fit  for  the  Adminiftration  of  Juftice.  There  is 
extant  among  the  Archives  of  this  Church,  a  remarkable  Icquifition  taken  in 
the  fixth  Year  of  King  Richard  the  lid,  A.  D.  1 383,  which  feems  to  controvert 
the  foregoing  Account  of  this  Foundation  ;  by  which  it  appears,  “  that  it  was 
“  founded  and  endowed  by  divers  Irijh  Men,  whofe  Names  are  unknown  time 
*4  out  of  mind,  and  long  before  the  Conqueft  of  Ireland.  But  as  the  Oftmen  had 
been  in  poffeffton  of  Dublin  and  other  Parts  of  Ireland  fome  Centuries  before  the 
Conqueft  *,  fo  Sitricus  and  Donat  may  well  pafs  for  Iri/htnen  in  the  Stile  of  this  In- 
quifition,  though  born  of  Ofiman  Families.]  Donat  built  alfo  St.  Michael's,  Chap- 
pel  *,  which  his  Sueceffor,  Richard  Talbot ,  fome  ages  after  converted  into  a  Pa¬ 
rochial  Church.  He  alfo,  befides  the  Nave  and  Wings  of  the  Cathedral,  erec* 
ted  from  the  Foundation  the  Chappcl  of  St.  Nicholas  on  the  North  Side  of  the 
Church.  Laurence  Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  Richard ,  Surnamed  Strongbow ,  Earl 
of  Strigul ,  Robert  Fitz-Stephens ,  and  Raymond  le  Grofs ,  undertook  to  enlarge  this 
Church,  and  at  their  own  Charges  built  the  Choir,  the  Steeple,  and  two  Chap  - 
pels  *,  one  dedicated  to  St.  Edmund  King  and  Martyr,  and  to  St.  Mary  called  the 
White,  and  the  other  to  St.  Laud.  [We  find  alfo  another  Chappel e  in  this  Church 
in  the  South  Ifle  adjoyning  to  the  high  Choir,  firft  dedicated  to  the  Holy  Gnoft, 
but  afterwards  to  Archbifhop  Laurence  after  his  Canonization,  and  called  St. 
Laurence  O-Tool’s  Chappel.  The  Prior  and  Convent  of  this  Church  had  anti*- 
ently  a  Cellf  of  three  Canons  in  the  Diocefe  of  Armagh ,  endowed  with  the 
Churches  of  St.  Mary  of  Drumfalan  (where  they  had  their  Refidence,  and  ferved 
the  Cure)  and  of  Philipft on- Nugent,  with  the  Chappels  annexed  (viz.)  of  Drum - 
morcher  and  Hechmachnyne ,  of  the  Gift  of  Philip  Nugent,  the  true  Patron,  toge¬ 
ther  with  a  Wood  and  two  Carucates  of  Land  a  little  before  the  Year  1248. 
But  Albert  Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  defiring  to  reform  the  State  of  Religion,  and 
confidering  how  diftant  this  Cell  ftood  from  Chrifi -Church,  with  the  confent  of 
the  Patron  fuppreffed  the  faid  Cell  •,  grounding  himfclf  upon  an  Epiftle  of 
St.  Bernard ,  who  calls  thefe  fmall  Cells,  wherein  three  or  four  Friers  lived  without 
Order  or  Difcipline,  the  Cells  of  Satan.  The  three  next  immediate  Succeffors 
of  the  faid  Arbifhop,  are  reckoned  alfo  among  the  Principal  Benefactors  of  this 
Cathedral,  i.  e.  John  Comyn,  Henry  Loundres,  and  Luke.  Nor  ought  it  to  be  paf- 
fed  over  unobferved  ;  that  John  de  St.  Paul ,  Archbifhop  of  this  See,  a  little  be¬ 
fore  his  Death,  built  at  his  own  Charge  the  whole  Chancell,  together  with  the 
Archiepifcopal  Throne,  fuch  as  it  was  in  the  Year  1658.  In  1541,  while  Arch¬ 
bifhop  Brown  was  in  the  Poffeflion  of  this  See,  King  Henry  the  VUIth,  converted 
and  changed  (as  the  Charter  faith)  the  Prior  and  Convent  of  the  Cathedral  of  the 
Holy  Trinity,  into  a  Dean  and  Chapter.  This  new  Foundation  confifted  of  a 
Dean,  Chantor,  Chancellor,  Treafurer,  and  fix  Vicars-Choral.  Robert  Cajlle , 
alias  Painfwick,  the  laft  Prior,  was  made  the  firft  Dean  of  it.  The  King  confir¬ 
med  to  them  their  antient  Eftates  and  Immunities.  Archbifhop  Brown,  A.  D.  1544 


e  Archives  of  Chrift  Church.  f  Lib.  Nig.  p.  15. 
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created*  three  Prebends  in  this  Church,  (viz.)  St.  Michael* s,  St.  Michan's ,  and 
St.  John's.  [From  the  Time  of  thefe  Alterations,  it  hath  generally  bore  the 
Name  of  Chrift.  Church,  being  before  called  the  Church  of  the  Blejfed  Trinity.] 
King  Edward  the  Vlth  afterwards  added  fix  Priefts,  and  two  Chorifters,  orfing- 
ing  Boys,  to  whom  heaffigned  an  Annual  Petition  of  45  /.  6  s.  8  s.  Englifh  Mo¬ 
ney,  payable  out  of  the  Exchequer ,  during  Pleafure.  Queen  Mary  confirmed  this 
Penfion,  and  granted  it  in  perpetuity.  In  this  Foundation,  thus  augmented, 
Ydingjames  the  Firfl  made  fome  Alterations :  So  that  now  there  arc  in  this  Church, 
a  Dean,  Chantor,  Chancellor,  Treafurer,  [and  three  Prebendaries,  (viz.)  of 
St.  John's  St.  Michael's  and  St.  Michan's]  befides  fix  Vicars-Choral,  and  four 
Chorifters.  Fie  alfo  ordained,  that  the  Archdeacon  of  Dublin  fhould  have  a  Stall 
in  the  Choir,  and  a  Voice  and  Seat  in  the  Chapter  in  all  Capitular  Adis  rela¬ 
ting  to  the  faid  Church.  [I  fhould  have  mentioned  before,  that  the  Prior  of 
this  Church,  while  it  continued  a  Regular  Community,  had  a  Seat  and  Suffrage 
in  Parliament  among  the  Spiritual  Peers.] 

Where  the  other  Cathedral,  called  St.  Patrick' s,  is  ereded,  John  Comyn ,  Arch- 
bifhop  of  Dublin  demolifhed  an  old  Parochial  Church,  which  flood  in  that  Place, 
[and  was  faid  to  have  been  founded  by  St.  Patrick ]  and  in  the  room  of  it  built 
and  endowed  this  fair  Church,  dedicated  to  that  Saint,  in  the  South  Suburbs  of 
the  City,  about  the  Year  1190  ;  in  which  he  placed  thirteen  Prebendaries,  which 
Number  in  after  Times  was  encreafed  to  twenty  two  [of  whom  three  were  added 
by  Archbifhop  Ferings.] 

Henry  Loundres ,  or  the  Londoner ,  Archbifhop  Comyn's  next  Succeffor,  ereded 
this  Church,  which  was  Collegiate  in  it’s  firfl  inflitution,  into  a  Cathedral,  “  Uni- 
“  ted  (fays  John  Alan  f,  who  was  Archbifhop  of  Dublin  in  the  Reign  of  King 
“  Henry  the  VUIth,)  with  the  Cathedral  of  the  Holy  Trinity  in  one  Spoufe,  fav- 
“  ing  to  the  other  Church  the  Prerogative  of  Honour.”  He  conftituted  Wil¬ 
liam  Fitzguy  the  firfl  Dean  of  it,  and  appointed  a  Chantor,  Chancellor,  and  Trea¬ 
furer,  to  whom  he  allotted  Lands  and  Redories,  [and  made  them  conformable 
to  the  Rules  of  the  Church  of  Sarum  ;  fo  that  now  the  Chapter  of  this  Church 
is  conftituted  of  twenty  fix  Members  thus  reckoned,  viz.  Dean — Chantor** 
Chancellor — Treafurer — Archdeacon  of  Dublin — Archdeacon  of  Glendalagh — 
Prebendary  of  Cullen — Kilmatalway—  Swords — Tago — St.  Owens—  Clonmethan— 
Tymothan —  Cajlleknock —  Malahidert —  T  ipper —  Monmahanock—  Houth —  Rathmi- 
chael — Wicklow — Maynooth — TaJJagard —  Dunlavan —  Tipperkevin—  Donoghmore 
in  Omayl —  and  Stagonyl. —  Of  which  Number  the  Prebend  of  Cullen  is  united  to 
the  Archbifhoprick,  and  the  Revenues  of  the  Prebend  of  Tymothan  were  fwallow- 
ed  up,  and  became  Lay  Fee  in  the  Tfme  of  Archbifhop  Loftus,  the  Title  ftili 
continuing.] 

Fulk  de  Saunford ,  one  of  the  Succeffors  of  Archbifhop  Loundres  is  faid  to  have 
built  a  Chappel  in  this  Church  dedicated  to  the  Hefted  Virgin,  and  that  he  was  in 
the  Year  1271  buryed  in  it,  and  his  Statue  fetoverhis  Monument.  [  Yetyouwill  fee 
hereafter  under  his  Life,  that  this  Chappel  was  ereded  long  before  his  Time. 
In  later  Times  it  hath  been  fet  apart  to  the  French  Proteftants  under 
the  yearly  acknowledgement  of  Twelve  pence,  who  exercife  in  it  divine 
Service  according  to  the  Rites  eftablifhed  in  the  Church  of  Ireland.] 

Thomas  Minot ,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  rebuilt  part  of  the  Cathedral  which 
had  been  deftroyed  by  an  accidental  Fire.  He  alfo  built  an  high  Steeple  of  fquared 
Stone  about  the  Year  1370  ;  and  from  thence  took  occafion  toufe  in  his  Seal 
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the  device  of  a  Bifliop  holding  a  Steeple  in  his  Hand.  [ Richard  Talbot  infti- 
tuted  fix  petty  Canons,  and  as  many  Chorifters  in  this  Church,  of  which  fee  an 
Account  under  his  Life,  and  of  the  foundation  of  an  Univerfity  here,  fee  the 
Antiquities  Chap.  14.]  And  thus  much  concerning  this  Church,  of  which  if  we 
either  confider  the  Compafs,  or  the  Beauty  and  Magnificence  of  the  Stru&ure,  it 
is,  in  my  Opinion,  without  fcruple  to  be  preferred  before  all  the  Cathedrals  in 
Ireland .  [I  once  thought  to  have  given  in  this  place  a  fhort  fketch  of  the  Anti¬ 
quities  of  this  Church :  But  as  a  regular  Hiftory  both  of  it,  and  the  Deans 
thereof  is  now  nearly  prepared  for  the  Prefs  by  another  Hand,  I  jfhall  refer  the 
Reader  to  that  work  ;  where  he  may  find  many  curious  particulars  of  Antiquity, 
not  yet  generally  known. 

Sir  James  Ware  obferves,  that  Hiftorians  have  mentioned  the  Saints  Wiro , 
Rumold,  SeduliuSy  and  one  Cormac ,  who  are  faid  to  have  governed  the  See  of 
Dublin  before  Donat  the  Oft  man  ;  and  becaufe  the  antient  Records  and  Monuments 
of  this  Church  have  placed  Donat,  as  the  firft  Bifliop,  he  therefore  follows  them, 
and  begins  with  Donat.  But  as  to  the  filence  of  Records  in  this  particular,  it  is 
at  bed  but  a  Negative  and  inconclufive  Argument ;  fince  we  have  none  left 
relating  to  this  See  earlier  than  the  Eleventh  Century  :  And  although  a  regular 
face  of  Succeflion  herein  is  no  where  preferved,  that  I  know  of,  yet  Hiftorians 
have  given  many  hints  of  Bifhops  of  Dublin  before  the  Oftman  above  mentioned  ; 
from  whom  I  fliall  extract  what  is  faid  of  them,  and  leave  the  relation  upon  their 
Credit.  But  as  to  this  matter,  I  muft  further  take  Notice,  that  it  is  highly  impro  , 
bable,  that  St  Patrick  fhould  in  this  particular  inftance  deviate  from  his  uni- 
verfal  practice  in  other  places,  and  leave  a  Church  (which  he  had  eftablilhed  at 
Dublin  A.  D.  448)  without  a  Bifhopto  prefide  over  it;  and  by  that  Means  in¬ 
troduce  a  different  fpecies  of  Church  Government  from  what  he  had  fetled  in  all 
other  Parts  of  the  Kingdom  according  to  the  Form,  which  in  the  Courfe  of  his 
Travels  he  had  obferved  in  all  the  Churches  of  the  Roman  Empire.

LIVINUS  is  mentioned  by  Colgan  s  as  Bifliop  of  Dublin  ;  who  adds,  that 
he  differed  Martyrdom  in  Flanders  on  the  12th  of  November  633.  Meye- 
rus  makes  him  Archbifhop  of  Scotia  ( Ireland )  and  faith,  that  he  was  the  Son 
of  Theagnio  and  Jgalmia ,  Perfons  of  great  Diftindtion  in  that  Country ;  that  he 
was  murdered  in  Hefca  in  the  Low  Countries  by  Walbert  and  Meinzo ,  two  Bro¬ 
thers,  and  that  Boniface.,  Archbifhop  of  Mentz ,  is  faid  to  have  written  his  Life. 
Maffeus1  agreeth  with  this  Account ;  and  only  adds,  that  he  came  to  Ghent  with 
three  of  his  Difciples,  continued  there  a  Month,  and  afterwards  went  to  Efca% 
preached  the  Gofpel,  and  converted  Numbers  ;  but  that  fome  hardned  Villains 
flew  him  on  the  12th  of  November  that  Year.  His  remains  were  fome  Ages  af¬ 
ter  tranflated  to  Ghent ,  and  depofited  in  St.  Bavo’s  Church  on  the  Feftival  of  the 
Apoftles  Peter  and  Paul  A.  D.  1007  ;  which  Year  PoJJevin  k  miftakes  for  that 
of  his  Death.  See  more  of  him  in  John  Molanus 1 ,  and  of  his  writings  in 
Bale  m.

ST.  W 1 RO  was  born  in  Ireland  of  Parents  of  confiderable  Rank,  who 
took  Pains  to  have  him  educated  in  Virtue  and  Learning,  and  with  good 
Succefs.  Being  eledled  Bifhop  of  Dublin ,  he  was  againft  his  Will  obliged  by 
the  People  to  take  upon  him  the  Charge,  and  went  to  Rome  to  receive  Confecra- 
tion  from  the  Pope.  Plechelmus ,  a  Prieft,  accompanied  him  in  his  Journey,  and 
taking  his  way  through  England ,  Otgerus  joined  himfelf  to  them.  He  was  con- 
fecrated,  together  with  Plechelmus ,  and  fent  back  to  Ireland ,  where  he  was  re¬ 
ceived  with  extraordinary  Joy.  He  governed  the  People  for  fome  Time,  and 
obtained  an  high  Reputation  for  Sandtity  ;  but  at  laft  refigned  his  Biihoprick  and 
went  to  Gaul,  where  he  was  honourably  received  by  Pepin ,  a  Duke  of  the  Franks, 
who  affigned  him  a  Place  proper  for  Retirement  and  Contemplation,  called  Mons- 
Petri ,  which  Molanus n  faith  was  at  Ruremond.  Here  St.  IViro  built  an  Oratory, 
which  he  dedicated  to  the  Blefled  Virgin,  and  called  it  St.  Peter's  Monaftery. 
He  arrived  to  a  great  Age,  and  at  laft  died  of  a  Fever  on  the  8  th  of  May  650 
(on  which  Day  his  Feftival  is  obferved)  and  was  buryed  in  the  Oratory,  which 
he  had  eredted.  This  for  the  molt  Part  is  the  Account  publilhed  of  him  by 
Surius 

D  I  S  I  B  0  D. 

[Rejign.  675.] 


DI S  I  BO  D  was  born  in  Ireland  of  a  noble  Family,  and  was  remarkable 
for  a  great  Genius,  and  a  confiderable  ftock  of  Learning.  In  the  30th 
Year  of  his  Age  he  was  ordained  a  Prieft,  and  fome  time  after  elected  Bifhop. 
When  he  had  governed  his  See  ten  Years,  he  was  driven  from  it  by  the  infolence 
of  the  People,  and  refigned  it  A.  D.  675,  or  674,  according  to  Marianus  Sco - 
tus.  He  forfook  Ireland ,  and  affociating  himfelf  with  three  learned  and  religi¬ 
ous  Men  viz .  Gifualdus ,  Clement  and  Saluft ,  travelled  into  Germany ,  and  moved 
about  from  Place  to  Place  preaching  the  Gofpel  for  ten  Years.  At  laft  he  came 
to  an  high  Woody  Mountain,  which  the  owner  of  the  Country  gave  him,  and 
there  he  fetled,  and  lived  an  Eremetick  Life.  He  drew  to  him  many  of  the  Re¬ 
ligious  of  the  Order  of  St.  Benedict,  and  founded  a  Monaftery  on  this  Mountain, 
which  from  his  Name  was  called,  (as  Arnold  Wion  p  fays)  Mount  Difibod ,  fince 
changed  into  Difenberg ,  in  the  lower  Palatinate.  He  lived  thirty  Years  on  this 
Mountain  in  great  feverity,  and  there  died,  worn  out  with  extreme  old  Age  on. 
the  eighth  of  July  (but  in  what  Year  I  have  not  been  able  to  difeover)  in  the 
eighty  firft  Year  of  his  Age.  Hildigardis ,  a  Nun,  who  was  educated  at  Difen¬ 
berg  under  the  Abbefle  Jutta ,  wrote  his  Life,  which  Surius  ?  hath  publifhcd, 
from  whence  I  have  taken  moft  of  the  Particulars  above  related.  John  Wilfon  * 
makes  him  Bifhop  of  Dublin,  in  Ireland  j  but  I  do  not  know  from  what  Autho¬ 
rity.  For  the  writers  which  he  cites  by  no  Means  fupport  his  Aflertion  ;  fo  it 
muft  reft  on  his  Credit.  DempjleP  affirms,  that  he  faw  a  Piece  of  Difibod' s  Com- 
pofition,  Intitled,  De  Monachorum  profetlu  in  Solitudine  agentium.  Liber  1,

H  E  Life  of  St.  Rumold ,  Bilhop  of  Dublin ,  publilhed  by  Surius  t, 
was  written  by  Theodorick,  Abbat  of  St.  Trudo ,  and  recited  on  his  Feftival 
inftead  of  a  Sermon  ;  from  whence,  as  well  as  from  Molanus ,  feveral  Marty  rolo- 
gies  and  Breviaries  I  have  collected  the  following  Account  of  him.  He  was  the 
Son  of  David ,  a  Prince  in  Ireland  (  which  was  then  divided  into  many  petty 
Territories )  and  was  heir  to  his  Father.  He  was  baptifed  by  his  Predeceffor 
Gualafer ,  then  Bilhop  of  Dublin ,  by  whom  being  well  grounded  in  Learning  and 
Virtue,  he  forfook  his  pretenfions  to  his  inheritance  for  the  fake  of  Religion,  and 
took  a  Journey  to  Rome  ;  but  before  this,  is  faid  to  have  been  confecrated  Bifliop 
of  Dublin .  He  firft  patted  into  Britain ,  then  into  Gaul ,  and  wherever  he  came 
preached  Chrift  and  his  Gofpel.  He  travelled  over  the  Alps ,  and  arrived  at  Rome , 
where  he  received  from  the  Pope  an  Approbation  of  his  Labours.  Having  con¬ 
tinued  fometime  in  Rome,  he  repaired  into  Gaul,  and  came  to  Mechlin ,  where 
Odo  or  Ado,  a  Count  of  the  Place,  together  with  his  Wife,  received  him  with 
great  Humanity,  and  prevailed  on  him  to  fettle  there.  He  gave  him  a  Place 
called  Ulmus,  from  a  Plenty  of  Elms  there  growing,  where  he  founded  a  Monas¬ 
tery,  and  Mechlin  being  erected  into  an  Epifcopal  See,  he  became  the  firfb  Bi¬ 
lhop  of  it.  At  length  two  Ruffians  (  the  one  thinking  he  had  Money,  the 
other  out  of  a  Motive  of  Revenge,  becaufe  Rumold  had  reprimanded  him  for  liv¬ 
ing  in  a  fcandalous  Adultery )  fell  upon  him,  and  cruelly  Murdered  him  on  the 
24th  of  June  775,  and  to  conceal  their  Villainy  threw  his  Body  into  a  River. 
Count  Ado  had  it  removed  from  thence,  and  gave  it  an  Honourable  Interment  in 
St.  Stephen's  Church.  His  remains  were  afterwards  tranflated  to  a  Church  in 
Mechlin  dedicated  to  his  Memory,  which  is  now  the  Metropolitan  Church  of  the 
Low  Countries,  and  one  of  the  largeft  Gothick  Strudtures  in  it,  and  is  there  con¬ 
ferred  in  a  fumptuous  Silver  Ihrine.  Pope  Alexander  the  IVth  transferred  the  Day 
for  the  Obfervation  of  St.R«W(?W’sFeftival  to  the  firft  of  July  *,  becaufe  the  24th  of 
June,  on  which  he  was  Murdered,  was  taken  up  by  the  Feftival  of  St.  John  the 
Baptift.  The  Feaft  of  St.  Rumold  is  celebrated  as  a  double  Feftival,  with  an 
Office  of  nine  LelTons  through  all  the  Province  of  Mechlin ,  as  it  was  through 
the  Province  of  Dublin  before  the  Reformation.

c  E  DU  LIU  S,  in  Irijh,  Siedhuil,  the  fonof  Luaith ,  is  called  Bilhop  of  Dub- 
^  lin  in  the  Martyrologies  of  Marian  Gorman ,  and  thefe  of  Taulaught ,  and 
Donnegal.  Yet  in  the  Annals  of  the  Four  Matters  he  is  called  only  Abbat  of 
Dublin.  But  the  Difference  is  not  great ;  fince  in  antient  writers  Bifliop  and  Ab- 
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bat  are  often  ufed  as  Synonymous  Terms.  He  died  on  the  i2th  of  February 
785.  In  an  antient  Irifh  Calendar,  I  find  this  Prelate  called  Stool  Mac-Bait , 
Bifhop  of  Dublin ,  and  his  Death  placed  a  Day  earlier  than  here.

DONAT. 

[Sed.  1038.  Oh.  1074.] 

DO  N AT  was  the  firft  among  the  Oftmen  who  was  Bifhop  of  Dublin.  He  is 
by  fome  called  Durian,  and  (as  before  is  obferved)  by  the  aid  of  Sitricus, 
built  the  Cathedral  of  the  Holy  Trinity  in  the  Heart  of  the  City  of  Dublin  about 
the  Year  1038. 

[I  find  an  Epiflolary  Correfpondence  maintained  between  him  and  Lanfrank > 
Archbifhop  of  Canterbury ;  part  of  which  yet  remains.  Donat  wrote  to  the 
Archbifhop  upon  fome  Queflions  relating  to  Baptifm  and  the  Holy  Communion, 
which  Lanfrank  anfwered  u,  and  told  him,  “  That  it  was  expedient  that  all  people 
“  living  and  dying  fhould  be  fortified  with  the  Holy  Sacrament  j  but  if  it  fhould 
“  happen  that  a  Perfon  baptifed,  fhould  die,  before  he  received  the  Sacrament, 
“  God  forbid,  that  he  fhould  perifh  eternally.  That  if  an  Infant  not  baptifed, 
“  (fo  he  be  in  the  Article  of  Death, )  fhould  be  baptifed  by  a  Laick  in  dcfefl  of 
“  a  Prieft,  and  die  immediately  after  ;  that  fuch  Infant  fhould  not  be  excluded 
“  from  the  Body  of  the  Faithful.”]  At  length  Donat  died  on  the  6th  of  May 
1074,  and  was  buryed  in  his  own  Cathedral,  near  the  high  Altar  [on  the  Right 
Hand  Side.] 


PATRICK. 

[Succ.  1074.  Qb.  1084.] 


IT  is  faid  in  the  Chronicle  of  the  Ijle  of  Man ,  “  That  Godred  or  Gotbrick 
“  Crovan ,  King  of  Man,  fubdued  Dublin ,  and  a  great  Part  of  Leinjler ,  a- 
“  bout  the  Year  1070.”  At  his  Inflance,  one  Patrick ,  [called  in  the  Annals 
of  the  four  Mafters,  Gilda-P atricianus ,]  who  like  his  Predeceffor,  was  alfo  an 
Oftman ,  was  by  the  People  of  Dublin  elefled  to  fucceed  in  this  See,  and  was  fent 
into  England  to  receive  Confecration,  at  the  Hands  of  Lanfrank ,  Archbifhop 
of  Canterbury ,  and  with  him  the  following  Epiflle.  “  To  Lanfrank  the  vene- 
“  rable  Metropolitan  of  the  Holy  Church  of  Canterbury ,  the  Clergy  and  People 
“  of  Dublin  tender  their  bounden  Obedience.  It  is  known  unto  your  Fatherhood, 
“  that  the  Church  of  Dublin ,  the  Metropolis  of  Ireland ,  is  bereft  of  her 
“  Pallor,  and  deftitute  of  her  Ruler.  Wherefore  we  have  defied  a  Priefl,  called 
“  Patrick ,  a  Perfon  whom  we  thoroughly  know,  one  Noble  both  by  Birth  and 
“  Manners,  well  tinflured  with  Apoflolicaland  Ecclefiaftical  Difcipline,  in  Faith 
“  aCatholick,  in  expounding  the  Scriptures  Wary,  in  the  Tenets  of  the  Church 
“  well  verfed,  whom  we  defire  may  without  delay  be  ordained  our  Bifhop  \ 
“  that  under  God  he  may  Rule  over  us  orderly,  and  profit  us  *,  and  that  we 
“  under  his  Government  may  exercife  a  fpiritual  Warfare  with  Security.  Becaufe 
“  the  integrity  of  the  Ruler  is  the  fafety  of  the  Subjeft ;  and  where  fafety  is,

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44  there  is  the  Form  of  Do&rine.”  The  Copy  of  this  Epiftle  is  in  an  anwent 
Book  inthe  Cotton  Library  w,  which  formerly  belonged  to  the  Church  of  Canterbu¬ 
ry ,  [from  whence  Archbifhop  Usjher x  hath  publifhed  it.]  I  (hall  not  think  it 
Time  mifpent  to  tranferibe  the  form  of  his  profeflion  of  Obedience  out  of  the 
fame  Book.  44  Whoever  is  appointed  to  Rule  over  others,  ought  not  to  count  it 
44  unworthy  if  he  alfo  be  placed  in  fubjeftion  to  others  ;  but  ought  rather  to  ft udy 
44  in  all  Humility  to  pay  that  Obedience  to  his  Superiors,  which  he  expe&s, 
44  for  God’s  Sake,  to  receive  from  thofe  who  are  fubjed  to  him.  Wherefore  I, 
44  Patrick ,  eled  Bifhop  of  Dublin ,  the  Metropolis  of  Ireland ,  do  tender  this 
Inftrument  of  my  profeflion  to  you,  (O  rnofl  venerable  Father  Lanfrank ,  Pri- 
44  mate  of  the  Iflands  of  Britain ,  and  Archbifhop  of  the  Holy  Church  of  Can- 
44  terbury )  and  do  promife  that  1  will  obey  you  and  your  SuccefTors,  in  all  things 
44  which  appertain  to  the  Chriftian  Religion.”  The  Copies  of  the  Letters  which 
Lanfrank  fent  by  Bifhop  Patrick  to  be  delivered  to  the  faid  Godred ,  and  to  Tir- 
delvac  O'Brien  King  of  Ireland ,  are  extant  in  Cardinal  Baronins* s  Annals?,  [out  of 
which  I  (hall  tranflate  them  ;  only  obferving  that  Lanfrank ,  not  having  luftici- 
ent  experience  in  Irijh  Affairs,  ftiles  not  only  Lirdelvac  King  of  Ireland ,  as  he 
really  was,  but  alfo  gives  Godred  the  fame  Title  ;  whereas  Godred  was  pofiefTed 
only  of  Dublin ,  and  part  of  Leinfter ,  which  he  held  in  Subjection  to  the  Supreme 
Monarch.  The  Letters  are  as  follow. 

“  Lanfrank  by  the  Grace  of  God,  and  not  out  of  refped  to  his  own  Merits, 
44  Archbifhop  of  Canterbury ,  to  Godred  the  renowned  King  of  Ireland ,  gree- 
44  ting  with  Benediction. 

44  We  have  honourably  and  with  due  refpeds  received  our  venerable  Brother, 

44  and  fellow  Bifhop,  Patrick ,  ("whom,  moft  Reverend  Son,  your  Excellency 
44  fent  unto  us  for  ConfecrationJ  and  have  invefted  him  in  the  Sacred  Fundion, 

44  with  all  due  Ceremonies,  by  the  Afliftance  of  Divine  Grace,  according  to 
«c  Canonical  Inftitution,  and  have  remitted  him  to  his  proper  See  with  our  Let- 
44  ters  Teftimonial,  purfuant  to  the  Practice  of  our  PredecefTors  •,  who,  although 
44  he  hath  related  to  us  many  good  and  commendable  things  concerning  your 
“  Glory,  yet  we  think  it  not  amifs  to  enforce  your  Noble  Defigns,  by  our  Ex- 
“  hortations.  For  as  the  Fire  is  increafed  by  the  blowing  of  the  Wind,  and 
“  fhines  more  bright  ;  fo  fincere  Virtue  is  improved  by  deferved  Praifes,  and 
“  appears  with  greater  Luftre.  We  therefore  intreat  you,  in  fuch  Manner  as 
“  becomes  a  precious  Son  of  the  Church,  to  be  intreated,  That  you  will  with  all 
“  Sincerity  of  Mind  fupport  and.preferve  pure  and  undefiled  the  true  Faith  de- 
“  livered  by  God  and  his  Holy  Apoftles,  and  the  Orthodox  Fathers  •,  That 
««  you  will  exhibit  to  the  World  luch  good  Works,  as  are  agreable  to  the  Faith, 

46  according  to  the  extent  of  your  Abilities,  That  your  Highnefs  will  fhew  your 
“  felf  fevere  to  the  Proud,  and  Affable  to  the  Humble.  It  is  reported,  that 
4  4  within  your  Dominions  there  are  Men  who  take  to  themfelves  Wives  of  too 
44  near  a-kin  both  by  Confanguinity  and  Affinity  *,  others  who  forfake  at  will 
44  and  pleafure  fuch  as  are  lawfully  joined  to  them  in  Holy  Matrimony,  and  fome 
44  who  give  their  Wives  to  others  in  Matrimony,  and  receive  the  Wives  of  fuch 
44  in  return  by  an  abominable  exchange.  Thefe  and  fuch  like  Enormities,  you 
44  are  to  fee  correfted,  for  God’s  fake,  and  the  good  of  your  own  Soul,  in  all 
44  Places  where  your  Jurifdidtion  extends.  You  are  to  carry  your  felf,  by  the 
44  affiftance  of  God,  towards  your  Subjefts  in  fuch  Manner,  that  they  who 
44  are  affe£ted  with  Virtue,  may  be  incited  to  a  greater  love  of  the  Pra&ice  of 
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“  good  Works,  and  that  fuch  who  are  wickedly  difpofed,  may  be  retrained 
4  4  in  the  Exercile  of  their  vicious  Courfes.  For  doing  thus,  you  fhall  reign 
44  the  longer  on  Earth,  and  have  the  enjoyment  of  temporal  Felicity  ;  and 
44  after  this  painful  Life  ended,  lhall  be  admitted  to  a  Celeftial  Kingdom,  there 
44  to  reign  world  without  end.  1  fhould  have  written  to  your  Excellency  more 

44  at  large,  but  that  you  have  with  you  the  aforefaid  Prelate,  educated  from  his 

45  Childhood  in  Monadic  Inflitutions,  and  eminently  inftrudtcd  in  the  Know- 
44  ledge  of  Divine  Learning*,  one  who  (as  far  as  is  come  to  our  Knowledge )  is 
44  decently  graced  with  the  Ornaments  of  good  Works  ;  and  if  you  will  at- 
44  tentively  hearken  unto  him,  (as  he  fhall  frequently  fpeak  unto  you  concerning 
44  your  Soul)  and  hearing  him  as  a  Spiritual  Father,  fhall  obey  him  in  luch 
44  things  as  appertain  to  God  *  and  obeying  him  fhall  treafure  up  in  your 
44  Bread  fuch  things  as  he  fhall  fpeak  unto  you  j  we  then  hope  by  the  mercy  of 
44  God,  that  neither  you  will  pernicioufly  go  adray,  nor  permit  your  Subjects  to 
44  abide  Jong  in  the  Obdinacy  of  wicked  and  depraved  Adtions.  The  Omni** 
44  potent  Lord  fortifie  your  Excellency  with  the  Armour  of  Virtue  againd  the 
44  Enemy  of  your  Soul  and  Body,  and  after  a  long  Life  in  this  World,  happi- 
44  ly  bring  you  to  that  which  hath  no  end. 

The  Archbifhop’s  Letter  to  King  Tirdelvac  runs  thus, 

44  Lanfranc ,  a  Sinner,  and  though  unworthy,  Archbifhop  of  the  Holy  Church 
44  of  Canterbury ,  to  Tirdelvac ,  the  mighty  King  6f  Ireland ,  a  Bleding  with  our 
44  Service  and  Prayers. 

44  God  bedoweth  no  greater  Mercies  on  Earth,  than  when  he  promoteth  to 
44  the  Government  of  Souls  and  Bodies,  fuch  who  affedfc  Peace  and  work  Judice  ; 
44  and  efpecially  when  he  committeth  the  Kingdoms  of  this  World  to  good  Kings. 
44  For  from  hence  Peace  arifeth,  Difcord  is  extinguifhed,  and,  that  I  may  fum 
44  up  all  in  a  Word,  the  Obfervance  of  Chridian  Religion  is  eftablifhed  : 
44  Which  bleding  every  prudent  Obferver  perceives  to  have  been  divinely  con- 
44  ferred  on  the  People  of  Ireland ,  when  the  Omnipotent  God  granted  unto  your 
44  Excellency  the  Right  of  Kingly  Power  over  that  Land.  For  our  Brother 
44  and  fellow  Bifhop,  Patrick ,  hath  declared  fo  many,  and  fuch  great  and  good 
44  things  of  your  Excellency’s  pious  Humility  towards  good  Men,  of  your  ri- 
44  gorous  Severity  to  the  Wicked,  and  of  your  well  difpofed  Judice  and 
44  Equity  towards  all  Mankind  )  that  although  we  never  faw  you,  yet  we  love  you, 
44  as  if  we  had  feen  you  ;  and  we  defire  to  give  you  wholfome  Council  ;  and 
44  to  ferve  you  as  fincerely,  as  if  you  were  well  known  unto  us.  But  amongft 
44  many  things  which  pleafe  us,  fome  things  have  been  related  unto  us,  where- 
44  with  we  are  difpleafed,  (viz.)  That  in  your  Kingdom  every  one  at  his  plea- 
44  fure  relinquifheth  his  lawful  married  Wife,  without  any  Canonical  Caufe  in- 
44  tervening,  and  ralhly  joins  himfelf  by  a  Marital  or  Concubinary  Law  with 
44  any  other,  although  never  fo  near  a-kin  to  himfelf  or  his  deferted  Wife  ;  or 
tc  joy  ns  himfelf  to  another  wickedly  deferted  by  her  Hufband.  That  Bifhops 
44  are  confecrated  by  one  Bifhop  only.  That  in  feveral  Towns  and  Cities,  there 
44  be  more  than  one  Bifhop  ordained.  That  Infants  are  baptized  without  con- 
44  fecrated  Chrifme,  and  that  Holy  Orders  are  conferred  by  Bifhops  for  Money. 
44  There  is  no  Man  fo  meanly  verfed  in  Holy  Writ  but  knows,  that  all  thefe 
tc  things,  and  the  like,  are  done  contrary  to  Evangelical  and  Apoftolical  Autho- 
“  fky5  againft  the  Prohibition  of  the  Holy  Canons,  and  againft  the  Inftituti- 
“  ons  the  Orthodox-Fathers,  who  have  gone  before  us  :  Which  things,  by 
44  how  much  in  the  Sight  of  God  and  his  Saints  they  are  more  abhorred,  fo  much 
44  fha  more  feverely  are  they  to  be  prohibited  by  your  Command,  without  de- 

44  lay  : 
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“  lay  :  And,  being  prohibited,  if  they  be  not  corre&ed,  you  are  to  punilh  them 
“  with  the  Arid  fever  ity  of  your  Terror.  For  you  cannot  offer  unto  God  a  grea- 
“  ter  or  more  acceptable  Prefent,  than  to  fludy  to  govern  Divine  and  humane 
“  things  with  proper  Laws.  Wherefore,  as  always  mindful  of  the  Divine 
“  Judgement,  wherein  you  are  to  render  an  account  to  God  of  the  Kingdom 
«  committed  to  you,  Command  all  Bifhops  and  Religious  Men  to  convene  toge- 
«  ther,  and  in  their  holy  Converfation  be  you  prefent,  with  your  Nobles,  to  ex- 
terminate  from  your  Kingdom  thde  wicked  Cuftoms.,  and  all  others  which 
<*  are  not  approved  by  the  Law  of  God  :  So  that  when  the  King  of  Kings, 
«  aud  Lord  of  Lords  fhail  fee  your  Royal  Majefty  fubjed  in  all  things  to  his 
<c  Precepts,  and  favourable  to  his  Faithful  People,  out  of  fear  and  love  to 
**  him,  and  poflefled  with  Zeal  againft  the  Enemies  of  the  True  Religion,  he 
<<  may  propitioufly  hear  your  Faithful  Subjeds  crying  unto  him,  may  fupprefs 
<c  your  Enemies,  and  grant  to  you  in  this  World  a  firm  Peace,  and  in  the 
«  World  to  come  eternal  Life.] 

Patrick  governed  this  See  about  ten  Years,  and  [in  a  Voyage  to  England ]  pe¬ 
riled  by  Ship-wreck  in  the  Britijh  Sea,  on  the  10th  of  Odlober  1084,  [having 
been  fent  to  Lanfrank  Archbifhopof  Canterbury  by  King  Tirdelvac.] 

DONAT  O-H  A I NGLV. 

[dWc.  1085.  Ob.  1095.] 

DO  NAT  1  or  Dongus  O-Haingly ,  having  fpcnt  fome  time  in  the  Study  of  ufe*- 
ful  Learning  in  Ireland ,  went  over  into  England ,  and  became  a  BenediBin 
Monk  at  Canterbury.  He  was  afterwards,  [by  the  Confent  of  King  Ti  delvac 
and  the  Clergy  of  Dublin )  confecrated  A.  D.  1085  in  the  Cathedral  of  Canter¬ 
bury^  by  the  before-mentioned  Lanfrank ,  to  whom  he  made  the  following  Pro- 
fefiion  of  Obedience.  “  I  Donate  Bilhop  of  the  See  of  Dublin  in  Ireland ,  do 
“  promife  Canonical  Obedience  to  you,  0 -Lanfrank,  Archbifhop  of  the  Holy 
Church  of  Canterbury ,  and  to  your  Succeffors.”  [The  Epiftle  which  King  Tir¬ 
delvac  fent  to  Lanfrank  in  favour  of  this  Prelate  is  extant  in  Irifh  in  the  Annals 
of  Ulfter,  and  bears  the  following  Senfe. 

“  Tirdelvac ,  King  of  Ireland ,  to  the  Right  Reverend  Father  in  God,  Lan- 
C<  frank,  Archbifhop  of  Canterbury ,  greeting.  We  Tirdelvac ,  and  the  Clergy  of 
<C  Dublin ,  being  bereaved  of  our  good  and  pious  Paftor,  Patrick ,  are  grieved  in 
tc  a  double  Senfe  •,  firft,  for  his  fad  Misfortune,  being  fwallowed  up  in  the 
««  Deep  j  fecondly,  for  the  Lofs  of  his  wholefome  Do&rine,  with  which  he  was 
««  Wont  to  feed  our  Souls.  Had  he  fafely  arrived,  you  would  have  had  an 
“  Account  how  I  have  followed  your  fatherly  Inftru&ions,  which  you  recommend- 
ed  to  me  by  our  late  deceafed  Father.  But  this  Donat ,  (whom  we  defire  may 
“  be  confecrated  by  your  Fatherhood,  and  the  reft  of  the  Holy  Prelates  belong- 
“  ing  to  your  See )  will  inform  you  further.  Grace,  Peace,  and  Happinefs  at- 
“  tendon  you  and  your  Followers,  Amen.”  Lanfrank  grew  fond  of  this  Prelate, 
entertained  him  in  his  Palace,  and  made  him  many  Prefects  ]  Upon  his  return 
home,  he  carryed  over  with  him  fome  Books  and  Church  Ornaments,  which 
Lanfrank  had  beftowed  cn  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity  i?i  Dublin.  Fie  died 
of  the  Plague  in  1095,  [on  the  23d  of  November ,  and  left  behind  him,  among 
his  Countrymen,  a  great  Reputation  for  his  Induftry,  Learning,  and  Sagacity.]

C  A  MU  EL  O-Haingly ,  Nephew  to  the  deceafed  Donat ,  and  a  BenediRin 
^  Monk,  as  his  Uncle  was,  fucceedcd.  Eadmerus  a  mentions  this  Paflage  con¬ 
cerning  him.  “  In  the  Year  1095,  one  Samuel ,  a  Native  of  Ireland ,  and  a 
“  Monk  of  the  Abby  of  St.  Albans,  came  to  Anfelm,  Archbifhop  of  Canterbu- 
“  ry.  He,  upon  the  Death  of  Donat,  late  Bifhop  of  the  City  of  Dublin,  of 
“  bleffed  Memory,  was  by  Muriertach ,  King  of  Ireland ,  and  the  Clergy  and 
“  People,  ele&ed  Bifhop  of  that  City,  and  ( according  to  antient  Cuftom)  was 
“  by  common  Suffrage  recommended  to  Anfelm  for  Confecration.  Anfelm  ap- 
“  proved  the  Ele&ion,  and  granted  their  Petition.  He  honourably  entertained 
“  the  Man  in  his  Houfe  for  a  time  and  diligently  inftru&ed  him  how 
“  to  behave  himfelf  in  the  Houfe  of  God.  Then  taking  from  him  a  profeflion 
“  of  his  Canonical  Obedience,  according  to  antient  Cuftom,  he  confecrated  him 
tc  Bifhop,  at  IVinchefter ,  on  the  Odtaves  of  Eafter  following  ;  and  four  of  his 
“  Suffragan  Bifhops  miniftred  to  him  during  the  Ceremony.  This  new  Bifhop 
“  (flrengthned  by  the  Benediction  of  fo  great  a  Prince,  and,  with  Letters  Tefti- 
“  monial  written  by  the  faid  Anfelm  to  the  King,  Clergy,  and  People  of  Ire- 
“  land,  as  Vouchers  of  his  Confecration)  returned  to  his  own  Country  with  Joy, 
tc  and  was  honourably  received  into  his  See,  according  to  the  Ufage  of  the 
ct  Land.”  It  appears,  that  foon  after  his  Return  he  expelled  fome  Monks 
out  of  the  Cathedral  of  the  Holy  Trinity  ;  but  for  what  Crimes  is  unknown  ; 
that  he  commanded  the  Crofs  to  be  carried  before  him,  and  ftripped  his  Church  of 
the  Books  and  Ornaments,  which  Lanfrank  beftowed  on  it,  as  we  obferved  before. 
There  is  extant  a  Letter  wrote  to  him  by  the  faid  Anfelm  upon  this  Subject,  a- 
mong  the  faid  Anfelm's  Works  publifhed  by  John  Picard  in  the  Year  1612, 
[which,  as  it  ferves  to  illuftrate  the  three  Particulars  laid  to  the  Charge  of  thi* 
Prelate,  I  fhall  give  to  the  Reader,  as  follows. b 

“  Anfelm,  Archbifhop  of  Canterbury ,  &c.  to  his  venerable  Brother,  Samuel  Bh 

“  fhop  of  Dublin,  greeting. 

ec  Complaint  hath  been  made  unto  us  that  you  have  difpoled  of  and  alienated  to 
“  Foreigners  thofe  Books,  Veflments  and  other  Ornaments  of  thcChurch,  which 
“  our  Predeceffor,  Lanfrank,  beftowed  on  your  Uncle,  Bifhop  Donat ,  to  the 
“  ufe  of  the  Cathedral  of  the  Bleffed  Trinity,  over  which  you  prefide.  If  this 
“  be  true,  we  much  Admire  at  it.  For  thofe  Ornaments  were  not  given  to  your 
“  Uncle  alone,  but  to  the  Church,  and  to  the  Benefit  and  Decoration  of  thofe, 
“  who  fhould  fucceed  him  in  that  See  ;  as  the  Brothers  and  Sons  of  Canterbury 
“  do  atteft  :  Therefore  I  admonifh  and  command  you,  that  if  any  of  the  afore. 
“  faid  things  be  difpofed  of  out  of  the  Church,  that  you  immediately  caufe  them 
“  to  be  reftored  to  it.  We  have  heard  that  you  have  expelled  and  difperfed  fe- 
“  veral  of  the  Monks  appointed  to  ferve  in  the  faid  Church,  and  though  wil- 
“  ling  to  return,  will  not  receive  them  back  *,  which  if  you  have  done,  doth 
“  not  become  you.  Wherefore  I  command  you,  that  if  any  have  been  expelled, 
“  and  are  willing  to  return,  and  continue  in  the  Service  of  God  under  obedi-

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«  cnee,  that  you  receive  them,  and  ftudioufly  employ  your  paternal  Affection  for 
**  their  Prefervation  ;  unlefs,  which  God  forbid,  they  give  caufe  to  obftrudl  their 
“  own  Reftoration.  We  hearalfo,  that  you  caufe  your  Crofs  to  be  carried  ereft 
44  before  you  in  the  Way.  If  this  be  true,  I  forbid  it  for  the  future  :  Becaufe 
“  it  belongs  to  none  but  an  Archbifhop,  confirmed  by  the  grant  of  the  Pall 
44  from  the  Roman  Pontiff  :  Neither  doth  it  become  you  to  fhew  yourfelf  repre- 
henfible  to  Men  by  prefuming  on  fuch  an  unufual  thing.  Farewell”  —  Fie  alfo 
wrote  to  Malchus  Bifhop  of  Waterford  *  on  the  fame  three  Points,  and  inclofed 
his  Letter  to  Samuel  in  one  to  that  Prelate,  defiring  him  to  deliver  it  in  perfon, 
and  advife  him  to  Obedience.  He  died  on  the  4th  of  July  1 1 2 1 c  [although  the 
Annals  of  Mary’s  Abby  place  his  Death  in  1122,  and  thofe  of  Multifernan  a 
Year  later.]

THIS  Gregory ,  as  foon  as  his  Ele&ion  was  over,  went  for  England  to 
receive  Coniecration,  (according  to  Cuftom  )  at  the  Hands  of  the  Arch¬ 
bifhop  of  Canterbury  *,  and  befides  Letters  from  the  King  in  his  Favour,  he  car¬ 
ried  alfo  with  him  other  Recommendations d  from  the  Clergy  and  People  of 
Dublin  %  [who  take  Notice,  that  the  Bifhops  of  Ireland ,  and  efpccially  he  who 
lived  at  Armagh ,  had  taken  great  hatred  to  them,  becaufe  they  would  not  obey 
the  Orders  of  the  faid  Bifhops,  but  fhewed  themfelves  always  willing  to  live  un¬ 
der  the  Dominion  of  Canterbury.  In  purfuance  of  thefe  Letters]  he  received  his 
firft  Orders  from  Roger ,  Bifhop  of  Salijbury ,  on  the  24th  of  September  1121,  and 
on  the  fecond  of  Oftobcr  following  (having  made  the  cuftomary  profeffion  of  Obe¬ 
dience)  was  confecrated  Bifhop  of  Dublin  at  Lambeth ,  by  Ralph ,  Archbifhop  of 
Canterbury  [affifted  by  Richard ,  Bifhop  of  London ,  the  faid  Roger ,  Bifhop  of  Sa~ 
iifbury ,  Robert ,  Bifhop  of  Lincoln ,  Everard ,  Bifhop  of  Norwich ,  and  David ,  Bif¬ 
hop  of  Bangor.  The  Form  of  his  Profeffion  is  publifhed  by  Archbifhop  Ufsher c. 
On  the  24th  of  the  fame  Month  he  affifted  in  confecrating f  the  great  Church  of 
Tcwkfbury,  together  with  Lheulph ,  Bifhop  of  Wo'rcefter ,  Richard ,  Bifhop  of  Here- 
ford ,  and  Urban ,  Bifhop  of  Glamorgan.\  After  his  return  to  Ireland ,  and  having 
fat  about  31  Years,  A.  D.  1152  Cardinal  John  Paparo,  and  Chrifiian  O-C onar~ 
chy ,  Bifhop  of  Lifmore ,  both  Legates  from  the  Pope,  convened  a  Synod  at  Kellsy 
in  which  he  was  invefted  with  the  Pall  ;  and  then  was  the  Archiepifcopal  Dig¬ 
nity  firft  conferred  on  this  See.  Thus  do  the  generality  of  Hiftorians  relate  this 
Fa<ft.  Yet  if  we  give  Credit  to  the  Records  of  this  Church,  he  received  the  Pall 
in  his  own  Cathedral,  44  on  the  Sunday,  in  which  Lcetare  Jerufalem  is  Sung  •, 
“  and  at  the  fame  time  the  Cardinal  granted  Indulgences  to  all  of  both  Sexes> 
44  who  fhould  vifit  this  Church  on  that  Sunday  and  the  Offaves  after  it  for  ever.’* 
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This  Prelate  died  on  the  eighth  of  ORober  1 161  *,  having  lat  in  the  See  of  Dub¬ 
lin  fourty  Years  and  fix  Days.  Auguftin  Magraidan,  Author  of  the  Chronicle  of 
the  lfland  of  Alt 'Saints ,  in  the  River  Shenon ,  calls  him  a  wife  Man,  and  one 
well  {killed  in  Languages  ♦,  but  is  in  an  Error  when  he  Points  out  the  time  of 
his  Death  under  the  Year  1162.  [and  fo  alfo  are  others  \  ] 


LAURENCE  O-TOOLE.

I  will  give  the  Reader  a  fhort  Abftraft  of  what  the  Author  oftheLifeof  Laurence 
O-Ioole ,  publilhed  by  Surius ,  hath  faid  at  large,  and  will  add  a  few  Remarks 
which  that  writer  hath  palled  over.  Laurence  O-Toole ,  was  the  Son  of  Maurice 
or  Moriertach  O-T 'oole ,  petty  Prince  of  Imaly ,  and  perhaps  of  fome  other  little 
Territories.  [His  Mother  was  called  Inian  Ivrien ,  which  that  writer  Interprets, 
the  Daughter  of  a  Prince,  and  both  Hufband  and  Wife  were  highly  celebrated 
for  their  Generofity  and  Hofpitality.J  He  had  his  Education  at  Glendalach, 
where  he  took  on  him  the  Habit  of  Religion  ;  and  in  the  25th  year  of  his  Age, 
at  the  importunity  of  the  Clergy  and  People  of  the  Church,  was  advanced  to 
the  Abbacy.  At  that  time  his  Charity  to  the  Poor  was  very  remarkable,  efpe- 
cially  during  a  Seafon  of  great  Scarcety,  which  miferably  afflicted  that  Part  of 
the  Country  for  four  Years  together.  He  was  in  the  mean  Time  chofe  Bilhop  of 
Glendalach  :  But  he  refuled  the  Ele&ion,  “  Wifely  and  Providently  (as  that  Au- 
“  thor  faith,)  making  his  want  of  Tears  a  Pretext.”  [He  could  not  have  the  Op¬ 
portunities  of  exerting  his  ftrong  Difpofition  to  Charity,  when  Bifhop  of  Glenda¬ 
lach,  as  he  had  when  Abbat  :  Becaufe  the  Revenues  of  the  Bifhoprick  were  infinitely 
inferior  to  thofe  of  the  Abbacy,  as  the  fame  writer  1  tells  us,]  Some  Years  after,  up¬ 
on  the  Death  of  Gregory ,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin,  he  was  eletfted  Succefior  to  him. 
At  firft  he  refofed  the  Honour,  but  in  the  end  fliffered  himfelf  to  be  overcome  by 
earneft  Solicitations,  and  was  confecrated  in  C hr ijl -Church,  Dublin,  in  the  Year 
1162,  by  Gelafius,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  [affifted  by  many  Bifhops.  From 
this  Time  the  Cuftom  of  our  Bifhops  going  to  Canterbury  for  Confecration  cea- 
fed:  Nor  do  I  find  it  to  have  been  at  all  in  Pra&ice,  but  among  the 
Ojlmen  Bifhops  of  Dublin,  Waterford  and  Limerick.']  Laurence  immediate¬ 
ly  converted  the  fecular  Clergy  of  his  Church  into  Canons  Regular  of  the  order 
of  Arras ,  to  whofe  Habit  and  rule  of  living  he  fubmitted  himfelf.  [Although 
he  ftudioufly  avoided  all  popular  Applaufe,  yet  his  Charity  to  the  Poor,  and 
Hofpitality  to  the  Rich  could  not  be  concealed.  He  caufed  every  Day,  fome- 
times  fixty,  fometimes  fourty,  and  at  the  leaft  thirty  poor  Men  to  be  fed  in  his 
Prefence,  befides  many  whom  he  otherwife  relieved.  He  entertained  the  rich 
fplendidly  and  elegantly,  with  Variety  of  Difhes  and  feveral  forts  of  Wines, 
yet  never  tailed  of  the  Repaft  himfelf,  contented  with  courfer  Fare.  He  wa* 
tall  of  Stature,  and  of  a  comely  Prefence.  His  outward  Habit  was  grave,  but 
rich  •,  underneath  it  he  wore  that  of  a  Canon  Regular.  He  frequently  vifited 
Glendalagh ,  and  fpent  much  of  his  time  there  in  the  Receffes  of  St.  Keivin .  In 
1167  he  affifted  at  a  Convention  of  the  Clergy  and  Princes  of  Letb-cuin,  or  the 
North  parts  of  Ireland,  aflembled  at  Athboy  by  Roderick  O-Connor,  King  of 
Conaught ,  and  Monarch  of  Ireland,  wherein  many  Laws  both  for  the  publick 
Peace,  and  the  Difcipline  and  Government  of  the  Church  were  made.  Upon 
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the  ffrft  Invafion  made  by  th zEngliJh  in  Aid  of  Dermod  Mac -Mur rough.  King 
of  Leinfter,  he  adhered  firmly  to  the  Intereft  of  his  Country,  and  encouraged  thfc 
Inhabitants  of  Dublin  to  a  vigorous  Defence  againft  the  Invaders  :  But  that  City 
being  furrendred  the  Year  following,  he  fomented  a  Party  in  Oppofition  to  Earl 
Strongbow ,  and  animated  Roderick ,  King  of  Ireland ,  and  his  Confederates,  to 
lay  Siege  to  it  both  by  Land  and  Water  with  30000  Men,  and  thirty  Ships  ; 
which  reduced  Strongbow  to  great  Extremities.  But  the  Siege  being  raifed  by  an 
unexpe&ed  and  fuccelsfull  Sally,  and  King  Henry  the  Second  landing  at  Water¬ 
ford  in  Odlober  following  with  confiderable  Forces,  mofl  of  the  Great  Men  of 
Ireland  fubmitted  to  him,  and  our  Archbifhop,  together  with  the  reft  of  the 
Archbilhops,  Bifhops,  and  Abbats  of  Ireland ,  attended  him  there,  received  him 
as  King  and  Lord  of  Ireland ,  and  fwore  Fealty  to  him  and  his  Heirs.  About 
Cbrijlmas  following  he  affifted  at  the  Synod  of  Cafhel ,  convened  by  the  King’s 
Orders;  wherein  feveral  Canons,  benefieial  for  the  Church,  were  made,  and  corn  ' 
firmed  by  the  Royal  Authority.  Of  the  Additions  made  to  drift -Chur eh  by  this 
Prelate,  Strongbow ,  Fitz-Stephen ,  and  Raitnond  !e  Grofs,  fee  before  p.  301.  Soon 
after  which  he  went  to  England  ;  for  I  find  him  a  fubfcribing  Witnefs  k  to  the 
final  Concord  made  at  Windfor  in  1175,  between  King  Henry  the  fecond,  and 
Roderick ,  King  of  Conaught.  It  was  during  this  Journey  that  he  vifited  the  Shrine, 
of  Thomas  Becket  at  Canterbury ,  (and,  as  the  Writer  of  his  Life  faith,  j  narrowly  ef- 
capedthe  Hands  of  a  half-witted  Fellow,  who  had  taken  it  in  his  Head,  that  he 
fhould  do  a  meritorious  Adlion,  by  murdering  Laurence ,  and  thus  making  him, 
like  to  Becket ,  a  Martyr.  Accordingly  he  rufhed  in  on  him,  as  he  was  faying 
Mafs,  knocked  him  down,  and  left  grievous  Marks  of  his  Zeal  in  his  Flead. 
When  the  Archbifhop  recovered,  the  King  would  have  hanged  the  Fool :  But 
the  good  natured  Prelate  begged  his  Life.]  A.  D.  1179,  he  took  a  Journey  to 
Rome ,  to  afiift  at  the  General  Council  then  held  there,  [being  the  fecond  Council 
of  Lateran ,  where  he  obtained  a  Bull 1  from  Pope  Alexander  the  third,  confir¬ 
ming  the  Diocefes  of  Glendalach ,  Kildare ,  Ferns ,  Leighlin ,  and  Ofory  to  his  Me- 
tropolitical  See  of  Dublin ,  together  with  the  Lands  and  PoffefTions  belonging  to 
to  the  faid  See,  particularly  in  the  faid  Bull  recited.]  The  Pope  alfo  created  him 
Legate  of  Ireland ,  and  the  Author  of  his  Life  faith,  that  after  his  return  he  exer- 
cifed  the  Legatine  Authority.  But  Girald  Barry ,  commonly  called,  Cambrenfis , 
feems  to  hint,  that  he  never  returned  into  Ireland :  <c  For  that  having,  as  ii  was 
“  faid,  out  of  Zeal  for  his  Country’s- Service,  obtained  from  the  Pope  fome 
“  Privileges  derogating  from  the  Royal  Dignity,  he  thereby  fell  under  the 
“  King’s  Difpleafure,  and  was  a  long  time  detained  in  England  and  France ,  where 
“  at  lafl  he  died  at  Auge  in  Normandy  on  the  14th  of  November  1180,”  or,  (as 
others  in  a  miftake  fay)  1 1 8 1,  and  was  there  Buryed.  [But  Roger  Hoveden  is  more 
to  be  relied  on,  who  tells  us  “  that  in  February  1180,  Laurence ,  Archbifhop  of 
4C  Dublin ,  carryed  with  him  from  Ireland  into  Normandy  the  Son  of  Roderick  King 
“  of  Conaught ,  as  an  Hoftage  for  the  tribute  which  his  Father  had  then  lately  a- 
greed  to  pay  the  King ;  in  which  Journey  the  Archbifhop  died.”  Immediately  on 
his  Death  the  King  difpatched  m  Jeffery  de  la  Hayr  his  Chaplain,  into  Ireland  to 
feize  the  Revenues  of  the  Archbifhoprick.]  He  was  canonized  by  Pope  Hono- 
rius  the  third  in  the  Year  1225  ;  [The  Inftrument  and  Procefs  of  which  may  be 
fe-en  in  the  Bullarium  Romanum 11  ;  out  of  which  it  hath  been  lately  publifhed 
by  Dr.  Wilkins  °]  and  fome  cf  his  Bones  were  tranflated  from  the  Place  where  he

was  burycd  to  Chrifi -Church,  Dublin .  [The  Feflival  of  his  tranflation  is  yearly 
celebrated  at  Auge  in  Normandy  on  the  10th  of  May ,  with  an  Office  of  nine 
Leffons,  in  which  feveral  Particulars  relating  to  his  Tranflation  and  Canonizati¬ 
on  are  contained.  It  is  faid  there,  “  That  his  Body  after  it  was  buryed  five 
“  Years  was  found  intire  and  uncorrupted,  calling  forth  a  fragrant  Smell  (pojjibly 
“  the  Effects  of  Embalming.)  The  Abbatial  Church  of  Auge  being  rebuilt,  his 
“  Reliques  were  therein  placed  in  a  Shrine  before  the  Altar  of  the  Marty  rLeodega- 
“  rius  and  after  his  Canonization,  his  Reliques  were  with  great  Solemnity  tranfia- 
“  ted  and  placed  over  the  High  Altar,  where  they  are  ftill  preferved  in  a  Silver 
*c  Shrine.  The  Head  is  kept  in  a  Silver  Cafe,  with  a  Chryftal  over  it,  through 
“  which  may  be  feen  the  Mark  of  the  Wound  given  him  by  the  Fool  in  Canter - 
<;  bury .  Some  of  his  Pontifical  Ornaments  are  preferved  in  the  Veflry  of  the 
“  faid  Abbey  among  other  Reliques :  Part  of  hi$  Reliques  were  fent  to  Chrifi - 
.  “  Church ,  Dublin ,  others  to  the  Canons  Regular  of  Sanlice  near  Paris,  fometo 
“  the  Abby  of  St.  Vi  ft or ,  and  to  the  Hofpital  of  Hotel-Dieu  in  Paris ,  and  one  of 
“  his  Mitres  is  preferved  in  the  Abby  of  St  Genevieve  in  the  faid  City.”  His  Life 
publifhed  by  Surius  is  faid  ?  to  have  been  written  by  Ralph  of  Brifiol ,  Bifhop 
of  Kildare ,  and  that  there  is  a  correct  Manufcript  of  it  in  Archbifhop  Ufsher’s  Li¬ 
brary  in  the  College  of  Dublin.  Among  his  other  Virtues,  that  Writer  great¬ 
ly  celebrates  his  Chaftity  *,  and  fays,  that  he  was  fuch  an  Enemy  to  the  contrary 
Vice  in  his  Clergy,  that  at  one  time  he  fent  140  Clerks  to  Rome ,  who  had  been 
convitted  4of  Incontinency,  to  obtain  Abfolution  from  the  Pope  i  although  he 
had  Power  of  granting  it  to  them  himfelf. 

JOHN  C  0  M  T  N. 

[Succ.  1 18 1.  Ob.  1212.] 

JOHN  Comyn ,  a  Native  of  England ,  was  a  Man  of  Learning,  Eloquence,  and 
Gravity.  [ Dempfler  q  makes  him  a  Scotch-man ,  born  at  Bamff. ',  and  defeended 
from  the  Earls  of  Buchan ,  a  Family  which  had  great  Poffeffions  in  England .]  King 
Henry  the  lid  was  a&ive  in  recommending  him  ;  and  he  was  by  the  Clergy  of 
Dublin  elected  their  Archbifhop  at  Evejham,  [in  Worcefierjhire]  on  the  6th  of  Sep¬ 
tember,  1181.  He  was  afterwards  on  the  13th  of  March  following  ordained 
Prieft  at  Velletri  ;  and  on  Palm -Sunday  the  2  ifi,  was  at  the  fame  Place  confe- 
crated  Archbifhop  by  Pope  Lucius  the  Illd,  as  Hoveden  faith,  with  whom  the 
Calendar  agrees.  He  there  alfo  obtained  a  Bull  from  the  Pope  dated  the  13th  of 
April  1182  •,  in  which  among  other  Privileges  granted  to  the  See  of  Dublin,  the 
following  Paffage  is  to  be  feen.  “  In  purfuance  alfo  of  the  Authority  of  the 
“  Holy  Canons,  we  order  and  Decree,  that  no  Archbifhop  or  Bifhop  fhall  with- 
“  out  the  Affent  of  the  Archbifhop  of  Dublin  (if  in  a  Bifhoprick  within  his. 
“  Province)  prefume  to  celebrate  any  Synod,  or  to  handle  any  Caufes  or  Ec- 
“  clefiaftical  Matters  of  the  fame  Diocefe,  unlefs  enjoyned  thereto  by  the  Roman 
*c  Pontiff  or  his  Legate.”  The  Copy  of  this  Bull  may  be  feen  in  an  antient 
Regiftry  of  the  Archbifhop  of  Dublin,  called,  Crede  mihiT.  And  from  this  Pri¬ 
vilege  arofe  that  Controverfy,  or  rather  fharp  and  tedious  Difpute,  between  the 
Archbifhops  of  Armagh  and  Dublin  »  that  is,  whether  the  Archbifhop  of  Ar¬ 
magh  had  a  right  of  Primacy,  of  bearing  up  the  Crofs,  of  Appeals  and  Vifitati- 
ons  in  the  Province  of  Dublin  ;  which  continued  for  fome  Centuries  after.  [The 
Hiftory  of  which  Difpute  may  be  feen  in  the  Life  of  Walter  Jorfe,  Archbifhop 
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of  Armagh.]  Girald  Barry  f,  commonly  called,  Cambrenfis ,  who  knew  this 
Archbifhop,  takes  upon  him  to  affert  that  he  was  at  the  time  of  his  Confecra- 
tion  created  Cardinal  Prieft  at  Velletri.  But  as  there  is  not  the  leaft  mention  of 
this  in  Comyn’s  Charters,  which  are  yet  extant,  nor  in  Onuphrius  or  Ciaconius , 
who  have  publifhed  a  Catalogue  of  the  Cardinals  ;  nor  in  the  very  Bull  of 
Pope  Lucius  the  Hid  before  mentioned,  which  granted  him  the  Pall ;  I  cannot 
but  be  pofitive  that  Girald  was  very  much  miftaken  in  this  particular. 

To  return  to  Comyn •  He  firft  came  to  his  See  in  September  1184,  [being 
difpatched  by  King  Henry  the  lid l,  to  prepare  for  the  reception  of  his  Son,  Earl 
John ,  whom  he  relolved  to  fend  over  to  Ireland.  There  is  a  remarkable  Char¬ 
ter  u  faid  about  this  time  or  foon  after  to  be  paffed  by  Earl  John  to  this  Prelate  ; 
whereby  he  granted  to  him  and  his  Succeffors  the  Privilege  of  holding  Courts 
through  all  Ireland ,  and  of  adminiflring  Juftice  to  his  (the  Archbifhop’sj  People 
as  well  in  Cities  as  in  the  Country,  &V.  This  Charter  doth  not  ftand  without 
ftrong  fufpicion  of  Blemifh.  Earl  John  was  young,  when  he  arrived  in  Ireland ; 
and  Comyn ,  as  is  faid  before,  was  fent  to  prepare  for  his  reception.  Jt  is  eafy 
to  conceive  how  far  this  young  Prince  might  be  wrought  on  to  fign  any  thing 
that  was  brought  him.  But  the  Vanity  of  the  Grant  appears  in  this  ;  that  Earl 
John  during  the  whole  time  of  his  Government,  and  his  Succeffors  for  a  long 
time  after,  had  no  actual  Dominion  over  all  Ireland>  nor  could  hold  Courts,  or 
fend  Sheriffs  or  Judges  to  above  a  third  Part  of  it.  How  then  could  he  grant 
to  this  Archbifhop  that  Power,  which  he  had  not  himfelf?  Nor  did  the  Suc¬ 
ceffors  of  Corny n,  in  virtue  of  this  or  any  other  Grant,  take  upon  them  to  ex- 
ercife  civil  or  ecclefiaftical  Jurifdidtion  beyond  the  Suffragan  Diocefes  of  the  Arch- 
bilhoprick.  King  John  (A.  D.)  1185  granted  w  him  the  Bilhoprick  of  Glendalachy 
when  the  fame  fhould  fall  void  •,  the  Charter  of  which  Grant  was  afterwards  con¬ 
firmed  by  Matthew  O-Heney  Archbifhop  of  Cajhell ,  the  Pope’s  Legate,  at  a  Sy¬ 
nod  held  in  Lublin  A.  D.  1192.  He  alfo  granted  x  to  this  Prelate  Letters  Patent  for 
holding  a  Fair  at  Swords  for  eight  Days  about  the  Feftival  of  Columbkill.  Our 
Archbifhop  afiifted  at  the  Coronation  of  King  Richard  the  Firft  y  on  the  third  of 
September  1189,  and  was  a  Witnefs2  to  that  Monarch’s  Letters  Patent  for  fur- 
rendring  to  William  King  of  Scotland ,  the  Caftles  of  Rockbork  and  Berwick , 
which  he  acknowledged  to  belong  to  the  Scotch  King  by  Hereditary  Right.  He  alfo 
on  the  1 7th  of  September  that  Year  aflifted  at  a  Council  held  in  the  Abby  of  Pipewell 
in  Northamptonshire ,  and  the  Day  following  confecrated  John ,  eledt  Bifhop  of 
Candida  Cafa  in  that  Place.]  About  the  Year  1 190  he  built  and  endowed  St.  Pa - 
trick’s  Cathedral  in  Lublin  :  See  more  of  this  Page302.  He  partly  repaired  and  part  ¬ 
ly  enlarged  the  Choir  of  the  Cathedral  of  Chrift-Church  j  and  alfo  founded  and 
endowed  a  Convent  of  Nuns  in  the  County  of  Dublin ,  which  took  its  Name, 
a  Gratia  Dei ,  and  was  commonly  called,  Grace-dieu.  He  died  in  Dublin  on 
the  25th  of  Ottober  1212,  and  was  buried  in  Chrift-Church ,  where  he  hatha 
Marble  Monument  eredted  to  his  Memory  on  the  South  Side  of  the  Choir.  [The 
Conftitutions  and  Canons  made  by  this  Prelate  in  a  Provincial  Synod,  and  con¬ 
firmed  under  the  Leaden  Seal  of  Pope  Urban  the  Illd  about  the  Year  1186,  are 
yet  extant  among  the  Archives  preferved  in  Chrift-Church  Dublin ,  but  fo  mife- 
rably  defaced  by  Time,  that  many  Words  of  them  are  not  now  legible  ;  yet  the 
Sabftance  of  them  may  be  colledted.  I  have  taken  the  liberty  to  give  an

when  it  was  thought  for  a  good  while  that  they  were  irrecoverably  loft. 

i  ft,  Prohibits  Priefts  from  celebrating  Mafs  on  a  Wooden  Table,  according 
to  the  ufige  of  Ireland ;  and  enjoins,  that  in  all  Monafteries,  and  Baptifmal 
Churches  Altars  ftiould  be  made  of  Stone  s  and  if  a  Stone  of  a  fufficient  Size  to 
cover  the  whole  Surface  of  the  Altar  cannot  be  had  ;  that  in  fuch  Cafe  a  fquare 
intire  and  poliftied  Stone  be  fixed  in  the  middle  of  the  Altar,  where  Chrift’s 
Body  is  confecrated,  of  a  Compafs  broad  enough  to  contain  five  CrofTes  and  alfo 
to  bear  the  Foot  of  the  largeft  Chalice.  But  in  Chappels,  Chauntries  or  Orato¬ 
ries  if  they  are  neceftarily  obliged  to  life  Wooden  Altars,  let  the  Mafs  be  celebra¬ 
ted  upon  Plates  of  Stone  of  the  beforementioned  Size  firmly  fixed  in  the 
Wood. 

2d,  Provides  that  the  Coverings  of  the  Holy  Mifteries  may  fpread  over 
the  whole  upper  Part  of  the  Altar  ;  and  that  a  Cloath  may  cover  the  Front 
of  the  fame,  and  reach  to  the  Ground.  Thefe  Coverings  to  be  always  whole  and 
Clean. 

3d,  That  in  Monafteries  and  rich  Churches  Chalices  be  provided  of  Gold 
and  Silver  j  but  in  poorer  Churches,  where  fuch  cannot  be  afforded,  that  then 
Pewter  Chalices  may  ferve  the  Purpofe,  which  muft  be  always  kept  whole  and 
clean. 

4th,  That  the  Hoft,  which  reprefents  the  Lamb  without  Spot,  the  Alpha 
and  Omega ,  be  made  fo  White  and  Pure,  that  the  Partakers  thereof  may  there¬ 
by  underftand  the  purifying  and  feeding  of  their  Souls,  rather  than  their 
Bodies. 

5th,  That  the  Wine  in  the  Sacrament  be  fo  tempered  with  Water,  that  it 
be  not  deprived  either  of  the  natural  tafte  or  colour. 

6th,  That  all  Veftments  and  Coverings  belonging  to  the  Church  be  clean,  fine, 
and  white. 

7th,  That  a  Lavatory  of  Stone  or  Wood  be  fet  up,  and  fo  contrived  with  a 
hollow,  that  whatever  is  poured  into  it  may  pafs  through  and  lodge  in  the  Earth  *, 
through  which  alfo  the  laft  wafhings  of  the  Priefts  Hands  after  the  Holy  Com¬ 
munion  may  pafs. 

8th,  Provides,  that  an  immoveable  Font  be  fixed  in  the  middle  of  every 
Baptilmal  Church,  or  in  fuch  other  part  of  it  as  the  Pafchal  Proceflion  may 
conveniently  pafs  round.  That  it  be  made  of  Stone,  or  of  Wood  lined  with 
Lead  for  cleanefs,  wide  and  large  above,  bored  through  to  the  Bottom, 
and  fo  contrived,  that  after  the  Ceremony  of  Baptifm  be  ended,  a  fccret  pipe  be 
fo  contrived  therein,  as  to  Convey  the  Holy  Water  down  to  Mother  Earth. 

9th,  That  the  coverings  of  the  Altar,  and  other  Veftments  dedicated  to  God, 
when  injured  by  Age,  be  burnt  within  the  inclofure  of  the  Church,  and  the 
Allies  of  them  tranfmitted  through  the  aforefaid  Pipe  of  the  Font  to  be  buryed 
in  the  Bowels  of  the  Earth. 

10th,  Prohibits  any  VefTel  ufed  in  Baptifm  to  be  applied  ever  after  to  any  of 
the  common  ufes  of  Man. 

nth.  Prohibits  under  the  pain  of  an  Anathema  any  Perfon  to  bury  in  a 
Church  Yard,  unlefs  he  can  fhew  by  an  Authentick  writing,  or  undeniable  evi¬ 
dence,  that  it  was  confecrated  by  a  Bifhop,  not  only  as  a  San&uary  or  place  of 
Refuge,  but  alfo  for  a  place  of  a  Sepulture  •,  and  that  no  Lay-men  fhall  pre¬ 
fume  to  bury  their  Dead  in  fuch  a  confecrated  place  without  the  Prefence  of  a 
Prieft. 

1 2th, 
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12th,  Prohibits  the  Celebration  of  divine  Service  in  Chappels  built  by  Lay- 
inen  to  the  detriment  of  the  Mother  Churches. 

13th,  Since  the  Clergy  of  Ireland ,  among  other  Vertues,  have  been  always 
remarkably  eminent  for  their  Chaftity,  and  that  it  would  be  ignominious  if  they 
fhould  be  corrupted  through  his  ( the  Archbifhop’sJ  Negligence,  by  the  foul  con¬ 
tagion  of  Strangers,  and  the  Example  of  a  few  incontinent  Men  :  He  therefore 
forbids  under  the  Penalty  of  lofing  both  Office  and  Benefice,  that  no  Prieft, 
Deacon  or  Subdeacon,  fhould  keep  any  Woman  in  their  Houfes,  either  under  the 
pretence  of  neceffary  Service,  or  any  other  colour  whatfoever  ;  unlefs  a  Mother, 
own  Sifter,  or  fuch  a  Perfon  whofe  Age  fhould  remove  all  fufpicion  of  any  un¬ 
lawful  Commefce. 

14th,  Contains  an  interdid  againft  Simony  under  the  beforementioned  penal¬ 
ty  of  lofing  both  Office  and  Benefice. 

1 5th,  Appoints  that  if  any  Clerk  fhould '  receive  an  Ecclefiaftical  Benefice 
from  a  Lay-hand,  unlefs  after  a  third  Monition  he  renounce  that  pofleffion  which  he 
obtained  by  intrufion,  that  he  fhould  be  an  anathematized  and  for  ever  deprived 
of  the  faid  Benefice.. 

1 6th,  Prohibits  a  Bifhop  from  ordaining  the  inhabitant  of  another  Diocefe 
without  the  commendatory  Letters  of  his  proper  Bifhop,  or  of  the  Archdeacon. 
Nor  that  any  one  be  promoted  to  Holy  Orders  without  a  certain  Title  of  a  Be¬ 
nefice  affigned  to  him. 

17th,  Prohibits  the  conferring  on  one  Perfon  two  holy^Orders  in  one  Day. 

1 8th,  Provides,  that  all  fornicators  fhall  be  compelled  to  celebrate  a  lawful  Mar¬ 
riage,  and  alfo  that  no  Perfon  born  in  Fornication  fhould  be  promoted  to  Holy 
Orders,  nor  fhould  be  efteemed  Heir  either  to  Father  or  Mother,  unlefs  they  be 
afterwards  joined  in  Lawful  Matrimony. 

19th,  Provides  that  Tyths  be  paid  to  the  Mother  Churches  out  of  Provifi- 
ons.  Hay,  the  young  of  Animals,  Flax,  Wool,  Gardens,  Orchards,  and 
out  of  all  things  that  grow  and  renew  yearly,  under  pain  of  an  Anathema, 
after  the  third  Monition  :  And  that  thofe  who  continue  obftinate  in  refufmg  to  pay, 
fhall  be  obliged  to  pay  the  more  punctually  for  the  future. 

20th,  Provides  that  all  Archers,  and  all  others,  who  carry  Arms  not  for  the 
Defence  of  the  People,  but  for  Plunder  and  fordid  Lucre,  fhall  on  every  Lords 
Day  be  excommunicated  by  Bell  Book  and  Candle,  and  at  laft  be  refufed  Chrifti- 
an  burial.] 

Roger  Hoveden  a  gives  an  account  of  the  Injuries  done  to  this  Archbifhop  by 
Hamo  de  Valoniis ,  Lord  Juftice  of  Ireland,  and  others  ;  [for  which  the  Arch¬ 
bifhop  chofe  to  endure  a  voluntary  banifhment,  rather  than  fuffer  fuch  Abufes  to 
himfelf  and  his  Church.  But  before  he  departed,  he  excommunicated  all  thofe 
who  had  done  him  wrong,  and  laid  an  interdict  upon  his  Archbifhoprick.  He 
alfo  commanded  the  Crucifixes  and  Images  about  the  Cathedral  to  be  taken  down, 
and  laid  upon  Thorns.  The  Miracles  mentioned  by  Hoveden  to  be  wrought  up¬ 
on  this  Occafion  are  too  grofs  to  be  repeated.  But  they  did  not  convert  the  Lord 
Juftice,  nor  procure  the  Archbifhop  any  fatisfaCtion  j  although  he  went  over 
to  the  King,  and  to  Earl  John  to  demand  Reftitution  of  what  had  been  thus  vio¬ 
lently  taken  from  him.  Probably  they  looked  on  thefe  Miracles  as  only  Cheats 
of  the  Monks.]  However  it  appears  in  the  Regiftry  of  John  Alan ,  who  was 
long  after  Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  that  this  Hamo ,  to  expiate  his  Crime  did  at

HENRY  de  LOUNDRES. 


[Slice.  1213.  Qb.  1228.] 


T)E  F  O  R  E  the  end  of  the  Year  1212,  Henry  de  Loundres,.thz.t  is  Henry 
the  Londoner,  Archdeacon  of  Stafford ,  was  elected  into  thisArchiepifcopal  See, 
and  about  the  beginning  of  the  year  following  was  confecrated.  [He  was  pre- 
fent b  in  the  year  1213,  when  King  John  executed  his  Charter  of  Surrender  of  the 
Crowns  of  England  and  Ireland  to  Pandulph ,  the  Pope’s  Legate  ;  but  protefted  a- 
gainft  it,  and  refufed  to  fubferibe  it  as  a  Witnefs.  It  concludes,  tefte  Rege , 
coram  Henrico  Archiepifcopo  Dublinienfi  et  aliis,  and  nor,  his  tefiibus  :  And  foon 
after  c  he  was  fent  to  conduct  Stephen  Langton ,  Archbifhop  of  Canterbury ,  and  the 
reft  of  the  exiled  Bifhops  to  the  King’s  Prefence.]  He  was  appointed  Lord  Juftice 
of  Ireland  by  King  John  on  the  23d  of  July  that  Year,  and  continued  in  the  Ad- 
miniflration  of  the  faid  Office  until  the  Year  1215;  when,  being  cited  to  Rome  to 
affift  at  a  general  Council,  he  committed  that  Province  to  Jeffry  de  Marijcis , 
under  the  Title  of  Cuftos  of  Ireland.  [But  he  took  England  in  his  way  to  Rome : 
For  on  the  1 5th  of  June  1215  he  was  prefent  d,  and  of  Council  with  King  John> 
together  with  the  Archbifhop  of  Canterbury ,  and  other  Bifhops  and  Barons  of 
England ,  when  the  King  executed  the  Magna  Chart  a ,  and  Charter  of  the  Forreft 
at  Runnemede ,  and  his  name  is  mentioned  in  the  faid  Charters,  as  one  of  the  Per- 
fons  by  whofe  Advice  the  King  granted  the  faid  Liberties  to  his  Subjects.  In 
1216  Pope  Honorius  the  third  granted  to  him  and  his  Succeffors  the  Patronage  of 
theMonaftery  of  All-Saints  near  Dublin ,]  and  the  Year  following  made  him  Le¬ 
gate  of  Ireland.  Under  this  Chara&er  he  convened  a  Synod  at  Dublin ,  “  Wherein 
“  he  eftablifhed  many  things  profitable  for  the  State  of  the  Irijh  Church.”  They 
are  the  Words  of  the  Annals  of  Marfs-Abby ,  near  Dublin.  The  Canons  of 
this  Synod  are  extant  in  the  antient  Regifler,  called,  Crede  Mihi.  [Before  thefe 
tranfadtions,  and  while  he  v/as  Lord  Juftice  of  Ireland,  King  John  iffued  a 
Write  to  him,  dated  the  23d  of  Augufi  in  the  16th  Year  of  his  Reign,  orde* 
ring  him  to  buy  as  much  Scarlet  Cloath,  as  would  ferve  to  make  Robes  for  the 
Kings  of  Ireland ,  and  other  his  Liege  Subjects  there.  This,  and  the  Building 
of  the  Caftle  of  Dublin ,  which  was  done  by  his  Diligence,  if  not  at  his  own 
Charge  (as  fome  fay)  his  Attendance  at  the  Court  of  Rome ,  as  well  to  affift  at 
the  General  Council,  as  to  folicit f  Aid  againft  the  Barons,  his  Expences  in  the 
King’s  Service,  while  he  was  Lord  Juftice,  and  other  his  Services,  made  King 
John  greatly  his  Debtor  ;  and  the  ffiort  and  unfortunate  Reign  of  that  Prince  af¬ 
ter  left  him  without  Satisfaction.  But  his  Succeffor,  King  Henry  the  Hid  was 
not  unmindful  of  the  Archbiffiop’s  Merit.  For  in  the  twelfth  Year  of  his  Reign, 
A.  D.  1228,  he  iffued  a  Writ s  to  the  Lord  Juftice,  reciting  his  Obligations  to 
this  Prelate,  and  that  he  had  granted  him  the  Cuftodium  of  all  vacant  Archbi-

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fhopricks  and  Bifhopricks  in  Ireland ,  the  Profits  to  be  received  by  the  Hands  of 
John  de  St.  John ,  Bifhop  of  Ferns ,  and  Treafurer  of  Ireland ,  and  G.  Theur- 
wile ,  Archdeacon  of  Dublin ,  untill  the  Debts  due  by  the  Crown  to  the  Arch¬ 
bifhop  fhould  thereout  be  paid.  On  the  10th  of  May  the  fame  Year  the  King 
ifiued  another  Writ  h  to  Richard  de  Burgo>  Lord  Jufiice  of  Ireland ,  the  faid 
Bifhop  of  Ferns  and  Archdeacon  of  Dublin ,  impowering  them  to  audite  the  Ac¬ 
counts  of  the  Archbifhop  concerning  the  Money  raifed  out  of  the  vacant  Sees 
in  part  of  payment  of  the  Debts  due  to  him  ;  and  directing  Credit  to  be  given  to 
the  King  for  as  much  as  the  Archbifhop  received  out  of  the  profits,  and  that 
they  fhould  certifie  how  much  was  paid,  and  what  remained  due.  And  the  fame 
Day  he  ifiued  another  Writ1  to  the  Lord  Jufiice,  letting  him  know,  that  he  had 
afiigned  to  the  faid  Archbifhop  one  hundred  Pounds  out  of  the  Farm  Rent  of 
the  City  of  Limerick ,  and  50  Marks  a  Year  out  of  the  Farm  of  the  City  of  Dublin , 
towards  payment  of  Debts  due  to  the  faid  Archbifhop  by  a  Loan  made  to  King 
John ,  for  his  Expences  in  the  Court  of  Rome  about  the  bufinefs  of  that  King,  and 
for  the  Charges  which  the  Archbifhop  was  at  in  the  Service  of  Ireland ,  when  he 
was  Lord  Jufiice  thereof  the  laft  Time.]  In  the  Year  1219  Jeffry  de  Marifcis , 
was  recalled  into  England ,  and  the  Archbifhop  again  took  the  rains  of  Govern¬ 
ment  into  his  hands,  and  difcharged  the  Truft  committed  to  him  for  five  Years 
with  great  Fidelity.  [Yet  his  Encroachments  on  the  Rights  of  the  Crown,  in  behalf 
of  the  Church,  againft  his  Truft  and  Duty  as  Lord  Jufiice,  in  drawing  temporal 
caufes  to  the  Ecclefiaftical  Courts,  raifed  not  only  the  Subje&s  Clamours  againft 
him,  but  drew  on  him  the  Kings  Refentment :  For  which  A.  D.  1 223,  there  was  a 
Writk  lent  to  him  upon  the  Complaints  of  the  Citizens  of  Dublin ,  to  prohibit  him 
from  fuch  practices  for  the  future,  not  without  threats  of  fevere  ufage,  if  he  pro¬ 
ceeded  A.  D.  1225  1  Pope  Honorius  fent  a  Bull  to  this  Prelate,  giving  him  Au¬ 
thority  to  Excommunicate  all  fuch  as  detained  the  Kings  Caftles  in  Ireland  from 
him  :  And  m  two  Years  after  the  Kings  Writ  ifiued  to  him,  as  alfo  to  the  other 
Archbifhops,  commanding  them,  that  when  any  Cathedral  in  their  Diccefes,  of 
the  Kings  Advowfon,  fhould  be  void,  that  they  fhould  admit  no  Perfon  to  it, 
untill  it  appeared  to  them  by  his  Letters  patent,  that  the  Ele<5tors  had  his  Licence 
to  proceed  to  Elcdtion.j  He  eredted  the  Collegiate  Church  of  St.  Patrick  into  a 
Cathedral,  of  which  fee  before  page  302.  He  augmented  the  Revenues  of  the  Nun¬ 
nery  of  Grace-dieu\  and  removed  the  Priory  of  Holm*  P at  rick  from  an  inconvenient 
place  (where  Sitricus  Fitz-Murchard  had  founded  it  for  Regular  Canons  before 
the  arrival  of  the  Englijh )  to  a  more  Commodious  Situation  n.]  While  he 
governed  this  Church,  the  See  of  Glendalach  (in  almoft  the  fix  hundreth  Year 
after  the  Death  of  St.  Keivin ,  firft  Bifhop  of  it)  was  united  and  annexed  to  this 
See.  Of  the  Caufes  of  this  Union  fee  hereafter  under  William  Piro  the  laft  legal 
Bifhop  of  Glendalach. 

He  fat  in  this  See  fifteen  Years,  and  died  about  the  beginning  of  July  1228, 
and  is  faid  to  be  buryed  under  a  Wooden  Monument  are  the  North  Wall  of 
Cbrijl -Churchy  oppofite  to  Comyn.  But  at  this  Day  there  are  not  the  leaft  Foot- 
fteps  remaining  of  his  Tomb.  On  what  Occafion  he  got  the  Name  of  Scorch- 
villein ,  the  Reader  may  find  in  the  Annals  of  Ireland  publifhed  by  Camden  un¬ 
der  the  Year  1212.  [The  Story  is  related  in  the  Black-Book  n  of  the  Archbifhop 
of  Dublin  thus.  He  fummoned  his  Tenants  to  give  an  account  by  what  Titles

they  held  their  Lands.  They  appeared,  and  produced  their  Deeds ;  which  he 
got  into  his  Hands,  and  threw  into  the  Fire,  and  this  gave  occafion  to  brand  him 
with  that  Nick- Name.  He  granted  0  thirteen  Days  Indulgences  to  the  Abby 
of  Glajlenbury ,  in  England  ;  and  fometime  before  his  Death  gave  to  the  Prior 
and  Convent  of  Chrijl-Church  a  piece  of  Ground  (for  which  Gilbert  Comyn  paid 
him  three  Marks  Rent)  to  eredt  a  Gate-houfe  at  the  entrance  into  their  Church ; 
in  confideration  of  their  having  granted  him  a  perpetual  Anniverfary  to  be  ob- 
ferved  in  their  Convent  to  his  Memory  5  the  original  Inftrument  of  which  grant,, 
with  his  Seal  annexed,  is  among  the  Archives  of  Chrijl-Church.'] 

LUKE. 

[Succ.  1228.  Oh.  1255.] 


UPON  the  Death  of  Henry ,  Luke ,  Dean  of  St.  Martins ,  London ,  and 
Treafurer  of  the  King’s  Wardrobe,  was  by  the  Intereft  of  Hubert  de  Burgh , 
Earl  of  Kent ,  whofe  Chaplain  he  was,  eledted  to  this  See,  and  obtained  the  Royal 
Aflent  on  the  13th  of  December  1228.  But  the  Pope  fet  this  El edl ion  afide ; 
[under  pretence  that  it  was  not  Canonical ;]  notwithstanding  which  he  was  upon 
another  trial  re-eledted,  and  at  lait  confirmed  by  Pope  Gregory  the  IXth,  al¬ 
though  not  untill  the  Year  1230  -,  [the  Bull  of  which  Confirmation  Sub  Plumbo 
is  extant  in  the  Chapter-houfe  of  Chrijl-Church ,  Dublin.  The  Charges  of  thefe 
eledtions,  and  the  Expence  of  foliciting  a  Confirmation  both  with  the  King  and 
Pope,  did  probably  occafion  his  difafforefting  p  a  Forreft  belonging  to  his  See  ; 
for  which  he  was  in  the  Year  1230  called  to  Account,  and  fined  300  Marks. 
Yet  I  find  that  the  fame  Year  he  obtained  the  King’s  Licence  for  difafforeft¬ 
ing  a  large  Forreft  within  the  Demefnes  of  the  Bilhoprick  of  Glendalagh , 
comprehending  a  confiderable  Part  of  the  County  of  Wicklow ,  which  probably 
Was  after  he  had  been  fined.  In  one  adtion  he  is  not  to  be  named  without  great 
Honour,  (viz.)  that  in  the  Year  1232  q,  when  his  Patron  Hubert  de  Burgbt 
Earl  of  Kent ,  had  fallen  under  the  King’s  Difpleafure,  and  was  cruelly  profecu- 
ted  by.  the  Court,  and  deferted  by  all  his  Friends  ;  this  Prelate  was  the  only 
Perfon  who  flood  faft  to  his  Intereft,  and  prevailed  on  the  King  to  grant  him 
milder  Terms,  than  were  intended  him.  About  the  Year  1.237  he  confirmed* 
the  Liberties  and  Privileges  granted  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  St.  Patrick's 
Church,  Dublin ,  by  his  Predeceftor.]  He  fat  in  this  See  upwards  of  twenty  five 
Years  after  his  Confecration  •,  during  which  time  a  great  Conteft  rarofe  between 
his  two  Cathedrals,  concerning  the  eledlionsof  their  Archbifhops  upon  Vacancies  ; 
which  he  cortipofed  after  this  manner  (viz.)  that  the  Place  of  eledtion  fhould 
be  only  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  and  that  there,  as  well  the  Prior  and 
Convent,  as  the  Dean  and  Chapter  fhould  by  joint  fuffrages  eledl  a  new  Prelate. 
[But  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  St.  Patrick's  were  not  content  with  this  Com- 
pofition.  They  complained  of  it  to  Pope  Innocent  the  IVth  as  a  Grievance 
on  them,  who  iffued  a  Bull  dated  the  20th  of  May  in  the  10th  Year  of  his 
Pontificate  to  the  Bifhop  of  Emly  and  to  the  Bifhop  and  Dean  of  Limerick , 
impowering  them  to  put  an  End  to  the  Controverfy,  and,  if  that  could  not  be 
done,  to  remit  it  to  the  Apoftolick  See.  The  original  Bull  of  this  Sub  Plumbo ,

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is  among  the  Archives  of  Chrifi-Church.  It  may  be  feen  in  feveral  Inftances 
after  this  time,  that  neither  thefe  Commiffioners,  nor  the  Pope  him felf,  were 
able  to  quiet  the  contending  Parties.  About  the  Year  1250,  the  Archbifhops 
Bifhops,  and  Clergy  of  Ireland ,  who  were  of  Irijh  Birth,  had  in  a  Synod  enaCted 
a  Decree,  that  no  Englifhman  born  fhould  be  admitted  a  Canon  in  any  of  their 
Churches.  King  Henry  the  third  complained  of  this  PraCtiqe  to  the  Pope  ;  who 
directed  a  Bull  u  to  them,  dated  the  24th  of  September  1250,  commanding  them 
to  refcind  the  faid  Decree  within  a  Month  ;  and  another  to  this  Prelate,  and  to 
Jeffry  Turvill,  Bilhop  of  Offory ,  giving  them  Authority,  if  the  other  Prelates  did 
not  obey,  to  declare  it  void  by  his  Authority.]  He  died  (according  to  Matthew 
Paris)  on  the  13th,  or,  fas  others  fay)  on  the  12th  of  December  1255,  having 
been  deprived  of  his  Eye-Sight  fome  Years  before  his  Death.  [But  the  Annals 
of  St.  Mary's  Abby  place  his  Death  in  1253.]  He  was  buryed  in  Chrift-  Church 
(on  the  Fabrick  whereof  I  find  he  was  at  fome  Expence)  in  the  fame  Tomb 
with  his  Predecefior  Comin.  [He  endowed  w  St.  John's  without  Newgate,  with 
two  Burgages,  and  fix  Acres  of  Land  in  St.  Kelvin's  Parifh.]  There  had  been 
great  Dilputes  between  this  Prelate  and  Reiner ,  Archbilhop  of  Armagh ,  concer¬ 
ning  the  Primacy.  [Of  which  fee  an  Account  under  Walter  Jorfe ,  Archbifhop 
of  Armagh.  ] 


FUL  K  de  SA  UN FO  R  D. 


[Succ.  1256.  Ob.  1271.] 


AFTER  the  Death  of  Archbifhop  Luke ,  Ralph  of  Norwich ,  Canon  of  St^ 
Patrick's ,  Dublin ,  and  Chancellor  of  Ireland ,  was  elected  to  this  See  by 
both  Churches.  But  (as  Florilegus  x  faith)  he  was  betrayed  in  the  Court  of  Rome 
by  the  Perfidy  of  thofe  whom  he  employed  ;  and  by  that  means  came  fhort 
of  his  Expectations.  [ Matthew  Paris  y  gives  a  fuller  account  of  this  difap* 
pointment,  and  withal  toucheth  on  the  Character  of  the  Man.  He  fays,  he 
“  was  Vir  dapfilis  et  facetus ,  &c.  a  witty  pleafent  Companion,  and  one  who 
“  loved  good  Cheer  :  That  in  his  youth  he  had  the  greater  Part  of  his  Edu- 
«  cation,  rather  in  the  King’s  Court,  than  in  the  Schools  where  the  Liberal 
“  Arts  were  taught.  That  he  was  eleCted  by  the  Canons  Archbifhop  of  Dublin  ; 
“  but  being  oppofed  by  fome,  his  Confirmation  was  put  off,  and  the  Electors 
«  were  reproved  for  choofing  a  Man  altogether  fecular  and  worldly  *,  one  then 
«  under  the  Protection  and  Power  of  the  King,  and  placed  at  the  Receit  of 
Cuftom  in  Ireland ,”  alluding  to  his  Office.  By  wfiich  paffage  one  would 
judge,  that  he  was  rather  Treafurer,  than  Chancellor  of  Ireland.  And  indeed 
I  do  not  find  any  Perfon  under  the  Name  of  Ralph ,  Chancellor,  at  this  or 
any  other  time  *,  unlefs  it  were  Ralph  Neville  Bilhop  of  Chichejler ,  who  en* 
joyed  that  Office  from  1233  to  1235,  and  again  from  1250  to  1259.]  This 
Election  then  being  fet  afide,  Fulk  de  Saunford  [called  fo  from  the  place  of  his 
Birth  in  Oxfordjhire,  Archdeacon  of  Middlefex  and]  Treafurer  of  St.Paul's ,  London , 
was  on  the  20th  2  of  July  1256,  [not  the  30th,  as  Ware  fays]  by  a  Papal  Bull 
declared  Archbifhop,  [and  by  the  fame  Bull  had  an  Indulgence  to  hold  in  Com- 
mendam  the  faid  Treafurcrfhip,  and  all  other  Prebends  and  Ecclefiaftical  Bene¬ 
fices,  which  he  held  before  his  Promotion,  notwithstanding  the  Conftitutions  of 
any  general  Council.  The  Year  following  the  fame  Pope  granted  him  an  In-

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diligence  *  to  choofe  any  difcreet  Pried  for  his  Confeffor  ;  whom  he  authorized 
to  abfolve  him  from  any  Sentence  of  Excommunication  which  he  might  have  in¬ 
curred  for  laying  violent  hands  on  any  Perfon  ;  and  to  difpence  with  any  irre¬ 
gularity  contradted  on  fuch  Account  :  But  on  condition  that  he  made  compe¬ 
tent  Satisfaction  to  the  injured  Perfon.]  Matthew  Paris  calls  him  in  a  Midake, 
Fnlk  Bajfet .  [But  fryn  is  more  grofly  out,  in  alledging,  that  Fulk  Saunford 
was  fet  afide,  and  Fuik  Bajfet  preferred  by  the  King.  I  much  queftion  whe¬ 
ther  Fulk  Saunford  and  Fulk  Bajfet  was  not  one  and  the  fame  Perfon,  under  dif¬ 
ferent  Names  ;  at  leaft  I  am  warranted  in  my  Conjecture  by  the  Annals  of  Feuks- 
bury %  under  the  Year  1257,  where  he  is  called,  Fulk  Bajjet ,  or  de  Saunford.  In 
1258,  he  made  ufe  of  the  Pope’s  Authority  to  refeind  and  avoid  feveral  Leafes 
and  Grants  of  Houfes,  Tyths,  Rents,  Lands  and  Poffefiions  made  by  his  Pre- 
deceffors  to  the  Cidertians,  Templars,  Hofpitallers,  and  to  the  Religious  of  other 
Orders,  as  well  as  to  Secular  Clerks  and  Laicks  ;  though  the  confent  of  both 
Chapters,  and  the  Confirmation  of  the  Apoftolick  See  were  fairly  had  to  fuch 
Grants.  Lie  took  a  Journey  to  the  Court  of  Rome  in  the  Year  1261,  for  carry¬ 
ing  on  fome  Bufinefs  relating  to  his  Diocefe  ;  the  concerns  of  which  in  Ireland 
were  committed  by  Pope  Alexander  the  IVth  b,  to  the  Care  of  the  Bifhops  of  Lif- 
more  and  Waterford. 

After  his  return  there  were  great  Quarrels  between  this  Prelate  and  the  Mayor 
and  Citizens  of  Dublin ,  occafioned  thus.  The  Revenues  and  Support  of  the 
Churches  of  Dublin  fas  the  Archbifhop  alledgedj  confided  for  the  mod  part  in 
the  Offerings  of  the  Faithful  on  Sundays  and  Holy  Days,  in  the  Benedictions 
of  married  People,  and  the  Purifications  of  Child-bed  Women  ;  which  Offe¬ 
rings  People  made  in  the  Churches  accompanied  with  a  numerous  Train,  who 
all  made  their  Oblations  upon  the  Occafion.  The  Mayor  and  Citizens  en¬ 
deavoured  to  correCt  this  Grievance,  which  had  grown  to  too  great  Excefs  ;  and 
for  this  purpofe,  in  1267  made  a  Penal  Order,  that  no  Citizens  fhould  pre¬ 
fume  to  make  their  Offerings  more  than  four  times  a  year  j  and  redrained  the 
Number  attending  new  married  People  and  Child-bed  Women  upon  thefe  Occa- 
fionsto  two.  They  feized  the  Wrax-Candles  carryed  in  Proceffions  at  Funerals, 
and  which  ufed  to  be  given  to  the  Churches,  and  depofited  them  in  their  own 
Halls  ;  leaving  only  two  Wax-Candles  to  the  Church,  where  the  Perfon  was  bu- 
ryed.  They  alfo  Ordered  that  no  Prelate  or  Ecclefiadical  Judge  within  the 
City  fhould  hold  Plea  of  Ufury,  or  of  any  other  Crime  or  Caufe,  except  what 
were  Matrimonial  or  Tedamentary  ;  and  that  they  fhould  have  no  Cogni¬ 
zance  of  intedate’s  Goods,  which  they  ordered  to  be  paid  into  the  Exchequer ;  and 
they  further  ordained  that  no  Citizen,  even  in  Caufes  Ecclefiadical,  fhould  be  o- 
bliged  to  appear  in  Judgment  out  of  the  Limits  of  the  City. 

Thefe  Encroachments  on  the  Ecclefiadical  immunities  were  highly  relented 
by  the  Archbifhop.  He  over  and  over  again  admonifhed  the  Mayor  and  Citizens 
to  a  forbearance  ;  which  having  no  effedt,  he  by  his  ordinary  authority  promul- 
ged  the  Sentence  of  Excommunication  againd  them,  and  put  the  City  under  an 
interdidf  *,  to  drengthen  which  he  had  recourfe  to  Cardinal  Oftobon ,  the  Pope’s 
Legate,  then  at  London  ;  who  on  the  1 8  th  of  February  1267  fent  Orders  to  the 
Bifhops  of  Lifmore  and  Waterford  to  denounce  by  Bell,  Book,  and  Candle  the 
Mayor  and  Citizens  excommunicated  in  all  publick  places  within  the  City 
and  Province  of  Dublin.  The  Indrument  containing  the  particulars  of  this  pro¬ 
ceeding  may  be  feen  in  the  antient  Regidry  of  the  See  of  Dublin ,  intitled,  Crede 

mihi  c.

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The  Summer  following  Sir  Robert  de  Ufford ,  Lord  Juftice,  and  die  Privy 
Council  interpofed  in  thefe  Quarrels  ;  and  a  compofition  was  made  between  the 
Archbifhop  and  the  Citizens  in  the  Mayoralty  of  Vincent  T abi ,  the  Terms  of 
which  ("relating  only  to  fome  of  the  particulars  before  mentioned,  the  matters 
meerly  Ecdefiaftical  being  probably  before  given  up)  were  thefe,  viz.  t£  If  any 
“  Citizen  committed  a  publick  Sin,  he  fhould  for  the  firft  Offence  commute 
“  for  a  Sum  of  Money.  If  he  continued  in  his  Sin,  and  that  the  fame  was  enor- 
“  mous  and  publick  ;  that  then,  fufiigetur  &c.  he  fhould  be  cudgelled  about  the 
“  Church.  If  he  offended  a  third  time  *,  that  then  he  fhould  be  folemnly  and 
“  publickly  cudgelled  before  the  proceffions  made  to  Chrifi -Church  or  St.  Pa- 
“  tricks  ;  and  if  after  this  penance  he  fhould  perfift  in  his  Sin,  that  then  the  Offi- 
“  cial  of  the  Archbifhop  fhould  give  notice  of  it  to  the  Mayor  and  Bayliffs  . 
“  who  fliould  either  turn  him  out  of  the  City,  or  cudgell  him  through  it.  It  was 
cc  further  agreed,  that  a  general  inquifition  fhould  be  made  once  a  year  through 
tc  the  City  after  all  publick  Sins  :  But  that  no  Citizen  fhould  be  drawn  out  of 
“  the  J  urifdi&ion  of  the  City  by  any  Official  of  the  Archbifhop,  but  fhould  an- 
“  fwer  within  the  City  before  the  ordinary  Jurifdi&ion.”  I  have  mentioned  this 
pafiage  at  large  out  of  the  Black  Book d  of  the  Archbifhop  of  Dublin  to  lhew 
the  manner  of  Punifhment  in  thofe  Days.] 

Archbifhop  Fulk  governed  this  See  almofl  1 5  Years  •,  and  died  in  his  Manor  of 
Finglajs  on  the  6th  of  May  1271.  His  Body  was  conveyed  to  St.  Patrick's  Church, 
and  there  depofited  in  the  Chappel  of  the  bleffed  Virgin  Mary  [of  which  Sir 
James  Ware  makes  him  the  Founder  •,  yet  certainly  in  a  miftake :  For  it  appears  in 
the  Black  Book  e  aforefaid  that  an  Altar  in  the  faid  Chappel  was  on  the  Feftival 
of  St.  Vincent,  A.  D.  1235,  (twenty  one  Years  before  the  Advancement  of  this 
Prelate)  dedicated  by  Luke,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin'].  The  See  was  afterwards  va¬ 
cant  feven  Years. 

[I  am  of  Opinion  this  Archbifhop  refigned  before  his  Death,  or  had  a  Coad¬ 
jutor  put  on  him.  For  I  find  in  the  publick  Records  in  the  50th  Year  of  King 
Henry  the  third,  A.  D.  1266.  (which  was  five  years  before  his  Death)  that 
the  King  granted  to  Robert  le  Provend,  Bifhop  of  Dublin,  his  Heirs  and  theirTe- 
nants,  that  their  Goods  fhould  not  be  diftrained  in  any  place  for  Debts,  wherein 
they  were  not  principal  or  Surety  ;  unlefs  where  the  Debtors  were  within  their 
power,  and  that  the  faid  Robert  or  his  Heirs  were  deficient  in  doing  juftice  to  the 
Creditors.  And  again  in  the  fecond  year  of  King  Edward  the  firft,  *  A.  D.  1273 
the  King,  at  the  Inftance  of  his  Sifter  the  Queen  of  Scotland ,  granted  to  Robert , 
Bifhop  of  Dublin,  refiding  in  Scotland,  that  Robert  de  Robery  (whom  the  Bifhop 
had  conftituted  in  his  ftead)  might  in  the  Name  of  the  Bifhop  make  Attorneys  to 
appear  for  him  in  all  his  Courts,  before  any  J  uftices  and  Barons  of  the  Exchequer , 
and  in  Counties,  Hundreds  and  other  the  King’s  Courts,  for  him  or  againft  him 
for  feven  years  ;  and  to  exempt  him  from  all  Amerciaments  for  not  appearing 
perfonally  in  them.  There  is  no  way  of  Reconciling  the  firft  of  thefe  paflages 
with  the  Death  of  Archbifhop  Fulk  but  as  aforefaid  ;  unlefs  we  fuppole,  that  Prynf 
from  whom  I  have  taken  thefe  Quotations,  hath  Miftaken  the  Number  of  the 
Roll,  and  that  it  fliould  be  the  55th  of  Henry  the  third,  inftead  of  the  50t;h, 
and  then  the  Grant  will  come  after  the  Death  of  Fulk.  If  this  be  fo,  which  may 
be  probable  ;  then  Robert  le  Provend  was  only  Cuftodee  of  the  Temporalties  for 
the  ufe  of  the  Prince  of  Wales,  during  the  feven  Years  vacancy,  with  the  title  only 
of  Bifhop,  poftibly  according  to  the  mode  of  fpeakingin  that  Age.  For  Kingffrtf-

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ry  the  third  had  granted  to  his  eldeft  Son  Prince  Edward  all  the  ifliies  and  profits 
of  the  Archbifhoprick  towards  the  Expences  of  his  Voyage  to  the  Holy  land, 
faving  Knights  Fees,  Wards,  Reliefs,  Efcheats,  and  Advowfons  of  all  Eccleiiafti- 
cal  Promotions  y  and  he  fent  a  Writ  to  the  Efcheator  of  Ireland  dated  the  thir¬ 
teenth  of  June  after  the  Death  of  Fulk ,  reciting  the  faid  Grant,  and  comman¬ 
ding  him  not  to  concern  himfelf  in  thereceit  y  but  to  leave  it  to  the  Attorneys  of 
Prince  Edward  y  and  whatever  he  had  collected,  to  pay  it  over  to  the  Prince’s  At¬ 
torneys* 

This  Archbifhop  purchafed  thirty  Acres  of  Land  from  William  de  Syreburn , 
and  annexed  them  to  his  See  y  for  the  profits  whereof  John  de  Saunford ,  Efchea¬ 
tor  of  Ireland ,  and  afterwards  Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  pafifed  his  Accounts  in  the 
Exchequer  after  the  Death  of  Fulk,  and  during  the  vacancy  of  the  See,  in  the  feventh 
Year  of  King  Edward  the  firft,  (notwithftanding  the  writ  before  mentioned) 
as  appears  by  his  Accounts  in  the  chief  Remembrancers  Office.  After  the  Death 
of  King  King  Henry  the  third,  his  Succefifor  King  Edward  the  firft  committed 
the  Cuftody  of  the  Temporalties  of  this  See  to  Thomas  Chedworth  by  two  Writs 
dated  the  20th  of  January  andfecond  of  September  1272,  and  authorized  him  to 
farm  and  improve  them  to  the  Kings  beft  Advantage  y  and  alfo  ordered  the 
Chief  Juftice  to  difpofe  of  the  Wards  profits  and  Revenues  thereof,  and  to  prefent 
to  vacant  Churches  in  his  Right.  In  the  fourth  Year  of  King  Edward  the 
firft,  another  Writ  iflued  to  the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer  to  pay  to  Chedworth  a. 
Penfton  of  fourty  Marks  a  Year  out  of  the  See  for  fuch  time  as  he  had  the  Cuf¬ 
tody  of  it.  It  was  three  years  after  this  time  before  Archbifhop  Derlington  Kad 
reftitution  of  the  Temporalties.] 

JOHN  de  DE  R  Li  NGTO  N. 

[Succ.  1279.  Ob.  1284.] 

TH  E  Month  following  Fulk' s  Death,  the  King  granted  a  Licence  to  pro¬ 
ceed  to  an  Election  y  and  on  the  29th  of  July  Wiliam  de  la  Corner , 
the  King’s  Chaplain,  (who  fome  Years  after  was  promoted  to  the  See  of  Salijbury) 
was  elected  by  the  Prior  and  Convent  of  the  Holy  Trinity  y  but  the  fame  Day 
the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  St.  Patrick's  made  Choice  of  Fromund  le  Brun ,  the 
Pope’s  Chaplain  y  who  was  the  fame,  (as  I  think,)  at  that  time  with  the  Lord 
Chancellor  *  of  Ireland.  However,  after  a  tedious  Suit,  the  Pope  nulled  both 
the  Eledtions,  and  declared  John  de  Derlington ,  Dodtor  of  Divinity,  a  Dominican 
Frier,  and  Confeffor  to  the  late  King  Henry  the  third,  Archbifhop.  [He  took 
his  Name  from  the  Place  8  of  his  Birth,  at  Derlington ,  in  the  Bifhoprick  of  Dur¬ 
ham.]  He  was  confecrated  in  Waltham  Abby  on  the  8th  h  of  September  1279, 
or,  as  others  fay  *,  on  the  Sunday  after  the  Feaft  of  St.  Bartholomew  the  Apoftle, 
by  John,  Archbifhop  of  Canterbury,  affifted  by  Nicholas ,  Bifhop  of  Winchefter , 
Robert,  Bifhop  of  Bath  and  Wells,  and  William,  Bilhop  of  Norwich,  [The 
Manufcript  Colledlions  of  King,  late  Archbifhop  of  Dublin,  (from  what  Autho¬ 
rity  I  kno  w  not,)  anticipate  this  Prelate’s  Confecration  and  Death  a  Year.  How¬ 
ever  that  be,  it  is  certain  his  Writ  k  of  Reftitution  to  the  Temporalties  bears  Date 

*  ,^e  ^as  Chancellor  °f  Ireland  24  Years,  viz.  from  12CQ  to  1283,  when  he  was  fucceeded  by  Wal¬ 
ter  de  Fulburn.  r  wo*  j 

?  Fuller  s  Worthies  in  Durham.  h  Annals  ofWaverly  M.  S.  in  the  Cotton  Library.  '  i  Tho. 
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the  28th  of  April  1279.]  He  was  a  Prelate  of  great  Authority  for  his  Learning 
and  Wifdom,  as  Matthew  Paris  fays.  [But  Bale  is  not  fo  favourable  to  him. 
For  he  calls  him,  “  A  mercenary  Hireling,  and  not  a  Shepherd,  that  he  went  to 
“  his  Archbiffioprick  not  to  feed,  but  to  milk  and  Iheare  his  Sheep  ;  and  that  he 
“  died,  Divina  tattus  ultione,  blafted  by  Divine  Vengeance.”]  It  is  certain  he  was 
Collector  of  the  Peter-pence ,  both  in  England  and  Ireland ,  to  the  Popes,  John 
the  twenty  firft,  Nicholas  the  third,  and  Martin  the  fourth,  [which  was  Caufe 
enough  to  make  Bale  afford  him  no  Quarter.]  He  was  fnatched  away  by  fudden 
Death  in  London  on  the  29th  of  March  1284,  in  the  5th  Year  after  his  Confecrati- 
on,  and  was  buryed  there,  in  a  Dominican  Convent.  What  Works  he  publifhed 
are  to  be  feen  in  Leland ,  [who  calls  him  Johannes  Durlendunus']  and  out  of  Le~ 
land  in  Bale h  [On  the  5th  of  May  after  Archbifhop  Derlington’s  Death,  the 
King  granted  a  Licence  m  to  go  to  Election  upon  the  Petition  of  the  Dean  and 
Chapter  of  St.  Patrick’s ,  prefented  by  the  next  Succeffor,  John  de  Saunford ,  whom 
the  Record  calls,  Concanonicus  nofler ,  our  Fellow -Canon.] 

JO  H  N  de  S  A  UN  FO  R  D. 

[< Suce .  1284.  Ob.  1294] 

JO  H  N  de  Saunford ,  a  Native  of  England ,  and  Brother  to  Fulk  de  Saunford 4 
before  mentioned,  was  Dean  of  St.  Patrick’s,  Dublin ,  [a  Francifcan  Frier  ”,] 
and  for  a  time  Efcheator  of  Ireland.  Being  canonically  elefted,  he  was  confir¬ 
med  by  the  King  on  the  20th  of  July  1284,  [and  the  6th  of  Auguft  following  had 
his  Writ 0  for  Reftitution  to  the  Temporalties,  having  firft  with  fome  Difficulty 
obtained  the  Pope’s  Confirmation.  For  to  avoid  a  tedious  Examination  into  his 
Election  in  the  Court  of  Rome ,  (the  Pope  having  raifed  fome  Scruples  concerning 
it]  he  voluntarily  refigned  his  Right  to  Pope  Honorius  the  fourth,  who  by  an  ir¬ 
regular  and  uncanonical  Election  had  at  Rome ,  promoted  him  to  this  See,  and 
gave  him  his  Confirmation  of  it  on  the  goth  of  May  1285,  recommending  him 
by  a  Bull  p  of  that  Date  to  the  King’s  Favour  for  his  Confirmation  ;  which  was 
needlefs,  fince  the  King  had  confirmed  him  before.  All  Interefts  then  concurring] 
he  was  confecrated  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  Dublin ,  on  Palm- Sunday , 
the  7th  of  April  1286. 

This  Prelate  flood  high  in  the  Favour  of  King  Edward  the  I  ft  ;  by  whom 
he  was  conflicted  Lord  Juftice  of  Ireland  [in  1288,  after  the  Death  of  Stephen 
de  Fulburn  q,  and  had  an  Allowance  of  500 1.  a  year  granted  him  by  the  King  to 
fupport  his  Government.]  He  was  afterwards  called  home,  and  fent  on  an  Em- 
baffy  to  the  Emperor,  together  with  Anthony  Biffiop  of  Durham *,  [the  ground  of 
which  Embaffy  r  was  to  treat  with  the  Emperor  concerning  the  Reftitution  of 
Burdeaux ,  and  the  adjacent  Country  of  Gafcony ,  which  had  been  poffeffed  by  the 
King  of  France  fometime  before.]  Having  fuccefsfully  acquitted  himfelf  of  this 
Negotiation,  he  returned  into  England ,  and  was  immediately  after,  viz.  on  the 
fecond,  [or  as  fome  fay  the  firft  f  of  Ofteber\  1294,  “  feized  with  a  grievous  dif- 
“  order  (fays  Matthew  of  Weft  mini  er)  and  went  the  way  of  ail  Flefh.”  [PryyA 
fays,  he  died  in  returning  from  the  King  of  Arragon ,  to  whom  he  had  been  fent 
to  negotiate  fome  Affairs  for  the. King  of  England .]  His  Body  was  [at  the  Re¬ 
quest  of  the  Canons  of  St.  Patrick’s  to  the  King]  conveyed  into  Ireland ,  and  on

the  Cotton  Library  among  the  Letters  of  King  Edward  the  Ift.]  He  was  a  Pre¬ 
late  in  great  Reputation  for  Learning  and  Wifdom.  [Upon  his  Death  the  King 
by  writ u  dated  the  20th  of  OBober  1294,  granted  the  Cuflodium  of  the  See  to 
Richard  de  Abyngdon  during  Pleafure  ;  but  referved  the  Profits  to  be  accounted 
for  in  the  Exchequer.  Of  the  Murder  of  one  of  his  Servants  by  a  Servant  of  the 
Bifhop  of  Ely ,  as  thefe  Prelates  were  on  their  return  from  Canterbury  from  the 
Confecration  of  the  Bifhop  of  Bath  and  Wells,  and  the  whole  Record  and  Pro- 
cels  thereon  See  Reily’s  Placita  Parliament  aria  21.  Edw.  1.  p,  15b.] 


WILLIAM  de  HOP  HU  M. 

[Succ.  1297.  Ob.  eod  and] 


H  0  M  A  S  de  Chadfworth,  who  was  alfo  Dean  of  St.  Patrick’s , 


JL  was  elected  the  fame  Year.  But  the  King  withflood  him,  and  could 
not  be  brought  to  a  Compliance;  and  on  the  16  th  of  June  1297,  the  Pope 
by  Provifion  nominated  William  de  Hotbum  (by  Leland  called  Odo )  to  the  Arch- 
bifhoprick.  [Thus  laith  Sir  James  Ware.  But  it  appears  from  the  publick  Re¬ 
cords,  that  it  was  the  Pope  who  vacated  the  Election  of  Chadfworth.  For  on 
the  the  20th  of  December  1294,  the  King  iffued  a  Licence  w  to  the  Dean  and 
Chapter  of  St.  Patrick’s,  and  to  the  Prior  and  Convent  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  to 
proceed  to  an  Eledlion  on  the  Death  of  Archbifhop  Saunford.  But  it  feems  they 
had  eleded  Thomas  de  Chadfworth  before  the  Licence  iffued  ;  which  being  difeo- 
vered,  they  were  obliged  to  fue  out  a  new  Licence,  x  dated  the  24th  of  March 
following  ;  by  virtue  whereof  they  unanimoufly  re-eleded  Chadfworth  and  certi¬ 
fied  him  to  the  King  on  the  28th  of  April  1296  ;  upon  which  the  King  gave  his 
Royal  Affent,  and  certified  the  fame  to  the  Pope.  On  the  eighth  of  December 
1297,  the  King  reciting  .the  Eledion  of  Chadfworth ,  that  it  was  caffated  by  the 
Pope  ;  and  reciting  the  Provifion  of  William  of  Hothum,  iffued  his  Writ  y  to  the 
Canons  of  the  free  Chappel  of  Pencris  in  the  Diocefe  of  Litchfield  and  Coventry , 
belonging  to  the  See  of  Dublin,  letting  them  know,  that  he  had  reftored  Hothum 
to  the  Temporalties,  and  commanding  them  to  obey  him  as  their  Archbifhop. 
He  alfb  fent  a  Writ*  to  Richard  de  Abyndon ,  Cuflodee  of  the  Temporalties  to 
reftore  them  to  him,  and  another  Writ a  to  the  fame  Abyndon,  late  Cuflodee 
of  the  Temporalties,  commanding  him  to  give  to  Archbifhop  Hothumyht  pre¬ 
emption  of  the  Plows,  Cattle  and  Stock  upon  the  Temporalties  of  the  Arch- 
bifhoprick,  except  the  Corn;  and  another  Writ b  to  the  Juftices,  Efchea- 
tors  and  Sheriffs,  commanding  them  to  fuffer  him  to  enjoy  all  the  Liberties  and 
Privileges,  which  any  of  his  Predeceffors  enjoyed.]  He  was  a  Dominican  Frier, 
and  [twice]  Provincial  of  that  Order  in  England,  and  then  happened  to  be  Am- 
baffador  at  Rome  from  King  Edward  the  III,  [to  Pope  Boniface  the  VUIth,  where 
he  executed  the  Trull  committed  to  him  with  great  Applaufe  ;  and  was  inferior  to 
none  for  Learning,  Virtue,  Gravity,  Integrity  and  Judgment  in  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  Affairs.]  The  Pope  gave  him  Liberty  to  be  confecrated  by  any  Catholick 
Bifhop  he  fhould  make  choice  of.  He  was  born  in  England ,  but  educated  at  Paris , 
where  he  took  his  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity.  Pits  and  others  hold,  that  he  was 
confecrated  at  Rome  in  1298,  by  the  Pope  himfelf,  and  that  he  died  on  his  return- 
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Bat  JValfmgham ,  I  think,  is  nearer  the  Truth,  in  averting  that  he  was  confedera¬ 
ted  the  fame  year  at  Ghent  in  Flanders ,  by  Anthony  Beak ,  Bifliop  of  Durham  [and 
with  him  agree  the  Annals  of  Mary's  Abby .]  He  died  the  fame  year  on  the 
30th  of  Augutt  fas  Leland  fays)  at  Dijon  in  Burgundy.  His  Body  was  afterwards 
conveyed  into  England ,  and  buryed  at  London  in  a  Monaftery  of  his  own  Order 
[Bale  c  falls  foul  on  this  Prelate,  and  on  Pope  Boniface  the  Vlllth,  who  advan¬ 
ced  him  ;  and  infinuates,  that  he  got  the  Archbifhoprick,  Auro  Current e ,  by  the ' 
mediation  of  Gold;  yet  allows,  that  he  was  a  Man  highly  extolled  by  the  Wri¬ 
ters  of  his  own  order,  as  a  Perfon  of  a  great  Spirit,  acute  Parts,  and  one  who  had 
a  lingular  Dexterity  in  conciliating  tohimfelf  the  Favour  of  Men.  On  the  24th 
of  September  after  his  Death  a  Writd  iffued  to  the  Treafurer  and  Barons  of  the  Ex - 
chequer  to  feize  the  Temporalties  of  the  Archbifhoprick,  and  to  commit  the 
Cuftody  of  them  to  fome  faithful  Perfon,  for  whom  they  would  be  refponfible.]  A 
larger  Account  may  be  found  of  him  in  Caius* s  Antiquities  of  Cambridge e. 

RICHARD  de  FE  RINGS. 

[Slice.  1299.  Ob.  1306.] 

N  the  2  iff  of  January  following,  Adam  de  Baljham ,  Prior  of  Chnft-Church, 
^  was  elefted  Archbifhop  by  that  Convent.  But  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of 
St.  Patrick's  made  choice  of  their  Dean,  Fhomas  de  Chadfworth  ( of  whom  be¬ 
fore)  who  was  then  one  of  the  Juflices  of  the  King's-Bench.  But  neither  of  thefe 
elections  was  approved,  [in  regard  they  were  made  without  the  King’s  previous 
Licence;  for  which  the  Prior  and  Convent  of  Chrift -Churchy  and  the  Dean  and 
Chapter  of  St.  Patrick's  were  attached  to  anfwer  the  contempt ;  which  ended  in 
the  Seizure  of  the  Temporalties  of  the  Prior  and  Convent,  and  gave  the  Pope  an 
opportunity  to  provide  for  the  See ;  he  claiming  a  right  after  a  lapfe  of  three 
Months  from  the  Death  of  the  laid  Bifhop.  The  whole  procefs  of  this  attach  ¬ 
ment,  and  the  Judgment  on  it,  may  be  feen  in  Reily's  Placita  Parliament  aria  f.j 
Thefe  two  elections  being  fet  afide,  Richard  de  Ferings  [  who  in  12812  be¬ 
came]  Archdeacon  of  Canterbury ,  was  nominated  Archbifhop  by  the  Pope,  and 
confecrated  about  the  middle  of  the  Year  1299.  [But  he  met  with  fome  diffi¬ 
culties  from  the  King  in  obtaining  Reftitution  to  the  Temporalties  ;  in  regard 
when  he  prefented  the  Pope’s  provifional  Letters,  it  appeared  there  were  fome 
Claufes  in  them  prejudicial  to  the  Prerogative.  But  he  exprefly  renounced  them 
and  publickly  declared,  that  it  was  never  his  intention  to  fue  forth,  do,  or  profe- 
cute  any  thing  which  fhould  turn  to  the  Prejudice  of  the  Crown;  and  therefore 
renounced  fimply  and  abfolutely  every  thing  contained  in  the  Pope’s  Letters, 
which  either  tacitly  or  exprefly,  direCtly  or  indirectly,  could  tend  thereto.  This 
renunciation11  of  the  prejudicial  Claufes,  bearing  date  the  30th  of  May  1300, 
is  yet  remaining  among  the  Records  in  the  Tower  of  London.  Upon  this  fatis- 
faCtion  given,  the  King  took  his  fealty,  and  iffued  his  Writ1  of  Reftitution  the 
Day  following  ;  and  at  the  fame  time  another  Writ k  to  the  Canons  of  the  free 
Chappel  of  Pencris ,  of  which  the  Archbifhops  of  Dublin  were  Deans.]  He  took 
a  vaft  deal  of  Pains  to  eftablifh  a  right  underftanding  between  his  Cathedral 
Churches.  [In  the  White  Book  of  Chrift-Church  there  is  this  Paffage  to  be  feen. 
44  Eo  Tempore ,  &c.  At  this  time  there  was  a  final  and  full  Concord,  and  ami-

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44  cable  agreement  made  of  their  various  Controverfies  and  Wrangles,  between 
44  the  Prior  and  Convent  ol  Chrijl- Churchy  and  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  St. 
44  Patrick* s,  which  was  reduced  into  Writing,  and  flrengthned  by  the  Common 
\  44  Seal  of  each  Chapter,  with  a  penalty  annexed”]  The  Heads  of  the  Agree¬ 

ment,  which  he  brought  them  to,  are  to  be  found  in  Archbifhop  Alan* s  Re- 
giflry,  of  which  thefe  are  the  Principal. —  “  That  ,  the  Archbifhops  of  Dublin 
44  fhould  be  confecrated  and  inthroned  in  Chrijl-Church. —  That  both  Churches 
44  fhould  be  called  Cathedral  and  Metropolitical.— That  Chrijl-Church ,  as  be- 
44  ing  the  greater,  the  Mother  and  the  elder  Church,  fhould  have  the  Prece- 
44  dence  in  all  rights  and  concerns  of  the  Church.— That  the  Crofs,  Mitre,  and 
44  Ring  of  every  Archbifhop  in  whatever  place  he  died,  fhould  be  depofited 
44  in  Chrijl-Church. — That  each  Church  fhould  have  their  turn  in  the  interment 
44  of  the  Bodies  of  their  Archbifhop,  unlefs  otherwife  dire<5ted  by  their  Wills.” 

■ — Thefe  Articles  were  agreed  to  in  the  Year  1300.  [After  this  Compofition 
our  Archbifhop  refided  for  the  moft  part  abroad,  and  made  Thomas  de  Chadfi- 
worth  ( whole  election  the  Pope  had  before  twice  nulled)  his  Vicar  General.  In 
1302,  October  the  16th,  a  Writ1  iffued  to  the  Lord  Juftice  of  Ireland ,  giving 
orders  that  this  Archbifhop’s  Bayliffs  fhould  have  liberty  to  fend  Money  to 
England  to  him  for  his  fupport,  giving  lecurity  not  to  tranfport  it  elfewhere  ; 
non  oh (l ante ,  his  former  Writs  prohibiting  the  exportation  of  Money  from  Ire¬ 
land,  by  means  whereof  the  return  of  the  Archbifhop’s  Money  had  been  flayed. 
The  fame  Year  m  Edmund  Butler  recovered  from  this  Prelate  the  Manor  de  Sacro 
Eofco ,  or  Holy-Wood ,  with  the  Appurtenances,  by  a  Fine  in  the  King*s-Bench ,  after 
the  Feafl  of  St.  Hilary .]  I  muft  not  forget,  that  this  Archbifhop  ere&ed  three 
Prebends  in  St.  Patricks  Church.  He  died  on  the  1 8th  of  Oltober  1306,  on 
his  return  from  Rome  [to  n  his  See.  There  are  extant  in  the  Cotton  Library  Let¬ 
ters  of  Jurifdidlion  between  him  and  the  Prior  of  Canterbury ,  fettled  while  he 
was  Archdeacon  of  that  Place.  After  Archbifhop  Ferings ,  there  followeth  in  & 
Catalogue  of  the  Archbifhops  of  Dublin ,  both  in  the  Black  and  White  Book  of 
Chrijl-Church ,  Richard  Havering ,  with  this  Note. — He  was  not  confecrated ,  but 
confirmed.'] 

JOHN  LECH. 

[SltCC.  1310.  Ob.  1313.] 

f/AN  the  26th  of  November  following  the  Death  of  Ferings  a  Licence  iffued 

v/  to  the  two  Chapters  for  electing  a  new  Archbifhop  ;  and  notwithflanding 
the  Compofition  mentioned  before  to  be  made  by  Archbifhop  Ferings,  yet]  the 
Eledlion  of  a  new  Prelate  gave  rife  to  a  frefh  Contention.  For  in  January  fol¬ 
lowing,  Nicholas  Butler ,  Brother  to  Edmund  Butler,  who  was  afterwards  Earl  of 
Carrick,  was  elefted  Archbifhop  by  the  Prior  and  Convent  of  Chrijl-Church  \  but 
the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  St.  Patrick *s  made  Choice  of  Richard  de  Havering, 
Chantor  of  that  Church,  who  was  alfo  fortified  with  the  Pope’s  Provifion  to  it. 
[The  original  Bull  of  which,  fiub  plumbo ,  yet  remains  among  the  Archives  of 
Cbrijl-Church,  Dublin  :  And  ( which  is  flrange )  there  is  in  the  fame 
place,  an  original  Bull  of  Provifion  from  the  fame  Pope  (  Clement  the  5th  ) 
dated  at  Poiftiers  the  26th  of  June  in  thefecond  Year  of  his  Pontificate,  in  fa-

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vour  of  Nicholas  Butler,  which  recites  thefe  controverted  Eledlions.]  Under  Co¬ 
lour  of  this  Provifion  Havering  for  four  years  enjoyed  the  Profits  of  the  See 
without  Confecration  ;  [and  during  that  time,  viz.  Anno  2.  Eclw.  the  2d  had 
his  Writ  of  Summons  to  a  Parliament  to  be  held  at  Wejlminjler,  as  ele6t  Bifhop  of 
Dublin.']  Butin  the  year  1310  being  (as  was  reported)  warned  in  a  Dream,  he 
voluntarily  refigned  the  Archbiflioprick.  There  is  a  full  account  of  this  in  the 
Annals  of  Ireland ,  publiflied  by  Camden  p.  [Notwithstanding  his  poffeffion  of 
the  Profits  of  the  See ;  yet  he  was  looked  on  only  as  eledt  Archbifhop  of  Dublin  ; 
and  King  Edward  the  fecond  calls  him  by  that  Name  in  a  Letter  s  to  Philip  King 
of  France ,  dated  the  19th  of  June  1309  ;  as  he  doth  alfo  A.  D.  1310  in  his 
Charter  r  of  Confirmation  to  him  of  all  the  Liberties  and  free  Cufl’oms  belonging 
to  the  See  of  Dublin.  After  Havering’s  Refignation,  the  King  iffued  a  Writ  fto 
the  Lord  Juftice  of  Ireland,  dated  the  6th  of  January  1311,  commanding  him 
to  feize  the  Temporalties  of  the  Archbifhoprick.]  The  Author  of  the  above- 
mentioned  Annals,  publiflied  by  Camden,  fays,  <c  that  Alexander  Bicknor  was 
6<  on  St.  Patrick’s  Day  1310  elected  Archbifhop  by  the  unanimous  Voice  of 
“  both  Chapters.”  But  notwithftanding  this  election,  John  Lech,  or  de  Leeke, 
Almoner  to  King  Edward  the  fecond,  fucceeded  by  the  Favour  of  that  Prince* 
[This  Prelate  was  before  this,  in  the  year  1309,  elected  to  the  Biflioprick  of 
Dunkeld  in  Scotland ,  of  which  Church  he  was  a  Canon  ;  and  on  the  28th  of  Au* 
gujl  that  year  was  earneftly  recommended  t  by  the  King  to  the  Pope  for  his 
Confirmation.  The  King  alfo  wrote  to  fix  of  the  Cardinals  for  their  Intereft 
with  his  Holinefs  upon  this  Occafion,  and  to  the  Auditor  of  the  Court  of  Rome , 
and  to  Mafter  Grimer,  Advocate  of  the  faid  Court.  On  the  14th  of  December 
following  the  King  appointed  u  him  his  Prodtor,  to  take  into  his  Cuftody  all  the 
Books,  Veftments,  Plate,  and  other  Ornaments  of  the  Chappel  of  Matthew,  late 
Bifhop  of  Dunkeld,  which  fell  to  him,  upon  the  Death  of  the  faid  Matthew,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  Cuftom  of  Scotland.  This  was  after  the  Conqutft  of  Scotland  by 
King  Edward  the  firft  ;  when  the  Kings  of  England  claimed  a  Superiority  over 
that  Kingdom.  But  our  Archbifhop  never  had  PofTefiion  of  the  See  of  Dunkeld . 
For  on  the  5th  of  April  13 11,  King  Edward  the  Second  gave  the  Pope  thanks 
for  his  Favour  w  in  promoting  Lech  to  the  See  of  Dublin,  and  in  his  Letter  calls 
him  eledt  Bifhop  of  Dunkeld.  On  the  20th  of  July  the  fame  year,  the  King  fent 
a  Writ  x  to  Richard  de  Havering,  who  after  his  Refignation  had  been  made 
Cuflodee  of  the  Temporalties  during  the  Vacancy,  to  reftore  them  to  John  Lech  ; 
he  having  renounced  all  prejudicial  Claufes  in  the  Pope's  Provifion  by  William 
de  Brijlow,  his  Prodtor  conflituted  for  this  Purpofe,  and  fubmitted  himfelf  intirely 
to  his  Favour.  At  the  fame  time  he  fent  another  Writ  to  John  Wogan ,  Lord 
Juftice,  to  reftore  him  to  the  Temporalties.]  In  the  Annals  of  Ireland  publifhed 
by  Camden,  [and  under  Walter  Jorfe,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,]  the  Reader  may 
find  an  Account  of  a  great  Quarrel  between  this  Prelate,  and  Roland  Jorfe,  Arch¬ 
bifhop  of  Armagh ,  grounded  upon  this,  that  Jorfe  fuffered  the  Crofier  to  be  car¬ 
ried  eredt  before  him  in  the  Province  of  Dublin.  He  died  on  the  tenth  of  Augull 
1313,  and  was  buryed  at  Wejlminjler,  in  the  Middle  of  the  Chancel;  having 
been  a  little  before  conflituted  Treafurer  of  Ireland.  [On  the  29th  of  October  af¬ 
ter  his  Death,  the  King  iffued  a  Writ  y  to  the  Sheriff  of  Fork  to  feize  all  the  Goods 
and  Chatties  of  this  Prelate,  which  were  within  his  Ballywick,  on  the  Day  of  his

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Death,  for  divers  Debts  due  to  the  King.]  Upon  the  Application  of  Archbifhop 
Lech ,  Pope  Clement  the  fifth  on  the  13th  of  July  13 11,  in  the  7th  ear  of  his 
Papacy,  ifiued  a  Bull  for  the  founding  an  Univerfity  for  Scholars  in  Dublin.  [But 
before  this  noble  Defign  could  be  brought  to  Maturity,  he  died.] 


ALEXANDER  de  BlCKNOR. 


[1 Succ .  1317*  Ob,  1349.] 


FT  E  R  the  death  of  John  de  Lech ,  the  Conteft  for  the  Election  of  a  new 


Archbifhop  was  again  fet  on  Foot.  For  one  party  made  Choice  of  Walter 
Thornbury ,  Chantor  of  St.  Patrick's ,  andChancellor  of  Ireland  ;  while  the  other  de¬ 
clared  for  Alexander  de  Biknor  or  Bignor ,  (of  whom  before)  Prebendary  of  May- 
notby  and  at  that  time  Treafurer2  of  Ireland.  Walter ,  immediately  after  his  Elec¬ 
tion,  took  fhipping  for  France ,  where  the  Pope  then  kept  his  Cou-rt :  But  the 
Night  following  a  Storm  arofe,  and  he  and  one  hundred  fifty  fix  a  Paffengers 
more  were  all  cafe  away.  Whereupon  Bicknor  was  defied  without  Oppofition. 
Being  thus  far  eftablifhed  he  took  a  Journey  to  Lyons  [with  the  King’s  Letters 
dated  the  29th  of  January  1.5 14  *»,  earneftly  recommending  him  to  the  Pope.  But 
his  Confirmation  was  delayed  at  this  time,  for  what  Reafons  I  know  not.  On  the 
27th  of  May  following  the  King  joined  him  in  Commiflion  with  Raymund  Subira- 
ni  and  Andrew  Sapiti,  to  tranfafl  fome  fecret  Affair  of  Confequence,  in  Relation 
to  his  Foreign  Dominions,  with  the  Cardinals  attending  the  Pope  at  Avignon  ;  and 
wrote  Letters  to  twenty  four  of  them  upon  this  Occafion.  The  Execution  of  this 
Commiflion  gave  a  further  delay  to  his  Confirmation.]  But  at  laft  Pope  Cle¬ 
ment  the  fifth,  having  nulled  this  lawful  Election,  “  out  of  the  plenitude  of  his 
“  power  (fays  John  Alan)  gave  him  a  provifion  to  this  See,  upon  the  fcore  of  his 
“  great  Learning,  and  confpicuous  Birth.”  He  was  afterwards  confecrated  at 
Avignon ,  although  not  untill  the  twenty  fecond  of  July  1 3 17,  by  Nicholas  dePrato , 
Cardinal  of  OJlium.  The  Bulls  .of  his  Confirmation  were  read  and  publifhed  in 
Chrift -Church,  Dublin  [where  they  are  ftill  preferved]  on  the  Feaft  of  the  Purifi¬ 
cation  of  the  blefled  Virgin  Mary  following.  Fie  is  faid  to  have  come  to  his 
See  for  the  firtl  time  (being  now  conllituted  Lord  Juftice  of  Ireland)  on  the  ninth 
of  O Bober  1318,  on  which  Day  he  was  received  both  by  the  Clergy  and  people 
with  great  Acclamations  of  Joy,  and  (if  I  am  not  miflaken)  alfo  inthroned.  Two 
years  after  he  founded  an  Univerfity  in  St.  Patrick's  Church,  Dublin ,  and  had  it 
confirmed  by  the  Authority  of  Pope  John  the  twenty  fecond  :  An  excellent  under¬ 
taking  indeed !  But  for  want  of  a  fufficient  Fund  to  maintain  the  Students,  by  de  ¬ 
grees  it  dwindled  to  nothing.  For  the  Rules  to  be  obferved  in  this  Univerfity, 
and  the  inftrument  of  Alexander  Bicknor's  foundation,  fee  the  Antiquities c  of  Ire¬ 
land.  In  1323  he  was  fent  Ambafiador  to  France  by  the  Parliament  of  England , 
together  with  Edmund  of  Woodjlock ,  Earl  of  Kent ,  King  Edward  the  fecond’s 
younger  Brother  •,  but  he  came  back  again  after  an  unfuccefsful  Negotiation,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Thomas  of  Walfingham  d.  [In  1324  he  was  again  joined  inCommiflion* 
with  the  faid  Earl  of  Kent ,  and  William  Wejlon  Dodtor  of  Laws  to  reform  the 
State  and  Government  of  the  Dutchy  of  Aquitain ,  and  alfo  to  treat  of  a  Marri¬ 
age  between  the  King’s  eldeft  Son  Edward  (afterwards  King  Edward  the  third) 
and  the  Daughter  of  the  King  of  Arragon. 

But  he  fell  greatly  under  the  King’s  difpleafure  the  year  following  j  for  being 
the  inftrument  of  furrendring  the  Town  and  Caftleof  La'-Royalle ,  in  Aquitain , 
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to  the  French ,  who  befieged  it,  when  it  might  have  been  defended,  and  for 
falfeJy  accufmg  the  King’s  Chamberlain ,  Hugh  Defpencer.  For  thefe  offences  the 
King  by  Letter f  dated  the  28th  of  May  1325  made  a  heavy  Complaint  to 
the  Pope,  and  begged  of  his  Holinefs  to  banifh  him  from  his  Kingdom  and  Do¬ 
minions,  and  to  fubrogate  another  in  his  Room.  To  aggravate  his  Offences,  he 
informed  the  Pope,  that  the  Archbifhop  had  never  given  him  any  Account  of 
the  Adminiftration  of  his  Revenue,  while  he  was  in  the  Government  of  Ireland, 
and  Trcafurer  of  it  •,  but  had  left  it  greatly  in  Arrear,  and  his  Church  fo  burthe- 
ned  with  Debts,  that  it  was  to  be  feared,  it  would  never  get  the  better  of  them. 
That  he  was  publickly  denounced  excommunicate  at  Rome  at  the  profecution  of 
one  Robert  Pyncebeck ,  a  Creditor  ;  and  yet  was  fo  fhamelefs,  to  mix  himfelf  in 

the  divine  Services,  during  his  continuance  under  the  Cenfure. - Yet  notwith- 

ftanding  thefe  Complaints,  we  find  him  in  favour  the  next  year,  and  a  Privy 
Counfellor  of  England ,  with  other  Barons  at  Bridal ,  on  the  twenty  fixth  of  Ohio- 
her  1326,  appointing  the  King’s  Son  Guardian  of  the  Realm,  during  his  Fathers 
Abfence  ;  for  the  King  had  retired  out  of  England  before  this  was  done.  Nor 
do  I  find,  that  he  was  removed  from  the  Treafurerfhip  of  Ireland  •,  or,  if  he 
were,  he  was  reflored  to  it  again  in  the  Reign  of  King  Edward  the  third,  and 
continued  in  it  untill  about  the  year  1344  :  For  that  year  he  obtained  a  pardon,  s 
as  late  Trealurerof  Ireland  for  fundry  falfe  Writs  and  Acquittances,  which  he  had 
put  into  his  Treafurers  Accounts  in  deceit  of  the  King.  Yet  the  ifiues  and  pro¬ 
fits  of  the  Archbilhoprick  were  in  the  King’s  Hands  in  the  firft  year  of  King 
Edward  the  third,  A.  D.  1327:  For  then  aWrithiffued  to  the  Treafurer  and 
Chamberlains  of  the  Exchequer  to  iffue  Money  out  of  the  profits  of  the  See  of 
Dublin,  and  other  profits  of  the  Land,  to  be  applied  againfl  the  Rebels.  Pro¬ 
bably  this  was  for  the  Satisfaction  of  Arrears  due  on  his  Trealurers  Accounts. 
In  1331  his  Palace  at  Talaught  was *  plundered  by  Robbers,  the  principal  of 
which  was  one  O-Tool  •,  by  whom  three  hundred  of  his  Sheep  were  driven  away, 
and  fome  of  his  Servants  killed.  In  1335  he  vifited  the  Diocefe  of  Otfory,  which 
(as  Frier  Clyn  k  fays)  no  Metropolitan  vifited  for  fourty  years  before.  The  negled: 
of  thefe  Vifitations  gave  a  handle  to  the  Bifhops  of  OJfory  to  challenge  a  prefcrip- 
tive  exemption  from  Metropolitan  Vifitations  •,  and  applications  were  not  wan¬ 
ting  at  the  Court  of  Rome  to  ftrengthen  the  claim.  For  in  1347,  as  the  fame  Frier1 
obfevvts,Richard  Ledred,  Bifiiop  of  OJJory,  from  thence  obtained  anExemption  from 
all  Jurifdidtion  and  Superiority  of  theArchbifhops  of  Dublin ;  although  it  turned  to 
little  Account.  For  four  years  after  the  JurifdiCtion  was  reflored  to  the  See  of 
Dublin  by  the  Bull  of  Pope  Clement  the  fixth  ;  as  may  be  feen  in  the  Life  of  the 
laid  Ledred .]  He  died  on  the  14th  of  July  1349,  having  governed  this  See  almoft 
thirty  two  years  ;  and  (as  I  think)  was  buryed  in  St.  Patrick's  Church.  He  was 
no  way  inferior  to  any  of  his  Predecefibrs  either  in  point  of  Wifdom  or 
Learning.  [There  is  extant  in  the  Regiflry  m  of  St.  Mary's  Abby,  near  Dublin ,  an 
account  of  a  remarkable  Sermon  preached  by  him  in  Chrijl-Church  againfl 
Sloth  and  ldlenefs  •,  wherein  he  bitterly  complained  of  the  Mifchiefs  arifing 
rom  the  Straglers  and  Beggars  that  infefled  the  City  and  Suburbs  of  Dub¬ 
lin,  and,  fo  warm  was  he  in  his  Difcourfe,  that  he  curfed  every  one  that  would 
QOt  exercife  fome  Trade  or  Calling  every  Day  more  or  lefs.  His  Sermon  had 
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fuch  influence  •,  that  the  then  Mayor  of  Dublin  exercifed  his  Authority  upon 
the  Occaflon  ;  and  would  not  fuffer  an  idle  Perfon  within  his  Liberties,  but  fuch 
who  fpun  or  knit,  as  they  walked  the  Streets  ;  even  the  begging  Friers  were  not 
excufed.]  A  little  before  this  Prelate’s  Death,  he  had  great  Cornells  with  Richard 
Fitz-Ralph ,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh  ;  in  regard  Richard ,  confiding  in  the  King’s 
Letters  patent,  ordered  the  Crofier  to  be  advanced  before  him  in  Dublin,  [of  which 
fee  under  Walter  Jorfe,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh. ]  I  remember  to  have  read  the 
Canons,  made  in  a  Synod  convened  by  him,  in  the  White  Book  of  the  Church 
of  OJJory ,  [an  imperfedt  Copy  of  which  is  in  Archbifhop  Marjti s  Library  among 
the  Manufcripts  of  Dodtor  Dudley  Loftus.~\  It  was  he  who  built  the  Epifcopal 
Palace  at  Taulaght. 

JOHN  de  St.  P  A  U  L. 

[Sue.  1349.  Ob.  1362.] 

JO  Ft  N  de  St.  Paul,  a  Canon  of  Dublin,  was  by  a  Papal  Provifion  ad¬ 
vanced  to  this  Archbifhoprick  on  the  4th  of  September  1349.  [A.  D.  1351, 
Pope  Clement  the  Vlth  n  armed  him  with  a  Commiflion  to  make  Inquifition  a- 
gainfb  all  fuch  Hereticks  as  had  fled  from  the  Profecution  of  Richard  Ledred,  Bi- 
fhop  of  OJJory,  into  the  Diocefe  of  Dublin ,  and  had  been  protedled  by  Alexander 
\Bicknor,  Predeceflor  to  this  Prelate,  and  to  bring  them  to  due  Punifhment  accor¬ 
ding  to  the  Canons.]  He  very  much  enlarged  and  beautified  the  Church  of  the 
Holy  Trinity  for  he  built  the  Choir  at  his  own  Charge.  Of  his  Contefl  with 
Richard  Fitz-Ralph,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh,  fee  under  Walter  Jorfe,  ArchbilhoD 
of  that  See.  He  fat  in  this  See  about  thirteen  Years,  and  was  during  that  period 
made  Chancellor  of  Ireland  by  King  Edward  the  Illd,  [which  Office  he  enjoyed 
fix  Years  (viz.)  from  1350  to  1356.  At  this  Prelate’s  Supplication,  the  faid  King 
about  the  Year  1357,  by  his  Sovereign  Ecclefiaflical  Jurifdidtion,  iflued 
a  Writ  °,  authorizing  and  impowering  him  to  conflitute  perpetual  Yicars  in  all 
Dignities  and  Prebends  belonging  to  his  Archbifhoprick  of  the  King’s  Patro¬ 
nage,  with  certain  proportions  of  greater  or  lefier  Tythes  and  other  Revenues  ; 
who  fhould  be  obliged  to  perpetual  refidence.  He  held  a  Provincial  Synod  in 
Chrijt-  Church,  Dublin,  about  the  Year  1351,  the  Conflitutions  and  Canons 
whereof  are  publifhed  by  Dr»  Wilkins?,  out  of  a  Manufcript  of  the  Bifhop  of 
Clogher’s,  taken  from  the  antient  red  Book  of  OJJory .]  He  died  on  the  9th  of 
September  1362,  and  was  buryed  in  Chrijt -Church,  under  a  Marble  Monument, 
adorned  with  Brafs  Plates,  at  the  fecond  Step  before  the  High  Altar  ("ac¬ 
cording  to  the  dire&ions  of  his  laft  Will )  on  which  were  thefe  Words  inferibed. 
“  Ego  Johannes  de  S.  Paulo,  quondam  Archiepif copus  Dubliniae,  credo  quod  Re - 
“  demptor  meus  vivit,  et  in  novijjimo  die,  de  terra  furrefturus  Jim,  et  iter  urn  cir - 
“  cundabor  pelle  med,  et  in  came  med  videbo  Deum  Salvatorem  meum.  — t£  I  John 
“  de  St.  Paul,  heretofore  Archbifhop  of  Dublin,  do  believe  that  my  Redeemer 
<c  liveth,  and  that  I  fhall  arife  from  the  Earth  in  the  laft  Day,  and  fhall  be  again 
“  cloathed  with  my  Skin,  and  in  my  Flefh  fhall  fee  God  my  Saviour.”  [See 
“  Job.  25.] 
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T  H  O  M  A  S  MINOT. 

[Succ.  1363.  Ob.  1375.] 

HO  MAS  Minot  fucceeded  by  die  Pope’s  Provifion  alfo,  as  his  Prede- 
ceffor  had  done.  He  was  Prebendary  of  Malaghidert ,  Treafurer  of  Ire - 
land,  and  for  a  time  alfo  Efcheator  of  that  Kingdom.  He  was  confederated  on 
Palm-Sunday  1363  ;  although  fome  in  a  miftake  fay  on  the  third  of  November. 
The  contefH  about  carrying  the  Crofs  was  again  renewed  between  this  Prelate  and 
Milo ,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh.  He  died  in  London  on  the  10th  of  July  1375. 
He  repaired  part  of  St.  Patrick's  Church,  which  had  been  deftroyed  by  an  acci¬ 
dental  Fire  ;  and  built  a  very  high  Steeple  of  hewed  Stone  about  the  Year  1370  : 
from  whence  he  afterwards  took  up  the  Cuftom  of  ufing  in  his  Seal,  the  Device 
of  a  B.fhop  holding  a  Steeple  in  his  Hand.  [In  an  antient  Regiftry r  of 
St.  Patrick's- Church,  commencing  A.  D.  1367,  formerly  in  the  Cuftody  oi' 

Dean  Culm ,  this  Note  was  found - “  After  the  burning  of  St.  Patrick's 

i(  Church,  fixty  ftragling  and  idle  Fellows  were  taken  up,  and  obliged  to  a  (lift 
in  repairing  the  Church  and  building  the  Steeple  who  when  the  Work  was 
over,  returned  to  their  old  trade  of  begging  ;  but  were  banifhed  out  of  the 
**  Diocefe  in  1376,  by  Robert  de  IFikej or d,  (SuccefTor  to  this  Prelate.)  Their 
“  Names  are  inferted  in  the  Regilltry  at  large.] 

ROBERT  de  W  IKE  FO  R  D. 

[Succ.  1375.  Ok  1390.] 

ROBERT  Wikeford ,  Atchdeacon  of  Winchefier ,  DoCtor  of  the  Civil  and 
Canon  Law  of  the  Univerfity  of  Oxford  •,  and  for  a  time  Fellow  of  Mer -. 
ton  College  in  that  Univerfity,  was  born  attFikeford-Hall  in  EJfex^  and  advanced 
to  this  See  at  Avignon ,  by  a  Provifion  from  Pope  Gregory  the  IXth  on  the  12th 
of  Oflober  1375  •,  before  the  Clofe  of  which  year  he  was  confecrated.  He  had  Ref- 
titution  of  the  Temporalties  in  Eajler  Week  following  i  [but  his  Writ 1  tor  that 
purpofe  bears  Date  the  30th  of  January  137 6-,  he  having  performed  all  the  pre¬ 
vious  requifites.  He  was  in  great  Favour  with  King  Edward  the  third,  and 
employed  by  him  in  many  Affairs  of  Importance  before  his  Advancement  to  this 
See.  On  the  18th  of  May  1370 t  he  was  commiffioned  to  treat  with  IVenceflaus , 
Duke  of  Brabant ,  for  the  entertainment  of  that  Prince  and  his  Army  in  pay. 
In  1371  u  he  was  lent  Ambaffador,  in  Conjunction  with  others,  to  the  Earl  of 
Flanders.  In  1373  w  he  was  employed  to  treat  of  a  League  offenfive  and  defenhve 
with  Peter ,  King  of  Arragon  \  and  on  the  12th  of  April  x  the  fame  year,  being 
then  Conftable  of  Bourdeaux ,  he  was  joined  in  Commiffion  with  Thomas  Felton , 
Senefchal  of  Aquitain ,  to  take  pofTeffion  of  that  Principality,  then  furrendred  to 
the  King  by  his  eldeft  Son  Prince  Edward ,  to  whom  he  had  granted  it  for  Life  ; 
and  at  the  fame  time  y  was  appointed  one  of  the  Commiflioners  to  hear  Appeals  in 
the  fame  Principality  :  But  he  did  not  continue  long  in  this  latter  Office,  the  King 
having  occafion  for  his  Services  elfewhere.  In  the  Year  1375  %  a  little  before 
his  Advancement,  he  was  condemned  in  a  Suit  profecuted  againft  him  by  No 
Beauftan ,  before  Sir  Guy  de  Bryan ,  and  Edmund  Mortimer ,  Earl  of  March ,  then  the 
King’s  Judges  in  Aquitain ,  concerning  the  Right  to  a  Prifoner  *,  and  without  Cita¬ 
tion,  Confeffion,  or  Conviction,  and  all  requifite  Forms  pretermitted,  lie  was, 
although  abfent,  and  in  the  King’s  Service,  adjudged  to  pay  feven  thoufand  fix

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hundred  and  twenty  five  Franks,  two  hundred  Marks  of  Silver,  two  good  Cour- 
fers,  and  one  Hackney.  But  from  this  Judgment  he  appealed  to  the  King  and 
Council  in  England ,  as  to  his  fuperior  Judges;  and  the  King  fent  a  mandatory 
Writ  *  dated  the  16th  of  June  1375,  (wherein  he  ftiles  him  his  beloved  Clerk)  to 
Thomas  Felton ,  Senefchal  of  Aqvtitain,  William  de  Elmham ,  Senefchal  of  Les  Landes 
in  Gafcony ,  and  Richard  Rotour ,  then  Conftable  of  Bourdeaux,  commanding  them 
to  fuperfede  the  laid  Judgment,  and  to  cite  the  faid  Ivo  to  appear  before  the  King 
and  Council  at  Wejiminfier ,  the  Day  after  the  Purification  following  ;  and  to  Hand 
to  fuch  Decree  as  the  King  and  Council  fhould  make  in  the  premifcs.  All  thefe 
particulars  happened  before  his  Advancement  to  this  See.]  He  was  Chancellor  of 
Ireland  in  1377  and  1385  ;  [in  the  firft  of  which  years  a  Mandatory  Writ b  was 
fent  to  him,  as  Chancellor,  to  alter  the  Great  Seal,  by  changing  Edward  into 
Richard.  A  remarkable  Law  Cafe  is  mentioned c  concerning  this  Prelate.  One 
Thomas ,  a  Clerk  in  England ,  obtained  Judgment  at  Wejiminfier  againft  him,  be¬ 
fore  he  was  Archbifhop  for  10  1.  and  upon  Affidavit  that  the  Defendant  lived  in 
Ireland ,  and  had  Goods  and  Lands  there,  and  the  Sheriff’s  Return,  that  he  had  no 
Lands  or  Goods  in  England ,  the  Plaintiff  had  a  Writ  of  Fieri  Facias  againft  him 
when  Archbifhop,  to  levy  the  faid  Money  out  of  his  Lands  and  Chattels  in  Ireland .] 
He  died  on  the  29th  of  Augujl  1390.  I  find  nothing  further  of  him,  only  that  he 
remifed  and  releafed  to  Chrift-Church  an  annual  Payment  of  five  Marks,  which 
his  Predeceffors  had  received  for  Archiepifcopal  Proxies  ;  [and  in  return  a  yearly 
Commemoration  d  was  appointed  for  him,  with  an  Office  of  nine  Leffons.] 


ROBERT  TV  A  L  D  B  Y. 

[Succ.  1391.  Refign.  1395] 

ROBERT  Waldby ,  Bifhop  of  Aire ,  in  Gafcony ,  was  tran dated  to  this  See  by 
a  Papal  Bull,  on  the  14th  of  November  1391.  [The  Manufcript  Collecti¬ 
ons  of  DoCtor  King,  late  Archbifhop  of  Dublin,  and  the  Black  Book  of  Chrift- 
Church  fay,  that  this  Prelate  was  confecrated  in  the  year  1 390.  But  thev  are 
certainly  miftaken  ;  for  the  Bull  for  his  Trandation  bears  date  the  18th  of 
the  Calends  of  December  1391,  which  anfwers  to  the  14th  of  November  :  And 
befides,  upon  a  Trandation,  Confecration  never  follows  ;  becaufe  that  Office 
was  performed  upon  the  firft  promotion.]  He  is  faid  to  have  been  born  in 
the  City  of  Tork,  but  to  have  received  the  firft  Elements  of  his  Education,  in  the 
Abby  of  Tickell  [i n  York/hire]  where  (if  I  am  not  miftaken)  he,  and  his  learned 
Brother,  John  Waldby ,  took  on  them  the  Habit  of  the  Augufiin  Order.  He  after¬ 
wards  attended  that  moft  Warlike  Prince,  Edward  (the  delight  of  England )  in¬ 
to  Foreign  Parts,  and  fixed  his  abode  at  Tholoufe  ;  “  where  (fays  Bale )  he  at 
“  laft  arrived  to  fuch  a  Pitch  of  Eminence  ;  that  he  was  reckoned  in  the  firft 
“  Rank  among  the  learned,  both  for  his  Eloquence,  and  Skill  in  Languages. 
“  Then  he  became  Divinity  profeflbr  at  Tholoufe,  and  fuch  an  excellent  preacher, 
“  that  he  was  advanced  to  the  higheft  Promotions.”  For  he  was  confecrated  Bi- 
fhop  of  Aire,  and  lome  years  after  tranfiated  to  Dublin,  as  I  faid  before.  A  lit¬ 
tle  after  King  Richard  the  fecond  made  him  Chancellor  of  Ireland ,  [  viz.  in 
1392]  about  the  fame  time  that  he  made  Richard  Metford,  Bifhop  of  Chichejler 
Treafurer  of  that  Kingdom.  But  Metford  was  tranfiated  to  the  See  of  Sarum  in 
1395,  and  our  Prelate  found  means  to  fucceed  him  in  that  of  Chichejler  the  fame 
year.  He  fat  in  that  See  but  a  fhort  time;  for  the  year  following  he  was  advanced  to

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the  Archbifhoprick  of  York.  [But  before  any  of  thefe  Promotions,  he,  like 
his  predeceffor  Wikeford ,  had  difcharged  feveral  Embaflies,  and  honourable  Em¬ 
ployments  in  the  fervice  of  King  Richard  the  fecond.  For  on  the  firft  of  April 
1383,  that  Prince  fent  him  f  to  treat  with  John,  Duke  of  Lancaller ,  who  had 
fetup  a  Title  to  the  Kingdoms  of  C  aft  He  and  Leon  j  and  he  was  intrufted  with 
three  other  Commifiions  of  the  fame  Date :  One  to  treat  of  a  Peace  with  Peter 
King  of  Arragon  j  another  of  mutual  aid  with  Charles  King  of  Navarre  •,  and  a 
third  with  John ,  Earl  of  Armagnac ,  the  King’s  Vaflal,  to  try  to  reduce  him  to 
his  Obedience.]  He  died  on  the  29th  of  May  ('although  fome  fay  the  29th  of 
January)  139 7,  and  was  buryed  at  Weftminfter ,  almoft  in  the  middle  of  St  Ed¬ 
munds  Chappel,  [or,  (according  to  Thomas  Stubbs  e)  in  the  Chappel  of  St.  Tho¬ 
mas  the  Martyr,]  under  a  Marble  Monument,  on  which  was  infcribed  this  Epi¬ 
taph  [in  Latin  Rhyme,  according  to  the  Tafte  of  thofe  Days.]

Thefaid  Latin  Infcripcion  appears  in  Thomas  Stubbs',  whofe  Hiftory  of  the  Arch- 
bifhops  of  York  is  extant  in  the  Cotton  Library  h.  For  fome  of  the  Brafs- Plates 
are  torn  off  his  Monument,  fo  that  his  Epitaph  is  not  now  legible.  [In  another 
old  Manufcript  of  the  Succefiion  of  the  Archbifhops  of  York ,  in  the  Cotton  Li¬ 
brary,  are  the  following  Lines  on  the  aforelaid  Prelate.

An¬ 
thony  Pojfevin 1  is  as  much  out  in  making  our  Prelate,  Bilhop  of  Cahors  in 
Aquitain ,  as  Godwin  k  is,  and  after  him  Dart 1  in  making  him  Bifhop  of  Sodor ,  or 
of  th^IJle  of  Man.] 

RICHARD  NO  RE  HAL  IS. 

[Succ.  1396.  Oh.  1397.] 

TJ  I C  HARD  Northalis ,  Bifhop  of  CJfory ,  was  tranllated  to  this  See  in  1 396, 
He  was  a  Carmelite  Frier  of  London ,  near  which  City,  he  is  faid  to  have 
been  Born,  and  grew  into  high  Reputation  for  his  preaching,  learning,  and  other 
accomplilhments.  This  brought  him  under  the  Notice  of  King  Richard  the  lid, 
who  advanced  him  at  firft  to  the  Bilhoprick  of  Offory ,  and  afterwards,  upon  the 
Tranllation  of  Waldby ,  made  him  by  the  Pope’s  confent  the  17th  Archbifhop 
of  Dublin.  [Mark- Anthony  Allegre m  makes  him  a  Son  to  a  Mayor  of  London , 
but  takes  no  notice  of  his  Promotion  to  the  See  of  Offory,  before  that  of  Dublin  ; 
and  Stephens  n  is  as  much  miftaken  in  advancing  him  to  the  Bilhoprick  of  Chejler , 
by  the  concurrence  both  of  King  Richard  the  lid,  and  Pope.  Boniface  the  9th.]  He 
enjoyed  this  Honour  but  a  fhort  time  ;  for  he  died  in  Dublin  on  the  20th  of  July 
1397'>  Land  was  buried  in  his  own  Cathedral.]  See  among  the  Bilhops  of  Offory. 

1  HO  MAS  CRANLET. 

[Succ.  1397.  I4I7'] 

f-T^HOMAS  Cranley,  a  Native  of  England,  Dodtorof  Divinity  [Fellow  of 
Merton  College ,  Warden  of  New  College ]  and  for  a  time  Chancellor  of  the 
Univerfity  of  Oxford ,  upon  the  Death  of  Archbifhop  Northalis ,  was  fubhituted 
in  his  room  by  King  Richard  the  lid.  Hiftorians  do  not  agree  in  the  time  of 
his  Confecration,  fome  placing  it  in  1398,  others  (  with  more  Juftice  )  in  1397. 
But  in  this  they  agree,  that  he  firft  arrived  in  Dublin  on  the  feventh  of  Odlcber 
1398,  together  with  Ihomas  Holland ,  then  Duke  of  Surrey ,  and  Lord  Lieutenant 
of  Ireland.  He  was  afterwards  by  King  Henry  the  IVth  made  Chancellor  of

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Ireland ,  and  by  King  Henry  theVth,  Juftice  of  that  Kingdom[inthe  year  141 3,  But 
before  that  time  he  was  Chancellor  in  the  laft  year  of  King  Richard  the  lid.  For 
his  Writ  0  of  Protection,  Quia  prof  elf urus  in  Obfequium  Regis ,  mentions  him  under 
theTitle  of  Chancellor  of  Ireland ,  and  bears  date  the  7th  of  September  1398,  which 
is  juft  a  Month  before  his  arrival  in  Ireland ,  and  a  year  before  the  Depofition  of 
King  Richard  the  lid.  Mark  Anthony  Allegre  p  makes  him  Vice-Roy  of  Ireland ,  and 
a  Frier  of  the  Carmelite  Order.]  “  He  was  a  Prelate  (as  Leland  faysj  in  high  Re- 
“  putation  for  his  Wit  and  Pen  •,  having  laid  in  a  goodftock  of  found  Literature.” 
“  While  he  was  Lord  Juftice  he  writ  a  neatepiftle  to  the  King  in  elegant  Verfe, 
“  fconfifting  of  106  Lines,]  which  Leland  read  with  great  Pleafure,  and  was  at  the 
<*  pains  of  treafuring  up  in  his  Memory.”  As  he  confefieth  in  his  Book  of  the  wri¬ 
ters  of  Britain ,  publifhed  by  Mr.  Hearn.  He  went  to  England  about  the  end  of  April 
1417,  and  died  at  Faringdon  on  the  25th  of  May  following,  in  the  80th  Year  of 
his  Age,  full  of  Days  and  Honour.  His  Body  was  conveyed  to  Oxford ,  and  there 
interred  in  New-College ,  of  which  he  had  been  the  firft  Warden.  “  He  was  a  Pre- 
“  late  liberal,  and  fond  of  Alms-deeds,  a  profound  Clerk,  and  Dodtor  of  Divini- 
ty,  an  excellent  Preacher,  and  a  great  Builder  and  Improver  of  fuch  Places  as 
“  fell  under  his  Care.  He  was  fair,  magnificent,  of  a  Sanguine  Completion, 
and  tall  of  Stature  ;  fo  that  in  his  time  it  might  be  faid  to  him  ;  thou  art  fair 
“  beyond  the  Children  of  Men  ;  Grace  is  diffufed  through  thy  Lips ,  becaufe  of 
“  thine  Eloquence”  This  is  the  Character  which  Henry  of  i  Marleburgh  give* 
him.  Thefe  endowments  rendered  him  juftly  dear  to  the  Kings,  in  whofe  Reigns 
he  lived.  Bale,  Pitts ,  and  other  Writers  fay,  that  he  died  and  was  buryed 
in  Dublin.  But  they  are  ftrangely  miftaken.  [It  is  true,  his  Death  is  mentioned 
in  the  Bock  of  Obits  of  Chrift -Church,  but  no  place  afligned  for  it  *,  which  is  the 
ground  of  their  Error.  What  puts  it  out  of  queftion  is  his 1  Monument,  which 
was  eredted  for  him  in  New  College  Chappel  at  Oxford,  being  a  fair  Stone 
adorned  with  Brafs  Plates,  bearing  the  Figure  of  a  Bifhop  cloathed  in  his  facred 
Vcftments,  over  whom  is  placed  the  Arms  of  the  See  of  Dublin ,  and  his  own, 
and  underneath  this  barbarous  infcription.

RICHARD  TALBOT. 

\Succ.  1417.  Ob.  1449.] 

D  ICHARD  Talbot  was  defcended  from  a  noble  Family,  and  brother  to  that 
illuftrious  Hero,  John  Talbot ,  Lord  of  Furnival ,  whom  King  Henry  the 
Vlth,  for  his  great  Valour  and  faithful  Services  in  France ,  dignified  with  the 
Titles  of  Ear  1  of  Salop ,  Waterford  and  Wexford.  He  was  confecrated  in  1417, 
as  may  be  feen  in  the  White  Book  of  Chrift- Church,  written  by  Thomas  Fitch 
Sub-Prior  of  that  Church,  who  died  1517.  He  inftituted  fix  petty  Canons,  and 
as  many  Chorifters  in  St.  Patrick’s  Church,  and  affigned  them  Lands  for  their 
Maintenance,  by  dividing  the  Prebend  of  Swords  f,  which  was  called  the  Golden 
Prebend  ;  [and  this  he  did  by  the  Concurrence  and  Affent  of  William  Cruife ,  then 
Redlor  of  Swords,  A.  D.  1431  ;  and  the  Grant  was  confirmed  the  fame  Year  by 
King  Henry  the  Vlth.]  He  founded  a  Chantry  in  St.  Michael’s  Church,  which 
from  a  Chappel  he  ereded  into  a  Parifh  Church.  [He  alfo  reduced  the  Proxies 
that  were  formerly  paid  by  the  Prior  and  Convent  of  the  Holy  Trinity  to  the 
Archbifhops  of  Dublin  from  five  Marks  to  two  and  a  half.  The  Inftrument 
of  this  Releafe  is  dated  the  2d  of  May  1426,  and  Pope  Eugene  the  IVth  by  his 
Bull  dated  the  2d  of  January  1437,  bithe  7th  Year  of  his  Pontificate  confirmed 
the  fame :  The  original  of  which  Bull  is  now  among  the  Archives  of  Chrijl-Church 
in  the  Chapter -Houfe.  He  alfo  founded  u  the  Chantry  of  St.  Anne  in  St.  Au- 
doen’s  Church,  Dublin ,  for  the  Maintenance  of  fix  Priefts,  to  pray  for  the  King 
and  the  Founder  and  their  Succeffors  ;  and  procured  a  Licence  of  Mortmain  to 
purchafe  fixty  fix  Pounds  thirteen  Shillings  and  four  Pence  per  Ann.  for  its  En¬ 
dowment]  About  the  Clofe  of  the  Year  1442  he  was  fent  by  the  Parliament 
of  Ireland  to  King  Henry  the  Vlth,  together  with  John  White ,  Abbat  of  St. 
Mary’s  near  Dublin ,  with  a  joint  Commiflion  totranfad  the  Affairs  of  that  King¬ 
dom  ;  and  the  Year  following,  upon  the  Death  of  John  Prene ,  he  was  eleded 
Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  by  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  that  See  s  but  upon  his

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refufal  of  the  Ele£tion,  John  Mey  obtained  the  Primacy.  [Before  his  Advance¬ 
ment  to  the  See  of  Dublin  he  had  been  eledted  x  to  the  Primacy  of  Armagh , 
A.  A.  1416,  after  the  Death  of  Archbilhop  Fleming  ;  but  he  negleded  to  ex¬ 
pedite  his  Confirmation  in  due  time,  and  fomade  room  for  John  Swain  \  and  the 
Year  following  obtained  this  See.]  He  fat  in  the  See  of  Dublin  almofl  32  Years, 
and  was  all  that  time  of  the  Privy  Council  to  King  Henry  the  V th  and  l^ing 
Henry  the  YIth  ;  and  during  that  Period  was  alfo  twice  *  Juflice  of  Ireland, 
and  once  Chancellor.  He  died  on  the  15th  of  Augufl  1449,  and  was  buryed  in 
St.  Patrick’s  Church,  [before  the  Steps  of  the  Altar]  under  a  Marble  Monument 
adorned  with  his  Portraiture  cut  in  Brafs,  [a  Mitre  on  his  Head,  and  a  Paftoral 
Staff  in  his  Hand,  fomc  Fragments  of  which  yet  remain,]  on  which  heretofore 
might  be  read  the  following  Epitaph. 

Talbot  Richardus  latet  hie  fuh  Mar  more  prejfus , 

Archi  fait  Prceful  hujus  fedis  Reverend ce, 

Parvos  Canonicos  qui fundavitq ;  Choriftas , 

Anno  Milleno,  C.  qua  ter,  quater ,  X.  quoque  nono. 

Quindeno  Augufti  Menfs  mundo  valedixit : 

Omnipotent  Dominus  cui  propitietur  in  ELvum. 

Prefs’d  by  this  Stone  doth  Richard  Talbot  Vie, 

Arch-Prelate  fome  time  of  this  Reverend  See  i 
Who  founded  petty  Canons  and  the  Choir, 

In  fourteen  hundred  nine  and  fortieth  year, 

Atiguft  the  1 5th  he  his  Breath  refign’d. 

To  whom  Almighty  God  be  ever  kind. 

[After  his  Death,  viz.  in  1449  y,  the  Archiepifcopal  Crofier  was  pledged  by 
John  Streguthen,  alias  Barber,  to  Richard  White,  Taylor,  for  five  Marks and 
the  next  Succeffor,  Michael  Tregury ,  gave  a  definitive  Sentence,  that  the  Prior  and 
Convent  of  Chrifi-Church  ought  to  releafe  it  ;  becaufe  they  had  the  honour  of 
keeping  it.  Qui  fentit  honorem  &  commodum  fentirc  debet  et  onus.  But  it  appears 
by  a  Note  to  this  paffage,  wrote  by  Archbifbop  Alan,  that  it  continued  near  80 

years  under  Mortgage.  “  Thefe  are  the  Words  of  that  Note - ■  Verum  Ego 

“  Alanus,  Johannes  Septimus  (being  the  7th  John  that  was  Archbifhop )  propriis 
<c  expenfis  recuperavi  tain  Crucem  quam  baculum,  dando  uncias  ferme  centum  Ar- 
“  genti  de  meis .  Igitur  Orate  pro  animd  med.  But  I  Alan,  the  7th  Archbifhop 
“  John,  at  my  own  expences  recovered  both  the  Crofier  and  Staffe,  by  giving 
“  almoft  a  hundred  Ounces  of  Silver  out  of  my  own  Subftance.  Therefore  pray 
“  for  my  Soul.] 

MICHAEL  TREGURT. 

[Slice.  1449.  Ob.  1471.] 


T>  EFOREthe  clofeof  the  fame  year,  Michael  Tregury ,  a  native  of  Cornwall , 
andDoftorof  Divinity  of  the  Univerfity  of  Oxford,  was  confecrated  Arch¬ 
bifhop  of  this  See.  He  was  a  Man  of  fuch  great  Eminence  for  learning  and 
Wifdom,  that  in  the  year  1418  King  Henry  the  fifth  invited  him  over  to  Caen 
in  Normandy,  to  take  upon  him  the  Government  of  a  College,  which  that  Mo-

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narch  had  then  founded  in  the  faid  City  [to  whom  he  joined  z  out  of  the  Mendi¬ 
cant  Friers  learned  profeffors  in  all  Sciences.]  There  he  is  faid  for  a  long  time  to 
have  difcharged  the  Truft  committed  to  him  with  great  Applaufe,  both  by  his 
publick  prelections,  and  writings.  A  Catalogue  of  his  Works  may  be  feen  in 
Bale  and  Pits .  At  Iaft  upon  the  Death  of  Talbot  in  1449  he  was  promoted  to 
this  See  by  a  Papal  provifion,  and  was  the  fame  year  on  the  10th  of  February 
( Englifh  Stile)  reftored  to  the  Temporalties  by  King  Henry  the  fixth,  whofe  Chap¬ 
lain  he  was :  [But  was  obliged  to  fubmit  himfelf  to  the  Kings  mercy  a,  and  re¬ 
nounce  every  Claufe  in  his  Bull  prejudicial  to  the  Crown.  He  was  called  into 
the  Privy  Council  immediately,  and  had  twenty  Pounds  per  Annum  granted  him. 
by  the  King,  pro  fano  Confilio ,  for  giving  good  Counfell,  as  his  predeceffors, 
Archbifhops  of  Dublin ,  who  were  of  the  Council,  had :  And  in  1453  King 
Henry  the  fixth,  for  lecuring  an  Arrear  of  two  Years  and  a  half,  and  the  growing 
Sallary,  granted  him  a  Cuftodium  on  the  Manor  of  Tajfaggard  and  the  Town 
of  Eallychize ,  parcel  thereof,  to  continue  during  the  rime  he  fhould  be  Arch- 
bifhop  of  Dublin.  In  certain  Annals  aferibed  to  Dudley  Firbiffe  there  is  mention 
made  under  the  year  1453,  that  an  Archbifhop  of  Dublin  was  taken  prifoner  at 
Sea.  I  muft  leave  the  paffage  to  the  Credit  of  the  Annalift,  not  having  met  any  hint 
of  it  elfewhere.  There  is  extant  in  the  Black  Book  c  of  the  Archbifhop  of  Dublin , 
a  Copy  of  a  Bull  of  Pope  Pius  the  fecond,  dated  the  23d  of  November  1462, 
and  dire&ed  to  the  Bifhop  and  Archdeacon  of  OJJory,  commanding  them  to  pro¬ 
nounce  excommunicated,  Geofry  Harold ,  Thomas  and  Edmund  his  Sons,  Patrick 
Birne,  Thady  Shereff,  Thomas  Becagh,  Robert  Burnell  and  other  Laymen  of  the 
City  and  Diocefe  of  Dublin ,  for  laying  violent  Hands  on  this  Prelate,  and  com¬ 
mitting  him  to  Prifon  •,  and  that  they  fhould  keep  them  under  excommunication 
untill  they  went  to  Rome  for  Abfolution,  with  the  Teflimonials  of  the  Bifhop  and 
Archdeacon.  The  Reafon  of  this  infult  is  no  where  mentioned,  that  I  can  find.] 
He  repaired  the  Manor  Houfe  of  Tawlaght ,  and  died  there  in  a  very  advanced 
Age  on  the  21ft  of  December  1471,  having  governed  this  See  about  twenty 
two  years.  His  remains  were  conveyed  to  Dublin ,  attended  by  the  Clergy  and 
Citizens,  and  buryed  in  St.  Patrick's  Church,  near  St.  Stephen's  Altar,  [as  he  had 
dire&ed  by  his  Will,]  where  heretofore  might  have  been  feen  a  fpecious  Monu¬ 
ment,  adorned  with  his  Statue  of  elegant  Workmanfhip,  on  which  are  inferibed 
the  following  Verfes,  penned  without  the  aid  of  the  Mufes. 

Prceful  Metropolis  Michael  hie  Dublinienfis 
Mar  more  tumbatus>  pro  me  Cbriftum  flagitetis. 

Here’s  Michael  the  Prelate  of  Dublin  See, 

In  Marble  intomb’d,  invoke  Chrift  for  me. 

And  at  the  Head  of  the  Statue. 

Jefus  eft  Salvator  meus 

Jefus  is  my  Saviour. 

[This  Monument  was  found  under  the  Rubbifh  in  St.  Stephen's  Chappel ;  the 
cover  of  it  was  preferved  by  the  Care  of  the  Reverend  Dr.  Jonathan  Swift ,  Dean 
of  St.  Patricks ,  and  the  Chapter*,  who  in  the  Year  1730  fixed  it  up  in  the  Wall  on 
the  left  Hand  as  you  enter  the  Weft  Gate,  between  the  faid  Gate  and  the  place 
where  heretofore  the  Confiftory  Court  was  held;  and  they^have  placed  this  Infcrip- 
tion  over  it.  • 

Fetus  hoc  Monumentum ,  e  ruderibus  Capellce  Divi  Stephan i  nuper  inftauratce , 
erutum ,  Decanus  et  Capitulum  hue  tranferri  Curaverunt ,  A.  D.  1730. — —The

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Will  of  this  Prelate,  dated  the  10th  of  December  1471  is  extant  among  the  Manu- 
fcripts  in  the  Library  ol  Trinity  College  Dublin  (B.  52,)  whereby  he  devifeth  his 
two  Silver  gilded  SdXtftWcxs  {Saif aria)  with  their  covers  to  make  Cups  for  St.  Pa¬ 
trick’s  Church  to  ferve  in  divine  Offices.  He  alfo  bequeathed  his  pair  of  Or¬ 
gans  to  the  laid  Church,  to  be  ufed  at  the  celebration  of  Service  in  St.  Mary’s 
Chappel.  “  I  devife  alfo  (fays  he)  that  William  Wife ,  whofe  induftry  for  this  pur- 
“  pole  I  choofe,  lhall  in  my  Head  vifit  with  a  decent  Oblation  St.  Michaels  Mount 
“  in  Cornwall ,  which  by  vow  I  am  bound  to  perform  either  by  my  felf  or  proxy 
“  and  alfo  Orders  him  to  make  fome  Largefles  towards  building  the  Neighbour- 
“  ing  Churches  near  which  his  Friends  dwell.” 

The  Regiftry  d  of  the  Dominican  Abby  in  Dublin ,  gives  an  Account,  that 
above  fifty  Perfons  went  out  of  the  Diocefe  of  Dublin  to  Rome  in  1451,  to 
celebrate  the  Jubilee  then  held  under  Pope  Nicholas  the  fifth  and  that  this  Pre  ¬ 
late  gave  them  recommendatory  Certificates  to  the  Pope  :  That  feven  of  the 
Number  were  prefled  to  Death  In  the  Crowd,  befides  what  died  in  their  Return. 
This  fquares  with  the  relation  given  by  Matthias  Palmerius  in  his  Additions 
to  the  Chronicle  of  Eufebius  e,  viz.  “  that  there  was  fo  great  a  Concourfe  of 
“  People  from  all  parts  of  the  Chriftian  World  at  this  Jubilee,  that  at  Ha- 
“  drian’s  Mole  almoll  two  hundred  perifhed  in  the  Prefs,  befides  many  who 
<c  were  drowned  in  the  Tiber.”  They  who  returned  fafe  in  1453  brought  the 
melancholy  News,  that  Conjlantinople  was  taken  by  the  Turks,  and  the  Emperor 
Conftantin  Palceologus  flain.  Our  Archbiffiop  was  fo  afflidled  at  the  Account,  that 
he  proclaimed  a  Fall  to  be  llridtly  obferved  throughout  his  Diocefe  for  three  days 
together,  and  granted  Indulgences  of  an  hundred  Years  to  the  Obfervers  of  it  ; 
and  he  himfelf  went  before  the  Clergy  in  Froceffion  to  Chrijl -Church,  cloathed  in 
Sack-cloath  and  Allies.] 

JOHN  TV  A  L  T  0  N.  ' 

[< Succ .  1472.  Rejign.  1484.] 

JOHN  Walton,  [otherwife f  called  John  Moundern,  was  the  1 8th]  Abbat  of 
Ofney  near  Oxford ,  [to  the  Government  of  which  Houfe  he  was  advanced  in 
1452,  and  the  Year  following  obtained  a  Licence  from  John ,  Bifhop  of  Lincoln , 
for  him  and  his  SuccelTors,  and  for  their  Prebendal  Churches  of  Stow  and  Bibery , 
to  wear  a  Vellment  called,  Almucia  (as  it  was  ufed  in  Cathedrals)  in  Divine  Ser¬ 
vice  -,  which  was  a  Vellment  lined  with  Skins  or  Furs,  and  commonly  called, 
Omus ,  from  the  Greek  Word  i.  e.  fuperhumerale,  being  worn  on  the  Shoul¬ 
ders.  Stephens  s  thinks  him  the  fame  John  Walton ,  who  fupplicated  for  his  De¬ 
grees  in  Divinity  in  1451,  the  Year  before  he  was  made  Abbat  of  Ofney ,  being 
before  Canon  of  that  Houfe  •,  and  upon  that  Suppofition  makes  him  the  tranf- 
lator  of  Boetius  de  Confolatione  into  Englifh  Verfe,  which  is  extant  in  Manufcript 
in  Baliol  College  Library,  in  Oxford.  From  the  Abbacy  of  OJney  he  was  advanced 
to  the  Archbilhoprick  of  Dublin ,  and]  was  confecrated  in  England ,  and  adorned 
with  the  Pall  A.  D.  1472.  I  find,  that  at  the  Petition  of  this  Prelate  an  Adi  of 
Parliament  palled  in  the  18th  Year  of  King  Edward  the  IV  ;  whereby  fome 
Lands  of  the  Archbilhoprick,  which  were  partly  let  out  to  farm,  and  partly  alie¬ 
nated  by  Talbot  and  Tregury ,  were  rellored  to  this  See  ;  [the  Exemplification  of 
which  Adi  may  be  feen  in  the  Black  Book  h  of  the  Archbiffiop  of  Dublin.  He 
received  14  Marks  for  Proxies  from  the  Abby  of  St.  Thomas ,  near  Dublin ,  every

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Year  he  vifited  the  faid  Abby  and  the  Churches  united  to  it  in  PerfoTi;  which  was 
confirmed  to  him  by  the  Award  1  of  JVilliam  Shirwood ,  Bifhop  of  Meath ,  A.  D. 
1476.]  In  May,  or  fas  fo me  fay)  on  the  14th  of  June  1484,  being  bJind  and 
in  an  infirm  State  of  Health,  he  voluntarily  refigned  the  Archbifhoprick,  and 
referved  to  himfelf  for  a  Maintenance  the  Manor  of  Swords  during  his  Life, 
[which  Relervation  was  confirmed  to  him  by  A6t  of  Parliament  k  the  Year  fol¬ 
lowing.  There  had  been  for  a  long  time  great  Law-fuits  1  between  the  Arch- 
bifhops  of  Dublin ,  and  the  Prior  and  Convent  of  Holm-Patrick,  concerning  an 
Annuity  of  two  Marks  claimed  by  the  Archbifhops  out  of  the  Plow  Land  of 
Ballygojfan ,  alias  Cabragh-HilL  But  this  Archbifhop,  a  little  before  his  Refig- 
nation,  with  the  Confent  of  his  two  Chapters  by  Charter  dated  the  ift  of  May 
1484  put  an  end  to  the  Controverfy,  by  releafing  all  Right  to  the  faid  Annuity 
and  Land  :  But  he  referved  three  Pounds  of  Wax  annually  to  him  and  his  Suc- 
cefTors  in  lieu  of  all  Demands,  and  appointed  the  Diflribution  of  the  faid  Annui¬ 
ty  among  the  Convent  in  this  Manner,  i.  e.  5  s  to  the  Sub- prior,  and  3  s  4  d  to 
each  Canon  ;  and  annexed  a  Condition  to  it,  that  the  Prior  and  Convent  and 
their  SuccefTors  fhould  yearly  keep  an  Anniverfary  for  the  faid  Archbifhop  and 
his  SuccefTors  in  Crajlino  Animarurn ,  by  finginga  Placebo  and Dirige.  This  Charter 
was  afterwards  confirmed  on  the  third  of  Oblober  1529  by  William  Rokeby,  Arch¬ 
bifhop  of  Dublin ,  and  the  two  Chapters.  The  Lands  of  Ballygojfan  had  been 
begged  for  this  Priory  from  one  of  the  Kings  of  England ,  by  John ,  Archbifhop 
of  Dublin  ;  (but  which  John  is  incertain.)  In  granting  them  over  to  the  Convent 
he  took  Care  to  referve  the  faid  Annuity  to  himfelf  and  his  SuccefTors  ;  as  appears 
by  a  Charter115  for  this  purpofe  -,  to  which  there  is  neither  Witnefs  nor  date. 
Probably  this  was  the  caufe  of  the  Law-fuits  concerning  this  penfion.  For  as 
the  Lands  were  the  King’s  Charity,  the  Archbifhop  could  have  no  right  to  referve 
an  annuity  out  of  it. 

Upon  the  Refignation  of  Archbifhop  Walton ,  Girald  Earl  of  Kildare ,  then 
LordDeputy,  forcibly  entred11  into  and  took  PofTefTion  of  24  town  Lands  belong, 
ing  to  the  See  of  Dublin ,  in  the  Lordfhips  of  Baltymore  and  Cadlekevin ,  and  held 
them  to  the  time  of  his  Death.  PofTibly  thefe  were  the  Lands  alienated  by  Talbot  and 
Tregury  before-mentioned,  and  which  were  reflored  byAdtof  Parliament  tothisSee. 
The  next  SuccefTor,  Archbifhop  Fitz-Smons,  never  ftirred  in  the  recovery  of  them; 
although  he  was  a  Man  of  Power,  was  Chancellor  and  Deputy,  and  fat  twenty  fevtn 
Years.  His  SuccefTor,  William  Rokeby ,  A.  D.1514.  petitioned  Girald ,  Earl  of  Kil¬ 
dare  (Son  of  the  former,)  and  the  Council  for  a  Reftitution.  The  matter  in  contefl 
was  referred  to  Patrick  Berrningham  and  Richard  de  la  Hide  Juftices,  and  Bartholo¬ 
mew  Dillon  chief  Baron  ;  who  two  years  after  made  an  award  in  favour  of  theArch- 
bifhop,and  the  See  was  reflored  to  its  Rights,  after  a  Difpoffeffion  of  about  32  years. 
But  the  Houfe  of  Kildare  {till  layed  claim  to  thefe  Lands,  and  again  forcibly  feized 
them.  I  have  feen  a  Petition  of  Archbifhop  Jnge  to  the  Earl  of  Surrey ,  Lord 
Lieutenant,  againfb  Thomas  Fitzgerald  complaining  of  this  Force,  and  defiring  a 
Reftitution;  which  was  decreed  him  on  the  21ft  of  December  1521,  and,  for  what 
appears,  the  See  hath  been  quiet  in  them  everfince. 

The  Regiftry  of  Swords0  mentions  Archbifhop  Walton  in  Terms  of  great 
Refpedt,  elpecially  for  his  Hofpitality,  and  his  chearful  and  innocent  difpofition  ; 
and  gives  an  account  of  three  of  the  Sermons  preached  by  him,  when  blind. 
In  1489  he  preached  pat  St.  Patrick's  Church  on  the  feftival  of  the  Patron  of  it,

before  Girald  Earl  of  Kildare ,  Lord  Deputy,  and  the  Nobility,  to  the  Admira¬ 
tion  of  the  hearers,  and  was  led  to  the  Archbifhops  Palace,  where  he  dined  with 
the  State.  It  doth  not  appear  when  he  died  ;  but  his  Will  without  date  is  extant 
among  the  Manufcripts  *  in  1  runty  College  Dublin  *,  and  therein  he  ordered  his 
Body  to  buryed  at  Ofney,  among  the  Abbats  of  it,  if  he  died  in  England,  He 
directed  one  Portiforium  *,  with  the  Mafs-book,  and  a  Book  called  Pupilla  Oculi , 
to  be  reftored  to  the  Abby  of  Ofney  ;  together  with  the  following  particulars, 
viz.  one  Silver  Cup,  with  a  gilded  Cover,  one  white  Cup  with  a  Cover,  and  two 
Silver  Bolbecis,  a  Silver  gilded  Saltfeller  with  a  gilded  Cover  ;  a  double  Neck- 
eloath  of  Diaper,  two  long  Diaper  Towels,  and  three  fhort  ones  of  the  fame  lort ; 
a  large  hanging  Branch  for  four  Candles  of  Tin,  four  other  Candlefticks  of  Tin, 
.ten  Jackets,  two  pair  of  Veftments  of  green  Damafk,  fix  Rochets  and  other 
particulars.  He  alfo  bequeathed  to  the  faid  Abby  two  Books  of  Phyfick,  twelve 
Silver  Spoons,  a  Feather-bed,  Bolfter  and  four  Pillows.] 

WALTER  FITZ-SIM  0  NS.  ' 

[Succ.  1484.  Ob.  15 1 1.] 


WALTER  Fitz-Simons  [  or  Fitz-Symond%  as  he  is  called  in  the  publick  Re¬ 
cords  r  ]  Batchelor  of  the  Civil  and  Canon  Laws,  was  a  learned  Divine  and 
Philofopher,  Chantor  of  St.  Patrick’ s  Church  [and  Official f  of  the  Diocefe  of 
Dublin ]  Pope  Sixtus  the  4th  appointed  him  the  SuccefTor  in  this  See  on  the  14th  of 
June  1484,  and  on  the  26th  of  September  following,  he  was  confecrated  in  St. 
Patricks ,  Dublin  ;  having  firft  fued  out  a  Charter  of  Pardon  from  the  King  for 
accepting  his  promotion  by  a  Papal  Provifion.  [He  joined  with  the  Earl  of  Kil¬ 
dare  in  the  Rebellion  againft:  King  Henry  the  feventh  in  behalf  of  Lambert  Simnel , 
was  inflru mental  inCrowning  that  Impoflor,  and  in  1488%  among  others,  had 
his  pardon.  The  Petition  and  Submiffionuof  Jenico  Merks ,  Mayor  of  Dublin , 
and  the  Citizens  in  1487  to  King  Henry  the  feventh,  explain  this  particular,  as  they 
alfo  excufe  Obi  avian  de  Palatio ,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh.  “  Weweredaun- 
“  ted  (fay  they)  not  only  to  fee  your  chief  governour,  whom  your  Highnefs  made 
“  Ruler  over  us,  to  bend  or  bow  to  that  Idol,  whom  they  made  us  to  obey  ; 
“  but  alfo  our  Father  of  Dublin ,  and  molt  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Nation,  ex- 
“  cept  the  Reverend  Father  his  Grace,  Oblavianus ,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh.”  In 
1492  this  Prelate  was  made  Deputy  w  to  Jafpar  Duke  of  Bedford ,  in  the  Room  of 
Girald  Earl  of  Kildare ,  and  the  year  following,  on  the  Friday  after  Mid-fummer 
held  a  Parliament  at  Dublin ,  in  which  all  the  Inquifitions,  before  that  time  found 
againft  him,  by  the  Inftigation  of  Rowland  Lord  Portle(lers  were  declared  void. 
Being  removed  from  this  Office  in  1493  x}  he  immediately  went  for  England  to  lay 
before  the  King  a  full  Account,  as  well  of  his  own  Government,  as  of  the  State  of 
the  Kingdom  of  Ireland *,  which  was  followed  by  the  Impeachment  of  the  Earl  of 
Kildare.  He  grew  into  a  great  degree  of  Favour  and  Familiarity  with  the  Kino-. 
Richard  Stanihurfiv  tells  this  Story.  <c  Being  prefent  when  an  Oration  was  made  in 
“  praife  of  the  King  *,  after  it  was  ended,  the  King  afked  the  Archbifhop  what  he 
“  found  moft  Material  in  the  Speech.  The  Archbifhop  replied,  if  it  pleafeth 
“  your  Highnefs,  it  pleafeth  me  •,  I  find  no  fault,  fave  only  that  he  flattered  your

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“  Majefty  too  much.  Nowin  good  Faith  faid  the  King,  our  Father  of  Dublin, 
cc  we  were  minded  to  find  the  lame  fault  our  felves.”  While  zhe  was  Deputy  to  the 
Duke  of  Bedford ,  he  gave  a  great  check  to  the  growth  of  Idlenefs  in  this  Kingdom, 
by  reprefenting  in  a  Letter  to  the  King,  “  how  idly  the  younger  Sons  of  rich 
ct  Families  fpent  their  time  ;  who  learn  no  Trade,  nor  qualify  themfelves  by  ftu- 
ce  dy  for  any  liberal  profeffion  ;  but  live  in  a  State  of  dependence  on  the  elder 
“  Brother,  or  head  of  the  Family,  and  fo  become  ufelefs  to  the  Common  wealth  : 
te  And  as  for  the  bulk  of  the  common  people,  that  they  live  in  Sloath  and 
“  Indolence,  on  account  of  the  great  plenty  of  all  kinds  of  Provifion,  that  the 
“  Land  naturally  produceth,  and  for  this  they  negleCt  to  Labour.  That  it  is 
“  greater  Charity  to  find  Work  for  them,  than  to  relieve  them  from  door  to  door  ; 
“  for  that  the  one  is  acceptable  to  God,  profitable  to  the  Common  Wealth,  and 
“  healthful  to  the  Body  -,  whereas  Idlenefs  is  the  root  of  all  Evil.  Upon  the 
‘4  Receipt  of  this  Letter,  the  King  immediately  fent  Orders,  that  none  fhould 
“  be  fuffered  to  wander  about  the  Cities  Towns  or  Boroughs  of  the  Kingdom, 
“  without  a  Certificate  from  the  Mayor,  Bayl iff,  or  Senefchal  of  the  places 
tc  where  they  were  born  j  by  which  means  every  Town  kept  their  own  Poor, 
“  and  a  Work-houfe  was  ereCted  in  every  Town,  Parifh  or  Borough,  for  the 
Ct  Vagabonds  to  work  in.  The  Archbifhop  appointed  Beadles  for  this  purpofe, 
tc  to  look  after  the  feveral  Cities,  Towns  and  Parifhes,  to  keep  Beggars  out,  and 
cc  to  take  up  Strangers.”  I  have  mentioned  this  paffage  at  large  as  a  matter  wor¬ 
thy  of  Imitation.  In  1503  he  was  Deputy  to  Girald  Earl  of  Kildare ,]  He  was 
alfo  Chancellor  of  that  Kingdom  [twice,  viz.  in  1496  and  1509.  In  the  Black 
Book  a  of  the  Archbifhop  of  Dublin  may  be  feen  an  Exemplification,  in  the  4th 
year  of  Henry  the  eighth,  of  an  Act  of  Parliament  paffed  in  the  8th  year  of  King 
Henry  the  feventh,  whereby  all  Grants,  Annuities,  Leafes  for  Life  or  Years  made 
by  Richard  Talbot,  Michael  Tregury,  John  Walton,  and  this  Archbifhop,  Walter 
Fitz-Simons,  fhould  be  declared  void,  and  refumed  and  taken  into  the  Hands 
of  the  Archbifhop  by  Means  whereof  the  fpoils  made  on  the  See  before 
that  Time  were  in  a  great  Meafure  repaired.  The  fame  year  b  he  was  by  the 
Earl  of  Kildare  and  the  Council  fent  to  England  to  lay  before  the  King  the  State 
of  his  Affairs  in  Ireland,  having  firft  delivered  his  Crofier,  to  Richard  Skirret 
Prior  of  Chrifi -Church,  to  whom  the  Cuftody  of  it  belonged.  Here  he  fo  pru¬ 
dently  executed  his  Commiffion,  that  the  King  foon  after  fent  him  back  to  his 
own  Country  with  ample  Teftimonials  of  his  Satisfaction  in  him.  It  was  at  his 
Inftance  principally  that  King  Henry  the  feventh,  A.  D.  1507  granted  a  Charter 
of  incorporation c  to  the  Carpenters,  Millers,  Heylers  and  Tilers.]  He  fat  twen¬ 
ty  feven  years  in  this  See.  In  a  Synod  convened  in  Dublin ,  he  afligned  a  Sailary  to 
a  PreleCtor  of  Divinity,  to  be  paid  yearly  by  him  and  his  Suffragans.  He  died 
at  Finglafs,  two  Miles  from  Dublin,  on  the  14th  of  May  T511,  and  from  thence 
his  Body  was  conveyed  to  St.  Patricks  Church,  and  honourably  interred  in  the 
Nave  thereof:  [He  was  a  Prelate  of  great  Gravity,  and  Learning-,  of  a  grace¬ 
ful  prefence,  able  to  {trike  thofe  who  beheld  him  with  Reverence.

[Suec.  1511.  Oh.  1521.] 

XTiT  ILL  I A  M  Rokeby ,  or  Rokefby  (as  fome  call  him)  a  Native  of  Torkjhire , 

*  *  and  DoCtor  of  the  Canon  Law,  was  made  Bifhop  of  Meath  by  Pope  Julius 
the  lid  in  the  year  1 507,  and  the  fame  year  was  called  into  the  Privy  Coun¬ 
cil  by  King  Henry  the  Vllth.  He  was  afterwards  by  the  fame  Pope  tranfla- 
ted  to  the  See  of  Dublin  on  the  28th  of  January  1511,  or  (1512  s  if  we  count 
the  commencement  of  the  year  from  the  firfl  of  January)  [and  on  the  2 2d  of 
June  following  obtained  Reftitution  of  the  Temporalties.]  About  the  clofe 
of  the  Year  1515  he  was  made  Chancellor  of  Ireland  by  King  Henry  the 
VUIth  ;  which  promotion  (as  I  think J  he  enjoyed  during  the  refidue  of  his  Life. 
In  1518  he  convened  a  Provincial  Synod,  the  Canons  of  which  are  yet  extant  in 
the  Red  Book  of  the  Church  of  OJfory ,  [and  have  been  from  thence  pubiifhed 
by  Sir  Henry  Spelman f  ]  He  died  on  the  29th  of  November  15  21,  and  was  buried 
in  his  own  Cathedral  of  St.  Patrick' s,  Dublin  •,  but  his  heart  was  conveyed  into 
England ,  and  depofited  in  the  Monument  of  his  Anceflors.  [The  Oxford  Anti¬ 
quary8  hath  given  us  an  Abftradt  of  his  Jaft  Will  and  Teflament,  wherein  he 
ftiles  himfelf,  “  Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  and  perpetual  Vicar  of  Hallifax,  and 
“  orders  that  he  fhould  be  embowelled,  and  his  Bowels  and  Heart  buried  in  the 
“  Church  of  H alii  fax,  within  the  Choir,  and  his  Body  to  be  buryed  in  the  new 
<e  Chappel  at  Sandal ,  and  thereon  a  Tomb  of  Stone  to  be  made,  and  about  the 
“  fame  to  be  written — Ego  Willielmus,  Dublin  Archiepifcopus ,  quondam  Reblor 
*c  ijlius  Ec defies,  credo  quod  Redemptor  meus  vivit—Qui  obiit — cujus  animee  propi- 
‘‘  tietur  Deus,  Amen. — He  alfo  directed  a  Chappel  to  be  built  at  Halifax,  on 
“  the  South  fide  of  the  Church,  after  the  directions  of  his  Executors  and  Church 
“  Matters,  and  therein  a  Tomb  to  be  made  with  his  Image,  on  which  fhould 
“  be  written— Hie  jacet  Willielmus  Rokeby,  nuper  Dublinienfis  Archiepifccpus ,  et 
“  Vicarius  perpetuus  ijlius  Ecclefies,  qui  credo,  &c.  —  Item,  whereas  he  had  ob- 
44  tained  a  Pardon  for  the  Parifh  of  Halifax,  and  the  Parifhes  thereunto  adjoi- 
“  ning,  pro  ladiciniis  in  quadrigefmd  edendis,  for  eating  white  meats  in  Lent, 

44  he  willed  that  his  Executors  at  their  diferetion  fhould  obtain  the  faid  Licence 
44  to  be  renewed  fub  plumbo,  the  profit  thereof  to  be  employed  on  a  Prieft  to 
44.fing  at  Halifax  in  his  faid  new  Chappel,  as  long  as  may  be,  by  the  advice 
44  and  diferetion  of  his  Executors  and  Church -Wardens,  and  that  a  Do&or  of 
*4  Divinity  have  ten  Pounds  to  be  occupied  in  preaching,  *&c. — In  purfuance  of 
44  which  his  heart  was  buried  in  the  Chancel  of  the  Church  of  Halifax,  and 
“  thereon  laid  a  Stone  with  the  Figure  only  of  a  Heart  engraved  on  it.  The 
44  Chappel  was  alfo  founded,  and  a  Monument  built  in  it,  on  which  is  an  I11- 
44  feription,  partly  legible,  the  reft  being  defaced,  which  is  this. — Orate  pro 
“  Animd  Willielmi  Rokeby,  Juris  Canonici  Profefforis,  ac  etiam  Epifcopi  Miden - 
46  fis,  et  deinde  Archiepifcopi  Dublinienfis  capellce  fundatoris  ijlius  •,  ®ui  obiit  — 

“  Novembris  A.  D.  Mcccccxxi. — But  although  a  monument  was  ereCted  to  his 
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memory  in  the  Chappel  of  Sandal ,  yet  it  doth  not  appear  that  his  Body  was 
conveyed  there  according  to  the  directions  of  his  Will.  I  fhould  have  mentioneo, 
that  on  the  day  of  his  death,  he  fent  for  William  Hazard h,  Prior  of  Cbrift- 
Chnrch ,  and  delivered  into  his  Cuftody  the  Archiepifcopal  Crofs,  and  other  Or¬ 
naments  belonging  to  the  Archbifnops  of  Dublin ,  to  be  kept  by  him  during  the 
Vacancy,  according  to  Cuftom  ;  and  he  gave  to  every  one  belonging  to  the 
Priory  a  peece  of  Silver,  telling  them,  it  was  a  Teftimony  of  his  bleffing  and 
Prayers.] 

HUGH  INGE. 

[i Succ .  1521.  Oh.  1528.] 

UGH  Inge ,  DoClor  of  Divinity,  fucceeded  William  Rokeby  twice,  ("by  the 
-s-  Pope’s  defignationj  that  is  to  fay,  at  this  time  in  the  See  of  Dublin ,  and 
before  in  that  of  Meath.  Polydore  Vergil1  [calls  him  Hugo  Hynk ,  and]  gives  him 
the  Character  “  of  an  honeft  Man,  and  one  who  by  many  good  Offices  had 
46  got  a  great  ffiare  of  intimacy  and  familiarity  with  the  Earl  of  Kildare  [and 
adds,  “  that  he  had  put  the  Kingdom  in  as  good  a  Condition  as  the  untowardnefs 
“  of  the  Wild  Irifh  would  fuffer  him.”  He  governed  this  See  fix  years,  and 
was  during  that  time  made  Chancellor  of  Ireland  [A.  D.  1527]  which  Office 
he  admin iftred  all  the  reft  of  his  Life.  He  repaired  the  Palace  of  St.  Sepul¬ 
chers  ,  as  his  Arms  placed  in  the  Wall  over  the  Palace  Door,  [at  the  entrance 
from  the  publick  Library]  feem  to  teftifie.  He  died  in  Dublin ,  of  the  Englijh 
Sweat,  on  the  3d  of  Augujl  1528  k,  and  was  buried  in  St.  Patrick’s  Church.  A 
ftriCl  obferver  of  Juftice  and  Equity,  [fee  a  fuller  Account  of  this  Prelate  under 
the  Bifhops  of  Meath.] 


JO  HNALLEN. 

[Succ.  1528.  Ob.  1534.] 

JOHN  Allen  [or  Alan  as  he  writes  himfelf  in  his  Regiftry]  DoClor  of  Laws, 
and  Treafurerof  St.  Pauls ,  London ,  fucceededi  and  was  confecrated  in  Chrift- 
Church0  Dubliny  on  the  13th  of  March  1528,  [Englijh  Stile.)  He  was  educated 
at  Cambridge ,  where  he  took  his  Degree  of  Mafter  of  Arts.  [But  Anthony 
Wood 1  fays,  he  had  his  firft  Education  at  Oxford ,  from  whence  he  removed  to 
Cambridge,  where  he  took  his  Degree  of  Batchelor  of  Laws,  and  was  afterwards 
incorporated  DoClor  of  Laws  at  Oxford  in  1525].  William  Warham ,  Arch- 
bifhop  of  Canterbury ,  employed  him  as  his  agent  at  Rome,  to  manage  his 
Affairs  with  the  Pope,  where  he  refided  nine  years,  and  in  that  time  was  created 
DoClor  of  Laws.  After  his  return  he  was  made  Chaplain  to  Cardinal  WGoIfey, 
Archbifhop  of  Tork,  [and  Commiffary  or  Judge  of  his  Legatine  Court m;  in  ths 
execution  of  which  Office  he  was  fufpeCled  of  great  difhonefty.]  By  the  Inte- 
reft  of  the  Cardinal  he  was  m  September*  1528  appointed  Succeffor  to  Hugh  Inge 
both  in  the  Archbifhoprick  and  in  the  Chancery  partly  to  make  him  amends 
for  the  many  good  Offices  he  had  done  the  Cardinal,  and  partly  out  of  hatred 
to  Girald  Earl  of  Kildare  ;  whom  his  Eminence  by  many  plots  and  fnares  endea¬ 
voured  to  pull  down.  [The  Cardinal  alfo  procured  him  a  Grant,  dated  the  nine¬ 
teenth  0  or  September  the  fame  Month,  of  all  the  profits  of  the  See  of  Dublin  from

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the  death  of  his  Predeceflbr  to  his  own  reftitution  to  the  Temporalties,  and  of 
fuch  Sums  as  the  Archbifhops  cuftomarily  paid  for  fuch  reftitutions.]  “  This 
“  Alan,  among  others,  was  one  of  IVoolfcfs  Inftruments  in  procuring  the  Difto- 
“  Iution  of  fourty  of  the  lefler  Monafteries,  which  (as  fome  obferved)  like  the 
“  Gold  of  Tholoufc  *,  brought  either  Deftru&ion,  or  fome  great  Calamity,  on 
“  all  who  touched  it”  They  are  the  words  of  the  learned  Francis  Godwin ,  here¬ 
tofore  Bifhop  of  Hereford ,  in  his  Hiftory  of  King  Henry  the  VII Ith  [who  adds 
that  all  who  had  a  hand  in  that  diffolution  came  to  ill  Ends.  Two  of  them 
fought  a  Duel,  one  was  killed  and  the  other  hanged  •,  a  third  threw  himfelf  head¬ 
long  into  a  Well ;  a  fourth,  though  a  rich  Man,  came  after  to  beg  his  Bread  : 
JVoolfey  was  thrown  out  of  the  King’s  Favour,  and  died  miferably  j  and  the  Pope, 
who  gave  his  confent  to  the  diffolution,  lived  to  fee  Rome  taken  and  plundered  by 
the  Imperial  Army,  himfelf  and  Cardinals  made  Prifoners,  and  become  the 
fport  and  mockery  of  the  licentious  multitude.]  As  to  Alan,  he  was  in  lefs  than 
four  years  after  removed  from  the  Office  of  Lord  High  Chancellor  by  King 
Henry  the  Vlllth,  and  George  Cromer,  Archbiffiop  of  Armagh,  was  fubftituted  in 
his  Room,  [on  the  5th  of  July  s  1532]  and  that  too  at  the  inftance  of  Giralcl 
Fitz-Girald ,  Earl  of  Kildare ;  who  about  the  fame  time  was  conftituted  De¬ 
puty  to  Henry  Duke  of  Richmond,  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland  ;  which  affor¬ 
ded  a  handle  of  reviving  the  old  animofities  between  them.  [After  his  re¬ 
moval  from  the  Chancery,  to  take  away  all  power  from  his  enemies  to  hurt 
him,  on  the  7th  r  of  February  1532  he  fued  out  the  King’s  general  Pardon.]  A 
little  after  the  Earl  was  commanded  over  into  England ,  and  call;  into  the  Tower 
of  London,  there  to  remain  untill  he  purged  himfelf  from  the  Sufpicions  and 
Crimes  laid  to  his  Charge.  Before  he  departed  out  of  Ireland,  he  received  the 
King’s  commands  to  appoint  fuch  a  Succeffor,  for  whole  Loyalty  he  fhould  be 
refponfible.  He  chofe  therefore  his  eldeft  Son  Thomas,  ( commonly  called  Silken 
Thomas)  a  youth  fcarce  twenty  one  years  old.  The  Enemies  of  the  Giraldin  Fa¬ 
mily  (of  which  number  Alan,  as  I  faid  before,  was  one)  began  to  manage  their 
defigns  by  Stratagem.  They  fpread  abroad  falfe  rumours,  that  the  Earl  had  loll 
his  Head  in  England,  and  that  Thomas ,  his  Brothers  and  Uncles  were  in  danger  of 
the  fame  fate.  The  rafh  Youth  was  too  eafily  carried  away  by  thefe  fidfions. 
He  furrendered  the  Sword  and  Enfigns  of  Government  to  the  Lord  Chancel¬ 
lor  Cromer,  broke  out  into  open  Rebellion,  and  gathering  together  a  tumultuous 
Mob  of  Soldiers,  laid  Siege  to  Dublin ,  and  wafted  the  Neighbouring  Country 
with  Fire  and  Sword.  The  Arfhbifhop,  terrified  with  thefe  difturbances,  [at 
firft  took  fhelter  in  the  Caftle,  under  the  Protection  of  the  Conftable  ;  but.  afraid 
of  the  fuccefs  of  the  Siege,  which  Fitz-Girald  was  about  laying  to  it,  he]  in¬ 
tended  to  fly  into  England,  and  got  on  board  a  Ship,  near  Dames  Gate  but 
either  by  contrary  Winds,  or  the  carelefnefs  of  the  Sailors,  he  was  ftranded 
near  Clontarfe ;  from  whence  he  haftened  to  a  neighbouring  village,  called 
Tartain ,  where  he  defigned  to  hide  himfelf  for  a  time  ;  which  when  Thomas 
Fitz-Girald,  who  was  now  in  Rebellion,  came  to  underftand,  he  advanced  to 
the  place  next  morning  a  little  before  Day-light,  attended  by  his  Uncles,  f  Sir 
John  and  Oliver  FitzGirald,  and  James  Delahyde,  together  with  feveral  of  his  Ser-

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vants,  and  without  any  delay  difpatched  John  feeling  and  Nicholas  JVafer  [Yeo¬ 
men  and  Tenants  of  the  Earl  of  Kildare ]  to  bring  out  Alan  to  him.  They  broke 
into  the  Houfe,  dragged  the  old  Man  out  of  his  Bed,  and  led  him  half  naked  to 
their  Mafter.  Alan  fell  upon  his  knees  [in  his  Shirt,  bare-footed  and  bare-headed] 
and  over  and  over  again  begged  him  to  fpare  his  Life.  But  in  vain  labouring  to 
bend  the  head-ftrong  Youth  to  mercy,  he  betook  himfelf  to  Divine  Meditations, 
and  while  he  was  upon  his  knees  pouring  out  his  Soul  to  God  in  Prayer,  he 
was  villainoufly  murdered  in  the  prefence  of  his  Enemy,  and  his  Brains  fcat- 
tered  about.  This  infamous  Murder  was  committed  on  the  28th  of  July  1534, 
in  the  58th  year  of  his  age.  But  Divine  Vengeance  was  not  flow  [to  punifh 
this  murder  of  the  Archbifhop.]  For  the  flame  of  the  Rebellion  being  extin- 
guiflied,  Thomas  was  fent  in  cuftody  to  London ,  and  beheaded  on  the  third  of 
February  1 536  :  Five  of  his  Uncles  (not  to  mention  the  reft  of  the  Authors  of 
this  Villainy,  who  came  all  to  untimely  ends  in  different  ways)  were  hanged  at 
Tyburn,  cut  down  half  alive  and  quartered.  But  I  muft  obferve  by  the  way*, 
that  King  Edward  the  Vlth  reftored  Girald ,  Brother  to  this  Thomas ,  to  the  prin¬ 
cipal  part  of  the  Eftate,  Queen  Mary ,  to  the  antient  Honours  of  his  Family 
[and  Queen  Elizabeth  by  Ad  of  Parliament0  reftored  him  in  Blood.]  To  return 
to  Alan  :  He  was  of  a  Turbulent  Spirit ;  but  a  Man  of  hofpitality  and  learning,  and 
a  diligent  enquirer  into  Antiquities  •,  as  appears  from  the  Regiftrys  of  his  Church, 
[Compofed  by  him,  i.  e.  the  Liber  Niger ,  feu  Regiflrum  Johannis  Alani,  and  the 
Repertorium  Viride ,  containing  a  fhort  account  of  the  Churches  of  his  Diocefe  *,  both 
which  are  ftill  extant.  The  Statutes  made  by  him  in  his  Confiftorial  Courts  held 
in  St.  Patrick's  Church  A.  D.  1530  ;  are  alfo  yet  extant  in  the  Black  Book  before- 
mentioned.  He  had  warm  Controverfles  with  Primate  Cromer  concerning  prece¬ 
dence  •,  of  which  the  Reader  hath  an  account  in  page  78  under  Walter  Jorze  Arch- 
billiop  of  Armagh .] 


GEORGE  BROWNE. 

[Slice.  1535.  Dcpr.  1554] 


EO  RG  E  Browne ,  an  Augujlin  Frier  of  London ,  and  Provincial  of  that  Or- 


der  in  England ,  was  advanced  to  this  See  by  King  Henry  the  eighth,  and 
confecrated  on  the  19th  of  March  1535  [Englifh  Stile)  by  Thomas  Archbifhop  of 
Canterbury ,  aflifted  by  John  Bifhop  of  Rochejler,  and  Nicholas  Bilhop  of  Salijbu - 
ry.  [Fie  had  been  eleded  to  this  See  by  the  Chapters  of  Chrifi-Cburcb  and  St. 
Patricks ,  and  had  the  Royal  Affent  p  on  the  12th  of  March  before  his  Confecra- 
tion  •,  the  Mandate  for  which  iffued  the  Day  after  the  Royal  Aflent ;  and  the 
Archbifhop  of  Canterbury ,  and  Bifhops  of  Rochejler  and  Salijhury  had  it  in  com  ¬ 
mand  to  inveft  him  with  the  Pall,  and  other  Archiepifcopal  Enfigns,  according 
to  an  Ad:  then  lately  paffed.  On  the  23d  of  March  a  Writ «  iffued  to  the 
Lord  Chancellor  of  Ireland ,  commanding  him  to  ififue  his  Mandate  to  the  feveral 
Efcheators  within  the  Diocefe  of  Dublin  to  reftore  him  to  the  Temporalties  ;  and 
the  fame  Day  another  Writ r  iffued  to  the  Efcheator  of  the  County  of  Stafford 
to  reftore  him  to  fuch  Temporalties  of  the  Archbifhoprick,  as  lay  within  his  Bal¬ 
ly  wick  (which  was  only  the  free  Chappel  of  Pencris ,  of  which  the  Archbifhops  of 
Lublin  were  Deans.) 

Primate  Vsjher  among  his  Memorials  rof  Ireland  tells  us,  "  That  he  was  a  Man 
“  of  a  chearful  Countenance,  in  his  Adions  plain  and  downright,  to  the  poor 
<c  merciful  and  compaflionate,  pitying  theftate  and  condition  of  the  Souls  of  the

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“  people  ;  and  further  adds  *,  that  while  he  was  Provincial  of  the  Augujlin  Order 
“  in  England ,  he  advifed  the  people  to  make  their  applications  to  Chrift  alone  > 

“  for  which  Do&rine  he  was  much  taken  notice  of.”  He  was  the  firft  of  the 
Clergy  who  embraced  the  Reformation  in  Ireland.  When  King  Henry  the  eighth 
had  renounced  the  Papal  Supremacy  in  England ,  the  Lord  Privy  Seal,  Thomas 
Cromwell ,  wrote  to  Archbilhop  Browne ,  fignifying  the  King’s  Plealure  ;  that  his 
Subjects  of  Ireland  Ihould  obey  him  in  that  particular,  as  in  England ,  and  no¬ 
minated  him  one  of  the  Commiffioners  for  the  Execution  thereof.  The  Archbi- 
Ihop  did  not  hefitate  long  in  obeying  thefe  Commands.  He  fignified  to  the  Lord 
Cromwell  by  Letter  dated  the  29th  of  September  1535,  “  That  he  had  endea- 
“  voured  almolt  to  the  hazard  of  his  life,  t  o  reduce  the  Nobility  and  Gentry 
**  of  Ireland  to  due  obedience  in  owning  the  King  their  fupreme  Head,  as  well 
fpiritual  as  temporal ;  but  that  he  was  much  oppofed  therein,  eipecially  by 
“  Cromer ,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  who  had  laid  a  curfe  on  the  people  whoever 
“  fhould  own  the  King’s  Supremacy,  and  had  thereby  drawn  to  him  the  moll  of 
“  his  Suffragans  and  Clergy  within  his  Jurifdidlion.  That  the  Archbifhop  and 
**  Priells  of  Armagh ,  had  fent  two  Meffengers  to  Rome,  and  that  it  was  feared 
O-Neil  would  be  ordered  by  the  Pope  to  oppofe  the  Changes.  That  the  Ifland 
had  been  for  a  long  Time  held  in  ignorance  by  the  Romijh  Regulars  ;  and  that 
the  Seculars  were  as  ignorant  as  the  people,  being  not  able  to  fay  Mafs,  or 
<c  pronounce  the  Words,  not  knowing  what  they  themfelves  fay  in  the  Roman 
Tongue.  He  advifeth  thecalling  of  a  Parliament  to  pafs  the  Supremacy  by  Ad  ; 
“  for  that  the  people  did  not  much  mind  the  King’s CommifTion.”  In  purfuance 

of  this  Advice  a  Parliament  was  held  the  year  following,  under  Leonard  Lord  Grey, 
Lord  Deputy.  When  the  Bill  of  Supremacy  was  brought  in,  Archbifhop  Browne , 
made  a  fhort  but  weighty  fpeech  upon  the  Occafion  j  and  obferved,  “  That  Rome 
and  her  Bilhops,  in  the  Fathers  Days,  acknowledged  Emperors,  Kings  and  Princes 
“  to  be  fupreme  over  their  Dominions,  nay  Chrilt’s  own  Vicars  ;  and  that  it  was 
44  much  to  the  lhame  of  the  Bilhop  of  Rome,  to  deny,  what  the  precedent  Bi- 
<c  fhopsof  that  See  owned  j  and  he  concluded,  that  without  fcruple,  he  would  Vote 
“  the  King  Supreme  and  Head  over  Ecclefialtical  as  well  as  Temporal  Mat- 
44  ters ;  and  that  without  guilt  of  Confcience  or  Sin  to  God  *,  and  that  he  who  re- 
M  fufed  his  Affent  to  pafs  the  Ad,  could  be  no  true  Subjed  to  the  King.” 
He  was  feconded  by  Jultice  Brabafon  *,  and  the  Ad,  although  not  without  fome  Dif¬ 
ficulty,  palfed.  But  Primate  Cromer,  at  the  Head  of  the  Romijh  party,  under¬ 
hand  oppofed  the  execution  of  it ;  and  raifed  no  fmall  Troubles  upon  the  Occa¬ 
fion.  It  appears  by  a  Letter  wrote  by  Archbilhop  Browne  to  the  Lord  Cromwell 
on  the  30th  of  March  1538,  “  That  fe/eral  of  the  Clergy  within  his  own  Jurif* 
“  didion  had  forfaken  their  Livings,  rather  than  comply  with  the  Changes,  and 
“  that  he  kept  them  vacant  untill  the  Kings  pleafure  was  known.  He  acquainted 
“  him,  that  the  Reliques  and  Images  of  both  his  Cathedrals  took  off  the  common 
“  people  fromthe  true  Worlhip  ;  but  that  the  Prior  and  Dean  found  them  fo  fweet 
“  for  their  profit,  that  they  took  no  Notice  of  his  Commands.  He  delired  a  more 
“  explicit  order  for  their  removal,  and  that  the  chief  Governours  may  be  obliged 
“  toaffill  him  in  it.  He  acquainted  him  that  the  Prior  and  Dean  had  written  to 
“  Rome  to  be  encouraged,  and  Ihewed  the  Danger  of  delaying  the  Work  untill  fuch 
“  mandate  arrived.  That  the  Duke  of  Norfolk  had  combined  with  the  Arch- 
“  bilhop  of  Armagh,  and  the  Clergy,  to  obllrud  the  King  in  making  any 
<c  alterations  in  Ireland  •,  and  that  RcwHiad  granted  great  indulgences  for  Re- 
“  bellion,  on  purpofe  to  oppofe  the  King.”  Soon  after  the  writing  this  Letter 
News  came,  that  the  Pope  had  fent  over  a  Bull  of  Excommunication  to  the  Arch, 
bilhop  ot  Armagh  and  his  Clergy  againlt  all  -  fuch  who  had,  or  fhould  own  the 
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King’s  Supremacy  within  Ireland ;  as  alfo  the  form  of  an  Oath  of  Obedience  to 
be  taken  to  the  Pope  at  Confeffions-,  of  which  Archbifhop  Browne  gave  the  Lord 
Cromwell  an  account  by  Letter  dated  the  May  following,  and  obfcrved  to  him, 
t<!  that  ever  fince  the  King’s  Anceftors  were  poffeffedof  Ireland ,  the  old  Natives 
“  were  always  craving  foreign  Power  to  afiift  and  Rule  them  ;  but  that  then  both 
“  the  Englijh  and  Irijh  race  began  to  oppofe  the  King’s  Orders,  and  to  lay  afide 
“  their  National  old  quarrels  ;  which  he  apprehended  might  caufe  a  Foreign  in- 
“  vafion.”  And  it  feems  his  fufpicions  were  not  groundlefs.  For  on  the  24th  of 
June  following,  he  caufed  one  Ihaay  Birne ,  a  Francifcan  Frier,  tobefeized,  and  a- 
bout  him  were  found  Letters  from  the  Pope  and  Cardinals,  figned  by  the  Bifhop  of 
Mets,  and  dated  at  Rome  the  28th  of  April  1538,  encouraging  O-Neil  to  fupprefs 
Herefy,  and  the  Pope’s  Enemies ;  and  telling  him,  u  that  whilft  the  Mother 
‘‘  Church  hath  fuch  a  Princely  Son  as  he,  fhe  (hall  never  fall ;  but  have  more  or 
“  lefs  a  holding  in  Britain  in  fpight  of  Fate.”  The  Frier  was  putin  the  Pillo¬ 
ry,  and  confined  a  Prifoner  untill  the  Kings  further  Orders.  But  it  being  rumo¬ 
red  that  he  was  to  be  hanged,  he  laid  violent  Hands  on  himfelf.  Much 
about  the  time  that  King  Henry  the  eighth  began  to  fupprefs  the  Monafteries 
in  England  and  Ireland ,  Archbifhop  Brown  perfected  his  defign  of  removing  all 
Superfluous  Reliques  and  Images  out  of  the  two  Cathedrals  in  Dublin ,  and  out 
of  the  reft  of  the  Churches  within  his  Diocefe  *,  and  in  their  Room  placed  the 
Creed,  the  Lords  Prayer,  and  the  Ten  Commandments  in  gilded  Frames.  Of  the 
Changes  made  in  the  Conftitution  of  the  Cathedral  of  Chrijl- Church,  while 
this  Prelate  governed  the  See  of  Dublin  See  before  p.  301.  302. 

Primate  Cromer  died  in  1542,  and  was  fucceeded  in  the  See  of  Armagh  the  year 
following  by  Archbifhop  Dowdal  who  was  as  zealous  againft  the  Reformation, 
as  his  PredecefTor  had  been.  King  Henry  the  VUIth  alfo  died  in  1546,  and  was 
fucceeded  by  his  Son  King  Edward  the  Vlth  ;  who,  by  the  advice  of  his  Privy 
Council,  began  to  confider,  what  good  Effedls  proceeded  from  the  tranflation  of 
the  Holy  Bible  into  Englijh ,  and  what  light  it  gave  to  the  underftan dings  of  his 
Subjedls  in  matters  of  Religion  ;  and  therefore  he  caufed  the  Liturgy  to  be  altered 
from  what  his  father  had  eftablifhed,  and  ordered  it  to  be  read  and  fung  in  the 
feveral  Cathedrals  and  Parifli  Churches  of  England  :  And  that  his  Subje&s  of 
Ireland  might  have  the  fame  benefit,  he  fent  over  an  Order  dated  the  fixth  of 
February  1550  for  the  reading  the  Liturgy  and  the  Prayers  of  the  Church  in  the 
mother  tongue  ;  which  was  firft  obferved  in  Chrijl-Chureh ,  Dublin ,  on  Eajler  Day 
1551  in  prefence  of  the  Lord  Deputy  St.  Leger,  Archbifhop  Brown,  and  the  Mayor 
andBayliffs  of  Dublin.  But  before  the  Proclamation  for  obferving  this  order  iffued, 
the  Lord  Deputy  convened  an  affembly  of  the  Archbifhops  Bifhops  and  Clergy, 
and  fignified  to  them  the  Kings  order,  and  the  opinions  of  the  Bifhops  and  Clergy 
of  England,  who  adhered  unto  the  fame  there.  Primate  Dowdal  bent  all  his 
force  againft  receiving  the  Liturgy  in  Englijh  :  But  not  being  able  to  prevail, 
he  departed  from  the  Affembly,  and  with  him  feveral  of  his  Suffragan  Bifhops. 
The  order  then  being  tendered  to  Archbifhop  Browne,  he  flood  up  and  received 
it,  faying,  “This  order,  Brethren,  is  from  our  gracious  King,  and  from  the  Fa- 
“  thersand  Clergy  of  England  -,  who  have  compared  the  Holy  Scriptures  with 
“  what  thjy  have  done  ;  unto  whom  I  fubmit,  as  Jefus  did  to  Caejar ,  in  all 
‘‘  th*n&s  iuft  and  lawful,  making  no  queftion  why  or  wherefore,  as  we  own  him 
“  our  true  and  lawful  King.”  Several  of  the  more  moderate  of  the  Bifhops  and 
Clergy  adhered  to  Archbifhop  Browne-,  among  whom  were  Staples,  Bifhop  of Meath 
Lane  after,  Bifhop  of  Kildare,  Travers,  Bifhop  of  Leighlin,  and  Coyn,  Bifhop  of  Li¬ 
merick  -,  which  condefcention  was  feverely  remembred  to  moft  of  them  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  Reign.  Sir  Anthony  St.  Leger  was  fucceeded  in  the  Government  by  Sir 
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JamesCrofts ;  who  upon  his  Arrival  ufed  his  utmofl  Endeavours  to  perfwade  Primate 
Dowdal  to  a  fubmiffion  to  the  King’s  order.  He  wrote  an  earnell  Letter 1  to  him 
dated  the  fixth  of  June  1551,  laying  before  him  the  Obedience  due  to  the  King, 
from  the  Example  of  Chrift  to  Ccefar ,  and  the  Confeflions  and  Practice  of  the  early 
Bifhops  of  Rome  in  this  particular  ;  and  defireda  meeting,  wherein  he  hoped  to 
have  the  happinefs  of  healing  all  Differences  between  him  and  the  Fathers  of  the 
Church.  He  fent  this  Letter  by  Staples  Bifhop  of  Meath.  The  Primate  in  his 
Anfwer,  expreffed  his  fears,  that  it  would  be  in  vain  for  him  to  converfe  with 
an  obftinate  Number  of  Church-men,  or  for  the  Deputy  to  fuppofe  that  the  Dif¬ 
ferences  in  agitation  could  be  fo  foon  appeafed  ;  fince  their  Judgments,  Opinions, 
and  Confciences  were  different.  Yet  he  accepted  the  Invitation  ;  but  refufed  to 
hold  the  Conference  at  the  Lord  Deputy’s  Palace  :  And  in  purfuance  of  thefe  two 
Letters  it  was  appointed  to  be  held  in  the  great  hall  belonging  to  St.  Mary* s  Abby, 
where  the  Primate  then  refided.  The  difpute  was  upon  the  Subject  of  the  Mafs  •, 
and  handled  by  the  Primate  on  one  Side,  and  Bifhop  Staples  on  the  -other.  But, 
as  it  often  happens,  the  Controverfy  was  more  inflamed  by  this  meeting ;  and 
the  Conference  broke  up  without  any  Fruit,  but  this  ;  that  it  gave  the  King  and 
Council  an  opportunity  to  deprive  Dowdal ,  for  his  obflinacy,  of  the  Title  of  Pri¬ 
mate  of  all  Ireland ,  and  of  annexing  it  to  the  See  of  Dublin  for  ever.  Accord¬ 
ingly]  Archbifhop  Browne  obtained  Letters  patent  from  King  Edward  the  Vlth, 
dated  the  20th  of  October  1551  u,  that  he  and  his  Succeffors  fhould  be  Primates 
of  all  Ireland  :  [Becaufe  he  was  the  firft  of  the  Irijh  Bifhops  who  embraced  the 
order  for  eflablifhing  the  Englifh  Liturgy  and  Reformation  in  Ireland.  ]  But  thefe 
Letters  patent  were  afterwards  vacated  during  his  Life  by  the  orders  of  Queen 
Mary  ;  and  Archbifhop  Dowdal ,  who  had  lived  in  Banifliment  during  [fome 
part  of]  the  reign  of  King  Edward  the  Vlth,  was  then  recalled,  and  recovered 
the  Archbifhoprick,  and  the  Title  annexed  to  it,  as  it  were  by  a  remitter  or  Re- 
ftitution  to  the  old  Right,  of  which  he  had  been  before  deprived.  While  Arch¬ 
bifhop  Browne  pofTeffed  this  Sec,  the  Cathedral  of  St.  Patrick ’s  was  fuppreffed  for 
near  eight  years  :  But  Queen  Mary  reftored  it  to  its  antient  Dignity  in  the  clofe 
of  the  year  1 554  ;  about  which  time  Archbifhop  Browne  was  deprived  by  Primate 
Dowdal  and  other  Delegates  ;  becaufe  he  was  a  married  Man ;  and  the  cuftody 
of  the  Temporalties  during  the  vacancy  of  the  See  was  committed  to  Thomas 
Lockwood ,  Dean  of  Chrift-Church.  [For  by  an  antient  Cuflom,  upon  the  tranflati- 
on,  deprivation  or  Death  of  an  Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  the  Temporalties  were  always 
committed  to  the  Prior  of  Chrift -Church,  while  it  was  a  Priory  j  and  upon  con¬ 
verting  the  Priory  into  a  Deanery,  the  fame  right  was  claimed  by  the  Dean. 
After  the  Deprivation  of  Archbifhop  Browne ,  the  See  continued  vacant  for  fome 
time  :  But  on  the  2 2d  of  February  1555  a  Licence  w  iffued  from  King  Philip  and 
Queen  Mary  to  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  Succeflor.  I  fhould  have  mentioned 
before,  that  while  he  fat  in  this  See,  he  united  x  the  Chappel  of  St.  Mary  les 
Dames,  and  the  Church  of  St.  Andrews,  to  St.  Werburghs  within  the  Walls  j  in 
regard  there  were  fo  few  Parifhioners,  and  the  income  fo  fmall,  that  there  was 
notfufficient  to  maintain  a  Clergyman.  Healfoy  in  the  year  1544  eredled  three 
Prebends  in  Chrift -Church,  and  afiigned  to  each  of  the  Prebendaries  a  Penfion, 
and  a  Chufch  for  the  Corps  of  their  Prebends,  viz.  St.  Michaels ,  St.  Mich  an  s, 
and  St.  Johns.  On  the  12th  of  June  1 545  z  he,  by  the  AfTent  of  his  two  Chapters

HUGH  CURWIN. 

[Succ.  1 555.  Rejign.  156 7.] 


F  T  E  R  the  deprivation  of  Archbifhop  Browne,  Hugh  Corren  or  Curwin,  a 


JtX  native  of  Wejlmorland  was  fubftituted  in  his  room  ;  [and  was  reftored  to 
the  Temporalties  on  the  21ft  of  October,  1 555.  Queen  Mary’s  Letter  under  her 
Privy  Signet  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Chrijl -Church,  for  the  election  of  this 
Prelate,  dated  the  18th  of  February,  in  the  firft  and  fecond  year  of  her  Reign, 
is  in  the  Chapter-houfe  of  that  Cathedral,  and  thus  figned  on  the  Top  of  the 
Letter  with  her  own  hand  *,  Marye  the  Queue.  The  original  Name  of  the  Family 
from  whence  this  Archbifhop  came,  was  Culwen  ;  and  we  are  a  told  that  it  was 
firft  changed  by  Sir  Chrijiopher  de  Culwen ,  who  was  twice  Sheriff  of  Cumberland 
by  that  Name,  and  once  by  the  Name  of  Curwen.]  He  was  Dodtor  of  Laws, 
Dean  of  Hereford  [in  1541,  June  the  ift,]  and  Archdeacon  of  Oxford.  [But  the 
Oxford  Antiquary  b  denies  him  the  latter  of  thefe  Promotions ;  and  faith,  that  it 
was  one  Richard  Curwin  who  was  Archdeacon  of  Oxford ,  and  not  this  Hughf\ 
He  was  confecrated  in  St.  Paul’s  Church,  London ,  on  the  8th  of  September, 
1 555,  together  with  James  Lurberville ,  Bifhop  of  Exeter ,  and  William  Glynn, 
Bifhop  of  Bangor  and  four  Days  after  viz.  on  the  12th  of  September c,  was  ap¬ 
pointed  by  Queen  Mary ,  (whofe  Chaplain  he  was)  Chancellor  of  Ireland  at 
Greenwich.  [But  he  had  the  Cufiodium  d  of  the  Temporalties  granted  to  him 
as  Archbifhop  eledt  of  Dublin,  on  the  25th  of  April  before  his  Confecration, 
to  commence  from  the  Michaelmas  before,  untill  he  was  reftored  to  the  Tcmpo- 
ralties,  and  that  without  Account.]  He  came  to  his  See  on  the  20th  of  October 
following  his  Advancement  •,  [and  two  days  after  took  the  Oath  of  Office  be¬ 
fore  the  Lord  Deputy  and  Council.  A  late  Writer  e  makes  him  indebted  for 
his  Advancement  to  his  upholding  King  Henry  the  VIII’s  Marriage  with  Anne 
Boleyn,  in  fome  Sermons  preached  at  Greenwich  before  the  King  in  1533,  in 
oppofition  to  what  Frier  Peto  had  preached  before.  This  might  probably 
have  been  the  caufe  of  his  Promotion  to  the  Deanery  of  Hereford  in  1541,  by 
that  Monarch  ;  but  could  not  be  well  fuppofed  to  give  him  Merit  enough  with 
Queen  Mary,  to  make  him  both  Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  and  Chancellor  of  Ire  • 
land  in  1555.  The  fame  year  of  his  Advancement  he  held  a  Provincial  Synod, 
in  which  many  Conftitutions  were  made  concerning  the  Ceremonies  of  the  Church.] 
He  governed  this  See  twelve  years ;  and  in  that  time  was  conftituted  one  of  the 
Lords  Juft  ices  of  Ireland  [viz.  on  the  9th  of  November  1557  f  in  conjundtion 
with  Six  Henry  Sidney,  Treafurer  at  Warr.  He  was  alfo  conftituted  Keeper  of 
the  Great  Seal  of  Ireland  by  Commiflion  g  from  Queen  Elizabeth  on  the  8th 
of  June  1559  »  and  took  the  oath  of  Office  on  the  8th  of  Augufl  following  ;  and 
on  the  1 8th  of  November  1563,  was  made  Lord  Chancellor.  But  feeling  the 
Infirmities  of  old  Age  •,  he  procured  himfelf  to  be  tranflated  to  Oxford  [in  1 567] 
and  having  fpent  one  year  in  that  See,  he  died  at  Swinbroch,  near  Burford,

1567.  Ok  1605.] 

At)  A  M  L’ofttis ,  was  born  at  Swinjhead  in  Torkfhire ,  and  was  made  Chap¬ 
lain  to  Thomas ,  Earl  of  Suffex ,  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland ,  as  he  was  after¬ 
wards  to  Queen  Elizabeth., [On  the  8th  of  October  1 560  he  obtained  Letters  Patent 
for  the  Redory  of  Painflown  in  the  DiOcefeof  Meath  ;  and  in  1562]  he  was  ap¬ 
pointed  to  fucceed  Archbilhop  Dowdal  in  the  See  of  Armagh ,  and  was  confecrated 
by  Hugh ,  Archbilhop  of  Dublin ,  about  the  clofe  of  the  year  1562  :  From 
whence  he  was  tranflatedto  Dublin  on  the  8th  of  Augufi  1567  •,  [and  the  day  fol¬ 
lowing  reftored  to  the  Temporalties]  having  a  little  before  taken  his  Degree  of 
Dodor  of  Divinity  at  Cambridge  (where  he  had  been  educated)  together  with 
John  Jffhitgift ,  afterwards  Archbifhop  of  Canterbury  and  others.  [On  the  23d 
xA  May  1 572  Queen  Elizabeth  on  account  of  the  Poverty  of  the  See  of  Dubliny 
granted  him  a  Difpenfation 1  to  hold  any  compatible  Sine  Cures  with  his  Archbi- 
Ihoprick,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  Pounds  a  year  in  value.  The  great  qua¬ 
lities  of  this  Prelate  were  fomething  tarnifhed  by  his  exceflive  Ambition  and  Ava¬ 
rice.  For  befides  his  promotions  in  the  Church,  and  his  publick  employments 
in  the  State,  he  grafped  at  every  thing  that  became  void,  either  for  himfelf  or 
Family  :  Infomuch  that  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Chrift-Church  were  fo  wearied 
with  his  importunities  *,  that  on  the  28th  of  Augufi  1578,  upon  granting  him 
Tome  requeft,  obliged  him  to  promifek,  not  to  petition  or  become  fuitor  to 
them  for  any  Advowfon  of  any  Prebend  or  Living,  nor  for  any  Leafe  of  any  Be¬ 
nefice,  nor  for  any  Fee-farm.  But  when  an  entry  of  this  promife  came  to  be 
made  in  the  Chapter  Books  in  his  prefence,  he  would  have  thruft  in  an  excep¬ 
tion  of  one  Petition  more,  and  no  more :  Which  the  Dean  and  Chapter  would 
not  confent  to,  being,  as  they  alledged  in  that  Entry,  contrary  to  his  LordfhipS 
promife  made  in  the  Chapter  Houfe.  However,  this  difpofition  of  his  was  af¬ 
terwards  of  fervice  in  preferving  the  antient  Cathedral  of  St.  Patrick’s ,  Dublin , 
from  being  diffolved,  and  converted  into  an  Univerfity.  For  being  greatly  in- 
terefted  in  the  Livings  of  that  Church  by  long  Leafes  and  other  Eftates  there¬ 
of,  granted  either  to  himfelf,  his  Children-,  or  Kinfmen  ♦,  he  oppofed  Sir  John 
Perm ,  Lord  Deputy,  in  his  attempt  of  converting  the  Revenues  thereof  to  the 
dfes  aforefaid.  To  clear  up  this  matter,  and  alfo  to  fhew  the  hand  this  vigi¬ 
lant  and  a£tive  Prelate  had  in  the  ruin  of  Sir  John  Perrot ;  it  will  be  necefla- 
ry  to  mention  fome  Paffages  out  of  the  Life  of  that  Lord  Deputy.  “  In 
“  i  58  5  1  Perrot  made  a  journey  to  the  Norths  and  left  Archbifhop  Loftus ,  and  Sir 
“  Henry  tFallop  Lords  Juftices  during  his  abfence.  His  back  was  no  fooner  tur*> 
“  ned,  but  they  wrote  Letters  of  Complaint  againfl  him  to  Sr.  Francis  IVal- 
M  fingham.  Secretary  of  State  ;  which  with  the  Infmuations  of  Sir  Jeffry  Fen - 
*  ion ,  then  in  England ,  to  the  Queen,  proved  the  firft  dawnings  of  Perrofi 
Troubles.  The  fame  year m  great  unkirtdnefFes  burft  out  between  the  Lord

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“  Deputy  Perrot ,  and  Archbifhop  Loftus ,  partly  upon  publick  Accounts,'  but 
“  chiefly  concerning  St.  Patrick's  Church  •,  which  the  Lord  Deputy  had  in  his 
“  inftru&ions  to  convert  to  a  College,  and  had  a  great  defire  to  fet  it  forward. 
“  But  Archbifhop  Loftus ,  Lord  Chancellor,  oppofed  him  ;  being  interefted  in 
“  the  Livings  of  St.  Patrick's  by  long  Leafes  and  other  Eftates  thereof  granted 
“  either  to  himfelf,  his  Children  or  Kinfmen  ;  and  therefore  did  by  all  means 
“  withftand  the  alienation  of  thefe  revenues  i  And  being  a  Man  of  a  high  Spirit, 
“  and  ufed  to  bear  fway  in  the  Government,  he  grew  into  contradi<ftion,and  from 
“  contradiftion  to  contention  with  the  Deputy  ;  who  on  the  other  fide  brook. 
“  ing  no  oppofition,  it  grew  to  fome  he  at  between  them  :  Whereof  the  Queen 
“  taking  notice,  wrote  to  them  both  to  reconcile  themfelves  together.  But  the 
“  Archbifhop  ftuck  to  him  to  the  laft,  and  was  a  main  Inftrument  in  bring- 
“  ing  him  to  his  Condemnation  *,  and  Perrot  in  his  laft  Will  folemnly  teftified • 
“  that  the  Archbifhop  falfly  belied  him  in  his  Declaration  againft  him.”  Per¬ 
rot  was  condemned,  and  died  fuddenly  in  the  Tower.  However  though  Archbi¬ 
fhop  Loftus  fuccefsfully  and  laudably  flood  up  in  defence  of  his  Church,  and  pre- 
vented  its  being  turned  into  an  Univerfity  ;  yet  he  was  a  moft  zealous  promoter, 
and  a  happy  inftrument  of  founding  another  Univerfity,  that  which  is  now  in 
the  City  of  Dublin ,  by  employing  his  Intereft  and  good  Offices  in  that  behalf 
with  Queen  Elizabeth ,  and  with  many  Men  of  Power  in  England.  It  was 
he,  who  by  two  elaborate  Speeches  n  made  to  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Com¬ 
mons  of  Dublin ,  prevailed  on  them  to  grant  the  Scite  and  Ambit  of  the  diffolved 
Monaftcry  of  Allhallows ,  whereon  to  found  the  faid  College.  It  was  he  who  em¬ 
ployed  Henry  Ufsher ,  afterwards  Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  to  prefent  a  Petition  to  the 
Queen  for  her  Royal  Charter,  and  for  a  Mortmain  Licence  for  the  Lands  granted 
by  the  City  of  Dublin ;  and  it  was  he  whom  the  Queen  by  Charter  nominated 
the  firft  Provoft  ;  being  then  not  only  Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  but  alfo  Chancel¬ 
lor  of  Ireland.  But  he  refigned  the  Office  of  Provoft  on  the  5th  of  June  1  ^94, 
having  before  obtained  the  Queen’s  Licence  for  fo  doing ;  in  which  her  Ma- 
jefty  exprefled  her  great  Satisfadlion  in  his  Adminiftration.]  He  died  in  an  ad¬ 
vanced  old  age  at  his  Palace  of  Saint  Sepulchers  Dublint  on  the  5th  of  April 
1605,  and  was  buried  in  St.  Patrick's  Church  ;  having  fpent  thirty  feven  Years 
and  almoft  eight  Months  in  this  See,  and  about  fourty  two  from  his  Confecration.

7  HO  MAS  JONES. 

[Succ.  160$.  Oh.  1619.] 

HO  M  AS  Jones ,  a  Native  of  Lancafhire ,  was  educated  in  Chrift's  College 

A  in  Cambridge ,  and  was  a  Matter  of  Arts  of  that  Univerfity  ;  but  took  his 
Degree  of  Dodlor  of  Divinity  in  the  Univerfity  of  Dublin  [by  fpecial  Grace 
A.  D.  1614.]  He  was  firft  Chancellor  and  afterwards  Dean  of  St.  Patrick's , 
Dublin  ;  and  was  confecrated  Bifhop  of  Meath  in  that  Church  on  the  twelfth  of 
May  1584  •,  and  the  Month  following  was  called  into  the  Privy  Council  by  Queen 
Elizabeth ,  [by  the  fpecial  Inftrudlions  0  of  Government  given  to  Sir  John  Perrot. ] 
He  was  afterwards  tranflated  to  this  See  by  Letters  patent  dated  the  eighth  of 
November  1605  [with  which  he  held  the  Jiving  of  Caflleknock  in  commendam] 
and  at  the  fame  time  was  made  Lord  Chancellor  of  Ireland  by  King  James :  In 
which  high  Office  he  continued  untill  his  Death,  which  happened  at  St.  Sepul¬ 
chers  on  the  tenth  of  April  1619  j  having  governed  this  See  thirteen  years,  five 
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months,  and  two  Days  ;  and  been  twice  during  that  time  one  of  the  Lords  Juf- 
tices  •,  [once  in  commiflion  with  Sir  Richard  Wingfield ,  Marfhal  of  Ireland ,  on  the 
fourth  of  March  1613,  and  again  in  commiflion  with  Sir  John  Denham*  chief 
Jufticeof  the  King’s  Bench,  on  the  eleventh  of  February  1615.]  A  few  hours 
after  his  Death  the  Cuftody  of  the  great  Seal  was  committed  to  the  chief  Juftice 
of  the  King’s  Bench,  the  chief  Baron  of  the  Exchequer,  and  the  Mailer  of  the 
Rolls.  He  lies  buried  in  St.  Patrick's  Church,  [near  the  Communion  table,  on 
the  Gofpel  fide  •,  and  to  his  Memory  was  ereCted  by  his  heir  a  beautiful  Monu¬ 
ment  of  black  and  white  Marble,  compofed  of  feveral  Columns,  Pillars,  and  Pira- 
mids,  and  two  infcriptional  Plates  of  white  Marble,  with  his  Statue  on  its  knees 
reprefented  under  an  Arch  above  the  Tomb  :  And  on  the  Monument  is  this  In- 
fcription*

Thomas  Jones ,  Archbilhop  of  Dublin,  Primate  and  Metropolitan  of  Ireland , 
Lord  high  Chancellor  of  that  Kingdom,  and  twice  one  of  the  Lords  Juftices  of 
it  died  on  the  tenth  of  April  in  the  year  of  Man’s  Redemption  1619. 

Margaret ,  thedeareft  wife  of  the  faid  Thomas ,  died  on  the  15th  of  December 

A.  D.  1618. 

This  noble  Monument,  having  been  much  defaced,  was  repaired  in  the  year 
I731*  by  the  application  of  Dr.  Swift,  Dean  of  St.  Patrick's ,  to  the  heirs  of  the 
Family  *,  the  infcriptional  Plates  removed  from  an  obfcure  place,  and  replaced  to 
much  greater  Advantage. 

He  laid  the  Foundation  of  a  fair  Eftate;  and  his  Son,  Roger  Jones ,  was  created 
V ifcount  Ranelagh ,  and  Baron  Jones  of  Navan  the  firft  of  which  titles  hath 
been  fmce  enlarged  into  an  Earldom.  I  forgot  to  mention  that  this  Prelate  re¬ 
paired11  a  great  part  of  Chrifi -Church,  which  fell  in  his  time;  as  he  did  alfo  the 
Steeple,  being  decayed,  and  ready  to  fall  ;  on  which  he  placed  three  Fans  or 
Weather  Cocks,  which  have  fince  by  time  run  into  decay  *,  but  were  renewed 
fince  his  Death  by  John  Parry  late  Bifhop  of  OJfiory,  while  he  was  Dean  of  that 
Cathedral  :  The  memory  of  which  benefactions  were  for  a  time  prelerved  by 
a  writing  on  the  Walls  of  Chrifi •Church,  fmce  defaced.] 

LANCELOT  BULKELET. 

\Succ.  1619.  Ob.  1650.] 

LANCELOT  Bulkeley,  Doctor  of  Divinity  of  the  Univerfity  of  Dublin, 
was  defcended  of  a  noble  Family  in  the  Bland  of  Mona  or  Anglefey  [being  the 
1  ith  and  youngeft  Son  1  of  Sir  Richard  Bulkeley  of  Beaumaris ]  and  had  his  educa¬ 
tion  in  Brazen-nofe  College  in  Oxford ,  [into  which  he  was  admitted r  a  Commo¬ 
ner  in  1587,  in  the  eighteenth  year  of  his  Age.]  Here  he  took  his  Degree 
[  of  Batchelor  of  Arts  ]  and  of  Mafter  in  1593  [  but  before  this  had  tranf- 
lated  f  himfelf  to  St.  Edmunds  Ball ,  and  on  the  thirteenth  t  of  November  1 593, 
was  ordained  Deacon  by  Hugh  Bellot,  Bifhop  of  Bangor,  in  a  private  Oratory

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in  the  Bifhops  Palace  at  Bangor,  and  was  then  alfo  licenfed  to  preach.  He 
was  the  fame  day  inftituted  to  the  Reftory  of  Llandyffnan ,  and  on  the  fourth 
of  March  following  to  the  Rettory  of  Llmdegfan  alias  Beaumaris.  On 
the  25th  of  March  1594  he  was  ordained  Prieft  in  the  Cathedral  of  Bangor 
by  the  fame  Bifhop.]  He  was  from  Archdeacon  of  Dublin  promoted  to 
the  Archbifhoprick  of  that  See,  [by  Letters  patent  dated  the  nth  of  Augufi] 
and  confecrated  at  Droghedah ,  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  On  the  third  of  Otlober 
i6ig,  by  Ghriftopher ,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  affifted  by  the  Bifhops  of  Kilmore , 
and  Dromore  ;  and  was  foon  after  called  into  the  Privy  Council  by  King  James ; 
(who  alfo  the  year  following  on  the  27th  of  March  granted  him  a  Licence  to 
hold  in  Commendam  one  or  more  ecclefiaftical  Benefices  not  exceeding  the  annual 
Value  of  100  I.  Sterl.  in  the  King’s  Books.  In  1629  he  was  in  fome  Danger 
from  a  Riot  raifed  by  the  Jefuits  and  Friers  in  Dublin.  Our  Archbifhop  being 
informed  that  they  made  it  their  conftant  Practice  to  infufe  Sedition  by  their  Ser¬ 
mons  into  the  Popijh  Inhabitants  of  Dublin,  applied  to  the  Lords  Juftices  for  a 
Warrant  and  a  file  of  Mufqueteers  to  feize  the  Offenders.  The  Carmelites 
in  Cook-fir eet,  together  with  their  Audience,  rofe  in  a  Body  to  oppofe  the  Execu¬ 
tion  of  the  Warrant ;  they  fell  upon  the  Guard,  affronted  the  Archbifhop  and 
Mayor  with  the  reft  of  their  Attendants.  The  Archbifhop  v/as  obliged  to  take  to 
his  heels,  and  cry  out  for  help  ;  and  with  difficulty  faved  himfelf  by  taking  fhelter 
in  a  Houfe.  This  Riot  was  committed  about  Chrifimasi62g.  On  the  9th  of  Janua¬ 
ry  the  Lords  Juftices  gave  the  King  and  common  Council  of  England  an  account 
of  it,  who  on  the  31ft  following  iffued  orders  for  a  due  execution  of  the  Laws,  and 
commanded  that  the  Houfe,  where  thefe  feminary  Friers  appeared  in  their  Habits, 
and  where  the  Archbifhop  and  Mayor  received  the  firft  affront  fhould  be  demo- 
lifhed,  and  left  as  a  mark  of  terror  to  the  refifters  of  Authority;  and  that  the  reft  of 
the  Houfes  of  thefe  fufpicious  Societies  fhould  be  converted  to  houfes  of  Correcti¬ 
on  and  other  publick  ufes.  This  Story  is  told  in  a  Book  intitled.  Foxes  and  Fire¬ 
brands  u,  and  the  Council  Books  both  of  England  and  Ireland  for  the  year  1 6 29,  are 
quoted  for  the  truth  of  it.  He  revived  the  antient  Controverfy  for  precedence  both 
with  Primat zHampton,  and  after  that  Prelate’s  Death  with  Primate  Ufsher ;  of  which 
the  reader  may  fee  a  full  Account  before  p.  79.  under  Walter  Jorfe  Archbifhop  of 
Armagh .  He  died  at  Taulaght  on  the  eighth  of  September  1650,  in  the  8 2d  year 
of  his  Age  5  being  fpent  with  grief  for  the  Calamities  of  the  times  ;  and  from 
thence  his  Body  was  conveyed  to  Dublin ,  and  buried  in  St.  Patrick's  Church  [un¬ 
der  the  Communion  table.  The  year  before  his  Death  viz.  on  the  firft  of  No¬ 
vember  1 649  he  took  leave  of  the  well  affefted  Clergy  in  Dublin,  and  gave  them 
a  farewell  Sermon  in  St.  Patrick's  Church.  There  were  prefent  the  two  Parry's , 
John,  and  Benjamin ,  both  afterwards  Bifhops  of  OJfory,  Thomas  Seele ,  afterward* 
Provoft  of  Trinity  College ,  and  Dean  of  St.  Patrick's  Dublin ,  Mr.  Bofwell,  Preben¬ 
dary  of  St.  John ,  and  William  Piljworth ,  a  Minifter  who  read  the  Common -prayer. 
For  this  aftion  the  then  Powers  gave  them  a  fevere  check,  and  confined  not 
only  the  Archbifhop,  but  all  who  were  prefent*  This  was  the  laft  time  that  the 
Common  prayer  was  publickly  read  untiil  the  reftoration  of  King  Charles 
the  lid  i  unlefs  we  may  except  in  the  College  Chappel,  of  which  Antboty 
Martin,  Bifhop  of  Meath  was  Provoft,  and  in  a  very  few  lnftances  more.]

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JAMES  MARGETSON. 

[Succ.  1660.  Refgn.  1663.] 


THISSec  was  vacant  after  the  Death  of  Archbifhop  Bulkeley  above  ten  years* 
But  King  Charles  the  Second  being  happily  reftored  to  his  Kingdoms  after 
a  deteftable  ufurpation,  promoted  James  Margetfon ,  Dodtor  of  Divinity,  to 
this  Archiepifcopal  See  [by  Letters  patent  dated  the  25th  of  January  in  the  12th 
year  of  his  Reign,  A.  D.  1660;  and  his  Mandate  for  Conlecration,  and  Writ  of 
Reftitution  to  the  Temporalties,  together  with  a  grant  of  the  Mefne  Profits,  if- 
fued  the  fame  Day.  He  had  on  the  1 8th  of  January  before  been  advanced  to  the 
Treafurerfhip  of  St.  Patrick's,  Dublin  :  And  his  patent  now  contained  a  grant  for 
holding  the  fame,  together  with  the  Rectory  of  Galowne  alias  Dartree ,  in  the 
County  of  Monaghan ,  and  Diocefe  of  Clogher ,  and  the  Prebend  of  the  Holy  Tri¬ 
nity  in  St.  Finbarry's  Church  in  Cork ,  together  with  the  Archbilhoprick  in  Com- 
mendam.]  He  was  educated  at  Cambridge  in  Peter-Houfe  College,  was  Dean  of 
Chrift-Church  Dublin,  [Pro-vice  Chancellor  of  the  Univerfity  there,  andProlocutor 
of  the  lower  Houfe  of  Convocation  in  1639,]  and  was  confecrated  in  Dublin ,  in  St. 
Patrick's  Church  on  the  27th  of  January  1660,  {Englijh  Stile)  having  been  a 
little  before  viz.  on  the  ift  of  that  Month,  called  into  the  Privy  Council.  He  was 
tranflated  from  hence  to  Armagh  by  Letters  patent  dated  the  29th  of  Auguft  1663  j 
[and  the  fame  Day  had  his  Writ  of  Reftitution  to  the  Temporalties,  with  a  grant  of 
the  Mcfne  Profits  from  the  death  of  his  Predecefior  :  Under  which  See  the  Rea¬ 
der  may  find  a  full  Account  of  him.  p.  126.] 

MICHAEL  BOYLE. 


[Succ.  1663.  Refign .  1678.] 

MICHAEL  Boyle,  Dodtor  of  Divinity  of  the  Univerfity  of  Dublin,  and 
Dean  of  Cloyne,  was  the  Son  of  Richard  Boyle,  Archbifhop  of  Tuam.  Lie 
was  confecrated  Bilhop  of  Cork,  Cloyne  and  Rofs  in  St.  Patrick's,  Dublin,  on  the 
27th  of  January  1660  [Englijh  Stile,)  having  been  a  little  before  called  into  thc 
Privy  Council.  He  was  afterwards,  by  the  prudent  judgment  of  King  Charles  the 
fecond,  thought  worthy  to  be  promoted  to  the  Archbifhoprick  of  Dublin ,  and  was 
tranflated  to  it,  [by  Letters  patent  dated  the  27th  of  November  1 663,  and  the  fame 
Day  had  his  Writ  of  Reftitution  to  the  Temporalties,  with  a  Grant  of  the  Mefne 
Profits  from  the  Tranflation  of  his  Predecefior  to  Armagh.  J  He  very  much  re¬ 
paired  and  beautified  the  Archiepifcopal  Palace  of  St.  Sepulchers  -,  [and  was  tranf- 
lated  to  Armagh ,  by  the  King’s  Letter  dated  the  27th  of  January  1678.

JOHN  PARKER. 

[Succ.  1678.  Oh,  1681.] 

JOHN  Parker,  was  tranflated  from  the  Bifhoprick  of  Elphin  to  the  Archbilhop¬ 
rick  of  Tuam,  on  the  9th  of  Auguft  1 667;  and  from  thence  to  this  See  by  Letters 
patent  dated  the  28th  of  February  1 678,  and  admitted  into  the  Privy  Council. 
He  held  in  Commendam,  together  with  this  Archbilhoprick,  the  Redtory  of  Gal- 
lowne  in  the  Diocefe  of  Clogher ,  the  Treafurerfhip  of  St.  Patrick's  Dublin,  and  a 
Prebend  in  the  Church  of  St.  Finbarry,  in  the  Diocefe  of  Cork.  He  died  on  the  28  th 
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of  December  1 68 1  at  St.  Sepulchers ,  Dublin ,  and  was  buried  in  Chrift-Church 
three  Days  after  •,  Michael  Archbifhop  of  Armagh  performing  the  laft  Offices. 
Sir  John  Fopham w,  Vicar  General  of  the  See  of  Dublin,  was  by  both  Chapters  cho- 
fcn  Guardian  of  the  Spiritualties,  during  the  vacancy.  This  Prelate  by  his*  Will 
dated  the  27th  of  April  1680  devifed  to  the  Poor  of  Elphin  i'll,  to  the  Poor  of 
Tuam  10  /.  to  the  Poor  of  St.  Sepulchers ,  Dublin ,  20  l.  to  Chrift-Church  in  that  City, 
40  l.  to  buy  a  pair  of  Silver  Candlefticks  for  the  Communion  Table,  and  to  the 
Blew  Boys-Hofpital  in  Oxmantown  50  l- 


FRANCIS  MARSH. 

1681.  Ob.  1693.] 

FRANCIS  Marjh ,  D.  D.  was  tranflated  from  the  Biffioprick  of  Limerick , 
to  the  united  Sees  of  Kilmore  and  Ardagh ,  on  the  10th  of  January  i6j2y 
and  from  thence  to  this  Archiepifcopal  See  by  the  King’s  Letter,  dated  the  9th  of 
January  1681,  and  was  inthroned  in  St.  Patrick's  Dublin  on  the  25th  of  February 
following.  Together  with  this  Arcnbiffioprick  he  held  in  Commendam  the  Trea- 
furerfhip  of  St.  Patrick's ,  and  the  Prebend  of  Defertmore  in  the  Church  of  St.  Finbar- 
ry  in  the  Diocefe  of  Cork ,  as  his  Immediate  Predeceffor  had  done  before  him. 
He  died  of  an  Apoplexy  in  his  Palace  of  St.  Sepulchers  on  the  16th  of  November 
1693,  and  was  buried  in  Chrift-  Church,  near  the  Communion  Table.  While  he 
fat  in  this  See  he  greatly  enlarged  and  beautified  the  Palace  of  St.  Sepulchers  at  his 
own  Expence  ;  and  he  feparated  the  Treafurerfhip  of  St.  Patricks  from  his  See  in 
Favour  of  his  Son,  on  whom  he  conferred  it  a  little  before  his  Death.  Dopping , 
Bifhop  of  Meath's ,  gives  him  this  fhort  Character,  “  that  he  was  a  Prelate  great- 
“  ly  (killed  in  the  Greek  Language,  and  in  the  Stoick  Philofophy,  affable,  mild, 
“  grave,  and  of  an  unblameable  life.”  Upon  his  Death,  the  See  of  Dublin  was  offered 
to  Doctor  Fhomas  Fenifon ,  afterwards  Archbifhop  of  Canterbury  ;  which  he  was 
willing  to  accept  of  under  certain  Conditions.  For  we  are  told  z,  “  that  as  a  juft 
“  Motive  to  his  acceptance  of  it,  he  requefted  of  King  JVilliam  in  behalf  of  the 
“  Poor  Clergy,  that  the  forfeited  impropriations,  belonging  to  the  Eftates  of 
“  Papifts,  might  be  all  reftored  to  the  refpedtive  Parifh  Churches  :  And  his  Ma- 
“  jefty  was  pleafed  to  fay,  it  was  a  reafonable  propofition.  But  fome  unforefeen 
“  difficulties  arifing,  the  Project  was  not  carried  into  execution.” 

NARCISSUS  MARSH. 

[Succ.  1694.  Refgn.  1702.] 

NARC ISSUS  Marfhy  was  tranflated  from  the  united  Sees  of  Ferns  and 
Leighlin ,  to  the  Archbifhoprick  of  Cajhel  by  Letters  patent  dated  the  2 6th  of 
February  1 690,  and  from  thence  to  this  See  by  Letters  patent  dated  the  24th 
of  May  1694,  and  from  this  See  to  Armagh ,  on  the  10th  of  February  1702. 
While  he  governed  the  Church  of  Dublin ,  he  built  a  noble  Library  near  the  Pa¬ 
lace  of  St.  Sepulchers  j  which  he  enlarged  after  his  Tranflation  to  Armagh ,  and 
filled  it  with  a  choice  Collection  of  Books  •,  having  for  that  Purpofe  bought 
the  Library  of  Dodtor  Edward  Stilling  fleets  formerly  Bifhop  of  JVorcefter ,  to 
which  he  added  his  own  Colledtion :  And  to  make  it  the  more  ufeful  to  the  pub- 
lick,  he  plentifully  endowed  a  Librarian  and  Sublibrarian  to  attend  it  at  certain  pre-

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ftribed  Hours.  It  is  eftimated  that  befides  the  endowment, which  amounted  to  250/. 
a  year,  he  expended  more  than  4000I.  in  the  building  and  Books-,  and  to  make  every 
thing  fecure  to  perpetuity  he  obtained  an  Ad  of  Parliament  for  the  fettling  and  pre¬ 
ferring  it.  I  am  under  a  necefiity  of  acknowledging  from  a  long  experience,  that 
this  is  the  only  ufeful  Library  in  the  Kingdom  being  open  to  all  Strangers,  and  at  all 
feafonable  times.  But  there  is  one  thing  wanting  to  render  it  more  compleat ;  Which 
is  a  fupply  of  Books  from  the  time  of  the  eftablifhment  of  it-.  There  being  only  the 
fmall  Fund  of  10  /.  a  year  allotted  for  this  purpofe,  which  is  little  more  than  fuf- 
ficient  to  keep  the  Books  in  order.  To  return  :  This  Prelate  alfo  plentifully  en¬ 
dowed  an  Alms-houfe  at  Droghedah ,  for  the  Reception  of  twelve  Widows  of 
decayed  Clergymen  to  each  of  whom  he  allotted  a  Lodging,  and  20/.  per  Ann. 
fora  Maintenance  :  And  he  appointed  that  the  Widows  who  fhould  be  intitled 
to  fuch  Provifion,  fhould  be  the  Widows  of  thofe,  whofe  Hufbands  ferved  Cure 
in  the  Diocefe  of  Armagh  :  If  not  enough  of  fuch  to  take  up  the  Charity,  then 
the  Widows  of  fuch,  who  ferved  Cure  in  the  Diocefe  of  Meath ;  and  for  want 
of  a  fufficient  Number  of  fuch,  then  to  the  Widows  of  the  Province  of  Armagh  at 
large  :  And  he  provided  that  if  in  flich  places  Widows  enough  were  not  found 
to  take  up  the  Fund,  then  the  lame  to  be  applied  to  put  out  Children  of  Clergymen 
Apprentices,  or  on  their  Education  ;  and  he  allotted  out  of  the  general  Fund 
fourty  Pounds  a  year  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Armagh ,  to  be  applied  to  the 
fupport  of  that  Church.  He  alfo  repaired  many  decayed  Churches  within  his 
Diocefe  at  his  own  Expence  j  bought  in  feveral  impropriations,  and  reflored 
them  to  the  Church,  Nor  did  he  confine  his  good  Actions  to  this  Country  only, 
but  extended  his  bounty  to  the  encouragement  of  the  propagation  of  the  Gof- 
pel  in  the  Indies.  He  died  on  the  fecond  of  November  1713  in  the  76th  year  of 
his  Age  ;  and  was  buried  in  a  Vault  in  the  Church-yard  of  St.  Patrick’s,  adjoin¬ 
ing  to  his  Library  where  there  was  formerly  a  Stately  Monument  of  White 
Marble  erefted  to  his  Memory,  the  infcriptional  plate  of  which  was  embellifhed 
with  a  mitred  Conopy  of  curious  Workmanfhip,  Roman  Urns,  fupported  by 
Corinthian  Pillars  of  veined  Marble.  Upon  the  Pedeftal  lay  a  Marble  Cufhion, 
with  an  Archiepifcopal  Mitre,  and  the  Arms  of  the  See  of  Armagh  placed  there¬ 
on,  with  this  Infcription.

YKT I L  LI  AM  King  D.  D.  was  born  at  Antrim  on  the  firft  of  May  1650,  and 
"  ^  was  defcended  from  an  antient  and  honed:  Family  of  the  Houle  of  Burras , 
in  the  North  of  Scotland  \  from  whence  his  Father  removed  in  the  Reign  of  Kino- 
Charles  the  firft  to  avoid  engaging  in  the  folenm  League  and  Covenant,  at  that 
time  impofed  under  a  kind  of  Excommunication  *,  and  fettled  his  Family  and 
Effedls  in  the  North  of  Ireland  ;  where  to  his  great  comfort  was  born  to  him  this 
Son,  whom  he  lived  to  fee  promoted  to  the  Bilhoprick  of  Derry. 

A.  D.  1662.  He  was  fent  to  a  Latin  School  at  Dungannon  in  the  County  of 
Tyrone  ;  and  on  the  1 8th  of  April  1667  was  admitted  into  T rinity  College ,  Dublin  ; 
where  his  extraordinary  parts  and  application  were  loon  taken  Notice  of,  and 
rewarded  with  a  Scholarfhip  and  Natives  place.  In  1670  he  took  the  Degree 
of  Batchelor  of  Arts,  in  1673  that  of  Mafter  ;  and  the  fame  year  was  put  into 
Deacons  Orders,  by  Doctor  Robert  MoJJbm ,  Bifhop  of  Derry.  From  the  time  of 
his  admifiion  into  the  College  he  contracted  an  intimate  acquaintance  w  with  the 
.famous  Mr.  Dodwell,  by  whom  he  was  inftruCted  in  Logick  andHiftory.  They  ever 
after  kept  up  a  familiar  and  dole  correfpondence  •,  and  x  his  Letters  to  Mr.  Dodwell 
fhew  how  much  he  differed  from  that  learned  Man  in  many  points  of  Divinity  ; 
and  what  pains  he  took  to  convince  him  of  the  evil  tende  ncy  of  fome  of  his 
whimfical  fpeculations  y.  Upon  a  weeks  warning  at  the  Prov oil’s  Command  he 
offered  himfelf  a  Candidate  for  a  vacant  Fellowfhip  •,  in  which  though  he  did  not 
fucceed,  being  the  Junior  of  all,  yet  he  acquitted  himfelf  with  fo  much  Honour 
10  his  Character,  that  it  gave  rife  to  his  recommendation  to  John  Parker ,  Arch- 
bifhop  of  Tuam ,  who  in  1674  took  him  into  his  Protection,  on  the  26th  of 
April  that  year  ordained  him  a  Prieft,  in  1676  admitted  him  into  his  Family  in 
the  Quality  of  his  Chaplain,  and  the  fame  year  collated  him  to  the  Prebend  of 
Kilmanemore  in  the  Cathedral  of  Tuam ,  and  afterwards  to  the  Provoftftiip  of 
that  Church.  <  > 

"While  he  was  Chaplain  in  the  Archbi {hop’s  Family  he  applied  himfelf  clofely 
<to  the  Study  of  allufeful  Learning,  and  there  laid  that  Foundation  of  Knowledge, 
which  enabled  him  afterwards  to  become  fo  eminently  ferviceable  to  Church  and 
State.  His  Patron,  as  a  careful  Tutor,  tookvaft  pains  in  improving  and  direc¬ 
ting  his  extraordinary  Parts  to  their  proper  imployment  *,  which  he  plainly  per¬ 
ceived  were  ripening  to  qualifie  him  to  fhine  in  thofe  higher  ftations  of  the 
Church,  to  which  Providence  defigned  him.  Nor  was  he  difappointed,  but 
every  day  more  and  more  confirmed  in  the  high  Opinion  he  had  conceived  of 
his  fuperior  talents,  and  excellent  qualifications  *,  and  therefore  when  his  Grace 
was  promoted  to  the  See  of  Dublin ,  he  collated  Mr.  King  in  1679  to  the  Chan- 
cellorfhip  of  St.  Patrick’s  (to  which  the  Parilh  of  St.  Werburg’s  is  annexed)  and 
he  was  inftalled  therein  on  the  29th  of  Obiober  that  year.  In  this  Cure  he  la¬ 
boured  with  exemplary  Diligence  and  Succefs.  He  knew  the  Popifli  Controver- 
fies  well,  and  had  now  a  moft  moving  occafion  to  make  his  Knowledge  of  them 
vfefull  *,  which  he  did  by  keeping  his  Flock  lafe  from  being  perverted  to  the 
Church  of  Rome ,  by  thofe  many  Emifiaries,  who  upon  the  profpeft  of  the  Duke 
of  Turk’s  near  acceffion  to  the  Throne,  Iwarmed  through  the  Kingdom  to  make 
Profelites. 

Vf  Ex.  Autograph.  x  Ex.  Tranfcript  Lit.  y  Ex.  Autograph, 
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In  1686,  Peter  Manby ,  Dean  of  Derry ,  conformed  to  the  Church  of  Rome. 
He  had  folicited  z  the  Lord  Primate  for  a  Biffioprick ;  and  being  difappointed, 
refolved  to  rife  by  a  Popifli  Intereft.  He  then  publifhed  an  Apology  intitled, 
The  Ccnfiderations  which  obliged  him  to  embrace  the  Catholick  Religion .  This  Boole, 
though  writ  without  Method  or  Connection,  and  though  every  Page  in  it  fhewed 
that  the  Author  was  not  acquainted  with  clofe  thinking  or  reafoning  ;  yet  was 
much  boafted  of  by  the  Popifli  Party  as  an  extraordinary  Performance.  Mr. 
King  took  it  to  peeces,  and  gave  fuch  folid  Anfwers  to  every  Argument  in  it,  as 
were  not  to  be  confuted.  It  is  a  Treatife  written  with  great  fpirit  and  force  of 
Reafoning  ;  and  that  at  a  time  when  Popery  was  in  Power,  the  Proteflant  Religi¬ 
on  in  danger,  and  the  Defenders  of  it  not  fafe  from  perfecution. 

In  1688  he  was  conflicted  Prefident  of  the  Chapter  of  St.  Patrick's ,  Dublin 
upon  the  death  of  Dean  IVortb  ;  and  on  the  26th  of  January  following  was 
eleded  Dean  by  the  Chapter  *,  undoubted  Patrons  of  that  Dignity.  His  refidence 
in  Dublin ,  when  moft  of  the  Clergy  were  obliged  to  fly  from  Popifli  Perfecuti¬ 
on  ;  was  of  Angular  Service  in  forwarding  the  reduction  of  the  Irijh  Rebels. 
When  he  faw  the  ACt  of  Settlement  broke  through,  and  more  than  two  thoufand 
fix  hundred  Proteftants  proferibed,  he  thought  the  Law  of  Nature  as  well  as 
Chriftianity  obliged  him  to  defend  his  Religion  and  Liberty  ;  and  therefore  he 
earneftly  perfwaded  the  Proteftants  to  embrace  the  Deliverance  offered  to  them 
by  Divine  Providence,  to  acknowledge  the  Prince  of  Orange  for  their  King,  and 
to  fubmit  to  his  Government.  This  had  a  wonderful  influence  on  the  Spirits 
of  the  People,  and  difpofed  them  to  a  zealous  Defence  of  their  Religious  and 
Civil  Rights.  The  Proteftants  in  all  difficult  Cafes  had  recourfe  to  him  for  Ad¬ 
vice  how  to  conduCt  themfelves  in  fuch  critical  aud  dangerous  times ;  which 
was  of  Angular  fervice  in  fixing  their  Endeavours  to  forward  the  Revolution  in 
this  Kingdom.  The  Friends3  to  King  James  and  Popery  induftrioufly  difper- 
fed  a  Character  of  the  great  Mildnefs  and  Lenity  of  that  unhappy  Prince  to¬ 
wards  the  Proteftants  of  Ireland.  To  obviate  this,  Mr.  King  took  care  by  pri¬ 
vate  Letters  to  undeceive  the  People  of  England  ;  and  by  that  means  fettled 
the  wavering  Minds  of  many  who  had  a  tender  difpofition  ftill  to  adhere  to  the 
Intereft  of  King  James ,  though  a  Papift  ;  provided  they  could  have  any  hopes 
of  preferving  the  Conftitution  in  Church  and  State. 

In  1689  he  took  his  degree  of  DoCtor  of  Divinity  ;  and  on  the  29th  of  July 
that  year,  was  together  with  DoCtor  Foy,  and  many  others  of  the  Proteflant 
Clergy  committed  Prifoners  to  the  Caftle  by  Judge  Nugent ,  and  confined  half 
a  Yearb.  Many  endeavours  were  ufed  to  have  a  Bill  of  Indictment  found 
againft  him  for  High  Treafon  grounded  upon  a  falfe  Affidavit.  He  fuffered 
great  hardfhips  during  his  Confinement,  being  deprived  of  all  his  EfFeCts,  and 
nothing  left  him  but  the  Charity  of  good  People  to  fubfift  on.  He  was  at  laft 
enlarged,  and  afterwards  in  1690  re-committed c  without  the  leaft  pretence  for 
it,  and  thrown  into  the  publick  Guard-houfe  to  lie  with  common  Soldiers,  without 
Bed  or  Conveniency  for  feveral  Nights ;  and  they  afterwards  endeavoured  to  ruin 
his  Reputation  by  notorioufly  falfe  and  malicious  Stories  ;  fome  of  which  they 
publifhed  in  Print,  though  without  any  fuccefs.  During  his  confinement d  he  had 
frequent  conferences  with  Jacobites  and  Williamites ,  and  was  privately  fur- 
nifhed  with  exaCt  and  particular  Accounts  of  every  publick  TranfaCtion,  and  with 
Copies  of  all  the  Proclamations  and  orders  of  Council,  out  of  which  he  col¬ 
lected  Materials  for  compiling  that  excellent  Book,  called,  TA?  fate  of  the  protef* 
tants  of  Ireland  under  King  James’s  Government ;  of  which  Biffiop  Burnet  gives

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this  Chara&er  in  a  Letter  to  Sir  Robert  Southwell ;  «  that  It  is  not  only  the  heft 
“  Book  that  hath  been  written  for  the  fervice  of  the  Government  ;  but  without  am 
“  figure  it  is  worth  all  the  red  put  together — and  will  do  more  than  ail  our  Scrib- 
“  lings  for  fettling  the  Minds  df  the  Nation”  He  was  enlarged,  upon  giving  fuf_ 
ficient  fecuricy,  by  the  Intereft  and  good  Offices  of  Herbert ,  then  appointed  by 
King  James  Lord  High  Chancellor  of  England  ;  who  though  attached  to  that 
Monarch’s  Intereft,  yet  was  a  zealous  Proteftant,  and  upon  all  occafions  the  Chief 
Patron  and  Prote&or  of  the  diftrefled  people  of  his  own  Religion. 

Being  fet  at  Liberty  he  returned  to  the  difeharge  of  his  Cure,  where  he  with 
great  Conftancy  vifited  and  comforted  his  Flock.  Francis  Marfh ,  Archbilhop  of 
Dublin ,  was  forced  for  the  fafety  of  his  Perfon  to  withdraw  into  England .  He 
fubftitutede  Do&or  King  his  Commiflfary  to  viftt  and  take  care  of  his  Diocefe 
during  his  Abfence  •,  who  believing  his  Commiffion  not  legally  executed  declined 
the  Office,  and  procured  the  two  Chapters  to  ele£t  Anthony  Dopping f,  Bifhop  of 
Meath ,  Adminiftrator  of  the  Spiritualties  during  the  abfence  of  the  Archbilhop  : 
And  in  conjunction  with  Bifhop  Dopping  he  governed  the  Churches  of  the  Dio¬ 
cefe,  and  took  care  to  fupply  the  deferted  Parifhes  (from  which  the  Minifters 
were  forced  by  violent  perfection  to  fly  to  England)  with  well  qualified  Cu¬ 
rates  j  fo  that  fcarce  a  Parifh  was  deftitute  of  a  Paftor.  Phis  was  a  great  com¬ 
fort  and  advantage  to  thole  poor  Proteftants  who  continued  at  home  to  preferve 
their  fmall  Effe&s,  which  had  efcaped  the  plunder  of  the  Irifh  Army,  or  who 
had  not  Money  to  pay  for  their  paflage  to  England.  Notwithftanding  he  had  obtai¬ 
ned  his  Liberty,  yet  he  fuffered  many  attempts  on  his  Perfon  in  thefe  times  on 
account  of  his  Religion  and  principles,  and  his  zealous  endeavours  in  dil  char¬ 
ging  the  duty  of  a  faithful  Paftor,  and  preferving  his  Flock  from  the  infections  of 
Popery.  He  was  aflaulted  s  in  the  Streets,  and  a  Mufquet  with  a  lighted  Match 
levelled  at  him.  The  publick  Service  in  his  Church  was  often  difturbed,  parti¬ 
cularly  on  Candlemas-Day  1689  by  leven  Officers,  who  fwore  aloud  they  would 
cut  his  Throat.  He  was  again  confined  in  the  year  1690.  But  the  Vidory  ob¬ 
tained  by  King  William  at  the  Boyne  on  th  ift  of  July  that  year  put  an  end  to 
thefe  dangers,  and  opened  the  way  for  his  Advancement  in  the  Church.  For 
the  See  of  Derry  being  kept  vacant  by  King  James  untill  the  Revolution,  Dodor 
King  was  promoted  to  it  by  the  Letter  of  their  Majefties  King  William  and 
Queen  Mary  dated  the  9th  of  January  1690,  and  he  was  confecrated  (with  the 
permiffion  of  his  Metropolitan,  Michael  Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  who  was  then 
fick  and  unable  for  the  Duty)  in  Chrift-Church  Dublin ,  on  the  25th  of  the  fame 
Month,  by  Francis  Archbilhop  of  Dublin ,  affifted  by  the  Bilhops  of  Meath ,  Kil¬ 
dare,  Killaloe  and  Leigblin  and  Ferns.  After  his  Confecration  he  immediately  re¬ 
paired  to  his  Diocefe,  which  he  found  in  a  molt  miferable  diftrefled  Condition  ; 
the  Villages  and  Plantations  all  deftroyed,  the  Churches  burnt  or  dilapidated,  the 
Clergy  withdrawn,  and  the  Parifhes  not  able  to  fupply  a  Refident  Miniftry,  oc- 
cafioned  by  the  poverty  of  the  People,  and  the  want  of  Tillage  and  Cattle.  The 
Bifhop  in  a  fhort  time  obliged  the  Clergy  toTeflde  or  refign  he  proceeded 
againft  fome  by  Eccleftaftical  Cenfures  h  to  force  them  either  to  reflde,  or  ap¬ 
point  and  maintain  fufficient  Curates,  which  they  complied  with  ;  and  out  of  his 
own  Revenues  he  fupported  many  incumbent  Vicars,  untiil  the  Improvements 
of  the  refpedlive  Pariflies  brought  them  in  a  fufticient  and  decent  Mainte¬ 
nance. 

When  he  was  fettled  in  his  Bilhoprick  he  zealoufly  laboured  by  all  the  Methods  of 
gentle  and  Chriftian  Reafoning,  and  by  inftances  of  an  overflowing  meeknefs,  Cha- 
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rity  and  good  Offices  to  perfwade  the  diffenting  Prcteflants  of  his  Diocefe 
(who  were  grown  very  numerous  by  new  Colonies  from  Scotland)  to  conform  to 
the  eflablifhed  Church  ;  and  the  work  of  his  Miniflry  was  attended  with  confide- 
rable  Succefs.  To  finifh  the  good  defign,  which  he  had  happily  begun,  he  pub- 
lifhed  an  excellent  Treatife  i  for  that  purpofe,  which  was  calmly  and  affectio¬ 
nately  written,  as  it  was  methodically  and  truly  ;  without  one  harfh  expreffion 
or  bitter  allufion  ;  which  provoked  the  Diffenting  Minifters  the  more,  becaufe 
they  had  nothing  to  object  to  the  ftile  or  to  the  method  of  his  Reafoning.  This 
exafperated  and  roufed  up  their  chief  Champions,  Mr.  Craighead  and  Mr.  Boyfe  ; 
the  latter  of  whom  makes  a  remark  on  this  Tradt,  “  That,  it  is  written  with  an 
cc  air  of  fermjnefs  and  gravity ,  becoming  the  weight  of  the  Subject ,  as  well  as  the 
*e  Dignity  of  his  Character.* *  But  I  fhall  defer  giving  any  further  Account  of 
his  works  to  the  continuation  of  Sir  James  Ware *s  Account  of  the  writers  of  Ire¬ 
land  ^  which  (God  willing)  fhall  fbon  be  publifhed. 

In  1692  he  took  a  Journey  to  London  to  have  fome  Conferences  with  the  Lon¬ 
don  Society,  who  were  Proprietors  of  a  good  part  of  the  County  of  Derry . 
From  the  Foundation  of  that  Settlement  and  Plantation  there  had  been  continued 
warm  difputes  about  fome  Lands  and  the  Fifhery  of  the  Bann ,  between  the  Br- 
fhops  and  Proprietors.  His  Predeceffor,  Bifhop  Hopkins ,  had  carryed  this  Con- 
tefl  through  mold  of  the  Courts  j  but  the  procefs  was  flopped  and  interrupted  by 
the  War.  Bifhop  King  thought  it  neceffary  to  renew  the  demand,  and  propofed 
very  equitable  terms  for  an  accommodation  :  But  they  were  rejected,  and  a  Law- 
fuit  commenced,  which  in  the  Confequence  gave  rife  to  a  decree  k  in  the  Houfe  of 
Lords  of  England ;  “  that  the  Bifhop  *s  appeal  to  the  Houfe  of  Lords  of  Ireland  from 
te  the  Decree  or  Orders  of  the  Chancery  there,  was  Coram  non  Judice ,  and  that  all 
cc  the  proceedings  thereon  were  null  and  void  ;  and  that  the  Chancery  of  Ireland 
“  ought  to  proceed  in  the  faid  caufe,  as  if  no  fuch  appeal  had  been  made  to  the 
<c  Houfe  of  Lords  there.” 

In  1693  he  was  appointed  by  their  Majeflies  King  William  and  Queen  Mary  a 
Regal  Vifitor  in  Commiffion  with  Anthony ,  Bifhop  of  Meath ,  and  Capel,  Bifhop 
of  Dromore.  What  was  done  in  execution  of  this  Commiffion  may  be  feen  before 
under  Thomas  Hacket ,  Bifhop  of  Down  and  Connor  p.  213.  While  he  continued 
Bifhop  of  Derry  he  was  at  confiderable  Expence  in  improving  and  adorning  the 
Epifcopal  Palace.  He  purchafed  fome  Advowfons,  which  he  added  to  the  See ; 
and  largely  contributed  towards  building  five  new  Churches,  and  repairing  all  in 
his  Diocefe,  which  were  burned  or  dilapidated  by  the  Ravages  of  King  Jatnes’i 
Army.  This  work  was  greatly  promoted  by  his  application  to  the  Earl  of  Notting¬ 
ham  l.  Secretary  of  State  ;  who  procured  from  his  Majefty  King  William  a  grant 
for  550 1.  arrears  of  Rent  colle£led  from  the  Tenants  of  the  Bifhoprick  during 
the  vacancy  of  the  See ;  with  an  Order  to  the  Commiffioners  of  the  Revenue  to 
pay  that  Sum  towards  repairing  the  Churches  of  the  Diocefe,  which  he  then  filled, 
as  vacancies  happened,  with  a  fet  of  Clergymen  eminently  remarkable  for  their 
Learning  and  Moderation,  as  well  as  exemplary  for  their  Piety  and  good  Mo¬ 
rals.  He  built,  as  I  am  credibly  informed,  a  capacious  Houfe  in  Derry ,  the  un¬ 
der  Rooms  to  ferve  for  a  School-houfe,  and  Conveniencies  for  a  Mailer,  and 
the  Upper  Rooms  for  a  Library.  He  bought  from  the  Executors  of  Bifhop  Hop¬ 
kins  the  Library  of  the  faid  Bifhop,  or  a  great  part  of  it  *,  which  by  his  Will 
dated  the  6th  of  May  1726  ;  he  devifed  to  William  Nicholfony  then  Bifhop  of 
Derry ,  and  his  Succeffors  in  trufl  to  remain  in  the  faid  Library  for  the  ufe  of 
the  Clergy  and  Gentlemen  of  the  faid  Diocefe  for  ever. 
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Upon  the  Promotion  of  Narcijjus  Marjh,  Archbifliop  of  Dublin,  to  the 
Primacy  in  the  Year  1702,  Bifhop  King  was  eledecl  by  both  Chapters  Ad- 
minidratoF  of  the  Spiritualties  of  the  See  of  Dublin,  during  the  vacancy  ; 
and  was  by  Letters  patent  dated  the  1  ith  of  March  following  tranflated  to  that 
Archbifhoprick  y  which  he  governed  with  a  laudable  Zeal  and  great  Diligence 
for  upwards  of  twenty  fix  Years.  Upon  his  tranflation  to  this  See  he  found  the 
Protedants  greatly  multiplied  fince  the  Revolution,  and  many  new  Churches 
wanting  in  feveral  parts  of  his  Diocefe  for  the  conveniency  ofthe  People  to  attend 
thepublick  worlhip.  He  immediately  applied  himfelf  with  extraordinary  afiiduity 
to  bring  about  this  pious  Work  *,  and  by  the  application  of  the  impropriated 
forfeited  Tyths  purfuant  to  an  A<5t  paffed  in  England  Anno  11.  William  3,  by 
large  Benefadions  colle&ed  by  his  diicreet  Solicitation  from  well-difpofed  Gentle¬ 
men,  and  by  his  own  generous  Contribution,  he  procured  nineteen  new  Churches 
to  be  ere&ed  where  no  Divine  Service  had  been  performed  fince  the  Reformation, 
feven  to  be  rebuilt,,  and  fourteen  repaired.  To  fupply  thefe  new  Churches  with 
Pallors  y  as  the  contiguous  Parifhes  to  them  became  vacant,  which  confided 
often  of  many  Unions,  he  divided  them,  and  there  fettled  a  refident  Clergy : 
And  obferving  that  mod  of  thefe  Paridies  were  not  accommodated  with  Glebe 
Land  for  the  comfortable  fupport  of  the  Incumbents,  he  apportioned  to  each  twen¬ 
ty  Acres  out  of  the  See  Land,  purfuant  to  the  enabling  Statute  of  2.  Ann.  fefs.  1. 
ch.  10.  for  a  Glebe  at  a  very  moderate  referved  Rent  *,  and  in  Paridies  where 
the  See  had  not  any  Edate,  he  either  purchafed  himfelf,  or  procured  from  the 
Trudees  of  the  fird  Fruits  an  allowance  to  purchafe  Glebes  either  in  Fee  or  at 
a  fmall  referved  Rent  •,  fo  that  mod  of  the  Vicaridges  of  his  Diocefe  were  fupplied 
with  convenient  Land.  He  found  the  income  of  thefe  refident  Clergymen  fcarce- 
ly  fufficient  for  a  decent  Maintenance,  occadoned  by  the  many  Divifions  he  had 
made  of  Unions,  which  formerly  made  thefe  Paridies  very  condderable.  To 
remedy  which  in  fome  meafure,  he  annexed  the  Prebends  of  St.  Patrick's ,  as  they 
became  vacant,  to  the  Vicaridges,  which  were  before  feparated  and  in  didindf 
Perfons.  He  purchafed  from  the  late  Lord  Rofs  a  large  parcel  of  impropriated 
Tyths  in  the  County  of  Kildare  at  2800  1.  and  inveded  them  in  the  hands  of 
Trudees  for  augmenting  fmall  Cures  in  his  Diocefe,  upon  this  efpecial  Condition, 
that  the  incumbents  do  condantly  redde,  and  that  the  income  of  thei  *  Paridies 
do  not  exceed  100 1.  per  Annum.  As  a  further  Addition  to  the  Revenues  of  fome 
of  thefe  fmall  Paridies  he  confidered  that  above  64 1.  per  Annum  of  the  Edate  of 
thefeearofe  from  appropriated  Tyths  fcattered  in  different  Paridies  of  his  Diocefe, 
which  were  in  Leafe  •,  and  as  thefe  Leafes  expired,  he  executed  and  properly  con¬ 
veyed  new  Leafes  to  the  Vicars  for  augmenting  thofe  Parifhes,  out  of  which  they 
were  formerly  demanded  ;  by  which  means  many  Vicars  doubled  the  income  of 
their  Paridies  :  And  that  his  Succeffors  might  be  no  loofers,  in  lieu  of  this  Dona_ 
tion  he  purchafed  an  equivalent  in  Lands  near  Dublin ,  and  annexed  them  to  his 
See.  About  the  fame  time  he  purchafed  49  1.  per  Annum,  part  of  the  Edate 
of  Sir  John  Eccles  at  1050  1.  and  fettled  it  for  the  fupport  of  a  Le&urer  in  St. 
George's  Chappel,  Dublin. 

He  was  by  his  late  Majedy  four  times  defervedly  condituted  and  fworn  one  of 
the  Lords  Judices.  His  Zealous  attachment  to  the  intered  of  the  Iliudrious 
I  loufe  of  Hanover ,  and  to  the  Succedion  in  that  Protedant  Family  is  well  known 
to  many  now  living.  That  Settlement,  on  which  he  knew,  under  God,  de¬ 
pended  the  welfare  and  fecurity  of  our  happy  Conditution  in  Church  and  State, 
was  a  Principle  to  which  he  was  invariably  dedfad  to  the  day  of  his  Death  ; 

and,  which  is  a  Truth  too  much  to  his  Honour  to  be  paffed  over  in  dlence, 
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I  am  bold  to  fay,  that  it  was  in  a  great  meafure  owing  to  his  feafonable  Counfel 
and  weighty  Authority,  which  his  known  Wifdom,  long  Experience,  and  confef- 
fed  Probity  had  procured  him,  that  the  City  of  Dublin  was  preferved  fteddy 
and  united  in  an  unfhaken  Affedion  to  the  Succeffion  of  the  prefent  Royal  Fa¬ 
mily.  King  George  was  early  informed  of  the  A rchbifhops' untainted  Loyalty  and 
extraordinary  Merit  j  which  induced  his  Majefty  to  repofe  an  unreferved  confi¬ 
dence  in  his  eminent  Abilities  *,  and  therefore  immediately  upon  his  firft  Accef- 
fion  to  the  Throne,  called  upon  him  to  execute  the  highefl  Station  of  Trufl  in 
the  Kingdom,  and  appointed  him  one  of  the  Lords  Juftices. 

This  great  Trufl  his  Grace  difcharged  with  fingular  Capacity,  and  the  deputati¬ 
on  of  unfpotted  integrity.  He  knew  the  temper,  difpofition,  and  genius  of  the 
Nation  mofl  exadly ;  and  as  he  was  remarkably  happy  in  a  quick  and  clear 
conception  of  things,  a  piercing  Judgment  into  the  Conlequences  of  Political 
Affairs,  and  a  marvellous  fagacity  and  readinefs  in  properly  executing  Buiinefs  of 
the  greatefl  importance  *,  fo  he  exerted  all  thefe  excellent  qualities  with  continued 
vigour  and  refolution  to  their  utmofl  ftretch  to  promote  the  publick  Good 
and  his  Majefty’s  interefl  in  this  Kingdom 

When  his  Majefty  came  to  the  Crown  many  changes  were  made  in  Civil 
and  Military  Employments,  and  more  defigned  •,  feveral  Gentlemen  were  re¬ 
moved  upon  fufpicion  of  their  difloyalty.  His  Grace  knew  that  fome  of  thefe 
were  well  affeded  to  the  Government,  and  their  Charaders  mifreprefented  to 
make  room  for  the  Promotion  of  others  ;  and  therefore  he  writ  to  the  Secretaries 
of  State  in  their  favour,  afferting  their  fidelity  to  the  King,  and  capacity  to 
ferve  him  in  their  Offices.  His  kind  inrerpofition  had  that  happy  effed  as  to  have 
fome  reftored  to,  and  others  continued  in  their  Employments.  This  is  attefted 
by  many  now  living,  who  gratefully  own  the  truth  of  this  fad.  And  it 
is  Notorious,  that  by  his  and  the  other  Lords  Juftices  prudent  Diredions  and 
fteddy  condud  during  their  prefiding  in  the  publick  Adminiftration,  that  the 
whole  Nation  was  in  an  even  and  calm  Temper,  not  the  leaft  tending  to  Riots 
or  Infurredions,  and  at  a  Seafon  when  our  Handing  Army  was  tranfported  to 
fupprefs  the  Rebellion  in  Great-Britain. 

He  died  at  his  Palace  of  St.  Sepulchers ,  Dublin ,  on  the  8th  of  May  1729, 
having  juft  entered  into  the  80th  Year  of  his  age,  and  was  buried  on  the  North 
Side  of  the  Church-Yard  of  Donnibrook3  near  Dublin ,  as  he  had  direded  in  his 
life  time. 

His  private  Charities  were  very  ample  and  confiderable  ;  but  fo  cautioufty  and 
fecretly  difpenfed,  that  it  is  impoffible  to  give  a  particular  account  of  them.  And 
as  to  his  publick  Works  of  Munificence,  I  ffiall  only  mention  a  few  of  them  which 
came  to  my  knowledge.  Belides  thefe  before  mentioned  ;  after  he  was  tranflated  to 
the  Archbifhoprick  of  Dublin ,  he  repaired  and  adorned  the  Epifcopal  Palace  of 
St.  Sepulchers ,  which  was  in  a  Ruinous  Condition,  by  expending  upwards  of  3000I. 
in  Improvements  on  it.  He  ereded  a  Court- houfe  for  the  Archiepifcopal  Manor 
of  St.  Sepulchers  at  his  own  Charge,  to  which  he  joined  a  Prifon  for  the  confine¬ 
ment  of  Debtors  within  the  faid  Manor.  He  recovered  the  Lands  of  Seaton , 
and  other  Lands*,  which  had  been  feparated  from  his  See,  and  gotten  into  Lay- 
Hands,  by  a  Decree  profecuted  and  obtained  before'  the  Truftees  for  forfeited 
Eftates,  and  took  care  to  have  them  reftored  and  fettled  by  Ad  of  Parliament 
on  the  Archbifhoprick.  He  purchafed  the  Lay  -Redories  of  Crevcigh  in  the  County 
of  Dublin ,  and  of  Ballintemple  and  NewcaHle  in  the  County  of  Wicklow ,  and 
collated  Incumbents  to  them  feverally  ;  by  which  Adion  he  divefted  himfelf  of 
the  Profits  arifing  out  of  the  faid  Redories,  and  remained  only  Patron  of  them- 

He 
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He  devifed  by  his  Will  to  the  Archbilhop  of  • Tuam ,  and  the  Bilhop  of  Clogher 
400I.  towards  purchafing  Glebes  for  one  or  more  Churches  in  the  Diocefe  of  Dublin , 
as  Ihould  fcem  to  them  and  his  Executor  molt  to  want  Glebes  and  Maintenance. 
He  gave  in  his  Life-time  500 1.  to  the  College  of  Dublin  towards  founding  a  Di¬ 
vinity  Ledure  for  the  benefit  of  fuch  Batchelors  of  the  faid  Houfe,  who  intended 
to  enter  into  the  facred  Miniftry;  to  the  intent  the  better  to  qualify  them  for  Holy 
Orders  •,  and  devifed  500  1.  more  to  his  Nephew,  the  Reverend  Robert  Dougat , 
in  trull  to  purchafe  a  further  Maintenance  and  Endowment  for  the  faid  Ledure. 
He  alfo  devifed  1 50  1.  to  the  Poor  of  the  City  of  Dublin .  He  gave  500 1.  in  his 
Life-time  to  the  Blew- Coat- Hofpital  in  Dublin  and  in  1726  300 1.  to  the  Fund 
anfing  from  the  application  of  the  Firft  Fruits  for  purchafing  Glebes  and  Im¬ 
propriate  Tyths  for  the  increafe  of  poor  Vicaridgei. 

He  appears  in  the  Tendency  of  his  adions  and  endeavours  to  have  had  the 
advancement  of  Religion,  Virtue  and  Learning  entirely  at  Heart  *,  and  may  de- 
fervedly  be  enrolled  amongft  the  greateft,  the  moll  univerfally  accomplilhed,  and 
learned  Prelates  of  the  Age.  His  Capacity  and  Spirit  to  govern  the  Church  was 
vifible  in  his  avowed  enmity  to  Pluralities  and  non-refidence,  in  his  Itrid  and  re¬ 
gular  Vifitations,  both  Annual,  Triennial  and  Parochial,  in  his  conftant  Duty  of 
Confirmation  and  Preaching,  and  in  the  many  excellent  Admonitions  and  Charges 
he  gave  his  Clergy  upon  thefe  Occafions  *,  in  his  palloral  Care  and  Diligence  in  ad¬ 
mitting  none  into  the  facred  Minillry  but  Perfons  well  qualified  for  their  Learn¬ 
ing  and  good  Morals,  who  were  Graduates  regularly  educated  in  the  Univerfities 
of  England  or  Dublin ,  and  who  were  before  their  Ordinations  publickly  examined 
in  the  neceflary  Points  of  Divinity  by  him,  his  Archdeacon,  and  fome  of  his 
Chapter.  He  may  be  counted  worthy  of  double  Honour ,  who  thus  not  only  ru¬ 
led  well ,  but  laboured  in  the  Word  and  DoElrinc.  His  Hofpitality  was  fuitable 
to  the  Dignity  of  his  Station  and  Character  ;  and  the  whole  Courfe  of  his  Con- 
verfation  innocent,  chearful  and  improving  •,  for  he  lived  in  the  conftant  Practice 
of  every  Chriftian  Virtue  and  Grace  that  could  adorn  a  publick  or  private  Life. 

JOHN  HOJDLT.

JOHN  Hoadly  was  tranflated  from  Ferns  and  Leighlin  to  this  See  on  the  13th  of 
January  1729.  See  among  the  Bilhops  of  Ferns  and  Leighlin. 
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T o  the  Y ear  1214;  in  which  the  See  of  Gkndalcch 
was  united  to  that  of  D  u  B  l  x  n. 


HE  Name  of  this  place  was  originally  Gleande,  i.  e.  the 
Town  of  theGlin  or  Valley*,  but  it  is  now  generally  called 
after  the  Name  of  the  Valley,  Gle an- da-loch ,  i.  e.  the  Glin 
or  Valley  of  the  two  Loughs  ;  from  whence,  Hoveden  hath 
taken  occafion  to  call  it  in  Latin ,  Epifcopatus  Bijlagnienfis ,  or 
the  Bifhoprick  of  the  two  Lakes,  and  the  Bull  of  Pope 
Lucius  the  third  mentions  it  under  the  Title  of,  Epifcopatus 
inful  arum  i  the  Bifhoprick  of  the  Ifles.  The  See  of  Glen, 
daloch  contained  almoft  all  the  Country  about  Dublin  *,  fo  that  when  the  Diocefe 
of  Dublin  was  firfl  founded,  it  extended  but  little  beyond  the  Walls  of  the  Town  ; 
which  Cardinal  Paparo  remedied  by  uniting  Glendaloch  to  it.  This  Diocefe 
was  of  a  very  large  extent.  In  the  Confirmation  of  Pope  Alexander  the  third 
of  the  Poffeffions  of  this  See  to  Malchus  Bifhop  of  Glendaloch ,  A.  D.  1179 
we  find  no  lefs  than  fifty  denominations  or  particulars  recited  ;  and  that  Dublin 
it  felf  flood  in  the  Diocefe  of  Glendaloch ,  is  mentioned  in  the  Preamble  of  the  Bull 
of  Pope  Honorius  the  third  A.  D.  1216  ;  whereby  that  Pope  confirms  the  Union 
that  Paparo  had  made,  — Dubliniam  in  Glendelacenfi  Diocefi  conflitutam  ;  from 
whence  one  may  judge  that  antiently  the  Bifhops  of  Dublin  were  confidered  only 
as  Suffragans  or  Fellow  Bifhops  to  thofe  of  Glendaloch. 

This  See  hath  been  overlooked  by  Sir  James  JVare  ;  who  only  mentions  it  occa- 

fionally,  on  account  of  its  Union  with  the  Sec  of  Dublin ,  but  gives  no  Catalogue

or  Succefiion  of  the  Bifhops  of  it.  Nor  hath  the  Abby  of  Glendaloch  met  with 
a  better  Fate.  Yet  it  is  clear  from  Hiftory,  that  in  the  early  ages  of  Chriftiani- 
ty  in  Ireland ,  there  were  both  a  Biftioprick  and  an  Abby  founded  here,  diftindt 
and  unblended  in  their  rights  and  poflefiions.  It  is  certain  that  in  leveral  Cathe¬ 
drals  inhabited  by  Regular  Canons,  there  were  at  the  fame  time  a  Biffiop  and 
an  Abbat;  and  fometimes  the  Bifhop  exercifed  both  Jurifdictions.  But  here  they 
were  always  kept  afunder,  except  in  the  very  firft  foundation,  of  which  the  ac¬ 
counts  we  have  remaining  are  not  very  clear.  The  writer  of  the  Life  of  Lau¬ 
rence  O-Tool ,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin  (who  had  been  Abbat  of  Glendaloch)  pub- 
lifhed  by  Mejftngham ,  takes  care  to  keep  the  Bifhoprick  and  Abby  feparate  % 
“  In  hac  autem  ecclefid  et  Epifcopatus  erat  et  Abbatia  ;  fed  Abbatia  quoad  tempo - 
“  rales  divitias  longe  erat  Epifcopatu  Opulentior .  In  this  Church  (fays  he)  there  was 
“  both  a  Bifhoprick  and  an  Abby  ;  but  the  Abby  as  to  temporal  wealth  far  ex- 
“  ceeded  the  Bifhoprick.”  He  afterwards  diftinguifheth b  between  the  Seculars  and 
Regulars  of  that  place  ;  and  upon  the  Death  of  the  Bifhop  c  of  Glendaloch  Laurence 
the  Abbat  was  ele&ed,  but  rejected  his  ele&ion.  And  the  fame  Writer  calls  St. 
Keivin  or  Coemgene  the  Patron  of  the  Cathedral  of  that  Country.  Yet,  to  give  you 
my  Opinion  of  the  matter,  St.  Keivin  firft  founded  this  Church  only  as  an  Abby  ; 
but  that  foon  after  from  the  Virtues  of  the  Perfon,  and  the  great  conflux  of  peo¬ 
ple  to  the  place,  it  got  the  Reputation  of  a  Bifhoprick,  and  grew  into  a  famous 
and  religious  City,  and  Bifhop’s  See,  as  the  writer  of  the  Life  of  St.  Keivin  >  quoted 
by  Usfhery  hints d.  Although  St.  Keivin  was  both  Bifhop  and  Abbat  of  Glendaloch , 
yet  foon  after  his  Death  it  appears  in  many  inftances,  that  the  Bifhoprick  and 
Abby  were  in  feparate  Hands. 

The  Cathedral  of  Glendaloch  was  under  the  Invocation  of  the  Apoftles  Peter 
and  Paul  *,  and  both  that  and  the  Abby  are  feated  about  the  middle  of  a  Jong 
Valley  furrounded  with  Mountains  of  an  amazing  height*,  from  whence  the  Wa¬ 
ter  falls  over  many  Craggy  Rocks  and  feeds  the  two  Loughs  and  Rivers  which  run 
through  the  Vale  below  ;  in  the  pleafenteft  part  of  which  may  be  feen  the  Ruins 
of  many  Churches  or  religious  Houfes  built  of  Stone,  the  Windows  and  Doors 
whereof  appear  at  this  Day  to  have  been  adorned  with  a  great  Variety  of  curious 
Work.  The  Walls  of  leven  or  eight  Buildings.,  called  now  the  feven  Churches, 
yet  appear  ;  one  of  which,  together  with  its  Chancell,  and  a  handfome  ronnd  bel¬ 
fry  of  Stone  pretty  large,  with  a  vaulted  Roof  of  Stone,  remain  firm  to  this  Day. 
There  ftands  feparate  from  any  of  the  Buildings,  a  large  round  Tower,  like  that 
at  Kildare ,  95  Feet  high  ;  and  at  the  Weft  end  of  one  of  the  buildings,  near  a 
quarter  of  a  Mile  diftant  from  the  former,  another  round  Tower,  now  almoft 
demolilhed.  There  appear  among  the  Ruins  to  have  been  many  Stones  and 
and  Croffes  curioufly  carved  with  Figures  and  Infcriptions  thereon  in  the  Irijh 
Language.  The  celebrated  Bed  of  St.  Keivin  ftands  on  the  South  fide  of  the 
Lough,  being  a  Cave  hewed  out  of  a  folid  Rock,  capable  of  containing  three  per- 
fons,  fituated  on  the  fide  of  a  Mountain,  exceeding  difficult  of  Afcent,  and 
terrible  in  profpe£t.  It  hangs  in  a  manner  perpendicular  over  the  Lough  about 
300  Feet  above  the  Surface  of  the  Water.  Not  far  beyond  this  Bed  on  the  fide 
of  the  fame  Mountain  are  to  be  feen  the  Ruins  of  a  Stone  building,  called  St. 
Keivin' s  Cell,  which  is  but  of  a  fmall  extent. 

I  can  frame  but  an  imperfefl  Succefiion  of  the  Bilhops  of  this  See,  whofeNames  lie 
difperfed  in  many  Authors  j  and  have  not  been  yet  any  where  collected  that  1  can 
find.

ST.  Coemgene*,  commonly  called,  St.  Kelvin,  was  born  of  a  Family  of  great 
Rank  in  the  Year  498  e.  He  was  baptized  by  St,  Cronan,  a  Prieft,  and  at 
feven  years  old  put  under  the  tuition  of  Petrocus ,  a  Briton ,  who  had  fpent  20 
years  f  in  Ireland  for  the  fake  of  Learning  ;  under  whom  he  continued  five  years. 
A.  D.  1210  his  Parents,  with  the  approbation  of  his  Mafter,  fent  him  to  be  e- 
ducated  by  three  holy  Anchorets,  Dogain ,  Lochan ,  and  RLneas  or  Enna,  in  their 
Cell  •,  with  whom  he  diligently  ftudied  the  Scripture  three  years,  before  he  took 
on  him  the  Monaftick  Habit.  I  find  but  little  more  related  concerning  him,  ex¬ 
cept  “  that  he  founded  a  great  Monaftery  b  (the  time  incertain)  in  the  lower  part 
of  a  Valley,  which  was  formerly  called  in  the  Irijh  Language  Glean-de  (as  much 
41  as  to  fay,  the  Monaftery  of  the  Glin  or  Valley)  but  afterwards  Glean- da-loch , 
“  i.  e.  the  Glin  of  the  two  Lakes ;  in  which  place  there  grew  up  a  famous  and 
“  religious  City,  or  Bifhop’s  See  in  honour  of  Coemgene,  and  this  City  is  in  the 
41  Eaft  of  Leinfter  in  the  Territory  called,  Fortuatha”  or  rather  (as  I  believe  it 
fhould  be)  Firtuathal ,  i.  e.  the  Territory  of  the  Clan  of  Tuathal  or  Tool-,  this 
being  antiently  the  Country  of  the  O-Tools.  In  549  he  took  a  Journey  to  Clon- 
macnois  to  pay  a  vifit  to  St.  Kiaran  ;  but  he  loft  his  labour  :  For  St.  Kiaran  died 
three  Days  before  his  Arrival  ;  however  he  aftifted  at  his  Funeral  Obfequies.  St. 
Kelvin  lived  to  a  great  Age*,  and  died  on  the  3d  ot  June  618,  in  the  120th  year  of 
his  Age,  (having  before  abdicated  the  cares  of  his  Bifhoprick,  and  contented  bim- 
felf  with  the  Abbacy)  on  which  day  a  great  Patron  is  annually  held  here,  to  which 
numbers  of  People  refort  to  celebrate  his  Feftival.  There  is  a  Parifh  Church  in 
the  Suburbs  of  Dublin  dedicated  to  his  Memory.  Hanmer  makes  him  the  Au¬ 
thor  of  two  Books,  one  De  Britannorum  Origine ,  and  the  other  De  Hibero  et  He - 


rimone . 

MO  LIB  BA  or  LIB  BA.

MO  L  I B  B  A,  or  Libia,  as  fome  call  him  (for  Mo  is  only  an  addition  of 
Tendernefs  or  Refpeft,  as  much  as  to  fay,  my  Libba )  flourifhed  in  the 
Borders  of  Leinfter  about  the  beginning  of  the  7th  Century  h.  He  was  the  Son  of 
Colman  or  Colmud,  and  defeended  from  the  Tribe  of  the  MeJJingccrbs,  a  Family 
antiently  powerful  in  Leinfter.  His  Mother’s  Name  was  Coeltigerna ,  of  the  fame 
Family;  who  was  Sifter  to  St.  Kelvin.  Molibba,  being  confecrated  a  Bifhop,  fuc- 
ceeded  his  Uncle  St.  Kelvin  in  the  See  of  Glendaloch  A.  D.  612,  fix  years  before 
St.  Kelvin's  Death.  He  died  on  the  8th  of  January,  on  which  Day  his  Feftival 
is  celebrated  :  but  in  what  year  is  no  where  mentioned  that  I  know  of.  Pagan,  a 
younger  Brother  of  his,  died  in  639.  There  was  another  Molibba  *,  whofe  Me¬ 
mory  is  celebrated  on  the  1 8th  of  February  at  Enachelte  in  Ulfter  ;  who  muft  bo 
diftinguiihed  from  this.

A  I D  A  N,  the  Son  of  Manius ,  was  of  the  fame  Family  of  the  Meftingcorbsk. 
-Z"X  His  Mother’s  Name  was  Brig  a ,  the  Daughter  of  Cobthaig,  who  was  alfo

ther  to  JEd  or  Hugh,  the  Son  of  Ainmirius  or  Amirach ,  King  of  Ireland ;  which 
JEd  was  afterwards  King  himfelf,  and  (lain  in  the  Battle  of  Dunbolg  on  the  9th 
of  January  598.  I  have  no  other  circumftances  to  guide  me  in  placing  him  in 
this  See  immediately  after  Molibba.  For  I  know  no  Writer  that  mentions  either 
the  time  of  his  Birth  or  Death.

IN  an  antient  lrijh  Calendar,  which  I  have  feen,  Ampadan  is  mentioned  as 
Bifliop  of  Glendalocb ,  and  his  Death  placed  on  the  10th  of  January ,  but  no 
year  mentioned.  The  death  of  the  Perfon  who  is  immediately  placed  before 
him  in  the  faid  Calendar  is  under  the  fame  day  of  the  Month  in  the  Year  656. 
There  is  a  large  Chafm  in  the  Succefiion  to  this  See  here,  which  is  not  in  my  power 
to  fupply.

Leinjler  Man  by  birth,  and  is 
exprefly  called,  the  eminent  Bifliop  of  Glendalocb ,  in  the  Annals  of  the  Four 
Mailers  ;  which  add,  that  he  was  afterwards  Abbat  of  Wyrjburg  in  Germany ,  to 
which  place,  it  feems,  he  went,  having  reflgned  his  See.  He  died  on  the  7th  of 
April  1085.

RI N  AD,  or  Cineath  O-Ronan,  was  Bifhop  of  this  See  about  the  Year  1 166  ; 

at  which  time  he  was  Witnefs  to  the  Foundation  Charter  of  the  Priory  of 
All-Saints  near  Dublin ,  together  with  Laurence  0 -Pool,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  made 
by  Dermod ,  King  of  Leinfter,  to  his  Confeffor  Bdan  0-Kelly,  Bifhop  of  Louth 
( Clogher )  in  trufl  for  that  Priory.  Benignus  Abbat  of  Glendaloch  was  alfo  a  Wit¬ 
nefs  to  the  faid  Charter  ;  which  fhews  what  I  before  advanced,  that  the  Bifhop- 
rick  and  Abby  were  kept  in  feparate  hands.  The  Anonimous  Annals  and  thofe 
of  Leinfter  place  his  Death  in  1x73. 

MALCHUS  aliis  MACROBlUS.

P  OPE  Alexander  the  Illd.  by  a  Bull  0  dated  the  13th  of  May  1179,  in  the 
20th  year  of  his  Pontificate  “  confirms  the  City  of  Glendaloch,  in  which  the 
‘‘  Cathedral  is,  with  the  Churches  and  other  the  poffefiions  and  appurtenances  of 
“  it  to  Malchus,  Bifhop  of  Glendaloch,  and  to  his  Succeffors,  faving  the  rights 
‘‘  of  the  Abbat  of  Glendaloch .**  He  is  called  alfo  Matthezv  and  Macrobius  in 
fome  Inflruments,  and  was  Archdeacon  of  Dublin  before  he  was  Bifhop  of 
Glendaloch.  I  do  not  know  when  he  died.  He  is  mentioned  as  the  Jail  Bifhop  of 
Glendaloch ,  favc  William  Piro  in  Alan's  Regiftry  p. 

WILLIAM  PIRO.

TKTILLIAM  Piro,  or  Peryn,  the  laft  legal  Bifhop  of  Glendaloch,  was  a  fub- 
*  ’  fcribing  Witnefs  ^  to  a  Charter  of  Donation  made  by  Thobald  Walter  to  the 
Abby  of  Thomas  Court,  about  the  year  1205,  by  which  he  granted  to  the  faid 
Convent  the  Church  of  Ardmulchan  with  all  the  Chappels,  Tyths,  Profits,  and 
Benefices  thereto  belonging.  This  Bifhop  in  right  of  his  See  being  the  true  Pa¬ 
tron  of  the  Church  of  LJJke  and  its  Chappels  in  the  Rural  Deanery  of  Triftle- 
dermod  alias  Cafteldermot  granted  r  them  as  a  further  endowment  to  the  Nunnery 
of  Timolinbeg.  He  alfo  joined  f  with  the  Patron  in  appropriating  the  Church  of 
Tankardftown  to  the  Canons  of  St.  Thomas,  Dublin.  He  died  about  the  year 
1214  *,  and  upon  his  death  the  See  of  Glendaloch  (in  almoft  600  years  after  the 
death  of  St.  Kcivin,  firft  Bifhop  of  it)  was  uni  ed  and  annexed  to  the  See  of 
Dublin.  Of  the  Caufes  of  this  Union  it  will  not  be  foreign  to  tranferibe  the 
Teflimony  of  Felix  O-Ruadan,  Archbifhop  of  Tuam,  (who  was  then  a  living 
Witnefs)  and  of  his  Suffragans  out  of  the  Archives  of  Chrifl -Church  \  where  the

A  Letter  concerning  the  Palls  fent  into  Ireland. 

The  Teftimony  of  the  Archbifhop  of  Luam  and  his  Suffragans. 

“  Mafter  John  Papiron,  Legate  of  the  Roman  Church,  coming  into  Ireland , 
“  found  a  Bifhop  dwelling  in  Dublin ,  who  then  exercifed  his  epifcopal  Fundli- 
“  on  within  the  Walls.  He  found  in  the  fame  Diocefe  another  Church  in  the 
“  Mountains,  which  was  alfo  called  a  City,  and  had  a  certain  Rural  Bifhop. 
<<  But  the  fame  Legate  appointed  Dublin ,  which  was  the  beft  City,  to  be  the 
“  Metropolis  of  that  Province  i  delivering  the  Pall  to  that  Bifhop  who  then 
c<  governed  the  Church  of  Dublin  :  And  he  appointed,  that  that  Diocefe,  in 
ct  which  both  Cities  were,  fhould  be  divided,  that  one  part  thereof  fhould 
“  fall  to  the  Metropolis,  and  the  other  part  fhould  remain  to  him  who  lived  in 
64  the  Mountains ;  to  the  intention  (as  we  firmly  believe,)  that  that  part  fhould 
“  be  annexed  to  the  Metropolis,  upon  the  Death  of  the  Bifhop  who  then  go- 
«  verned  the  Church  in  the  Mountains.  And  this  he  would  immediately  have 
“  carried  into  execution,  had  he  not  been  obftiudted  by  the  infolcnce  of  the  Irilh , 
«  who  then  were  powerfull  in  that  Territory.  When  our  Lord  Henry ,  King 
“  of  England ,  came  to  be  thoroughly  informed  of  the  faid  intention  of  the  Le^ 
cs  gate,  he  granted  that  Church  in  the  Mountains  to  the  Metropolis,  adhering 
“  to  the  Intention  and  Will  of  the  faid  Mafter  Legate.  In  like  manner  our  prefent 
“  Lord,  John  King  of  England,  having  received  evidence  of  the  faid  Fadl,  and 
<c  of  the  intention  of  the  faid  Mafter  Legate  from  the  great  and  worthy  Men  of 

“  that  Territory,  granted  the  faid  part  to  John ,  the  PredecefTor  of  the  prefent 

<£  Bifhop 
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“  Bifhop  (viz.  of  Dublin.)  Befidesthat  Holy  Church  in  the  Mountains,  although 
“  antiently  it  was  held  in  great  veneration  on  account  of  St.  Keywin,  who  lived 
“  a.  folitary  life  in  that  place ;  yet  now  it  is  fo  wafle  and  defolate,  and  hath 
“  been  fo  for  near  fourty  Years  paft,  that  of  a  Church  it  is  become  a  Den  and  Neft 
“  of  Thieves  and  Robbers  -,  fo  that  more  Murders  are  committed  in  that  Valley, 
“  than  in  any  other  place  in  Ireland ,  occafioned  by  the  vaft  and  defert  Soli- 
“  tude  thereof.” 

This  Inftrument  hath  the  Archbifhop  of  Tuam* s  Seal  pendent  to  it  •,  but  thefe  of 
his  Suffragans  are  crumbled  to  Duff: :  It  is  neither  dated  nor  witnefled  yet 
it  appears  from  the  contents,  that  it  was  written  about  the  year  1214,  after  the 
death  of  Bilhop  Piro.  It  fays  that  King  Jehu  granted  Glendaloch  to  John  (Comyn) 
PredecefTor  to  the  prefent  Bifhop  (i.  e.  Henry  Lcundres.)  Now  John  Comyn  died 
on  the  25th  of  October  1212  -,  Archbifhop  Lcundres  was  confecrated  in  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  the  year  1213,  was  made  Juftice  of  Ireland  on  the  23d  of  July  the 
fame  year,  and  continued  fo  untill  he  went  to  the  Lateran  Council  in  1215.  It 
was  excuted  during  the  Life  of  King  John ,  who  died  on  the  1 8 th  of  October 
1216.  It  carries  therefore  a  great  face  of  Probability  •,  that  upon  the  Death  of 
Bifhop  Piro ,  Archbifhop  Loundres ,  while  armed  with  the  Civil  Power,  and  be¬ 
fore  he  took  his  Journey  to  Rome ,  laid  hold  of  the  opportunity  to  unite  this 
See  to  his  own  and  among  other  proofs  of  his  right  produced  this  teftimony 
of  the  Archbifhop  of  luam ,  and  his  Suffragan  Bifhops. 

But  the  Bull  of  Pope  Honorius  the  Hid  made  to  Archbifhop  Loundres ,  and 
dated  the  6th  of  Oftober  1216,  affords  a  more  dire£t  proof  of  this  Union  ;  yet 
feems  to  be  grounded  on  the  teftimony  of  the  Archbifhop  of  luam  before  men¬ 
tioned.  It  recites  the  Journey  of  Paparo  to  Ireland ,  and  that  his  Errand  was  to 
limit  the  Bfhopricks.  That  prevailed  on  by  wife  confiderations  he  thought  pro¬ 
per  to  conftitute  the  Metropolitical  See  at  Dublin,  in  the  Diocefe  of  Glendaloch, 
where  the  Royal  Seat  and  Metropolis  of  the  Kingdom  of  Ireland  for  ages 
paft  had  flood  ;  that  by  Apoftolical  Authority  he  conferred  the  Pall  on  the 
Bifhop  of  Dublin ,  and  afligned  the  better  part  of  the  Bifhoprick  of  Glendaloch 
For  a  Diocefe  to  the  Church  of  Dublin ,  referving  the  remainder  to  the  Bifhop  of 
Glendaloch  during  his  Life  i  but  fo  that  the  Church  of  Glendaloch ,  with  the  Ap¬ 
purtenances,  fhould  after  the  Bifhop’s  death  fall  to  the  Church  of  Dublin.  That 
afterwards  Henry  and  John ,  Kings  of  England,  afligned  that  refidue,  which  was 
allotted  to  the  Bifhop  of  Glendaloch  to  the  Church  of  Dublin ,  fo  far  as  belonged 
to  the  Regal  Office-,  and  then  the  Pope  confirmed  and  ratified  what  the  Car¬ 
dinal  had  done.  The  Bull  alfo  of  Pope  Innocent  the  Hid,  dated  the  18th  of 
May  1216,  enumerates  and  confirms  the  Suffragan  Diocefes  of  the  See  of  Dublin  » 
but  omits  Glendaloch ,  as  being  then  united  to,  and  funk  in  the  See  of  Dublin. 
There  is  another  earlier  teftimony  of  the  laid  union  to  be  found  in  the  Crede 
Mihi,  viz.  a  Grant  of  John,  Earl  of  Moreton ,  dated  June  the  24th  1192  Anno 
4  Richard  the  firft,  whereby  he  confirms  the  Bifhoprick  of  Glendaloch  to  John 
Comin  Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  “  Ita  fcilicet  quod  cum  Cathedralem  Ecclefiam  de 
«  Glendelau  vacare  contigerit  ArchiepiJ copus  Dublin:  Epifcopa.tum  tenebit  in  manu 
ic  jitfi  abfque  omni  refervatione ,  et  quod  ipfe  Epifcopus  de  Glendelau  Capellanus  fit 
tc  Dublinienfis  Archiepifcopi  et  Vicarius —  So  that  when  the  Cathedral  Church  of 
«<  Glendaloch  fhould  become  void,  the  Archbifhop  fhould  hold  it  in  his  own  Pof* 
ct  feflion  without  any  Refervation,  and  that  the  Bifhop  of  Glendaloch  fhould 
«  be  Chaplain  and  Vicar  to  the  Archbifhop  of  Dublin.”  By  which  it  would 
feem,  that  the  Title  of  the  See  was  intended  to  be  kept  up,  though  the  Pro¬ 
fits  were  allotted  in  Augmentation  of  the  Bifhoprick  of  Dublin  :  and  this

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Bull  may  account  for  the  feveral  Ufurpations  hereafter  mentioned.  For 
notwithflanding  this  Union  eftablifhed  both  by  the  Regal  and  Papal  Authority, 
yet  we  find  many  in  the  pofTeffion  of  the  See  of  Glendaloch ,  either  by  Ufurpation  or 
the  Pope’s  Promotion,  long  after  the  Period  here  mentioned;  who  were  fupported 
by  the  Clans  of  that  Country,  not  then  amefnable  to  the  Laws  :  Thus  Wading  t  in¬ 
forms  us,  that  on  the  Death  of  John ,  Bifhop  of  Glendaloch,  Pope  Alexander  the 
Vlth,  on  the  10th  of  November  1494  advanced  Ivo  Ruffe,  a  Francifcan  Fier,  and 
Do<5tor  of  Divinity,  to  this  See  *,  and  upon  his  Death  the  Year  following,  one 
John,,  a  Francifcan  Frier  alfo,  was  promoted  to  it  by  the  fame  Pope  on  the  21ft 
of  Augufe.  Frier  Dennis  WJoite  had  been  long  in  poffefiion  of  it  by  Ufurpation  *, 
but  being  old  and  infirm,  he  furrendered  his  Right  (fuchas  it  was]  in  the  Chapter 
Houfeof  St.  Patrick's  Dublin,  on  the  30th  of  May  14 97,  being  touched  in  Con- 
fcience  ( as  he  confeffed)  “  becaufe  the  See  of  Glendaloch  had  been  united  to 
“  that  of  Dublin  from  the  Reign  of  King  John .”  Ever  fince  that  Surrender  the 
Archbifhops  of  Dublin  have  without  Interruption  enjoyed  this  See.]

H  E  Church  of  Kildare  is  for  the  moft  part  in  Ruins  ;  yet 
the  Walls  are  ftill  Handing,  together  with  the  South  fide  of 
the  Steeple  and  the  Walls  of  the  Nave,  which  is  adorned 
to  the  South  with  fix  Gothick  Arches,  and  as  many  But- 
treffes.  The  North  fide  of  the  Steeple  is  level  with  the 
Ground,  and  is  laid  to  have  been  beaten  down  by  a  Bat¬ 
tery  planted  againft  it  during  the  Rebellion  in  1641.  The 
Choir,  where  Divine  Service  is  ufed,  had  nothing  worth 
Notice  in  it,  except  a  large  Gothick  Window  much  decayed,  which  the  Chapter 
have  lately  taken  down,  and  in  the  Room  have  erected  a  modern  Venetian  Win¬ 
dow.  The  South  Wing,  which  was  formerly  a  Chappel,  is  in  Ruins,  and  in  it  lie 
two  large  Stone  Statues  in  Alto-Relievo  curioufly  carved.  One  reprefents  a  Bifhop 
in  his  Robes,  a  Paftoral  Staff  in  his  right  Eland,  and  a  Mitre  on  his  Head,  fup- 
ported  by  two  Monkeys,  with  feveral  other  Decorations  :  But  being  without  In¬ 
scription,  it  leaves  only  room  for  Conjedture,  that  it  was  eredted  for  Edmund  Lane, 
Bifhop  of  Kildare ,  who  was  buried  here  in  1522.  The  other  is  the  Monument 
of  Sir  Maurice  Fitz-Girald  of  Lackah ,  curioufly  cut  in  Armour,  with  an  Infcrip- 
tion  round  the  Stone,  and  upon  the  right  fide  of  it  are  five  Efcutcheons  different¬ 
ly  emblazoned.  Ralph  of  Brijlol ,  Bifhop  ok  Kildare,  was  at  no  fmall  Charge  in  re- 

C  2  pairing 
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pairing  and  adorning  this  Cathedral  ;  and  was  the  firft  Englijhman  who  fat  in  this 
See.  He  died  in  1232.  It  again  fell  into  Decay  in  the  Reign  of  King  Henry  the 
Vllth,  and  was  repaired  by  the  above-mentioned  Edmund  Lane.  At  thirty  yards 
diftance  from  the  Weft  end  of  the  Church  ftands  an  handfome  round  Tower,  ador¬ 
ned  with  a  Battlement :  It  is  full  fourty  four  yards  high;  and  at  the  fame  diftance 
from  the  Tower,  an  antient  Pedeftal  of  rough  unhewn  Stone  remains,  on  which  for¬ 
merly  ftood  a  Crofs,  the  top  of  which  now  lieth  in  the  Church-yard  ;  but  the  Shaft 
is  converted  to  a  Step  leading  to  the  Communion  Table.  Not  far  from  the  round 
Tower  is  to  be  feen  an  old  Building  called  the  Fire-Houfe ,  where  the  inextinguiiha- 
ble  Fire  was  formerly  kept  by  the  Nuns  of  St.  Brigid of  which  an  account  may  be 
feen  in  the  Antiquities  of  Ireland.  Among  the  Suffragan  Bilhops  of  Ireland ,  as  the 
Bifhop  of  Meath  in  Councils  and  elfewhere  had  the  Precedence,  fo  the  Bifhop  of 
Kildare  claimed  the  fecond  place  ;  the  reft  taking  their  Seats  according  to  the 
Dates  of  their  Ordinations.  This  Practice  obtained  in  feveral  Parliaments,  viz.  in 
thefe  of  the  27th  of  Queen  Elizabeth ,  and  nth  James  the  Firft.  It  was  controverted 
before  the  Privy  Council  March  the  1 5th  1639.  But  the  Lords  Juftices  and  Council 
did  not  think  proper  to  adjudge  the  Right,  in  regard  the  Parliament  was  to  affemble 
the  Day  following,  and  that  they  had  not  time  to  enter  into  the  merits  on  either  fide. 
Yet  to  avoid  the  Scandal  and  Difturbance  which  might  arife  from  a  Contention  in 
the  Houfe,  they  made  an  interim  Order  a,  “  that  the  Bilhop  of  Kildare ,  without 
“  Prejudice  to  the  Rights  of  the  other  Bifhops,  fhould  be  continued  in  the  poffefll- 
“  on  of  Precedence,  next  after  the  Bifhop  of  Meath ,  and  before  all  other  Bifhops, 
“  although  confecrated  before  him  ;  and  that  he  fhould  take  Place  accordingly, 
“  untill  the  fame  be  evi<fted  from  him  upon  the  difcufiion  of  the  Right.”  The 
Bifhops  of  Kildare  fince  the  Reformation  have  been  for  the  moft  part  of  the  Pri¬ 
vy  Council  ;  and  for  fome  Succeflions  paft  have  held  the  Deanery  of  Chrift-Church 
with  this  See  in  Commendam.  In  a  return  made  to  a  Regal  Commiflion  A,  D. 
1622  by  Bifhop  Pilfworth,  it  is  faid,  that  by  the  antient  Rolls  of  the  Bifhoprick 
it  appeared,  that  there  were  feventy  three  Parifhes  in  the  Diocefe  of  Kildare . 
The  Constitution  of  the  Chapter  is  Angular  ;  it  confifts  of  four  Dignitaries, 
and  four  Canons,  viz.  Dean,  Chantor,  Chancellor,  and  Treafurer.  The  four 
Canons  have  no  titles  from  any  place,  but  are  named  ift,  2d,  3d,  and  4th  Ca¬ 
non.  There  are  alfo  in  this  Diocefe  an  Archdeacon,  and  eight  Prebendaries, 

who  are  called  Prebendaries  ad  extra.  The  Archdeacon  is  no  Member  of  the 
v  » 

Chapter  *,  but  hath  a  Stall  in  the  Choir,  and  a  Voice  in  the  Election  of  a  Dean 
only  •,  and  fo  have  the  eight  Prebendaries  ad  extra.  Each  of  the  Dignitaries  or 
Canons  are  capable  of  holding  any  of  the  Prebends  ad  extra  ;  but  as  fuch  have 
only  one  Voice  in  the  Ele&ion  of  a  Dean.  The  Prebendaries  ad  extra  take  their 
Defignations  from  thefe  places,  viz.  1 .  Geafhil.  2.  Rathangan.  3.  Harrifiown. 
4.  Nurney.  5.  Ballyfonnan.  6.  Donadea.  7.  Lulliampre.  8.  Cajlropeter. J

C^.  Conlceth ,  by  fome  called,  Conlaidy  by  others  Conlian ,  is  faid  to  have  been 

,  _  the  firft  Bifhop  of  Kildare ,  and  the  founder  of  that  Cathedral,  by  the  aflif- 
tance  of  St.  Brigid ,  to  whom  it  is  dedicated.  Ccgitofus  in  the  life  of  St.  Brigid  \ 
calls  Conlceth ,  “  Archbifhop  and  High  Prieft.”  He  died  on  the  third  of  May 
519,  and  was  buried  in  his  own  Church  at  Kildare  ;  ("which  name  fignifieth  the 
Cell  of  an  Oak, )  near  the  high  Altar  :  But  his  Bones,  281  years  after,  i.  e.  A.  D. 
800,  were  tranflated  into  a  Silver  gilded  Shrine,  adorned  with  precious  Stones.

I  do 
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I  do  not  know  upon  what  Authority  it  is  grounded  ;  but  the  Red  Book  of  the 
Earl  of  Kildare  faith,  that  one  Lonius  was  fir  ft  Bifhop  of  Kildare  •,  Ivorius  the 
next  ;  and  that  Conlius  or  Conlceth  fucceeded  Ivorius :  And  out  of  that  Book, 
Richard  Stanihurfl ,  in  his  Englijh  defcription  of  Ireland ,  (which  is  extant  in  the 
printed  Holingjhed )  gives  the  fame  account  :  But  in  my  Opinion  they  are  both 
in  an  Error.  It  is  much  more  probable  that  Conlceth  was  the  firft  who  fettled 
-an  Epifcopal  See  in  this  Place  :  which  an  antient  Writer  c  of  the  life  of  St. 
Brigid  confirms  in  thefe  Words.  44  Conlian ,  an  holy  Bifhop  and  Prophet  of  the 
«  Lord,  who  had  a  Cell  in  the  South  Parts  of  the  Plains  of  Liffi ,  came  in  his 
“  Chariot  to  St  Brigid,  and  abode  with  her  :  And  the  Holy  Brigid  elected  him 
«  Bifhop  in  her  City  of  Kildare."  And  in  another  Writer6  of  the  Life  of  St. 
Brigid ,  publifhed  by  Colgan,  Conlian  is  exprefly  called  firft  Bifhop  of  Kildare.

TH  E  firft  Bifhop  of  Kildare,  whom  we  meet  with  after  Conlceth ,  is  St.  Jed , 
furnamed  Dubh,  that  is  Black,  44  who  (fays  Colgan )  from  King  of 
44  Leinfler,  became  Monk,  Abbat  and  Bifhop  of  Kildare .”  He  died  on  the 

10th  of  May,  638.  [Although  we  are  at  a  lofs  for  the  Succefhon  in  this  See 
from  Conlceth  to  Jed  •,  yet  it  appears  from  Cogitofus0,  who  ftourifhed  before  the 
year  590,  that  it  continued  uninterrupted  till  his  time  •,  who  fpeaks  thus  of 
it,  44  Qiiem  Semper  Jrchiepifcopus,  &c.  which  [fays  he)  the  Archbifhop  of 
“  the  Irijh  Bifhops  (for  Kildare  was  then  reckoned  an  Archbiihoprick)  and 
the  Abbefs  (St.  Brigid)  whom  all  the  AbbefTes  of  the  Scots  (the  Irijh)  pay  a 
44  Veneration  to,  do  always  rule  over,  in  a  happy,  perpetual,  and  rightful  Suc- 
“  ceffion.”  Peter  PPalJh f,  I  do  not  know  from  what  Authority,  mentions  one 
Mcelcoba  Bifhop  of  Kildare,  under  the  year  610.  But  I  fancy  he  hath  miftaken 
him  for  another  of  that  Name,  Bifhop  of  Clogher,  whom  John  Lynch  «  makes  King 
of  Ireland ,  and  afterwards  Bifhop  of  Clogher  :  Yet  in  truth  Mcelcoba  was  only  Bro¬ 
ther  to  Donald  the  fecond  King  of  Ireland.  Mcelcoba  King  of  Ireland  died  in  Battle 
in  615  *,  which  doth  not  agree  with  Bifhop  Mcelcoba ,  who  died  a  Monk  fome  years 
after.  As  to  Aed,  the  Annals  of  the  Four  Mafters  h  exprefly  fay,  “  That  he 
“  was  Abbat  and  Bifhop  of  Kildare,  and  had  been  formerly  King  of  Leinfler 
and  Colgan,  “  That  he  abdicated  his  Government  to  become  a  Monk.”  But 
he  obferves,  that  in  four  different  Catalogues  of  the  Kings  of  Leinfter,  which  he 
had  feen,  there  is  not  one  called  Jed  before  the  year  638,  except  Jed-Kerr,  who 
died,  according  to  the  Annals  before  quoted,  in  591,  in  the  15th  year  of  his 
Reign.  Whereas,  according  to  the  fame  Annals,  our  Jed  died  in  638.  To  re¬ 
concile  this  difference,  Colgan  1  reafons  thus,  44  That  either  our  Jed  muft  be  a 
44  different  perfon  from  Jed-Kerr,  and  then  his  Name  hath  been  omitted  in  the 
44  Catalogues  ;  becaufe  perhaps  he  reigned  but  a  fhort  time,  and  abdicated  a- 
44  gainft  the  will  of  his  Subjects  ;  or,  if  he  be  the  fame  perfon,  (which  he  con- 
44  feffeth  is  very  probable)  that  then  thefe  Annalifts  might  have  miftaken,  and 
44  placed  the  year  of  his  Abdication,  in  59 1,  as  if  it  had  been  the  year  of  his 
44  Death  :  Whereas  in  the  quality  of  Monk  and  Bifhop  he  lengthened  out  his 
44  age  to  638.”  This  way  of  reafoning  might  carry  fome  weight,  if  the  fame 
Annals  had  not  mentioned  the  fame  Jed  to  be  both  Monk,  Abbat  and  Bifhop  of 
Kildare,  and  King  of  Leinfler,  and  alfo  placed  his  Death  in  638  ;  whereas  they

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before  placed  the  Death  of  Aed-Kerr  in  591  ;  from  whence  one  cannot  but  com 
elude  that  Aed-Kerr  and  Aed  the  Bifliop  were  different  Perfons.  For  the  fame 
Annalifts  could  never  have  been  fo  forgetful  to  place  the  Death  of  Aed  the  Monarch 
in  591,  and  of  Aed  the  Bifliop,  if  he  had  been  the  fame  Monarch,  in  638.  Had 
they  meaned  bythefirfl,  a  civil  Death  ;  and  by  the  fecond  a  natural  Death  ;  they 
mull  have  put  it  under  fome  mark  of  Diftinftion.  If  thefe  fa£ls  had  been  rela¬ 
ted  by  different  writers,  Colgan* s  reafoning  might  have  carryed  fome  weight : 
He  leaves  it  a  doubt,  whether  the  feflival  of  this  Bifliop  be  celebrated  on  the  4th 
of  January ,  or  the  10th  of  May,  or  both.  There  is  a  long  period  between  the 
Death  of  Aed  in  638  and  that  of  Maldoborcon  in  708  or  704.  If  we  confidcr 
Abbat,  as  a  fynonymous  Term  to  Bifliop,  (which  is  often  done  in  our  Jrijh 
writers)  a  little  of  this  Chafm  may  be  filled  up:  For  the  Annals  of  the  four  Ma¬ 
ilers  mention 

Lochen ,  Surnamed  Meann ,  or  the  filent,  commonly  called  Lochen  the  Wife, 
and  flile  him  Abbat  of  Kildare ,  whofe  death  they  place  on  the  12th  of  June  or 
1 2th  of  January  694. 

Farannan ,  is  called  Abbat  of  Kildare ,  in  the  fame  Annals  ;  and  his  Death  is 
mentioned  under  the  year  697.  His  Memory  is  celebrated  on  the  15th  of 
January .] 

Mceldoborcon ,  [expreffly  called  Bifliop  of  Kildare ,]  died  on  the  19th  of  Fe¬ 
bruary  708,  or  [as  the  faid  Annals  fay]  in  704. 

Tola  died  on  the  3d  of  March  732.  [The  faid  Annals  make  this  Prelate 
both  Bifliop  of  Clonard  and  of  Kildare ,  but  fay  not,  whether  he  was  fo  at 
the  lame  or  at  different  times.  Colgan k  gives  us  the  Life  of  St.  Tola,  an 
Hermit,  Abbat  of  Defert-Tola  in  Meath ;  which  Convent  he  founded  and 
called  after  his  own  Name.  He  makes  him  the  Son  of  Bunch  ad ,  and 
Bifliop  of  Clonard ,  and  placeth  his  Death  under  the  fame  year  with  our  T ola, 
but  on  the  30th  of  March  ;  which  might  eafily  have  been  millaken  in  the  often 
tranferibing  of  Manufcripts.  Without  doubt  they  are  the  fame  Perfon.  Alle- 
mande 1  placeth  Defert-Tola  in  the  County  of  Tipperary  inflead  of  the  County  of 
Meath  \  but  he  is  guilty  of  a  worfe  error  in  putting  it  in  Colgan's  mouth  to  fay,  that 
this  St.  Tola ,  founder  of  the  Abby  of  Defert-Tola ,  had  been  before  Tola  the 
Abbat  of  Ardbreccain ,  which  Colgan  *n  exprefly  denieth,  and  faith  that  our  T ola 
was  not  Abbat  of  Ardbreccain ,  but  another  Tola ,  who  died  in  the  year  760. 

Diman ,  called  alfo  Modimoc ,  and  Dodimoc ,  is  mentioned  in  the  faid  Annals 
under  the  title  of  Abbat  of  Kildare  and  Clonard  j  and  that  he  died  on  the  3d  of 
March  743. 

Cathald  O-Forannan  is  mentioned  in  the  fame  Annals,  as  Abbat  of  Kildare , 
and  that  he  died  in  747.] 

Lomtuil  died  in  785,  or,  as  fome  fay,  782.  [and  is  exprefly  called  Bifliop  of 
Kildare  by  the  Annals  of  the  Four  Mailers,  as  is  alfo  his  next  Succefior] 

Snedbran  who  died  the  fame  year. 

\Muredach  O-Cathald ,  called  Abbat  of  Kildare ,  died  the  fame  year. 

Eudocius  0 -Diocholla,  Abbat  of  Kildare ,  died  in  793. 

Foelan  O  Kellach,  Abbat  of  Kildare,  died  on  the  28th  of  May  or  9th  of 
June  799. 

Lattan  O-Muftigern,  is  exprefly  called  Bifliop  of  Kildare  by  Colgan  n,  and  the 
Annals  of  the  Four  Mailers,  where  his  death  is  placed  under  the  year  813.  But  I 
fufpedl  him  to  be  the  fame  Perfon,  who  is  called  hereafter  Lafran  Mac-Moc-

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tigern,  whofe  death  is  mentioned  in  874.  It  is  eafy  to  conceive  the  change  of  Fi¬ 
gures,  in  often  tranfcribing  manufcript  Annals  i  fo  that  what  in  one  Copy  might 
be  874,  in  another  may  be  814.  If  this  be  allowed,  there  will  then  be  but  a, 
years  difference  between  the  account  of  Colgan ,  and  this  Catalogue,  which  is 
common  in  the  Irijh  Annals. 

Murtogh  O-Kellach,  Abbat  of  Kildare,  died  in  820. 

Siedhul ,  or  Sedulius ,  Abbat  of  Kildare ,  died  in  828.] 

Tuadcar ,  [exprefly  called  Bifhop  of  Kildare']  died  in  833. 

Orthanach  died  in  840.  [He  alfo  is  exprefly  called  Bifhop  of  Kildare  in  the 
Annals  of  the  Four  Mafters,  but  his  Death  is  anticipated  one  year.] 

lEdgene ,  furnamed  Brito ,  Scribe  Bifhop  and  Anchoret  of  Kildare ,  died  ( fays 
Colgan0)  on  the  1 8th  of  December  $62  in  the  116th  Year  of  his  Age. 

[ Cobthach  O-Muredach ,  Abbat  of  Kildare ,  a  Man  of  Angular  wifdom,  died 
in  868.  Colgan  »  fays  his  feftival  is  obferved  on  the  18th  of  July.] 

Meengal ,  [Bifhop  of  Kildare ,]  died  in  870. 

Robert ac  Mac-Naferda  [Bifhop  of  Kildare ,  and  Scribe  and  Abbat  of  AchonryJ] 
died  on  the  15th  of  January  874  ;  [but  873  according  to  the  Annals  of  the 
Four  Mafters  and  Colgan  q,  who  makes  the  Ifland  of  Inis-Robertaigh  (to  whofe 
Situation  I  am  a  Stranger  )  indebted  for  its  Name  to  this  Prelate.] 

Lafran  Mac-Moftigern  died  the  fame  Year.  [I  fulped:  him  to  be  the  fame 
perfon  with  Lattan  O-MuEligern  before-mentioned.] 

Suibney  O-Fianafta  died  in  880  [but  in  878  according  to  Colgan  and  the  An¬ 
nals  fo  often  before  quoted  j  who  add  that  his  Feftival  is  obferved  on  the  27th  of 
September.] 

Scandalus  [or  Scannail]  died  in  884.  [But  881  according  to  the  faid  Annals 
which  place  his  Feftival  on  the  27th  of  june.] 

Largifius  was  flain  in  Battle  by  the  Danes  of  Dublin  in  8 85. 

[. Flanagan  O-Riagan,  called  Abbat  of  Kildare ,  and  Prince  of  Leinjler  died 

in  920.] 

Crunmoel  [furnamed  Boeth]  died  on  the  nth  of  December  929. 

Mcelfinan  died  in  949  or  950. 

[ Culean  Mac-Kellacb ,  Abbat  of  Kildare ,  is  faid  to  be  flain  by  the  Danes 
in  953* 

Mured  Mac-Foelan ,  Abbat  of  Kildare ,  of  the  royal  Blood  of  Leinfler ,  was  flain 
by  Amlave ,  Prince  of  the  Danes ,  and  Kerbhal  Mac-Lorcan  in  965.] 

Amucaid  [or  Anmcaid ,  Bifhop  of  Kildare]  died  in  981,  [having  ended  a  holy 
life  in  a  good  old  Age,  as  our  Annals r  fays.] 

Murechad  [ Mac-Flan ,  Comorban  of  Conlceth ,  that  is  Bifhop  of  Kildare]  died 
in  985, 

Moel  Martin  died  in  1028.  [but  in  1030  according  to  Colgan  f.] 

Mod-Frigid  or  Brigidian ,  [that  is  the  Servant  of  Brigid]  died  in  1042. 

Fin  Mac-Guffan  [ Mac-Gorman ]  died  at  Achonry  in  1085. 

[ Moel-Brigid  or]  Brigidian  O-Brolcan ,  called  Bifhop  of  Leinjler  [and  Kildare] 
died  in  1097,  C001-  Annals  call  him  a  Man  of  great  Fame.] 

Aid  O-Heremon  died  in  1100. 

Ferdomnac  died  in  1102,  and  is  called  Bifhop  of  Leinjler.  He  fat  in  this  See  in 
1096,  [in  which  year  he  aflifted  at  a  Council  held  in  Ireland  by  King  Moriertach 
O-Brien ,  together  with  Idunan,  Bifhop  of  Meath ,  Samuel ,  Bifhop  of  Down ,  and 
other  Bifhops;  who  all  fubfcribed  an  Epiftle  t  to Lanfranck,  Archbifhoo  of  Canter- 
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bury ,  recommending  Malchus,  the  firft  Bifhop  of  Waterford  to  him  for  Confe- 
cration.]  He  after  refigned  the  fame  year  and  returned  again  to  his  See  [upon  the 
death  of  Aid  0  Heremon.~\ 

Mac-Dongail  died  in  1108. 

[Cormac  O-Cathfuigh ,  called  Bifhop  of  Leinfier  by  the  Annals  of  the  four  Ma¬ 
tters,  died  in  1146. 

O-Dubhin  died  in  1148. 

Finan  ( Mac-Tiarcain )  O -Gorman,  Abbat  of  Newry,  fucceeded,  and  died  at 
Killegh  in  the  Year  1160,  where  he  was  buried.  [He  afllfted  u  at  the  Synod  held 
at  Kells  in  1152,  when  the  diftribution  of  the  Palls  was  made  by  Cardinal 
Paparo.\ 

MALACHY  O-BIRN. 

[ Ob .  1176.] 

"KJfALACHY,  O-Birn,  or  O-Brin,  fucceeded.  He  is  mentioned  in  the  Life 
of  Laurence  [O-Tool']  Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  (publifhed  by  Surius  w,)  [and 
that  for  his  modefty.  For  when  Laurence  would  have  fent  him  to  difpoffefs  a 
a  Demoniack ,  he  refufed  the  talk  ;  becaufe  he  did  not  think  he  had  Virtue  enough 
to  enable  him  to  caft  out  a  Devil  :  And  indeed  he  judged  right,  if  what  Hifto- 
riansx  fay  of  him  be  true ;  that  in  1171  or  1172,  when  Fitz-Stephens  was  be- 
fieged  in  his  Cattle  of  Carrick ,  this  Prelate,  and  Jofeph  O-Hethe,  bifhop  of  Wex¬ 
ford,  were  employed  in  an  infamous  Stratagem  to  obtain  a  furrender  ;  and  they 
falfly  fwore  by  the  Mafs-Book,  the  Eucharift,  and  certain  Reliques,  that  Dublin 
was  taken,  and  all  the  Englifh  deftroyed  ;  and  that  the  Forces  of  Conaught  and 
Leinjler  were  marching  down  to  bettege  him  ;  which  prevailed  on  the  good  old 
Soldier  to  put  himfelf  and  his  Party  into  their  Hands  upon  Terms,  which  were 
not  performed.]  This  Prelate  died  on  the  firft  y  of  January  1176.  [He  is  called 
Bifhop  O-Brien  in  the  Annals  of  Leinjler ,  and  his  death  placed  in  1175.] 


NEHEM1AH. 


[ Succ .  1177.  Ob.  1195.] 


VT  EH  E  M I  AH  was  promoted  to  this  See  in  1 1 77,  and  governed  it  about 
^  eighteen  Years. 


CORN  E  LI  US  MAC-GELANT. 

[t SUCC.  1206.  Ob.  1222.] 

/~i  ORNEflUS  Mac-Gelany ,  was  at  firft  Re&or  of  Cloncurry,  and  afterwards 
^  Archdeacon  of  Kildare.  Being  lawfully  eledted  Bifhop,  he  was  confecrated 
in  the  year  1206.  and  died  in  1222.  [He  is  called  by  fome  Cornelius  of 
Cloncurry ,  either  as  it  was  the  Place  of  his  Birth,  or  the  Place  of  his  firft  Promotion. 
The  Annals  of  Inisfal  mention  his  Death  under  the  Year  1223.] 


RALPH  of  BRISTOL. 

[Succ.  1223.  Ob.  1232.] 

RALPH  of  Bri/lol,  a  Native  (as  I  fuppofe)  of  Briftol  in  England ,  was  the 
firft  Treafurer  of  St.  Patrick's ,  Dublin ,  [which  from  a  Collegiate  Church 
was  made  a  Cathedral  by  Henry  Loundres ,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  about  the

Book  of  the  Antiquities  of  the  Church  of  Glaflonbury  is  extant  in  the  Library  of 
Trinity-College,  Cambridge,  wherein  Ralph  of  Brill ol  is  mentioned  among  thofe 
who  granted  [14]  Days  of  Indulgences  to  the  Abby  of  GlaHonbury,  [15  Days  to 
the  Church  of  Torre,  and  13  Days  to  the  Church  of  the  Holy -Trinity  of  Godenie? 
both  belonging  to  the  faid  Abby.  Of  the  nature  of  thefe  Days  of  Indulgences  the 
Reader  may  turn  to  what  I  have  faid  under  Thomas  Lidel ,  Bifhop  of  Down.  p.  197.] 
This  Prelate  was  at  great  Expenee  in  repairing  and  beautifying  his  Cathedral,  and 
died  about  the  beginning  of  the  year  *  1232.  He  hath  written  the  Life  of  [his 
Metropolitan]  Laurence,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin  ;  [a  correct  Manufeript  of  which 
is  faid  a  to  be  in  Archbifhop  Usfher's  Library  in  the  College  of  Dublin,  and  is  the 
fame  Life  which  was  published  by  Surius .] 


JOHN  of  T  JUNTO  N 

[Succ.  1233.  1258.] 


HI  6  Succeflbr,  John  of  T aunton ,  Canon  of  St.  Patrick's,  Dublin,  fat  twenty 
five  Years,  and  died  about  the  beginning  of  Summer  12^8,  and  was 

buried  in  his  own  Church. 


SIMON  of  KILKENNY 

[ Succ .  1258.  Ob.  1272.] 

SIMON  of  Kilkenny ,  fo  called  becaufe  he  was  born  in  that  City,  wasCmoo 
of  Kildare,  and  being  elected  to  this  See,  obtained  the  Royal  Affent  on  the  2  *  ft 
of  Oftobcr  1258.  He  died  at  Kildare  in  the  beginning  of  April  1272,  [as  a  fhor£ 
Chronicle  of  the  Dominicans  fay.  But  for  my  part  I  haye  fomc  reafon  to  think 
he  did  not  die  fo  early  :  For  I  find  by  the  Accounts  of  John  de  Samford,  Efchea- 
tor  of  Ireland ,  in  the  Chief  Remembrancers  Office,  that  fie  accounted  for  the 
profits  of  this  See  only  from  the  Vigil  of  St.  Michael,  4th  Edward  the  Firft. 
A.  D.  1275  to  the  19th  of  February,  9th  Edward,  the  Firft,  A.  D.  1281  ;  at  which 
time  the  Temporalties  were  reftored  to  Nicholas  Cufack.  So  that  either  Simon  did 
OOt  die  till  1275,  or  the  Efeheator  did  not  account  for  the  full  time  of  the  Vacangy. 
And  I  do  not  find  any  account  rendered  in  the  Exchequer  from  1272  to  127^.] 
The  See  was  for  fome  Years  vacant  after  the  death  of  this  Prelate. 


NICHOLAS  CUSACK. 

[£«<;.  1279.  1299.] 

UPON  the  death  of  Simon,  one  part  of  the  Chapter  e.letted  Stephen*  Pe^p 
of  Kildare  *,  while  die  other  part  ftood  firm  to  William,  Treafbrcr  of  that 
Church.  This  proved  afterwards  the  caufe  of  a  tedious  conteft  at  Rome?  [which 
was  the  reafon  of  the  long  vacancy  of  the  See.]  But  at  laft  Pope  Nicholas  the  .Second 
[Third]  nulled  both  Elections,  and  declared  Nicholas  Cufack ,  a  I rancifcan  Frier> 
and  a  Native  of  Meath,  Biffiop,  on  the  27th  of  November  1279  *,  [yet  he  was 
not  reftored  to  die  Temporalties  unt  ill  the  19  th  of' February  1281.  In  1292  he 
was  joined  in  Commiffion  with  Thomas  St.  Leger,  Bfthop  of  -i XUaffo,  to  collect  a 
Difme  or  Tenth  granted  by  the  Pope  to  the  King  for  relief  of  the  Holy 
Land ;  and  the  Sheriffs b  through  the  Kingdom  wore  ordered  to  be  aiding  and 

z  Annal.  Multif.  Ad.  Ann.  1232.  a  Ir.  Hill.  Lib.  p.  423.  h  Pat.  20.  Ed.  1.  Menrb.  10. 
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aflifting  in  the  Colledion.  Two  years  after c  the  Cafile  of  Kildare  was  taken,  the 
whole  County  miferably  wafted  both  by  the  Englijh  and  Irijh ,  and  the  Rolls  and 
Tallies  of  it  burnt.  From  which  misfortunes  it  is  not  to  be  fuppofed  that  our  Pre¬ 
late  efcaped  free.]  He  died  in  September  1299,  having  fat  about  twenty  years  [ac 
counting  from  the  Pope’s  advancement  of  him]  and  was  buried  in  his  own  Church. 
{Luke  Wading d  is  greatly  miftaken  in  making  this  Prelate  Biihop  of  Derry 
in  the  County  of  Donnegal ,  and  a  Suffragan  to  the  Archbilhop  of  Armagh.  He 
adds  alfo,  that  the  Treafurer  and  Dean,  who  were  both  ele&ed,  refigned  their 
Rights  to  make  room  for  the  Pope’s  nomination  :  Yet  the  Vatican  Regiftry  e , 
from  whence  he  takes  his  Authority,  is  right. 

WALLER  le  FEELE. 

[Succ.  1299.  Oh.  1332.] 

ON  the  5th  of  January  following  King  Edward  the  Firft  confirmed  the  elec¬ 
tion  of  Walter  le  Ve ele*  Chancellor  of  Kildare ,  [and  the  fame  day  f  refto- 
red  him  to  the  Temporalties.]  He  was  confecrated  in  St.  Patrick9 s,  Dublin , 
in  the  year  1300-,  and  fat  upwards  of  thirty  two  years.  He  died  in  November 
1332,  and  is  faid  to  have  been  buried  in  his  own  Church.  During  his  Govern¬ 
ment  of  this  See,  that  is  in  the  year  1310,  a  Parliament  was  held  at  Kildare . 


RICHARD  H  U  L  O  T. 

{Succ.  1334.  Ob.  ,1352.] 

/-t“'  H  E  See  was  then  half  a  year  vacant.  Afterwards  Richard  Hulot  or  Hou- 
-*•  lot ,  who  was  at  firft  Canon,  and  then  Archdeacon  of  Kildare  was  elected 
Biihop,  and  on  the  26th  of  April  1334  obtained  reftitution  of  the  Temporalties. 
He  died  on  the  24th  g  of  June ,  1352,  in  the  19th  year  of  his  Confecration. 


LHOMAS  G1FFARD. 


[Succ.  1353.  Ob.  1365.] 


t-r THOMAS  Giffard ,  Chancellor  of  Kildare ,  was  eletfted  Biihop  by  the 
A  Dean  and  Chapter,  and  was  confecrated  in  1353,  or,  as  fome  fay, 
in  1355*  He  died  on  the  25th  of  September  1 365,  and  was  buried  at  Kil¬ 
dare  in  the  Cathedral  of  St.  Brigid.  The  See  was  afterwards  vacant  a  year  and 
upwards. 

RO  B  ERL  of  A  K  EL  ON. 

{Succ.  1366.  Oh.  1368.] 


ROB  E  RL  of  Aketony  an  Augujline  Hermit,  was  ele&ed  Biihop  of  Down  by 
the  Prior  and  Monks  of  that  Church  on  the  18th  of  November  1 365.  But 
this  Election  was  nulled  by  the  Pope,  and  he  obtained  the  See  of  Kildare  the 
year  following.  He  fat  untill  the  year  1367,  but  I  have  not  been  able  to  difeover 
how  long  after.  [Yet  if  we  may  give  credit  to  certain  Ihort  Manufcript  Annals 
of  the  Augujline  Hermits,  which  I  have  feen,  he  died  Biihop  of  Kildare  in 
1368.] 

One  GEORGE  is  faid  to  have  fucceeded,  and  to  have  died  in  1401.

T  UKE  Wading  1*  affirms,  that  upon  the  death  of  George ,  Henry  of  Weflen- 
-Ly  bercb ,  a  Francifcan  Frier  was  promoted  to  this  See  by  Pope  Boniface'  the 
IXth,  on  the  10th  of  December  1401  *,  and  I  find  nothing  more  of  him. 
THOMAS  who  fucceeded,  died  in  1405. 

JOHN  MADOCK. 

[Ob.  1431.] 

T  T  I  S  Succeffor,  John  Madock ,  Archdeacon  of  Kildare ,  and  a  Student  of  the 
Univerfity  of  Oxford ,  died  in  1431.  Bale  mentions  one  William  Quaplcd, 
a  Carmelite  Frier,  who,  as  he  fays,  was  Eifhop  of  Kildare  in  thofe  days.  But 
without  queftion  he  is  in  an  Error.  For  Qiiaplod  was  Biffiop  of  Derry ,  in  Ulfler , 
and  not  of  Kildare ;  as  appears  in  Leland  K

[Slice.  1432.  Ob.  1446.] 


\\T  I L  L  I A  M,  Archdeacon  of  Kildare ,  was  appointed  to  fucceed  by  the  Pro- 
vifion  of  Pope  Eugene  the  IVth  ;  who  having  governed  this  See  fourteen' 
years  died  in  April  1446. 


G  E  FFR  T  HER  E  FO  R  D. 

[Succ.  1449,  Ob.  1464.] 

E  F  F R  T  Hereford ,  a  Dominican  Frier,  was,  at  the  Inftance  of  King 
Henry  the  Vlth,  advanced  to  this  See  by  the  Provifion  of  Pope  Eugene  the 
IVth,  and  was  confecrated  on  Eajler- Sunday  1449.  fat  about  fifteen  years, 

and  was  buried  in  his  own  Cathedral. 

RICHARD  LANG. 

[Succ.  1464.  Ob.  1474.) 


RICHARD  Lang ,  a  Man  of  exemplary  gravity  and  wifdom,  fucceeded. 

The  Reader  may  find  before  among  the  Archbiffiops  of  Armagh ,  p.  87, 
that  he  was  eledted  Archbiffiop  of  that  See,  and  how  he  was  difappointed  of  it. 
[Neverthelefs  the  Temporalties  of  Armagh  were  committed  to  him  upon  the 
Death  of  Primate  Bole  in  1470,  and  he  continued  Cuftodee  and  received  the 
Profits  thereof  about  four  years,  probably  untill  the  time  of  his  death.  We  find 
in  the  Regiftry  of  Armagh  k,  a  Copy  of  commendatory  Letters  of  the  Dean  and 
Chapter  of  Armagh  to  Pope  Sixtus  the  IVth,  earneftly  and  warmly  preffing  him 
to  prefer  this  Biffiop  to  the  Primatial  See  •,  and  therein  they  give  him  an  ample 
Teftimonial — “  that  he  was  noble  both  by  Birth  and  Merit,  well  inftructed  in 
“  Apoftolical  and  Ecclefiaftical  difeipline,  in  Faith  truly  catholick,  by  Nature 
“  prudent,  wife,  docible  and  patient,  in  Behaviour  temperate,  in  Life  chafte, 
“  fober,  humble,  affable,  compaffionare  and  learned,  well  read  in  the  Law  of

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“  God,  wary  in  expounding  the  Scriptures,  and  deeply  verfed  in  the  Tenets  of 
“  the  Church.”  But  we  find  thefe  Letters  did  not  fucceed  in  the  Court  of  Rome 
with  which  he  had  fome  Altercations  but  the  year  before  this  Recommendation 
the  Pope  having  cited  him  to  appear  and  produce  his  Titles  to  the  See  of  Kildare , 
and  not  content  with  the  common  Form  of  ferving  Citations  on  the  Pcrfon,  he  had 
it  proclaimed  by  a  publick  Edift,  and  the  Letters  Citatory  fixed  on  the  Church 
door  ;  of  which  this  Prelate  heavily  complained,  and  appealed  from  the  fa  id  Ci¬ 
tation  to  the  Pope  himfelf.  What  became  of  the  Matter  I  know  not ;  but  it 
feems,  notwithftanding  the  Pope’s  refentment]  he  died  [in  Pofifefiion  of  his  Sec]  i» 
1474,  Augufi  the  24th  K

TH  E  fame  year  one  David  fucceeded,  and  it  feems  died  before  he  got  a 
tafte  of  his  Bifhoprick,  [nay  before  his  Apoftolick  Letters  were  com* 
cleated,  as  Wading  m  fays  ;  who  alfo  omits  Bifhop  Lang,  and  makes  Gcffry  Here - 
ford  the  immediate  predeceflfor  to  David.] 

James  tv  ale. 

I Succ .  1475.  ReMn-] 

JAMES  Wale ,  a  Francifcan  Frier,  and  Dr.  of  Divinity,  is  faid  to  have  been 
promoted  to  the  See  of  Kildare  on  the  5th  of  April  14.75,  upon  the  death 
of  David.  Fie  died  on  the  28th  of  April  14941  and  was  buried  in  a  Church  of 
the  Francifcans  in  London ,  [of  which  he  was  Guardian]  having  refigned  his  See 
a  long  time  before  his  death,  and  lived  in  great  tranquility  in  the  faid  Monafte- 
ry,  being  in  the  mean  time  made  Suffragan  to  the  Bifhop  of  London.  [It  is  cer¬ 
tain  he  had  but  a  fhort enjoyment  of  this  See;  for  Edmund  Lane  was  advanced  to 
it  in  1482  after  the  intermediate  Succeflion  of  Bifhop  Barret. 

WILLIAM  BARRET. 

S~\  N  E  Barret  fucceeded  :  The  fame  I  fuppofe  with  that  William ,  called  Bifhop 
of  Kildare,  who  in  the  year  1493  was  Vicar  to  the  Bifhop  of  Clermont  in 
France.  [He  alfo  muff:  have  refigned  before  the  year  1482,  in  which  Edmund 
Lane  was  advanced  to  this  Bifhoprick.] 

EDMUND  LANE. 

[Succ.  1482.  Oh.  1522.] 

DMUND  Lane,  who  fucceded,  died  about  the  clofe  of  the  year  1522,  and 
was  buried  in  his  own  Church,  {to  which  he  was  reckoned  a  Benefa&or.] 
He  founded  a  College  at  Kildare,  in  which  the  Dean  and  Chapter  might  Jive 
after  a  Collegiate  manner.  It  is  recorded  in  the  Regiflry  of  Arch  bifhop  Alan, 
that  Lane  fat  in  this  See  upwards  of  fourty  years.  From  whence  it  is  evident  that 
Wale  and  Barret  were  for  a  long  time  Bilhops  without  a  See.  [For  though  a 
Bifhop  refigns,  yet  he  holds  the  title.  This  Prelate  was  drawn  in  by  the 
Earl  of  Kildare  to  aflift  in  the  Mock-Coronation  of  Lambert  Simnel-,  for  which  he 
afterwards  obtained  a  pardon  in  1488  n,  and  did  his  Homage  and  Fealty  before

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Sir  Richard  Edgecomb,  whom  the  King  had  commiflioned  for  that  purpofe,  on 
the  twenty  fourth  of  July  that  year.  In  1494  he  affifted  at  a  provincial  Synod  n 
held  in  Chrift-Church  by  Walter  litz-Simons,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  in  which  a 
yearly  fallary  was  affigned  to  a  preledtor  of  Divinity,  payable  by  the  Archbifhop 
and  his  Suffragans.  After  the  death  of  this  Prelate  the  See  of  Kildare  continued 
vacant  upwards  of  a  year  *,  during  which  time  there  was  a  Law-fuit  carried  on  be¬ 
tween  Hugh  Inge ,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  and  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Kildare , 
concerning  the  Right  of  vifiting  the  Diocefe  of  Kildare  during  the  vacancy  of  the 
See  :  which  was  at  laft  referred  to  the  Arbitration  of  Dermod  Bifhop  of  Kilmore ,  a 
learned  Canonift,  and  Walter  Wellefley ,  Prior  of  Conall.  I  have  feen  a  Copy  of  a 
Bond0  for  40 1.  executed  by  the  faid  Archbifhop  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Kildare , 
dated  the  thirtieth  of  November  1523,  and  conditioned  to  Hand  to  the  Arbitration 
of  the  above  perfons  ;  but  I  know  not  what  end  was  made  of  the  Controverly. 
To  this  time,  Stanihurfi ,  out  of  an  antient  Regiftry,  hath  given  a  different  feries 
of  the  Bifhop  of  Kildare ,  whofe  Names  are  as  follow,  viz.

THOMAS  DILLON, 

[Succ.  1523.  0£.  1531.] 


T  HO  MAS  Dillon ,  was  born  in  Meath ,  [but  had  his  Education  in  Oxford*. 

He  was  promoted  to  this  See  in  1523]  and  died  in  1531,  having  gover¬ 
ned  it  about  eight  years. 


WALTER  WELLESLEY. 

[<5W.  1531.  03.  1539.] 

WALLER  Wellefley ,  commonly  called  Wefley,  Prior  of  Ctwa/  in  the  County 
of  Kildare ,  and  for  a  time  Matter  of  the  Rolls,  [and  one  of  the  Privy  Coun¬ 
cil]  obtained  this  Bifhoprick  by  the  Provifion  of  Pope  Clement  the  Vllth,  at  the 
inftance  of  King  Henry  the  VUIth,  [of  whofe  favour  he  had  no  inconfiderable 
Share :  For  ten  Years  before  this,  the  King  had  endeavoured  to  advance  him  to 
the  See  of  Limerick  upon  the  death  of  Bifhop  Folan.  But  the  Pope  flood  in  the 
Way.  In  1528  he  was  appointed  Commiffioner  with  Sir  Walter  de  la  Hyde  to 
labour  to  obtain  the  liberty  of  the  Lord  Juftice  Delvin ,  whom  0 -Connor  had  trea- 
cheroutty  taken  Prifoner.]  He  was  reftored  to  the  Temporalties  of  this  See  on 
the  23d  of  September  1531,  and  alfo  held  his  Priory  by  Difpenfation  during  his 
Life.  [In  1 535  June  14  s  he  was  appointed  Commiffioner  with  Edward  Staples , 
Bifhop  of  Meath ,  John  Allen ,  Matter  of  the  Rolls,  Gerard  Ailmer ,  chief  Baron  of 
the  Exchequer,  and  Thomas  Heth ,  chief  Remembrancer,  for  luppreffing  and  dil- 
folving  the  Nunnery  of  Greyn  in  the  County  of  Catherlagh ,  the  pofleffions  of 
which  were  foon  after  granted  to  the  King  by  Adi  of  Parliament.]  He  died  in 
1 539>  anc*  was  buried  in  his  ow  Convent ;  [  where  there  yet  remains  to  his  Me¬ 
mory  an  Altar  Monument,  much  defaced  by  time,  and  on  it  the  Figure  of  a  Bi-

WILLIAM  M  1  A  G  H. 

[Succ.  1540.  Ob.  1548- 


UP  O  N  the  Death  of  Bifhop  Wellefley ,  Donald  O-Beachan ,  a  Franciflcan  Frier, 
[of  the  Convent  of  Kildare ,]  was  by  the  Pope’s  Provifion  declared  Bifhop  on 
the  1 6th  of  July  1540  ;  but  in  a  very  few  Days  after  he  died.  On  the  fifteenth  of 
November  following,  Thady  Reynolds ,  Doftor  of  the  Civil  and  Canon  Law, 
was  by  the  like  Provifion  nominated.  But  the  King  [being  now  declared  fupreme 
head  of  the  Church  of  Ireland ]  rejefted  this  Ele&ion,  and  advanced  William 
Miagh  to  it,  and  afterwards  called  him  into  his  Privy  Council  of  Ireland.  He 
died  on  the  15th  of  December  1548  ;  after  which  the  See  continued  vacant  one 
year  and  feven  months.  [Fie  was  reckoned  among  the  Prelates,  who  wifhed 
well  to  the  Reformation.] 


THOMAS  L  AN  C  ASTER. 

[Succ.  1550.  Depriv.  1554.] 

THOMAS  Lancafter ,  was  confecrated  in  Dublin  in  July  1550  by  George 
Brown  Archbifliop  of  Dublin ,  [by  virtue  of  a  Commiffion  dated  the  ele¬ 
venth  of  that  Month,]  and  on  the  third  of  September  following  obtained  a  faculty 
to  hold  the  Deanery  of  Kilkenny ,  together  with  this  Bifhoprick.  But  in  the  year 
1554  he  was  thruft  out  of  this  See  [as  well  as  out  of  the  Deanery]  by  Dowdal , 

Archbifhop  of  Armagh,  Leverous ,  (who  fucceeded  him)  and  other  Delegates; 
becaufe  he  was  a  married  Man.  [The.  Oxford  Antiquary  1  miftakes  in  making 
this  Bifhop  Treafurer  of  Salijlniry ,  inftead  of  Thomas  Lancafler ,  Archbifhop  of 

Armagh.’] 


THOMAS  LEVEROUS. 


[.SV/a-.  1554.  Ob.  1559.] 

ON  the  firft  of  March  155 4,  Engli/h  Stile,  Thomas  Leverous  was  appointed 
Succelfor  to  Lancafter  by  Queen  Mary.  He  was  a  Native  of  the  County 
of  Kildare ,  and  Dean  of  St.  Patrick's  Dublin ,  which  was  but  then  juft  reftored 
[having  been  fupprefled  by  King  Henry  the  Vlllth  in  the  laft  Year  of  his  Reign, 
upon  the  involuntary  Refignation  of  Dean  Bafnet  and  the  Chapter.  He  had  been 
Tutor  to  Girald  Fitzgirald,  Brother  to  Thomas  Fitzgirald,  who,  with  five  of  his 
Uncles  were  executed  for  Rebellion  at  Tyburn,  on  the  3d  of  February  1 537, 
and  it  was  by  his  care  and  diligence  that  this  young  Gentleman  was  prelerved. 
and  fent  into  foreign  Countries  ;  whom  King  Edward  the  Vlth  on  the  25th  of 
April  1552  reftored  to  the  greateft  part  of  his  Eftate  ;  and  two  Years  after,  Queen 
Mary  reinftated  him  in  his  antient  Honours.  So  that  the  prefent  Floufe  of  Kil-

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dare  is  in  a  great  meafure  indebted  to  this  Prelate  for  the  continuance  of  that 
antient  and  noble  Family.  Although  he  was  advanced  to  this  See  on  the  firft  of 
March  1 554]  yet  he  was  not  confirmed  by  the  Pope’s  Bull  untill  the  3d  of  Augujl 
1555.  In  January  1559  he  was  deprived  as  well  of  the  Bifhoprick  as  of  the 
Deanery  (which  he  held  together  by  Difpenfation )  for  refufing  to  take  the  Oath 
of  Supremacy,  [by  A£b  of  Parliament f  then  lately  eftablifhed.]  About  the  fame 
time  William  Waljh,  Bifhop  of  Meath ,  met  with  the  like  Treatment.  After  this 
Leverous  got  his  livelihood  for  a  time  by  teaching  School  in  Limerick.  But 
Waljh  was  thrown  into  Prifon,  and  there  kept  in  clofe  Confinement  for  a  long 
time  *,  untill  at  laft  he  Was  driven  into  Banifhment.  Leverous  died  at  Naas  about 
the  Year  1577,  in  the  eightieth  year  of  his  Age,  and  was  buried  there  in  the 
Parifh  Church  of  St.  David. 

ALEXANDER  CRAIK. 

[Succ,  1560,  Oh.  1564.] 

ALEXANDER  Craik ,  Batchelor  of  Divinity,  fucceeded  [by  Letters 
Patent  dated  the  21ft  of  Augujl  1560]  and  was  confecrated  by  Hugh  Cur - 
win,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  about  the  clofe  of  that  Month.  He  was  not  content 
with  the  Deanery  of  St  Patrick’s,  Dublin,  and  with  the  Bifhoprick  of  Kildare , 
(which  he  held  together,)  but  [by  the  Content  of  his  Dean  and  Chapter  on  the  2d 
of  June  1561 J  he  exchanged  almolt  all  the  Manors  and  Lands  of  the  Bifhoprick, 
with  Patrick  Sarsfield ,  for  fome  Tyths  of  little  value.  [The  Lands  he  gave 
in  exchange  1  were  the  Manor  of  Bifkop’s -court  near  Ought erard ,  Bifhop’ s-Court 
near  Ana-Liffy ,  Came,  Ballbrindinan,  Clowan-Curry ,  Nurney,  Beeflown,  Corb al¬ 
ly,  Athgarvan,  Cappinargad,  Killieghmore,  Killer  ant  s,  Ballyloghglafs,  Eellachfiown, 
and  Clowangory :  For  which  large  Eftates  he  received  back  in  exchange  the  Rec- 
tories,  Churches  or  Chappels  of  Difert-dermod,  Kynnagh ,  and  B ally- Cutl and  in  the 
County  of  Kildare ,  with  the  Tyths  thereunto  belonging.]  By  this  Exchange  the 
very  antient  See  of  Kildare  was  reduced  to  a  moft  fhameful  Poverty.  Llaving 
fat  only  three  years  and  fome  Months,  he  died  in  1 564,  and  was  buried  in  St. 
Patrick’s ,  Dublin.  [But  in  that  fhort  time  he  did  more  Mifchief  to  his  See,  than 
his  Succeffors  have  been  ever  able  to  repair.] 

ROBERT  D  A  L  Y. 

[Suer  1564.  Ob.  1582.] 

ROB  ERL  Daly ,  Prebendary  of  Clonmethan ,  fucceeded  Craik,  [by  Let¬ 
ters  Patent  dated  the  2d  of  May,  Anno  6th  of  Eliz.  was  reftored  to  the 
Temporalties  the  Day  following,  and  held  his  Prebend  in  Commendam,  as  alfo 
the  Yicaridge  of  Swords  in  the  Diocefe  of  Dublin  during  life.  ]  He  received  his  Edu¬ 
cation  at  Paris,  was  confecrated  in  May  1564,  and  was  afterwards  called  into  the 
Privy-Council  by  Queen  Elizabeth.  He  fat  above  eighteen  years  in  this  See, 
and  was  during  that  Period  three  times  turned  in  a  manner  almoft  naked  out  of  his 
Houfe,  and  plundered  of  his  Goods  by  the  Rebels.  [It  was  thought  that  the 
third  Outrage  was  u  the  caufeof  his  Death.  For]  he  died  in  Winter  1582  foon 
after  it  happened.

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DANIEL  NELL  AN. 

[Succ.  1583.  Ob.  1603] 

DANIEL  Neylan,  Reftor  of  Infcatty  in  the  Diocefe  of  Kill  aloe ,  [was 
advanced  to  this  See  by  the  Queen’s  Letter,  dated  the  third  of  July  in  the 
twenty  fifth  year  of  her  Reign,  and]  was  confecrated  by  Adam ,  Archbifhop  of 
Dublin ,  in  November  1583.  [Queen  Elizabeth ,  on  account  of  the  poverty  of 
his  See,  on  the  23d  of  September  1598  granted  him  the  Redory  and  Vicaridge  of 
Carne  in  the  Diocefe  of  Kilfenora  ;  which  he  held  together  with  his  Bifhoprick.] 
He  died  at  Difert  on  the  1 8th  of  May  1603,  having  fat  nineteen  Years  and  fix 
Months. 

WILLIAM  P  IL  SWO  RTH 

[ Succ .  1604.  Qb.  1635] 

'YKTlLLIAM  Pilfworth ,  a  Native  of  London ,  and  Prebendary  of  Motia- 
'  ’  hannoc ,  [Chancellor  of  Ferns ,  Vicar  of  Carbury ,  and  of  St.  David's  of 
Naas ,  both  in  the  County  of  Kildare']  had  his  Education  in  Magdalen  College 
in  Oxford ,  [and  was  advanced  to  this  See  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  9th  of  Augufi 
1604,]  and  was  confecrated  the  nth  of  September  following  at  Balfoon  in  the 
County  of  Meath ,  on  account  of  the  Plague,  which  then  raged  in  Dublin.  [He 
held  the  Vicaridges  of  Naas  and  Carbury ,  and  the  Prebend  of  Monahannoc  in 
Commendam  by  the  King’s  Difpenfation  w.  He  preferred  a  Petition  to  the  Pri¬ 
vy  Council  for  fome  remedy  to  recover  the  Lands  aliened  by  his  Predeceffor 
Craik  from  his  See,  but  without  Sticcefs  j  and  therefore  was  determined  to  have 
a  Share  in  the  fpoil,  by  leaving  his  Bifhoprick  poorer  x  than  he  found  it.]  He 
died  at  Naas  on  the  ninth  of  May  1635  in  the  eighty  fourth  year  of  his  Age,  [as 
fome  fay  ;  though  Anthony  Wood  y  fays  he  was  but  feventy  five  years  old  when  he 
died  *,  for  that  he  was  born  in  1560  va  Fleet- ftreet,  London >  was  admitted  into 
Magdalen  College  Oxford  in  1578,  and  died  in  1635.]  He  was  buried  at  Dunfert 
in  the  County  of  Kildare. 

R  O  B  E  RT  U  S  S  H  E  R. 

[Succ.  1635.  Ob.  1642.J 

ROBERT  Ufsher  [Son  of  Henry  Ufsher ,  Primate  of  all  Ireland]  Dodlor  of  Di¬ 
vinity  of  the  Univerfity  of  Dublin ,  [where  he  was  educated]  and  Archdea¬ 
con  of  Meath ,  fucceeded,  and  was  confecrated  in  St.  Patrick's  Dublin  on  the  25th 
of  February  1635.  [Before  his  promotion  he  was  Prebendary  of  St.  Owen's ,  Dublin , 
in  1617,  and  ele&ed  to  the  Provoflfhip  of  the  College  of  that  City  on  the 
1 6th  of  0 blob er  1629,  (of  which  he  was  afterwards  Provice-Chancellor  for  many 
years)  though  not  admitted  untill  the  4th  of  January  following.  “  He  was, 
“  fays  one z  a  Prelate  orthodox,  unblameable,  learned,  of  a  meek,  modeft, 
“  confeientious,  and  gentle  behaviour.  He  was  an  enemy  to  all  Theatrical  Re- 
“  prefentations,  and  would  not  admit  them  into  the  College,  according  to  former 
“  practice,  untill  he  was  in  a  manner  commanded  by  the  Lords  Juftices.  He 
“  was  a  conftant  and  afliduous  Preacher,  and  remarkable  for  his  Pulpit  Abili- 
“  ties  ;  which  he  continued  to  his  death,  even  after  he  fled  from  the  fury  of

WILLI  AM  Golbourn,  a  Native  of  Chefier,  Batchelor  of  Divinity  of  the 
Univcrfity  of  Dublin,  Archdeacon  of  Kildare,  [and  Prebendary  of  Dun- 
lavan]  was,  like  his  PredecefTor,  confecrated  in  St,  Patrick's,  Dublin,  on  the  firft 
of  December  1644,  [by  Lancelot ,  Archbilliop  of  that  See.]

HO  MAS  Price,  was  a  Native  of  Wales ,  but  educated  in  the  Univer- 


L  A  fity  of  Dublin,  where  he  became  a  Senior  Fellow,  and  took  his  Degree 
of  Batchelor  of  Divinity.  He  was  ordained  a  Prieft  by  Bifhop  Bedel,  and  after¬ 
wards  made  Archdeacon  of  Kilmore,  and  was,  after  a  long  vacancy  of  this  See, 
by  the  intereft  of  the  Duke  of  Ormond,  (to  whom  he  was  Chaplain)  promoted  to 
it  by  Letters  Patent  dated  March  the  6’th  1660,  Englifh  Stile-,  and  the  fame 
Day  had  his  Mandate  for  Confecration,  and  Writ  of  Reftitution  to  the  Tempo- 
ralties  ;  and  he  was  confecrated  the  10th  of  that  Month  in  Chrifl -Church,  by 
James  Margetfon,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin,  and  held  the  Prebend  of  Maynoth  in 
commendam,  to  which  he  was  prefented  on  the  14th  of  April  following,  to  hold 
during  his  Incumbency.  The  following  Account  of  him  I  fhall  give  in  the 
Words  of  a  Reverend  and  learned  Prelate1  Hie  vel  fud ,  Cfr.  By  the  N^gli- 
“  gence  ofhimfelf  or  his  Regifter,  he  left  his  Diocefe  indebted  to  the  King  for 
“  Subfidies,  in  the  Sum  of  217  1.  and  the  Preceptory  of  Lully,  which  he  held  in 
“  Commendam  with  his  Bifhoprick,  in  the  fum  of  40 1.  which  his  Succeffor  was 
«  obliged  to  pay.  In  his  time  all  the  Manors  and  Eftates  which  had  former- 
“  ly  belonged  to  the  See  of  Kildare,  and  had  been  forfeited  to  the  King  by 
the  Irilh  Rebellion,  might  have  been  recovered  by  virtue  of  a  Claufe  in  the 
<e  Aft  of  Settlement.  But,  either  through  his  miferable  Spirit,  or  meer  flothful- 
“  nefs  (who  would  not  confult  the  intereft  of  his  See)  an  opportunity  for 
<c  this  end  was  loft,  which  never  can  be  redeemed.  For  being  by  the  Duke 
*c  of  Ormond  made  fure  of  his  Succeflion  to  the  See  of  Cafhell,  he  refufed  to 
“  expend  a  Penny,  or  even  to  interpofe  his  intereft  or  follicitation  in  fo  good  a 
“  Work  although  Ralph  Wallis ,  and  others,  offered  to  take  the  Burthen  and 
“  Charges  of  the  whole  Bufinefs  upon  themfelves.”  Thefe  Manors  and  Eftates 
here  mentioned  to  have  formerly  belonged  to  the  See  of  Kildare,  and  which  had 
been  forfeited  by  Rebellion,  were  the  Manors  and  Lands  which  Bilhop  Craik 
had  before  the  reftraining  A£t b  exchanged  with  Patrick  Sarsfield  for  fome  Tyths

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of  fmall  value,  and  which  Sarsfield  by  the  Rebellion  in  1641  had  forfeited..  He 
was  afterwards  tranflated  to  Cajhell  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  30th  of  May 
1 667,  and  the  fame  Day  had  his  Writ  of  Reftitution  to  the  Temporalties.  See 
more  of  him  among  the  Archbilhops  of  Cajhell.

[i Succ .  1667.  Ob.  1678.] 

AMBROSE  Jones ,  Dodor  of  Divinity,  Son  of  Lewis  Jones  Bifhop  of  Killa- 
loe,  and  Brother  to  Henry  Jones  Bifh9p  of  Meath ,  was  born  in  Ireland ,  and 
educated  in  the  Univerfity  there.  In  Walker* $  Sufferings  of  the  Clergy  he  is  cal¬ 
led  John  Jones ,  and  Vicar  of  Rothbury  in  Northumberland .  On  the  4th  of  Fe r 
bruary  1660,  he  was  promoted  by  King  Charles  the  lid.  to  the  Archdeaconry 
of  Meath ,  which  was  then  in  the  Gift  of  the  Crown  by  Lapfe.  He  was  alfo 
on  the  9th  of  February  1664  prefented  by  the  Crown  to  the  Redories  of  Cajlle- 
ton ,  Kilpatrick ,  Knock ,  Cruiftown ,  and  Emlaghbegquin  in  the  Diocefe  of  Meath  *,  in 
which  prefentation  was  included  a  claufe  of  Union  of  the  faid  Redories  pro  ea. 
'vice.  He  held  alfo  the  Preceptory  of  Fully  and  the  Prebend  of  Maynoth  in  Com- 
mendam  with  the  Bifhoprick  of  Kildare ,  to  which  he  was  advanced  by  Letters 
Patent  dated  the  firft  of  June  1667  *,  and  he  had  his  Writ  of  Reftitution  the 
fame  Day,  and  was  confecrated  in  Chriji -Church,  Dublin ,  by  Michael ,  Archbifhop 
of  Dublin ,  aftiftcd  by  Henry ,  Bifhop  of  Miath ,  and  Edward ,  Bifhop  of  Killaloe,, 
on  the  29th  of  the  fame  Month.  He  was  put  to  great  trouble  about  the  Arrears 
of  Subfidy  Money,  which  his  Predecefior,  Fhomas  Price ,  upon  his  advancement 
to  the  Archbifhoprick  of  Cajhell ,  had  left  a  Charge  upon  the  See  ;  and  in 
the  event  was  obliged  to  pay  them  without  any  fatisfadion  made  him  by 
Archbifhop  Price,  as  far  as  I  can  learn.  He  took  great  pains  about  the 
Augmentation  of  the  Revenues  of  his  See  ;  as  appears  by  his  Petitions  to  the 
Duke  of  Ormond,  which,  as  I  am  informed,  remain  among  the  Epifcopal  Papers 
belonging  to  the  See  of  Kildare,  fome  few  Copies  of  which  I  have  only  feen. 
But  a  bad  ftate  of  health  gave  a  check  to  his  laudable  Endeavours  •,  and  thus  his 
purfuits  failed  of  Succefs.  He  died  in  Dublin  on  the  15th  of  December  1678, 
and  was  buried  in  St.  Andrew's  Church.

[Succ.  1678,  Refgn.  1681.] 

ANFHONT  Dopping,  Dodorof  Divinity,  and  Vice-Chancellor  of  the 
Univerfity  of  Dublin ,  was  born  in  that  City  on  the  28th  of  March  1643. 
He  received  his  firft  Education  in  the  School  of  St.  Patrick's  Cathedral,  Dublin  \ 
from  whence  by  his  diligent  application,  and  good  natural  parts,  he  was 
early  admitted  into  the  faid  Univerfity  on  the  fifth  of  May  1 656  ;  and  fix 
years  after,  viz.  in  1662,  in  the  nineteenth  year  of  his  Age,  was  eleded  a  Fel¬ 
low  of  that  Society  ;  in  which  (the  fweetnefs  of  his  Temper  was  fuchj  he  exe¬ 
cuted  all  the  duties  of  his  place  to  the  Satisfadion  both  of  his  fuperiors  and  in¬ 
feriors.  In  1669  he  took  his  Degree  of  Batchelor  of  Divinity,  and  was  the  fame 
year  made  Vicar  of  St.  Andrews,  Dublin  ;  which  Cure  he  fuccefsfully  Adminiftred 
for  upwards  of  feven  years,  and  in  1672  was  created  Dodor  of  Divinity  of  the 
faid  Univerfity.  He  was  by  the  Favour  of  the  Duke  of  Ormond  (to  whom  he  was 
Chaplain )  promoted  to  this  See  by  Letters  patent  dated  the  fixteenth  of  Janu¬ 
ary  1678,  in  the  thirty  fifth  year  of  his  Age,  and  was  confecrated  in  Cbrift- 

Churcb,  Dublin,  on  the  fecond  of  February  following  by  Michael ,  Archbifhop  of 

Armagh , 
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Armagh ,  afiifted  by  the  Archbifhop  of  Fuam ,  the  Bifhops  of  Meath ,  Clonfert $ 
and  Clogher ,  and  was  inftalled  on  the  twenty  fifth  of  the  fame  Month  by 
Dean  of  Kildare. 

He  held  the  Preceptory  of  5 Tully,  and  fome  Re<5lories  in  the  Diocefe  of  Meath 
in  Commendamj  and  obtained  Letters  patent  from  the  King  for  all  the  forfeited 
Redories  of  his  Diocefe  to  the  ufe  and  benefit  of  his  Clergy.  He  was  the  Inftru- 
ment  of  procuring  50  1.  a  year  to  be  fet  apart  out  of  the  CEconomy  Money  of  the 
Diocefe  for  the  repairs  of  the  Cathedral.  He  made  many,  although  fuccelslefs,  at¬ 
tempts,  to  augment  the  profits  of  his  poor  See.  Firft,  he  endeavoured  to  pro¬ 
cure  an  Union  to  this  Bifhoprick  of  the  Redory  of  Geajhih  which  was  then  va¬ 
cant  by  the  Promotion  of  Simon  Dighy ,  Dean  of  Kildare ,  to  the  See  of  Lime¬ 
rick.  But  Michael  Boyle ,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  obftruded  this  Defign,  by 
procuring  the  Redory  for  his  Son  in  Law,  Samuel  Synge ,  then  Dean  of  Kildare . 
Secondly,  he  attempted  to  unite  either  the  Deanery  of  Chrift-Church  ;  or  of  St. 
Patrick's  to  his  See  :  But  fome  mifunderflanding  between  the  Archbifnops  of 
Armagh  and  Dublin  put  a  Stop  to  this  defign.  Thirdly,  he  endeavoured  to  procure 
a  grant  of  the  forfeited  Lands’of  Kiltnahgoge  for  his  See.  But  the  Intereft  which 
the  Duke  of  Tork  claimed  in  them  was  too  powerful  for  him  to  effed  this.  On 
the  27th  of  Auguft  1 679,  by  permiffion  of  his  Metropolitan,  he  confecrated  the 
Church  of  St.  Michael's ,  Dublin ,  which  had  been  rebuilt  from  the  Foundation  ; 
and  on  the  eighth  of  Otlober  1681,  hereftored  the  Pari fh  Church  of  St.  Kevin  of 
Clonbulloge  in  his  own  Diocefe.  He  was  tranflated  to  the  Sec  of  Meath  by  Let¬ 
ters  patent  dated  the  nth  of  February  1681,  the  privy  Seal  for  his  tranflation 
bearing  Date  the  14th  of  January  before.  The  Reader  may  find  more  concer¬ 
ning  him  under  the  Bifhops  of  Meath. 


WILLIAM  M  0  R  E  TO  N. 

\_Succ.  1681.  Refign.  1705.] 

WILLIAM  Moreton ,  Dodor  of  Divinity,  eldeft  Son  of  Dcdor  Edward 
Moreton^  Prebendary  of  Chefier ,  was  born  in  that  City,  but  educated  in 
Chrift-Church  College  in  Oxford,  to  which  he  was  admitted  in  the  year  1660.  In 
1663  he  took  his  Degree  of  Batchelor  of  Arts,  in  1666  that  of  Mafter,  in  1674  he 
took  his  Degree  of  Batchelor  in  Divinity,  and  in  1677  had  his  diploma  of 
Dodor  of  Divinity  ;  to  which  laft  degree  he  was  admitted  in  the  Univerfity 
of  Dublin ,  A.  D.  1688.  But  before  this  he  had  been  Chaplain  to  Aubrey , 
Earl  of  Oxford ,  and  afterwards  to  James ,  Duke  of  Ormond ,  Lord  Lieute¬ 
nant  of  Ireland ,  with  whom  he  came  over  into  that  Kingdom  •,  and  was 
under  his  Countenance  by  Letters  patent  dated  the  22d.  of  December  1677 
advanced  to  the  Deanery  of  Chrift-Church ,  Dublin  *,  and  from  thence  by  Let¬ 
ters  patent  dated  the  thirteenth  of  February  1681,  by  the  fame  intereft,  to  this 
See,  with  which  he  held  the  faid  Deanery,  and  the  preceptory  of  Fully  in  the 
County  of  Kildare ,  on  account  of  the  great  Poverty  of  the  Bifhoprick  ;  which 
pradice  hath  ever  fince  continued.  He  was  confecrated  in  Chrift-Church ,  Dublin , 
on  the  nineteenth  of  February  1681 5  by  Michael ,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  afiifted 
by  the  Bifhops  of  Meath ,  Raphoe  and  Cloyne ,  and  was  on  the  fifth  of  April  fol¬ 
lowing  called  into  the  Privy  Council ;  in  which  Station  he  continued  untill  he  was 
difplaced  by  King  James  •,  but  he  was  afterwards  reinftated  in  the  Reign  of  King 
William  and  Queen  Mary ,  and  made  one  of  the  Commiftioners  of  the  Great  Seal 
by  Queen  Anne.  He  was  from  hence  tranflated  to  the  See  of  Meath  by  Letters 
patent  dated  the  eighteenth  of  September  1 705.  See  among  the  Bifhops  of  Meath.

T y  E  LB  ORE  Ellis ,  a  Native  of  England,  and  Doftor  of  Divinity  both  of  the 
"  "  Univerfities  of  Oxford  and  Dublin ,  was  advanced  to  this  See,  by  Letters  pa¬ 
tent  dated  the  twenty  fecond  of  September  1705,  and  was  confecrated  on  the  eleventh 
of  November  following,  William  Andrews,  L.  L.  D.  and  Mailer  of  the  free  School 
of  Kilkenny  preaching  his  confecration  Sermon.  He  continued  upwards  of  twenty 
fix  years  in  this  See  ;  during  which  time  he  held  the  Deanery  of  Chrift-Church  and 
thePreceptory  of  Tully  in  Commendam;  but  was  at  laft  tranllated  to  Meath  by  the 
King’s  Letter  dated  March  the  thirteenth  1731.  He  died  on  the  firft  of  January 
1733  See  under  the  Bilhops  of  Meath . 

CHARLES  COBB . 

[Succ.  1731.] 

H  ARLES  Cobb,  was  promoted  from  the  Sees  of  Killala  and  Achonry  to 
^  Dromore ,  and  from  thence  to  this  See  in  March  1731,  with  which  he  holds 
the  Deanery  of  Chrift-Church ,  and  the  Preceptory  of  Tully,  as  his  Predcceflbr  did 
before  him.  He  was  fworn  of  the  Privy  Council  on  the  nineteenth  of  July  1734. 
See  under  the  Bilhops  of  Dromore ,  and  Killala  and  Achonry.

[This  See  formerly  bore ,  Saphire ,  a  Bijhop  in  his  Pontificals  Jlanding  between 
two  PillarSy  Pearl ,  with  a  Mitre  on  his  Head,  holding  a  Crojier  in  his 
jinifter  Hand ,  and  in  his  dexter  a  Bible  clofe  proper ,  all  'Topaz, .  But 

thefe  Arms  have  been  changed  of  late ;  and  the  See  now  bears ,  Rubyy 
a  covered  Cup ,  enjigned  on  the  top  with  a  Crofs  Patee ,  between  Jive  Crojfes 
Fitchee.

The  Chapter  of  St.  Canid s  Cathedral  in  Kilkenny  is  conftituted  of  twelve 
Members,  viz .  Dean  —  Chantor  —  Chancellor  —  Treafurer. —  and 
Archdeacon  ;  and  leven  Prebendaries,  i.  e.  of  Blackrath — Aghoure — 
Mayne — Killumory — Tajfcojfin — Killmanagh — and  Cloneamory . 

H  E  Diocefe  of  OJfory  containeth  the  whole  County,  and 
County  of  the  City  of  Kilkenny  (except  the  Parilhes  of 
Kilmochahell,  Shankill ,  Ullard,  Powerftown  and  Graig) 
It  alfo  containeth  one  Parifh  in  the  King's -County ,  called 
Seir-Keran ,  and  the  intire  Barony  of  Upper-Oj/ory,  which 
is  a  full  third  part  of  the  Queen's  County.  It  extends  in 
length  from  the  utmoft  bounds  of  the  Parilhof  Sier-Keran 
to  the  Ferry-bank  of  Waterford  near  fixty  miles,  and  in 
h  of  Kilmochahell  in  the  Diocefe  of  Leighlin ,  to  the  Weft 

Bounds  of  theParifliof  Callan  upwards  of  twelve  Miles.  It  is  divided  into  eight 

Rural  Deaneries,  viz.  Siller — Claragh — Aghav'oe — Aghoure — Odoh — Kells — Ober- 

ccn—~ 'and  Iverk  alias  Overk.  The  Bilhop  of  OJJory  holdeth  his  annual  ordinary

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Vifitation  on  the  day  after  the,  Purification  of  the  Blefifed  Virgin,  unlefs  it  falls 
on  a  Sunday,  and  in  fuch  cafe  the  day  after.  The  Dean  of  St.  Canic' s  hath  a 
kind  of  Epifcopal  JurifdiCtion  over  the  College  of  Vicars-Choral  of  the  Cathe¬ 
dral,  and  hath  the  nomination  of  the  firft,  who  is  the  principal  Vicar,  and  is 
called  the  Dean’s  Vicar.  He  is  alfo  by  antient  prefeription  Lord  of  the  Manor 
of  the  Glebe;  which  containeth  the  Inhabitants  about  the  Cathedral  ;  and  before 
the  year  1641  had  a  Senefchal,  who  held  his  Courts  Leet  and  Baron  for  the  faid 
Manor.  But  this  Jurifdi&ion  is  gone  intodifufe.  The  Dean  and  Chapter  are  a 
Corporation  aggregate,  have  a  common  Seal,  and  are  of  great  Antiquity ;  but 
I  can  find  no  foot-fteps  of  the  firft  Conftitution  of  them.  A.  D.  1667  January 
the  1 5th  the  Duke  of  Ormond  by  Deed  granted  and  afiigned  unto  Docftor  Daniel 
Neylan ,  then  Dean  of  St.  Canic' s,  and  his  Succeflors,  a  Leafe  of  the  Re&ories 
of  Offerelane  and  Rathdowney ,  made  unto  Thomas ,  Earl  of  Ormond  and  OJJory , 
for  two  hundred  years  from  the  14th  of  January  1603,  which  is  of  confiderable 
Value.  Further  Inftances  of  his  Grace’s  Favours  to  this  See  may  be  obferved 
hereafter  under  John  Parry ,  Bifhop  of  OJJory .  ' 

The  Archdeacon  of  OJJory  exercifeth  an  ordinary  preferiptive  JurifdiCtion 
over  the  whole  Dioce/c  from  the  thirtieth  of  September  to  the  third  of 
February  every  year;  in  which  time  he  vifits  the  whole  Diocefe,  Decanatim ,  and 
hath  the  Moiety  of  Procurations  paid  to  the  Bifhop  in  his  ordinary  Vifi- 
tations. 

The  Vicars  Choral  of  the  Cathedral  are  a  Corporation  incorporated  by  the 
name  of  the  Vicars-Choral  and  Perpetuals  of  the  Common-Hall  near  the  Cathe¬ 
dral,  and  were  firft  very  largely  endowed  by  Geffry  St.  Leger ,  Bifhop  of  OJJory. 
They  are  in  a  more  immediate  manner  fubje<5t  to  the  Dean,  who  hath  over  them 
JuriJdittionem  quaji  Epifcopalem ,  ad  inflar  Decani  Ecclejm  Metropoliticce  Sanfti  Pa¬ 
trick  Dublin— A  kind  of  Epifcopal  Jurisdiction,  like  the  Dean  of  St.  Patrick's 
Dublin ,  (as  the  Charter  fays)  and  the  eldeft  of  them  is  nominated  by  him,  and 
called  the  Dean’s  Vicar  ;  and  they  are  obliged  duly  to  attend  the  Service  of  the 
Cathedral.  Their  Revenues  were  from  time  to  time  fo  confiderably  augmented 
by  Michael  of  Exeter ,  Richard  Ledred ,  John  Tattenal ,  Thomas  Barry,  David 
Hacket ,  Oliver  Cantwell ,  Milo  Baron ,  John  1  honor y,  and  John  Horffall ,  all 
Bifhops  of  OJJory ,  that  before  the  year  1641,  when  they  lived  collegiately  in  the 
Common-Hall,  they  kept  Hofpitality  for  Strangers,  and  often  entertained  feve- 
ral  Perfons  of  Rank  at  their  Table.  There  were  four  Vicars,  four  Stipen* 
diaries,  and  as  many  Chorifters  ;  who  daily  attended  the  Cathecjral  Service,  and 
none  were  to  abfent  themfelves  from  the  Houfe  without  leave  from  the  Dean  or 
his  Vicar.  But  their  living  collegiately  in  that  Houfe  (whereof  little  remains  now 
but  the  Hall)  hath  ceafed  fince  the  year  1660,  their  Revenues  having  been  for  the 
moft  part  fwallowed  up  by  the  Soldiers,  Adventurers  and  fourty  nine  Men  ; 
fo  that  there  is  but  a  very  fcanty  maintenance  left  for  the  Support  of  three 
Vicars.] 

The  Epifcopal  See  of  OJJory  was  firft  planted  at  Saiger  (now  called  Seir-Keran) 
in  the  Territory  of  Ely  0 -Carol,  [about  the  year  402,  thirty  years  before  the  arri¬ 
val  of  St.  Patrick  ;]  from  whence  the  Bifhops  of  it  were  called,  Epijcopt  Saige- 
renfes ,  Bifhops  of  Sager,  From  Saiger  it  was  tranflated  to  Aghavoe  in  upper  OJJory, 
but  at  what  time  is  not  fo  clear ;  and  yet  pofiibly  it  was  in  the  year  1052.  For  in 
the  M.  S.  Annals  of  Leinfter  under  that  year  we  meet  with  this  Paftage  —  “A 
Church  was  built  at  Achadboe,  and  the  Shrine  of  Canic  placed  in  it.”  This  St.  Canic , 
the  Son  of  Laidec  an  eminent  Poet,  was  a  learned  and  induftrious  Man,  and  the  firft 
Abbat  of  the  Monaftery  of  Aghavoe,  which  he  founded  himfelf,  and  in  which  he 

died 
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died  on  the  eleventh  of  Ottober  599  or  6oo,  in  the  72d  year  of  hisAge.  Adamxams 
explains  Aghavoe ,  or,  as  it  was  antiently  called,  Acbadboe,  to  fignifie  Campulum  brnis, 
the  little  Field  of  the  Ox  ;  [and  the  writer  of  the  Life  of  St.  Canic  calls  it,  Agrum 
Bourn ,  in  the  fame  fenfe.  Nor  is  it  a  new  thing  that  places  fhould  receive  their  names 
from  Cattle.  Thus  Boverton  (the  Bovio  b  of  Antoninus )  and  Cowbridge  in  Glamorgan- 
Jhire,  and  Eubcsa ,  according  to  Strabo c.  The  fame  may  be  faid  of  Bofphorus ,  Bovillce , 
Bovianum  and  Baulos ,  of  which  latter  place  Symmachus ,  the  poffeffor  of  it,  hath 
thefe  Lines.

To  return]  At  laft  Fcelix  O-Dullany,  Bifhop  of  OJJory  tranflated  this  See  from 
Aghavoe  to  Kilkenny ,  about  the  end  of  the  Reign  of  King  Henry  the  lid  [It 
mull  be  obferved  that  this  See  of  OJJory ,  like  that  of  Meath ,  did  not  take  its  Name 
from  any  fixed  place,  but  from  the  Territory  at  large  ;  and  they  two  are  the  only 
inftances  of  the  like  in  the  Kingdom.]  Bifhop  O-Dullany  feems  to  have  been  the 
perfon  who  laid  the  foundation  of  the  Cathedral  of  Kilkenny  •,  which  however  was 
not  finifhed  before  the  time  of  Geffry  St.  Leger ,  Bifhop  of  that  See,  who  was  at 
great  expence  in  putting  the  laft  hand  to  it  before  his  Death  ;  though  before  his 
time  fome  of  his  Predeceffors,  and  efpecially  Hugh  Mapilton  fpared  no  pains 
upon  it.  Nor  muft  we  forget  to  mention  one  of  his  Succeffors,  Richard Ledred, 
a  Francifcan  Frier,  who  layed  out  vaft  fums  of  money  in  beautifying  and  re¬ 
pairing  that  Church  *,  particularly  he  new  built  and  glazed  all  the  Windows  ; 
among  which  that  to  theEaft  was  fo  elegant, and  fet  off  with  iuch  exquifite  Work- 
manfhip,  that  nothing  like  it  was  to  be  found  in  all  Ireland.  [This  was  that  va¬ 
luable  Piece  of  Antiquity,  wherein  the  Hiftory  of  the  Gofpel  was  fo  lively  re- 
prefented  in  ftained  Glafs,  that  it  is  faid  the  Pope’s  Nuncio  to  the  Rebells  in  1645 
offered  700  1.  for  it  to  carry  to  Rome,  and  which  was  afterwards  utterly  deftroyed 
during  the  Rebellion.]  David  Hacket ,  who  fucceeded  Ledred  about  100  years 
after,  built  the  Arch  of  the  Steeple  of  fquared  Marble.  I  had  like  to  have  paired 
over  Oliver  Cantwell ,  a  Dominican  Frier,  who,  about  the  end  of  the  15th  Centu¬ 
ry,  not  only  repaired  his  epifcopal  Houfes  at  Aghor ,  and  Freinftown ,  and  the  great 
Bridge  of  Kilkenny ,  which  had  been  broken  down  by  a  Flood  •,  but  alfo  appropri¬ 
ated  the  Church  of  St.  Mcelle  to  the  Vicars  Choral.  [There  were  many  other  Bi- 
fhops  benefadors  to  this  Church,  as  may  be  feen  under  their  refpedive  Lives.]  I 
cannot  forbear  taking  occafion  to  mention  here  the  delightful  fituation  of  this 
Church  *,  which  from  a  hill  of  a  gentle  afeent  commands  a  pleafant  profped  not 
only  over  the  City,  which  lieth  a  little  beneath  it,  but  alfo  over  a  fertile  Country 
extended  round  about  it,  which  is  wafhed  by  the  River  Neor.

ST.  Kiaran ,  the  Son  of  Lugneus ,  was  the  firft  Bifhop  of  Saiger,  [which  See,  as 
is  before  obferved,  was  firft  removed  to  Aghavoe  and  then  to  Kilkenny .]  He 
was  a  Man  of  great  Authority  for  his  fandity  and  learning :  But  I  dare  not  be

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pofitive  that  he  was  that  Quirinus,  to  whom,  as  alfo  to  the  reft  of  the  BifhopsoF 
Ireland ,  Pope  Gregory  the  firft  addreffed  his  6ift  epiftle,  which  is  extant  in  his 
Regiftry d  *,  although  the  great  reputation  of  Kiaran ,  his  long  Life,  and  the 
fimilitude  of  the  Name,  might  give  one  fome  room  to  be  of  that  Opinion:  [Which 
may  be  further  confirmed  from  this  Confideration  ;  that  the  Irifh  have  neither  the 
Letters  K  nor  QJn  their  antient  Alphabets  but  fubftitute  C  in  the  room  of  both; 
to  which  however  they  give  the  force  of  K  :  So  that  Ciaran  is  pronounced  like  the 
difTillable  Kir  an  or  Quiran,  and  is  not  far  removed  from  the  Quirinus  of  Pope 
Gregory.  The  fame  may  be  obferved  among  the  antient  Romans ,  with  whom 
Cicero  was  often  pronounced,  Kikero ,  and  the  like.  His  mother’sname  was  Liedania9 
of  a  great  Family  in  the  Territory  of  Corcoluidhe  f  in  the  South  of  Munjler. ]  He 
is  faid  to  have  been  born  in  OJfory  [the  antient  Territory  called  Ofraigi\  of  Hea~ 
thenifh  parents,  [though  one  Manufcript  life  of  him  quoted  by  Ufsher f  fays  he  was 
born  in  the  fame  Territory  with  his  Mother  in  the  South  of  Munjler ,  in  a  place 
fince  called  Clear  Iftand ,  or  the  Ifland  of  the  Clergy. 

He  lived  thirty  years  in  Ireland ,  with  Integrity  and  Sanflity  before  he  was  bap¬ 
tized  s ;  for  the  Irifh  at  his  Birth  were  all  Gentiles.  But  the  fame  of  the  Chriftian 
Religion  having  reached  him  from  Rome,  he  forfook  Ireland,  and]  in  his  youth 
travelling  into  Foreign  Countrys,  at  laft  abode  twenty  years  in  Rome>  where  he 
embraced  the  Chriftian  Religion.  [He  took  this  Journey  about  the  year  382,  and 
in  the  thirtieth  of  his  Age.  Here  he  diligently  employed  himfelf  in  the  ftudy  of 
the  Scriptures,  in  collefting  together  the  Books  of  it,  and  in  making  himfelf  per- 
fe£t  in  Ecclefiaftical  Difcipline.]  “  Then  (as  a  Manufcript  writer  of  his  Life  faith,) 
“  he  was  confecrated  a  Bifhop,  and  fent  back  to  his  own  Country,  ( Ireland ,)  and 
sc  St.  Patrick ,  Archbifhop  of  all  Ireland ,  met  him  on  his  Journey  in  Italy 9  and 
“  when  they  faw  one  another,  the  Saints  of  God  rejoiced.  At  that  time  St.  Pa- 
“  trick  was  not  a  Bifhop,  but  was  afterwards  ordained  Archbifhop  by  Pope  Ce- 
6t  lejlin ,  and  fent  to  preach  the  Gofpel  in  Ireland ;  for  whom  at  that  time  the 
<c  Lord  referved  the  Mafterfhip  and  Archbifhoprick  of  all  Ireland ,  although 
“  there  were  other  Saints  before  him  in  that  Country  *,  becaufe  no  Body  before 

Patrick ,  was  inftrumental  in  bringing  over  the  Kings  and  great  Men  of  Ire - 
“  land  to  the  Faith  of  Chrift.”  [It  was  in  the  year  402  h  that  St.  Patrick  and 
St.  Kiaran  met  in  Italy  as  aforefaid.  There  were  five  Religious  Ecclefiafticks 
of  the  Irifh  Nation,  who  accompanied  St.  Kiaran  upon  his  return  from  Rome 
to  Ireland ,  viz.  Lugaid ,  Columban ,  Mel  dan  ^  Lugace ,  and  Cajffan .  The  writer 
of  the  Life  of  St.  Kiaran ,  publifhed  by  Colgan i  out  of  the  Kilkenny  Manufcript, 
introduceth  this  Converfation  between  Patrick  and  Kiaran  thus,  “  Proceed  you 
“  (fays  St.  Patrick )  in  your  Journey  to  Ireland  before  me,  and  go  to  a  Fountain 
“  in  the  midft  of  the  Kingdom,  upon  the  borders  of  the  South  and  North  Irifh , 
“  called,  *  Fuaran ,  and  build  there  a  Monaftery;  for  there  your  Honour  and  Re- 
“  furre&ion  fhall  be  ;  and  thirty  years  hence  I  will  vifit  you  in  thac  place  ;  and 
“  they  embraced  and  bleffed  each  other  ;  and  St.  Kiaran  directed  his  Courfe  to 
“  Ireland  ;  but  St.  Patrick  remained  in  Italy.  This  Fountain  fas  appears  in  the 
“  fequele  of  the  Life  here  quoted)  flood  on  the  Confines  of  the  two  Provinces,  but 
<e  in  the  Kingdom  of  Munfler ,  in  theTerritory  called  Hele,  or  Ely  O-Carrol ;  and 
tC  the  holy  Bifhop  Kiaran  began  to  live  there  the  life  of  an  Hermit,  and  built  him 
<e  a  Cell  with  poor  materials,  and  there  a  large  Monaftery,  and  afterwards  a  City

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“  or  Biftiops  See,  grew  up  by  the  gift  of  God,  and  the  Grace  of  St.  Kiaran  ;  and 
“  it  came  to  be  called  by  one  Name,  that  is  Sayghir There  are  two  Obje&ions 
which  naturally  occur  to  this  Account  ;  firft,  how  St.  Patrick ,  who  fpent  all 
the  time  of  his  bondage  in  the  North  of  Ireland ,  fhould  be  able  fo  particularly 
to  point  out  this  Fountain  in  the  Center  of  it.  Secondly,  That  it  placeth  Saiger , 
and  Ely  O-Carrol  in  Mun(ler,  As  to  the  firft,  I  know  no  way  of  folving  it,  but 
by  fuppofing,  that  when  St.  Patrick  left  his  Mafter  fas  is  mentioned  in  his  life  k) 
he  bent  his  courfe  Southward  to  avoid  a  purfuit,  and  fo  had  the  Opportunity 
of  becoming  acquainted  with  this  Country.  And  this  is  countenanced  by  one 
of  the  Writers 1  of  the  Life  of  St.  Patrick ,  publifhed  by  Colgan  ;  who  fays,  that 
the  Port  he  made  to,  was  diftant  from  his  Mafter  Milcbo’s  Habitation  two  hun¬ 
dred  Miles,  and  that  he  never  had  been  there  before.  Now  as  Milcho’s  Country 
comprehended  the  County  of  Down ,  and  the  S.  and  S.  E.  parts  of  the  County 
of  Antrim,  there  is  no  Port  in  Ireland  which  lay  two  hundred  Miles  from  thence, 
except  thofe  in  the  South  and  South  Weft  parts  of  Munfter ,  to  which  his  direct 
Road  lay  through  Ely  O-Carrol.  As  to  the  fecond  Objedlion,  it  is  eafy  to  con¬ 
ceive,  that  the  bounds  of  Provinces  have  been  frequently  altered,  efpccially  in 
a  Country  where  the  petty  Princes  were  at  perpetual  Wars  to  extend  their  Domi¬ 
nions  *,  fo  that  although  Ely  O-Carrol  was  a  Territory  in  Munfier  in  St.  Patricks 
Time,  yet  paft  queftion  it  now  {lands  in  the  Province  of  Leinfler ,  and  in  that  part 
of  it  called  the  Kings  County.  But  to  proceed  from  this  digreflion.  St.  Kiaran'’ s 
five  Companions,  above  mentioned,  were  Confecrated  Biftiops,  and  eredled  five 
Epifcopal  Sees  in  Ireland ,  as  Jocelinm  informs  us,  “  Though  on  Account  of  the 
“  uncouth  and  barbarous  Sounds  he  tells  us  he  hath  concealed  their  Names. 
“  But  Archbifhop  Usjher  n  names  and  afligns  them  thus  in  the  Province  of  Leinfler . 
To  Lugace,  the  Church  of  Kill-Airthir ;  to  Columban ,  that  of  Cluain-Ernain  *,  to 
Heldan ,  Cluain-Crema  •,  to  Lugaid ,  Fordrum  *,  and  to  Caflan ,  Domnach-Mor ,  in 
Magh-Echnach  •,  and  this  he  takes  out  of  the  Tripartite  Life  of  St. Patrick,  fuppofed 
to  be  wrote  by  St.  Evin,  and  publifhed  by  Colgan.0  ]  Kiaran  after  his  Return  to 
his  Native  Country  did  not  hide  the  Talent  of  his  Lord,  but  diligently  preached 
Chrift,  and  converted  numbers  from  Idolatry  to  the  Faith.  Fie  fixed  his  See  at 
1 Saiger,  which  was  afterwards,  as  I  obferved  before,  tranflated  to  Aghavoe ,  in  Up¬ 
per  Ojflory.  Fie  died  on  the  5th  of  March ,  about  the  year  549  [as  fome  fay  *,  if  fo, 
he  muft  have  extended  his  life  to  197  years,  being  born  in  the  year  3^2.  It  is 
more  probable,  that  thofe  who  have  placed  his  death  in  this  year,  have  mifta- 
ken  him  for  Kiaran  of  Clonmacnois,  who  really  died  in  549  p  in  the  33d 
year  of  his  Age.  Our  Writers  are  for  the  moft  part  filent,  as  to  the  year  and 
place  of  his  death  ;  which  is  fome  proof  that  he  died  in  Cornwall,  as  the  Eng- 
lifh  Martyrologifts  s  affirm.  But  Dempfler ,  *  with  his  ufual  Licence,  hath 
thought  fit  to  place  him  in  the  Scottijh  Calendar.] 

There  are  but  very  (lender  Accounts  remaining  of  the  Biftiops  of  this  See  for 
many  Ages  after  St.  Kiaran *s  Death.  [However,  fome  of  them  are  mentioned ; 
and  if  we  take  Abbat  and  Biftiop  as  Synonymous  terms,  according  to  the 
Rule  often  laid  down  before,  a  fort  of  Succeflion,  although  not  perfect,  may  be 
preferved  •,  which  I  {hall  endeavour  to  draw  out  of  the  Annals  of  the  four  Ma¬ 
ilers,  and  other  Writers,  diftinguifhing,  which  is  exprefly  called  Bilhop,  and 
which  Abbat.]

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'Carthagh  the  elder,  St.  Kiaran\  next  Succeflor,  [called  fo  to  diftinguifli  him 
from  Carthagh ,  the  firft  Bifliop  of  Lifmore ,  was  either  Son  or  Grand-Son  f  to 
Mngus  King  of  Munjler ,  who  was  baptized  by  St.  Patrick.  He  was  the  be¬ 
loved  Difciple  of  Kiaran ,  yet  fell  greatly  under  his  difpleafure,  for  endeavour¬ 
ing  to  debauch  a  Nun  j  and  was  obliged  to  fuffer  feven  years  Penance  in  fo¬ 
reign  Countries  ;  which  having  performed  he  returned  home  confirmed  in 
Virtue,  and  became  above  all  others  dear  to  his  Mafter  St.  Kiaran  ;  by  whom 
he  was  appointed  to  fucceed  him  in  the  See  of  Saigert.  He  is  faid  to  have  died 
about  the  Year  540,  on  the  fame  day  of  the  Month  with  St.  Kiaran.  If  fo, 
either  St.  Kiaran  muft  have  refigned  long  before  his  death,  or  not  have  lived 
until  549,  as  before  is  related.  His  Feftival  is  obferved  on  the  5th  of  March.'] 

Scdna  [called  alfo  Sedonius ]  fucceeded  Carthagh ,  [and  is  exprefly  called  Bifliop 
of  Saiger  in  the  Life  of  St.  Molua* ,  Abbat  of  Clonfert.  He  flourifhed  about 
the  .Year  570,  and  his  Feftival  is  obferved  on  the  10th  of  March w. 

Killene  Mac-Lubney,  Abbat  of  Saiger  aflifted  among  fourty  other  Prelates  at  a 
Synod  convened  by  Flan-Febla ,  Archbilhop  of  Armagh ,  in  the  year  695  ;  the 
Canons  of  which  Synod  were  in  Colgan1 s  Hands  in  the  Year  1645,  as  he  fays*.  His 
Feftival  is  obferved  on  the  1 2th  of  April. 

Laigdene  Mac-Donennach ,  Abbat  of  Saiger ,  died  in  739. 

Funtgall ,  called  F nut  gall,  by  Colgan,  Abbat  of  Saiger ,  died  in  771. 

Mocoach ,  Abbat  of  Saiger,  died  in  783.' 

Cucathdch ,  Abbat  of  Saiger ,  died  in  788. 

Cobthach ,  Abbat  of  Saiger ,  died  in  801,  Colgan  fays  in  807. 

Feredach ,  Abbat  of  Saiger ,  died  in  809. 

Conchovar ,  Abbat  of  Saiger ,  died  the  year  following. 

Conmach ,  Abbat  of  Saiger ,  died  in  826. 

lrgalach ,  Abbat  of  Saiger ,  died  in  832. 

Anluain,  Abbat  of  Saiger ,  died  in  846. 

Cormac ,  Mac-Eladach ,  called  in  the  Annals  of  the  Four  Mafters,  Abbat, 
Bifhop  and  Scribe  of  Saiger,  died  in  867. 

Geran ,  Abbat  of  Saiger,  died  in  868. 

Slogad  O-Raithnin,  Abbat  of  Saiger,  died  in  885. 

Cormac,  Bifliop  of  S aiger,  died  in  907,  not  997,  as  Colgan  y  and  Ware  have  it. 

Fergall  Mac  -Moclmorra,  Abbat  of  Saiger ,  died  919. 

Fogartach,  Abbat  of  Saiger,  died  in  941. 

Kenfoelad  Mac-Swiny ,  Abbat  of  Saiger,  died  in  a  Pilgrimage  at  Glendaloch  in 
95 J* 

Flathlem ,  Archennach  of  Saiger ,  died  in  984. 

Fogartach ,  Abbat  of  Saiger  and  Glendaloch,  died  in  1 004. 

Dunchad  O-Kellecbuir ,  Comorban  of  Kiaran  of  Saiger,  died  in  1048  z.  The 
Founder  of  the  Church  of  Clonmacnois ,  being  alfo  a  Kiaran,  leaves  one  in  fome 
doubt  as  to  the  Bifliops  of  this  See ;  leaft  one  may  apply  to  this,  what  belongs 
to  that  ;  and  fo  the  term  Comorban  of  Kiaran,  is  not  a  fufficient  Guide  to  us  in 
this  particular,  unlefs  where  Comorban  of  Saiger  or  Clonmacnois  is  fpecified  to 
diftinguilh  them. 

Kellach-Ramhar ,  that  is,  the  Fat,  Comorban  of  Kiaran  of  Saiger,  and  of 
Brendan  of  Bir,  died  in  1079.  Here  there  is  a  great  Chafm  of  feventy  three 
years  from  the  Death  of  Kellach-Ramhar,  to  the  firft  account  we  have  of  Donald 
O-Fogarty,  which  I  have  neither  the  aid  of  Comorban,  Abbat  nor  Bifhop  to  fill  up.]

AN  antient  Manufcript  gives  the  following  account  of  the  time  and  place  of 
this  Bifhops  Death,  “  Donald  O-Fogertaig ,  Bifhop  of  OJfory ,  and  Comor- 
<c  ban  of  Kiaran  went  to  reft  in  the  peace  of  Chrift,  in  a  good  old  age,  on  the 
“  8th  of  May  1178,  at  Rath- Kiaran**  [The  Annals  of  Leinjler  mention  his 
death  under  the  lame  year.]  I  think  he  fat  upwards  of  twenty  [fix]  years  in  this 
See.  [For  he  aflifted  at  the  Synod  of  Kells  held  under  Cardinal  Paparo  in  the 
year  1152  ;  and  in  the  Catalogue a  of  the  Bilhops  then  prefent,  is  called  Vicar 
General,  as  well  as  Biftiop  of  OJfory.'] 

FELIX  0-D  U  L  LA  N  T. 

[1 Succ .  1178.  Ob.  1202.] 

LI  X  O-Dullany ,  a  Cijlertian  Monk,  called  Abbat  of  OJfory ,  fucceeded. 
X  He  is  reported  to  have  quitted  Aghavoe ,  and  to  have  removed  the  Epifcopal 
See  to  Kilkenny  ;  where  he  laid  the  Foundation  of  the  Cathedral,  which  in  after 
times  was  dedicated  tothe  Abbat  St.  Canic.  [Yet  John  Hartrey ,  a  Cijlertian  Monk 
of  the  Abby  of  Holy  Crofs,  in  a  manufcript  Treatife,  which  I  have  fee  n,  intitled, 
Synopfis  de  vitis  illudribus  Cijlertientiutn  Hibernorum,  affirms,  that  the  Dedication 
of  this  Church  was  made  to  St.  Canic  by  Felix  O-Dullany  himfelf.  ]  Be  that  as 
it  will,  it  is  certain  it  was  not  finiffied  before  the  time  of  Geffry  St.  Leger ,  Bi¬ 
fhop  of  this  See,  who  was  at  great  expence  in  putting  the  laft  hand  to  it  before 
his  Death,  which  happened  in  1286  :  Although  it  muft  be  confefted,  that 
fome  of  his  Predecefiors,  and  efpecially  Hugh  Mapilton ,  were  at  no  inconfidera- 
ble  pains  on  the  Fabrick  of  it.  [Befides  the  Foundation  of  this  Cathedral,  Felix 
was  a  great  benefaflor  to  the  Abby  of  Jeripont,  which  he  endowed  with  the 
Town  and  Lands  of  Kell-Rudi,  as  appears  by  a  recital  in  King  John*s  Charter 
to  that  Houfe  5  the  exemplification  of  which  is  recorded b.]  This  Prelate 
governed  the  fee  of  OJfory  about  twenty  four  years,  and  then  dying  in  1202,  was 
buried  at  Jeripont  in  the  County  of  Kilkenny  in  St.  Mary* s  Abby,  [of  which  he 
is  faid  c  to  have  been  the  firft  Abbat.]  It  was  reported  that  many  Miracles  were 
Formerly  wrought  at  his  Tomb,  which  may  be  feen  on  the  North  fide  of  the 
High  Altar. 

HUGH  RUFUS. 

[Succ.  1202.  Ob.  1218.] 

T  T UGH  Rufus ,  an  Englijh  Augujlin  Canon  [  of  the  Abby  of  Bodmin ,  in 
'*-X  Cornwall]  and  firft  [or  rather  fecond  d]  Prior  of  Kells  in  OJfory ,  then 
lately  founded  by  Geffry  Fitz-Robert,  was  by  the  unanimous  Voice  of  the  Clergy 
defied  Bifhop,  in  1202,  and  before  the  end  of  the  year,  was  confecrated.  At  his 
inflance  Thomas  Fitz~Anthony  founded  the  Abby  of  St.  Columb  of  Inijliock ,  and  fil¬ 
led  it  with  Augujlin  Canons,  as  appears  by  the  foundation  Charter.  He  granted 
a  great  part  of  the  City  of  Kilkenny  to  William  Marjhall  the  elder,  Earl  of  Pem- 
brokey  referving  a  Chiefry  to  himfelf  and  his  Succeflors,  of  an  Ounce  of  Gold. 
[The  Earl  obtaining  this  Grant,  built  a  noble  Caftle  in  the  City,  which  he  incor¬ 
porated  e  by  the  Name  of  Sovereign,  Burgefies,  and  Communalty  ;  and  granted

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them  large  Priviledges.  Our  Bifhop  alfo  gave  the  Village  of  Stathmarkeft  divan  { 
(as  I  find  it  writ)  with  the  Churches  of  it,  to  the  Church  of  St.Mary  of  the  Abby  of 
Doujke,  referving  yearly  to  the  Mother  Church  of  Offory  twenty  Shillings,  payable 
at  two  Terms,  in  lieu  of  all  Services  and  Exa&ions  :  witneffed  by  William 
Marfhall ,  Earl  of  Pembroke ,  Herlewin  Bifhop  of  Leighlin  and  others.  ]  He 
died  in  1218,  and  was  buried  in  the  Abby  of  Kells  before  mentioned,  under 
a  high  Stone  Monument  in  the  middle  of  the  Choir  to  which  Abby  he  had 
been  a  confiderable  Benefador.  [While  he  fat  in  this  See  (viz.)  in  1210  Kil¬ 
kenny  was  made  Shire-Ground  s,  and  had  Sheriffs  and  other  Officers  appointed  for 
it  after  the  manner  of  England. ] 


PETER  M AN N ESIN. 

[1 Succ .  1218.  Ob.  1229.] 

PETER  Mannefin ,  or  Malveifin ,  Canon  of  Offory ,  being  regularly  eleded  by 
the  Dean  and  Chapter,  was  confirmed  by  the  King  on  the  8th  of  December  1218, 
as  you  may  find  in  the  Records  of  the  Tower  of  London.  He  purchafed  the  Wood 
of  Aghlong  near  Clonmore ,  and  the  adjoining  Farm,  and  left  them  to  his  See.  [He 
alfo  confirmed  to  the  Abby  of  Doufkeh  the  Church  of  Tullachany  with  its  appurte¬ 
nances,  and  the  Tyths  of  his  own  Grange,  referving  a  Mark  yearly  to  the  Church 
of  Kilkenny ,  payable  after  the  Death  of  Odo ,  or  Hugh ,  Dean  of  Kilkenny ;  as  was 
agreed  by  Deed  made  between  his  Predeceffor  Hugh  Rufus  and  the  Dean  and 
Chapter  of  the  one  Part,  and  the  Abbat  and  Convent  of  Doufke  on  the  other  Part. 
He  alfo  confirmed  to  that  Abby  the  Chappel  of  Athermolt  and  fome  others.  I 
find  among  the  Taxations 1  of  the  See  of  Offory ,  that  the  Church  of  Tullachany  is 
chargeable  with  the  faid  Mark.]  He  fat  in  this  See  eleven  Years,  and  died 
in  1229. 

JV1LL1A  M  of  KILKE  N N  T. 

[Succ.  1229.  Refig.  1232.] 

TH  E  Dean  and  Chapter  having  obtained  the  King’s  Licence  to  go  to  electi¬ 
on-,  ‘on  the  1 6th  of  March  1229,  Englifh  Stile,  chofe  out  of  their  own  Body 
William  of  Kilkenny ,  Chancellor  of  this  Cathedral,  to  fucceed.  He  fat  but  a 
fhort  time  ;  for  about  the  beginning  of  the  Year  1232  he  was  pefwaded  by  his 
Succeffor  to  refign  the  See,  [yet  while  he  fat,  he  is  laid  to  have  forwarded  the 
building  of  the  Cathedral,  as  his  Predeceffors,  Peter  Mannefin  and  Hugh  Rufus 
alfo  had  done.] 

W ALTER  de  BRACKELL. 

[Succ.  1232.  Qb.  1243.] 

Xfff  A  L  TER  Brackell ,  ReCtor  of  Strettunedal  in  the  Diocefe  of  Hereford ,  fuc- 
*  *  ceeded.  I  find  that  not  long  before  this.  King  Henry  the  Illd,  wrote  Let¬ 
ters  in  his  favour  to  the  Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  defiring  that  he  might  be  eleded 
Bifhop  of  Meath ,  that  See  being  then  void.  But  Ralph  Petit  was  preferred  to 
him,  and  Walter  was  by  the  fame  King’s  intereft  advanced  to  this  Bifhoprickin 
1232.  This  Prelate  is  reckoned  among  the  BenefaCtors  of  the  famous  Abby  of 
St.  Albans ,  in  England  \  as  appears  in  the  Regiflry  of  that  Abby  in  the  Cotton  Li¬ 
brary,  [to  which  alfo  he  granted  k  fourteen  Days  indulgences.]  He  died  on  the 
5th  of  December  1243,  having  fat  a  little  more  than  eleven  Years.

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GEFFRYofFURFILL , 

[Succ.  1244,  Q£.  1250.] 

GE  F  F  R  T  of  Furvill  [called  by  fome  Furbell,  and  Turnball ,]  Archdeacon 
of  Dublin,  and  Treafurer  of  Ireland,  was  lawfully  eledted  and  confecrated 
in  1244.  He  purchafed  for  his  See  the  Manor  of  Dorogh,  and  the  Lands  belon¬ 
ging  to  it,  and  there  built  an  Epifcopal  Palace.  He  died  in  London  about  the  feaft 
of  All -Saints  1250,  having  governed  this  See  about  fix  years ;  and  was  buried  in 
the  Inner-Temple  Church,  to  which  he  had  granted  Indulgences  of  thirty  five 
Days.  [On  the  12th  of  April  1251  mthe  King  granted  a  Licence  to  the  Prior 
of  Conal,  and  the  other  Executors  of  this  Prelate’s  laft  Will,  to  have  free  Admi- 
niftration  of  his  Goods ;  fo  that  the  Debts  to  the  King  fhould  be  firft  levied 
thereout.  Sir  Richard  Cox  "hath  placed  this  fa<5t  in  1245,  upwards  of  five  years 
before  the  Bilhop  could  have  an  Executor,  and  yet  quotes  Pryn  for  it,  who  dire&s 
him  to  the  right  Year.  Borlafe  0  is  as  much  miftaken  in  calling  this  a  Licence  to 
difpofe  of  his  Goods  by  his  Will,  and  makes  ufe  of  Pryn* s  authority  alfo.] 
While  T urvill  was  Archdeacon  of  Dublin,  Ralph  Nevil,  Biffiop  of  Chicheder, 
was  conftituted  Chancellor  of  Ireland  by  King  Henry  the  third,  on  the  twenty 
eighth  of  September  1232,  [or  1233  as  fome  fay]  which  Office  he  executed  by 
Turvill,  his  Deputy,  [who  was  afterwards  Chancellor  in  his  own  Right,  in 
1237  ?.] 

HUGH  de  MAP  1  L  F O  N. 

[Succ.  1251.  Ob.  1256.] 

HU  G  H  de  Mapilton,  or,  as  fome  call  him,  de  Glendalach ,  who  like  his  Pre= 
decefibr  was  Archdeacon  of  Dublin ,  was  confecrated  Biffiop  of  OJJory  about 
the  end  of  May  1251,  and  the  Month  following  was  made  Treafurer  of  Ireland . 
He  built  an  Epifcopal  Palace ,  [to  which  he  added  Fiffiponds,*  and  other  necefiary 
Ornaments]  for  himfelf  and  his  Succeffors  at  A^hor  \  and  was  at  great  expences  on 
the  Fabrick  of  the  Cathedral  of  St.  Canic ;  [infomuch  that  he  hath  been  called  the 
Founder  of  it.]  But  an  untimely  Death  prevented  him  from  putting  the  laft  hand 
to  that  Work.  He  died  (as  it  is  faid)  in  1256,  and  was  buried' in  his  own  Church, 
near  St.  Mary’s  Chappel ;  where  his  Monument  may  be  feen  adorned  with  his 
Statue  in  exquifite  Workmanfhip.  He  founded  fome  Prebends  in  that  Church, 
[and  endowed  them  with  Poffcffions.] 

HUGH.  III. 

[Succ.  1257.  Qb.  1259.]

AMO  N  G  the  Archives  of  the  Church  of  OJJory,  one  Hugh,  a  Dominican  Frier 
is  named  Succeffor  •,  who  is  faid  to  have  made  many  Donations  to  the  Friers 
of  his  Order  at  Kilkenny  ;  and  among  the  reft  St.  Canic’ s  Well,  and  an  Aquedudt. 
[He  alfo  releafed  to  them  a  chief  rent*  arifing  out  of  two  Mefluages  belonging 
to  them  in  the  faid  Frier’s  -ftreet,  near  their  Monaftery.]  He  fat  in  this  Sec  two 
years,  died  in  1259,  and  was  buried  there  in  the  Church  of  th t  Dominicans  near 
the  High  Altar,  [on  the  left  fide.]

[Suer  1260.  Ob.  1286.] 

GE  F  F  R  T  St.  Leger ,  Treafurerof  St.  Game's  Church,  was  difeended  of  a  no¬ 
ble  Family,  and  confecrated  Bifliop  of  OJfory  in  1260,  fhisfWrit  of  Re- 
ftitutionf  to  the  Temporalties  bearing  date  the  30th  of  Augujl  that  year.]  He 
was  at  great  Charges  in  putting  the  laft  hand  to  the  building  of  his  Church,  which 
Bifliop  Mapilton  had  left  unfiniflied,  [and  upon  that  account  is  reckoned  the  fecond 
Founder  of  the  Cathedral  of  St.  Canic  :  So  that  at  laft  this  venerable  and  elegant 
Pile,  inferior  but  to  one  in  the  Kingdom,  was  compleated  after  a  period  of  near 
one  hundred  years  from  its  firft  foundation  by  Bifliop  Felix  O-Dullany.  Although 
I  muft  confefs,  fome  t  reckon  Hugh  Mapilton ,  the  immediate  Predeceflor  but  one 
to  this  Prelate,  the  firft  Founder.  Be  that  at  it  will ;  it  is  certain  Bifliop  St.  Leger 
was  a  great  and  generous  Benefactor  to  this  See.  For]  he  laid  out  great  Sums  of 
Money  in  repairing  and  beautifying  the  Epifcopal  Palaces  of  Aghavoe  and  T>oroghy 
[the  latter  of  which  was  built  by  Gcffry  Turvill .]  He  was  alfo  a  generous  Bene¬ 
factor  to  the  College  of  Vicars  Choral,  which  he  founded.  [For  he  gave  to  them 
his  Manfe  and  Lodging,  the  ReCtory  of  Kilkejhu ,  and  a  Revenue  de  Manubrinnioy 
(which  I  do  not  know  what  to  make  of)  as  alfo  one  Mark  Sterl.  payable  by  the 
Abbat  of  Poujke  out  of  the  Land  of  Scomberloway ,  or  Stromkerlavan  (as  it  is 
called  by  Archbifhop  King w  in  his  Collections  out  of  the  white  Book  of 
OJfory )  and  other  large  Revenues.  I  do  not  find  any  mention  made  of  thefe 
Lands  of  Scomberloway  or  Stromkerlavan  in  the  taxations  of  the  See  of  OJfory , 
as  they  are  recited  in  the  red  Book  of  that  Bifhoprick  ;  and  therefore  fufpeCt 
that  the  Grange,  which  together  with  the  Church  of  Tullachany>  was  granted  to 
the  Abby  of  Doujk  by  Bifliop  Mannefm ,  referving  thereout  a  mark  to  the  Church  of 
Kilkenny ,  was  this  Denomination.  The  Bifhop’s  Manfe  and  Lodging  here  mentio¬ 
ned,  were  the  common  Hall  and  other  Buildings  belonging  thereto,  granted  to  the 
College  of  Vicars  Choral,  and  was  the  Palace  and  Place  of  Refidence  of  the 
Bifliops,  before  the  Palaces  of  Aghor  and  Dorogh  were  ereCted,] 

He  ordained  that  the  Vicars  Choral  fhould  celebrate  his  Anniverfary,  as  alfo 
the  Anniverfaries  of  Brack  elf  Turvill,  Mapilton ,  and  others  his  predeceflors.  [He 
eftabliflied  other  things  for  the  benefit  of  the  Burgefies  of  the  Liberties  of  the 
Crofs  *  in  the  Irijh  Town  of  Kilkenny.  He  exchanged  the  Town  of  Stamcarthy 
for  the  Town  of  Kilamerry  with  William  Marjhalf  Earl  of  Pembroke.']  In  1284 
he  profecuted  a  Writ  of  right  for  the  Manor  of  Seir-Keran ,  and  recovered  it 
(fays  Glynn )  by  Combat  ;  his  Champion  (for  fo  I  underftand  it)  overcoming  the 
Champion  of  his  Adverfary.  He  governed  this  Diocefe  twenty  fix  years,  and 
died  in  January  1286,  according  to  the  Computation  of  the  Church  of  England ; 
and  was  buried  near  Bifliop  Mapilton ,  in  a  Monument  adorned  with  his  Statue  of 
curious  Workmanfhip. 

ROGER  of  JVE  XFO  R  D. 

[Succ.  1287.  Ob.  1289.] 

ROGER  of  Wexford ,  Dean  of  Kilkenny ,  was  elected  by  the  King’s  Approba¬ 
tion,  and  was  confecrated  in  St.Canic’s  Church  in  Kilkenny ,  together  with  Tho¬ 
mas  St.  Leger ,  Bifliop  of  Meath ,  on  the  third  of  November  1287,  by  John  Saunford ,

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Archbifhop  of  Dublin.  [But  he  had  Reftitution  y  of  the  Temporalties  on  the 
twenty  fourth  of  July  before.]  He  died  on  the  twenty  eighth  of  June  1289, 
and  is  faid  to  have  been  buried  in  his  own  Cathedral.  On  the  fifth  of  September 
following  the  King  granted  a  Licence  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Kilkenny  to  go 
to  the  Election  of  a  Succeffor. 

MICHAEL  of  EXETER. 

[ Succ .  1289.  Ob.  1302.] 

MICHAEL  of  Exeter ,  a  Canon  of  the  Cathedral  of  Kilkenny ,  was  elected 
Bifhop  on  the  twenty  eighth  of  September  1289.  [The  King  declared  his 
Aflent  to  this  Election  on  the  fecond  of  November  following,  and  the  fame  Day 
his  Writ2  of  Reftitution  to  the  Temporalties  ifiiied.]  He  was  confecrated  about 
the  clofe  of  that  year,  [and  was  called  into  the  Privy  Council  by  Writ  dated  the  twen¬ 
ty  fecond  of  October  1292.]  His  Liberality  to  the  Canons  of  his  Church  is  loudly 
fpoke  of.  [Among  other  things  he  ordained a,  that  all  the  Lands  and  Pofleftions  be¬ 
longing  to  his  Canons,  or  which  fhould  be  afterwards  acquired  by  them,  fhould 
be  free  and  acquitted  from  all  Rent  due  to  him  or  his  Succeffors,  and  from  all 
Suits  of  Court  and  fecular  demands.]  He  died  about  Whitfuntide,  or  as  fome  fay, 
the  twelfth  of  July  1302,  the  thirteenth  year  after  his  Confecration. 

trlLLIAM  FITZ-JOHN. 

[Succ.  1302.  Refign.  1317.] 

WILLIAM  Fitz-John,  Canon  alfoof  the  fame  Church,  was  by  his  Fellow- 
Canons  elected  Bifhop  of  Ojfory ,  and  confecrated  at  Kilkenny  in  1302. 
a  little  after  the  Feaft  of  the  Epiphany  .  [The  King  declared  his  Aflent  to  this  Elec¬ 
tion  on  the  eighteenth  of  Qttober  that  year,  and  the  fame  day  iflued  his  Writb 
of  Reftitution.  But,  I  cannot  tell  for  what  caufe,  he  miffed  feifln  of  the 
Temporalties,  and  was  forced  to  fue  out  another  Writ c  dated  the  ninth  of  May 
1303*]  V/hile  he  fat  in  this  See  he  appropriated  the  Church  of  Clarah  to  the 
Abby  of  Canons  of  St.  John  the  Evangelill  at  Kilkenny,  referving  an  annual 
Penfion  of  twenty  Shillings  to  the  Vicars  Choral  of  his  Cathedral.  In  1317, 
he  was  by  the  Pope’s  Provifion  tranflated  to  Cafhell ,  having  governed  this  See 
fifteen  years.  There  was  at  that  time  a  great  Conteft  about  the  Elettion  of  a  new 
Archbifhop  of  Cajhell.  The  Dean  and  the  Majority  of  the  Canons  affembled 
at  Kilmaltock,  in  the  County  of  Limerick,  and  elected  John  Mac-Carwill ,  Bifhop 
©f  Cork ,  for  their  Archbifhop.  But  fome  of  the  Canons  got  together  in 
St.  Patricks  Church  at  Cafhell,  and  gave  their  Voices  for  Thomas,  Arch¬ 
deacon  of  Cajhell.  As  foon  as  King  Edward  the  lid,  had  got  Intelligence  of  this 
difpute,  he  took  a  great  deal  of  pains  to  procure  Geffry  de  Ailham,  a  Francifcan 
Frier  to  be  advanced  to  the  Archbifhoprick.  But  the  Pope  in  the  mean  time  [nul¬ 
led  the  two  Ele&ions,  and]  declared  JVilliam  Fitz-John  Archbifhop.  The  King 
without  any  relu&ance  confirmed  him ;  for  he  was  well  known  to  his  Majefty  for  a 
crreat  Number  of  good  Qualities.  He  was  made  [Deputy]  Governour  of  Ireland 
funder  Roger  Mortimer,  Earl  of  March']  on  the  fixth  of  May  1318  [or  rather  on 
the d  fixth  of  March  before  *,  for  on  that  day  the  Writ  for  conftituting  him  Cuftos

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bears  date]  and  about  the  fame  time  alfo  was  made  Chancellor  of  that  Kingdom, 
He  died  on  the  fifteenth  of  September  1326,  and  was  fas  Clynn  faysj  44  a  Man 
“  powerful,  wealthy  and  venerable,  both  among  the  People  and  Clergy.” 
[As  to  his  Wealth,  furely  Clynn  muft  be  miftaken,  although  he  was  his  Contem¬ 
porary  •,  or  the  Bifhop  muft  have  gathered  it  in  a  very  fhort  time.  For  it  was 
not  fix  years  before  his  Death,  that  King  Edward  the  lid  recommended  him  to 
the  Pope  as  an  Obje<ft  of  Compafiion  ;  and  on  f:he  twentieth  of  January  d  1320 
wrote  to  his  Holinefs  very  movingly  in  his  Behalf,  to  procure  inftalments  for  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  fome  Debts  due  by  his  See  to  the  Court  of  Rome,  on  account  of  the  irrepa¬ 
rable  Damages  he  fuftained  by  the  Devaftations  of  Bruce  and  the  Scots \  “  fo  that 
44  from  the  time  of  his  Reftitution  to  the  Temporalties  untill  the  date  of  the  E- 
14  piftle  he  had  not  received  the  leaft  profits  out  of  his  See,  but  was  obliged  to  run 
41  in  debt  with  his  Neighbours  and  Friends  even  for  necefiaries,  and  to  live  only 
44  in  hopes  of  a  more  plentiful  income  ”  In  a  Manufcript  Catalogue e  of  the  Bi- 
Ihops  of  OJffory  in  the  College  Library,  one  Peter  is  placed  in  Succeffion  after  Bi- 
fhop  Fitz-John  ;  and  is  faid  to  have  governed  this  Church  for  fome  Time,  and 
to  have  purchafed  for  his  See  the  Wood  of  Aghbough  near  Clonmore ,  and  certain 
Lands :  But  the  Time  of  his  Continuance  in  the  See,  and  the  time  of  his  Death 
are  there  doubted.  Certainly  he  muft  have  fat  but  a  ftiort  Time  ;  for  it  appears 
by  the  papal  Regiftry,  that  Richard  Ledred  was  confecrated  the  year  after  the 
Tranfiation  of  Fitz-John.  See  more  of  this  Prelate  among  the  Archbifhops  of 
C  ajhell.'] 

RICHARD  LEDRED. 

[ Succ .  1318.  Ob.  1360.] 

RICHARD  Ledred ,  a  Francifcan  Frier  of  London ,  was  by  mandate f  from 
Pope  jcbn  the  XXIId  confecrated  at  Avignon,  in  1318,  [by  Nicholas  Bifhop 
of  Oflium ,  being  advanced  the  year  before  by  the  fame  Pope.  In  1320  he  held 
a  Synod  of  his  Clergy  ;  the  Canons  of  which  are  extant  in  the  Red  Book  of 
Ofory ,  and  are  lately  publifhed  by  Dr.  Wilkins  in  Council.  Tom.  2.]  In  the 
Annals  of  Ireland  publifhed  by  Camden  s  one  meets  with  an  account  of  the 
troubles  raifed  againft  him  by  Arnold  Poer,  Senefchal  of  Kilkenny ,  and  of  thofc 
retorted  back  on  the  Senefchal  by  him  [which  deferve  a  fuller  relation  than  what 
we  meet  with  in  the  faid  Annals  ;  as  it  difcovers  the  Temper  and  Spirit  of  this 
Prelate.  In  132511  the  Lady  Alice  Kettle ,  William  Outlaw  her  Son,  and  Pe¬ 
tr  onil  andBafil ,  her  Accomplices,  were  accufed  of  Witchcraft  and  Inchantments  in 
the  Spiritual  Court  of  Ojjory.  Petronil  was  convi6ted  and  burned  *,  the  Lady  and 
Bajilfc d,  and  William  Outlaw  was  held  nine  Weeks  in  ftridt  durance;  and  then 
at  the  Suit  of  the  faid  Arnold  Poer  to  the  Higher  Powers  was  delivered.  But 
John  Clynn  S  who  was  a  Frier  at  that  Time  in  Kilkenny,  and  muft  be  fuppofed 
to  know  the  Fa£t,  placeth  it  in  1324,  and  fays  that  the  Lady  Alice  fullered 
death  for  Herefy  ;  and  obferves  that  fhe  was  the  firft  that  ever  was  known  to 
fuffer  for  that  Crime  in  Ireland.  Be  that  as  it  will ;  it  created  ill  Blood  between  the 
Bifhop  and  Poer.  The  Bifhop  accufed  him  of  Herefy,  had  him  excommunica¬ 
ted  k,  and  by  virtue  of  a  Writ  of  Ex communicato  Capiendo ,  grounded  on  his  Cer¬ 
tificate,  he  was  committed  Prifoner  to  the  Caftle  of  Dublin  ;  but  was  by  moll 
People  thought  to  be  innocent  ;  infomuch  that  Roger  Outlaw ,  Prior  of  Kilmain-

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ham ,  who  in  1328  was  conftituted  Juftice  of  Ireland,  fliewed  him  fame  Counte¬ 
nance,  and  treated  him  with  humanity.  The  Bifhop  was  enraged  at  this  pro¬ 
cedure,  and  [openly  accufed  the  Juftice  of  Herefy,  and  for  abetting  Poer ,  and 
aiding  him  with  his  advice  and  Counfel.  The  Juftice  petitioned  the  Privy 
Council  for  leave  to  purge  himfelf  of  this  Charge  ;  and  they  ordered  publick 
Proclamation  to  be  made  for  three  days  ;  that  if  any  Perfon  had  a  mind  to  profe- 
cute  the  faid  Juftice,  they  fhould  have  protection  with  freedom  and  fafety  to  do  it. 
But  no  body  appearing,  the  King’s  Writ  was  ifiued  at  the  requeft  of  the  Juftice, 
to  aflemble  the  Peers,  Bilhops,  Abbats,  Priors,  the  Mayors  of  the  Four  Cities, 
(viz.)  Dublin ,  Cork ,  Limerick ,  and  IVaterford ,  as  alfo  the  Sheriffs,  and  Senef- 
chals,  the  Knights  of  Shires,  and  the  principal  Freemen  of  the  City  of  Dublin, 
When  this  Parliament  met,  the  Juftice  made  it  appear1,  that  the  Bifhop’s  Pro¬ 
ceedings  againft  Poer ,  were  partial  and  unjuft  in  favour  of  a  Kinfman  of  the  Bi¬ 
fhop,  who  began  the  quarrel  with  Poer  •,  and  that  therefore  the  Lord  Juftice 
only  fupported  the  Caufe  of  the  oppreffed.  The  Parliament  appointed  a  Com¬ 
mittee"1  of  Six  to  examine  the  Charge.  Thefe  were  William  Rodyeard ,  Dean  of 
St.  Patricks ,  Dublin ,  the  Abbats  of  St.  Thomas  and  St.  Mary’s ,  the  Prior  of 
Chrift- Church,  Mr.  Elias  Lawlefs ,  and  Mr.  Peter  Widely.  They  examined  fuch 
Witnefles  as  were  fummoned  apart  ;  and  every  one  of  them  made  Oath,  that  the 
Juftice  was  Orthodox,  a  zealous  Champion  of  the  Faith,  and  ready  to  de¬ 
fend  it  with  his  Life.  Upon  this  Report  of  the  Committee  he  was  folemnly  ac¬ 
quitted,  and  prepared  a  Sumptuous  banquet  for  all  his  Defenders.  But  the  unfor¬ 
tunate  Poer  died  the  lame  year  1528  n  under  his  confinement,  before  the  matter 
was  fully  adjufted  •,  and  his  Carcafs  was  a  long  time  kept  unburied,  becaufe  he 
died  unaffoiled.  However  our  Bifhop  did  not  efcape  his  fhare  of  troubles,  which 
lay  on  him  heavily  for  many  years  •,  and  this  accufer  of  Herefy  was  obliged  to  fty 
.  his  Country  for  the  fame  Crime.  For  he  was  in  his  turn  accufed  of  Herefy  by 
his  Metropolitan,  Alexa?ider  Bicknor,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  and  was  driven 
to  fhelter  himfelf  under  an  appeal  to  the  Apoftolick  See.  I  cannot  fix  the  parti¬ 
cular  time  when  this  happened  ;  but  believe  it  was  in  the  year  1329.  For  on  the 
eighth  0  of  June  that  year  King  Edward  the  Hid.  wrote  to  the  Pope  and  many  of 
the  Cardinals,  warning  them  to  take  heed  how  they  gave  ear  to  the  Suggefti- 
ons  of  Bifhop  Ledred  •,  for  that  he  had  privately  fled  his  Country,  when  he 
ought  to  have  flood  his  trial  for  his  Demerits :  And  in  1 3  3 1 p  he  wrote  on  the  fame 
Occafion  to  the  Pope,  and  informed  him  that  the  Bifhop  had  declined  an  in¬ 
quiry  into  his  Conduft  *,  becaufe  he  was  confcious  of  his  Guilt.  Upon  his  flight 
in  1329  the  King  feized  his  Temporalties  •,  but  upon  the  mediation  and  earneft 
Interceffion  of  one  of  the  Cardinals  a  Writ  q  ifiued  for  his  Reftitution  on  the 
tenth  of  May  1331  *,  on  condition  neverthelefs,  that  the  Bifhop  fhould  fubmit 
himfelf  in  perfon  to  the  King,  and  anfwer  at  home  any  Charge  objected  to 
him.  How  long  he  flayed  abroad,  or  when  he  returned,  I  have  not  found  :  But 
it  appears  that  in  1339  he  had  made  fome  fort  of  a  peace  with  the  King.  For 
there  ifiued  a  Writ  dated  that  year  r  to  Sir  Thomas  Charltony  Bifhop  of  He¬ 
reford,  then  Juftice  and  Chancellor  of  Ireland,  reciting,  that  upon  the  Informa¬ 
tion  of  Alexander,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin,  by  Letters  patent  made  in  the  Chancery 
of  Ireland,  Richard ,  Bifhop  of  OJfory ,  was  vehemently  fufpecfted  notorioufly  to 
favour  herefy,  and  had  been  cited  to  appear  before  the  faid  Archbifhop  to  anfwer  ; 
but  that  he  had  contumacioufly  abfented  himfelf :  Upon  which  feveral  of  the  She- 
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riffs  and  other  the  Kings  Minifters  had  been  commanded  to  arreft  him  without  delay, 
and  to  deliver  him  to  the  Archbifhop  to  be  canonically  puniflied ;  notwithffanding 
his  Epifcopal  Dignity.  The  King  therefore  revoked  and  fuperfeded  the  faid  Or¬ 
ders,  in  regard  the  fame  had  been  furreptitioufly  and  erroneoufly  obtained  out  of  the 
Chancery  •,  for  that  it  was  not  lawful  according  to  the  Canons  to  arreft  a  Prelate  ; 
the  rather  as  the  Bifhop  had  diredly  appealed  to  the  Apoftolick  See  from  the 
Grievances  laid  on  him  by  the  Archbifhop,  and  had  diligently  profecuted  his 
appeal,  as  appeared  by  publick  Inftruments  and  other  evidences  exhibited  before 
the  Council  of  England.'] 

Afterwards  in  f  1347  or  1348  having  lived  nine  years  in  Banifhment,  “  he 
“  obtained  (fays  Clyn l)  an  Exemption  in  the  Court  of  Rome  from  the  Jurifdidion 
“  and  Superiority  of  the  Archbifhop  of  Dublin .”  But  I  think  he  had  no  great 
Advantage  by  it.  [This  Exemption  was  grounded  upon  his  Complaint  to  the 
Pope  of  the  hard  Ufage  he  had  met  with  from  the  Archbifhop  ;  wherein  it  is  al- 
ledged,  that  he  had  been  feized  by  the  Hereticks,  and  kept  feventeen  Days  in 
Prifon,  and  that  when  he  was  releafed,  the  Archbifhop,  who  was  notorioufly 
known  to  favour  the  Hereticks,  had  flopped  up  all  the  Ports  to  hinder  him  from 
repairing  to  Rome  to  appeal  from  his  grie/ances,  and  ufed  all  his  endeavours  to 
take  him  Prifoner.  But  after  the  death  of  Archbifhop  Bicknor ,  and  the  promoti¬ 
on  of  John  de  St.  Paul  to  the  See  of  Dublin ,  Pope  Clement  the  Vlth  on  the  21ft  of 
July  1351,  upon  the  petition  of  the  new  Archbifhop  iflued  aBull u  for  the  Reftorati- 
on  of  the  See  of  Dublin  to  the  jurifdidion  and  fuperiority  which  the  Archbifhops 
had  formerly  held  over  the  See  of  OJJory. J  In  1349  his  Temporalties  were  again 
confifcated,  or  to  fpeak  in  a  Law  Phrafe,  feized  into  the  King’s  Hands  w,  becaufe 
he  had  unjuftly  excommunicated  [  JVilliam  Bromley]  Treafurer  of  Ireland ,  [who 
was  haftning  in  the  King’s  Debts  in  the  Town  of  Kilkenny  *,  by  which  means  the 
King’s  affairs  were  obftruded]  and  had  alfo  given  abufive  Language  to  the  Chief 
Juftice  of  the  Common-Pleas ,  fitting  in  Court,  [by  telling  him,  he  was  a  falfe 
Tray  tor,  and  had  given  falfe  Counfel  to  the  Lord  Juftice.  For  which,  and  for 
many  other  feditious  Pradices  he  had  been  indided,  and  by  falfe  Suggeftions  had 
obtained  the  King’s  Pardon.  But  on  the  20th  of  March  1351  x  the  King  re¬ 
voked  and  made  void  his  Pardon  ;  becaufe  he  had  been  fubtily  circumvented  and 
deceived  in  granting  it.  Yetthefe  Proceedings  did  not  humble  this  Prelate.  For] 
a  little  after  one  I homas  Fitz-Gilbert  (as  appears  in  the  publick  Records)  plunde¬ 
red  and  fet  fire  to  the  Caftle  of  Moycobir,  and  flew  Hugh  le  Poer  in  it.  Ledred 
was  brought  to  trial  as  an  Accomplice  in  the  fad  ;  and  I  do  not  find  that  he  in 
any  other  manner  purged  himfelf  than  by  pleading  the  King’s  Pardon.  The 
King  afterwards  [as  before]  declared  this  Pardon  void  ;  as  being  obtained  furrep¬ 
titioufly  and  by  fraud.  [I  am  apt  to  think  that  this  and  the  Pardon  before  men¬ 
tioned,  and  the  revocation  of  it,  were  one  and  the  fame.  For  that  was  a  Pardon 
for  all  Homicides,  Felonies,  Thefts,  Robberies,  Confpiracics,  &c.  which  he 
had  no  occafion  for  ;  if  it  were  only  to  fcreen  him  from  the  contempts  to  the 
Treafurer  and  Juftice.  But  the  fads  are  fo  blended  together,  that  it  is  hard  to  fe- 
parate  them.]  However,  about  the  clofeof  the  year  1354,  he  was  received  into  fa¬ 
vour  •,  the  ftorm  blew  over,  and  he  pafled  the  Remainder  of  his  life  in  great  tran¬ 
quility.  Of  his  beautifying  theCathedral,  fee  before  p.  399.  He  obtained  the  King’s 
leave  for  demolifhing  three  Churches  without  the  Walls,  and  employed  the  Stones 
in  building  an  Epifcopal  Palace  near  the  Cathedral,  [at  his  own  Expence,  in

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which  he  e're&ed  f  an  Altar,  dedicated  to  the  three  Saints,  whole  Churches  he 
had  demolifhed ;  and  obliged  the  collegiate  Vicars  to  celebrate  Service  there, 
whenever  the  Bifhop  fhould  require  them  ;  whom  he  alfo  endowed  with  an  Or¬ 
chard.]  He  died  in  a  very  advanced  Age  in  the  year  1360,  [having  fat  about  four¬ 
ty  two  years  in  this  See,]  and  was  buried  in  his  own  Church,  on  the  Gofpel  fide 
of  the  High  Altar. 

JOHN  of  T  A  r  E  N  A  L  E. 

[Succ.  1360.  Oh.  1370.] 

T  1'PON  the  Death  of  Bilhop  Ledred ,  Milo  Sweet  man,  Treafurer  of  the  Ca- 
thedral  of  Kilkenny,  was  defied  in  his  room  ;  the  fame  Milo ,  who  foon  af¬ 
ter  was  promoted  to  the  Archiepifcopal  See  of  Armagh .  But  the  Pope  nulled 
the  Eteflion,  [he  being  not  early2  enough  in  his  application  to  the  Court  of  Rome] 
and  advanced  John  of  Latenale ,  by  fome  called,  John  ok  Oxford,  to  this  See, 
He  was  an  Augttftin  Hermit,  or,  as  fome  fay,  a  Dominican  Frier.  The  Vicars 
Choral  of  this  Cathedral  found  the  Benefit  of  his  Promotion  •,  for  he  releafed  to 
them  all  Proxies  due  to  his  See  in  right  of  ordinary  Vifitatio.  is  i  except  the  annual 
payment  of  6  s.  8  d.  upon  Condition  neverthelefs,  that  they  fhould  celebrate  the 
Anniverfary  of  his  death,  under  the  penalty  often  Shillings.  [He  alfo  releafed  a 
all  proxies  belonging  to  his  Church,  to  be  employed  on  the  fabrick  of  it,  ex¬ 
cept  the  Sum  of  26s.  8  d.]  He  died  in  1370. 

ALEXANDER  BALSCOT. 

[Succ.  1371.  Refign.  1386.] 

L  E  XA  N  D  E  R  Balfcot,  Canon  of  the  Cathedral  of  Kilkenny,  a  Man 
of  great  Learning  and  Wifdom,  fucceeded  by  a  Provifion  from  Pope  Gre¬ 
gory  theXIth,  [and  was  reflored  to  the  Temporalties  on  the  12th  of  May  1371,] 
He  was  made  Treafurer  of  Ireland  by  King  Edward  the  Hid,  [A.  D.  1376  b, 
and  had  a  Guard  allowed  him  of  fix  Men  at  Arms,  and  twelve  Archers,  paid  out 
of  the  Exchequer ,  while  he  continued  Treafurer.]  He  was  alfo  Treafurer  in  the 
Reign  of  Richard  the  lid.  Chancellor  c  [three  times,  viz.  in  1377,  1385,  and 
1394,  [and  for  a  time  Juftice,]  viz.  in  1378  and  1 387,  and  was  alfo  once  Chan¬ 
cellor  in  the  Reign  of  King  Henry  the  IVth,  viz.  A.  D.  1400.]  He  fat  in  this 
See  about  fifteen  years,  and  was  then  tranflated  by  the  Pope  to  that  of  Meath  in 
1386.  See  more  of  him  among  the  Bifhops  of  Meath,  p.  147. 

RICHARD  NO  RTH  A  L  I S. 

[Sttcc.  1386,  Refgn.  1396.] 

13  I C  H  A  R  D  Northalis,  a  Carmelite  Frier  of  London,  [and  Son  d  to  a  Mayor 
of  that  City]  was  confecrated  in  1386.  [About  the  year  1390  c  he  was  con- 
ftituted  a  Commifiioner  by  King  Richard  the  lid  to  infpe<5t  into  the  date,  Ioffes 
and  abufes,  of  and  in  the  Government  of  Ireland,  and  into  the  corruptions  and 
fraud  of  his  Officers  there  •,  to  call  before  him  all  Prelates,  Peers  and  others  to 
give  their  informations  in  the  Premiffes,  to  report  how  and  by  what  fecurity  Nigel 
O-Neil  was  enlarged,  to  inquire  into  the  Numbers,  which  Sir  John  Stanley ,  Lord

Deputy,  kept  in  his  Retinue  at  his  lalt  arrival  in  Ireland ;  whether  he  had  per¬ 
formed  the  Covenants  in  his  Indentures  of  Government,  and  how  many  Men  at 
Arms  and  Archers  he  tranfported  with  him  from  England ;  as  alfo  to  inquire  into 
the  value  of  the  Revenues  of  Ireland ,  while  the  laid  Juftice  adminiflred  the  Go¬ 
vernment  there,  and  how  much  of  the  laid  Revenues  he  applied  to  his  own  ufe. 
He  had  alfo  a  Power  given  him  to  fupervife  and  examine  into  the  Rolls  and  Re¬ 
cords  of  the  Exchequer  and  other  Courts  as  often  as  he  pleafed  ;  and  to  report  the 
behaviour  of  the  Officers :  And  all  Prelates,  Peers  and  other  Subjects  were  com¬ 
manded  to  be  aiding  and  affiftingto  him  in  the  execution  of  this  Commiffion.] 
Afterwards  in  1391  and  1394  he  was  employed  by  the  fame  King  in  the  quality  of 
an  Ambaflador  to  Pope  Boniface  the  IXth.  He  was  alfo  Chancellor  of  Ireland  for 
a  time.  Having  fpent  about  nine  years  in  this  See,  he  was  tranllated  to  the 
Archbilhoprick  of  Dublin ,  [and  died  the  year  following.]  See  a  further  account 
of  him  among  the  Archbilhops  of  Dublin,  p.  336. 

T  HO  MAS  P  EVER  ELL. 

[Succ.  1397.  Rfgn.  1398.] 

THOMAS  Peverell  or  fas  he  is  called  in  the  publick  Records,  Pierevill) 
a  Carmelite  Frier  alfo,  like  his  Predeceffor,  and  Do<5tor  of  Divinity  of  the 
Univerfity  of  Oxford ,  was  in  1397  advanced  by  the  means  of  King  Richard  the  lid 
to  the  See  of  Ofjory.  He  was  a  Man  eminent  in  the  Age  he  lived,  and  was  born 
of  a  worlhipful  Family  in  the  County  of  Suffolk.  He  fat  but  a  very  fhort  time  in 
this  See  ;  for  in  May  1398  he  was  tranllated  to  the  See  o ILandaffe  in  Wales, 
and  from  thence  in  1407  f  to  the  Bifhoprick  of  Worcefter  [to  the  Temporalties 
of  which  See  he  was  reftored  on  the  twentieth  of  November  that  year  s.  He  fat 
fo  Ihort  a  time  in  this  See  that  little  could  be  expected  from  him  ;  and  what  he 
did  in  that  of  Worcefter  (which  was  confiderable)  is  foreign  to  my  purpofe  to 
relate  :  But  the  Reader  may  find  an  Account  of  it  in  Dr.  Thomas's  Hiftory  of 
the  Bilhops  of  Worcefter.}  Having  governed  the  See  of  Worcefter  ten  years,  he 
died  on  the  firft  of  March  1417  (or  1418  according  to  thofe  who  account  the 
beginning  of  the  year  from  the  firft  of  January )  and  was  buried  in  the  Cathe¬ 
dral  of  Worcefter.  [But  Dr.  Thomas  h  before  mentioned  differs  from  this  Ac¬ 
count,  both  as  to  the  time  of  the  Death  and  place  of  interring  this  Prelate.  For 
he  affirms  that  he  fat  above  eleven  years,  and  died  in  his  Manor  of  Henbury  in 
Salt  Marjh  on  the  fecond  of  March  1418,  and  was  buried  in  the  Church  of  the 
Carmelites  near  the  Univerfity  of  Oxford ,  within  the  Diocefe  of  Lincoln ;  and' 
for  every  of  thefe  particulars  quotes  the  Prior  and  Convent’s  inftrument  of  electi¬ 
on,  and  notification  to  the  Pope  ;  which  is  conclufive  Evidence.]  The  reader 
may  find  an  account  of  his  works  in  Bale  taken  out  of  Leland.  [Mark  Anthony 
Allegre  *,  who  is  fond  of  corrupting  the  Names  of  places,  mentions  him  as  Effif- 
copus  Ubigormienfts  for  Vigornienfts. ] 

JOHN  GRIFFIN. 

[ Succ .  1398.  Gb.  1399*] 


JOHN  Griffin ,  Chancellor  of  Limerick ,  was  confecrated  Bifhop  of  Leighlin  in 
1385,  and  made  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  in  1391.  He  was  by  the  Pope 
tranllated  to  this  See  in  1398,  and  died  the  year  following.

JO  HN  Waltam ,  an  Auguftin  Hermit,  was  advanced  to  this  See  by  a  proviii- 
onal  Bull  of  Pope  Boniface  the  IXth,  being  then  vacant  by  the  Death  of  BL 
lhop  Griffin  ;  and  on  the  20th  of  March  1 399,  upon  his  renunciation  of  all  prejudi¬ 
cial  Claufes,  and  fwearing  Fealty,  he  was  reftored  k  to  the  Temporalties  by  King 
Richard  the  Hd.  But  like  his  PredecelTor  he  fat  only  a  fhort  time.] 

ROGER  of  APPLEBY 

[Succ.  1400.  Ob.  1404.] 

ROGER  of  Appleby ,  Prior  of  the  Abby  of  Newton  in  the  Diocefe  of  Litch¬ 
field,  was  advanced  to  this  See  by  the  provifion  of  Pope  Boniface  the  IXth, 
on  the  26th  of  September  1400  ;  and  on  the  fixth  of  April 1  following  the  King 
reftored  him  to  the  Temporalties,  It  feems  he  died  in  1404. 

JOHN  V  0  L  C  A  N. 

[Succ.  1404.  Qb.  1405.] 

JOHN  Volcan ,  Bifhop  of  Dromore,  was  tranflated  to  this  See  by  Pope  Boni¬ 
face1  the  IXth  in  the  year  1404,  and  died  about  Michaelmas  the  year  follow¬ 
ing.  He  was  a  Prelate  of  no  mean  rank  on  the  fcore  of  the  Endowments  of 

his  Mind. 

T HO  MAS  SNELL. 

[Succ.  1405.  Qb.  J416.] 

THOMAS  Snell ,  Archdeacon  of  Glendaloch,  and  afterwards  in  1399  Bi- 
lhop  of  Lifmore  and  Waterford ,  was  reftored  to  the  Temporalties  of  this 
See  on  the  23d  of  September  1405.  He  made  a  prefent  of  fome  rich  Veftments 
to  his  Church,  [viz.  m  Gloves,  Pontifical  Sandals,  and  a  fair  filken  Caphin  inter¬ 
wove  with  golden  Spots,]  and  left  to  his  Succeffors  a  Mitre  adorned  with  pre¬ 
cious  Stones.  He  died  in  Waterford  on  the  1 6th  of  October  1416.  While  he 
was  Bilhop  of  OjJory,  William  Purcell ,  in  the  year  1415,  afiifted  at  the  general 
Council  of  Conftance  by  a  Proxy  from  him,  and  another  from  Nicholas  Fleming 
Arch  bilhop  of  Armagh. 

PATRICK  RAGGED. 

(Succ.  1417.  Ob.  1^21.) 

PATRICK  Ragged ,  Bilhop  of  Cork,  was  tranflated  from  thence  to  this  See 
in  1417,  and  died  on  the  twentieth  of  Augufl,  or,  as  fome  fay,  the  twentieth 
of  April  1421.  [A  Manufcript  n  writer  gives  him  the  Character  of  a  Prelate 
who  governed  his  Flock  with  Juftice  and  Piety,  and  fed  them  both  by  his 
example  and  inftru&ions.]  See  a  further  Account  of  him  among  the  Bilhops  of

DENNIS  O-Dea,  Batchelor  of  the  Civil  and  Canon  Laws,  as  alfo  a  Man 
of  great  Knowledge  in  the  municipal  Laws  of  his  own  Country,  was  elec¬ 
ted  to  this  See  on  the  26th  of  November  1421,  and  fat  about  five  years. 

THOMAS  B  A  R  R  T. 

[Succ.  1428.  Ob.  1459.] 

t~r*HO  M  A S  Barry  fucceeded  next.  He  was  made  Treafurer  of  Ireland  on 
•*“  the  firft  of  January  1428,  in  the  feventh  year  of  King  Henry  the  Vlth. 
He  built  a  Caftle  and  Hall  at  his  Manor  of  Logb,  [and  is  faid  to  have  been  a 
Benefactor  to  the  College  of  Vicars.]  He  died  ( as  they  fay  )  on  the  third  of 
1 March  1459,  anc*  was  buried  in  St.  C ante's  Church  before  the  high  Altar.  [In 
1450  this  Prelate,  together  with  the  Bifhopsof  Leighlin ,  Down  and  Limerick,  were 
fined  for  not  attending  the  Parliament  alfembled  in  Qftobcr  that  year,]

[Succ.  1460.  Ob.  1478.] 

DAVID  Hacket  fucceeded  by  Provifion  from  the  Pope,  and  fat  about  eigh¬ 
teen  years ;  during  which  time  he  built  the  Caftle  of  Boly ,  and  added  a 
Hall  and  Kitchen  to  the  Houfe  of  Clonmore.  He  alfo  built  the  Arch  of  the  Belfry 
of  St.  Cahic's  Church  of  fquared  ftone,  [and  like  his  Predeceffor  is  faid  to  have 
been  a  benefaClor  to  the  College  of  Vicars,  by  uniting  0  the  Parifti  Church  of 
Ballybur  to  that  Body,  at  the  inftance  and  petition  of  Richard  Vole,  Patron  of 
the  faid  Church.]  He  died  on  the  twenty  fourth  of  October  1478,  and  was  buri¬ 
ed  in  his  own  Church  near  the  high  Altar. 

JOHN  O-HEDIAN. 

[Succ.  1479.  Ob.  i486.]

JOHN  O-Hedian ,  who,  (if  am  not  miftaken)  was  Archdeacon  of  Cajhell , 
fucceeded  David  Hacket.  He  is  faid  to  have  taken  a  great  deal  of  pains  in 
the  Government  of  his  Diocefe  ;  and  having  fat  about  feven  years,  died  on  the 
fixthof  January  i486,  and  was  buried  in  a  Chappel  near  the  Weft  Gate  of  the 
Cathedral.  The  See  was  after  his  death  vacant  about  two  years,  [occafioned 
by  the  unquietnefs  of  the  times  and  the  Rebellion  of  Lambert  Simnel .]

OLIVER  CANTWELL. 

[Succ.  1488.  Ob.  1526.] 

Y\LIVER  Cantwell,  a  Dominican  Frier,  was  appointed  Bilhop  of  this  See  by 
^  Pope  Innocent  the  eighth  in  1488  ;  but  was  not  confirmed  by  King  Henry 
the  feventh  untill  the  twenty  eighth  of  February  1495,  in  the  eleventh  year  of 
his  Reign  •,  at  which  time  he  fubmitted  to  the  King's  mercy  for  his  acceptance 
of  the  Pope’s  provifion,  in  the  prefence  of  Henry  Dean,  then  Bilhop  of  Bangor, 
and  [both]  Juftice  [and  Chancellor]  of  Ireland .  He  expended  great  Sums  of 

o  M.  S.  Col.  D.  42. 
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Money  on  the  Reparation  of  the  Epifcopal  Palaces  at  A%hor  and  Freinjlon .  He 
alfo  rebuilt  the  great  Bridge  at  Kilkenny ,  which  had  been  thrown  down  by  a 
Flood,  and  appropriated  the  Church  of  St.  Mcel  to  the  Vicars  Choral  [at  the  in- 
ftancepof  James  Shortall,  then  Prebendary  of  Kilmanagh,  afterwards  Prior  of  the 
Convent  of  St.  John  the  Evangelift  at  Kilkenny .  He  alfo  obtained  Letters  pa¬ 
tent  qfrom  King  Henry  the  feventh  for  confirming  the  antient  Grants  of  a  weekly 
Market  to  the  Irijhtown ,  Kilkenny.']  Worn  out  with  old  Age  he  died  on  the  ninth 
of  February  [January]  1526,  having  governed  this  See  almoft  thirty  nine  years, 
and  was  buried,  as  it  is  faid,  at  Kilkenny  in  a  Monaftery  of  his  own  Order.  But 
I  have  been  informed  that  a  Monument  was  erefted  to  his  Memory  in  St.  Came* s 
Church.  He  is  faid  to  have  wore  the  Dominican  Habit,  even  after  he  became 
a  Bifhop,  during  his  life,  [which  I  think  was  nothing  extraordinary  ;  but  only  a- 
greeablc  to  the  Practice  of  all  other  Bifhops  in  that  Age ;  which  may  be  feen 
in  the  life  of  John  Celey  Bifhop  of  Down ,  p.  202.] 

MILO  BARON. 

•  [ Succ .  152  7.  Ob.  1550.] 

1 ILQ  Baron,  alias  Fitz-Girald  [znAuguftin  Canon,  and]  Prior  of  Inijliock , 
■*“  was  confecrated  Bifhop  of  Ojfory  in  1527;  but  held  his  Priory  by  difpen- 
fation  untill  the  Vifitation  of  Religious  Houfes;  at  which  time  he  furrendered  it  by 
Deed  to  King  Henry  the  Eighth.  [He  was  called,  Baron ,  as  being  of  that 
branch  of  the  Family  of  the  Fitz-Giralds ,  who  were  Palatine  Barons  of  Burn - 
church  in  the  County  of  Kilkenny ,  originally  created  by  the  Earls  Palatine  of  thofe 
parts;  of  whom  an  account  maybe  feen  in  Sir  John  Davis's  Reports1.]  Before 
he  was  advanced  to  this  Bifhoprick,  he  added  a  new  Steeple  and  Cloyfter  to  his 
Priory;  and  after  his  confecration  repaired  his  Epifcopal  Palace  at  Kilkenny ,  and 
made  aPrefentof  a  Pafloral  Staff  of  Silver  to  his  Cathedral,  [and  of  a  fair  mar¬ 
ble  Table  for  the  Altar.]  He  died  full  of  days  in  the  year  1550,  or  as  fome  fay 
1551,  of  Grief,  which  often  proves  fatal  to  old  age,  and  was  buried  among  his 
Anceftors  in  the  Monaftery  of  Inijliock.  Some  fay  that  John  Bird  [Provincial  of 
the  Carmelites]  was  tranflated  from  this  See  to  Bangor  on  the  third  of  September 
j  539  ;  but  without  doubt  they  are  miftaken.  For  it  is  certain  Milo  Baron  was  then 
and  long  before  Bifhop  of  this  See.  [  Godwin  1  fixeth  the  Tranflation  of  Bird 
from  Ojfory  to  Bangor  on  the  third  of  September  1531,  and  from  Bangor  to  Che- 
Jler  in  1533;  and  adds  that  the  Caufe  of  his  Promotion  was  for  preaching  certain 
Sermons  before  King  Henry  the  Eighth  againft  the  Pope’s  Supremacy.  He 
was  deprived  in  the  Reign  of  Queen  Mary  for  being  married,  and  died  at  Che- 
Jler  in  1 556.] 

JOHN  BALE. 

[Succ.  1552.  Exterm.  1553.] 

AN  the  fecond  of  February  1552,  Englijh  Stile,  John  Bale  was  confecrated  in 
^  Chrifl  Church  Dublin,  together  with  Hugh  Goodacre ,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh, 
by  George ,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  aflifted  by  the  Bifhops  of  Kildare  and  Down, 
[although  not  without  fome  Oppofition  1  from  the  Popifhly  inclined  Clergy.] 
He  was  born  (as  he  faith  himfelfuJ  at  a  village  called  Cove ,  five  miles  from  Dun -

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wich,  in  the  County  of  Suffolk  November  the  21ft  1495,  and  had  his  Education 
for  a  time  in  Norwich',  where  he  became  a  Cdrmelite  Frier,  and  afterwards  at  Jefus’s 
College  in  Cambridge.  [He  tells  us  alfo  u  “  that  at  this  time  ignorance  and  blind- 
“  nefs  had  wholly  poffeflfed  him;  that  the  Inftrument  of  his  C«nverfion  was  not  a 
“  Monk  or  a  Prieft,  but  a  temporal  Lord;  and  that  to  throw  off  all  marks  of  the 
“  beaft,  he  married  a  faithful  Wife,  according  to  the  Divine  precept,  he  that  hath 
s<  not  the  Gift  of  Continence ,  let  him  marry”  The  Hiftorical  Librarian  *,  who 
is  fometimes  merry  out  of  Seafon,  hath  given  no  manner  of  Realbn  for  his  Re¬ 
flexion  on  this  AXion,  te  that  in  truth  his  Wife  Dorothy  had  as  great  a 
“  hand  in  that  happy  work,  as  the  Lord.’*  ]  He  was  at  laft  thrown 
intoPrifon  [in  the  Reign  of  King  Henry  the  Eighth,]  for  preaching  againft  the 
Romifh  Religion,  firft  by  Lee,  Archbifhop  of  York,  and  afterwards  by  Stokefly,  Bi- 
fhop  of  London',  but  wasfet  at  liberty  by  the  Intereft  of  the  Lord  Cromwell.  A 
little  after  he  was  forced  to  fly  his  Country,  and  withdrew  himfelf  into  lower 
Germany,  where  he  lived  eight  years.  From  thence  he  returned  into  England , 
and  by  the  Favour  of  King  Edward  the  Sixth,  [of  his  own  meer  motion  w,  and 
without  the  Solicitation  of  any  other,  the  King  happening  to  fee  him  at  Southamp¬ 
ton ]  he  was  promoted  to  this  Bifhoprick.  [He  immediately  went  with  his  Fa¬ 
mily  to  Ireland,  and,  as  foon  as  he  was  confecrated,  repaired  to  his  Charge  at 
Kilkenny',  where  he  no  fooner  began  to  preach  the  Gofpel  (which  he  conftantly  did) 
but  the  moft  part  of  his  Prebendaries,  and  the  Popifh  party  oppofed  and  contra¬ 
dicted  him.}  He  fcarce  enjoyed  the  Profits  of  his  See  fix  Months,  when  King  Ed¬ 
ward  the  fixth  died,  and  Queen  Mary  mounted  the  Royal  Throne.  [Then  did  his 
perfections  begin.  One  Barnaby  Bolger  with  fome  Popifh  Priefts  and  others 
fought  his  death,  and  attacked  him  in  his  Houfe  at  Bi/hops  Court,  alias  Holms 
Court,  and  flew  five  of  his  Servants  before  his  Face.  But  he  faved  himfelf  by 
(hutting  the  Iron  Grate  of  his  Caftle,  and  keeping  his  Enemies  out;  where  he 
defended  himfelf,  untill  the  Sovereign  of  Kilkenny  came  to  his  Aflifiance  with  a 
party  of  one  hundred  Horfe  and  three  hundred  Foot;  and  under  the  favour  of 
the  night  conveyed  him  fafe  to  Kilkenny,  and  from  thence  lent  him  to  Dublin . 
But  having  no  profpeX  of  fafety  [his  life  being  alfo  there  hunted  after]  he  be¬ 
came  a  Refugee  a  fccond  time,  and  left  behind  him  at  Kilkenny  a  well  furnifhed 
Library.  [He  was  conveyed  away  from  Dublin  in  a  Sailor’s  Habit;  -  but  in  his 
paffage  to  Zealand  fuffered  much  in  a  Tempeft,  and  was  taken  Prilbner  at  Sea, 
and  carried  into  St.  Ives  in  Cornwall,  where  he  was  accufed  of  Treafon  before 
the  Juftices :  But  no  proof  appearing  againft  him  he  was  delivered  out  of  their 
hands.  ]  In  the  profecution  of  his  Voyage,  he  was  [again]  taken  Prifoner  and 
fold  by  Pirates :  But  having  paid  his  Ranforp,  he  betook  himfelf  to  Bafil,  where 
among  other  learned  Men,  he  came  to  have  a  great  fhare  of  intimacy  with 
Conrad  Gefner ,  as  may  be  gathered  from  the  Letters  which  pafied  between  them. 
After  an  abode  there  for  five  years,  he  returned  into  England  in  the  Reign  of 
Queen  Elizabeth ,  and  never  fought  to  be  reftored  to  his  See;  but  fat  down  con¬ 
tented  with  a  Prebend  in  the  Church  of  Canterbury,  [to  which  he  was  promoted 
on  the  fifteenth  of  January  1560  x,  in  the  fecond  year  of  that  Queen.]  He  was  a 
learned  Man,  an  afliduous  preacher,  and  a  curious  fearcher  into  Matters  of  Anti¬ 
quity;  but  up  and  down  in  hisWritings  you  will  find  him  ufing  an  unbridled  Li¬ 
cence. 

[He  endeavours  to  juftify  himfelf  in  this  particular,  in  his  Epiftle  Dedicatory 
to  that  Edition  of  his  Writers,  which  he  publifhed  at  Bafil  in  1557;  wherein  he 
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tells  the  Prince  Palatin,  to  whom  he  addreffeth  the  Work,  “  That  the  Acrimony 
“  of  his  Stile  was  not  the  effe<ft  of  any  wantonnefs  of  Tongue,  or  a  natural  Dif- 
“  eafe  of  fpeaking  ill ;  but  that  Vice  ought  to  be  reprehended  with  Afperity  ; 
“  that  for  the  moft  part  he  makes  ufe  of  the  words  of  the  Authors,  on  whofe 
Fidelity  he  relies,  which  gives  not  only  aftronger  Authority,  but  a  greater  orna¬ 
ment  to  his  Work.”  Some  have  treated  him  with  great  Severity  on  this  Score. 
pit$ ,  alluding  to  his  name,  calls  him,  Baal ,  the  Idol  of  the  fimple  people,  an  Eng- 
Hjjj  Heretick,  an  apoflate  Carmelite ,  and  a  married  Priefl  —  that  he  did  not  fo 
much  enlarge  as  deprave  the  Catalogue  of  Leland\  that  he  hath  filled  his  Book  with 
the  moft  fcandalous  lies  and  calumnies,  and  bafely  polluted  the  moft  finilhed  work 
of  Leland.  That  he  hath  put  together  many  things  worthy  of  the  Spirit  and 
Mouth  of  an  Heretick  ♦,  but  foreign  from  all  civil  and  moral  Honefty,  and 
fomething  unworthy  of  a  Chriftian  Ear.  “  This  poor  wretch  (fays  he)  except 
“  his  Calumnies  againft  Men,  and  his  Blafphemies  againftGod  and  his  Saints,  hath 
“  nothing  in  him  worthy  to  be  taken  notice  of — Yet  he  tranfcribes  and  follows 
Bale  clofely,  except  where  the  point  turns  on  the  difference  of  Religion,  and  then 
it  is  no  wonder  they  fhould  be  moft  oppofite.  But  it  is  not  the  Popifh  Writers 
only  that  have  found  fault  with  Bale .  The  Proteftants  condemn  him  for  his 
Acrimony.— One  e  fays  he  was  in  hopes  of  finding  fome  Jewel  in  this  Dunghill  -, 
but  that  he  was  more  unfortunate  than  JEfop’s  Cock.  Another  a  affures  us  he  had 
little  regard  to  Truth,  if  he  could  but  encreafe  the  numbers  of  the  Enemies  to 
Popery — and  that  he  fixed  the  Ages  of  the  Englijh  Writers  with  his  Eyes  Ihut. 
Yet  others  give  him  better  quarter  ;  and  both  Gefner  and  Godwin  greatly  com¬ 
mend  his  diligence.  His  fufferings  from  the  Romijh  party  may  be  lome  Apolo¬ 
gy  for  his  fevere  treatment  of  them  •,  and  the  obfervation  made  by  the  Editor  of 
the  laft  Edition  of  Bale1  s  account  of  the  Condemnation  of  Sir  John  Oldcaftle  may 
with  equal  juftice  be  applied  to  fome  of  his  other  Works,  viz.  that  he  wrote  his 
Narrative  with  all  the  warmth  of  one  that  had  efcaped  the  Flames.  Biliofus  Ba~ 
leeus,  Cholerick  Bale ,  is  the  Character  Dr.  Fuller  b  gives  of  him.] 

He  publifhed  many  Works  both  in  Latin  and  Englilh  ;  a  Catalogue  of  which 
may  be  feen  in  his  Book  of  the  Writers  of  Britain.  He  died  at  Canterbury  in  No¬ 
vember  1563,  in  the  68th  year  of  his  age,  and  was  buried  there  in  the  Nave  of  the 
Cathedral.  [H.  Holland  c  affirms  that  Bale  died  in  Ireland  in  1558,  in  the  67th 
year  of  his  age.  But  Bale1  s  Condudt  in  not  feeking  to  be  reftored  to  his  See, 
Ihews  this  to  be  improbable  •,  and  efpecially  as  his  Succeffot  Thonory  fat  quietly 
in  it  untill  1665.  Bale1  s  Zeal  againft  Popery  appears  in  an  Epigram  made  on 
him  by  Laurence  Humfryd ,  which  is  quoted  by  Holland ,  viz. 

Plurima  Lutherus  patefecit ,  Platina  mult  a , 

Qucedam  Vergerius,  cunfta  Balceus  habet . 

Platina  hath  much  unveil’d,  but  Luther  more, 

-  Verge? ius  many  things;  but  Bale  hath  tore 
Away  the  Mafk  that  Pope  and  Popery  wore. 

And  in  another  Inftance  d ;  that  when  the  Sacrament  was  to  be  adminiftred  at  his 
Confecration  in  Chrijt- Church,  he  refufed  to  communicate  in  the  Wafer  or  printed 
Bread,  but  caufed  a  white  Manchet  to  be  fet  on  the  Altar.]

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JOHN  T  HO  N  0  R  T. 

[Slice.  1553.  Ob.  1565.] 

■RILE  Bifhop  Bale  lived  in  exile  in  Bafil ,  (as  I  obferved  before)  John 
\ Thonory ,  Batchelor  of  Divinity,  and  a  Native  of  Kilkenny ,  was  advanced 
to  this  See  by  Queen  Mary ,  and  was  confecrated  at  Iniftiock  about  the  clofe  of  the 
year  1553.  [He  was  elected  the  26th  of  December  that  year,  the  Mandate  for  his 
Confccration  illued  the  30th  of  the  fame  Month,  and  he  was  reftored  to  the 
Temporalties  the  4th  of  January  following.  He  made  many  Fee-Farm  Leafes 
of  the  Manors  and  Poflfefiions  of  his  Bifhoprick,  at  low  and  inconfiderable 
Rents,  to  Sir  Richard  Shea ,  particularly  of  the  Lordfhips  of  Bifhop’ s- Court  and 
Freinfton ,  which  greatly  impoverifbed  the  See  of  Offory  ;  of  which  the  Reader 
may  find  a  full  account  hereafter  in  the  Life  of  Bifhop  Williams  e.J  Fie  enjoyed 
this  Biflioprick  upwards  of  eleven  years  ;  and  then  in  1565  he  pined  away  through 
grief  for  the  lofs  of  his  wealth,  of  which  he  was  plundered  by  Thieves,  [that 
wealth  which  he  had  iniquitoufly  feraped  together,  by  lopping  off  from  the 
Biflioprick  great  branches  of  its  revenue  !  However  he  was  a  Benefactor  to  his 
See  in  fome  particulars.  For]  he  took  care  to  have  the  antient  Charters  of  his 
Church  (which  otherwife  would  have  perifhed)  tranferibed,  and  fealed  with  his 
Seal.  While  he  governed  this  See  four  Chorifters  were  inftituted  in  the  Cathedral 
of  St.  Canic.  i  find  no  Account  in  what  place  he  was  buried. 

CHRISTOPHER  GAFNET. 

[i Succ .  C  b.  1576.] 

THE  See  having  continued  two  years  vacant,  Chriftopher  Gafney,  Preben¬ 
dary  of  Tipper  in  St.  Patrick’s ,  Dublin ,  was  advanced  to  it  by  the  Letters 
patent f  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  dated  the  feventh  of  May  1567^  [was  reftored  to 
the  Temporalties  the  Day  following]  and  was  confecrated  in  Sc  Patrick’s  Church 
Dublin ,  the  fame  Month.  He  died  on  the  third  of  Auguft  1576,  and  was  bu¬ 
ried  in  a  Chappel  on  the  North-fiie  of  the  Choir  [which  is  reckoned  the  Parifh 
Church  •,  where  he  hath  a  Monument  eretfted  to  his  Memory,  on  which  is  placed 
a  large  Crofier,  on  the  top  of  it  a  Mitre,  (lightly  cut  in  the  Stone,  and  round  the 
Verge  in  Gothick  Characters  this  Infcription.  — Hie  lacet  Chriftophorus  Gafneus 
quondam  Offorienfis Epifcopus,  qui  obiit  tertio  die  menfis  Augufti  Anno  Domini  1576 — ■ 
Here  lies  Chriftopher  Gafney  late  Bifhop  of  Offory ,  who  died  on  the  third  of 
Auguft  1576.] 

NICHOLAS  JVALSH. 

[Succ.  Ob.  1585.] 

NICHOLAS  Wa\Jh ,  Chancellor  of  St.  Patrick’s ,  Dublin ,  and  Son  of  Pa¬ 
trick  Walfh ,  formerly  Bifhop  of  Waterford  and  Lifmore ,  [received  his  educa¬ 
tion  at  Cambridge  and]  was  confecrated  Bifliop  of  OJfory  in  the  beginning  of  Febru¬ 
ary  1577  [his  Letters  patents  bearing  date  the  23d  of  January  that  year,  and  his 
Writ  of  reftitution  the  Day  following.  While  he  was  Chancellor  of  St.  P^/nVPs, 
he  h,  and  the  beloved  Companion  of  his  Studies,  John  Kerney ,  Treafurer  of  that 
Church,  were  the  firft  who  introduced  the  Iriftj  Types  for  printing  into  that  King-

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dom,  and  obtained  an  Order,  that  the  Prayers  of  the  Church  fhould  be  printed 
in  that  Charadter  and  Language,  and  a  Church  fet  apart  in  the  Shire  town  of  every 
Diocefe,  where  they  were  to  be  read,  and  a  Sermon  preached  to  the  common 
People  ♦,  which  proved  an  inftrument  of  Converfion  to  many  of  the  ignorant  fort 
of  Papijts  in  thofe  Days.  Kerney  wrote  an  Irifh  Catechifm  5,  which  is  laid  to  have 
been  the  firft  Book  that  was  ever  printed  in  that  Charadter.]  This  Prelate,  by 
the  afliftance  of  Nehemiah  Donellan,  afterwards  Archbifhop  of  Tuam,  and  [the 
faid]  John  Kerney ,  fet  about  tranflating  the  new  Teftament  into  bifh  \  which  was 
afterwards  done  from  the  Greek  by  William  Daniel ,  Archbifhop  of  Tuam.  The 
execrable  Murder  of  Bifhop  Waljh  put  a  flop  to  his  endeavours,  [as  alfo  to  a  re¬ 
covery  of  the  fpoils  made  on  the  See  by  his  Predeceffor  7 ’honory.]  For  one  James 
Dullard ,  a  profligate  wretch,  whom  the  Bifhop  had  cited  into  his  Court  for  Adulte, 
ry,  furprized  him  in  his  own  Houfe,  and  {tabbed  him  with  a  Skein,  of  which  he 
died.  [It  was  thought  he  was  fet  upon  this  Villainy  to  prevent  any  further  pro¬ 
ceedings  in  the  recovery  of  the  Rights  of  hisSee,  which  he  had  engaged  in.]  But 
the  Murderer  foon  after  buffered  the  juft  Punifhmentof  his  Crime.  This  villai¬ 
ny  was  committed  on  the  14th  of  December  1585.  The  Bifhop ’s  body  was  buri¬ 
ed  in  the  Cathedral  of  Kilkenny ,  [on  the  South  fide  of  the  great  Ifle,  where  he 
has  a  Monument  eredted  to  his  Memory  with  this  Infcription  in  Gothick  Charac¬ 
ters  —  Hie  facet  Reverendus  Pater  Nicholaus  Walfhe,  quondam  Oflforienfis  EpiC • 
copus ;  qui  obiit  die  menfis  Decembris  14  Anno  Domini  1585.  —  Here  lieth  the 
Reverend  Father,  Nicholas  Waljh ,  late  Bifhop  of  OJJory ,  who  died  on  the  14th 
of  December  1585.]  The  See  was  kept  vacant  nine  Months  after. 

JOHN  ElO  RS  FALL. 

[Succ.  1586.  Oh.  1609.] 

JOHN  Horsfall ,  a  Native  of  Torkjhire ,  fucceeded  [by  the  Queen’s  Letters  pa¬ 
tent  dated  the  15th  of  September  1586,  and  v/as  reftored  to  the  Temporalties 
two  Days  after,  with  a  retrofpeeft  to  the  Annunciation  of  the  BlefTed  Virgin  be¬ 
fore.  He  had  alfo  a  Faculty  k  granted  to  him  to  hold  in  perpetual  Commendam 
with  his  Bifhoprick  one  or  more  Benefices,  with  or  without  Cure,  of  his  own  or 
any  other  perfons  Patronage,  not  exceeding  the  annual  value  of  40  1.  Sterl:  By 
virtue  whereof  he  entered  into  and  held  a  Vicaride  of  the  patronage  of  the  Cor¬ 
poration  of  Kilkenny  during  his  Life.]  He  died  on  the  thirteenth  of  February 
1 609,  having  governed  this  See  twenty  three  years  and  about  five  Months ;  and 
was  buried  in  St.  Canic9 s  Church  under  a  monumental  Stone  laid  flat  on  the  ' 
Floor.  [He  is  faid  to  have  been  abenefadtor  to  the  College  of  Vicars.] 

RICHARD  DEAN. 

[Succ.  1609.  Oh.  1612.] 

O  IC  H  A  R  D  Dean ,  who,  like  his  Predecefior,  was  alfo  a  native  of  York- 
Jhire ,  and  Dean  of  Kilkenny ,  fucceeded.  [He  was  the  Son  1  of  Gilbert  Dean 
of  Sallonftall  in  Torkjhire ,  and  was  educated  there  untill  he  became  a  Scholar  of 
Merton  College  in  Oxford  in  the  year  1 587  ;  where  he  continued  five  years  in  the 
quality  of  a  PGrtionift,  and  then  retired  to  St.  Albans  hall,  and  as  a  Member  of 
that  Houfe  took  his  Degree  of  Batchelor  of  Arts  in  Oftober  1592,  and 
of  Matter  of  Arts  three  years  after  5  which  was  the  higheft  Degree  he  took  in

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that  Univerfity.  He  is  faid  to  have  taught  School  afterwards  at  Caermarthen  in 
Wales ;  andfrom  thence  was  advanced  to  this  See  upon  the  Death  of  Bilhop  Hors¬ 
fall ,  as  before-mentioned.]  He  died  on  the  20th  of  February  1612  [having  fat 
but  three  years  in  this  See]  and  lies  buried  at  Kilkenny  in  his  own  Cathedral,  un¬ 
der  a  Marble  Monument  near  the  Bilhop’s  throne. 

JONAS  W  HEELER, 

[Succ,  1613.  Ch,  1640.] 

JONAS  Wheeler ,  a  native  of  Oxford  [though  fome  fay  of  Devonjhire]  and  a  Stu¬ 
dent  of  that  Univerfity,  was  Chaplain  to  King  James  ftheFirft]  and  having 
been  above  eighteen  years  Dean  of  Chrifl-Cburcb,  Dublin  [being advanced  thereto  by 
Letters  patent  dated  the  ninth  of  March  1594.]  was  confecrated  Bilhop  of  this 
See  in  St.  Patrick's  in  that  City,  together  with  Cbriftopber ,  Archbilhop  of  Ar¬ 
magh,  by  Thomas ,  Archbilhop  of  Dublin ,  aflilled  by  the  Bilhops  of  Meath ,  Kil¬ 
dare ,  and  Killaloe ,  on  the  eighth  of  May  1613  [by  virtue  of  the  King’s  Letter 
dated  the  day  before  •,  and  with  this  See  he  held  the  Deanery  of  Chrijt-Church  in 
Commendam.  With  great  expence  and  trouble  he  recovered  to  his  See  the  Lands 
of  Taffcoffin ,  Grangecoolpobble ,  Freinjlon  and  Shefkin  Wood  ;  which  Bilhop  Thv- 
nory  had  aliened  in  Fee-farm  from  the  Church  of  Offory .  He  alfo  recovered  the 
Manor  of  Breghmoe  in  the  King’s  County,  which  King  James  the  Firft  confir¬ 
med  to  him  and  his  Succelfors  for  ever  by  Letters  patent,  dated  the  2  3d  of  De¬ 
cember  1619.  His  Succelfors  mull  own  themfelves  greatly  indebted  to  him  for 
healing  fome  of  thofe  wounds  which  his  Predecelfors  had  made.]  He  died  on 
the  nineteenth  of  April  1640,  in  the  97th  year  of  his  Age,  at  Dunmore  \  from 
whence  his  Body  was  conveyed  to  Kilkenny ,  and  there  buried  in  the  Cathedral- 
[He  was  elleemed  a  Prelate  of  a  molt  convcrfible,  obliging,  hofpitable  tem¬ 
per,  and  of  great  Piety.] 

GRIFFITH  WILLIAMS. 

\Succ,  1641.  Ob,  1672.] 

I  Shall  give  the  Hiltory  of  this  worthy  Prelate  chiefly  from  his  own  Writings ; 

but  more  particularly  from  a  Book  of  his  Perfections  and  Sufferings  publilhcd 
by  himfelf  in  1664,  with  a  few  additions  from  other  places. 

He  was  born  at  Caernarvon  in  North  Wales  about  the  Year  1589,  and  was  in 
the  fourteenth  year  of  his  age  lent  to  Oxford  by  his  Uncle  ;  but  not  receiving 
his  ufual  Support,  by  means  of  his  Uncle’s  Wife,  who  was,  (as  he  calls  her) 
a  Virago,  and  an  angry  Juno ;  after  two  years  continuance  there,  he  was  forced  to 
leave  the  Univerfity,  and  intending  to  go  to  France ,  was  difappointed,  and  obli  ¬ 
ged  to  retire  to  Cambridge ;  where  one  Mr.  Line  of  Harlton  entertained  him  to  in- 
flrudl  his  only  Son  in  the  quality  of  a  private  Tutor.  He  got  himfelf  by  this 
means  admitted  into  JeJus  College  j  where  in  two  years  time  he  took  his  Degree  of 
Batchelor  of  Arts ;  having  obtained  a  Teftimonial  of  his  Behaviour  at  Oxford  for 
two  years  before  *,  and  three  years  after  he  commenced  Mailer. 

He  was  put  into  Deacons  Orders  by  the  Bilhop  of  Rochejler ,  and  into  Prielb 
Orders  by  the  Bilhop  of  Ely,  being  made  Curate  of  Hanwell  in  Middlefex  ;  and 
from  thence  he  was  promoted  to  the  Reblory  of  Fofcot ,  in  Buckingham  [hire ,  by  the 
Earl  of  Southampton  ;  and  afterwards  became  Leblurer  of  St.  Peter's  in  Cheap - 
fide ,  London  \  and  of  St.  Paul's  for  five  years.  It  was  here  fas  he  tells  us)  his 
Perfections  began  from  the  Puritans ;  who  were  diftalted  at  fomething  he  had 
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preached  and  printed  •,  and  it  was  now  he  publilhed  his  firft  Book  called,  the  Refo - 
lution  of  Pilate  ;  and  another  intitled,  The  Delight  of  the  Saints. 

His  boldnefs  in  the  pulpit  raifed  him  fo  many  Enemies,  that  he  tells  us,  twice 
fourty  confpired  his  death  ;  and  falfly  accufed  him  of  things  which  he  neither 
knew,  did,  nor  laid.  He  was  bound  over  to  anfwer  for  his  life  at  Newgate , 
and  hard  prefled  to  get  Bayl  j  but  his  Enemies,  having  nothing  to  accufe  him  of, 
durfl  not  prefer  a  Bill  of  Indidmcnt  againfl.  him  ;  and  he  was  difcharged  by  the 
Judge  (afterwards  Lord  Chancellor  Coventry)  who  feverely  checked  the  Profecu- 
tors,  and  eftreated  their  Recognifances. 

Then  he  went  to  Cambridge ,  being  about  twenty  feven  years  old  ♦,  and  although 
the  profecution  aforefaid,  and  a  fufpenfion  from  his  Livings  by  the  Bifhop  of 
London  y  by  the  contrivance  of  his  Enemies  (from  which  he  was  obliged  to  fue  an 
Appeal  to  the  Prerogative )  had  impaired  his  Subfiance;  yet  he  found  means  to  take 
his  Degree  of  Batchelor  of  Divinity  ;  and  returning  to  London  petitioned  George 
Abboty  Archbifhop  of  Canterbury  and  Chancellor  Egertony  againfl;  the  Bifhop  of 
London  and  his  other  Perfecutors  ;  who  pitying  his  Sufferings,  prefented  him  to 
the  Living  of  Llan-Llechyd  in  the  Diocefe  of  Bangor ,  worth  one  hundred 
pounds  a  year  ;  and  a  better  Redory  than  what  he  was  fufpended  from  by 
the  Bifhop  of  London.  But  here  he  found  a  new  Enemy.  For  refuflngto  take 
up  with  another  Living  in  exchange  for  this,  the  Bifhop  of  Bangor  profecuted 
certain  Articles  againfl;  him  ex  Officio  ;  and  he  was  again  obliged  to  appeal  to 
the  Arches,  The  Bifhop  of  Bangor  being  in  London ,  the  Archbifhop  of  Can¬ 
terbury  fent  for  them  both,  and  checked  the  Bifhop  for  his  Profecution,  and  gave 
Mr.  Williams  a  Licence  to  preach  through  divers  Dioccfes  of  his  Province, 

But  not  finding  himfelf  eafy  in  the  Diocefe  of  Bangor ,  he  flayed  there  only 
four  years,  went  to  Cambridge  and  took  his  Degree  of  Dr.  of  Divinity,  and  re¬ 
turning  to  Londoriy  became  domeftick  Chaplain  to  the  Earl  of  Montgomery ,  (after¬ 
wards  Earl  of  Pembroke )  and  Tutor  to  his  Children,  was  promoted  to  be  Chap-? 
lain  to  the  King,  Prebendary  of  Weftminfler,  and  Dean  of  Bangor ;  to  the  lafl 
of  which  Preferments  he  was  inftituted  a  March  the  28th  1634*  and  he  held 
this  Deanery  in  Commendam  till  his  Death.  He  fays,  before  he  was  fourty 
years  old,  he  narrowly  efcaped  being  eleded  Bifhop  of  St.  Afaph. 

With  thefe  Preferments  he  fat  down  for  twelve  Years  ;  untill  upon  the  vacancy 
of  the  Bifhoprick  of  Offiory  Primate  Ufsher  delivered  a  Petition  to  the  King,  in 
the  names  of  the  Bifhops  of  lrelandy  requefting  him  to  nominate  Dr.  Sibthorpy 
Bifhop  of  Kilfenoray  to  that  See.  But  the  King  of  his  own  free  Motion,  and  without 
any  application,  told  the  Primate  ;  that  he  had  referved  the  fame  for  Dr.  Wil¬ 
liams  ;  and  accordingly  by  Royal  Letter  dated  the  19th  of  July  1641  he  v/as 
advanced  to  this  See  of  Oj/ory9  confirmed  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  nth  of 
September  following,  reftored  to  the  Temporalties  the  13th,  and  the  26th  confe- 
crated  by  Lanceloty  Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  aflifted  by  the  Bifhops  of  Ardagh>  and 
Kilfenora  ;  and  had  Licence  to  hold  the  Deanery  of  Bangor  in  Commendam  ;  which 
was  alfo  afterwards  confirmed  to  him  by  a  provifo  in  the  Statute  of  th  e  17th  and 
1 8th  Charles  the  lid,  untill  the  Augmentation  mentioned  in  the  Ad  of  Settle¬ 
ment,  being  400  1.  per  ann.  fhould  be  fettled  on  him  and  his  Suceflors. 

He  had  but  a  fhort  enjoyment  of  his  new  Dignity  •,  for  the  Rebellion  breaking 
out  in  lefs  than  a  Month  after  his  Confecration  ;  and  his  Lordfhip  having  fpent 
near  300  1.  and  received  nothing  out  of  his  Bifhoprick,  he  was  forced  to  fly  co  Eng¬ 
land.  The  firfl  Night  he  came  to  Towcejlery  where  he  had  fettled  his  Wife  and 
Family  ;  a  party  of  the  Parliament  Army  from  Northamptony  having  heard  how 
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zealous  he  was  for  the  King,  fent  a  Troop  of  Horfe  under  Captain  Flaxon ,  and 
carried  him  Prifoner  to  Northampton  to  be  examined  by  the  Commiffioners  -,  who 
finding  by  a  Story  he  had  framed,  that  he  had  been  a  fufferer  by  the  Irifh , 
gave  him  a  pafs  to  go  home,  and  delivered  him  his  Horfe,  and  40 1.  in  Money, 
which  had  been  feized  *,  and  he  had  the  good  fortune  to  fave  a  Satchel  of  Writings, 
wherein  was  his  Manufcript  of  the  Grand  Rebellion,  which  he  foon  after  published 
at  Oxford ,  and  it  was  gracioufly  accepted  by  the  King.  From  hence  he  attended 
his  Majefty,  as  one  of  his  Chaplains,  at  the  Battle  of  Edge-hill  fought  the  23d  of 
Oftober  \  642 . 

He  flayed  moft  part  of  the  winter  with  the  King  at  Oxford ,  and  then  re¬ 
tired  to  Wales,  to  be  more  at  leifure  to  write  his  Difcovery  of  Miferies ,  or  the  Plots 
of  the  Parliament  to  overthrow  both  Church  and  State',  which  he  procured  to  be 
printed  at  Oxford  the  Winter  following.  But  Secretary  Falkland,  mifliking  onepafi. 
fage  in  it  concerning  Epifcopal  power  in  the  Cafe  of  Blood,  would  have  had  it 
fuppreffed  ;  which  the  King  would  not  fuffer.  The  winter  following  he  pub- 
lifhed  a  Book,  of  the  Rights  of  Kings.  In  the  mean  Time  he  was  employed  to  go 
to  London  to  try  to  bring  over  the  Earl  of  Pembroke  to  the  Royal  Caufe  ( two  of 
whofe  Sons  were  with  the  King  at  Oxford,  and  had  been  the  Bifhop’s  Pupils.)  He 
undertook  the  tafk,  notwithflanding  the  danger  that  attended  it.  He  waited 
one  morning  on  the  Earl  in  his  Bed  •,  and  after  much  Conference  with  him  on 
the  Subjedl  of  the  Differences  between  the  King  and  Parliament,  and  their  Dif- 
loialty  to  his  Majefty,  he  found  the  Earl  fo  greatly  offended  at  the  Liberties  he 
took,  that  he  began  to  fear  that  he  would  deliver  him  up  to  die  Parliament,  who 
had  formerly  caufed  the  Grand  Rebellion  to  be  burned  ;  which  obliged  him  to 
haften  away.  But  he  was  flopped  from  going  out  of  London ,  untill  by  a  Strata¬ 
gem  he  procured  a  pafs  from  the  Mayor,  by  faying  “  he  was  a  poor  pillaged 
“  preacher  of  Ireland,  who  came  to  London  to  fee  his  Friends,  and  now  defiredto 
“  gotofome  Friends  in  Northampton.  Upon  which  the  Mayor  granted  him  a 
“  pafs  without  a  Fee-,”  with  which  he  went  towards  Northampton *,  but  turned 
fhort  to  Oxford  \  from  thence  he  went  to  Wales,  and  then  to  Ireland  where  he 
continued  untill  after  the  Battle  of  Nafeby  in  1645. 

From  Ireland  he  was  obliged  to  return  with  Letters  from  the  Marquifs  of  Or - 
mord  to  folicit  the  remittal  of  the  forfeiture  of  a  Recognifance,  that  he  and  the 
Lord  Taafe  were  bound  in  for  Colonel  V angary' s  appearance  at  the  Affizes  of 
of  Beaumares ,  which  the  King  gracioufly  confented  to,  by  writing  to  the  Juflices 
of  Anglefea  for  that  purpofe.  From  hence  the  King  lent  him  back  again  with 
Letters  to  the  Marquifs  of  Ormond  ;  in  which  Journey  he  run  many  hazards  too 
tedious  to  be  here  mentioned.  He  continued  in  Dublin  untill  in  i647itwas  fur- 
rendered  to  the  Parliament  upon  Articles  ;  the  benefit  of  which  was  by  fpecial 
name  referved  to  him,  as  was  alfo  the  Benefit  of  thofe  of  the  furrender  of  the 
Ifle  of  Anglefey  to  General  Mitton. 

After  the  furrender  of  Dublin,  the  Marquifs  of  Ormond,  knowing  the  Pover¬ 
ty  of  our  Bifhop,  fent  him  a  fair  and  confiderable  Sum  of  Money  (they  are  his 
own  words  )  by  Sir  George  Lane  ;  which  he  often  acknowledgeth  in  his  writings 
with  gratitude,  and  particularly  in  one  of  his  Sermons  preached  in  1 664,  where¬ 
in  he  fpoke  thus, —  “  I  mufl  and  ever  will  with  all  thankfulnefs  acknowledge 
“  it,  when  the  long  Parliament,  and  their  Whelps,  had  robbed  me  of  all  I  had, 

“  ah  the  Relief  I  had  from  all  Friends  in  the  World,  was  that  bountiful  Gift, 
“  which  this  noble  Duke  fent  me  by  Sir  George  Lane." 

Thus  provided  he  fhipped  himfelf  in  the  Packet  Boat  in  order  to  go  to  Wales > 

to  live  upon  his  temporal  Fortune,  which  was  about  twenty  Pounds  a  year.  But  he 

was 
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was  taken  Prifoner  in  his  Paffage,  robbed  of  all  he  had,  and  cad;  upon  Ireland’s 
Eye.  From  whence  making  his  way  to  Dublin ,  Dr.  Loftus  furnifhed  him  with 
as  much  money  as  carried  him  to  London  *,  where  he  petitioned  the  Committee 
of  Sequeftrations  to  be  reftored  to  his  Eftate  according  to  the  Articles  of  An- 
glefea  and  Dublin.  But  being  queftioned  about  his  writing  the  Grand  Rebellion-, 
and  owning  it ;  he  was  told  he  delerved  a  Halter,  rather  than  the  performance 
of  Articles.  However  the  Bifhop,  who  knew  the  World,  obtained  his  ends  ano¬ 
ther  way ;  and  by  giving  fome  pieces  of  Gold  to  Fairfax’s  Secretary,  got  an  Order  to 
the  Committee  of  Southampton  and  Anglefea  to  reftore  him  to  his  little  Eftate.  But 
thefe  Committees  not  fitting  together,  he  was  forced  in  Cold  and  Snow  to  walk  on 
foot  to  each  of  the  Committee  Men,  to  procure  their  Hands  to  an  order  for  his  Ref- 
toration,  which  he  obtained.  Soon  after  he  waited  on  theMarquifs  of  Ormond  to  go 
with  him  to  the  King  at Hampton-Court ,  a  little  before  his  efcape  to  the  Ijle  of  Wight. 
Then  he  retired  to  Wales ,  where  he  lived  fo  private  and  poor  in  his  own  houfe,  that 
the  Soldiers  refufed  to  be  billetred  on  him  *,  which  drew  this  Reflection  from  him, 
“  That  Poverty  was  his  advantage.”  In  this  poor  Eftate  the  Earl  of  Pembroke  of¬ 
fered  to  procure  him  a  living  in Lancajhire^hzn void,  worth  4ool.a  year,  if  hewould 
fubmit  to  the  Parliament.  But  he  refufed  it  upon  fuch  Terms  ;  for  which  the 
Earl  feveral  times  called  him  a  Fool  for  his  pains.  It  feems  the  like  happened  him 
afterwards  in  1658.  For  Henry  Cromwell ,  then  Governour  of  Ireland  under  his 
Brother  Richard ,  being  informed  that  the  Bifhop  often  preached  in  Dublin ,  was 
defirousto  hear  him  at  his  own  Houfe:  When  Sermon  was  ended,  Henry  Cromwell 
invited  him  to  Dinner,  and  after  fent  him  a  Meffage  •,  that  as  he  allowed  the  reft- 
of  the  Bifhops  100  1.  a  year  a  piece  for  their  maintenance  ;  fo  he  offered  the  like 
to  him.  The  Bifhop  owned  the  Obligation,  but  anfwered,  “  that  he  v/as  refol- 
“  ved  to  live  contented  with  the  fmall  means  he  had  of  his  own.  ” 

He  continued  in  this  poor  Condition  at  Llan-Llechyd  untill  King  Charles  the 
fecond  was  upon  his  March  to  Worcefier  ;  when  the  High  Sheriff,  Sir  Griffin 
Williams ,  defired  him  to  preach  before  the  Judges  at  Conway.  In  his  Sermon  he 
boldly  and  freely  fhewed  them  their  Duty,  and  encouraged  them  now  to  manifeft 
their  Loialty  to  his  Majefty,  whom  God  had  gracioufly  brought  to  their  Doors. 
Courtney ,  Governour  of  Beaumares ,  coming  to  town  after  Sermon,  was  exceeding¬ 
ly  fretted  at  what  had  paffed,  and  reprimanded  the  Judges  for  hearing  fuch  a 
grand  Enemy  to  the  Parliament.  He  confulted  with  Carter ,  Governour  of  Con¬ 
way  (who  had  told  him  before,  that  he  had  a  mind  to  pull  him  by  the  Ears  out  of 
the  Pulpit)  to  clap  him  up  in  Prifon.  But  the  Bifhop,  getting  notice  of  it, 
mounted  his  Horfe  and  efcaped.  “  To  hide  himfelf  fromthofe  tyrannous  Whelps 
“  of  Cerberus ,  the  fame  Carter  being  the  Man,  and  another  Whelp  of  the  fame 
<c  Litter,  ( they  are  his  own  Words)  that  when  he  was  preaching  at  Llan-Sannan , 
“  rofe  up  and  contradicted  all  he  had  faid,  and  caufed  him  to  be  plucked  out  of 
“  the  Pulpit  ;  and  fuch  a  Tumult  arofe,  that  he  feared  he  fhould  be  torn  in 
“  pieces  j  and  when  fome  Gentlemen  of  the  Parifh  would  have  indicted  the  Fel- 
<c  low  that  difturbed  him  in  his  Sermon ;  they  faid,  they  fhould  rather  indiCt  the 
c<  Bifhop  for  preaching  contrary  to  the  Order  fet  forth.” 

Thus  he  remained  poor  and  perfecuted  untill  the  riling  of  Sir  George  Booth  in 
1659  ;  when  he  went  up  to  London ,  hoping  to  have  an  Opportunity  oLp-iirhlifhing 
his  Great  Antichrijl ,  which  he  had  fruitlefly  attempted  the  year  before.  But  the 
Bump  was  yet  too  powerful,  and  no  body  would  undertake  the  Tafk.  He  retired 
again  to  Wales ,  and  his  Mare  falling  lame  in  the  journey,  he  was  reduced  to  the 
neceffity  of  leading  her  in  his  Hand,  and  walking  from  Daintry  home  pn  foot 
about  feven  fcore  Miles. 
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Having  Tome  time  after  occafion  to  go  to  Ireland ,  he  had  notice  by  Poll  at  Holy- 
head  of  the  Steps  theParliamentwere  taking  towards  the  refloration  of  the  King.  He 
landed  in  Dublin  about  feven  of  the  Clock  on  Sunday  Morning,  preached  that  Day  at 
St.  Brides ;  and  was  the  firfl  Man  in  Ireland  who  publickly  prayed  for  the  King. 
The  next  morning  he  polled  to  Kilkenny ,  waited  on  the  Marchionefs  of  Ormond  ; 
and  on  the  Sunday  following  preached  at  Kilkenny  ;  where  having  mortgaged  his 
Lands  in  Ireland  for  one  hundred  Pounds,  he  haflened  to  London ,  and  immediately 
after  the  King’s  arrival  printed  his  Great  Antichrifi ,  and  prefented  it  to  his  Majefly, 
who  very  gracioufly  received  it. 

The  publick  Affairs  being  thus  fettled,  he  went  to  live  in  his  Diocefe,  and 
found  his  Palace  as  well  as  his  Cathedral  all  in  Ruins.  He  immediately  repaired 
one  Room  in  the  Epifcopal  Houfe  to  live  in,  and  laid  out  large  Sums  on  the 
Cathedral.  He  now  endeavoured  to  recover  Bifhop*  s -Court  from  Sir  George 
Ayfcough  and  his  Tenants  •,  which  the  See  had  been  deprived  of  ever  fince  Bifhop 
Thonorfs  time;  to  which  his  title  flood  thus.  Bifhop  Thonory  had  made  many  Fee 
Farms  and  other  long  Leafes  of  the  Manors  and  Poffeffions  of  his  Bifhoprick,  at 
low  and  inconfiderable  Rents  to  Sir  Richard  Shea  ;  particularly  of  the  Lordfhips 
of  Bifhops-Court  and  Freinflon ,  which  greatly  impoverifhed  the  See  of  Offory. 
Bifhop  Waljh ,  finding  the  invalidity  of  thefe  Fee  Farms  made  by  Ihonory ,  while 
Bale  the  legal  Bifhop  was  alive  and  undeprived,  petitioned  Queen  Elizabeth  for 
redrefs  ;  and  procured  her  Majefly’s  letters  to  the  Lord  Lieutenant  and  Council  to 
hear  the  Caufe,  and  to  relieve  the  Bifhop  according  to  Equity.  But  before  he 
could  bring  his  fuit  to  an  iffue,  he  was  villainoufly  murdered.  Bifhop  Dean  made 
fome  Efforts  towards  a  recovery  ;  but  died  as  foon  as  he  had  well  begun.  His 
next  Succeffor,  Bifhop  Wheeler ,  inflituted  a  Suit  in  the  Caflle  Chamber  before  the 
Lord  Strafford ,  and  recovered  the  Lordfhip  of  Freinflon  upon  this  principle  n,  that 
Bale ,  the  legal  Bifhop,  was  alive  and  undeprived  at  the  time  that  Thonory  made 
the  faid  Fee-Farms;  and  confequently  that  Thonory  had  no  power  to  make  any  va¬ 
lid  Leafe.  The  Manor  of  Bifhops-Court  flill  continued  in  the  Family  of  Shea 
and  was  forfeited  by  the  Rebellion  of  1641  :  It  was  granted  by  the  Ufur- 
pers  to  Sir  George  Ayfcough ,  who  had  been  Vice-Admiral  to  the  long  Parliament; 
of  whom  our  Bifhop  gives  a  fair  Charadler,  “  except  in  the  particular  of  Sa- 
“  criledge,  with  the  difguifed  Spirit  of  which  he  was  bewitched.”  He  petiti¬ 
oned  the  houfe  of  Lords  for  redrefs,  and  obtained  an  order  to  be  put  into  poffeffi- 
on  of  all  fuch  Lands  as  were  expreffed  in  an  Inquifition  returned  into  the  Exche¬ 
quer  immediately  after  Bifhop  Wheeler* s  Death  ;  of  which  this  Manor  of  Bifhops- 
Court  was  a  part.  He  was  accordingly  put  into  poffeffion  of  this  Lordfhip  ;  in 
which  he  continued  quiet  and  undifturbed  from  April  to  Oftcber  1662 ;  when  Capt. 
Burgefs ,  and  other  Anabaptifts  and  Sectaries,  tenants  of  Sir  George  Ayfcough  for¬ 
cibly  expelled  him  thence,  and  maintained  the  poffeffion  by  violence.  He  called 
a  private  Seffions  and  indidted  the  Rioters  for  the  force  .  But  the  Indidlment  being 
removed  by  Certiorari  into  the  King’s  Bench  was  quafhed  for  Error.  He  then 
preferred  another  Indidlment,  but  with  no  better  fuccefs  ;  the  record  being  falfi- 
fied  and  vitiated  by  an  under  Clerk  in  the  Peace  Office.  Upon  this  he  petitioned 
the  King,  and  under  the  countenance  of  the  Archbifhop  of  Canterbury  procured  his 
Majefty’s  order  of  recommendation  to  the  Duke  of  Ormond ,  then  Lord  Lieute¬ 
nant  of  Ireland ;  who  referred  the  matter  to  the  Council-table ;  and  they  directed 
the  Bifhop  to  begin  again,  and  proceed  according  to  Law.  He  then  indidled 
the  forcible  enterers  a  third  time,  and  the  indidlment  Handing  good  was  brought  to 
a  trial.  Yet  here  alfo  he  failed.  For  the  Jury,  being  returned  by  a  Sheriff  at-

tached  to  the  Intereft  of  Sir  George  Ayfcougb ,  brought  in  a  Verdi#  again#  the 
Bilhop  contrary  to  manifeft  and  demonftrable  Evidence,  as  well  as  to  the  exprefs 
and  plain  Diredions  of  the  Court  •,  and  he  was  forced  to  fit  down  with  the  lois 
of  upwards  of  500  1.  expence,  as  well  as  the  Lands,  which  have  not  been  reco¬ 
vered  to  the  See  to  this  day. 

But  the  Bilhop’s  opprefiions  did  not  reft  here.  He  had  other  Church  Robbers 
to  deal  with  ;  of  which  he  gives  an  account  in  a  treatife  intitled  —  A  fmall  part 
of  the  great  wickednefs  and  facrilegious  Dealings  of  the  great  Antichrijl  a  A  eel  in  the 
Diocefe  of  Oftory. — Wherein,  calling  Heaven  and  Earth  to  Witnefs  the  truth  of  his 
Relation.  —  He  fays,  that  Captain  Thomas  Evans  came  into  Ireland  with  a  good 
troop  of  Horfe  to  ferve  the  Parliament  *,  which  being  all  fwept  away  in  one  night 
by  the  bravery  of  one  Scurloge ,  an  Irijh  Captain,  he  was  joined  in  a  com  milli¬ 
on  for  the  adminiftration  of  the  Revenue  with  Lieutenant  Colonel  Oliver  JVheeler , 
(Son  to  the  late  Bifhop  of  that  name,)  one  Adams ,  and  the  grand  Rebel  Aset  elf  who 
was  afterwards  executed  at  Tyburn.  Thefe  four,  having  in  virtue  of  their  Com- 
miftion  the  difpofal  of  the  Lands  of  Delinquents  for  the  arrears  of  the  Soldiers,  made 
no  difference  between  Church  Lands,  and  the  Lands  of  the  Rebels  •,  but  diftributed 
the  beft  Houfes,  Gardens,  Orchards  and  Lands  of  the  Bilhops  and  other  Clergy 
among  the  indigent  Soldiers  ;  whofe  grants  Evans  bought  up  at  an  eafy  and  in- 
confiderable  purchafe.  The  contiguity  of  thefe  Houfes  and  Lands  to  the  City 
of  Kilkenny  made  them  of  very  great  value.  Upon  the  reftoration,  the  Bifhop 
procured  fuch  Order  from  the  Eloufe  of  Lords  as  is  before-mentioned,  and  ob¬ 
tained  poffefiion  of  feveral  parcds'of  See- Lands,  which  were  not  in  the  hands  of 
Evans.  But  Evans ,  being  a  man  of  wealth,  and  a  member  of  the  houfe  of  Com¬ 
mons,  refilled  the  Sheriff,  and  maintained  his  poffefiion.  Many,  who  had  quietly 
obeyed  the  Sheriff,  taking  example  from  Evans,  now  re-entred,  and  held  their 
Lands  by  force.  This  proceeding  engaged  the  Bifhop  in  many  vexatious  and 
expenfive  Suits.  He  offered  Evans  and  the  reft  a  beneficial  Compofition,  and 
would  have  made  ftatutable  Leal'es  to  them  at  half  value,  and  without  fine  ;  which 
to  his  honour  he  never  took  from  any  Man.  Some  few  accepted  of  thefe  Con¬ 
ditions.  But  Evans  was  obftinate,  and  would  come  into  no  terms:  The  Sheriff 
was  terrified  with  the  Priviledges  of  the  Houfe  •,  and  could  not  be  prevailed  on 
to  give  poffeffion  *,  yet  he  certified  the  refiftance  to  the  Houfe  of  Lords,  who 
demanded  a  conference  with  the  Commons  in  relation  to  the  refiftance  ♦, 
which  came  to  nothing.  The  Bilhop  fued  for  thefe  Lands  before  the  Court  of 
Claims,  where  no  Priviledge  was  of  ufe  *,  and  proved  that  the  Lands  belonged 
to  the  See  *,  but  having  no  witnefs  to  prove  the  poffeffion  of  Evans ,  the  hearing 
was  put  off  to  a  further  Day.  In  the  interim  Evans,  his  Wife,  and  Mother-in- 
Law  feemed  defirous  of  an  agreement  which  the  Bilhop  embraced,  and 
Articles  were  entred  into  and  mutually  executed  on  the  2d  of  May  1 663,  viz. 
«  That  Evans  Ihould  furrender  and  make  over  his  right  to  the  Bilhop  in  the  Lands 
“  claimed,  (being  many  parcels  fpecified  in  the  faid  Articles )  and  that  the  Bifnop 
“  Ihould  make  a  Leafe  back  to  Evans  for  twenty  one,  or  thirty  one  years,  if 
“  the  Law  would  warrant  it,  at  the  moiety  of  the  Rent  for  which  they  were  then 
“  ftt  i  or,  if  not  fet,  at  the  moiety  of  the  real  worth,  to  be  valued  by  indifferent 
“  perfons  to  be  nominated  by  each  party,  with  other  covenants  of  lefs  moment.” — 
But  thefe  Articles  were  only  deluiive,  and  intended  to  lull  the  Bilhop  a  lleep  from 
profecuting  his  Claim  ;  And  as  foon  as  his  back  was  turned,  Evans  purfued  his 
fuit  in  the  Court  of  Claims,  fpeediiy  obtained  a  decree  and  paffed  patent  for  all  the 
Lands  of  the  Church  that  he  claimed.  Being  thus  armed,  he  infamoufly  broke  his 
agreement,  refilled  to  yield  the  poffeffion  of  the  Lands  to  the  Bilhop,  or  to  pay

a  penny  of  Rent.  The  Bifhop  petitioned  the  Lord  Lieutenant  and  Council,  the 
Court  of  Claims,  and  filed  a  Bill  in  Chancery  for  an  execution  of  the  Agree¬ 
ment  •,  but  was  fuccefslefs  in  all  his  attempts ;  nor  could  he  (  as  he  fays  )  obtain 
either  Lands  or  Rents,  unlefs  he  would  fpend  a  pound  to  get  a  penny.  He  had 
other  difputes  of  a  lefs  nature  with  Colonel  Dillon ,  and  the  faid  Oliver  Wheeler ,  with 
no  better  fortune  than  with  Evans  \  but  thcfe  were  only  concerning  Leafes  and 
Rents  of  See  Lands ;  which  he  had  no  remedy  to  recover  by  Law,  the  evidences 
of  the  See  having  been  deftroyed  during  the  Rebellion.  He  protefts  in  the  faid 
Treatife,  “  that  if  he  fhould  outlive  their  Leafes,  he  would  never  re.  evv  them  ; 

“  and  if  his  Succefior  fhould  do  it,  he  bequeaths  to  him  that  Curfe  and  Male- 
“  diftion,  which  God  fhould  think  fit  to  impofe  on  him  for  fuch  favour  to  fuch 
“  Men,  or  to  any  facrilegious  Robbers  of  Gods  Church.” 

He  lived  feveral  years  after  thefe  proceedings,  exercifing  himfelf  in  acts  of 
good  Nature,  Charity  and  Munificence.  He  laid  out  1400  1.  on  the  repairs  of 
the  Cathedral  of  Kilkenny  ;  as  he  promifed  the  King  in  a  petition  to  him  con¬ 
cerning  his  Sufferings  on  account  of  the  Lands  of  Bijbops-Court.  The  Ring  of 
Bells  being  carried  away  in  the  time  of  the  rebellion,  he  hung  up  one  large  Bell 
in  the  Steeple  at  his  own  expence,  which  coft  him  144 1.  He  repaired  the  Chan¬ 
cel  of  the  Cathedral  at  the  expcnce  of  300  I.  and  laid  out  40 1.  on  the  Belfry. 
He  built  an  Hofpital  in  St.  Canic\  Church  Yard  for  eight  poor  Widows  ;  and 
by  his  laft  Will  endowed  it  with  the  Lands  of  Fermoyle  then  fet  at  40  1.  per 
Annum.  He  left  alfo  his  Lands  in  Slanliched  in  Caernarvonjhire ,  his  Houfes  in 
Conway ,  and  his  Lands  of  Guffin  in  the  Parifh  of  Slandegai ,  all  in  North  Wales, 
to  the  poor  of  the  faid  Parifhes  for  ever  *,  and  bequeathed  50  1.  to  the  poor  of  St. 
Canic’s  Parifh.  He  died  at  Kilkenny  on  the  29th  of  March  1672,  in  the  eighty 
third  year  of  his  Age,  and  was  buried  on  the  South  fide  of  the  Chancel  of  the  faid 
Cathedral.  By  an  aft  of  Parliament  °,  difabling  all  fpiritual  Perfons  from  holding 
Benefices  in  England  or  Wales ,  and  Ireland ,  at  the  fame  time,  there  is  a  particu¬ 
lar  Provifo  for  enabling  this  Bifhop  to  hold  the  Deanery  of  Bangor  together  with 
his  Bifhoprick,  untill  the  Augmentation  of  400 1.  a  year,  mentioned  in  the  aft 
of  fettlement  fhould  be  eftablifhed  on  him  and  his  Succeffors. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  Book  of  his  Perfections,  he  hath  alfo  publifhed  a  fhort 
account  of  the  fufferings  of  John  Bale,  one  of  his  PredecefTors  j  between  whom,  there 
feems  to  have  been  a  near  Parallel.  They  were  promoted  to  the  fame  See  at  the 
meer  motion  of  Kings,  without  any  intereft  or  application.  They  were  violently 
expelled  from  the  fame  Houfe.  Their  Perfections  were  occafioned  by  their  Pulpit 
performances  i  the  one  by  Popifh,  the  other  by  Puritan  Advcrfaries.  Their  Dangers 
by  Sea  were  great ;  they  were  both  perfected  by  falfc  Accufers  ;  and  the  fame  li¬ 
centious  Spirit  of  railing  appears  in  their  Writings,  which  no  Apology  can  excufc. 

Upon  the  flight  of  this  Prelate  in  1641,  David  Roth ,  titular  Bifhop  of 
OJfory ,  a  learned,  but  bigotted  Papift,  entred  into  the  Pofleffion  of  this  See, 
under  the  Authority  and  Protection  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Confede¬ 
rated  Rebels,  then  aftembled  at  Kilkenny ,  received  the  Profits  of  it,  and  had 
his  Refidence  in  the  Deanery  Houfe ;  where  the  Portreve  of  the  Corporation 
of  Irijhtown ,  according  to  cuftom,  was  fworn  to  him  on  St.  Canic* s  Day,  the 
nth  of  OHoher  1642  ;  and  he  continued  in  that  Station  during  the  reft  of  his 
Life.  There  is  a  fair  Monument  erected  to  his  Memory  in  the  Confiftorial 
Court  of  the  Cathedral  of  Kilkenny ,  antiently  called  St.  Mary*s  Chappel,  and 
ar\  Infcription  on  it,  part  of  which  hath  been  defaced  with  a  Chifel,  by  the 
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Orders  and  ill  judged  Zeal  of  Join  Parry ,  Bifliop  of  Offiry,  becaufe  con¬ 
taining  a  Refledlion  on  the  Proteftants,  as  Tradition  fays ;  for  that  it  mentioned 
him  to  have  in  the  year  1642  whipped  Herefy  out  of  that  Cathedral  What 
remains  of  the  Infcription  is  thus.

The  Monument  is  of  black  Marble-,  a  Ledger  confifting  of  a  Cavetto  and 
Ovolo  with  their  Lifts  ferves  for  the  Bafe  of  the  whole  Monument,  upon  which 
is  a  Frize  adorned  with  fome  trifling  Foliage.  At  each  End  is  a  plain  Field 
or  Coat  deflgned  for  Coats  of  Arms  ;  but  they  are  left  blank.  Over  each  end  of 
the  Frize  fprings  a  Buttment,  upon  which  originally  flood  two  Columns  of  the 
Corinthian  Order,  which  are  now  taken  away  -,  and  the  Entablature  is  at  prefent 
fupported  by  two  plain  Pillafters,  which  flood  behind  the  Columns,  Between 
thefe  Pillafters  are  two  Impofts,  on  which  an  Arch  refts  in  form  of  a  Gate  or 
flat  Niche  ;  and  that  which  reprefents  the  Gate  is  the  Table  upon  which  are  the 
Infcriptions.  Over  the  Corner  of  the  left  Impoft  is  cut  the  Effigies  of  St. 
Kiaran ,  with  a  Mitre  on  his  Flead,  and  a  Crofter  in  his  Hand,  and  his  Name  writ¬ 
ten  underneath.  Over  the  Corner  of  the  right  Impoft  is  the  Effigies  of  Sr.  Canic, 
with  his  Mitre  Handing  at  his  Foot,  a  Crofter  in  his  Hand,  and  a  Monk’s 
Hood  upon  his  Head,  with  his  Name  underneath.  The  Pillafters  fupport  an 
Entablature  compofed  of  an  Architrave  Frize  and  Cornice  ;  the  Frize  is  adorned 
with  Rofes.  Over  the  Entablature  is  another  Table,  on  which  is  cut  the  rep  re- 
fentation  of  our  Saviour  on  the  Crofs,  and  on  each  fide  a  Woman  weeping. 
From  each  fide  of  this  Table  fprings  a  Scrole,  which  refts  upon  the  extremities 
of  the  Entablature;  and  over  the  Table  is  a  large  Ovolo,  which  ferves  for  a 
Cornice  to  it.  On  each  fide  of  the  Ovolo  is  a  block  or  Cube,  adorned  with 
Flowers  ;  between  which  is  another  Table  Archwile  ;  and  upon  this  is  fixed  the 
Paternal  Coat  of  Arms  of  the  Roths ;  being  a  Stagg  Trippanr,  Gules,  leaning 
againft  a  Tree,  Vert.  Over  this  Coat  hangs  a  Canopy  with  Strings  pendent, 
terminating  with  fringed  Knots.  Upon  the  Top  of  the  Arch  Hands  a  fmall  Be- 
deftal,  which  crowns  the  whole  Monument ;  upon  the  Die  of  which  is  I  H  S. 
The  Arms  and  Images  fhew  the  Remains  of  curious  Gilding  and  Painting. 


JOHN  P  A  R  R  T. 

[Succ.  1672.  Ob.  1677.] 

JOHN  Parry ,  B  D.  Son  of  Edward  Parry ,  Bifliop  of  Killaloe ,  was  born  in 
Dublin ,  and  educated  there  in  Trinity-College,  untill  he  took  his  Degree  of 
Batchelor  of  Arts.  From  thence  he  removed  to  Oxford ,  where  he  was  defied  a 
Fellow  of  Jefus  College,  and  afterwards  made  Chaplain  to  James ,  Mafquifs  of 
Ormond ,  then  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland,  whom  he  attended  thither  in  that 
quality.  His  flay  was  but  fhort  in  Ireland  at  this  time.  He  returned  into 
England,  and  was  inftalled  Prebendary  of  Bugthorp  in  the  Cathedral  of  Turk, 

Unon  the  Reftoration  he  was,  by  the  Intereft  of  the  faid  Marquifs,  then  Duke 
v  P  2  ■  •  of 
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of  Ormond,  promoted  firft  to  the  Treafurerfhip,  and  afterwards  to  the  Deanery 
of  Chrift -Church,  Dublin,  on  the  fecond  of  April  1 666',  and  the  day  after  to 
theChancellorfhip  of  St.  Patrick’s  ;  and  had  been  bc-iore  on  the  1 2J1  of  July  1 664, 
prefented  by  the  Crown  to  the  Rediory  of  St.  John,  with  the  Hofpital  of  St.  John 
of  Jerufalem  in  the  Diocefe  of  Cork  ;  by  which  prefentation  was  referved  to  the 
King,  his  Heirs  and  Succeffors  the  annual  Rent  of  81.  15  s.  out  of  the  faid  Hofpital. 
He  was  advanced  to  this  See  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  22d  of  April  1672, 
and  was  confecrated  in  Chrijl- Church,  Dublin,  on  the  28th  of  that  Month,  by 
Michael ,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin  ;  and  was  enthroned  on  the  fecond  of  September 
following.  He  held  the  Deanery  of  Chrijl  Church ,  and  the  Chancellorfhip  of  St. 
Patrick’s  in  Commendam  with  his  Bilhoprick.  He  was  reckoned  a  Prelate  of 
very  good  Abilities  in  point  of  Learning,  a  great  Benefactor  to  his  Church, 
and  a  patron  and  encourager  of  his  Clergy.  His  Benefactions  to  his  Diocefe 
were  very  considerable.  He  laid  out  400 1.  in  repairing  tne  Epifcopal  Pfouie  , 
and  in  1675,  at  his  own  expence,  furnifhed  the  Steeple  of  the  Cathedral  with  a 
Ring  of  fix  Bells,  amounting  in  weight  to  feventy  hundred  two  quarters  and  five 

pounds;  the  charge  of  which,  befides  the  price  of  the  Metal,  came  to  246I.  13s.  iod- 

He  made  a  prefent  of  three  Bells  to  three  of  the  Churches  of  his  Diocefe,  (viz.) 
Gowran,  Calan,  and  Thoma/lown.  Nor  did  he  forget  to  eftablifh  the  Rights  and 
Interefts  of  his  Church  and  Clergy  upon  a  folid  Foundation.  He  puffed  Patent 
for  the  Augmentation  Lands  granted  to  his  See  by  the  Aft  of  Settlement,  to  the 
amount  of  400  1.  a  year;  and  for  many  Impropriations  to  the  ufe  of  the  Clergy 
of  his  Diocefe.  But  as  to  the  latter ,  the  Care  of  the  Duke  of  Ormond  was  very 
inftrumental.  For  he  intimated  to  the  Bifiiop  by  Letter  ;  that  many  impropria¬ 
tions  in  the  Diocefe  of  Ojjory  were  then  in  the  Poffeffion  of  his  Grace  and  others, 
by  Leafes  which  were  about  expiring  ;  and  advifed  him  in  time  to  pafs  Patent 
for  the  re/erfion  of  them  to  the  ufe  of  the  Clergy,  leaft  defigning  Perfons  fhould 
beg  them  from  the  Crown.  And  they  were  thus  fecured  to  the  Church  by  this 
timely  application.  For  Sir  Ellis  Leighton,  Secretary  to  the  Lord  Berkeley,  then 
Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland ,  was  about  the  fame  defign  for  his  own  ufe.  Upon 
which  the  Bifhop,  by  the  Duke’s  intereff,  made  application,  and  fucceeded.  The 
Lands  for  which  he  paffed  Patent  were  the  impropriations  of  the  Monaftery  ofjeri- 
pont,  with  its  Members ;  the  Reflories  of  Ballaghtobin ,  Mallardjlown,  Earljlown , 
T homaftozvn.  Rower ,  Glajkare ,  Galmoy,  Knocktopher,  Ballygeragh ,  Derrinehinfy , 
Kilmoganny,  Eullohaught  and  Kilneddy.  He  alfo  obtained  a  Charter  of  Confirmati¬ 
on  of  all  the  Immunities  and  Priviledges  belonging  to  the  antient  Corporation 
of  Irifhtown,  near  Kilkenny,  founded  under  the  aufpicious  conduct  of  his  Prede- 
ceffors.  Thefe,  I  believe,  are  the  Priviledges  which  are  darkly  hinted  at  in  the 
life  of  Geffry  St.  Eeger  ;  where  it  is  faid,  he  eftablifhed  things  for  the  .benefit 
of  the  Burgefles  of  the  Liberties  of  his  Crofs  in  the  Irijhtown  of  Kilkenny.  Of 
this  Corporation  the  Bifhops  of  OJJory  for  the  time  being  are  preferiptive  Lords ; 
and  claim  a  right  of  Approbation  of  the  fupreme  Magiflrate  upon  all  ele&ions. 

Our  Bifhop  left  by  his  Will?,  dated  the  19th  of  Odlober  1 677,  reciting  that 
whereas  he  had  received  700  1.  and  feveral  other  Sums  for  the  Repairs  of  Chrijl- 
Church,  which  he  accounted  for  to  the  Chapter ;  yet  leaft  there  fhould  be  any  of  the 
Church  Money  in  his  Hands,  he  bequeathed  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter  thereof,  200 1. 
to  buy  a  pair  of  large  Silver  Candlefticks  gilt,  and  other  Utenfils  for  the  Ufe  of 
the  Altar.  He  alfo  left  to  the  Poor  of  St.  Canic’s  Parifb,  Kilkenny,  3  1.  to  the  Poor 
of  St.  Mary\  in  faid  Town,  40  s.  to  the  Poor  of  Chrijl 'Church,  Dublin,  5  1.  to 
the  Poor  of  St.Audoen’s,  5  1.  and  to  the  p0or  of  Patrick’s  Ciofe,  40  s.  to  fix  Sizers 
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of  the  College,  fuch  as  the  Provoft  for  the  time  being  lhould  recommend,  40  s. 
a  piece  ;  to  the  Blew-Coat-Hofpital ,  20  1.  and  as  much  to  buy  a  piece  of  Plate  for 
Jefus  College ,  Oxford.  He  alfo  left  100  1*.  to  buy  Plate  for  the  Cathedral  of  Kil¬ 
kenny,  as  like  as  poffible  to  the  Plate  of  Chrift-Church ,  Dublin.  He  ordered  that 
he  lhould  be  buried  in  St.  Audoert s  Church,  Dublin ,  in  or  near  his  deceafed  Fa¬ 
ther’s  Grave,  without  dillurbing  or  removing  his  Bones;  as  in  his  life-time  his 
Father  had  defired,  and  which  he  defired  alfo  for  himfelf ;  that  fo  the  Bones  of 
both  might  lie  undilturbed  and  unmingled  :  To  which  end,  as  an  acknowledg¬ 
ment  of  hisGratitude,  he  bequeathed  a  Rent  Charge  of  40s.  a  year  out  of  a  Houfe 
in  Stephen^ ^-Street ,  one  moiety  to  the  Prebendary  of  St.  Audoen' s  yearly,  and  the 
other  to  the  Church-Wardens,  as  long  as  the  faid  grave  lhould  remain  unopened, 
and  no  longer.  He  died  in  Dublin  on  the  21ft  of  December  1 677,  and  was 

buried  there  in  the  Parilh  Church  of  St.  Audoen ,  in  the  fame  Tomb  with  his 
Father.

[Succ.  1677.  Ob.  1678,] 

T)  ENJ  AMIN  Parry,  fecond  Son  to  Edward  Bilhop  of  Killaloe ,  and  Brother 
to  his  predeceffor  John ,  was  bom  in  Dublin ,  and  educated  in  the  Univerfity 
of  that  City,  untill  with  his  Brother  he  removed  to  Oxford  ;  where  he  was  defied 
a  Fellow  of  Corpus  Chrifti  College,  and  made  Greek  Lefturcr.  In  1663  he  was 
inllalled  Prebendary  of  Knarefborough  in  the  Cathedral  of  Terk  ;  which  he  refig- 
ned  upon  his  return  to  his  own  Country.  He  was  made  Chaplain  to  Arthur  Ca- 
pell ,  Earl  of  Efjex,  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland  •,  by  whom  he  was  promoted  on 
the  19th  of  February  1673  to  the  Deanery  of  St.  Canid s  Kilkenny ,  and  to  the  Rec¬ 
tory  of  Aghavoe ,  and  on  the  feventeenth  of  February  1 674  to  the  Deanery  of  St. 
Patrick *s,  Dublin.  But  before  thefe  promotions  he' was  defied  Prebendary  of 
St.  Michan* s  q  by  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Chrift-Church  on  the  thirtieth  of  March 
1677.  ;  which  he  refigned  on  the  twenty  third  of  February  1674,  and  Dr.  Pooley 
was  defied  in  his  Room.  By  the  means  of  the  Duke  of  Ormond ,  then  Lord  Lieu¬ 
tenant  of  Ireland ,  he  was  advanced  to  this  See  in  the  place  of  his  deceafed  Bro¬ 
ther,  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  twenty  fourth  of  January  1677,  and  was  confecra- 
ted  in  Chrift-Church  three  Days  after.  But  he  did  not  furvive  his  Ercther  nine 
months.  For  he  died  at  his  Palace  of  Kilkenny  on  the  fourth  of  Ottober  1678, 
and  was  convey’d  to  Dublin ,  and  depofited  in  the  fame  Vault  with  his  Father  and 
Brother  in  St.  Audoen’s  Church. 


MICHAEL  WARD. 

[Succ.  1678.  Refign.  1679.] 

AT  IC  H A E  L  Ward ,  a  Native  of  England ,  had  his  Education  in  the  Univer- 
L  fity  ok  Dublin,  where  he  took  the  Degree  of  Doftor  of  Divinity  on  the  eighth 
ok  July  1672,  and  was  before  defied  a  Fellow  ;  in  which  Station  he  was  remarked 
to  have  taken  more  than  ordinary  pains  in  the  care  and  inllruflion  of  his  Pu¬ 
pils.  He  was  advanced  to  the  Deanery  of  Lifmore ,  by  Letters  patent  dated  the 
twenty  ninth  of  November  1670,  afterwards  to  the  Archdeaconry  of  Armagh,  and, 
upon  the  death  of  Doftor  Lingar,  he  was  thought  fitteft  to  fucceed  him  as  Reader 
and  Profelfor  of  Divinity  •,  as  he  alfo  fucceeded  Doflor  Seel  in  the  Provoftlhip  by 
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Letters  Patent  dated  the  nineteenth  of  February  1674,  and  was  afterwards  Vice- 
Chancellor  of  the  Univerfity,  by  the  Favour  of  the  Duke  of  Ormond ,  to  whom 
he  had  rendered  himfelf  very  agreeable.  He  was  promoted  to  this  See  by 
Letters  Patent  dated  the  eighth  of  November  1678,  had  his  Writ  of  Reftitution  to 
the  Temporalties  the  fame  Day,  and  was  confecrated  in  Chrift -Church,  Dublin , 
on  the  twenty  fourth  of  that  month,  by  Michael ,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  aflifted  by 
the  Archbifhop  of  luam ,  the  Bifhops  of  Clogher ,  Meath ,  and  Clonfcrt ;  and  held 
the  Bilhoprick  together  with  the  Archdeaconry  of  Armagh.  Fie  was  afterwards 
tranflated  to  Derry  by  Letters  Patent,  dated  the  twenty  fecond  of  January  1679. 
Befides  his  Accomplifhments  in  learning  he  was  efteemed  a  perfon  of  fine  Con- 
verfation,  and  of  great  Sagacity  in  dextroufly  managing  proper  conjunctures ;  to 
which  qualities  his  rife  to  fo  many  preferments  in  fo  fhort  &  Time  was  afcribed. 
See  among  the  Bifhopsof  Derry .  p.  295. 


THOMAS  0  T  W~  A  Y. 


[Succ.  1679.  Oh.  1692.] 


THO  MAS  Otway ,  was  born  in  Wiltjhire  on  the  firft  of  November  1616 ,  and 
educated  at  Cambridge  ;  but  took  his  Degree  of  DoCtor  of  Divinity  in  the 
Univerfity  of  Dublin  A.  D.  1670.  In  the  beginning  of  the  Grand  Rebellion  in 
England  he  was  Chaplain  to  Sir  Ralph  Hop  ton,  afterwards  Lord  Hopton ;  to 
whom  and  the  Royal  Caufe  he  faithfully  adhered  during  the  Troubles,  and  was 
aftive  againft  the  Jong  Parliament  and  Oliver  the  ProteCtor.  But  at  laft  he  was 
taken  Prifoner,  and  among  many  others  banifhed  to  the  Weft-Indies  ;  where  he 
continued  untill  the  Reltoration  of  King  Charles  the  lid  made  Room  for  his 
Return.  He  was  then  promoted  to  no  inconfiderable  Benefice  in  England  ; 
which  he  enjoyed  untill  John  Lord  Berkely,  Baron  of  Stratton ,  Lord  Lieutenant 
of  Ireland  (to  whom  he  was  Chaplain)  on  the  fixteenth  of  November  1670  ad¬ 
vanced  him  to  the  united  Sees  of  Killala  and  Achonry  ;  and  from  thence  in  nine 
years  after  viz.  on  the  feventh  of  February  1679  he  was  tranflated  to  this  See,  and 
inthronedthe  twentieth  of  May  1680  ;  and  in  his  Letters  patent  had  a  Commen¬ 
datory  Grant  to  the  Archdeaconry  of  Armagh,  and  to  a  ReCtory  thereto  annexed, 
to  hold  during  Life  or  incumbency.  He  died  in  his  Epilcopal  Houfe  at  Kilkenny 
on  thefixth  of  March  1692  in  the  feventy  feventh  year  of  his  Age,  and  was  bu 
ried  in  the  Cathedral  near  the  Weft  Door,  as  he  had  appointed  by  his  Will ;  over 
whom  is  placed  an  humble  Marble  Stone  with  this  Infcription. 

Hie  jacet  Thomas  Otway,  OfTorienfis  Epifcopus,  qui  Obiit  6to  Martii  1692-3 
JEtatis  fuce  77.  Here  lieth  Thomas  Otway,  Bifhop  of  OJJory,  who  died  on  the 
fixth  of  March  1692-3  in  the  77th  year  of  his  Age. 

He  was  a  Prelate  of  unfhaken  Loialty  to  his  Prince,  fincere,  pious,  humane. 
Charitable  to  the  poor,  and  in  univerfal  Efteem  with  all  Ranks  and  Degrees  of 
Men.  He  lived  a  Batchelor,  and  what  he  had  laid  up  he  difpofed  at  his  death 
to  pious  Ufes.  He  r  bequeathed  to  Chrif  College  in  Cambridge  500 1.  to  pur- 
chafe  three  exhibitions  for  three  Scholars,  who  fhould  be  entered  from  the 
School  of  Kirkby-Laufdale  inJVeft  morel  and ;  but  for  want  of  fuch,  to  go  to  the 
lame  number  of  Scholars  from  the  School  of  Sedbergh  in  the  fame  County  » 
thofe  of  the  name  of  Otway,  and  of  the  Town  of  Middleton,  c ceteris  paribus,  to 
have  always  the  preference.  He  alfo  bequeathed  two  hundred  pounds  to  Trinity 
College,  Dublin ,  and  as  much  to  build  a  Library  in  St.  Canic’s  Church  yard  in  Kil¬ 
kenny  ',  and  if  that  fliould  not  be  fufficient  he  directed  that  his  Executors  fhould 
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without  delay  after  his  death  Hnifh  it  out  of  his  other  Effe&s.  He  alfo  left  all 
his  own  Books,  of  a  confiderable  value,  to  be  placed  in  this  Library  for  the  ufe 
of  the  Clergy  of  his  Diocefe  ;  and  one  hundred  pounds  to  purchafe  ten  pounds  a 
year  for  ever  to  endow  the  faid  Library  *,  i.  e.  five  pounds  a  year  for  the  Libra¬ 
rian,  (whom  he  directs  fiiould  be  one  of  the  Vicars  Choral  of  Kilkenny  ro  be 
appointed  by  the  Bilhop  for  the  Time  being)  and  as  much  to  provide  firing 
for  the  Library  to  preferve  the  Books.  — *■  The  Fabrick  of  this  Library  was 
afterwards  eredted,  and  the  Books  difpofed  in  it ;  but  it  remains  yet  unen¬ 
dowed,  by  the  fault  of  the  Executors,  and  of  the  fucceeding  Bifiiops,  who 
never  took  Pains  to  fee  this  part  of  the  Will  carried  into  Execution.—-  He  be¬ 
queathed  fixty  pounds  to  be  diftributed  equally  to  the  repairs  of  the  Parifh  Churches 
of  Gowran ,  Cajlle-Comer  and  Burrow.  The  refidue  of  his  Subftance,  (except 
to  the  value  of  two  hundred  and  fix  pounds,  which  he  bequeathed  to  his  Nephew, 
Executors  and  Servants )  he  difpofed  of  to  works  of  Charity  and  Benevolence  ; 
and  that  refidue  is  faid  to  have  been  mifapplied  by  his  Executors.  Thefe  things 
he  did  at  his  death  •,  and  in  his  life  was  not  unmindful  of  good  Works :  He 
joined  in  a  Contribution f  of  one  hundred  pounds  to  the  College  of  Dublin  for  buy¬ 
ing  Books  for  the  Library,  together  with  Michael ,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh,  and  Doc  ¬ 
tor  Jeremy  Hall.  He  defended  the  Priviledges  of  his  Corporation  of  hijhtown  a- 
gaiftft  the  Citizens  of  Kilkenny  with  great  Pains  and  Expence,  He  recovered  many 
of  the  augmentation  Lands  given  to  his  See  by  the  A£t  of  Settlement  ♦,  which  had 
lain  concealed.  He  beautifyed  and  compafs-cieled  the  Chancel  of  his  Cathedral, 
railed  in  the  Communion  Table,  and  covered  it  with  a  rich  Cloth.  On  the  twen  - 
ty  fourth  of  July  1684  he  made  a  prefent  of  gilded  Plate  to  the  Dean  and  Chap¬ 
ter  for  the  ufe  of  the  Cathedral,  to  the  amount  of  363  oz.  5  pwt  •,  for  which  Do¬ 
nation  the  Dean  and  Chapter  in  a  Body  gave  him  folemn  Thanks,  and  entered  the 
fame  in  their  Chapter-^Books  1  to  preferve  the  Memory  of  the  benefadtion  to  perpe¬ 
tuity.  The  greatefl  part  of  this  Plate  did  belong  to  Chri/l-Church ,  Dublin  •,  bu^ 
the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  that  Church  bought  new  Plate  on  the  1 8th  of  Decem¬ 
ber  1683%  and  fold  this  to  Dr.  John  Dooley,  then  Dean  of  Ojjory,  at  5  s.  6d. 
per  Ounce,  for  the  ufe  of  the  Cathedral  of  Kilkenny',  and  on  the  8  th  of  February 
following  this  Bifhop  paid  116I.  13  s.  4d.  for  it  •,  of  which  there  are  Entries  in 
the  Chapter  Books  of  Chnjt -Church.  He  alfo  eredted  an  Organ  in  his  Cathedral. 
His  conftant  Charity  to  poor  Houfe-keepers  was  very  confiderable  •,  befides  a 
weekly  Alms  in  bread  which  he  diftributed  to  the  poor,  and  daily  Charities  to 
common  Objects.  He  is  mentioned  with  great  gratitude  and  honour  to  this  Day 
in  that  placfe. 

JOHN  HARTSTONG. 

[Succ.  1693.  Rtfgn.  1713-] 

JOHN  Hartjlong,  Son  of  Sir  Standijh  Hartjlong ,  one  of  the  Barons  of  the 
Exchequer  in  Ireland,  was  born  at  Catten  near  Norwich  in  England,  Decem¬ 
ber  the  firft  1659,  and  was  educated  in  the  molt  celebrated  Schools  at  that  time 
in  Ireland,  viz.  Charleville  and  Kilkenny,  from  the  latter  of  which  he  was  admit¬ 
ted  into  Trinity-College,  Dublin,  and  from  thence  fent  to  Gonvill  and  Caius  College 
in  Cambridge  and  put  under  the  tuition  of  the  noted  John  Ellis,  who  was  afterwards 
Knighted.  Here  he  took  his  Degree  of  Mafter  of  Arts  in  the  year  1680  •,  but  not 
being  of  canonical  age  for  Orders,  was  fent  to  travel  fora  year  i  and  returning  in 
1681  was  unanimoufiy  eledted  a  fellow  of  the  faid  College.  He  was  foon  after 
made  Chaplain  to  James  Duke  of  Ormond ,  then  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland,  and 
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after  his  death  in  1688  to  his  Grandfon,  James  Duke  of  Ormond,  whom  he  at¬ 
tended  as  Chaplain  in  his  four  firfl  Campains  in  Flanders ,  and  to  whofe  favours 
he  was  indebted  for  his  promotions.  He  was  ordained  Deacon  by  Anthony ,  Bifhop 
of  Meath ,  in  1679,  and  Prieft  by  Anthony,  Bifhop  of  Norwich,  in  1682,  in  the 
twenty  third  year  of  his  Age.  He  was  Archdeacon  of  Limerick ;  and  as  fuch 
was  attainted  by  King  James’s  Parliament  under  the  name  of  Henry.  King  Wil¬ 
liam  the  Illd,  at  the  inftance  of  the  Duke  of  Ormond ,  advanced  him  to  this  See 
by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  eighth  of  April  1693  in  the  thirty  third  year  of  his 
Age  ;  and  he  was  confecrated  in  Chrijl-Church  Dublin,  by  Francis,  Archbifhop  of 
Dublin,  affifted  by  the  Bifhops  of  Meath ,  Kildare,  Elphin,  and  Waterford  and  Lif- 
more, tand  inthroned  at  Kilkenny  foon  after.  The  fame  year  he  was  complimented 
with  his  Degree  of  Dodlor  of  Divinity  by  the  Univerfity  of  Oxford,  fent  over  by  one 
of  the  Beadles  in  a  Silver  Box.  He  was  tranflated  to  the  See  of  Derry  by  Letters 
Patent  dated  the  third  of  March  1713,  and  died  in  Dublin  the  thirtieth  of  Janu¬ 
ary  1 7 1 6.  He  made  fome  fmall  additions  to  the  improvements  of  the  Epifcopal 
Houfe  at  Kilkenny ;  and  procured  the  Augmentation  of  the  poor  Vicaridgc  of 
Rathkyran  belonging  to  the  Vicars  Choral,  by  the  Redtories  of  Kilbecan ,  Roft- 
naer,  and  Kilaghy,  which  were  the  forfeiture  of  the  Lord  Dungan. 

Sir  THOMAS  V  E  S  E  T.  ' 

[< Succ .  1714,  Ob.  1730.] 

SI  R  Thomas  Vefey ,  Baronet,  was  tranflated  from  Killaloe to  this  See  by  Letters 
Patent  dated  the  8th  of  April  1714.  and  inthroned  on  the  ninth  of  May  fol¬ 
lowing.  He  died  at  Dublin  on  the  lixth  of  Auguft  1730.  Sec  a  fuller  account 
of  him  among  the  Bifhops  of  Killaloe. 


EDWARD  TE  N  NISON. 


[Succ.  1731.  Ob.  1735.] 


T?  D  W A  R  D  Tennifon,  Dodtor  of  Divinity  of  the  Univerfity  of  Cambridge , 
and  Prebendary  of  Canterbury,  Archdeacon  of  Caermarthen ,  and  Redtor  of 
Sundrich  in  Kent,  was  the  Son  of  an  Archdeacon  of  Norwich,  who  was  a  fufferer 
in  the  fourty  one  Rebellion.  He  was  promoted  to  this  See  by  the  King’s  Letter, 
dated  June  1731,  and  confecrated  the  fame  Month.  He  died  in  Dublin  on  the 
29th  of  November  1  735,  and  was  buried  in  St.  Mary’s  Church,  on  the  South  fide 
of  the  Communion-Table  ;  where  there  is  a  neat  plain  Monument  eredted  to  hi* 
Memory,  with  this  Infcription.

to  one  Michael  St ephenfon,  a  Deacon,  during  his  Life,  to  Catechize  the  Children 
of  Papifts  in  the  Parifh  of  Kilkeafy?  a  wild  and  mountainous  part  of  his  Diocefe  ; 
and  hath  obliged  him  to  Refidence,  under  the  Penalty  of  forfeiting  his  Penfion, 
He  alfo  bequeathed  to  the  incorporated  Society  for  promoting  Englijh  Proteflant 
Schools  20 1. — To  every  Incumbent  and  refident  Curate  in  the  Diocefe  of  Ojfory 

one  Copy  of  the  lateft  Edition  of  Chilingworths  Religion  of  P  r  ot  eft  ants. _ To  the 

Poor  of  the  City  of  Kilkenny ,  20 1.  -—To  the  Poor  of  Canterbury ,  20 1. _ To  the 

Poor  of  Sundrich  and  Chidingftone  in  Kent  20 1.  each. — Towards  buying  red  Fir 
Balk  Laths  and  Slates  for  covering  fmall  Oratories  to  be  built,  and  for  enlar¬ 
ging  the  Roofs  of  thofe  Oratories,  which  at  the  time  of  his  Death  fhould  be 
built  within  the  ruined  Walls  of  the  Qurches  of  Agbamacart ,  Roffconnell ,  Kilder- 
mogh ,  Kilbeacon,  Lifterling  and  Kilhafy ,  ten  pounds  to  each  Parifh.  He  be¬ 
queathed  alfo  40 1.  per  ann .  to  Corpus  Chrifti  College  in  Cambridge ,  for  founding 
a  Lecture  upon  Hufbandry ;  but  clogged  with  fuch  a  provifo,  that  the  Univerfny 
refufed  the  Legacy.  He  was  liberal  in  his  Charities  while  living,  and  had  the  Pro¬ 
pagation  of  the  Proteflant  Religion  greatly  at  heart ;  but  was  thought  by  fome  to 
have  defeated  his  good  Intentions  by  an  unhappy  obflinacy  in  his  Temper,  and  a 
too  great  eagernefs  in  the  purfuit.

[Succ.  1735.] 


E  S  T  E. 


/CHARLES  Efte,  Doftor  of  Divinity  ;  was  born  in  Whitehall ,  and  educated 
^  at  Weftminfter  School ;  where  he  was  ele<5ted  King’s  Scholar.  From  thence  in 
1714  he  was  chofen  Student  of  Chrift-Church ,  Oxford ,  by  Doctor  Smalridge> 
Dean  of  Chrift-Church.  In  1724  he  was  appointed  Domeftick  Chaplain  to  his 
prefent  Grace,  Hugh  Bolter ,  Primate  of  all  Ireland  \  and  by  him  collated  on 
the  9th  ok  January  1726  to  the  Redtory  of  Derrynoofe *,  in  1730,  to  the  Arch¬ 
deaconry  of  Armagh ,  and  to  the  Rectories  of  Aghallow,  Killejhil  and  C ar an¬ 
te  al  •,  in  1732,  to  the  Chancellorfhip  of  the  Cathedral  of  Armagh ,  and  to  the 
Redtory  of  Kilmore ,  all  in  the  Diocefe  of  Armagh.  In  December  iy%5  he  was 
by  his  Majefty  King  George  the  lid,  at  the  Recommendation  of  the  Duke  of 
Dorfet ,  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland ,  advanced  to  this  See  ;  and  the  February  fol¬ 
lowing  confecrated  in  St.  Werburgh' s  Church,  Dublin ,  by  John9  Archbifhop  of 
Dublin ,  aflifted  by  the  Bifhops  of  Kildare ,  and  Leighlin  and  Ferns.  On  the  9th 
of  March  following  his  Promotion,  he  took  his  Degree  of  Dodtor  of  Divinity  in 
the  Univerfity  of  Dublin .  While  he  held  the  Redtory  of  Kilmore ,  he  laid  out  in 
improvements  thereon  280  1.  and  this  prefent  year  hath  made  great  additions  to  his 
Epifcopal  Houfe  in  Kilkenny  ;  which  from  an  inconvenient  Habitation  he  hath 
made  commodious,  regular,  and  noble  both  within  fide  and  without. 

To  clofe  up  this  See  I  fhall  give  a  Defcription  of  the  Cathedral  in  its  prefent 
Condition  *,  having  omitted  the  fame  under  the  general  head.  It  is  a  large  Go- 
thick  Pile  built  in  the  form  of  a  Crofs ;  the  length  from  Eaft  to  We[t  takes  up 
226  Feet  in  the  Clear,  and  the  breadth  of  the  Crofs  from  North  to  South  123 
Feet  ;  being,  I  believe,  the  largeft  Church  in  the  Kingdom,  except  St.  Patrick's 
and  Chrift-Church ,  Dublin  •,  and  in  the  beauty  of  the  Nave  it  exceeds  them  both. 
It  is  large,  fpacious  and  magnificent.  It  hath  two  lateral  Ifles,  and  a  Center 
Ifle,  which  yield  an  admirable  profpedt.  The  Roof  of  the  Nave  is  fupported  by 
five  Pillars,  and  a  Demy  Pillar  of  black  Marble  on  each  fide  ;  upon  which  are 
formed  five  neat  Arches,  Each  lateral  Ifle  is  enlightened  by  four  Gothick  Win- 

[5]  R  dows 
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dows  below,  and  the  center  Ifle  by  five  on  each  fide  above  ;  bearing  the  fame 
form  and  proportion  with  the  Bafes  of  the  Pillars  of  the  Nave,  if  cut  off  by 
a  Section  parallel  to  the  Horizon.  The  Steeple  is  low,  but  very  broad,  taking 
up  thirty  feven  feet.  It  is  fuftained  by  four  maffy  Columns  of  black  Marble; 
and  the  Floor  of  the  Steeple  is  fupported  by  Groins  fpringing  from  the  Columns, 
as  if  from  a  fingle  point,  fpreading  out  in  many  Strings  or  Beads  untill  they  all 
meet  in  the  Center  ;  which  forms  an  exceeding  ftrong  and  beautiful  Arch.  On 
the  IVefl  End  of  the  Church  are  two  fmall  Spires ;  and  the  whole  is  adorned  with 
a  compleat  and  regular  Battlement  quite  round,  except  at  the  four  Gable  Ends. 
There  are  four  principal  Doors  for  entrance ;  one,  which  is  a  double  Door,  at  the 
JVefi  end,  two  more  in  the  Nave  oppofite  to  each  other;  and  one  at  the 
end  of  the  North  Crofs.  The  Choir  haih  nothing  famous  in  it  with  refpedt  to 
Seats  ;  except  a  fine  old  Seat  belonging  to  the  Ormond  Family.  The  Compafs- 
Cieling  of  the  Choir  is  chiefly  remarkable  for  its  fine  Fret- work  ;  in  which  are'a 
great  number  of  curious  Modillions ;  and  in  the  Center  a  Groupe  of  Foliage,  Fe* 
ftoons  and  Cherubins  ;  that  excells  any  thing  of  the  kind  I  have  feen.  A  neat  fet 
of  Organs  are  a  great  Ornament  to  the  Choir.  Adjoining  to  the  South  Crofs  is  a 
large  open  fpace  ;  where  the  Bifhop’s  ConfiftoryCourt  is  held  ;  between  which,  and 
the  Choir  is  the  Chapter  Houfe.  Adjoining  to  the  North  Crofs  is  a  little  place  rai¬ 
led  in,  and  fet  apart  for  a  Parifh  Church  ;  between  which  and  the  Choir  is  a  large 
namelefs  Appartment,  wherein  are  feveral  curious  old  Monuments  of  Men  in  Ar¬ 
mour  and  other  Stones,  which  are  parts  of  antient  Monuments,  lying  loofe 
againfl  the  Wall.  It  is  pity  they  are  not  refixed  and  preferved.  All  the  Marble 
Pillars  in  the  Nave  have  not  many  Years  fince  been,  by  I  know  not  what  ftupi- 
dity,  plaiflered  and  white- wafhed,  and  the  beauty  of  them  greatly  injured  :  But 
I  am  informed  the  prefent  Bifhop  intends  to  reftore  them  to  their  antient  Con¬ 
dition.] 
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[Fhis  Epifcopal  See  bears ,  Saphire ,  two  Keys  Saltier-ways,  fupprejjed  by  a 
Mitre  with  Labels  in  Fefs,  Fopaz. 

It  is  valued  in  the  King's  Books  by  an  Extent  returned  Anno  29  Hen.  8. 
at  108/.  13  s.  4  d.  Irish  Money,  amounting  to  81/.  ior.  o  d.  Sterl.

0  LG  AN  a  remarks  that  Ferns  took  i.ts  Name  from  the 
Hero  Ferna ,  Son  of  Car'll,  King  of  Defies  ;  who  was 
here  flain  in  Battle  by  Gallus,  the  Son  of  Morna.  [The 
Archives  of  the  Cathedral  of  St.  Davids  in  Wales  makes 
this  Bifhoprick  to  have  been  Suffragan  to  that  See  in  the 
time  of  Bifhop  Sampfon.  But  Ufsher b  hath  fhewn  from 
Roger  Hoveden  and  other  Writers,  that  this  muft  be  a  Mif- 
take.  This  See  was antiently  Archiepifcopal  for  a  time; 
the  Life  of  St  Edan.  For  it  muft  be  pbferved,  that  in  the 
early  Ages  of  Chriftianity  the  Title  of  Archbifhop  in  Ireland ,  except  that  of 
Armagh,  was  not  fixed  to  any  particular  See  ;  but  fometimes  belonged  to  one  and 
fometimes  to  another  City,  according  to  the  San&ity  and  Merits  of  the  prefiding

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Bifhop  ;  and  he  was  not  called  Archbifhop  of  this  or  that  Sec,  but  took  his  title 
from  the  Province  at  large.  Thus  Fiech  c  Bifhop  of  Sletty ,  or  of  the  Mountains, 
was  confecrated  Archbifhop  of Leinjler  by  St.  Patrick.  So  Conlceth*,  Bifhop  of 
Kildare ,  was  called  High-Prieft,  and  Archbifhop  of  Leinjler ;  and  Kildare  was 
called  a  Metropolitical  See :  Edan  alfo  in  thePafiage  quoted  hereafter,  was  confe¬ 
crated  Archbifhop  of  Leinjler ,as  his  SuccefTor  St.  Moling  alfo  was.  The  fame  may 
be  faid  of  St.  Jibe,  Bifhop  of  Emelye ,  who  was  called,  Archbifhop  of  Munjler  ; 
and  the  Bifhops  of  Tuam  e  were  named  by  our  Hiftorians  Archbifhops  of  Co¬ 
naught  long  before  the  Diftribution  of  the  Palls  in  1152.]  John  St.  John , 
Bifhop  of  Ferns,  either  ereCted  or  endowed  the  Deanery  of  this  Cathedral ;  and  is 
reckoned  a  principal  Benefactor  to  it,  both  on  account  of  the  Buildings  made  by 
him,  and  of  the  Priviledges  procured  to  his  See.  It  mufl  be  obferved  here  that 
fome  of  the  Predeceffors  of  the  faid  John ,  viz.  Jofeph  O-Hethe ,  and  Jlbin  O-Mul- 
loy,  were  fometimes  called  Bifhops  of  Wexford ;  and  they  made  ufe  of  that  ftile  in 
their  Subfcriptions  to  fome  Charters;  perhaps  with  an  intention  of  tranflating  this 
epifcopal  See  to  Wexford,  a  town  at  that  time  much  more  Populous.  It  indeed 
manifeftly  appears  that  this  Bifhoprick  is  called  the  Bifhoprick  of  Wexford  in  a 
Bull  of  Pope  Lucius  the  third  to  John  Comin  Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  dated  at 
Velletri  April  the  thirteenth  A.  D.  1182.

[Promot.  circ.  598.  Ob.  632.] 


ST.  Edan  ( commonly  called  St.  Moedoc  and  St.  Moeg)  the  Son  of  Sedna,  was 
born  of  Royal  Blood,  in  a  place  called,  Inifbreagmuig ,  [in  the  County  of 
Cavan.  He  was  the  eighth  in  defcent  from  CollaWais ,  King  of  Ireland  ;  and 
Ethne  his  Mother  drew  her  pedigree  from  Amalgaid ,  who  was  King  of  Conaught  at 
the  arrival  of  St.  Patrick  in  Ireland .]  While  he  was  a  youth  he  contracted  an  in¬ 
timate  Friendfhip  with  St.  Laferian  in  the  Abby  of  Dcvenifh  *.  [He  is  faid  by 
fome f  to  have  been  one  of  the  Hoftages  given  to  Ainmurech,  dr  Amirach,  King  of 
Ireland ,  by  the  Princes  of  Brefiny,  before  he  took  his  Journey  to  St.  David,  Bifhop 
of  Menevia  ;  and  that  he  obtained  fo  much  of  that  Monarch’s  Ear  and  Favour, 
that  at  his  foie  Requeft  his  fellow  Hoftages  and  he  were  fet  at  Liberty.  But  this 
Account  can  never  fquare  with  the  truth  of  Chronology.  For  St.  David  died  6  on 
the  1  ft  of  March  544,  twenty  two  Years  before  Ainmurech  mounted  the  Throne, 
viz.  A.  D.  566  h  ;  and  therefore  Mr.  Langhorn '  judicioufly  placeth  this  Event 
in  the  Reign  of  fome  other  Monarch  before  Ainmurech  ;  poflibly  in  that  of  Tua- 
thal  Mcelgarb,  who  died  the  fame  year  with  St.  David.  Be  that  as  it  will ;  it  is 
more  certain  that]  he  forfook  his  Country,  and  went  into  Wales  to  St.  David , 
with  whom  he  reftded  a  long  time,  and  was  diligently  inftruCted  by  ftffll.  At 
length  he  returned  into  Ireland ,  with  the  Leave  and  Benediction  of  David ;  and 
fome  years  after  was  by  the  command  of  Brandub ,  King  of  Leinjler *  who  gave 
h'm  the  City  of  Ferns,  confecrated  Bifhop,  or  (according  td  our  Biographers) 
Archbifhop,  about  the  year  598  ;  of  which  an  antient  Writer  k  of  the  Life  of 
St.  Edan  fays  thus,  “  a  large  City,  called  Ferns,  grew  up  there  in  honour  of 
“  Moedog.  Afterwards  at  a  great  Synod  convened  in  Leinfter,  King  Brandub, 
“  and  both  the  Clergy  and  Laity  decreed,  that  the  Archbifhoprick  of  all  Lein -

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“  Tf^rfhould  for  ever  continue  in  the  Chair  and  See  of  St.  Moedog  ;  and  then  S> 
“  Moedog  was  confecrated  by  many  Catholicks.” 

Edan  exercifed  his  Paftoral  Function  in  this  place  about  50  years,  and  “  having 
“  founded  many  Churches,  and  wrought  great  Miracles,  was  removed  (fays  Col- 
“  gan  1 )  by  a  happy  Death  unto  Chrift,  on  the  31ft  of  January  632,”  which  day 
is  kept  facred  to  his  Memory,  and  was  buried  in  his  own  Church  of  Ferns ,  [which 
he  had  founded.  But  the  Annals  of  the  Four  Matters  place  his  Death 
in  624.  Dempfter m  hath  flole  this  Saint  out  of  our  Calendar,  and  calls  him 
Medoth ;  but  is  grofly  miftaken  in  faying  that  he  flourifhed  A.  D.  318,  and  in  af- 
cribing  to  him  Works  which  no  body  elfe  hath  thought  of.  For  he  fays,  that  he 
wrote;  Againft  the  Vanity  of  Idols,  Lib.  1.  Of  the  Contempt  of  Falfe  Gods, 
Lib.  1.  Of  Homilies,  Lib.  1,  and  in  Behalf  of  the  Church,  dedicated  to  King 
Crathlinth ,  Lib.  1.  But  he  agrees  with  this  account  as  to  the  day  of  the  month  on 
which  he  died.] 

St.  M  0  L  I  N  G. 

[Succ.  632.] 

^  T.  Moling ,  called  alfo'  Daircbilla ,  [the  Son  of  Oilanf]  was  born  in  the  Terri- 
^  tory  of  Kenfejlagh ,  which  is  now  a  part  of  the  County  of  Wexford  ;  and  in 
his  youth  embraced  a  Monaftick  Life.  He  was  afterwards  Abbat  of  Aghacainid , 
on  the  Banks  of  the  river  Barrow ,  (at  this  Day  commonly  called  Teghmolin) 
in  a  Monaftery  founded  by  himfelf.  He  fpent  a  great  many  years  for  the  moll 
part  at  this  place,  butfometimes  at  Glendaloch  ;  and  in  that  Time,  as  it  is  reported, 
wrote  fome  Prophecies  in  Iri/h,  foretelling  many  things  of  the  Kings  of  Ireland 
and  of  their  Battles  and  Deaths,  to  the  end  of  time.  At  length  in  the  year 
632,  the  King  of  Leinjler,  at  the  inftance  of  his  Peers,  made  him  Archbifhop  in 
the  See  and  Chair  of  Moedog.  [In  693  n  he  was  a  Signal  Benefactor  to  his  Country, 
by  perfwading  Finafta,  King  ot  Ireland ,  to  releafe  to  the  Kingdom  of  Leinjler  the 
Boarian  tribute,  or  tribute  of  Oxen ,  which  had  been  an  infupportable  Burthen  on 
that  Province  ever  fince  the  fourth  year  o STuathal  Techmar ,  A.  D.  134,  and  had 
been  the  Caule  of  many  Wars  and  much  bloodfhed  ;  of  which  the  Reader  will  find 
an  Account  in  the  Annals,  under  the  Reign  of  Tuathal  Techmar.']  He  died  in 
a  very  advanced  Age,  on  the  feventeenth  of  June  697  [or  696,  according  to  the 
Annals  of  the  Four  Mailers]  having  refigned  his  See  long  before  his  death  ;  and 
was  honourably  interred  at  Tegh- Moling,  in  his  own  Monaftery.  Cambrenfs  0 
calls  Moling ,  Braccan ,  Patrick ,  and  Columb ,  the  four  Prophets  of  Ireland  ;  and 
affirms,  that  their  Books  wrote  in  the  Irifh  Language,  were  extant  in  his 
time.  [I  muft  again  warn  the  Reader,  that  antient  writers  have  often  con¬ 
founded  the  names  of  Abbats  and  Bifhops,  and  that  they  are  frequently  taken 
For  Synonymous  Terms ;  which  explains  many  particulars  of  the  following  Cata- 
logue. 

Dachuan  or  Mocuan  Luachra ,  Abbat  of  Ferns ,  died  on  the  twenty  fecond  of 
June  652. 

T’uenoch  Mac-Fintan,  Abbat  of  Ferns ;  died  in  662.  I  cannot  but  think  him 
the  fame  Perfon  whom  the  Annals  of  Ulfter  call  Tuatol ,  Bifhop  of  Ferns,  and  place 
his  death  under  this  Year.] 

Coman  fucceeded,  and  died  in  675.

Mcedogair  [called  in  the  Annals  of  the  Four  Matters,  Mesldogair ,  Bifliop  of  Ferns  ] 
died  in  676. 

I Hreitus  [or  Diratius ]  died  in  692,  or,  asfomeP  fay,  in  690. 

Cillenius  [called  Killenus ,  Bifhop  and  Abbat  of  Ferns,  by  the  Annals  of  the 
Four  Matters]  died  in  714.  I  have  not  been  able  to  difcovcr  any  account  of  his 
Succeffors  for  three  hundred  years  after  and  upwards  [under  theexprefs  Name  of 
Bifhops,  except  of  one  or  two  ;  but  under  the  Name  of  Abbat,  this  Chafm  may  be 
in  a  great  meafure  fupplied,  and  a  Face  of  Succeffion  kept  up. 

Arettacius  Mac-Cuanach ,  Abbat  of  Ferns,  died  in  737.  He  is  exprefily  called 
Bifhop  of  Ferns  in  Colgan’s  Hiftorical  Index  q . 

Mac-Colgan ,  Abbat  of  Ferns ,  died  in  744. 

Reodaigh,  Abbat  of  Ferns ,  died  in  758. 

Dubenracht  Mac-Fergus ,  Abbat  of  Ferns ,  died  in  776. 

Finnachta  died  in  794. 

Killene ,  Abbat  of  Ferns ,  died  in  814.  Here  is  a  Chafm  of  upwards  of  100 
years  ;  during  which  time  we  find  neither  Bifhop  nor  Abbat :  This  is  probably 
occafioned  by  the  Ravages  of  the  Danes,  who  fpread  Deftru&ion  on  every  fide  ; 
for  in  834  Ferns  was  utterly  deftroyed  by  thofe  cruel  Invaders. 

Laidgnene ,  Comorban  of  Ferns ,  died  in  937. 

Flathgufs ,  Abbat  of  Ferns ,  died  in  944.  , 

Finacht  Mac-LaSlan ,  Archinach,  or  Chief  Governour,  of  Ferns ,  died  in  956.

Conan  Mac-Cathan ,  Abbat  of  Ferns,  died  in  975. 

or  Cenjians  O  Laigdnen ,  Abbat  of  Ferns,  died  in  996. 

Cornelius  O-Laidgnen,  Archinach  of  Ferns,  died  in  1043.] 

Dermod  O-Rudican  [Bifhop  of  Ferns']  died  in  1048,  or  as  fomer  fay  1050. 
\Marchad  O-Laigdnen,  Archinach  of  Ferns,  died  in  1062.]

Brigdin  O-Cathlan,  is  in  the  Annals  of  Leinjler  exprefly  called  SuccefTor  of 
Moedog,  and  his  Death  placed  in  1172.  It  mutt  be  fuppofed  that  he  refigned 
this  See  long  before  his  death.  For  his  SuccefTor,  Jofeph  O-Hethe  fat  in  it  thirty 
years,  and  died  in  1185;  whofe  advancement  therefore  mutt  have  been  in  1 155  5 
feventeen  years  before  the  death  of  this  Prelate.]

foody, to  which  he  was  a  fubfcribing  witncfs.  [One  cannot  entertain  a  good  opinion 
of  his  virtue,  if  what  our  Hiftorians  relate  of  him  be  true  •,  viz  that  he  was  em¬ 
ployed  in  an  infamous  Stratagem  to  obtain  a  furrender  of  the  Caftle  of  Carrig  in 
yiji,  or  1172  by  manifcft  Perjury  ;  of  which  the  Reader  may  fee  an  account 
Under  Malachy  O-Birne ,  Bilhop  of  Kildare ,  his  accomplice  in  the  execution  of  the 
laid  project.]  He  died  in  1185,  and,  as  I  think,  was  buried  in  Wexford.

[SUCC.  Il86.  Ob.  1222.] 

UPON  the  death  of  Jofeph ,  John  Earl  of  Moreton ,  (  afterwards  King  of 
England)  made  an  offer  of  this  Bifhoprkk  to  Girald  Barry ,  commonly  cal¬ 
led  Cambrenfis ,  Archdeacon  of  St.  David's,  and  promifed  to  unite  to  it  the  See  of 
Leighlin ,  which  happened  to  be  then  vacant;  But  upon  the  refufal  of  Girald , 
Albin  O-Mulloy  was  defied  Bilhop.  Pie  was  firft  a  Monk,  and  afterwards 
Abbat  of  Baltinglafs  y  as  appears  in  the  Manufcript  Life  of  the  faid  Girald ,  ex¬ 
tant  in  the  Cotton  Library.  I  find  related  in  that  Manufcript  a  lliarp  difpute  be¬ 
tween  Cambrenfis  and  Albin,  in  a  Synod  held  in  Dublin  about  mid-lent  1185.  [This 
difpute  is  thus  told  in  our  Annals  f  “  John  Comin ,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  having 
“  convened  a  Synod  in  Chrijt- Church,  preached  hiiiifelf  the  firft  Day  of  the  Sef- 
“  fion  on  the  Sacraments  of  the  Church.  On  the  fecond  day,  Albin  O-Mulloy, 
“  Abbat  of  Baltinglafs ,  afterwards  Bilhop  of  Ferns ,  preached  on  the  fubjedt  of 
“  the  continency  of  Clergymen  ;  wherein  he  inveighed  bitterly  againft  the  Cler- 
gy  of  England  and  Wales  that  came  into  Ireland ,  and  by  their  evil  Examples 
“  had  vitiated  the  probity  and  innocence  of  the  Irijh  Clergy  •,  and  Ihewed  how 
“  great  their  chaftity  was,  before  they  had  contfadled  contagion  from  corrupted 
Strangers.”  When  the  Sermon  was  ended  Cambrenfis  took  upon  him  to  rebuke 
Albin  for  his  cenfure  on  the  Englifh  Clergy  in  the  publick  Synod  •,  and  in  an  affedled 
Jingle  of  Words,  which  will  not  bear  mandating,  confelfed,  that  the  Irijh  Cler¬ 
gy  were  commendable  enough  for  their  Religion,  and  among  many  other  virtues 
were  eminent  for  their  Chaftity.  But  he  hinted,  that  their  long  Falls  were  con¬ 
cluded  with  Drunkennefs,  and  that  theirVirtue  was  rather  fomething  in  appearance 
than  reality.  My  authority  goes  further,  and  fays  *,  that  Felix  O-Dullany ,  Bilhop 
of  Offory,  fupped  that  Night  with  the  Archbifhop  of  Dublin  y  who  alki.ng  his  Opi¬ 
nion  of  Gir  aid's  Reply,  the  Bilhop,  who  was  an  Eunuch,  made  anfwer,  ct  Sir,  I 
46  could  hardly  forbear  flying  in  his  Face,  or  at  leaft  making  him  a  harfh  Reply  » 
For  he  called  us  all  Drunkards  ”  An  Abftradl  of  the  Canons  made  in  this  Synod 
may  be  feen  before  p.  316  and  the  r3th  is  upon  the  Subjedt  here  mentioned, 
containing  a  great  encomium  on  the  Chaftity  and  Continence  of  the  Irijh 
Clergy. 

On  the  5th  of  September  1216,  the  King  granted  to  this  Prelate  a  Cuff  odium 
of  the  See  of  Kill  aloe  r  for  his  better  Support  and  Maintenance,  being  then  va¬ 
cant  by  the  death  of  Cornelias  O-Heney  v  but  he  did  not  long  enjoy  it,  a  Succelfor 
being  confirmed  on  the  14th  of  January  following.]  Of  the  Confeft  which  this 
Prelate  had  with  William  Marfhal  the  elder,-  Earl  of  Fembroke ,  who  had  forcibly 
diffeifed  him  of  two  Manors  belonging  to  his  Bilhoprick  fin  which  however  the 
Bilhop  was  foiled]  the  Reader,  if  he  thinks  it  worth  the  pains,  may  confult  the 
large  Hiftory  of  Matthews.  Paris,  where  it  is  fully  related.  [Our  publick  Records 
afford  us  alfo  fome  hints  of  this  Controverfy.  For  in  the  Year  1218  a  Writ  of 
Prohibition  ifiued  againft  Henry;  Loundres ,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin,  Felix,  Arch- 
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bifhop  of  Tuam ,  Tigernach ,  Bifhop  of  Clogher ,  and  this  Albin ,  Bifhop  of  Ferns', 
and  an  Attachment c  for  their  contempt  in  preiuming  to  hold  plea  in  Court, 
ChrifHan  of  Lay  Fee  againft  William  Marfhal  the  elder,  Earl  of  Pembroke,  after 
the  Prohibition  iffued.  The  Record  is  darkly  worded  •,  but  it  feems  to  me, 
that  Albin  profecuted  the  Suit  againft  the  Earl,  before  the  others  as  the  Pope’s 
Delegates.  However  that  be,  the  Earl  died  under  excommunication  in  the  Year 
1220,  and  the  Bifhop  took  a  journey  to  England ,  to  complain  to  the  King  of  the 
Injury  done  to  the  Church.  The  King u  commanded  the  Bifhop  to  go  to  the  Earl’s 
Tomb,  and  abfolve  him  ;  and  promifed  that  he  would  endeavour  to  obtain  him 
fatisfabtion  from  the  young  Earl,  William.  Whereupon  the  Bifhop  accompanied 
by  the  King,  went  to  the  Grave  and  faid.  “  O  William ,  that  here  lieft  wrap- 
“  ped  in  the  bonds  of  Excommunication,  if  what  thou  haft  injurioufly  taken  be 
“  reftored  by  the  King  or  thy  Heir,  or  thy  Friends,  with  competent  fatisfabtion, 
“  I  abfolve  thee  ;  otherwife  I  ratifie  the  Sentence  ;  that  being  wrapped  in  thy 
“  Sins,  thou  mayeft  remain  damned  in  Hell  for  ever.”  The  King  was  difpleafed 
at  the  Rigour  of  the  Bifhop;  but  could  not  prevail  with  the  young  Earl  to  part  with 
the  Manors.  The  Earl  and  his  four  Brothers  died  afterwards  without  Iffue  male  ; 
and  the  fuperftitious  People  thought  it  to  be  the  effebt  of  that  Excommunica¬ 
tion.]  Our  Prelate  died  in  a  very  advanced  age  about  the  clofe  of  the  Year  1222, 
having  governed  this  See  about  thirty  fix  Years. 


JOHN  St.  J  O  H  N. 


[Succ.  1223.  Qb.  1243.] 


H  E  Year  following,  John  St.  John ,  Treafurer  of  the  Cathedral  of  IT 


m crick,  and  Treafurer  of  Ireland ,  lucceeded,  and  was  the  firft  Englijhman 
who  fat  in  this  See.  Fie  either  erebted  or  endowed  a  Deanery  in  his  Church ; 
and  made  the  Priory  of  St.  John  of  Inifcorthy  (by  the  affent  of  the  Patron, 
Girald  de  Prindergaft)  a  Cell  to  the  Abby  of  St.  Thomas  near  Dublin.  He  is  alfo 
reckoned  among  the  principal  Benefadlors  to  his  Church,  both  on  account  of  the 
Buildings  which  he  erebted,  and  of  the  Priviledges  which  he  procured  for  his 
See.  [He  had  a  Penfion  of  fourty  pounds  a  year  paid  him  by  the  King  out  of 
the  Manor  of  Newcaflle  de  Lenan ,  for  his  Support  in  his  Service  -,  which  I  fup- 
pofe  was  his  Sallary  as  Treafurer.  On  the  8th  of  May  1228,  the  King  fent 
a  Writw  to  Richard  de  Burgo ,  Lord  Juftice,  ordering  him  ;  that  inftead  of  this 
40 1.  out  of  the  Manor  of  ISlewcaJlle  ;  it  fhould  for  the  future  be  paid  out  of  the 
Exchequer  ;  but  that  for  the  current  year  the  Bifhop  Ihould  receive  the  Corn  grow¬ 
ing  in  the  faid  Manor.]  In  September  1240  he  convened  a  Synod  at  Wexford  in  the 
Abby  of  St.  P eter  and  St.  Paul  of  Seljker ;  the  Canons  whereof  were  formerly  lent 
to  Sir  James  W are  by  that  lover  of  Antiquity,  his  dear  Friend,  Daniel  Mullineaux , 
Ulftcr  King  at  Arms.  [They  are  the  fame  which  are  now  in  the  Duke  of 
Cbandois’s  Library  ;  and  have  from  thence  been  lately  made  publick  by  Dobtor 
Wilkins  *.  This  Prelate  granted  to  the  Abby  of  Doujke  y,  or  Vale  St.  Saviours ,  all 
the  Land  of  Killacy ,  referving  a  yearly  Rent  of  ten  Shillings  payable  to  him  and 
his  Succeflors.  There  is  no  date  to  the  Copy  of  the  Grant  which  I  have  feen  ; 
but  it  is  witnefied  by  Reginald ,  Archdeacon  of  Ferns ,  and  Geffry  St.  John ,  Of¬ 
ficial  of  Ferns ,  and  next  Succeflor  in  this  See.]  Fie  died  in  1243,  having  go¬ 
verned  the  See  of  Ferns  about  twenty  one  years  with  great  fufficiency  and  integrity.

/'"'I  E  F  F  RT  St,  John ,  poffibly  the  Brother  of  his  Predeceffor  John,  [and  Offi- 
cial  of  Ferns ]  lucceeded  him,  firft  in  the  Treafurerlhip  of  the  Cathedral  of 
Limerick ,  and  next  in  the  Bilhoprick  of  Ferns.  He  was  alfo  Efcheator  of  Ireland 
before  he  was  advanced  to  the  Mitre.  He  died  about  the  beginning  of  the  Year 
1258.  [A  little  before  his  death  he  petitioned  *  Pope  Alexander  the  IVth  againft  his 
Metropolitan,  Fulk ,  Archbilhop  of  Dublin ,  for  grieving  him  with  too  great  a  Re¬ 
tinue  in  his  Vifitations,  more  than  was  warranted  by  the  Lateran  Council  j  by 
which  he  was  obliged  to  larger  Expences  in  his  Proxies  and  Exhibits,  than  the 
Income  of  the  Diocefe  was  able  to  bear  ;  upon  which  Petition  the  Pope  granted 
him  a  Licence  not  to  receive  the  Archbilhop  with  any  greater  numbers  in  his 
Retinue  than  what  were  allowed  by  the  Canons.] 


HUGH  de  LAMPORT. 

[< Succ .  1258.  Ob.  1282.] 

HUGH  of  Lamport ,  Treafurer  of  Ferns,  fucceeded  by  a  lawful  eleeftion  *, 
and  was  confirmed  by  King  Henry  the  Illd  on  the  iothof  July  1258,  in 
the  42d  year  of  his  Reign  *,  and  was  the  fame  year  confecrated.  He  is  enu¬ 
merated  among  the  Benefactors  to  the  Abby  of  St.  Albans  in  England ,  on  ac  • 
count  of  fome  indulgences  which  he  granted  to  that  Convent.  He  died  on  the  23d 
of  May  1282. 

RICHARD  de  NORTHAMPTON. 

[Succ.  1282.  Ob.  1303.] 

RICHARD  de  Northampton,  Canon  of  the  Cathedral  of  Kill  aloe,  was  reftored 
to  the  Temporalties  on  the  13th  of  October  1282  a.  [But  it  leems  he  was 
not  confecrated  till  the  year  following ;  when  the  King  fent  a  Mandate  b  to  the 
Archbilhop  of  Dublin ,  ordering  him  to  appoint  fome  of  his  Suffragans  to  con- 
fecrate  him  in  Ireland ,  to  fave  his  Expences  in  repairing  to  England  ;  his  See 
being  much  walled  and  impaired  by  the  Irijh  Rebels.  From  the  authority  of 
this  Writ  it  appears  ;  that  it  was  cuftomary  at  this  time  for  the  Prelates  of  Ire¬ 
land  to  receive  their  Confecrations  in  England :  Which  practice  I  believe  was 
grounded  on  this  ;  that  as  they  were  not  contented  with  the  ele&ive  and  regal 
titles  to  their  Sees,  but  mult  have  alfo  the  aid  of  the  Pope  •,  fo  the  King,  be¬ 
fore  he  would  fuffer  their  titles  to  be  compleated,  obliged  them  in  Perfon  to 
renounce  the  Claufes  prejudicial  to  the  Crown,  that  were  always  thruft  into  the 
Bulls.  But  fometimes  he  took  this  renunciation  by  Proxy  ;  and  then  without 
going  out  of  the  Kingdom,  they  had  licence  to  be  confecrated  here  ;  and  this  I 
believe  mull  have  been  the  prefent  Cafe.]  He  died  on  the  13th  of 'January  1303 
for  1304,  if  the  Year  be  computed  from  the  firft  of  January)  in  the  21ft  year 
of  his  Confecration,  and  was  buried  at  Eerns  in  the  Cathedral  of  St.  Edan. 
[On  the  1 2th  of  March  c  following  a  Licence  was  ifiued  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter 
of  Ferns  to  go  to  a  new  ele&ion.]

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SIMON  de  E  FE  SHAM. 

[Succ.  1304.  Ob.  eod.  An .] 

Q  I  MON  of  Evejham  (by  fome  called  Herntjby )  was  confecrated  on  the  twenty 
b  fecond  of  June  1304,  and  died  the  firft  of  September  following;  having 
fcarce  got  a  tafte  of  his  Bifhoprick.  [The  King’s  Licence d  to  go  to  a  new  Elec¬ 
tion  iflued  the  fourteenth  of  February  following.] 


ROBERT  JFALRAND. 

.[Succ,  1305.  Ob.  1311.] 

ROBERT  Walrand  governed  this  See  about  fix  years,  and  died  at  Ferns  on 
the  feventeenth  of  November  1 3 1 1 . 

ADAM  de  NORTHAMPTON. 

[Succ.  1312.  Ob.  1346.] 


AD  A  M  of  Northampton  was  confecrated  Bifhop  of  Ferns  on  Trinity  Sunday 
1312.  He  appropriated  the  Church  of  Maglas  to  the  Deanery  of  his  Ca¬ 
thedral  ;  and  died  on  the  twenty  ninth  of  October  1346.  While  he  fat  in 
this  See,  Ferns  and  the  Caftle  of  it  was  plundered  and  fet  on  fire  by  the  Re¬ 
bels.  [He  adhered  fome  time  to  the  Scotch  Invaders,  and  the  Irijh  Rebels  who 
fought  under  them  ;  whether  through  fear  or  force,  or  for  what  other  caufe  I  know 
not.  For  we  find  a  writ  dated  and  iffued  againft  him e  on  the  fixth  of  Augufi  1317 
to  Roger  Mortimer ,  Earl  of  March ,  and  Juflice  or  Cuflos  of  Ireland ;  commanding 
him  to  fecurethe  Bifhop,  and  bring  him  to  account  for  his  Treafon  in  adhering 
to  Edward  Bruce  on  his  arrival  in  thofe  parts,  and  afterwards  to  Robert  Bruce  his 
Brother,  and  in  furnifhing  them  with  Provifions,  Arms  and  Men.] 

HUGH  de  S  A  LTU. 

[Succ.  1347.  Depriv.  eod.  an.] 


HU  G  H  de  SaltUy  [called  fo  from  the  place  of  his  Birth  at  Leixlip  near  the 
Salmon-Leap]  Prebendary  of  St.  Patricks,  Dublin ,  was  confecrated  in  that 
City  on  Pa(fion  Sunday  1347.  But  before  the  end  of  the  year  he  was  deprived  by 
the  Pope,  who  alledged  that  he  had  in  Adam's  (his  PredecefTor’s)  life  time  referved 
to  himfelf  the  Provifion  to  the  See  of  Ferns. 


G  E  F  F  R  T  G  R  0  S  S  E  L  D. 

[Succ.  1347.  Ob.  1348.] 

Tl  tP  O  N  the  Deprivation  of  Hugh ,]  GeffryGroJTeld ,  Do&or  of  Divinity,  and  an 
^  Augufiin  Hermit,  fuccceded  by  the  provifion  of  Pope  Clement  theVIth,  and 
(if  I  am  not  miftaken)  was  confecrated  at  Avignion  in  1347.  He  had  reftitution 
to  the  Temporalties  on  the  twenty  fixth  of  March  1348,  and  died  on  the  twenty 
fecond  of  Otlober  following  [of  the  Plague,  which  was  that  year  very  mortal 
over  all  Europe ,  and  efpccially  in  England  and  Ireland.] 


d  Clauf.  33.  Edw.  1, 
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JOHN  ESMOND. 

[Succ.  1349.  Depriv.  eod  an .] 

JOHN  Efmond ,  or  EJlmond ,  was  confccrated  about  the  clofe  of  the  year 
1349  •,  and  was  foon  after  deprived  by  the  Pope,  but  for  what  reafon  I  could 
never  difeover.  [In  all  probability  it  was  only  to  make  room  for  his  SuccefTor,  as 
the  Pope  had  dealt  before  with  Hugh  de  Saltu.  But  Efmond  was  a  high  lpirited  Pre¬ 
late,  and  took  his  Deprivation  fo  ill  *,  that  he  determined  either  to  hold  the  Bifhop_ 
rick  by  force,  or  to  hinder  his  SuccefTor  from  the  quiet  enjoyment  of  it  *,  and  this 
he  would  have  effedled,  could  he  have  procured  the  King  to  favour  his  defign  in 
oppofition  to  the  Pope.  I  have  feen  a  Writ f  of  Capias ,  alias,  and  pluries ,  if- 
fued  at  the  inflance  of  the  next  SuccefTor,  William  Charnells ,  directed  to  the  Sheriff 
of  the  County  of  Wexford ,  and  dated  the  twenty  third  of  April  1351,  commanding 
him  forthwith  to  remove  all  lay  force  from  the  Church  and  Diocefe  of  Ferns* 
raifed  to  difturb  the  Bifhop  in  the  exercife  of  his  lpiritual  Office.  The  Sheriff 
made  a  return,  that  he  could  not  execute  the  Writ,  by  reafon  of  the  oppofition, 
and  refiftancc  of  the  undernamed  perfons,  viz.  the  deprived  Bifhop,  John  Efmond, 
William  Furlong,  and  twenty  fix  others  *,  among  whom  were  ten  of  the  name  of 
Efmond .  But  upon  the  King’s  repeated  Writs  the  deprived  Bifhop  was  foon  after  ar- 
refted  and  obliged  to  give  Bail  for  keeping  the  Peace,  and  to  fland  to  the  judgment 
of  the  Court  of  King’s-Bench,  upon  an  Indidtment  preferred  againft  him  for  this 
mifdemeanour.  The  new  Bifhop  lived  in  quiet  after  this  •,  and  I  find  no  further 
proceedings  had  againft  Efmond.  I  am  apt  to  think  he  was  the  fame  perfon, 
whom  the  Pope  in  about  feven  Years  after  advanced  to  the  See  of  Emeley.  There 
are  many  of  his  name  yet  remaining  in  the  County  of  Wexford,  and  fome  of  them 
pofleffed  of  good  Eftates.] 

WILLIAM  CHARNELLS. 

[Succ.  1350.  Ob.  1362.] 

THIS  Barr  being  removed,  William  Charnells,  a  Monk  ("but  I  know  not  of 
what  Order)  was  provided  to  this  See  by  the  Pope,  and  reftored  to  the  Tem- 
poralties  on  the  fifteenth  of  Oftober  1350.  When  the  Caftle  of  Ferns  was  taken 
by  the  Rebels,  he  in  perfon  headed  a  party  made  up  of  his  Servants  and  De¬ 
pendents,  and  putting  the  Rebels  to  flight,  recovered  the  Caftle.  He  fat  in  this  See 
almoft  twelve  years,  and  was  during  that  period  fora  time  Treafurer  of  Ireland. 
He  died  in  July  1362. 

THOMAS  DEN. 

[Succ.  1363.  Qb.  1400.] 

THOMAS  Den,  Archdeacon  of  Ferns,  was  a  ftudent  of  the  Univerfity  of 
Oxford,  and  defeended  from  an  antient  and  illuftrious  Family.  He  was 
confecrated  on  Trinity  Sunday  1363*  and  governed  this  See  upwards  of  thirty 
feven  years.  He  died  in  a  very  advanced  Age  on  the  twenty  feventh  of  Augujl 
1400  *,  and  the  third  day  after  his  death  a  Conge  d’  efire  iffued  to  the  Dean  and 
Chapter  to  proceed  to  the  Eledtion  of  a  SuccefTor.  [  Anthony  de  Terranova ,  a 
Francifcan  Frier,  is  mentioned  by  Wading  *  to  have  been  advanced  to  this  See  by  the 


f  King’s  Collect,  p.  104. 
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Provifion  of  Pope  Boniface  the  IXth,  on  the  twenty  fourth  of  May  1397,  while 
it  was  yet  filled  by  BifhopZ><?»  ;  but  he  obferves,  that  the  Provifional  Bull  was  ob¬ 
tained  by  fome  fraud  or  falfe  report  of  Deri's  death.] 

PATRICK  BARRET. 

[Succ.  1400.  Ob.  1415.] 

PATRICK  Barret,  an  [Augujliri]  Canon,  of  the  Abby  of  Kells  in  OJJory , 
fucceeded  in  this  Bifhoprick.  He  was  by  the  Pope’s  command  confecrated 
at  Rome  in  December  1400  ;  and  on  the  eleventh  of  April  following  was  reflored  to 
the  Temporalties  [having  firft  fworn  Fealty  and  renounced  all  prejudicial  claufes  in 
the  Pope’s  Provifion.]  He  was  for  a  time  Chancellor  of  Ireland  [being  ap¬ 
pointed  to  that  Office  in  1410,  in  the  room  of  Thomas  Crariley ,  Archbifhop  of 
Dublin ,  who  had  enjoyed  it  nine  years ;  and  he  continued  to  exercife  it  for  three 
years  with  great  Sufficiency  *,  untill  in  1413  he  was  fuperfeded  by  the  faid  Arch¬ 
bifhop.]  He  appropriated  the  Church  of  Ardcolm  to  the  Abby  of  St.  Deter 
and  St.  Paul  at  Seljker  near  Wexford.  This  Prelate  died  on  the  tenth  of  Novem - 
ber  1415,  and  was  buried  in  the  Abby  of  Kells.  He  writ  a  Catalogue  of  his 
Predeceffors  in  the  See  of  Ferns. 

ROBERT  WHITT  E  T. 

•  [Succ.  1416.  Ob.  1458.] 

ROBERT  Whittey ,  Chantor  of  Ferns ,  was  advanced  to  this  See  by  the  Pro¬ 
vifion  of  Pope  Martin  the  Vth.  He  appropriated  the  Church  of  Ardkevan 
*othe  before  mentioned  Abby  of  Seljker ,  near  Wexford ,  and  died  in  1458,  in  the 
eighty  eighth  year  of  his  Age,  and  the  fourty  fecond  after  his  Confecration ;  having 
been  Bed-rid  almoft  ten  years  before  his  death.  In  1451  he  had  one  Thady  z 
Francifcan  Frier,  for  his  Coadjutor,  [and  whom  Wading  h  calls  his  future  Suc- 
ceffor.] 

JOHN  PURSELL. 

[Succ.  1459.  Ob.  1479.] 

JOHN  Purfell ,  who  fucceeded,  died  in  1479,  having  governed  this  See  about 
twenty  years. 


LAURENCE  NEV1LL. 

[Succ.  1480.  Ob.  1503.] 

UPON  the  Death  of  Bifhop  Purfell ,  Laurence  Nevill ,  Canon  of  Ferns,  de¬ 
fended  of  a  Noble  Family  [in  the  County  of  Wexford]  was  advanced 
to  this  See  by  a  Provifion  of  Pope  Sixtus  the  I  Vth,  and  was  reflored  to  the  Tem- 
poralties  on  the  twentieth  of  May  1480.  He  governed  this  Church  about  twenty 
three  years,  and  died  in  1 503.

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EDMUND  CO  ME  R  FO  R  D. 

[Succ.  1505.  Ob.  1509.] 


EDMUND  Comerford ,  Dean  of  Kilkenny ,  was  confecrated  in  St.  CaniPi 
Church  in  that  City  in  the  year  1505;  and  died  on  E after  Sunday  1509* 
having  governed  this  See  only  four  years.  [ Anthony  Wood  i  fays  he  was  educated 
in  Oxford ,  but  doth  not  tell  us  in  what  College,  or  whether  he  took  any  Degrea 
there.] 

NICHOLAS  CO  MEN. 

[Succ.  1509.  Rejign.  1519.] 

NICHOLAS  Comyn ,  was  confecrated  Bifhop  of  Ferns  in  St.  Paul’s  Church, 
London ,  on  the  twentieth  of  January  1509,  and  was  tranflated  to  the  Sees 
of  Waterford  and  Ltfmore  in  1519.  See  under  thefe  Bifhopricks. 

JOHN  P  UR  S  ELL. 

[ Succ .  1519.  Ob.  1539.] 

JOHN  Purfell  fucceeded  Bifhop  Comyn  in  the  See  of  Ferns,  and  was  confecra¬ 
ted  at  Rome  on  the  fixth  of  May  1519.  [I  never  could  learn  for  what  Caufe  j 
but  he  was  committed  a  Prifoner  k  to  the  Cuftody  ol  the  Marfhal  of  the  Exche¬ 
quer,  on  the  firft  of  September  1531.]  tie  died  on  the  twentieth  of  July  1539. 

ALEXAN  D  ER  DEVEREUX. 

[Succ.  1539,  Ob.  1566.] 

rA  LEXANDER  Devereux,  or  de  Ebroico,  the  lafl  Abbat  of  Dunbrothy, 
was  born  at  Balmagir,  in  the  County  of  Wexford,  and  was  confecrated  in  St. 
Patrick’s,  Dublin,  on  the  14th  of  December  1539,  [by  his  Metropolitan,  George 
Brown,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  and  other  affifting  Bifhops.  He  continued  un„ 
difturbed  in  his  Bifhoprick  during  the  feveral  Changes  made  in  Religion  •,  and 
made  feveral  Leafes  in  favodr  of  his  Relations  and  others,  to  the  great  detriment 
of  his  See  -,  of  which  we  find  the  following  account  1.  44  In  1 548  he  made  a  Fee- 
«<  Farm  Leafe  of  the  Town  and  Lands  of  Sledah,  80  Acres,  and  a  Water-Mill, 
“  Chermieflown,  80  Acres,  and  Poulemanna,  100  Acres,  to  Philip  Devereux  and 
46  William  Devereux,  referving  a  Rent  of  31  Shillings,  Irijh  Money.  In  1549, 
46  he  leafed  the  Iflandof  Begerin  to  James  Devereux,  his  Brother,  in  Fee,  at  7  s. 
4C  per  Annum,  Irijh  Money  •,  which  Leafe  he  procured  to  be  confirmed  by  the 
44  Dean  and  Chapter.  The  fame  year  he  made  a  Leafe  in  Fee  of  the  Town  Land 
44  of  Balligillan  and  of  80  Acres  of  Land,  and  30  Acres  in  Killrane,  to  one  Tur- 
44  ner,  at  the  Rent  of  36  S.  8  d.  Irijh  Money.  The  year  following  lie  made  ano- 
«4  ther  Fee-Farm  of  the  Lands  of  Sleny  and  Newton,  containing  three  Plow- 
44  Lands,  to  one  ftojfiter,  at  the  Rent  of  28  s.  8  d.  Irijh  Money  :  And  in  1560,  he 
44  and  his  Dean  and  Chapter  joined  in  a  Fee-Farm  Leafe  to  his  Brother,  James  De - 
“  vereux,  of  the  Reftory  of  Kinnith  at  the  Rent  of  30  s.  which  was  then  worth 
«C  1.  pet  Annum.”  After  all  thefe  waftes]  he  died  at  Fethard  in  1566,  having 
fat  in  this  See  almoft  twenty  feven  years,  and  was  buried  there  in  the  Chancell  of 
the  Parifh  Church.

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JOHN  DEFEREUX. 

[Succ.  1566.  Ob.  1578.] 

JOHN  Devereux,  Dean  of  Ferns,  [was  advanced  to  this  See  by  Letters  Pa¬ 
tent  m  dated  the  19th  of  Oftober  1566,  and]  was  about  the  end  of  the  faid 
year  confecrated  by  Hugh  Curwin ,  Archbilhop  of  Dublin .  [He  was  reftored  to 
the  Temporalties  on  the  1  ith  of  December  following  his  Promotion  ;  and  the  fame 
Day  the  Deanery  of  Fetns  was  annexed  to  the  Bifhoprick  for  five  years.]  He  died 
in  1 57  8,  and  was  buried  in  theParifh  Church  of  St  Mary  at  Wexford , 

HUGH  ALLEN. 

[Succ.  1582.  Ob.  1599.] 

TH  E  year  following  James  Rroftor ,  Prebendary  of  Salifbury ,  in  England , 
was  [by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  eleventh  of  April  1 579]  appointed  to 
fucceed  by  Queen  Elizabeth.  But  he  died  before  he  was  confecrated.  At  laft 
[after  a  vacancy  of  four  years]  on  the  twenty  fourth  of  May  1582,  Hugh 
Allen ,  Bilhop  of  Down  and  Connor  was  tranflated  to  this  See,  [and  was  re¬ 
ftored  to  the  Temporalties  two  days  after.]  He  firft  came  over  into  Ireland 
in  1572  with  Thomas  Smith  [natural  Son  to  Sir  Thomas  Smith ,  upon  a  Scheme 
then  laid  of  making  a  Proteftant  Plantation  in  the  Ards  *,  which  proving  unfuc- 
cefsful  by  the  Murder  of  Smith ]  Allen  was  the  year  following  confecrated  Bi- 
ftiop  of  Down  and  Connor ,  by  Thomas ,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  and  afterwards 
in  1682  tranftated  to  Ferns,  as  before. 

He  made  long  Leafes  of  the  Manor  of  Fethard,  and  of  many  other  Farms, 
referving  very  fmall  Rents  to  his  See.  But  Thomas  Ram,  who  was  afterwards 
Bilhop,  recovered  the  Manor  [by  a  fpecial  Verdift n  •,  it  being  refolved,  that  the 
Confirmation  of  the  Leafe  by  one  Gray  a  Layman,  the  Dean’s  Subftitute,  and 
the  fmaller  part  of  the  Chapter,  was  not  good ;  befides  that  Gray  was  not  one 
of  the  Body  ;  and  by  Law  no  procuration  could  be  given  but  to  one  of  the  Chap¬ 
ter,  and  that  where  an  Intereft  pafieth  the  Dean  himfelf  ought  to  put  the  Seal  to  the 
Leafe :  And  further  that  the  confent  of  the  Major  part  of  the  Chapter  was  not 
given  at  one  Time.  For  that  three  of  them  put  to  their  Seals  on  one  day, 
and  three  on  another.  The  Suit  for  this  Manor  proved  to  Bilhop  Ram  tedious 
and  chargeable  ;  and  he  was  at  laft  forced  to  end  it  by  a  Compofition  •  made 
with  John  Allen ,  Son  to  Bilhop  Hugh  ;  who  in  confideration  of  the  fijrrender 
of  the  faid  Manor  on  the  fourth  of  Oliober  1608,  obtained  a  Leafe  from  Bilhop 
Ram  of  Whitchurch,  alias  Sleculter,  for  twenty  one  years,  at  6 1.  6  s.  8  d. 
Rent.] 

This  Prelate  died  at  Fethard  in  1599,  anc^  was  huried  there  in  the  Parilh 
Church.  [Bilhop  Ram,  in  a  Return  made p  to  a  Regal  Vilitation,  held  a- 
bout  the  year  1622,  gives  an  account  of  many  Waftes  committed  on  the  Lands 
of  the  See  by  this  Bilhop  ;  and  particularly  that  about  the  year  T588  he  leafed 
the  Lands  of  Evernock,  Tomfallagh,  Clone,  and  other  Lands,  containing  1500 
Acres,  to  Sir  Henry  Wallop,  Vice-Treafurer  of  Ireland ,  in  Fee,  together  with  the 
Courts  and  Royalties  of  the  faid  Lands,  at  the  Rent  of  4I.  10  s.  which  Leafe  was 
confirmed  by  the  Dean  and  Chapter.  The  Reafon  of  his  making  fuch  a  Leafe 
is  faid  to  be  this.  Allen  being  Collector  of  the  20th  Parts  in  the  Diocefe  of

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Ferns  (as  all  the  Bifhops  were  in  their  refpe&ive  Diocefes)  was  fuffered  to  detain 
in  his  Hands  the  Income  thereof,  being  about  30  1.  a  year,  and  never  accounted 
for  it  in  the  Exchequer  \  and  that  to  make  a  Friend  of  Wallops  he  made  him  this 
Leafe  ;  as  he  did  another  for  61  years  of  theParfonagc  of  Came  to  Nicholas  Ken¬ 
ny ,  then  Clark  of  the  Firft-Fruits.  Bifhop  Ram  faith,  that  when  he  firft  came  to 
this  See  he  was  fued  in  the  Exchequer  for  this  Arrear,  and  could  not  get  his  Quie¬ 
tus  untill  he  paid  it.] 


ROBERT  GRAVE. 

(Succ.  1600.  Ob.  eod.  ann.) 


ROBERT"  Grave ,  a  native  of  Kent ,  Dean  of  Cork r,  [to  which  Deanery  he 
was  advanced  on  the  fixth  of  May  1 590]  and  a  Student  of  the  Univerfity 
of  Cambridge  was  [by  Letters  patent  dated  the  feventeenth  of  July  1600]  advanced 
to  the  Sees  both  of  Ferns  and  Leighlin  [the  latter  being  then  void  by  the  Death 
of  Bifhop  Meredith ,  had  reftitution  of  the  Temporaltie^4te  fame  day]  and  was 
confecrated  in  Chrifi  Church  Dublin  in  Augujl  following.  'But  intending  to  pafs 
by  Sea  to  IVexford ,  a  ftorm  arofe,  and  he  was  call  away  in  the  Harbour  of  Dub¬ 
lin  on  the  firft  of  Ottober  following. 

NICHOLAS  STAFFORD. 

[Succ.  1600.  Qb.  1604.] 

NICHOLAS  Stafford ,  Chancellor  of  Ferns ,  fucceeded  Grave  in  both  Bi- 
fhopricks  [by  Letters  patent  dated  the  nineteenth  of  July  in  the  fourty  third 
year  of  Queen  Elizabeth]  and  was  confecrated  on  the  eighteenth  of  March  1600 , 
Englifh  ftile  [and  the  fame  day  reflored  to  the  Temporalties.]  He  governed  thefe 
Sees  three  years  and  eight  months.  He  died  on  the  fifteenth  of  November  1604, 
and  was  buried  at  IVexford ,  in  St.  Mar/s  Church ,  under  the  fame  Tomb  fas  I 
have  been  informed)  with  his  Predecefior  John  Devereux.

HO  MAS  Ram  was  born  at  Windfor  in  Barkfhire ,  and  was  educated  firft 
at  Eaton  School,  and  afterwards  at  King’s  College,  Cambridge  •,  untill  he 
took  the  Degree  of  Mafter  of  Arts ;  after  which  he  came  over  into  Ireland  with 
Robert  Earl  of  Ejjex,  whofe  Chaplain  he  was,  in  1599.  The  year  following  he 
was  promoted,  firft  to  the  Deanery  of  Cork ,  then  to  the  Deanery  of  Ferns ,  by 
Charles ,  Lord  Mountjoy  (afterwards  Earl  of  Devonjhixe)  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ire¬ 
land,  whofe  Chaplain  he  then  was  :  [And  befides  thefe  Promotions  was  alfo  Parfon 
of  St.  Mary's  in  IVexford ,  Vicar  of  Balrothery  in  the  Diocefe  of  Dublin ,  and  Chan- 
tor  of  Chrifi  -Church  •,  all  which,  and  the  Deanery  and  Chantorfhip  of  Ferns  he 
afterwards  held  with  thefe  Sees]  to  which  he  was  five  years  after  advanced, 
and  was  confecrated  in  Chrifi -Church,  Dublin ,  on  the  fecond  of  May  1605,  by 
Henry  Ufsher ,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  [afiifted  by  the  Archbifhop  of  Cafhell  and 
the  Bifhop  of  Kildare]  the  See  of  Dublin  being  then  vacant.  [He  was  one  of  thofe 
-Prelates,  who  in  1626  drew  up  and  figned  that  zealous  Proteftation  againft  the 
publick:  toleration  of  the  Popijh  Religion,  mentioned  in  the  Life  of  Archbifhop 
Ufsher.  p.  106.  This  Bifhop,  as  he  certified  in  a  return  q  to  a  Regal  Vifitati-

on  held  in  1613,  Found  this  See  reduced  from  400  1.  or  500  1.  per  Ann.  to  66  1. 
6  s.  8  d.  at  the  time  of  his  advancement  *,  and  at  a  Vifitation  in  1622  r  he  affigns 
three  caufes  for  this  fcandalous  Poverty,  to  which  it  was  reduced —  ift,  That  all 
the  Manors  and  Lands  belonging  to  it  had  been  palled  away  either  in  Fee,  or 
by  long  Leales  by  feveral  of  his  Predecefibrs,  but  efpecially  by  Alexander  De¬ 
vereux  and  John  Devereux  to  their  kindred  and  Baftards,  with  fmaller  refcrved 
Rents  than  lay  on  them  in  the  year  1415  ;  as  appeared  by  a  Rental  of  that  date* 

■ —  2dly,  That  the  antient  chief  Rents  were  diminifhed  ;  of  which  he  gives  a 
great  many  inftances  ~  3dly,  That  fixteen  Plowlands  in  Shenebat  and  Killalethatii 
which  formerly  belonged  to  the  Bilhoprick,  (as  appears  by  a  Record  of  the  ele¬ 
venth  Hen.  3.  in  the  Chief  Remembrancers  Office)  were  utterly  loft  to  the  See* 
But  he  augmented  the  profits  of  it  by  the  recovery  of  the  Manor  of  Fethctrd,  as 
may  be  feen  in  the  life  of  Hugh  Allen  ;  as  alfo  by  the  recovery  f  of  the  Town 
Land  of  Hevingflon  by  Law,  which  the  faid  Allen  had  leafed  to  Edward  Devereux .] 

He  died  of  an  Apoplexy  in  Dublin  on  the  twenty  fourth  of  November  1634,. 
in  the  70th  year  of  1m  Age  >  and  from  thence  his  Body  was  conveyed  to  Newbur- 
row ,  [alias  Gory ,]  irf  the  County  of  Wexford  t  and  there  interred  in  a  Ghappel 
built  by  himfelf  [on  an  eftate  of  his  own  Acquifition  ;  which  his  Dependents  to 
this  day  enjoy.  He  built  the  epifcopal  Houfe  at  old  Leighlin  for  the  Benefit  of 
his  Succeflbrs,  and  left  behind  him  a  Library  for  the  ufe  of  his  Clergy,  which 
was  afterwards  utterly  deftroyed  in  the  Rebellion  of  1641.] 

GEORGE  ANDREW. 

[Succ.  1635.  Qb.  1648.] 

E  0  RG  E  Andrew),  born  at  Daventry  in  No  rthampton-Jhire,  educated  in 
Magdalen  College  in  Oxford ,  [Recftor  of  Dromcliffe  alias  Ecormack  in  the  Dio- 
cefe  of  Killaloef]  and  Dean  of  Limerick ,  was  confecrated  Bilhop  of  Ferns  and 
Leighlin  in  St.Patrick’ s,  Dublin ,  (of  V/hich  he  had  been  Chantorj  on  the  fourteenth 
of  May  1635,  by  Lancdlot ,  Archbilhop  of  Dublin ,  affifted  by  the  Bilhops  of 
Dromore ,  Kilmore  and  Ardagh.  [It  hath  been  feldom  feen  that  the  refentment 
of  a  chief  Governour  againft  a  Clergyman  fhould  be  the  immediate  caufe  of  his 
promotion  to  a  Bifhoprick.  But  that  was  the  cafe  here.  For  it  appears  by  a  Let¬ 
ter  1  from  the  Lord  Strafford  to  Archbilhop  Laud ,  dated  the  fixteenth  of  Decem¬ 
ber  1634,  that  Dean  Andrew  had  difobliged  him  in  his  conducft,  as  Chairman 
of  a  Committee  in  the  lower  Houfe  of  Convocation,  in  relation  to  the  eftablilhing 
the  Articles  and  Canons  of  the  Church  of  Ireland  upon  the  fame  Foot  with  thofe  in 
England.  He  fent  for  him  and  told  him,  “  that  certainly  not  a  Dean  of  Limerick , 
“  but  Ananias ,  had  fat  in  the  Chair  of  that  Committee,  if  not  in  Body,  at  leaft  in 
“  Spirit,  with  all  the  Fraternities  and  Conventicles  of  Amfierdam.  If  your  Lord- 
“  fhip  (fays  he  in  his  Letter)  think  Dean  Andrew  hath  been  to  blame,  and  that 
‘‘  you  would  chaftife  him  for  it,  make  him  Bifhop  of  Ferns  and  Leighlin ,  to 
“  have  it  without  any  other  Commendams  ;  and  then  I  allure  you,  he  fhall  leave 
“  better  behind  him,  than  will  be  recompenfed  out  of  that  Bilhoprick  ;  which  is 
“  one  of  the  meaneft  of  the  whole  Kingdom.”  And  accordingly  his  Promotion 
followed. 

He  was  forced  to  retire  into  England  to  avoid  the  Fury  of  the  Rebellion,  where 
he  lived  in  an  obfcure  condition  for  feveral  years.]  He  died  in  London  in  October 
1648,  and  was  buried  in  St.  Clements  Church  ;  [after  whofe  Death  thele  Sees 
continued  vacant  until  the  Reftoration  in  1660.  While  he  fat  in  this  See,  the

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Manor  of  Fethard ,  which  had  been  recovered  by  Bifhop  Ram  (as  is  before  men¬ 
tioned  in  the  Life  of  him  and  Bifhop  Allen)  was  exchanged  for  other  Lands  lying 
more  commodious  to  Ferns,  by  aft  of  Parliament.  —  Char.  i. 


ROBERT1  PRICE. 

[Succ.  1660.  Ob.  1666.] 

13  O  B  E  R  T  Price,  a  Native  of  Wales,  was  Doftor  of  Laws  of  the  Univerfity 
of  Dublin,  Dean  of  Connor,  and  Chaplain  to  Thomas,  Earl  of  Strafford,  Lord 
Lieutenant  of  Ireland.  He  was  educated  in  Chrift-Church  College  in  Oxford, 
where  he  took  his  degree  of  Mafler  of  Arts;  and  was  confecrated  Bifhop  of  Ferns 
and  Leigh lin  in  St.  Patrick's,  Dublin,  on  the  twenty  feventh  of  January  1660, 
Englifb  ftile  [the  Letters  Patent  for  his  Creation,  Mandate  for  Confecration,  and 
"Writ  of  Reftitution  to  the  Temporalties  bearing  date  two  Days  before ;  and  in  them 
was  a  Claufe  for  his  holding  the  Reftory  of  Kilebban  in  Commendam,  and  a  grant  of 
the  Mefne  Profits  from  the  death  of  Bifhop  Andrew.  He  was  a  great  Sufferer  for 
the  Royal  Caufe,  while  he  was  Dean  of  Connor  ;  which  gave  him  the  Intereft  for  his 
promotion  ;  and  we  are  told  by  a  Reverend  Prelate  u,  that  the  See  of  Bangor  in 
Wales  was  intended  for  him  had  he  lived  ;  or  according  to  Carte* ,  that  of  St.  Da¬ 
vids.  He  died  in  Dublin  on  the  twenty  fixth  of  May  1 666,  and  was  buried  in 
St.  Patrick's  Cathedral. 

RICHARD  B  0  T  L  E. 

[Succ.  1666.  Ob.  1682.] 


RICHARD  Boyle,  Doftor  of  Divinity,  and  Dean  of  Limerick,  (to  which  he 
was  prefented  on  the  fifth  of  February  1661)  was  by  the  Favour  of  the  Duke 
of  Ormond,  then  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland,  promoted  to  thefe  Sees  by  Let¬ 
ters  patent  dated  the  feventh  of  June  1666 ;  and  was  confecrated  in  Chrifl -Churchy 
Dublin,  on  the  tenth  of  January  following,  by  Michael ,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin,  and 
other  aflifling  Bifhops.  He  died  of  a  Palfy  at  Leighlin  in  January  1682,  and 
was  buried  there  in  the  Cathedral. 


NARCISSUS  MARSH. 

•  [Succ.  1682.  Refgn.  1690.] 


NA RC ISSUS  Marfh,  Doftor  of  Divinity,  was  born  at  Hannington,  near 
Highworth  in  Wilt  (hire,  on  the  twentieth  of  December  1 638.  He  was  de¬ 
fended  by  his  Father’s  fide  from  a  Saxon  Family  of  his  name,  antiently  feated 
in  Kent ;  out  of  which  County  his  great  Grand-  Father  removed  to  the  Place 
of  this  Prelates  Birth.  His  Mother  was  of  the  Coleburns  in  Dorfetfhire.  He  re¬ 
ceived  his  firft  rudiments  of  Learning  at  Highworth  aforefaid  ;  and  being  well  fit¬ 
ted  for  the  Univerfity,  was  admitted  into  Magdalen  Hall  in  Oxford  in  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  July  1654,  and  on  the  thirtieth  of  June  1658  x  was  elefted  Probationer 
Fellow  of  Exeter  Hall.  In  the  Commencement  of  July  1660  he  took  his  De¬ 
gree  of  Matter  of  Arts  ;  on  the  eleventh  of  December  1667  that  of  Batchelor  of 
Divinity  ;  and  at  laft  that  of  Doftor  of  Divinity  on  the  twenty  third  of  June  1671; 
to  which  Degree  he  was  alfo  admitted  in  the  Univerfity  of  Dublin  on  the  twenty 
feventh  of  February  1678.  During  thefe  Periods  he  was  made  Chaplain  to  the

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Bifhop  of  Exeter,  who  was  afterwards  Bifhop  of  Sarum ,  and  then  to  the  Lord 
Chancellor  Ride,  Earl  of  Clarendon.  On  the  twelfth  of  May  1673  he  was  made 
Principal  of  St.  Albans  Hall  in  Oxford  by  the  appointment  of  the  Duke  of  Ormond 
then  Chaticellor  of  that  Univerfity.  As  a  perfon  of  accomplifhed  learning  and 
prudence,  he  was  unanimoufiy  chofen  to  preach  the  Anniverfary  Sermon  on 
the  fifth  of  November  1667,  and  the  Adt  Sermon  in  1678.  He  was  alfo  chofen 
one  of  the  additional  Prodtors  for  keeping  the  Univerfity  in  better  Order  during 
King  Charles  the  Second’s  abode  there  in  1665.  Thefe  are  the  Promotions  and 
Honours  he  enjoyed  before  his  removal  into  Ireland.  By  the  endeavours  of  Dodlor 
J.ohn  Fell ,  and  the  Favour  of  the  Duke  of  Ormond ,  then  Lord  Lieutenant  of 
Ireland ,  he  was  nominated  by  King  Charles  the  lid,  to  fucceed  Dodtor  Michael 
TVard  in  the  Provoftfhip  of  the  College  of  Dublin ,  in  December  i6y$  ;  and 
was  fworn  into  that  Office  on  the  twenty  fourth  of  January  following.  While  he 
was  in  this  Office  he  fpent  very  much  of  his  time  in  his  Studies  ;  and  yet  he  always 
performed  his  publick  Duties  fo  exadlly,  that  his  Succefibrs  could  not  hope  to 
go  beyond  him  in  good  government  ;  it  was  enough  for  them  to  endeavour  to 
imitate  him.  He  did  noi  continue  long  in  this  ufeful  employment :  For  upon  the 
death  of  Biffiop  Boyle ,  he  was  advanced  to  the  Sees  of  Leighlin  and  Ferns  by 
Letters  Patent  dated  the  twenty  feventh  of  February  1682,  and  was  confecrated  in 
Cfhnjt -Church,  Dublin ,  on  the  fixth  of  May  following,  by  his  Metropolitan,  Francis , 
Archbiffiop  of  Dublin ,  afiifted  by  the  Archbiffiop  of  Armagh ,  and  the  Biffiops 
of  Meath ,  Kildare ,  Cork  and  Rofs ,  and  Kilmore  ;  and  with  thefe  Sees  he  held  the 
Redtory  of  Kilebban ,  in  the  Diocefe  of  Leighlin ,  in  Commendam.  He  was  tranfia- 
ted  from  hence  to  Cafhell  on  the  26th  of  February  1690,  from  thence  to  Dublin,  on 
the  24th  of  May  1 694,  and  then  to  Armagh  on  the  1 8  th  of  February  1 702.  He  pub* 
liffied  a  Book  intitled  Manuductio  ad  Logicam ,  written  by  Philip  de  Trieu ,  to  which 
he  added  the  Greek  text,  and  fome  Tables  and  Schemes,  printed  at  Oxford  in  16^8. 
Svo.  and  added  fome  few  illuftrating  Notes  on  Gaffendus's  fmall  tradt  de  Demon - 
Jlratione,  printed  with  the  former.  While  he  was  Provoft  of  the  College  of 
Dublin ,  he  publiffied — Inftitutiones  Logicce  in  Ufum  Juventutis  Academics  Dublini - 
enfis,  Oublin  1681,  8vo.  This  hath  generally  gone  under  the  title  of  the  Pro- 
vofis  Logick.  He  wrote  alfo  an  Introdudlory  Efiay  to  the  Dodtrine  of  Sounds, 
containing  fome  Propofals  for  the  Improvement  of  Acoufticks,  prefented  to  the 
Royal  Society  in  Dublin  on  the  twelfth  of  March  1683,  and  publiffied  in  the 
Philofophical  Tranfadtions  No.  156.  He  wrote  alfo,  a  Charge  to  his  Clergy  of 
the  Diocefe  of  Dublin  in  1694,  Quarto.

BARTHOLOMEW  VIGORS. 

[Succ.  1690.  Oh.  1721.] 

BARTHOLOMEW  Vigors,  L.  L.  D,  was  educated  in  the  Univerfity 
of  Dublin  *,  from  whence  he  was  made  Redtor  of  the  Pariffi  of  St.  Mary*s,Wex- 
ford ,  and  afterwards  Dean  of  Armagh  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  twenty  ninth  of 
June  1681.  Upon  the  Tranflation  of  Narciffus  Marfh  to  the  Archbiffioprick  of 
Cafhell ,  he  was  promoted  to  thefe  Sees  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  twenty  feventh 
of  February  1690,  and  was  confecrated  in  Chrift -Church,  Dublin ,  on  the  eighth 
of  March  following,  by  Francis ,  Archbiffiop  of  Dublin,  afiifted  by  the  Archbi¬ 
ffiop  of  Cafhell,  and  the  Biffiops  of  Meath ,  Kildare,  Killaloe  and  Derry.  He 
died  on  the  third  of  January  1721,  and  was  buried  in  St.  Patrick's,  Dublin.  He 
purchafed  from  Jofeph  Dean  Efq;  Chief  Baron  of  the  Exchequer,  a  Fee- Farm  in 
the  Manor  of  Old  Leighlin  for  548  1.  and  by  his  Will  deviled  that  his  Executor,  by 
Advice  of  the  Archbiffiop  of  Dublin,  ffiould  convey  the  faid  Fee-Farm  to  his 

next 
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next  Succeflor  the  Biihop  of  Leighlin,  for  the  Ufe  of  him  and  his  Succeffors 
for  ever.  He  alfo  bequeathed  300 1.  to  the  laid  Biihop,  to  be  difpofed  of  for  the 
increafe  of  the  Revenue  of  the  poor  Bilhoprick  of  Leighlin  ;  either  by  buying  in 
fome  Fee-Farm,  or  buiiding  a  Houfe  for  the  more  convenient  Habitation  of  the 
Biihop  •,  with  the  Advice  of  the  Archbifhop  of  Dublin  for  the  time  being.  He 
left  10  1.  to  the  Poor  of  the  Parilh  of  Ballindearig ,  10 1.  to  the  Poor  of  the  Pa- 
rilh  of  Urglin,  and  as  much  to  the  Poor  of  Leighlin. 

J  O  S  1  A  H  H  0  R  T. 

[Succ.  1721.  Refig.  1727.]

JOS  I  AH  Hort,  was  born  at  Marjhfield  in  Gloucefterjhire  ;  and  from  a  Gram¬ 
mar  School. in  Brijlol  was  put  to  ftudy  Philofophy  under  a  private  Tutor  in 
London  ',  from  whence  he  was  admitted  into  Clare-Hall  in  Cambridge ,  and  placed 
under  the  tuition  of  Mr.  Richard  Laughton.  In  1705  he  was  put  into  Deacons 
Orders  by  Dodor  "John  More ,  Bifhop  of  Norwich  j  and  towards  the  end  of 
the  fame  year  received  Prielts  Orders  from  Dodor  Simon  Patrick ,  Bifhop  of 
Ely.  Having  held  the  Donative  Parifli  of  Wichen  in  the  laft  mentioned  Diocefe 
for  fome  time,  in  the  Gift  of  the  Earl  of  Oxford ,  in  1706  he  was  inftituted  to 
the  Vicaridge  of  Wendover  in  Buckingham poire,  in  the  Patronage  of  the  Crown, 
by  the  favour  of  the  Lord  Chancellor  Cooper.  ' 

In  1709  he  attended  Pham  as,  Marquifs  of  Wharton,  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ire¬ 
land  as  his  Domeftick  Chaplain,  into  that  Kingdom  j  and  obtained  a  Patent  for 
the  Parilh  of  Kiljkir  in  the  Diocefe  of  Meath,  then  void  by  the  Promotion  of 
Dodor  Ralph  Lambert ,  to  the  Deanery  of  Down.  But  the  title  of  the  Crown 
to  that  Advowfon  was  litigated  •,  and  Moreton,  Biihop  of  Meath ,  admitted  his 
own  Son  to  it,  under  a  title  derived  from  a  Popijh  Lord,  who  had  forfeited  by 
the  Rebellion  of  1641.  Whereupon  a  fjuare  Impedit  was  brought,  and  a  com- 
pleat  verdid  obtained  in  behalf  of  the  Crown.  But  the  Caufe  was  removed  into 
England  by  Writ  of  Error,  where  it  depended  for  many  years  ;  and  at  laft  was 
ended  by  a  Judgment  of  the  Britijh  Houfe  of  Lords.  During  this  interval  Mr. 
Hort  was  inftituted  to  the  Redory  of  Haverfham  in  Buckinghamjhire ,  upon  the 
Queen’s  Prefentation,  by  the  favour  of  the  Lord  Chancellor  Cooper.  Judgment 
being  at  length.given  in  behalf  of  the  title  of  the  Crown  to  Kiljkir  in  1 7 1 7,  he  came 
over  and  pofiefted  himfelf  of  the  Parilh  ;  but  loft  upwards  of  feyen  years  Pro¬ 
fits,  which  could  not  be  recovered  from  the  Clerk  Defendant  by  any  Law  then 
in  Force.  This  vexatious  delay  gave  rife  to  an  Ad  of  Parliament,  Anno  6  Geo.  Ift. 
and  fmee  continued,  for  the  better  fecuring  the  Rights  of  Advowfon  and  prefen¬ 
tation  to  Ecclefiaftical  Benefices  *  by  which  not  only  all  Efloins  in  Writs  of 
Quare  Impedit  are  taken  away,  but  the  Intruder  is  upon  evidion  made  accountable 
for  the  Mefne  Profits*  after  a  fufiicient  allowance  made  for  ferving  the  Cure. 

In  1718  he  was  promoted  to  the  Deanery  of  Cloyne  by  the  Duke  of  Bolton ,  Lord 
Lieutenant  of  Ireland,  as  alfo  to  the  great  Redory  and  Sine-Cure  of  Louth ;  which 
was  in  like  manner  litigated  and  recovered.  In  1720,  he  was  removed  to  the 
Deanery  of  Ardagb-,  from  whence  he  was  by  Letters  Patent,  dated  the  10th  of 
February  1721,  by  the  favour  of  the  Duke  of  Grafton ,  Lord  Lieutenant  of 
Ireland,  advanced  tothefe  Sees ;  and  was  confecrated  on  the  26th  of  that  Month 
in  the  Church  of  Cajlleknock,  by  the  Bifhops  of  Meath ,  Dromore,  and  Rilmore  and 
Ardagb .  From  hence  he  was  by  the  favour  of  the  Lord  Carteret ,  then  Lord 
Lieutenant  of  Ireland,  tranllated  to  the  Sees  of  Kilmore  and  Ardagh ,  by  Letters 
patent  dated  the  20th  of  July  1727.  See  further  of  this  Prelate  among  the  Bi- 
ihopsof  Kilmore  and  Ardagb.  p.  245. 
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JOHN  HO  A  D  L  T. 

[Succ.  172 7.  Refign.  1729.] 

JOHN  Hoadly ,  Archdeacon  of  Salijbury  in  England ,  was  advanced  to  thefc 
Sees  by  the  Letter  of  King  George  the  firft,  dated  the  3d  of  June,  1727. 
But  the  king  died  on  the  nth  of  the  fame  Month,  before  either  he  or  his  Pre- 
deceffor  Bifliop  Hort  could  pafs  Patent  for  their  refpe&ive  Preferments.  How¬ 
ever  he  procured  the  Letters  Patent  of  his  prefent  Majelty  ;  and  was  confecra- 
ted  in  St.  Patrick* s  Church,  Dublin ,  on  the  3d.  of  September  following,  by  Wil¬ 
liam,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  and  other  aflifting  Bilhops.  He  was  tranflated  to 
the  Archbilhoprick  of  Dublin  on  the  13th  of  January  1729.  Sec  before,  p.  369.

ARTHUR  Price  was  tranflated  from  Clonfert  to  thele  Sees  in  1729,  and  from 
hence  to  the  See  of  Meath ,  on  the  4th  of  February  1733.  See  more  of 
him  under  the  Bilhops  of  Clonfert  and  Meath.

[Succ.  1733.] 


EDWH  R  D  Synge  was  tranflated  from  the  See  of  Cloyne  hither,  on  the  8  th 
of  February  1733.  See  under  the  Bilhops  of  Cloyne  and  Clonfert . 
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[‘There  are  no  modern  Arms  made  ufe  of  for  this  See ,  fwce  it  was  annexed  to 
L  Ferns  ;  but  the  antient  Arms  are  reprefented  above  in  the  Head-piece. 

It  is  valued  in  the  Kings  Books  by  a  very  antient  Taxation  at  50  /.  Irish 
Money,  amounting  to  37  /.  10  s.  o  d.  Sterl. 

The  Chapter  of  Leighlin  is  conflituted  of  a  Dean,  Chantor,  Chancellor, 
Treafurer,  Archdeacon,  and  four  Prebendaries,  viz.  of  Ullard — 
Aghold—  Tecolme— and  Tullomagymagh.  The  Diocefe  is  divided  into 
5  Rural  Deaneries,  viz.  Q drone  ^ Forth — Tulloghphelim — Leix —  and 

Omboyi\ 

E  I G  H L  I  N ,  commonly  called  Old -Leighlin,  is  fituated 
about  a  Mile  and  half  W eftward  of  the  River  Barrow, 
which  Ptolomey  calls,  Birgus ,  or  Brigus.  St*  Laferian 
conflituted  an  Epifcopal  See  in  this  place  about  the  Year 
632.  Burch ard  the  Norwegian,  the  Son  of  Gurmond ,  is  enu¬ 
merated  among  the  principal  Benefactors  of  this  Church. 
It  was  he  who  either  founded  or  endowed  the  Priory  of 
St.  Stephen  of  Leighlin  *,  the  Lands  of  which  were  after- 
Deanery,  as  Lhady  Lculing  in  his  Annals  fays  ;  who  alfo 
afferts,  that  Burchard  was  buried  in  the  Choir  of  this  Cathedral,  under  a  marble 
Monument,  on  which  was  placed  his  Statue.  There  were  alfo  fome  of  the 
Bifhops  of  Leighlin  who  were  confiderable  BenefaCtors  to  this  Church  •,  particularly 

D'rat  about  the  arrival  of  King  Henry  the  lid,  in  Ireland ,  who  rebuilt  the  Ca~ 

[5]  Y  thedral. 
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thedral,  which  had  been  deltroyed  by  Fire.  Herlewin  granted  Burgages,  Or 
dwelling  Houles  to  the  BurgelTes  of  Leighlin ,  referving  a  Rent  out  of  every 
Burgage  to  his  See  ;  which  Grant  William ,  his  immediate  SuccelTor  but  one,  con¬ 
firmed.  ‘Thomas ,  the  next  SuccelTor  to  William ,  bellowed  Prebends  among  his 
Canons.  In  the  14th  Century  John  Young  repaired  the  epifcopal  houles  of  his 
Manors ;  and  in  the  15th  Century  John  Mulgan  inllituted  Four  petty  Canons  in 
that  Cathedral.  Matthew  Saunders ,  who  was  advanced  to  this  fee  in  1527,  new 
built  the  Choir  of  the  Cathedral,  and  eredted  and  glazed  the  fouth  Window. 
Bilhop  Meredith  repaired  the  Epifcopal  Houfe  at  Leighlin ,  [and  furrounded  it  with 
a  Stone  Wall ;  and  of  late  Bilhop  Vigors  not  only  endowed  the  See  of  Leighlin 
with  a  Fee-Farm  Rent,  which  he  purchafed  for  548  1.  but  alfo  deviled  300  1.  by 
his  Will,  to  be  applied  either  to  the  encreafe  of  the  Revenue  of  it,  or  for  building 
an  Epifcopal  Houfe  more  convenient  for  his  SuccelTors.] 

St.  LASERIAN. 

[Promot.  circ.  632.  Qb.  638.] 

ST.  Laferian ,  by  fome  called,  Molaifre ,  (not  that  Abbat  of  Devenijh ,  whom  I 
mentioned  before  in  the  Life  of  St.  Edan a,  but  another  of  the  fame  Name 
later  than  he),  was  the  Son  of  Cairel  by  Blitha  ;  and  had  his  Education  in  his 
younger  Years  under  the  Abbat  St.  Murin  ;  to  whofe  care,  his  Mother  (who  is 
faid  to  be  a  Daughter  of  fome  King  of  the  Piffs)  committed  him.  He  after¬ 
wards  travelled  to  Rome ,  and  fpent  14  years  in  that  City  •,  during  which  time  he 
heard  St.  Gregory  expound  the  Scriptures  *,  and  being  ordained  a  Prielt  by  him, 
came  back  to  his  own  Country.  Soon  after  his  return  he  vifited  Leighlin ,  where 
St.  Goban  was  then  Abbat  ;  who  voluntarily  furrendered  his  Abby  to  him,  and 
built  a  Cell  for  himfelf  and  his  Monks  in  another  place.  The  Writer  of  the  Life 
of  St.  Munnu  faith,  that  there  were  1500  Monks  in  this  Abby  under  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  St.  Laferian  ;  and  affirms  alfo,  that  there  was  a  great  Synod  held  in  the 
White-field  ;  where  a  Contell  arofe  between  St  Laferian  and  St.  Munnu  concerning 
the  proper  time  for  celebrating  the  Fealt  of  Eafier.  This  Synod  fit  feems)  was 
held  in  the  Month  of  March  630  ;  but  breaking  up  without  the  expedled 
Succefs,  Lafirian  took  another  journey  to  Rome  *,  where  Pope  Honorius  the  firlt 
confecrated  him  a  Bilhop,  [but  without  allotting  him  a  See]  and  made  him  Le¬ 
gate  of  Ireland ,  as  we  find  in  Laferian* s  Life.  Nor  was  the  Event  of  this  Com- 
miffion  fruitlefs  :  For  after  his  Return  into  Ireland ,  it  is  manifeft  that  the  Obfer- 
vation  of  Eafier  was  reformed  b  in  the  South  Parts  of  Ireland ,  according  to  the 
exhortations  of  Pope  Honorius.  St.  Laferian  died  on  the  1 8th  of  April  638  or 
639,  and  was  buried  in  his  own  Church,  which  he  himfelf  had  founded.  I  mull 
obferve  by  the  way,  that  in  a  Synod  held  in  Dublin  under  Alexander  Bicknor ,  Arch- 
biffiop  of  that  See,  the  Day  of  the  Death  of  St.  Laferian,  as  alfo  of  St.  Patrick ,  St. 
Bridgid ,  St.  Came  and  St.  Edan,  are  enumerated  among  the  double  Feltivals  * 
through  the  Province  of  Dublin.  The  Memory  of  St.  Laferian ’s  SuccelTors,  untili 
the  arrival  of  the  Englifh  (for  what  I  can  find)  is  almoft  loll.  I  mull  leave  it  to 

*  The  Senfe  of  thefe  double  Feftivals  are,  when  to  the  greater  Honour  of  the  Saint  the  Anthems 
are  ordered  to  be  rehearfed  intire  before  and  after  each  Pfalm  ;  whereas  in  common  Feftivals  only  the 
beginning  of  the  Anthem  is  repeated  before  and  after  the  Pfalm  :  And  there  are  nine  Lelfons  repeated 
in  the  fervice  ;  whereas  in  others  there  are  but  three.  In  Alexander  Bickaor’s  Statutes  above  mentioned 
the  Feftival  of  Laurence  O-Tool,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin,  is  ordeced  to  be  celebrated  as  a  double 
Feftival  with  niae  Leffons.

DONAT. 

[ Succ .  1158.  Qb.  1185.] 

IT  appears  from  the  Foundation  Charter  of  the  Abby  of  Canons  of  the 
bleffed  Virgin  at  perns,  that  Donat  was  Bilhop  of  this  See  about  the  year 
1158,  [being  a  fubfcribing  Witnefs  to  that  Charter.]  He  rebuilt  the  Cathedral, 
which  had  been  deltroyed  by  Fire.  He  died  at  Leighlin  in  1185,  and  was 
buried  in  the  faid  Church.  Either  this  See  was  for  a  long  time  vacant  after  his 
death  ;  or  if  filled,  I  have  not  been  able  to  difcover  who  was  his  next  Succclfor. 


JOHN. 

[Sitcc.  1199.  Ob.  1201] 

JOHN  a  Ciftertian  Monk,  and  Abbat  of  the  Monaltery  de  Rofea  Valle ,  com¬ 
monly  called  Monafter-evin ,  was  canonically  eledled  in  the  year  1198  *,  and 
the  year  following  was  confirmed  by  Matthew  O-Heney,  Archbilhop  of  Caihell* 
and  Legate  of  Ireland  *,  his  Metropolitan,  John ,  Archbilhop  of  Dublin ,  being  then 
in  England  :  But  through  the  Oppofition  he  met  with  from  Hamon  de  Valoniis , 
[or  Hanno  de  Valois ,  as  fome  c  call  him]  at  that  time  Lord  Jullice  of  Ireland ,  he 
was  not  confecrated  untill  he  went  to  Rome,  and  received  confecration  from  the  Pope 
himfelf.  The  Letters  which  the  Pope  wrote  in  his  favour,  and  which  he  carried 
into  Ireland ,  are  to  be  feen  among  the  Decretal  Epiltles  of  Pope  Innocent  the 
Illd  [one  of  which  was  to  the  Chapter  and  Clergy  of  Leighlin,  in  relation  to 
the  Ele£lion.  But  he  wrote  a  very  lharp  Letter  d  to  John  Earl  of  Moreton,  “  for 
“  his  prefuming  to  oppofe  the  Eledtion  of  the  Canons,  and  for  violently  feizing 
<c  their  Goods  *,  infomuch  that  the  Archbilhop  of  Cafhell ,  then  Legate  of  the 
“  Pope,  durft  not  Confecrate  him,  although  he  confirmed  him  in  the  abfence 
“  of  the  Archbilhop  of  Dublin  ;  to  whom  the  Confirmation  and  Confecration  ap- 
<c  pertained  ;  he  being  detained  in  Normandy  by  Earl  John  in  Banilhment.  And 
“  he  further  commands  the  Earl  not  to  molefb  the  Bilhop  by  him  confecrated 
“  in  the  execution  of  his  Duty,  nor  to  fuffer  any  body  elfe  to  molelt  him  either  in 
<c  Spirituals  or  Temporals.”  And  by  another  Epiftle  e  the  Pope  orders  that  the 
Bilhop  fhall  be  fubjedt  to  no  Excommunication  but  that  of  the  Pope,  except  for 
manifeft  and  reafonable  Caufe.]  Our  Bilhop  died  about  the  year  i2or.

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E  E  R  L  E  TV  I  N. 

[Succ.  1201.  Ob.  1216.] 

T  T  E  R  LE  TV  I N,  who,  like  his  Predeceffor,  was  a  Cijlertian  Monk,  fuo 
A  -*■  ceeded.  He  died  in  1216,  or  1217,  according  to  the  Annals  of  St.  Mary* s 
Abby  near  Dublin ,  and  was  buried  in  the  Conventual  Church  of  Dunbrothy ,  a 
great  part  of  which  he  had  built.  He  gave  to  the  Burgeffes  of  Old  Leighlin , 
their  Burgages  or  Dwelling-Houfes  ;  together  with  the  Franchifes  or  free  Law  of 
Briflol ;  referving  to  his  See  a  yearly  rent  of  twelve  pence  out  of  every  Burgage. 
[It  is  to  be  obferved  that  the  Word,  Burgage ,  in  this  Place  is  ufed  in  a  different 
Senfe  from  the  common  acceptation  of  it.  For  it  is  ufually  taken  for  a  fort  of 
Socage  Tenure  f,  whereby  a  Citizen,  Burgher,  or  Townfman  held  his  Houfe 
or  Lands  within  the  City,  Borough,  or  Town  from  the  King  or  other  Lord,  at 
a  certain  yearly  Rent;  and  was  reckoned  among  the  ignoble  Tenures,  which  had 
no  relation  to  Knight’s  Service.  But  here  it  is  taken,  not  for  the  Tenure,  but  for 
the  Dwelling-Houle  in  a  Borough  Town,  or  for  a  Burgeffes  Houfe.  A  Bur¬ 
gage  in  fome  Places  8  is  called  a  Frank- Houfe.] 


RICHARD  FLEMING. 

[Succ.  1217.  Ob.  1226.] 

T3  IC  H  A  RD,  by  fome  called,  Robert  Fleming ,  was  confecrated  Bifhop  of 
this  See  in  the  year  1217.  He  had  a  great  contefl  with  the  Prior  of 
Conall  for  feme  Lands  and  Tythes  belonging  to  his  Bifhoprick  in  Leix,  (which 
is  now  a  part  of  the  Queen’s  County  J  But  there  was  an  end  put  to  this  Suit 
by  compofition  ;  and  the  Bifhop  gave  up  the  Lands  £nd  Tythes  to  the  Prior,  re¬ 
ferving  an  annual  Penfion  of  ten  Marks,  payable  to  him  and  his  Succeffors  at 
Leighlin.  He  died  in  1226,  having  governed  this  See  about  nine  Years. 


WILLIAM. 


[Succ.  1227 .  Ob.  1251.] 


WIL  L  I A  M,  Archdeacon  of  Leighlin ,  being  ele&ed  Bifhop,  obtained  the 
Royal  affent  on  the  14th  of  November  1227,  [yet  not  without  a  confide- 
rable  delay,  and  great  Application  ;  becaufe  the  Ele&ion  was  had  without  the 
King’s  previous  licence.  However  the  Offence  was  at  lafl  puffed  over  h  on  ac¬ 
count  of  the  good  Chara&er  of  the  Bifhop  ele<5l :  But  the  Chapter  and  Clergy 
were  obliged  to  fue  out  Letters  Patent,  certifying  that  fuch  a  Conge  de  EJlire 
had  iffued  ;  leafl  in  time  to  come  it  fhould  turn  to  the  prejudice  of  the  King  or 
his  Succeffors.  This  Difpenfation,  although  thus  qualified,  had  fuch  an  ill  con- 
fequence  ;  that  it  encouraged  many  Chapters  to  go  to  election  without  Li¬ 
cence,  and  after  to  falve  all  by  a  fubfequent  approbation.  So  dangerous  it  is  to 
difpence  with  encroachments.  In  1246  he  granted 1  thirty  days  Indulgence  to 
fuch  who  fhould  contribute  to  the  building  of  St.  Paul's,  London.  Of  the  Suc- 
cefs  of  his  Delegation  in  a  Caufe  of  Tythes,  between  the  Bifhop  of  Meath  and 
the  Abbat  of  Si.  Mary's,  Dublin,  fee  under  Meath,  p.  143.]  He  died  in  1251, 
having  governed  this  See  twenty  three  years,  and  was  buried  in  his  own  Church.

T)  Y  virtue  of  the  King’s  Conge  de  Ejlire ,  one  Thomas  was  ele&ed  by  the 
Chapter,  on  the  22c!  of  April  1252  ;  and  the  lame  Year  was  confecrated 
Bilhop.  He  was  the  firfl  who  bellowed  Prebends*  among  his  Canons  j  and  died 
on  the  25th  of  April  1275. 


NICHOLAS  CHE  HERS. 


[Succ.  1277.  Qb.  1309.] 


\T  I C  HO  LA  S  Chevers ,  [a  Francifcan  Frier  and]  Archdeacon  of  Leighlin ,  was 
^  lawfully  elected  by  the  Chapter,  and  obtained  the  Royal  Aflent  on  the 
16th  of  November  1275.  However  he  was  not  confecrated  nor  rellored  to  the 
Temporalties  (Tor  what  Reafon  I  could  never  learn)  before  the  Year  1277  ;  [un- 
lefs  it  were  for  this  Caufe,  that  the  See  of  Dublin  was  then  vacant,  and  continued 
fo  for  feveral  Years  ;  fo  that  this  Bilhop  ele<5t  could  not  apply  to  his  Metropoli¬ 
tan  for  Confirmation.  At  leaft  this  Caufe  is  hinted  at  in  a  Bull  k  of  Pope  John 
the  XXth,  dated  the  28th  of  Odlober  1276,  and  diredted  to  John,  Bilhop  of  Clonfert , 
the  Pope’s  Nuncio,  and  others  •,  whereby  reciting  the  Eledion,  the  vacancy  of 
the  See  of  Dublin ,  and  the  Application  of  the  Bilhop  eled  to  the  Apoftolick  See 
for  Confirmation,  he  gives  Authority  to  the  faid  Commilfioners  to  make  an  In- 
quifition  into  the  laid  eledion,  and  the  Merits  of  the  Perfon  eleded,  and  to  con¬ 
firm  him  if  they  faw  no  Reafon  againit  it.]  He  died  in  a  very  advanced  age 
on  the  20th  of  July  1309  j  having  governed  this  See  thirty  two  Years  [from 
the  time  of  his  Rellitution  to  the  Temporalties.]  After  his  death,  John  Chevers , 
Dean  ;  and  Ralph  le  Brun ,  Chancellor  of  Leighlin ,  forged  fome  Grants,  to  which 
they  affixed  the  Epifcopal  Seal.  But  the  Fraud  was  afterwards  difeovered  j  and 
they  fuffered  a  Punilhment  fuitable  to  their  misbehaviour. 


MAURICE  of  BLANCH  FI  LL. 

[Sncc.  1309.  Ob.  1320.] 


MAURICE  of  Blanchvill ,  Canon  of  Leighlin,  being  lawfully  eleded  was 
confirmed  on  the  13th  of  November  1309.  He  held  this  See  almofc 
eleven  Years,  and  died  in  1320. 


MIL  E  R  le  P  O  E  R. 


[Succ.  1320.  Ob.  1341.] 


TH  E  King  iffued  his  Licence  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter  to  go  to  an  Elec¬ 
tion  •,  by  virtue  whereof  on  the  5th  of  November  1320  they  made  choice 
of  Miler  le  Poer,  Chantor  of  Leighlin  ;  a  Man  defeended  from  a  Noble  Family  : 
And  he  was  confirmed  on  the  29th  of  January  following  by  his  Metropolitan 
Alexander  Bicknor,  Archbilhop  of  Dublin.  He  was  afterwards  (as  Frier  Clynn  fays) 
confecrated  at  Waterford  on  Palm-Sur.day  1321,  and  fat  upwards  of  twenty 
years  in  this  See. 

*  A  Prebend,  in  the  common  acceptation,  fignifieth  an  Allowance  of  Provifion  of  any  fort  for  Man  or 
Beaft.  But  in  a  Religious  Senfe,  it  fignifieth  an  Endowment  in  Land  or  a  Pcnfion  in  Mony  given  to  a 
Cathedral  or  Conventual  Church  in  Praebendam,  i.e.  for  Mainfenance  of  a  fecular  Pried  or  regular  Ca¬ 
non.

WILLIAM  St.Leger  fucceeded,  and  died  at  Avignion 1  about  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  May  1348. 

THOMAS  of  BRAKEN BERG. 

[Succ.  1349,  Ob.  1360.] 

THO  MAS  of  Brakenberg ,  a Francifcan  Frier,  was  advanced  to  this  See  by 
the  Provifion  of  Pope  Clement  the  Vlthm,  [dated  the  1 8th  of  March  in  the 
feventh  year  of  his  Pontificate  ;  ]  and  was  reftored  to  the  Temporalties  on  the  5th 
of  Auguffi  1349.  I  think  he  died  in  July  1360,  in  the  nth  year  after  his  Con- 
fecration  ;  and  the  See  continued  vacant  three  years. 


JOHN  YOUNG. 

[Succ.  1363.  Ob.  1384.] 

JOHN  Young ,  Treafurcr  of  Leighlin^  was  alfo,  like  his  Predeceflbr,  advanced 
to  this  See  by  the  Pope’s  Authority,  and  was  reftored  to  the  Temporalties 
by  King  Edward  the  Hid  on  the  21ft  of  September  13 63,  in  the  37th  year  of 
his  Reign.  He  was  at  great  expence  in  repairing  the  Epifcopal  Houfes  in  his 
Manors  ;  but  was  eight  Years  before  his  Death  plundered  of  all  his  Subftance 
by  the  Rebels.  He  died  a  little  before  the  clofe  of  the  year  1384,  having  gover¬ 
ned  this  See  upwards  of  twenty  one  years  ;  during  which  time  he  was  made  De¬ 
puty  to  Alexander  Balfcot ,  Bifhop  of  Meath,  Treafurer  of  Ireland ;  as  he  had 
been  before  in  the  Year  1366,  to  John  Troy ,  who  was  alfo  Treafurcr  of  Ireland . 


JOHN  GRIFFIN. 

[Succ.  13  85.  Refign.  1398.] 

JOHN  Griffin  from  the  Chancellorfhip  of  Limerick  was  advanced  to  the 
See  of  Leighlin  in  1385  ;  which  he  governed  thirteen  Years  ;  and  was  then  by 
the  Pope  tranfiated  to  the  See  of  Ofjory ,  [having  been  before,  fvizj  in  1391, 
made  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  by  the  King.  J  But  he  enjoyed  the  Bifhoprick 
of  OJfory  only  a  fhort  time,  as  I  faid  before  in  the  Accounts  of  the  Bifhops  of 
that  See.  [While  he  fat  in  this  See,  King  Richard  the  lid  iflued  a  Writ  n  in  his 
favour,  dated  the  26th  of  Augujl  1389,  to  this  purpofe  ;  that  as  the  Diocefe  of 
Leghlin  was  deftroyed  by  Irifh  Enemies  to  that  degree,  that  this  Bi/hop  had  no 
place  left  for  his  Abode  ;  therefore  he  granted  him  the  Village  of  Galroeffiown 
in  the  County  of  Dublin  near  the  Marfhes  of  0-looly  an  Irifh  Enemy,  with  all 
its  Appurtenances,  being  part  of  the  Pofleffions  of  the  See  of  Killaloe,  and  then 
in  the  King’s  Hands  during  the  Vacancy  by  the  Death  of  the  late  Bifhop, 
predeceflbr  to  the  prefent  Bifhop,  who  is  a  meer  Irifhman ,  abiding  among  the 
Irifh  Enemies,  and  not  amefnable  to  Law  or  Government  ;  to  hold  by  the  faid 
Bifhop  of  Leighlin ,  as  long  as  from  that  Caufe  the  faid  Village  fhould  continue 
in  the  King’s  Hands.  Under  this  Cujlodium  he  held  Galroeffiown  untill  Septem¬ 
ber  1391  ”,  when  Matthew  Mac-Cragh  was  reftored  to  the  Temporalties  of  Kill  aloe  ^ 
being  kept  out  of  them  upwards  of  two  years  from  his  advancement.  The  man¬ 
ner  how  thefe  Lands  of  Galroeffiown  in  the  County  of  Dublin  came  to  be  a  Part

with  King  Edward  the  Ift,  by  confent  of  his  Dean  and  Chapter. 


RICHARD  ROCOMB. 


[Succ.  1399.] 

RICHARD  Rocomb  or  (as  fome  call  him )  Bokum ,  a  Dominican  Frier,  was 
confecrated  Bifhop  of  Leighlin  in  1.399  »  [though  Bernard  Jonghe?  faith  he 
was  not  advanced  to  it  untill  the  year  1400.]  While  he  governed  this  See,  it  was 
reckoned  there  were  eighty  fix  Burgefies  who  inhabited  the  City  of  Leighlin  ; 
but  it  was  afterwards  fo  plundered  and  deftroyed  by  the  miferies  of  War,  that  at 
this  Day  it  is  but  a  very  forry  Village,  and  hath  nothing  in  it  worth  feeing,  ex¬ 
cept  the  Cathedral,  and  the  Epifcopal  Houfe.  I  find  that  one  Richard ,  Bifhop 
of  Leighlin ,  refigned  in  the  Year  1420  ;  but  I  am  not  fure  whether  it  were  this 
Prelate,  or  fome  other  Richard  fubfequent  to  him.  The  See  continued  after¬ 
wards  vacant  for  two  Years. 


JOHN  MU  LG  A  N. 

.  [Succ.  1422.  Ob.  1431.] 

JO  HN  Mulgan ,  Re&or  of  the  Church  of  Lin  in  the  Diocefe  of  Meath ,  fuc- 
cceded  by  the  Provifion  of  Pope  Martin  the  Vth  ;  and  having  for  that 
caufe  fubmitted  himfelf  to  the  King’s  Mercy,  was  reflored  to  the  Temporalties 
on  the  firft  of  September  1422.  He  is  faid  to  have  inflituted  four  petty  Canons 
in  his  Church.  He  died  at  Leighlin  in  1431,  having  fat  in  this  See  nine  Years  5 
and  was  buried  in  his  own  Church,  near  the  Monument  of  Gurmund  the  Dane. 

THOMAS  FLEMING. 

[Succ.  1432.  Ob.  1458.] 


THOMAS  Fleming ,  Batchelor  of  Divinity,  and  (as  IVading  *  fays)  a 
Francifcan  Frier,  was  advanced  to  this  See  by  a  Papal  Provifion  on  the 
28th  of  April  1432  •,  yet,  if  we  may  take  Douling’s  Word,  he  was  an  Augujlin 
Canon  of  St.  John  the  Evangelift  at  Kilkenny ,  and  died  at  Leighlin  :  But  his  Body 
was  conveyed  to  Kilkenny,  as  he  had  ordered  by  his  Will,  and  interred  there  in  a 
Monaflery  of  his  own  Order.  Soon  after  he  was  made  Bifhop,  the  antient  Prio¬ 
ry  of  Leighlin  was,  by  the  Authority  of  Pope  Eugene  the  fourth,  diffolved,  at 
the  Inflance  of  Nicholas  Cloal ,  Dean  of  Leighlin ,  [and  the  Lands  of  it  annexd  to 
the  Deanery.]  He  governed  this  See  untill  the  Year  1458  ,  but  I  do  not  find 

how  long  after. 


MILO  R  0  C  H 

[Succ.  1458.  Ob.  i489-] 

■JJJO  Roch,OT  de  Rupe ,  defcended  from  a  noble  Family,  obtained  this  See  by 
-  a  Provifion  from  the  Pope.  He  was  more  addi&ed  to  the  Study  of  Mufick 
and  Poetry  than  was  fit.  Many  Cornells  arofe  between  him  and  the  Clergy 
of  his  Diocefe  *,  in  which  however  the  Bifhop  ip  the  end  was  foiled.  He  died  in 
and  was  buried  in  his  own  Cathedral  before  the  Image  of  St.  Lajenan,

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Luke  Wading  *  affirms  that  one  CaJcerand  de  Andrea ,  a  Francifcan  Frier  [and  Pro- 
feffor  of  Divinity]  was,  after  the  Death  of  one  John ,  advanced  to  the  See  of  Leigh - 
lin  by  a  papal  Provifion  on  the  1 6th  of  October  1484.  But  I  cannot  prevail 
with  my  felf  to  give  him  a  place  among  the  Biffiops  of  this  See  ;  fince  it  is  pad 
a  doubt,  that  Milo  Roch  fat  in  it  at  that  time.  [Nor  do  we  hear  any  thing  of  a 
John  in  this  See,  fince  John  Mulgan ,  who  died  in  1431,  fifty  three  years  before 
the  fuppofed  Advancement  of  Calcerand.~\ 

NICHOLAS  M  A  G  W  1  R  E. 

[i Succ .  1490.  Cb.  1512] 

NIC  HO  LAS  Magwire  was  born  in  Idrone ,  [a  Barony  in  the  County  of 
Catherlogh ]  but  educated  in  the  Univerfity  of  Oxford.  Upon  his  return  to 
his  own  Country  he  was  made  Prebendary  of  Hillard ,  [or  JJllard]  in  the  Diocefe 
of  Leighlin ,  and  flood  in  a  high  Rank  of  Veneration  among  the  Irijh  for  his 
learning,  (which  was  not  very  common  in  that  Age,)  as  well  as  for  his  Affiduity  in 
preaching.  He  was  advanced  to  this  See  by  a  Papal  Provifion  on  the  30th,  or, 
as  fome  fay,  the  21ft  of  April  1490,  being  not  compleat  thirty  one  years  of 
Age.  He  began  many  Works,  but  Death  prevented  him  from  putting  the  finiffi- 
ing  Hand  to  any  •,  except  his  Chronicle,  which  I  have  not  yet  had  the  good  For¬ 
tune  to  fee.  [ Thady  Holding  acknowledgeth  the  great  Affiftance  he  had  from 
this  Chronicle  in  compiling  his  Annals  *,  vvfefch  are  faid  r  to  be  in  Manufcript  in 
the  Library  of  Trinity-College ,  Dublin.]  He  died  in  1512.  His  Life  was  writ¬ 
ten  by  Thomas  Brown ,  [a  fecular  Priefl,  and]  his  Chaplain  ;  [and  he  himfelf 
wrote  f  the  Life  of  his  Predecefior  Milo  Roch.] 


THOMAS  H  A  L  S  A  T. 

[Sed.  1515.  Ob.  1519.] 

trr*  HO  M  AS  Halfay ,  Do&or  of  the  Civil  and  Canon  Laws,  [which  Degree 
A  he  took  beyond  Seas]  a  native  of  England ,  but  the  Pope’s  Prothonotary 
for  Ireland ,  fucceeded  by  the  Provifion  of  Pope  Julius  the  lid,  at  the  inflance  of 
Chrijlopher  Bambridgey  Cardinal  Archbifhop  of  Tork ,  and  then  Refident  Ambaf- 
iador  at  Rome  from  King  Henry  the  VUIth.  He  affifled  at  the  Lateran  Council 
in  the  years  1515  and  1516,  his  Vicar  general,  Charles  Cavenah ,  Abbat  of  Duijk 
governing  the  Diocefe  in  his  Abfence.  It  feems  Halfay  never  faw  his  Bifhoprick  ; 
but  after  his  return  into  England  died  at  Wejlminjler  about  the  year  1519  [or  ra¬ 
ther  1521  t ;  for  on  the  3d  of  February  that  year,  WilliamHazard ,  Prior  of  Chrijl- 
Churchy  as  Cuflos  Spiritualium  of  the  See  of  Dublin ,  granted  to  Cornelius ,  Dean, 
and  Charles  de  Wyche  Chancellor  of  Leighlin ,  the  fpiritual  Jurifdiflion  in  that 
Diocefe  during  the  vacancy.]  He  was  buried  in  the  Church  of  the  Savoy  Hof- 
pital,  where  the  following  Infcription  is  to  be  feen.  “  Hie  jacet  Thomas  Hal- 
tc  fay,  Leghlinenfis  Epifcopus,  in  Bafilicd  S .  Petri  Romse,  Nationis  Anglic ance  Pce- 
“  nitentiarius>  fummee  probit  at  is  vir  \  qui  hoc  folum  poft  Je  reliquit,  Vixit,  dum 
tc  Vixit,  bene.  Here  lieth  Ihomas  Halfay^  Biffiop  of  Leighlin^  Penitentiary  * 

*  There  is  a  difference  between  a  Penitentiary  and  a  Confeflor.  The  latter  is  every  parifh  Pried  who 
hears  ordinary  confeflions  ;  but  a  Penitentiary  was  originally  an  Officer  appointed  by  the  Biffiop  to  go 
through  the  Towns  and  Villages  of  his  Diocefe  in  Lent,  and  to  abfolve  the  weak  impotent  and  poor 
from  fuch  Cafes  as  were  refer ved  only  to  his  own  Abfolution.  The  Council  of  Trent  Sefs.  14.  Ch.  7, 
Sels.  24.  ch.  8.  appoints  a  Penitentiary  in  Cathedral  Churches,  with  power  to  abfolve  in  cafes  referred

Under  the  fame  Tomb  lieth  alio  Gavin  Douglas ,  Biiliop  of  Dunkeld  in  Scotland , 
wdio  died  of  the  Plague  in  1521. 


MAURICE  DORAN. 

[Suec.  1523.  Cb.  1525.] 

T  T  I  S  Succeffor,  Maurice  Doran  or  0  Deoran ,  either  a  Francifcan  or  a  Domini - 
can  Frier,  was  bom  in  Leix ,  [in  the  Q ueen' s-County ]  and  was  very  emi¬ 
nent  for  his  probity  of  manners  and  eloquence  in  preaching.  [His  anfwer  to  thofe 
who  advifed  him  after  his  Promotion  to  lay  double  fubiidies  on  his  Clergy,  in  order 
to  bring  in  the  charges  of  his  Election,  is  worth  recording,  Se  velle  Juos ,  dum 
tondeantitr ,  non  deglubi ;  that  he  would  have  his  Flock  ihorn,  not  head.]  He  go¬ 
verned  this  See  but  one  year  and  eight  months  ;  and  was  then  about  the  end  of 
the  year  1525  villainoufly  murdered  by  his  Archdeacon,  Maurice  Cavenagh ,  in 
the  high  Road  near  Glen-Reynold  ;  becaufe  he  had  reproved  him  for  his  infolent 
obftinacy  and  other  crimes,  and  threatned  him  with  further  Correction.  The 
Murderer  was  afterwards  apprehended,  and  by  the  command  of  the  Lord  Depu¬ 
ty,  Girald  Fitzgirald,  Earl  of  Kildare 3  hanged  on  a  Gallow^  eredted  for  him  in 
the  fame  place  where  he  had  committed  the  deteftable  Villainy,  and  his  Bowels 
taken  out  and  burned. 


M AIT HE W  SANDERS 


[Succ.  1527.  Ob.  1549.] 


MATTHEW  Sanders  was  bom  near  Droghedah,  and  confecrated  Bifhop 
of  Leigblin  in  1527,  [being  advanced  by  the  provifion  of  Pope  Clement  the 
Vllth  on  the  nth  of  April  that  year.]  He  new  built  the  Choir  of  the  Cathe¬ 
dral  of  St.  Laferian ,  and  eredted  and  glazed  the  South  Window.  He  died  on  the 
24th  of  December  1549,  and  was  buried  in  the  fame  Church  under  a  Marble  Mo¬ 
nument.  [He  was  reckoned  a  promoter  of  the  Reformation  both  under  Henry 
the  VUIth  and  Edward  the  Vlth  ;  although  indebted  for  his  advancement  to 
the  Pope.] 

ROBERT  TRAVERS. 


[Succ.  1550.  Depr..  1555.] 

The  next  Succeffor,  Robert  Travers ,  was  confecrated  in  1550  ;  but  before 
the  expiration  of  five  years  was,  in  the  Reign  of  Queen  Mary ,  deprived 
by  George  Dow  dal.  Archbishop  of  Armagh ,  William  Waljh ,  Bifhop  of  Meath , 
and  Thomas  Feverous ,  Bifhop  of  Kildare  •,  becaufe  he  was  a  married  Man.  How 
long  or  in  what  place  Bifhop  Travers  lived  after  his  Deprivation  I  have  not 
difeovered  *,  but  I  believe  he  died  in  the  Reign  of  Queen  Mary .  Thady  Douling , 
Chancellor  of  Leigblin ,  gives  him  the  Character  of  a  cruel,  avaritious  Man,  and 
an  oppreffor  of  his  Clergy. 


THOMAS  FIELD. 

[JWc.  1555.  Cb.  1567.] 

THOMAS  Field ,  or  O-Fihel ,  a  Francifcan  Frier,  and  a  Native  of  the  Coun¬ 
ty  of  Cork ,  was  fubflituted  in  the  room  of  Bifhop  Travers  by  a  papal 
Provifion.  He  died  the  Friday  before  Palm  Sunday  15675  having  governed  this

DANIEL  CAFEN  AGH. 

[1 SllCC .  1567.  Oh.  J587.] 

>"TH  H  E  fame  year  Daniel ,  or  Donald  Cavenagh ,  [was  advanced  to  this  See  by 
Letters  Patent  dated  the  7th  of  May ,  in  the  9th  year  of  the  Reign  of  Queen 
Elizabeth ,  and]  was  confecrated  in  St.  Patrick* s ,  Dublin ,  by  Hugh  Curwin ,  Arch- 
bifhop  of  Dublin .  He  made  long  Leafes  of  many  parts  of  his  See,  referving 
only  fmall  Rents  to  his  Succeffors  •,  and  died  on  the  4th  of  April  1587.  [On  the 
6th  of  June  after  this  Prelates  death  the  Queen  granted  the  See  of  Leighlin  in 
Commendam,  during  the  Vacancy,  to  Peter  Corfe ,  Archdeacon  of  Leighlin.'] 

RICHARD  MEREDTTH. 

[Suec.  1589.  G h.  1 597.] 

hp  H  E  See  was  vacant  two  years  [being  fcarce  worth  any  Body’s  purfuit,  after 
■**  the  naked  Condition  Bifhop  Cavenagh  had  left  it  in.  At  laft]  in  April  1589 
Richard  Meredyth,  a  Native  of  Wales,  and  Batchelor  of  Divinity  [or  rather  on¬ 
ly  Mafter  of  Arts  k  ]  of  the  Univerfity  of  Oxford  was  confecrated  to  it.  [The 
Queen’s  Letters  Patent  for  his  Promotion,  and  for  holding  the  Deanery  of  St. 
Patricks  in  Commendam,  bear  date  the  13th  of  April  in  the  31ft  year  of  her 
Reign  ;  the  poverty  of  the  See  being  the  Caufe  of  annexing  the  Deanery  to  it :  But 
he  had  been  promoted  to  the  Deanery  three  years  before  his  advancement  to  this 
Bifhoprick,  and  was  alfo  Re&or  of  Loughreagh  in  the  Diocefe  of  Clonfert.]  He 
was  Chaplain  to  Sir  John  Perrot ,  Lord  Deputy  of  Ireland  ;  on  whofe  account  he 
was  a  great  Sufferer.  [In  1589,  the  fame  year  of  his  advancement,  he  was  com¬ 
mitted  Prifoner  1  to  the  Tower  of  London,  and  fined  about  the  fame  time  2000 1. 
in  the  Star-Chamber ;  butthe  particulars  of  his  Offence  I  cannot  learn.  However  in 
1592  m  he  granted  to  the  Queen  300  Marks  per  Annum  out  of  the  Deanery  for 
ten  years,  in  confideration  of  the  Relaxation  of  this  Fine.]  He  repaired  the 
Epifcopal  houfe  of  Leighlin  *,  and  died  in  Dublin  on  the  3d  of  Augujl  1597; 
where  ha  was  buried  on  the  North  fide  of  St.  Patrick's  Church  under  a 
marble  Monument  near  the  Steeple.  [But  this  Monument  being  decayed 
by  time,  in  the  room  thereof,  three  of  his  Defendants,  viz.  Richard  Meredyth  of 
Shrowland  in  the  County  of  Kildare  Efq*,  Charles  Meredyth ,  Dean  of  Ardfert 
and  At thur-Prancis  Meredyth  in  the  year  1734,  at  their  joint  expences,  eredted 
a  new  Monument  to  his  Memory.] 

ROBERT  GRAVE.

r  AFTER  a  vacancy  of  this  See  for  near  three  years]  Robert  Grave ,  from 
Lax  the  Deanery  of  Cork ,  was  advanced  to  the  Bifhopricks  of  both  Ferns  and 
Leighlin ,  in  the  year  1600,  [the  former  being  at  that  time  vacant  by  the  death 
of  Bifhop  Allen.]  The  fame  year  (as  I  obferved  before  in  the  Account  given  of 
the  Bifhops  of  Ferns )  he  was  cafi:  away  in  the  Harbour  of  Dublin.  [From  this 
time  the  two  Sees  of  Leighlin  and  Ferns  have  always  gone  together.  For  the  Suc- 
ceffions  of  the  Bifhops  in  both  the  Reader  may  turn  to  Ferns.]

It  is  valued  in  the  Kings  Books  by  an  Extent  returned  Anno  29  Hen.  %th. 
at  hob  l  135.  4  d.  Irish,  amounting  to  50  / .  Sterl. 

The  Chapter  of  Cajhell  is  conftituted  of  a  Dean,  Chantor,  Chancellor, 
Treafurer,  Archdeacon,  and  five  Prebendaries,  viz .  New-Gaftle ,  alias 
Mullaghnony — Ki  liar  dry — Ki  Ibrag  h  —  Fennor  —  and  _  Glankeen ,  which 
laft  is  united  to  the  Archbishoprick.  Yet  aniiently  it  confifted  of  12 
Canons,  which  were  confirmed  by  the  Bull  of  Pope  Honorius  the  3 d, 
A  D  12 24,  The  Diocefe  is  divided  into  5  Rural  Deaneries,  viz. 
Mufcry _ Feat  herd — Owthny  ~*Ely—  and  Slewardagha , 

E  College  a  of  Vicars  Choral  of  Cafhell  confifted  antient- 
ly  of  eight  Vicars  and  Chorifters  •,  befides  an  Organift,  a 
Sexton,  and  a  Purveyor  or  Steward  of  the  College.  The 
Vicars  Choral  and  the  Organift  had  an  Annuity  of  5  1. 
Sterl.  a-piece  *,  and  the  faid  College  had  then  half  a  Caple 
of  Land,  called  by  the  antient  Rolls,  Phurles-heg ,  on  the 
North  fide  of  the  River  Suir ,  fince  known  by  the  Name  of 

_  Baon ,  or  Baon-P buries -beg :  But  now  there  are  only  5  Vicars, 

who  are  nominated  by  the  5  Dignitaries,  and  are  inftituted  by  the  Dean.  They 
were  antiently  compofed  of  Clergy  and  Laity  *,  but  now  are  all  of  the  Clergy.] 
Cormac,  King  and  Bilhop  of  Cajhell ,  is  commonly  reputed  to  be  either  the 
Founder  b  or  at  leaft  the  Reftorer  of  the  Cathedral  of  Cajhell  [which  bears  the 
name  of  St.  Patrick  ;  as  being  confecrated  to  his  honour  j]  and  it  is  paft  doubt  that

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we  have  very  few  traces  left  of  the  Bifhops  of  Cajhell  before  his  time.  The 
Annals  of  the  Priory  of  All-Saints  inform  us,  “  That  the  Church  after  the  Re- 
ftoration  of  it  (as  1  gather  from  the  Words  of  thefe  AnnalsJ  was  lolemnly 
confecrated,  and  a  Synod  held  in  it  in  the  year  1134.”  But  Donald  O-Brien , 
King  of  Limerick ,  built  a  new  Church  there  from  the  Foundation,  about  the  time 
of  the  arrival  of  the  Englifh ,  in  the  Reign  of  King  Henry  the  lid  •,  which  he  endowed 
with  Lands,  and  converted  Cormac' sold  Church  into  aChappel  or  Chapter- houfe, 
on  the  fouth  fide  of  the  Choir.  He  alfo  made  large  Grants  of  Land  to  the  See  of 
Cajhell ;  which  his  Son  Donat ,  furnamed  Carbrac ,  afterwards  enlarged  by  other 
Grants  in  Fhuomond *,  and  among  other  Benefa&ions,  he  endowed  it  with  two 
Iflands  called,  Sulleitb  and  Kifmacayl .  King  John  confirmed  this  Donation  on  the 
6th  of  September  1215.  About  200  years  after  Richard  O-Hedian,  Archbifhop 
of  Cajhell •,  repaired  this  Church,  which  through  Age  was  grown  ruinous.  He 
alfo  built  a  Hall  for  his  Vicars  Choral,  and  endowed  them  with  the  Lands  called. 
Grange- Connell  and  Baon-Lhurles-beg.  The  Church  is  built  without  the  City,  and 
its  Situation  on  a  rocky  fteep  Hill  is  a  defence  to  it  •,  though  it  is  thereby  too  much 
expofed  to  the  Violence  of  Storms.  In  the  afcent  to  it  appears  a ,  large  Stone,  on 
which  (as  the  Inhabitants  report  from  Tradition)  every  new  King  of  Munjler 
was  antiently,  according  to  Cuftom,  folemnly  proclaimed.  [ Cajhell  was  in  old 
times  the  Royal  Seat  and  Metropolis  of  the  Kings  of  Munjler  •,  and  in  it  one  of  the 
earlieft  Synods  of  Ireland  was  held  by  St.  Patrick ,  St.  Ailbe,  and  St.  Declan  ;  at 
which  alfo  St  Kiaran  and  St.  lbar  affifted,  in  the  Reign  of  Mngus,  King  of 
Munjler .]  There  is  another  Cajhell ,  called  Cajfel-Irra  in  Conaught ;  the  firft 
Bifhop  of  which  was  St.  Bron ,  who  died  in  512  ;  which  I  thought  proper  to 
hint  for  this  Reafon  •,  becaufe  fome  are  of  Opinion  that  this  St.  Bron  was  Bifhop  of 
Cajhell  in  Munjler.

>"T**  H  E  R  E  is  no  reafon  to  doubt,  that  after  the  Converfion  of  JEngus ,  the  Son 

of  Nafrach  to  the  Chriftian  Religion  by  the  preaching  of  St.  Patrick ,  the 
People  of  Cajhell  were  for  fome  Ages  fubjed  to  the  Jurisdiction  of  St.Ailbe ,  and  his 
Succeffors  *,  whofe  See  was  at  Emly,  twelve  Miles  from  Cajhell :  Of  which  the 
Reader  will  find  a  fuller  account  hereafter,  when  I  come  to  Speak  of  the  Bi- 
ihops  of  Emly.  But  it  is  a  difficult  talk  to  point  out  evidently,  who  was  the  firft 
Bifhop  of  Cajhell.  Hiftorians  mention  St.  Albert ,  called  Archbifhop  of  Cajhell , 
who  is  faid  to  have  abdicated  his  See  about  the  middle  of  the  eighth  Century  ; 
and  to  have  travelled  into  Germany ,  together  with  his  Brethren,  Erard  and  Hil- 
dulph ,  and  nineteen  other  Affociates.  [St.  Albert  is  laid  to  have  travelled c  from 
Germany ,  through  France ,  to  Rome  ;  and  to  have  returned  again  to  Germany 
and  then,  with  feven  Companions,  to  have  vifitedthe  Holy- Land  •,  where  Gilla- 
Patrick ,  one  of  the  feven  died  ;  that  he  came  back  again  to  Germany ,  and  died  at 
Ratijhon.  The  Writers  d  of  that  Country  mention  all  thefe,  with  many  other 
particulars  of  him  ;  to  whom  I  muft  refer  the  Reader.]  John  Colgan  *  is  of  opi¬ 
nion,  that  this  Albert  was  Bifhop  of  Emly ;  the  Bifhops  of  which  See  were  in 
antient  times  called  Archbifhops  of  Munjler  *,  and  that  therefore  he  was  called 
Archbifhop  of  CaJheJ  becaufe  he  was  Archbifhop  of  Rlunjler  ;  of  which  Province

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Ca/hell  was  afterwards  the  Metroplitical  See.  But  indeed  ("to  give  you  my  opi. 
nion  of  the  Matter)  the  whole  Hiftory  of  this  Albert  and  his  Brethren  is,  as  to 
the  Circumftances  of  it,  involved  in  great  obfcurity. 

Let  us  proceed  therefore  to  Gormac  the  Son  of  Culinan.  He  was  defcended 
from  Mngus ,  juft  now  mentioned,  and  began  his  Reign  A.  D.  901  -,  and  ("which 
may  feem  ftrange)  at  the  fame  time  exercifed  the  Function  of  Bifhop  of  Ca/hell. 
The  Iri/h  Hiftorians  do  in  many  inftances  ftiew,  that  this  Cuftom  prevailed  in 
Ireland  in  that  Age  :  And  more  particularly  among  the  Anceftors  of  Gormac  ; 
of  whom  Olcobar ,  who  died  in  851,  and  Cenfelad ,  who  died  in  872,  were 
both  Kings  of  Ca/he /,  and  Bifhops  of  Emly.  Nor  was  this  cuftom  among  the 
lri/h  without  Precedent  in  other  Countries.  For  among  the  Jews ,  Jonathan , 
Simon ,  and  John  Hircanus ,  enjoyed,  at  one  and  the  fame  time,  both  the  Civil  and 
Pontifical  Government ;  and  thofe  among  them  who  wore  the  Royal  Diadem, 
as  Ari/lobulus^  Alexander  Jannceus ,  and  others,  were  at  once  not  only  Princes, 
but  High  Priefts.  To  mention  the  antient  Heathens :  The  Roman  Emperours  were 
at  the  fame  time  Emperours  and  High  Priefts  *,  and  among  Kings,  Anius  King  of 
Delos ,  of  whom  Virgil . 

Rex  Anius,  Rex  idem  hominum ,  Phoebique  Sacerdos. 

Anius ,  both  King  of  Men,  and  Prieft  of  Phoebus. 

And  Ovid  f. 

Hunc  Anius,  quo  Rege  Homines ,  Antifiite  Phoebus 
Rile  Colebatur,  lemploque  Domoque  recepit. 

Here  pious  Anius  Prieft  and  Monarch  reign’d. 

And  either  Charge  with  equal  care  fuftain’d  ;  '  ' 

His  Subjects  rul’d,  to  Phcebus  Homage  pay’d 
His  God  obeying,  and  by  thefe  obey’d  ; 

The  Prieft  unfolds  his  hofpitable  Gate, 

And  ftiews  the  Riches  of  his  Church  and  State. 

So  alfo  Mercurius  Trifmegijlus,  or  Ter-maximus ,  thrice  great ;  who,  (if  we 
may  give  credit  to  Alexander  ab  Alexandro  s  took  that  name  from  hence  ;  that 
he  was  a  great  Philolopher,  a  great  Prieft,  and  a  great  King.  The  Reader  may 
find  more  to  this  purpofe  in  Plato's  Politicks.  [Among  the  Mahometans  alfo,  their 
Prince  retained  the  Character  of  Chief  Pontiff  of  their  Religion,  as  well  as  the 
Regal  Title.  For  Mahomet h,  in  the  7th  Hegira ,  (A.  D.  628 )  having  tftablifhed 
himl'elf  in  an  abfolute  Authority  at  Medina ,  took  on  him  all  the  Enfigns  belong, 
ing  thereto ;  but  fo,  that  he  ftill  retained  the  facred  Character  of  Prophet,  or 
Chief  Pontiff  of  his  Religion  *,  which  confifted  in  expounding  the  Law,  in  or¬ 
dering  all  religious  matters,  and  in  praying  and  preaching  in  Mofques  on  all 
folemn  Occafions.  This  double  Character  of  Prince  and  Prieft  he  tranfmitted 
to  his  Succeffors  *,  who  under  the  title  of  Caliphs  (which  Word  fignifieth«  both  Prince 
and  Prieft)  reigned  after  him  ;  like  the  inftances  of  the  Maccabees  j  untill  at 
length  they  loft  both  their  Name  and  Authority,  when  the  Tartars  over-run  all 
the  Eajl  *,  ever  fince  which  time  the  Mahometan  Princes  have  a  particular  Officer 
appointed  in  their  refpe<ftive  Dominions,  who  retains  the  facred  Authority  of 
Caliph  or  Chief  Prieft,  and  in  Turkey  is  called  the  Mufti ,  but  in  Perfia ,  the 
Sadre.  We  need  not  go  far  for  inftances  of  this  Sort.  The  King  of  England 
enjoyeth  both  fpiritual  and  temporal  jurifdi&ion  ;  and  in  the  Law-Books  is  cal¬ 
led  Perfcna  k  Mixta  cum  Sacerdote,  a  Prieft  as  well  as  King.  At  his  Coronati-

on  he  is  anointed  with  Oyl,  as  the  Priefts  were  at  firft,  and  afterwards  the  Kings 
of  Tfrael  \  to  intimate  that  his  Perfon  is  Spiritual  and  Sacred,  and  hath  the  Sacer¬ 
dotal  Garment,  called  the  Dalmatica  or  Colobium,  put  on  him.  Before  the  Re¬ 
formation  of  England ,  when  the  Cup  was  denied  to  the  Laity,  the  King,  as  a  Spi¬ 
ritual  Perfon,  received  in  both  kinds  \  By  the  Aft  of  Supremacy,  the  Kings  of 
England  are  declared  to  be  inverted  with  all  Spiritual  as  well  as  Temporal  Ju- 
rifdiftion  i  and  had  power  by  the  antient  Laws  to  vifit,  reform,  and  correct  all  Abu- 
fes  and  Enormities  in  the  Church ;  and  by  the  Statutes  made  in  the  Reign  of  King 
Henry  the  VUIth,  that  Monarch  was  only  reftored  and  remitted  to  his  anti¬ 
ent  Jurifdiftion,  which  the  Pope  of  Rome  had  ufurped.  The  Law-Books  are  full 
of  this  fpiritual  power  of  the  King. — Reges  m  Sacro  oleo  undli  Spiritualis  jurifdiftio- 
uis  funt  capaces  *,  and  by  the  common  Law,  the  King  was  capable  n  of  having 
Tyths  in  pernancy,  which  no  Lay  Perfon  could  have  had.  He0  may  vifit 
his  free  Chappels  and  Hofpitals.  In  the  Canon-Law  it  was  the  fame  ;  out  of 
which  Cajjaneus p  cites  two  Texts  to  the  Purpofe,  (viz.)  —  Quod  omnes  Reges  di- 
cuntur  Clerici — and,  Quod  Caufa  Spiritualis  commit ti  poteji  Principi  laico.~\  To 
return  to  the  matter  in  hand. 

Caradocus  of  Lhancarvan  in  his  Chronicle  of  JVales  mentions  this  Cormac ,  as 
a  Man  of  great  Piety :  But  either  he  himfelf,  or  whoever  publifhed  him  in  Eng - 
lijh,  is  grofly  miftaken  in  calling  him  “  Carmot ,  the  Son  of  Cukeman ,  King  and 
ce  Bifhop  of  Ireland”  A.  D.  906  Flan-Mac-Melfechlin ,  King  of  Ireland ,  le¬ 
vied  an  Army,  broke  into  Mun/fer,  and  plundered  and  laid  wafte  that  Province 
as  far  as  Limerick  (by  fome  called  Lumniacb .)  Cormac ,  who  was  forced  to  give 
way  to  the  Times,  made  his  efcape  by  flight :  But  highly  refenting  this  Injury, 
the  year  following  he  marched  an  Army  into  Meath ,  overthrew  King  Flan  in 
Battle,  and  obliged  him  to  give  Hoftages  for  the  due  obfervance  of  certain 
Conditions  ftipulated  between  them  ;  and  then  marched  back  with  his  Hoftages 
to  Cajhel.  But  in  the  year  908,  or,  (as  fome  fay)  907,  King  Flan ,  to  revenge 
his  late  Difgrace  *,  notwithftanding  the  Articles  he  had  entered  into,  and  the  Hof¬ 
tages  he  had  given,  treated  with  the  Kings  of  Leinfter  and  Conaught y  to  fall 
down  into  Munfter  with  united  Forces  ;  and  he  met  with  fuch  fuccefs  in  his 
Negotiation,  that  he  advanced  at  the  Head  of  a  Powerful  Army  againft  Cor - 
mac.  He  joined  Battle  with  the  Munfter  Army  at  a  Place  called  Moy-Albe  on 
the  1 6th  of  Auguft  ;  and  after  a  long  and  bloody  Difpute,  obtained  the  Vi&ory  ; 
and  King  Cormac  was  flain  in  the  Battle.  It  is  faid  there  fell  with  him  almoft  all 
his  chief  Leaders,  or  rather.  Petty  Kings  *,  among  whom  are  reckoned  Fogertach , 
Prince  of  Kerry ,  and  Kellach ,  Prince  of  Ojfory.  This  is  the  Account  which  the 
Irijh  Annals  give  of  this  Action.  On  the  other  Hand,  Caradocus  of  Lhancarvatt 
lays,  that  Cormac  was  about  this  time  flain  in  Battle  by  the  Hanes ;  and  I  re¬ 
member  alfo  to  have  read  in  a  Manufcript  in  the  Cotton  Library  ;  that  Cormac 
was  flain  by  a  heardfman  at  Beanree  near  Leighlin ,  while  he  was  upon  his  Knees 
devoutly  praying  for  the  fuccefs  of  his  Army,  who  were  then  adhially  engaged. 
Such  variety  of  opinions  have  we  of  his  Death.  For  my  part  I  cannot  but  give 
my  aflent  to  the  account  given,  not  only  in  the  Uljler  Annals,  but  in  thofe  of 
the  Monaftery  o llmsfalle,  in  the  County  of  Kerry ;  which  tell  us  that  he  was  over¬ 
thrown  in  Battle  and  flain  by  the  Army  of  Flan.  \Keating  *  agrees  that  the 
Battle  was  fought  at  Moy-albe ,  or  the  white  Field,  in  the  Plains  of  Slieu-Margie , 
not  far  from  Leighlin.  But  he  makes  Cormac  the  Aggreflbr,  being  urged  to  the 
War  by  Faherty ,  Abbat  of  Inis-cathay  ;  and  fays,  that  Cormac ,  fo  far  from  wait-

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ing  For  the  Enemy  in  his  own  Country,  advanced  into  Leinjler.  That  in  the 
disorder  of  the  Battle  his  Horfe  fell  into  a  Pitt *,  but  being  remounted,  and  the 
Battle  loft,  he  attempted  tofave  himfelf  by  flight  •,  and  climbing  a  deep  A fcent, 
that  was  flippery  with  the  blood  of  the  (lain,  his  Horfe  made  a  falfe  Step,  and 
tumbled  him  backward  down  the  hill ;  by  which  fall  he  broke  his  Neck  and  his 
Back-bone,  and  died  on  the  fpot.  And  he  adds,  that  King  Gormac  was  found 
among  the  dead  by  fome  of  the  Enemies  Soldiers,  and  his  Head  cut  off ;  which 
comes  near  to  the  Account  in  the  Cotton  Manufcript.  The  Battle  was  fought, 
according  to  Keating,  in  the  Plains  of  Beallach •  Mugna  *,  and  Bean-Ree  mentioned 
in  the  Cotton  Manufcript,  feems  to  have  taken  its  Name  from  the  event  of  the 
Day  •,  for  Bean  fignifies  a  Rock  ;  and  Ri  or  Righ ,  a  King  j  that  is  the  Rock  of 
the  King.]  His  Body  was  conveyed  to  Cajhel ,  and  there  buried.  [But  according  to 
Keating  r  he  was  buried  at  Difert-Dermcd ,  now  called  Caflle-Dermod ,  as  he  had 
dire&ed  by  his  Will.]  He  was  a  Prince  of  great  learning*  and  well  fkilled  in 
the  Antiquities  of  Ireland.  He  wrote  in  his  Native  Language  a  Hiftory,  com¬ 
monly  called  the  Pfalter  of  Cajhel  ;  which  is  yet  extant,  and  in  high  efteeim 
[The  Irijh  Hiftorians  greatly  celebrate  him,  not  only  for  his  learning,  but  for 
his  Piety,  Charity,  Valour  and  Magnificence.] 

From  Archbifhop  Cormac  to  Donat  O-Lonargan ,  who  firft  made  ufe  of  the 
Pall,  I  find  but  four  Prelates  mentioned,  who  fat  in  this  See. 

Ronald ,  or  Dofnald  O-Hene ,  or  Buabein,  died  in  1090  or  1097,  [The  Annals 
of  the  Four  Matters  place  his  Death  in  1098  ;  and  fay  “  that  he  was  defcended 
“  from  the  Family  of  the  Dalcajfians  ;  that  he  was  the  Fountain  of  Religion  in 
“  the  JVe(lern  parts  of  Europe,  was  fecond  to  no  Irijhman  in  Wifdom  and  Piety  ; 
«<  that  he  was  the  moft  learned  Doctor  of  Ireland  in  the  Roman  Law,  and  died 
“  on  the  firft  of  December ”  Heafliftedat  a  Council  held  in  Ireland  A.  D.  1096, 
in  which  Waterford  was  ere&ed  into  a  Bilhoprick.  See  under  Malchus  Bifhop  of 
Waterford.'] 

Miler,  or  Melmurry  O-Dunan  died  at  Clonard ,  on  the  24th  of  December  1118, 
in  the  77th  year  of  his  Age. 

Mcelifa  O-Foglada,  diedinii3i. 

Donat  O-Ccnaing  died  in  1137,  [a  Prelate  celebrated  for  his  Devotion,  Wif¬ 
dom,  and  Alms-Deeds.]  Our  Hiftorians  call  all  thefe  Archbifhops,  (except 
1 Meelifaf)  although  the  ufe  of  the  Pall  was  not  yet  introduced. 

DONAT  O-LON ARGAN.  I. 

[Sed.  1152.  Cb.  1 1 58.] 

TXT  H I L  E  Donat  fat  in  this  See  John  Paparo ,  Cardinal  Prieft,  called  Cardi- 
*  X  nal  of  St.  Laurence  in  Damafo ,  was  fent  Legate  into  Ireland  by  Pope  Eu¬ 
gene  the  Illd  in  the  year  1152  ;  and  brought  with  him  four  Palls,  which  in  a 
Synod  held  in  March  that  year,  he  difpofed  of  to  thefe  four  Archbifhops,  viz . 
yO  Gelafus,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  Gregory ,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  this  Do¬ 
nat,  Archbifhop  of  Cafhell ,  and  Edan ,  Archbifhop  of  Tuam.  In  the  Annals  of 
the  Priory  of  All-Saints ,  (a  place  furrounded  by  the  River  Shewn,  in  the  We (l 
borders  of  the  County  of  Longford )  this  Prelate  is  called,  “  Arch-elder  of  Mun~ 
“  Jler ,  a  learned  and  a  liberal  Man,  efpecially  to  the  Poor  ;  and,  it  is  faid  there, 
“  that  he  died  in  a  good  old  Age,  in  the  year  1158.’*  [The  fame  Annals  take 
notice,  that  a  Synod  was  held  that  year  by  the  Clergy  of  Conaught ,  where  many 
good  Decrees  and  Conftitutions  were  made.] 
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DONALD  O-HULLUCAN. 

[v Succ .  1158.  Ob.  1182.] 

DONALD  O-Hullucan  fucceeded.  In  his  Time,  viz.  in  1172,  a  Synod 
was  held  ztCaJhellby  the  command  of  King  Henry  the  lid,  in  which 
Chridian  O-Conarchy ,  the  Pope’s  Legate,  and  Bifhop  of  Lifmore  prefided.  [At 
this  Synod  all  the  Archbifhops  and  Bifhops  of  Irelan d  aflifted ,  except  Gelafms 
Archbifhop  of  Armagh  *,  as  alfo  divers  Abbats,  Priors,  Deans  and  other  Prelates  ; 
and  the  King  fent  thither  on  his  Part  Ralph ,  Abbat  of  Bildewas  in  Shrop/hire , 
Ralph ,  Archdeacon  of  Landaffe ,  in  Wales ,  Nicholas  his  Chaplain,  and  many  other 
Clerks.  Brompton,  Abbat  of  Jerval  in  Torkjhire,  informs  us,  that  King  Henry 
received  from  every  Archbifhop  and  Bifhop  Charters  with  their  Seals  pendent  ; 
whereby  they  confirmed  the  Kingdom  of  Ireland  to  him  and  his  Heirs ;  and 
teftified,  that  they  conflicted  him  and  his  Heirs  Kings  and  Lords  of  Ireland 
for  ever  ;  to  which  Roger  Hoveden  adds,  that  the  King  fent  a  tranfeript  of  thefe 
Charters  to  Pope  Alexander ;  who  by  his  Apoftolick  Authority  confirmed  the 
faid  Kingdom  to  him  and  his  Heirs,  according  to  the  Letters  of  the  Archbifhops 
and  Bifhops.  The  Canons  of  this  Synod  are  extant  in  Giraldus  Cambrenfis1 :  They 
forbid  Marriages  within  the  prohibited  Degrees — eftablifh  an  Exemption  of 
Church  Lands  from  fecular  exactions,  efpecially  from  Coigne  and  Livery  *  Cojheriesf 
and  Cuddies.  §  That  the  Clergy  fhall  not  pay  Earic  ||  or  Compofition  for  Murder 
—  That  Children  be  baptized  in  the  Font ;  and  catechized  without  the  Church 
Doors— Tyths  of  Cattle,  Corn  and  other  profits  to  be  paid  to  the  Parifh  Church— 
That  the  fick  fhall  make  their  Wills  before  the  Prieft  and  their  Neighbours.  Their 
moveables  to  be  divided  (if  they  have  Children)  into  three  parts ;  one  to  the  Chil¬ 
dren,  one  to  the  Wife,  and  a  third  to  the  performance  of  his  Will  •,  if  no  Children, 
then  the  Goods  to  be  divided  into  two  parts ;  one  to  his  Wife,  and  the  other  to  the 
performance  of  hisWill :  If  no  Wife,  but  only  Children  ;  then  the  goods  to  be  di¬ 
vided  into  two  parts,  one  to  himfelf,  and  the  other  to  his  Children—  That  every 
Chriftian  being  dead  fhall  be  reverently  brought  totheChurch  and  decently  buried, 
—That  divine  Service  be  obferved  in  Ireland  as  iftEngland— And  fo  fays  Cambrenfis ; 
having  owned  the  King  fupreme  in  Church  and  State,  he  confirmed  their  Canons : 
And  at  the  fame  Synod  the  Laws  of  England  were  thankfully  received  by  all,  and 
the  Obfervance  of  them  confirmed  by  an  Oath.]  For  a  further  account  of  this 
Synod  the  Reader  may  turn  to  Giraldus  Cambrenfis  and  Roger  Hoveden .  Archbi- 
fhop  Donald  died  1182  *,  before  whofe  death,  viz.  in  1179  Cajhell  was  burned 
down. 

*  Coigne  and  Livery,  was  free  quarter  in  Meat  and  Money  for  Man  Snd  Horfe  levied  by  the  Sol¬ 
diers  on  all  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Country  :  It  was  the  fame  as  Bonaght ;  which  was  of  two  Sorts, 
viz.  Bonaght-beg,  which  was  a  limited  proportion  of  Meat  Drink  and  Money  ;  and  Bonaght-bur,  or 
free  Quarter  at  Difcretion. 

-f  Cofheries,  were  grievous  exa&ioni  impofed  by  Chieftanes  and  Tanifts  on  their  Tenants  under  Co¬ 
lour  of  an  ufurped  Seignoral  Authority,  as  to  lie  and  feaft  thcmfelves  and  their  followers  at  their  Te¬ 
nants  Houfes.

I R  A LDUS  Cambrenfis  calls  the  next  SuccefTor,  Maurice,  “  a  Man  of 
“  Learning  and  Wifdom,”  and  takes  notice  of  a  lharp  laying  of  his. * 
[  <c  For  when  Cambrenfis  objected  to  Maurice  ;  that  there  never  were  any  Mar- 
“  tyrs  in  Ireland ,  who  fuffered  for  the  Faith.  The  Archbilhop  anfwered  •,  that 
“  it  was  true  :  For  although  (fays  he)  our  Country  be  looked  on  as  barbarous, 
“  uncultivated  and  cruel ;  yet  they  always  have  payed  Reverence  and  Honour  to 
“  the  Ecclefiafticks,  and  never  would  ftretch  out  their  Hands  againft  the  Saints 
“  of  God.  But  now  there  is  come  a  people,  who  knows  ho  w,  and  are  accuftomed 
“  to  make  Martyrs.  From  henceforth  Ireland ,  like  other  Countries,  fhall 
“  have  their  Martyrs.”  The  Annals  of  Inisfall  mention  the  death  of  one  Bifhop 
Muircherty  under  the  year  1191  j  and  that  O-Enny  was  made  Legate  of  Ireland , 
the  year  following.  I  cannot  but  think,  that  this  Billiop  Muircherty  was  the  fame 
with  Archbilhop  Maurice  *,  (the  Name  in  Irijh  fignifying  Maurice )  and  confe- 
quently  predccefTor  to  O-Heney ,  who  was  undoubtedly  Archbilhop  of  Cafhell ;  and 
is  mentioned  as  Legate  of  Ireland  by  the  Annalift  in  the  fame  Paragraph,  in 
Which  the  death  of  Bifhop  Muircherty  is  related.  Befides,  we  find  no  Bifhop  of 
this  Name  at  that  time  in  any  other  Sec*  The  fulpicion  therefore  of  Ware 
hereafter  mentioned u,  that  this  Maurice ,  and  Matthew  O-Heney  were  the  fame 
Perfon,  is  groundlefs;] 


M  AIT  HE  W  O-HENEE 

[Succ.  1192.  Ob.  1206.] 


MAtf  HE  W  O-Heney  [or  O-Enny ,  as  he  is  called  in  the  Annals  of  inis* 
fall w]  a  Ciflertian  Monk,  was  Archbilhop  of  Cafhell  and  the  Pope’s  Legate 
in  1194.  For  he  was  then  witnefs  to  the  Charter  of  Donald  O-Brien ,  King  of 
Limerick ;  by  which  he  granted  “  to  Briftius ,  Bifhop  of  Lumniach  for  Limerick ) 
«e  and  to  his  Succeffors,  and  to  the  Clergy  of  St.  Mary* s  of  Limerick ,  in  free  and 
«  perpetual  Alms,  the  Lands  of  Mungram  (alias  Mungret**)  &c.  as  appears  itl 
the  Regiftry  x  of  the  faid  Church.  [The  faid  Annals  mention,  that  he  was  crea¬ 
ted  Legate  by  the  Pope  In  1192,  two  years  before  the  date  of  Donald  O-Brien ’a 
Charter  ;  and  that  he  the  fame  Year  convened  a  great  Synod  in  Dublin ,  at  which 
the  beft  Men  in  Ireland  afiifted.  It  was  at  this  Synod  that  he  confirmed  y  to 
John  Comyn ,  Archbilhop  of  Dublin  and  his  Succeffors,  all  the  Donations,  which 
John ,  Earl  of  Moreton ,  and  Lord  of  Ireland ,  had  made  to  the  Church  of  Dublin ,  and 
the  Abby  of  Glendaloch  ;  as  his  Charter  teftifie-s  v  as  alfo,  the  Conceffion  of  the 
faid  Earl  John  of  the  Bifhoprick  of  Glendaloch .]  I  cannot  but  fufpedb  [fays  Ware ) 
that  the  Archbilhop  of  Cafhell  juft  before  mentioned  (who  in  the  printed  Copy  of 
Giraldus  Cambrenfis  is  called,  Maurice ,)  and  this  Matthew ,  are  one  and  the  fame 
Perfon.  [and  he  proceeds]  that  Stainhurfi  and  Hanmer ,  fpeaking  out  of  Cambren¬ 
fis ,  of  his  acute  anfwer,  by  the  authority  of  fome  Manufcripts,  call  him  Mat¬ 
thew'.  And  that  the  Manufeript  Copy  of  Cambrenfh ,  in  the  publick  Library  at 
Oxford ,  calls  him,  Ihady.  [The  Reader  may  fee  what  is  faid  on  this  doubt, 
under  Maurice  the  immediate  Predeceffor  of  Matthew .]  This  Prelate,  (befides 
fuch  of  his  Writings  as  have  been  loft)  was  the  Author  of  the  Life  of  St.  Cuth- 
bert ;  who  was  born  at  Kells  [or,  according  to  the  Annals  of  St.  Mary* s  Abby,

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near  Dublin ,  at  Kilmacr&hnick ]  and  having  fpent  many  Years  under  Eat-a  and 
Boijillus ,  Abbats  of  Mailros,  in  that  Monaftery,  was  confecrated  Bifhop  of  Lin - 
disfarne  in  684,  and  was  afterwards  Canonized.  But  this  by  the  way. 

I  (hall  not  think  my  time  mifpent  to  tranfcribe  the  Teftimony  given  of 
this  Prelate,  out  of  the  Annals  of  St.  Mary's  Abby,  Dublin .  “  A.  D.  1206, 

“  Matthew ,  Archbifhop  of  Cajhell ,  Legate  of  all  Ireland ,  the  wifeft  and  moft 
“  religious  man  of  the  Natives  of  that  Country,  having  founded  many  Churches, 
cc  having  triumphed  over  the  old  Enemy  of  Mankind  by  working  many  Mira- 
<c  cles,  voluntarily  abandoning  all  worldly  Pomp,  happily  went  to  reft  in  the 
“  Abby  of  Holy-Crofs ,  in  the  County  of  Tipperary And  thus  much  of  Mat¬ 
thew  O-Heney. 


DON  AT  O-LO  NARG  AN.  II. 

[ Succ .  1206.  Oh.  circ.  12 15.]  ‘ 


T'N  0  N  AT  (or  according  to  the  Annals  of  Ulfler )  Dennis  O-Lonargan ,  who, 
like  his  Predeceflor,  was  a  Cijlertian  Monk,  fucceeded.  Pope  Innocent  the 
Hid  gave  him  the  Pall,  and  confirmed  the  Poffeffions  of  the  See  of  CaJfjell  on 
the  6th  of  April  1210,  as  appears  in  the  Epiftles  z  of  that  Pope,  publifhed 
by  Francis  Bofquetns ,  in  the  year  1635.  [He  alfo  confirmed  all  Cathedrals  fubje<5t 
to  him  by  Metropolitical  Right)  (viz.)  Limerick ,  Killaloe ,  Fennabore ,  JVater- 
ford ,  Ardmore ,  Lefmore ,  Cloyn ,  Cork,  Rofs ,  Ardfert  and  Emly.  He  appoints 
the  Days  on  which  the  Archbifhop  fhould  have  liberty  to  wear  the  Pall,  (viz.) 
Chrijlmas ,  St.  Stephen's,  Circumcifion ,  Epiphany ,  Hy pap  anti,  Dominica  de  Gaudete, 
Dominica  Lcetarejerufalem ,  Palm-Sunday ,  Ccena  Domini,  Eafter,  Secunda  Feria 
poft  Pafcham,  Afcenfion,  Pentecoft,  the  three  Feftivals  of  the  Virgin,  St.  Jcdw  Bap - 
tift,  All-Saints,  the  Solemnities  of  all  the  Apoftles,  on  the  Dedication  of  Churches, 
Confecrations  of  Bilhops,  Ordinations  of  the  Clergy,  the  principal  Feftivals  of 
the  Church  of  CaJljell,  and  the  Anniverfary  of  his  own  Confecration.  Then  he 
gives  him  diredtions  as  to  his  behaviour  in  fo  holy  a  Cloathing,  and  appoints, 
that  when  he  or  any  of  his  Suffragans  fhould  die,  that  their  Paftoral  Staffe  and 
Ring  fhould  remain  in  its  proper  Church  under  a  faithful  Guardian,  for  the  ufe 
of  the  Succeffor.  That  he  fhould  take  care  that  the  Church- Yard  and  Eccle- 
fiaftical  Benefices  fhould  not  be  poflefled  by  Hereditary  Right ;  which  if  any  at¬ 
tempted,  that  they  fhould  be  reftrained  by  Ecclefiaftical  Cenfures.]  The  An¬ 
nals  of  Ulfler  fay,  that  this  Archbifhop  aflifted  at  the  Council  of  Laterane  at 
Rome  in  1215,  and  died  then  there,  [which  other  Annals  a  confirm.]  Yet  it  is 
affirmed  that  he  was  buried  in  the  Conventual  Church  of  Cifteaux,  in  Burgundy , 
on  the  Gofpel  fide  of  the  great  Altar,  with  this  Epitaph  ;  which,  although  it 
hath  a  tafte  of  the  barbarity  of  the  Age  wherein  it  was  written,  yet  I  think  .it 
not  amifs  to  tranfcribe  it.

"T\Q  N  A  T,  or  Donchad  O-Lonargan  fucceeded  A.  D.  1216.  “  He  is  fa  id 

“  to  have  eredted  Cafhell  into  a  Borough,  and  to  have  given  Burgage  hoi- 
“  dings  unto  the  Burgeflesf’  [Of  thefe  Burgage  holdings,  the  Reader  may  lee 
an  account  under  Herlewin ,  Bifhop  of  Leigblin ,  p.  456.]  This  Prelate  having  ob¬ 
tained  Licence  from  the  Pope,  voluntarily  refigned  the  Archbifhoprick  in  1223, 
[But  fome  time  before  his  Refignation  he  interdicted  the  King’s  Tenants  and  Lands 
within  his  Diocefe,  without  any  reafonable  Caufe,  as  the  Record  fc  fays.  Upon 
which  the  King  appealed  to  Pope  Honorius  the  IUd  ;  who  fent  a  Bull  to  the  Arclr 
bifhop  dated  the  19th  of  May  1222,  enjoyning  him  to  relax  the  Interdict  in 
15  Days,  and,  in  cafe  of  Refufal,  authorized  the  Bifhops  of  Kildare ,  Meath , 
and  Ojfory ,  to  do  it.]  He  furvived  his  Abdication  nine  years  i  for  he  died  in 
1232,  [according  to  the  Annals  of  Inisfal ,  which  call  him,  Lonbrogan.] 

MARIAN  0-B  R  I  E  N 

[Sacc.  1224.  Ob.  1238.] 

MARIAN  O-Brien  was  tranflated  from  the  See  of  Cork  to  the  Archbifhop¬ 
rick  of  Cajhell  in  1224.  [It  was  at  the  Pope’s  Requeft  that  he  pro¬ 
cured  the  Royal  Affent c  to  the  Tran  flat  ion  ;  and  upon  his  return  from  Rome  he 
obtained  a  Writ  to  be  reftored  to  what  ever  the  King’s  Bailiffs  had  taken  out 
of  the  Archbifhoprick,  or  out  of  the  Lands  of  his  Clerks,  from  the  time  he 
had  been  ordered  reftitution,  and  after  he  had  taken  his  Journey  to  Rome.']  Soon 
after  his  Tranflation,  viz.  on  the  6th  of  May  1224  Pope  Honorius  the  IUd,  by 
his  Bull  confirmed  the  number  of  twelve  Canons  in  the  Cathedral  of  CaJhelL 
King  Henry  the  IIIcl  “  remifed  and  quit  claimed  (for  fo  are  the  Words  of  his 
‘c  Charter)  to  Marian  and  his  Succeffors  the  new  Town  of  Cajhell ;  and  furthermore 
“  granted  it  to  be  held  of  him  and  his  Heirs,  in  free,  pure,  and  perpetual  Alms, 
“  difeharged  of  all  Exa&ions  and  fecular  Services.”  This  Charter  is  witneffed 
by  Jocelin ,  Bifhop  of  Bath ,  Thomas ,  Bifhop  of  Norwich ,  and  Walter ,  Bifhop  of 
Carlifle ,  &c.  and  bears  date  the  15th  of  November  1228,  in  the  13th  year  of  his 
Reign.  Marian  foon  after  either  granted  or  confirmed  this  Town  to  a  Provoft 
and  twelve  BurgeiTes ;  referving  fome  fmall  Penfions  to  his  See,  viz.  “  out  of 
*«  the  Town  6  1.  and  out  of  the  Hundred  and  Court  13  s.  4d.  excepting  out  of 
“  the  faid  Grant  the  Bake-houfe  and  Shambles.”  By  Licence  from  this  Prelate 
Sir  David  le  Latimer ,  his  Senefchal,  founded  a  Lazar-houfe,  or  Hofpital  for  Le^ 
pers,  at  Cajhell  ;  and  in  it  fhut  up  his  Daughter,  who  was  affli&ed  with  that  Dif- 
temper.  But  David  Mac-Carwill  afterwards  annexed  and  united  this  Hofpital  to 
an  Abby  of  his  Foundation.  In  1231,  on  a  journey  he  made  towards  Rome ,  he 
was  feized  with  a  moft  grievous  fit  of  Sicknefs,  and  apprehending  the  approaches 
of  Death,  he  took  on  him  the  Habit  of  a  Monk  in  a  Cijlertian  Monaflery.  But 
being  reftored  to  his  Health,  and  having  difpatched  his  Bufinefs  at  Rome ,  he  retur¬ 
ned  home  ;  and  died  five  years  after  in  the  Monaftery  of  Suir,  commonly  called, 
Inijlannaght ,  and  was  there  buried.  [The  Annals  of  Inisjall  place  his  Death 

in  1238.]

DAVIB  Mac -Kelly  was  from  the  Deanery  of  C a/hell  promoted  to  the  See 
of  Cloyne ,  and  from  thence  tranflated  to  the  Archbifhoprick  of  Cajhell  in 
1238.  Even  while  he  was  Dean  he  gave  himfelf  Wholly  up  to  the  Society  of 
the  Dominicans  at  Cork  ;  out  of  whofe  Body  he  fupplied  a  little  Convent,  which 
he  founded  at  Cajhell  in  1243.  A  Copy  of  the  Agreement  made  between  the 
Archbifhops  of  Dublin  and  Cajhell ,  and  their  Suffragans,  againft  the  Archbifhop 
of  Armagh ,  chiefly  relating  to  the  caufe  of  the  Primacy,  is  extant  in  the  Regiftry 
of  the  Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  called,  Crede  Mi  hi,  [and  in  the  Black  Book  of 
the  Archbifhops  of  Dublin.  But  this  agreement  was  made  between  Henry 
Loundres ,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  and  Marian  O-Brien ,  Predeceffor  to  this  Pre¬ 
late  j  of  which  the  Reader  may  fee  an  Account  before  p.  73.  In  1251  he  cited 
Robert  of  Emly ,  the  Bifhop  ele&  of  Limerick ,  to  appear  in  his  Court,  and  receive 
Confirmation  of  his  Election,  if  canonically  made  *,  notwithftanding  the  King's 
Prerogative,  that  his  Royal  Licence  or  Affent  was  not  had  thereto.  The  King 
ifTued  his  Writ d  to  the  Archbifhop,  commanding  him  to  revoke  what  he  had 
done  in  prejudice  of  his  Prerogative  ;  and  ordered,  if  he  did  not  obey,  to  feize 
his  Temporalties,  and  to  renew  his  Appeal  therein.]  Archbifhop  Mac-Kelly  died 
on  the  2d  of  March  1252,  or  1253,  if  the  beginning  of  the  year  be  computed 
from  the  firft  of  January  ;  under  which  year  the  Monk  of  Buelly  ends  his  Annals 
in  thefe  Words  :  “  David  Mac  Kelluig ,  Archbifhop  of  Cajhell ,  and  Alan  O-SuL 
“  livan,  Bifhop  of  Lifmore,  went  to  Reft.”  It  is  faid  he  was  buried  in  the  little 
Chappel  of  the  Apoftles,  ( which,  if  I  am  not  miftaken,  flood  on  the  left  Hand 
of  the  Choir  from  the  Entrance)  perhaps  jn  the  North  Wall  thereof ;  where  for¬ 
merly  was  to  be  feen  a  fair  Statue  of  a  Bifhop  eflgraved  on  a  Monument  of 
Stone.

ON  the  4th  of  April  1253  the  King  granted  a  Licence  e  to  proceed  to  ele<5H-> 
on  ;  and  David  Mac-Carwill  (who,  like  his  Predeceffor,  was  alfo  Dean  of 
Cajhell)  was  elected.  King  Henry  the  3d  confirmed  the  Choice  made  by  the 
Dean  and  Chapter  of  Cajhell ,  on  the  19th  of  February  following  ;on  condition  that 
the  Bifhop  eledtfhou Id,  within  a  time  prefixed,  appear  in  perfon,  and  fwear  Fealty 
to  him.  This  Prelate  founded  the  Chantry  of  St.  Nicholas  at  Cajhell ;  and  alfo  a 
Ciflertian  Abby,  commonly  called,  Hore  Abby,  and  the  Abby  of  the  Rock  of 
Cajhell  ;  which  he  endowedwith  the  Revenues  of  the  BcncdiElins ,  whom  he  had  dif- 
placed.  There  is  a  ridiculous  reafon  given  for  building  this  Monaftery,  which  may 
be  feen  among  the  Records f  in  Birmingham’s  Tower  in  thefe  Words :  “  In  the  time 
“  of  David  Mac  Carwill ,  Archbifhop  of  Cajhell ,  there  was  a  certain  Abby  of 
“  black  Monks,  near  the  Cathedral  of  St.  Patrick’s  at  Cajhell ,  founded  in  honour 
“  of  the  Bleffed  Virgin  Mary.  And  the  faid  David  having  told  his  Mother,  that 
“  he  was  warned  in  a  Dream,  tha*  the  faid  black  Monks  had  a  mind  to  cut  off 
“  his  Head  •,  he,  by  the  Advice  of  his  Mother,  turned  out  thefe  Monks,  and 
“  gave  their  Lands  and  Poffeflions  to  the  new  Abby  which  he  had  founded.”

He 
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He  fupplied  this  Houfe  with  Monks  out  of  the  Abby  of  Mcllifont.  There¬ 
fore  the  Monaftery  of  the  Rock  of  Cajhell  is  but  ill  placed  in  the  Catalogue  of 
the  Cijlertian  Monasteries  among  thofe  which  were  founded  during  the  Life  of 
St.  Bernard  (which  Catalogue  is  extant  among  the  works  of  St.  Bernard,  printed 
by  John  Keerberg  A.  D.  1616 :)  For  there  were  an  hundred  years  difference  be¬ 
tween  the  Death  of  St.  Bernard ,  and  the  Ele&ion  of  this  David.  But  this  by  the 
way.  [As  ridiculous  as  the  Reafon  given  for  building  this  Monaftery  is  ;  yet  it 
was  found  to  be  true  by  the  Verdifb  of  twelve  Mens.  *«  Anno  7th  Edward  lid, 
44  an  Afiize  was  brought  by  the  Abbat  of  St.  Mary's  of  the  Rock  of  Cajhell 
“  againft  38  common  Brewers  of  the  faid  Town,  for  diffeifing  him  of  two  FJag- 
“  gons  of  Ale  de  qudlibet  Bruftiand  cervifice  Brudliatce  ad  Vendendum  \  out  of  every 
“  brewing  for  fale ;  and  he  derived  his  title  through  the  Seizin  and  Grant  of  Marian 
“  O’Brien,  Archbilhop  of  Cajhell ,  to  the  Hofpital  of  St.  Nicholas  of  Cajhell ,  and 
through  the  Union  of  that  Hofpital  to  the  Abby  of  St.  Mary's,  and  the  Confir- 
“  mation  of  King  Edward  the  Ift  [of  that  Union  :  And  he  produced  the  fe- 
“  veral  Grants  and  Patents  to  fupport  this  Title. — The  Jury  found,  that  Donat 
“  O-Lonargan ,  Archbilhop  of  Cajhell ,  was  the  firft  who  procured  Cajhell  to  be 
“  eredled  into  a  Borough  ;  and  that  he  gave  Burgage  holdings  to  the  Burgeffes* 
“  referving  out  of  each  holding  twelve  pence.  That  upon  the  death  of  Donat 
44  Marian  O-Brien  fucceeded  ;  who  had  a  Senefchal  named  David  Latimer.  That 
44  Latimer  had  a  fair  Daughter,  who  hated  a  Leper  worfe  than  death.  It  hap- 
44  pened  one  Day,  that  Latimer's  Wife  fent  this  her  Daughter  to  ferve  the  poor  at 
44  the  Door  •,  and  among  the  Beggars  was  a  Leper.  The  Daughter  was  affrighted 
44  at  the  fight,  threw  down  the  Bread,  and  ran  in.  The  Leper,  affronted  at  the  Be- 
44  haviour  of  the  young  Lady,  prayed  to  God  that  Ihe  might  be  affli&ed  with 
«  the  fame  Mifery  before  the  year  came  about  ;  and  it  happened  according  to 
«  his  prayer.  The  Father,  touched  with  his  Daughter’s  Misfortune,  built  a  La- 
“  zar  Houfe,  in  which  he  placed  fourteen  Beds,  and  endowed  it  with  four 
46  Plow-lands:  And  the  Burgeffes,  for  the  better  fupport  of  this  Hofpital* 
44  when  David  Mac-Kelly  was  Archbilhop,  granted  two  Gallons  of  Drink  out  of 
44  every  brewing  for  fale.  That  upon  the  Death  of  David  Mac-Kelly ,  David 
44  Mac-Carwill dbcceeded,  who  founded  the  faid  Abby  which  flood  near  the  Ca- 
‘4  thedral.  That  there  was  then  in  that  place  an  Abby  of  black  Monks  ;  and 
44  Archbilhop  David  having  told  his  Mother,  that  he  dreamed  that  the  black 
‘4  Monks  would  cut  off  his  Head ;  by  her  Advice  he  turned  the  black  Monks 
44  out,  and  gave  all  their  polfelfions  to  the  Abby  which  he  had  newly  founded. 
44  And  David ,  being  defirous  to  unite  the  Hofpital  of  St.  Nicholas  to  the  Abby  of 
44  his  own  Foundation,  he  came  to  the  Hofpital,  and  forcibly  turned  the  Inha- 
44  bitants  out,  broke  open  their  Chefts,  and  carried  away  their  Charters  ; 
44  and  by  his  own  deed  united  it  to  the  Abby.  The  Jury  further  found, 
44  that  the  Burgeffes  of  Cajhell  were  compelled  by  the  faid  David  to  pay  the 
44  fame  Duties  to  the  Monks  of  the  Abby  of  his  new  Foundation,  as  they  had 
44  done  before  to  the  Houfe  of  Lepers.”  Thus  far  the  record  ;  which  I  have  re¬ 
cited  at  large  ;  becaufe  it  difeovers  many  particulars  relating  to  the  Antiquities 
of  this  See.  Firft,  the  Succeffion  of  Four  Archbilhops.  Secondly,  the  true 
time  of  erecting  Cajhell  into  a  Borough,  and  the  flourilhing  ftate  of  it  at  that 
time;  when  it  appears  that  the  Affize  was  brought  againft  thirty  eight  common 
Brewers  of  the  Town.  Thirdly,  the  foundation  of  the  Lazar-Houfe,  and  its 
Union,  together  with  that  of  the  Benedittin  Convent,  to  the  Cijlertian  Abby  then 
founded.  Fourthly,  the  power  and  Spirit  of  this  Prelate  ;  which  will  appear  in 
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many  inftances  hereafter.]  A  little  after  he  is  faid  to  have  dealt  very  unwdrthilf 
with  Keran,  Dean  of  Cafhel,  and  to  have  aCted  many  other  things  with  rafh- 
nefs  and  inlolence.  [He  thruft  the  Dean  by  Violence  out  of  his  Deanery,  ^fter 
an  appeal  to  Rome ,  and  threw  him  into  Prifon.  Pope  Alexander  the  IVth> 
on  the  1 8th  of  April  1260  ifiued  a  Bull  h  to  Prince  Edward ,  on  whom  the  King 
had  conferred  the  Lordfhip  of  Ireland ,  recommending  this  Dean  and  his  Affairs 
to  his  protection  and  Favour.  A.  D.  1268  having  through  ignorance,  and  not 
contempt  (as  he  pretended)  confirmed  fome  Elections  of  Bifhops  made  in  his  Pro¬ 
vince,  before  they  were  certified  to,  and  confirmed  by  the  King,  he  was  obliged 
to  go  for  England  to  fue  out  a  Charter  of  Pardon-,  which  he  obtained  *,  but  to  effeCt 
it,  he  was  laid  under  the  neceflity  of  executing  a  fpecial  Patent 1  under  Seal,  bin¬ 
ding  both  himfelf  and  his  Succeffors  to  confirm  no  Bifhop’s  Election,  untill  it  was 
firft  certified  to,  and  confirmed  by  the  King  •,  and  promifing  immediately  after 
his  Return,  to  ufe  his  Endeavours  that  his  Chapter  fhould  make  the  like  acknow¬ 
ledgment.  The  fame  year  he  granted  fourty  days  indulgences  k  to  fuch  who  fhould 
be  Contributers  to  the  building  of  St.  Paul s  Church,  London. 

In  1272  he  feized  four  hundred  pounds  of  the  Money  of  one  Reginald  Mac- 
tore ,  an  Ufurer,  within  his  Diocefe.  But  the  King  hearing  of  it,  fent  a  Writ 1  to 
the  Bifhop  of  Meath ,  who  was  Treafurer  of  Ireland ,  to  demand  it  of  the  Arch- 
bifhop,  as  belonging  to  him  by  his  Prerogative  *,  and  to  refpite  the  demand  of 
what  Debts  were  due  to  the  Ufurer  untiil  further  Order.  By  which  it  appears* 
that  the  Money  and  Debts  of  Ufurers  were  in  that  Age  forfeited  to  the  King  for 
their  Ufury  •,  agreeable  to  the  Laws  of  Normandy  m  before  theconqueft,  which  fay, 
that  if  any  one  be  convicted  of  Ufury,  0  nines  res  fuas  amittat — He  fhall  forfeit  all  his 
Subftance.  Glanvilln  goes  further,  and  gives  not  only  a  Forfeiture  of  the  perfonal 
Eftate  to  the  King,  but  an  efcheat  of  the  real  Eftate  to  the  Lord  of  the  Fee  5 
which  agrees  with  the  Laws  of  King  Alfred  ®. 

In  1274  our  Archbifhop  pretended  to  take  on  him  the  Crofs,  and  prepared 
For  a  Journey  to  the  Holy  Land.  For  that  end  he  obtained  a  Bull  p  dated  the  4th 
of  Oftober  from  Pope  Gregory  the  Xth,  to  King  Edward  the  1ft,  recommending 
the  Intereft  of  the  See  of  Cafhell  to  his  protection  during  the  Arcbhifhop’s  Abfence  ; 
that  he  might  with  more  freedom  and  eafe  perform  his  Vow :  But  his  Journey 
to  the  Holy  Land  was  only  a  pretence.  For  we  find  that  the  fame  year  he  was 
fued  for  debts  due  to  the  King  *,  and  that  he  procured  Writs q  dated  the  9th 
and  13th  of  July  to  the  Treafurer,  Barons  and  Juftice  of  Ireland ,  to  fufpend 
all  procefs  againft  him  for  a  Time  •,  and  this  was  the  caufe  of  his  application  to 
the  Pope  for  his  Bull ;  that  by  means  thereof  he  might  procure  a  further  re¬ 
fpite  from  the  King’s  Demands. 

A.  D.  1276  The  King  fent  a  Writ r  to  the  Lord  Juftice  commanding  him  to 
inquire  by  an  inqueft  of  twelve  Jurors,  whether  it  would  be  to  the  Damage  of  the 
Archbifhop  for  the  King  in  his  own  Fee  to  ereCt  aPrifon  in  Cafhell.  The  Jury  found, 
that  it  would  not,  but  be  a  Benefit  to  him.  Upon  which  the  King  ordered  a  Prifori 
to  be  ereCted  there.  The  Archbifhop  was  fo  enraged  at  this  proceding,  that  he 
pronounced  the  Sentence  of  Excommunication  againft  the  Juftice,  the  Efchea- 
tor,  the  Pope’s  Chaplain,  and  all  others  (except  the  King,  Queen  and  their  Chil¬ 
dren  )  who  were  aiding  or  adviling  in  the  ereCtion  of  the  faid  Prifon.  He  al- 
fo  interdicted  his  whole  Diocefe  and  Province,  and  fent  his  ProCtors  to  Rome  to 
procure  a  Ratification  of  this  Excommunication  and  Interdict ;  untill  the

A.  D.  1278  He  went  to  England  to  clear  himfelF  before  the  King  of  fome 

Crimes  laid  to  his  Charge  ;  where  having  continued  two  Years,  the  King  received 
him  into  favour.  [The  Annals  of  InisjaU  would  give  one  room  to  judge,  that 
he  was  carried  a  Prifoner  into  England  to  anfwer  for  his  Demerits.  The  Words 
are  thefe — 44  The  Archbilhop  of  Cajhell  was  tranlported  over  to  the  King  of 
46  England ,  where  he  remained  a  long  while,  i.  e.  David  Mac-Carwill,”  which 
feems  to  be  confirmed  by  another  Pafiage  in  the  faid  Annals  1  j  46  The  Arch- 
44  bifhop  at  laft  came  over  from  the  King  of  England ,  and  went  over  immedi-4 
44  ately  again,  after  he  had  made  peace  with  the  King  of  England”  And  a- 
gain,u  44  The  Archbilhop  of  Cajhell  returned  into  Ireland ,  after  he  had  been  re- 
44  ceived  into  favour  by  the  King  of  England  ”  But  this  laft  relates  to  another 
Journey; 

While  he  continued  in  England  folliciting  the  Royal  Favour,  Margaret  le  Blundi 
in  the  year  1279  preferred  a  moving  Petition  x  to  King  Edward  the  III,  pray¬ 
ing  redrefs  for  fevera]  Cruelties,  on  her  and  her  Family  committed  by  the  Arch- 
bilhop  ;  and  alledgi-ng,  that  through  Corruption  or  Favour  fhe  hath  been  hitherto 
denied  juftice.  It  doth  not  appear  whether  the  fubftance  of  the  Petition  was  pro¬ 
ved,  or  that  he  was  obliged  to  make  good  her  Damages  ;  but  this  is  certain,  that 
he  was  neceflitated  to  contract  confiderable  debts  during  his  abode  in  England  • 
And  in  particular  in  1281  he  entered  into  a  Recognizance  y  for  ohe  hundred  Marks 
to  the  Bifhop  of  Coventry  and  Litchfield  j  and  into  another  z  for  two  hundred  Marks 
to  the  Bifhop  of  Bath  and  Wells  j  to  which  a  Grant  Was  annexed,  that  for  non¬ 
payment  the  Money  fhould  be  levied  on  his  Lands  and  Chattels  in  Ireland .] 

After  his  return  into  Ireland  he  came  to  underftand,  that  his  Enemies  had  pre¬ 
pared  new  Accufations  againft  him  j  which  obliged  him  to  take  another  Journey 
into  England ,  where  he  fo  managed  his  Affairs,  that  the  King  received  him  again 
into  favour.  He  died  in  an  advanced  old  Age  in  1289  :  But  I  have  not  been  able 
to  difeover,  whether  he  was  buried  in  the  Monaftery  founded  by  himfelf,  or  in 
the  Cathedral.  The  Author  of  the  Annals  of  Multifiernan  fays  •,  that  this  Pre¬ 
late  took  on  him  the  Habit  of  a  Cifiertian  Monk  in  the  year  1269,  and  that  year, 
it  feems,  he  founded  the  Monaftery  of  the  Rock  of  Cajhell ,  or  rather  removed  it 
from  the  Rock  to  a  place  near  it.  He  appropriated  the  Church  of  Moydejjel ,  as 
alfo  the  Chappel  of  Kihneinenan  to  the  Monaftery  of  the  Blefled  Virgin  of  Kenli * 
in  OJfiory ;  refervinga  third  part  of  the  Profits  to  the  Vicar. 

STEPHEN  0-B  R  0  G  A  N 

[Succ.  1291.  Ob.  1302.] 

STE  P  H  E  N  O'Brogan ,  Archdeacon  of  Glendaloch ,  and  a  Native  of  Uljler * 
being  eledled a  by  the  Dean  and  Chapter,  [by  virtue  of  the  King’s  Licence 
dated  the  4th  of  September  1290]  was  confirmed  by  the  Pope,  and  reftored  to  the 
Temporaltics  on  the  26th  of  March  1291,  in  the  19th  year  of  the  Reign  of  King 
Edward  the  Ift.  He  governed  this  See  above  eleven  years,  and  died  about  the 
beginning  of  Au%ufi  13024  and  was  buried  in  his  own  Church.  Therefore  the 
Uljler  Annals  are  to  ftand  corredted  ;  for  they  place  his  Death  in  1298.

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MAURICE  MAC-CA  RTF  ILL. 

[ Succ .  1303  Qb.  1316.] 

'\JIAURICE  Mac-Carwill.  Archdeacon  of  Cajhell ,  was  elected  by  the 
-*■*-*“  Dean  and  Chapter,  and  afterwards  confirmed  by  the  King  on  the  17th 
of  May  1303,  [which  the  King  certified  b  to  the  Pope  the  fame  Day.  Two 
days  after  he  made  a  publick  Obligation0,  Promife  and  Oath  ;  that  fincethe  King 
without  any  Knowledge  of  his  Perfon,  or  any  Teftimonialof  his  faithful  Subjetts 
on  his  behalf,  had  afiented  to  his  Eledtion,  that  he  would  be  loyal  to  the  King 
and  Kingdom  of  Ireland ,  and  before  he  fhould  have  reftitution  to  the  Tempo- 
ralties,  would  find  fufficient  Security  ever  to  adhere  to  the  King  and  his  Heirs ; 
and  that  he  would  always  ufe  his  Endeavours  to  maintain  the  King’s  peace  to  his 
power.]  From  thence  he  fpeeds  to  Rome ,  to  receive  Confirmation  from  the  Hands 
of  the  Pope  ;  and  there  (if  I  am  not  miftaken )  he  was  confecrated,  and  inverted 
with  the  Pall.  Upon  his  return  home  the  King  reftored  him  to  the  Tem- 
poralties  of  his  See  on  the  18th  of  July  1304.  By  this  Prelate’s  Licence  JVal* 
ter  Multoc  founded  a  Convent  lor  Augu  (l  ini  an  Friers  at  Feather d  [in  the  year  1306. 
What  between  his  expenfive  and  magnificent  way  of  Living,  and  his  Charities, 
he  was  reduced  to  fuch  great  ftreights,  that  the  Revenues  of  his  See  were  not 
fufficient  to  fupport  him  ;  infomuch  that  in  the  year  1308  he  became  indebted 
by  Recognizance  d  to  the  Prior  of  St.  John  without  Newgate ,  Dublin ,  in  the 
Sum  of  five  hundred  Marks,  (a  large  Sum  in  thefe  Days)  payable  the  Eajter 
following ;  but  defeafanced  by  the  Prior,  on  condition  that  the  Archbifhop  and 
his  Chapter  fhould  before  Eajler  convey  to  the  Prior  and  his  Sucefiors,  the  Ad- 
vowfon  and  Vicarage  of  the  Church  of  Brongan ,  and  the  Vicarage  of  the  Church 
of  Boncleek  alias  Benecleek .]  He  was  prefent  at  a  Parliament  held  at  Kilkenny 
in  1309  ;  and  ftoobferve  it  by  the  way)  was  one  of  thofe  Prelates,  whoaboutthe 
clofe  of  that  year,  (viz.)  on  the  12th  of  February ,  in  the  Cathedral  of  St.  Canic' % 
Kilkenny ,  thundered  out  the  cenfure  of  Anathema  againft  the  infringers  of  the  Sta¬ 
tutes  enadted  in  that  Parliament ;  and  this  was  done  in  the  prefence,  and  by  the 
confent  of  John  Wogan ,  Juftice  of  Ireland ,  Richard  de  Burgo ,  Earl  of  XJlJler ,  John 
Fitz-Thomas ,  (whom  King  Edward  the  lid  afterwards  dignified  with  the  Title  of 
Earl  of  Kildare )  John  Barry ,  Maurice  de  Rupe-forti ,  or  Rockford ,  and  a  very  great 
number  of  the  reft  of  the  Nobility.  [In  13 11  this  Archbifhop,  together 
with  the  Biffiops  of  Killaloe,  Lifmore,  Emly  and  Cloyne ,  were  cited  perfonally  to 
appear  at  the  Council  of  Vienne  in  France ,  convened  by  Pope  Clement  the  Vth. 
But  not  one  of  them  attended  in  Perfon,  nor  fent  competent  Prodlors  in  their 
room.  “  For  which  caufe  (fay  the  Annals  of  Inisfall*)  it  was  much  to  be 
“  feared  that  fome  inconvenience  would  follow  to  them.]  He  died  about  the 
25th  of  March  1316,  in  the  13th  year  after  his  Confecration. 

WILLIAM  FITZ-JOHN. 

[Succ.  1317.  Ob.  1326.] 

x  T  P  O  N  the  death  of  Archbifhop  Maurice  Mac-Carwill ,  John  Mac-Carwill, 
w  Biffiop  of  Cork ,  was  eledted  by  the  Dean  and  the  better  part  of  the  Ca¬ 
nons  of  Cajhell  [being  ten  in  number,  at  Kilmallock ,  J  while  the  reft  of  the  Canons 
chofe  Thomas  O-Lonchy ,  Archdeacon  of  Cajhell  [in  the  Cathedral.]  But  William. 
Fitz-John ,  Biffiop  of  OJJory ,  being  carneftly  commended  by  the  King  to  the  Pope

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and  Cardinals,  the  Pope  nulled  the  Ele&ions  of  the  other  two,  and  confirmed 
this  Biffiop  on  the  ift  of  April  1317.  [The  King  in  his  Writ  for  appointing  him 
Cuftos  of  Ireland ,  which  Office  he  held  for  feven  Months,  allotted  his  Fee  at 
500  1.  per  Annum  during  his  continuance  in  that  Office  :  And  on  the  20th  of 
April  1318  conveyed  to  him  and  his  Chapter  for  ever  the  Advowfon  of  the 
Church  of  Du?igarvany  with  all  the  appendant  Chappels,  in  return  for  a  piece  of 
Ground  in  Cajhell ,  granted  by  them  for  building  a  Prifon  on.]  While  he  governed 
this  See,  the  City  of  Cajhell  was  encompafled  with  a  Stone  Wall.  He  died  on  the 
20th  of  September  1326.  See  more  of  him  before,  p.  407. 

JOHN  O-CARROL. 

[Succ.  1327.  Ob.  1329.] 

TH  E  before  mentioned  John  O-Carrol ,  fwhom  I  find  alfo  called,  Mac-Car . 

will ,  in  the  publick  Records)  Dean  of  the  Cathedral  of  St.  Finbarr,  or 
Barr ,  of  Cork ,  was  by  the  unanimous  voice  of  the  whole  Chapter  elefted  Biffiop 
of  that  See,  and  obtained  the  Royal  Aflent  on  the  12th  of  June  1302,  and  the 
Confirmation  of  the  Archbiffiop  of  Cajhell  in  July  following.  He  fat  in  the  See 
of  Cork  about  twenty  years  ;  and  was  then  by  a  Papal  provifion  appointed  Succeflor 
to  Thomas  St.  Leger  in  the  See  of  Meath.  From  thence  in  five  years  after  i.  e.  on 
the  1 8th  of  July  1327,  and  not  in  two  years  and  a  half  (as  fome  will  have  it) 
he  was  tranflated  to  Cajhell ,  [by  the  Pope’s  Provifion  ;  and  on  the  1 5th  of  Au¬ 
gust  following  King  Edward  the  third  fent  a  Writ  s  to  the  Juflice,  Treafurer,  and 
Chancellor  of  Ireland ,  to  take  his  Fealty,  without  fending  him  to  England ,  and 
toreftore  him  to  the  Temporalties  ;  but  ordered  them  firft  to  examine  his  provifio- 
nal  Letters  itridHy,  to  oblige  him  before  a  Notary  Publick  openly  and  exprefly 
to  renounce  any  prejudicial  Claufes  therein,  and  to  lay  a  Fine  on  him  for  accept¬ 
ing  a  Papal  Provifion,  according  to  their  Difcretions.]  At  length  in  1 329,  “  a- 
“  bout  the  Feaft  of  St.  Peter  ad  Vincula  (fays  John  Clyn  in  his  M.  S.  Chronicle 
<c  not  yet  printed)  he  died  in  London  upon  his  return  from  the  Court  of  Rome  A 
After  his  Death  eleven  Manors,  which  at  that  time  belonged  to  the  Archbiffiop- 
rick,  were  feized  into  the  King’s  Hands.  But  the  far  greater  part  of  them  were 
in  latter  times  aliened  from  the  Church,  and  fome  fmall  annual  penfions  referved 
to  the  Bifhoprick.  See  under  Cork  and  Meath. 

WALTER  le  REDE. 

[Succ.  1330*  Ob.  eod.  Ann.] 

ALTER  le  Rede ,  or  Rufus ,  at  firft  a  Canon,  and  afterwards  Biffiop  of 
Cork ,  was  in  1330  tranflated  to  this  See  by  the  Pope  ;  who  declared, 

“  that  for  this  turn,  while  John  O-Carrol  was  yet  Jiving,  he  had  referved  the 
“  Provifion  to  the  See  of  Cajhell ,  to  be  difpofed  of  by  himfelf  and  the  Apo* 

“  ftolick  See,  when  it  ffiould  happen  to  fall  vacant.”  On  the  19th  of  Augufl 
following  his  Tranflation  he  was  reftored  to  the  Temporalties,  and  died  about  the 
beginning  of  February  after.  A  little  before  his  Death  he  granted  fome  Tyths 
[  Oblations  and  Altarages  *)  to  his  Vicars  Choral.  See  under  Cork. 

*  Altarage  at  firft  fignified  no  more  than  the  cafual  Profits  arifing  to  the  Priefts  from  the  People’s 
voluntary  Oblations  at  the  Altar :  but  at  laft  was  underftood  to  comprehend  all  Dues  and  fmall 
Tyths,  except  the  Tyths  of  Com,  Pulfe  and  Hay. 
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JOHN  0-G  RADA. 

[Siicc.  1332.  Ob.  1345] 

10  H  N  0  Gracia,  Treafurer  of  Cajhell ,  and  for  a  time  Reftor  of  Ogujfin  in 
the  Diocefe  of  KiLaloe,  fucceeded  by  the  Ele&ionof  the  Dean  and  Chapter ; 
and  having  procured  recommendatory  Letters  from  the  King  to  the  Pope  [dated 
the  tenth  of  OttoVer  1331  h]  was  by  his  Provifioo  placed  in  this  See  in  1332  ; 
“  A  Man  (fays  the  Author  of  the  Annals  of  Nenagh)  of  great  Wifdom  and  In* 
“  duftry.”  He  died  in  Limerick  on  the  8th  of  July  1345,  in  a  Dominican  Habit, 
and  was  buried  there  in  a  Monaftery  of  that  Order.  He  made  many  Donations 
to  his  Church,  [and  in  particular  gave  to  it  a  large  Pafloral  Staffe.] 

RALPH  KELLET. 

[Succ,  1345.  Ob.  1361.] 

R ALP  H  Kelley,  [a  Prelate  (fays  Pitts1,)  of  great  learning,  and  approved 
virtue,]  was  born  at  Drogheda  ;  but  educated  in  a  Convent  of  Carmelites  at 
Kildare ;  where  he  became  one  of  that  brotherhood.  In  1336  he  was  made 
Prolocutor  k  and  Advocate-General  for  his  Order  under  Peter  de  Cafa,  the  Ma¬ 
iler-General.  In  1345  he  was  advanced  to  the  Archbifhoprick  of  Cafhell  by 
Pope  Clement  the  Vlth  •,  and  got  Reftitution  to  the  Temporalties  from  King 
Edward  the  Illd,  on  the  4th  of  April,  in  the  20th  year  of  his  Reign,  [A.  D. 
1 346]  as  appears  among  the  Exchequer  Records.  This  Prelate  was  at  great 
pains  in  fettling  the  Peace  and  Revenues  of  his  Church. 

[In  1 346  1  a  Parliament  was  held  at  Kilkenny,  which  granted  a  Subfidy  to  the 
King  to  fupport  the  exigences  of  the  State  *,  and  it  appears  that  this  Prelate  op- 
pofed  the  levying  it  within  his  Province  ;  and  for  that  end  fummoned  an  Affemb- 
ly  of  his  fuffragan  Bifhops  at  Tipperary,  at  which  appeared  Maurice ,  Bifhop  of 
Limerick,  Richard,  Bifhop  of  Etnly,  and  John,  Bifhop  of  Lifmore :  Where  they 
decreed,  that  all  beneficed  Clergymen  contributing  to  the  faid  Subfidy,  ihould 
be  ipfo  faffo  deprived  of  their  Benefices,  and  rendered  incapable  of  obtaining  any 
other  Promotion  within  that  Province.  That  the  Laity,  wl\o  were  their  Tenants, 
contributing,  fhould  be  ipfo  fatto  excommunicated  ;  and  their  Children  to  the 
third  Generation  rendered  incapable  of  holding  any  Church-living  within  that  Pro¬ 
vince.  In  confequence  of  thefe  Decrees,  the  Archbifhop  and  the  other  Bifhops 
came  to  Clonmell ,  and  in  their  Pontifical- Robes  in  the  middle  of  the  Street  openly 
excommunicated  all  thofe,  who  granted  or  advifed  the  faid  Subfidy,  and  every  one 
concerned  in  levying  the  fame  ;  and  particularly  William  Epworth,  Clerk,  the  King’s 
Commilfioner  in  the  County  of  Tipperary  for  gathering  in  the  faid  Subfidy  from 
the  feveral  Colle&ors.  For  this  Offence  an  Information  m  was  exhibited  again  ft 
the  Archbifbop  to  the  King’s  Damage  a  thoufand  pounds.  The  Archbifhop  plea¬ 
ded,  that  neither  he  nor  any  of  his  Provincial  Bifhops  granted  any  Subfidy  to  the 
King  in  the  faid  Parliament.  That  by  Magna-Charta  the  Church  was  to  remain 
free  •,  and  all  were  to  be  excommunicated,  who  fhould  infringe  the  Liberties  gran¬ 
ted  thereby.  He  confeffed,  that  he  excommunicated  all  who  were  Enemies  to 
the  King’s  Peace,  who  fhould  infringe  the  faid  Statute,  or  levy  any  Subfidy  or  Tal¬ 
lage  without  the  King’s  Confent.  But  he  traverfed  the  excommunicating  any  one 
on  account  of  the  faid  Subfidy.  As  to  Epworth,  he  faid  he  was  a  beneficed  Clerk 
within  his  Province,  (viz.)  Archdeacon  of  Cork  ;  that  he  found  him  at  Cion -

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mil,  and  caufed  him  to  be  cited  to  appear  before  him  at  a  certain  Day,  to  an- 
fwer  Articles  relating  to  his  Soul ;  that  upon  his  refufal  to  appear,  he  excom¬ 
municated  him  :  But  he  traverfed  his  excommunicating  him  on  account  of  levy¬ 
ing  the  faid  Subfidy.  He  was  found  guiky  of  the  Information,  and  had  a  Day 
given  him  ten  feveral  times  to  move  in  arrefl  of  Judgment:  What  further  came 
of  it,  I  know  not  ;  only  that  the  other  confederating  Bifhops  were  alfo  found 
guilty  upon  the  like  Information.  Of  a  great  Controverfy  between  this  Archbifhop 
and  Roger  Cradock,  Bifhop  of  Waterford,  See  in  the  Life  of  the  faid  Cradock.  j 
He  died  at  Cajhell ,  ( according  to  the  Annals  of  Nenagh )  on  the  20th  of  Novem¬ 
ber  1361,  being  the  feftival  of  St.  Edmund ,  King  and  Martyr  ;and  was  buried  in 
that  City  in  St.  Patrick's  Church.  He  hath  written,  on@  Book  of  the  Canon 
Law,  and  one,  or  (as  fome  fay)  feven  Books  of  familiar  Letters,  and  other  Works* 
which  are  not  now  extant.  Anthony  Pojjfevin  n  mentions  him  *,  but  calls  him  Ra- 
dulphus  Kullei  ;  and  hath  run  into  an  Error  in  making  him  an  Englifhman  both 
by  Name  and  birth  j  [which  Pitts  hath  copied.] 

GEORGE  R  O  C  H. 

\_0b-  1362.] 


GEORGE  de  Rupe ,  or  Roch ,  is  laid  to  have  been  the  next  SuccelTor  ;  of 
whofe  untimely  death  we  find  in  the  Annals  of  the  Francifcans  of  Nenagh ; 
( written  at  that  very  time)  the  following  Account.  “  In  the  year  1362  Mailer 
“  George  Roch ,  Archbifhop  of  Cajhell  was  drowned.”  Perhaps  this  accident  be.' 
fell  him  on  his  return  from  Rome.  But  it  is  certain  he  was  either  not  confecra- 
ted,  or  was  drowned  before  he  had  rellitution  of  the  Temporalties.  For  I  find 
in  the  publick  Records  ;  that  Thomas,  then  late  Archbifhop  of  Tuam ,  had  Refli- 
tution  of  the  Temporalties  of  this  See,  as  vacant  from  the  Death  of  Ralph 

Kelley. 

THOMAS  O-CARROL. 

[Succ.  1365.  Cb.  1373.] 


AT  this  time  the  See  of  Cajhell  continued  vacant  fome  years.  At  lad  in 
1365  [or  1364.]  Thomas  O-Carrol,  Archbifhop  of  Tuam ,  was  by  a  Papal 
Bull  appointed  to  fucceed:  He  was  the  fourth  of  the  fame  Surname,  who  had 
governed  this  See*  [reckoning  Mac-Carwill  and  O-Carrol  the  fame  Name] 
and  was  a  Prelate  worthy  of  having  his  Memory  continued  down  to  Poflerity, 
on  the  Score  of  his  great  Learning  and  Wifdom.  He  was  defcended  from  the 
Family  of  the  O-Carrols ,  in  the  Territory  of  Ely  O-Carrol ,  now  annexed  to 
the  King’s-County.  He  died  at  Cajhell  on  the  8th  of  February  1373,  and  was 
buried  in  his  own  Cathedral.  After  his  Death  the  Cuflodium  of  the  Tempo- 
ralties  of  the  Archbifhoprick  Was  committed  to  Stephen  de  V alle ,  Bifhop  of 
Meath.  See  under  Tuam. 

PHILIP  de  TORRINGTON. 

[< Succ .  1374*  Ob.  <0°  ] 


UPON  the  Death  of  Thomas  0  Carrol  in  the  8th  year  after  his  tranfiati- 
tion.  Pope  Gregory  the  nth  conferred  this  See  by  Provifion,  on  Philip  de 
Torrington ,  Doftor  of  Divinity,  a  Francifcan  Frier ,  [and  confervator 0  of  the  Pri- 
viledgee  of  that  order  in  Ireland.]  Having  made  his  fubmiffion,  and  fworn  Fealty 


0  See  under  Peter  Curragh  Bifhop  of  Limerick. 
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to  the  King,  he  was  reftored  to  the  Temporaries  of  the  Archbifhoprick  on 
the  19th  of  September  1374,  in  the  48th  year  of  King  Edward  the  Illd.  [by 
virtue  of  a  Writ p  dated  the  6th  of  that  Month.]  In  a  fhort  time  after 
King  Richard  the  lid  was  advanced  to  the  Throne  ;  and  this  Prelate  was  Cent 
Ambaffador  by  that  Monarch  to  Pope  Urban  the  Vlth.  "Thomas  Walfingh am  a 
give  us  this  Account  of  rhe  Succefs  of  his  Negotiation.  “  In  thefe  Days 
“  the  Archbifhop  of  Cajhell ,  an  Irijhman ,  came  from  Rome .  He  was  fent 
“  thither  upon  very  important  Affairs,  and  brought  back  with  him  ample 
4C  Powers  of  binding  and  loofing,  granted  by  the  Apoftolick  See.  When  he 
“  arrived  in  London ,  he  preached  a  Sermon  to  the  People,  and  denounced  the 
c<  King  of  France,  and  all  who  adhered  to  the  Anti-Pope,  involved  in  the  Sen- 
“  tence  of  Excommunication  ;  and  afferted,  that  then  would  be  a  favourable 
“  opportunity  for  England,  in  right  of  their  King,  to  invade  France  ;  and  more 
“  efpecially,  as  it  was  probable,  that  the  King  of  France,  lying  under  the 
“  fentence  of  an  Anathema,  could  put  no  trufl  in  refitting.”  This  Prelate  died 
(I  think)  in  foreign  Parts,  in  the  year  1380*,  and  in  his  abfence  William,  Bifhop 
of  Emly,  was  his  Vicar-General.  [In  this  Bifh op’s  time,  (viz.)  in  1377,  the 
Dean,  Chapter,  and  Clergy  of  Cajhell  were  fined  fourty  Shillings  for  not  fending 
a  competent  Prodtor  to  appear  for  them  at  a  Parliament  held  at  Cajlledermod  that 


year.] 


PETER  RACKET. 

\_Sncc.  1384.  Qb.  1406.] 


HIS  See  was  four  years  vacant  after  the  Death  of  Archbifhop  Torringtom 


1  and  the  Temporalties  during  all  that  time  were  paid  into  the  Exchequer. 
But  at  laft  the  King  granted  a  Conge  d*  Eflier,  and  Peter  Hacket,  Archdeacon  of 
Cajhell was  eledted.  He  died  in  1406,  the  twenty  fecond  year  after  his  Confe- 


cration. 


R  I  C  H  R  A  D  O-H  ED  IAN. 

[Succ.  1406.  Ob.  1440.] 


RICHARD  O-Hedian ,  or  O-Heden,  who,  like  his  PredecefTor*  was  affo 
Archdeacon  of  Cajhell,  was  confecrated  Archbifhop  of  this  See  in  the  year 
1406  •,  but  was  not  reftored  to  the  Temporalties  untill  the  14th  of  September 
1408.  He  recovered  the  Lands  belonging  to  the  Archbifhoprick,  which, 
through  the  Slothfulnefs  (as  it  feems)  of  his  Predecefior  had  been  unjuftly  ufur- 
ped.  “  Infomuch  that  upon  his  Promotion,  he  had  not  one  place  in  any  of  his 
“  Manors  to  reft  his  Head  in  5”  as  hehimfelf  fays,  in  a  Roll  of  the  Revenues 
and  Pofleflions  of  the  See  of  Cajhell,  written  in  the  year  1419.  He  built  a  Hall 
for  his  Vicars  Choral,  whom  he  alfo  endowed  with  the  Town  Lands  of  Grange * 
Connell,  and  Baon-Thurlisbeg.  He  repaired  fome  of  the  Archiepifcopal  Palaces 
in  his  Manors ;  and  (which  ought  not  to  be  concealed;  new-built  the  Cathedral 
of  St.  Patrick  ;  or  at  leaft  repaired  it  from  a  very  ruinous  condition,  in  which  it 
then  was.  It  was  firft  founded  by  Donald  O-Brien ,  King  of  Limerick ,  that  great 
builder  and  repairer  of  Churches  and  Abbies. 

A.  D.  1421  A  Parliament  met  in  Dublin,  in  which  this  Prelate  was  im¬ 
peached  by  John  Gefe ,  Bifhop  of  Lifmore  and  Waterford,  upon  thirty  Articles, 
the  principal  of  which  were,  “  That  he  made  very  much  of  th e  Irijh,  and 
“  loved  none  of  the  Englijh—  That  he  gave  no  Benefice  to  any  Englijhman,  and

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<{  advifed  other  Bilhops  to  the  like  pra&ice. — That  he  counterfeited  the  King  of 
“  England’s  Seal,  and  his  Letters  Patent.— That  he  made  himfelf  King  of 
“  Mttnjler .« — That  he  took  a  Ring  from  the  Image  of  St.  Patrick ,  of  which 
“  the  Earl  of  Dejmond  had  made  an  Oblation,  and  gave  it  to  his  Whore  ;  be- 
“  Tides  many  other  enormities  which  Gefe  exhibited  againft  him  in  writing  ;  and 
•c  the  Lords  and  Commons  were  much  troubled  by  them”  Thus  far  his  Con¬ 
temporary,  Henry  of  Marleburg ,  Vicar  of  Ballyfcaddan  in  the  Diocefe  of  Du¬ 
blin.  [By  Inftrument  dated  rthe  22d  of  September  1429  this  Prelate  by  thecon- 
fent  of  his  Dean  and  Chapter  appropriated  the  Church  of  Belaghcachail  to  the 
Monaftery  of  Holy-Crofs.']  He  died  full  of  years  on  the  21ft  of  July  1440,  and 
was  buried  in  his  own  Church.  After  his  Death  the  See  of  Cajhell  was  for  ten 
years  vacant,  and  the  Temporalties  all  that  time  were  fet  to  Farm  to  James  Butler a 
Earl  of  Ormond ,  as  appears  in  the  publick  Records. 


JOHN  CANT1TELL. 


[. Succ .  1450.  Ob .  1482.] 


HIS  See  having  been  ten  years  vacant,  as  I  obferved  before,  John  Cantwell , 


-*•  Batchelor  of  Laws,  and  a  Student  of  the  Univerfity  of  Oxford ,  was  ad¬ 
vanced  to  it  by  a  Papal  Provifion  :  [But  was  not  confecrated  untill  the  year 
1452  *,  in  which  on  the  27th  of  October ,  in  the  firft  year  of  his  Confecration, 
he  granted  fthe  Vicaridge  of  the  Church  of  Rathkellan  to  the  Monaftery  of  Holy- 
Crofs. He  celebrated  a  provincial  Synod  at  Lmerick  in  the  year  1453,  the  Ca¬ 
nons1  of  which  are  to  this  day  extant.  He  alfo  convened  another  Synod  at  Featherd 
in  July  1480  »  at  which  (among  others)  Matthew ,  Bifhop  of  Killaloe ,  1homas9 
Bifhop  of  Limerick ,  John ,  Bifhop  of  Ardjert ,  and  William ,  Bifhop  of  Cork  and 
Cloyne  affifted.  But  I  think  the  Canons  made  in  this  Synod  are  loft.  This  Prelate 
obtained  many  Priviledges  from  King  Edward  the  IVth,  which  are  mentioned 
in  the  Records  of  the  High  Court  of  Chancery  in  the  fecond  and  third  years  of 
King  Philip  and  Queen  Mary.  He  repaired  the  Monaftery  of  the  Dominicans 
at  Cajhell  [at his  own  Charges"*,  which  had  been  burned  down  and  utterly  rui¬ 
ned  :  For  which  John  Fitz-Rery ,  Vicar  General  of  that  Order,  together  with 
the  Prior  and  Convent,  conftituted  him  their  Patron  and  Founder,  and  granted 
to  him  the  Participation  and  full  Benefit  of  all  the  Maffes,  Prayers,  Sermons, 
Vigils,  and  other  good  things  of  all  the  Dominicans  through  Ireland.  The 
Inftrument  w  of  this  extraordinary  Favour  bears  date  at  Limerick  on  the  Vigil 
of  St.  Augufhn  1480  *,  and  the  Original  is  reported  to  have  been  in  the  Cuftody 
of  one  Mr.  Cantwell  of  Moycark ,  in  the  County  of  Tipperary ,  laid  to  be  lineally 
defeended  from  the  faid  Archbifhop.]  Two  years  before  his  death  he  endowed 
the  College  of  Vicars  Choral  of  the  Cathedral  of  Cajhell  with  fome  poffeffions 
in  the  Town  of  Clonmell.  He  died  in  1482,  and  was  buried  at  Call  ell.  Some  fay 
there  was  another  John  Cantwell ,  who  was  alfo  a  Batchelor  of  Laws  of  the  Uni¬ 
verfity  of  Oxford ,  and  Predeceftbr  to  this  Prelate  ;  and  who  is  faid  to  have  died 
on  Valentin’s  day  1450.  If  any  fuch  was  Archbifhop,  it  is  manifeft  he  was  not 
approved  by  the  King,  nor  reftored  to  the  Temporalties  of  this  See.  But  perhaps 
this  Matter  delerves  a  fuller  inquiry.

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DAVID  C  R  E  A  G  H. 

[Succ.  1483.  Ob.  1503.] 

DAVID  Creagh ,  a  native  of  Limerick ,  and  Batchelor  of  the  Civil  and  Ca¬ 
non  Law,  was  confecrated  Archbifhop  of  Cajhell  in  1483  ;  [and  two  years 
after  on  the  10th  of  June  1485  he  granted  x  the  Vicaridge  of  the  Parifli  Church 
of  Glankyne  to  the  Monaftery  of  Holy-Crofs .]  Of  the  Injuries  done  to  this  Arch- 
bifliop  by  Girald  Fitz-Girald  Earl  of  Kildare ,  (who  although  a  Man  of  approved 
Valour,  yet  was  too  rigid  and  fevere)  and  of  the  Succefslefs  Complaints  which 
he  made  to  King  Henry  the  Vllth  againft  the  Earl,  by  the  perfwafions  of  Sir 
James  de  Ormond  Knight,  who  was  for  a  time  Trealurer  of  Ireland ,  the  Reader 
may  turn  to  Campion's  Hiftory  of  Ireland.  He  died  on  the  5th  of  September 
1 303,  having  fpent  twenty  years  in  this  See. 

MAURICE  F1TZ-GIR  A L  D. 

[Succ.  1504.  Ob.  1523.] 

MAURICE  Fitz-Girald ,  or  Giraldine ,  was  advanced  to  this  See  by  a  Pro- 
vifion  from  Pope  Julius  the  fecond  in  1 504.  Some  call  him  Maurice 
Fitz-John,  and  place  his  death  in  1523.  The  Decrees  of  a  Synod  held  by  this 
Prelate  at  Limerick  in  the  year  1511,  were  inferted  in  theRegiftry  of  Thomas 
Purfel ,  Bifhop  of  Lijmore  and  LVaterford ,  and  were  heretofore  deftroyed  by  an 
accidental  Fire,  [as  Sir  James  LVare  obferves.  He  held  another  Synod  in  the  year 
1514*,  four  of  the  Canons  whereof,  relating  to  the  drefs  and  cloathing  of  the 
Clergy  of  Waterford ,  and  to  the  Manner  of  their  celebrating  divine  Offices  are 
yet  extant,  y] 

EDMUND  BUTLER. 

[Succ.  Cb.  1550.] 

»  _ 

EDMUND  BUTLER ,  natural  Son  to  Peter  Earl  of  Ormond ,  was  con¬ 
fecrated  Archbiffiop  of  Cajhell  in  1527  i  and  a  little  after  was  made  one  of 
the  Privy  Council  of  Ireland  to  King  Henry  the  Vlllth.  [I  do  not  know  how 
he  came  to  be  delayed  fo  long  in  his  Confecration  ;  for  it  is  certain  he  had  a  Pa¬ 
pal  Provilion  z  to  this  See,  in  which  he  is  called,  Eleft  Bifhop  of  Cajhell ,  in 
1524  *,  and  on  the  21ft  of  October  that  year  the  Pope  earneftly  recommended  him 
to  the  favour  of  King  Henry  the  VIII.]  He  was  Prior  of  the  Abby  of  St  Ed - 
mund  of  AthaJfeJ  in  the  County  of  Tipperary ,  or  he  held  it  by  commendam  ; 
which  he  furrendered  at  the  time  of  the  difTolution  of  Abbies.  [In  an  Inquifition  * 
held  at  Clonmel ,  33  Eliz.  he  is  mentioned  under  the  Title  of  commendatory 
Prior  i  and  is  therein  faid  to  have  granted  to  James  White  of  Clonmel ,  Merchant, 
fome  Holdings  in  Clonmel  for  101  years,  by  Deed  dated  the  8th  of  Auguft  1538, 
by  the  Affent  of  his  Convent.]  He  held  a  Provincial  Synod  at  Limerick ,  about 
the  Feaft  of  the  Apoftles  Peter  and  Paul  1 529  ;  [at  which  b  Nicholas  Comin ,  Bi¬ 
fhop  of  Lijmore  and  Waterford ,  John  Coyne  Bifhop  of  Limerick ,  and  James  O- 
Corrin  Bifhop  of  Killaloe ,  afiifted]  and  thereby  Power  was  given  to  the  Mayor  of 
Limerick ,  to  imprifon  Ecclefiaflical  Debtors,  untill  they  made  Satisfadlion  to  their

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Creditors,  without  Danger  of  incurring  the  Cenfure  of  Excommunication.  The 
Clergy  made  a  grievous  Outcry  againft  this  Canon,  as  an  infringement  and  vio¬ 
lation  of  their  Ecclefiaftical  Priviledges.  He  died  on  the  5th  of  March  about 
the  clofe  of  the  year  1550,  and  lies  buried  in  his  own  Church,  not  far  from  the 
Archiepifcopal  Throne,  under  a  Marble  Monument  erefted  by  himfelf  in  his  life 
time,  and  adorned  with  his  Arms  and  Effigies  *,  [of  which  there  is  nothing  now 
remaining  but  his  Arms  j  which  is  laid  as  a  Flag  in  the  Ifle  leading  to  the  Com¬ 
munion  Table.]

ROLAND  BARON. 

[Succ.  1553.  Ob.  1561.] 

'AFTER  the  Death  of  Archbifhop  Butler ,  Roland  Baron ,  alias  Fitz-Girald, 
was  appointed  his  Succeffor  by  Queen  Mary :  [being  eletfted  6  by  the 
Dean  and  Chapter  of  St.  Patrick's  of  Cajhell  at  the  command  of  her  Majefty  by 
a  Conge  de  EJlier  dated  the  20th  of  November  in  the  firft  year  of  her  Reign  ;  and 
was  reftored  to  the  Temporalties  on  the  29th  of  that  Month.]  He  was  defen¬ 
ded  from  the  antient  Family  of  the  Giraldines  *,  who  were  Barons  of  Burn-Church 
in  the  County  of  Kilkenny  (although  not  Parliamentary  Barons  *)  and  was  confecra- 
ted  in  December  1553.  He  ^ied  on  °f  October  1561  ;  being  the  feftival 

of  St.  Simon  and  St.  Jude  •,  after  which  the  See  was  fix  years  vacant. 

J AMES  MAC-C AGHWELL. 

[Succ.  1567,  Ob.  1570.] 


JAMES  Mac-Caghwell  was  promoted  by  Queen  Elizabeth  to  the  Archbifhop- 
rick  of  Cajhell  [by  Letters  Patent  a  dated  the  2d  of  Oftober  ]  A.  D.  1^67, 
[and  had  his  Writ  of  Reftitution  the  day  following.]  A  little  after  (fays  Hooker ) 
he  was  wounded  with  a  Skeine,  by  Maurice  Gibbon ,  by  fome  called  Maurice  Reagh 
(whom  the  Pope  had  juft  before  made  titular  Archbifhop  of  CaJJjell)  becaufe 
he  would  not  give  up  the  Adminiftration  of  the  Province  to  him.  Maurice  after  this 
attempt  made  his  efcape  into  Spain ,  and  died  in  the  City  of  Oporto  f  about  the 
year  157S.  While  this  Prelate  fat  in  this  See,  the  Bifhoprick  of  Emly  was  by 
the  Authority  of  Parliament  united  to  Cajhell ,  at  the  fame  Time  that  the  Bifhop¬ 
rick  of  Clonmacnois  was  annexed  to  the  See  of  Meath.  He  died  in  the  year 

1570  MILER  MAGRAGH. 

[Succ.  1570.  Ob.  1612.] 


MILER  Magragh ,  alias  Mac-Cragh ,  a  Francifcan  Frier,  and  a  Native  of 
the  County  of  Fermanagh ,  was  by  a  Papal  Provifion  advanced  to  the  See 

*  Thefe  Titular  Barons  were  created  by  the  Counts  Palatine  in  their  feveral  Diftridts,  by  Virtue  of 
the  Royal  Seigniory  granted  to  them  by  the  Crown  ;  of  which  kind  of  Barons  there  were  many  in  Eng¬ 
land.  As  in  Chefter,  (according  to  Camden)  the  Barons  of  Haulton,  Malbank,  Malpas  and  Kinderton, 
Sec.  who  were  made  fo  by  Hugh  Lupus,  the  firft  Earl  of  Chefter,  immediately  upon  his  Creation. 
Of  the  fame  fort  were  the  Barons  of  Walton  in  the  Palatinate  of  Lancafter,  and  the  Baron  of  Hilton,  in 
the  Bifhoprick  of  Durham.  So  there  were  numbers  of  this  fort  of  Barons  in  Ireland;  as  the  Barons 
of  Skreene,  Navan  and  Galtrim  in  Meath,  the  Barons  Narow,  or  rather  Norraghmore,  and  Rhebane 
in  the  County  of  Kildare,  the  Baron  of  Idrone,  in  the  County  of  Catherlogh,  the  Baron  of  Nevil  in 
the  County  of  Wexford,  the  Baron  of  Loughmo  in  the  County  of  Tipperary,  the  Barons  Miffet 
and  Savage  in  Ulfter,  and  this  Baron  of  Burn-Church  ;  of  which  Family  our  Archbifhop  came.  Of 
thefe  Barons  See  Davis’s  Reports,  fol.  65.  Cafe  of  the  County  Palatine.] 

f  Oporto  is  a  City  of  Portugal,  which  was  then  under  the  Dominion  of  Spain  ;  but  obtained  its 
Liberty  and  Independence  by  a  Revolution  brought  about  by  the  Duke  of  Braganza  in  the  Year  1640. 
c  Ware’s  Annals  Ad.  An.  1553.  d  Pat.  9.  Eliz.  in  Rot.  Cane. 
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of  Down  ;  [but  I  doubt  whether  he  ever  had  poffeffion  of  the  Temporalties 
of  it;  of  which  fee  before,  p.  206.]  He  afterwards  embraced  the  Proteftant 
Religion,  and  was  by  Queen  Elizabeth  tranflated  to  the  See  of  Clogher  :  Yet  he 
received  little  or  no  Profits  from  it,  occafioned  by  the  continual  Wars  in  thofe 
Parts.  Archbifhop  Mac-Caghwell  foon  after  dying,  he  was  appointed  his  Suc- 
ceffor  in  the  Sees  of  Cajhell  and  Emly ,  on  the  3d  of  February  following.  Af¬ 
terwards  in  1 5S2  \January  the  7th]  he  held  the  See  of  Lifmore ,  which  was 
then  vacant,  with  that  of  Cajkell ,  by  a  Commendatory  grant  from  Queen  Elizabeth 
[during  pleafure,  as  alfo  that  of  Waterford*  as  appears  from  the  Queen’s  Privy- 
Seal,  dated  the  1  ith  of  November  in  the  24th  year  of  her  Reign,  yet  remaining 
in  the  Rolls  Office :  And  he  held  both  thefe  together  with  Cafhell ,  untill  the 
year  1589,  when  he  quitted  them  to  make  room  for  Thomas  Wetherhead *  who 
was  then  promoted  to  thefe  Sees.]  Wetherhead  died  three  years  after  his  ad¬ 
vancement;  and  then  Archbifhop Magragh  again  refumed  the  Government  of  the 
Sees  of  Lifmore  and  Waterford ,  and  held  them  by  Commendam  untill  the  2 2d. 
of  February  1607  ;  when  he  refigned  them,  and  obtained  a  Commendam  of  the 
two  Bifhopricks  of  Killala  and  Achonry  in  Gon aught*  which  he  held  untill  his  death. 
[This  grant  of  the  Cuftodium  of  the  Sees  of  Killala  and  Achonry  is  mentioned 
in  the  Inrolement  of  it  to  be  made  to  him  and  his  Affigns  by  way  of  Union  to  the 
Archbiffioprick  of  Cafhell ;  and  befides  the  Bifhopricks,  conveyed  alfo  to  him  in 
the  fame  manner  the  Vicaridge  of  Killmacallan*  and  the  Redtory  Infra  duos  pontes 
in  the  Diocefe  of  Elphin*  the  Redtories  of  Caftle  Connor  and  Skrine  in  the  Diocefe 
of  Killala ,  and  the  Prebend  of  Dougherne *  with  the  Redtory  of  Kilorhin  in  the 
Diocefe  of  Achonry . 

He  was  in  high  favour  with  Queen  Elizabeth*  as  appears  not  only  by  the 
many  Promotions  fhe  heaped  on  him,  but  by  herMajefty’s  Privy-Seal  to  the  Lord 
Deputy  of  the  2 2d  of  Augufl  1592  in  the  Rolls-Office  ;  whereby  reciting, 
“  that  the  Archbifhop  had  been  a  long  time  at  Court  about  the  Affairs  of  his 
“  Archbiffioprick,  and  had  been  employed  in  her  Service  to  her  Contentation  ; 
“  ffie  willed  that  no  Penalty  be  extended  on  him  for  his  Abfence  without  Li- 
<c  cence.  That  as  he  had  a  Leafe  in  his  own  Right  of  the  Priory  of  Tome , 
“at  ul.  iis.  4  d.  Rent,  of  which  there  were  but  few  years  in  being,  ffie  or- 
“  dered  a  new  Leafe  for  thirty  one  years  to  be  executed  to  him  in  Reverfion. 
“  That  as  the  College  of  Cajhell ,  confiding  of  a  Houfe  and  a  few  Tenements, 
“  was  for  lack  of  the  antient  Evidence  maintaining  their  Mortmain,  like  to  be 
“  in  Peril  by  fome  Perfons  feeking  the  fame  by  way  of  concealment :  So  her 
“  Majefty  commanded  his  Allegations  in  that  particular  to  be  examined,  and  if 
“  true,  that  a  Grant  be  made  in  form  of  Law  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  the 
“  faid  College  for  continuance  of  them  in  their  former  Poffeffions  ;  and  to  fee  that 
“  no  further  Diminution  be  made  of  them.  The  Queen  alfo  commanded,  that 
“  it  Waterford  and  Lifmore  had  been  filled  by  any  other  Biffiop,  that  then  the 
“  Deputy  ffiould  grant  to  Archbifhop  Magragh  the  two  Bifhopricks  of  Clogher 
“  and  Kilmore  in  lieu  thereof.”  See  under  Waterford  and  Lifmore.'] 

In  1611,  one  William  Knight  A.  M.  was  appointed  his  Coadjutor :  But  he 
foon  grew  weary  of  the  Office,  and  returned  into  England.  [In  a  Marginal  Note 
to  the  Latin  Edition  of  the  Biffiops  of  Ireland  *  the  Caule  why  Knight  quitted 
his  Coadjutorffiip  is  given  in  the  Hand-writing  of  the  late  Archbifhop  King*. 
“  for  that  Knight  had  appeared  Drunk  in  puhiick,  and  thereby  expofed  him- 
“  felf  to  the  fcorn  and  derifion  of  the  People.”]  Archbifhop  Magragh  governed 
this  See  fifty  two  Years  and  near  three  Months  ;  [during  which  1  le  he  made 
molt  fc^ndalous  waftes  and  alienations  of  the  Revenues  and  Manors  belonging  to 
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it ;  and  among  the  reft,  (to  mention  but  a  few)  he  made  a  Fee-Farm  Leafe  <.. 
the  Plowland  of  Kilneclagh  to  one  O-Dwire  at  40  s.  a  Year,  and  of  KUmi; co- 
at  13  s.  4  d.  He  alfo  granted  in  Fee  the  Caftle  and  Plowland  of  Kilkgh  at 
40s.  Rent.]  He  died  at  Cajhell  in  December  1622,  in  the  hundreth  yvar 
of  his  age,  having  lain  two  years  Bedrid  before  his  death.  In  his  life  time 
he  erected  a  Monument  for  himfelf  in  the  Cathedral  of  Cajhell ,  oppofite  to  that 
of  Edmund  Butler.  [It  is  placed  on  a  high  Balls  on  the  South  Side  of  the  Choir, 
between  the  Epifcopal  Throne  and  the  Altar ;  on  which  is  his  Effigies  cur 
in  Stone  in  high  Relief ;  his  Mitre  on  his  Head,  and  his  Paftoral  Staff  m 
his  Hand:  On  one  fide  of  his  Head  is  carved  the  Image  of  an  Angel  ; 
the  like  was  once  on  the  other  fide,  but  is  now  defaced.  Above  his  Head  ^re 
his  Arms  ;  and  at  his  Feet  the  Image  of  Chrift  on  the  Crofs,  at  the  Top 
whereof  is  infcribed,  I.  N.  R.  I.  At  his  right  Elbow  is  the  Image  of  St.  Patrick 
flightly  engraved,  with  his  Paftoral  Staff  and  Mitre,  on  one  fide,  S.  on  the  other,  P, 
Underneath,  on  the  Verge  of  the  Monument,  is  cut  the  Name  of  the  Architect.

The  Romanifts  of  that  Country  have  a  Tradition,  that  he  died  a  Papift  *  and 
that  though  in  appearance  he  was  buried  in  the  Cathedral,  yet  that  he  had  given 
private  Orders  for  depofiting  his  Body  elfewhere  ;  to  which  they  fayj  the  two 
laft  lines  of  his  Epitaph  allude.  But,  although  he  was  no  good  Man,  and  had 
impoverifhed  his  See  by  dripping  it  of  much  of  it’s  antient  Eftate ;  yet  I  do 
not  find  any  room  to  call  his  Sincerity,  as  to  his  Religious  Profeffion,  in  queftion 
living  or  dying.  Thefe  lines  rather  feem  to  hint  at  the  leparatc  exiftence  of  the 
Sou)  and  Body.

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MALCOLM  HAMILTON. 

[Succ.  1623.  C ib.  1629.] 

~KJIAL  CO  L  M  Hamilton ,  a  Native  of  Scotland ,  and  Chancellor  of  Down ,  was, 
together  with  Archibald  Hamilton ,  Bifhop  of  Killala ,  confecrated  in  St. 
Peter's,  Drogheda ,  on  the  29th  of  1623'  ;  and  the  year  following  was 

called  into  the  Privy-Council.  [Pie  alfo  obtained  a  faculty f  to  hold  in  Commen- 
dam  the  Chancellorfhip  of  Down ,  and  the  Redtory  of  Davenis  or  Devenifh  in 
the  Diocefe  of  Clogher  ;  and  a  grant  of  the  Mefne  Profits  of  the  Archbifhoprick 
during  the  Vacancy.]  He  died  of  a  raging  Feaver  at  his  Houfe  at  Camus ,  on 
the  25th  of  April  1629,  and  was  buried  the  2d  of  May  following  in  the  Cathe¬ 
dral  of  Cajhell ;  [where  there  is  a  Monument  eredted  to  his  Memory,  on  the 
North  fide  of  the  Choir  ;  the  Infcription  on  which  is  not  legible.  For  the  Let¬ 
ters  being  cut  fo  as  to  ftand  raifed  from  the  Plane,  were  together  with  his 
Arms  defaced  by  a  Chizel  in  the  Reign  of  King  J amct  the  lid,  by  fome  igno¬ 
rant  Papift ;  fo  that  nothing  is  now  to  be  made  out  but  his  Mitre  and  the  Motto ; 
which,  being  funk  into  the  Stone,  could  not  fo  eafily  be  erafed.  The  Motto  is, 
PaJceOves.  After  the  Death  of  Archbifhop  Hamilton,  this  See  continued  almoft 
a  year  vacant,  and  in  that  time  was  offered  by  the  King  to  James  Spottifwood , 
Bifhop  of  Clogher :  But  he  refufed  s  the  Tranflation. 


ARCHIBALD  H  A  MlLTO  N. 

[1 Succ .  1630.  Ob.  1659.] 

ARCHIBALD  Hamilton ,  Dodtor  of  Divinity  of  the  Univerfity  of  GlaJ- 
cow ,  and  (as  his  Predeceffor  was)  a  Native  of  Scotland ,  was  tranflated  from 
the  Sees  of  Killala  and  Achonry ,  to  thofe  of  Cajhell  and  Emly ,  on  the  20th  of 
April  1630.  He  died  at  Stockholm ,  in  Sweden ,  A.  D,  1659;  [almoft  eighty 
years  old,] 

THOMAS  FU  L  W  A  R. 

[Succ.  1660.  Ob.  1666.] 


THOMAS  Fulwar ,  Dodtor  of  Divinity  of  the  Univerfity  of  Dublin ,  was 
confecrated  Bifhop  of  Ardfert  in  1641,  and  was  Tranflated  to  this  See  by 
Letters  Patent  dated  the  ift  of  February  1660,  Englijh  Stile,  [and  at  the  fame 
time  had  his  Writ  of  Reftitution,  with  a  grant  of  the  Mefne  Profits  from  the 
Death  of  his  Predeceffor..  He  died  about  the  clofe  of  the  year  1666. 

THOMAS  PRICE. 

[Succ.  1667.  Ob.  1684.] 

THOMAS  Price ,  Bifhop  of  Kildare,  was,  by  the  Intereft  of  the  Duke  of 
Ormond,  tranflated  to  this  See  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  30th  of  May  1667. 
He  died  in  his  Epifcopal  Houfe  at  Cajhell  on  the  4th  of  Augujl  1684,  in  the  85th 
Year  of  his  Age.  After  his  death  the  Revenues  of  the  Sees  of  Cajhell  and  Emly 
were  received  by  the  Collectors  of  the  Crown,  and  diftributed  by  King  James  the 
I  Id  among  the  Popijh  Bifhops ;  fome  of  whom  received  two  hundred  Pounds,  and 
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iomc  one  hundred  pounds  a  year.  The  fame  way  were  the  Revenues  h  of  the  Sees  of 
Elphin ,  Clogher  and  Clonfert ,  (which  at  that  time  happened  to  be  vacantj  difpofed 
of.  This  Prelate  took  great  pains  in  reclaiming  the  Papifts  to  the  Communion 
of  the  Church  of  Ireland ;  and  for  that  end  maintained  many  lrijh  Clergymen  to 
preach  to  them  in  their  country  Language.  But  he  had  very  little  fuccefs  in  thefe 
his  laudable  endeavours  :  For  the  Popijh  Priells  were  no  lefs  aCtive  on  the  other 
hand  to  put  a  ftop  to  his  Defigns.  See  before  p.  393. 


N  ARCI SSUS  MARSH. 

[Succ,  1690.  Rcjign,  1694.] 

AFTER  a  long  vacancy  during  the  Reign  of  King  James  the  lid,  at  laid 
Narcijjus  Marjh  was  tranflated  from  Ferns  and  Leighlin  to  this  See  by  Let¬ 
ters  Patent  dated  the  26th  of  February  1690  *,  and  from  thence  to  the  Archbifhop- 
rick  of  Dublin  on  the  24th  of  May  1694  *,  and  then  to  Armagh  on  the  10th  of 
February  17 02.  See  before  p.  131.  358.  449. 


IF  1 L  Ll  AM  PALLISER. 


[Succ.  1694  Ob.  1726.] 


ILL  I  AM  Pallifer  was  tranflated  from  Cloyne  to  this  See  by  Letters  Pa- 
*  *  tent  dated  the  26th  of  June  1694.  He  died  in  Dublin  on*  the  firft  of  Ja¬ 
nuary  1726  in  the  85th  Year  of  his  Age,  leaving  behind  him  great  Wealth  to  an 
only  Son.  Yet  he  was  a  confiderable  benefactor  to  the  College  of  Dublin ,  where 
he  received  his  Education.  For  befides  ten  Pounds  given  by  him  towards  erec¬ 
ting  new  buildings,  when  he  was  a  Senior  Fellow  of  it ;  he  gave  twelve  hundred 
Pounds  more  in  two  Benefactions,  while  he  was  Archbifhop  of  Cajhell  for  the 
fame  end  ;  and  at  his  death  bequeathed  out  of  his  own  Library  all  fuch  Books 
and  Editions  of  Books,  as  the  College  Library  wanted  ;  which  have  been  flnce 
delivered  to  the  amount  of  above  four  thoufand  Volumes :  And  he  provides 
that  the  faid  Books  fhall  go  by  the  Name,  and  be  always  called.  Bibliotheca  Pal • 
liferiana ,  and  fhall  be  kept  and  placed  next  to  the  Library  devifed  to  the  Pro- 
voft.  Fellows,  and  Scholars  by  Primate  Ufsher ,  now  called.  Bibliotheca  Ufferiana  : 
And  further  that  if  they  fhould  fail  to  call  the  faid  Books  by  the  name  of  Bibli¬ 
otheca  Palliferiana ,  or  fhould  fail  to  keep  them  next  to  Ufsher' s  Library  ;  that 
then  the  Difpofition  of  the  faid  Books  fhould  be  void.  He  alfo  bequeathed  two 
hundred  Pounds  to  the  faid  College  to  purchafe  an  annual  Fund  to  buy  Books, 
to  be  added  to  thofe  before-mentioned.  I  know  of  no  writings  publifhed  by  this 
Prelate,  except  a  funeral  Oration  in  Latin  delivered  by  him  at  the  hearfe  of  James 
Margetfon ,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  and  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  Univerfity,  on 
the  30th  of  Augufi  1678,  while  he  was  Fellow  of  the  College  ;  which  was  pub¬ 
lifhed  the  year  following,  together  with  a  funeral  Sermon  preached  on  the  fame 
occafion  by  Henry  jones>  Bifhop  of  Meath.  See  under  Cloyne . 
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TV  1 L  L  I A  M  NICHOLSON. 

[1 Succ .  1726,  Ob.  eod.  An.] 

WILLIAM  Nicholfon,  Dodtor  of  Divinity,  was  born  at  Orton,  in  Cumberland , 
educated  in  Qtieens  College  in  Oxford  under  the  tuition  of  Dodtor  Thomas 
Barlow ,  late  Bilhop  of  Lincoln ,  ( of  which  Houfe  he  was  a  Fellow,)  Chaplain  to 
Dodtor  Thomas  Rainbow ,  Bilhop  of  Carlijte ,  Vicar  of  Blenerhaffet  in  that  Diocefe, 
firft  Archdeacon  and  then  Bilhop  of  Carlifle ,  was  tranllated  to  the  See  of  Derry  in 
1718,  and  from  thence  to  this  Archiepifcopal  See,  by  the  King's  Letter  dated  the 
28th  of  January  1 726:  But  he  died  fuddenly  at  Derry  on  the  13th  of  February  foL 
lowing.  Being  a  great  Lover  of  Antiquities,  he  built  an  Appartment  near  his  Gar¬ 
den  at  Derry  for  the  prefervation  of  the  Manufcripts  and  Records  relating  to  his 
See,  as  I  am  informed.  See  before  p.  1 96. 

TIMOTHY  GODWIN.

TIMOTHY  Godwin ,  Dodtor  of  Divinity,  was  born  in  Norwich ,  became 
Archdeacon  of  Oxford ,  was  promoted  to  the  Sees  of  Kilmore  and  Ardagh , 
on  the  1 6th  of  January  1713,  and  from  thence  tranllated  to  this  Archbilhoprick 
by  the  King’s  Letter  dated  June  the  3d  1727.  He  died  in  Dublin  on  the  13th 
of  Dece?nber  1729.  See  before  p.  245.

The  Chapter  of  Emly  confifts  of  a  Dean;  Chantor,  Chancellor,  Arch-* 
deacon,  and  five  Prebendaries,  viz.  Killsnelick—Lattin—  Ifertlaurence ; 
« which  is  united  to  the  Archbishoprick — Doon —  and  Dollar  dft  own,  of  old 
annexed  to  the  Archdeaconry.  There  is  no  Treafurer  in  this  Chapter, 
nor  has  there  been  fuch  time  out  of  mind. 

There  were  4  Rural  Deaneries  in  this  Diocefe  $  as  I  find  them  in  a  Re¬ 
turn  to  an  antient  Vifitation,  viz.  Any — Gri en— Tipperary  —  and  Na~ 
t  her  low,  i.  e.  Arlow.]

F  T  E  R  Cafhell  I  muft  proceed  to  give  an  account  of 
Emly ,  otherwife  called,  Imelaca-Ibair ,  a  very  antientEpif- 
copal  See,  feated  in  a  pleafant  and  fruitful  Country,  and 
formerly  endowed  with  large  Poffeffions.  Here  alfo  in 
antient  times  flood  a  celebrated  City,  which  however 
by  degrees  hath  dwindled  into  an  inconfiderable  Village. 
[It  was  placed  on  the  edge  of  a  Lake,  which  was  former- 
ly  confiderably  large,  and  covered  at  leaf!  200  Acres  or 
more  of  excellent  Pafturei  This  Lake  was  from  time  to  time  gradually  leffened 
by  the  improvements  of  the  neighbouring  Proprietors  ;  but  in  the  year  1717  or 
1718  it  was  laid  almofl  dry  by  the  induftry  of  Robert  Ryves  Efq;  who  held  the 
rich  Bottoms  bordering  on  it  fromArchbifhopPd//;/<?r.  There  was  formerly  a  Ferry 
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kept  here  to  waft  People  over  the  Lake  to  the  Church  ;  and  to  this  day  a  Crown 
Rent  of  6  3.  8  d.  is  charged  in  the  Collectors  Books,  payable  yearly  out  of  the 
Ferry  of  Emly  \  which  is  eonftantly  returned  in  Arrear,  the  caufc  having  ceafed. 
There  is  a  Lane  leading  from  Emly  to  the  low  Lands,  which  were  formerly 
overfpread  by  the  Water,  called,  Bbthar-y-Coit,  i.  e.  the  Lane  of  the  Cot  or  Boat. 
About  the  year  j  703  fome  People  digging  Turf  in  the  neighbouring  Bog  difeo- 
vered  a  large  Poll  (landing  in  the  Ground,  and  an  Iron  Ring  fixed  in  it ;  which 
was  fuppofed  to  be  placed  there  for  fattening  the  Ferry-boat  to. 

In  the  Church-yard  of  Emly  is  ereCted  a  large  Crofs  of  rough  unhewen  Stone, 
about  8  Feet  high  from  the  Surface  of  the  Ground  ;  and  there  is  a  Well  near  it 
called  St.Ailbe's  Well ;  both  which  arc  held  in  great  Veneration  by  the  fuperftitious 
Irijh  ;  who  flock  hither  in  vaft  Multitudes  to  celebrate  the  Feftival  of  the  Patron  on 
the  1 2th  of  Sept  ember  yearly.  In  the  time  of  Archbilhop  Pallifer  two  neighbour¬ 
ing  Magiftrates  obtained  a  Licence  from  him  to  demolifli  the  Crofs  and  flop  up 
the  Well,  as  being  Encouragements  to  Idolatry,  and  the  caufes  of  fome  Diforders 
in  the  Country  ;  yet  they  never  put  their  Defign  in  execution  ;  and  the  Crofs  and 
Well  continue  there  to  this  Day.] 

3  The  Annals  of  Uljler  fay,  that  Emly  was  plundered  by  Robbers,  and  the 
Mitre  of  St.  Ailbe,  which  had  been  preferved  there  for  many  Ages  with  great 
Care,  was  burned  A.  D.  H23.  Mcelmorda ,  who  was  at  that  time  Bilhop  of 
Emly,  made  his  efcape  by  Flight.  [It  was  afterwards  deftroyed  by  Fire  in  1 192.] 
Bifhop  Chrifiian,  who  died  in  1249,  is  faid  to  have  been  a  great  Benefactor  to 
his  Church,  and  was  very  intent  on  repairing  and  adorning  it.  Thomas  Hurly, 
Bilhop  of  Emly,  ereCted  in  this  Place  a  College  for  fecular  Priefts  in  the  Reign 
of  King  Henry  the  VIII.

TH  E  greatefi  Ornament  of  Emly  was  St.  Ailbe,  called  another  St.  Patrick , 
and  next  to  that  Saint,  the  fecond  Patron  of  the  People  of  Munftcr . 
\Ufsher  b  quotes  the  following  Irijh  Diftich  out  of  an  antient  Life  of  St.  Declan 9 
to  (hew  that  Ailbe  was  reckoned  the  Patrick  of  Munjler ,  and  Declan  the  Patrick 
of  Nandelt,  or  Deafie ;  which  Diftich  is  faid  to  have  been  written  by  St.  Patrick 
himfelf.

Ailbe  is  laid  to  have  been  born  in  the  Eaft  of  Ely  Q-Carrol  (which  was  then 
reckoned  a  part  of  Munjler)  of  Heathen  Parents.  His  Father  Olcnais  was  a 
Courtier  to  fome  Prince  of  thofe  Parts  who  having  fecretly  contracted  himfelf 

*  Deafies  or  Defees  was  a  Territory  in  that  part  of  Ireland  called  now  the  County  of  Waterford  ; 
extending  from  the  Banks  of  the  River  Suir  Southward  to  the  Sea,  and  comprehended  moll  part?  of  the 
County  of  Waterford.  It  was  inhabited  by  a  People  called  the  Defii ;  and  gives  name  to  a  modern 
Barony,  called  Decees.  There  was  another  Deafies  in  Meath  near  Tarah,  in  which  is  a  Barony  alio 
called  Decies.  The  Defii  of  Waterford  were  the  fame  People  with  thofe  of  that  Name  in  Meath;  who 
were  driven  from  their  firft  Settlements  by  Cormac  Ulfadha,  King  of  Ireland,  a  little  after  the  middle 
of  the  third  Century.  St.  DeclSn  was  Bifhop  of  Ardmore,  which  lay  in  the  Territory  of  the  Defii. 

a  Ware’s  Antiq.  chap.  29.  b  Primod.  p.  866. 
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to  Sandith ,  a  Maid  Servant  of  the  King’s,  got  her  with  Child  of  Ailbe ;  and  to 
conceal  his  Offence,  expofed  the  Infant  under  a  Rock.  The  Child  was  found 
by  one  Lochan ,  the  fon  of  Laidir,  who  committed  him  to  the  Care  of  fome  Bri¬ 
tons  refiding  in  thefe  parts  *,  who  nurfed  and  called  him  Ailbe ,  becaufe  he  was  found 
alive  under  a  Rock  For  Ail  in  the  old  Britijh  as  well  as  Irifh  fignifies  a  Stone,  as 
Beo  does  living.  After  this  time  a  certain  Chriftian  Prieft  was  in  Ireland  preach¬ 
ing  the  Gofpell,  many  years  before  St.  Patrick  ;  who  coming  into  Munjler  in- 
ftrudted  Ailbe  in  the  Chriftian  Faith,  and  baptized  him.  Ufsher  c  hath  placed  the 
Converfion  and  Baptifm  of  Ailbe  under  the  year  360.  When  Ailbe  grew  to  Man’s 
Eftate  he  took  a  Journey  to  Rome ,  and  was  inllru&ed  in  the  Holy  Scriptures  by 
one  Hilary ,  a  Bifhop  *,  who  perceiving  the  Wifdom  and  Sandlity  of  Ailbe ,  fent 
him  to  the  Pope  to  be  ordained  a  Bifhop  ;  with  whom  Ailbe  continued  a  year  and 
fifty  Days.  There  were  fifty  Men  who  followed  Ailbe  from  Ireland  to  Rome  % 
and  the  Pope  appointed  them  a  Cell,  and  placed  Ailbe  over  them  *,  and  Ailbe ,  at 
the  Inftance  of  Bifhop  Hilary ,  was  confecrated  a  Bifhop  by  the  Pope.  From 
Rome  he  returned  to  Ireland*  A.  D.  412,  to  preach  the  Gofpell  •,  and  landed  in 
the  North  parts  *,  but  from  thence  travelled  round  the  whole  Kingdom,  and  con¬ 
verted  and  baptized  great  Numbers  of  the  People  :  But  he  did  not  work  a  total 
Reformation  *,  becaufe  God  had  decreed,  that  St.  Patrick ,  who  came  after  Ailbe 
into  Ireland ,  fhould  be  the  main  Inftrument  of  that  Work.] 

An  antient  Anonymous  Author,  who  writ  the  life  of  St.  Colman  Bifhop  of  Dro~ 
more,  calls  St.  Ailbe ,  “  -Bifhop  of  Emly ,  a  wife  and  religious  Man  ;  and  adds 
further,  “  That  Colman  abode  with  him  fome  years  diligently  ftudying  the  Scrip- 
«  tures,  with  falling,  watching  and  prayers.  But  the  writer  of  the  Life  of  St. 
Reclan ,  not  yet  publifhed  that  I  know  of,  exprefsly  affirms,  that  St.  Ailbe  was 
made  Archbifhop  of  all  Munjler.  Thefe  are  his  Words.  “  St.  Patrick ,  Sr. 
«  Ailbe  and  St.  Reclan ,  with  many  of  their  holy  Difciples,  refiding  together 
«  in  the  City  of  Cajhell  with  King  RLngus ,  made  many  good  Conftitutions  of 
“  Chriftian  Dilcipline  5  and  there  King  HLngus  and  St.  Patrick ,  with  all  the 
“  People  eftablifhed  the  Archbifhoprick  of  Munjler  in  the  City  and  See  of  St. 
‘‘  Ailbe  for  ever  ;  and  then  St.  Ailbe  was  by  them  conftituted  Archbifhop.”  So 
alfo  the  writer  of  the  life  of  St.  Ailbe,  “  When  St.  Ailbe  (fays  he)  had  heard 
<6  that  St.  Patrick  had  converted  JEngus  Mac-Nefrich ,  King  of  Munjler  to  the 
“  Faith  of  Chrift,  and  that  he  was  with  him  in  the  City  of  Cajhell,  he  went  to 
“  Salute  them;  and  the  King  and  St.  Patrick  rejoiced  at  the  arrival  of  St. 
“  Ailbe ;  and  he  rejoiced  to  fee  them  *,  and  there  St.  Ailbe. took  St.  Patrick  for  his 
«  Mafter  ;  for  he  was  full  of  Humility.  Then  King  JEngus  and  St.  Patrick  or- 
“  dained  ;  that  the  Archbifhoprick  of  all  Munjler  fhould  for  ever  continue  in  the 
«  City  and  Chair  of  St.  Ailbe A  [This  happened  about  the  year  448.] 

It  is  a  Matter  of  Controverfy  at  what  Time  St.  Ailbe  began  to  preach  the  Gof- 
pel  in  Ireland.  Some  fay  he  laboured  in  propagating  the  Chriftian  Religion  there, 
and  converted  numbers  to  the  Faith  of  Chrift  before  St.  Patrick's  arrival  in  that 
Kingdom.  [But  Ware  adheres  to  the  Opinion  of  thofe,  who  place  him  later 
than  St.  Patrick ;  and  for  a  Proof,  refers  the  Reader  to  his  Notes e  on  the  Works 
of  St.  Patrick  touching  that  Head  :  To  which  he  adds  the  Authority  of  Hire - 
chan  &,  an  antient  writer,  who  fays,  “  That  St.  Ailbe  was  ordained  a  Prieft  by  St. 
Patrick  himfelf  and  from  the  Life  of  St.  Ailbe ,  before  quoted,  he  reafons. 

That  St.  Ailbe  was  a  Boy  while  Paladius  was  in  Ireland  upon  his  Million 
“  from  Pope  Celejlin ,  and  that  he  received  baptifm  from  him  and  from  thence 
he  infers,  that  as  Paladius  came  into  Ireland  in  431,  when  St.  Ailbe  was  a  Boy, 
that  therefore  he  could  not  be  a  Preacher  of  the  Gofpel  before  St.  Patrick,  who

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arrived  on  that  Million  the  year  following  :  And  in  his  Notes  s  on  the  Works  of 
St.  Patrick ,  he  adds  the  afiertion  of  Proffer ,  and  of  Bede ,  who  copies  from  Profper , 
viz.  “  That  Paladius  was  fent  the  firft  Bifhop  to  the  IriJhP  But  for  my  part 
I  cannot  put  what  H'irecban,  and  the  writer  of  the  life  of  St.  Ailbe  fay  in  bal¬ 
ance  with  a  Cloud  of  antient  Writers*  who  alledgej  that  St.  Ailbe  preached 
and  converted  many  in  Ireland  before  the  arrival  of  St.  Patrick.  The  Paf- 
fage  in  Profper  taken  altogether  confirms  this,  “  Ad  Scotos  (  fays  he)  in 
“  Chriftum  credentes  ordinatus  a  Papa  Celcftino  Paladius  primus  Epifcopus  Mit - 
“  titur .  To  the  Scots  believing  in  Chrift,  Paladius ,  being  ordained  by  Pope 
“  Celeftin ,  is  fent  the  firft  Biftiop.”  Which  implies ;  that  there  were  Chriftians 
in  Ireland ,  who  preached  and  converted  many  before  Paladius  ;  and  thefe  may 
as  well  be  St.  Kiaran ,  St.  Ailbe,  St.  Declan,  and  St.  Ibar,  (whom  Ufsber  h  calls 
the  Precurfors  of  St.  Patrick ,)  as  any  other :  And  UJsher *  obferves,  that  the  Word 
Primus ,  is  not  in  the  moft  perfed  Copy  of  Projper  j  and  then  it  will  amount  to 
no  more  than  this,  “  that  Paladius,  ordained  by  Celejlin,  was  fent  to  the  Scots 
‘‘  (i.  e.  the  Irifh)  believing  in  Chrift.”  See  this  Matter  fully  explained  by  Ufsher^y 
and  Loyd  K  But  this  by  the  way.]  This  good  and  great  Man  died  in  a  very  advan¬ 
ced  Age,(  yet  with  his  faculties  of  Mind  and  ftrength  of  Body  not  impaired,)  on  the 
1 2th  of  September  517,  or  (as  fome  fay)  541,  and  was  buried  at  Emly,  in  his 
own  Church.  [His  Feftival  is  annually  celebrated  on  that  Day  in  the  Church¬ 
yard  of  Emly.  Ufsher ,  from  the  Authority  of  the  Annals  of  Ulfler  and  Inisfall 
placeth  the  death  of  St.  Ailbe  under  the  firft  of  the  years  above  mentioned  as  he 
doth  the  time  of  his  Baptifm  under  the  year  360  *  if  fo,  he  muft  have  been  more 
than  167  years  old  when  he  died  :  For  we  are  told  by  the  Writer  of  his  Life  be¬ 
fore  quoted,  that  the  Chnftian  Prieft  who  baptized  him,  found  him  expofed  un¬ 
der  a  Rock,  and  praying  to  God  to  fhew  him  the  true  Faith.]

REGINALD  O-Flanua  died  iri  1197*  It  was  in  this  Prelate’s  time,  (if 
I  am  not  miftaken)  viz .  in  1192,  that  the  Cathedral  of  Emly  was  deftroyed 
by  Fire.  I  have  not  been  able  to  difeover  who  was  his  next  Succeflor.  One 
William  [Canon  of  Eifily  was  elected  A.  D.  1210:  But  the  Pope  nulled  the 
ele&ion  *,  [it  appearing0  that  the  Bifliop  Eledt  had  by  falfe  fuggeftions  obtained

AN  E  Henry ,  an  Englifh  Ciftertian  Monk,  and  Abbat  of  Bindon  in  Dorfetfhire , 
was  con  fee  rated  in  1212.  YCmgJohn,  on  the  7th  of  July  in  the  17th  year 
of  his  Reign  granted  to  this  Prelate  and  his  SuccefTors  the  priviledge  of  holding 
Fairs  and  Markets  at  Emly.  He  died  in  1227,  having  governed  this  fee  up¬ 
wards  of  fourteen  years.  On  the  26th  of  April  following  King  Henry  the  Illd- 
committed  theCuftodyp  of  the  Temporalties  to  Ralph  of  Norwich ,  Canon  of 
St.  Patrick's  Dublin  [during  pleafure  *,  and  ordered  the  Lord  Juftice  to  give  him 
Seifin  of  all  belonging  to  the  Bifhoprick,  in  the  fame  State  it  was  on  the  day  that 
Henry  late  Bifhop  of  Emly  died.] 

JOHN  COLL1NGHAM. 

[Succ.  1228.  Qb.  1236.] 

JOHN  Collingham  fucceeded  by  the  provifion  of  Pope  Honorius  the  Illd,  A.  D. 

1228,  [having  been  alfo  eledted  by  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Emly ,  but  with¬ 
out  the  King’s  precedent  Licence^  j  nor  had  he  the  King’s  fubfequent  approbation* 
For  which  Caufe  the  Archbifhop  of  Cafhell  refufed  to  confirm  or  confecratc  him  ; 
and  King  Henry  the  Hid  would  not  fuffer  him  to  be  reftored  to  the  Temporalties. 
Upon  which  the  Bifhop  eledt  appealed  to  Pope  Gregory  the  IXth,  who  appoin¬ 
ted  Delegates  to  hear  the  appeal  ;  and  the  King  nominated  his  Prodtor  to  de¬ 
fend  the  Rights  of  his  Crown  before  thefe  Delegates.  The  Pope  alfo  ifliied  a 
Bull  to  the  Archbifhops  of  Armagh  and  Dublin ,  and  to  the  Bifhop  of  Ferns ,  to 
examine  into  the  Merits  both  of  the  Eledtion  and  Perfon  ;  and  to  confirm  and 
confecrate  him,  if  Canonically  eledted,  and  to  inflidt  Cenfures  on  all  oppofers, 
dated  the  10th  of  July  1228.  The  King,  as  ufual,  was  worfted  in  the  Conteft, 
and  Collingham  enjoyed  the  See.]  On  the  14th  of  June  1236,  the  King  granted 
a  Licence  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Emly ,  to  proceed  to  the  Eledtion  of  a  Suc- 
ceffor,  I  fuppofe,  upon  the  death  of  Collingham. 

CHRISTIAN 

[Succ.  1236.  Qb.  1249.] 

H  R  IS  1 1 A  N ,  who  fucceeded,  by  Inftrument  r  dated  at  London  on  the  Fe- 
ftival  of  the  Apoftles  Simon  and  Jude,  A.  D.  1237,  granted  Indulgences  of 
20  Days  to  the  promoters  of  the  building  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  in  that  City.  [In 
1245  he  maintained  an  Affize  of  Novel  Diffeifin  againfl  Alan  O-Sullevan,  Bifhop 
of  Cloyne,  for  a  tenement  in  Kilcomyr,  which  he  claimed  in  right  of  his  See  ;  and 
obtained  a  Verdidt.  But  the  Chief  Juftice  refufed  to  give  Judgment  without  the 
King’s  Diredtion  •,  becaufe  the  Defendant  Bifhop  had  threatned  to  Excommunicate 
him  if  he  did.  TheKing,  being  made  acquainted  with  this  Infolence,  ifTued  aWritf,

and  to  attach  and  imprifon  the  Ecclefiaftical  Judges,  for  holding  Plea  againft  his 
Prohibition.  He  alfo  ordered  him  to  imprifon  the  Bifhop  of  Cloyne  for  profecutin<y 
fuch  fuit  in  the  fpiritual  Court  after  his  Prohibition,  and  to  hold  him  in  Reftrai  nt. 
Untill  he  fhould  make  ample  amends  for  his  contemptuous  proceedings.]  In  the  Re¬ 
cords  1  of  the  Tower  of  London ,  I  find,  that  one  Daniel ,  Prior  of  the  Hofpital  of  St. 
John  without  Newgate,  Dublin ,  obtained  the  Royal  afient  on  the  8th  of  April  1238, 
as  eledt  Bifhop  of  Emly.  But  it  feems  he  was  neither  confecrated,  nor  reftored  to  the 
Temporalties  of  this  See:  For  this  Chriftian  enjoyed  it  untill  his  Death,  which 
happened  in  1249  ;  and  he  is  faid  to  have  been  a  great  Benefadlor  to  his  Church 
of  Emly ;  He  uled  for  his  Motto  *,  — Vias  tuas ,  Domine ,  Monjira  Mihi, —  0  Lord 
fhew  me  thy  Ways. 

GILBERT  0-D  O  V  E  R  T  T 

[Succ.  1251.  Cb.  1265.} 

UPON  the  King’s  Licence  to  proceed  to  the  Ele&ion  of  a  Succefibr,  dated 
the  1 2th  of  Decejjiber  1249,  Gilbert  O-D over ty.  Dean  of  Emly,  was  elec¬ 
ted  by  the  unanimous  Voice  of  the  whole  Chapter;  but  was  not  approved  of 
by  the  Royal  Confirmation  untill  the  12  th  of  Ottober  1251,  in  the  fir  ft  year  of 
his  own  Confecration.  [There  is  extant  an  Epiftle u  from  Pope  Innocent  the 
IVth,  dated  the  28th  of  July  that  year,  to  King  Henry  the  Hid,  intreating  his 
favour  in  behalf  of  this  Prelate,  to  reftorc  him  to  the  Temporalties,  which  was 
foon  after  done.]  On  the  7th  of  OHober  following  he  granted  Indulgences  of 
20  Days  to  St.  Paul9 s  Church,  London  *,  and  died  on  the  9th  of  Ottobcr  1265. 

FLORENCE  of E  MLT. 

[Succ.  1266.  Ob.  1271.] 

'TfLORENCE  of  Emly,  fo  called  becaufe  he  was  born  at  that  place,  (accor- 
»•  ding  to  a  Cuftom  often  prevailing  among  the  Ecclefiafticks  of  that  AgeJ  was 
Canon  of  the  Cathedral  of  Emly ,  and  fucceeded  in  the  Bifhoprick.  He  was 
confecrated  abont-Whitfontide  1266,  (the  Election  of  Laurence  of  Dunlac,  Chan¬ 
cellor  of  Emly  being  reje&ed.J  Bifhop  Florence  died  about  the  dole  of  the  year 
1271,  and  was  buried  in  his  own  Cathedral. 

MATTHEW  MAC-GORM  AN. 

{Succ.  1272.  Qb.  1275.] 

~K/r  AT  T HEW  Mac-Gonnan,  Archdeacon  of  Emly ,  was  confirmed  by  the 
King’s  Letters  Patent  on  the  18th  of  June  1272,  and  confecrated  in 
Auguft  following.  He  fat  but  two  years  and  a  few  Months.  [For  on  the  fifth 
of  May  1275  a  Licence  w  ifiiied  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Emly  to  proceed  to 
the  Election  of  a  Succeffor.]

Y~\AFJD  O-Cuffy ,  a  Cijlertian  Monk,  and  Abbatof  Holy  Crofs  in  the  County 
of  Tipperary,  fucceeded  [being  elected  on  the  24th  of  June]  and  was  con¬ 
firmed  by  the  Royal  Afient  on  the  2d  of  Auguft  1275  ;  [on  which  Day  his  Writx 
of  Reftitution  ifiued.  He  is  called  O-Tujjigh  in  the  Annals  of  Inisfall ;  and 
in  the  Accounts y  of  John  de  Satendford ,  Efcheator  of  Ireland ,  O-Cujby  ;  but  in 
other  Records,  as  here.]  He  died  in  June  1281. 


TV  1  L  L  I A  M  de  CLIFFORD. 

[Succ.  1282.  Qb.  1306.3 


\\T  ILL  I  AM  de  Clifford ,  Efcheator  of  England ,  fucceeded  ;  and  was  con- 
fecrated  in  1282.  Afterwards  in  1299  the  Temporaries  of  the  Bi- 
fhoprick  were  fequeftred  intb  the  Exchequer,  for  Debts  contracted  while  he  was 
Efcheator.  [The  Cuftody  z  of  the  See  was  hereupon  granted  to  John  Cantock 
and  the  management  of  all  the  Profits  of  it  under  the  Bifhop.  But  on  the  4th  of 
April  following  a  Writ a  ilfued  to  the  Juftice,  reciting  the  Seizure  and  Cuftodium 
and  that  Cantock  did  not  account  either  with  the  King  or  with  the  Bifhop,  but 
converted  the  Profits  to  his  own  Ufe  •,  and  therefore  commanded  him  to  iffue  a 
Scire  Facias  againft  Cantock,  to  appear  at  the  Exchequer  in  England,  to  account 
with  the  King  and  the  Bifhop  :  And  the  fame  Day  another  Writb  ifiued  to  the  Juf 
tice,Treafurer,  and  Barons,  commanding  them  to  take  the  Temporalties  into  their 
Hands,  and  to  feize  all  the  Goods  of  the  Bifhop  thereon,  he  having  affigned  them  to 
the  King  for  fatisfaCfion  of  his  Debts.  They  Were  then  committed  to  the  Cuftodv 
of  Bartholomew  de  Sutton ,  in  trufl  both  for  the  King  and  Bifhop  5  and  he  was  made 
refponfible  for  them  in  the  Exchequer.  But  he  proved  as  bad  a-Truftee  as  Cantock  • 
fo  that  on  the  12th  of  February  1301  another  Writ c  ifiued  co  the  Juftices,  Trea- 
furer,  and  Barons,  committing  thefe  Temporalties  into  other  Hands,  Bartholomew 
de  Sutton,  the  former  Cuftodee,  having  unfaithfully  acimiruftred  them.]  Our 
Bifhop  died  in  England  in  1306,  [and  on  the  10th  of  Augujl  that  year  the  King 
ifiued  a  Licence d  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Emly  to  proceed  to  the  Election  of 
a  Succefibr. 


THOMAS  CANTOCK. 

[Succ.  1306.  Ob.  1308.] 

THOMAS  Cantock,  was  born  in  England,  but  was  Chancellor  of  Ireland, 
Canon  of  Emly,  [and  Prebendary  of  Molldgymon  in  the  Diocefe  of  Cajhell, 
to  which  he  was  advanced  by  the  King  on  the  1 5th  of  Augujl  1 302  c,  by  reafon 
of  the  vacancy  of  that  See.]  Being  eleCted  to  fucceed  in  the  Bifhoprick  of  Emly9 
he  obtained  the  Royal  Afient  on  the  4th  of  September  130 6,  [and  at  the  fame 
time  had  his  Writ f  of  Reftitution  to  the  Temporalties.]  He  ftill  retained  the 
Chair^llorfhip,  and  was  the  fame  year  confecrated  in  Chrift -Church,  ttublin , 
in  prelence  of  great  numbers  of  the  Nobility,  Clergy  and  others  5  all  Vyhom  he

is  faid  to  have  feafted  with  a  magnificence  unheard  of  in  thefe  times.  While  he 
was  Chancellor,  fome  records  belonging  to  the  Chancery,  which  were  depofited 
in  St.  Marfs-Abby,  near  Dublin ,  were  aeftroyed  by  an  accidental  Fire,  He  fat 
but  a  ftiort  time  :  For  he  died  on  the  third  of  February  1308  {Englijh  (tile)  <c  at 
“  which  time  ( I  fpeak  out  of  the  publick  Records J  the  great  Seal  was  in  the 
“  cuftody  of  Matter  John  Cantock ,  at  Dublin ,  and  of  Matter  Henry  de  Raggeley , 
“  untill  the  Saturday  next  after  the  Purification  of  the  Rlefifed  Virgin  ;  and  on 
“  that  Day  the  faid  Henry  delivered  the  Seal  to  the  Treafurer  and  Barons  of  the 
<c  Exchequer ,  Dublin ,  by  precept  from  the  aforefaid  Treafurer,  and  the  Coun- 
“  cil  of  our  Lord  the  King  i  which  Seal  was  fhut  up  in  the  Treafury  under  the 
«c  Seals  of  the  faid  Henry ,  Matter  Walter  de  ljlelep ,  and  Hugh  Canon ,  to  be  kept 
“  there  untill  the  arrival  of  Pierce  Gavefton ,  Earl  of  Cornwall ,  Lord  Lieutenant 
“  of  Ireland ,  who  delivered  the  Seal  of  our  Lord  the  King  to  Walter  de  I  horn- 
“  bury.”  On  the  26th  of  February  the  King  granted  a  Licence  to  the  Dean  and 
Chapter  of  Emly  to  proceed  to  the  ele&ion  of  a  SuccdTor. 

WILLIAM  ROGHENED. 

[Succ.  1309.  Ob.  1335,] 

WILLIAM  Roghened,  or  Roghead,  Dean  of  Emly,  fucceeded  in  1309. 

As  he  was  riding  towards  the  Cathedral  his  Horfe  ttumbled,  and  threw 
him,  and  broke  three  of  his  Ribs  on  the  right  fide.  This  accident  happened  on 
the  24th  of  December  1327.  Yet  he  lived  afterwards  untill  the  year  1335,  when 
he  died,  and  was  buried  in  his  own  Church. 

RICHARD  le  WALLETS. 

[Succ.  1335.  Ob.  1355.] 

BEFORE  the  end  of  the  faid  year,  Richard  le  Walleys ,  or  Waljh,  was  e- 
le&ed  and  confecrated.  He  fat  about  twenty  years,  and  died  in  Oliober 
*355'  [The  reader  may  fee  an  Account  of  an  Indiftment  againft  this  Prelate, 
for  oppofmg  the  levying  a  fubfidy  granted  to  the  King,  under  the  life  of  Ralph 
Kelley,  Archbilhop  of  Cajhell. ] 

JOHN  ESMOND. 

[Succ.  1356.  Ob.  1362.]

JOHN  Efinond ,  Archdeacon  of  Ferns ,  fucceeded  by  the  provifion  of  Pope 
Innocent  the  6th,  and  was  reftoredto  the  Temporalties  on  the  27th  of  April 
*356  ;  where  having  fat  about  fix  years  he  died  on  the  fourth  of  April  1362. 

W  .1  L  L  I  A  M. 

[ Succ *  1363.  Sed.  1393.] 

ON  E  William ,  Archdeacon  of  Emly ,  fucceeded  by  Papal  Provifion  ;  and 
was  reftored  to  the  Temporalties  on  the  nth  of  October  1363,  as  vacant 
by  the  death  of  one  David.  But  if  any  filch  Perfon  was  confecrated,  it  is  de- 
monftrable  from  the  publick  Records,  that  he  died  before  he  was  reftored  to 
the  Temporalties,  and  that  he  fat  but  a  very  Ihort  time.  Our  Bifhop  William 
governed  this  See  a  grat  while  :  For  he  was  alive  on  the  17th  of  December  13931 
but  I  have  not  difcovered  when  he  died.  [In  1 377  he  was  fined  100  Marks,  for 
not  appearing,  upon  Summons,  at  a  Parliament  held  at  Caflledermot  that  year,

NE  Nicholas ,  Bilhop  of  Emly ,  died  In  1422  ;  but  I  am  ignorant  when  he 
^  was  confecrated.  Upon  the  death  of  Nicholas ,  John  Rijhberry  s,  an  Au- 
guftin  Hermit,  was  declared  fucceflor  by  Pope  Martin  the  Vth.  But  he  delayed 
to  expedite  his  Letters  of  Provifion  ;  and  one  Robert  Winded,  a  Francifcan  Frier, 
was  appointed  to  fucceed,  by  the  like  Provifion  of  the  Pope,  on  the  14th  of  Decem¬ 
ber  1423.  Yet  it  appears  that  he  never  was  confecrated.  For  after  the  Death  of 
the  faid  Nicholas ,  one  Thomas  Burgh ,  an  Augujlin  Canon;  [of  Forgio  in  the 
County  of  Clare ]  was  elected  Bilhop  of  Emly  :  But  he  alfo  being  not  expeditious 
enough,  Robert  Portland  %  [or  Poetlan]  a  Francifcan  Frier,  was  appointed  Bilhop 
of  Emly  by  the  Pope’s  Provifion,  on  the  firft  of  February  1429.  However  it 
doth  not  appear  whether  he  was  confecrated  or  not,  nor  whether  he  ever  faw 
the  See  of  Emly. 

THOMAS 

[Slice.  1431.  Ob.  1443.] 

tnpHESE  clafhing  Provifions  were  the  Caufe,  that  the  Epifcopal  Revenues 
-*■  were  for  a  long  time  returned  into  the  King’s  Exchequer.  But  at  laft  one 
Thomas  was  confecrated  in  1431.  He  fat  12  years,  and  died  in  1443.  ^  fufpeft 

he  was  the  fame  perfon  with  Thomas  de  Burgh  before  mentioned. 

CORN  E  LIU  S  O-CUN  LIS 

[Suce.  1444.  Refgn.  1448.]

*1  TPON  the  Death  of  Ibomas,  Pope  Eugene  the  I Vth  A.  D.  1444  k  appointed 
^  Robert  of  England ,  a  Francifcan  Frier,  to  fucceed.  But  he  was  the  fame 
year  either  reje<5ted,  or  promoted  to  the  See  of  Tiberias  in  Galilee ,  under  the  Pa^ 
triarch  of  Jerufalem  ;  and  Cornelius  O-Cunlis,  alias  O-Ricalis ,  a  Francifcan  Frier 
alfo,  was  advanced  to  the  Bifhoprick  of  Emly  [on  the  6th  of  October  that  year.]  As 
foon  as  he  was  confecrated,  he  was  fent  Nuntio  into  Ireland ,  to  collect  aids 
againft  the  Turks.  On  the  29th  of  September  1448  he  was  tranflated  to  Clonfert.

TH  E  See  of  Emly  being  vacant  by  the  death  of  Philip ,  Donat  O-Brieril 
Doctor  of  Laws,  obtained  a  Provifion  to  it  from  the  Pope,  on  the  10th 
of  November  1494.  I  do  not  know  what  was  the  Reafon  ;  but  he  was  laid  afide5 
or  at  leaf:  not  confecrated  •,  and  Charles  Mac-  Brien,  Canon  of  Emly ,  was  advan¬ 
ced  to  it  by  the  Pope’s  Provifion  on  the  30th  of  April  1498.  I  do  not  find 
when  he  died. 


THOMAS  HU  R  LET. 

[Ob.  1 542.] 

T  HO  MAS  Hurley ,  a  Canonift  of  great  Reputation,  died  in  a  very  advan¬ 
ced  Age  A.  D.  1 542,  and  was  buried  in  his  own  Church  *,  in  which  he 
had  eredted  a  College  for  Secular  Priefls.  One  Thomas  was  confecrated  Bilhop 
of  Emly  in  1507  :  Perhaps  he  was  the  fame  with  this  Thomas  Hurley . 


MNEAS  0-H1FERN  AN.

H  E  year  following  JEneas  0-Hifernany  or  O-Hernan ,  an  Hofpitaller,  and

of  King  Henry  the  VUIth.  He  fat  about  ten  years. 

REYMUND  de  BURGH. 

[Ob.  1562.] 

RETMUND  de  Burgh ,  an  Obfervantin  Francifcan  Frier,  fucceeded,  and 
died  on  the  28th  of  July  1562,  and  was  buried  in  a  Francifcan  Monafte- 
ry  at  Adare.  [ Allemand  n  fays  at  Athenry  in  the  County  of  Galway. \  Of  his 
Succeffors,  after  the  Union  of  the  two  Sees  of  Cajhell  and  Emly  in  1568,  the 
Reader  may  turn  to  the  Accounts  given  of  the  Archbifhops  of  Cajhell ,  [in 
the  life  of  James  Mac-Cagwell  *,  in  whofe  time  this  Union  was  eftablifhed  by  Adt 
of  Parliament.]

The  Chapter  of  Limerick  is  conftituted  of  the  following  Members,  viz. 
Dean,  Chantor,  Chancellor,  Treafurer,  Archdeacon,  and  11  Preben¬ 
daries,  i.  e.  St.  M unchins — Donaghmore — Bally cahan — •  Killbeacan — • 
T ullybracky — Killedy — Difiert — Ardcanny — Croagh — Efiin —  and  Ath- 
nett ,  which  laft  is  the  Menfal  of  the  Bishop.  The  Diocefe  is  divided 
into  5  Rural  Deaneries,  viz.  Kilmallock — Adare ‘—Garth  alias  Ballin- 
garry — Ardagh —  and  Rathkele. ] 

0  N  A  L  D  O-Brien,  King  of  Limerick ,  founded  and  en¬ 
dowed  the  Cathedral  of  Limerick ,  and  dedicated  it  to  the 
Virgin  Mary ,  about  the  time  of  the  Arrival  of  the  Eng - 
lijh  in  Ireland.  But  there  is  a  Church  in  Limerick ,  com¬ 
monly  called,  St.  Munchirfs  Church  *,  which  is  now  only 
Parochial  •,  yet,  as  fome  fay,  was  heretofore  a  Cathedral, 
founded  by  St.  Miinchin ,  the  Son  of  Sedna ,  firft  Bifhop 
of  Limerick,  and  afterwards  reftored  by  the  Oftmen.  But 
the  Enquiry  of  others.  Donat  O-Brien ,  Bifhop  of  Li. 
rmmck,  was  a  great  Benefa&or  to  this  Cathedral  about  the  beginning  of  the  13th 

[6]  L  Century 
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Century.  Among  other  things  he  afligned  Prebends  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter, 
and  made  fome  Conftitutions  concerning  the  Liturgy  ufed  in  his  Church,  and  the 
Priviledges  of  his  Canons.  It  was  he  alfo,  if  I  am  not  miftaken,  who  ere<fled  the 
Deanery  and  Chapter.  Afterwards  Hubert  de  Burgh ,  Bifhop  of  Limerick ,  augmen¬ 
ted  the  number  of  Prebends  in  this  Church,  and  was  a  Benefaddor  to  the  Vicars- 
Choral  of  it  :  And  his  next  Succeffor,  Robert  of  Etnly ,  appropriated  the  Ecclefi- 
aftical  Benefices  of  Carnarthy  and  Rathfiward  to  the  Deanery  ;  as  may  be  feen  in  an 
antient  Regiftry  of  the  Church  of  Limerick.  Euftace  del  Ewe ,  Bifhop  of  Lime * 
ricks  early  in  the  14th  Century  laid  out  large  Sums  of  Money  on  adorning 
and  repairing  his  Church.  About  the  year  1490  the  Citizens  of  Limerick  re- 
edified  the  Nave  of  this  Cathedral,  which  had  fallen  into  ruin.  Bifhop  Adams  in 
the  lafl  Century  was  at  confiderable  expences  in  repairing  and  adorning  it,  which 
he  alfo  furniflied  with  a  fet  of  Organs.  Nor  ought  it  to  be  forgotten,  that  the  Bi- 
fiiopricks  of  Limerick  and  Inis-Cathay* ,or  thelflsnd  of  Gathajnzxt  united  about  the 
end  of  the  12th,  or  the  beginning  of  the  1 3th  Century.  [But,  according  to  Ufsher % 
the  Poffeffions  of  it  are  divided  between  the  Sees  of  Limerick ,  Killalce  and  Ardfert. 

I  fnall  here  take  Occafion  to  mention  what  occurs  in  antient  Monuments  concerning  the  See  of 
Inis-Cathay.  It  is  faid  to  have  been  founded  by  St.  Patrick  about  the  middle  of  the  fifth  Century,  and 
to  be  governed  by  him  for  fome  time,  whom  St.  Senan  fucceeded  j  to  which  alludes  the  paffage  before 
cited,  p.  34 ;  where  St.  Patrick  is  introduced  prophecying  that  Senan,  not  then  born,  fhould  be  hit 
Succeffor.  The  Prelates  of  this  Church  are  fometimes  called  Bilhops  and  fometimes  Abbats  ;  and 
there  are  very  few  traces  to  be  met  with  concerning  them  in  antient  Writers  ;  the  following  are  al] 
I  can  colled. 

St.  Senan,  Bifhop  and  Abbat  of  Inis  Cathay,  was  born  in  Corko-Bajkind,  a  Maritime  Territory  in 
the  County  of  Clare,  and  was  defcended  by  his  Father  Ergindus  from  Conair  the  I.  King  of  Ireland. 
His  Mother’s  Name  was  Comgelia,  of  a  Munjler  Family  alfo.  He  received  his  firft  Rudiments  and  the 
Monaftick  Habit  from  the  Abbat  CaJJldanus  ;  and  was  afterwards  a  Difciple  to  Natalis ,  Abbat  of  Kil- 
onanach  in  Offory  ;  and  then  to  St.  David,  Bifhop  of  Menevia,  in  Wales.  Returning  to  Ireland  he  foun¬ 
ded  many  Monafteries  in  feveral  Parts  of  Munjler,  and  at  laft  fixed  his  Seat  at  Inis-Cathay.  He 
died  on  the  itt  of  March,  544,  the  fame  day  and  year  with  St.  David  beforementioned,  and  was 
buried  in  his  own  Monaftery  at  Inis-Cathay.  Colgan  b  hath  publifhed  his  life  in  Latin  Verfe  out  of 
the  antient  Book  of  Kilkenny  ;  to  which  he  hath  added  a  fupplement  in  Profe  from  an  Irijh  Manufcript. 
To  thefe  I  refer  fuch  Readers  who  are  defirous  of  knowing  more  of  St.  Senan. 

Odran,  Bifhop  of  Inis-Cathay,  was  the  Difciple  and  immediate  Succeffor  of  St.  Senan.  Heflouriftied 
about  the  year  580. 

Aidan,  Bifhop  of  Inis-Cathay,  is  mentipned  in  the  Martyrology  of  Marian  Gorman,  and  his  Fcflival 
obferved  on  the  31ft  of  Augujl. 

Another  Aidan,  Abbat  of  Inis-Cathay,  died  in  861. 

Flathbert,  Abbat  of  Inis  Cathay,  and  afterwards  King  of  Munjler  after  Cor  mac  Mac-Culenan,  died 
in  940.  Fie  was  the  great  Fomenter  and  Firebrand  of  that  War  in  which  Cormac  loft  his  Life. 

Colla,  Abbat  and  Dodlor  or  Matter  of  Inis-Cathay,  died  in  994. 

O  Burgus,  Comorban  of  Inis-Cathay,  died  in  1081 

Aid  Q-Beachain,  Bifhop  of  Inis-Cathay,  died  in  1188  j  and  foon  after  his  death  the  See  of  Inis -Car 
thay  was  united  to  that  of  Limerick.] 

To  return.  This  City  [heretofore]  thefaireft  of  all  Munjler ,  is  now  commonly 
called, Limerick  j  but  was  formerly  known  by  the  name  of  Lumniacum ,  and  in  Irijh9 
Lumneach  ;  from  whence  the  Bifhops  of  this  See  were  in  antient  times  called  Lum - 
nicenfes  and  Lumnicani ;  To  which  Name  this  Charter  granted  by  the  before  named 
Donald ,  to  Brittius,  Bifhop  of  Lumnican  or  Limerick  about  the  year  1 194,  refers. 
“  Domnaldus  &c.  Domnald ,  King  of  Lumniach ,  to  all  the  faithful  of  God,  as  well 
ct  prefent  as  to  come,  greeting.  Know  ye  all,  that  I  have  granted  to  Briftius,  Bi-

and  the  Lands  of  Ivamnach  ;  that  is,  from  the  Arch  of  Imungram  to  the  Lands 
of  Jmalin ,  and  from  the  Ford  of  Ceinu ,  to  the  River  Sinan ,  with  all  their  ap- 
pendances  :  And  in  ratification  of  this  my  Grant  in  Frankalmoigne ,  I  confirm 
it  with  theimprefiion  of  my  Seal.  Witnefs  Matthew ,  Archbifhop  of  Cajhell , 
“  and  Roger  O-Gradei."  The  Shenon,  called  ,  by  Ptolomey  the  Senus,  which  is 
the  nobleft  River  of  all  Ireland ,  is  divided  here  into  two  Channels,  and  flows  round 
the  greateft  part  of  this  City  *,  of  which  Alexander  Necham  fays  thus. 

Fluminibus  magnis  Icetatur  Hibernia,  Sineus 
Inter  Connatiam  Momoniamque  fluit : 

Franfit  per  muros  Limerici,  Knock  Patrick  ilium 
Oceani  Claufum  fub  ditione  videt. 

Great  Rivers  do  delight  Ierne' s  Sons, 

*Twixt  Munfier  and  Conaught  the  Shenon  runs  ; 

By  Lim'rick  Walls  we  fee  it  gently  glide. 

And  at  Knock  Patrick  in  the  Ocean  hide.  , 

The  City  is  fortified  by  a  Caftle,  well  furnifhed  with  Artillery,  and  furrounded 
withftrong  Walls  ;  efpecially  on  thofe  fides  which  are  not  defended  by  the  River. 
Some  interpret  Lumneach  *  to  fignifie,  locum  denudatum  ex  paflu  e^uorum,  a 
place  eaten  bare  by  Horfes  :  Let  others  conflder  the  truth  of  this  Notion. 

St,  MU  N  C  H  I  N. 

ST.  Munchin ,  the  Son  of  Sedna ,  is  faid  to  have  been  the  firft  Bifhop  of  Li~ 
merick ,  and  to  have  founded  a  Cathedral  there,  called  after  his  Name  5 
which  is  now  only  a  Parilh  Church.  It  is  a  matter  of  no  fmall  Controverfy  who 
this  Munchin  was.  Some  ate  of  opinion,  that  he  was  that  Mancenus,  whom  Joce - 
lin  e  calls  “  a  Religious  Man,  and  one  of  compleat  Knowledge  in  the  Scriptures  5 
“  and  whom  (as  he  affirms) St.  Patrick  placed  a  Paftor  over  the  Subje&s  of  AmaU 
“  gaid.  King  of  Conaught, then  lately  converted  by  him  to  the  Chriftian  Faith.’* 
Others  (I  think)  with  lefs  probability  confound  him  with  that  Manchenus ,  whom 
the  Annals  of  Ulfter  call,  Abbat  of  Menedrochit ,  and  fay  that  he  died  in  651  or 
652.  The  commemoration  of  the  Death  of  this  Manchenus  is  pointed  out  un* 
der  the  name  of  Manicheus ,  the  Wife  Irijhman ,  in  the  Books  de  Mirabilibus 
Scriptures ,  by  fome  erronioufly  aferibed  to  St.  Auguftin d.  The  Name  is  not  un¬ 
like,  and  the  times  fall  in  exactly.  The  Feftival  of  St.  Munchin  of  Limerick  is 

obferved  on  the  firft  of  "January .  _  ' 

I  find  nothing  related  of  the  Succefibrs  of  St.  Munchin  in  the  See  of  Limerick 

before  the  times  of  the  OJtmen  *,  who  for  a  long  period,  while  they  were  Hea¬ 
thens,  among  other  Cities,  held  pofifeflion  of  Limerick  by  force  of  Arms.  But 
in  the  10th  Century  they  were  converted  to  the  Chriftian  Religion.  However  I 
hardly  find  any  Bifhop  in  this  fee  before  Gille ,  or  Gillebert ,  who  began  to  govern 
it  about  the  beginning  of  the  12th  Century.

WHETHER  Gille,  or  Gillebert,  Biffiop  of  Limerick ,  and  [firft]  Apoftolick 
Legate  of  Ireland ,  was  an  Irijhman ,  or  an  OJlman ,  I  know  not  •,  but  he 
fiouriffied  A.  D.  1110,  and  the  fame  year  convened  a  Synod  at  Rath  breafail  •, 
wherein,  /among  other  things )  the  Limits  of  the  Biffiopricks  of  Ireland  were  laid 
out.  [ Keating,  hath  given  us  an  account  of  the  particular  boundaries  of  each  of  the 
Diocefes  in  the  Kingdom,  as  they  were  then  determined  :  But  the  names  he  men¬ 
tions,  are  fo  worn  out  of  knowledge,  that  I  muft  be  content,  for  want  of  Informa¬ 
tion,  to  pafs  them  over,  and  refer  the  reader  to  him c  *,  only  obferving  that 
twenty  five  Biffiops  are  Lid  to  have  been  prefent  at  this  Aflembly.]  Biffiop  Gille 
a  {filled  at  the  Confecration  of  Bernard ,  Biffiop  of  Menevia  fSt.  David's)  in  1 1  r5, 
which  was  performed  at  Weflminfter  by  Ralph ,  Archbilhop  of  Canterbury ,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Eadmerus.  In  1139,  growing  old  and  infirm,  he  voluntarily  di- 
vefled  himfelf  of  the  Legatine  Authority  •»  and  the  Pope  preferred  Malachy 
Mor^air,  then  Bifhop  of  Down ,  to  that  Office.  ‘  For  it  was  intimated  to  him 
“  (fays  St.  Bernard* )  by  Bifhop  Gillebert ,  who  was  then  Legate,  that  through 
“  age  and  infirmities  he  could  not  attend  the  Duties  of  his  Office.”  Gille  did  not 
five  long  after  this  [but  died  about  the  year  1140.]  He  hath  written,  (befides 
fome  Epifiles  to  Anfelm ,  Archbifhop  of  Canterbury ,  and  others)  a  Book  on  the 
State  of  the  Church  ;  which  Dr.  Thomas  James ,  in  his  Catalogue  of  the  Manu- 
feripts  of  Bennet  College,  Cambridge ,  and  from  him  John  Pitts  s,  have  aferibed 
to  a  Counterfeit  Gille,  Bifhop  of  Lincoln .  [ Ufsherh  intitles  this  Book,  deJJju  Ec- 
clejtaflico.  It  contains  the  different  forms  of  Liturgies,  and  the  various  ways  of 
celebrating  Divine  Service  in  the  Church  of  Ireland  ;  which  he  endeavours  to 
reform  to  the  Roman  Cuflom.  I  cannot  but  think  that  this  is  the  fame  Perfon, 
whom  Pitts  S  in  another  part  of  his  Work,  mentions  under  the  name  of  Gilbert , 
Gifjebert ,  and  Gifelbert ,  Bifhop  of  Limerick  ;  and  where  he  makes  him  the  Au¬ 
thor  of  a  Book  de  StatuEcclefice ,  which  is  the  fame  with  the  Book  de  Ufu  Ecclefice , 
which  he  afterwards  aferibes  to  Gille ,  Bifhop  of  Lincoln.  He  makes  him  a  Bene- 
dittin  Monk  of  Wefiminjler ,  and  Abbat  of  that  Houfe  •,  that  he  fludied  Divi¬ 
nity  under  Anfelm ,  Archbifhop  of  Canterbury  •,  afterwards  vifited  the  Academies 
of  France  and  Italy ,  travelled  to  Rome,  and  returned  by  Germany  ;  where  in  the 
City  of  Ments  he  held  a  learned  Deputation  with  a  Jew ,  well  fkilled  in  the  He¬ 
brew  Language  and  the  old  Law,  which  he  afterwards  reduced  into  the  form  of 
a  Dialogue,  and  dedicated  it  to  Archbifhop  Anfelm ,  intitled,  de  fide  Ecclefue  Con¬ 
tra  Judceos.  Pitts  adds,  that  towards  the  end  of  his  life  he  travelled  to  Ireland , 
and  was  created  Bifhop  of  Limerick.  But  he  miflakes  in  placing  his  death  under 
the  year  11 17.]  _ 

PA  PRICK. 

[Succ.  1140.] 

T  TPON  the  death,  or  at  leafl  the  Refignation  of  Gille  or  Gillebert  in  1140  , 
one  Patrick  was  ele&ed  Bifhop  of  Limerick  by  the  Ofimen.  He  went  for 
England ,  and  was  confecrated  there  by  Theobald ,  Archbifhop  of  Canterbury ;  hav¬ 
ing  firft  made  the  following  profeffion  of  Obedience,  k.  “  I  Patrick ,  eleefted 
to  the  Government  of  the  Church  of  Limerick ,  and  being  now  by  the  Grace 
of  God,  about  to  be  confecrated  Biffiop,  by  you,  Reverend  Father,  Theobald ,

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M  Archbifhop  oF  the  Holy  Church  of  Canterbury ,  and  Primate  of  all  Britain , 
“  do  promife  in  all  things  to  pay  my  bounden  Subjefiion,  and  Canonical  Obe- 
“  dience,  to  you,  and  all  your  SuccefTors,  canonically  fucceeding  you.’*  This 
Profeflion  may  be  fecn  in  an  antient  Book  in  the  Cotton  Library,  which  formerly 
belonged  to  the  Church  of  Canterbury.  He  fat  but  a  fhort  time  in  this  See  ,  how° 
ever  I  am  not  informed  of  the  certain  Year  of  his  Death. 


Harold.

1179  and  1180.  Donald  O-Bricn,  King  of  Limerick ,  granted  the  Lands  of 
Imungram ,  or  Mungret ,  and  the  Lands  of  Ivamnach  to  this  Briftius,  and  his  Sue- 
ccffors,  and  to  the  Clergy  of  St.  Mary's  of  Limerick.  [See  the  Charter  before*

DON  AT  O-Brien ,  a  perfon  defeended  from  the  Royal  Family  of  that 
name,  was  the  next  Succefior.  He  was  the  firft  who  fet  about  enlarging 
his  Cathedral  *,  and  he  filled  it  with  Secular  Canons,  to  whom  he  afligned  Prebends, 
and  laid  down  Rules  for  their  Government.  He  flood  in  a  high  Degree  of  Fa¬ 
vour  with  King  John  ;  and  indeed  with  great  Juftice  :  For  he  was  indefatigable 
in  promoting  his  Honour,  courting  his  Friendfhip,  and  managing  his  Affairs  5 
as  King  John  himfclf  confeffeth  in  his  Charter.  This  Prelate  died  in  1207  ;  and 
as  he  was  illuftrious  by  Birth,  fo  he  was  more  illuftrious  for  his  Learning,  Wif- 
dom  and  Liberality.  [He  granted  1 40  days  Indulgences  to  the  Abby  of  Glaf- 
tonbury  in  England. ]

UPON  the  Death  of  Donat ,  King  John  ufed  his  Endeavours  to  advance 
one  Geffry ,  Refior  of  Dungarvan ,  to  this  See  5  and  on  the  5th  of  Decem¬ 
ber  1207  writ  Letters  to  Miler  Fitz- Henry,  Lord  Juftice  of  Ireland,  with  Inftruc- 
tions  to  procure  Geffry  to  be  defied  by  the  Clergy  of  Limerick.  But  I  have  not 
been  able  to  difeover,  [with  any  Certainty]  whether  he  was  defied  or  confecrated. 
[I  find  in  the  Latin  Edition  of  Sir  James  Ware\  Bifhops  this  marginal  Note,  in-

T)  IS  HOP  Edmund  died  in  1222  j  but  I  am  at  a  lofs  to  fix  the  Time  of  his 
Confecration. 

HUBERT:  de  BURGH 

[Succ.  1222.  Ob.  1250.] 

THE  next  Succeffor  was  Hubert  de  Burgh  5  a  Prelate  defcended  of  a  Noble 
Family,  and  Prior  of  the  Monaftery  of  St.  Edmund  King  and  Martyr,  at 
Athajjel  in  the  County  of  Tipperary,  founded  by  William  de  Burgh  about  the  year 
1200.  The  King  reftored  him  to  the  Temporalties  of  the  See  of  Limerick  on 
the  1  ith  of  March  1222  ( Englijh  Stile.;  He  was  a  great  Benefaftor  to  his  Ca- 
thedral,  and  to  the  Canons  and  Vicars  Choral  (as  I  think  they  are  called)  of  it* 
He  granted  the  Church  of  [St.  Mary]  of  Inifkejly  to  the  Abby  of  the  bleffed 
Virgin  at  Keynjham ,  in  Somerfet/hire  in  England.  He  died  on  the  14th  of  Sep¬ 
tember  1250,  and  was  buried  in  a  Monaftery  of  the  Dominicans  at  * Limerick  5 
[as  appears  in  an  antient  Calendar  of  that  Order,  and  in  an  antient  Regiftry  of 
the  Deans  of  Limerick.  See  of  this  hereafter  under  Maurice  0 ■  Brien ,  Bifhop  of 
Kilfenora.  A  little  before  his  Death  the  Bifhops  of  Ireland  had  formed  a  project 
to  deprive  the  King  of  the  Cuftody  of  the  Temporalties  of  all  Sees  during 
vacancies  ;  as  alfO  to  obftruft  their  Tenants  from  fuing  in  the  King*s  Courts  with¬ 
out  the  Pope’s  affent.  This  Prelate  was  employed  in  the  year  1250  by  the  Bi- 
lhops  to  folicit  this  grand  affair  at  Rome.  The  Attempt  allarmed  the  King ;  and 
on  the  20th  of  May  that  year  he  wrote  m  to  the  Pope  upon  the  Occafion,  and  con¬ 
jured  him  not  to  give  way  to  any  Suggeftions  made  to  the  prejudice  of  his  Rights; 
He  alfo  armed  his  Agents  at  that  Court  with  a  Commiflion  to  refift  and  oppofe 
with  all  their  power  every  fuch  attempt.  The  death  of  the  Bifhop  of  Limerick 
which  followed  prefently  after,  prevented  his  Journey,  and,  for  what  appears,  put 
a  flop  to  the  Defign.] 

R  O  B  E  R  T  of  E  M  L  r. 

[Succ.  1251.  Ob.  1272.] 

'  I  1  H  E  King  granted  his  Conge  de  EJlier  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Limericky 
*  and  they  elected  Robert  of  Emly,  alias  Neil ,  who  was  confirmed  by  the 
King’s  Letters  Patent,  on  the  fecond  of  January  1251  ( Englijh  Stile.)  In  1253  he 
granted  to  Thomas  of  Woodford ,  Dean  of  Limerick ,  and  to  his  Succeffors,  the 
Ecclefiaflicai  Benefices  of  Carnarthy  and  Rathfvward  y  and  died  on  the  8th  of 
September  1272. 

GERALD  le  MARESGALL. 

[Succ.  1272.  Ob.  1301.] 

RALD  U  Marefcall ,  Archdeacon  of  Limerick,  obtained  the  Royal  Af- 
fent  on  the  nth  of  January  following  the  death  of  Bifhop  Robert ,  [and 
a  Mandate  to  the  Archbifhop  of  Cafhell  to  confecrate  him.  But  before  his  Elec- 
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tion,  the  King  granted  n  the  cuftody  of  the  Temporalties  to  him  for  one  year, 
faving  Knights  Fees,  Advowfons,  Wards,  Reliefs  and  Efcheats,  which  he  re¬ 
ferred  to  himfelf.]  He  recovered  a  great  many  of  the  Pofleffions  of  his  See 
which  had  been  unjuftly  ufurped  by  others  ;  [and  in  particular,  A.  D.  1297,  he 
obtained  Judgment0  on  a  Writ  of  Entry  brought  againft  Richard  Myath  for  one 
Mefliiage,  one  Plow-land,  and  four  hundred  Acres  of  Wood,  with  their  Ap¬ 
purtenances,  in  the  Lands  of  Lifredy,  which  his  Predecefior  Robert  had  granted 
to  the  Defendant,  without  the  affent  of  the  Chapter  of  Limerick.  ]  The 
Conftitutions  made  by  this  Prelate  are  extant  in  the  Regiftry  of  the  Bifhops  of 
Limerick.

RO  B  E  R  T  of  Dondovenald,  alias,  Dondonyl ,  Canon  of  the  Cathedral  of  Li¬ 
merick ,  fucceeded  by  Canonical  Ele&ion,  and  was  confecrated  in  1302, 
[The  King’s  affent  to  the  Election,  and  his  WritP  of  Reftitution  bearing  date  the 
30th  of  July  that  year.  Yet  he  was  not  actually  reftored  to  theTemporalties  *  until 
the  23d  of  September  following;  as  appears  by  the  Accounts  in  the  Chief  Re¬ 
membrancer’s  Office.]  Having  governed  this  See  almoft  nine  years,  he  died  on 
the  third  of  May  1311*  and  lies  buried  in  his  own  Church. 


E  U  ST  A  C  E  del  EU^E. 

[Sue.  13  i  i.  Ob.  1336.] 

EU  ST  A  C  E  del  Ewe ,  or  Waters,  Dean  of  Limerick ,  was  confecrated  before 
the  clofe  of  the  year  1311.  He  laid  out  great  fums  of  Money  in  ador¬ 
ning  and  repairing  his  Church  ;  to  which  having  at  laft  put  the  finiffiing  Hand,  it 
was  dedicated  in  July  1327.  He  died  on  the  third  of  May  <336,  having  iat 
Upwards  of  twenty  four  Years  ;  and  was  buried  in  his  own  Cathedral. 


MAURICE  ROCHFOR  T. 

[Succ.  1337.  Ob.  1353.] 

M  AURIC  E  de  Rupeforti ,  Or  Rochfort ,  was  confecrated  at  Limerick  on  the 
6th  of  April  1337.  [In  1347  an  Information  was  exhibited  againft  him 
for  oppofing  the  levying  of  a  Subfidy  granted  to  the  King;  and  he  was  thereupon 
found  guilty  ;  of  which  the  Reader  will  find  a  full  account  in  the  life  of  Ralph 
Kelley ,  Archbiffiop  of  Ca/hell  .p.  478.]  He  was  for  a  time  (viz.  in  1351)  Deputy 
to  Sir  Thomas  Rokeby ,  juft  ice  of  Ireland  ;  and  died  on  the  9th  of  June ,  or,  as 
others  fay,  on  the  14th  of  April,  1353.  The  Annals  of  Nena^h,  give  him  the 
Character  of  u  a  Man  of  a  good  Life,  and  honeft  Convention.” 


STEPHEN  LAWLES. 

[Succ.  1354.  Ob.  1359.J

STEPHEN  Lawles,  Chancellor  of  t  he  Cathedral  of  Limerick ,  fucceeded 
Biffiop  Rochfort ,  and  was  reftored  to  the  Temporalties  by  the  King  on  the 
13th  of  May  1354.  He  died  on  Innocents  Day  1359.

ST  E  P  H  E  N  de  Valle ,  or  Wale ,  Dean  of  Limerick ,  fuccceded  by  the  Pope’s 
Provifion  ;  and  was  confecrated  in  1360.  He  governed  this  See  nine  years, 
and  in  that  time  was  made  Treafurer  of  Ireland.  He  was  tranflated  from  this 
See  to  the  Bifhoprick  of  Meath  ;  where  having  fat  about  ten  years,  he  died 
at  Oxford  on  the  fourth  of  November  1 379,  and  was  buried  there  in  a  Dominican 
Monaflery.  While  he  was  Bifhop  of  Limerick ,  he  tranflated  the  Bones  of 
Richard  Fitz-Ralph ,  Archbifnop  of  Armagh^  commonly  called  St.  Richard  of 
Dundalk ,  from  Avignon  to  Dundalk ,  the  birth-place  of  that  Archbifhop,  and 
depofited  them  in  a  Monument  in  the  Parifh  Church  of  St.  Nicholas  in  that 
Town.  In  a  Parliament  held  at  Trim  in  June  1485,  a  Chantry  was  confirmed 
in  this  Church  of  St.  Nicholas  at  Dundalk  “  in  honour  of  God,  the  blefled  Vir- 
“  gin,  St.  Nicholas ,  and  St.  Richard  of  Dundalk."  As  the  Statute  fpeaks. 


PETER  C  U  R  R  A  G  H. 


[Succ.  1369.  Refign.  1400.] 


PET  E  R  Curragh ,  [by  others  called r  CreagF]  a  Native  of  the  County  of  Dublin, 
was  elected  the  next  SuccefTor,  and  took  the  Oath  of  Fealty  to  King  Edward 
the  third  before  William  of  Wickhdm ,  Bifhop  of  Winchejler ,  on  the  10th  of  Febru* 
ary  1 369  (Engli/hStile.)  We  findin  Luke  Wading { a  Bull  of  Pope  Gregory  theXlth, 
dated  at  Avignon  the  20th  of  Augufl  137 6,  in  which  is  contained  a  large  Account 
offome  Accufations  fet  on  foot  againfl  this  Prelate,  by  Philip  of  Torrington,  Arch- 
bifhop  of  Cajhell ,  Confervator  of  the  Priviledges  of  the  Francifcan  Friers  in  Ireland % 
and  of  the  Examination  of  the  whole  Matter  referred  to  Simon  Sudbury ,  Arch¬ 
bifhop  of  Canterbury ,  [to  whom  the  Pope  gave  Authority  to  enquire  into  the  Pro¬ 
ceedings  of  this  Biihop,  and  if  he  found  the  Complaints  true,  to  pronounce  the 
Bifhop  and  his  Accomplices  excommunicated.  He  alfotook  away  all  Power  of 
Appeal,  untill  competent  Satisfa&ion  were  made  to  the  Archbifhop  of  Cajhell  5 
and  that  he  lhould  oblige  them  to  come  to  the  Apdftolick  See  for  Abfolution. 

The  Charges  againfl  this  Prelate  were  ;  that  when  Archbifhop  Torrington  came 
to  redrefs  the  Grievances,  which  the  Francifcans  complained  of,  and  cited  the 
Bifhop  to  anfwer  them,  he  laid  violent  Hands  on  the  Archbifhop,  and  tore  the 
Citation  from  him  with  fuch  Force,  that  he  drew  his  Blood  ;  and  like  a  Man  bereft 
of  his  Senfes,  ordered  the  Archbifhop  to  be  gone,  or  it  lhould  fare  worfe  with 
him*andhi*s  Attendants.  That  the  Bifhop,  being  cited,  refufed  to  appear  by  him- 
felf  or  Proiflor,  laid  more  Grievances  on  the  Friers  after  the  Citation,  than  he 
had  done  before,  and  excommunicated  all  within  his  Diocefe,  who  lhould  repair 
for  divine  Service  or  Sepulture  within  their  Church.  That  the  Bifhop  having 
been  a  long  time  excommunicated  for  Debts  due  to  the  Apoflolick  See,  paid  no 
regard  thereto,  but  adted  as  ufual :  That  the  Archbifhop  having  cited  him  for 
Herefy,  was,  together  with  the  Clergy  who  attended  him,  in  Danger  of  being 
aflaulted,  if  he  had  not  ran  away  ;  and  that  after  he  had  retired,  the  Bifhop, 
cloathed  in  his  Pontifical  Ornaments,  enterecf  the  City  of  Limerick ,  with  his  Ac¬ 
complices,  and  by  Bell  Book  and  Candle,  publickly  excommunicated  every  Per- 
fon  who  had  fupplied  the  Archbifhop  with  Food  or  Entertainment.  That  when 
the  Archbifhop  had  on  a  Day  of  Solemnity  repaired  to  Limerick ,  according  to 

r  M  S.  Catal.  in  Coll.  Libr.  D.  42.  faid  to  be  taken  out  of  the  Black  Book  of  the  Deans  of  Lim. 
f  Annal  Minor.  Tom.  4.  inter  Regeft.  Pontif.  p.  157. 
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Cuftom,  to  preach  ;  the  Bifhopcaufedpublick  Proclamation  to  be  made,  that  no 
Body,  under  pain  of  Excommunication,  fhould  hear  the  Archbifhop’s  Sermon,  and 
excommunicated  by  Name  fuch  who  attended  it.  That  when  the  Archbifhop  left 
the  City,  the  Bifliop  fent  fome  of  his  Servants  after  him,  who  laid  violent  Hands 
on  him,  and  forced  the  Bridle  off  his  Horfe.] 

I  am  at  a  lofs  how  this  Tempeft  came  at  laft  to  be  appeafed.  Peter  lived  many 

years  after  thefe  Troubles.  He  refigned  his  See  in  the  year  1400,  and  died  about 
the  end  of  Oftober  14 07. 

CO  R  N  E  LIUS  O-DEA. 

[1 Succ .  1400.  Refgn.  1426] 

CO  R  N  E  L  IU  S  O-Dea ,  Archdeacon  of  Killaloe ,  fucceeded  in  the  year 
1400.  He  alfo,  as  his  Predeceffor  dad  done,  refigned  in  1426,  in  order 
to  live  a  retired  life.  He  died  on  the  27th  of  July  1434,  and  was  buried  in  his 
own  Cathedral,  under  a  Monument  [of  black  Marble]  adorned  with  his  Statue. 
[But  in  1621  this  Monument  was  removed  to  a  place  let  apart  for  the  Bifhops  of 
Limerick ,  on  the  fouth  fide  of  the  Choir,  where  is  to  be  read  this  Infcription.

This  is  the  Effigies  of  that  moft  Reverend  Man,  Cornelius  O-Dae,  formerly  Bif- 
hop  of  Limerick ,  who,  to  perpetuate  the  Memory  and  Honour  of  fo  great  a  Pre¬ 
late,  was  tranflated  to  this  burial  place  of  the  Bifhops  of  Limerick ,  that  he  might 
reft  with  his  Brethren,  on  the  14th  of  July  1621.  But  it  was  removed  hither  at 
the  charge  of  that  moft  noble  Hero,  Donat ,  Earl  of  Thomond,  then  the  Right  Ho¬ 
nourable  Lord  Prefident  of  the  Province  of  Munjler. ] 

JOHN  MOTH  EL. 

[Succ.  1426.  Refgn .  1458.] 


JOHN  Mothel,  an  Auguftin  Canon  of  the  Abby  of  Kells  in  the  County  of 
Kilkenny ,  fucceeded  by  the  provifion  of  Pope  Martin  the  Vth,  and  was  re- 
ftored  to  the  Temporalties  on  the  23d  of  January  1426,  (  Englijh  ftile.  ) 
He  governed  this  See  almoft  thirty  two  years ;  refigned  it  in  1458,  and  died  in 
1468. 

WILLIAM  CREAGH 

[Succ.  1459.  Ch.  1472.] 

T 'KTILL1AM  Creagh ,  a  Native  of  Limerick,  fucceeded  by  Papal  Provifion? 

*  *  upon  the  refignation  ofBifhop  Mothel,  and  was  confecrated  in  1459. 
fat  in  this  See  about  thirteen  years  ;  and  in  that  time  recovered  the  Lands  of 
Donaghmore ,  which  had  been  againft  right  ufurped  by  others.

HO  MA S  Arthur  fucceeded.  He  was  born  in  the  City  of  Limerick ,  and

JOHN  Dunow,  or  Dumow ,  Canon  of  Exeter ,  Do&or  of  Laws,  and  at  that 
time  Embaffador  from  King  Henry  the  Vllth  to  the  Court  of  Rome ,  was  no¬ 
minated  to  fucceed  by  the  Pope’s  Provifion  on  the  13th  of  November  i486.  He 
alfo  died  at  Rome  in  the  third  year  after  his  Confecration*  before  he  had  the  op- 
portunity  of  vifiting  his  See. 

JOHN  FO  L  AN. 

[Succ.  1489.  Ob.  1321.]

JOHN  Folan ,  Canon  of  Ferns,  [Rector  of  Clonmcre ]  and  Procurator  1  for 
Off  avian  de  Palatio ,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh  at  the  Court  of  Rome ,  was 
advanced  to  this  See  by  the  Pope  on  the  13th  of  May  1489.  About  the  year 
1490,  while  he  fat  in  this  See,  the  Citizens  of  Limerick  repaired  the  Nave  of  the 
Cathedral  of  St  Marfs,  in  Limerick ,  which  was  then  fallen  into  great  decay* 
Our  Bifhop  died  on  the  30th  of  January  1521. 


JOHN  C  0  Y  N. 

[Succ.  1522.  Refign.  15^1.] 


UPON  the  Death  of  Bifhop  Folan ,  King  Henry  th«  Vlllth  laboured  ear- 
neftly  to  fubftitute  in  his  room,  Walter  Wellejley,  Prior  of  Conal,  who  was 
afterwards  advanced  to  the  See  of  Kildare.  But  he  was  rejected,  I  know  not  for 
what  Caufe,  and  John  Coyn  or  Quin,  a  Dominican  Frier,  was  promoted  to  it ;  and 
enjoyed  it  afterwards  untill  the  9th  of  April  1551',  on  which  Day,  being  blind 
and  difabled  by  infirmities,  he  refigned  it.  [He  afliftedat  a  Synod  held  at  Lime¬ 
rick  A.  D.  1524  by  Edmund  Butler  Archbifhop  of  Gajhell,  of  which  fee  an  account 
before  p.  482. 

WILLIAM  CASET. 

[Succ.  1551.  Depr.  1556.  Succ.  iter .  1571.  Ob.  159 1.] 

WILLI  AM  Cafey,  Redtor  of  the  Church  of  Kilcornan ,  was,  at  the  Inflance 
of  James  Earl  of  Defmond,  advanced  to  this  See  by  King  Edward  the  Vlth, 
and  confecrated  at  Dublin  the  fame  year  [in  which  Bifhop  Coyn  had  refigned]  (du¬ 
ring  the  Vacancy  of  the  See  of  Cajhell)  by  George  Brown ,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin , 
affifted  by  the  Bifhops  of  Kildare ,  Ferns  and  Leighlin.  He  was  fome  years  after 
deprived  in  the  Reign  of  Queen  Mary  [by  George  Dowdal ,  Archbifhop  of  Ar¬ 
magh,  and  William  Waljh ,  eledt  Bifhop  of  Meath,  by  Virtue  of  the  Queens 
Commiffion]  but  was  reftored  again  to  his  Bifhoprick  by  Queen  Elizabeth.  Af¬ 
terwards,  A.  D.  1588,  being  through  Age  and  a  bad  State  of  Health  rendred  un¬ 
equal  to  the  Duties  of  his  Office,  one  Dennis  Gambeliy  a  Scotchman  born,  and 
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[Archdeacon  and  then  w  Dean  of  Limerick ,  [and  Re&or  of  Dntmcliffe  in 

the  Diocefe  of  Killalloe~\  was  fet  over  him  as  a  Coadjutor  [for  the  Execution  of 
the  fpiritual  Fun&ions  of  the  Bifhoprick  s  for  which  the  third  part  of  the  Tempo- 
ralties  was  afligned  to  him  during  pleafure.]  He  died  worn  out  with  Age  on  the 
7th  of  February  1591,  and  the  See  was  after  his  Death  vacant  two  years. 

HUGH  L  A  C  T. 

[Succ.  1557.  Refign.  1571.] 

T  T  UG  H,  or  Ulic  Lacy ,  or  Lees ,  Canon  of  Limerick ,  was  at  the  inftance  of 
Queen  Mary,  advanced  to  this  See  by  Pope  Paul  the  IVth,  during  the 
life,  but  Deprivation  of  Bifhop  Cafey ;  and  was  reftored  to  the  Temporalties  on 
the  13th  of  April  1557,  having  firfl  taken  the  following  Oath,  as  appears  in  the 
publick  Records.  <6  I  Hugh ,  Bifhop  of  Limerick ,  elected  and  confecrated,  do 
acknowledge,  that  I  have  and  hold  all  the  temporal  poffeflions  of  the  fliid 
Bifhoprick,  from  your  Hands,  and  from  your  SuccefTors,  King’s  of  England » 
u  as  in  right  of  the  Crown  of  your  Kingdom  of  Ireland  *,  and  to  you  and  your 
C£  SuccefTors,  Kings  of  England ,  faith  will  bear.  So  help  me  God,  and  his  holy 
tc  Gofpels.”  He  refigned  in  1571?  and  William  CaJ'ey  fucceeded  him,  of  whom 
before. 

JOHN  THORNBURGH. 

[Succ.  1593.  Refign.  1603.] 

JOHN  Thornburgh ,  Do&or  of  Divinity,  was  born  in  Salifbury ,  and  was  d 
Student  of  Magdalen  College  in  Oxford.  He  was  alfo  Chaplain  to  Queen  Eli¬ 
zabeth ,  by  whom  he  was  advanced  to  this  See  a  little  before  the  clofe  of  the  year 
1593,  [the  Letters  Patent  for  his  promotion  bearing  date  the  20th  of  September 
that  year  *,]  and  he  held  the  Deanery  of  York  [and  the  Prebend  of  Tockrington 
in  that  Diocefe]  by  Difpenfation.  [ Anthony  Wood  x  gives  a  larger  Account  of 
him.  “  He  fays  he  was  firlt  Chaplain  to  the  Earl  of  Pembroke ,  who  promoted 
“  him  to  the  Re&ory  of  Chilmark ,  in  JVUtfhire  ;  from  whence  Queen  Elizabeth 
u  advanced  him  to  a  Benefice  in  Yorkfhire  (I  fuppofe  the  Prebend  before  mention- 
<c  ed)  and  to  the  Deanery  of  York  A.  D.  1589.  He  adds,  that  he  performed 
te  many  eminent  Services  for  the  Crown  after  his  advancement  to  the  See  of  Li - 
mericki  which  were  the  caufe  of  his  fubfequent  Promotions ;  and  he  gives  him 
u  the  Character  of  a  perfon  well  furnifhed  with  Learning,  Wifdom,  Courage,; 

and  other,  as  well  Epifcopal,  as  temporal  Accomplifhments,  befeeming  a 
u  Gentleman^  a  Dean,  and  a  Bifhop.  That  he  had  great  fkill  in  Chimiftry, 
u  by  which,  it  was  thought,  he  attained  to  fo  great  an  Age,  arriving  to  his  89th 
i(  year.  That  he  was  a  lover  of  natural  and  experimental  Philofophy,  and  a 
great  encourager  of  Thomas  Bufhel  in  his  fearches  after  Mines  and  Minerals.] 
He  was  tranflated  to  the  See  of  Briftol  in  England  [on  the  4th  7  of  July]  i  603 
[and  together  with  Briftol  he  held  the  faid  Deanery  and  Prebend  in  Commen- 
dam  by  Letters  Patent  z  dated  the  8th  of  July  after.]  From  Briftolht  was  tran¬ 
flated  to  the  See  of  Worcefter  on  the  17th  of  February  1616  ;  in  which  he 
died  in  a  very  advanced  Age  A.  D.  1640  ;  and  lies  buried  in  his  own  Ca¬ 
thedral,  under  a  Monument,  which  was  in  a  mofl  fhameful  manner  defaced 
by  fome  diftradbed  Sectaries.  [Yet  enough  remains  to  inform  us  fully  of  this

The  Summer  pafletk^away,  but 
another  year  will  bring  it  again  ;  Night 
clouds  the  Sun,  but  light  fhall  foon 
difperfe  the  Shade  *,  and  in  the  laft  Day 
the  Dead  fhall  arife.  A  Monument  is  a 
remembrancer  to  the  Mind,  not  of  a 
flight,  butofatranflation;  For  we  are  not 
faid  to  fly,  but  to  pals  out  of  life  ;  that 
in  death  Sin  is  buried  with  the  Sinner; 
and  the  Sinner  fhall  rife  without  Sin. 
No  body  receives  the  approaches  of 
death  cheerfully,  but  one  who  hath  long 
compofed  himfelf  to  the  thoughts  of  it; 
but  lolicitous  about  his  Funeral,  what 
he  hath  once  expe6ted  with  certainty, 
he  often  defires  earneftly  ;  that  he  who 
hath  long  failed  in  the  dangerous  ftreights 
of  labours,  may  at  laft  call  Anchor  in 
the  Haven  of  fecurity  and  fafety.  We 
daily  divide  this  very  life  which  we  live, 
with  death  ;  for  as  we  advance,  our  life 
decTeafeth  ;  and  although  there  be  but 
one  entrance  into  this  life,  yet  there  are 
many  paflages  out  of  it ;  God  hath  not 
given  to  us  Pilgrims  in  this  life  a  Houfe 
for  habitation,  but  an  Inn  to  bait  in. 


Ware  mult  have  been  mif-informed,  as  to  the  defacing  of  this  Monument ; 
flnee  Dr.  Thomas  hath  not  only  been  particular  in  the  defeription  of  it,  but  hath 
alfo  given  the  Draught  of  it  in  a  Copper-plate,  and  faith  that  it  is  now  Handing. 
Eachard  d  placeth  his  death  in  1641,  in  the  90th  year  of  his  Age,  and  copies 
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his  Chara&er  from  Wood.  But  the  before-mentioned  Dr.  ’Thomas  tells  us,  that  he 
died  at  Hartlebury  on  the  3d  of  July  1641,  aged  94  ;  another  Writer c  fays,  the  9th 
of  July  that  year.  What  he  told  King  Charles  the  Firft  a  little  before  his  Death, 
is  remarkable  ;  “  that  he  had  out-lived  feveral,  who  had  expected  to  have  fuc- 
“  ceeded  him  in  the  See  of  Wore  eft  er,  and  now  (fays  he)  I  am  afraid  I  fhall 
“  out-live  my  Biflioprick,”  which  had  almoft  come  to  pafs.]  The  Reader  may 
find  a  fuller  account  of  this  Prelate  in  the  Supplement  to  the  Bifhops  of  England , 
wrote  in  Englijh  by  Sir  John  Harrington  in  the  year  1608,  for  the  private  Ufe  of 
Henry ,  then  Prince  of  Wales. 


BERNARD  ADAMS. 

[Succ.  1604.  Qb.  1625.] 


T)  E  R  N A RD  Adams ,  Matter  of  Arts,  had  his  Education  in  Trinity  College , 
^  Oxford.  He  was  appointed  to  fucceed  Bifhop  Thornburgh  in  this  See  by 
King  James  the  Ift,  and  was  confecrated  in  April  1604.  Together  with  the  See  of 
Limerick ,  he  held  alfo  that  of  Fenabore ,  (or  Kilfenora )  [which  was  then  united  to 
Limerick  pro  ed  vice ]  by  Difpenfation,  from  the  year  1606  to  the  year  1617,  in 
which  he  refigned  it.  He  was  at  no  fmall  Charge  in  repairing  his  Cathedral ; 
which  he  alfo  furnifhed  with  a  fet  of  Organs,  and  other  Ornaments.  He  died  in 
Limerick  on  the  2id  of  March  1625  ( Englifh  Stile)  and  lies  buried  in  his  own 
Church,  under  a  Monument  erefled  to  his  Memory  ;  [on  which  are  the  following 
Infcriptions  both  in  Latin  and  Englijh.  J 


Bernardus facet  hie  en  Adamus ,  Epifcopus  olimy 
Omnia  nonvidit  Salamonis ,  at  omnia  vana . 

A  Bifhop  once  here  Bernard’s  Bones  remain  ; 

He  faw  not  all,  but  faw  that  all  was  vain.

FRANCIS  GOUGH. 

[ Succ .  1626.  Ob.  1634.] 

FRANCIS  Goughs  Chancellor  of  Limerick ,  [was  born  d  in  Wiltjhirey  entred  a 
Batler  in  St.  Edmunds-Hall  Oxford  A.  D.  1611,  and  afterwards  made  one  of 
the  Clerks  of  New 'College  in  that  Univerfity  ;  where  he  took  his  Degree  of  Mafter 
of  Arts  in  1618.]  He  was  confecrated  Bifhop  of  Limerick  at  Cajbell  on  the  17th 
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of  September  1626,  [the  Patent  for  his  Creation  bearing  date  the  10th,  and  his  Man¬ 
date  for  Confecration  and  Writ  of  Reftitution  the  nth  of  July  before.  The 
day  following  his  Reftitution  the  Chancellorfhip  of  Limerick  was  granted  to  Hugh 
Gough ,  as  void  by  his  Promotion.]  He  died  at  Limerick  of  the  Squinfie  on  the 
29th  of  Augujl  1634  ;  where  he  was  buried  in  his  own  Cathedral, 

GEORGE  WEBB . 

[ Succ .  1634  Ob .  1641.] 

EO  RG  E  Webb,  Do&or  of  Divinity  of  the  Univerfity  of  Oxford ,  a  Na¬ 
tive  of  Wiltjhire ,  and  Chaplain  to  King  Charles  the  Ift.  [was  firft  made  e 
Minifterof  Steeple- AJhlon  in  his  own  Country  by  the  Favour  of  the  Earl  of  Pem¬ 
broke  •,  where  he  taught  a  Grammar  School,  as  he  afterwards  did  at  Bath  ;  in  which 
City  he  was  made  Reftor  of  the  Parifti  of  St.  Peter  and  St.  Paul.  He  was 
a  Perfon  of  a  ftrid  Life  and  Converfation,  and  greatly  diftinguifhed  in  the  Court 
of  King  Charles  the  firft  for  his  preaching,  and  the  fmoothnefs  and  elegance  of 
his  Stile.]  He  was  confecrated  Bifhop  of  Limerick  in  St.  Patrick* s,  Dublin, 
on  the  1 8th  of  December  1634.  He  died,  a  Prifoner  to  the  Rebels,  intheCaftle 
of  Limerick  about  the  clofe  of  the  year  1 64 1 ,  of  a  Dyfentery .  [He  was  fuffered  f  by 
the  Rebels  to  be  be  buried  in  St.  Munchin’s  Church-yard,  in  Lime  tick ;  but  his 
Body  was  taken  up  twenty  four  Hours  after,  in  hopes  of  finding  Rings,  or  other 
valuable  Booty  buried  with  him  ;  but  was  again  depofited  in  the  fame  place.] 

ROBERT  SI  BTHO  R  Pt 

[Succ.  1642.  Ob.  1649.] 

RO  B  E  RT  Sibthorp,  a  Native  of  Effiex,  Treafurer  of  Killaloe ,  and  Preben¬ 
dary  of  Maynoth ,  was  confecrated  Bifhop  of  Kilfenora  in  St.  Patrick’s 
Dublin ,  on  the  nth  of  November  1638  j  and  was  tranfiated  to  this  See  on  the 
7th  of  April  1642  ;  but  by  real'on  of  the  Wars  he  never  received  a  Penny  out  of 
it.  [The  year  before  his  tranflation,  Primate  UJsher  prefented  to  the  King  a  Peti¬ 
tion  from  the  Bifhops  of  Ireland ,  recommending  this  Bifhop  to  the  See  of  Ojforyy 
then  vacant  by  the  Death  of  Jonas  Wheeler :  But  the  King  had  before  determined 
to  confer  that  Promotion  upon  Griffith  Williams.']  He  died  at  Dublin  in  April 
1649,  and  was  buried  there  in  St.  Werburg’s  Church.  [After  his  death  this  Sec 
continued  vacant  untill  the  year  1660.] 

EDWARD  SINGE. 

[Succ.  1 660.  Refgn.  1663.] 

EDWARD  Singe ,  Doftor  of  Divinity  of  the  Univerfity  of  Dublin ,  Dean 
of  Elphin ,  and  Brother  to  George  Singe ,  Bifhop  of  Cloyne,  was  promoted 
to  this  See  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  19th  of  January  1660,  his  Mandate 
for  Confecration,  and  Writ  of  Reftitution  to  the  Temporalties  bearing  date  the 
fame  day  ;  and  in  his  Patent  was  a  Glaufe  for  holding  the  united  Bifhopricks  of 
Ardfert  and  Aghadoe ,  and  the  intire  Redtory  of  Tradery ,  together  with  the  See  of 
Limerick  \  to  which  he  was  confecrated  in  St.  Patrick’s  Church,  Dublin ,  on  the  27th 
of  the  fame  Month,  [by  John ,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  aflifted  by  the  Bifhops  of 
Rapboe,  Kilmore ,  Clogher  and  OJffiory.]  He  was  tranfiated  from  hence  to  the  Sees 
of  Corky  Cloy  tie  and  Rofs  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  21ft  of  December  1663, 
in  which  was  inferted  a  Claufe  for  uniting  them  pro  ed  vice.  [See  more  of  him 
under  thefe  Bifhoprfcks.]

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WILLIAM  FULLER. 

[Succ.  1663.  Refign.  1667.] 

WILL  I A  M  Fuller ,  Doftor  of  Laws,  was  born  at  London  A.  D.  1608, 
and  had  his  education  in  the  King’s  School  at  IVeftminJler ,  untill  he  ar¬ 
rived  at  the  age  of  Difcretion  ;  [when  he  was  entred  in  Magdalen  Hall,  and 
from  thence  tranflated  to  Edmund  Hall  in  the  Univerfity  of  Oxford  ;  where  he 
ftudied  1 5  years,  and  became  a  Petty-Canon  of  Chrijl -Church.  ]  Upon  his  return  to 
London ,  he  was  received  into  the  Family  of  Edward ,  Lord  Littleton ,  Lord  Keeper 
of  the  Great-Seal  of  England ,  as  his  Domeftick  Chaplain.  The  Civil  Wars  foon  af¬ 
ter  breaking  out  in  England ,  he  fuffered  much  from  the  Rebells  both  at  home  and 
abroad,  for  his  approved  Loyalty  to  King  Charles  the  Firft.  [During  the  Ufur- 
pations  of  Oliver  and  Richard  Cromwell ,  he  taught  a  private  School s  at  Twitenham , 
in  Middlefex ,  for  a  fubfiftence  *,  where  he  endeavoured  to  inftill  Principles  of 
Loyalty  into  the  young  Minds  of  his  Scholars.]  At  laft  Peace  being  reftored 
by  the  happy  return  of  King  Charles  the  lid,  [he  was  in  Augujl  1660  created1* 
Dotftor  of  the  Civil- Law,  as  a  Member  of  St.  Edmund's  Hall,  Oxford ,  by  vir¬ 
tue  of  the  Chancellor’s  Letter  •,  which  gives  him  the  Chara&er  of  a  worthy  and 
learned  Perfon,  and  one  that  fuffered  much  for  the  King.]  His  firft  promotion 
in  Ireland  was  to  the  Deanery  of  St.  Patrick's ,  Dublin ,  [foon  after  to  the  Trea- 
furerfhip  of  Chrijl -Church  :,]  and  from  thence  he  was  advanced  to  the  Sees  of  Lime- 
riek ,  Ardfert ,  [and  Aghadoe,  with  the  intire  Redtory  of  Tradery  in  Commendam, 
by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  16th  of  March  1663,]  and  confecrated  in  Chrijl - 
Church ,  Dublin ,  on  the  20th  of  the  jfame  Month,  by  Michael ,  Archbifhop  of 
Dublin ,  affifted  by  the  Bifhops  of  Clogher ,  Ferns  and  Cork ,  [and  was  reftored  to 
the  Temporalties  fix  days  after. 

From  thefe  Sees  he  was  tranflated  to  the  Bifhoprick  of  Lincoln ,  in  England , 
in  1667,  on  adorning 1  the  Cathedral  of  which  See,  dedicated  to  the  Virgin 
Mary  and  All  Saints ,  he  beftowed  much  Coft  and  Labour,  repaired k  fome  of  the 
Monuments  of  his  Predeceffors  at  Lincoln ,  which  had  been  defaced  in  the  time 
of  the  Rebellion  *,  and  would  have  done  the  reft  had  he  lived.  He  died  at 
Kenfmgton ,  near  London ,  on  the  22d  of  April  1 675,  aged  67  years  *,  from  whence 
his  Body  was  carried  to  Lincoln ,  and  buried  there  in  the  Cathedral,  behind  the 
Great  Altar.  He  had  collected  the  Materials  for  writing  the  Life  of  Archbi- 
ftiop  Bramhall ,  but  was  prevented  by  Death. 


FRANCIS  MARSH. 

[Succ.  1667.  Refign .  1672.] 

FRANCIS  Marjh ,  Do&or  of  Divinity,  of  the  Univerfity  of  Dublin  ;  was 
born  in  Gloucejlerfhire  on  the  23d  of  Oflober  1627,  and  educated  in  Cam¬ 
bridge ,  firft  in  Emanuel  College,  and  afterwards  in  Gonville  and  Caius  College, 
of  which  he  became  a  Senior  Fellow.  Upon  the  promotion  of  Docftor  Jeremy 
Taylor  to  the  united  Sees  of  Down  and  Connor  A.  D.  1660,  he  was  imme¬ 
diately  fent  for  over  by  that  Prelate  \  who  put  him  into  Deacons  and  Priefts 
Orders,  and  the  fame  year,  on  the  8th  of  February ,  procured  for  him  a  Prefenta- 
tion  to  the  Deanery  of  St.  Saviour's  of  Connor.  The  year  following,  he  was  by 
Letters  Patent  dated  the  19th  of  June  1661  advanced  to  the  Deanery  of  Ar¬ 
magh  ;  and  on  the  31ft  of  March  1664,  to  the  Archdeaconry  of  Dromore ,  with 
a  Claufe  of  Union  of  the  fame  to  the  Deanery  of  Armagh  j  in  which  Prefer-

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ments  he  continued  untill  the  tranflation  of  Dodtor  Fuller  to  the  Bifhoprick  of  Lin* 
coin  ;  when  he  was  promoted  to  the  Sees  of  Limerick ,  Ardfert ,  and  Aghadoe ,  by  Let¬ 
ters  Patent  dated  the  28th  of  October  1667,  and  confecrated  on  the  22d.  of  Decern . 
ber  following  in  St.M^r/s  Church  at  Clonmel  l,  by  Thomas ,  Archbifhop  of  Cajhell, 
aflifted  by  the  Bifhops  of  Kill  aloe,  JVaterford  and  Lifmore ,  Ferns  and  Leighlin. 
From  hence  he  was  tranflated  to  the  united  Sees  of  Kilmore  and  Ardagh ,  on  the 
10th  of  January  1672,  and  from  thence  to  the  Archbilhoprick  of  Dublin  on  the 
9th  of  January  1681.  See  befor  e  p.  243.  358. 

JOHN  F  E  S  E  Y. 

\Succ.  1672.  Rejign.  1678.] 

JOHN  Vefey ,  Doctor  of  Divinity,  was  born  at  Colerane  in  the  County  of 
Derry  on  the  lothof  March  1637,  received  his  education  at Weflminder  School, 
and  from  thence  he  was  admitted  into  the  Univerfity  of  Dublin ,  where  he  took 
his  Degree  of  Dodtor  of  Divinity  in  1672.  We  are  told  he  was  put  both  into 
Deacons  and  Priefts  Orders  in  the  time  of  the  Ufurpation  of  Oliver  Cromwell  by 
John  Lejley ,  Bifhop  of  Raphoe :  If  fo ;  it  mud  have  been  before  he  arrived  at 
canonical  years.  [He  was  Chaplain  to  the  Houfe  of  Commons  in  1661,  and  on 
the  29th  of  June  that  year,  was  prefented  by  the  Crown  to  the  Redtories  of  Ightur - 
murrow  and  Shandrum  in  the  Diocefe  of  Cloyne ;  in  which  Prefentation  was  con¬ 
tained  a  Claufe  of  Union  of  the  faid  Redtories  pro  ea  vice  tantum.  He  was  alfo 
Vicar  of  Rathgonil  alias  Charleville ,  in  the  fame  Diocefe,  Archdeacon  of  Armagh , 
(in  which  he  was  fucceeded  by  his  own  Father)  and  Dean  of  Cork  ;  which  laft 
promotion  he  obtained  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  3d  of  February  1667  ;  and 
from  thence  he  was  advanced  to  the  Bifhopricks  of  Limerick ,  Ardfert  and  Aghadoe , 
by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  nth  of  January  1672,  the  Day  after  the  Tranflation 
of  Bifhop  Marjh  to  the  united  Sees  of  Kilmore  and  Ardagh  ;  and  was  the  Day- 
following  confecrated  in  Chrift- Church,  Dublin,  by  Michael ,  Archbifhop  of  Dub¬ 
lin,  affifted  by  the  Archbifhop  of  Armagh,  and  the  Bifhops  of  Killaloe  and  OJfory. 
He  was  from  hence  tranflated  to  the  Archbilhoprick  of  Tuam  by  Letters  Patent, 
dated  the  1 8  th  of  March  1678.  See  more  of  this  Prelate  among  the  Archbifhops 
of  Tuam. 

SIMON  D  I  G  B  T. 

[Succ.  1678.  Rejign .  1691.] 

(DIMON  Digby,  Son  of  Effex  Digby,  Bifhop  of  Dromore ,  was  born  at  Kil- 
^  minchy,  near  Maryborrow ,  in  the  Queen's-County,  and  educated  in  the  Uni¬ 
verfity  of  Dublin,  where  he  took  his  Degree  of  Dodtor  of  Divinity.  He  was 
made  Redtor  of  DunJhaghUn  in  the  Diocefe  of  Meath  by  Letters  Patent  dated 
the  22d  of  March  1 668,  Prebendary  of  Geajhil  and  Redtor  of  Ballycoman  in  the 
Diocefe  of  Kildare  by  Letters  Patent,  dated  the  2 2d  of  February  1670,  and  af¬ 
terwards  Dean  of  Kildare  *,  with  which  he  enjoyed  the  Redlories  and  Vicar idges 
of  Ballyfax,  Bally  fcurloge,  Hmachoe  and  Cloncurry  in  the  fame  Diocefe  ;  from 
whence  he  was  advanced  to  the  Sees  of  Limerick,  Ardfert  and  Aghadoe  by  Letters 
Patent,  dated  the  19th  of  March  1678,  and  confecrated  in  Chrift -Church,  Dublin, 
on  the  23d  of  that  Month  by  Michael,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh,  afiifted  by  the 
Archbifhop  of  Dublin,  the  Bifhops  of  Meath,  Kildare ,  Killala  and  Achonry,  Raphoe 
and  OJfory.  He  was  tranflated  from  thefe  Sees  to  the  Bifhoprick  of  Elphin  by 
Letters  Patent,  dated  the  1 2th  of  January  1691.  See  more  of  this  Prelate  under 
the  Bifhops  of  Elphin. 

NAT  HA- 
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NATH  A  Nl  EL  WILSON. 

[Succ.  1691.  Ob.  1695.] 

XT  AT  H  AN  I  EL  IVilfon ,  was  born  in  England ,  and  educated  at  Oxford  % 
^  where  he  took  his  Degree  of  Dodtor  of  Divinity.  He  was  Chaplain  to 
James ,  Duke  of  Ormond, and  by  his  Intereft  was  promoted  to  the  Deanery  of  Ra- 
phoe  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  15th  of  September  1683,  and  afterwards  to  the 
Sees  of  Limerick,  Ardfert  and  Aghadoe ,  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  20th  of  Ja¬ 
nuary  1691,  and  he  was  confecrated  in  Chrijl -Church,  Dublin,  on  the  8  th  of  May 
169a,  by  Francis,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  afftfted  by  the  Bilhops  of  Meath,  Kildare 
and  Clogher.  He  was  inthroned  in  the  Cathedral  of  Limerick  on  the  27th  of 
July  following  *,  and  died  on  the  3d  of  November  i695.His  Death  was  occafioned 
by  a  fall  from  his  Horfe  :  For  in  a  Letter  to  his  Brother  Samuel  IVilfon  dated  the 
29th  of  October  before  his  Death,  which  is  proved  in  the  Prerogative  Office,  as  a 
part  of  his  Will,  he  mentioneth  the  fall  *,  and  that  it  had  occafioned  a  drinefs  in  his 
Head,  which  might  produce  diforders  and  carry  him  off.  His  Will  is  dated  on  the 
8th  of  April  i692,before  hisConfecration  *,  and  therein  he  {files  himfelfEle&Bifhop, 

THOMAS  SMYTH. 

[Succ.  1695.  Ob.  1725.] 

THOMAS  Smyth ,  Chantor  of  Clogher ,  was  born  at  Dundrum ,  in  the  County 
of  Down ,  A.  D.  1654,  and  educated  in  the  Univerfity  of  Dublin ,  where  he 
took  his  Degree  of  Doftor  of  Divinity,  and  afterwards  was  made  Vice-Chancellor 
of  it  on  the  28th  of  February  1714.  He  was  Curate  Affiftant  to  Dr.  Thomas  'Tenifon 
(late  Archbifhop  of  Canterbury )  when  Reftor  of  St.  Martinh  in  the  Fields,  Lon¬ 
don  *,  who  on  account  of  his  great  Diligence  in  that  Cure  recommended  him  to 
Queen  Mary  *,  and  upon  the  death  of  Biffiop  Wilfon  he  was  promoted  to  the  Sees 
of  Limerick ,  Ardfert  and  Aghadoe ,  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  2d  of  December 
1695,  and  confecrated  in  the  College  Chappel  on  the  8th  of  that  Month,  by  his 
Metropolitan,  William,  Archbifhop  of  Cafhell ,  and  other  affifting  Bilhops  j  and 
was  inthroned  in  his  Cathedral  at  Limerick  on  the  30th  of  April  1696.  He  died  on 
the  4th  of  May  1725,  and  was  buried  in  St.  Munchin’s  Church  in  Limerick.  By 
his  Will1,  dated  the  29th  of  September  1722,  he  devifed  fix  hundred  Pounds  to 
be  laid  out  on  Securities,  the  Intereft  and  Profits  to  be  applied  for  ever  to  the 
relief  of  the  poor  of  Limerick ,  or  to  fuch  other  pious  and  charitable  Ufes  as  his 
Executors  or  the  Survivor  of  them,  and  afterwards  his  Succeffors  fhould  from 
time  to  time  dtrett  ;  and  he  alfo  gave  in  his  Life  time  to  the  College  of  Dublin 
for  erecting  new  Buildings,  50 1. 

WILLIAM  BURSCOW. 

[Succ.  1725.] 

XjyiLLIAM  Burfcow ,  Do&or  of  Divinity,  was  born  in  England ,  and  was  Chap» 

*  »  lain  to  John  Lord  Carteret ,  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland .  He  was  advan* 
ced  to  the  Sees  of  Limerick ,  Ardfert  and  Aghadoe ,  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the 
15th  of  June  1725,  and  was  confecrated  at  Dunboyn ,  by  Hugh ,  Archbifhop  of 
Armagh ,  -and  other  Bifhops  in  July  following,  and  inthroned  foon  after. 
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To  the  Year  1663  $  fince  which  time  it  hath  been  joined  to  the  See  of 

LIMERICK. 


THIS  Epifcopal  See  is  fituated  in  the  County  of  Kerry ,  antiently  called, 
Kerrigia,  which  was  the  Country  of  St.  Brendan ,  Abbat  of  Clonfert  *,  to 
whofe  Memory  the  Church  of  Ardfert  is  dedicated.  St.  Brendan ,  while  a 
Youth,  applied  himfelf  to  his  Studies  under  Bifhop  Ert,  in  this  his  native  Coun-, 
try  ;  but  when  he  grew  up  to  Man’s  Eftate,  he  got  leave  to  go  into  Conaught  to 
St.  Jarlath ,  Bifhop  of  Tuam,  under  whom  he  ftudied  Divinity  for  a  time 
with  great  Diligence.  Sir  James  Ware a  faith  that  he  had  in  bis  Cuftody  a  long 
Prayer  in  M.  S.  attributed  to  St.  Brendan ,  beginning  thus,  “  Omnipotent  God, 
ct  Father,  Son,  and  Holy-Spirit,”  and  that  he  mentions  it  the  rather,  becaufe 
the  Prayer  had  never  been  printed. 

It  is  no  eafy  Matter  to  determine,  whether  this  Ert  was  Bifhop  of  this  Church  ; 
yet  I  have  no  Reafon  to  believe  the  contrary,  untill  time  brings  the  Truth  to 
light.  His  Habitation,  which  he  fixed  in  Kerry ,  feems  to  imply  as  much.  It 
muft  not  be  forgot,  that  the  Bifhops  of  Ardfert ,  were  fometimes  called,  Bifhops 
of  Kerry ,  as  appears  both  in  the  Irijh  Hiftories,  and  publick  Records^ 

Ardfert  fignifieth  “  a  wonderful  place  on  an  Eminence,”  of,  as  fome  inter¬ 
pret  it,  “  the  Heigth  of  Miracles.”  But  it  is  now  commonly  called  Ardart. 
[Yet  why  may  not  Ard-Art  be  looked  on  as  aWord  corrupted  from  Ard  Ert  ?  and 
then  it  will  fignifie,  “  the  High  Place  of  Ert :”  Ard ,  importing  a  place  on  an 
Eminence.  Matthew  Paris  in  a  pafifage  cited  hereafter  under  John ,  Bilhop  of 
this  See,  calls  it,  Hertfert ;  as  much  as  to  fay,  “  the  Place  of  Miracles  of  Hert 
“  or  Ert :  And  in  the  Annals  of  Inisfall b  it  is  mentioned  under  the  name  of 
Hyferte ,  or,  as  it  is  in  fome  Copies,  Iferte ,  which  denotes,  “  the  Territory  of 
“  Miracles  For,  Hy,  is  a  common  Adje&ive  in  Irifh,  denoting  not  only  the 
Heads  and  Founders  of  Families,  but  alfo  the  Territories  poffeffed  by  fuch  ;  and 
Ferte ,  means  a  place  of  Miracles  ;  or  if  you  throw  out  the  Letter  F  from  the 
Word  Hy -ferte ,  it  will  then  found,  the  Territory  of  Erte ,  and  fo  be  applicable 
to  this  Bifhop  Ert.  This  See  hath  been  alfo  called,  the  Bifhoprick  of  lar-Mu - 
an  or  Weji-Munfter.'] 

There  are  but  very  flight  Accounts  extant  of  the  Bifliops  of  Ardfert ,  untill 
the  Arrival  of  the  Englifh  in  Ireland .  The  following  are  mentioned  in  the  An¬ 
nals  of  the  Abby  of  Ini  fall,  in  the  County  of  Kerry. 

[ Cerpain ,  Rifliop  of  Iferte ,  died  in  the  year  500,  according  to  the  faid  An¬ 
nals  c.  I  wonder  JV %re  hath  overlooked  this  Bifhop  ;  fince  the  fucceeding  five 
Prelates  are  taken  by  him  from  the  faid  Annals.]

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Dermbd  Mac»Mel-Brenan ,  [called  in  the  faid  Annals,  Comorban  of  Brendan] 
died  at  Ardfert  in  1075. 

Magrath  O-Eroduin  or  O-Ronan,  [Bifhop  of  Ardfert -Brenain *]  died  in  1099. 
Mac-Ronan ,  called  Bifhop  of  Kerry,  aflifted  at  the  Synod  of  Kells,  held  undef 
Cardinal  John  Paparo ,  in  1152. 

Mel-Brendan  O-Ronan  died  on  the  22d  of  September  1161,  and  was  buried 
at  Ardfert.  I  cannot  but  be  of  Opinion  that  Mac-Ronan  [before  mentioned,]  and 
this  Prelate  were  one  and  the  fame  Perfon.  [That  Bifhop  of  Ardfert ,  who  aflif¬ 
ted  at  the  Synod  of  Kells  in  1152,  is  exprefly  called  Maol-Breanuin ,  O-Ruanain, 
Bifhop  of  Kerry ,  that  is  of  Ardfearta ,  in  the  Catalogue  of  the  Bifhops  pre- 
fent  at  that  Synod,  which  Keating  a  made  ufe  of.] 

Gilla-Mac-Aiblen  O-Hanmada  died  in  1166. 

Donald  O-Conarchy ,  called  Bifhop  of  Iar-muan ,  or  PRefi-Munfter ,  died  in  1195, 
David  O-Duibditrib ,  who  fucceeded,  was  alfo  called  Bifhop  of  Iar-muan,  and 
died  in  1207. 

JOHN. 

[Succ.  1215,  Depriv.  1221.] 

1  •  ‘  i  *4.  • 

NE  John ,  an  Englifh  Benediliin  Monk,  was  confecrated  fas  it  feems)  about 
the  Year  1215,  and  was  deprived  in  1221,  by  James ,  Penitentiary 
to  Pope  Honorius  the  Illd,  Legate  of  Ireland.  He  lived  afterwards  in  the  Abby 
of  St.  Albans,  in  England,  untill  his  Death/which  happened  in  October  1245; 
under  which  Year,  Matthew  Paris  e  hath  this  Paflage.  “  The  fame  year  alfo, 
on  the  14th  of  OUober,  Bifhop  John  paid  a  debt  to  Nature  at  St.  Albans,  where 
he  had,  by  the  Popes  command,  made  his  abode  about  thirty  years,  after  he 
“  had  been  deprived  of  his  Bifhoprick.  Yet  he  flill  retained  the  Title  of  Bi- 
“  fhop  of  Hertfert.  Having  happily  compleated  his  Courfe,  he  did  not  die  un- 
“  mindful  of  the  Benefits  conferred  on  him  by  the  Church  of  St.  Alban  ;  but 
“  bequeathed  to  it  his  Books,  fome  Ecciefiaflical  Ornaments,  and  alfo  fome 
“  Benefices  ;  from  whence,  as  if  he  had  been  another  Abbat  of  that  Church, 
“  he  had  folemnly  conferred  on  him  the  fpecial  participation  of  all  the  good 
“  Works  which  are  done  in  the  Church  of  St.  Alban  •,  and  alfo  a  burying  place 
*c  in  the  faid  Church,  before  the  Altar  of  St.  Amphibalus."  [Which  Saint,  Bi¬ 
fhop f  Lloyd  faith,  l<  was  originally  St.  Alban's  Cloak;  that  Geoffry  of  Mon- 
«  mouth  firfl  turned  the  Cloak  into  a  Man,  and  fo  prepared  it  for  Heitor  Boe- 
“  thius  his  Ordination.  The  Word,  Amphibalus ,  which  is  Latin  for  a  Shag- 
*c  Cloak,  and  was  ufed  in  that  Senfe  in  the  Legend  of  St.  Alban,  Geoffry  had 
“  the  luck  to  miflake  for  a  proper  Name,  and  fo  joined  this  Amphibalus  with 
“  St.  Alban  as  his  fellow  Martyr,  Man  or  Cloak.  Heitor  brings  this  Am- 
“  phibalus  into  Scotland  to  King  Crathlint ,  and  there  ordains  it  firft  Bifhop  of 
the  Ijle-of-Man,  and  feats  his  Culdees  there  with  it  ;  fo  that  belike  (conti-* 
*6  nues  Bifhop  Lloyd)  they  were  the  Dean  and  Chapter  to  St.  Alban's  Cloak.]  In 
the  Chronicle  of  the  fame  Matthew  Paris,  to  which  he  gives  the  Name 
of  Ager  Sterilis ,  the  Day  of  the  death  of  this  John  is  placed  on  the  nth  of  Oc¬ 
tober  1245.  I  fhall  not  think  it  foreign  to  the  Matter  in  hand  to  add  a  Paf- 
fage  related  of  him  fin  the  Regiflry  s  of  the  Abby  of  St.  Alban. 

“  John,  Bifhop  of  Ardfert,  befides  many  valuable  Books,  which  he  bellowed 
“  on  this  Abby,  gave  to  it  alfo  a  noble  large  Stone  of  a  blewifh  colour,  fpot- 
«£  ted  with  white,  commonly  called  the  Serpentine  Stone  ;  which  is  reported  to 
have  great  virtue  in  Lunatick  Diforders.  The  form  of  it  is  almofl  Square, 
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and  it  is  bound  about  with  a  Silver  Hoop  *,  within  the  Rim  of  which  are  in- 
cicled  many  Reliques.  He  alfo  gave  to  this  Abby  three  noble  Rings,  in  one 
of  which  is  fet  an  Oriental  Saphire  of  a  wonderfull  fize  :  In  another  the  Stone 
called,  Peridotus  or  Peridot es ,  in  the  middle  of  which  is  fet  a  Saphire  of  an 
excellent  Luftre  *,  which  is  of  great  Virtue  in  Convulfions  of  the  Nerves.  This 
Stone  is  formed  almoft  in  the  fhape  of  a  Shield.  In  the  third  Ring  is  fet 
another  Oriental  Saphire,  but  of  lefs  fize  than  the  former,  of  which  we  fpoke 
tc  before/’  Thus  far  the  Regiftry  ;  which  the  Reader  may  find  in  the  Cotton 
Library.  h  The  Chronicle  alfo  of  Matthew  Paris  before  quoted,  called  Ager  Ste- 
rilis ,  is  there1. 

GIL  B  E  R  7. 

[Succ.  1225.  Rejign.  1237.] 

I  LB  E  R  7 \  Dean  of  Ardfert ,  fucceeded  after  the  deprivation  of  Bifhop 
John,  [although  not  immediately]  and  was  confirmed  by  the  Royal  Affent 
on  the  7th  of  May  1225,  and  confecrated  the  fame  year.  [This  Prelate  v/as 
indebted  for  his  Advancement  to  the  earned  recommendation k  of  the  Pope; 
who  then  was  fo  modeft,  to  obtain  that  by  requeft,  which  not  long  after  came 
to  be  confidered  as  his  Right.  He  made  the  like  requeft  the  fame  year  (1224) 
in  favour  of  Maurice ,  Bifhop  of  Cork ,  and  Florence  Bifhop  of  Cloyn>  and  with 
as  good  Succefs.  Thefe  Gratifications  gave  the  Pope  room  after  to  expedt  com¬ 
pliances.]  Bifhop  Gilbert  refigned  this  See  in  1237. 

BRENDAN. 

[Succ.  1237.  Rejign .  1242] 

RE  ND  A  N,  Provoft  of  Ardfert ,  being  eledted  Bifhop,  obtained  the  Royal 
Affent  on  the  17th  of  November  1137.  [But  he  was  delayed  for  fome  time. 
For  the  King  not  only  refufed  to  confirm  the  Eledtion  ;  but  abfolutely  declared 
it  void,  in  regard  it  was  made  without  a  precedent  Licence.  Yet  at  laft,#  on 
account  of  the  Poverty  of  this  Church,  he  was  prevailed  on  fo  to  mitigate  the 
matter,  as  by  fpecial  Writ*"  to  authorize  the  Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  and  the 
Lord  Juftice  to  give  the  Dean  and  Chapter  a  Licence  to  proceed  to  a  new 
eledtion  ;  and  to  give  his  Royal  Affent  to  the  Perfon  eledted,  without  further 
Application  to  him.  This  done,  Brendan  was  re-eledted  and  confecrated.] 

He  governed  this  See  fifteen  years  [as  Ware  fays ;  but  in  a  miftake.  For 
it  is  manifeft  from  the  publick  Records,  that  he  fat  but  five  years,  and  refigned 
in  1242  ;  in  which  year  the  Dean  and  Canons  of  Ardfert  petitioned  n  the  King 
by  a  fealed  Letter,  and  not  in  the  legal  Form,  for  Licence  to  proceed  to  the 
Eledtion  of  a  new  Bifhop,  upon  a  vacancy,  made  by  the  Ceflion  of  Brendan  ;  and 
the  King  granted  a  power  to  the  Lord  Juftice  to  iffue  fuch  Licence,  and  to  prefeat 
the  perfon  eledted  to  him.  But  what  Bifhop  fucceeded  between  the  Refignatioa 
of  Brendan ,  and  the  Advancement  of  Chriftian  in  1252,  I  have  not  been  able  to 
find.]  _  _  _  _ 

C  HR  I S  T  I  A  N. 

[Succ.  1252.  Ob.  1256.] 

N  E  Chriflian ,  a  Dominican  Frier,  was  appointed  Succeffor,  and  was  confir¬ 
med  by  King  Henry  the  Hid,  on  the  2 5th  of  February  1252,  ( Englijh  Stile.) 
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He  fat  but  a  fhort  time  :  For  upon  his  death  (as  it  Teems)  the  fame  King  granted 
a  Licence  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter  to  proceed  to  Election,  on  the  20th  of  Augufi 
12  56. 

One  P  H I L  IP,  his  Succeffor,  died  in  1263. 

JOHN 

[Succ.  1264.  Ob.  1285.] 

JOHN,  Archdeacon  of  Ardfert,  fucceeded,  and  was  reftored  to  the  Tempo- 
ralties  of  this  See  on  the  27th  of  February  1264  ( Englith  Stile.,) 

He  died  in  May  1285,  and  lies  buried  at  Ardfert  in  the  Cathedral  of  St.  Bren¬ 
dan.  [On  the  28th  of  June  following  a  Licence  <>  ilfued  to  the  Dean  and  Chap¬ 
ter  of  Ardfert  to  proceed  to  the  Election  of  a  Succeffor  upon  the  death  of  this 
Prelate.]

[Sue.  1285.  Ob.  1287.] 

T)  E  F  O  R  E  the  end  of  the  fame  year,  one  Nicholas  fucceeded  ;  who  fat  but 
^  a  Ihort  time  :  For  he  died  about  the  middle  of  March  1287,  {Englifh  Stile, ) 
[and  on  the  10th  of  Auguft  following  the  Dean  and  Chapter  procured  a  Licence 
to  proceed  to  the  Election  of  a  Succeffor.] 

NICHOLAS, 

[Succ.  1288.  Ob.  1336.] 

IC HO  L  AS,  a  Ciftertian  Monk  ,  and  afterwards  Abbat  of  Odorney  or  Ky- 
^  rieleyfon,  in  the  County  of  Kerry,  was  confecrated  in  1288,  [reftored  to  the 
Temporalties  p  the  year  following]  and  died  in  a  very  advanced  age  about  the 
beginning  of  the  year  1336,  having  fat  about  iourty  eight  years.  He  is  called 
in  the  publick  Records,  Bilhop  of  Kerry.  [In  1310  there  was  a  remarkable  A6tion  5 
brought  againft  this  Prelate,  and  four  of  the  Chaplains  of  the  Church  of  Ardfert , 
before  Sir  John  Wogan,  Juftice  of  Ireland,  at  J riftle  der mot,  by  Frier  William  of 
Briftol,  and  other  FranciJ'can  Friers  of  the  Convent  of  Ardfert,  for  forcibly  taking 
from  them  the  Corps  of  John  de  Cantilupe,  and  burying  it  elfewhere,  and  for 
beating  and  ill  uftng  many  of  the  Friers  ;  the  Bilhop  under  pain  of  Excommuni¬ 
cation  forbidding  all  People  from  furnifhing  the  Friers  with  any  neceffaries  either 
out  of  Charity  or  otherwife.  Upon  this  proceeding  the  Bilhop  and  Chapter  were 
all  arrefted,  and  their  Goods  and  Chatties  ordered  to  be  diftrained,  and  the  Mo¬ 
ney  thereout  raifed  to  be  brought  to  the  Juftice  on  the  day  after  St.  Peter  ad 
vincula  following.] 

ALAN  0-H  ATH  E  R  N. 

[Succ.  1336.  0^.1347.] 

A  LAN  O-Hathern ,  or  Cathern,  was  confecrated  in  133  6,  and  died  on  the  2d 
“^■-*-of  December  1347.  In  1341,  while  he  was  in  poffeffion  of  this  See,  Pope 
Benedict  the  12th  conferred  it  upon  Edmund  de  Caermarthen,  a  Dominican  Frier, 
as  vacant  by  the  Death  of  Alan.  But  Alan  being  alive,  that  Provifion  could 
not  take  Effe<ft.

[Succ.  1348.  Ob.  1372.] 

JO  H  N  de  Valle  was  advanced  to  this  See  by  the  Provifion  of  Pope  Clemer.t 
the  Vlth  [on  the  226.  of  October,  in  the  7th  year  of  his  Pontificate  (and  not  in 
the  time  of  Qement  the  5th,  according  to  Rymer )  r,]  and  was  reftored  to  the 
Temporalties  on  the  10th  of  March  1348.  [He  had  been  elected  early  that  year 
by  part  of  the  Chapter  of  Ardfert  upon  the  Death  of  Bifhop  Alan  •,  and  Thomas 
*Makearwill ,  or  O-Carroll,  Canon  of  that  Church,  was  alfo  elected  by  another 
part  of  the  faid  Canons.  But  John  de  Valle  was  confirmed  by  the  Pope  •,  and 
Thomas  O-Carroll  was  foon  after  advanced  to  the  Archbifhoprick  of  Tuam.~\ 
Bifhop  de  Valle  died  in  1372  having  fat  upwards  of  twenty  three  years. 

CORNELIUS  0-T1GERNACH. 

[Succ.  1372.  Cb.  1379.] 

f^O'RN  ELIUS  O-Tigernach ,  a  Francifcan  Frier,  obtained  a  provifion  to 
^  this  See  from  Pope  Gregory  the  nth  in  1372,  and  died  Anno  1379,  in  the 
7th  year  after  his  Confecration. 

WILLI  A  M  BULL. 

[Succ.  1379.  Sed.  1382.J 


T  T  f  ILL  I A  M  Bull ,  Dean  of  Cork ,  and  Batchelor  of  the  Canon  Law,  fuc- 
*  ’  ceeded  alfo  by  a  Papal  Provifion  ;  and  having  fubmitted  and  fworn  Feal¬ 
ty  to  the  King,  was  reftored  to  the  Temporalties  on  the  14th  of  February  1379. 
[In  f  1382  he  was  excufed  (under  the  Title  of  Bifhop  of  Kerry,)  by  the  King  from 
attending  Parliaments  for  fome  time,  on  account  of  the  great  unquietnefs  of  the 
Country  by  the  Irijh  Enemy  and  EnglifJo  Rebels.]  I  find  no  mention  made  of 
his  Succeffors  for  a  longTime  after,  either  in  the  publick  Records,  or  theHiftories 
of  Ireland . 

N  I  C  H  O  L  AS. 

[Sed.  1420.  and  143  1.] 

ON  E  Nicholas  was  Bifhop  of  Ardfert  in  the  Years  1420  and  1431.  But  I 
find  no  Account  either  of  the  Time  of  his  Confecration,  or  the  time  of  his 
death. 

One  M AU  R  1C  E  fucceeded  by  a  Papal  Provifion,  and  died  in  1462. 


JOHN  STACK. 

[Sed.  1480.  Ob  1488.] 

JOHN  Stack  fucceeded  by  the  Provifion  of  Pope  Pius  the  fecond.  But  this  e- 
lettion  was  afterwards  fet  afide  •,  becaufe  he  had  negle&ed  to  expedite  his 
Provifional  Letters,  and  to  folicit  his  Confecration  in  due  time.  Upon  this  Dif- 
appointment  of  Stack ,  one  John  Pigg  was  nominated  to  fucceed  by  the  Provifion 
of  Pope  Sixtus  the  4th,  and  afterwards  ( Pigg  having  immediately  refigned)  one 
Philip.  But  at  length  Philip's  election  was  nulled  ;  Stack  renewed  his  provifional 
Letters,  and  was  a  fecond  time  declared  Bifhop.  He  afiifted  at  a  Provincial  Synod 
convened  at  Featherd  in  July  1480,  by  John  Cantwell,  Archbifhopof  Cafloell.  See 
before  p.481.  Our  Bifhop  died  in  1488,  and  was  buried  at  Ardfert.

JOHN  Filz -Gerald,  or  Geraldine,  Canon  of  Ardfert,  was  defeended  from  a 
noble  Family,  and  fucceeded  to  this  See  by  the  Provifion  of  Pope  Alexander 
the  Vlth,  on  the  20th  of  November  14 95. 

JAMES  FlFZ-MAURICE.

T  HAVE  not  difeovered  who  next  fucceeded  John  Fitz-Gerald.  James  Fitz- 
Maurice  was  Bifhop  of  this  See  in  1551,  and  1576 ;  but  I  have  not  found 
any  account  either  when  he  was  confecrated  or  when  he  died. 

NICHOLAS  KENAN. 

[Succ.  1588.  Ob.  circ.  1599.] 

NICHOLAS  Kenan ,  was  appointed  Bifhop  of  Ardfert  [and  Aghddoe'^by 
the  Letters  Patent  of  Queen  Elizabeth  [dated  the  2 2d  of  October,  in  the 
30th  Year  of  her  Reign  (viz.)  A.  D.  1588]  and  was  confecrated  the  fame  year  5 
[the  Patent  for  his  Confecration  ;  and  another  for  his  Reflitution  to  the  Tern- 
poralties  having  iffued  the  day  following.]  Ten  years  after  he  retired  to  Lime¬ 
rick,  to  avoid  the  Calamities  of  War ;  where  (if  I  am  not  miftakenj  he  foon  after 
died. 

JOHN  C  R  0  S  B  T. 

[Succ.  1600.  Oh.  1621.] 

JOHN  Crojby,  Prebendary  of  Difert,  was  advanced  to  this  See,  [and  to  that  of 
Aghadoe  by  the  Privy  Seal  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  dated  the  2d  of  Offober,  in 
the  42d  year  of  her  Reign,]  (viz.)  A.  D.  1600,  and  was  confecrated  the  fame 
year.  [He  held  alfo  the  faid  Prebend  by  Difpenfation.]  He  died  in  September 
1621,  and  was  buried  in  his  own  Church. 

JOHN  S  ¥  E  E  R  E.

JOHN  Steere,  a  Native  of  England,  Treafurerof  Ardfert,  and  Archdeacon  of

THOMAS  Fulwar ,  Doctor  of  Divinity  of  the  University  of  Dublin,  was 
confecrated  Bifhop  of  Ardfert  in  1641,  and  was  tranflated  to  Cafhel,  by 
Letters  Patent  dated  the  iff  of  February  1660.  [For  want  of  timely  Information 
I  have  in  p.  486  miftaken  in  placing  the  Death  of  this  Prelate  in  1666.  He  died 
on  the  31ft  of  March  1667  ;  as  appears  from  the  following  Infcription  on  his 
Tomb-ftone,  which  Hands  in  the  Chancel  of  the  Parilh  Church  of  St.  John  in 
Cafhell.

EDWARD  Singe,  Do&or  of  Divinity  of  the  Univerfity  of  Dublin,  and 
Dean  of  Elphin,  was  confecrated  Bifhop  of  Limerick  in  Dublin ,  on  the  27th  of 
January  1660.  He  alfo  held  the  Sees  of  Ardfert  and  Aghadoe  by  Commendam  ; 
and  was  tranflated  to  the  Sees  of  Cork,  Cloyne  and  Rofs  in  1 66 3.  See  before  p, 
514,  and  under  Cork,  Cloyne  and  Rofs.

\SJ  ICC  I A  M  Fuller ,  L.  L.  D.  befides  the  Adminiftration  of  the  See  of 
Limerick,  was  alfo  made  Bifhop  of  Ardfert  [and  Aghadoe f\  and  confecrated 
in  Dublin  in  1663.  [See  before  p.  515.  From  hence  this  See  and  that  of  Agha¬ 
doe  have  been  annexed  to  the  Bilhoprick  of  Limerick ;  under  which  See  the  Rea¬ 
der  muft  look  for  the  Succeftion  of  the  Bifhops  of  Ardfert  ] 
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'This  See  bore  antiently  Saphire,  a  Bijhop  habited  in  his  Pontificals \  fitting 
on  a  Chair  and  holding  bejore  him  a  Crucifix  inPale ,  with  the  Body  on  it 
on  a  Crofs  on  Degrees ,  (or  a  Crofs  Calvery  proper.)  But  thefe  arms  were 
changed  by  Biflyop ■  Foy  into  Emerald ,  two  Keys  in  Saltier ,  bows  down¬ 
wards  Topaz ,  z//  Chief ,  a  Lion  Pafiant  Gardant  Pearf  in  Fefs  a  Bible

H  E  Cathedral a  of  Waterford ,  dedicated  to  the.  blefied 
Trinity,  was  firft  built  by  the  OJlmen ,  and  by  Malchus , 
the  firft  Biftiop  of  Waterford ,  after  his  return  from 

from  his  Confecration.  It  was  afterwards  endowed 
by  King  John  with  Lands  about  the  beginning  of  the  13th 
Century  ;  at  which  time  alfo  (T  am  of  Opinion)  the 
Church  of  Waterford  got  its  firft  Dean.  A.  D  1210 
Pope  Innocent  the  Illd  confirmed  the  PofTeflions  of  the 
Dean  and  Canons  of  that  Cathedral,  which  he  fpecified  one  by  one,  as  appears  in 
his  Epiftles1*.

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from  King  'Edward  the  IVth  to  putchafe  Land's  of  the  yearly  value  of  ioo  Marks* 
tc  for  the  Augmentation  of  Divine  Worfhip  there,  *  (as  the  Charter  fays,  j  [It  ap¬ 
pears  by  the  Petition0  of  the  Dean  and  Chapter  for  this  Licence  ;  that  King 
John  had  endowed  it  with  Pdfleflions  for  the  fuppdrt  of  12  Canons  and  12  Vicars, 
to  the  value  of  400  Marks :  But  that  the  Pofieflions  had  been  fo  deitroyed  by 
Irijh  Enemies  ;  that  the  four  principal  Dignitaries,  viz.  the  Dean,  Chantor* 
Chancellor  and  Treafurer,  had  not  enough  to  fuppdrt  them  with  Decency  j  which 
was  the  caufe  that  induced  the  King  to  grant  to  them  his  Mortmain  Licence.

Nicholas  Comin ,  the  Bilhop,  and  Robert  Lombard ,  the  Dean  of  Waterford  A.  D. 
1522  adorned  the  Choir  and  Chancel  of  this  Church  with  an  arched  or  vaulted 
Cieling  •,  [and  in  the  laft  Century  Bilhop  Gore  was  at  conflderable  cxpences  in 
adorning  and  beautifying  it.]  Thus  far  of  the  Cathedral  of  JVaterford  ;  which  as 
it  is  indebted  for  its  Original  to  the  Ojlmen ,  fo  the  City  it  felf,  fituated  on  the 
South  Banks  of  the  moil  noble  River  Suir,  isjuftly  to  be  reckoned  among  the 
moil  eminent  Cities  of  all  Ireland ;  whether  we  confider  its  Wealth,  and  the  Num¬ 
ber  of  its  Inhabitants,  or  the  Convenience  of  the  Harbour.  As  to  the  Etymology 
of  Waterford ;  it  mull  have  been  originally  a  Foreign  Word,  fignifying  a  Ford 
or  Paflage  over  a  River,  [and  although  it  be  now  adopted  by  the  Englifh  in  this 
very  fignification,  yet  it  was  not  formerly  known  by  that  Name  to  the  Rritifh  or 
Irijh ;  but  was  by  them  called,  Portlargi  .*]

TH  E  Ojlmen  of  Waterford ,  having  embraced  the  Chriftian  Religion, 
thought  it  advifable  to  place  a  Bilhop  over  their  City  ;  and  therefore  they 
elected  to  this  Office  one  Malchus ,  a  Man  of  Probity,  who  had  been  for  fome  time 
a  Benediftin  Monk  of  Winchefter ;  and  they  fent  him  into  England ,  A.  D.  1096, 
to  be  confecrated  by  Anfelm ,  Archbilhop  of  Canterbury.  He  was  accordingly 
confecrated  at  Canterbury  by  the  faid  Anjehn ,  Ralph  Bilhop  of  Chichejltr ,  and 
Cundulph ,  Bilhop  of  Rochejler,  on  the  28th  of  December  1096.  A  copy  of  the 
Letters  written  in  his  favour  are  extant  in  Eadmerus  4 ,  [who  alio  lays,  that  this 
Eleftion  was  made  at  a  Council  held  in  Ireland  that  year,  at  which  aflifted 
Muriertach  O-hrien,  King  of  Ireland,  Dofnald  O-Hene,  Archbilhop  of  Cafhell, , 
Idunan ,  Bilhop  of  Meath ,  Ferdomnach ,  Bilhop  of  Leinjler  (, Kildare )  Samuel,  Bi¬ 
lhop  ot  Down ,  and  many  more  ;  who  all  fubfcribed  the  faid  EpilHe,  and  defired 
Anfelm ,  in  regard  to  the  Supremacy  he  had  over  them,  to  appoint  Malchus  their 
Bilhop.  Mr.  Atwood e  draws  an  Argument  from  this  to  prove  the  dependency  of 
the  Church  of  Ireland  on  that  of  England ,  before  the  arrival  and  fuccefs  of 
Henry  the  lid  in  Ireland.  But  upon  the  ftricrtefl  inquiry  I  could  make,  I  do 
not  find,  that  any  other  than  the  Oilmen  of  Waterford,  Dublin ,  and  Limerick , 
pra&ifed  this  :  And  eVen  among  them  this  manner  of  receiving  Confecratiori 
ceafed,  alfoon  as  the  Pope  had  inverted  the  Irijh  Archbilhops  with  the  Pall. 
Augujlin ,  the  third  fucceflor  of  Malchus,  was  appointed  Bilhop  of  Waterford  at 
Windfor  by  King  Henry  the  I  Id,  and  fent  into  Ireland  to  be  confecrated  by  his 
proper  Metropolitan,  the  Archbilhop  of  Cafhell,  as  Hoveden  *  fays.  To  return.]

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I  fliall  not  think  my  time  loft  to  annex  the  Form  of  Profeflion,'  which  MaL 
\ chus  made  to  Archbifhop  Anfelrh ,  blit  of  an  old  Book  in  the  Cotton  Library5, 
“  I  Malchus ,  eled  Bifhop  of  Waterford ,  being  about  to  be  confeCrated  Bifhop  by 
you,  O  Reverend  Father  Anfelm ,  Archbifhop  of  the  Holy  Church  of  Canter¬ 
bury,  and  Primate  of  all  Britain,  do  proinife  to  pay  Canonical  Obedience  in 
all  things,  to  you,  ahd  all  your  Succeflors.”  Malchus  after  his  Con fecration, 
returned  to  Waterford  ;  ahd  hfc  and  the  Oftmen  built  the  Cathedral  of  the  Blefled 
Trinity.  There  is  extant  an  Epiftle  from  Anfelm,  Arcllbifhop  of  Canterbury,  to 
this  Prelate,  written  about  the  year  mo.

I  T  I  S  Succeffor,  Robert ,  was  confecrated  by  Donat ,  Archbifhop  of  Cajhell , 
A.  D.  1210.  This  Prelate,  treading  clofe  in  the  Footfteps  of  his  Pre- 
deceffor,  forcibly  feized  from  the  Bifhop  of  Lifmore  many  of  the  pofTeffions  of 
that  See  ;  [even  before  he  was  confecrated,  and  held  them  by  Lay-Force.  For 
which  reafon,  the  Bifhop  of  Lifmore  loudly  protefled  againft  his  Confecration  : 
But  the  Archbifhop  of  Cajhell  declaring-,  that  he  confecrated  him  only  to  the  See 
of  Waterford,  and  not  to  the  See  of  Lifmore ,  the  Bifhop  of  Lifmore  was  obliged 
to  acquiefce  in  the  matter  of  his  Confecration.  The  Pope’s  Delegates,  being  the 
Bifhops  of  Norwich ,  Clonfert  and  Enachdune ,  cited  Robert  to  appear  and  anfwer 
the  Bifhop  of  Lifmore ,  concerning  the  Lands  wickedly  ufurped  by  his.Prede- 
ceffor,  and  ftill  withheld  by  him.  Fie  appeared,  and  objected  to  the  Citation, 
as  not  Canonical  ;  containing  but  27  Days  from  the  return  ;  as  alfo,  becaufe  he 
was  cited  but  by  one  of  the  Judges,  and  by  an  Abbat,on  whom  the  Bifhop  of  Cion - 
fe/t  had  devolved  his  Trufb.  But  he  was  over-ruled  -,  it  appearing,  that  the  Cita¬ 
tion  contained  thirty  nine  Days  from  the  Date  to  the  Day  of  Appearance  j  and 
that  the  Judge  Delegate  could  appoint  another  to  make  out  the  Citation,  and 
could  punifh  the  contempt  of  it.  Being  thus  over-ruled,  he  appealed  to  the  A- 
poftolick  See  -,  but  prefixed  no  term  for  his  Appeal,  which  the  Judges  declared 
vain,  both  for  that  Reafon,  and  becaufe  the  Remedy  of  appeal  was  taken  away 
by  the  exprefs  Words  of  their  Letters  Commifforial.  They  then  received  the 
Witneffesof  the  Bifhop  of  Lifmore  upon  two  of  the  Articles  committed  to  their 
Examination,  viz.  whether  the  Church  of  Lijmore  had  been  time  out  of  Mind  a 
Cathedral  *,  and  whether  he  (the  Bifhop )  had  been  canonically  eletfted.  They  aL 
fo  agreed  to  admit  Witneffes,  as  to  the  laying  violent  hands  on  the  Bifhop  of 
Lifmore  after  the  Date  of  their  Commiffion  ;  fince  it  belonged  to  their  Office,  to 
punifh  all  evil  Actions  which  arofe  about  the  Bufinefs  committed  to  them  by  the 
Apoftolick  See.  Publication  having  patted,  the  Delegates  tranfmitted  the  Attefta- 
tions  of  the  Witneffes  to  the  Bifhop  of  Waterford ,  and  prefixed  a  day  to  receive 
his  Objections.  But  he  neither  appeared  by  himfelf  nor  Prodtor  ;  and  therefore 
they  adjudged  Reftifution  to  the  Bifhop  of  Lifmore ,  and  gave  him  aCtual  indue-, 
tion  -,  and  condemned  the  Bifhop  of  Waterford  in  one  hundred  and  fixty  Marks 
Coils.  The  Bifhop  of  Waterford  was  enraged  at  this  proceeding.  He  privately 
employed  Robert  Litz-Chriftopherf  his  Senefchal,  and  fome  others  of  his  Family 
to  feize  the  Bifhop  of  Lifmore.  They  befieged  him  for  a  time  in  the  Church  of 
Lifmore ,  where  they  found  him  at  Divine  Service.  They  fell  upon  him  going 
out  of  the  Church,  dragged  off'  his  Epifcopal  Robes,  robbed  the  Church  of  its 
goods,  and  hurried  him  about  from  place  to  place  untill  they  brought  him  to  the 
Cattle  of  Dungarvan \  where  the  Bifhop  of  Waterford  threw  him  into  a  Dungeon

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in  Irons.  The  Delegates,  hearing  of  this  outrage,  affembled,  together  with  the 
Archbifhop  of  Cafhell^  in  the  great  Church  at  Cajhell%  and  with  lighted  Candles 
folemnly  excommunicated  the  Authors  of  and  Confenters  to  this  Iniquity,  in  the 
prefence,  and  by  the  affent  of  the  Bifhop  of  Waterford >  who  pretended  to  be 
innocent  of  the  Matter.  Seven  Weeks  after  the  Bifhop  of  Lifmore  efcaped  out 
of  Prifon,  in  which  he  had  been  cruelly  macerated  with  Thirft  and  Hunger. 
The  Delegates  cited  the  Bifhop  of  Waterford  to  make  Satisfaction  to  the  Bifhop  of 
Lifmore  for  thefe  Injuries.  He  appeared,  threatned  them  with  the  King  of  Eng¬ 
land's  Vengeance,  and  contumacioufly  departed.  The  Judges,  although  the 
Enormity  of  the  Fa£t  was  notorious ;  yet  becaufe  the  Bifhop  of  Waterford  denied 
that  he  was  acceflary  to  it,  they  examined  Witneffes  againft  him  folemnly,  publifh- 
ed  their  Depofitions,  tranfmitted  them  to  the  Bifhop  of  Waterford ,  and  gave  him 
a  day  to  objeft  to  their  teftimony.  He  appeared,  reiterated  his  threats,  loaded 
them  with  Reproaches,  and  laid  an  ambufh  to  furprize  the  Bifhop  of  Lifmore  by 
fhomas,  his  Clerk,  in  the  Church-yard  of  Limerick  ;  who  laid  violent  Hands 
on  him,  and  drawing  a  Sword,  attempted  to  cut  off  his  Head.  The  Bifhop  of 
Lifmore  miffed  the  Stroke  ;  but  it  left  a  deep  mark  in  the  door.  The  Delegates, 
becaufe  he  prefumed  to  do  this  in  their  prefence,  publickly  anathematized  the 
Clerk,  and  ftri&ly  prohibited  the  Bifhop  of  Waterford  from  having  any  commu¬ 
nication  with  him.  But  he  defpifed  the  Inhibition,  converfed,  eat  and  drank  with 
him  at  his  own  Table,  and  communicated  with  him  at  the  Sacrament  j  which 
was  teflified  to  the  Delegates  by  undeniable  witneffes.  The  Bifhop  could  not 
controvert  their  Teftimony,  but  he  departed  contumacioufly  from  the  prefence  of 
the  Delegates  ;  who,  to  give  him  no  room  for  complaint,  appointed  him  a  fecond, 
a  third,  a  fourth,  and  at  laft  a  peremptory  day.  But  he  not  appearing  either  in 
peffon,  or  by  Proxy,  they  excommunicated  him  and  all  his  adherents  by  Bell, 
Book,  and  Candle  ;  and  by  the  Pope’s  authority  enjoined  the  Archbifhop  of 
Cajhellt o  proclaim  him  excommunicated  through  his  whole  Province,  and  to  in¬ 
terdict  him  from  all  fpiritual  Cure,  as  long  as  he  fhould  continue  obftinate  ;  and 
commanded  him  by  the  authority  of  the  Pope  to  indudt  the  Bifhop  of  Lifmore  into 
the  aCtual  Poffefiion  of  that  Bifhoprick.  They  alfo  inhibited  the  Clergy  and  Peo¬ 
ple  of  Waterford  under  pain  of  an  Anathema,  from  obeying  the  Bifhop,  while 
he  continued  under  Excommunication,  and  commanded  them  to  fhew  all  Reve¬ 
rence  to  their  Metropolitan.  But  the  Clergy  of  Waterford  aCted  in  direCt  oppo- 
fition  to  thefe  commands.  Upon  which  the  Archbifhop  pronounced  the  Sentence 
of  Excommunication  againft  them ;  which  was  afterwards  confirmed  by  the  Apo- 
ftolick  authority  :  And  the  Pope  commanded  his  Delegates  to  put  the  faid  Senten¬ 
ce#  in  execution  by  Ecclefiaftical  Cenfures,  untill  ample  Reparation  were  made, 
without  admitting  any  Appeal  •,  to  reftrain  the  Rebellious,  if  ncceffary,  by 
fubftraCting  their  Benefices ;  and  ordered  them  to  fend  the  Bifhop  of  Waterford 
to  him  with  their  Letters  acquainting  him  of  his  conduCt.  The  Reader  may  find 
a  fuller  account  of  all  this  Procefs  among  the  decretal  Epiftles  k  of  Pope  Inno¬ 
cent  the  third  before  mentioned.  It  is  ftrange  that  the  Name  of  this  Bifhop  of 
Lifmore ,  who  fuffered  fo  much,  fhould  be  loft.]  In  the  year  1221  this  Bifhop 
Robert  was  again  foiled  in  another  fuit  of  the  like  Nature,  between  him,  and 
Robert  de  Bedford ,  Bifhop  of  Lifmore.  He  fat  in  this  See  twelve  years,  and  died 
of  Grief  in  1222.  About  the  beginning  of  his  time,  viz.  on  the  26th  of  June 
i2io.  Pope  Innocent  the  third  confirmed  the  Poffeflions  of  the  Dean  and  Canons 
of  this  Cathedral,  particularly  fpecified  in  his  Bull.  [This  Bifhop  granted 1  twen-

WILLIAM  TV  ACE. 

[ Succ .  1223.] 

TH  E  fame  year,  William  Wace ,  Dean  of  Waterford ,  was  eledted  next  Sue- 
ceflor,  and  confirmed  by  the  Royal  Aflent  on  the  7th  April  1223.  I  find 
nothing  further  related  of  him. 


WALTER.  I. 

[Succ,  1227.] 

ON E  Walter ,  a  Benedittin  Monk,  and  Prior  of  the  Abby  of  St.  John  the 
Evangelift  at  Waterford ,  was  eledted  Bifhop  of  this  See,  and  obtained  the 
Royal  Aflent m  on  the  20th  of  Augufi  1227.  [I  have  found  nothing  more  of 
this  Prelate  ;  but  that  he  granted  n  twenty  days  indulgences  to  the  Abby  of  Glaf- 
tonbury ,  in  England ,  as  many  to  the  Church  of  the  Blefled  Virgin ,  ten  days  to 
the  Church  of  Ba(felekey  ten  days  to  the  Chappel  of  Horty ,  thirteen  days  to  the 
Church  of  Torre ,  twenty  days  to  the  Church  of  the  Holy-Trinity  of  Godenie9  all 
belonging  to  the  faid  Abby,  and  thirteen  days  to  the  Reliques  of  it.] 

STEPHEN.  I. 

[Sed.  1238.  et  1246.] 


HIS  Stephen  was  Bifhop  of  Waterford  in  the  Years  1238  and  1246  ;  but 
I  have  not  been  able  to  difeover  either  the  Times  of  his  Confecration  or 
Death. 

H  E  N  R  T. 

[Succ.  1249.] 


N  the  nth  of  March  1249  ( Englifh  Stile)  Henry9  Archdeacon  of  Waterford , 
being  eledted,  was  confirmed  by  the  Royal  Aflent.  But  on  the  20th  of  July 
1251,  the  King  granted  a  Licence  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter  to  proceed  to  an  elec¬ 
tion  •,  whether  upon  the  Death  of  Henry ,  or  for  what  other  Caufe,  is  to  me  un¬ 
known. 

[P  H  I  L  I  P. 

-  [Succ.  1252.] 

PHILIP ,  Dean  of  Waterford,  fucceeded,  and  at  the  Requefl  of  Pope  In¬ 
nocent  the  lVth,  obtained  the  Royal  Aflent.  On  the  15th  of  June  1252, 
a  Writ 0  ifiued  for  his  Reftitution  to  the  Temporalties  to  John  Fitz~Geffry9  Lord 
Juflice,  he  having  firfi:  done  his  fealty.  He  fat  but  a  fhort  Time.] 

WALTER *  II. 

[Succ.  1255.  Ob.  1272.] 


T  >  l  A  H  E  King  granted  a  Licence  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Waterford  to 
proceed  to  the  eledtion  of  a  Succeflbr,  dated  in  Gafcony  the  28  th 
of  March  1254.  He  alfo  fent  a  Writ?  to  the  Juflice,  authorizing  him  to  give

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the  Royal  AfFent  to  whatever  Perfon  fhould  be  elected,  and  prefented  to  him,  and 
to  reftore  him  to  the  Temporalties  ;  firft  taking  the  ufual  fealty,  to  fave  the  ex- 
pences  of  fending  him  to  Gafcony  :  But  he  ordered  him  at  the  fame  time  to  take 
fufficient  caution  from  the  Dean  and  Chapter,  that  the  favour  fhould  not  be 
drawn  into  confequence  to  the  prejudice  of  his  Prerogative.  In  purfuance  of 
thefe  Writs.]  One  Walter  [obtained  the  ele&ion]  and  was  confecrated  Bilhop 
of  Waterford  in  1255.  He  died  about  the  clofe  of  the  Year  1272. 

STEPHEN  of  FULBURN. 

[1 Sttcc .  1273.  Refign .  1286.] 

STEPHEN  of  Fulburn ,  an  Hofpitaller,  was  confecrated  Bifhop  of  Water¬ 
ford  in  1273,  [and  had  Reftitution  qof  the  Temporalties  on  the  the  9th  of 
January  1274  3  although  his  Writ  Tor  that  purpofe  bore  date  the  28th  of  Octo¬ 
ber  before.  Fuller  placeth  his  Confecration  in  1274  ;  but  that  may  beoccafio- 
ned  by  his  manner  of  accounting  the  beginning  of  the  year  from  the  firft  of  Janu¬ 
ary.  The  Francifcans  claim  him  as  one  of  their  Society  :  But  Luke  Wading  \  who 
publifhed  the  Annals  of  that  Order,  is  of  Opinion  he  was  no  Regular  ;  for  that  in 
the  Inftrument  of  his  Tranflation  to  the  Archbifhoprick  of  Tuam ,  he  is  not  men¬ 
tioned  as  fuch  *,  nor  indeed  is  he  called  there  an  Hofpitaller.] 

The  year  following  his  Confecration  he  was  made  Treafurer  of  Ireland  [and 
had  fpurty  pounds  a  year  granted  him  for  his  Support,  while  he  continued  111 
that  Qffice,  by  Writ 4  dated  the  26th  of  November  1274.]  He  was  afterwards 
conftituted  Juftice  of  Ireland  [twice  ;  viz.  A.  D.  1279,  in  the  Abfence  of  Ro¬ 
bert  de  Ufford ;  and  afterwards  in  1282,  upon  Uffords  removal,  he  fucceeded 
him,  and  continued  in  that  Office  untill  his  Death.  The  King  granted  »  him 
apenfion  of  fi/e  hundred  pounds  a  year  out  of  the  Exchequer ,  for  the  better 
fupport  of  the  Dignity  of  Juftice.  In  1281  a  Writ w  of  Licence  and  Prote&ion  *, 
Quia  Moraturus  in  Obfequium  Regis ,  iffued  in  his  behalf,  impowering  him  to  con¬ 
tinue  in  England  two  years,  and  to  make  Attorneys  in  all  Courts  of  Juftice  in  Ire¬ 
land.']  While  he  was  Juftice  of  Ireland ,  he  caufed  a  new  kind  of  Money  to  be 
coined  in  that  Kingdom  ;  of  which  fee  the  Annals  of  Ireland  publilhed  by 
Camden  ;  where  under  the  year  1279,  he  is  in  a  miftake  called,  Robert..  On  the 
1 2th  of  July  1286,  this  Prelate  was  tranflated  to  Tuam ,  and  was  reftored  to  the 
Temporalties  of  that  See  on  the  15th  of  September  following.  [It  appears  how 
greatly  he  was  in  the  King’s  favour  by  a  Writ  *  dated  the  6th  of  Auguft 
1285,  reciting  that  he  was  indebted  to  the  Crown  in  a  great  Sum  of  Money  out 
of  the  Arrerages  of  his  Accounts,  which  he  had  pafied  at  Wejlminjler ,  during 
the  Time  that  he  was  Juftice  and  Treafurer  of  Ireland ;  but  in  contemplation  of 
his  other  Merits  the  King  pardoned  him  all  the  faid  Money  and  Arrears :  Yet  on 

*  A  Writ  bfProte&ion,  in  the  fpecial  Signification  of  it,  was  an  Exemption  or  Immunity  given  by 
the  King  to  a  Perfon  againft  Suits,  and  was  a  Branch  of  the  Prerogative  ;  of  which  there  are  two’Sorts, 
cum  Claufula  Volumus,  IfS  cum  Claujuld  Nolumus,  fo  called,  from  the  firft  Word  in  the  Writ.  Of 
the  firft  Sort,  cum  Claujuld  Volumus ,  there  are  four  particulars,  firft,  quia  prpfe£iurus,  for  one  that  is  to 
pais  the  Seas  in  the  King’s  Service.  Secondly,  quia  Moraturus,  for  one  who  is  abroad  in  the  King’s 
Service.  Thirdly,  a  protection  for  the  King’s  Debtor,  that  he  be  not  fued  or  attached  untill  the  King  be 
paid  his  Debt.  Fourthly,  a  protection  in  the  King’s  Service  beyond  the  Sea,  or  in  the  Marches  of 
Scotland.  The  protection,  cum  Claufula  Nolumus,  is  moft  commonly  granted  to  a  Spiritual  Company 
for  their  immunity  from  taking  their  Cattle  by  the  King’s  Minifters  ;  but  it  may  be  granted  to  any 
other.  See  Fitz-  Herbert's  Natura  Brevium,  under  the  Title,  Protection,  and  the  Law  Expofitors.

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his  death  in  1278,  the  King  feized  all  his  Goods  and  Chattells,  together  with  the 
Veffels  and  Ornaments  of  bis  Church  for  Debts  due  to  him  ;  but  whether  for  the 
Arrears  he  had  before  pardoned,  or  for  Debts  contracted  after,  doth  not  appear. 
While  he  was  Bifhop  of  Waterford ,  by  the  confent  of  his  Dean  and  Chapter  he 
made  an  Exchange  of  the  Manor  of  Ballydermot  for  the  Manor  of  Monymuntre> 
with  Henry  Fitz John  Fitz-Philip ;  the  Inftrument  of  which  exchange  may  be  feen 
in  Archbifhop  King's  Col  left  ions.]  The  Reader  may  find  more  of  this  Prelate 
under  the  Archbifhops  of  Tuam. 


WALTER  de  FULBURN. 

[Succ.  1286.  Ob.  1307.] 

WAL  T  E  R  de  Fulburn ,  a  Francifcan  Frier,  and  Chancellor  of  Ireland ,  fuc- 
ceeded  his  Brother,  the  before  mentioned  Stephen  [upon  his  Tranflation  to 
Vuam  A.  D.  1286,]  and  died  in  1307,  in  the  21ft  year  of  his  Confecration. 
[The  Annals  of  Inisfall  place  his  death  a  year  later.]  He  was  the  firft  of  the 
Francifcan  Fraternity  who  fat  in  this  See. 

MATTHEW. 

[Succ.  1307.  Ob.  1322.] 

TH  E  King  granted  a  Licence  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter  to  proceed  to  the 
Eleftion  of  a  Succeffor  on  the  14th  of  December  1307;  and  on  the  7th 
of  February  following  they  made  Choice  of  Matthew ,  Chancellor  of  the  Cathe¬ 
dral  of  Waterford.  He  died  on  the  1 8th  of  December  1322,  and  was  buried 
in  his  own  Church. 

NICHOLAS  WE  LI  FED. 

[Succ.  1323.  Ob.  1337.] 

ON  Palm  Sunday  following  ( viz.  1323,)  Nicholas  Welifed9  Dean  of  Water¬ 
ford ,  was  confccrated  in  that  City,  together  with  the  Bifhops  of  Lifmore  and 
Fenabore :  [As  Frier  Clynn  fays  in  his  Annals  i.  ]  He  died  in  June  1337. 


RICHARD  FRANCIS. 

[Succ.  1338.  Cb.  1348.] 

RICHARD  Francis  was  reltored  to  the  Temporalties  of  this  See  on  the 
6th  of  April  1338.  He  fat  ten  years. 

ROBERT  E  L  T  O  T. 

[Succ.  1349.  Depriv.  1350.] 

D  OBErT  Elyot  was  elefted  and  confecrated  in  1349,  and  was  the  year  follow- 
ing  deprived  by  Pope  Clement  the  Vlth ;  but  I  cannot  tell  for  what  Caufe. 
[Wading z  takes  no  Notice  of  this  Prelate;  but  fays,  that  Cradock  was  advanced 
upon  the  Death  of  Richard  Francis.]

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ROGER  CRADOCK. 

[Succ.  1350.  Rcfgn.  1362] 

TJ  OGER  Cradock,  a  Francifcan  Frier,  was  advanced  to  the  See  of  Waterford , 
by  a  Provifional  Bull  of  Pope  Clement  the  Vlth  on  the  23d  of  February 
1 35°,  ( Roman  Stile,)  [although  he  was  not  reftored  to  the  Temporalties  untill  the 
10th  of  May  1352  :  Yet  his  Writ  of  Reflitution  carried  a  Retrofpeft  a  as  to  the 
Iffues  and  Profits  from  the  Deprivation  of  Bifhop  Elyot.~\  He  was  tranfiatedto 
the  Bifhoprick  of  Landaffe,  in  Wales ,  A.  D.  1362  ;  where  he  fat  twenty  Years. 
In  1353,  while  he  was  Bifhop  of  Waterford ,  a  great  Conteft  arofe  between 
him  and  Ralph  Kelley*  Archbifhop  of  Cajhell.  The  Caufe  is  related  to  be  “  be- 
“  caufe  two  Irijhmen  of  the  Clankellans  were  convifted  of  Herefy  before  the 
l<  Bifhop,  at  the  Caftle  of  Bunrdtty ,  in  the  Diocefe  of  Killaloe ,  and  burned *» 
without  any  licence,  (as  I  think)  obtained  from  his  Metropolitan.  The  Manu- 
fcript  Annals  in  the  Cotton  Library,  from  whence  I  have  taken  this  PafTage,  add 
further,  “  That  on  ‘Ihurfday  after  St  Francis's  Day,  a  little  before  Midnight,  the 
“  Archbifhop  entred  privately  into  the  Church-yard  of  the  BlefTed  Trinity  at 
“  Waterford ,  by  the  little  Door  of  St.  Catherine ,  guarded  by  a  numerous  troop  of 
“  armed  Men,  and  made  an  Aflfault  on  the  Bifhop  in  his  Lodgings,  and  grieve- 
“  oufly  wounded  him,  and  many  others  who  were  in  his  Company,  and  robbed 
“  him  of  his  Goods  j  and  all  this  was  done  fas  it  was  faid)  by  the  Advice  of 
“  Walter  Reve,  who  pretended  to  be  Dean  of  Waterford,  and  of  William  Sen - 
“  dall.  Mayor  of  that  City.”  The  Reader  may  alfo  meet  fome  Account  of 
this  in  Luke  Wading' s  Annals b,  [w,ho  fays  further  j  that  the  Crime  for  which  the 
two  Men  were  burned,  was  not  Herefy,  but  a  Contumely  offered  to  the  Virgin 
Mary  •,  and  adds,  that  it  was  at  this  Bifhop’s  petition  to  the  Pope,  that  the  Sees 
of  Waterford  and  Lifmore  were  united,  although  it  did  not  take  Effeft  until  after 

his  Tranflation  to  Landaff.  I  find  nothing  further  related  of  this  Difpute.  He 
died  about  the  clofe  of  the  Year  1382.] 
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THOMAS  le  R  E  r  E. 

[< Succ .  1363.  Ob.  1393.] 

THOMAS  le  Reve,  Canon  of  Lifmore ,  was  appointed  Bifhop  of  Lifmore 
at  Avignon ,  A.  D.  1358,  or  fas  fome  fayj  1362.  While  he  governed  that 
See,  the  two  Bifhopricks  of  Lifmore  and  Waterford  were  confolidated  by  a  real 
Union  (as  it  is  called)  in  1363  by  Pope  Urban  the  Vth  ;  which  Union  v/as  con-

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firmed  by  King  Edward  the  II Id  on  the  7th  of  October  that  year.  Our  Bifhop 
died  a  very  old  Man,  A.  D.  1393  ;  and  was  in  1367  for  a  time  Chancellor 
of  Ireland. 

I  muft  not  forget  to  mention,  that  long  before  this  time  there  was  a 
Defign  to  unite  thefe  two  Sees  ;  [and  an  Union  actually  made,  fo  far  as 
the  Pope’s  Legate  could  make  it  ;  of  which  the  Reader  may  fee  an  Ac¬ 
count  hereafter  under  Robert  de  Bedford ,  Bifhop  of  Lifmore , :  And  this  is 
the  firft  hint  of  an  Union  of  thefe  two  Sees  that  I  meet  with  and  was, 

(as  I  think)  the  caufe  of  the  long  difputes  concerning  the  See  of  Lifmore , 

between  David  and  Robert  Bifhops  of  Waterford ,  and  the  Bifhops  of  Lifmore ,  as 
before  is  related,  p.528,  529.]  There  is  extant  among  the  Records,  A.  D.  1225,  a 
Royal  Mandate c  for  the  union  of  both  thefe  Bifhopricks,  “  yet  fo  that  the  Epifco- 
“  pal  See  fhould  continue  at  Waterford”  So  the  King’s  Letter  to  the  Pope 
concerning  this  Union,  dated  two  years  after,  is  alfo  extant d.  I  have  not  found 
what  defeated  this  intention  at  that  time.  Afterwards  Pope  John  the  XXIId,  in 
the  1  ith  year  of  his  Pontificate,  A.  D.  1326,  and  in  the  Reign  of  King  Edward 

the  lid,  decreed,  “  that  upon  the  Ceffion,  or  Death  of  either  of  the  Prelates 

*«'  then  fitting,  the  Epifcopal  Dignity  of  thefe  Churches  fhould  be  united  in 
“  one-,  and  that  the  furviving  Bifhop  fhould  be  called  Bifhop  of  both  Sees.” 
And  this  alfo  appears  in  the  publick  Records,  although  it  did  not  fucceed  then  : 
[For  it  happened  that  the  Original  Letters  of  Provifion  of  that  Pope  were  loft  ; 
which  is  recited  in  a  Bull  of  exemplification  of  thefe  Letters  ifiiied  at  the  inftance 
of  Roger  Cradock ,  Bifhop  of  Waterford,  by  Pope  Innocent  the  Vlth,  on  the  2 2d 
of  June  1355,  whereby  he  recites  the  faid  Letters  w»rd  for  word,  and  gives  to 
the  exemplification  the  fame  ftrength  and  vigour  as  the  Original  had.] 

ROBERT  READ. 

\Succ.  1394.  Refign .  1396.] 

ROBERT  Read ,  a  Dominican  Frier,  fucceeded  in  1394.  Two  years  after 
he  was  tranflated  from  this  See  to  the  Bifhoprick  of  Carlifle ,  in  England  ; 
[to  the  Temporakies  whereof  he  was  reftored  on  the  30th  of  March  ijg6  ;]  and 
before  the  end  of  that  year  he  was  removed  to  Chkhefter ,  where  (as  Godwin  fays) 
he  was  at  the  Charges  of  ere&inga  Crofs  of  excellent  Workmanfhip  in  the  Mar¬ 
ket  Place.  [He  died  about  Whitfuntide  A.  D.  1417.] 

THOMAS  SPARKFORD. 

[Sttcc.  1396.  Oh.  1397.] 

THOMAS  sparkford ,  a  Secular  Prieft of  the  Diocefe  of  Bath  and  Wcllsy 
in  England,  fat  only  one  Year  in  thefe  Sees ;  and  died  inteftate  in  June 
1397.  Leland  in  his  Book  De  Script oribus  Anglicis,  (the  Manufcript  of  which  is  in 
the  publick  Library  at  Oxford)  fays,  that  Thomas  Cilby ,  a  Carmelite  Frier  of 
Norwich ,  and  Profeflor  of  Divinity,  [but,  whether  of  Cambridge  or  Oxford,  Le¬ 
land  owns  he  was  uncertain]  an  eloquent  and  laborious  Preacher,  was  appointed 
Bifhop  of  Lifmore  and  Waterford  by  King  Richard  the  lid.  But  if  any  fuch  Bi¬ 
fhop  was  confecrated  to  thefe  Sees,  furely  he  muft  have  fat  but  a  very  fhort 
time.  [For  my  part  I  think  it  anqueftionable,  that  Colby  did  not  fucceed  Bi¬ 
fhop  Sparkford.  For  the  King’s  Write  of  Reftitution  to  John  Deping ,  bears

recites  the  vacancy  of  the  Sees,  by  the  Death  of  Thomas  Sparkford ,  and  the 
Pope’s  provifion  to  Deping  thereon.] 


JOHN  DEPING  [or  DE-PlNG.] 

[ Succ .  1397.  Ob.  1399.] 

JOHN  Deping  [a  Dominican  Frier]  was  confecrated  in  1397,  [and  reftored 
to  the  Temporalties  on  the  14th  of  October  that  year,  as  I  obferved  before.] 
He  died  on  the  4th  of  February  1399,  Englijh  Stile.  [If  Thomas  Colby  before 
mentioned  fat  in  thefe  Sees  at  all,  it  muft  be  between  the  4th  of  February  1399, 
when  Bilhop  Deping  died,  and  the  16th  of  November  following;  on  which 
day  Thomas  Snell  had  his  Writ f  of  Reftitution  to  the  Temporalties :  And  it 
is  at  this  juncture  that  Mark- Anthony  Allegre  8  and  Leland  place  him  in  thefe 
Sees  {viz.)  between  Deping  and  Snell ;  and  with  Allegre ,  Bale  agreeth,  who  follow- 
eth  Leland.  But  lince  he  was  advanced  only  by  King  Richard  the  lid,  the  Pope 
not  concurring,  it  may  be  probable  enough  that  he  met  with  a  difappointment. 
Colby  is  faid'to  have  died  in  1406.] 

THOMAS  SNELL. 

[Sue.  1399.  j Refgn.  1405  ]

HO  M  AS  Snell ,  Archdeacon  of  Glendaloch ,  had  Reftitution  h  of  the 
Temporalties  of  thefe  Sees  on  the  16th  of  November  1399,  [having  firft 
renounced  all  prejudicial  Claufes  in  the  Pope’s  Provifion,  and  fworn  fealty.]  He 
fat  about  fix  years  ;  and  was  then  tranflated  to  the  See  of  OJJory.

T  HIS  Roger  died  in  1409,  having  fat  only  three  years  and  fome  Months* 

JOHN  GEESE. 

[Succ.  1409.  Ob.  1425.] 


ON  the  the  23d  of  Augujl  1409,  John  Geeje ,  a  Carmelite  Frier,  fucceeded  by 
the  provifion  of  Pope  Alexander  the  Vth>  and  died  on  the  2  2d  of  December 
1425.  [He  was  a  Do&or  of  Divinity  of  the  Univerfity  of  Oxford ,  and  a  Pre¬ 
late  greatly  celebrated  for  his  Piety  and  Learning ;  which  are  the  Titles  given  him 
in  his  Provifional  Letters.  Pitts 1  fays  he  wrote  various  Trafts,  partly  in  England 
and  partly  in  Ireland ;  but  adds,  that  dying  in  a  foreign  Country  they  all  pe- 

rilhed,  fo  that  no  account  of  them  had  come  to  his  Knowledge.  Yet  Mark  An¬ 
thony  Allegrek  (who  calls  him  Johannes  Greefus  Epijcopus  Lemorenfis  et  Waterfor- 
dienfis  in  Hibernia,)  affirms,  that  be  wrote  a  Book  intitled,  Gloria  Carmelitarum , 
and  fays  that  Pitts  faw  it  in  Manufcript.  See  before  p.  480  his  impeachment 
of  Richard  O-Hedian,  Archbifhop  of  Cajhelf  in  a  Parliament  held  in  1421.]

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RICHARD. 

[Succ.  1426.  Ob.  1446.] 

ON  E  Richard ,  Archdeacon  of  Lifmore ,  fucceeded  by  the  Provifion  of  Pope 
Martin  the  Vth,  in  1426.  He  died  on  the  7th  of  May,  144 6,  having  go¬ 
verned  thefe  Sees  Twenty  years,  and  was  buried  at  Waterford  in  a  Monument 
fixed  in  the  Wall  of  his  own  Cathedral.  There  was  a  ftrong  report  of  the 
death  of  this  Richard  fpread  abroad  in  1438  ;  but  it  happened  to  be  without 
Foundation.  However  it  gave  occafion  to  King  Henry  theVIth  to  write  Commen¬ 
datory  Letters  to  Pope  Eugene  the  IVth,  in  favour  of  Thomas  Brid ,  a  Dominican 
Frier,  and  Profeffor  of  Divinity,  that  he  might  be  appointed  fucceffor,  But 
it  appearing  that  Richard  was  ftill  alive,  the  project  vanilhed. 

ROBERT  P  0  E  R. 

[Succ,  1446.  Ob.  1471.] 

BEFORE  the  End  of  the  fame  year,  Robert  Poer ,  who  (  I  think  )  was 
Dean  of  Limerick ,  fucceeded.  He  obtained  a  Licence  from  King  Edward 
the  IVth  to  purchafe  Lands  in  Mortmain  for  him  and  his  Succeffors  to  the  yearly 
value  of  fourty  pounds.  This  Prelate  died  about  the  year  1471,  and  left  a 
great  Character  behind  him  for  his  Charity  and  Hofpitality. 

RICHARD  MARTIN. 

[Succ.  1472.] 

RICHARD  Martin .  a  ErancifcanPrm,  and  Profeffor  of  Divinity,  was  by 
papal  Provifion  appointed  to  fucceed  on  the  9th  of  March  1472  *. 

JOHN  BOLCO  MP. 

[Succ.  1475.  Ob.  1479.] 

J  0  H  N  Bolcomp  was  cpnfecrated  in  1475  or  1476,  and  died  in  1479. 

NICHOLAS  O-HENISA. 

[Succ.  1480.] 

N1 C  HO  L  AS  O-Henifa,  a  Ciftertian  Monk,  and  Abbat  of  St.  Mary's  of 
Fermoy ,  or  de  Caflro  Dei ,  fucceeded  by  the  Provifion  of  Pope  Sixtus  the 
IVth  on  the  20th  of  May  1480,  and  fat  about  five  years ;  [as  Wars  fays :  But  I 
think  not  fo  long  ;  for  a  Reafon  given  under  the  next  Succeffpr.]

S~\  N  E  John ,  Re&or  of  Baudrip ,  in  the  Diocefe  of  Bath  and  Wells ,  was  Bi- 
Ihop  of  Waterford  in  January  1482,  as  Anthony  Wood 01  fays  he  found  in 
his  Searches  ;  and  adds,  that  he  took  him  to  be  the  Predeceffor  of  Thomas  Pur - 
fell ,  although  omitted  by  Ware  :  And  for  this  Account  he  quotes  the  Regiftry  of 
the  Sees  of  Bath  and  W ells.  From  this  Authority  we  muft  give  a  lhorter  Period 
to  Nicholas  0  Henifa ,  and  place  this  John  between  him  and  Thomas  Purfell. ]

Hr ^HOMaS  Purfell  fucceeded  in  i486.  The  fame  year  he  took  Care  to 
have  the  antient  Charters  of  the  Church  of  Lifmore ,  among  other  Anti¬ 
quities  of  it*  tranferibed  into  a  Regiflry,  by  his  Amanuenfis,  John  Rujfetl ,  CEco- 
nomiftof  that  Church  which  Regiftry  was  ma^y  years  after,  viz.  A.  D.  1617. 
( while  John  Lancafler  was  Bifhop,)  deftroyed  by  an  accidental  Fire,  to  the  irre¬ 
parable  Lofs  of  the  See.  He  died  about  the  year  1517. 

NICHOLAS  C  0  M  I  N. 

[Succ.  1519.  Refign.  1551.] 

VT  IC  HO  LAS  Comin ,  was  (if  I  am  not  miftaken)  a  Native  of  Limerick ,  and 
•f  ^  was  confecrated  Bifhop  of  Ferns  in  St.  Paul's,  London ,  on  the  20th  of  Ja¬ 
nuary  1509  ;  where  he  fat  about  ten  years,  and  was  then  tranflated  to  thefe  Sees. 
See  before  p.  526  his  Benefadions  to  the  Cathedral  of  Waterford.  At  length,. being 
worn  out  with  Age  and  Infirmities*  he  refigned  in  July  1551. 

PATRICK  WALSH. 

[Succ.  1551.  Ob.  1578.] 

PATRICK  JValJh,  Dean  of  Waterford,  [was  born  «  near  the  City  of  Water¬ 
ford,  but  educated  in  the  Univerfity  of  Oxford,  where  he  took  his  Degree  of 
Mafter  of  Arts  in  1534,  and  grew  into  great  repute  for  his  Learning  and  Religion. 
He]  was  confecrated  Bifhop  of  Waterford  and  Lifmore  [not]  in  Augufl  1551  [as 
Ware  fays,  but  on  the  23d  of  October  that  year,  by  virtue  of  a  Mandate 0  from 
King  Edward  the  Vlth,  dated  the  12th  of  Augufl  before]  and  he  held  his  Deane¬ 
ry  by  Difpenfation  for  a  time  ;  [which,  together  with  the  Redlory  of  A^hor,  were 
by  the  faid  Mandate  united  to  the  Bifhoprick  during  his  Life.  There  is  extant 
in  the  Rolls  Office  a  Letter  p  from  this  Prelate  to  the  Lord  Deputy,  dated  the  1 5th 
of  June  1566,  wherein  he  befeecheth  him  to  accept  of  a  Refignation  of  the 
Deanery  *,  in  regard  to  his  inability  to  difeharge  his  Functions  on  the  fcore  of 
his  Decay  by  age  both  in  Body  and  Senfes ;  and  he  recommends  one  Peter  White 
to  the  Deanery.  Accordingly  on  the  2 2d  of  that  Month  the  Lord  Deputy  ac¬ 
cepted  of  his  Surrender,  and  advanced  White  in  his  Room.]  He  died  in  1578. 

M  AR  MADUKE  MIDDLETON 

[Succ.  1579.  Rtfign.  1582] 

MARMAVUKE  Middleton,  [who  was  Vicar  of  Coolock  in  the  Diocefe  of 
Dublin,  Vicar  of  Dunboyn  and]  Redlor  of  KHlare,  in  the  Diocefe  of  Meath , 
fucceeded,  [by  the  Letters  Patent  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  dated  the  31ft  of  May] 

1 579  >  anc^  was  tran^atec^  to  che  See  of  St.  David's  in  W ales  on  [the  30th  of  No„ 
vernier]  1582.  [Peter  Heylin  r  hath  greatly  miftaken  in  placing  the  tranflation 
of  this  Bifhop  to  the  See  of  St.  David’s  in  1567  •,  which  was  twelve  years  before 
his  advancement  to  thefe  Sees.  The  Succeffion  here  is  very  clear  at  this  time 
from  the  publick  Records  •,  and  to  make  room  for  Middleton, according  to  Heylin's

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Scheme,  we  fhould  be  obliged  to  difplace  Pat  rick  Wal/h.]  That  Writer  further 
fays  f,  that  he  was  afterwards  degraded,  and  deprived  at  Lambeth  :  [But  he  doth 
not  fpecifie  his  offences,  only  in  general,  (for  many  notable  Mifdemeanours.)  He 
adds,  that  the  Sentence  was  executed  before  the  High-Commiflioners  at  Lambeth 
Houfe,  not  only  by  Reading  it  In  Seriptis ,  but  by  a  formal  Diverting  him  of  his 
Epifcopal  Robes,  and  Prieftly  Veftments.  He  gives  another  particular  ;  that 
being  prefled  to  anfwer  Articles,  he  refufed  to  do  it  on  Oath,  but  upon  Honour, 
claiming  the  Priviledge  of  a  Peer.  It  appears  in  the  long  Cafe  of  the  Bifbop  of 
Lincoln ,  publifhed  by  Ru/hwortht,  that  Bifbop  Middleton* s  crime  was,  for  con¬ 
triving  and  publifhing  a  forged  Will ;  for  which  he  was  firft  fined  in  the  Star- 
Chamber,  and  then  turned  over  to  the  high  Commiflion  Court  for  degradation. 
He  did  not  outlive  his  Difgrace  long :  For  he  died  on  the  30th  of  November 
1592  *,  and  the  Sentence  was  of  Eafter  Term  34  Eliz.  which  was  the  fame  year.] 

MILER  M  AGR  AG  H. 

[Succ.  1582.  Refgn.  1589.  Succ.Iter.  1592.  Refgn%  1607.] 


ON  the  7th  of  January  1582  ( Englijh  Stile,)  Miler  Magragh  y  Archbifhop  of 
Cajhell  was  conftituted  commendatory  Bifhop  of  Waterford  and  Lijmore ; 
which  Sees  he  held  untill  the  year  1589,  when  Queen  Elizabeth  thought  proper 
to  grant  them  to  Thomas  Wetherhead  [the  Patent  to  Miler  being  only  during  plea- 
fure.]  But  Wetherhead  dying  three  years  after,  Archbifhop  Magragh  obtained  them 
again  byCommendam  on  the  ipthof  December  1592,  and  held  them  untill  the  22d 
of  February  1607,  when  he  refigned  them.  [A  little  before  this  fecond  promotion 
of  Miler  Magragh  to  thefe  Sees,  the  Lord  Deputy  had  an  intention  of  conferring 
them  on  John  Monahan  •,  of  which  the  Queen  takes  Notice  in  a  Letter  to  him 
dated  the  22d  of  Augttft  1592.  “  Whereas  (days  her  Majefty)  we  have  of  late 

“  declared  our  Plealure,  that  the  Archbifhop  of  Cajhell  fhould  have  the  Bifhop- 
“  ricks  of  Waterford  and  Lifmore  j  we  now  underftand  by  report  that  you  have 
“  conferred  the  fame  on  one  John  Monahan ,  which  we  know  not  by  what  Autho- 
“  rity  you  fhould  do  :  Neverthelefs  if  any  Warrant  fhould  have  parted  from  us, 
which  we  do  not  remember,  and  that  you  have  fo  conferred  the  fame,  and 
“  that  the  faid  Archbifhop  cannot  have  the  faid  two  Bifhopricks  ;  then  we 
“  warrant  you  by  thefe  Prefents  to  make  a  Grant  to  him  of  the  Bifhopricks  of 
“  Clobber  and  Kilmorey  in  lieu  of  Waterford  and  Lifmore.**  The  faid  two  Northern 
Sees  having  been  then  for  a  long  time  vacant.  [Sometime  before  his  Re- 
fignation  he  by  the  content  of  his  Dean  and  Chapter  granted  to  Sir  Walter  Ra¬ 
leigh  in  Fee  the  Manor  of  Lifmore  and  other  Lands,  at  the  Rent  of  13  J.  6  s.  8  d. 
per  An.] 

THOMAS  WETHERHEAD. 

[Succ.  1589.  Oh.  1592.] 

TH  0  MA  S  Wetherhead ,  [Archdeacon  u  of  the  Cathedrals  of  Cork  and  Cloyne 
and]  Prefident  or  Warden  of  the  new  College  of  St.  Mary* s  at  Toughall , 
was  confecrated  Bifhop  of  Waterford  and  Lifmore ,  by  Miler ,  Archbifhop  of 
Cajhell ,  in  1589,  [the  Queen’s  Patent  for  his  Promotion  bearing  date  the  20th  of 
July  that  year,  and  the  Patent  for  his  Confecration  and  Rcftitution  the  Day  follow¬ 
ing  ;  with  which  he  alfo  held  the  Wardenfhip  of  Toughall  by  Difpenfation.  He  di-

[Succ.  1607.  Cb.  1619.] 

"I  TPON  the  Refignation  of  Miler  Magragh  in  1607,  John  Lane  after ,  Chap- 
lain  to  King  James  the  Ift,  was  appointed  Succeffor,  [by  Letters  Patent 
dated  the  26th  of  February  1607]  and  was  foon  after  confecrated.  He  died  at 
Waterford  \n  1619,  and  was  buried  in  his  own  Church. 

MICHAEL  BOYLE. 

1619.  Qb.  1635.] 

MI  C  HA  E  L  Boyle ,  [Brother  to  Richard ,  Archbiffiop  of  Tuam,  and  Uncle 
to  Michael ,  Archbilhop  of  Dublin']  was  born  in  London  w,  and  educated  there 
in  Merchant  Taylors  School  ;  from  whence  he  was  admitted  a  Scholar  of  St.  John's 
College,  Oxford ,  took  his  Degree  of  Matter  of  Arts,  and  was  made  Vicar  of 
Finden,  in  Northampton-jhire,  A.  D.  1611,  commenced  Doflor  of  Divinity,  and 
three  years  after  refigned  his  Vicaridge,  and  went  for  Ireland ;  where  he  was  made] 
Dean  of  Lifmore.  [From  whence  he  was  advanced  to  the  Sees  of  JVaterford  and 
Lifmore  by  the  Letters  Patent  of  King  James  the  Ift  dated  the  7th  of  July  1619, 
and]  was  confecrated  about  the  clofe  of  that  year.  [About  the  fame  time,  viz. 
on  the  23d  of  March,  he  obtained  a  Faculty  from  the  King  to  hold  in  Commen¬ 
dam  with  the  Bifhoprick  all  the  Dignities,  Promotions  and  Benefices,  which  he 
poffeffed  (except  the  Deanery  of  Lifmore )  and  all  Benefices,  Dignities,  and  Pro¬ 
motions,  either  with  or  without  Cure,  compatible  or  incompatible  in  Ireland ,  in 
his  or  any  others  Patronage  j  fo  that  he  fhould  hold  only  one  Dignity  or  Prebend 
in  the  refpe&ive  Churches  of  TVaterford  and  lifmore ,  or  in  any  other  Cathedral. 
By  other  Letters  Patent  dated  the  Tyth  of  May  1623,  the  King  granted  him  in 
Commendam  the  Chancellorihip  of  Cajhell,  to  which  he  was  inftalled  on  the  29th 
of  January  following.]  He  was  efteemed  a  Prelate  of  excellent  parts.  He  died 
at  Waterford  on  the  27th  of  December  1 635,  and  was  buried  there  in  the  Cathe¬ 
dral  of  the  B  letted  Trinity 

JOHN  AT  HERTO  N. 

[Succ.  1636.  Ob.  1640.] 

JOHN  Atherton  [was  born  at x  Baudrip  in  Somerfetjhire ,  and  educated  at  Ox¬ 
ford,  where  he  took  his  Degree  of  Do&or  of  Divinity.  Having  entred  into 
Holy  Orders,  he  was  made  Reftor  of  Huifb-Comb- Flower  in  Somerfetjhire ,  which 
he  afterwards  held  by  Difpenfation  with  his  Promotions  in  Ireland.  He  was  made 
Prebendary  y  of  St.  John's,  Dublin ,  on  the  22d  of  April  1630,  Chancellor  of  Chrifl- 
Churcbin  1 635,  and  at  the  fame  time  he  held  the  Re&ories  of  Killaban  and  Ballin - 
tubride,  alias  Fontflown ,  in  the  Diocefe  of  Leighlin.  He]  fuccecded  to  thefe  Sees 
in  1636;  [being  on  the  fcore  of  his  great  Sufficiency  in  the  Canon  Law,  and 
Knowledge  in  Ecclefiaftical  Affairs  promoted  thereto  by  the  Earl  of  Strafford , 
then  Lord  Deputy  of  Ireland . 

He  was  condemned  and  degraded  for  a  Crime  not  to  be  named,  and  fuffered 
death  at  the  Gallows  on  the  5th  of  December  1 640.  But  for  the  time  he  con-

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tinued  in  Prifon  before  his  Execution  he  fhewed  himfelf  a  moft  exemplary 
Penitent,  and  with  many  tears  and  groans  deplored  the  Sins  of  his  former 
Life. 

[Some  have  imputed  his  unfortunate  end,  hot  to  his  Guilt,  but  to  his  Vigi- 
ance  and  activity  againfl  the  Popifh  Fadion  at  that  time.  To  which  purpofe  I 
remember  once  to  have  met  with  an  Apology,  written  by  an  Anonymous  Author, 
and  publifhed  in  8vo.  about  the  year  1710.  But  I  mull  do  the  Papifts  the 
Juftice  to  acquit  them  of  that  Charge  ;  as  he  does  in  his  Speech  z  made  at 
the  place  of  Execution  •,  wherein  he  takes  notice,  “  That  none  of  the  Romifh 

Church,  though  differing  from  him  in  points  of  Religion,  had  any  Hand  in  the 
“  Complaints  againft  him  *,  ”  although  the  Savage  Behaviour  of  a  Popifh  She¬ 
riff  to  him,  at  the  time  he  was  leading  him  to  execution,  as  the  fad  is  related  by 
Dodor  Bernard ,  might  have  given  fome  Countenance  to  fuch  a  Report.  Others 
have  placed  it  to  the  Score  of  his  indefatigable  fpirit  in  feeking  to  recover  the 
Rights  of  his  Sees  out  of  the  Hands  of  a  powerful  Family,  who  had  ufurpcd 
them  :  And  Mr.  Catte a  advanceth  it  as  a  matter  hardly  queftionable,  “  That  he 
“  fell  a  Sacrifice  to  that  Litigation,  rather  than  to  Juftice  ;  when  he  fuffered  for 
“  a  pretended  Crime,  of  a  fecret  nature,  upon  the  teftimony  of  a  fingle  wit- 
“  nefs,  that  deferved  no  Credit;  and  who  in  his  information  pretended,  that  the 
“  Crime  had  fometime  before  been  committed  upon  himfelf.”  He  proceeds 
further,  and  in  the  Words  of  the  Englijh  tranflator  of  Ware's  Bifhops,  af¬ 
firms ;  “  That  the  Bifhop  during  all  the  time  of  his  exemplary  preparation  for 
“  death,  and  at  the  Moment  of  his  Execution,  abfolutely  denied  the  Fad,  and 
«  the  Fellow  who  lwore  againft  him,  when  he  came  to  be  executed  himfelf 
“  fometime  after  for  his  Crimes,  confefled  at  the  Gallows,  that  he  had  falfly  ac- 
“  cufed  him.” 

I  cannot  tell  for  certain,  who  that  tranflator  was,  upon  whofe  teftimony 
Mr.  Carte  grounds  the  force  of  his  Evidence.  But  whoever  he  was,  it  is  moft 
certain  he  hath  corrupted  the  Text.  All  that  Ware  fays  upon  the  Occafion  is,  that 
“  Valde  pcenitentem  fe  Oftendit,  lachrymis  &  Sufpiriis  multis ,  ante  act  ce  vita  pec  cat  a 
“  deplorans."  Sir  James  Ware ,  at  the  Time  of  Bifhop  Atherton's  Execution,  was 
a  Member  of  the  Privy  Councill,  and  had  Opportunities  enough  of  knowing  the 
Truth,  and  Zeal  enough  to  declare  it,  if  there  had  been  room  to  have  acquitted 
him.  Dodor  Bernard ,  who  attended  him  in  his  laft  Moments,  doth  not  take 
upon  him  to  pronounce  him  Innocent ;  which  furely  he  would  have  done  in  plain 
and  exprefs  Terms,  had  the  Confeflion  of  the  Bifhop  enabled  him  to  have  done 
fo.  I  fhall  lay  Dodor  Bernard's  Words  before  the  Reader,  and  leave  him  to 
judge  of  the  Fad.  He  fays  *>,  “  That  the  Bifhop  acknowledged  the  Juftice  of 
“  the  Law  of  Man,  and  Gods  Juftice  in  condemning  him  ;  who  as  he  had  not 

deferved,  fo  he  defired  not  to  Jive,  and  took  Notice  of  the  Special  Hand  of 

“  God  through  the  whole  bufinefs - that  the  Evidence  was  not  fo  clear,  but 

“  the  Jury  might  have  ftuck  at  it  ;  but  acknowledged,  that  the  Finger  of  God 
“  was  in  it,  the  Juftice  of  whom  he  folemnly  and  fully  owned  to  a  Friend  of  his 
“  at  the  Inftant  he  was  found  Guilty  ;  although  he  denied  then,  as  he  did  at  the 
“  time  of  his  Confeflion,  the  main  thing  in  the  Indidment,  which  the  Law  laid 
il  hold  ol*  and  which  (adds  Dodor  Bernard)  was  fince  confirmed  by  the  Confef- 
“  fion  of  his  Chief  Accufer  at  his  Execution  ;  yet  that  the  Bifhop  in  his  Con- 
“  fcience  applauded  and  magnified  Gods  Juftice  in  it.”  Itfeemsthen  that  the 
Bifhop  was  not,  as  Mr.  Carte  alledgcth,  convided  upon  the  Teftimony  of  a

“  Church,  from  which  I  am  worthily  fallen,  but  as  upon  the  moft  abjed  bafe 
“  Perfon  in  the  Worldj” — and  again e  “  That  aDog’s  death  was  too  good  for  him, 
‘‘  — That  he  deferred  to  be  call  into  the  Sea  with  a  Mill-flone  about  his  Neck 
“  for  the  Offence  and  Scandal  he  had  given. — Thatfhis  Friends  had  with  juil  caufe 

“  forfaken  him.” - Thus  much  (fays  Dodor  Bernard )  he  thought  fit  to  fpeak 

“  concerning  thofe  things  he  was  juftly  condemned  for. - And  in  his  Letter  to 

<c  his  Wife — “  That 6  his  continued  and  crying  fins  had  defer vedly  drawn  that 
“  punifiiment  upon  him,  to  be  cut  off  from  the  living,  as  unworthy  of  their  Socie- 
“  ty  in  this  Life.”  Let  the  Reader  judge,  whether  thefe  exaggerated  expreffions  of 
the  Bifhop  can  be  conftrued  to  relate  to  the  Commiffion  of  common  Frailties,  or 
to  the  Crime  for  which  he  was  brought  to  Punifhment  ?  Whether  he  fell  a  Sa¬ 
crifice  to  his  Litigations ,  rather  than  to  juftice  ?  Or  whether  Dodor  Bernard  acquits 
him,  when  he  tells  us,  he  was  juftly  condemned?  I  have  drawn  thefe  Evidences 
together,  for  the  fake  of  Truth.  No  Body  can  be  fo  unjufl  to  think,  that  I  caft 
a  blemifh  upon  the  Order,  by  relating  the  miferable  Fate  of  one  of  their  Body. 


ARCHIBALD  ADAIR. 

[Succ.  1641.  Qb.  1647.] 


ARCHIBALD  Adair ,  a  Native  of  Scotland ,  and  Dean  of  Raphoe ,  was 
confecrated  Bifhop  of  Killala  and  Achonry ,  at  Dublin ,  in  St.  Patrick’s 
Church,  together  with  James  Higate,  Bifhop  of  Kilfenora ,  on  the  9th  of  May 
1630,  and  was  deprived  for  fome  feditious  Words  on  the  18th  of  May  1640. 
Yet  by  the  Favour  of  King  Charles  the  Ift,  on  the  13th  of  July  1641,  he  was 
advanced  to  the  Sees  of  Waterford  and  Lifmore ,  notwithflanding  his  Sentence  of 
Deprivation.  He  died  at  Briftol  in  England  about  the  year  1647.  See  more  of 
him  among  the  Bifhops  of  Killala ; 


GEORGE  BAKER 

[Succ.  1660.  Ob.  1665.J 

GEORGE  Baker ,  was  born  in  Dublin ,  and  took  his  Degree  of  Dodor  of 
Divinity  in  the  Univerfity  of  that  City  [where  he  was  educated.]  He  was 
advanced  to  thefe  Sees  by  the  Letters  Patent  of  King  Charles  the  lid,  dated  the 
19th  of  January  1660,  Englifh  Stile,  and  confecrated  the  27th  of  the  fame  Month 
[by  John ,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  aflifled  by  the  Bifhops  of  Raphoe ,  Kilmore ; 
Ojjory  and  Clogher.  He  died  at  Waterford  on  the  13th  of  November  1 665,  and 
was  buried  there  in  his  own  Cathedral. 


HUGH  GORE. 

[Succ.  1666.  Ob.  1690  or  1691.] 

HUGH  Gore ,  Dodor  of  Divinity,  was  born  at  Maiden-Newton ,  in  Dorfet- 
fhire ,  about  the  year  1611,  was  lent  to  School  to  Lifmore ,  in  Ireland ,  and 
from  thence  was  admitted  into  Trinity  College  in  Oxford.  He  returned  afterwards 
into  Ireland ,  and  paffed  through  all  his  Degrees  from  the  lowed  to  the  higheft  in 
Trinity  College ,  Dublin.  He  obtained  the  Chancellorfhip  of  Cafhell  by  Letters

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Patent  dated  the  8th  of  February  1 66 1  ;  wherein  was  contained  a  Claufe  of  Uni¬ 
on  of  the  faid  Dignity  to  the  Vicaridge  of  Cahir  in  the  Diocefe  of  Lifmore,  pro 
ed  vice  tantum :  Afterwards  he  was  advanced  to  the  Deanery  of  Lifmore  by  Letters 
Patent,  dated  the  23d  of  March  1 663,  with  a  Claufe  of  Union  of  the  Vicaridges 
of  Clonmell ,  Cahir  and  Inifannaght.  in  the  Diocele  of  Lifmore , pro  ed  vice  tantum , 
unto  the  faid  Deanery  ;  and  upon  the  death  of  George  Baker  on  the  1 3th  c*f 
November  166 5,  he  was  on  the  2  iff  of  February  following  promoted  to  the  united 
Sees  of  Waterford  and  Lifmore ,  and  was  confecrated  on  the  25th  of  March  1666 , 
in  the  Parifh  Church  of  Clonmell ,  or,  fas  fome  fayj  the  Cathedral  of  Cafhell,  by 
Thomas  Archbifhop  of  Cajhell ,  aflifted  by  the  Bifhops  of  Cork ,  Oflory  and  Killa- 
loe.  He  layed  out  in  his  Life  time  confiderable  Sums  of  Money  in  adorning  and 
beautifying  his  Cathedral  of  Waterford ,  and  gave  many  other  Teflimonies  of  his 
Liberality  in  his  Diocefes.  He  feems  to  have  been  a  very  modefl  Man,  and  but 
little  folicitous  after  the  Riches  of  this  World  ;  fince  we  do  not  read  of  any  Eccle- 
fiaflical  Promotions  he  had  untill  he  obtained  the  Dignity  before-mentioned  in 
1661;  at  which  time  he  was  fifty  years  old.  He  was  inhumanely  treated  by  fome 
Irifh  Ruffians  in  1689,  feized  in  his  Bed,  {tripped,  beaten,  and  received  many 
Wounds,  and  was  left  for  dead.  However  he  efcaped  their  cruelty  to  die  in 
Wales  in  1690  or  1691,  in  about  the  80th  year  of  his  Age.  But  before  his  Death 
he  made  his  Will  on  the  30th  of  September  1690  ;  whereby  he  bequeathed  al- 
moft  all  his  Fortune  to  publick  and  pious  Ufes  ;  which  would  have  proved  more 
confiderable,  if  in  the  decline  of  life,  when  his  Memory  began  to  fail  him,  he 
had  not  been  fpirited  away  with  molt  of  his  Effects  into  Wales  ;  where  fome 
Men  in  great  Power  perfwaded  or  forced  him  to  make  a  Will,  contradictory 
to  all  former  Wills,  which  he  had  made  in  his  perfedt  Senfes  in  favour  of  the 
Poor.  But  though  his  Fortune  was  by  thefe  Means  got  into  fuch  Hands  ;  yet  his 
true  and  worthy  Executor,  Sir  John  Mafon  of  the  City  of  Waterford ,  fince  de- 
ceafed,  having  a  due  regard  to  the  publick,  would  not  fuffer  thofe  Robbers  to 
batten  in  the  fpoils  of  the  poor ;  and  after  a  long  and  expenfive  Law-Suit,  ' 
lupported  at  his  own  Coft,  he  in  the  Event  recovered  a  great  Share  of  the  Bi¬ 
fhops  Effedts,  and  laid  them  out  purfuant  to  the  Intentions  of  his  Will;  by  which 
the  Bifhop  made  thefe  following  Difpofitions. — 

He  bequeathed  200 1.  towards  providing  a  Ring  of  Bells  for  the  Church  of 
Lifmore ,  and  beautifying  the  Choir  of  it ;  and  100 1.  towards  buying  a  Ring  of 
Bells  for  the  Church  of  Clonmell.  He  left  20 1.  to  the  Erglijh  Poor  of  Waterford ; 
and  1290  1.  for  building  an  Alms-Houfe  for  ten  poor  Miniflers  Widows,  and 
purchafiflg  Lands  for  their  Maintenance,  to  each  of  whom  he  allotted  10  1. 
per  Annum  ;  and  the  Nomination  of  them  he  gave  to  the  Bifhop  and  Dean  of  Wa¬ 
terford  for  the  time  being  ;  and  veiled  a  Power  in  them  to  appoint  a  Receiver  of 
the  Rents  of  the  faid  Lands,  whom  he  fubjedted  to  an  Account  to  the  Bifhop  and 
Dean,  as  often  as  they  fhould  think  proper  ;  and  bequeathed  the  refidue  of  his 
Eftate  real  and  perfonal,  to  the  building  and  repairing  old  ruinated  Churches  with¬ 
in  the  Diocefes  of  Waterford  and  Lifmore. 

Purfuant  to  this  Will,  Sir  John  Mafon  eredled  an  Hofpital  in  Waterford  for  ten 
Widows  of  poor  Clergymen,  and  purchafed  Lands  within  the  Liberties  of  that 
City,  for  the  maintenance  of  them  at  iol.^r  Annum  each;  but  (as  I  am  informed) 
nothing  remains  for  keeping  the  Houfe  in  repair.  The  refidue  of  the  Bifhop’s 
Fortune,  or  at  leafl  what  was  recovered  of  it,  being  the  Impropriate  Tythes 
of  the  Parifh  of  Cahir  in  the  County  of  Tipperary,  valued  at  100  1.  per  Annum ,  is 
under  the  management  of  the  prefent  Bifhop  of  Waterford  zn&Lifmore  (the  faid  Sir 
John  Mafon  having  died  fuddenly  and  inteflate,)  and  is  from  time  to  time  laid 
out  in  re-building  decayed  Churches  according  to  the  dire&ions  of  the  Will. 

NATHA- 
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NATHANIEL  FOT 

[Succ.  1691.  Ob.  1708.] 

NAT  HAN  I E  L  Foy ,  Doftor  of  Divinity,  Son  of  John  Foy,  M.  D.  was 
born  in  the  City  of  York ,  but  educated  in  the  College  of  Dublin  •,  of  which 
he  became  a  Senior  Fellow,  and  took  his  degree  of  Do£tor  of  Divinity  in  1684, 
But  before  that  Year  he  was  made  Minifterof  the  Parifli  of  St.  Bridgids ,  Dublin ; 
to  which  he  was  prefented k  by  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  St.  Patrick’s,  on  the 
20th  of  December  1678,  while  he  was  Matter  of  Arts ;  and  he  held  his  Fellowfhip 
at  the  fame  time. 

When  Fopery  was  almoft  Triumphant,  he  made  a  glorious  ftand  in  Defence 
of  the  eftablifhed  Religion  ;  not  only  publickly  difputing  with  the  mod  emi¬ 
nent  Popifh  Do&ors,  but  with  uncommon  refolution,  and  to  the  manifeft  hazard 
of  his  Life  he  fupported  the  Controverfy  between  the  Proteftants  and  Papifts  every 
other  Sunday  from  the  Pulpit  at  St.  Bridgid’ s  •,  anfwering  and  confuting  the  Dif- 
courfes  delivered  by  a  Dottor  of  Sorbonne  the  preceding  Sunday  at  Chrijl -Church 
before  King  James  the  lid.  This  talk  he  performed  by  the  afliftance  of  a  few 
Gentlemen  who  wrote  Short-hand,  and  furnifhed  him  with  an  Abftradl  of  his 
Antagonifts  Arguments.  Multitudes  flocked  together  from  all  parts  of  the  Citys 
rejoycing  to  hear  the  common  Caufe  fo  well  defended.  But  this  his  Courage 
fubjefted  him  to  the  violence  of  his  Popifh  Enemies.  He  was  imprifoned,  to¬ 
gether  with  Do&or  King ,  and  many  other  Clergymen  of  the  Church  of  Ireland. 
He  was  affaulted  by  Soldiers  while  he  was  performing  the  Office  of  Burial  in 
his  Church-Yard.  Hewashindred  from  preaching  feveral  Sundays  by  the  Me¬ 
naces  of  fome  of  King  James’s  Guard  ;  who  furrounded  the  Church  with  their 
Fufees,  and  (wore  they  would  ffioot  him  if  he  attempted  to  preach  *,  and  this  only 
becaufe  he  had  taken  notice  from  the  Pulpit,  that  one  Hall ,  in  a  Sermon  preached 
before  King  James  in  Chrijl-Church ,  had  corrupted  his  Text,  Aft.  xvii.  30.  by  ren¬ 
dering  the  paflage,  inttead  of  Repent,  Repent  and  do  Penance.  But  by  the  fuccefs  of 
King  William’s  Army  at  the  Boyne  on  the  firft  of  July  1 690,  he  was  refeued  from 
thefe  dangers,  and  a  way  was  opened  for  his  Advancement.  For  no  fooner  was  has 
Majefty  happily  fettled  on  the  Throne,  but  he  rewarded  this  fuccefsful  Champion 
of  the  Proteftant  Caufe, by  nominating  him  to  the  united  Sees  of  Waterford  and  Lif- 
more,  then  vacant  by  the  Death  of  Biffiop  Gore ;  and  he  was  promoted  thereto 
by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  1 3th  of  July  1691,  and  was  confecrated  on  the  9th  of 
Augujl  following  in  the  Parifh  Church  of  St.  Brigid  aforefaid,  by  Narcijfus ,  Arch- 
bifhopof  Cafhdl ,  affifted  by  the  Bifhops  of  Meath ,  Raphoe  and  Killaloe.He  died  on 
the  firft  of  January  1708,  and  was  buried  in  the  Cathedral  of  Waterford ,  in  the 
Confiftory  Court,  having  a  fair  Tomb  of  white  and  black  Marble  eredfed  to  his 
Memory.  In  his  life  time  he  gave  10 1.  to  the  College  of  Dublin ,  and  by  his  Will  1 
dated  the  26th  oWecember  1707,  he  bequeathed  5I.  to  his  Kinfman,  Thomas  France , 
for  preaching  his  Funeral  Sermon  ;  on  Condition  he  fpoke  nothing  of  his  Perfon, 
good  or  ill  *,  only  fignifying  to  the  Auditory,  that  it  was  his  exprefs  Will  it 
ffiould  be  fo  ♦,  and  he  ordered  that  the  Charge  of  his  Funeral  ffiould  no  way  ex¬ 
ceed  thirty  pounds.  He  left  20 1.  to  the  Poor  of  the  City  of  Waterford  *,  to  the 
Blew  Coat  Hofpital  in  Dublin ,  10 1.  and  7  1.  to  the  Church  Wardens  of  the  Pa. 
rifli  of  St.  Bridgid ,  to  be  difpofed  of  in  Charitable  Ufes.  He  mentions  that  he 
had  expended  eight  hundred  pounds  on  the  Improvement  of  the  Epifcopal  Houfe 
at  Waterford  *,  and  bequeathed,  that  whatever  fhould  be  got  out  of  that  Sum

from  his  Succeftor,  purfuant  to  the  Ad  for  that  purpofe  made,  fhould  go  to  the 
Mayor  and  Corporation  of  Waterford ,  to  be  laid  out  on  good  Security,  the 
yearly  profits  to  be  applied  in  putting  out  Proteftant  Children  of  the  Inhabitants 
of  Waterford ,  either  Boys  or  Girls,  Apprentices  •,  and  he  gave  the  Nomination  of 
the  Perfons  to  be  bound  out,  to  the  Bifhop,  Dean,  and  Mayor  of  Waterford ,  or 
any  two  of  them,  whereof  the  Bifhop  to  be  always  one.  But  he  left  a  more 
confiderable  Legacy  to  the  City  of  Waterford ,  For  he  appointed  a  School  Houfe 
to  be  built  in  that  City,  and  an  appartment  at  the  End  of  it  for  a  Schoolmafter, 
who  fhould  be  obliged  to  teach  fifty  Children  of  the  Inhabitants  of  Waterford , 
Gratis,  to  read,  write,  call  accounts,  and  fay  their  Catechifm.  He  appointed  a 
fund  for  building  the  faid  School-houfe,  and  to  purchafe  Lands  to  maintain  the 
School-mafter,  and  a  Catechifl,  to  explain  the  Catechifm  to  the  Scholars  once 
a  Week  ;  i.  e.  fourty  pounds  a  year  for  the  School-mafter,  and  ten  pounds  a 
year  for  the  Catechifl,  with  an  increafe  of  Sallary,  as  alfo  of  the  Number  of 
Scholars,  as  the  Fund  fhould  increafe.  He  gave  the  nomination  and  removal  of 
the  School-mafter,  and  Catechifl  to  the  Bifhop  for  the  time  being  *,  and  appoin¬ 
ted  that  the  Mayor  of  Waterford ,  three  of  the  Aldermen,  and  the  Sheriffs  fhould 
nominate  the  Scholars  to  the  Bifhop  for  his  approbation.  He  appointed  ’Thomas 
France ,  and  James  Medlicot ,  his  Executors  •,  who  eredted  a  noble  building  for  the 
purpofe  of  hewen-ftone,  and  adorned  with  a  Cupola  and  Clock,  purfuant  to 
a  Plan  left  behind  by  the  Bifhop,  upon  Ground  generoufly  conveyed  by  the 
Corporation  of  Waterford ,  as  an  encouragement  to  fo  great  and  good  an  Under¬ 
taking.  They  alfo  purchafed  Lands  to  the  amount  of  one  hundred  ninety  one 
pounds,  two  Shillings  and  two  pence,  per  Ann.  for  the  ufes  of  the  faid  Will ;  and 
purfuant  to  the  powers  therein,  upon  the  Death  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Moore ,  his 
Lordfhip’s  Sifter  (by  which  fourty  eight  pounds,  per  Annum  came  to  the  foundation) 
they  raifed  the  Mailer’s  Sallary  from  fourty  to  fixty  pounds,  and  the  Catechift’s 
from  ten  to  fifteen  pounds  a  year  j  and  increafed  the  Number  of  Boys  from 
fifty  to  feventy  five.  To  fruftrate  and  fubvert  the  glorious  Defign  of  the 
Founder,  a  Popifh  School,  fupported  by  Subfcriptions,  was  erected  ;  which  gave 
the  fame  Encouragement  by  teaching  Children  Gratis  to  Read,  Write  and 
call  accounts.  This  project  had  the  Effedl  it  was  intended  for  :  The  num¬ 
ber  of  Boys  daily  decreafed  in  the  Bifhop’s  School,  and  for  many  years  together 
threefcore  could  not  be  had  :  While  the  Popifh  School  had  its  full  Compliment  of 
fourfcore  Boys.  This  evidently  appeared  to  a  Committee  of  the  Right  Honou¬ 
rable  the  Lords  of  the  Parliament,  and  afterwards  to  his  Majefty’s  molt  Honou¬ 
rable  Privy  Council.  For,  to  remedy  this  Evil,  the  Reverend  Nathaniel  France , 
Executor  of  the  furviving  Executor,  petitioned  the  Parliament  for  a  Confirma¬ 
tion  and  Settlement  of  this  School  and  Eftate  ;  and  admitted  that  after  building, 
purchafing,  and  difeharging  all  Debts  and  Legacies,  there  remained  in  his  Hands, 
the  Sum  of  feven  hundred  feventy  and  four  pounds  fifteen  Shillings  and  three 
pence  halfpenny.  In  purfuance  of  this  Petition  an  A<51  of  Parliament  was  ob¬ 
tained  to  perpetuate  and  better  regulate  this  Charitable  Foundation,  to  veil  the 
Ground  fo  conveyed  by  the  Corporation,  and  the  Lands  purchafed,  in  the  faid 
Nathaniel  France ,  during  his  Life,  and  after  his  Deceafe,  in  the  Bifhop,  Dean,  and 
Mayor  of  Waterford ,  for  the  time  being,  and  their  SuccefTors  ;  upon  Truft,  that 
out  of  the  yearly  Rents  of  the  laid  Eftates  they  fhould  maintain  and  repair  the 
faid  School-houfe,  pay  five  pounds  a  year  as  a  Sallary  to  the  Receiver,  to  the  Ca- 
techift  fifteen  pounds  a  year,  and  to  the  Mailer  fixty  pounds  a  year  ;  who  fhould 
be  obliged  to  inftrudl  and  teach  feventy  five  poor  Children  of  the  City  of  Wa¬ 
terford  Gratis :  And  it  provides  that  the  Mailer  fhould  have  no  other  Office, 
nor  teach  any  other  Children,  than  the  number  mentioned,  except  his  own  : 

that 
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that  the  overplus  arifing  after  thefe  Difburfements  fhould  be  applied  to  the 
cloathing  the  feventy  five  Children  *,  and  if  there  ftill  remained  an  overplus,  that 
it  fhould  be  applied  to  the  binding  out  the  Boys  Apprentices  •,  and  tha't  the 
Sum  of  Seven  hundred  feventy  four  pounds,  fifteen  fhillings,  and  three  pence  half¬ 
penny  in  the  Hands  of  Mr.  France ,  fhould  be  laid  out  on  Security  or  a  purchafe  to 
the  fame  Trufts. 


MAS  MILLS, 

[Succ.  1707.] 


HO  MAS  Mills ,  was  born  in  Hertfordfhire^  educated  in  Wadham College, 


<*-  Oxford ,  and  about  the  year  1695  made  Vice-Principal  of  Edmund- 
Half  in  1702  Chaplain  of  Chrift -Church  College,  and  in  1705  the  Queen’s 
ProfefTor  of  the  Greek  Language  in  that  Univerfity.  He  was  Chaplain  to  Tho¬ 
mas  Herbert ,  Earl  of  Pembroke ,  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland ,  by  whofe  Intereffc 
he  was  promoted  to  thefe  Sees  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  nth  of  March  1707. 
The  Reader  will  pleafe  to  corre<5t  a  Miflake  in  the  foregoing  Life  j  where  Bifliop 
Foy  is  faid  to  have  died  on  the  ift  of  January  1708;  which  is  true, reckoning  the 
year  to  commence  that  Day  ;  but  1707  according  to  the  ufual  Calculation.

The  Chapter  of  Lifmore  confifted  antiently  of  the  following  Perfons,  viz. 
Dean,  Chantor,  Chancellor, Treafurer,  Archdeacon,  and  11  Prebendaries, 
v izy  ‘Tullagharton — Donaghmore — Kilbarmeadan — Difert  and  Kilty - 
gan  (which  are  united,)  — -  Killrojfanta — Modclegy — Kilgobened — Llajf- 
more — Mora — Ogheteragh — and  Morrijlovm  alias  Ballymonekerick.  But 
now  we  fee  only  nine  Prebendaries  in  it.  There  are  alfo  5  Vicars  Cho¬ 
ral  belonging  to  this  Church,  who  are  obliged  in  their  turns  to  offici¬ 
ate,  and  are  all  appointed  only  by  the  Dean ;  who  hath  a  peculiar  Jurif- 
didtion  belonging  to  his  Deanery,  whereby  he  exercifeth  all  forts  of  Ec- 
clefiaftical  Difcipline  in  three  large  Parifhes  viz.  Lifmore ,  Tallough^ and 
Macollop  forelevenMonths  in  the  year,  untill  his  Jurifdidtion  is  inhibited 
by  the  Bilhop  a  Month  before  the  Epifcopal  Vifitation,  which  is  fixed 
to  the  third  of  November.  He  hath  alfo  a  Seal  peculiar,  which  may 
be  feen  at  the  Head  of  the  See  of  Waterford.  The  Diocefe  is  divi¬ 
ded  into  four  Rural  Deaneries,  viz.  Ardmore  —  Kilbarmeadan  —  Kil- 

flellan _ and  Ardfinnan.  As  to  what  is  faid  before  p.  525  of  the  Con- 

ftitution  of  the  Chapter  of  Waterford ;  though  an  Archdeacon  and  6 
Prebendaries  are  mentioned  as  belonging  to  it  in  the  antient  Books  of 
Vifitation;  yet  it  is  certain  that  fince  the  Reftoration  in  1660,  there 
have  been  no  fuch  Members  belonging  to  that  Chapter ;  nor  are  there  any 
Vicars  Choral  in  it. 


T.  C  ART  HAG  H  founded  this  Cathedral  about  the  year 
636 a,  and  Cor  mac  1  the  Son  of  Muretus ,  King  of  Munfier , 
repaired  it  about  the  year  1130.  The  Vicars  Choral b  of 
this  Church  were  firft  inftituted  and  endowed  by  G tiffin 
ChriJlopher>  Bifhop  of  Lifmore ,  about  the  year  1230.  I 
have  no  certain  Account,  at  what  time  the  Dean  and  Chap¬ 
ter  of  this  See  were  firft  eredled.  Of  the  antient  Fame  of 
City  of  Lifmore ,  take  what  an  antient  writer  of  the 
St.  Carthagb  fays.  “  LeJJmor  is  a  famous  and  holy  City,  half  of  which 
«  is  an  AfyluM*  into  which  no  Woman  dares  enter ;  but  it  is  full  of  Cells,  and  holy 
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“  Monaftefies  :  And  religions  Men  in  great  Numbers  abide  there  :  And  thither 
<c  holy  Men  flock  together  from  all  parts  of  Ireland ;  and  not  only  from  Ireland , 

“  but  alfo  from  England  and  Britain  ,  being  defirous  to  remove  from  thence  to 
“  Chrift.  And  the  City  is  built  upon  the  Banks  of  a.  River,  formerly  called, 

“  Nem,  but  now,  Aban-mor ,  that  is,  the  Great  River,  in  the  Territory  of  Nan- 
“  deft  or  Defies  ”  Ptolomey  e  calls  this  River,  Daurona ,  and  Necham ,  Aven- 
mor  ;  of  wh  ich  he  fays  thus. 

Urbem  Lifmor  pertranft  flumen  Avenmor ,  By  Lifmore  tovinAvenmor  River  flows, 
Ardmor  cernit  ubi  concitus  cequor  adit.  And  at  Ardmor  into  the  Ocean  goes. 

It  is  now  fometimes  called  by  the  Englifh ,  Broad-Water,  and  fomctimes. 
Black  Water.  So  true  is  that  Paflfage  in  Chadian d.

Immutare  Dies  ? - What  Alterations  grow  by  length  of  time  ? 

Ardmore ,  fo  called  from  its  Situation  on  an  Eminence,  was  heretofore  alfo 
an  Epifcopal  See,  planted  by  St.  Declan ,  firft  Bifhop  of  it,  in  the  infancy 
of  the  lrijh  Church,  [and  confirmed  by  St.  Patrick  in  the  Synod  of  Cajhell  held 
A.  D.  448,  as  we  See  in  St.  Patrick's  Life  '.]  But  after  the  arrival  of  the  Eng- 
lifh  in  Ireland ,  it  was  united  to  the  See  of  Lifmore. 

St.  CAR  F  H  A  G  H. 

[Promot.  circ.  631  or  636.  Ob.  637.] 

ST.  Carthagh ,  commonly  called,  Mochudu ,  a  Native  of  Munjler ,  was  at  firft 
Abbat  of  the  famous  Abby  of  Ratheny ,  [in  Weftmeath ,  which  he  founded, 
and  in  which  he  is  faid  f  to  have  governed  eight  hundred  and  fixty  feven  Monks, 
for  the  ipace  of  fourty  Years.  He  founded  a  fevere  and  particular  Rule g  of 
his  own  for  his  Monks  to  walk  by  ;  which  is  faid  to  be  ftill  extant  in  very 
antient  lrijh  ;  but  afterwards  was  incorporated  into  that  of  the  Regular  Canons 
of  St  Augujlin.  His  Monks  lived  much  after  the  manner  as  thofe  of  la  Trape  in 
France  do  now.  For  they  confined  themfelves  to  feed  on  vegetables,  which 
they  raifed  and  cultivated  with  their  own  Hands.  In  an  antient  Manufcript  Ge¬ 
nealogy,  which  I  have  in  my  cuftody,  our  Saint  is  faid  to  be  defcended  from 
the  Stock  of  Ire ,  fecond  Son  to  Milejius ,  and  is  called  Moghuda  of  Raithin  and  of 
Lifmore.]  At  laft  in  631,  [or,  according  to  the  Annals  of  Inisfall ,  636]  he 
was  driven  out  of  Ratheny  by  King  Blathmac ,  and  became  the  firft  Bifhop  of 
Lifmore  ;  where  [in  the  the  fame  year,  according  to  the  Annals  before  men¬ 
tioned]  he  founded  a  Cathedral,  and  a  famous  School;  in  which  great  Numbers 
in  old  times  made  profeftion  of  the  true  Philofophy.  [ Keating  h  imputes  his 
expulfion  to  the  Jealoufy  and  envy  of  the  Monks  of  a  neighbouring  Abby,  who 
incenfed  Blathmac  againft  Mochuda  ;  and  fays,  that  when  he  was  expelled,  he 
retired  to  the  Territory  of  Defies  in  Munjler ;  the  Prince  of  which  Country 
gave  him  and  his  Followers  an  honourable  Reception,  and  fettled  him  in  % 
Place  called  Dunfginne *,  fince,  Lifmore.  He  did  not  long  furvive  this  Event. 

*  Dun  fignifies  a  Fort  or  place  feated  on  an  Eminence,  and  Sgein,  a  flight ;  which  feeats  to  allude 
to  to  the  flight  of  Carthagh,  to  this  Place  ;  and  to  be  the  name  then  given  it.  For  it  was  before  cal¬ 
led  Magh-Sgiath,  or  the  Field  of  the  Shield.  But  it  did  not  retain  its  Name  of  Dunfginne  long,  if 
we  may  regard  what  is  faid  in  the  Life  of  Carthagh,  viz.  that  it  took  the  name  of  Lifmore  at  the  very 
time  of  the  Foundation  of  the  Cathedral  by  that  Bifhop.

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For]  having  given  many  tokens  of  his  Sandlity,  he  died  on  the  14th  of  May  638, 
or  637,  as  fome  5  fay,  and  was  buried  in  his  own  Church  at  Lifmore ;  which 
Word  denotes,  a  great  inclofure  ;  [or  rather  a  great  Houfe  or  Village,  Lis  and 
Lios,  in  the  old  Irijh ,  lignifying,  a  Houfe  or  Village,  and  Mor,  great.] 

St.  Cataldus ,  who  was  afterwards  Bifhop  of  larent um  in  Italy ,  is  faid  to  have 
been  Regent  of  the  School  of  Lifmore  for  a  time,  “  to  which  prodigious  numbers 
“  flocked  both  from  the  neighbouring  and  remote  Countries,”  as  Bartholomew 
Moronus  relates  in  the  Life  of  Cataldus ,  and  which  the  Office  k  of  that  Saint  alfo 
confirms.  But  from  hence,  among  other  particulars,  we  may  gather,  that  Ca¬ 
taldus  did  not  flourifh  in  the  year  170,  as  Moronus  fays,  nor  about  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  fixth  Century,  as  Alexander  ah  Alexandro ,  and  Anthony  Carracciolus 
will  have  it  *,  but  rather  about  the  middle  of  the  feventh  Century ,  after  the  death 
of  St.  Carthagh ,  who  was  the  Founder  of  the  School  of  Lifmore .  The  great 
multitude  of  Chriftians,  mentioned  by  Moronus  to  have  been  in  Ireland ,  at  the 
tinje  St.  Cataldus  lived,  confirms  me  in  this  Opinion  ;  which  undoubtedly  could 
never  relate  to  the  fecond  Century  :  For  Ireland  in  that  age,  and  for  a  long  time 
after,  lay  involved  in  the  thick  Darknefs  of  Paganifm .  \Colganx  gives  an  Epi¬ 
taph,  placed  fas  he  fays)  under  an  Image  of  St.  Cataldus  at  Rome ,  which  de¬ 
clares  his  Birth,  Travels,  and  Death  ;  thus. 

Me  tulit  Hiberne,  Solymae  traxere ,  Tar-entum 
Nunc  tenet  \  huic  ritus.  Dogmata ,  jura ,  dedi . 

Hibernia  gave  me  Birth,  thence  wafted  o’er, 

I  fought  the  facred  Solymean  Shore  ; 

To  thee,  Tarentum ,  Holy  Rites  I  gave. 

Precepts  Divine  ;  and  you  to  me  a  Grave.] 

We  have  but  few  Memoirs  remaining  of  the  Succeffors  of  St.  Carthagh  in 
the  See  of  Lifmore,  before  Malchus,  (of  whom  hereafter.) 

Hierologus,  [called  in  the  Annals  of  the  Four  Mafters  Bifhop  and  Abbat  of 
Lifmore ,]  died  on  the  16th  of  January  698. 

Colmanov  Mocholmoc,  the  Son  of  Finharr,  [fucceeded m Hierologus  both  in  the 
Government  of  the  Abby  and  Bifhoprick  of  Lifmore.  In  his  T  ime  the  School 
of  Lifmore  flood  in  a  higher  Degree  of  Reputation,  both  for  Learning  and  Virtue, 
than  any  other  Seminary  in  Ireland..  He]  died  on  the  2 2d  of  January  702. 

St.  Cronan ,  the  Son  of  Nethfemon,  a  learned  Man,  and  called  Cronan  the  Wife  •, 
was  defeended  of  a  Noble  Stock,  and  died  on  the 9th  of  February  7 17.  [He 
was  of  the  fame  Family  with  St.  Ailbe,  Bifhop  of  Emly.'] 

Colman  O-Liathan  [Bifhop  n  of  Lifmore ,  and  a  learned  Doctor]  died  about  the 

year  725. 

Macoge  0  died  in  746. 

Ronan  died  in  763. 

\Cormac  Mac-Culenan,  Bifhop  of  Lifmore ,  and  Prince  of  Decies  in  Munfer ,  is 
faid  by  Colgan p,  from  the  Authority  of  the  Four  Mafters,  to  have  died  in  918  j 
and  is  diftinguifhed  from  Cormac  Mac-Culenan ,  King  and  Bifhop  of  Cafhell ,  who 
died  in  903,  according  to  the  faid  Annals  \  but  908,  as  others  fay.] 

The  next  Bifhop  of  Lifmore ,  of  whom  we  meet  any  Account,  is  0-Mail-Sluaigt 
called  Comorbanof  Mochudu ,  who  died  A.  D.  1025. 

Moriertach  O-Selbac  died  in  1 034 
Mac-Airthir  died  in  1064.

M  A  L  C  H  U  S. 

'  [Flor.  1134.] 

Tfe/T ALCHUS  flourilhed  in  the  year  1134,  “  He  was  an  old  Man  (fays  St. 
1VL  cc  Bernard 4  J  full  of  Days,  and  full  of  Virtues,  and  the  Wifdom  of  God 
“  was  in  him.  [He  was  by  birth  an  Irijbrnan ,  but  had  his  Education  in  England , 
“  where  he  became  a  Monk  in  the  Abby  of  Lftnchefler  ;  from  whence  he  was 
“  taken,  and  advanced  to  the  Bilhop  rick  of  Lifmore There  he  grew  eminent 
not  only  for  his  Exemplary  Life,  and  great  Learning  ;  but  alfo,  (if  you  will  be¬ 
lieve  St.  Bernard)  for  his  Miracles;  of  which  he  gives  two  inftances.  He  was  Tu¬ 
tor  to  Malachy  O-Morgair ,  afterwards  Archbilhop  of  Armagh ,  for  fome  years  ; 
(but  I  think  this  was  before  he  was  Bilhop  of  Lifmore  ;)  and  had  the  Honour 
to  receive  and  entertain  a  King  of  Munfter ,  who  had  been  deprived  of  his  King¬ 
dom  by  a  Fadtion  raifed  by  his  Brother.  It  was  by  the  perfwafions  of  this  Bi¬ 
fhop,  joined  with  the  Inftances  and  Solicitations  of  Gillibert ,  Bilhop  of  Limerick 
the  Pope’s  Legate,  that  Malachy  O-Morgair  was  perfwaded  to  accept  of  his  Elec* 
tion  to  the  Archbilhoprick  of  Armagh.')  I  mutt  leave  it  to  the  Enquiry  of  others 
whether  he  was  the  fame  Perfon  with  Malmonechus  O-Lonfec ,  whom  our  Annals 
call  Bilhop  of  Lifmore ,  and  place  his  Death  under  the  Year  1150. 

CHRISTIAN  O-CONARCHT. 

[Succ.  circ.  1150.  Rejign.  circ .  H75.] 

CHRISTIAN  O-Conarchy ,  [was  born  r  near  Bangor  in  Ulfter ,  and  was 
Difciple,  and  at  laft  Archdeacon  to  the  famous  Malachy  Morgair  ;  but 
whether  in  the  See  of  Armagh ,  or  Down ,  is  incertain.  Malachy  fent  this  Chtif 
tian ,  together  with  fome  others  of  his  Pupils,  to  St  Bernard ,  to  be  inftrudted  in 
the  Inftitutes  of  the  Ciflertian  Order,  where  he]  was  for  a  time  a  Ciflertian  Monk 
in  the  Abby  of  Clarevalle ,  under  St.  Bernard ,  by  whom  he  was  fent  over  into 
Ireland  A.  D.  1142,  and  made  the  lirft  Abbat  of  Mellifont  ;  [which  was  that 
year  founded  by  Donat  O -Carrol,  King  of  Ergal .]  He  was  afterwards  confecra- 
ted  Bilhop  of  Lifmore ,  about  the  year  1 1 50,  and  conftituted  the  Pope’s  Legate  in 
Ireland.  Some  fay  fhe  was  made  Archbilhop  of  Armagh ,  others  Bilhop  of 
Down  ;  but  they  are  grotty  miftaken,  as  John  Colgan'1  evidently  demonftrates. 
While  he  fat  in  this  See,  the  Synod  of  Kcnanufe  or  Kells  was  celebrated,  A.  D. 
1152  ;  in  which  Cardinal  John  Paparo ,  Legate  a  latere ,  and  this  Prelate,  prelided. 
[In  the  year  1 157  he  prelided  at  another  Synod  held  at  Mellifont ,  at  which  17  Bi- 
lhops,  together  with  Gelafius ,  Archbilhop  of  Armagh ,  afllfted.  In  this  Synod,  the 
Abbatial  Church  of  Mellifont  was  confecrated  ;  to  which  great  Prefents  were  made 
by  the  Kings  and  Petty  Princes  of  that  Country  ;  for  an  account  of  which  fee 
before  p.  59.]  He  was  afterwards  Prefident  at  a  Synod  convened  at  Brigh-thaig  in 
1158  ;  which  I  mentioned  before  in  the  account  given  of  Fldthbert  O-Brolcan , 
Bilhop  of  Derry.  [, Keating  *  fays,  that  this  Prelate  was  not  only  Bilhop  of  Lip

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more,  and  Apoftolick  Legate  ;  but  was  alfo  Superior  or  General  of  all  the  Monks 
of  Ireland :  I  fuppofe  he  means  of  the  Monks  of  his  own  Ciftertian  Order.] 
He  died  very  far  advanced  in  years  A.  D.  1 186,  and  was  buried  in  aMonaftery 
of  his  own  Order,  a t  Odorney,  alias  Kyrieleyfon  [in  the  County  of  Kerry]  having 
firft,  grown  tired  of  all  worldly  Pomp,  renounced  his  See  a  long  time  before  his 
Death. 

[On cOdanus,  a  Ciftertian  Monk,  and  aDifciple  of  Malachy  O-Morgair ,  while 
he  was  Bifhop  of  Down  -,  a  Man  of  great  Efteem  for  his  Learning,  Sandity  and 
Knowledge  in  Ecclefiaftical  Affairs,  is  faid  by  Philip  Seguin  i  to  have  fucceeded 
Chrijlian  j  whom  that  Writer  falfely  calls  Archbifhop  of  Armagh.  It  is  proba- 
ble  he  was  the  fame  perfon  with  Felix  and  O-Heda  hereafter  mentioned.]  There 
is  an  account  in  the  Annals  of  Inisfall ,  “  That  a  certain  Bifhop,  called, 
“  O-Cerbaill ,  [or  O-Carrol ,  as  he  isftiled  in  my  Copy  of  the  faid  Annals]  died 
“  at  Lifmore  in  1167  but  it  is  not  fpecifiedin  the  faid  Annals,  of  what  See  he 
Bifhop  i  fo  that  I  cannot  be  pofitive  in  placing  him  among  the  Bifhops  of  Lifmore . 

FELIX. 

[ Sed '.  1179.  Ob.  forte.  1206.] 

ON  E  Felix ,  Bifhop  of  Lifmore ,  affifted  at  the  Lateran  Council  in  1179,  as  we 
find  in  John  Picards  notes  on  William  of  Newburgh  *,  but  I  cannot  difeover 
either  the  time  of  his  Confecration  or  Death.  He  gave  the  Church  of  St.  John 
at  Lifmore  to  the  Abby  of  Thomas -Court,  near  Dublin  ;  as  appears  in  the  Regif* 
try  of  that  Houfe. 

0-H  EDA. 


IN  the  Annals  of  Inisfall ,  there  is  mention  made  of  a  certain  Bifhop,  fur- 
named  O-Heda ,  who  is  faid  to  have  died  in  1206  at  Slewcua ,  on  a  Journey. 

[ Ware  doubts  whether  he  was  Bifhop  of  Lifmore,  and  whether  he  was  the  fame 
with  Felix  before  mentioned :  For  my  part  I  am  clearly  of  Opinion  that  Felix 
and  he  were  one  and  the  fame  Perfon  ;  and  that  Philip  Seguin’s,  Bifhop  Odanus , 
mentioned  before,  is  only  a  Latin  Termination  given  to  the  Name  O-Heda,  by 
that  writer.]  I  do  not  find  who  fucceeded  next :  [His  Name  is  loft  ;  and  yet  he  was 
the  Perfon,  who  had  the  great  conteft  with  Robert, Bifhop  of  Waterford,  concerning 
the  poffeffions  of  the  See  of  Lifmore  before  the  Pope’s  Delegates,  and  who  was 
moft  cruelly  treated  by  that  Bifhop  •,  of  which  the  Reader  may  find  a  full  Account 
before,  p.  528.] 

ROBERT  of  B  E  D  FO  R  D. 

[Succ.  1218.  Ob.  1222.] 

RO  B  E  RT  of  Bedford ,  fo  called  becaufe  he  was  born  at  Bedford,  in  England , 
[was  on  the  12th  of  December  1218  eleded  Bifhop  of  Lifmore  without  a 
previous  Licence  •,  and  the  Canons  of  that  Church  fent  Macrobius  and  David , 
two  of  their  Body,  to  procure  the  Royal  Affent.  The  King’s  Council  declared 
the  Election  null  i  becaufe  it  was  made  without  Licence.  Thefe  Prodors  immedi¬ 
ately  renounced  the  Eledion,  and  produced  powers  from  the  Canons  of  Lifmore 
enabling  them  to  eled  :  Upon  which  the  King  iffued  a  Licence,  and  they  re-elec¬ 
ted  Robert  of  Bedford,  who]  was  confirmed  by  the  King  [and  a  writ  was  iffued  y  to 
reftore  him  to  the  Temporalties]  on  the  13th  [12th]  of  December  1218 ;  and  he  was

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confecrated  in  London  before  the  Clofe  of  tha:  year.  [But  this  was  done  in  the  Ab- 
fence  of  Robert,  Bifhop  of  Waterford ;  who  laid  claim  to  the  Bifhoprick  of  Lif- ' 
more.  He  petitioned  the  King,  fuggefted  a  Fraud  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Ca¬ 
nons  of  Lifmore  ;  and  fupported  his  pretentions  by  exhibiting  the  Letters  of  John , 
Cardinal  Prieflof  St.  Stephen  in  Monte  Ccelio ,  the  Pope’s  Legate,  for  the  ordering 
and  uniting  of  thefe  Bifnopricks.  He  alledged,  that  although  during  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  the  Irijh ,  they  had  for  fome  time  remained  divided  (as  it  was  faid) 
yet  he  fhewed  that  they  were  united  by  the  faid  Legate.  Upon  this  Petition 
the  King  nulled  the  Election  made  of  Robert  de  Bedford ,  and  commanded  that, 
notwithstanding  the  Writ  of  Reftitution  obtained  in  his  Favour  by  a  falfe  Suggef- 
tion  ;  yet  that  a  Writzfhould  iflue  to  give  pofieflion  to  the  Bifhop  of  Water¬ 
ford  of  all  that  belonged  to  the  Church  of  Lijmore.  But  Robert  de  Bedford  ap¬ 
pealed  from  the  King’s  order  to  the  Pope  ;  who  referred  the  Examination  of  the 
matter  to  his  Legate,  Pandulph  de  Mafca ,  ele£t  Bifhop  of  Norwich ,  Stephen 
Langton ,  Archbifhop  of  Canterbury ,  and  Benedict,  Bifhop  of  Rochefter ♦,  who  A.  D. 
1221.  gave  a  definitive  Sentence  againft  the  Bifhop  of  Waterford ,  and  refolved, 
that  the  Union  made  by  the  Pope’s  Legate  was  void,  and  the  Election  and  Con¬ 
firmation  of  Robert  de  Bedford  good:  Whereupon  the  King  ifiued  his  Writ a  to 
reftore  him  to  the  Temporalties  a  fecond  time.]  The  Author  of  the  Annals 
of  the  Priory  of  Dunftaple  adds  further  ;  that  the  Bilhop  of  Waterford  was  con¬ 
demned  in  three  hundred  Marks  to  the  Bifhop  of  Lifmore ,  for  the  paft  profits 
and  Colts  of  Suit.  This  Prelate  had  been  elected  to  the  Bifhoprick  of  Glendaloch 
after  the  Death  of  William  Firo  *,  but  was  difappointed  therein,  becaufe  that  See 
was  then  united  to  the  Diocefe  of  Dublin.  Our  Bifhop  died  foon  after  his  Suit 
was  ended  with  the  Bifhop  of  Waterford ,  viz.  A.  D.  1222. 

GRIFFIN  CHRISTOPHER. 

[ Succ .  1223.  Ob.  1246.] 

GRIFFIN  Chrijlopher ,  Chancellor  of  Lifmore ,  being  elected  to  this  See, 
obtained  the  Royal  Aflent  on  the  8th  of  November  1223  ;  but  was  not  con¬ 
fecrated,  (for  what  reafon  I  do  not  know)  untill  1227 ;  [unlefs  the  Caufe  might 
have  been  an  impofition  and  deceit  laid  on  the  King,  in  afierting  to  him,  that 
he  was  ele&ed  and  confirmed  Bifhop  of  Lifmore ;  whereas  he  had  not  received  the 
Metropolitan  Confirmation  ;  which  might  have  been  a  Reafon,  why  the  King 
delayed  to  iffue  his  Warrant  for  Confecration,  omo  invert:  him  with  the  Tempo¬ 
ralties  ;  which  is  hinted  at  in  a  Writ  b  iffued  in  1227  to  Richard  de  Burgh ,  Lord 
Juftice,  to  feize  this  Bifhoprick.]  This  Prelate  was  the  firft  who  inflituted  Vi¬ 
cars  Choral  in  the  Cathedral  of  Lifmore.  He  died  in  1246  ;  [but  before  his 
Death  he  granted  away  eighty  Acres  of  Land,  two  Acres  of  Meadow,  and  eighty 
Acres  of  Wood,  part  of  the  Pofiefiions  of  his  See,  to  Philip  Fit z- Adam  Chrifio - 
pher  fenior,  without  the  afient  of  his  Chapter  ;  which  his  fourth  Succeffor,  Ri¬ 
chard  Cor ,  afterwards  recovered  by  a  Writ  of  Entry  in  the  Poll,  from  the  Son 
of  the  Grantee.  See  after  under  Richard  Cor.] 

ALAN  O-SULLI  FAN. 

[Succ.  1248.  Ob.  1252.] 

\LAN  O-Sullivan,  a  Dominican  Frier,  was  tranflated  to  this  See  from  the 
«£*>  Bifhoprick  of  Cloyn  in  1248,  and  died  in  1252.  [The  Annals  of  Inisfall

[Succ.  1253.  Qb.  1270.] 

T  TPON  the  death  of  Alan  O-Sullivan ,  the  King  granted  a  Licence  to  the 
Dean  and  Chapter  of  Lifmore  to  proceed  to  the  Election  of  a  Succefibr* 
dated  the  27th  of  April  1253  *,  and  they  Canonically  elected  one  Thomas ,  Trea¬ 
surer  of  Lifmore ,  who  was  confirmed  by  the  Royal  Afient,  on  the  27th  of  July 
following.  He  died  in  1270,  and  was  buried  in  his  own  Church.  Two  years 
before  his  Death,  Some  conteft  arofe  between  this  Prelate,  and  Matthew  le  Poer  * 
and  it  was  faid  that  Poer  apprehended  him,  and  kept  him  in  Prifon  for  Some 
time.  [The  Annals  of  Multifernan  place  this  event,  as  it  ought  to  be,  in  1268, 
and  his  Death  in  1270.  Yet  the  Annals  of  Inis  fall  fay  that  he  was  taken  Pri- 
foner  by  the  Fnglifh  in  1269,  which  is  the  imprifonment  here  hinted  at  j  and  that 
he  died  in  1271  ;  but  this  is  a  miftake.] 

JOHN  R  O  C  H. 

\Succ .  1270.  Ob.  1279.] 

JO  H  N de  Rtipe  or  Roch,  a  Perfon  defeended  of  a  Noble  Family,  and  Chantor 
of  Lifmore ,  was  elected  and  confirmed  A.  D.  1270.  He  governed  this  See 
almoft  nine  year.;,  and  died  about  Whitfuntide  1279.  [The  Annals  of  Inisfall  call 
this  Bifhop,  John  de  Rotfi ,  and  place  his  death  in  1280.J 


RICHARD  COR. 


[Succ.  1279.  Ob.  1308.] 

RICHARD  Cor ,  Chancellor  of  Lifmore ,  being  ele&ed  next  Succefibr,  ob¬ 
tained  the  Royal  Afient  on  the  24th  of  October  1279.  A  great  Conteft  a- 
rofe  between  this  Prelate,  and  Stephen  Fulburn,  Bifhop  of  Waterford ,  concerning 
fome  Lands  *,  which  was  not  determined  before  Bifhop  Fulburn  was  mandated  to 
the  Archbifhoprick  of  luam.  It  was  again  revived  between  him  and  Walter 
Fulburn ,  Stephen's  Succefibr  in  the  See  of  Waterford  •,  but  was  at  laft  compofed  in 
1288,  as  appears  from  the  publick  Records.  [He  granted  fourty  Days  indulgences 
to  whoever  fhould  hear  Mafs  from  any  Canon  of  Chrijl-Church,  Dublin  j  or  fhould 
fay  the  Lord’s  Prayer,  or  an  Ave-Mary  for  the  Benefa&ors  of  the  faid  Church. 
The  original  Inftrument  of  this  Grant,  dated  on  the  Feaft  of  St.  Mary  Mag¬ 
dalen  1289,  with  a  pendent  Seal  intire,  may  be  yet  feen  in  the  Chapter  Houfe 
of  that  Cathedral.  In  1297  c  this  Bifhop  brought  a  Writ  of  Entry  in  the  Poft 
againft  Philip  Fitz-Adam  Chrijlopher  junior,  for  eighty  Acres  of  Land,  two 
Acres  of  Meadow,  and  eighty  Acres  of  Wood,  with  the  Appurtenances  in  Ad- 
fale  (I  think)  which  he  claimed  as  the  Right  of  the  Churcn  ol  St.  Carthagh  of 
LiL0re,  and  into  which  the  laid  Philip  had  no  Entry  but  by  the  Grant  of 
Griffin  Chrijlopher,  formerly  Bifhop  of  Lifmore ,  made  to  Philip  Fitz-Adam  Chrif 
tother  fern  or,  without  the  Attend  of  his  Chapter,  and  obtained  a  Verdid  and 
Judgment,  and  had  Seizin  awarded  him.]  He  died  a  little  before  the  Feaft  of 
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All-Saints  1368,  and  was  buried  in  his  own  Cathedral.  On  the  24th  of  Novem¬ 
ber  following  the  King  granted  a  Licence  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Lifmore  to 
proceed  to  the  Eledion  of  a  Succeffor. 

W 1 L  L I  AM  le  FL  E  M  /  N  G. 

[Succ.  1309.  Ob.  1321.] 

ABOUT  the  end  of  the  fame  year,  or  the  beginning  of  the  following,  Wil¬ 
liam  of  Flanders ,  or  Fleming ,  Archdeacon  of  Lifmore ,  fucceeded,  and 
died  about  November  1321.  On  the  1 3  th  of  December  following,  the  King  granted 
a  Licence  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Lifmore  to  proceed  to  a  free  Eledion. 

JOHN  LETN  AG  H 

[Succ.  1323.  Ob.  1354.] 

N  Palm-Sunday  1323,  John  Leynagh,  a  Secular  Prieft,  was  confecrated  Bi- 
^  Hiop  of  Lifmore ,  at  Waterford ,  together  with  the  Bifhops  of  Waterford  and 
Kilfenora ,  [as  Frier  Clynn d  fays  in  his  Annals.  In  1334  a  Writ e  of  quietus  if- 
fued  to  the  Treafurer  and  Barons  of  th z  Exchequer,  to  dicharge  him  of  an  Amerce¬ 
ment  of  five  Founds,  for  not  appearing  to  make  his  Profer*  as  Tenant  to  two 
Parts  of  the  Manor  of  Bergrarold.  In  1347  he  was  indided  for  oppofmg  the 
levying  of  a  Subiidy  granted  to  the  King  by  Parliament,  and  found  guilty.  See 
before  p.  478.]  Fie  died  a  little  before  Chriflmas  1354,  and  was  a  Prelate  who 
merited  greatly  of  his  Succcffors  for  recovering  the  PofTeflions  of  his  See.  The 
Bifhoprick  of  Lifmore  was  after  his  Death  kept  vacant  fome  Years. 

THOMAS  le  RE  V  E. 

[Succ.  1358.  Ob.  1393.] 

r-r*HOMASde  Reve  was  advanced  to  this  See  in  1358;  and  during  his 
Government  the  two  Bifhopricks  of  Lifmore  and  Waterford  were  united 
in  1363.

HERE  is  very  little  to  be  found  in  antient  Writers  con- 
cerning  the  Foundation  of  this  Cathedral  •,  yet  it  is  general¬ 
ly  aferibed  to  St.  Barr  in  the  7th  Century.  Gil l a  JEda 
O-Mugin ,  Bifhop  of  Cork ,  and  his  next  Succcffor,  Gre¬ 
gory,  and  Reginald,  are  enumerated  among  the  principal 
Benefactors  to  this  Church.  By  length  of  Time,  and  the 
incommodities  attending  old  Age,  it  greatly  fell  into  de¬ 
cay  and  ruin  *,  and  hath  been  lately  re-built  from  the 
Foundation,  not  at  the  expence  of  any  particular  Perfon,  or* 
the  voluntary  contributions  of  the  Inhabitants  *,  but  by  a 
Parliamentary  Tax  laid  on  all  Coals  confumed  within  the  City  of  Cotk.  It  is  built 
after  the  D oriel 1  Order,  and  hath  a  very  handfome  Venetian  window  at  the  Eaji 
end.  In  the  Church-yard  ftands  an  old  Steeple,  a  little  detached  from  the 
Church,  which  fome  think  was  the  Work  of  the  OJlmen  of  Cork,,  and  firft  uled 
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by  them  For  a  Watch-Tower;  There  is  an  intention  of  building  a  new  Steeple 
intirely,  and  of  raifing  a  noble  Portico  at  the  Weft  end  of  the  Church. 

In  Ptolomey*s  time  the  Coriondi  inhabited  this  tradl  of  the  Country.  The 
Word  Cork ,  formerly  called  great  Cork ,  teems  yet  to  retain  tome  Footfteps 
of  the  Name  of  that  people  ;  unlefs  one  would  choofe  to  derive  it  from  the  Irijh 
Word,  Corcac ,  which  importeth  a  Marfliy  place  :  [or  from  Coirc ,  which  lignifi- 
eth  Oats  ;  the  Soil  thereabouts  being  barren,  and  without  Cultivation  productive 
of  little  Grain  of  any  other  Sort.]  It  fhould  be  obferved  here,  that  it  was  very 
common  among  the  antient  Irijh y  to  change  the  Letter  C  in  the  end  of  a  Word, 
into  an  afpirate,  and  fometimes  alfo  in  the  beginning  of  a  Word. 


St.  BARR  or  FlNBARR. 


[Flor.  circ.  630.] 


ST.  Barr ,  by  fome  called  Finbarr ,  or  Barr  the  White,  and  at  his  Baptifm,  Lo- 
chan ,  a  Native  of  Conaught ,  was  the  firft  Bifhop  of  Cork  ;  where  he  founded  a 
Cathedral  in  the  beginning  of  the  feventh  Century  *,  and  having  fat  17  years,  or,  as 
fome  fay,  only  7,  he  in  the  midft  of  his  Friends  calmly  fubmitted  to  Death,  on 
the  25th  of  September ,  at  Cloyne  about  15  Miles  diftant  from  Cork.  It  is  no  ea- 
fy  matter  to  fix  the  year  of  his  death  ;  [but  he  flourifhed  a  about  the  year  630, 
and  was  Preceptor  to  Colman ,  the  Founder  and  firft  Bifhop  of  the  Church  of  Cloyne.  ] 
His  Body  was  afterwards  conveyed  to  Cork ,  and  there  honourably  interred  in  his 
own  Church.  His  Bones  were,  I  cannot  tell  how  long  after,  depofited  in  a  Silver 
Cafe.  That  Epiftle’0  concerning  the  Ceremonies  of  Baptifm,  which  is  aferibedto 
Alcuin ,  is  the  performance  of  this  Saint,  if  any  Credit  may  given  to  Dempjier. 

It  muft  be  confeffed  we  have  but  very  (lender  Accounts  of  the  SuccefTors  of 
St.  Barr ,  untill  the  arrival  of  the  Engli/h.  The  following  are  mentioned  by  our 
Hiftorians. 

St.  Nejfan ,  a  Difciple  of  St.  Barr ,  was  educated  [under  him]  at  a  School  [or 
Monaftery,  founded  by  that  Bifhop]  near  Lougb-Eirc ,  [  “  To  which,  as  to  the 
“  Habitation  of  Wifdom,  and  the  SanCtuary  of  all  Chriftian  Virtues,  fuck 
<c  Numbers  of  Difciples  flocked  from  all  parts,  that  it  changed  a  Defert,  as  it 
“  were,  into  a  large  City,”  as  the  writer6  of  the  Life  of  St.  Barr  fays.  I  take 
this  Lake,  called  by  the  Name  of  Lough  Eirc0  to  be  that  hollow  or  Bafin,  in  which 
a  great  part  of  the  City  of  Cork  now  ftands ;  and  which  the  induftry  of  the 
Inhabitants  hath  from  time  to  time  reclaimed  and  built  on.  It  is  deferibed  by 
the  writer d  of  the  Life  of  S t.Talmach  to  ftand  in  the  South  and  Maritime  parts 
of  Munjier  ;  and  the  Life  of  St.  Barr  before  mentioned  acquaints  us,  that  he 
built  a  Monaftery,  and  made  a  Settlement  near  this  Lough.  To  the  fame  and 
reputation  of  this  firft  Bifhop  of  Cork ,  that  City,  for  what  appears  in  Hiftory, 
is  indebted  for  its  original.]  The  Feftival  of  St.  Nejfan  is  celebrated  at  Cork 
on  the  17th  of  March ,  [and  on  the  firft  of  December*.]  But  I  find  no  account 
of  the  year  in  which  he  died. 

[ Ruffin ,  the  Son  of  Lappain ,  Comorban  of  St.  Barr ,  is  mentioned  in  the 
Annals  of  the  Four  Mafters  to  have  died  on  the  7th  of  April  685.  Colgan1  is 
juft  in  his  Obfervation  ;  that  the  Comorban  or  Succeffor  of  St.  Barr ,  and  the 
Bifhop  of  Cork ,  are  the  fame  thing  :  Becaufe  St.  Barr  founded  an  Epifcopal  See 
and  an  Abby  there.] 

Selbac  died  in  773. 

Cathmogan  died  in  961. 

Coluinb  Mac -Ciaruc ain,  called  Comorban  of  Barr ,  died  in  990. 

Cellach  O- Selbac  died  in  Pilgrimage  in  3026.  [The  Annals  of  the  Four  Maf¬ 
ters  call  him,  Bifhop,  Comorban  of  Barr,  and  the  Chief  among  the  Wifemenof 

Munfter.) 

Neil  O  Maiiduib  died  in  1027. 

Airtri-Sairt  died  in  1028.

MugronO-Mutan ,  called  Coniorban  of  Barr ,  and  Bifhop,  was  inhumanely  mur¬ 
dered  in  the  Night  Time  by  his  own  People,  [or  as  the  Annals  of  Loughkee  fay, 
by  Robbers  of  Cork]  in  1057. 

[Clerech]  O-Selbaic  died  in  1086,  [of  1085,  according  to  the  laft  mentioned 
Annals;  where  he  is  called  Ard-Conior  ban,  or  the  High  Comorban  of  Barr.] 

Maclethod  O-Hailgenen  died  in  1107. 

Patrick  O-Selbac  died  in  1 1 1 1, 

The  See  of  Cork  was  vacant  about  the  year  1 140  :  And  then,  a  certain  poor 
<c  Man,  who  was  a  foreigner  (as  St.  Bernard  %  l ays,)  but  a  Man  of  San&itv  and 
“  Learning,  was,  by  Malacby,  Archbiihop  of  Armagh,  nominated  Bifhop,  and 
“  fent  to  that  See  with  the  Approbation  and  Applaufe  of  the  Clergy  and  People.5® 
Yet  the  Name  of  this  Bifhop  is  not  there  mentioned. 

GILL  A-AE  D  A  O-MU  GIN. 

[Sed.  H52.  Oh.  H72.] 


ILL  A  -  Mda  O-Mugin ,  a  native  of  Conaught ,  and  Abbat  of  the  Monaftery 
of  St.  Finbarr's  Cave,  near  Cork ,  affifted  at  the  Synod  held  at  KeLls  under 
Cardinal  John  Paparo ,  Legate  a  latere  to  the  Pope,  and  Chriftian  OConarchy, 
Bifhop  of  Lifmore ,  the  other  Legate,  A.  D.  1152*  [Keating  h  calls  this  Prelate 
Gilla-Aodh-O-Heyn.]  He  died  in  1172,  and  was  highly  celebrated  by  the  Injh 
Hiftorians  for  his  many  virtues.  [Some*  call  him  the  Chief  Prelate  for  devotion, 
wifdom,  and  chaftity  in  all  Ireland. —  That  he  was  fanftified  by  God  above. — and 
was  k  a  Man  full  of  Gods  BlefTmg]  The  Abby  of  Augujlin  Canons  of  the  Cave 
of  St.  Finbarr ,  commonly  called,  Gille-Abby ,  took  its  name  from  this  Bifhop  5 
who  is  alfo  reckoned  among  thfe  principal  Benefa<5tors  of  the  Church  of  Cork .

TH  E  fame  year  one  Gregory  fucceeded.  He  granted  to  the  Abby  of  Thomas 
Court ,  near  Dublin ,  the  Church  of  St.  Ne{fan  at  Cork.

I  FI  ND  mention  made  in  the  Annals  of  Inisfall ,  under  the  year  1205,  of 
the  Death  of  one  O-Selbaic ,  Bifhop  of  Cork.  1  cannot  but  be  of  Opinion, 
that  Reginald  before-mentioned,  and  he  were  one  and  the  fame  Perfon.  Who¬ 
ever  was  Bifhop  in  1199,  obtained  at  that  time  from  Pop e  Innocent  the  third  a 
Confirmation  of  all  the  pofTefTions  of  the  See  of  Cork ;  a  Catalogue  of  which  may 
be  feen  in  the  Decretal  Epi files  of  that  Pope. 

G  E  F  F  R  T  WHITE. 

T  FIND  no  account  of  the  next  Succeffor:  But  during  the  vacancy  of  the  See 
J[  A.  D.  1215,  King  Henry  the  IUd  endeavoured  to  advanc t  Ge fry  White  to

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it  ■,  in  whofe  favour  he  writ  Letters  to  the  Archbi.fhops  of  Dublin  and  CaJJjcll ,  and 
therein  ftiles  him  “  a  learned,  provident,  and  honeft  Man.”  But  it  doth  not 
appear  whether  he  were  confecrated  or  not. 

MARIAN  O-BRIEN. 

[Rejign,  1224.]  1 

MARIA N  O-Brien ,  was  by  Papal  Provifion  advanced  to  the  See  of  Cork  ; 

and  was  afterwards  tranflated  to  Cafhell  in  1224.  He  is  called  1  Maurice , 
in  the  Records  of  the  Tower  of  London  \  where  it  is  alfo  faid,  that  at  the  Pope’s 
inftance  he  obtained  the  Royal  Aflent  to  his  tranflation  on  the  25th  of  Augujt 
1224.  See  before  p.  471. 


I  L  B  E  R  T. 

[ Succ .  1225.  1238.] 


ON  the  15th  of  June  1225,  Gilbert ,  Archdeacon  of  Cork ,  obtained  the  Royal 
Aflent,  and  before  the  end  of  that  year  was  confecrated.  He  died  about 
the  year  1238.  [The  year  before  his  Death,  this  Prelate,  by  the  Aflent  of  his 
Chapter,  granted  in  Fee-Farm  m  to  Michael  de  Druelle ,  one  Plowland,  part  of 
the  Poflefiions  of  his  See,  lying  between  Kilmahollock ,  and  the  Lands  of  Dufglay , 
to  hold  of  God,  and  St.  Barr ,  and  of  him  and  his  Succefibrs,  at  the  Rent  of 
iixteen  Pence.] 

LAURENCE. 

[Ob.  1264.] 


ON  E  Laurence ,  who  fucceeded,  died  in  1264.  Afterwards,  on  the  27th  of 
March  1265  King  Henry  the  third  granted  a  Licence  to  the  Dean  and  Chap¬ 
ter  of  Cork  to  proceed  to  an  Election. 


WILLIAM  of  JE  RE  PONT. 

[Succ.  1266.] 

WILL  JAM  of  Jerepont ,  [called  in  the  publick  Records n,  William  of  Kil¬ 
kenny']  a  Cider tian  Monk  of  the  Abby  of  Jerepont  in  the  County  of  Kilken¬ 
ny,  was  reftored  to  the  Temporalties  of  this  See  on  the  28th  of  November  1266  ; 
[having  been  confirmed  0  by  the  Pope’s  Legate,  and  fo  certified  to  the  King, 
who  accepted  of  that  Confirmation.  But]  it  is  a  doubt  with  me,  whether  he 
were  ever  confecrated  :  If  he  were,  it  is  certain  he  fat  but  a  very  fhort  time > 
for  I  find  that  one  Reginald  the  year  following  obtained  this  Bifhoprick. 

REGINALD. 

[Succ.  1267.  Ob.  1276.] 

REGINALD,  Treafurer  of  Cafhell ,  obtained  Reftitution  oF  the  Tempo¬ 
ralties  of  this  See  on  the  5th  of  Auguft  1267.  He  died  at  Cork  in  Decem¬ 
ber  1276,  and  was  buried  there  in  the  Cathedral  of  St.  Barr.  [A.  D.  1270 
Prince  Edward ,  then  Lord  of  Ireland  by  Donation  from  his  Father  King  Henry 
the  Illd,  granted  p  to  this  Prelate  and  to  his  Succefibrs,  “  for  the  Relief  and 
“  Amendment  of  the  State  of  the  Church  of  Cork,”  as  the  Record  faith,  the 
right  of  Patronage  and  Advowfon  of  the  Churches  of  theBlefied  Virgin  of  Nard 
and  Kilmahanock ,  as  alfo  of  the  Chappel  of  St.  Peter  at  Cork ,  to  hold  in  Frank -

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almogne,  dated  the  20th  of  May  that  year.  But  we  fhall  fee  under  his  Succef- 
for,  that  thefe  Advowfons  were  afterwards  recovered  to  the  Crown  by  the  lame 
Prince,  when  he  mounted  the  Throne.] 

ROBERT  MAC-DO  NOG  H.. 

[Sticc.  1277.  Ob.  1301.] 

ROBERT  Mac-Donogh ,  a  Cifiertian  Monk  of  great  Learning,  fucceeded  in 
1277  :  [and  was  reftored  to  the  Temporalties  on  the  nth  ot  January  that 
year.]  He  lat  24  years,  and  died  on  the  7th  of  March  1301  (Engli/h  Stile  ) 
[A.  D.  1292  he  was  at  two  feveral  times  fined  130 1.  for  prefuming  to  hold  Pleas 
in.  the  Ecckfiaftical  Courts  for  matters  belonging  to  the  King’s  Crown  part  of 
which  was  levied  by  Exchequer  Procefs.  But  he  found  Relief  as  to  the  Remainder 
from  the  King’s  Mercy  ;  who  by  Writ  *  dated  the  ift  of  December  the  fame  year, 
pardoned  him  84 1.  14  s.  2  d.  and  ordered  the  Treafurer  and  Barons  of  the  Ex - 
chequer  to  give  him  a  Quietus  for  the  fame. 

A.  D.  1299  King  Edward  the  Ift  recovered  againft  this  Prelate  by  Writ r  of 
Right  of  Advowfon  the  Patronages  of  the  Churches  of  St.  Mary  of  Nard  in  the 
Suburbs  of  Cork,  of  the  Church  of  Kilmahanock ,  Nochynvall ,  and  that  of  St.  Pe¬ 
ters  of  Dungarvan ,  in  the  Suburbs  of  that  City.  The  Bifhop’s  defence  as  to  the 
Advowfons  of  St.  Mary  of  Nard ,  Kilmahanock ,  and  St.  Peter’s,  was  through 
a  grant  made  of  the  faid  Advowfons  by  the  King,  while  he  was  Prince,  in  the 
Life  of  his  Father  (after  his  Father  had  made  to  him  the  Donation  of  Ireland)  to 
Reginald ,  Predeceflor  of  this  Bifhop  and  his  Succeflors,  as  may  be  feen  in  the 
Life  of  Reginald.  But  Judgment  was  given  againft  him-,  becaufe  King  Edward, 
at  the  time  he  made  the  Grant,  had  no  Right  in  the  faid  Advowfons,  his  Fa¬ 
ther  (King  Henry)  being  then  alive  and  he  (King  Edward)  having  at  that  time 
nothing  in  Ireland  but  by  the  gift  of  his  Father  :  Which  pro/es,  that  notwith- 
ftanding  the  King’s  Donation  of  Ireland  to  the  Prince,  yet  that  the  Soveraignty 
of  it  continued  in  the  King  ;  and  that  the  Prince  was  only  in  the  Nature  of  a 
Viceroy,  or  Lord  Lieutenant.  As  to  the  Church  of  Nochynval,  Judgement  was 
given  againft  theBifhopby  default.] 

JOHN  MAC-CAR  WILL. 

[Succ.  1302.  Rcfign.  1321] 

JOHN  Mac-Carwill,  or  O-Car roll.  Dean  of  Cork,  being  unanimoufly  elected 
by  the  Chapter,  obtained  the  Royal  Affent  on  the  12th  of  June  1302  [and 
the  fame  Day  had  his  Writ f  of  Reftitution  to  the  Temporalties,  and  the  Confir¬ 
mation  of  the  Archbifhop  of  Cajhell  in  July  following.]  He  was  tranflated  from 
this  See  to  the  Biihoprick  of  Meath  by  Pope  John  the  XXII  in  1321  or  1320  5 
and  afterwards  to  the  Archbifhoprick  of  Cajhell  in  1327.  See  before  p.  145. 4 77, 

PHILIP  of  SLANE. 

[Succ.  1321.  Ob.  1326.] 

IAm  of  Opinion,  that  Philip  of  Slane  took  his  Name  from  the  Place  of  his 
Birth,  which  was  at  Slane,  in  Meath.  He  was  a  Dominican  Frier,  and  having 
obtained  a  Provifion  from  the  Pope,  was  reftored  to  the  Temporalties  of  this  See 
on  the  1 7th  of  July  1321.  Three 1  years  after  he  was  fent  in  Embafly  to  the  Pope 
by  King  Edward  the  Second,  and  difeharged  his  Commiffion  with  fuch  Addrefs, 
that  after  his  Return  he  was  called  into  the  Privy  Council  of  Ireland. 

[The  Bufinefs  with  which  he  was  intrufted  to  the  Pope  is  only  mentioned  in 
o-cncral  Terms,  viz.  the  Reformation  of  the  Ecclefiaftical  State  of  Ireland.  But 
the  Pope  armed  this  Prelate,  together  with  the  Archbifhops  of  Dublin  and  Ca~ 

q  Claus.  20-  Edw.  1.  Memb.  13.  r  Pat.  27.  Edw.  1.  f  Pat.  30th.  Edw.  1. 
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Jhell ,  with  aCommiffion",  to  inform  themfelves  ftriCtly  of  what  things  wert 
wanting  and  expedient  tor  the  Peace  and  Tranquility  of  that  Country.  Upon 
his  Return  to  the  King  he  was  difpatched  into  Ireland  ;  where,  together  with  the 
Archbifhops  aforefaid,  and  many  of  the  Nobility  and  Gentry,  a  Council  was 
called,  who  came  to  thefe  Refolutions*  as  neceflary  for  the  Welfare  and  Quiet  of 
the  Kingdom,  ift,  that  the  Difturbers  of  the  Peace,  and  Invaders  of  the  King's 
Rights  fhould  be  pronounced  excommunicated  by  the  Archbifhops  and  Bifhops, 
by  Virtue  of  the  Apoftolick  Authority.  2dly,  That  the  fmall  and  poor  Bi- 
fhopricks,  not  exeeding  20,40,  or  60 1.  a  year,  and  which  were  governed  by 
the  meer  Irijh,  fhould  be  united  to  the  more  eminent  Archbilhopricks  and  Bifhop- 
ricks.  3dly,That  the  Irijh  Abbats  and  Priors  fhould  be  enjoined  by  the  Authority 
aforelaid  to  admit  the  Englijh  into  a  lay  Brotherhood  in  their  Monafleries,  as  they 
did  in  the  meer  Irijh ,  in  fuch  manner  as  was  praCtifed  by  the  Engltfh  ;  in  order  to 
eftablifh  in  time  a  Brotherly  Love  and  Concord  between  the  two  people.  Upon  the 
breaking  up  of  the  Council  our  Bifhop  was  difpatched  with  thefe  Resolutions  to  the 
King,  and  by  him  forwarded  to  the  Pope,  to  obtain  the  weight  of  his  Authority 
to  them.  The  Pope  thought  proper  to  annex  the  three  Cathedrals  of  Enacbdune , 
Achonry ,  and  Kilmacduach ,  to  the  Metropolitical  Church  of  Tuam.  But  this 
Union  was  kept  a  fecret,  and  not  certified  to  the  King,  nor  to  the  refpeCtive 
Chapters  or  Bifhops  j  as  King  Edward  the  III  afterwards  in  the  year  1330  com¬ 
plained  w  to  the  Pope,  when  Malachy  Mac-IEda ,  Archbifhop  of  Tuam ,  feized 
the  Bifhoprick  of  Enaghdune  by  Virtue  of  this  Union.  But  our  Bifhop  was  at 
this  time  dead,  and  out  of  the  reach  of  the  King’s  Refentment.  The  Union  of 
Achonry  and  Kilmacduach  to  Tuam  never  took  Place  :  But  Enaghdune  continueth 
united  to  it  by  Virtue  of  this  Authority,  and  no  other  (as  appears  tome)  to  this 
day.] 

This  Prelate  died  in  1326,  and  before  the  end  of  that  Year,  John  le  Blond , 
Dean  of  Cloyne ,  was  elected  in  his  room.  He  fat  but  a  fhort  time  ;  nay  it  is 
queftionable,  whether  ever  he  were  confecrated  :  For  I  find  that  on  the  12th  of 
May  1327,  a  Conge  de  EJlire  iffued  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter  to  authorize  them 
to  proceed  to  the  Ele&ion  of  a  Bifhop. 

W  A  L  T  E  R  le  R  E  D  E. 

[Succ.  1327.  Refign.  1330.] 

XXT  ALT  E  R  le  Rede ,  or  Rufus ,  Canon  of  Cork,  was  advanced  to  this  See  by 
*  »  the  Provifion  of  Pope  John  the  XXII,  and  obtained  Reftitution  of  the 
Temporalties  from  the  King  on  the  18th  of  October  1327.  He  was  from  this 
See  tranflated  to  Cajhell  by  the  fame  Pope,  A.  D,  1330.  See  before  p.  477. 

JOHN  de  B  A  LI  CO  N  IN  GH  AM. 

[Succ.  1330.  Ob.  1347.] 

JOHN  de  Baliconingham ,  Re&or  of  Ardwinhin ,  in  the  Diocefe  of  Down,  beino* 
elected  Bifhop  of  Down  by  the  Prior  and  Convent  of  the  Cathedral  of  St* 
Patrick’s  there,  was  confirmed  by  the  Royal  AfTent  on  the  21ft  of  Auruft 
1328,  and  for  a  time  received  the  Profits  of  that  See  by  the  King’s  Mandate 
But  this  Election  was  nulled  by  Pope  John  the  XXIId;  which  difappointed  him 
of  his  expectations  of  that  Bifhoprick.  Notwithftanding  this,  the  Pope  himfelf 
advanced  him  to  the  See  of  Cork  in  1330.  See  before  p.  200,  that  there  was 
an  intention  of  Tranflating  this  Prelate  to  Down,  and  the  Bifhop  of  Down  to  this 
See  ;  but  that  it  failed  of  Succefs]  He  died  on  the  29th  of  May  1347 
governed  this  See  about  feventeen  Years. 
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JOHN  R  0  C  H. 

[Succ.  1347.  Ob.  13 58.] 

JOHN  de-Rnpe ,  or  Roch ,  Canon  of  the  Cathedral  of  Cork ,  and  a  Man  de¬ 
fended  of  a  Noble  Family,  fucceeded  by  the  Ele&idn  of  the  Dean  and  Chap¬ 
ter,  and  was  confecrated  by  Ralph  Kelley ,  Archbifhop  of  Ca/hell ,  about  Chrijlmas 
1347.  He  fat  in  this  See  ten  Years  and  fix  Months,  and  died  on  the  4th  of 
July  1358. 

GERALD  de  B  A  R  R  Y 


1359-  °b.  I393-'] 

GE  R  A  L  D  de  Barry ,  a  Perfon  defended  of  a  noble  and  antient  Family  of 
the  Barry’ s,  and  (if  I  am  not  miftaken)  Dean  of  Cork,  was  confecrated 
Bifhop  of  Cork  in  1359  *,  and  fat  upwards  of  thirty  four  Years.  He  died,  worn 
out  with  long  Sicknefs,  in  the  90th  Year  of  his  Age,  on  the  4th  of  January 
1 393,  (Englifh  Stile )  and  was  buried  in  his  own  Cathedral. 

ROGER  ELLESMERE . 

[ Succ .  1396.  Ob.  1406.]  , 

FRIER  Roger  Ellejmere ,  fucceeded  by  the  Provifion  of  Pope  Boniface  the 
IXth  j  and  having  fworn  fealty  to  the  King,  was  reftored  to  the  Temporalties 
on  the  31ft  of  March  1 396.  He  fat  in  this  See  ten  Years. 

GERALD. 

'  [Succ.  1406.]

N  E  Gerald  fucceeded  in  1406  *,  of  whom  I  find  nothing  further  related. 

PATRICK  RAGGED. 

[Refgn.  1417.] 

PAt KICK  Ragged  fucceeded,  and  was  tranflated  to  the  See  of  Ofjory,  A.  B. 

1417,  which  he  governed  four  Years.  He  affifted  at  the  general  Council  of 
Con/lance  in  the  year  1415  and  1416,  while  he  was  Bifhop  of  Cork  ;  where  he 
acquired  a  vaft  Reputation  for  his  learning,  and  other  Endowments.  See  be* 
fore  p.  413. 

MILO  FITZ-JOHN. 

[Succ.  1418.  Cb.  1430*] 

MILO  Fitz-John ,  Dean  of  Cork ,  was  confecrated  in  1418,  and  died  in 
i430.  [While  this  prelate  fat  in  this  See,  Adam  Pay ,  Bifhop  of  Cloyne , 
was  very  adtive  in  Parliament  in  1421  to  unite  the  See  of  Cork  to  that  of  Cloyne . 
But  Milo  not  confenting,  they  were  referred  to  the  Court  of  Rome  5  the  Caufe  being 
judged  out  of  the  Conufance  of  Parliament.] 
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JORDAN, 

[ Succ .  1431.  Sed.  1464.] 

UPON  the  Death  of  Milo  Fitz-John ,  the  Cuftody  of  the  See  of  Cork  was 
for  a  time  committed  to  Nicholas ,  Bifhop  of  Ardfert ,  and  Richard  Scurlag , 
Archdeacon  of  CV&.  Bat  before  the  clofe  of  the  year  1430,  Jordan ,  Chan¬ 
cellor  of  Limerick ,  was  by  the  Provifion  of  pope  Martin  the  Vth  advanced  to 
the  Bifhopricks  of  Cork  and  Cloyne ,  both  vacant  at  one  time,  and  then  Cano¬ 
nically  united  :  Yet  he  did  not  obtain  Reftitution  of  the  Temporalties  (for  what 
reafon  I  cannot  find)  untill  the  25th  of  September  1431.  He  fat  in  this  See  about 
thirty  years,  [as  Ware  fays  ;  but  I  think  confiderably  more.  The  Foundation 
Charter  of  the  Collegiate  Church  of  Toughal ,  granted  by  Thomas ,  Earl  of  Defmond , 
(a  Copy  of  which  is  in  my  Cuftody)  and  dated  the  27th  of  December  1464,  is 
addreffed  to  this  Prelate.  How  long  after  that  date  he  enjoyed  this  Bifhoprick, 
I  cannot  tell  ;  but  the  Year  preceding  there  were  very  extraordinary  attempts 
made  to  ftrip  him  of  it.  William  Roch ,  Archdeacon  of  Cloyne ,  by  falfe  and 
fraudulent  Suggeftions  to  the  Pope,  (viz  that  the  Bifhop  was  fo  broken  witli 
Age,  and  deprived  of  his  Strength  and  Sight,  that  he  could  not  by  himfelf 
exercife  the  Paftoral  Office)  obtained  a  Deputation  y  to  be  affigned  a  Coadjutor  to 
him  •,  and  by  virtue  thereof  feized  into  his  Hands  all  the  Rents  and  Income  of 
the  See.  To  ftrengthen  the  Plot,  prefently  after  one  Gerald,  of  the  Family  of 
the  Geraldines ,  a  Clergyman  of  the  Diocefe  of  Cloyne ,  and  formerly  a  Do- 
meftick  of  the  Biffiop’s,  caufed  fome  Inftruments  to  be  forged  ;  whereby  the  Bi¬ 
fhop,  under  pretence  that  through  Poverty  he  was  unable  to  profecute  his  Right, 
had  conftituted  this  Gerald ,  and  John  O-Hedian,  Archdeacon  of  Cajhell 9  his 
Pro&ors,  to  make  a  refignation  of  his  Biffiopricks.  O-Hedian  employed  John , 
the  eledt  Bifhop  of  Ardagh ,  who  was  then  at  Rome ,  his  Subftitute  to  make  this 
refignation  into  the  Hands  of  Pope  Pius  the  lid  *,  which  being  done,  a  Provi¬ 
fion  was  obtained  for  O-Hedian  to  thefe  Sees;  under  colour  whereof  the  poor 
Bifhop  was  to  be  opprefied  and  drove  from  his  Bifhopricks.  But  Jordan^ 
though  old,  was  not  wanting  to  himfelf.  He  applied  both  to  the  King  and  the 
Pope  for  relief  The  latter  lent  a  Commiffion  to  the  Archbiffiop  of  Cajhell ,  and 
the  Biffiops  of  Exeter  and  Limerick ,  or  to  any  one  of  them,  to  make  a  diligent 
and  fummary  inquiry  into  the  Premiffes,  and  if  they  found  it  to  be,  as  Jordan 
had  reprefented  the  Cafe,  that  then  they  fhould  remove  the  Coadjutor,  and  com- 
pell  him  to  give  an  account  to  Jordan  of  the  Profits  of  the  Sees,  to  the  full 
PofTeffion  whereof  they  were  to  reftore  him.  The  King,  in  aid  of  the  Pope’s 
commiffion,  fent  a  Writ  diredled  to  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  or  his  Deputy,  to 
William  Barry ,  David  Roch ,  Edmund  Barret ,  to  the  Mayors  of  Cork  and  Toug- 
hall ,  to  the  Soveraign  of  Kinfale ,  and  to  all  his  Liege  Subjects  of  Ireland , 
commanding  them  upon  all  occafions  to  give  affiftance  to  the  Pope’s  Commiffio- 
ners  ;  and  if  they  found  that  the  faid  William  Roch ,  and  Gerald ,  made  any  oppo- 
fition  or  refiftance,  that  they  sfhould  caufe  them  to  be  arrefted  and  committed  to 
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Prifon,  there  to  remain  untill  they  were  punifhed  according  to  their  Demerits : 
And  further  that  they  fhould  maintain  and  defend  the  Bifhop  and  his  Tenants 
in  the  Poffefiion  *,  and  all  this  under  the  Penalty  of  Imprifonment,  the  forfeiture 
of  their  Inheritances,  confilcation  of  their  Goods,  and  the  lofs  of  all  their  Of¬ 
fices.  Bifhop  Jordan  after  this  continued  quiet  during  his  Life.  But  Gerald 
fucceeded  him  in  thefe  Sees,  and  after  him  William  Roch.~\ 


GERALD  FITZ-R  I  CHAR  D. 

[Ob.  1479] 

GE  RA  LD  Fitz- Richard,  [whom  you  have  feen  fo  active  in  attempting  againft 
all  Right  to  deprive  his  Predecefforj  Jordan]  fucceeded.  He  appropriated 
the  Vicaridges  of  Clonmolt ,  Danigin ,  Donilbam ,  and  Balli-Ifpellany,  to  the  Abby 
of  Chore ,  or  deChoro  Benedifti,  [now  called  Middleton  in  the  County  of  Cork ,  of 
the  foundation  of  the  Geraldines.]  He  died  in  1479. 


W IL  L  I  AM  R  O  C  H. 

Succ.  1479.  Refgn.  1490*] 

WILLIAM  Roch ,  or  deRupe,  [who  had  by  fraudulent  Suggeftions  and  bafe 
practices  obtained  aCoadjutorfhip  to  Bifhop  Jordan,  as  was  faid  before  p.  562 
fucceeded,  and  refigned  in  1490.  [Yet  in  1496  we  fee  a  general  Pardon  y  iffued 
to  this  Prelate,  as  Bifhop  of  Cork,  by  King  Henry  the  Vllth,  as  alfo  to  David , 
Archbifhop  of  Cajhell,  Thomas,  Bifhop  of  Lifmore  and  Waterford,  and  many 
others,  for  being  concerned  in  the  Rebellion  of  Perkin  Warbeck.  It  is  not  very  unu- 
fual  to  give  the  Title  of  Bifhop,  to  a  Perfon  after  his  Refignation  ;  this  was  the  cafe 
here.] 

T H AD  T  MAC-CART HT. 

[Succ.  1490.] 

UPON  the  Refignation  of  William  Roch,  Thady  Mac-Carthy,  by  fome  cal¬ 
led,  Mechar ,  fucceeded  the  fame  year  by  a  Provifion  from  Pope  Innocent 
the  Ylllth,  as  may  be  feen  among  the  Collections  of  Francis  Harold. 

GERALD. 

[ Refign .  1499.] 

QNE  Gerald,  Bifhop  of  Cork  and  Cloyne,  is  faid  to  have  refigned  in  1499. 

JOHN  FITZ-ED  MUN  D. 

[Succ.  1 49  9.] 

JOHN  Fitz-Edmund,  defcended  from  the  Noble  Family  of  the  Geraldines , 
fucceeded  by  a  Papal  Provifion,  on  the  26th  of  June  1499.  I  have  not  yet 

difcovered  when  he  died.  c 

JOHN  Bennet,  or,  as fome  call  him.  Ferret,  died  in  1536. 

DOMINICK  TIRREY. 

[Succ.  1536.  Ob.  1556.] 

DO  MIN  ICK  Tirrey,  ReCtor  of  Shandon  Church,  [in  the  City  of  Cork]  was 
elected  to  fucceed  by  Virtue  of  a  Mandate  from  King  Henry  the  Vlllth  and 
was  confecrated,  in  1536  by  Edmund  Butler,  Archbifhop  of  Cajhell,  and  the  Bi- 
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fhops  of  Refs, Limerick  and  Emly.  While  he  governed  this  See,  one  Lewis  Mac-Ne- 
marra ,  a  Francifcan  Frier,  obtained  a  Frovifion  to  it  from  Pope  Paul  the  Hid  on 
the  24  of  September  1 540  :  But  Lewis  dying  at  Rome  a  few  Days  after,  John  Hoy  eden. 
Canon  of  Elphin ,  was  appointed  to  fucceed,  by  Provifion  alfo  from  the  Pope,  on 
the  5th  of  November  following.  Yet  notwithflanding  thefe  Provifions,  Bifhop 
Tirrey ,  on  whom  King  Henry  the  Vlllth  had  conferred  the  See,  received  the 
profits  all  his  time,  and  flu  about  twenty  years.  [He  was  reckoned  a  favourer 
of  the  changes  in  Religion  then  in  Agitation.] 


ROGER  SKID  D  T. 

\Succ.  1557.  Refgn.  1566.] 

ROGER  Skiddy ,  Dean  of  Limerick ,  [to  which  Dignity  he  was  advanced  by 
King  Edward  the  Vlth  on  the  10th  of  May  in  the  6th  year  of  his  Reign  % 
and  at  the  fame  time  was  made  Redtor  of  Kilmonc,  in  the  Diocefe  of  Meathf\  was 
appointed  to  fucceed  by  Queen  Mary ,  and  was  reflored  to  the  Temporaries  by 
Queen  Elizabeth  as  from  the  18th  of  September  1557.  [He  had  a  Letter  of  Refli- 
tution  from  Queen  Mary  on  that  day  ;  but  fhe  dying  before  his  adlual  invefliture, 
a  flop  was  put  to  his  further  Promotion  for  fome  years.  At  length  he  was 
again  created  Bifbop  by  Queen  Elizabeth  on  the  29th  of  Oftober  1562,  had  his 
Writ  of  Reflitution  to  the  Temporaries  the  fame  Day,  in  which  was  a  Retro- 
fpe&ive  Claufe,  that  he  fhould  have  the  Temporaries  from  the  time  of  his  firft 
Advancement  by  Queen  Mary .  His  Mandate  for  Confecration  bears  date  the  laft 
of  that  Month,  and  it  appears  therein,  that  he  was  only  Batchelor  of  Arts  when  he 
was  confecrated  Bifhop.]  He  refigned  on  the  18th  of  March  1566,  having  fat 
nine  years  and  fome  months,  [computing  from  the  time  he  received  the  profits  ; 
but  not  fo  long,  if  you  reckon  from  the  time  of  his  Creation,  by  Queen  Eliza - 
both.]  The  See  was  after  his  Refignation  vacant  almoft  four  years. 


RICHARD  DIXON. 

[Succ.  1 570.  Depriv.  1571.] 

RICL1ARD  Dixon ,  Prebendary  of  Rathmichaef  in  the  Diocefe  of  Dublin , 
[was  advanced  to  this  See  by  Letters  Patent  of  Queen  Elizabeth  dated  the 
6th  of  June  1570,  and  had  a  Mandate  for  his  Confecration  and  Writ  of  Reflitution 
the  fame  Day  by  Virtue  whereof  he]  was  confecrated  the  fame  year.  He  was 
deprived  the  year  following  j  but  I  do  not  find  for  what  Caufe. 


MATTHEW  S  H  E  T  N. 

[ Succ .  .1572.  Oby  1 58 2.] 

MAT  T  H  E  W  Sheyn ,  fucceeded  [by  the  Letters  Patent  of  Queen  Elizabeth 
dated  the  29th  of  May ,  1572,]  and  was  confecrated  the  fame  year.  [He 
was  a  great  Enemy  to  the  fuperflitious  Veneration  paid  by  the  People  to 
Images  *,  and  as  an  Inflance  of  it,  in  Odtober  1578,  he  publickly  burned  St.  Do¬ 
minick’s  Image  at  the  high  Crofs  of  Corky  to  the  great  Grief  of  the  fuperflitious 
People  of  that  Place.]  He  died  on  the  13th  of  June  1582,  or,  as  fome  fay,  in 
Augufl  1583.  Perhaps  he  was  that  Sheyn ,  whom  Richard  Stanihur/t  a  fays  was 
educated  at  Oxford  and  Paris ,  and  that  he  wrote  a  Treatife,  de  Republic d.  [An¬ 
thony  Wood b  mentions  one  John  Sheyn  to  have  taken  his  Degree  of  Mailer  of 
Arts,  on  the  9th  of  March  1523  ;  and  adds,  thatpoflibly  he  was  the  Author  of 
the  aforefaid  Book  de  Republican

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WILLIAM  L  TON. 

[ Sacc .  1583.  0^.  1617.] 

WILLIAM  Lyon ,  was  a  Native  of  Cheder ,  and  Chaplain  to  Arthur,  Lord 
Lord  Deputy  of  Ireland.  [He  was  made  Vicar  of  jVW  by  Letters 
Patent  dated  the  6th  of  November  1573;  and  on  the  24th  of  November  1577  ob¬ 
tained  a  Difpenfation  to  hold  the  fame  with  any  other  Benefice  for  Life,  and  i 
Licence  to  live  in  England ,  and  tranfport  the  Profits  of  his  Vicafidge  into  that 
Kingdom.  On  the  23d  of  July  1580  he  was  prefented  by  Queen  Elizabeth  to 
the  Vicaridge  of  Bandanfton ,  in  the  County  of  Kildare ,  which  he  held  together  with 
that  of  Naas .]  Lte  was  confecrated  Bilhop  of  Rofs  in  1582  [the  Patent  for  his 
Creation,  bearing  Date  the  lith  of  May  that  year,  and  his  Writ  of  Reditution 
two  Days  after.]  The  year  following  he  obtained  the  Sees  of  Cork  and  Cloyne 
by  a  commendatory  Grant  from  Queen  Elizabeth  [to  hold  untill  the  Queen  deter¬ 
mined  her  Pleafure  ;  who  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  17th  of  May  i586annexed 
the  faid  two  Sees  to  that  of  Rofs  in  the  Perfon  of  this  Prelate.  On  the  12th  of  June 
1595  c  he  was  appointed  one  of  the  Commifiioners  toconfider  and  find  out  Ways 
and  Means  to  people  Murfier  with  Engli/h  Inhabitants*  and  to  edablifh  a  volun¬ 
tary  Compofition  through  that  Province  in  lieu  of  Cefsand  Taxes.]  This  Prelate 
new  built  the  Bifhops  Palace  at  Cork ,  on  the  Strudture  and  Ornaments  of  which 
he  expended  one  thoufand  Pounds.  [This  and  other  Particulars  of  his  Libera¬ 
lity  and  publick  Spirit  appears  in  a  return  to  a  regal  Vifitation  d  held  about  the 
year  1613  ;  where  it  is  faid,  “  that  the  Bifhoprick  of  Cloyne  was  granted  by  his 
ct  Predeceffor  in  Fee- Farm,  at  five  Marks  Rent;  that  Cork  and  Rofs,  when  he 
<c  came  into  Pofieffionof  thefe  Sees  were  worth  but  feventy  Pounds  per  Annum  ; 
“  but  that  he  had  improved  them  all  to  two  hundred  Pounds  per  Annum.  Thai: 

there  was  no  Manfion-Houfe  at  Rofs ,  when  he  became  poffefied  of  that  Bi- 
“  fhoprick,  and  only  a  fpot  of  Ground  to  build  one  on.  That  he  built  a  Houle, 
“  which  cod  him  at  lead  three  hundred  Pounds;  which  in  a  little  more  than  three 
“  years  after  was  burnt  down  by  the  Rebel  0 -Donovan.  That  he  found  no  Epif- 
“  pal  Houfe  at  Cork  ;  but  that  he  built  one  which  coft  him  at  lead:  a  thoufand 
tc  Pounds  ;  that  he  never  was  in  Pofifefiion  of  the  Houfe  belonging  to  the  Bi- 
“  fhoprick  of  Cloyne ,  which  was  withheld  from  him  by  Sir  J ohnFitz- Edmund  Fitz- 
“  Gerald  in  his  Life,  and  fince  his  Death  by  his  Heir.”  In  1615,  April  the  25th 
and  28  th,  he  preferred  two  Petitions  to  the  Houfe  of  Lords  againft  the  Heirs  of  this 
Sir  John  Fitz-gerald ,  concerning  the  Epifcopal  Houfe  of  Rofs ,  and  other  things 
withheld  from  that  See.  But  what  redrefs  he  met  with  I  know  not.  It  appears 
in  Archbifhop  Bramhall’s  Life,  how  greatly  all  the  Bifhopricks  in  the  Province 
of  Cafhell  had  differed  at  the  time  of  the  Reformation,  partly  by  the  Popifh  Bi- 
lhops,  who  refolved  to  make  as  much  of  them  as  they  could,  and  partly  by  the 
Proteftant  Succeffors,  who  might  fear  another  change  ;  “  But  that  Cork  and 
««  Rofs  fared  the  bed  of  any  Bifhoprick  in  that  Province,  a  very  good  Man* 
“  Bifhop  Lyon,  being  placed  there  early  in  the  Reformation.”]  He  died  at  Cork 
in  a  yery  advanced  Age  on  the  4th  of  October  1617,  and  was  buried  therein 
the  Cathedral. 

JOHN  BOYLE. 

[ Succ .  1618.  Gh .  1620.] 

JOHN  Boyle,  a  Native  of  Kent,  and  Do&or  of  Divinity  of  the  Univerfity  of 
Oxford,  was  [elder]  Brother  to  Richard  Boyle ,  Baron  of  Youghall,  afterwards 
Earl  of  Cork,  and  Lord  Treafurer  of  Ireland ,  [and  for  a  time  one  of  the  Lords 
Judices  of  that  Kingdom.  He  was  advanced  to  the  Sees  of  Cork  and  Cloyne  by 
Letters  Patent  of  King  James  the  Id,  dated  the  2  7th  of  Augujl  1618,]  and  was 
confecrated  the  lame  year ;  and  with  thefe  two  Sees  held  that  of  Rofs  in  Com- 
mendam.  He  died  [at  Bifhops -Court,  near  Cork,  on  the  10th  of  July']  1620,  and 
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was  buried  at  Youghall  [in  a  new  Tomb  ere&ed  by  his  Brother  for  his  Family  ; 
on  which  is  this  Infcription. 

Hie  facet  corpus  Reverendi  Fair  is,  JohannL  Boyle,  Sacra  Theologia  Doc- 
toris,  Epi/copi  Corcagienfis,  Clonenfis  et  Roffenfis,  ac  jratris  Majoris 
natu  Richardi  Comitis  Corcagia  &c.  qui  ohiit  decimo  Die  Julii,  Anno 
Domini  1620,  ALtatis  Slice  57. 

Here  lieth  the  Body  of  the  Reverend  Father,  John  Boyle,  D.  D.  Bifliopof  Cork, 
Cloyne  and  Rofs,  and  elder  Brother  to  Richard,  Earl  of  Cork ,  &c.  who  died  July 
the  10th  1620,  in  the  57th  year  of  his  Age.^ 


RICHARD  BOYLE. 

[Succ.  1620.  Rejign .  1638.] 


RICHARD  Boyle,  Dean  of  Waterford,  Archdeacon  of  Limerick ,  and  Bro¬ 
ther  to  Michael  Boyle,  Bifhop  of  Waterford  and  Lifmore ,  was  [by  the  Inter- 
eft  of  his  Coufin  German,  the  Earl  of  Corkf\^ advanced  to  the  Sees  of  Cork,  Cloyne 
and  Rofs,  by  the  Letters  Patent  of  King  James  the  Ift,  dated  the  22dof  Augufi 
in  the  18  th  year  of  his  Reign,  and  was  confecrated  in  November  1620.  On  the  30th 
of  May  1638  he  was  tranflated  to  the  Archbifhoprick  of  Tuam  ;  and  on  the 
19th  of  March  1644  IfEngtiJh  Stile )  died  at  Cork,  foon  after  his  return  from  Brif- 
tol,  and  was  buried  there  in  the  Cathedral  of  St.  Finbarr,  in  a  Vault  which  he 
had  prepared  for  himfelf,  while  he  was  Biftiop  of  Cork.  I  rnuft  not  forget  to 
mention*  that  while  this  Prelate  fat  in  the  See  of  Cork,  he  repaired  more  ruinous 
Churches,  and  confecrated  new  ones,  than  any  other  Biftiop  in  that  Age  ;  which 
Doftor  Edward  Worth,  late  Biftiop  of  Killaloe ,  hath  obferved  in  his  Funeral  Ser¬ 


mon. 


WILLIAM  CHAP  PEL. 


[Sncc.  1638.  Ob.  1649.] 


WILLIAM  Chappel,  [no t  Richard,  as  Ware  in  this  place  hath  mifnamedhim, 
was  born  at  Lexington,  in  Nottingham-Jhire,  December  the  10th  1582,  and  in- 
ftru&ed  in  Grammar  Learning  at  Mansfield ,  in  the  fame  County.  He]  had  his 
Education  in  Chrift-College,  Cambridge,  in  which  Univerfity  he  took  his  Degree 
of  Batchelor  of  Divinity.  [He  was  ele&ed  a  Fellow  of  that  College  in  the  25th 
year  of  his  Age,  A.  D.  1607,  and  continued  fuch  twenty  feven  years  *,  from 
whence  he  went  to  Ireland ]  and  was  advanced  to  the  Deanery  of  Cafhell ,  ( then  va¬ 
cant  by  the  Promotion  of  Lewis  Jones  to  the  Biftioprick  of  Killaloe  [by  the  Let¬ 
ters  Patent  of  King  Charles  the  Ift,  dated  the  9th  of  Augufi  1633,  and  by  vir¬ 
tue  of  a  Mandate  of  the  fame  Date  was  inftalled  at  Cafhdl  on  the  20th  of  that 
Month.  He  was  indebted  for  this  promotion  to  Dr.  Laud,  then  Bifliopof  Lon¬ 
don •,  and  he  accepted  of  it  with  Reludtance :  But  was  fearful  of  difobliging  his  Pa¬ 
tron  by  a  refufal. 

Upon  the  Promotion  of  Dodftor  Robert  Ufsher  from  the  Provoftfhip  of  the 
College  of  Dublin  to  the  Bilhoprick  of  Kildare  in  1635,  Dean  Chappel  had  the 
Care  of  the  faid  College  committed  to  him  ;  although  he  was  not  made  a<5lual 
Provoft  untill  the  5th  of  June  1637,  when  he  was  fworn  into  that  Office. 
The  reafon  of  this  Chafm  in  the  Provofts  was  thus  —  By  the  firft  Charter 
granted  to  the  Univerfity  in  March  1591,  the  Election  of  a  Provoft:  was  placed 
in  the  Fellows ;  and  fo  continued  untill  the  vacancy  made  by  the  Promotion 
of  Doftor  Ufsher,  as  aforefaid.  Archbifliop  Laud,  who  was  then  Chancel¬ 
lor  of  the  Univerfity,  thought  proper  to  introduce  a  new  Sett  of  Statutes  ; 
which  vefted  the  Nomination  of  the  Provoft  in  the  Crown.  This  Project  took 
fome  time  in  ripening  *  for  the  Concurrence  the  Fellows  to  this  change  was 
necefiary  *  and  they  were  induced  to  confent  to  a  Surrender  of  their  Old 
Charter,  upon  making  them  Tenants  for  Life  in  their  Offices  under  the  new 
Statutes  *  where  before  they  held  their  Fellowlhips  but  for  feven  years  from 
the  time  they  commenced  Matter  of  Arts  :  And  fo  to  gain  Eftates  for  Life  in  a 
fmall  fhare  of  the  Government  to  themfclvcs  and  their  Succeflors,  they  parted 

with 
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with  a  more  abfolute  Authority,  which  was  Temporary  •,  and  fubmitted  to  a  more 
unlimited  Power  in  their  Superior.  Forthefe  new  Statutes  were  not  fo  Indulgent 
to  the  Fellows,  and  placed  a  more  Sovereign  Authority  in  the  Provofts,  than  they 
were  intrufted  with  by  the  Old  Charter  •,  from  whence  hath  flowed  the  negative 
Voice  of  the  Provofts  in  the  Eledtion  of  Fellows,  and  other  very  ample  Powers. 
While  this  Projedt  was  molding  and  bringing  to  Perfection,  it  was  thought  ne- 
cefiary  to  keep  the  place  unfilled,  that  the  Scheme  might  be  at  once  carried  in¬ 
to  Execution  by  the  King’s  Nomination  •,  and  in  the  mean  time  Dean  Chappel  was 
placed  over  the  College,  although  without  the  title  of  Provoft,  as  I  obferved  be¬ 
fore.  But  in  1637,  June  the  5th,  he  was  admitted  and  fworn  a  legal  Provoft. 

He  was  thought  by  fome  to  have  made  an  ill  ufe  of  his  new  Authority  :  For 
which  in  the  Parliament  of  1641,  he  was  impeached  by  the  Commons  for 
mifbehaviours  in  that  Office  ;  he  being  then  Bifliop  of  Cork  and  Rofs ]  to  which 
he  was  confecrated  in  St.  P  at  rick*  s,  Dublin,  on  the  nth  of  November  1638.  [Mr. 
Robert  Byffe ,  a  noted  Lawyer,  made  a  fevere  Speech  againft  him,  upon  the  de¬ 
livery  of  the  Articles  of  his  Charge  on  the  nth  of  June  1641 ;  to  which  Bifliop 
Chappel  made  a  Reply,  which,  as  the  Scene  then  flood,  was  not  judged  fatisfac- 
tory.  Primate  Ufsher,  and Anthony  Martin ,  Bifliop  of  Meath ,  were  Enemies  to  him 
in  the  Profecution.  He  fled  for  England  on  the  26th  of  December  1641,  to  a- 
void  the  fury  of  the  Rebellion,  which  had  broke  out  two  Months  before, 
and  landed  the  Day  following  at  Milford.  In  his  Journey  he  was  feized  at  Tenby 
for  not  having  a  Pafs,  and  detained  feven  Weeks  in  Prifon  ;  and  then  was  re 
leafed  by  Sir  Hugh  Owens.  His  choice  Colledlion  of  Books  was  put  on  Ship¬ 
board  at  Cork  *,  but  were  all  loft  at  Minhead  in  the  Paflage.  The  true  Caufe  of 
the  Profecution  of  Parliament  before-mentioned,  was  the  vigour  and  activity  he 
Ihewed  in  enforcing  Uniformity,  and  ftridt  Church  Difcipiine  in  the  College, 
in  oppofition  to  the  Schiftn  and  Fanaticifm  of  the  Times  ;  from  whence  he  fell 
under  the  imputation  of  Arminianifm  *,  and  it  was  for  this  end  he  was  pitched 
on  as  a  proper  Provoft  by  Archbifhop  Laud. 

He  continued  Provoft  upwards  of  a  Year  and  nine  Months  after  his  Promo¬ 
tion  to  thefe  Sees  by  the  King’s  lpecial  Command  c;  and  did  not  refign  it  u.ntill 
the  20th  of  July  1640*.  He  would  fain,  before  this,  have  quitted  his  Bi- 
fhoprick8  for  a  poorer  in  England  ;  but  all  the  Application  he  could  make  to 
Archbifhop  Laud  could  not  prevail.] 

He  was  efteemed  a  Prelate  well  verfed  in  the  Learning  of  the  School-Men, 
and  in  Cafuiftical  Divinity  ;  had  a  clear  Underftanding,  good  Judgment,  and 
was  highly  applauded  for  his  Difcretion.  His  temper  for  Government  was  as 
exadt,  as  his  Knowledge  thereof  was  eminent  *,  which  appeared  in  the  mildnefs 
and  regularity  of  his  Adminiftration,  and  a  perfedt  obedience  of  the  Scholars, 
to  the  Rules  and  Statutes  of  the  Houfe.  In  order  to  give  the  juniors  a  tafte  of 
Government,  he  eftablifhed  a  Roman  Commonwealth  among  them,  to  continue 
during  the  Chrijlmas  Vacation  ;  in  which  they  had  their  Didlator,  Confulls, 
Cenfors  and  other  Officers  of  the  Roman  State  in  great  Splendor. 

He  wrote  a  Book,  de  Methodo  Concionandi ,  founded  upon  his  own  practice  *,  in 
which  he  did  not  follow  Aljledius’s  Judgment,  who  advifeth  to  conceal  all  Me¬ 
thod  *,  alledging,  that  Chrypjis  difpofitionis  tollit  fajlidium  Audit  oris  \  which  may  be 
true  to  a  learned  Auditory,  but  not  fuitable  to  meaner  Capacities.  It  was  his 
manner  to  raife  dodlrinal  Propofitions  from  the  Words  of  his  Text,  which  he 
powerfully  confirmed  and  enforced  :  And  when  a  Point  of  Controverfy  ftarted,  he 
did  not  endeavour  to  fhew  his  Eloquence  on  both  fides  of  the  Queftion,  but  his 
Abilities  in  eftablifhing  the  truth  beyond  all  Oppofition  or  doubt.  His  Life  in 
LatinVerfe,  faid  to  have  been  written  by  himfelf,  is  publifhed  by  Mr .Hearne  h  from 
whence  I  have- drawn  feveral  of  the  Particulars  before-mentioned. 

Hewasaclofe  and  fubtile  Difputant;  of  which  Dodtor  Borlafe 1  tells  the  fol¬ 
lowing  Story. — “  That  at  a  Commencement  at  Cambridge^  in  the  prefence  of 
“  King  James  the  Ift,  he  fo  warmly  oppofed  the  Refporrdent,  Dodtor  Roberts ,

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“  that  unable  to  folve  his  Arguments,  he  fell  into  a  fwoon  in  the  Pulpit :  Where* 
“  upon  the  King  undertook  to  maintain  the  Thefts-,  againft  whom  Mr.  Cap-pel 
“  fo  well  profecuted  his  Argument,  that  the  King  openly  gave  thanks  to  God, 
“  That  the  Opponent  was  his  Subjebf,  and  not  the  Subject  of  any  other  Prince.  Al- 
“  luding  to  this  Pafiage,  the  titular  Dean  of  Cork ,  long  afterwards,  refufed  to  en- 
“  ter  into  a  Difpute  with  him,  although  prefied  to  it  by  the  Lord  Prefident,  al- 
“  ledging,  that  it  had  been  a  cuftom  with  him  to  kill  his  Refpondent.”] 

He  died  at  Derby  in  England  [on  Whitfunday  1649,  and  not  1648,  as  Ware 
has  it]  from  whence  his  Body  was  conveyed  to  Bilthorp ,  in  N ot  thigh  amfhirc,  and 
there  interred  [near  the  Corps  ofhisMothen]  WhateverWealth  he  left  at  his  death, 
he  directed  to  be  difpofed  of  to  Pious  Ufes ;  [which  could  not  be  very  much, 
if  what  a  Reverend  k  Bifhop  tells  us  be  true,  “  That  during  the  Troubles  in 
“  England  he  was  relieved  out  of  the  Alms  of  well-difpofed  People  ;  with  the 
<c  diftribution  whereof  Mr.  Margetfon ,  afterwards  Primate  of  all  Ireland,  wasin- 
“  trufted.”  There  wasa  Marble  Monument  erected  to  his  Memory  in  the  Church 
of  Bilthorp  aforefaid,  on  which  was  the  following  Infcription,  difcovering  his 
Birth,  Preferments,  Charadter  and  Death,  viz.

He  had  a  younger  Brother,  (while  he  lived) 
named  John  Chappel ;  who  was  alfo  a  very  emi¬ 
nent  Divine,  and  born  for  the  Pulpit :  Eut  he 
went  to  Heaven  before  him  ;  and  his  remains  are 
buried  in  the  Church  of  Mansfield  Woodhoufe.

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MICHAEL  BOTLE . 

[Succ.  1660.  1663.] 

MICHAEL  Boyle  i  Do&or  of  Divinity  of  the  Univerfity  of  Dublin ,  and 
Dean  of  Cloyne,  [was  the  Son  of  Richard  Boyle ,  Archbiffiop  of  Tuam\  and 
was  advanced  to  the  Sees  of  Cork ,  Cloyne  and  Rofs^  by  Letters  Patent  of  Kin«- 
Charles  the  lid,  dated  the  2 2d  of  January  1660,  and  had  his  Mandate  for  Con^ 
Iteration,  and  Writ  of  Reftitution  to  the  Temporalties  the  fame  Day  ;  wherein 
was  a  Claufe  granting  to  him  the  Mefne  Profits  of  the  faid  Sees  from  the  Death  of 
his  Predeceffor,]  and  he  was  confecrated  in  St.  Patrick* s  Church,  Dublin ,  on  the 
27th  of  the  fame  Month,  [by  John ,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  affifted  by  the  Bi¬ 
fhops  of  Raphoe ,  Kilmore,  OJfory ,  and  Clogher  ;  [having  been  a  little  before  called 
into  the  Privy-Council.  He  was  one  of  the  twelve  Bifhops  who  were  confe- 
crated  all  together  in  St.  Patrick* s  Church  after  the  Reftoration  •,  for  the  Solem¬ 
nization  whereof,  a  celebrated  Anthem,  intitled,  Quam  denuo  exaltavit  Dominus 
Coronam ,  was  compofed  by  Dr.  William  Fuller ,  then  Dean  of  St.  Patrick** , 
Dublin ,  and  afterwards  Bifhop  of  Limerick.  Our  Bifhop  had  been  incorporated  a 
Mafter  of  Arts  at  Oxford^  on  the  4th  of  November  1637.  Not  content  with 
thefe  three  Bifhopricks,  he  held b  Poflefiion  of  fix  Parifhes  in  the  Weft  of  his 
Diocefe,  as  Sine  Cures  \  under  colour  that  he  could  not  get  Clergymen  to  ferve 
them.  When  Roger ,  Earl  of  Orrery  *  Lord  Prefident  of  Munfter,  went  down  to 
his  Government  about  the  clofe  of  the  Year  1662,  or  the  beginning  of  the  Year 
1663,  he  had  it  in  Commiflion  to  fee  that  the  Bifhops  of  the  Province  did 
their  Duty.  For  this  end  he  convened  them  together,  and  particularly  admo- 
nifhed  this  Bifhop,  who  was  nearly  related  to  him,  to  provide  Clergymen  for  thefe 
vacant  Livings  ;  and  told  him  if  he  did  not,  that  he  would  fequefter  the  Profits, 
and  apply  them  to  the  Support  and  Education  of  fome  Students  in  the  Uni¬ 
verfity  ;  upon  which  reproof  the  Bifhop  immediately  fixed  fix  Clergy-men  in 
thefe  vacant  Livings.]  He  was  tranflated  to  the  Archbifhoprick  of  Dublin  by 
Letters  Patent  dated  the  27th  of  November  1663,  and  from  thence  to  Armagh  on 
the  27th  of  January  1678.  See  before  p.  130.  357. 

EDWARD  S  T  N  G  E. 

[  Succ.  1663.  Ob.  1678.] 

EDWARD  Synge ,  Dodor  of  Divinity  of  the  Univerfity  of  Dublin ,  was  borrt 
in  England ,  at  BridgenoYth ,  in  Shrop/hire,  and  frotn  thence  was  removed  in¬ 
to  Ireland  by  his  eldefl  Brother  George  Synge ,  afterwards  Bifhop  of  Cloyne ; 
under  whofe  care  he  fpent  his  younger  Days  at  the  School  of  Droghedah , 
and  growing  up  was  fent  to  the  Univerfity  of  Dublin  ;  where  he  became  exem¬ 
plary  for  a  diligent  Application  to  his  Studies.  [He  had  early  fome  Ecclefi- 
aflical  Preferments  in  the  Cathedral  of  St.  Patrick* s,  Dublin  •,  and  I  find  him 
one  of  the  Petitioners,  among  the  reft  of  the  Clergy  of  that  City,  on  the  9th 
of  July  1647,  to  the  Commiffioners  of  the  Englijh  Parliament,  praying  for 
liberty  to  ufe  the  Common- Prayer  (then  lately  prohibited;  in  their  refpe&ive 
Churches,  and  remonftrating  againft  the  ufe  of  the  Directory,  introduced  by 
order  into  the  room  of  the  Liturgy.  The  Petition  is  drawn  up  with  great 
Force,  Perfpicuity  and  Eloquence.  He  was  aJfo  promoted  to  the  Deanery  of 
Elphin ,  and  had  fome  Preferment*  in  the  County  of  Donegall  %  where  from 
the  Year  1647  he  conftantly  refided,  during  the  remainder  of  the  Ufurpa- 
tion,  and  continued  to  ufe  the  Common-Prayer  in  all  the  publick  Offices  of 
his  Miniftry,  notwithflanding  the  fevere  Injunctions  of  the  Commiffioners  of 
the  Englijh  Parliament  againft  it.  Several  Complaints  were  made  of  his  con¬ 
tempt  of  the  order  of  the  Government.  But  by  the  Intereft,  which  his  per- 
fwafive  Letters  upon  that  occafion  had  procured  him  with  Dr.  Gorge ,  then

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Auditor-General  under  the  Ufurpers,  the  intended  profecutions  againft  him  were 
flopped,  and  he  was  permitted  to  ufe  the  Common-Prayer  ever  afterwards  ; 
which  he  conflantly  did,  not  only  in  his  own,  but  alfo  in  the  neighbouring  Pa- 
rifhes  untill  the  Reftoration.  Anthony  Wood  n  fliles  him,  Synge,  alias  Millington  ; 
which  I  find,  upon  inquiry,  was  the  name  of  the  Family  ;  but  that  it  was  fome 
time  or  other  changed  into  Synge ,  on  account  of  a  fweetnefs  of  Voice,  and  fkill 
in  Vocal  Mufick,  which  fome  of  the  Millingtons  were  poffefied  of ;  and  the  fame 
Talent  (as  I  am  informed)  continues  in  that  Family  to  this  Day.] 

After  the  Storms  of  Cromwell's,  Rebellion  were  blown  over,  and  peace  re¬ 
turned  by  the  Reiteration  of  King  Charles  the  I  Id,  he  was  promoted  from  the 
Deanery  of  Elphin  to  the  See  of  Limerick ,  and  confecrated  in  St.  Patrick's  Church, 
Dublin ,  on  the  27th  of  January  i66o,(EngliJh  Stile,)  and  on  the  21ft  of  Decem¬ 
ber  1663  was  tranflated  to  the  Bifhopricks  of  Cork ,  Cloyne ,  and  Rofs ;  [and  had  his 
Writ  of  Reftitution  to  the  Temporalties  the  fame  Day.  He  died  on  the  22d  of 
December  1678.  By  a  Codicil  o  to  his  Will,  dated  the  23d  of  October  before  his 
death,  he  takes  notice,  that  he  had  received  Information  that  the  two  Plow-Lands 
of  Ballycroneen ,  in  the  Barony  of  Imokilly  and  County  of  Cork ,  which  he  had  pur- 
chafed  from  John  Fitz-Lhomas  Gerald ,  was  formerly  part  of  the  Eftateofthe  See  of 
Cloyne  ;  he  therefore  devifed  them  to  be  conveyed  to  the  Bifhop  of  Cloyne  and  his 
Succeffors  for  ever*  but  under  a  Provifo  that  the  Bifhop  of  Cloyne  fhould  fecure  to 
his  fecond  Son,  Edward ,  a  Leafe  thereof  for  40  years,  at  ten  pounds  a  year  Rent  : 
in  which  time  he  judged  his  purchafe  Money  would  be  got  back  to  his  Family  : 
But  his  Son  gave  up  his  Right  to  this  Leafe  :  And  by  his  Will  f  dated  the  23d  of 
May  1 677  he  left  fcveral  Charitable  Legacies  to  the  Poor  of  St.  Finbarr* s,  Cork , 
Toughall ,  Cloyne  and  Inisjhowen.  He  was  a  learned  and  zealous  Preacher,  ve¬ 
ry  much  admired  and  approved  of  by  all  that  heard  him  ;  and  befides  an  eafy, 
familiar,  correct  Stile  to  recommend  his  Sermons,  he  had  one  peculiar  excel¬ 
lence  in  his  manner  of  fpeaking  or  delivery;  that  every  one  of  his  Congregation 
thought  the  Dilcourfe  particularly  addrefled  to  himfelf,  and  that  the  Preacher  was 
privately  inftrudting  him  in  his  Duty,  and  perfwading  him  to  the  Practice  of  it. 

From  the  death  of  this  Prelate,  the  See  of  Cloyne  hath  been  feparated  from  thefe 
of  Cork  and  Rofs  ;  which  two  laft  mentioned  Sees  have  ever  fince  gone  together.

EDWARD  WEFENHALL. 

[Succ.  1678.  Refign.  1699-] 


EDWARD  Wetenhall ,  Do&or  of  Divinity,  was  born  it  Litchfield,  in  Eng¬ 
land  on  the  7th  of  Ottober  1636,  and  in  his  youth  was  educated  under  the 
Famous  Dodtor  Bujby  at  Weftminfier  School ;  into  which  he  was  admitted  a  King’s 
Scholar  A.  D.  1 65 1  ;  and  from  thence  was  eledfed  a  Scholar  on  the  Founda¬ 
tion  in  Frinity-College ,  Cambridge ,  in  1655.  A.  D.  1660  he  removed  from 
Cambridge  to  Oxford ,  and  was  made  Chaplain  of  Lincoln  College  ;  afterwards 
he  became  Mimfter  of  Longcomb  in  Oxfordfhire ,  and  then  Refidentiary  Canon 
of  Exeter ;  to  which  he  was  collated  June  the  nth  1667,  being  then  only  Mafter 
of  Arts,  and  afterwards  he  became  Mafter  of  a  publick  School  there.  '

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He  was  invited  into  Ireland  in  the  year  1672  by  Michael  Boyle ,  then  Arch - 
bifhop  of  Dublin ,  and  took  his  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  in  the  Univerfity 
of  Dublin ,  became  Matter  of  a  great  School  there,  Curate  of  St.  Werburgh' s  Parilh 
and  afterwards  Chantorqof  Chrift- Church  ;  from  whence  he  was  promoted  to 
the  Sees  of  Cork  and  Rofs  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  14th  of  February  1678, 
and  was  confecratcd  in  Chrift-Church,  Dublin ,  on  the  23d  of  March  following 
(with  the  permittion  of  his  Metropolitan)  by  Michael ,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh , 
attifted  by  the  Bilhops  of  Kildare ,  Killala ,  Raphoe  and  Oflory  :  Here  he  continu¬ 
ed  exercifing  his  Paftoral  Funftion  with  great  Diligence  and  aifiduity  for  above 
twenty  years  ;  and  was  from  hence  tranttated  to  the  united  Sees  of  Kilmore  and 
Ardagh ,  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  1 8th  of  April  1699. 

While  he  continued  Bifhop  of  Cork  and  Rofs,  he  fuffered  great  Cruelties  and 
Oppreflions  under  the  Tyranny  of  the  IriJJj ,  from  the  year  1688  untill  the  fet- 
tlement  under  King  William.  He  at  his  own  Expence  repaired  the  ruinous  Epif- 
copal  Houfes  both  of  Cork  and  Kilmore ,  and  rebuilt  the  Cathedral  Church  of 
Ardagh ,  which  was  quite  demolifhed.  He  died  on  the  12th  of  November  1713. 
See  before  p.  244,  and  what  he  publifhed  among  the  Writers  of  Ireland. 


DIVE  DOWNS. 

[Succ.  1699.  Ob.  1709] 

DIVE  Downs,  Doftor  of  Divinity,  was  born  at  Thornby,  in  North  amt  onjhire 
in  England ,  but  educated  in  Trinity -College ,  Dublin ,  of  which  he  became 
a  Senior  Fellow.  In  the  year  1690  he  was  promoted  to  the  Archdeaconry  of 
Dublin  •,  and  from  thence  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  18th  of  April  1699  to  the 
Sees  of  Cork  and  Rofs,  to  which  he  was  confccrated  on  the  4th  of  June  that  year 
in  the  Parifh  Church  of  St.  John  Baptift  at  Cajhell ,  by  his  Metropolitan, 
William  Pallifer,  attifted  by  other  Bifhops.  He  died  in  the  latter  End  of  the  year 
1709. 

PETER  BROWN. 


[Succ.  1709.  Ob.  1735.] 

PETER  Brown ,  Doftor  of  Divinity,  was  a  Senior  Fellow  of  Trinity  Col¬ 
lege,  Dublin ,  and  afterwards  Provoft  of  it  ;  from  whence  he  was  promoted 
to  the  Sees  of  Cork  and  Rofs  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  1  ith  of  January  1709, 
and  confecrated  on  the  8th  of  April  1710.  He  had  no  Ecclefiaftical  Prefer¬ 
ments  before  his  Advancement  to  thefe  Sees,  except  a  Lefturerfhip  in  St.  Brid¬ 
get's  Parifh,  Dublin ,  while  he  was  a  Junior  Fellow  ;  and  after  that  the  Parifh 
of  St.  Mary's  in  that  City  *,  being  appointed  thereto  by  an  Aft r  of  Parliament, 
which  created  the  Parifhes  of  St.  Paul's  and  St.  Mary's  out  of  the  old  Parifh 
of  St.  Michan.  But  he  furrendered  the  fame  on  the  9th  of  November  1 699  to  the 
Dean  and  Chapter  of  Chrift -Church,  who  had  the  Collation  thereto ;  I  fuppofe 
upon  his  Promotion  to  the  Provoftfhip.  He  died  at  Cork  on  the  25th  of  Au- 
guft  1 735. 

He  was  an  auftere,  retired,  and  mortified  Man  *,  but  a  Prelate  of  the  firft 
rank  for  Learning  among  his  Brethren,  and  was  efteemed  the  beft  Preacher  of 
this  Age  for  the  Gracefulnefs  of  his  Manner,  and  a  fine  Elocution.  He  ftudied, 
and  was  Matter  of  the  moft  exaft  and  juft  Pronunciation  ;  heightened  by  the 
fweeteft  and  moft  folemn  Tone  of  Voice  ;  and  fet  off  by  a  ferious  Air, 
and  a  venerable  Perfon  \  All  which  united  commanded  the  moft  awful  At¬ 
tention  in  his  hearers  of  all  forts.  He  was  eminent  for  his  critical  Skill  in 
the  Greek  and  Hebrew,  which  enabled  him  to  explain  the  Beauty,  Energy,  and 
Sublimity  of  the  Sacred  Writings  to  great  Advantage  :  And  as  he  had  formed 
himfelf  upon  the  beft  Models  of  Antiquity,  he  quickly  introduced  a  true  tafte  of 
Eloquence  into  that  Society,  of  which  he  was  a  Member  and  Head  •,  and  utterly 
banifhed  that  falfe  glitter  of  fhining  Thoughts,  and  idle  Affeftation  of  Points, 
and  Turns,  which  reigned  before  in  the  Sermons  of  their  moft  eminent  Preachers  * 


q  Chapter  Book  of  Chrift-Church. 
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by  fhewing  how  contemptible  they  were,  compared  with  the  Solidity  and  Dignity 
which  dilcovered  themfelves  in  his  plainer,  but  more  correct  and  nervous  Periods. 
Yet  after  all,  his  moft  diftinguifhed  Talent  was  that  of  infpiring  true  Piety  into 
the  Hearts  of  all  that  heard  him  preach  or  pray  ;  his  Heart  was  full  of  it ;  and 
his  whole  Air,  Manner,  and  Tone  of  Voice  (whether  in  the  Pulpit  or  at  the  Altarj 
breathed  and  infpired  it  pure  and  fervent :  The  Liturgy  of  the  Church  of  Ireland 
was  feen  in  a  new  light  of  Beauty  arid  Excellency,  when  he  officiated  :  And  more 
particularly  the  Communion  Service  was  felt  and  confeffed,  by  every  Man  that 
heard  it  from  his  Mouth,  to  be  an  Heavenly  Compolition. 

His  whole  Life  was  one  uniform  Tenor  of  Piety  and  true  Religion.  He 
expended  vaft  Sums  in  charitable  Ufes ;  but  took  particular  pains  to  keep  the 
knowledge  of  them  private;  Even  thofe  who  were  relieved,  knew  not  the 
Hand  from  whence  their  Afliftance  came.  He  made  it  a  rule,  never  to  truft 
any  Perfon  to  convey  his  Charity  a  fecond  time,  who  had  once  divulged,  what  he 
defired  fhould  be  kept  fecret  from  all  the  World. 

By  his  generous  Encouragement  feveral  Churches  were  rebuilt  and  repaid 
red,  and  a  handfome  publick  Library,  with  a  large  room  for  a  Charity  School, 
eretted  near  his  Cathedral.  Although  thefe  good  Works  were  not  intirely  done 
at  his  own  Expence  ;  yet  he  was  the  moft  confiderable  Contributor  to  them. 
And  in  fuch  Cafes,  his  moft  intimate  Friends  could  feldom  diiCover  the  amount 
of  his  Difburfements.  He  expended  upwards  of  aooo  1.  on  a  Country  Houfe 
and  Improvements  at  Ballinafpick ,  or  Bijhops-town ,  near  Cork  ;  which  he  built 
for  a  Summer  Retreat,  and  left  to  his  SuccefTors  free  from  any  Charge,  as  he 
did  alfo  his  Improvements  at  hijhops- court,  in  Cork>  of  a  confiderable  Value. 

He  was  a  great  Enemy  to  death  bed  Donations ;  and  therefore  what  he  left  by 
his  Will  to  publick  Ufes,  was  chiefly  a  contingency  of  3000  1.  if  a  young  Fe¬ 
male  Relation  of  his  died  before  the  Age  of  twenty  one,  or  her  marriage,  or  if 
fhe  married  without  the  confent  of  a  Clergyman,  under  whofe  care  he  left  her. 
If  any  of  thefe  things  fhould  happen  •,  then  he  ordered  the  faid  3000  1.  to  be  laid 
out  on  the  purchafe  of  a  Rent,  one  third  part  of  which  to  be  given  as  a  Salary 
to  a  Librarian  for  the  Library  eredled  near  St.  Finbarr* s  Church,  another  third 
part  for  the  purchafe  of  Books  to  fupply  the  faid  Library,  and  the  remainder  for 
the  Benefit  of  the  Widows  and  Children  of  poor  Clergymen,  to  be  diftributed 
according  to  the  Difcretion  of  his  SuccefTors.  He  left  alfo  20  1.  to  the  poor  of 
the  Parifh  of  St.  Finbarr ,  and  100 1.  for  Cloathing  poor  Children,  and  putting 
them  out  Apprentices  j  and  he  bequeathed  a  part  of  his  Books  to  the  Library 
aforefaid. * 

He  always  lamented  the  want  of  convenient  Glebes  and  Habitations  for  his 
Clergy  of  which  his  Diocefe  was  more  defective,  than  moft  other  parts  of  the 
Kingdom  :  And  this  misfortune  he  remedied  at  no  fmall  Expence,  as  far  as  Op¬ 
portunity  offered.  He  was  ftri<ft  in  obliging  his  Clergy  to  refidence,  where 
there  were  Manfion-Houfes  or  Conveniencies  for  habitation  to  be  had  in  their 
Parifhes :  But  when  for  want  of  fuch  it  was  very  incommodious  to  them  to  re- 
fide,  he  difpcnced  therewith :  In  fuch  Cafes  he  was  fatisfied  with  their  being 
fixed  as  near  their  Parifh  Churches  as  poffible. 

He  left  his  Manufcripts  to  his  Nephew,  Archdeacon  Thomas  Rujffel ;  but  with¬ 
out  any  Dire<5tion  for  their  Publication.  I  am  informed,  that  the  fame  genius 
fhines  through  them,  as  in  his  publifhed  Writings  ;  yet  that  moft  of  them  are 
very  imperfect,  and  will  coft  much  Pains  to  fit  them  for  the  Prefs ;  which  I  hear 
the  Gentleman  above-mentioned  intends  to  do,  upon  Confultation  firft  had  with  the 
learned  of  both  Kingdoms :  A  Catalogue  of  them  may  foon  be  feen,  together 
with  the  Titles  of  his  publifhed  Books  among  the  Writers  of  Ireland ,  forthwith 
intended  for  the  Prefs. 

ROBERT  CLAYTON. 

[Succ.  1733.] 

ROBER1  Clayton,  was  tranflated  from  Killala  and  Achtmry  to  thefe  Sees  in 

November  1735.

COLMAN,  the  Son  of  Lenin ,  a  Man  of  Learning  and 
Piety,  and  a  Difciple  of  St.  Finbarr ,  Bifhop  of  Cork , 
was  the  firft  Bifhop  and  Founder  of  the  Church  of  Cloyne. 
The  building  of  this  Church  is  mentioned  in  the  Life  of 
St.  Brendan ,  Abbat  of  Clonfert ,  in  thefe  Words.  “  This 
Colman ,  the  Son  of  Lenin ,  was  for  learning  and  a 
good  life  Chief  among  the  Saints.  He  founded  the 
Church  of  Cloyne ,  which  is  at  this  Day  a  Cathedral, 
and  famous  in  the  Province  of  Munfler .”  He  flourifhed 
in  the  fixth  Century,  and  at  lafl  flept  peaceably  in  the 
Lord  on  the  4th  of  November  6 04.  [One  Coleman ,  the  Son  of  Lenin ,  is 
*  .  .  ~  .  [7]  F  faid 
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laid  2  to  have  written  the  Life  of  St.  Senan  in  Metre,  and  to  have  died  in  the  year 
6 oo.  I  will  not  be  pofitive  whether  he  was  the  fame  Perfon  with  this  Bifhop  ; 
but  his  Feftival  is  celebrated  at  Cloyne ,  on  the  24th  of  November.'] 

As  to  the  Etymology  of  the  Word,  Clone  ;  it  fignifieth  a  Den  or  hiding  place. 
This  See  in  the.  antient  Roman  Provincial  is  called,  Cluain-vanian ,  and 
by  the  Irifh  Hiftorians,  Cluain-vama.  It  is  fituated  in  the  County  of  Cork ,  not 
far  from  the  Vergivian  Sea.  I  leave  the  expofition  of  the  latter  part  of  the  Word, 
i*.  e.

bThis  See  being  vacant  by  the  death  of  Adam  Pay  or  Py  in  the  Year  1430, 
Pope  Martin  th  Vth  conferred  it  on  Jordan ,  Chancellor  of  Limerick  •,  who  foon 
after  upon  the  death  of  Milo,  Bifhop  of  Cork ,  obtained  a  Real  Union  of  both 
Sees.  Of  the  antient  Records  of  this  See,  there  is  nothing,  that  I  know  of, 
which  now  remains,  except  a  Roll,  called,  Pipa  Colmanni,  the  Pipe  Roll  of 
Cohnan,  begun  in  the  year  1364,  in  the  time  of  John  Swafham ,  a  Carmelite 
Frier,  and  Doctor  of  Divinity,  who  was  then  Bifhop  of  Cloyne ,  but  afterwards, 
Bifhop  of  Bangor  in  Wales.  [The  principal  Matters  contained  in  it,  are  the 
Grants  and  Muniments  relating  to  the  Bifhoprick,  and  forae  few  other  Records. 
But  I  am  informed,  that  it  is  much  defaced  by  Time,  and  in  many  places  not  le¬ 
gible.]  We  have  very  few  remains  of  the  Bifhops  of  Cloyne ,  before  the  ar¬ 
rival  of  the  Englijh. 

O-Malvain ,  Bifhop  of  Cloyne ,  died  in  1094. 

Nehemiah  O-Moriertach  flourifhed  in  "the  year  1140.  St.  Bernatd  mentions 
him  in  the  life  of  St.  Mai  achy  *,  but  in  the  printed  Copy  he  is  in  a  miflake 
called,  Epifcopus  Duenvanice ,  inftead  of  Cluanvanice.  He  died  about  the  year 
1149.  The  Author  of  TundaWs  Vifion  calls  him,  <l  a  plain  and  modeft  Man, 
“  excelling  all  others  in  Wifdom  and  Chaftity. 

O-Dubery  [called  in  the  Annals  of  Inisfall,  O-Dubrein,  Abbat  of  Cluainvama,] 
died  in  1 1 59. 

O-Flanagan  died  in  1167.

ON  E  Matthew  fat  in  this  See  at  the  time  of  the  arrival  of  the  Englijh ,  in  the 
Reign  of  King  Henry  the  Ildj  and  died  about  the  year  1192.  [I  am  of 
Opinion  this  Prelate’s  furname  wzsO-Mongagh,  and  that  he  is  the  fame  with  Bifhop 
O-Movgagh,  who  is  mentioned  in  the  Annals  of  Inisfall  to  have  died  in  1192  j  if 
fo,  he  was  Legate  of  Ireland :  For  the  fame  Annals  fay,  that  upon  his  Death 
the  Legatin  Authority  was  committed  to  0~Enny >,  that  is  Matthew  0~Heney , 
Archbifhop  of  Cajhell.  But  this  deferves  a  further  inquiry.]

But  I  find  that  on  the  third  of  February  following  the  Cuflody  of  the 
Temporaltiesof  this  See  was  committed  to  Marian ,  Archbifhop  of  Cajhell  ;  whe¬ 
ther  upon  the  death  of  Florence ,  or  for  what  other  Caufe,  I  know  not.

ACiflertian  Monk,  called  (if  I  am  not  miftaken)  Patrick ,  who  was  Prior  of 
the  Abby  of  the  bleffed  Virgin  of  Fermoy ,  or  de  Cajlro  Deiy  was  confir¬ 
med  by  the  Royal  Afifent  in  the  year  1226.  [The  Conge  de’ejlier*  to  the  Dean 
and  Chapter  of  Cloyne  bore  date  that  year  ;  but  I  am  doubtful,  that  Patrick 
here  mentioned,  was  not  elected  by  Virtue  of  the  faid  Licence.  For  in  the  next 
Membrane f  it  is  faid,  that  W.  Prior  of  .Fermoy  was  eledted  Bifhop  of  Cloyne  and 
obtained  the  Royal  Affent  •,  unlefs  it  may  be  fuppofed,  that  W.  might  have 
been  the  initial  Letter  of  the  Surname  of  this  Patrick .]  .

ALAN  O-Sullivan ,  a  Dominican  Frier,  was  confecrated  A.  D.  1240  ;  and 
eight  years  after  was  tranfiated  to  Lifrnore>  as  I  faid  before  p.  552.  [Of  the 
fuccefs  of  a  Suit  for  fome  Lands,  which  Chrijlian  Bifhop  of  Emly  maintained 
againft  this  Prelate  in  1245,  See  p.  494.] 

DANIEL. 

[Swc.  1249.  Ob.  1264] 


Ido  not  know  of  what  Religious  Houfe  Frier  Daniel  was  a  Monk,  [but  as 
Luke  IVading  z  fays,  he  was  of  the  Order  of  St.  Francis .]  He  was  confecra¬ 
ted  Bifhop  of  this  See  in  1249.  [Upon  his  Election  the  Dean  and  Chapter  re- 
fufed  to  prefent  him  to  the  King  for  his  Approbation  ;  but  by  Apoflolick  Man¬ 
date  directed  h  to  the  Archbifhop  of  CaJljell ,  and  to  the  Bifhops  of  Killaloe  and 
Lijmore ,  proceeded  to  get  him  confecrated.  The  King  was  fo  offended  at  this 
conduff,  that  he  refufed  to  reflore  him  to  the  Temporalties  *,  untill  he  was  pre¬ 
vailed  upon  by  the  Inftant  fupplications  of  fome  great  and  religious  Men  ;  and 
then  he  fent  a  writ*  to  the  Lord  Juftice  for  that  purpofe,  beariug  date  the  2d 
of  July.  But  it  was  on  Condition,  that  the  Bifhop,  Dean,  and  Chapter,  fhould 
give  fecurity  by  Patent,  not  to  make  any  Eledlion  for  the  time  to  come,  with¬ 
out  firft  obtaining  Licence,  and  before  Confecration  prefenting  the  perfon  ele&ed  to 
the  King  for  his  Approbation.]  He  died  in  the  beginning  of  the  Year  1264, 
and  was  a  Man  very  much  celebrated  by  Hiftorians,  for  his  Virtues,  [devotion  k 
and  Wifdom.]  On  the  fecond  of  June  after  his  Death,  the  Dean  and  Chapter 
of  Cloyne  obtained  a  Licence  from  the  King  to  ele£t  a  Succeffor.

[Succ.  1274.  Oh.  1283.] 


ALAN  O-Lonergan ,  or,  as  fome  call  him,  O-Clungan,  a  Francifcan  Frier 
fucceeded  ;  [and  was  reftored  to  the  Temporalties  about  Eafter  1274,  as 
appears  by  Efcheator  Samfords  1  Accounts  in  the  Chief  Remembrancers  Office  ; 
his  Writm  of  Reftitution  bearing  date  the  28th  of  February  before.]  He  died 
in  1283  ;  and  on  the  18th  [or  rather  8th n]  of  March  before  the  end  of  that 
year,  King  Edward  the  firft  granted  a  Licence  to  proceed  to  the  Election  of  a 
Succeffor. 

NICHOLAS de  EFFINGHAM. 

[Succ.  1284.  Oh.  1320.] 

TH  E  year  following,  Frier  Nicholas  de  Effingham ,  a  Native  of  England ,  fuc¬ 
ceeded,  [and  was  reftored  0  to  the  Temporalties  on  the  2d  of  September 
1284.  In  1289  he  granted  fourty  Days  indulgences  to  whoever  ffiould  hear 
Mafs  from  any  Canon  of  Chrijl -Church,  Dublin,  or  ffiould  fay  the  Lord’s-Prayer 
or  an  Ave-Mary  for  the  Benefactors  of  the  faid  Church.  The  Original  Inftru- 
ment  of  this  Grant  is  among  the  Archives  of  Chrifl -Church. J  He  died  in  a 
very  advanced  age  A.  D.  1320  •,  having  fat  upwards  of  thirty  fix  Years. 

MAURICE  O-SOLEHAN. 

[Succ.  1320.  Oh.  1334.] 

MAURICE  O-Solehan ,  Archdeacon,  (l  think)  of  Cloyne,  died  in  1334,  in 
the  1 3th  year  after  his  Confecration  to  this  See.  [King  Edward  the  Illd. 
in  confideration  of  the  Poverty  of  the  two  Biffiopricks  of  Cork  and  Cloyne,  had 
a  defign  to  unite?  them  ;  and  for  that  end  wrote  to  Pope  John  the  XXIId  about 
the  year  1327  •,  who  readily  came  into  the  King’s  Meafures  ;  and  for  that  pur- 
pofe  iffued  his  Apoftolick  Bull,  dated  the  2d  of  Augufi  in  the  nth  year  of  his 
Pontificate,  to  take  place  in  the  Survivor  of  the  then  Biffiops.  There  was  room 
to  carry  this  Union  into  execution  upon  the  tranflation  of  Walter  le  Rede ,  from 
the  See  of  Cork  to  the  Archbiffioprick  of  Cajhell  in  the  year  1330.  But  no¬ 
thin  o-  was  done  then  •,  becaufe  the  Original  Bull  for  this  Union  happened  to  be 
loft.°  A.  D.  1377  Richard  Wye,  Biffiop  of  Cloyne,  applied  to  Pope  Gregory  the 
Xlth  to  remedy  this  Lofs ;  and  the  Pope  fent  him  an  exemplification  of  the 
Bull  of  Union  of  his  Predecefifor,  Pope  John  ;  which  he  confirmed,  and  gave 
to  it  the  fame  force  as  the  Original  Bull  had.  But  Girald  Barry ,  who  was  at 
that  time  Biffiop  of  Cork,  lived  untill  a  little  before  Biffiop  Wye1  s  deprivation  ; 
and  nothing  was  further  ftirred  in  this  intended  Union,  untill  about  the  Year 
1430%  when  both  Sees  happened  to  be  vacant ;  and  they  were  then  confolida- 
ted,  and  Jordan  promoted  to  them  upon  the  death  of  Adam  Pay ,  Biffiop  of 
Cloyne,  who  had  laboured  with  all  his  might  to  bring  this  Union  to  effeCt  in  his 
own  time  ;  but  without  Succefs  j  although  he  had  procured  the  Bull  of  Pope 
Martin  for  it.]

JO  H  N  de  Cumba ,  a.  Cijfertian  Monk  of  the  Abby  of  Combe,  in  War* 
wtckfhire ,  fucceeded  by  the  Pope’s  Proviflon,  and  was  reftored  to  the 
Temporalties  on  the  1 6th  of  September ,  or,  as  fo me  fay,  the  27th  of  December 
1335. 

JOHN  B  R  1  D. 

ABOUT  this  time  John  Brid ,  for  a  time  Abbat  of  the  Ciftertian  Abby  of 
Louth-Park  [ Parco-Luda ]  in  Lincolnjhlre  in  England,  was  Bifhop  of  Cloyne . 

JOHN  WH ITTO  C K. 

[Succ.  1 3  5 1.  Ob,  1361.] 

JOHN  Whittock ,  alias  Whitcock,  Dean  of  Cloyne,  fucceeded  by  election,  [and  was 
confirmed  by  the  Pope’s  Bull1.]  He  was  reftored  to  the  Temporalties  on 
the  1 8th  of  September  1351,  [having  firft  appeared f  before  the  King,  and  open¬ 
ly  and  exprefly  renounced  all  Words  and  Claufes  in  the  faid  Bull  prejudicial  to 
the  Crown,  and  fubmitted  himfelf  to  the  King’s  Mercy.]  He  died  on  the  7th  of 
February  1361.  The  See  was  afterwards  two  years  vacant. 

JOHN  de  SlV  AFH  AM. 

[Succ.  1363.  Refign .  1376.] 

JOHN  de  Swafham,  a  Carmelite  Frier  of  the  Abby  of  Lyn,  in  the  County  of 
Norfolk,  and  Doctor  of  Divinity  of  the  Univerfity  of  Cambridge,  was  confe- 
crated  Bifhop  of  Cloyne  in  1363,  [being  advanced  to  it  by  a  Papal  Proviflon. 
On  the  20th  of  September  1373,  he  was  fent  to  England  by  the  Parliament  in 
Commiflion  with  Stephen  de  Valle,  Bifhop  of  Meath,  and  others,  to  reprefent  to 
the  King  the  State  of  the  Kingdom  of  Ireland.  What  fuccefs  this  journey  had 
may  be  feen  before  p.  147.]  He  was  tranflated  from  this  See  to  that  of  Bangor , 
m  Wales ,  by  Pope  Gregory  the  XI,  on  the  fecond  of  July  1376,  asarecom- 
pence  for  his  great  Labours  againft  the  Wicklevifts .  Nicholas  Harpsfield,  in  his 
Hiftory  of  that  Se<ft,  is  miftaken,  when  he  calls  him  Bifhop  of  St.  Davidh.  [He 
afiifted  at  the  Synod  of  Stanford ,  convened  A.  D,  1392  •,  in  which  the  Writings 
of  John  Wickliff  were  condemned.  He  died  about  the  year  1398.  See  what  he 
wrote  among  the  Writers  of  Ireland  of  the  14th  Century,  Lib.  2.  [ Le  Neve  *  Mif- 
takes  in  making  him  Bifhop  of  Clogher ,  inftead  of  Cloyne. ] 

RICHARD  W  T  E. 

[Succ.  1376.  Depriv.  1394*] 

RICHARD  tVye,  who,  like  his  Predeceflbr,  was  an  Englifh  Carmelite  Frier, 
was  advanced  to  this  See  by  the  Proviflon  of  Pope  Gregory  the  Xlth  ; 
and  was  reftored  to  the  Temporalties  on  the  9th  of  November  1 376.  He  was  ex¬ 
communicated  for  fome  mifdemeanours  in  1380,  and  fled  into  England  ;  but  in 
1394  was  deprived.  Yet  notwithftanding  his  deprivation,  he  took  upon  himfelf  to 
a<ft  as  Bifhop  *,  and  the  year  following.  King  Richard  the  lid,  who  was  then  at 
Waterford,  ordered  him  to  be  apprehended,  and  committed  to  the  Cuftody  of 
Peter  Hacket,  Archbifhop  of  Cafhell.

[Succ.  1394*  Sed.  1407.] 

GERALD  Canton ,  an  Auguftin  Hermit,  and  Vicar  General  of  that  Order 
in  Ireland ,  was  promoted  to  the  See  of  Cloyne  by  the  Provifion  of  Pope 
Boniface  the  IXth,  and  was  reftored  to  the  Temporalties  on  the  9th  of  November 
1394.  He  was  Bifhop  of  this  See  on  the  14th  of  May  1407  ;  but  I  do  not  find 
how  long  after. 

ADAM  PAT. 

[Sed.  1421.  Ob.  1430.] 

ADAM  Pay ,  or  Pye,  [called  by  Pryn  u,  Adam  Pory ,  Bifhop  of  Cion ]  fuc- 
ceeded.  He  laboured  with  all  his  Power  to  unite  the  See  of  Milo  Fitz-Jobn, 
Bifhop  of  Cork ,  to  his  own  ;  which  caufed  great  Difputes  between  thefe  Prelates 
in  a  Parliament  affembled  at  Dublin  in  April  1421.  But  the  Cognizance  of  the 
Caufe  was  foon  difmiffed,  as  belonging  properly  to  the  Pope.  This  Prelate  died 
in  1430. 

JORDAN. 

[Succ.  1431.] 

OF  the  Union  of  the  two  Sees  of  Cork  and  Cloyne  in  this  Bilhop,  and  of  his 
Succeflors  here,  fee  before  p.562. 

GEORGE  S  T  N  G  E. 

[SWfC,  1638.  Cb.  1653.] 


f~  Mp'H  I  S  See  continued  united  to  that  of  Cork  for  upwards  of  two  hundred 
L  L  y  ears  j  till  at  laft]  George  Synge ,  D.  D.  was  confecrated  Bifhop  of  Cloyne , 
at  Droghedab,  on  the  nth  of  November  1638,  by  James  Ufsber ,  Archbifhop  of 
Armagh ,  for  whom  he  entertained  the  ftrongeft  Sentiments  of  Refped  and  Friend- 
fhip.  [He  was  defeended  from  an  antient  and  good  Family,]  was  born  in 
England ,  and  educated  [a  Commoner]  in  Baliol  College  in  Oxford ;  where  he  dili¬ 
gently  applied  himfelf  to  his  Studies  for  eight  Years,  [and  in  1616  commenced 
Matter  of  Arts.]  Upon  his  firfl  arrival  in  Ireland  he  was,  on  the  Merit  of  his 
many  eminent  Virtues,  received  with  fingular  Humanity  by  Cbrijlopher  Hamp - 
ton ,  then  Archbifhop  of  Armagh  *,  who  conftituted  him  Vicar-General  of  his  Di- 
ocefe.  He  was  afterwards  advanced  to  the  Deanery  of  Dromore ,  and  from  thence 
to  this  See,  and  fome  time  after,  [viz.  in  February  1644  w]  called  by  King  Charles 
the  Ift  into  the  Privy  Council  of  Ireland.  [He  is  faid  x  to  have  been  nominated  to 
the  Archbilhoprick  of  Tuam ,  in  the  room  of  Doftor  John  Maxwell ,  who  died  in 
1 646.  But  he  never  had  poffeflion  of  that  See  •,  in  regard  he  died  before  the  Re- 
ftoration  of  Bifhops  with  King  Charles  the  lid.  While  he  was  Dean  of  Dro¬ 
more ,  one  Malone ,  an  Irijh  Jefuit  of  the  College  of  Louvain  publifheda  bold  paper, 
intitled,  A  Challenge  &c.  This  Tradl  was  learnedly  and  judicioufly  anfwered 
by  Dodlor  Ufsher ,  then  Bifhop  of  Meath.  “  About  J  three  Years  after,  when 
the  College  of  Louvain  had  long  ftudied  how  to  anfwer  it,  the  faid  Ma¬ 
lone  did  at  laft  publifh  a  tedious  Reply,  fluffed  with  fcurrilous  and  virulent  ex- 
preffions  againft  the  learned  Anfwerer,  his  Relations,  and  Proteflion,  and  full 
of  quotations,  either  falfely  cited  out  of  the  Fathers,  or  elfe  out  of  divers 
fuppofititious  Authors,  as  alfo  forged  Miracles  ;  made  ufe  of  meerely  to  blind 
the  Eyes  of  ordinary  Readers.  Some  learned  Divines  diffwaded  Ufsher  from 
rejoining  thereunto*,  in  Regard  of  the  indignity  of  the  Railer,  and  Virulence  of 
the  Work*,  as  alfo  becaufe  it  would  hinder  him  in  other  Studies  more  neceffary 
for  the  Church,  and  offered  their  Endeavours  to  examine  the  fame  ;  Which  be*

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“  ing  accepted  of  by  him,  Dodtor  Synge  prepared  the  Way,  by  publifhing  an 
u  accurate  Piece,  written  with  great  Spirit  and  Life,  as  well  as  Learning  and 
“  Judgment,  under  this  Title — A  Rejoinder  to  the  Reply  publijhed  by  the  Jefuits  un- 
“  der  the  Name  of  William  Malone.  Part.  i.  wherein  the  general  Anfwer  to  the 
“  Challenge  is  cleared  from  all  the  Jefuit's  Cavills.  Dub.  1632.  4  to. — In  this  Tradt 
“  the  learned  Dodtor  didfo  fully  and  clearly  lay  open  the  Falfhood  and  Difinge- 
“  nuity  of  the  Jefuit’s  Arguments  and  Quotations  from  the  antient  Records  and 
“  Fathers  of  the  Church,  which  had  been  cited  by  that  Author,  that  he  left  him 
c*  very  little  Reafon  to  boafl  of  a  Vidtory.”]  He  returned  into  his  own  Country 
in  1647,  and  afterwards  [in  1653]  finifhed  his  Courfe  at  Bridgenorth  in  Shropjhire , 
the  Town  of  his  Nativity,  and  was  there  buried  in  the  Church  of  St.  Mary  Mag¬ 
dalen.  He  was  a  Prelate  of  fmgular  Gravity,  and  great  Learning ;  efpecially  in 
Polemick  Divinity,  and  in  the  Knowledge  of  the  Civil  and  Canon  Law.  He 
was  tall  of  Stature,  -of  a  graceful  Prefence,  and  polite  Conversion  ;  charitable 
to  the  Poor,  beneficent  to  all,  and  in  a  conftant  exercife  of  Hofpitality  and  Ge- 
nerofity  fecond  to  none. 

[After  the  death  of  this  Prelate,  the  See  of  Cloyne  continued  vacant,  by  reafon  of 
the  Rebellion  in  Ireland ,  untill  the  Reftoration  of  King  Charles  the  I  Id  in  1660  ; 
when  Michael  Boyle  was  advanced  to  it,  and  held  it,  together  with  the  Sees  of  Cork 
and  Rofs ,  (See  before  p.  569.)  as  his  next  SuccefTor  alfo  did.  The  Diocefes  of  Cork 
and  Cloyne  flood  united  from  the  Reftoration  to  the  Death  of  Edward  Synge.

PATRICK  SHERIDAN. 


[Succ.  1679.  Ob.  1682.] 


PATRICK  Sheridan ,  was  the  Son  of  Dennis  Sheridan ,  a  Popifh  Prieft  of  the 
Parifh  of  Kildrumfartey ,  in  the  Diocefe  of  Kilmore ;  whom  Bifhop  Bedell  had 
converted  to  a  fincere  Senfe  of  the  Proteftant  Religion,  and  who  after  lived  to 
fee  two  of  his  Sons  Bifhops,  and  a  third.  Sir  Thomas  Sheridan ,  Secretary  to  the 
late  King  James  the  lid.  He  was  born  at  Togher,  in  the  County  of  Cavan,  and 
was  younger  Brother  to  William  Sheridan ,  Bifhop  of  Kilmore.  He  was  educated 
in  the  Univerfity  of  Dublin ;  where  he  took  his  Degree  of  Mafter  of  Arts,  (to 
which  he  was  incorporated  at  Oxford )  and  afterwards  commenced  Dodtor  of  Di¬ 
vinity  in  Dublin  in  1681.  He  was  made  Dean  of  Connor  by  Letters  Patent  da¬ 
ted  the  9th  of  November  1 66 y  ;  and  from  thence  advanced  to  this  See  by  Letters 
Patent  dated  the  19th  of  April  1679  ;  and  was  confecrated  at  Cafhell  by  his  Metro¬ 
politan,  Thomas,  Archbifhop  of  Cafhell,  aflifted  by^-ie  Bifhops  of  Killaloe ,  Wa- 
terford  and  Cork,  on  the  27th  of  the  fame  Month.  He  died  at  Dublin  on  the  2 2d 
of  November  1682,  and  was  buried  in  the  College  Chappel. 

EDWARD  JONES. 

[Succ.  1682.  Refign.  1692.) 

EDWARD  Jones,  born  in  England,  was  firft  made  Mafter  of  the  Free-School 
of  Kilkenny ,  founded  by  the  Houfe  of  Ormond,  and  Prebendary  of  Freffo- 
ford,  in  the  Diocefe  of  Offoiy  *,  from  whence  he  was  promoted  to  the  Deanery  of 
Lifmore  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  16th  of  November  1678,  and  afterwards  to  the 
Bifhoprick  of  Cloyne,  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  26th  of  February  1682  j  and 
was  confecrated  on  the  1 1  th  of  March  following,  in  the  Cathedral  of  Cafhell ,  by 
Thomas,  Archbifhop  of  Cafhell ,  aflifted  by  the  Bifhops  of  Waterford,  Limerick 
and  Killaloe.  He  was  tranflated  from  this  See  to  the  Bifhoprick  of  St.  Afaph,  in

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Wales,  in  1692,  December  the  13th.  He  died  on  the  iothof  May  1703,  and  was 
buried  the  13th  of  that  Month  in  St.  Margarets,  Wejlminfier. 


WILLIAM  PALL1SER. 

[Succ.  1692.  Refign.  1694.] 

WILLI  A  M  Pallifer,  Do&or  of  Divinity,  was  born  at  Kirkhy-Wilk ,  in  the 
North  riding  of  Torkfhire,  andin  Gillingweft  Wapentake  ;  but  was  educated 
in  the  Univerfity  ot  Dublin ,  where  he  took  his  Degree  of  Dodtorof  Divinity, 
and  of  which  he  became  a  Senior  Fellow,  and  publick  ProfefTor  of  Divinity ; 
from  whence  he  was  promoted  to  this  See  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  14th  of 
February  1692,  and  confecrated  in  the  College  Chappel  on  the  5th  of  March 
following,  by  Francis ,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  aflifted  by  the  Bifhops  of  Elphin 
and  Limerick.  From  this  See  he  was  tranflated  to  the  Archbifhoprick  of  Cajhell 
on  the  26th  of  June  1694.  See  more  of  him  among  the  Archbifhops  of  Cajhell.

TOBIAS  Pullen,  Dodtor  of  Divinity,  and  for  a  time  Fellow  of  Trinity 
College,  Dublin ,  was  prefented  by  the  Crown  to  the  Deanery  of  Ferns ,  to 
the  Vicaridge  of  St.  Peter*s ,  Droghedah ,  and  to  the  Redories  of  Louth  and  Bew~ 
ley ,  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  25th  of  April  1682  ;  from  whence  he  was  pro¬ 
moted  to  this  See  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  13th  of  November  1694,  and  af¬ 
terwards  tranflated  to  Dromore  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  7th  of  May  1695. 
See  before  p.  2  67. 


St.  G  E  0  R  G  E  ASH. 

Succ.  1695.  Refign.  1697.] 


ST.  George  Afh ,  Dodor  of  Divinity,  was  born  in  the  County  of  Rofcommon, 
and  educated  in  the  Univerfity  of  Dublin  *,  of  which  he  was  elededa  Fellow 
in  1679,  and  then  became  Provoft  of  it  on  the  fccond  of  September  1692,  in 
the  34th  year  of  his  age,  in  the  Room  of  Dodor  Robert  Huntington ,  who  re- 
linquifned  it  •,  and  he  afterwards  became  Vice  Chancellor  of  the  faid  Univerfity. 
But  before  this  happened,  in  the  Government  of  King  James  the  lid,  he  was 
obliged  to  fly  his  Country,  and  engaged  himfelf  in  the  Service  of  the  Lord 
Paget ,  Ambaflador  for  King  William  the  llld  at  the  Court  of  Vienna ,  to 
whom  he  was  both  Chaplain  and  Secretary  ;  in  which  Stations  he  continued  untill 
the  Settlement  of  Ireland  gave  him  liberty  to  return  to  his  Native  Country  with 
Safety.  He  was  promoted  to  this  See  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  15th  of 
July  1 695,  and  the  fame  Month  confecrated  in  Chrijl-  Church,  Dublin ,  by  Nar- 
cijfus,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  aflifted  by  the  Bilhops  of  Meath ,  and  Waterford , 
and  Lifmore  ;  and  at  the  fame  time  was  called  into  the  Privy  Council.  On 
the  firft  of  June  1697  he  was  tranflated  to  the  See  of  Clogher,  'and  from  thence 
to  Derry  in  February  1716,  and  died  the  17th  of  February  1717.  He  had 
been  a  Member  of  the  Royal  Society,  while  he  was  a  Fellow  of  the  College,  in 
whofe  Tranfadtions  there  are  feveral  pieces  of  his  ;  an  Account  of  which,  toge¬ 
ther  with  his  other  Writings  may  be  feen  among  the  Writers  of  Ireland.  See 
before  p.  19 1.  296. 


JOHN  P  0  0  L  E  T. 

[Succ.  1 697.  Refgn .  1702.] 

JOHN  Pooley ,  Dodtor  of  Divinity,  was  born  at  Ipfwich  in  England ,  but  was 
educated  at  Dublin ,  with  the  late  Duke  of  Marlborough ,  under  the  tuition  of 
Mr.  William  Hill ,  (a  perfon  famous  for  the  Edition  he  publilhed  of  Dionifius* s 

Periegefts ) 
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Periegefis)  from  whence  he  was  admitted  into  'Trinity-College,  Dublin ,  and  in 
procefs  of  time  became  a  Senior  Fellow  of  it  ;  and  at  the  fame  time  he  held  the 
united  Parilhes  of  Leixflip ,  Lucan ,  EJker ,  Confoy  and  Strathumney .  He  was 
promoted -to  the  Deanery  of  St.  Canic’ s  Kilkenny ,  and  to  the  Rectory  of  Agha * 
voe  in  the  Diocefe  of  Ojfory ,  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  6th  of  March  1674, 
and  afterwards  to  the  Prebend  of  St.  Michan’s ,  Dublin ,  by  the  means  of  yfr- 
Earl  of  EJJex ,  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland ,  whole  Chaplain  he  was.  He 
was  alfo  Chaplain  z  to  Duke  of  Ormond ,  by  whofe  Letters,  as  Chancellor  of 

Oxford ,  he  was  created  Do&or  of  Divinity  there  on  the  nth  of  ya/y  16S2.  By 
great  labour,  intre^ties,  and  felicitation,  he  caufed  the  Church  of  St.  Michan’s, 
in  the  City  of  Dublin ,  which  was  almoft  in  Ruins,  to  be  repaired,  againft  a  ftrong 
oppofition  made  by  the  Sectaries;  with  whom  neverthelefs  in  the  end  he  had 
extraordinary  Succefs,  in  bringing  many  of  them  over  to  an  unufual  Compliance 
with  the  eftablilhed  Forms.  He  was  advanced  to  the  See  of  Cloyne  by  Letters 
Patent  dated  the  28th  of  November  1697,  and  was  confecrated  in  St.  Michan’s 
Church  on  the  2d  of  December  following ;  and  with  this  Bifhoprick  held  the  Dea¬ 
nery  of  Sr.  Canic9s,  Kilkenny ,  in  Commendam.  Anthony  Wood  *  makes  him  Bilhop 
of  Killaloe  ;  but  he  hath  miftaken  it  for  this  See.  He  was  from  hence  tranflated 
to  Raphoe  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  12th  of  December  1702. 

While  he  was  Bifhop  of  Cloyne ,  he  was  at  vaft  trouble,  and  in  perpetual  Law 
to  recover  fome  of  his  Epifcopal  Revenues,  which  had  been  fevered  from  his  See, 
and  got  into  Secular  Hands  ;  but  without  fuccels.  His  Succefior  however  was 
more  fortunate  In  1709  he  was  imprifoned  in  the  Caftle  of  Dublin ,  by  an  Order 
of  the  Houfe  of  Lords,  for  Protefting  againft  an  Adjournment  of  that  Houfe  to 
a  Holyday  ;  which  he  could  not  be  prevailed  upon  to  withdraw.  But  his  con¬ 
finement  was  made  eafy  by  the  Lord  Lieutenant.  He  died  on  the  16th  of 
Oblober  1712,  in  the  67th  year  of  his  age,  and  was  buried  in  St.  Michan’s 
Church.  See  before  p.281. 


CHARLES  C  R  0 

[Succ.  1702.  Qb.  1726.]

CHARLES  Crow ,  Doftor  of  Divinity  of  the  Univerfity  of  Dublin ,  was 
born  at  Hawkjlead  in  Lancafhire ,  and  educated  partly  in  Queen’s  College  in 
Oxford ,  and  partly  in  the  College  of  Dublin.  He  came  over  into  this  Kingdom 
in  the  quality  of  an  Amanuenfis  to  Dr.  Andrew  Sail ,  a  converted  Jefuit,  about 
the  Year  1680;  became  Ufher  to  Dr.  Henry  Rider  in  St.  Patrick’s  School; 
and  upon  Dr.  Rider’s  Promotion  to  the  School  of  Kilkenny ,  he  fucceeded  him 
in  that  of  St.  Patrick’s.  He  afterwards  was  Chaplain  to  Laurence ,  Earl  of  Ro- 
chejler ,  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland ,  Provoft  of  Tuam ,  and  Re&or  of  the  Parifh 
of  Clonenah ,  in  the  Diocefe  of  Leighlin  and  Queen’s  County  ;  from  whence  he 
was  promoted  to  this  See  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  15th  of  December  1702, 
and  was  confecrated  in  Chrijl -Churc-h,  Dublin ,  foon  after,  by  Narciffus ,  Archbifhop 
of  Dublin ,  afiifted  by  the  Bifhops  of  Derry  and  Kildare.  By  great  Labour,  and  at 
his  own  expence,  he  recovered  to  the  See  of  Cloyne  the  Manor  of  Donnoghmore , 
containing  eight  thoufand  Acres  of  Land,  Plantation  meafure.  He  laid  out  a- 
bove  two  thoufand  Pounds,  as  he  fays  in  his  Will b,  in  Improvements  at  Cloyne ; 
yet  he  infills  that  but  one  thoufand  Pounds  be  paid  his  Wife,  purfuant  to  the 
Statutes.  He  bequeathed  the  fmall  Burgery  in  Cloyne ,  which  he  purchafed  from 
the  Earl  of  Inchiquin ,  and  the  Lands  of  Boghemore  to  his  Wife,  to  be  employed  on 
the  following  charitable  ufes,  (viz.)  Firft,  in  lieu  of  one  hundred  Pounds  formerly 
promifed  by  him  towards  the  maintenance  of  poor  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Cler¬ 
gymen  of  the  Diocefe  of  Cloyne ,  he  bequeathed  eight  Pounds  a  Year  for  ever  to 
be  paid  out  of  the  Rents  of  the  faid  Burgery  and  Lands  of  Boghemore ,  to  the  Trus¬ 
tees  for  the  faid  Widows  and  Orphans  ;  the  remainder  of  the  Rents  of  the  Laid 
Burgery  and  Lands  to  be  laid  out  in  cloathing,  educating,  and  binding  to  Appren-

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fhip  the  poor  Boys  of  the  Diocefe  of  Cloyne >  as  many  in  number  as  fhould  feem 
proper  to  his  Wife,  and  the  Chantor  and  Treafurer  of  Cloyne  *,  whom,  and  their 
Succeffors,  he  made  perpetual  Truftees  of  his  faid  Charity,  but  fubje&to  an  Ac¬ 
count  to  the  Bilhop  of  the  Diocefe.  This  bequeft  amounted  to  the  fum  of  fourty 
five  Pounds  per  Annum .  He  died  in  1726. 

HENRY  M  A  U  L  E. 

[Sue.  1726.  Refign .  1731 .] 

HE  N  RT  Maule ,  L.  L.  D.  was  born  ia  the  Parifh  of  Arklow ,  in  the 
County  of  Wicklow,  A.  D.  1676,  and  had  his  firft  Education  in  the  Dio* 
cefe  School  of  St.  Patrick’s  Cathedral,  Dublin  *,  from  whence  on  the  5th  of  Oc¬ 
tober  1691,  he  was  admitted  into  the  College  of  that  City,  He  continued  in 
the  Univerfity  untill  he  took  his  Degrees  of  Batchelor  and  Matter  of  Arts  *,  and 
was  then  put  into  Orders  in  the  College  Chappel  by  Dr.  John  Pooley ,  at  that 
time  Bifhop  of  Cloyne .  His  firft  Promotion  in  the  Church  was  to  the 

Re&ories  of  Mallow  and  Mourn- Abby,  in  the  Diocefe  of  Cloyne •,  to  which  he  was 
prefen  ted  by  the  Government  A.  D.  1702,  and  at  the  fame  time  was  made  Pre¬ 
bendary  of  Cloyne ,  by  Dr.  Crow,  Bifhop  of  that  See.  In  1706  he  was  prefented 
to  the  Rettory  of  St.  Mary  Shandon  in  the  City  of  Cork ,  by  the  Earl  of 
Barrymore ,  alternate  Patron  of  that  Parifh  wjth  the  Earl  of  Kildare  5  and  the 
fame  Year  made  Vicar-General  of  the  Diocefes  of  Cork  and  Rofs,  by  Dr.  Dive 
Downs ,  then  Bifhop  of  thefe  Sees.  In  1720  he  was  promoted  to  the  Deanery  of 
Cloyne.  A.  D  1 726  he  took  the  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  in  the  Univerfity  of 
Dublin  ;  and  the  fame  year,  upon  the  death  of  Bifhop  Crow ,  he  fucceeded  to  this 
See,  and  was  confecrated  in  the  Church  of  Dunboyn ,  in  the  Diocefe  of  Meath , 
on  the  19th  of  September ,  by  Hugh ,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  aflifted  by  other 
Bifhops  ;  (his  Metropolitan ,  William ,  Archbifhop  of  Cajhell ,  being  through 
great  age  and  infirmity  difabled  from  doing  that  Office.)  He  was  tranflated 
from  hence  to  the  Bifhoprick  of  Dromore  A.  D.  1731.  See  before  p.  267. 

EDWARD  S  T  N  G  E. 

[Succ.  1731.  Rejign.  1733.] 

EDWARD  Synge ,  was  tranflated  From  Qonfert  to  this  See  on  the  21ft  of 
Match  1731.  and  from  hence  to  Ferns  and  Lr.ghhn  by  Letters  Patent  dated 
the  8th  of  February  1733.  See  under  thefe  Bifhoprick*. 

GEORGE  B  E  R  K  L  t. 

[Succ.  1733.] 

GEORGE  Berkly ,  Doctor  of  Divinity  of  the  Univerfity  of  Dublin ,  was 
born  in  the  Queen’s  County ,  educated  firft  in  the  Free-School  of  Kilkenny \ 
and  from  thence  admitted  into  the  College  of  Dublin ,  of  which  he  became  a  Seni¬ 
or  Fellow.  From  thence  he  was  promoted  to  the  Deanery  of  Derry ,  and  afterwards 
to  this  See,  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  17th  of  March  1733,  and  was  confecra¬ 
ted  in  St.  Paul’s  Church,  Dublin ,  on  the  19th  of  May  following,  by  Jbeopbilus, 
Archbifhop  of  Cajhcl,  affifted  by  the  Bifhops  of  Raphoc  and  Kallahe. 
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[This  See  is  not  valued  in  the  Kings  Books.  But  in  a  Manufeript  in  the  Col¬ 
lege  Library  I find  a  'taxation  thereof  Mentioned  to  be  made  An°.  3 1  Eliz, 
at  19/.  Stcrl.  and  in  anothtr  Manufeript  in  Marfh’j  Library *  Anno 
33  Eliz.  at  10 1.  Stcrl.  tt  ? 

The  Chapter  confifts  of  a  Dean — Chantor — Chancellor — T reafurcr— ~  * 
Archdeacon  and  five  Prebendaries,  viz.  ti mo  league — de  Infula — Car - 
rogranemore — templebryan — and  Lounaghmore — and  the  Diocefe  is 
divided  into  three  Rural  Deaneries,  viz .  Artagh—tirerril — and  Car- 


ST.  Facbnan ,  a  Man  of  wifdom  and  probity  ( as  the  Writer  of  the  Life  of  St. 
Mocoemog  calls  him)  flourifhed  in  the  beginning  of  the  fixth  Century.  [He 
was  called  Fachnan- Mongach ,  or  the  Hairy,  becaufe  he  was  born  with 
Hair;  and  was  Abbat  of  a  Monattery  in  the  Ifland  of  St.  Molanjid,  near  Toug - 
hall ,  formerly  called  Bar-Inis!].  The  before  named  writer  of  the  Life  of  Mo- 
eoemog  relates  the  following  Paffage  of  St.  Facbnan,  and  his  Abby,  and  noble 
School  of  Rofs  near  the  Vergivian  Sea.  “  St.  Fachnan  lived  in  a  Monaftery  of 
his  own  Foundation  :  There  a  City  grew  up,  in  which  there  always  continued 
««  a  large  Seminary  for  Scholars,  which  is  called,  RoCs-Ailithri .”  Meredith  Han - 
mer ,  in  his  Chronicle  of  Ireland ,  affirms,  but  lam  at  a  lofs  to  know  from  what 
authority,  that  St.  Brendan  taught  the  Liberal  Arts  in  that  School.  It, is  not 
eafy  to  point  out  the  time,  when  a  Cathedral  was  founded  here,  or  who  Was 
the  firft  Bifliop  of  it.  Howeivef  I  cannot  but  be  of  Opinion,  that  St.  Fachnan 
hirhfelf  was  the  firft  Bifhop  of  Rofs,  and  the  founder  of  this  Cathedral.  For  I 
find  him  eXprefly  called,  Bifhop,  in  an  antient  Martyrology,  Under  the  14th  of 
Augujl ;  on  which  Day  his  Feftival  is  celebrated.  I  find  rio  Account  in  what 
year  St.  Fachnan  died.  , 

I  mull  obferve  by  the  Way,  that,  Rofs,  fignifieth  a  verdant  plain  ;  or*  as  lome 
lay,  a  place  where  Heath  or  Broom  grows,  and,  Ailithri ,  a  Pilgrimage ;  the  place 
having  been  antiently  much  reforted  to  in  Pilgrimage.  [It  is  now  called*  Rofcar- 
Ire,  from  the  Barony,  ortra<5l  of  Country,  wherein  it  isfituated  •,  and  RoJJelihir, 
in  a  Charter  of  King  John,  whereby  he  confirmed  to  Adam  Roch  the  cantred  of 
RoJJelihir ,  with  all  its  appurtenances  ;  faving  the  Demefne  of  the  Bifhop  of  the 
place  *  and  it  is  named  Rojfylidir  in  other  Records  *.]

ST.  Finchad  is  faid  to  have  fucceeded.  He  was  one  of  the  Difciples  of  St. 

B air,  and  educated  at  his  School  near  Lough-Eirce,  in  the  South  and  Mari¬ 
time  parts  of  Munder :  Of  whom,  or  of  his  Succeffors,  untill  the  Arrival  of 
the  Englijh  in  Ireland ,  I  have  no  more  to  fay  ;  [except  of  one  Bengal  Mac-Fo -

DANIEL. 

[Succ.  1197.3 

ON  E  Daniel ,  a  Secular  Prieft,  was  by  the  Authority  of  Pope  Celeftin  the  Hid 
confecrated  at  Rome ,  by  the  Bifhop  of  Alhe ,  about  the  year  1 197.  [But  he 
obtained  the  See  by  vile  and  indirect  Means.  He  forged  Letters  from  feveral 
Bifhops  of  Ireland ,  afierting  his  Eledtion  ^.and  thus  deluded  the  Pope  to  give  him 
Confirmation,  and  an  order  for  Confecration.  Florence  and  E-—  both  Monks  of 
Rofs ,  went  to  the  Pope,  each  of  them  pretending  to  have  been  eledted  *,  and  Flo¬ 
rence  made  a  loud  Clamour  againft  the  injuftice  and  circumvention  of  Daniel ,  by 
means  of  the  Forgeries  aforefaid.  Pope  Celeftin  committed  the  Examination  of  the 
Pretenfions  of  thefe  three  Candidates  toMatthew  O-Heney,  Archbifhop  of  Cajhell and 
Charles  O-Heney ,  Bifhop  of  Killaloe ,  and  gave  them  Inftrudtions ;  that  if  they  found 
Daniel  had  been  canonically  eledted,  they  fhould  quiet  him  in  the  PofTefTion  ;  if 
otherwife,  that  they  fhould  hear  the  Caufe  between  Florence  and  £— ,  and  that  the 
Archbifhop  of  Cajhell  fhould  confecrate  which  ever  of  them  was  found  to  be 
canonically  eledted.  In  purfuance  of  this  Mandate,  thefe  two  Prelates  proceeded 
on  the  Inquiry  •,  and  firft  upon  the  Eledtion  of  Daniel.  They  cited  him  three 
times  to  appear ;  but  being  fenfible  that  his  Caufe  would  not  bear  an  Examination, 
he  Hood  out  all  Procefs,  and  was  pronounced  Contumacious.  They  next  inqui¬ 
red  into  the  other  Eledtions  of  Florence  and  F— ;  and  it  appeared  by  the  concur¬ 
rent  Teflimonies  of  the  Clergy  and  People  of  Rofs ,  of  the  King  of  Cork ,  and  of 
the  Prelates  of  the  Province  that  Florence  was  canonically  chofen,  and  the  other 
not  fo  much  as  put  in  Eledtion :  Upon  which  they  confirmed  Florence  by  the 
Apoftolick  Authority.  During  thefe  proceedings.  Pope  Celeftin  died,  and  Inno¬ 
cent  the  II Id  was  advanced  to  the  Papal  Chair.  Daniel  laid  hold  of  this  Oppor¬ 
tunity,  and  took  another  Journey  to  Rome.  Without  taking  any  Notice  of  the 
former  CommifTions  or  Eledtions  in  Relation  to  Florence  and  E — ,  he  fuggef- 
ted  to  the  Pope  ;  that  when  he  returned  to  the  See  of  Rofs ,  with  the  Letters  of 
Pope  Celeftin ,  the  King  of  Cork  inhibited  him  from  entering  the  Diocefe  or 
Church  of  Rofs ,  untill  he  payed  or  promifed  him  a  certain  Sum  of  Money  *,  which 
his  Friends  having  engaged  for  without  his  Knowledge,  he  was  then  admitted  and 
governed  the  See  for  half  a  year  :  But  refufing  to  perform  his  Friend's  contradl, 
the  King,  moved  with  anger,  commanded  the  Dean  to  withdraw  all  Obedience 
from  him  •,  which  the  Dean,  although  bound  by  a  Canonical  Oath,  yet  readily 
complied  with  ;  becaufe  he  would  not  be  prevailed  on  to  confer  the  Archdeacon¬ 
ry  on  his  Son,  an  infant :  And  not  fo  only  ;  but  the  Dean  had  the  Preemption 
to  fleal  away  the  confecrated  Oyl  ;  and  having  excommunicated  him  for  this 
Offence,  the  Week  after  he  Hole  away  the  Books  of  the  Church  of  Rofsy  and 
went  over  to  the  King’s  Party  in  oppofition  to  him  :  That  being  put  under  fuch 
Difficulties,  he  was  obliged  to  fly  out  of  the  faid  King's  Dominions,  and  throw 
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himfelf  for  relief  at  his  Holinefs’s  Feet.  Upon  this  complaint  Pope  Innocent  the 
Illd  fent  his  mandatory  Letters  to  his  Legates,  commanding  them  to  admonifh 
the  King  of  Cork  to  admit  Daniel  into  the  See  of  Rofs ,  without  any  expe&ation  of 
Money  •,  or  otherwife  to  excommunicate  him,  and  interdict  his  Lands :  And  as 
to  the  Dean  *,  that  if  it  appeared  to  them  to  be  as  Daniel  had  reprefented  the  Cafe, 
that  they  fhould  fufpend  him  ab  officio  &  beneficio ,  and  fend  him  to  Home ,  and 
fhould  pronounce  him  excommunicated  untill  he  repented.  He  obtained  alfo  A- 
poftolick  Letters  againft  the  Biihop  of  Cork ,  and  againft  his  Competitor,  Flo¬ 
rence  ;  by  averting,  that  the  Biihop  cf  Cork  had  detained  the  Rights  of  the  See  of 
Rofs,  and  that  Florence  had  laid  violent  Hands  on  the  Archdeacon  and  Clergy  of 
that  See.  Upon  which  Florence  found  it  necefiary  to  take  a  Journey  to  Rome. 
Fie  laid  before  the  Pope  an  account  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Prelates  of  Cajhell 
and  Killaloe  on  the  Commiffion  before  mentioned.  The  Pope,  fearing  to  be  cir¬ 
cumvented  by  forged  Letters,  as  his  Predeceffors  had  been,  remanded  Florence 
to  the  Archbifhop  and  Biihop  with  a  Mandate  to  cite  Daniel ,  if  in  Ireland ,  and 
to  proceed  canonically  in  the  Caufe.  But  if  he  were  not  in  Ireland  that  then  they 
fhould  by  Apoftolick  Authority  commit  the  Adminiftration  of  the  See  of  Rofs 
both  in  Spirituals  and  Temporals  to  Florence,  and  fhould  confecrate  him  Biihop  : 
But  if  Daniel  were  in  Ireland,  and  fhould  refufe  to  appear  on  a  Citation  in  three 
Months  j  that  in  fuch  Cafe  they  fhould  confecrate  Florence  without  any  further 
Delay  :  and  he.took  away  all  power  of  Appeal  in  the  Caufe  ;  leaft  the  Church 
oi  Rofs,  which  had  been  vacant  near  three  Years,  fhould  continue  longer  without 
a  Pallor.  Florence,  upon  his  return  home,  was  confecrated,  and  a  final  end 
put  to  the  Controverfy  of  which  there  is  a  full  Account  given  in  the  Decretal 
Epiftlesc  of  Pope  Innocent  the  II Id. J 


FLORENCE. 

[Sed.  1210.  Ob .  1222.] 

ON E  Florence  a  Monk,  although  I  cannot  tell  of  what  Order,  was  elected 
Biihop  of  Rofs,  and  took  a  Journey  to  Rome ,  where  he  laid  open  to  Pope 
Innocent  the  Hid  the  fraud  ufed  by  his  Prcdecelfor  Daniel,  in  procuring  himfelf 
to  be  illegally  defied  [or  rather  thruft  upon  the  See  without  Election  by  forgery, 
as  you  fee  before  in  the  account  given  of  him.]  Upon  his  Return  home,  he 
was  confecrated  by  his  own  Metropolitan.  [In  1210  he  was  fufpended  by  the 
Pope  from  the  Power  of  ordaining,  for  having  mifbeheaved  in  conferring  the 
three  Orders  in  one  Day  on  William,  elefl  Biihop  of  Emly .  See  before  p.  492.] 
He  died  in  1222. 

R  O  B  E  R  T. 

[Sed.  1225.] 

ROBERT,  or,  as  fome  call  him,  Richard,  fucceeded.  He  was  Biihop  in 
1225  ;  but  I  have  not  difeovered  how  long  he  fat  after. 

F LO RENCE,  or  Ftnin,  O-Cloghena ,  refigned  in  1252. 

MAURICE. 

[Slice.  1253.  Ob.  1269.] 

GN  E  Maurice,  Chantor  of  Cloyne,  was  elected  Biihop  of  Rofs,  and  confir¬ 
med  by  the  King’s  letters  Patent  in  1253.  He  refigned,  by  virtue  of  a 
Licence  obtained  for  that  End  from  the  Pope,  in  1269,  and  joined  himfelf  to  a 
brotherhood  of  the  Francifcan  Friers,  [Yet  the  Refignation  of  this  Prelate  took 
fome  years  to  bring  to  perfection :  For  we  find  in  the  Vatican  Regiftry  d  an 
Epiftle  from  Pope  Clement  the  IVth  to  the  Archbilhop  of  Cafhell  in  1265, 
impowering  him  to  receive  the  Celfion  of  Maurice,  and  fo  abfolve  him  from  his

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Obligations  to  the  Church  of  Rofs\  grounded  upon  this,  that  Maurice  before  his 
Advancement  had  entred  into  Vows,  that  he  would  become  a  Francijcan  Frier, 
and  yet  had  tranfgrefied  them  by  accepting  of  that  promotion  ;  by  which 
great  fcandal  had  arofe.  He  alfo  alledged  in  the  faid  Epiftle,  that  Maurice  was 
unqualified  to  govern  the  See  of  Rofs,  both  from  his  want  of  Learning,  and  the 
weaknefs  of  his  Conftitution.] 

WALTER  O-MICT HI  A  N. 

[Succ.  1269.  Ob.  1274.] 

THE  fame  year,  Walter  OMicthian ,  a  Francifccm  Frier,  fucceeded,  and 
died  in  1274,  having  fat  five  years. 

PETER  O-HULLECAN. 

[Succ.  1275.  Cb.  1290.] 

PETER  O-Hullecan ,  or  O-Halchan,  a  Cijlertian  Monk,  was  confecrated  in 
1275  [and  had  his  Writ6  of  Reftitution  to  the  Temporalties  on  the  25th  of 
March  the  fame  year,  and  was  reftored  the  1 3th  of  April  following,  as  appears 
among  the  Exchequer  Recordsf.]  He  died  in  1290. 

LAURENCE. 

[Succ.  1290.  Ob.  1309] 

BEFORE  the  end  of  the  fame  year,  one  Laurence,  Canon  of  Rofs ,  was 
elefted  next  Succeffor.  He  fat  19  years  and  died  in  1309,  and  was  bu¬ 
ried  in  his  own  Cathedral.  Of  the  antient  Franchifes  of  this  See,  viz.  Wrecks  of 
Sea,  or  ShipWrecks,  &c.  the  Reader  may  See  an  Inquifition  s  among  the  records 
of  the  Court  of  King’s  Bench,  Dublin ,  in  the  Caule  of  this  Laurence. 


M  ATT  H  EW  O-FIN. 

[Succ.  1310.  Ob.  1330.] 

ON  the  8th  of  March  1309  ( Englijh  Stile)  King  Edward  the  II  granted  a 
Licence  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter,  to  proceed  to  an  Election  ;  and  they 
chofe  Matthew  O-Fin  ;  who  was  an  Abbat,  but  I  do  not  know  of  what  Convent. 
He  died  on  the  16th  of  October  1330.  This  Prelate  recovered  [by  default]  and 
reftored  to  his  See  feveral  of  the  Poffeflions  of  it,  which  had  been  unjuft ly 
ufurped  by  Thomas  Barret  and  Philip  de  Carew ,  [viz.  two  Plow-Lands  and 
a  half,  150  Acres  of  Wood,  150  Acres  of  Pafture  in  Kilagha thanglijh,  Lyf- 
trankan ,  Clonka ,  and  Ly/lorkan,  from  the  faid  Barret ;  the  Lands  of  Fathuan 
and  Rofs,  two  Plowlands  and  a  half,  150  Acres  of  Wood  and  150  Acres  of 
Pafture,  with  the  Appurtenances,  in  Fornath ,  Corkbeg,  Tyrofynachta,  and  Knock - 
nahanly  from  the  laid  Carew.  But  the  Crown  thought  this  Recovery  was  by  Col- 
lufion  to  avoid  the  Statutes  of  7th  Edward  the  I.  and  of  Weftminjler  the  fecond, 
commonly  called,  the  Statutes  of  Mortmain  ;  and  therefore  an  Inqueft  of  Office 
was  held  to  try  the  Collufion,  by  which  the  Jury  found  in  favour  of  the  Bifhop, 
and  that  there  was  no  Collufion  in  the  Recovery.] 

LAURENCE  O-HOLDECAN. 

[Succ.  1331.  Ob.  I335-] 

LAURENCE  O-Holdecan ,  or  O-Hullucan ,  fucceeded  by  lawful  Ele&ion, 
and  was  confirmed  by  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Cajhell,  during  the  Vacancy

DENNIS  fucceeded  next,  and  was  confecrated  in  1336.  One  Dennis,  Bifhop 
of  Rofs,  died  in  1377  :  I  fuppofe  him  to  be  the  fame  Man.  [It  is  certain, 
the  See  was  that  year  vacant,  and  the  Cuflodee  of  it  was  fined  100  Marks  for 
not  appearing  upon  Summons  at  the  Parliament  held  at  Cajlledermot ,  Anno .  1. 
Rich.  2.  as  appears  in  the  Rolls  Office.] 

BERNARD  O-CONNOR. 

[Succ.  1378.] 

BERNARD  O-Connor,  a  Francifcan  Frier,  fucceeded  by  the  Pope’s  Pro- 
vifion  ;  and,  having  taken  the  Oath  of  Allegiance,  obtained  the  Royal  Af- 
fent  on  the  3d  of  of  February  1378,  {Englijh  Stile.) 


STEPHEN  B  ROW  N 


[Succ.  1402.] 


STEPHEN  Brown ,  a  Carmelite  Frier,  fucceeded  by  the  Provifion  of 
Pope  Boniface  the  IXth,  and  was  reitored  to  the  Temporalties  on  the  6th  of 
May  1402. 

One  MATTHEW,  Bifhop  of  Rofs,  died  about  the  Year  1418. 


WALTER  FORMAT. 


[Succ.  1418.  Oh.  1424.] 


WALTER  Formay ,  a  Francifcan  Frier,  and  Doftor  of  Divinity,  was  pro¬ 
moted  to  the  See  of  Rofs,  upon  the  death  of  Matthew ,  by  a  provifion  from 
Pope  Martin  the  Vth,  on  the  14th  of  November  1418  h. 


[CORNELIUS  MAC-ELCHADE. 

[Succ.  1426.] 

UPON  the  death  of  Walter  Formay  one  1  John  Bloxvorch,  a  Carmelite  Frier, 
was  advanced  to  this  See  by  the  Provifion  of  Pope  Martin  the  Vth,  Octo¬ 
ber  the  23d,  1424  ;  but  neglefting  in  due  time  to  expedite  his  Apoftolick  Let¬ 
ters,  he  was  put  by;  and  Cornelius  Mac-Elchade ,  a  Francifcan  Frier,  was  pro¬ 
moted  in  his  room  by  the  fame  Pope,  on  the  1 8th  of  Augufi  1426,  as  vacant  by 
the  death  of  Bifhop  of  Formay .] 

T  H  A  D  Y. 

[Sed  1488.] 

ONE  Ihady  was  Bifhop  of  Rofs  on  the  29  th  of  January  1488,  and  died 
a  little  after  ;  but  I  have  not  found  when  he  was  confecrated. 

One  OVO ,  [or  Hugh ]  fucceeded  in  1489,  and  fat  only  five  Years.  He  died 
in  1494.

EDMUND  Courccy,  a  Francifcan  Frier,  and  Profeffor  of  Divinity,  was  ad¬ 
vanced  to  the  See  of  Clogher  by  the  Provifion  of  Pope  Sixtus  the  IVth,  on 
the  1 8th  of  7#®*  1484,  and  confeerated  the  year  following.  He  was  tranflated 
to  this  See  on  the  26th  of  September  1494.  He  died  in  a  very  advanced  age 
on  the  14th  of  March  1518,  and  was  buried  in  a  Monaftery  of  his  own  Or¬ 
der  at  * Temolague ,  in  the  County  of  Cork  ;  of  which  he  new  built  the  Steeple,  Dor¬ 
mitory,  Infirmary,  and  Library  ;  [and  was  otherwife  a  great  Benefadtor  to  it 
both  in  his  life-time,  and  at  his  death  ;  as  the  Obitual  k  Book  of  that  Convent 
teftifies ;  which  however  placeth  his  Death  on  the  10th  of  March  1518,  and 
maketh  him  before  his  Advancement  to  Clogher ,  a  Frier  of  that  Convent.  See 
before  p.  186.] 

JOHN  I M U R I L T 

[Succ.  15 19.  Ob ,  eod.  an.'] 

HE  was  fucceeded  by  John  Imutily,  who,  when  he  arrived  at  Man’s  Eflate,  be¬ 
came  a  Cijlertian  Monk  of  the  Abby  of  Maur ,  or  de  fonte  vivo,  in  the  County 
of  Cork,  and  afterwards  Abbat  of  that  Houfe.  He  died  on  the  9th  of  January 
1519,  in  a  Francifcan  Habit,  and  was  buried  in  the  Monaftery  of  Temolague,  of 
which  before. 

BON  AFENTURE. 

[Sed.  1523.] 

ONE  Bonaventure,  a  Spaniard ,  fucceeded,  and  was  alive  ih  1523  ;  but  I 
find  no  account  how  long  he  lived  after. 

DERMOD  MAC-D  O  M N U I L. 

[Sed.  1544.  Ob.  1552.] 

DE  R  MO  D  Mac-Domnuil  was  Bifhop  of  Rofs  in  1544  ;  but  I  do  not  find 
when  he  was  confeerated.  He  died  in  1552  ;  yet  it  is  a  queftion  whether 
he  did  not  refign  before  his  Death  :  For  I  find  one  John  called  Bifhop  of  Rofs  on 
the  1 2th  of  AugttJl,  1551. 

THOMAS  O-HERLIHT. 

.[•Sid.  1563.  Refign.  1570.] 

THOMAS  O-Herlihy  aftifted  at  the  Council  of  Trent  in  1563,  together 
with  Donat,  Bifhop  of  Raphoe,  and  Eugene,  Bifhop  of  Achonry.  He  re- 
figned  in  1570,  and  died  in  1579,  in  the  Territory  of  Mufcry  near  Cork ,  and 
was  buried  at  Kilcrea ,  in  an  Abby  of  Obfervantin  Francifcan  Friers. 


WILLIAM  LYON. 

[Succ.  1582.  Ob.  1617.] 

WILLIAM  Lyon  was  confeerated  Bifhop  of  Rofs  in  1582  ;  and  the  Year 
following  obtained  the  Sees  of  Cork  and  Cloyne  in  Commcndam.  See  before 
p.  565. 

John  Boyle,  Richard  Boyle ,  William  Chappel ,  Michael  Boyle,  Edward  Synge. 
For  thefe  five  Bifhops  fee  before  under  Cork,  Cloyne  and  Rofs,  as  alfo  for  the 
Succeffors  in  this  See,  from  the  Death  of  Edward  Synge  to  this  time.

A0NIAV  commonly  called,  Killaloe ,  is  feated  on  the 
JVeftern  banks  of  the  Shenon,  near  the  noted  Cataract, 
which  ftops  the  Navigation  further  up  the  River.  It 
takes  its  name  from  the  Abbat  St.  Molua ,  who  lived 
there  for  fome  time  about  the  beginning  of  the  fixth  Century. 
[To  explain  which  it  is  neceflary  to  obferve,  that  this 
place  is  called  in  the  Annals  of  Inis  jail ,  and  by  almoft: 
all  the  Irifh  Writers,.  Kill-dadua ,  i.  e.  the  Church  or  Cell 
of  Lz/tf,that  being  the  name  of  this  Abbat  j  to  which  name. 
Mo,  is  added  by  way  of  endearment  only,  as  I  have  more 
than  once  before  obferved  ;  fo  that  Kill  da-Lua,  is  the  Church  dedicated  to  Lua , 
or  Mo-Lua.') 

a  Among  the  Benefa&ors  to  this  Church  [next  to  King  Iheodorick  hereafter  men¬ 
tioned.]  is  reckoned,  Moi  iertach  O-Brien,  King  of  Ireland,  who  died  on  the  8th 
of  March  1 120  ;  and,  purfuant  to  his  commands  when  living,  was  buried  there. 
Nor  ought  we  to  pafs  by  unmentioned,  Donald  O-Brien ,  King-  of  Limerick  : 
He  was  of  the  fame  Family,  and  much  celebrated  by  Hiftorians,  not  only  for  his 
Bounty  and  Liberality  to  this  Church  j  but  alfo  to  many  others.  About  theEnd

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of  the  nth  Century,  the  antient  See  of  Rojcrea ,  was  united  and  annexed  to  this 
Church  5  by  which  Union  the  Diocefe  of  Killaloe  became  very  large  ;  fo  that  it 
contained  about  one  hundred  and  Sixteen  Parifh  Churches,  befides  Chappels. 
As  to  the  Original  of  the  Church  of  Rofcrea  \  it  is  moft  certain,  that  St.  Cronan , 
who  was  Bifliop,  or,  as  fome  fay  Abbat,  was  the  firft  founder  of  it  [and  flourifhcd 
about  the  year  620.]  The  Weft  End  ofthis  Church,  confidering  the  Poverty  of  the 
Place,  makes  a  beautiful  figure  enough. 

[The  Church  of  Killaloe  was  antiently  much  reforted  to  in  Pilgrimage  ;  of  which 
there  are  many  inflances.  Among  others,  Connor  Mac-Dermod  O  Brien ,  Kir  g 
of  Thomond  and  Defmond ,  died  at  Killaloe  in  Pilgrimage  in  the  year  1 142. b] 


St.  F  L  ANNAN . 


[Promt.  639.] 


ST.  Flannan ,  the  Difciple  of  St.  Molua ,  and  Son  to  King  Theodorick ,  was 
confecrated  at  Rome  by  Pope  John  the  IVth,  about  the  Year  639  ;  and  was 
the  firft  Bifhop  of  this  See.  While  he  fat  here,  his  Father,  ‘Theodorick  endowed 
the  Church  of  Killaloe  with  many  Eftates  ;  and  dying  full  of  Years,  was  magni¬ 
ficently  interred  in  this  Church  by  his  Son  Flannan. 

As  to  the  Succeflors  of  St.  Flannan  before  the  arrival  of  the  Englifh ,  I  confefs 
I  can  find  no  mention  made  of  any  of  them,  but  of  the  fire  following,  (viz.) 

CarmacanO-Muilcafhel ,  who  died  in  1019. — O-Gernidider,  who  died  1055. — . 
Teig  O-Teig  [or  Thady  O-Thady,  Comorban  of  Kildalua ,  as  he  is  called  in  the 
Annals  of  Loughkee']  died  in  1083. — Thady  O-Lonergan ,  a  learned  and  chari¬ 
table  Man,  who  diedinn6i. — Donat  0 -Brien ,  who  died  in  1165;  [the  Ano¬ 
nymous  Annals,  and  thofe  of  Loughkee  place  his  death  a  year  earlier,  and 
the  latter  of  thefe  Annals  call  him  Bifhop  of  Tuadmuin ,  i.  e.  North  Munfter ,  or 
Thuomond ,  in  which  Killaloe  ftands.] 

CO  N  ST  ANTI  N  0-B  R I E  N. 

[Sed.  1 179.] 


CONSTANTIN  O -Brien,  a  Prelate  defcended  from  the  Royal  Family 
of  the  O  Brien  s,  was,  among  other  Bifhops,  fent  out  of  Ireland  to  the  Late- 
ran  Council,  at  which  heaflifted  in  1179.  While  he  governed  this  See,  Do¬ 
nald  O-Brien ,  King  of  Limerick ,  was  a  liberal  benefa&or  to  it. 

DERMOD  O-CONING. 

[Depriv.  1195.] 


DERMOD  O -Coning fucceeded,  and  in  1195  was  deprived  by  Matthew  0- 
Henty ,  Archbifhop  of  Cajhell ,  the  Pope’s  Legate  [and  banilhed*  by  him 
out  of  his  Diocefe.]  But  I  have  not  been  able  to  difeover  the  Caufe  of  his  De¬ 
privation.  A  little  after,  [in  the  fame  year,]  he  died  of  Grief  £in  the  Houfe  of 
O-Brien9 s  Daughter]  and  was  buried  at  Cork. 


CHARLES  O-HENET. 


[Succ.  1195.]

O  ORNELIUS,  {or  Conogher )  O-Heney  aflifted  at  the  Later  an  Council 
^  in  1215,  and  died  the  year  following,  as  he  was  returning  home.  [I 
am  fulpicious  that  this  Prelate  and  Charles  O-Heney ,  before  mentioned, 
were  one  and  the  fame  perfon  ;  ]  With  the  Confent  of  this  Prelate,  and 
at  the  Requeft  of  Henry  Loundres ,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  then  Lord  Juf- 
tice  of  Ireland ,  King  John  built  a  Caftle  of  Defence  at  Rofcrea ,  againft  the 
incurfions  of  Moriertach  O-Brien,  who  miferably  ravaged  thefe  parts.  Af* 
terwards,  on  the  5th  of  September  1216,  the  King  committed  the  Cuftody  of  the 
See  of  Killaloe  to  the  Bifhop  of  Ferns ,  for  his  better  Support  and  Maintenance 
[See  before  p.  439.] 

ROBERT  TRAVERS. 

[Succ,  1216.  Depriv.  1221.] 


ROBERT  Travers ,  born  at  Droghedagh ,  being  elected  Bifhop  of  Killaloe , 
was  confirmed  by  the  Royal  Affent  on  the  14th  of  January  1216  (. Englifh 
Stile  )  [About  the  year  1218a]  he  gave  to  the  Abby  of  St.  Mary  of  Kenlis{  Kells) 
in  OJJory,  an  Ifland  called  Inchbeg ,  and  to  the  Abby  of  Glafionbury  in  England 
10  days  indulgences.  He  was  afterwards  in  1221  deprived  by  James,  Peniten¬ 
tiary  to  Pope  Honorius  the  Illd,  and  Legate  of  Ireland ;  but  I  never  could  learn 
for  what  Caufe  :  [And  John ,  Bifhop  of  Ardfert ,  was  deprived  at  the  fame  time. 
See  before  p.  519.]  He  lived  in  England  after  his  Deprivation,  a  Bilhop,  without 
a  Rifhoprick.  For Epifcopacy,  quoad  the  Order  (as  I  faid  in  another  place, )  is  an  in¬ 
delible  Character.  I  find  it  related  in  the  Annals  of  Teuxbury ,  in  Glcucefierjhire ,  in 
England .  “  That  Robert  Travers ,  called  there,  Bifhop  of  Kildalo ,  in  the  IVimer  cf 
“  the  year  1224,  dedicated  in  that  Place,  duo  Major  a  Signa,  two  large  Bells.”  The 
Reader  by  theWord,  Signa ,  in  this  paffage  muft  understand.  Bells  ;  [and  in  this 
Senfe  is  the  Word  taken  by  Hojpinian e.]  In  the  Annals  of  Inisfall ,  under  the  year 
1222,  there  is  mention  made  of  the  Death  of  one  Edmund ,  Bifhop  of  Killaloe.  But 
fif  I  am  not  miltaken)  this  Edmund  was  Bifhop  of  Limerick ,  and  not  of  Kilia- 
loe.  However  I  leave  it  to  the  inquiry  of  others. 


DONALD  O-KENNEDT. 

[Succ,  1231.  Ob,  1252.] 


DONALD ,  by  fome  called,  Donat ,  [and  by  others f,  Daniel ]  O-Kennedy , 
c Archdeacon  of  Killaloe ,  was  eledted  Bifhop  of  this  See  in  1231,  and  fat 
about  twenty  one  years.  He  died  in  1252  [or  1253  s]  in  the  Summer,  common¬ 
ly  called,  the  hot  Summer,  and  was  buried  in  the  Dominican  Convent  at  Li¬ 
merick.

ISAAC  O-Cormacain ,  Dean  of  Killaloe ,  was  reflored  to  the  Temporalties* 
or  iay  PofTefTions  of  this  See,  on  the  5  h  of  April  1253.

he  granted  h  Indulgences  of  eight  Days  to  fuch,  who  fhould  contribute  to  the 
building  of  St.  Paul's,  London.]  Butin  1267  he  voluntarily  refigned  the  Bi- 
fhoprick,  and  took  on  him  the  Monks  Coul  in  the  Monallery  of  Holy-Crojs,  in 
the  County  of  Tipperary .

KING  Henry  the  Illd,  having  iffued  a  Conge  de  ’ ejlier  on  the  iothof  No¬ 
vember  1267,  by  virtue  thereof,  Matthew  O-Hogain ,  who,  like  his  prede- 
cefior,  was  alfo  Dean  of  Killaloe ,  was  eledled  Bifhop  of  that  See.  A.  D.  1280, 
this  Prelate,  with  the  Affent  of  his  Dean  and  Chapter,  made  an  Exchange  with 
King  Edward  the  Ift,  of  the  Manor  of  Rofcrea ,  [which  was  granted  by  the  King 
in  the  year  following  to  Edmund  Butler ,  afterwards  Earl  of  Carrick ]  for  the  Ma¬ 
nor  of  Galroefton ,  or  “  for  three  Plowlands  (as  the  Charter  fays)  and  84 
Acres  and  a  half  in  the  Tenement  of  Newcaftle”,  in  the  County  of  Dublin.  [In 
the  Accounts  of  »  John  de  Samford ,  Efcheator  of  Ireland ,  the  Lands  taken  in 
exchange  for  the  Manor  of  Rofcrea ,  are  differently  enumerated,  viz.  “  three 
Plowlands  and  84  Acres  and  a  half  in  Ballymacmollyn ,  the  Town  of  Gylroth , 
Clonelan ,  and  Stathedan ,  in  the  Tenement  of  Newcaftle  near  Lyons ,  in  the  County 
of  Dublin.”  Thefe  Lands  were  again  exchanged  by  Donat  Magragh ,  Bifhop  of  ]fo7- 
laloe,  A.  D.  1428,  for  the  Lands  of  Hamonjlon ,  alias  Lifbrecas ,  in  the  County  of 
Limerick ,  with  William  Bin  [or  White]  Fitz-Rcuher .]  Our  Bifhop  died  in  Auguft 
1281,  and  was  buried  at  Limerick ,  in  a  Convent  of  Dominican  Friers  ;  as  appears 
in  an  antient  Calendar  of  that  Place.  _  [See  under  Maurice  O-Brien,  Bifhop  of 
Kifenora.  ] 

MAURICE  O-HOGAIN. 

[Succ.  1281.  Ob.  1298.] 

BEFORE  the  clofe  of  the  year  1281,  Maurice  O-Hogain ,  Chantor  of  Killa¬ 
loe. ,  obtained  this  Bifhoprick  [and  had  his  Writ k  of  Reflitution  to  the 
Temporalties,  on  the  4th  of  February  1282.J  He  governed  this  See  upwards 
of  fixteen  years  ;  and  died  in  1298  [or  1299,  according  to  the  Annals  of  Lough- 
kce,  where  he  is  called  0 -Hoc can]  and  was  buried  in  his  own  Church. 

DAVID  M  AC-MAHOUN. 

[Succ.  1299.  Ob.  1316.] 

DAVID  Mac-Mahoun ,  Dean  of  Killaloe ,  being  eledted  by  the  Chapter,  ob¬ 
tained  the  Royal  Affent,  and  was  reftored  to  the  Temporalties  on  the  22d 
of  Afril  1299  ;  and  the  Month  following  was  confecrated  by  Stephen  O-Brogan , 
Archbifhop  of  Cafhell .  He  died  in  1316,  having  fat  17  years. 

THOMAS  O-CO  RMACAI N. 

[Succ.  1316.  Ob.  1321.] 

>-r"VHe  fame  year,  Thomas  O-Cormacain ,  Archdeacon  of  Killaloe,  fucceeded  by 
A  a  lawful  eledtion  of  the  Dean  and  Chapter.  He  died  about  July  1321, 
and  was  buried  in  the  Church  of  Killaloe. 

BENEDICT  O-CO  S  CRT. 

[Succ.  1322.  Ob.  1325.] 

BENEDICT  O-tofcry ,  Dean  of  Killaloe,  was  eledted  and  confecrated  Bi¬ 
fhop  of  that  See  in  1322,  and  fat  only  three  Years.

M  AURIC  E  or  Moriertach  O-Brien-  Arra* ,  was  appointed  Bifhop  of  Kill  a- 
loe  by  Queen  Elizabeth  [by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  15th  of  May  1570, 
[and  had  his  Writ  of  Reftitution  to  the  Temporakies  the  fame  Day.]  He  re¬ 
ceived  the  profits  of  this  See  fix  years  before  his  Confecration  ;  but  being  at  lad 
confecrated  he  fat  about  thirty  fix  years  after.  He  died  on  the  laft  of  April 
1613  i  having  voluntarily  refigned  a  year  before  his  death. 


JOHN  RIDER. 

[Succ.  1612.  Cb.  1632.] 

JOHN  Rider ,  [was  born  0  at  Carrington  in  Chefhire^  arid  educated  in  Jefus- 
College  in  Oxford ]  where  he  took  his  Degree  of  Matter  of  Arts  *  and  then  was 
made  Parifh  Minifter  of  Bermondjey ,  near  London  5  [and  after  p  Redtor  of  the  rich 
Church  of  Winwick,  in  Lane  a/hire  from  whence  he  was  advanced  to  the  Dea* 
nery  of  St.  Patrick9  j,  Dublin ,  and  made  Archdeacon  of  Meath ,  [and  Prebendary  1 
of  Geafhif  in  the  Diocefe  of  Kildare.']  He  was  confecrated  Bifhop  of  this  See,  on 
the  12th  of  January  1612,  [his  Letters  Patent  bearing  date  the  15th  of  Auguft 
before  •,  ]  and  he  died  at  KHlaloe  on  the  1 2th  of  November  1 632;  where  he  was  bu¬ 
ried  in  St.  Flannari* s  Church.  [In  this  Prelate’s  time,  but  at  the  Solicitation  and 
Petition  of  George  Mountgomery ,  Bifhop  of  Heathy  King  James  the  Ift,  by  an  Or¬ 
der r  to  the  Lord  Deputy  and  Lord  Chancellor,  dated  the  26th  of  February  1619, 
commanded  his  Letters  Patent  to  iffue,  granting  to  this  See  21  Quarters  or  Plow- 
lands  in  the  County  of  Clare ,  commonly  known  by  the  Name  of  Eermon  Igrady , 
alias  Eomgrany\  and  ordered  that  the  Bifhop  might  renew  his  Letters  Patent 
with  an  Addition  of  the  faid  Lands,  and  of  fuch  other  Lands,  as  he  had  or  fhould 
recover  in  Right  of  his  Bifhoprick. 

Our  Prelate  hath  been  moftly  taken  Notice  of  for  a  Latin  and  Englifh  Dic¬ 
tionary  which  he  compiled  and  publifhed  long  before  he  was  promoted  in  Ire¬ 
land ,  viz.  about  the  year  1589:  In  relation  to  which  Doctor  Fuller  f  treats 
him  very  courfely.  For  he  fays,  “  that  he  borrowed  (to  fay  no  worfe)  both  his 
“  Saddle  and  Bridle  from  Ehomas  Thomatius ;  being  the  fame  in  effedt,  and  but 
“  little  difguifed  with  any  additions  :  And  adds  •,  that  the  Executors  of  Ihoma- 
“  tins  entring  an  Adtion  againft  Rider ,  occafioned  him  in  his  own  defence  to, 
“  make  thefe  numerous  Additions  to  his  Didtionary  *,  that  it  feems  to  differ

LEWIS  JONES. 

[Succ.  1633.  Oh.  1646.] 

LEWIS  Jones ,  Dean  of  Cajhell ,  was  born  in  Merionethjhire,  in  Wales,  [and 
was  advanced  to  this  See  by  the  Letters  Patent f  of  King  Charles  the  Iff,  dated 
the  1 2th  of  February  1633*,  and  by  the  fame  Letters  Patent  had  a  Faculty 
granted  him  to  obtain  and  hold  during  his  Life,  together  with  his  Bilhoprick,  any 
one  Ecclefiaftical  Benefice,  with  or  without  Cure,  compatible  or  incompatible, 
of  any  value,  (the  Deanery  of  Cajhell  only  excepted,)  as  alfo  to  hold  all  and  lin¬ 
gular  the  Benefices,  which  at  the  time  of  the  date  of  the  faid  Patent  he  held,  by 
the  Title  of  Commendam,  the  faid  Deanery  only  excepted.]  He  was  confecrated 
at  Cajhell ,  on  the  12th  of  April  1 633,  by  Archibald,  Archbifhop  of  Cajhell,  Michael , 
Bifhop  of  Waterford,  and  Francis  Bifhop  of  Limerick.  He  died  in  Dublin ,  on  the 
2d  of  November  164.6,  in  the  104th  year  of  his  Age  ;  and  was  buried  in  St.  Wer- 
burg's  Church  in  that  City.  [He  was  called  the  vivacious  Bifhop  of  Killaloe ,  and 
is  faid  to  have  married  a  young  Wife  after  he  was  threefcore  years  old  *,  by  which 
Bed  he  had  feveral  Children  •,  of  whom  he  lived  to  fee  three  in  confiderable  Stati¬ 
ons,  viz.  Sir  Tbeopbilus  Jones ,  who  was  Captain  of  an  independentTroop,  and  who 
had  other  Employments  ;  Colonel  Michael  Jones ,  afterwards  made  Governour  of 
Dublin  upon  the  furrender  of  it  by  the  Marquifs  of  Ormond  in  1647  ;  and  Henry 
Jones  ;  who  was  advanced  to  the  See  of  Clogher  in  his  Father’s  Life  time,  and 
afterwards  to  the  Bilhoprick  of  Meath.  From  the  firft;  ofthefe  Gentlemen  are  de- 
feended  three  Orphan  Females,  who  are  the  Printers  of  thefe  Sheets.  God  is  the 
Judge ,  he  maketh  low ,  and  he  maketh  high ,  Pfalm  75.  v.  7.  This  Bifhop  had 
another  Son  called  Ambrofie ,  who  was  advanced  to .  the  See  of  Kildare  after  his 
Father’s  death.] 

EDWARD  PARRY. 

{Succ.  1647.  Qb.  1650.] 

EDWARD  Patry ,  Doctor  of  Divinity  [and  Pro- Vice-Chancellor]  of  the 
Univerfity  of  Dublin ,  was  born  at  Newry  in  the  County  of  Down ,  [and  was 
Father  to  John  and  Benjamin  Parry ,  both  Bifhops  of  Ojfory. ]  He  was  firft  pro¬ 
moted  [to  the  Prebend  of  Stagonyl ,  in  the  Cathedral  of  St.  Patrick's ,  Dublin , 
then]  to  the  Deanery  of  Lijmore  afterwards  to  the  Treafurerfhip  of  Chrid-  Church, 
Dublin ,  and  at  length  to  this  See  ;  to  which  he  was  confecrated  in  Chrijl-Church 
aforefaid,  on  the  28th  of  March  1647,  [and  held"  the  Treafurerfhip  of  CbriJ- 
Church  in  Commendam  with  his  Bilhoprick.  He  appears  a  Subscriber  to  a 
Petition  at  the  Head  of  the  Clergy,  then  in  Dublin ,  dated  the  9th  of  July 
1647,  and  addreflfed  to  the  Commiflioners  from  the  Parliament  of  England  i 
praying  liberty  for  the  ufe  of  the  Common-Prayer  (then  by  order  abolifhed) 
in  their  refpedive  Churches,  and  rejeding  the  ufe  of  the  Diredory,  ordered  to 
be  ufed  in  the  room  of  the  Common-Prayer  5  which  Petition  may  be  feen  in 
Borlafe  w.]  He  died  in  Dublin  of  the  Plague,  which  then  raged  there,  on  the 
20th  of  July  16 so  ;  and  was  buried  in  St.  Audoen's  Church.  He  was  a  Prelate 
of  a  very  acute  Genius,  and  honefl:  Difpofition.

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EDWARD  WORTH 

[/ Succ .  1660.  Oh.  1669.] 

EDWARD  Worth ,  Dodtor  of  Divinity  of  the  Univeriity  of  Dublin ,  and 
Dean  of  Cork ,  was  born  in  the  County  of  Cork  *,  [and  was  advanced  to  this  See 
by  the  Letters  Patent  of  King  Charles  the  lid.  dated  the  19th  of  January  1660, 
had  his  Mandate  for  Conlecration  and  Writ  of  Reftitution  to  the  Temporalties 
the  fame  Day,  with  a  rctrofpedfive  Claule,  as  to  the  Mefne  Profits,  from  the 
death  of  Bilhop  Parry  *,  ]  and  was  confecrated  in  St.  Patrick's  Church,  Dublin , 
on  the  27th  of  January  following,  Englijh  Stile,  [by  John ,  Archbifhopof  Armagh \ 
afiifted  by  the  Bilhops  of  Raphoe ,  Killmore ,  Oflfory,  and  Clogher.  He  died  at 
Hackney ,  near  London ,  on  the  2d  of  Augufl  1 669,  and  was  buried  in  the  Church 
of  St.  Milred,  London.  This  Prelate  founded  x  an  Hofpital  in  the  South  Sub¬ 
urbs  of  the  City  of  Cork ,  called  St.  Stephen's ,  or  the  Blew  Coat- Holpital,  for 
the  Support  and  Education  of  poor  Boys ;  and  endowed  it  with  Lands  for 
their  maintenance.  He  put  it  under  the  care  and  management  of  the  Cor¬ 
poration  of  Cork,  who  have  greatly  improved  the  Revenue  and  Income  of  it. 
In  the  Year  1 700  the  Rents  of  this  Foundation  did  not  exceed  fifty  Pounds 
per  Ann.  and  only  8  Boys  were  maintained  in  the  Houfe.  In  the  year  1721  the 
Lands  yielded  454  \.  per  Annum  \  and  46  poor  Boys  are  wholly  fupported  and 
provided  for  in  it.  The  Donor  referved  twenty  Pounds  a  Year  of  this  Revenue  for 
the  encouragement  of  4  Students  in  Dublin  College,  Natives  of  Cork ,  and  educated 
in  the  School  of  that  City,  to  be  diftributed  to  them  by  the  Heir  of  the  D^r,  and 
his  Heirs  for  ever.  See  what  this  Prelate  wrote,  among  the  Writers  of  Ireland .

DANIEL  WITTER. 


[Succ.  1669.  C  h.  1674.] 


DANIEL  Witter  y  Doctor  of  Divinity  of  the  Univerfity  of  Dubliny  was 
born  in  England ;  where  having  fuffered  much  for  his  Loyalty  to  the  King, 
and  Zeal  to  the  Church,  he  came  into  Ireland  after  the  Reftoration  with  JameSy 
Duke  of  Ormond,  Lord  Lieutenant  of  that  Kingdom,  whofe  Chaplain  he  was  ; 
and  was  firft  made  Dean  of  Ardfert ,  and  Redlor  of  Trallee  in  the  laid  Diocefe  by 
Letters  Patent  dated  the  27th  of  March  1661,  and  then  Prebendary  of  St.  Mi¬ 
chael's  Dublin.  He  was  afterwardson  the  19th  of  March  1663  prefented  to  the  Dea¬ 
nery  of  Downy  the  Redtories  of  Down ,  Saul,  Bright ,and  Tirela,  (being  the  Corps 
of  the  faid  Deanery)  to  the  Vicar idge  of  Rathmullen  in  the  Diocefe  of  Down ,  and 
to  the  Chancellorlhip  of  the  Cathedral  of  Chrijl  the  Redeemer  in  Dromore  :  At 
length  he  was  promoted  to  this  See  by  Letters  patent  dated  the  19th  of  Augufl 
1669,  and  was  confecrated  in  the  Parilh  Church  of  Cajhell in  September  following, 
by  Thomas ,  Archbilhop  of  Cajhell.  He  died  in  March  1674.  His  Willy  is 
fcarce  intelligible,  being  wrote,  as  he  fays,  in  great  pain  and  hafte  j  yet  it  bears 
date  more  than  two  years  before  his  death  (viz.)  on  the  24th  of  November  1671, 
What  I  can  gather  from  it  is  ;  that  after  his  Debts  paid,  he  bequeathed  his 
Stock,  Books,  and  Furniture  to  be  fold  for  the  Ufe  of  the  Church  of  Killaloe, 
to  buy  a  filver  flaggon  for  the  Altar,  to  procure  the  Commandments,  Creed, 
and  LordVPrayer,  &c.  to  be  hung  up  in  the  Church,  and  the  reft  to  go  to  adorn 
it ;  except  ten  Pounds,  which  he  left  to  the  poor  of  the  Parilh,  and  other  fmall 
Legacies.  I  forgot  to  mention  that  the  year  before  his  Advancement  to  this  See, 
he  gave  50  l.to  the  College  of  Dublin ,  towards  providing  Plate  for  their  Chappel. 

JOHN  ROAN. 

[Succ.  1675.  Ob.  1692.] 

JOHN  Roan ,  was  born  in  Wales,  and  educated  in  Brazen-  Nofe-  College  in 
Oxford,  where  he  was  admitted  in  1634  j  but  was  created  Dodtor  of  Divinity 

y  Pietas  Corcagien.  p.  6*.  x  Prerog.  Off. 
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in  the  Univerfity  of  Dublin  A.  D.  1665,  and  the  year  following,  Pro -Vice-Chan¬ 
cellor  thereof.  He  was  Chaplain  to  Primate  Margetfon  ;  by  whofe  favour  he  was 
promoted  to  the  Deanery  of  Clogher  by  Letters  patent  dated  the  15th  of  Augufl 
1667,  and  to  the  Rectory  of  St.  Peter* s,  Drogheda  •,  from  whence  he  was  ad¬ 
vanced  to  this  See  by  Letters  patent  dated  the  19th  of  April  1675,  and  confecra- 
ted  at  Cajkell  by  Ihomas,  Archbifhop  of  that  See,  affifted  by  the  Biftiops  of 
Limerick ,  and  Waterford ,  in  June  following.  He  died  at  his  Epifcopal  Houfe 
at  Killaloe ,  on  the  5th  of  September  1692;  and  was  buried  at  the  Eajl  end  of  the  Ca¬ 
thedral  of  that  Place  i  where  he  hath  a  Tomb  - Stone,  on  which  is  the  following 
Infcription. 

Hie  jacet  Corpus  Johannis  Roan,  S.  S.  Theologies  Doftoris,  Laonenfis  Epifcopi ; 
qni  Obiit  50.  Die  Septembris,  Anno  Domini  1692. 

Here  lieth  the  Body  of  John  Roan ,  D.  D.  and  Bifhop  of  Killaloe  ;  whodied  on 

the  5th  of  September  1692. 


It  appears  by  his  Will z  dated  the  28th  of  June  before  his  death,  “  that  he  was 
“  {tripped  of  all  his  Subftance  at  the  Revolution  *,  fo  that  (as  he  fays)  he  had  lit- 
“  tie  left  him,  and  much  Debt  accrued  by  the  injury  of  the  Times ;  and  that  he 
“  was  thereby  difabled  from  doing  thofe  A&s  of  Charity,  which  he  intended 
and  therefore  makes  this  as  an  Apology  for  bequeathing  only  fourty  Shillings  to 


the  Poor. 


HE  NET  RIDER. 

[Suce.  1693.  Ob%  1695,] 


IT  E  N  RT  Rider ,  was  born  in  France ,  at  Paris ,  but  educated  a  King’s  Scho- 
A  lar  in  IVejlminfter  School  ;  from  whence  he  was  admitted  into  Trinity-College, 
Cambridge ,  and  afterwards  into  I rinity-College ,  Dublin.  His  firft  Promotion  was 
to  the  Prebend  of  Malahidert  in  the  Diocefe  of  Dublin  ;  after  which  he  became 
Matter  of  the  Free-School  of  St.  Patrick ’s,  Dublin ,  and  afterwards  of  that  of  Kil¬ 
kenny ,  and  Archdeacon  of  Ojfory  ;  from  whence  he  was  advanced  to  the  See  of 
Killaloe ,  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  5th  of  June  1693,  and  Confecrated  on  Tri- 
nity~Sunday  following  in  the  Church  of  St.  Peter  and  St.  Paul  ztDunboyne,  in  the 
Dioccfe  of  Meath ,  by  NarciJJus ,  Archbifhop  of  Cafhell,  affifted  by  the  Biffiops 
of  Limerick  and  Killala  the  Licence  of  the  Lord  Primate,  and  the  Bilhop  of 
Meath  being  firft  for  that  purpofe  obtained.  He  died  on  the  30th  of  January 
1695,  and  was  buried  in  the  Church  of  Clonmethan ,  in  the  Diocefe  of  Dublin .

THOMAS  Lindfay ,  D.  D.  was  both  born  and  educated  nt  Blandford  m 
Dorfetfhire ,  and  was  in  the  fame  Clafs  with  Dr.  William  Wake ,  who  was 
Archbifhop  of  Canterbury  at  the  fame  time  that  Dr.  Lindfay  was  Primate  of  all 
Ireland.  He  was  advanced  to  this  See  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  2d  of  March 
1695,  and  was  confecrated  in  St.  Patrick's  Church,  Dublin ,  of  which  he  was 
Dean,,  the  fame  Month.  From  hence  he  was  tranflated  to  the  See  of  Raphoe  in 
May  1  713,  and  from  Raphoe  to  the  Arbhbiffioprick  of  Armagh  in  January  fol¬ 
lowing,  and  was  foon  after  conftituted  one  of  the  Lords  Juftices  of  Ireland.  He 
>died  in  Dublin  on  the  13th  of  July  1724.  Seebeforep.  131,  282. 

Sir  THOMAS  VESEY 

[Suec.  1713.  Rejig.  1714.] 

SIR  Thomas  Vefey ,  Baronet,  Doftor  of  Laws  of  the  Univerfity  of  Dub¬ 
lin,  and  Son  to  John  Vefey ,  Archbifhop  of  Tuam ,  was  born  at  Cork , 
when  his  Father  was  Dean  of  that  Cathedral.  He  had  his  Education  in  his 

y  Prerog.  Off. 
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younger  Years  at  Eaton  School,  and  from  thence  was  admitted  into  Chrift-Church 
College  in  Oxford  ;  where  he  had  like  to  have  been  interrupted  in  his  Studies  by 
the  Rigours  of  the  Lord  Ttrconnell* s  Government ;  which  drove  his  Father  from 
his  Country  and  his  Fortunes.  But  Dr.  Wake,  then  Canon  of  Chrift -Church, 
and  fince  Archbilhop  of  Canterbury ,  became  to  him  a  Father,  and  took  the  care 
and  expence  of  his  Education  upon  him,  untill  he  was  elected  a  Fellow  of  Oriel 
College  ;  where  he  purlued  his  Studies  with  great  Application,  untill  he  married 
Mary ,  the  Daughter  of  Denny  MuJ champ ,  Elq*,  Mufter-Mafter  General  of  Ire¬ 
land,  by  whom  he  inherited  a  very  confiderable  Eftate.  After  this  Marriage  he 
was  created  a  Baronet  on  the  13th  of  July  1698,  before  he  entred  into  Holy  Or¬ 
ders  ;  although  he  had  early  thoughts  that  way.  Upon  his  being  ordained  he 
immediately  retired  to  a  Seat  near  the  Parifh,  of  which  he  was^made  Minifter  5 
where  he  divided  his  time  between  the  Cares  of  his  Function,  his  Friends,  Books 
and  rural  Entertainments  *,  from  whence  the  Duke  of  Ormond ,  when  he  was  laft 
Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland ,  called  him  into  his  Family,  and  recommend¬ 
ed  him  to  Queen  Anne',  who  advanced  him  to  this  See  on  the  12th  of  June 
1713  ;  and  he  was  confecrated  on  the  12th  of  the  following  month  in  Chrijl- 
Cburch ,  Dublin ,  and  afterwards  tranflated  to  the  See  of  OJfory  on  the  8th  of 
April  1714,  and  inthroned  the  9th  of  May  following. 

He  conftantly  kept  his  Diocefe  in  good  Order,  and  with  the  greateli  eafe  % 
which  may  be  imputed  to  his  own  fkill  in  Government,  and  the  me¬ 
rits  of  his  Clergy  •,  of  whom,  being  well  acquainted  with  Mankind,  he  had 
Judgment  and  Virtue  enough  to  make  a  proper  choice.  He  was  never  known 
to  be  put  to  the  necefiity  of  inflidting  a  publick  Cenfure  within  his  Dioccfe  5 
as  the  late  Doctor  King ,  Archbilhop  of  Dublin ,  in  his  Triennial  Vifitations  often 
acknowledged.  His  Eftate  was  large  before  any  of  his  Promotions,  and  his 
heart  too  large  to  make  any  Addition  to  it.  The  Tyths  of  a  Parifh  belonging 
to  his  See  he  never  would  receive  ;  but  gave  them  intireiy  to  his  Curate  ;  and 
the  Redtorial  Tyths  of  Abby-Leix  (part  of  his  private  eftate)  of  greater  Value 
he  fettled  on  the  Vicar.  He  repaired  and  improved  his  Palace  at  Kilkenny ,  and 
maintained  a  Charity  School  for  40  Children  in  that  City  ;  untill  he  found  it  did 
not  anfwer  his  good  Intentions.  He  died  in  Dublin  on  the  6th  of  Augufi  1730, 
to  the  univerfal  grief  of  his  Clergy  *,  to  whom  he  always  was,  a  Father,  Bro¬ 
ther,  Friend  and  Companion.  For  he  was  a  well  bred  Gentleman,  as  well  as 
a  good  Bilhop.  See  before  p.  432.

ICHOLaS  Forjler,  Do&or  of  Divinity,  and  Senior  Fellow  of  the  College 
of  Dublin ,  was  promoted  to  this  See  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  19th  of 
Offober  1714*  and  was  eonfecrated.  at  Dunboyn  in  the  Diocefe  of  Meath  on  the 
7th  of  the  following  Month,  by  William  Archbilhop  of  Cafhell ,  alfilted  by  the 
Biftiops  of  Kildare ,  and  Dromore.  From  hence  he  was  tranllated  to  the  Bifhop- 
rickof  Raphoe ,  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  8th  of  June  1716.  See  before  p. 

283  CHARLES  CARR. 

[Succ.  1716.] 

CHARLES  Carr,  educated  in  the  Univerfity  of  Dublin ,  was  Minifter  of  St. 

Paul* s  Church,  Dublin ,  and  Chaplain  to  the  Blew-Coat  Hofpital  in  that 
City,  as  alfo  to  the  Houfe  of  Commons.  He  fucceeded  Bilhop  Forjler  in  this 
See  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  9th  of  June  1716,  and  was  confecrated  the  fame 
month  by  William,  Archbilhop  of  Cajhcll,  afiifted  by  the  Bilhops  of  Dromore  and 

Clogher . 
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[This  Ar chi epif copal  See  bears  Saphire ,  three  Perfons  erett,  wider  as  many 
Canopies  of  Stalls ,  their  Faces,  Arms  and  Legs  proper.  The  firfl  repre - 
fents  an  Archbijhop,  habited  in  his  Pontificals ,  holding  a  Crofter  in  his 
left  Hand j  the  fecond,  the  Blejfed  Virgin  crowned ,  with  our  Saviour  on 
her  left  Arm and  the  third,  an  Angel,  having  his  right  Hand  elevated , 
and  a  Lamb  on  his  left  Arm,  all  Topaz. 

<fhe  antient  Seal  reprefents  a  Bijhop  in  a  ftanding  Pofture,  with  his  right 
Hand  elevated,  giving  BenediBion ;  as  you  fee  it  engraved  in  the  Head- 
piece.  Lhis  Seal  was  ufed  in  the  time  of  Felix  O-Ruadan,  and  is  fill 
pendent  to  the  old  Record,  printed  before  under  Glendaloch  p.  376,  ft  ill 
extant  among  the  Archives  of  Chrift-Church,  Dublin.

T.  J  A  R  L  A  T  H,  the  Son  of  Loga ,  is  looked  upon  as  the 
firft  founder  of  the  Cathedral  of  Tuam ,  antiently  called, 
luaim-da-Gualand,  which  Church  was  afterwards  dedicated 
to  his  Memory,  and  called  Tempull-J arlaith,  or  Jarlaith’s 
Church  ;  and  the  time  of  the  Foundation  is  placed  about 
the  beginning  of  the  6th  Century.]  Some  a  Ages  after  the 
Death  of  this  Prelate,  viz.  about  the  Year  1152,  this  Ca¬ 
thedral  was,  by  the  Aid  and  Affiftance  of  Tirdeivac  O-Con- 
nor ,  King  of  Ireland,  new  built  by  Edan  O-Hoifin,  firft 
Archbifhop  of  Tuam  ;  at  leaft  the  firft  who  had  the  ufe  of  the  Pall  :  For  fome 
of  his  Predecefior’s  are  fometimes  called  Bifhops  of  Conaught,  and  fometimes  Arch- 
bifhops,  by  the  Irijh  Hiftorians,  although  they  were  not  inverted  with  the  Pall.

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But  the  SuccefTors  of  Edan  built  a  new  Choir,  and  afterwards  converted  this  Church 
into  the  Nave  or  Body  of  the  Cathedral  *  and  among  them,  Thomas  O-Connor  is 
mentioned  as  one  who  was  very  munificent  to  this  Church.  He  alfo  obtained  a 
grant  from  King  Henry  the  Illd  of  a  Fair  for  his  See,  to  be  held  yearly  at  Tuam, 
on  the  28  th  of  December ,  and  {even  Days  after. 

As  to  the  Bifhopricks,  which  have  been  annexed  to  the  Cathedral  of  Tuam  ; 
the  firft  was  that  of  Mayo  or  Magio,  which  was  united  to  the  See  of  Tuam  in  the 
time  of  Felix  O-Ruadan,  Archbifhop  of  Tuam,  after  the  Death  (as  Ware*  thinks) 
of  Celcflin  or  Celc  O  -Dubhai,  Bifhop  of  Mayo ,  which  happened  in  the  Year  1210. 
[But  I  fhould  rather  choofc,  with  Ufsher*,  to  carry  this  Union  lower  down,  viz. 
to  the  year  1559,  in  the  time  of  Eugene  Mac -Breho an ,  the  laft  Bifhop  of  Mayo , 
whom  ColganA  calls  Brethamhain,  and  Mac-Brethon. 

Here  follows  a,  Catalogue  of  fuch  Bifliops  of  Mayo,  as  I  find  mentioned  in  the  Annals  of  Inisfall,  and 
in  other  writers,  which  I  mull  own  is  very  imperfeft. 

St.  Gerald,  a  Native  of  England,  and  Difciplcof  St.  Colman,  Bifhop  of  Lindisfarne,  followed  that 
Saint  upon  his  cxpulfion  out  of  England,  in  Company  with  many  of  the  faid  Nation.  St.  Colman 
founded  a  Monaflery  about  the  year  665  or  670  at  Mayo,  and  placed  in  it  the  Englijhmen  who  follow¬ 
ed  him  ;  from  whence  it  took  the  Name  of  Mayo-na-SaJfon ,  or  Mayo  of  the  Saxons  ;  by  which  Name 
the  Irijh  called  the  Natives  of  England.  St.  Gerald  enlarged  this  Monaflery,  and  erefted  it  into  an 
Epifcopal  Sec,  of  which  he  was  the  firft  Bifhop.  He  died  on  the  13th  of  March  before  or  about  the 
year  697.  See  his  Life  in  Colgan  <■. 

Muredach,  the  Son  of  lndretl,  Bifhop  ©f  Mayo ,  died  in  726. 

Aidan,  Bifhop  of  Mayo ,  died  in  768  ;  from  whofe  death  I  have  found  no  other  Bifhop  of  Mayo  for 
upwards  of  400  years. 

Celt  O- Dubhai,  Bifhop  of  Mayo,  died  in  1209  or  1210. 

Stephen  O  Braoin,  Archcnach,  or  chief  Governor  of  Mayo ,  died  in  1231. 

William  Pendergajl,  a  Francifcan  Frier,  was  advanced  f  to  the  See  of  Mayo  by  Pope  Martin  the  Vth 
on  the  16th  of  July  1428,  and  was  deprived  in  1430  for  not  expediting  his  Provifional  Letters. 

Nicholas  Wogomai,  a  Francifcan  Frier,  obtained  Provifional  Letters  g  for  his  Advancement  to  the  See 
of  Ma\o  on  the  17  th  of  'July  1430,  then  vacant  by  the  deprivation  of  j Pendergatl. 

O-Higin,  Bifhop  of  Mayo,  died  in  1478. 

Odo  or  Hugh,  Bifhop  of  Mayo,  died  in  1493. 

John  h  Bell,  a  Francifcan  Frier,  was  advanced  to  this  See  after  the  death  of  Odo ,  on  the  5th  of  No- 
member,  1 49  3  • 

Eugene  Mac-Breohan  or  Brethemain  >,  was  the  lafl  Bifhop  of  Mayo  in  1559 ;  and  in  his  time  the 
Church  of  Mayo  was  annexed  to  that  of  luam .] 

The  fceond  Union  to  this  See  was  that  of  the  Biflioprick  of  Enaghdunc.  But 
before  the  real  Union  of  Enaghdune  to  Tuam,  there  were  antiently  perpetual  Dif- 
putes  between  the  Archbifliops  of  Tuam  and  others,  who  laid  claim  to  that  Church. 
[Of  this  Controverfy  (that  I  may  avoid  repeating  the  fame  matter)  fee  under 
Florence  Mac-Flin ,  Thomas  O -Connor,  Stephen  de  Fulburn ,  William  Bermingham 
and  Malady  Mac-BLda ,  Archbifliops  of  this  See.] 

St.  JARLATH. 

[Sed.  circ .  501.  Ob.  circ .  540.] 

TH  E  firft  Billion  (as  1  laid  before)  who  fixed  his  Cathedral  at  Tuam  (an- 
ticntly  called  T u  aim  •  da  Gu  aland)  was  St.  Jarlath ,  the  Son  of  Log  a,  who 
flourifhed  about  the  beginning  of  the  6th  Century.  For  he  was  Preceptor  to  St. 
Brendan ,  Abbat  of  Clonfert ;  as  we  are  informed  in  the  Life  of  St.  Brendan.  He 
was  a  Man  of  Learning,  and  at  the  lame  time  of  fuch  Piety  and  Purity  of  Man¬ 
ners,  that  it  was  hard  to  fay  in  which  he  excelled  moft.  [The  Reader  mull  dif- 
tinguifti  between  this  Jarlath ,  who  was  a  Conaught  Man  by  Birth,  and  of  the 
Family  of  Conmac ,  and  Jarlath ,  Archbifliop  of  Armagh ,  who  was  an  Uljler 
Man  born,  the  Son  of  Tricn,  and  of  the  Stock  of  the  Dalfiatachians ,  who  had 
his  Education  under  St.  Patrick :  Whereas  Jarlath ,  Archbifliop  of  Tuam ,  was 
educated  k  from  his  Youth  under  Benignus  or  Bitten ,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh  5 
under  whofe  tuition  he  continued  untill  he  arrived  to  the  Years  of  Maturity,  when 
he  was  put  into  Holy- Orders  by  him.  As  foon  as  he  had  left  his  Mafter  Benignus ,

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he  retired  to  Cluainfois  *,  in  the  Territory  of  Cmmacne,  not  far  from  Tuam  5 
where  he  founded  a  Monaflery,  and  opened  a  School,  to  which  numbers  flocked 
for  Education  and  Learning  ;  and  among  others  the  famous  St.  Brendan  (of  whom 
before)  and  St.  Coltnan ,  who  was  afterwards  the  Founder  and  firft  Bifhop  of 
Cloyne.]  He  died  full  of  Days  on  the  26th  of  December ,  or  fas  fome  fay)  thd 
nth  of  February  \  but  by  the  mofl  Diligent  inquiry  I  could  make,  I  have  not 
been  able  to  difcover  in  what  year.  [Colgan 1  thinks  he  died  before  or  about  the 
year  540.  In  the  Catalogue  of  the  three  Orders  of  Saints  in  Ireland ,  publifhcd 
by  Ufsher m,  he  is  reckoned  the  fifth  of  the  fecond  Order,  which  Order  began 
about  the  latter  end  of  the  Reign  of  King  Tuathal ,  who  mounted  the  Throne 
in  534,  and  was  flain  in  the  Battle  of  Grelle-chelte ,  in  Conaught ,  in  544  •,  And 
this  gives  a  little  Countenance  to  Colgan' s  Affertion.]  There  are  extant  under 
his  Name  fome  Irijh  Prophecies  concerning  his  Succeffors  in  the  Sec  of  Tuam : 
But  I  fubmit  their  credit  to  the  Judgment  of  others.  [Colgan  n  had  a  Copy  of 
them  •,  but  is  fair  enough,  not  to  affirm,  that  they  were  free  from  the  Sufpicion 
.  of  Novelty.]  His  Bones  were  fought  for  and  found  long  after  his  Death,  and 
were  tranflated  into  a  filver  Shrine,  and  depofited  in  a  Church  or  Chappel  at 
Tuam  ;  which  from  thence  was  commonly  called,  Tcmple-ne-Scrin ;  that  is  the 
Church  or  Temple  of  the  Shrine.  [The  Celebration  of  his  Feflival  in  the 
Church  of  Tuam  was  on  the  6th  0  of  June :  But  this  feems  to  be  the  Feflival  of 
the  Tranfiation  of  his  remains.] 

Of  the  Succeffors  of  St.  Jarlath ,  before  the  time  of  Edan  O-Hoifm ,  who  firft 
had  the  ufe  of  the  Pall,  the  following  are  mentioned  in  fuch  of  our  Jrifb  Hiftori- 
ans,  whofe  Writings  have  come  to  my  Hands.  But  poffibly  others  may  hereafter 
bring  more  of  them  to  light. 

Ferdomnach  died  in  781. 

Eugene  Mac-Clerig ,  called  Bifhop  of  Conaught ,  died  in  969. 

Murchad  O-Nioc,  called  Comorban  of  Jarlath ,  died  in  1033. 

Aid  O-Hoijin  died  in  1085.  [He  is  called  in  the  Annais  of  the  Four  Mailers, 
Comorban  of  Jarlath ,  and  Archbifhop  of  Conaught ;  and  is  a  different  Perfoil 
from  Edan  O-Hoifw  hereafter  mentioned.] 

Ercad  O-Malomair  died  in  1086. 

Cormac  O-Cairil  died  in  1091,  [or  1092.] 

Catafach  O-Cnail  [or  rather  O-Conuil,  according  to  the  Annals  of  the  Four 
Mailers]  died  in  1117  [or  1118. 

Murgefius  O  Nioc ,  called  Comorban  of  St.  Jarlath ,  died  in  1128.] 

Donald  O-Dubhai ,  [Archbifhop  of  Conaught ,]  died  at  Clonfert  1136,  ahd  was 
buried  there  on  St.  Patrick's  Day.  See  before  p.  169,  170. 

Maurice ,  or  Muredach  O-Dubhai^ddtd  on  St.  Brendan's  Day  1150,  in  the  75th 
year  of  his  age,  and  was  buried  in  the  Abby  of  Cong  :  A  Prelate  highly  celebrated 
for  his  Wifdom  and  Liberality.  [So  great  a  reputation  did  he  bear,  that  fome  of 
our  Annalifls  p  in  giving  an  Account  of  his  Death,  do  not  fcruple  to  fay,  that  in 
him  Ireland  died.]  While  he  governed  this  See,  Tirdelvac  O-Connor ,  King  of 
Ireland ,  founded  the  Priory  of  St.  John  Bapijl  at  Tuam  for  Augufiin  Canons. 
[In  1143,  a  great  Synod  s  of  twelve  Bifhops  and  five  hundred  Priefls  was  con¬ 
vened  by  this  Prelate,  to  confider  of  means  to  ranfom  Rory  0 -Connor ,  Son  to 
King  Tirdelvac ,  who  was  taken  Prifoner  by  Tiernan  O-Roirk  5  and  it  was  effec¬ 
ted  the  May  following.] 

*  Cluainfois,  anantient  Monaftery,  now  a,  Chappel  in  the  Parifti  of  Tuam,  and  County  of  Gal¬ 
way,  not  far  from  the  town  of  Tuam,  founded  by  St.  Jarlath,  before  he  founded  the  Cathedral  of 
Tuam.  Colgan  r  thinks  it  took  its  name  from  the  Retirement  of  St.  Jarlath  to  it  ;  Clu^in  fignify- 
ing  rtcejfus ,  and  Fos}  Commoratio  or  Dtmicilium.  But  I  rather  think  it  was,  called  the  Retirement  of 
Leifure  ;  Fois,  properly  fignifying,  Leifure,  and  Cluain,  a  den  or  lurking  place.  Qf  feveral  Ter¬ 
ritories  called  Conmacne  See  before  p.  167.

ED  A  N  0-Hoifm  [or  M  da  Va-  Deifin ,  as  he  is  called  in  the  Annals  of  Inis-* 
fall  ]  fucceeded  upon  the  Death  of  Archbifhop  O -Dubhai.  He  was  inverted 
with  the  Pall  in  the  Synod  fo  often  before  mentioned  to  be  held  by  Cardinal 
Paparo  in  1152;  and  thefe  feven  Suffragan  Bifhopricks  were  afligned  and  fub- 
jeerted  to  him  (viz.)  Mayo,  Killala,  Rofcoman ,  Clonfert,  Achonry,  Gluan,  and 
Duach  :  Of  which  number  the  See  of  Mayo  was  afterwards  united  to  Tuam,  as 
was  alfo  the  See  of  Enaghdune ,  which  is  omitted  in  the  faid  Diftribution.  Fur¬ 
ther,  the  See  of  Rofcoman  was  afterwards  tranflated  to  that  of  Elphin,  and  the  See 
of  Cluain,  or  Clonmacnois  was  annexed  to  that  of  Armagh,  after  a  tedious  Suit 
about  it  in  the  Court  of  Rome.  [It  is  ftrange,  that  the  Bifhoprick  of  Enagh¬ 
dune  fhould  have  no  notice  taken  of  it,  nor  be  fubjeerted  to  any  Metropolitan  ; 
although  Tuathal  O  Connactaig f,  Birtiop  of  Huambruin  or  Enaghdune  is  mentioned 
among  the  Bifhops,  who  afiifted  at  that  Synod.  Poffibly  the  Union  of  it  to  T uam 
was  then  in  Contemplation,  or  fome  defign  on  foot  to  convert  it  to  a  Parifh 
Church  after  the  Death  of  the  then  Poffeffor  ;  and  therefore  no  order  was  taken 
about  it  in  the  faid  Synod]  This  Archbifhop  convened  a  Synod  at  Rofcoman  t  in 
1158,  in  which  many  good  Canons  are  faid  to  have  been  made.  He  died  in 
ii6i,  and  was  buried  in  his  own  Cathedral,  under  a  Monument,  on  which  is 
inferibed  an  Irt/h  Epitaph,  giving  him  the  Title  of  Comorban  or  Succeffor  of 
Jarlath.  Our  Hiftorians  have  not  been  backward  in  celebrating  the  Fame  of 
his  Piety,  Learning,  and  Liberality.  The  fame  Year  in  which  he  died,  Roderick 
O -Connor,  King  of  Conaught,  built  a  Caftle  of  Stone  at  Tuam  ;  which  as  a  thing 
new  and  uncommon  among  the  Jrifh  at  that  time,  grew  famous  by  the  name  of 
the  Wonderful  Caftle. 

CATHOLICUS  O-DUB  HAL 

[Succ.  1 16 1.  Qb.  1201.] 

CATHOLICUS,  or  Cadla,  O-Dubhai  fucceeded,  a  Man  of  Weight,  and 
learned,  according  to  thofe  times.  [The  Annals  of  Leinfter  take  Notice  of 
a  great  Synod  held  at  Tuam  in  1172  by  this  Archbifhop  ;  but  mention  nothing 
tranfa&ed  therein,  except  the  Confecration  of  three  Churches.]  It. was  prin¬ 
cipally  by  this  Archbifhop’s  means,  and  interceflion,  that  Roderick  O-Connor  (of 
whom  before)  was  received  into  Favour  by  King  Henry  the  lid  in  1175.  [This 
Archbifhop,  together  with  Canthred,  Abbat  of  St.  Brendan's,  and  Laurence,  Chan¬ 
cellor  to  King  Roderick ,  were  fent  Ambaffadors  to  England  to  fettle  a  Treaty  of 
Peace  between  the  King  of  England ,  and  Roderick,  King  of  Conaught ;  of  which 
the  Reader  will  hereafter  find  a  particular  Account  in  the  Annals  of  Ireland ;  and 
in  the  mean  time  for  his  Satisfaction  may  turn  to  Roger  Hoveden  u.  He  was  after, 
wards  in  1179  fent  to  the  [2d]  General  Council  of  Lateran ,  together  with  Lau¬ 
rence,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin,  Conftantin,  Bifhop  of  Killaloe,  Brittius,  Bifhop  of 
Limerick ,  Auguftin,  Bifhop  of  Waterford  and  Felix ,  Bifhop  of  Lifmore.  [But 
in  the  paffage  of  thefe  Prelates  through  England,  in  order  to  obtain  Licence  to 
go  to  the  Council,  they  were  obliged  to  take  an  Oath  w  not  to  act  any  thing  pre¬ 
judicial  to  the  King  or  his  Kingdom.]  He  died  in  a  very  advanced  Age  in  an 
Abby  of  Auguftin  Canons  at  Cong  *  [in  the  County  of  Mayo)  A.  D.  1201,  ha¬ 
ving  governed  the  See  of  Tuam  fourty  years.  [My  Copy  of  the  Annals  of  Inis - 
fall  x  fay,  he  died  at  Foehin  •,  but  where  that  place  is  I  cannot  learn.  Perhaps  it  is 
mifwritten  for  Fechin  *,  and  then,  as  St.  Fechin  was  the  founder  of  the  Abby  of 
Cong ,  the  place  might  fometimes  be  called  by  his  name.]  About  the  beginning 
of  his  Pontificate,  the  City  of  Tuam  was  confumed  by  an  accidental  Fire.

*  Cong  was  antiently  a  place  of  great  note,  and  the  Refidence  of  the  King’s  of  Conaught,  lying 
between  Lough-Curb  and  L ough-MaJke  in  the  Barony  of  Kilmain.  The  ruins  of  feveral  Churches  are 
yet  to  be  feen  there.  But  it  is  now  an  inconfi-derable  place.

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FELIX  O-R  U  A  D  A  N. 

{Succ.  1201.  Refign .  1235.] 

“I]  EL  IX  O-Ruadan ,  a  Cifiertian  Monk  [and  Uncle  y  to  Roderick  0 -Connor,. 
JT  King  of  Conaught ]  fucceeded,  and  lat  in  this  See  untill  the  year  1235  •,  when 
growing  weary  of  the  Charge,  he  voluntarily  refigned  it,  andfpent  the  Remain¬ 
der  of  his  Days  in  St.  Mary’s  Abby  near  Dublin.  It  appears  from  the  Records 
of  the  Tower  of  London ,  that  King  Henry  the  Illd  granted  a  Licence  to  the 
Chapter  of  Tuarn  to  proceed  to  an  Ele&ion,  dated  the  5th  of  December  1235  ; 
having  firft  received  information  that  Felix  had  refigned  from  Dennis  de  Tupid , 
Prodor  to  the  Chapter,  He  died  in  1238  ;  under  which  year  the  Annals  of  the 
faid  Abby  have  this  paffage.  “  In  1238  Matter  Felix,  Archbilhop  of  Tuarn, 
“  of  pious  Memory,  died.  He  covered  the  Church  and  Belfry  of  the  Convent 
“  of  the  bleffed  Virgin,  near  Dublin ,  which  Lead,  and  was  magnificently  in- 
ce  terred  in  the  Chancel  of  that  Church,  at  the  Steps  of  the  Altar  on  the  left 
“  Hand.” 


MARIAN  O-LAGHN  AN. 

[1 Succ .  1235.  1249.] 

MARIAN,  or  Mceltnurry  O-Laghnan ,  who  fucceeded,  was  an  eminent  Canonirt, 
and  Dean  of  T uam.  Immediately  upon  his  Eledion  he  haftened  to  Rome ,  to 
folicit  the  Pope’s  Confirmation  ;  where  he  was  approved  of  by  Gregory  the  IXth, 
and  inverted  with  thePall.  He  undertook  a  Religious  Pilgrimage  to  Jerufalern ;  But 
I  am  not  pofitive,  whether  it  were  before  or  after  he  put  on  the  Mitre.  He  died 
at  Athlone ,  a  little  before  Chrijlmas  1249.  [Pie  is  called  Martin  in  the  publick 
Records  :  For  a  Licence  ifiued  Anno  34.  Henry  Illd,  for  eleding  a  Succeffor  on 
the  Death  of  Martin ,  Archbifhop  of  Tuam.]  He  appropriated  the  Church  of 
Kilfelge  to  the  Abby  of  Knockmoy,  otherwiie  called,  de  colie  Vidtorice,  or  the  Hill 
of  Vidory,  [which  Cormac  Crovederg ,  or  the  red  handed;  Son  to  Roderick ,  King  of 
Conaught ,  had  founded  in  the  year  1190,  in  Memory  of  a  Vidory  obtained  by 
him  the  year  before  at  that  place.] 


FLORENCE 


{Succ.  1250. 


M  A  C-FL  IN. 

Ob.  1256.] 


FLORENC  E  Mac-Elin ,  or  Mac-Floin,  Chancellor  of  Tuam,  called  in  the  pub- 
liek  Records,  “  Subdeacon  of  the  Pope,”  was  eleded  Archbilhop  of  I  uam  by 
the  Chapter  of  that  See,  and  obtained  the  Royal  Affent  on  the  27th  of  May  1250. 
He  afterwards  took  a  Journey  to  Rome ,  and  was  confirmed  by  the  Pope;  and  upon 
his  return  was  confecrated  at  Tuam,  on  Chri(tmas-day  1250.  The  year  following  he 
convened  a  Synod  at  Tuam  ;  but  the  Canons  made  in  it  are  not  now  extant.  A- 
bout  the  fame  time,  “  he  entred  on  the  Bilhoprick  of  Enaghdune,  in  the  vacancy 
“  of  that  See;  [upon  the  death  of  Thomas  O-Maley,  Bifhop  of  Enaghdune]  by 
<c  Licence  from  the  Canons  of  that  Church,  and  retained  both  the  Temporalties 
«  and  Spiritualties  of  it  all  his  Time,”  as  appears  in  the  publick  Records  z; 
[although  one  Concord,  who  was  confecrated  Riftiop  of  Enaghdune,  and  confirmed 
by  the  Royal  Affent  on  the  8th  of  May  1251,  made  heavy  complaints  of  the  in¬ 
jury  done  to  him  ;  but  without  finding  redrefs.  There  is  extant  a  remarkable 
Petition  *  of  this  Archbilhop  to  King  Henry  the  Illd  ;  wherein  he  fuggefts,  “  that 
Church  of  Enaghdune  was  but  a  Parilh  Church  belonging  to  the  Arch- 
“  bilhoprick  of  Tuam,  but  was  made  a  Bilhoprick  by  the  King’s  prefenting  tw© 
“  Bilhops  to  it  (which  is  worth  obferviDg.)  That  the  Archbilhop  had  procured 
“  a  Bull  from  the  Pope,  to  reduce  it  to  a  Parilh  Church  as  before  :  And  the  Pray- 
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“  cr  of  his  Petition  was  for  the  King’s  Confirmation  of  the  Pope’s  Bull.”  The 
King  granted  his  Petition,  on  Condition ;  that  he  (hould  have  a  parcel  of  Land 
laid  out  to  him  within  the  Town  to  build  a  Caftle  on,  by  way  of  exchange  for 
other  Lands  of  equal  value,  to  be  fettled  on  the  Church  in  lieu  thereof.  This 
was  in  the  year  1252  ;  and  yet  we  (hall  fee  Controverfies  carried  on  for  feventy 
fix  years  after  concerning  the  Bifhoprick  of  Enaghdune ,  and  the  King’s  Aflfent  to 
many  Elections.  He  took  a  Journey  to  England  about  the  year  1255,  together 
with  the  Bifhop  of  Killala ,  to  complain  to  the  King  in  behalf  of  himfelf  and  his 
Suffragans,  and  the  other  Bifhops  and  Clergy  of  Ireland ,  of  many  grievances, 
by  which  the  Church  was  oppreffed,  and  to  defire  a  remedy.  The  King  iflued 
a  Writ6  to  his  Son,  Prince  Edward ,  to  whom  he  had  made  a  Donation  of  Ire¬ 
land,  commanding  him  to  call  together  theArchbifhops,  Bifhops,  Abbats,  Barons, 
juftices,  and  all  the  great  Men  of  that  Kingdom,  by  the  Advice  of  Sir  John  Fitz - 
Jeffry ,  Lord  Juftice  of  Ireland ,  and  other  difcreet  Men  of  the  Council,  and  to 
apply  a  remedy  to  the  grievances  complained  of ;  the  principal  of  which  were, 
that  they  and  their  Tenants,  contrary  to  the  antient  Liberties  of  the  Church,  were 
drawn  to  anfwer  Suits  before  the  Juftices  in  other  Provinces,  out  of  their  own 
Counties  •,  fo  that  to  avoid  the  Expence  and  Labour,  they  were  obliged  to  relin- 
quifh  their  Suits,  and  make  prejudicial  Compofitions  :  And  that  the  King’s  Sher¬ 
iffs  and  Bayliffs,  in  Suits  moved  before  them,  made  bargains  with  one  or  other 
of  the  Parties  to  have  a  (hare  of  the  thing  in  contcft  ;  by  which  the  other  Party 
was  fure  to  loofe  his  Suit.  There  were  other  grievances  of  a  leffer  Nature  com¬ 
plained  of.  What  remedy  he  met  with  I  know  not  •,  but  before  his  return  into 
Ireland ]  he  died  at  Briflol  in  1256  ;  and  left  behind  him  a  grear  Reputation 
for  his  Learning  and  Knowledge  in  the  Laws.  He  is  faid  to  have  built  “  a 
“  Houfe  for  Scholars  in  the  Dominican  Abby  at  Athenry ,  and  to  have  left  exeel- 
“  lent  Rules  for  the  Friers.” 


WALTER  de  S  A  L  E  R  N. 

[ffucc.  1257.  Ob.  1258.] 


AFTER  the  Death  of  Florence  Mac-Flin ,  James  O-Laghnan  was  elected 
Archbifhop  by  the  unanimous  Voice  of  the  whole  Chapter ;  whom  King 
Henry  the  Illd  confirmed  alfo  by  his  Letters  Patent  on  the  16th  of  October  1256. 
But  notwithstanding  this  Election  and  Approbation,  yet  IValterde  Salem ,  by  fome 
furnamed  de  London ,  and  Dean  of  St.  Paul's,  London ,  was  advanced  to  this  See  by 
the  Pope’s  Provifion,  and  at  length  w.as  reftored  to  the  Temporalties  by  the  King 
on  the  2d  of  September  1257 ;  while  his  return  was  delayed  at  the  Court  of  Rome 
iri  foliciting  the  Affairs  of  his  Church.  [Le  Neve  placeth  his  Promotion  to  this 
See  on  the  16th  of  October  1256^  but  miftaketh  it  for  the  Confirmation  of  James 
O-Laghnan  as  before.  The  King  at  firft  refufed  to  grant  him  the  Temporalties. 
But  upon  his  Petition,  and  the  Pope’s  Mediation,  he  was  at  laft  prevailed  upon 
to  grant  Licence  to  his  Bayliffs  and  Officers  to  till  and  manure  the  Temporalties 
of  the  Archbilhoprick  \  but  to  lay  up  and  fequefter  all  the  Profits  thereof,  untill 
he  (hould  perfonally  appearand  do  his  Fealty  :  which  on  his  return  to  England 
he  did ;  and  then  the  King  iffued  a  Writ d  to  the  Lord  Juftice  and  Efcheator  of 
Ireland  to  reftore  him  not  only  to  the  accruing  Temporalties,  but  alfo  to  the 
preceding  profits.]  He  died  in  London  on  his  return  from  Rome ,  [without  ever 
feeing  his  Bifhoprick]  about  the  middle  of  April  1258  :  Under  which  year  Mat¬ 
thew  Paris  in  his  large  Hiftory  fays,  “  that  a  certain  Archbifhop  of  Armagh , 
“  who  for  a  time  had  been  Dean  of  St.  Paul's *  died  at  London"  But  he  is  un¬ 
doubtedly  miftaken  in  the  name  of  the  See  ;  as  the  Reader  may  find  before  in  the 
Life  of  Reiner ,  Archbifhop  of  Atmagh ,  p.  67-  [In  certain  (hort  Annals e  of  the 
Dominicans  in  my  Cuftody,  Thomas  O-Connor ,  is  placed  immediately  in  Succeffion 
in  this  See,  after  Florence  Mac-Flin,  and  Walter  de  Salem  is  intirely  omitted  ;  I 
(uppofe  becaufe  Walter  never  had  been  adlually  on  his  Bifhoprick.]

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THOMAS  O-CONNOR. 

[Succ.  1259.  Ob.  1279.] 

*“T p  H  O  M  A  S,  or  Tomultach  O 'Connor,  Biffiop  of  Elphin,  Was  elected  Archr 
-*•  biffiop  of  Tuam ,  and  took  a  Journey  to  Rome  ;  where  he  was  confirmed 
by  the  Pope,  and  inverted  with  the  Pall.  The  King  afterwards  reftored  him  to 
the  Temporalties  on  the  20th  of  July  1259;  [Pope  Alexander  the  I Vth  having 
iffued  his  Bull f  to  the  King  for  that  purpofe  on  the  23d  of  March  before.  The 
Annals  of  Loughkee  g  place  his  Succeffion  in  1258  :  But  that  muft  be  underftood 
of  the  Papal  Confirmation  ;  for  he  was  not  confirmed  by  the  King,  noA* 
reftored  to  the  Temporalties  untill  the  year  following.]  In  1265  there  arole  great 
Contefts  between  this  Prelate,  and  Reymund  Prendergaff ,  and  in  the  Quarrel  feme 
of  the  Archbilhops  Servants  were  (lain  by  the  Prendergaff  s ,  at  Kilmethan ,  a  Ma¬ 
nor  belonging  to  the  Archbiffioprick.  I  find  no  account  related  of  the  caufe  of  this 
Quarrel :  But  if  I. may  have  the  Liberty  to  guefs,  I  ffiould  impute  it  to  have  taken 
its  rife  from  the  Title  to  fome  Lands.  King  Henry  the  ijld  by  Letters  Patent 
dated  the  5th  of  Auguff  1260  granted  to  this  Prelate  and  his  Succeflbrs  a  right  of 
holdingFairs  at  Tuam.  He  died  at  Tuam  mjune  1279,  having  governed  this  See, 
as  well  as  that  of  Enaghdune  20  years  *,  a  Prelate  for  hisLearning,  and  other  Endow¬ 
ments  by  no  means  unworthy  of  that  Office.  [The  Annals  h  of  Loughkee  agree 
in  the  time  of  his  Death  ;  but  call  him,  Thomas ,  Mac-Tirlagh ,  Mac-Melfechlin 
O-Connor,  and  add  to  his  Charadter,  a  great  fufficiency  and  dexterity  in  the  ma¬ 
nagement  of  Affairs,  and  a  magnificence  and  liberality  in  his  way  of  Life.]  The 
See  was  after  his  Death  fome  years  kept  vacant  \  during  which  time  the  Tempo¬ 
ralties  were  returned  into  the  1  Exchequer ;  among  which  are  reckoned  the  Lands 
formerly  belonging  to  the  Sees  of  Enaghdune  and  Mayo. 


STEP  HEN  of  FU  LEU  RN. 

[Slice.  1286.  Ob.  1288.] 


AFTER  the  Death  of  Thomas  O-Connor ,  one  part  of  the  Canons  of  Tuam 
elected  one  Malachy ,  a  Irancifcan  Frier  of  Limerick ,  Archbiffiop  ;  and 
King  Edward  the  Firft  confirmed  that  Ele&ion  on  the  22d  of  April  1280.  But 
the  other  part  of  the  Canons  made  choice  of  Nicholas  de  Machin ,  Canon  of 
Tuam.  However  the  Pope  nulled  both  thefe  Elections  •,  [ Malachy  k  having 
waved  his  pretentions,  by  leaving  the  Court  of  Rome  without  Licence,  and 
Nicholas  having  resigned  •,]  and  on  the  12th  of  July  1286  by,  his  Bull  tranf- 
lated  Stephen  of  Fulburn ,  Bifliop  of  Waterford ,  to  this  See.  He  was  of  the 
Order  of  Knight* s  Hcfpitallers,  and  a  Native  of  Fulburn  in  Cambridgejhire.  On 
the  15th  of  September  following  he  was  reftored  to  the  Temporalties  ;  and 
held  alfo  the  Biffioprick  of  Enaghdune ,  together  with  the  Archbiffioprick  of 
Tuam.  But  fome  time  after  he  had  a  great  conteft  concerning  the  Right  to  the 
See  of  Enaghdune  with  John  de  Ufford  *,  who*  being  ele&ed  Biffiop  of  it,  had 
obtained  the  Royal  Affent1  on  the  1 6th  of  March  1282  :  However  in  the 
end  Ufford  was  foiled  in  his  Suit.  In  1279,  while  he  was  yct  Wa¬ 

terford,  he  was  conftituted  Juftice  of  Ireland ,  and  the  year  following  was  re 
moved:  But  in  1282  he  again  entred  on  that  Office  upon  the  refignation  of  Ro¬ 
bert  de  Ufford.  He  died  in  Dublin  on  the  3d  of  July  1288  ta,  [and  was  buried 
in  Chr iff- Church.  But  the  Annals  of  Ireland ,  at  the  end  of  Cambden ,  place  his 
death  in  1287.]  He  is  faid  to  have  granted  to  the  Church  of  Glaftonbury  in 
England  one  hundred  Days  of  Indulgences.  [But  this  was  while  he  was  Biffiop  of 
Waterford ;  and  the  Chronicle  of  Glaftonbury 0  enumerates  thefe  Indulgences 
particularly  •,  by  which  it  appears,  that  they  amounted  in  the  whole  to  ©fie  hun-

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dred  and  fourty  Days  (viz.)  fourty  Days  to  the  Abby,  ten  Days  to  thofe  who 
fhould  vifit  the  Reliques,  twenty  Days  to  thofe  who  fhould  vifit  the  Crofs,  ten 
Days  to  thofe  who  fhould  vifit  the  Saphire  (a  Stone  of  fome  Virtues  there  pre- 
ferved)  twenty  Days  to  the  Church  of  Torre ,  twenty  Days  to  the  Hofpital,  and 
as  many  to  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity  of  Godenie ,  all  belonging  to  the  faid 
Abby.  On  his  Death  the  King  feized  all  his  Goods  and  Chatties,  toge¬ 
ther  with  the  Veflels  and  Ornaments  of  his  Church.  But  on  the  2 2d  of  Au~ 
gu(l  1289,  a  Writn  iffued  to  the  Treafurer  and  Barons  of  the  Exchequer  to  reftore 
the  Church  Ornaments  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter.] 

WILLIAM  de  BIRMINGHAM. 

[Succ.  1289.  Ob,  1311.) 

WI LL  I A  Mde  Birmingham ,  Redtor  of  the  Church  o  fArdmorwin,  fucceeded, 
and  had  the  approbation  both  of  King  Edward  the  Firft,  and  Pope  Nicholas 
the  IVth,  and  was  reftored  to  the  Temporalties  on  the  29th  of  September  1289. 
[But  after  he  had  obtained  the  King’s  Approbation,  he  took  a  Journey  to  Rome 
to  court  the  Favour  of  the  Pope  ;  and  to  avoid  the  long  Delays  ufed  in  the 
examination  of  his  election  ( according  to  CuftomJ  he  refigned  his  Right  into 
the  Pope’s  Hands  ;  and  was  content  to  take  the  Archbilhoprick  by  Provifion. 
The  Pope  fent  a  Bull  to  the  King  to  certifie  him  of  this  proceeding,  and  to 
defire  restitution  of  the  Temporalties,  dated  the  fe-cond  of  May  1289.  The 
King  (having  formerly  given  his  affcnt  to  the  Eledtion  5)  readily  came  into  the 
Pope’s  Meafures ;  but  not  as  being  preferred  by  the  Pope.  Mr.  Pryn  p  obferves, 
that  this  was  a  new  device  of  the  Pope’s,  by  affedted  delays  at  Rome,  to  en¬ 
force  Bilhops  lawfully  eledted,  to  refign  their  right  of  Eledtiao,  fo  that 
they  might  receive  the  fame  by  Papal  Provifions  dearly  purchaftd.]  This  Pre¬ 
late  was  the  Son  of  Miler  Birmingham ,  Dynafl ,  or  Petty-  Prince  of  Athenry.  As 
foon  as  he  was  confecrated,  he  followed  the  Example  of  his  Predeceffors,  and 
annexed  the  Church  of  Enagbdune ,  which  was  ftill  vacant,  to  that  of  Tuam, 
It  feems  that  by  his  Directions  alfo  (as  appears  in  the  Publick  Records) 
“  Philip  le  Blound,  Archdeacon  of  Tuam,  took  away  the  Mitre,  the  Paftojal 
“  Staffe,  and  the  other  Pontificalia  of  the  Bifhop  of  Enagbdune ,  which  had 
“  been  depofited  in  a  convent  of  Friers  at  Clare  for  fafe  Cuftody,  untill  the 
“  creation  of  a  new  Bifhop.”  However  in  the  year  1306  one  Gilbert ,  a  Fran* 
cifcan  Frier,  was  confecrated  Bifhop  of  Enagbdune ,  although  much  againft  the 
Will  of  the  Archbifhop  ;  who  the  year  following  palled  over  into  France ,  and 
made  a  complaint  to  the  Pope  of  the  injury  done  to  him  :  But  he  loft  his  La¬ 
bour  ;  for  Gilbert  was  reftored  to  the  Temporalties  of  the  See  of  Enagbdune  on 
the  15th  of  July  1308  ;  [his  Eledtion  being  before  confirmed  by  the  Sentence 
of  Reginald  Taaf,  Vicar- General  of  johnTaaf ,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh,  upon 
an  Appeal  to  the  Primatial-Court.  But  Gilbert  was  fined  s  and  paid  300  1.  be¬ 
fore  he  was  reftored  to  the  Temporalties;  in  regard  he  was  eledted  without  the 
King’s  previous  Licence,  and  had  not  his  fubfequent  Aftent;  and  the  Dean 
and  Chapter  of  Enagbdune  palled  Security  by  Letters  Patent,  that  for  the  time  to 
come  they  would  not  proceed  to  Eledtion,  upon  a  Vacancy,  without  Licence  ; 
and  would  after  Election  procure  the  Royal  Aftent. 

I  fhould  in  courfe  of  time  have  mentioned  before,  a  great  Difference  which  arofe 
in  the  Year  1297,  between  this  Archbifhop,  and  his  faid  Archdeacon,  Philip 
le  Blound ,  on  the  one  Part,  and  the  Dominican  Friers  of  Athenry  on  the  other. 
This  Archdeacon  was  Commiflary,  or  Vicar- General  for  the  Archbifhop,  and 
asfuch  held  a  general  Chapter  at  Athenry  in  the  year  1297.  Whether  the  Fri¬ 
ers  were  cited  to  this  Chapter  in  the  way  of  Vifitation,  or  for  any  Mildemea- 
nours  ;  and  thought  themfelves  injured  by  fuch  Citation,  as,  perhaps,  claiming 
an  exemption  by  the  Pope’s  Authority  from  any  Vifitation  or  Correction  of 
the  Ordinary  Jurifdidtion  (as  a  great  many  of  the  Religious  Eftablifhments  did) 
or  for  what  other  Caufe,  I  cannot  learn ;  but  three  of  the  Friers  (viz.)  Robert 
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Gryanard ,  Reginald  O-Lyny ,  and  Gilbert  O-Leghan  appeared  in  the  faid  Chapter, 
abufed  the  Archdeacon  very  grofly,  and  put  a  ftop  to  the  ptoceedino-s  of 
the  Court  •,  for  which  the  Archdeacon  pronounced  them  excommunicated. 
Inftead  of  applying  to  the  fecular  Arm  to  aid  this  Excommunication,  the  Arch¬ 
deacon  and  his  Archbilhop  took  a  fhorter  Courfe  ;  for  they  in  a  manner  be- 
fieged  and  blocked  up  the  Friers,  by  proclaiming  an  inhibition  through  the 
whole  Diocefe,  that  no  perfon  fhould  furnifli  the  Friers  with  Victuals,  or  "afford 
them  any  Alms,  nor  fhould  fell  them  any  thing  for  their  Money,  nor  oJve  them 
any  fort  of  Entertainment,  or  offer  to  come  near  their  Church.  In  this  ilreicdit 
the  Friers  applyed  to  the  Law  for  Relief *,  and  we  find  a  Writ1-  iflued  to  die 
Archbifhop  on  the  i  ith  of  February  that  Year,  commanding  him  without  delay  to 
recall  his  Proclamation  and  Inhibition,  to  abftain  from  fuch  Grievances  for  the 
future  *,  and  alfo  to  caufe  the  Archdeacon  to  defift.  The  Archbifhop  made  a 
Return  to  the  Writ*,  that  for  his  Part  he  never  remembred  that  he  ever  gave 
any  Offence  to  the  Friers  j  but  on  the  contrary,  that  it  was  always  his  refolution 
to  defend  and  favour  them  in  Charity  and  Love  ;  if  their  own  Demerits  did  not 
ftand  in  the  way  ;  And  if  he  had  done  any  injury  to  the  faid  Community  by  his 
Proclamations  or  Inhibitions,  that  he  would  with  all  fpeed  caufe  them  to  be  re¬ 
called,  would  hinder  his  Archdeacon  from  proceeding  againft  them,  and  would 
caufe  him  to  revoke  whatever  had  been  unduly  done,  and  would  inhibit 
him  for  the  future.  To  this  return,  the  Friers,  by  their  Ledurer,  Adam  de  Large> 
and  the  King’s  Attorney,  John  de  Ponte ,  by  way  of  Plea,  Yaid,  that  the  Arch¬ 
deacon  had  made  and  publifhed  the  faid  Proclamation  and  Inhibition  ;  that  the 
Friers  had  applied  to  the  Archbifhop  for  a  remedy,  which  he  refufed  them, 
and  they  offered  to  go  to  iffue  on  their  Plea.  Upon  this  the  Archbifhop  gave  fe- 
curity,  that  he  would  compell  the  Archdeacon  to  recall  all  that  had  been  done  ; 
and  that  if  he  did  not,  he  granted  that  the  Sheriff  might  diflrain  him  (the  Arch¬ 
bifhop)  untill  it  were  done.  They  declared  alfo  againft  the  Archdeacon  to  their 
Damage  1000  1.  and  the  Archdeacon  juftified  his  Excommunication  and  Pro¬ 
ceedings,  for  the  Difturbance  given  by  them  to  his  Chapter  ;  and  a  Day  was 
given  for  all  Parties  *,  but  the  Archdeacon  did  not  appear.  Upon  which  a  Pre¬ 
cept  iffued  to  the  Sheriff  to  diflrain  him  by  his  Lands  and  Goods,  and  to  have 
his  Body  before  the  Chief  Juftice  on  the  Quindene  of  Eajler  following.  But  how 
the  matter  ended,  or  what  other  proceedings  were  had  thereon,  doth  not  appear  : 
For  no  more  is  faid  of  it  in  the  Place  f,  from  wheuce  I  drew  my  Authority.] 

Archbifhop  Birmingham  died  in  January  1311  [Englifh  SdleJ  in  the  22d 
year  of  his  Confecration,  and  was  buried  at  Athenry  in  an  Abby  of  the  Domi* 
nicans  [with  whofe  Fraternity  he  had  the  Conteft  before- mentioned]  near  his 
Father,  Miler ,  the  founder  of  it,  [where  there  is  a  Monument  faid  11  to  be  ere&ed 
to  his  Memory,  and  fixed  in  the  Wall  on  the  North  Side  of  the  High  Altar. 
But  this  is  but  matter  of  Conjedture  j  fince  there  is  no  legible  Infcription  ap¬ 
pearing  on  it :  And  it  hath  been  doubted  whether  it  belonged  to  this  Prelate 
or  to  John  Baterley\  In  the  Annals  of  Lough-kee  mention  is  made  of  the  Death 
of  William  Mac- FeoriSy  Archbifhop  of  Tuam,  under  the  year  1312.  The  Rea¬ 
der  muft  not  thinkf  that  he  was  a  different  Archbifhop  from  William  Birming¬ 
ham  ;  for  they  were  one  and  the  fame  Perfon  *,  Mac-Eeoris  being  the  Irifh  Name, 
which  the  Family  of  the  Birminghams  affutned.  After  the  Englijh  had  obtained  a 
firm  footing  in  Ireland, there  grew  up  great  Antipathies  between  them  and  the  Irifh, 
as  is  natural  between  the  Invaders  and  Invaded.  But  in  Procefs  of  time,  many  of 
the  Englijh ,  who  were  the  Offspring  of  the  firft  Invaders,  either  being  defirous 
to  bury  in  oblivion  all  National  Differences,  and  to  enjoy  in  quiet  what  their 
Anceftors  had  acquired  by  the  Sword  *,  or  growing  fond  of  the  defpotick  Power 
and  Licentioufnefs,  which  the  Irijh  Lords  exercifed  j  they  infenfibly  degenerated 
not  only  into  the  Irijh  Cuftoms,  Habits,  and  Manners ;  but  alfo  affumed  to  them- 
felves  Irifh  Names.  Thus  the  Burghs  took  the  Name  of  Mac-William ,  the  Fitz- 
Stephens’sy  that  of  Mac-Sliny ,  the  Courceys  called  themfelves,  Mac -Patrick,  the 
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Barrfs ,  Mac- Adam ,  the  Dexters  or  J<?  Exonid ,  Mac- Jordan ,  and  the  hirmtng - 
hams,  Mac-Feoris,  with  many  others.  Whoever  reads  the  Annals  of  Ireland 
wrote  after  the  Invafion  of  that  Kingdom  by  the  Englifh,  mnft  carefully  attend 
to  this  Diftindtion,  or  he  may  go  aft  ray.  The  Francifcan  Convent  of  Monajfer- 
Feoris,  alias  Totmoy,  in  the  King9 s  County,  was  founded  by  John  de  Birmingham, 
Baron  of  Louth ,  and  called  from  his  Irifh  Name,  Mvnafter-Feoris,  or  the  Mo- 
71  afiery  of  Mac-Feoris.] 

MALACHT  MAC-JEBA. 

[Succ.  1313.  Ob,  1348,] 

MALACHT  Mac-IEda  [or  Mac-Hugh ]  having  fat  in  the  See  of  Elphin 
but  a  fhort  time,  was  by  the  Canons  of  T uam  eledted  their  Archbifhop, 
and  approved  by  the  Pope,  about  the  beginning  of  the  Year  13x3  [the  commen¬ 
datory  Letters  from  the  King  to  the  Popej  giving  an  account  of  his  Eledtion  and 
Approbation,  bearing  date  w  the  24th  of  Auguft  1312.  Having  fworn  Fealty 
to  the  King,  he  was  reftored  to  the  Temporalties  on  the  ift  of  April  1313.]  He 
recovered  the  See  of  Engahdune ,  and  governed  it  twenty  years  before  his  Death  5 
after  it  had  been  held  about  twenty  years  by  Gilbert  (of  whom  before)  and  three 
of  his  immediate  Succefiors,  viz.  James  O-Kerny ,  who  was  tranflated  to  the  See 
of  Connor  in  1325  [t>r  1324*,]  Robert  Petit,  a  Francifcan  Frier,  then  late  Bi- 
fhop  of  Clonfert,  who  fat  but  a  fhort  time  [and  had  been  deprived  of  that  See]  and 
his  Succeffor  Thomas  O-Maley,  who  (according  to  the  Annals  of  Loughkee)  died  at 
Avignon  in  1328.  [But  I  rather  think  that  Thomas  O-Maley  outlived  the  year 
1330,  and  that  in  his  Abfence  at  Avignon,  Malachy  Mac-  Mda  entered  upon  hie 
See,  or  recovered  it  at  that  Court.  If  not  fo,  it  is  certain  one  Thomas  was  that 
year  called  Bilhop  of  Enaghdune,  in  a  Letter  y  wrote  by  King  Edward  the  Hid 
to  the  Pope  •,  wherein  “  he  laments  the  deplorable  Condition  of  Thomas ,  Bilhop 
“  of  Enaghdune,  and  complains  of  a  furreptitious  Union  of  that  See  to  Tuam, 
tc  made  by  the  means  of  Philip  of  Slane,  Bilhop  of  Cork,  in  the  year  1324  5 
“  (of  which  there  is  an  Account  before  p.  560. )  and  that  Malachy  had  under  Colour 
««  of  the  faid  Union  thruft  himfelf  violently  into  the  See  of  Enaghdune.  He  ear- 
“  neftly  recommends  Thomas  to  the  Pope’s  Companion  ;  leaft,  in  reproach  of  the 
“  Epifcopal  Dignity,  he  fhould  be  obliged  to  beg  his  Bread.”  Neverthelefs  Ma¬ 
lachy  continued  poflefied  of  that  See,  notwithftanding  the  King’s  Application  in 
behalf  of  Thomas]  Archbifhop  Malachy  died  in  a  very  advanced  Age,  on  the 
Feftival  of  St.  Laurence  the  Martyr,  A*  D.  1348,  and  was  buried  at  Tuam  in 
the  Cathedral  of  the  Blefled  Virgin. 

THOMAS  O-C  ARROL . 

[<?»«•  1349.  Reftgn.  1365.] 

AF  T  E  R  the  Death  of  Malachy ,  the  Canons  of  Tuam  elected  Robert  Bir¬ 
mingham,  Chancellor  of  Tuam ,  for  their  Archbilhop.  But  the  Pope  fet 
this  Election  afide,  and  promoted  Thomas  O-Carrol,  Archdeacon  of  Cajhell  [and 
Canon  of  Ardfert]  to  this  See.  He  had  been  eledted  both  by  the  Canons  of 
Clonmacnois  and  Ardfert :  But  either  he  himfelf  rejedted  thefe  Eledtions,  or  the 
Pope  pronounced  them  void  :  For  doubtlefs  he  never  fat  in  thefe  Sees.  But  in 
lefs  than  a  year  after  the  Death  of  Malachy  he  was  (as  1  faid )  thruft  into  this  Arch- 
bilhoprick  by  the  Pope,  and  confecrated  at  Avignon.  In  1 356,  while  he  go¬ 
verned  this  See,  one  Charles  Oge,  or  young  Charles,  and  the  Son  of  William  dei 
Burgo,  plundered  and  fet  Fire  to  the  Town  of  Tuam.  In  1364,  [or  1365]  about 
the  Summer  Solftice,  this  Prelate  was  tranflated  by  the  Pope  to  the  Archbilhop- 
rick  of  Cajhell  •,  to  which,  it  was  faid,  he  had  been  once  before  canonically  elected. 
The  Author  of  the  Annals  of  Nenagh  calls  him  a  Man  of  great  Sufficiency  and 
Learning.  See  before,  p.  479. 
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JOHN  0-GRADA. 

[Succ%  136  5.  OA  1371*] 


AFTER  the  tranflation  of  Thomas  0  Carrol,  John  0-Grada ,  Archdeacori 
of  Cajhetl ,  was  forthwith  elected  Archbifhop  of  Tuam,  And  the  fame  year 
Was  confecrated  at  Avignon.  The  King  reftored  to  him  the  Temporalties  on  the 
19th  of  July  1365.  He  governed  this  See  fix  years,  and  died  at  Limerick  on  the 
ipth  of  September  1371,  and  was  there  buried  ;  a  Prelate  in  great  Reputation 
for  his  Liberality. 


G  R  E  G  O  R  T 

[Succ.  1372.  Ob.  1384.] 


ON  E  Gregory  was  by  the  Pope  declared  Bifhop  of  Elphin ,  On  the  27  th  of 
February  1 356,  and  tranflated  to  this  See  in  1372.  He  was  fined  one  hun¬ 
dred  Pounds  for  not  appearing,  upon  Summons,  at  a  Parliament  held  at  Caftle - 
dermot  .in  1 377,  [on  the  Monday  after  AJh-Wednefday.  Sir  Richard  Cox  hath 
omitted  taking  any  Notice  of  this  Parliament  ;  though  the  Writ  of  Summons, 
and  the  fines  on  Defaulters  remain  in  the  Rolls  Office.]  He  died  in  1384. 
Upon  his  Death,  “  the  Temporalties  of  the  Archbifhoprick  ( as  may  be  feen  in 
“  aft  atttient  Account  of  the  Efcheator)  were  feized  into  the  Hands  of  King  Ri- 
“  chard  the  lid,  on  the  1 5th  of  December ,  in  the  eighth  year  of  his  reign.  How- 
“  ever  the  Efcheator  anfwered  nothing  in  the  Exchequer  on  account  of  the  faid 
<s  Lands ;  becaufe,  by  reafon  of  the  Dangers  of  the  Roads  between  the  Englijh 
“  and  Irijh ,  no  Body  Was  hardy  enough  to  colled  the  faid  Rents.”  See  under 
the  Bifhops  of  Elphin. 

GREGORY  O-MOGHAN 

[Succ.  1385.  Depriv.  1386.] 

■f^iREGORT  O-Moghan ,  or  O-Mocpan ,  during  the  Schifm  in  the  Church  of 
Vi  Rome ,  obtained  the  Archbifhoprick  of  Tuam,  from  the  Anti-Pope,  Clement 
the  Vllth  :  But  he  was  a  little  after  deprived  by  Pope  Urban  the  Vlth,  and  Wil¬ 
liam  O-Cormacain  promoted  in  his  room.  It  was  thought  the  Grief  of  his  De¬ 
privation  bore  heavy  On  Gregory ,  and  was  the  Caufe  of  his  Death  in  1392.  He 
Was  in  other  refpe&s,  (according  to  the  Annals  of  Loughkee)  a  Man  of  great  De¬ 
votion  and  Sandity. 

WILLIAM  O-CO  RM  AC  AIN. 

[Succ.  1386.  Refgn ,  1394.]

UPON  the  Deprivation  of  Gregory  (as  I  obferved  before,)  William  O-Cor - 
macain  was  fubflituted  in  his  Room  *,  and  is  faid  to  have  the  Temporalties 
committed  to  him  on  the  15th  of  March  i^6(Erglifb  Stile)  Anno,  iomo.  Ri¬ 
chard  the  lid.  He  was  a  great  fufferer  by  the  Means  of  Gregory,  before  men¬ 
tioned,  and  of  Maurice,  Bifhop  of  Clonfert  [who  fucceeded  him  in  this  See.] 
At  laft  in  1 394  he  was  againft  his  Will  tranflated  to  Clonfert  by  Pope  Boniface 
theIXth,  [to  make  Room  for  Maurice.]  But  he  took  this  Change  fo  much  to  heart, 
that  he  negleded  to  accept  of  his  Bull  of  Tranflation  *,  and  unable  to  bear  up  a- 
gainfl  his  Grief,  fell  into  a  fit  of  Sicknefs,  which  at  laft  took  him  off. 

[. MAURICE  O-KELLET. 

[Succ.  1394.  Ob.  1407.] 


■\yf  AUR  ICE  O-Kelley ,  Bifhop  of  Clonfert ,  was  tranflated  to  this  See  in  1394, 
M  and  died  op  die  29th  of  September  1407.  While  he  fat  in  this  See,  John 
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Brit ,  a  Francifcan  Frier ?,  was  advanced  to  the  See  of  Ena^hdune  upon  the  death 
of  Henry  Twillow,  Bifhop  thereof,  on  the  24th  of  January  1402.  After  the 
Death  of  Maurice  the  See  of  Tuam  continued  vacant  fome  years. 

JOHN  B  ABYN  G  HE. 

[Succ.  1410.  Oh.  1411.] 

JOHN  Babynghe a,  a  Dominican  Frier,  was  advanced  to  this  See  by  the  Pope 
A.  D.  1410.  But  he  had  only  a  fhort  enjoyment  of  the  Dignity.] 

CORNELIUS , 

[Succ.  14 1 1.] 

ONE  Cornelius ,  a  Francijcan  Frier,  was  by  Pope  John  the  XXIIId  advanced 
to  the  Archbilhoprick  of  Fuam  on  the  18th  of  September  141 1  ;  and  I  find 
no  other  Account  of  him.  [  John  Camere ,  a  Francifcan  Frier  alfo,  was  advanced 
to  the  See  of  Enaghdune  b  upon  the  Death  of  Matthew ,  on  the  1 4th  of  November. 
1421.] 

JOHN  BAFERLET  [or  BARLEY] 

[Succ.  142 7.  Sed.  1436.] 

ON E  John  fucceeded  next  in  the  See  of  Fuam ,  [being  advanced  thereto  by 
the  Pope  A.  D.  1427']  and  governed  it  untill  the  year  1436,  or  thereabouts. 
I  am  of  Opinion  he  was  John  Baterley ,  an  Englijh  Dominican  Frier,  and  Doctor 
of  Divinity.  He  was  a  Man  of  great  learning  for  the  Age  he  lived  in,  and 
very  eminent  for  his  afliduity  and  elegance  in  preaching.  It  is  faidd  he  publifli- 
ed  many  Works,  which  have  perifhed  by  the  injury  of  Time.  Sir  James 
Ware  faith,  that  he  had  feen  in  the  Abbadal  Church  of  Fuamy  on  the  North  fide 
of  the  high  Altar,  the  Portrait  of  a  certain  Prelate  adorned  with  the  Pall,  and 
carved  on  a  Monument  fixed  in  the  Wall ;  which  he  thought  reprefented  this 
Prelate,  or  William  Birmingham ,  of  whom  before. 


FHOMAS  O-KELLEY. 

[Succ.  1438.  oh.  1441.] 

THOMAS  O-Kelley,  Bifhop  of  Clonfert ,  was  tranflated  tothit  See  by  a  Pa¬ 
pal  provifion  in  1438  ;  a  Man  eminent  both  for  piety  and  liberality; 
which  is  the  Chara&er  given  of  him  in  the  Annals  of  the  Priory  of  the  Ifland 
of  All-Saints.  He  died  in  1441,  having  fat  only  three  years.  [ Bernard  de  jonghe e 
maketh  him  a  Dominican  Frier,  and  placeth  his  Tranflation  to  this  See  in  the  year 
1441,  miftaking  it  for  his  Death.] 

JOHN  [deBURGO.] 

[Succ,  1441.  Oh.  1450.] 

/^\N  E  John  was  confecrated  about  the  clofe  of  the  year  1441.  [Sir  James 
Ware  declares  he  could  not  difeover  when  he  died;  and  adds,  that  fome 
called  him  John  de  Burgot  but  that  he  could  not  anfwer  for  the  Truth  of  that 
Name.  [But  both  thefe  particulars  are  cleared  up,  and  his  immediate  Succeffor 
named  by  Dudley  Firbijfe ,  an  Amanuenfis ,  whom  Sir  James  Ware  employed  in  his 
Houfe  to  tranflate  and  collect  for  him  from  the  Irijh  Manufcripts  ;  one  of  whofe 
Pieces  begins  thus,  viz.  “  This  Tranflation  beginned  was  by  Dudley  Firbijfe

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“  in  the  Houfe  of  Sir  James  JVare ,  in  CaJlle-Jlreet ,  Dublin,  6th  of  November 
“  1666” — which  was  24  Days  before  the  Death  of  the  faid  Knight.  The  An¬ 
nals  or  Tranflation,  which  he  left  behind  him,  begin  in  the  year  1443,  and  end 
in  1468.  I  fuppofe  the  Death  of  his  Patron  put  a  ftop  to  his  further  Progrefs, 
Not  knowing  from  whence  he  tranflated  thefe  Annals,  wherever  I  have  occafion 
to  quote  them,  I  mention  them  under  the  Name  of  the  Annals  of  Dudley  FirbiJJe . 
We  find  in  this  Collection  of  Annals  the  following  Words  under  the  year  1450, 
“  The  Archbifhop  of  Conaught ,  Son  to  the  Parfon,  Son  to  Mac-Johnin  Bourk , 
“  died  in  Galway”-—  And  further,  under  the  year  1451,  we  find  another  Archbifhop 
of  Tuam ,  Redmond  Birmingham ,  mentioned  in  the  following  manner  :  “  That 
“  he,  namely  John  Bourk ,  was  fucceeded  by  Redmond ,  Son  to  William  Mac-Feo - 
“  ris,  anglice ,  Birmingham ,  by  a  Provifion  from  the  Pope.  But  he  did  not  live  to 
<e  take  PofTeflion  of  the  See.  For  that  he  died  in  the  year  1451,  on  his  Journey 
“  from  Rome ,  having  obtained  the  Archbifhoprick  of  Tuam.”] 


DONAT  O-M  U  R  R  F 


[Succ.  1458.  Ob.  sire .  1484.] 

DONAT  O-Murry ,  or  Imurry,  an  Angujlin  Canon,  fucceeded  in  this  See 
by  a  Papal  Provifion  about  the  year  1458.  John  Bole ,  Archbifhop  of 
Armagh ,  on  the  14th  of  April  1461  directed  his  Monitory  Letters  to  this  Prelate, 
and  alfo  to  the  Bifhops  of  Elphin ,  Clonfert ,  Kilmacduach%  Killala  and  Achonry% 
fignifying  that  he  intended  foon  after  to  vifit  the  Province  of  Tuam\  but  it  doth  not 
appear  whether  he  did  fo  or  not.  It  is  mofl  certain  that  the  Archbifhops  of  Ar •* 
magh  Claim  a  right  of  vifitation  in  the  other  Provinces  every  7th  year.  [See  of 
this  p.  43.  44.]  Archbifhop  Donat  founded  a  College,  confifting  of  a  Warden  and 
Vicars,  in  St.  Nicholas's  Church,  at  Galway.  He  died  on  the  17th  of  January , 
as  appears  in  the  Necrology,  or  Book  of  Obits  of  the  faid  College  •,  but  nothing 
is  faid  there  on  what  year  he  died.  I  am  of  Opinion  he  died  in  1484.  [Pope 
Sixtus  the  IVth  conferred  the  Archbifhoprick  of  Tuam  by  Provifion  on  Walter 
Blake ,  who  was  afterwards  Bifhop  of  Clomnacnois ,  upon  a  Suppofition  of  a  vacancy 
by  the  Death  of  Donat.  But  the  Donation  could  take  no  effeCl,  in  regard  Donat 
was  found  to  be  then  living.  See  p.  174.] 


WILLIAM  SHIOT. 


[Succ.  .1485.  Ob.  1501.] 


WILLIAM  Shioy,  or  Joy ,  was  advanced  to  this  See  by  a  Papal  Provifion 
on  the  1 7th  of  May  1485.  He  fat  in  this  See  16  years  and  fome  months, 
and  died  on  the  28th  of  December  1501,  as  I  find  in  the  before  mentioned  Book 
of  Obits. 


PHILIP  PINSON. 

[Succ.  1503.  Ob.  cod.  am .] 

PHILIP  Pinfon ,  an  Unglijh  Frdncifcan  Frier,  Profefior  of  Divinity,  and 
Suffragan  to  Hadrian  de  Caftello-,  Cardinal  of  St.  Chryfogonus ,  then  Bifhop  of 
Hereford ,  and  afterwards  of  Bath  and  Wells  in  England,  was,  at  the  inftance  of 
King  Henry  the  Vllth,  advanced  to  the  Archbifhoprick  of  Tuam ,  at  Rome ,  on 
the  fecond  of  December  1503  ;  and  died  there  of  the  Plague  the  third  Day  after. 
The  See  of  Tuam  was  afterwards  vacant  two  years  and  fix  months. 

MAURICE  de  P  O  R  T  U. 

[Succ.  1506.  Ob.  1513.] 

ON  the  26th  of  June  1506,  Maurice  de  Portu,  alias  O-Fihely,  a  Francifcan 
Frier  was  advanced  to  the  See  of  Tuam ,  by  the  Provifion  of  Pope  J ulius 

’  a  [7]  th* 
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the  lid.  He  was  a  Man  of  excellent  learning,  was  born  in  the  County  of  Cork , 
near  Baltimore ,  a  town  celebrated  for  its  fine  Harbour  [the  antient  Seat  of  the 
O-Fihelfs  lying  in  that  Neighbourhood  ;  from  whence  he  got  the  Name,  de  Pcr- 
tu  *,  although  fome  fay  he  was  born  at  Down  in  Uljler ,  and  others,  at  Galway.  ] 
He  was  educated  at  Padua  in  Italy ,  where  he  commenced  DoCior  of  Divinity. 
\_Anthony  Wood*  gives  an  Account,  but  no  Authority  for  it,  that  he  was  inftruc- 
ted  for  fome  time  in  Grammaticals  and  Trivials,  fas  he  calls  them)  at  Oxford , 
and  not  unlikely  ( fays  he)  in  other  learning,  after  he  had  taken  on  him  the  Har 
bit  of  St.  Francis  in  the  Convent  of  the  Brotherhood  of  that  Order,  fituated  in 
the  South  Suburbs  of  Oxford.~\  But  no  Body  hath  taken  more  pains  to  recom¬ 
mend  his  Memory  to  Pofterity,  than  John  Gamers s,  who  was  alfo  a  Francifcan 
Frier,  and  a  DoCtor  of  Divinity  and  of  Arts  ■,  between  whom  there  fubfifted 
the  ftrongeft  Love  and  Friendlhip.  [“  In  the  years  following  (fays  he)  Mau- 
“  rice  a  Portu ,  a  native  of  Ireland ,  of  the  Order  of  St.  Francis ,  was  emi- 
ce  nent.  He  was  a  Man  profoundly  learned  in  Logicks,  Philofophy,  both 
44  natural  and  moral,  Metaphificks,  and  Divinity.  It  is  difficult  to  relate  with 
44  what  Humanity,  what  SanCtity  of  Manners  he  was  adorned  ?  After  he  had 
44  for  many  years  taught  the  liberal  Arts  with  Univerfal  Applaufe  in  Padua , 
44  Pope  Julius  the  lid,  for  his  fingular  Learning,  and  excellent  qualities,  ad- 
44  vanced  him  to  the  Archbiffioprick  of  <Tuam.  Being  thus  promoted  he  for- 
44  Took  Italy ,  which  was  then  opprefied  by  the  Calamities  of  War,  and  betook 
44  himfelf  to  his  See  ;  where,  loon  after  his  arrival,  he  died  fcarce  50  years 
44  old,  to  the  irreparable  Lofs  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Learning.  He  had 
44  in  his  pofTeffion  feveral  Monuments  of  his  Labours ;  but  his  untimely  death 
44  prevented  him  from  making  them  Publick.  What  an  intimate  Friendlhip 
64  was  cemented  between  him  and  me  in  his  Life-time,  may  evidently  appear 
44  from  the  Epiftolary  Correfpondence,  which  pafled  between  us  j  he  having  at 
44  feveral  times  fent  me  fix  hundred  Letters,  filled  with  Tokens  of  his  Lo^e..  So 
44  great  is  the  force  of  true  Friendlhip,  that  I  am  continually  delighted  with  rea- 
44  ding  the  Letters  of  my  Friend,  even  after  his  death.”  Thus  far  Camers.  08a- 
vian  Scott ,  a  Nobleman  of  the  City  of  Mons,  fome  time  after  the  invention  of  Prin¬ 
ting  by  fufile  Types,  retired  from  his  own  Country  to  Venice,  and  fet  up  fome 
Printing  Prelfes  at  his  own  Charge  •,  where  he  printed  a  great  Number  of  curious 
Editions,  all  marked  O.  S.  M.  being  the  initial  Letters  of  his  Name  and  Country. 
Our  Archbilhop,  who  was  there  called  Maurice  deHibernid ,  was  the  principal  Cor¬ 
rector  of  his  Prefs  i  an  Office,  which  the  greateft  and  moll  learned  Men  of 
that  Age  thought  worthy  of  their  Employment.  He  was  alfo  corrector  for 
another  Printer  at  Venice ,  called,  Benet  Locatelli.  But  this  was  before  his  ad¬ 
vancement  to  the  See  of  Tuam.  A  late  curious  writer  h  informs  us,  that  alLthe 
Editions  extant  of  Ottavian  Scott  were  from  1480  to  1498.  If  this  be  fo,  it  muft 
be  during  the  Period  that  Maurice  was  at  Venice ,  and  Corrector  for  Scott.  But 
it  is  certain,  that  his  Manual  of  Faith  was  printed  by  08 avian  Scott  in  1 509.  What 
is  meaned  by  that  writer  was  *,  that  all  the  Editions  of  Scott ,  known  to  be 
extant,  were  printed  during  that  period.] 

This  Prelate  affifted  at  the  two  firft  Seffions  of  the  Later  an  Council  in  1512. 
For  his  Name  is  to  be  feen  among  the  fubfcribing  Bilhops  who  were  prefent  at 
the  faid  Seffions  *,  as  appears  in  Binius’s  ninth  Tome  of  Councils.  The  year 
following  he  returned  into  his  own  Country,  having  firft  obtained  a  faculty  from 
the  Pope,  for  granting  certain  Indulgences  to  all  who  ffiould  hear  his  firft  Mafs 
at  Tuam.  But  he  fell  into  a  mortal  Diftemper  at  Galway ,  where  he  landed,  and 
died  on  the  25th  of  May  1513,  fcarce  fifty  years  of  Age  ;  before  he  had  the  op¬ 
portunity  of  celebrating  his  Mafs,  and  was  buried  there  in  a  Church  of  the 
Francifcans.  [The  humble  Monument  *,  under  which  he  lies,  is  yet  ffiewn  on 
the  South  Side  of  the  Choir  of  that  Convent.]  He  was  a  Prelate  in  fuch  wonder¬ 
ful  Efteem  with  fome  t  for  his  Learning,  and  other  Endowments,  that  they  gave 
him  the  Name  of,  Flos-Mundi ,  the  Flower  of  the  World.  The  Reader  may  find

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an  account  of  the  Works  he  publiftied  in  Anthony  Poffevin’s  Apparatus  Sacer 
printed  at  Cologn  in  1608,  and  in  the  Writers  of  Ireland. 


THOMAS  O-MULL  ALT. 

Succ.  1513.  Ob.  1536.] 

UP O  N  the  death  of  Maurice  de  Portu ,  Thomas  O-Mullaly ,  or  Lah,  was 
appointed  to  lucceed  him.  He  prefided  at  a  Synod  held  at  Galway  in 
1523,  at  which  (not  to  fay  any  thing  of  the  Abbats^  &c.)  Matthew  Bifhop  of 
Kitmacduach ,  Cormac ,  Bifhop  of  Achonry ,  Cornelius ,  Proftor  to  George ,  Bilhop 
of  Elphin ,  and  Padin,  Prodtor  to  Richard ,  Bifhop  of  Killala ,  afflfted.  There 
were  alfo  prefent  out  of  the  Province  of  Armagh ,  Quintin,  Bifhop  of  Clonmac- 
tiois  ;  and  out  of  the  Province  of  Ca/hell ,  Maurice ,  Bifhop  of  Kilfenora ,  and  Zfo- 
naventure ,  Bilhop  of  #0/}.  The  Canons  made  in  this  Synod  are  (for  any  thing 
I  know)  loft.  Archbifhop  Laly  died1  on  the  28th  of  yfjpn/  1536,  and  was 
buried  in  the  Prancifcan  Church  of  Galway ,  under  the  fame  Monument  with 
his  Predeceffor,  Maurice. 

CHRISTOPHER  BODEK1NE. 

[Succ.  1536.  1572.] 

CHR1STOP  HER  Bodekine ,  was  confecrated  Bifhop  of  Kilmacduach  at 
Marfeiles  in  France,  on  the  4th  of  November  1 533,  or  1534;  and  was  by 
the  Favour  of  King  Henry  the  VIII  tranflated  to  the  Archbifhoprick  of  on 

the  15th  of  February  1536;  and  at  the  fame  time  held  the  See  of  Kilmacduach, 
by  Difpenfation.  At  length  he  died  full  of  Days,  at  Tuam ,  in  1572,  the  36th 
Year  after  his  Tranflation  ;  and  his  Body  was  conveyed  to  Galway,  and  there 
buried. 

WILLIAM  LALT. 

[Succ.  1573.  Ob.  1593.) 


WILLIAM  Laly ,  or  Mull aly,  a  Native  of  the  County  of  Galway ,  [was 
educated  m  at  New-Inn,  Oxford,  where  he  took  his  Degree  of  Batchelor 
of  the  Civil-Law  on  the  3d  of  April  1555.  Returning  to  his  own  Country, 
he]  was  advanced  to  the  Deanery  of  Tuam,  [on  the  7th  of  November  1558.]  He 
was  afterwards  confecrated  Archbifhop  of  Tuam  in  April  1 573,  [being  promo¬ 
ted  to  that  See  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  14th  of  that  Month.]  He  held  n  the 
See  of  Enaghdune  together  with  the  Archbifhoprick ;  yet  not  content,  in  1584 
he  made  Application  to  Queen  Elizabeth,  and  obtained  a  Warrant  to  the  Lord 
Deputy,  Sir  John  Perrot,  for  holding  the  Bifhoprick  of  Kilmacduach ,  in  Com- 
mendam,  to  which  another  See  was  then  united,  viz.  Clonfert  %  fo  that  he  would 
then  have  held  four  Bifhopricks  in  Conaught  together.  But  the  Lord  Deputy 
flayed  his  Warrant,  and  made  Application  to  the  Queen  and  Council  of  Eng¬ 
land,  to  fuperfede  it ;  which  was  accordingly  done  :  For  upon  the  tranflation  of 
Stephen  Kerovan  from  Kilmacduach  to  Clonfert  in  1582,  the  former  of  thefe  Sees 
continued  vacant  five  Years;  and  then  Roland  Lynch  was  in  Auguft  1587,  advan¬ 
ced  to  it,  and  held  Clonfert  alfo  by  Difpenfation.]  Archbifhop  Laly  died  in

N  E  HE  Ml  A  H  DONELLAN. 

[Succ.  1595.  Refign.  1609.] 

NE  HEM  I  AH  Donellan ,  was  born  in  the  County  of  Galway ,  but  educated 
in  Cambridge .  Upon  his  return  into  his  own  Country,  he  was  for  a  time

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Coadjutor  to  Laly  in  the  Epifcopal  Office  ;  and  afterwards,  at  the  recommen¬ 
dation  of  Thomas,  Earl  of  Ormond ,  was  by  Queen  Elizabeth  appointed  his  Suc- 
ceffor  [by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  17th  of  Augujt  1595,  and  two  Days  after  was 
reftored  to  the  Temporalties.  He  alfo  held  by  difpenfation  with  this  Archbi- 
fhoprick  the  Redory  of  Kilmore,  in  the  County  of  Kilkenny,  theVicaridge  of  Caftle - 
doagh  in  the  Diocefe  of  OJfory,  and  of  Donard  in  the  Diocefe  of  Dublin.']  He  vo¬ 
luntarily  refigned  his  See  in  1 609  •,  and  a  little  after  died  at  Tuam ,  and  was  buried 
there  in  the  Cathedral. 

WILLIAM  DANIEL. 

[Succ.  1609.  Ob,  1628.] 

WILLIAM  Daniel,  or  O -Donnell,  Doftor  of  Divinity,  was  born  at  Kil¬ 
kenny,  and  was  one  of  the  firft  Fellows  of  Trinity-College,  Dublin  [That 
is,  one  of  the  firft  ele&ed  Fellows :  For  Henry  Ufsher ,  Luke  Chaloner  and  Lan¬ 
celot  Moyne ,  Mafters  of  Arts,  were  the  three  firft  Fellows  appointed  by  Queen 
Elizabeth’s  Charter,  nomine  plurium\  but  William  Daniel ,  together  with  Henry  Lee, 
and  Stephen  White,  were  the  three  firft  Scholars  of  the  Houfe  nominated  by  the  faid 
Charter,  nomine  plurium  \  and  he  was  either  the  firft  or  fecond  that  commenced 
Dodor  of  Divinity 0  in  the  faid  Univerfity.]  He  was  cenfecrated  Archbifhop  of 
Tuam,  at  Dublin,  in  St.  Patrick’s  Church,  (of  which  he  was  Treafurer,)  in  Augujl 
1609,  and  the  fame  year  was  called  into  the  Privy  Council.  [It  appears  p  that  he 
held  the  Treafurerfhip  in  Commendam.]  He  was  indeed  a  Man  of  diftinguifh- 
ed  Learning  *,  and  tranfiated  the  Book  of  Common-Prayer  out  of  the  En^lifh, 
and  the  New  Teftament  out  of  the  Greek,  into  the  Irijh  Language  ;  [the  former 
of  which  Tranflations  was  Printed  in  1608,  and  dedicated  to  the  Lord  Deputy, 
Sir  Arthur  Chichejler :  And  the  latter  [was  Printed  in  1602,  in  Quarto,  and  de¬ 
dicated  to  King  James  the  Jft  ;  the  charge  ^  of  which  was  born  by  the  Province 
of  Conaught,  and  Sir  William  Ufsher,  Clerk  of  the  Council.  It  was  afterwards  Re¬ 
printed  in  1681,  at  the  expence  of  the  Honourable  Robert  Boyle.]  He  had  alfo 
compleat  fkill  in  the  Hebrew  Tongue.  He  died  at  Tuam  on  the  nth  of  July 
1628,  and  lieth  buried  in  his  own  Cathedral,  under  the  fame  Monument  with 
his  Predeceffor  Daniel. 

RANDOLPH  BARLOW. 

[Succ,  1629.  Ob,  1637.] 

RANDOLPH  Barlow ,  Dottor  of  Divinity  of  the  Univerfity  of  Cam¬ 
bridge,  Dean  of  Chrijl -Church ,  Dublin,  and  Archdeacon  of  Meath ,  was 
confecrated  at  Droghedah ,  in  St.  Peter’s  Church,  in  April  1629,  and  held  toge¬ 
ther  his  Deanery  and  Archdeaconry  by  Difpenfation  for  a  time :  [The  Fiat r  for 
his  Promotion  to  this  See  bears  date  the  6th  of  February  1628  ;  and  it  appears 
therein,  that  he  was  indebted  for  his  advancement  to  the  zealous  recommendations 
of  the  Lord  Deputy  Falkland,  and  of  James  Ufsher ,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh.  The 
Deanery  of  Chrift-Church  was  granted  him  in  Commendam  during  Life,  and  in- 
ftrudlions  given  to  the  Lord  Deputy  to  afford  him  his  Countenance  and  Afiiftance 
in  recovering  the  Lands  and  PofTeffions,  wrongfully  detained  from  his  See.]  He 
died  at  Tuam  on  the  2 2d  of  February  1637  ( Englifh  Stile)  in  the  66th  year  of  his 
Age,  and  was  buried  there,  in  the  Cathedral  of  St.  Mary. 

RICHARD  BOYLE. 

[Succ.  1638.  Ob.  1644.] 

RICHARD  Boyle,  Dean  of  Waterford,  and  Archdeacon  of  Limerick ^  Bro¬ 
ther  to  Michael  Boyle,  Bifhop  of  Waterford,  was  promoted  to  Bifhopricks  of

Cork, 
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Cork ,  Cloyne  and  Rofs,  by  the  Favour  of  King  James  the  Ift,  and  was  confecra* 
ted-  in  November  1620.  From  thence  he  was  tranQated  to  this  See  on  the  30’th 
of  May  1638.  [In  1641  f,  foon  after  the  breaking  out  of  the  Rebellion,  this 
Prelate,  together  with  ohn  Maxwell ,  Bifhop  of  Killala ,  and  other  Proteftants  re¬ 
tired  to  Galway  for  fafety  :  But  were  in  great  danger  of  their  Lives,  when  the 
Townfmen  rofe  in  Arms  againfl  the  Garrifon  ;  had  they  not  been  preferved  by 
the  Add  refs  and  Condudt  of  the  Earl  of  Clanriccard.  [He  died  in  Cork  on  the 
19th  of  March  1644,  Englifh  Stile,  and  was  buried  in  the  Cathedral  of  St.  Fin - 
barr  [under  a  Monument,  which  he  had  erebted  for  himfelf  while  he  was  Bifhop 
of  Cork.  See  before,  p.  566.] 


JOHN  MAXWELL. 

{Succ.  1645.  Ob.  1646.] 

JOHN  Maxwell ,  a  Native  of  Scotland ,  Dobtor  of  Divinity  of  the  Univerfity 
of  Dublin,  and  Bifhop  of  Rofs  in  Scotland,  was  tranflated  to  the  Sees  of  Killala 
and  Achonry,  on  the  12th  of  October  1640  ;  and  afterwards  to  the  Archbifhoprick 
of  Fuam,  on  the  30th  of  Augufl  1645.  He  died  in  Dublin  on  the  14th  of  Fir- 
bruary  1646  ( Engli/h  Stile)  quite  fpent  with  Grief  for  the  Miferies  of  the  times  *, 
and  was  buried  there  in  Chriji -Church,  at  the  Charge  of  the  Right  Honourable 
James,  Marquifs,  afterwards  Duke  of  Ormond.  He  Was  a  Man  of  confummate 
Learning.  While  he  was  Bifhop  of  Killala,  he  was  forced  out  of  his  Epifcopal 
Palace  by  the  Rebels,  plundered  of  his  Goods,  afterwards  wounded,  and  in  o- 
ther  refpedts  mod  injurioufly  treated.  {Burnet*  gives  him  the  Charadter  “  of  a 
“  Man  of  eminent  Parts,  and  an  excellent  Preacher  ;  but  adds,  that  by  his 
“  forwardnefs  and  afpiring,  he  had  been  the  unhappy  inftrument  of  that,  which 
“  brought  on  all  the  Diforders  in  Scotland.  When  he  was  left  for  Dead  among 
the  Irijh,  he  was  preferved  by  the  Earl  of  Fhomond ,  who  palling  that  way, 
<c  took  care  of  him  to  Dublin  ;  and  that  then  his  Talent  of  preaching,  which  had 
<<  been  too  long  negledled  by  him,  was  better  employed  s  fo  that  he  preached 
«  Very  often  and  very  much  to  the  Edification  of  his  Hearers.  That  he  was  fo 
“  much  affebted  with  an  ill  piece  of  News  he  heard  concerning  the  King’s 
Affairs  in  England,  that  he  was  fome  hours  after  found  dead  in  his  Bed. 
a  That  an  unmeafured  Ambition  had  much  defaced  his  other  great  Abilities, 
“  and  excellent  Qualifications.” — But  the  extraordinary  Charadter  of  this  Pre¬ 
late,  and  his  great  Sufferings  from  the  Rebels,  for  his  firm  attachment  to  the 
Royal  Caufe,  may  be  leen  in  a  Letter  u  from  the  Marquifs  of  Ormond  to  the  King, 
dated  the  nth  of  April  1643  •,  where  the  Marquifs  concludes,  “  that  he  hath 
c«  fea]ed  his  Orthodox  Dobtrine  with  his  innocent  Blood,”  hinting  at  the  Wounds 
he  received  from  the  Rebels  as  before  mentioned.] 

SAMUEL  PULLEN. 


{Slice.  1660.  Ob.  1667.] 

SAMUEL  Pullen ,  Dobtor  of  Divinity  of  the  Univerfity  of  Dublin,  and 
Chaplain  to  James ,  Marquifs,  afterwards  Duke  of  Ormond,  Lord  Lieutenant 
of  Ireland,  was  born  at  Ripley  in  Yorkfhire  in  1598;  but  had  his  Education 
in  Pembroke ^HalK  Cambridge,  where  he  commenced  Matter  of  Arts.  Being 
invited  afterwards  into  Ireland,  he  was  made  Chancellor  of  Cafhell ,  and  Dean 
of  Clonfert.  When  the  Rebellion  broke  out  in  1641,  although  he  was  plun¬ 
dered  of  all  his  Goods  at  Caftoell ,  where  he  then  lived  j  yet  he  was  received  with 
great  Humanity,  entertained  and  protebted  by  James  Saul,  a  Jefuit,  for  the  fpace 
of  three  Months.  Being  drove  from  thence  by  the  Rebels,  he  firft  betook  him¬ 
felf  to  Dublin,  and  afterwards  returned  into  England  *,  where  he  was  fupported 
by  the  Bounty  and  Liberality  of  the  Earl  of  Oxford ,  whofe  Chaplain  he  had 
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been  *,  [and  here  in  his  turn  had  the  good  fortune  to  be  ferviceable  to  Dr.  Saul 
For  in  the  times  of  Ufurpation,  the  Countefs  of  Oxford ,  who  was  of  the  Religion 
then  in  fafhion,  perfwaded  Dr.  Pullen  to  go  with  her  to  hear  a  Shoemaker  Preach, 
who  was  noted  for  bis  Talents  that  way.  The  Countefs  invited  the  Preacher 
home  to  Dinner.  He  fell  into  Difpute  with  the  Dean,  who  finding  that  his  Anta- 
oonift  had  fkill  in  the  Languages,  afked  him  how  he  came  by  that  Knowledge. 
The  Shoemaker  replied  ;  that  he  had  it  by  the  Spirit.  But  the  Dean  told  him  he 
knew  to  the  contrary  •,  gave  him  thanks  for  preferving  his  life  in  Ireland ,  told  him 
he  was  Mr.  Saul ,  and  that  he  would  take  care  to  return  the  Favour  he  had  done 
him,  and  preferve  his  life.  Accordingly  he  engaged  the  Earl  and  the  Countefs 
in  his  behalf ;  and  all  the  Punifhment  he  received  was,  to  be  obliged  to  quit 
thofe  Parts.]  Upon  the  happy  Reftoration  of  King  Charles  the  lid  to  his  Do¬ 
minions,  he  was,  by  the  Recommendation  of  the  moft  Illuflrious  Duke  of  Orr 
mond ,  promoted  to  this  Archbilhoprick  [by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  19th  of 
January  1660,]  and  confecrated  in  St.  Patricks,  Dublin,  on  the  27th  of  that 
Month,  [by  John ,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh  *,  affifted  by  the  Bifhops  of  Raphoe , 
Kilmore ,  Ojfory ,  and  Clogher  ;]  and  he  alfo  held  the  Bifhoprick  of  Kilfenora  in 
Commendam  with  the  Archbifhoprick  of  luam  [which  two  Sees  have  ever  fince 
gone  together.  He  died  in  1667. 

JOHN  PARKER. 

[ Succ .  1667.  Rejig.  1678.] 

JOHN  Parker ,  was  tranflated  from  Elphin  to  this  Archiepifcopal  See,  on  the 
9th  of  Augujl  i66y  ;  and  from  thence  to  Dublin  on  the  28th  of  February  1678. 
See  before  p.  357,  and  under  the  Bifhops  of  Elphin. 

JOHN  V  E  S  E  T. 

[Succ.  1678.  Ob.  1716.] 

JOHN  Vefey,  Dodor  of  Divinity,  and  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  Univerfity  of 
Dublin ,  was  Tranflated  from  Limerick  to  this  See,  by  Letters  Patent,  dated 
the  1 8th  of  March  1678,  (' Englifh  Stile)  which  he  held  together  with  the  Quart* 
pars  Archiepifcopalis ,  or  the  fourth  part  of  the  Revenues  of  every  Clergyman  in 
his  Diocefe,  payable  to  him.  He  was  alfo  called  into  the  Privy- Council.  He 
was  forced  to  fly  his  Country,  and  his  Fortunes  in  the  rigorous  times  of  the  Lord 
Tirconnel* s  Government ;  but  found  a  fafe  and  commodious  Place  of  retreat  in 
London ,  where  he  ferved  a  Ledurerfhip  at  the  Sallary  of  fourty  Pounds  per. 
Annum  He  lived  to  be  three  times  one  of  the  Lords  Juftices  of  Ireland  (viz.) 
in  1712,  in  Commiffion  with  Sir  Conftantine  Phips ,  Lord  Chancellor  of  Ireland ; 
in  1714,  in  Commiffion  with  Dr.  Thomas  Lindfay ,  Lord  Primate  of  Ireland ,  and 
Sir  Conftantine  Phips ;  and  the  fame  year  in  Commiffion  with  Robert  Fitz-Gerald , 
Earl  of  Kildare ,  and  Dodor  William  King ,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin.  He  died  on 
the  28th  of  March  1716,  ("having  lived  to  fee  his  eldefl  Son,  Sir  Thomas  Vefey , 
Baronet,  fucceffively  Bifhop  of  Killaloe  and  Ojfory)  and  was  buried  at  Holy-Mount 9 
his  Place  of  Refidence.  He  bequeathed  by  his  Will  *  five  Pounds  to  the  Poor 
of  the  Parifh  of  Holy-Mount ,  five  Pounds  to  the  Parifh  of  Tuam ,  and  as  much 
to  the  Poor  of  St.  Peter's  Parifh,  Dublin ;  in  Cafe  he  died  in  the  faid  Pariftn 
He  alfo  bequeathed,  that  whatever  fhould  arife  from  his  Subfcriptions  in  the  In- 
furance-Office,  Dublin ,  fhould  be  applied  towards  the  Maintenance  of  twenty 
Boys  and  ten  Girls,  in  a  Charity-School  intended  to  be  ereded  at  Holy-Mount. 
He  direded  four  hundred  Pounds  to  be  laid  out  by  his  Executors  in  a  purchafe  of 
Lands  or  Tyths  from  the  GEconomy  of  the  Cathedral  of  Tuam  ;  which  when 
purchafed,  he  direded  fhould  be  conveyed  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Tuam  *, 
but  fubjed  to  the  Vifitation  of  the  Archbifhop  ;  and  he  gives  to  the  Dean  and 
Chapter  for  ufe  of  the  CEconomy  the  impropriated  Tyths,  of  the  Lands  of  Dub - 
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dowlagh ,  and  Ballyglafs ,  in  the  County  of  Gtlway  ;  in  his  life  time  he  gave  twenty 
Pounds  to  provide  a  new  Mace  for  the  College  of  Dublin.  Tn  a  Parliament 
held  at  Dublin  in  the  eighth  Year  of  King  William  the  IUd,  there  was  an  at¬ 
tempt  made  to  remove  the  Archiepifcopal  See  from  Tuam  to  Galway ,  but  iitfelf 
to  the  Ground.  See  before  p.  516. 


EDWARD  SINGE . 

[Succ*  1716.} 


EDWARD  SINGE  was  tranllated  from  Raphoe  fo  this  See,  by  Let¬ 
ters  Patent  dated  the  8th  of  June  1J16.  He  voluntarily  gave  up  the  Quar¬ 
ter  Archiepifcopal  Parts,  which  his  Predeceffors  had  enjoyed  for  a  long  time.. 
The  curious  Reader  may  be  defirous  of  knowing  fomething  of  the  Hiftory  of 
this  §>uarta  Epifcopalis  pars.  It  was  originally  that  Portion  of  Oblations,  which 
before  the  Inftitution  of  Parilhes,  was  referved  to  the  Bifhop  for  his  Maintenance  5 
the  other  three  parts  being  employed  for  the  Support  of  the  inferior  Clergy,  the 
repairing  the  Fabricks  of  Churches,  and  the  Suftenance  of  the  Poor.  After  the 
inftitution  of  Parilhes,  the  Tyths  were  diftributed  for  a  time  in  the  fame  way. 
But  when  Bilhopricks  came  to  be  endowed  with  Lands  and  other  firm  Poffeffions, 
then  the  Bilhops  (to  encourage  a  quick  Foundation  of  Churches,  and  toeftablilh. 
a  better  Provifion  for  the  refiding  Clergy)  did  i  tacitely  recede  from  their  Quarter 
Part ;  and  were  afterwards  by  Canons  and  Decrees  of  Popes  forbid  to  demand  it, 
if  they  could  live  without  it :  So  that  the  Divilion  came  then  to  be  only  into  three 
Parts,  and  every  Prieft  was  the  Receiver  and  Diftributer,  as  the  Bilhop  had  been 
before  ;  {landing  obliged  to  expend  one  part  o,n  the  raifing,  fupporting,  and  ador¬ 
ning  his  Church  and  Manfe,  another  part  upon  entertaining  Strangers,  and  relie¬ 
ving  the  Poor,  and  a  third  lor  his  own  Occafions.  Yet  fome  Foot- Heps  of  this 
Quarter  Divifion  do  long  after  appear,  and  the  Pope  often  took  upon  him  to  dif- 
penfe  with  the  Canons,  and  Adis  of  his  Predeceffors,  and  to  annex  the  Quarter 
Parts  to  fuch  Bilhopricks  as  were  poor  •,  or  to  give  them  to  fuch  Bilhops,  whom 
he  had  a  mind  to  favour.  Thus  about  the  year  1 1 85  z  Pope  Urban  the  IUd  ap¬ 
pointed  this  Dividend  to  Baldwin ,  Archbilhop  of  Canterbury ,  in  the  Altarage  of 
Hackington ,  near  Canterbury.  Mandamus ,  &c.  “  We  command,  that  after  the 
“  fourth  part  of  the  Oblations,  made  at  the  Shrine  of  St.  ‘Thomas  the  Martyr* 
te  are  given  to  the  Monks,  another  fourth  Part  layed  out  on  the  Fabrick  of  the 
“  Church,  another  fourth  part  diftributed  to  the  Poor,  that  then  we  give  you 
“  liberty  to  bellow  the  other  fourth  part  to  other  good  Ufes,  according  to  your 
“  Pleafure.”  We  fee  a  nearer  Inftance  of  this  in  the  Life  of  Chri(Han  O-Mor- 
gair ,  Bilhop  of  Clogher ,  “  that  Malachy ,  Brother  to  that  Bilhop,  obtained  a 
“  Grant  from  Pope  Innocent  the  lid  ;  that  the  Quarter  Epifcopals,  through  all 
“  Ergal,  lhould  be  given  to  the  Bilhop  of  Clogher .”  In  the  fame  manner,  we 
may  fuppofe,  the  Archbilhop  of  Tuam,  and  the  reft  of  his  Suffragan  Bilhops, 
originally  became  intitled  to  this  Portion  in  their  refpedlive  Bilhopricks,  to  make 
up  a  fufficient  Revenue  to  fupport  the  Dignity  of  their  Places. 

The  Conaught  Clergy  were  more  poorly  provided  lor  than  in  any  other  part  of 
the  Kingdom  ;  which  was  partly  occafioned  by  Lay  Impropriations,  partly  for 
want  of  a  fettled  Form  of  Tything,  and  partly  by  the  Quarter  Epifcopals;  which 
gave  the  Bilhops  a  fourth  part  of  the  Tyths  of  moll  of  the  Parilhes  in  their  Dio- 
cefcs  ;  which,  with  the  Impropriator’s  Right  to  two  parts,  left  the  Clergy  but  a 
fourth,  and  amounted  but  to  a  poor  and  miferable  Support.  The  Bilhops  of  that 
Province  were  not  much  better  provided  for  ;  and  without  the  Quarter  Epifco¬ 
pals  would  have  been  in  as  mean  a  Condition  as  the  reft  of  the  Clergy.  They 
were  reduced  to  a  fcandalous  Degree  of  Poverty  by  the  Improvidence  of  their  Pre* 
deceffors,  who  from  time  to  time  made  Fee-Farm,  and  other  long  Leafes  of  their 
Revenue*  „referving  only  inconfiderable  Chiefries  TheArchbilhoprick  of  Tuam> 
for  inftance,  was  reduced  to  160I.  per  Annum ,  and  others  proportionably  low. 
A.  D.  1 636  Randolph,  Archbilhop  of  Tuam ,  Edward ,  Bilhop  of  Elphin ,  Robert ,

Bifhop  of  Clonfert  and  Kilmacduach ,  and  Archibald ,  Bifhop  of  Killala  and  Ackers 
ry ,  jointly  petitioned  King  Charles  the  firft  for  a  Remedy  to  this  Evil.  cc  They 
“  fet  forth  his  Majefty’s  Intentions  of  making  a  Plantation  in  Conaught ,  fuefoas 
“  King  James  the  firft  had  made  in  Ulfter ,  and  of  providing  competent  Means 
<c  for  an  abler  Clergy,  and  of  his  purpofe  to  lay  to  the  refident  Incumbents,  be- 
<c  fides  new  Glebes,  the  Bifhops  Quarter  of  parochial  Tyths  •,  they  prayed  the 
<c  King  to  grant  them  fuch  Lands  as  they  could  by  good  Proof,  or  ftrong  Proba- 
“  bility  fhew  to  have  belonged  to  their  Sees  •,  the  greateft  part  whereof  they  al- 
“  ledged  to  be  in  the  Hands  of  the  Natives,  who  challenged  the  Inheritance  to 
“  themfelves,  and  allowed  the  Church  only  a  fmall  Chiefry,  or  Black  Rent. 
*  They  prayed  him  to  reftore  to  the  Church  fuch  Lands  as  had  got  into  the  Hands 
“  of  his  Farmers,  partly  under  Colour  of  Abby-Lands,  partly  of  Efcheats  of 
<e  Rebels,  who  were  found  by  Offices  to  have  died  feized  of  them  as  of  Fee, 
C£  although,  they  were  only  the  Bifhops  Tenants  of  them.  They  prayed  a  Com- 
“  million  to  feleCt  CommifTioners  to  call  before  them  all  their  Tenants,  who  by 
ec  long  Leafes  or  Fee-Farms  made  by  their  improvident  PredecefTors,  enjoyed 
“  their  Lands  at  very  low  and  unvaluable  Rents,  and  to  conftrain  them  to  take 
“  new  Leafes  at  more  proportionable  Rents,  to  the  end  that  they  may  be  enabled 
“  to  maintain  themfelves  with  their  own  Lands,  without  their  Epifcopal  Quarter 
<c  Parts  of  Tyths,  any  great  Addition  of  Charge  to  the  King,  or  the  plurality 
“  of  Commendams.  They  prayed  that  the  Commiffioners  might  be  armed  with 
<c  a  power  to  call  before  them  all  Impropriators,  oblige  them  to  produce  their 
“  Titles  and  Patents,  and  that  finding  an  unjuft  Ufurpation  into  any  Prebends, 
“  Rectories  or  Vicaridges,  either  not  within  their  Patents,  or  not  within  the 
“  Inquifitions,  whereon  their  Patents  were  grounded,  or  not  within  the  King’s 
<e  Letters,  to  certify  the  fame  to  the  Lord  Deputy  and  Council,  that  Reftitution 
“  may  be  made  to  the  Church  according  to  Equity.  Laftly  they  prayed,  that 
“  where  the  before  mentioned  ways  fhould  fall  fhort  of  recompencing  the  Quarter 
“  part  of  Tyths,  or  of  readvancing  the  laid  Sees  to  a  fitting  Eflate  of  yearly 
“  Means,  that  the  King  would  make  fuch  Addition  of  Lands  and  Revenues  out  of 
<c  his  Royal  Store,  as  to  him  fhould  feem  proper,  and  that  he  would  adorn  them 
<c  with  CourtsLeet  and  Baron,  as  King  James  had  done  upon  hisDonations  in  Uljler. 

This  Petition,  upon  the  warm  recommendation  of  the  Lord  Deputy  Wentworth , 
met  with  a  favourable  reception.  The  King  tc  enabled  the  Lord  Deputy  to 
ei  iffue  fuch  Com  million  as  was  prayed  for,  to  treat  with  the  Archbifhop  and 
“  Bifhops  for  an  Exchange  of  their  Quarter  Epifcopals  to  be  fettled  on  the  re- 
“  fident  Clergy,  to  impower  the  Commiffioners  to  call  the  Impropriators  before 
“  them,  to  examine  upon  Oath  or  otherwife,  whether  fuch  impropriations  were 
tc  granted  by  the  Crown,  or  intruded  into  in  the  Times  of  Rebellion,  to  treat 
“  for  the  fettlement  of  the  faid  impropriations  on  the  Church  for  a  moderate 
“  Compenfation,  or  to  draw  the  impropriators  to  a  congruous  contribution  to- 
“  wards  the  fupport  of  the  Clergy  ;  and  ordered  Reftitution  to  be  made,  where 
manifeft  Ufurpations  appeared.  He  commanded  the  Lord  Deputy  to  fettle  the 
ce  Bifhops  of  Conaught  in  fuch  an  Eftate,  as  to  enable  them  to  maintain  their  Dig- 
te  nity,  and  preferve  them  from  Contempt,  as  well  by  giving  power  to  the 
<c  Commiffioners  to  call  before  them  all  fuch  LefTees  to  the  faid  feveral  Sees,  as 
<c  held  Fee  Farms,  or  long  Leafes  at  fmall  and  unvaluable  rents,  and  to  com- 
“  pound  with  them  upon  fair  and  moderate  Terms,  and  to  grant  to  the  faid 
“  Archbifhop  and  Bifhops  refpeftively  fuch  Lands,  out  of  which  they  have 
“  had  certainty  of  Rents  and  Refections,  and  for  which  the  Deputy  fhould 
“  find  ftrong  probability  that  they  have  been  the  antient  inheritance  of  their 
“  Sees.  The  King  alfo  directed,  that  where  the  Deputy  found  the  Reftitution  of 
<c  Lands  and  Improvement  of  Rents  were  not  fufficient  to  ballance  the  Quar~ 
“  ter  Epifcopals,  or  to  maintain  the  Dignity  of  an  Archbifhop  or  Bifhop  ;  that 
c<  he  fhould  make  an  Addition  out  of  his  Efcheated  Lands,  referring  fuch  rents 
“  as  other  Planters  and  Undertakers  fhould  pay  for  the  like  proportions;  and 
“  as  to  ufurped  Appropriations,  the  King  direded  that  they  fhould  be  fet- 
<e  tied  on  the  Church,  referving  the  Rents  found  upon  furvev  ;  and  if  there 
“  were  no.  furvey,  fuch  as  fhould  be  found  by  inquifition,  and  that  upon

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“  the  Execution  of  the  power  fo  granted,  the  Tax  of  all  ecclefiaftical  benefices 
ts  fhould  be  perfefted.” 

The  Lord  Deputy  thus  armed,  iflued  Commifiions,  and  had  proper  inquifi- 
tions  taken  •,  by  which  it  appeared,  that  many  Fee  Farms,  formerly  made  by 
the  Bifhops,  had  been  forfeited  by  Rebellion,  or  the  Proprietor’s  Titles  to  them 
defeftive  in  Law  ;  upon  which  they  were  feized  and  reftored  to  the  refpeftive 
Sees  ;  under  a  Condition,  that  the  Bifhops  enjoying  the  Benefit  of  fuch  Reftitu- 
tions,  fliould  refign  the  Quanta  pars  to  the  inferiour  Clergy  :  An  exchange  advan¬ 
tageous  to  both.  Accordingly  the  Bifhops  of  Elphin  and  Killala  refigned  all 
their  Pretenfionsto  the  Quart  a  pars,  and  the  fame  was  fettled  upon  the  Clergy,  and 
enjoyed  by  them  ever  fince.  Whether  it  happened  from  a  deficiency  in  the  E- 
quivalent,  or  from  what  other  caufe  I  know  not •,  but  the  Bifhop  of  Clenfert  ft  ill 
continued  to  hold  the  Quarta  pars ,  and  his  SuccefTors  enjoy  it  to  this  Day.  The 
Archbifhop  of  ‘Tuam ,  as  his  Suffragans  of  Elphin  and  Killala  had  done,  made 
alfo  his  Refignation  •,  which  was  forwarded  to  Dublin  :  But  the  Rebellion  of  1641 
breaking  out  juft  at  that  Juncture,  it  mifcarried  on  the  Road,  and  nothing  farther 
was  done  in  it. 

Upon  the  Reftoration,  Samuel  Pullen ,  an  old  Man,  and  a  great  fufferer  for 
the  Royal  Caufe,  being  promoted  to  the  See  of  T’uam ,  the  Quart  a  pars  came 
under  confideration  :  But  on  Account  of  his  great  Age  and  merit,  it  was  agreed 
he  fhould  enjoy  it  during  his  incumbency  ;  which  they  concluded  could  not  be 
long.  His  Succeffor,  Archbifhop  Parker ,  had  likewife  the  fame  J*lea  ;  and  he 
alfo  enjoyed  it.  John  Vefey ,  Bifhop  of  Limerick ,  being  tranflated  to  this  See  in 
the  latter  end  of  the  year  1678,  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocefe  of  Tuam  petitioned 
the  Lord  Lieutenant  and  Council,  fetting  forth,  “  their  equitable  Right  to  the 
<c  Quanta  pars  ;  that  the  Archbifhop  of  Tuam  in  the  year  1641  had  made  a 
“  Refignation  of  it,  as  well  as  his  Suffragans  of  Elphin  and  Killala ,  and  had  an 
“  Equivalent  allotted  him  of  much  greater  Value  than  the  Quart  a  pars.  They 
fhewed  ;  that  the  Difpofitions  made  by  the  Earl  of  Strafford ,  in  favour  of  the 
Church,  were  confirmed  by  the  Aft  of  Settlement,  that  hitherto  they  were  de¬ 
prived  of  the  Benefit  thereof  by  the  Power  and  Intereft  of  the  Archbifhops,  and 
the  Countenance  fhewed  them  by  the  Government.  The  Petition  was  favourably 
received.  Archbifhop  Vefey ,  alarmed  at  this  Proceeding,  haftned  down  to  his 
Diocefe.  He  convened  the  Clergy  together,  and  fo  effeftually  prevailed  on  them^ 
that  they  recalled  their  Agent,  dropped  their  Petition,  and  came  to  a  Compromife 
onthefe  Terms.  The  Wardenfhip  of  Galway  was  enjoyed  by  a  very  old  Man,'  Doc  - 
tor  Vaughan ,  Brother  to  the  Lord  Chief  Juftice.  He  engaged  to  procure  that  Be¬ 
nefice  in  Commendam  from  the  Government ;  when  it  fhould  become  void  ;  and 
then  promifed  Chearfully  to  refign  the  Quanta  pars.  The  Wardenfhip  foon  be¬ 
came  void  ;  he  procured  a  Commendatory  grant  of  it,  and  yet  the  Clergy  did 
not  get  the  expefted  Reftitution  of  the  Quanta  pars.  By  his  Addrefs  and  Art¬ 
ful  Conduft  he  engaged  his  Clergy  in  a  new  Treaty,  and  procured  their  Con- 
fentthat  he  fhould  enjoy  the  Quanta  pars  during  his  incumbency,  which  con¬ 
tinued  thirty  four  years  after. 

Archbifhop  died  on  the  2  8th  of  March  1716,  and  was  fucceeded  in  lefs  thari 
three  months  after  by  the  prefent  Archbifhop  ;  who  at  the  meeting  of  the  next 
Parliament  after  his  confecration  took  care  to  have  an  aft  paired  in  1717,  for 
diverting  his  See  for  ever  of  the  faid  Quanta,  pars ,  and  for  fettling  the  fame  on 
fuch  Reftors,  Vicars  or  Curates  as  do  perfonally  difeharge  the  refpeftive  Cures 
within  the  Diocefes  of  <Tuam  and  Enaghdune ,  The  Aft  mentions  the  Agreement 
generally  fuppofed  to  have  been  made  between  the  Government  and  the  Arch¬ 
bifhop  of  Luam,  relating  to  the  hid  Quarta  pars,  before  the  Rebellion  of  1641  s 
and  that  there  was  very  probable  evidence  remaining  of  it.  He  alfo  procured  a 
Claufe  in  the  faid  Aft  to  enable  him  to  demife  a  fhare  of  the  Demefne  Lands 
of  the  Archbifhoprick,  in  the  fame  manner  as  he  by  Law  could  demife  other 
Lands,  not  demefne,  belonging  thereto,  at  the  Rent  of  three  fourths  of  the  full 
yearly  Value. - Of  the  Writings  of  this  Prelate,  fee  among  the  Writers  of 
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[There  is  no  ‘valuation  oj  this  See  in  the  King's  Books  nor  is  it  fo  much  as 
mentioned  in  them.] 

THERE  are  no  Accounts,  that  I  know  of,  to  be  depended  upon,  con¬ 
cerning  the  time  of  the  Foundation  of  the  Epifcopal  See  of  Fenabore ,  or 
(as  it  is  commonly  called,)  Kilfenoragh ,  or  who  was  the  firft  Bifhop  of  it : 
Yet  fome  poflibly  may  think,  that  St.  Fachnan ,  to  whofe  Memory  the  Cathedral 
is  dedicated,  was  the  firft  Founder  of  this  Bifhoprick*  But  I  muft  leave  the  in¬ 
quiry  of  this  to  others.  As  this  See  is  the  leaft  in  all  Ireland ,  fo  it  was  always 
reckoned  among  the  pooreft ;  having  only  1 3  Parifhes  fubjedt  to  it.  I  have  found 
fo  few  Memoirs  of  the  Bilhops  of  it,  that  I  am  under  a  neceffity  of  owning,  that 
the  following  Catalogue  of  them  is  very  lame  and  imperfedh  This  See,  in  the 
Book  of  valuations  of  the  Apoftolick  Chamber,  publifhed  by  Centius  Camerari- 
us  fwho  was  afterwards  Pope  Honorius  the  Illd,)  is  called ,Cellumabracb.  [In  the 
antient  Diftribution  of  the  Bilhopricks  of  Ireland ,  made  by  Cardinal  Paparo  in 
1 152,  it  was  made  a  Suffragan  See  to  the  Archbilhoprick  of  Cafhell :  But  ever 
fince  the  Reftoration  of  King  Charles  the  I  Id  it  hath  been  annexed  to  the  Arch- 
bifhoprick  of  Fiiam .]  a  It  is  fituated  in  the  County  of  Clare ,  antiently  called 
Tuotnond ,  in  the  Barony  of  Corcumroe ,  which  is  wafhed  by  the  IVeJlern  Ocean. 
John  Clynn ,  in  his  Divifion  of  the  Epifcopal  Sees,  at  the  End  of  his  Annals,  fays, 
that  the  Bifhop  of  this  See  was  alfo  called,  Epifcopus  Corcumrothenfis>  Bifhop  of 
Corcumroe ,  [and  fo  it  is  in  the  Annals  of  Inisfall. ] 

ONE  Chrijlian ,  Bilhop  of  Kilfenoragh ,  died  in  1254,  and  was  buried  at  Lime- 
rick ,  in  the  Conventual  Church  of  the  Dominicans. 

HEN  R  T  [rather  M  A  U  R  1  C  E.l 

[Succ.  1265.  Ob.  1273.] 

ON  E  Hemy  being  confecrated  Bifhop  of  Kilfenoragh  was  confirmed  by  the 
Royal  Affent  on  the  12th  of  February  1265  ( Engli/h  Stile.)  [But  the  publick 
Records  call  this  Prelate,  Maurice.  For  it  was  this  year  that  the  Bifhoprick  of 
Kilfenoragh  tailing  void,  the  Canons  obtained  a  Conge  de  Eflier ,  and  eledted  1 Mau¬ 
rice,  who  was  confirmed  and  confecrated  by  his  Metropolitan,  before  his  Eledtion 
was  certified  to  the  King  for  his  Approbation,  and  a  Warrant  obtained  for  his 
ConFecration,  as  regularly  ought  to  have  been  done.  The  King  pardoned  the 
o  ilion  to  the  Bifhop,  and  iffued  his  Writ b  to  the  Efcheator,  to  reftore  him  to 
the  Temporalties,  dated  the  12th  of  February  12 65,  upon  his  fwearing  Fealty  : 
But  he  diredfed  the  Efcheator  to  take  an  acknowledgment  from  the  Chapter  by  I  et- 
ters  Patent  not  to  draw  the  omiffion  into  example,  to  the  prejudice  of  his  Preroga¬ 
tive.  In  other  Letters  Patent  ‘  this  Prelate  is  alfo  called  Maurice .]  He  died  in  1273.

[Succ.  1273.  cb.  1281.] 


XJ 'LORE  N C  E  O-Pigernach,  Abbat  of  Kilfane ,  or  Kiljonna ,  [in  the  County 
r  of  Limerick]  of  the  Cijlertian  Order,  was  ele&ed  Bifhop  of  Kilfenoragh,  and 
obtained  the  Royal  Affent  on  the  18th  of  September  1273.  [The  Conge  de  EJlier 
had  iffued,  at  the  Petition  of  the  Dean  and  Chapter,  on  the  14th  of  July  before  ; 
and  on  the  8th  ol  October  following  a  Mandate  d  went  to  the  Archbifhop  of  Ca- 
Jhell  to  corfecrate  this  Prelate,  and  prefently  after  a  Writ  iffued  for  his  Reftitufion 
to  the  Temporalties  ;  but  clogged  with  a  Condition,  that  he  firfi:  fent  his  Proftor 
into  England  to  fwear  Fealty  in  his  Name.  The  Bifhop  delayed  complying  with 
this  Condition  •,  and  was  afterwards  obliged  to  fue  out  another  Writ  c  of  Refti* 
tution,  dated  the  30th  of  November  1274.]  He  died  in  1281. 

One  Charles ,  Dean  of  Kilfenoragh  was  upon  his  Election  confirmed  by  the  King, 
on  the  8th  of  September  1281  *,  [and  the  fame  Day  his  Writ  of  Reftitution  to  the 
Temporalties  iffued.] 


C  O  N  G  A  L  O-Loghlan,  called  Bifhop  of  Corcumroe  in  the  Annals  of  Lough - 
kee,  died  A.  D.  1300  i  and  left  a  good  Character  behind  him  for  Integrity  and 
Probity.

SIMON  O-Currin ,  who  fucceeded,  died  in  1303,  and  was  buried  at  Lime¬ 
rick  in  the  Conventual  Church  of  the  Dominicans. 


,  MAURICE  O-BRIEN. 

[Succ.  1303.  Ob,  1321,] 

MAURICE  O-Brien ,  Dean  of  Kilfenoragh ,  was  upon  the  Death  of  Bifhop 
O  Currin ,  appointed  his  Succeffor,  and  was  confirmed  by  King  Edward 
the  Ift,  on  the  8th  of  October  1303.  He  fat  in  this  See  18  years,  and  was  buried 
at  Limerick  in  the  conventual  Church  of  the  Dominicans  before  mentioned. 

[Before  the  diffolution  of  Religious  Houfes,  there  was  an  Infcription  in  Monkijh 
Rhime  fixed  near  the  Place  where  this  Prelate,  and  his  Predeceffors,  Simon  O-Cur - 
rin,  and  Chrijlian ,  as  alfo  Hubert  de  Burgh ,  Bifhop  of  Limerick ,  Donald  O  Ken¬ 
nedy,  and  Matthew  O-Ho^ain,  Bifhops  of  Killaloe ,  were  interred.  The  Verfes 
were  tranferibed  into  the  Calendar  of  the  Dominicans  at  Limerick  ;  out  of 
which,  being  a  fingular  Specimen  of  the  Choice  Poetry  of  that  Age,  I  fhall 
prefent  them  to  the  Reader,  viz.

JOHN  Clynn  relates  in  his  Annals,  t£  that  a  Bifhop  of  Kilfenoragh  was  confe- 
“  crated  at  JVaterfor don  Palm- Sunday  1323.”  (See before  p.  532.  554.)  But 
he  is  filent  as  to  his  Name.  Perhaps  it  was  this  Richard  O-Loghlain ,  who  died 
on  the  3d  of  February  1359.  But  I  leave  the  doubt  to  be  cleared  up  by  others. 

P  A  T  R  I  C  K. 

[Sed  1394.] 

ON  E  Patrick ,  Bifhop  of  Kilfenoragh ,  took  the  Oath  of  Fealty  to  King  Richard 
the  lid,  in  the  Dominican  Monaftery  at  Droghedah  on  the  16th  of  March 
1394,  ( Englijh  Stile.)  I  do  not  find  the  leaft  mention  made  of  any  of  his 
SuccefTors,  either  in  the  publick  Records,  or  Irijh  Hiftories,  for  very  many  years 
after. 

DENNIS  O-Cane ,  or  O-Cahan  refigned  in  1491. 

MAURICE  O-BRIEN. 

[Succ.  1491.] 

MAURICE  O-Brien ,  Canon  of  Killaloe ,  a  Prelate  of  noble  Birth  both  by 
Father  and  Mother,  fucceeded  by  Papal  Provifion  on  the  31ft  of  Decem¬ 
ber  in  the  fame  Year  that  O-Cahan  refigned,  or,  as  fome  fay,  on  the  26th  of  Auguft 
in  the  following  Year.  One  Maurice  was  Bifhop  of  Kilfenoragh  in  1523.  I  do 
not  know  whether  it  was  this  Maurice  O-Brien. 

JOHN  0-H  I  N  A  L  A  N. 

'  [Sed.  1552.] 

JOHN  O-Hinalan ,  was  Bifhop  of  Kilfenoragh  on  the  16th  ok  May  1552  :  But  I 
have  not  yet  difcovered  either  the  time  of  his  Confecration  or  Death.  One 
John  was  Bifhop  of  Kilfenoragh  A.  D.  1 570  ;  I  do  not  know  whether  it  was  John 
O-Hinalan. 
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N  E  Daniel ,  eled  Bifhop  of  Kilfenoragh ,  was  a  Subfcriber  to  an  Indenture  <jf 
Compofition  for  the  County  of  Clare  on  the  17th  of  Auguft  1585  *,  [by 
which,  inftead  of  Cefs,  *  Cuttings,  and  other  incertain  Exa&ions,  the  Inhabitants 
of  Tuomond  agreed  to  pay  ten  Shillings  a  Year  out  of  every  Quarter  of  Land, 
containing  one  hundred  and  twenty  Acres,  befides  a  certain  Number  of  Soldiers 
amongft  them  at  every  rifing  out.  Tuomond  was  by  Inquifition  found  to  contain 
twelve  hundred  fifty  nine  Plough-Lands,  and  agreed  to  pay  543  1.  10  s.  a  year, 
and  to  find  two  hundred  Foot  and  fourty  Horfe  armed  at  all  Hoftings  in  Tuomond^ 
and  fifteen  Horfe  and  fifty  Foot  at  all  general  Hoftings,  with  competent  Carria¬ 
ges  and  Victuals.  This  is  the  Account  Sir  Richard  Cox f,  out  of  a  Manufcript  id 
the  Lambeth  Library,  gives  us.]  The  See  was  vacant  on  the  2d  of  December 
1 602 j  perhaps  by  the  Death  of  this  Bifhop. 

BERNARD  ADAMS : 

{Suu.  1606.  Rejign.  1617.] 

R  N  A  R  D  Adams ,  was  confecrated  Bilhop  of  Limerick  [in  April]  i6@4, 
1 J  and  together  with  the  See  of  Limerick  held  this  of  Kilfenoragh  by  Difpenfation, 
from  the  year  1606,  to  the  year  1617,  in  which  he  refigned  it.  [See  bciore, 

p.  5*3-1 

O  H  N  S  T  E  E  R  E. 

[« Succ .  1617.  Rejign.  1622.] 

UPON  the  Refignation  of  Bifhop  Adams ,  John  Steere,  Mafter  of  Arts,  was 
appointed  to  fucceed ;  and  was  confecrated  in  1617.  He  was  tranflated  to 
Ardfert  on  the  20th  of  July  1622.  [See  before  p.  523] 

WILLIAM  murrat. 

[Succ.  1622.  Rejign .  1627.] 

WILLIAM  Murray ,  Do&or  of  Divinity,  was  confecrated  Bifhop  of  Kilfe - 
noragh ,  in  St.  Patrick's  Church,  Dublin ,  on  the  18  th  of  December  1622,  by 
Lancelot ,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  James ,  Bifhop  of  Meath ,  and  Roland ,  Bifhop 
of  Clonfert ;  and  retained  his  Englijh  Ecclefiaftical  Benefices  in  Commendam.  In 
1627  he  was  tranflated  to  the  See  of  Landaffe  in  Wales.  [Do&or  Heylin  s  calls 
him  John  Murray ,  and  placeth  his  Tranflation  under  the  year  1628  ;  and  fo  doth 
Le  Neveb.]  Upon  the  Tranflation  of  Bifhop  Murray ,  King  Charles  the  III  no¬ 
minated  Richard  Betts ,  Do&or  of  Divinity,  to  fucceed  him  in  the  See  of  Kilfe - 
tioragh.  But  upon  his  arrival  in  Ireland ,  he  came  to  underfland  the  Poverty  of  the 
See,  and  would  not  confent  to  his  Promotion  ;  but  returned  home  without 
Confecration  *. 

JAMES  H  I  G  A  T  E. 

[Succ,  1630.  Ob.  1638.] 

JAMES  Hi%ate,  a  Native  of  Glafcow  in  Scotland ,  and  Archdeacon  of  Ctogher , 
[to  which  the  Re&ories  and  Vicaridges  of  Clones  and  Clantabride  were  united  ^ 

*  Ctf  is  an  Exaftion  in  Victuals,  vix.  Horfe  Meat  and  Man’s  Meat  at  the  King’s  Price  ;  and  is  an- 
derftood  alfo  to  fignify,  Provifton  for  the  Deputy’s  Family,  and  for  Soldiers  in  Garrifon  at  an  impofed 
Rate.  See  the  Earl  of  Strajford' s  Trial.  Cutting  is  a  Tax  laid  on  extraordinary  occafions,  and  is

ROBERT  Sibthorp,  Treafurer  of  Kill  aloe,  and  Prebendary  of  May  noth, 
was  confecrated  Bilhop  of  Kilfenoragh  in  St.  Patrick's,  Dublin,  on  the  1  ith  of 
November  1638  *,  and  on  the  7th  of  April  1642  was  tranflated  to  the  See  of 
Limerick .  See  before  p.  514.

SAMUEL  Pullen,  Doftor  of  Divinity  of  the  Uni verfi ty  of  Dublin,  and 
Dean  of  Clonfert ,  was  confecrated  Archbifhop  of  T uam ,  in  St.  Patrick *9, 
'Dublin,  on  the  27th  of  January  1660,  and  obtained  this  See  alfo  in  Comraen- 
dam.  See  before  p.  617. 

From  this  time  the  See  of  Kilfenoragh  hath  always  gone  with  theArchbifhopriek 
of  Tuam  ;  under  which  the  Reader  muft  look  for  the  Succeffion  in  this  Biftipprick. 
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{This  See  bears  Saphire ,  two  Crofers  in  Saltire  Topaz  j  in  Bafe  a  Lamb 
couchant  Pearl .

1  find  in  fome  antient  Books  of  Vifitations,  that  the  Chapter  of  Elphtti 
confided  of  a  Dean — Archdeacon — Provoft,  and  12  Prebendaries,  viz. 
Ty  rebrewer — Corcaghli  n — Artaghe  >— Duncliffe — Ki  llmac  ailed—  C  loncon- 
nogher — Ballyntubber —  V aran —  Killbegnet-~-  Killucquin —  Killcowle — * 
and  Termonberry.  And  that  the  Diocefe  was  divided  into  4  Rural 
Deaneries,  viz.  Tiremany — Shilmurry-—Ton — and  Moylerge ]. 


Saint  A  &  I  C  U  S. 

{Promot.  circ .  450.] 


L  P  H  1  N,  of  (as  fome  Write  it)  Elfin ,  is  fituated  in  a 
pleafant  and  fertile  Country,  of  a  gentle  Afcent.  St. 
Patrick  founded  a  Cathedral  in  this  Place,  near  a  little  Ri¬ 
ver  ilfuing  from  two  Fountains,  about  the  middle  of  thfe 
5th  Century  ;  and  placed  over  it  St.  Aficus ,  a  Monk,  dnd 
a  great  Lover  of  Penance  and  Aufterity  ;  whom  he  con- 
fecrated  Bifliop  5  and  who  foon  after  filled  it  with  Monks. 
He  died  at  Rathcunge ,  in  Tirconncl ,  and  was  there  al fo 
buried.  [But  the  time  of  his  Death  is  no  where  related, 
Feftival  is  celebrated  on  the  27th  of  April)  Some  fay 
that  this  Aficus  was  an  excellent  Gold-fmith,  and  that  by  his  Skill  he  beautyfied 
the  Cathedral  with  Monuments  of  elegant  Workmanfhip.  [The  Author  tit  the 
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'Tripartite  Life  of  St.  Patrick  a  faith  ;  that  Aficus  wrought  for  St.  Patrick  in  Brafs, 
and  that  he  made  for  him  Altars,  quadrangular  Books,  and  quadrangular  Chali¬ 
ces  ;  one  of  which  was  preferved  at  Armagh ,  one  at  Elphin ,  and  one  at  Dom~ 
nach-mor.'] 

After  many  Centuries,  and  a  little  before  the  Arrival  of  the  Englijh  in  Ireland, 
this  See  of  Elphin  was  enriched  with  many  and  large  Eftates,  upon  the  tranfla. 
tion  of  the  See  of  Rofcoman  to  it.  I  confefs  I  am  at  a  lofs  to  difcover,  at  what 
time  the  Sees  of  Ardcarn,  Drumclive ,  and  others  of  lefs  Note,  were  united  and 
annexed  to  this.  But  it  is  very  probable  that  they  were  joined  either  to  the  See 
of  Elphin ,  or  to  that  of  Rofcoman  before  the  arrival  of  the  Englijh.  Their  Names 
indeed  are  not  to  be  found  in  that  Difpofition  of  the  Bilhopricks  of  Ireland  made 
in  1152,  which  I  have  fo  often  before  mentioned  ;  and  (which  is  flrange)  the 
See  of  Elphin  itfelf  is  omitted  in  that  Diftribution :  From  whence  I  cannot  but 
fufpeft,  that  before  the  faid  Tranflation,  it  was  for  fome  time  annexed  to  the  See 
of  Rofcoman.  However,  it  is  certain,  that  by  thefe  Unions,  the  See  of  Elphin 
came  at  laft  to  be  looked  upon  as  one  of  the  richeft  of  all  Ireland ,  and  had  fub- 
je£t  to  it  about  79  Parifh-Churches. 

The  foolifh  common  People  are  filly  enough  to  dream,  that  the  Name  of 
this  Place  was  taken  from  a  huge  Stone,  there  to  be  feen,  called  the  Stone  of 
the  Giant  Fin- Mac-Cool.  Others  with  more  probability  interpret  the  Name  to 
fignifie,  a  Stone  of  a  clear  tranfparent  Fountain  *,  [ Ail  fignifying  in  old  Irijh,  a 
Stone  ;  and  Fin  or  Fion,  White.  Its  Name  b  was  antiently,  Imledch-Ona,  being 
the  Donation  of  Ono,  a  petty  Prince  of  that  Territory,  to  St.  Patrick.  Fla¬ 
herty  c  gives  an  account,  that  this  Stone  fell  proftrate  to  the  Ground  on  the  9th  of 
OFtober  1 675  ;  and  that  the  certain  Day  and  Hour  of  its  falling  was  foretold  by 
fome  Perfon  who  called  out  Witneffes  to  fee  it  fall.  PofTibly  this  was  effc&ed 
by  fome  contrivance  of  his,  that  he  might  gain  the  Reputation  of  a  Prophet.] 

I  find  no  mention  made  of  any  of  the  Succeffors  of  St.  Aficus  in  the  See  of 
Elphin,  before  the  Arrival  of  the  Englijh ,  except  of  two,  (viz.)  Domnald  O - 
Dubhai,  who  was  alfo  Bifhop  of  Clonmacnois,  and  died  at  Clonfert  in  1136  or 
1137;  and  Flanachan  O-Dubhai ,  who  died  in  1 168. 

MEL  IS  A  0  Con  a  Slain ,  called  Bifhop  of  E  aft -  C on  aught ,  afiifted  at  the 
Synod  of  Kenanafe ,  or  Kells,  convened  in  1152;  and,  being  afterwards  tranflated 
to  this  See,  died  in  1174. 

FLORENCE ,  or  Florentin,  Mac-Riagan  O-Mulrony,  a  Ciftertian  Monk, 
and  for  a  time  Abbat  of  Boyle,  died  in  1 195.  Colgan d  fays,  he  was  defcended 
from  the  King’s  of  Conaught. 

A R  D  G  A  L  L  O-Connor ,  defcended  from  the  Royal  Family  of  the  O-Con- 
7iors,  died  in  1214,  or,  as  fome  fay,  1215. 

[DENNIS  O-Mulkyran,  Bifhop  of  Ardcarn ,  died,  according  to  the  Anony¬ 
mous  Annals,  in  1224.,  As  the  See  of  Ardcarn  was  at  that  time  united  to 
Elphin ,  fo  I  cannot  but  place  Bifhop  Mulkyran  here  between  Ardgall  O-Connor 
and  Dennis  0-Morda.~\ 

DENNIS  O-Morda,  who  fucceeded,  refigned  in  1229,  and  died  in  1231. 

I  find  nothing  related  of  his  next  Succeffor,  Alan,  but  his  bare  Name. 

DONAT  O-Connor,  fat  in  this  See  about  twelve  years,  and  died  in  1244. 

JO  H  N. 

[SucC.  1245.] 

*1  T  PON  the  Death  of  Donat  O -Connor,  King  Henry  the  Hid,  on  the  12th 
of  June  1244,  granted  a  Conge  de  Eflire  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter  to  pro¬ 
ceed  to  a  new  Election;  and  they  made  choice  of  one  John>  Archdeacon  of 
Elphin,  who  obtained  the  Royal  Affent  on  the  4th  of  September  1245.  [But 
before  this  happened,  the  Pope,  prefuming  on  his  ufurped  Authority,  out  of  the 
plenitude  of  his  Power,  had  given  him  a  provifional  Bull  to  this  See  ;  yet 
the  Archbifhop  of  Tuam ,  happening  to  refpeft  the  King’s  Right,  refufed  to

fecrate  him  ;  becaufe  he  had  not  the  Royal  AfTcnt.  At  laft  the  King,  havincr 
received  a  laudable  teftimony  from  the  Pope  and  others  touching  his  PerforT, 
out  of  his  fpecial  Grace  afTented  to  his  Confecration.]  Yet  I  do  not  find  whether 
he  was  actually  confecratcd  or  not.  [But  it  is  probable  he  was  •,  fince  the  King 
not  only  gave  his  Aflfent  to  his  Confecration,  as  aforefaid  ;  but  alfo  ififued  his 
Write  to  the  Lord  Juftice  to  reftore  him  to  the  Temporalties.] 

CORNELIUS  Rufus ,  Son  to  the  Gomorban  of  St.  Molua ,  was  made  Bi¬ 
fhop  of  Elphin  in  1246,  as  the  Annallsof  Conaught  ay,  and  further,  that  he 
furvived  but  a  very  fhort  time. 


THOMAS  O-CONNOR. 


[Succ.  1246.  Refign,  1259.] 


THOMAS.,  or  Tumultach  O -Connor,  Dean  of  Acbonry ,  was  confecrated 
Bilhop  of  Elphin  in  2246,  and  tran Hated  to  the  Archbifhoprick  of  Tuam 
in  1259,  where  he  fat  twenty  Years.  [He  was  ele&ed  to  the  See  of  Elphin 
without  the  King’s  Licence ;  yet  upon  Petition  he  obtained  the  Royal  Aflfent, 
and  a  Mandate  f  to  the  Archbifhop  of  Tuam  to  Confecrate  him  ;  but  neverthelefs 
under  a  condition,  that  it  fhould  not  be  drawn  into  Practice  to  the  prejudice  of 
the  Perogative.]  While  he  was  Bifhop  of  Elphin ,  he  confecrated  the  Church  of 
the  Dominican  Abby  at  Rofcoman ,  and  dedicated  it  to  the  Honour  of  the  blefled 
Virgin  •,  which  Convent,  as  alfo  the  Church,  had  been  then  lately  founded  by 
Phelim  O-Connor  [in  1253.  See  before  p,  607.] 


MILO  O-C  O  N  N  O  R. 


[Succ.  1260.  Ob.  1262.] 


MI LO,  or  Melaghlin ,  Mac-Thady  O-Connor ,  Archdeacon,  of  Clonmacnois , 
was  confecrated  Bifhop  of  Elphin  at  Dundalk ,  by  Abraham  O-Conellan , 
Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  in  the  year  1260  ;  and  died  in  1262.  [He  had  no  quiet: 
in  his  See  during  the  time  he  fat  in  it.  For  although  he  was  ele&ed  by  the 
major  Part  of  the  Chapter,  and  had  the  Royal  Aflfent  and  a  Writ  to  reftore 
him  to  the  Temporalties  ;  yet  the  Dean,  Archdeacon,  Treafurer  and  Provoft 
of  Elphin  prefented  the  next  Succefibr,  Thomas ,  to  the  King,  and  aflferted  that 
the  Election  of  Milo  was  not  regular,  and  was  caffated  by  the  Archbifhop  of 
Tuam  ;  which  the  Archbifhop  certified.  The  King,  believing  the  Archbifhop’s 
Certificate,  gave  his  Aflfent  to  the  Election  of  Thomas ,  and  fent  a  Writ  s  to  the 
Archbifhop  to  do  his  Duty  j  who  confecrated  and  confirmed  him.  But  Milo 
being  confecrated  by  the  Archbifhop  of  Armagh ,  and  reftored  to  the  T  emporal- 
ties  by  the  King,  held  faft  his  Poflfeflion.  Thomas  appealed  to  the  Pope,  and 
obtained  a  definitive  Sentence  in  his  Favour  *,  which  being  certified  to  the  King  he 
iflfued  a  Writ h  to  reftore  Thomas  to  the  Temporalties,  upon  his  taking  the  Oath 
of  Fealty.  But  the  death  of  Milo  at  this  Junflure  put  an  end  to  the  difpute  ; 
and  prevented  the  mortification  of  feeing  himfelf  difplaced.] 

T HO  MAS  M  AC-FE  R  AL  L ,  M  AC- 

D ER MOT 

[, Succ .  1262.  Ob.  1265.] 


THOMAS  Mac-Ferall ,  Mac-Dermot ,  Abbat  of  Boyle ,  fucceeded  the  fame 
year.  He  was  twice  elected  ;  firft  when  he  fet  up  in  Competition  with  his 
Predeceflfor,  Milo ,  and  next  after  Milo1  s  Death.  But  he  fat  only  a  fhort  time  ;  for 
he  died  in  1265  ;  [prefently  after  whofe  Death  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Elphin 
petitioned  1  the  King  for  a  Licence  to  proceed  to  the  Election  of  a  Succefibr.]  He 
granted  Indulgences  of  50  Days  to  the  Chappelof  the  Virgin  Mary  in  the  Tem- 
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pie  of  London,  and  40  Days  more  to  fuch,  who,  out  of  a  Motive  of  Devotion* 
Ihould  vifit  the  Tomb  of  St.  Roger ,  in  St.  Paul's ,  London .  After  the  Death  of 
this  Prelate,  Odo ,  or  Hugh  O-Connor  (who  claimed  the  title  of  King  of  Conaught ) 
by  Force  ufurped  the  Epifcopal  Revenues,  during  the  vacancy  of  the  See  ;  [and 
was  troublefom  enough  to  this  Biffiop,  during  his  pofTeffion  of  it.  Mr.  Rymer 
hath  out  of  the  Tower  Reeords  given  us  a  Letter  kfrom  Joan ,  Queen  of  Caf- 
tile  to  King  Henry  the  Hid,  in  1263,  recommending  him  to  the  King’s  pro¬ 
tection  againft  certain  Malefactors,  who  had  taken  and  held  PofTeffion  of  his 
Revenues  ;  requefting  the  King  to  caufe  them  to  be  reftored  to  him  :  and  another 
from  Lewis ,  King  of  France ,  to  the  fame  purpofe.] 


MAURICE  O-CONNOR . 

[ Succ ,  1266.  Qb.  1284] 

MAURICE  Mac- Neal  O-Connor ,  a  Dominican  Frier,  was  confirmed  by 
the  Royal  AfTent,  on  the  23d  of  April  12 66.  [He  was  a  fubferibing 
Witnefs  to  a  Deed  ‘of  exchange  made  on  the  28th  of  November  1282,  between 
King  Edward  the  Ift,  on  the  one  part,  and  the  Prior  and  Convent  of  St.  Coman , 
of  Rofcoman ,  on  the  other  part,  of  the  Lands  of  Rofbrennan,  or  Rathbrenin , 
for  the  Lands  of  Lifnenerny .]  He  died  in  1284. 

GELASIUS  MAC-IN LIAN AIG. 

[Succ.  1285.  Ob.  1296] 


GE  L  AS  IUS  Mac-Inlianaig ,  [called  Lifach  O-Connor  in  theAnnals  of  Lough- 
kee ]  a  Canon  Prcemonjlre ,  and  Abbat  of  Loughkee ,  was  reftored  to  the  Tem- 
poralties  on  the  4th  of  March  1285,  ( Englijh  Stile.)  [He  is  called  Frier  Gelin , 
Abbat  of  Loughkee ,  in  the  publick  Records1",  and  his^Confirmation  placed  on 
the  5th  of  October  1285.  It  Teems  the  Chapter  had  eleCted  n  fome  other  Perfon, 
during  the  Vacancy,  before  this  Frier,  and  who  is  not  named  in  the  Record,  but 
who  died  before  Confirmation.  The  Annals  of  Loughkee  explain  this.  For 
they  fay  that  one  Auly  (poffibly  Mac-Awly)  was  eleCted  and  died,  and  was  fuc- 
ceeded  by  Lifach  O-Connor,  a  Pramonftre  Frier.]  Gelafius  fat  about  1 1  years 
in  this  See,  and  died  in  1296.  [On  the  10th  of  September  after  his  Death  the 
King  ifiiied  his  Licence0  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter  to  proceed  to  the  Election  of 
a  Succeffor.] 

MALACHY  MAC-BRIEN. 

[Succ.  1296.  Ob.  1302.] 

TH  E  next  Succeffor,  Malachy  Mac-Brien ,  Abbat  of  Boyle ,  died  at  Rome 
about  the  clofe  of  the  year  1302.  [He  met  with  a  good  deal  of  Obftruc- 
tion  from  William  of  Rofs ,  Prior  of  Kilmainham ,  then  Lord  Deputy,  in  his 
Reftoration  to  the  Temporalties ;  and  although  his  Election  had  been  confirmed 
both  by  the  King  and  his  Metropolitan  ;  yet  he  was  obliged  to  fue  out  a  fecond 
Writp  of  Reftitution,  before  he  could  get  quiet  Poffeffion.] 


DONAT  O-FLANAGAN. 

[Succ.  1303.  Ob.  1308.] 

DO  N AT  O-Flanagan ,  Abbat  of  Boyle,  fucceeded  Malachy  twice  ;  that  is 
as  well  now  in  the  Bifhoprick,  as  before  in  the  Abbacy.  He  was  reftored 
to  the  Temporalties  on  the  10th  of  September  1303,  and  died  on  the  22d  of 
June  1308,  worn  out  by  a  tedious  Diftemper.  Some  throw  his  Death  a  year 
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backwards  5  but  they  are  miftaken.  He  was  a  Man  in  great  Reputation  for  his 
Wifdom,  hofpitality  and  other  Virtues. 

CHARLES  MAC-IN  LI  AN  AIG. 

[ Succ .  1308.  Defriv.  1310.] 

O  H  A  R  L  E  S  Mac- Inlianaig  O -Connor,  Abbat  of  Lottghkee ,  was  elected 
'"J  Bifhop  of  Elpbin  by  one  part  of  the  Canons  of  that  Church,  and  was  con- 
fecrated  at  Armagh  in  1308.  He  received  the  profits  of  the  See  for  fome  time 
after :  But  at  Jail  the  Pope  nulled  his  Ele&ion,  and  he  was  obliged  to  return  to 
his  Government  of  the  Abby  of  Loughkee  \  where  he  died  in  an  advanced  Age, 
A.  D.  1 345  ;  and  Malachy  Mac-iEda ,  who  by  the  interefl  of  William  Birming¬ 
ham^  then  Archbifhop  of  T uam,  had  been  elected  by  the  other  part  of  the  Ca¬ 
nons,  fucceeded  in  the  See  of  Elphin  by  a  Papal  Provifion  in  1309  or  1310.

[Succ.  1310.  Refign.  1313.] 

MALA  C  HT  Mac-Mda ,  Canon  of  Elphin,  fucceeded  by  the  provifion  of 
Pope  Clement  the  Vth,  and  obtained  the  Royal  AfTcnt  on  the  7th  of  De¬ 
cember  1310.  See  before  p.  6 1  o. 

LAURENCE  O-LAGHTNAN. 

[Succ.  1313.  Oh.  1325.] 

LAURENCE  O-Laghtnan  [or  Luirint  Q-Lafnan,  as  he  is  called  in  the 
Annals  of  Loughkee ]  was  for  a  time  Official  of  Tuam  [and  Canon  of  Elpbin] 
and  was  confecrated  Bifhop  of  this  See  in  1313,  [or  1314,  according  to  the 
before-mentioned  Annals  •,  being  advanced  by  a  Provifion  s  of  Pope  Clement  the 
Vth,  dated  the  20th  of  January ,  in  the  8th  Year  of  his  Pontificate.]  He  died  in 
1325. 

JOHN  O-FINDS  A. 

[Succ.  J326.  Ob.  1354.] 

JOHN  O-Findfa ,  by  fome  called,  John  of  Rofcoman,  from  the  Place  of  his 
Birth,  Canon  of  Elphin,  was  eledted  by  the  Dean  and  Chapter,  and  confe¬ 
crated  by  his  Metropolitan,  Malachy  Mac-EEda,  in  1326.  He  died  in  1354,  and 
was  buried  at  Elphin  in  the  Cathedral  of  the  blefifed  Virgin-Mary. 


GREGOR 

[Succ.  1356.  Refign.  1372.]

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N  E  Gregory ,  Provoft  of  Killala ,  was  confecrated  Bifhop  of  Down  (Tup- 
_  pofed  to  be  vacant  by  the  Death  of  the  Bifhop  of  that  See)  at  Avignon , 
by  Peter ,  Cardinal  of  Prenejle.  But  it  afterwards  appearing,  that  Richard ,  Bi¬ 
fhop  of  Down,  was  alive,  the  Pope’s  Donation  became  ufelefs.  He  was  then, 
UDon  this  difappointment,  advanced  to  the  See  of  Elphin  by  Pope  Innocent  the 
Vlth,  on  the  27th  of  February  1356  or  1357,  (computing  the  Year  from  the 
firft  of  January)  He  was  afterwards  in  1372  from  hence  tranflatedto  the  Arch- 
bifhoprick  of  Tuam,  which  he  enjoyed  twelve  Years.  [See  before  p.  61 1.

[ Succ .  1372.  Ob.  1404.] 

HO  MAS  Barret ,  Archdeacon  of  Enaghdune ,  was  confecrated  Bifhop  of 
-*■  Elphin  in  1372;  and  died  at  Derry  ih  the  beginning  of  Spring  1404  ; 
where  he  was  buried.  [He  was  fined r  one  hundred  Marks  for  not  appearing,  on 
Summons,  at  a  Parliament  held  at  Cajlledermot  on  the  Monday  after  Afh-tVednefday 
1 377.]  He  governed  this  See  thirty  two  Years,  and  left  a  great  Chara&er  behind 
him  for  his  many  Virtues. 

JOHN  O-GRADA. 

[Succ.  1405.  Ob.  1417.] 

JOHN  O-Grada  fucceeded  in  1405,  and  died  in  1417,  in  the  12th  year  af¬ 
ter  his  Confecration. 

ROBERT  FOSTEN. 

[Succ.  1418.] 

ROBERT  Fojlen ,  a  Francifcan  Frier,  and  Doctor  of  Divinity,  fucceeded 
by  the  Provifion  of  Pope  Martin  the  Vth,  on  the  15th  of  February  1418  ; 
as  appears  in  Luke  Heading's  Annals  f.  But  I  do  not  find  whether  he  ever  vifited 
Elphin ,  or  when  he  died. 

[ WILLIAM  O-ETEGAN. 

,  [Sed.  1444.] 


THE  Annals  of  Dudley  Firbijje  fay,  “  that  William  O-Etegan,  or  Elegan, 
“  Bifhop  of  Elphin ,  and  many  of  the  ConaRian  Clergy  went  to  Rome  in 
“  the  year  1444  ;  and  that  they  for  the  moft  part  died  there.”  Perhaps  this 
Prelate  died  at  the  fame  time  ;  for  I  find  no  other  Account  of  him.]* 


CORNELIUS. 

[Sed.  1450.] 

ON  E  Cornelius ,  Bifhop  of  Elphin ,  built  a  FranciCcan  Monaftery  at  Elphin , 
about  the  year  1450 ;  on  the  fame  Ground,  where  formerly  flood  the  Parifh 
Church  of  St.  Patrick  :  [Or  he  rather  converted  that  Church  into  a  Monaftery, 
than  built  a  new  one.  For  in  an  Epiftle  t  from  Pope  Nicholas  the  Vth  to  the 
Bifhop  of  Clonfert ,  dated  the  1 6th  of  Qftober  14 53,  it  appears,  that  this  Prelate 
gave  that  Church  “  for  the  Ufe  and  Habitationof  the  Friers  Minor.”  He  fur¬ 
ther  adds,  “  that  the  Canons  and  Inhabitants  of  Elphin  were  Donors  of  that 
“  Church,  as  well  as  the  Bifhop.”  It  is  probable  their  Confent  was  required  to 
the  Grant.] 

NICHOLAS. 

[Refgn.  1494.] 

HI  S  SuccefTor,  one  Nicholas ,  thinking  himfelf  unequal  to  fo  great  a  Bur¬ 
then,  from  the  Crazinefs  of  old  Age,  and  a  Dimnefs  in  his  Sight,  volun¬ 
tarily  refigned  the  Bifhoprick  in  September  1494,  referving  to  himfelf  an  annual 
Penfion  of  fifty  Marks,  payable  out  of  the  Revenues  of  the  See  during  his  Life. 
The  Inftrument  of  his  Refignation  is  to  be  feen  in  the  Regiftry  u  of  Ottaviany 
Archbifhop  of  Armagh  \  at  the  end  of  which  Nicholas  makes  a  Requeft  to  the

Yet  it  appears  in  the  Regiftrys  of  thefe  Times,  that  the  Pope  did  not 
tr  inflate  George  to  the  Bifhoprick  of  Elphin ,  untill  the  18th  of  April  1499,  then 
vacant  by  the  Ceflion  of  the  faid  Nicholas  *,  and  that  in  the  mean  time,  [viz.  from 
the  Refignation  of  Nicholas  until]  the  advancement  of  George ]  one  Cornelius  car- 
re  d  himfelf  as  B-fhop  of  Elphin  for  a  time,  and  after  his  Death  Richard  Mac - 
brien ,  a  Dominican  Frier.

GEORGE  Brann ,  Bifhop  of  Dromore ,  was  by  Papal  Provifion  tranflated 
to  this  See  on  the  1 8th  of  April  1499,  after  the  Refignation  of  Nicholas , 
as  I  obferved  before.  I  find  him  alive  afterwards  in  1523  ;  but  have  not  been 
able  to  difcover,  when  he  died.  [Yet  it  is  probable  he  refigned  long  before 
his  death,  if  what  Anthony  Wood*  fays  be  true,  viz.  “  That  Chriflopher  Fijher 
“  was  Bifhop  of  Elphin ,  in  Ireland ,  and  died  fo  A.  D.  1511.”

ROLAND  de  Burgo,  Bifhop  of  Clonfert ,  took  upon  him  the  Adminiftration 
of  this  See  alfo  by  grant  from  King  Edward  the  VIth,'on  the  10th  of  April 
1552,  [the  faidtwo  Sees  being  united  by  the  faid  King  during  the  Life  of  this 
Biftiop.]  He  died  in  a  very  advanced  Age  in  1580  *,  [and  after  his  death  this  See 
was  granted  in  Cuftodium  during  the  vacancy  to  John  Harvey  by  Letters  Patent 
dated  the  4th  of  June  1582.

JOHN  Fitz-James  Linch  was  born  in  Galway ,  [but  had  his  education  f  in 
New-Inn-Hall ,  Oxford ;  in  which  Univerfity  he  took  his  Degree  of  Batche¬ 
lor  of  Laws.]  He  obtained  this  See  by  the  Letters  Patent  of  Queen  Elizabeth 
dated  the  4th  of  November  1584,  and  voluntarily  refigned  it  on  the  19th  of  Auguft 
1611  *,  [having  by  Alienations,  Fee  Farms,  and  other  means  fo  wafted  and  de- 
ftroyed  it,  that  he  left  it  not  worth  200  Marks  a  year.  It  is  faid  he  lived  a  con¬ 
cealed,  and  died  a  Publick  Fapift.]

EDWARD  KING.

EDWARD  King,  a  Native  of  Huntingdon- [hire,  and  Dodbor  of  Divinity 
of  the  Univerfity  of  Dublin  [was  advanced  to  this  See  by  the  Letters  Patent 
of  King  James  the  Ift,  dated  the  8th  of  July  in  the  9th  year  of  his  Reign, 
and]  was  confecra.ed  in  December  1611.  He  fat  in  this  See  twenty  feven  Years 
and  three  months,  and  died  on  the  8th  of  March  1638,  (Engli/h  Stile)  and  was 
buried  in  the  Cathedral  of  Elphin ,  which  he  had  repaired  at  his  own  Expence. 
He  built  a  Caftle,  and  fome  Offices  adjoining  to  it,  at  Elphin ,  for  himleif  and 
his  Succeftbrs  •,  and  endowed  them  with  Lands,  which  he  had  purchafed.  His 
Bifhoprick,  which  he  found  the  pooreft,  he  left  one  of  the  richeft  of  all  Ireland  ; 
ha  vii  g  recovered  its  antient  Poflelfions,  [which  had  been  alienated  by  his  Predc* 
ceifor  ;  fo  that  what  he  found  reduced  to  200  Marks,  he  left  worth  1500  1.  a  year. 
Having  thus  reclaimed  the  Pofieffions  of  his  Bilhoprick  to  a  competent  Degree 
of  Revenue,  he  voluntarily  refigned  the  Quart  a  pars  Epifcopalis ,  which  his  Pre- 
deceflbrs  had  enjoyed  ;  the  Hiftory  of  which  may  be  feen  before  p.  619.  For 
thefe  and  other  good  Actions  of  his  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  Strafford,  mentions  him 
with  great  Honour  in  a  Letter  to  Archbifhop  Laud ,  and  alluding  to  the  Name 
of  King ,  calls  him,  a  ttuly  Royal  Bijhop . 

HENRT  TILSON. 

[Succ.  1639.  Ob.  1655.] 

HENRT  Tilfon,  was  born  in  Tork-Jhire,  but  educated  in  Univerfity 
College,  at  Oxford.  [We  are  told  e  that  he  was  entred  firft  in  Baliol  College, 
but  after  elected  a  Fellow  of  Univerfity  College,  and  promoted  to  the  Vica-

ridge 
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ridge  of  Rachdale ,  in  Torkjhire ,  before  he  was  removed  into  Ireland.']  He  was 
Chaplain  to 'Thomas,  Earl  of  Strafford ,  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland,  D  an  of 
Chrijt -Church ,  [and  Pro-Vice- Chancellor  of  the  Univerfity  of  Dublin ,]  and  w.s 
Confecrated  there  in  the  faid  Church  on  the  23d  of  September  1639.  He  died  at 
Southhill-Hall  in  Torkjhire  (to  which  place  he  retired  upon  the  breaking  out  of 
the  Rebellion;  on  the  31ft  of  March  1 655,  in  the  80th  year  of  his  Age,  and  was 
buried  in  the  Chancell  of  the  Parifh  Church  of  Dewjbury.  [He  did  not  continue 
long  in  England  at  that  time.  For  on  the  16th  h  of  Auguft  1645,  he  delivered 
the  Caftle  of  Elphin  into  the  Hands  of  the  Lord  Prefident  of  Conaught  \  his 
Son,  Captain  Henry  Til/on,  who  was  Governour  of  Elphin,  having  juft  be  orc 
joined  with  Sir  Charles  Coot,  in  oppofition  to  the  King’s  Intereft  :  And  about  the 
fame  time  his  Library  and  Goods  were  pillaged  by  Boetius  Egan ,  the  titular  Bi- 
fhop  of  Elphin,  his  Damages  amounting  to  the  Value  of  400  L  I  am  apt  to  think 
it  was  after  this  he  fled  to  England.]  The  See  continued  vacant,  under  the  ty¬ 
rannical  Ufurpation,  untill  the  Reftoration  of  King  Charles  the  lid  ;  and  the 
Revenues  thereof  were  all  that  time  under  Sequeflration,  according  to  that  ini' 
pious  Practice  of  the  Ufurpers. 

JOHN  PARKER. 

[Succ.  1660.  Refign.  1667.] 

JOHN  Parker,  was  born  in  the  City  of  Dublin.  [He  was  the  Son  of  John 
Parker,  Prebendary  of  May  noth,  and  was  at  firfl  made  petty  Canon  i  of  St. 
Patrick's,  A.  D.  1642.  and  took  his  Degree  of  Doftor  of  Divinity  in  the  Uni¬ 
verfity  of  Dublin,  being  then  Prebendary  of  St.  Michan's,  [and  Dean  of  Killala ,] 
and  was  Chaplain  to  James,  Marquis,  (afterwards  Duke;  ol  Ormond,  Lord  Lieu¬ 
tenant  of  Ireland.  He  was  confecrated  Bilhop  of  Elphin  in  St.  Patrick's,  Dublin, 
on  the  27th  of  January  1660,  Englifh  Stile  [by  John,  Archbifhop  of  Armagh , 
aflifted  by  the  Bifhops  of  Raphoe ,  Kilmore,  Offory  and  Clogber  •,  the  Patent  for 
his  Promotion,  Confecration,  and  Reftitution  to  the  Temporalties  bearing  Date 
8  Days  before.]  In  1649  he  was  under  Crow  well's  Tyranny  ftripped  of  all  nis 
Ecclefiaftical  Preferments,  and  caft  into  Prifon,  upon  fufpicion  of  having  been 
employed  as  a  Spy  by  the  Marquis  of  Ormond ,  who  was  then  labouring  to  reduce 
Dublin  to  the  King’s  Obedience,  After  fome  Months  imprifonmcnt,  the  Marquifs 
procured  his  enlargement  in  Exchange  for  other  Prifoncrs ;  and  in  return  he  adhe¬ 
red  conftantly  to  him,  while  he  continued  in  Ireland.  But  when  the  Marquifs 
withdrew  into  France,  Parker  retired  into  England  ;  and  with  great  conftancy  buf¬ 
fered  the  inconvenicncies  of  the  times:  untill  at  laft  upon  the  long  looked  for 
Peace,  by  the  Reftitution  of  King  Charles  the  lid  to  the  Throne  of  his  Anccftors, 
he  was  promoted  to  this  See  *,  where  he  applied  himfelf  to  repair  both  the  Cathe¬ 
dral,  and  Epifcopal  Palace.  [From  hence  he  was  tranflated  to  Tuam,  and  thence 
to  Dublin.  See  before  p.  357.  618.] 

JOHN  HUDSON. 

[Succ.  1667.  Cb.  1685.] 

JOHN  Hudfon ,  a  Native  of  England,  but  Do&or  of  Divinity  of  the  Uni¬ 
verfity  of  Dublin,  Re<ftor  of  Louth  in  the  Diocefc  of  Armagh ,  and  Dean  of 
Clogher ,  was  promoted  to  this  See  by  Letters  Patent,  dated  the  10th  of  Augu(l 
1667,  and  was  confecrated  in  the  Church  of  St.  Nicholas,  at  Galway,  on  the  8th 
of  September  following,  by  John,  Archbifhop  of  Tuam,  aflifted  by  the  Biftiops  of 
Killala  and  Clonfert ;  about  which  time  he  made  a  Prefent  k  of  100  1.  to  the  Col¬ 
lege  of  Dublin ,  to  be  laid  out  on  additional  Buildings.  He  died  on  the  1 8th  of  Fe~ 
bruary  1685,  and  was  buried  in  the  Church  of  Elphin.  He  was  a  confiderable 
Benefa&or  to  his  See  *,  for  by  his  Will1  dated  the  22d  of  July  before  his  Death, 
he  devifed  five  hundred  fixty  fix  Pounds  to  eretft  a  new  Houfe,  where  the  old

AFTER  a  long  Vacancy  of  this  See,  during  the  Reign  of  King  James  the 
I  Id,  Sitnon  Digby,  Bifhop  of  Limerick ,  was  tran Bated  to  it  by  the  Letters 
Patent  of  King  William  and  Queen  Mary ,  dated  the  12th  of  January  1691.  He 
died  at  his  Houfe  at  Laccan  in  the  County  of  Rofcoman,  on  the  7th  of  April 
1720  ;  and  was  buried  on  the  20th  in  the  Church  of  Tofrara,  in  the  laid  County, 
together  with  his  Lady,  who  died  a  few  Days  after  him.  He  bequeathed  by  his 
Will  n  one  hundred  Pounds  to  be  dillributed  among  the  Poor  of  the  Parifhes  of 
Elphin ,  Mount albot,  and  other  Places  in  his  Diocefe.  See  before  p.  516.

[Ob.  571.] 

T.  BRENDAN ,  the  Son  of  Finloga ,  contemporary 
with  St.  Brendan  of  Birr ,  and  his  Fellow  Student,  foun¬ 
ded  an  Abby  at  Clonfert ,  near  the  Sbenon ,  A.  D.  558, 
over  which  he  was  Abbat  himfelf,  and  was  buried  in  it, 
after  a  life  of  93  years.  He  died  at  Enaghdunc,  on  Sun¬ 
day  the  16th  of  May  577  ;  from  whence  his  Body  was 
conveyed  to  Clonfert ,  and  there  (as  I  faid)  interred.  His 
Life  is  extant  in  Jingling  Monkifh  Meeter  in  the  noble 
Cotton  Library  %  at  IVeftminJler.  In  his  time  the  Cathe¬ 
dral  of  Clonfert  (famous  in  antient  times  for  its  feven  Al¬ 
tars)  was  firft  founded.  [ Colgan  b  makes  St.  Brendan  the  founder  and  firftBifhop 
of  Clonfert ,  and  fays  that  he  abdicated,  and  placed  St.Moena  in  his  room.  While 
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others  again  make  St.  Moena  the  firft  Bifhop.]  We  find  in  the  Ulfter  Annals,  un¬ 
der  the  year  571  or  572,  the  Death  of  the  firft  Bifhop  of  this  See  thus  remarked. 

44  Moena ,  Bifhop  of  Clonfert-Brenain ,  went  to  reft  Brendan  being  yet  alive. 
The  Day  of  Moena' s  death  is  placed  on  the  firft  of  March.  [His  true  name 
was  Nennius c  or  Nennio.  But  it  is  common  with  the  Irijh  to  add  the  Monofylla- 
ble.  Mo ,  which  fignifieth.  Mine ,  to  the  proper  names  of  their  Saints,  out  of  ref- 
ped  and  tendernefs.  The  Life  of  this  Bifhop  is  publifhed  by  Colgan d,  to  which 
I  refer  the  Reader.]  As  to  the  etymology  of  Clonfert ;  it  fignifies,  a  wonderful 
Den,  or  place. of  Retirement. 

i  We  have  but  very  flender  Accounts  of  the  SuccefTors  of  Moena ,  untill  the  ar¬ 
rival  of  the  Englijh ,  in  the  Reign  of  King  Henry  the  lid. 

FI  N'T  A  N  Corach ,  [Abbat  of  Cluain-Ednech ]  flourifhed  about  the  clofe  of 
the  6th  Century.  [He  was  both  Abbat e  and  Bifhop  of  Clonfert ,  and  his  Succef- 
fors  are  indifferently  called  by  either  Name.  He  got  the  Name  of  Corach ,  from 
the  fweetnefsof  his  Voice,  and  his  delight  in  Mufick*,  Cor ,  in  the  old  Irijh ,  figni- 
fying  Mufick,  and  Coraidh ,  a  Choir  *,  or  becaufe  he  introduced  a  new  manner 
of  Chanting  the  Service.  He  is  faid  to  have  lived  135  years-,  but  the  particular 
year  in  which  he  died  is  not  remarked.  His  Feftival  is  celebrated  on  the  21ft  of 
February ,  according  to  all  the  Irifh  Calendars. 

St.  Senach  Garbh ,  was  next  Succefior  to  Fintan ,  but  whether  in  the  Abby 
or  Bifhoprick  of  Clonfert ,  or  in  both,  is  not  clear.  The  Annals  of  the  Four 
Matters  call  him  only  Abbat  of  Clonfert ,  and  place  his  Death  in  620.  I  have 
often  remarked  that  Abbat  and  Bifhop  are  ufed  by  Writers  as  Synonymous 
Terms. 

St .Colman,  the  Son  of  Comgel ,  is  reckoned  next  Succefior,  and  his  death  pla¬ 
ced  the  fame  year  with  his  Predeceflfor  Senach.  The  Scholiaft  on  St.  Rnguf s 
Feftology  under  the  2 ift  of  February  hath  this  paflage.  44  Fintan  Corach,  Se- 
44  nach  Garbh ,  and  Colman  the  friendly,  the  Son  of  Comgel ,  were  three  black 
4  4  Matters,  and  fucceffively  fucceeded  in  the  fame  Abby.”  From  whence  Col¬ 
gan  f  infers,  that  they  were  BenediFtin ,  or  Black  Monks.  And  as  Fintan  is  exprefly 
called  in  many  Writers,  Bifhop  of  Clonfert ,  it  is  fume  proof  that  the  others  were 
fo  too.] 

CUMIN,  furnamed  Foda ,  that  is  the  long,  [the  Son  of  Fiachna ,  and  Grand* 
fon  of  Fiachrius,  a  prince  of  IVefl-Munfier,  is  faid  by  Colgan  s  to  have  been  ad¬ 
vanced  to  the  See  of  Clonfert  by  Guaire  Mac-Colman,  King  of  Conaught ,  and 
that  he  adminiftred  this  Office  with  great  Wifdorn.]  He  died  on  the  12th  of 
November  662. 

RUT  M  E  L,  called  Prince  and  Bifhop  of  Clonfert,  died  in  825. 

\CATH  A L  D  Mac-Cormac ,  is  called  in  the  Annals  of  the  Four  Matters  the 
eminent  Bifhop  of  Cluainfert- Brendan,  and  his  Death  placed  in  861.] 

C  O  R  M  A  C  Mac-Mdain  died  in  92 1. 

GILL  A  Mac-Aiblcn ,  [called  in  the  Annals  of  Inisfall ,  Gilla-nem-Aiblcn 
O-Hannicada,  Comorban  of  Brendan ,]  died  in  1166.  [I  believe  this  is  the  fame 
Perfon  who  is  placed  before  under  Ardfert.  p.  519.] 

PETER  O-Mordai,  called  Bifhop  of  Omaine ,  from  the  fmall  Territory  in 
which  Clonfert  is  fituated,  was  a  Cifertian  Monk,  and  the  firft  Abbat  of  Boyle , 
while  that  Convent  had  their  Refidence  at  Grelachdinach.  He  was  drowned 
in  the  Shenon  on  the  27th  of  December  nyi  ;  a  Man  in  high  Efteem  for 
his  many  Virtues.  [The  Anonymous  Annals  call  him  a  divine  and  learned 
Monk.] 

.MCE  L  IS  A  Mac- Award  fucceeded,  and  fat  but  a  fhorttime;  for  he  died  in 
H73-  % 

M  ALC  ALL  AN,  the  Son  of  Adam ,  and  Grandfon  of  Clericen,  Bifhop  of 
Clonfert ,  died  in  n  8 6.  See  Colgan  h.  One  Donald  O-Find  (called  Comorban 
of  Clonfert-Brenain )  died  in  1195.  I  am  not  certain  whether  he  was  Abbat  or 
Bifhop  of  Clonfert.

T  HE  Annals  of  Inisfall  mention  one  O-Cormacain ,  a  Bifhop,  who  died  at 
Cunfcrt  in  1204;  but  there  is  nothing  faid  there  of  what  place  he  was  Bifhop 
1  nerefore  I  cannot  be  pofitive  that  he  was  Bilhop  of  this  See,  untill  time  makes  a 
fuller  dilcovery  of  the  Truth. 

ONE  Thomas ,  Bifhop  of  Clonfert ,  died  in  1248.  Afterwards  on  the  27th  of 

May  1249,  King  Henry  the  Illd,  granted  a  Conge  de’ejlier  to  proceed  to  the  elec¬ 
tion  of  a  Succeffor. 

CO  R  MACy  or  (as  fome  call  himj  Charles  0-Lumlin9  was  a  Prelate  in  high 
Efteem  for  his  great  Learning  and  probity  •,  and  died  in  an  advanced  A<*e  about 
the  Summer  Solftice  1259.  & 

THOMAS  O-Kelley ,  who  fuccceded,  died  on  the  Sunday  after  the  Epiphany- 
1263,  (Englijh  Stile)  and  was  buried  in  the  Conventual  Church  of  the  Dominicans 
at  Athenry  •,  to  which  he  had  been  a  great  Benefactor. 

JOHN. 

[Succ.  1266.  Refign.  1296.] 

THE  See  was  vacant  almoft  three  years  ;  and  then  one  Johnt  an  Italian ,  the 
Popes  Nuncio,  fucceeded,  and  was  confecrated  at  Athenry ,  on  the  Sunday 
before  Chriftmas  1266,  and  the  year  following  went  to  Rome.  He  fat  in  this 
See  many  years  after  his  Return  ;  and  atlaft  in  1296,  was  tranflated  to  the  Arch- 
bifboprick  of  Benevento  in  Italy.  [The  lame  year  a  writ*  ilfuedto  the  Efcheator 
of  Ireland  to  feize  the  Temporalties  of  this  See,  as  vacant  by  the  Tranfladon 
of  Bifhop  John.]  He  is  reckoned  among  the  principal  Benefactors  of  his  Church 
of  Clonfert :  And  perhaps  that  fair  Frontifpiece  at  the  Weft  end  of  the  Church, 
adorned  with  Variety  of  Statues  of  excellent  Workmanfhip,  was  built  by 
him.  [At  leaft  the  Imagery  carved  on  it  fhews,  that  it  could  not  be  ere&ed  in 
the  Reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth  ;  as  fome  Men,  little  acquainted  with  things  of 
this  Nature,  dream.] 


ROBERT. 

[Succ.  1296.  Ob.  1307.] 

ONE  Robert ,  a  Monk  of  Chrift-Church>  Canterbury ,  fucceeded  by  the  pro- 
vifion  of  Pope  Clement  the  IVth,  and  was  reftored  to  the  Temporalties  on  the 
24th  of  September  1296  k.  He  fat  eleven  years,  and  died  in  1307. 


GREGORY  O-BROGY 

[ Sttcc .  130S.  Ob.  1319.] 

KING  Edward  the  lid  having  granted  a  Licence  to  proceed  to  the  EfeCb’on 
of  a  Succeffor  dated  the  7th  of  December  1307,  the  whole  Chapter  unani- 
moufly  eleCted  Gregory  O-Brogy ,  Dean  of  that  Cathedral,  on  St.  George’s  day  fol¬ 
lowing.  He  alfo,  as  his  Predeceffor  had  done,  fat  11  Years,  and  died  in  1319. 


R  0  B  E  R  T  le  PETIT 

[Succ*  1319.  Depriv.  1321.] 

ROBERT  le  Petit ,  a  Francifean  Frier,  fucceeded  by  the  Election  of  the 
Dean  and  Chapter  on  the  10th  of  February  1319  ;  but  was  deprived  in  a- 
bout  two  Years  after.  At  length  he  was  advanced  to  the  See  of  Enaghdune  by  a 
Provifion  from  the  Pope  on  the  8th  of  November  1325,  as  appears  in  leading’s 
Annals  •>  and  was  reftored  to  the  Temporalties  of  that  See  by  King  Edward  the 
lid,  on  the  2 2d  of  June  132 6.

UPON  the  deprivation  of  Robert  le  Petite  John  O-Lean ,  Archdeacon  of 
Tuam ,  fucceeded  to  this  See  by  a  Papal  Provifion.  He  took  the  Oath  of 
Fealty  to  King  Edward  the  lid,  on  the  29th  of  October  1322  ;  and  on  the  25th  of 
December  following,  was  reftored  to  the  Temporalties.  He  died  on  the  7th  of  April 
1 336,  having  governed  this  See  upwards  ot  thirteen  Years.  [After  the  Death 
of  this  Prelate,  the  See  was  kept  vacant,  and  the  Temporaltics  granted  in  Cuf- 
todium  1  to  John  D’exejler  and  Elias  Tulle  [fan,  as  were  alfo  the  Temporaltiei  of 
the  See  of  Enagdunc ,  upon  the  Death  of  Thomas  O-Mayle ,  and  they  continued  fo 
untill  the  10th  year  of  King  Edward  the  Hid,  A.  D.  1346,  when  it  is  to  be 
prefumed  the  next  Succeffor,  I  homas  0  Kelley ,  was  advanced  to  Clonfert .] 


THOMAS  O-KELLEY. 

[Sed.  1347.  Ob.  fort$.  13 77.] 

THOMAS  O-Kelley ,  a  Secular  Prieft,  wasBifhopof  Clonfert  on  the  14th 
of  October  But  I  am  at  a  lofs  to  find  out,  either  the  time  of  hi* 

Confecration  or  Death.  One  O^Kelley-,  Bilhop  of  Clonfert,  died  in  1377.  Ido 
not  know  whether  he  was  the  fame  with  this  Prelate,  or  a  different  Perfon. 

MAURICE  O-KE  L  LET. 

[Succ.  1378.  Refign.  1394.] 


MAURICE ,  or Moriertacb ,  (Fitz- Philip)  O-Kelley ,  who,  like  his Predecef- 
for,  was  a  Secular  Prieft,  was  Confecratcd  in  1378,  and  was  tranflated  to  the 
Archifhoprick  of  Tuam  by  Pope  Boniface  the  IXth,  in  1394.  See  p.  61 1. 

DAVID  CO  R  R  E. 

[Succ.  1398.] 

AT  this  time  the  Pope  tranflated  William  O-Cormacain ,  Archbifhop  of  Tuam , 
to  the  See  of  Clonfert.  But  the  Archbifhop  took  his  Exchange  fo  much 
to  heart,  that  he  negledted  to  expedite  his  Bull  of  Tranflation  in  due  time  *,  and 
was  therefore  deprived,  as  appears  in  Wading*',  and  then  the  Pope  conferred  the 
See  of  Clonfert ,  on  one  David  Carre,  a  Francifcan  Frier,  on  the  20th  of  March 
1398.  [We  fee  in  this  inftance,  a  new  Strain  of  the  Pope’s  ufurped  Power  *,  who 
prefumed  to  do,  what  the  King  could  not  (viz.)  to  deprive  a  Man  of  his  Free¬ 
hold,  without  the  Judgment  of  his  Peers.] 

THOMAS  O-KE  L  LET. 

[Sed.  1415.  Rejlgn .  1438.] 

THOMAS  O-Kelley  [about  the  year  1435]  eredled  theParifh  Church  of 
Clonkeen ,  alias  Clonkeenkerrill ,  into  a  Convent  of  Francifcans  of  the  third 
Penitential  Order,  “  at  the  inftance  of  David  and  John  Imull-kerill ,  Profefifors 
“  of  that  Order.”  He  was  tranflated  to  Tuam  in  14 38.  One  Thomas  was  Bi- 
fhop  of  Clonfert  in  1415  ;  I  am  of  Opinion  he  was  the  fame  Perfon  with  this 
Prelate.

[Sed.  1444.  Qb.  1446.] 

'HP  HO  M  AS  de  Burgo  {Burgh)  with  the  confent  of  his  Chapter,  granted  the 
A  Chappel  of  the  Blefled  Virgin  at  Kilcarbain  [in  the  County  of  Galway]  to 
the  Friers  of  the  third  order  of  St,  Dominick  *,  at  the  requeft  of  John  Fitz-Rery , 
and  the  Confreres  of  the  faid  Order.  Pope  Eugene  the  IVth  confirmed  this  Do¬ 
nation  on  the  12th  of  March  1444.  This  Prelate  died  in  1446,  and  was  buried 
at  Athenry  among  the  Dominicans. 

CORNELIUS  O-MU  L  L  E  DT. 

[Succ.  1447.  Refign%  1448,] 


UPON  the  Death  of  Thomas ,  John  With ,  a  Francifcan  Frier,  and  formerly 
Provincial  of  that  order  in  Ireland ,  was  elected  Bifhop  of  this  See.  But 
he  foon  after  either  refigned,  or  refufed  to  confent  to  his  Ele&ion  ;  and  Cornelius 
O-Mulledy ,  [or  Mulalay ,  as  Wading  0  calls  him,]  a  Francifcan  Frier  alfo,  was 
advanced  to  the  See  of  Clonfert  by  the  Provifion  of  Pope  Nicholas  the  5th  on  the 
2 2d  of  May  1447,  and  on  the  16th  of  April  [or  rather  Augujl  the  29th]  the  year 
following,  was,  by  the  Pope’s  Provifion  alfo,  tranflated  to  Emly.  [The  Bull  p  of 
Pope  Nicholas  the  ,5th  for  the  Promotion  of  Cornelius  O-Cunlis  to  this  See,  ex¬ 
prefly  calls  John  With ,  Bifhop  of  Clonfert  ;  and  faith,  that  he  refigned  vo¬ 
luntarily  by  the  Hands  of  Cornelius  O-Mulalay ,  his  Prodtor.] 

CORNEL  IU  S  O-Cunlis,  or,  (  as  fome  call  him,  O-Ruculis ,  a  Francifcan 
Trier  alfo,  and  Bilhop  of  Emly ,  was  by  the  Pope’s  Provifion  tranflated  to  this 
See  [on  the  29th  of  September]  1448.  He  was  alive  afterwards  in  Rome  A.  D.  1469. 
and  I  think  refigned  before  his  Death. 

MATTHEW  Macraih ,  [a  Civilian  of  Oxford]  was  Bifhop  of  Clonfert  in 
1482.  He  died  at  Kilbought  [a  Francifcan  Friery  in  the  County  of  Galway)  in 
1507,  and  was  buried  at  Kilcomaing  :  A  Man  in  high  efteem  for  his  many 
Virtues, 

DAVID  de  Burgo  (Burgh)  a  fecular  Prieft,  fucceeded  by  the  Provifion  of 
Pope  Julius  the  lid  on  the  5th  of  July  1 508  ;  and  died  the  year  following. 

Upon  the  Death  of  David ,  one  Dennis ;  a  Francifcan  Frier,  was  advanced  to 
this  See  by  the  Provifion  of  the  fame  Pope  Julius  the  lid  on  the  7th  of  Novem¬ 
ber  1509.  He  was  alive  on  the  14th  of  July  1518  ;  but  I  have  not  yet  difeo- 
vered  the  time  of  his  Death. 

*  I  know  of  no  third  order  of  St.  Dominick  ;  and  therefore  am  inclined  to  think  that  it  Ihould  be 
the  third  order  of  St.  Francis.  Alumand  placeth  this  Houfe  under  the  Francifcan s  of  the  third  order. 
Yet  as  this  Bifhop  was  buried  among  the  Dominicans,  and  as  John  Fitz-Rery,  at  whofe  Requeft  the 
Grant  was  made,  was  Vicar  General  of  the  Dominicans  ;  it  would  incline  one  to  place  the  Monaftery  of 
Kilcarhain  under  that  order.  Poffibly  fome  Reformation  of  the  Dominicans  was  called  the  third  order 
of  St.  Dominick.  But  I  muft  leave  this  to  a  further  Enquiry.

TJ  I C  H  A  R  IO  de  Angulo ,  or  Nangle ,  Do&or  of  Divinity,  and  Provincial 
Jtv  of  the  Augujlin  Hermits  in  Ireland ,  was  promoted  to  this  Bilhoprick  by- 
King  Henry  the  VUIth,  and  confecrated  in  1536  ;  [the  fame  year  in  which  the 
Pope*s  ufurped  Authority  was  abrogated  in  Ireland ,  and  the  King  declared  fu- 
preme  Head  of  the  Church.  Yet  notwithftandingl  our  Bifhop  was  a  great  Suf* 
ferer  by  Roland  de  Burgo,  whom  Pope  Clement  the  Vllth  had  by  his  Provifion 
nominated  to  the  See  of  Clonfert  A.  D.  1534* 

ROLAND  de  BURGO * 

[Succ.  1541.  Ob.  1580.]

ROLAND  ( litz-Reymund )  de  Burgo ,  Dean  of  Clonfert ,  was  (as  I  faid) 
advanced  to  this  See  by  the  Provifional  Bull  of  Pope  Clement  the  Vllth  $ 
and  having  fubmitted  and  fworn  Fealty  to  King  Henry  the  VUIth  (’but  whether 
after  Bifhop  Nangle’s  Death  I  am  incertain)  obtained  the  Royal  Afient  on  the 
24th  of  Otlober  1541 ;  and  held  his  Deanery  by  Difpenfation.  He  alfo  obtained 
the  Bifhoprickof  Elphin  by  Grant  from  King  Edward  the  Vlth  on  the  10th  of 
April  1552  [which  he  held  together  with  this  Bilhoprick.  While  he  governed 
the  See  of  Clonfert ,  King  Henry  the  VUIth,  on  the  3d  of  February  1542,  united 
the  Poflefiions  of  the  diffolved  Abby  of  Clonfert  to  this  Bilhoprick,  confiding  of 
fix  Quarters  of  Land,  a  Water  Mill,  6  s.  8  d.  ifluing  out  of  another  Quarter,  and 
fome  other  Parcels.  It  feems  this  Monadery  had  been  never  furrendred  ;  but 
Henry  OCormacain ,  the  lad  Abbatof  it,  continued  feized  of  the  Temporalties  to 
the  time  of  his  Death  ;  which  happened  a  little  before  this  Union.  There  arofe 
a  great  controverfy  between  Bifhop  Burgh  and  fome  of  the  Sept  of  the  0- Madden’s, 
concerning  the  Revenues  of  this  Abby  ;  and  one  William  O-Cormacain  went  to 
Rome ,  and  obtained  a  Grant  of  the  Abby  from  the  Pope,  and  kept  PofTeflion  of 
it  untill  about  the  10th  year  of  Queen  Elizabeth ,  A.  D.  1568.  The  difpute  con¬ 
cerning  the  Abby  was  referred  to  an  Arbitration  ;  and  by  an  award  made  both 
the  Spiritualties  and  Temporalties  of  the  Abby  were  divided  between  the  Bifhop 
and  the  Pope’s  Grantee;  who  was  called  Abbat :  After  whofe  Death  in  1571,  the 
Bifhop  continued  in  the  quiet  Enjoyment  of  all  the  PofTeflions  of  it.  After  the 
Death  of  Bifhop  Roland  in  1 580,  Stephen  Kcrovan  fucceeded  ;  who  by  an  Agree¬ 
ment  gave  the  moiety  of  the  Profits  of  the  faid  Abby,  both  in  Spirituals  and 
Temporals,  to  Redmund  Burgh ,  the  Son  of  Bifhop  Roland  ;  after  whofe  Death, 
Bifhop  Kerovan  again  enjoyed  the  whole  Profits.  All  thefe  particulars  appear  in 
an  Inquifition  s  taken  concerning  this  Abby  in  the  5th  year  of  King  James  the 
Id.]  Bifhop  Roland  died,  worn  out  with  Age,  in  June  1580. 

STEPHEN  KEROVAN. 

[Succ.  1582.  Ob.  1602.] 

STEPHEN  Kerovan ,  born  in  Galway ,  and  Archdeacon  of  Enaghdune ,  h^d 
his  Education  partly  at  Oxford ,  and  partly  at  Paris.  He  was  advanced  by 
Qu  cen  Elizabeth  to  the  See  of  Kilmacduach  [on  the  13th,  had  his  Mandate  for 
Confecration  the  14th,  and  his  Writ  of  Reditution  to  the  Temporalties  on  the 
16th  of  April  1573.J  He  was  afterwards  trandated  to  Clonfert,  on  the  24th  of 
May  1582,  [and  redored  to  the  Temporalties  thereof  two  Days  after.  On  the 
26th  of  May  1 594  he  had  the  Church  of  Dunmore  in  the  Diocefe  of  Tuam  granted 
to  him  to  hold  by  Difpenfation  with  this  Bilhoprick  ;  and  the  Sec  of  Kilrnac • 
duach  continued  vacant  five  Years  after  his  Trandation.]  If  I  am  not  midaken 
he  died  in  1602.

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ROLAND  L  1  N  C  H. 

[Succ.  1602.  a.  1625.] 

TJ  OL  A  N  D  Linch ,  who  like  his  Predeceffor,  was  alio  born  in  Galway ,  and 
•CV  was  Archdeacon  of  Clonfert ,  was  confecratcd  Bifhop  of  Kilmacduach,  in 
Augujl  1587,  and  held  this  See  alfo  in  Commendam  from  the  20th  of  Qttobcr 
1602.  He  died  at  Loughreogh,  in  the  County  of  Galway ,  in  December  1625. 
[In  his  time  a  Regal  vi ifkation  was  held  through  Ireland,  a  fragment  of  the 
returns  whereof  remains  in  the  Prerogative  Office ;  by  which  we  cannot  con¬ 
ceive  a  very  favourable  Idea  of  this  Prelate.  For  the  Vifitors  fay  thus  ; 
“  We  cannot  learn  any  thing  certain  of  the  Value  Of  thefc  Bifkopricks,  {viz. 
“  Clonfert  and  Kilmacduach )  the  Bifhop  hath  dealt  fo  fraudulently  and  per- 
“  verfiy  with  us,  that  we  cannot  give  the  leaft  Credit  to  his  Relation  :  We 
“  have  undeniable  Evidence;  that  upon  his  firft  Prorriotion  Clonfert  was  efttt'tned 
t{  worth  i6o\.jper  Ann.  and  Kilmacduach  100  1.  But  now  the  Bifhop  hath  re- 
“  turned  us  a  Roll  in  Writing,  in  which  he  makes  the  v&lue  of  Clonfert  only 
“  40  1.  and  Kilmacduach  only  24  1.  but  gives  us  no  account  how  this  happened. 
“  He  only  faith,  that  a  certain  Abbacy,  belonging  to  the  Bifhoprick  of  Clonfert , 
“  was  recovered  from  him  in  the  Prefidency  Codrt  of  Conaught.  We  think 
“  this  a  ftrangc  Relation.”  But  the  Chancery  Rolls  account  fully  for  the  Dimi¬ 
nution  made  in  the  Revenues  of  the  Seie  of  Kilmacduach  ;  wherein  it  appears,  that 
on  the  2d  of  March  1606,  this  Bifhop,  by  the  confent  of  his  Dean  and  Chapter, 
had  made  a  Leafe  for  ninety  nine  Years  to  Robert  Blake,  of  all  the  Lands  of  the  Bi- 
Ihoprick  of  Kilmacduach,  in  all  28  Denominations,  at  5I .  per  Annum  Rent ;  the 
confiderations  of  which  Beneficial  grant  are  mentioned  to  be,  the  repairing  of  the 
Cathedral,  and  of  paying  200  1.  due  by  the  Clergy  tor  Firft  Fruits.] 


ROBERT  DAWSON. 

[Succ.  1627.  Ob.  1643.] 

ROBERT  Dawfon,  Batchelor  of  Divinity  of  the  Univerfity  of  Cambridge , 
Chaplain  to  Henry ,  Vifcount  Falkland,  Lord  Deputy  of  Ireland ,  and  for¬ 
merly  a  Fellow  of  Sz.  John's  College  in  Cambridge ;  [was  advanced  to  the  Deane¬ 
ry  of  Down  by  the  Grant  of  King  Charles  the  Ift,  on  the  1  ith  of  Augujl  16254 
in  which  was  contained  a  Prefentation  to  the  Redlory  andVicaridge  of  Bealy ,  alias 
Bailee,  and  Kilteele  in  the  Diocefeof  Down,  and  the  Chappcls  thereto  belonging, 
with  a  Claufe  of  Union  of  the  faid  Redtory  and  Vicaridge  to  the  faid  Deanery- 
pro  ed  vice.]  From  hence  he  was  confccrated  Bifhop  of  Clonfert  and  Kilmacduach 
in  the  Chappcl  of  the  Caftle  of  Dublin,  on  the  4th  of  May  1627,  by  Lancelot, 
Archbifhop  of  Dublin,  and  the  Bifhops  of  Ferns  and  Offory.  He  died  at  Kendal, 
in  IVefiraoreland,  the  Place  of  his  Birth,  in  1643.  He  repaired  and  beautified^ 
or  rather  new  built  the  Epifcopal  Houfe  at  Clonfert  [which  yet  at  this  Day  is 
fcarce  fit  for  Habitation.] 

WILLIAM  B  A  I  L  r. 

[ Succ .  1644.  Ob.  1664,] 

WILLIAM  Bailv,  .a  Native  of  Scotland,  Student  of  Glafcow,  and  Doftor 
of  Divinity  of  the  Univerfity  of  Oxford,  was  confccrated  Bifhop  of  Clonfert 
and  Kilmacduach  at  Oxford ,  on  the  2d  of  May  1644,  by  James,  Archbifhop  of 
Armagh,  and  the  Bifhops  of  Killala  and  Achonry ,  and  Down  and  Connor  •,  [  his 
Letters  Patent  being  dated  the  23d  of  March  before.  He  had  been  a  fufferer  by 
the  Covenanters?,  and  drove  out  of  his  native  Country,  from  whence  he  fled 
into  Ireland ,  where  he  did  not  ftay  long,  but  retired  to  the  King  at  Oxford,  and 
was  by  his  Majefty's  command,  created  Do&or  of  Divinity  in  February  16424 
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and  foon  after  promoted  to  thefe  Sees  •,  of  which  he  had  no  enjoyment,  untill  the 
Restoration  ;  and  then  as  an  addition  to  his  Living,  he  was  prefented  by  the 
Crown,  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  15th  of  February  1660,  to  the  Parfonage  or 
intire  Reftory  of  Granard ,  in  the  County  of  Longford,  to  hold  in  Commendam  with 
his  Bifhoprick.  J  He  died  of  an  Apoplexy  at  Clonfert,  on  the  11th  of  August 
1664,  and  was  buried  there  in  the  Cathedral. 

EDWARD  WOLLEY 

[< Succ .  1664.  Qb.  1684.] 

ED  TV  ART)  TVolley ,  was  born  at  Shrew  (bury  y  in  Shropshire,  and  educated 
in  the  King’s  School  of  that  Town  *,  from  whence  being  fent  to  the  Uni- 
verfity  of  Cambridge,  he  applied  himlelf  clofely  to  his  Studies  in  St.  John*s  Col¬ 
lege,  commenced  Matter  of  Arts,  and  afterwards  took  his  Degree  of  Doftor  of 
Divinity  both  at  Oxford  and  Cambridge.  He  was  Domeftick  Chaplain  to  King 
Charles  the  Ift,  as  he  was  afterwards  to  King  Charles  the  lid,  and  adhered  con- 
ftantly  to  them  both  in  their  Adverfity  *,  being  in  the  mean  time  a  great  Sufferer 
both  at  home  and  abroad  from  the  Factions  of  the  Scifmaticks ;  untill  the  happy 
Reftoration  of  King  Charles  the  lid  fettled  peace  in  thefe  Dominions.  The  King 
gave  him  a  Redory  in  EJfex ,  that  he  might  reclaim  the  Phanaticks  and  other  Sec¬ 
taries,  who  were  infe&ed  with  the  poifoned  Opinions  of  Marfhall.  He  was  af¬ 
terwards  [by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  10th  of  March  1664]  advanced  to  the  Sees 
of  Clonfert  and  Kilmacduach ,  and  confecrated  at  Tuam  on  the  16th  of  April 
1665.  [He  was  held f  in  great  Veneration  in  his  Diocefe  for  his  admirable  way  of 
preaching,  and  his  Exemplary  Life  and  Converfation.]  After  his  advancement 
he  laid  himfelf  out  on  the  Repairs  of  the  Cathedral  of  Clonfert ,  [and  was  at  the 
Charges  of  refounding  and  hanging  the  Bell  now  in  the  Steeple  of  that  Cathedral, 
as  appears  by  this  writing  on  it.

He  died  in  1684.  He  was  a  religious  well  meaning  Prelate,  took  vaft  pains, 
and  was  very  fuccefsful  in  reclaiming  the  Seftaries  to  the  Church  ;  which  although 
a  work  very  acceptable  to  King  Chariest  he  lid  ;  (for  he  hated  that  fort  of  Peo¬ 
ple,)  yet  he  had  but  a  very  mean  and  contemptible  Opinion  of  this  Prelate.  Bi- 
fhop  Burnet  doth  not  fpare  to  tell  the  following  Story  t.  “  That  being  alone 
“  with  King  Charles  the  lid  in  his  Clofet,  the  King  was  complaining  of  the 
“  carelefnefs  of  the  Clergy,  who  took  no  pains  to  convince  the  Non- Con  form  ifts. 
“  He  told  me,  (faith  Burnet )  that  he  had  a  Chaplain,  who  was  a  very  honeft 
“  Man,  but  a  very  great  Blockhead,  to  whom  he  had  given  a  living  in  Suf- 
“  foih,  whieh  was  full  of  that  fort  of  people.  That  he  had  gone  about  among 
“  them  from  Houfe  to  Houfe  ;  although  he  could  not  imagine  what  he  could 
“  fay  to  them  ;  for  that  he  was  a  very  filly  Fellow  ;  but  that  he  believed  his  non- 
“  fenfe  fuited  their  nonfen fe  j  for  he  had  brought  them  all  to  Church,  and  in 
“  reward  of  his  Diligence  he  had  given  him  a  Bifhoprick  in  Ireland.

AFTER  the  Death  of  Biffiop  Wolley  in  1684,  the  Epifcopal  Revenues  were 
feized  into  the  Hands  of  King  James ,  and  paid  over  to  Bifhops  of  the  Po- 
pifh  Religion-,  and  thefe  Sees  continued  without  a  legal  Paftor  untill  the  Revoluti¬ 
on  ;  and  then  William  Fitzgerald ,  Doftor  of  Divinity,  was  advanced  to  them 
by  the  Letters  Patent  of  King  William  and  Queen  Mary ,  dated  the  firft  of  July 
1691,  and  he  was  confecrated  on  the  26th  of  the  fame  Month  by  Francis ,  Arch- 
bifhop  of  Dublin ,  affifted  by  the  Bifhops  of  Meath ,  Kildare ,  and  Raphoe.  He 
was  the  Son  of  Doftor  John  Fitzgerald ,  Dean  of  Cork ,  and  was  born  in  that 
City;  but  educated  in  the  Univerfity  of  Dublin ,  in  which  he  was  created  Doftor 
of  Divinity  on  the  10th  of  July  1683  ;  and  before  his  Promotion  to  thefe  Sees 
he  was  prefented  by  the  Crown  to  the  Reftory  of  Clandrohid  in  the  Diocele  of 
Cloyne  on  the  15th  of  November  1670,  to  the  Deanery  of  Cloyne ,  and  the  Rec¬ 
tory  of  Cloine'PrieJlm  that  Diocefe  on  the  13th  of  July  1671,  to  the  intire  Refto- 
ry  of  Ardagh  belonging  to  the  College  of  Toughall  on  the  4th  of  November  fol¬ 
lowing,  and  to  the  Archdeaconry  of  Rofs  in  the  Diocefe  of  that  Name  on  the 
29th  of  November  1675.  He  died  in  1722,  having  fat  upwards  of  30  years  in 
thefe  Sees.  By  his  Will,  dated  the  5th  of  February  1717,  he  bequeathed  to  the 
College  of  Dublin  fifty  Pounds,  to  be  laid  out  on  a  Piece  of  Plate,  on  which  he 
ordered  his  Coat  of  Arms  to  be  engraved —  ten  Pounds  to  the  Poor  of  St.  Mi- 
chan's  Parifh,  Dublin ,  one  hundred  Pounds  to  the  Blew- coat -Hofjpital  in  that  City, 
on  Condition  that  his  Executrix  and  her  Heirs  or  Executors  fhould  for  ever  have 
the  Nomination  of  two  Boys  yearly. — To  the  Poor  of  the  Town  of  Clonfert  fifty 
Pounds,  and  fifty  Pounds  to  be  divided  among  the  refident  Clergy  of  the  Diocefes 
of  Clonfert  and  Kilmacduach  to  buy  them  Gowns.

TH  E  O  P  H  I L  U  S  Bolton ,  Doftor  of  Divinity  of  the  Univerfity  of  Dub - 
lin ,  was  born  at  Borifool  in  the  County  of  Mayo,  about  the  year  1678. 
Having  continued  a  confiderable  time  in  the  Univerfity,  he  was  made  Chancellor 
of  the  Cathedral  of  St.  Patrick' s,  Dublin ,  ( to  which  the  Parifh  Church  of  St. 
Werburg'% ,  Dublin ,  is  annexed,)  Chantor  of  Chrift- Church,  and  Vicar  General 
of  the  Diocefe  of  Dublin  ;  and  from  thence  was  promoted  to  the  Sees  of  Clonfert 
and  Kilmacduach  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  12th  of  September  1722,  and  was 
confecrated  in  the  Cathedral  of  St.  Patrick's ,  Dublin ,  on  the  30th  of  that  Month, 
by  Edward ,  Archbifhop  of  T uam ,  affifted  by  the  Bifhops  of  Kildare  and  Elphin  : 
Edward  Singe ,  who  fucceeded  him  in  thefe  Sees,  although  not  immediately, 
preaching  his  Confecration  Sermon.  From  hence  he  was  tranflated  to  Elphin,  by 
Letters  Patent  dated  the  16  of  April  1724,  and  afterwards  to  the  Archbiffiopricle 
of  Cafhell  in  January  1729.  See  before  488.  536. 

ARTHUR  PRICE. 

[Succ.  1724.  Refign.  1729.] 

ARTHUR  Price,  Doftor  of  Divinity,  was  educated  in  the  Univerfity  of 
Dublin ;  and  it  is  obfervable  of  him  that  he  hath  gradually  paffed  through 
all  the  Stations  in  the  Church.  He  was  firft  Reader,  then  Curate  of  St.  Mar¬ 
burg's,  Dublin ,  Vicar  of  Cell-Bridge,  of  Feighcullin  and  of  Ballybraine ,  Prebendary 
of  Donadea  in  the  Diocefe  of  Kildare  ;  Reftor  of  Louth  in  the  Diocefe  of  Armagh, 
and  (I  think)  of  Clonfeackle  in  the  Diocefe  of  Kildare,  Archdeacon  and  Canon 
of  Kildare ,  and  Dean  of  Ferns  ;  from  whence  he  was  promoted  to  the  Sees  ot 
Clonfert  and  Kilmacduach  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  ift  of  May  1724  ;  and  on 
the  2d  of  that  Month  was  conlecrated  in  St.  Patrick's ,  Dublin ,  by  Edward,

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Archbifhop  of  Fuam ,  afiifted  by  the  Bifhops  of  Kildare ,  and  Elphin.  From 
hence  he  was  tranflated  to  the  Sees  of  Leighlin  and  Ferns  in  1729,  and  afterwards 
to  the  Bifhoprick  of  Meath  in  February  1733:.  See  before,  p.  164.  and  452.

[Succ.  1730.  Refgn,  1731.] 

E~D  W ART)  Singe ,  Doftor  of  Divinity,  Son  of  Edward  Singe,  Archbifhop 
of  Fuam ,  and  Grandfon  of  Edward  Singe,  Bifhopof  Cork  and  Cloyne ,  was 
a  Fellow  of  Trinity  College,  Dublin ,  where  he  was  educated,  and  in  which  he 
took  his  Degree  of  Do&or  of  Divinity  on  the  8th  of  March ,  1727.  He  was 
promoted  to  the  Church  of  St.  AudeorC s,  in  that  City,  afterwards  to  the  Chan* 
cellorfhip  of  St.  Patrick’s,  of  which  the  Parifh  of  St.  Werburg’ s  is  the  Corps, 
and  at  laft  was  advanced  to  the  Sees  of  Clonfert  and  Kilmacduach  in  May  1730 ; 
and  was  confecrated  the  7th  of  June  following,  by  his  Father,  Edward  Archbi- 
Ihop  of  Fuam,  afiifted  by  the  Bifhops  of  Elphin,  Killala  and  Achonry.  From 
hence  he  was  tranflated  to  the  See  of  Cloyne  on  the  2  ift  of  March  1731,  and 
from  thence  to  the  United  Sees  of  Ferns  and  Leighlin  in  February  1 733.  See 
before  p.  452- 

MORDECAl  CART. 

[Succ.  1731.  Refign.  1735.] 

MORDECAl  Cary,  Doflor  of  Divinity,  was  born  in  England ,  and  edu¬ 
cated  in  Trinity-College,  Cambridge,  was  Chaplain  to  Lionel,  Duke  of 
Dorfet ,  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland  ;  by  whofe  means  he  was  promoted  to  thefe 
Sees  from  a  living  in  Fen-church  fireet,  London ,  by  Letters  Patent  dated  March 
the  2 2d  1731,  and  was  confecrated  in  St.  yfwwf’s  Church,  Dublin ,  on  the  26th 
of  the  fame  Month,  by  Edward,  Archbifhop  of  Fuam,  afiifted  by  the  Bifhops  of 
Elphin ,  and  Killala  and  Achonry.  From  hence  he  was  tranflated  to  Killala  and 
Achonry,  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  23d  of  December  1 735. 

JOHN  W HEFCO  MB. 

[Succ.  1735.] 

JOHN  Whetcomb ,  Dodtor  of  Divinity,  and  Redtor  of  Louth  in  the  Diocefe  of 
Armagh,  was  born  in  the  City  of  Cork,  and  educated  in  the  Univerfity  of 
Dublin ,  of  which  he  became  a  Senior  Fellow.  He  was  Tutor  to  the  Lord  George 
Sackville ,  Son  to  Lionel,  Duke  of  Dorfet,  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland,  to  whom 
alfo  he  was  Chaplain-,  by  whofe  Intereft  he  was  advanced  to  thefe  Sees  by  Letters 
Patent  dated  the  24th  of  December  171,5,  and  confecrated  in  St.  Peter’s,  Dublin , 
on  the  4th  of  January  following,  by  Edward,  Archbifhop  of  Fuam,  afiifted  by 
Robert,  Bifhop  of  Elphin ,  and  Mar  dec  ai  Bifhop  of  Killala  and  Achonry .

The  Chapter  of  Kilmacduch ,  confifts  at  prefent  fas  I  am  informed)  of  a 

Dean — Archdeacon — Provoft - Chantor - Treafurer,  and  two  Pre- 

bendaries,  viz.  of  Ballyneddy ,  now  called  Illineddy ,  and  Kinmarra,  or 
Kinvarra.  They  have  no  Lands  nor  Chapter  Seal,  that  I  could  get  any 
account  of ;  and  the  Prebend  of  Ballyneddy  is  worth  but  30  s.  a  Year. 
But  in  antient  Books  of  Vifitation,  I  find  befides  thefe,  4  more  Preben¬ 
daries  mentioned  (viz.)  Difert  kelly — Ki  lie  or  nan- — Killchrijl * — and 
Crojfcornan .] 

St.  C  O  L  M  A  N. 

[ Promot .  circ .  620.] 

THE  Church  of  T>uach  is  indebted  for  its  Original  to  St.  Cohnan ,  the 
Son  of  Duach.  He  was  defeended  from  the  Noble  Family  of  the  Hy- 
fiacrij  in  Conaught ,  [and  was  very  nearly  related  to  Guair ,  King  of 
that  Country,  of  which  Branch  there  had  been  two  Monarchs  of  all  Ireland ,  and 
about  thirteen  Kings  of  Conaught.  To  diftinguifh  him  from  other  Coimans , 
his  Contemporaries,  he  was  ufually  called  after  his  Father,  Mac-duach ,  or  the 
Son  of  Duach.  He  was  very  fond  of  an  Afcetick  Life,  and  is  laid a  to  have 
lived  in  a  Wildernefs,  in  the  South  Parts  of  Conaught ,  feven  Years,  with  one 
only  Companion.  From  this  Life  of  retirement]  he  was  in  the  end  made  Bi- 
fhop,  and  fixed  his  See  in  a  Place,  which  from  his  Surname  was  called,  Kill - 
Mac-Duach ,  or  the  Church  of  the  Son  of  Duach  ;  but  in  common  acceptation 
is  corruptly  called  Kilmacough.  This  Church  was  endowed  with  large  Polfefiions 
by  Guair ,  then  King  of  Conaught ,  and  his  Succeffors.  St.  Cohnan  flourifhed  a- 
bout  the  clofe  of  the  6th  Century,  or  the  beginning  of  the  7th.  His  Feftival 
is  celebrated  on  the  third  of  February  *,  but  I  have  not  been  able  to  difeover 
in  what  Year  he  died.  The  Reader  may  find  a  further  account  of  him  in  ColganK 
I  do  not  find  the  leaft  mention  made  of  any  of  the  SuccelTors  of  St.  Cohnan , 
for  many  Centuries  after,  except  of  one  called,  Indrefl c,  who  died  in  814. 

RUG  N  A  D  O-Ruadan ,  the  Son  of  Cellaig>  died  in  1178.  I  do  not  find 
who  was  his  next  SuccefTor. 

One  0  DO  {Hugh)  Chantor  of  Kilmacduach ,  was  elected  Bifhop  of  that  See, 
and  was  confirmed  by  King  Henry  the  Hid,  on  the  12th  of  May  1227,  as  ap¬ 
pears  in  the  Records  of  the  Tower  of  London. 

G  E  L  A  S IU S  Mac*Scelagai  died  in  1249. 

MAURICE  Ileyan ,  died  in  1283,  and  was  buried  in  a  Dominican  Convent 
at  Athenry .  King  Edward  the  Ift  granted  a  Licence  to  proceed  to  an  Ele<Pcion 
of  a  SuccefTor  dated  the  27th  of  March  1284.  [I  do  not  know  how  it  happened  5 
but  there  was  another  Licence d  to  the  fame  purpofe  ififued  on  the  27th  of 
January  before,  as  appears  in  the  Records.]

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D  A  V  ID  O-Sedaghan  fucceeded  next,  and  obtained  Reftitution  of  theTem- 
porakies  on  the  i^xhotjuly  1284.  He  died  in  1290,  and  was  buried  in  the 
Dominican  Abby  before-mentioned. 

LAURENCE  O-Laghnan ,  a  Ciftertian  Monk  fucceeded.  He  at  firft  was  Ab¬ 
bat  of  Samario ,  alias  AJhro ,  afterwards  Abbat  of  Boyle ,  and  laftly  of  Knockmoy ,  or 
dc  Colie  ViEloria.  [The  King  gave  his  Affenttothe  Eledtion  by  Write  dated  the 
10th  of  Au^ufi  1290.]  He  died  about  the  beginning  of  the  Year  1306  and  on  the 
firft  of  March  following,  the  Dean  and  Chapter  obtained  the  Royal  Affent f  to 
proceed  to  the  Eledtion  of  a  new  Bilhop.  [The  death  of  this  Prelate  is  placed 
two  years  later  in  the  Annals  of  Loughkee  &  than  it  is  here.  There  is  another  of 
the  fame  Name,  (and  both  called  Luirint  O-Lafnan  in  the  faid  Annals)  who  was  Bi- 
fhop  of  Elphin ,  and  his  Death  mentioned  under  the  Year  1326.  See  before  p.  631. 

ONE  Luke,  his  Succeffor,  died  in  1325,  in  the  18th  year  of  his  Confecra- 
tion. 

JOHN ,  Dean  of  Kilmacduach ,  being  elected  Bifhop  of  that  See  by  the  Chap¬ 
ter,  was  reftored  to  the  Temporalties  on  the  14th  of  May  1326,  and  the  fame 
year  wasconfecrated  by  Malachy  Mac-IEda,  or  Fitz-Hugb ,  Archbifhop  of  Tuam. 
I  find  no  account  of  the  time  of  his  death.  [But  I  findd  that  he  was  alive  in  the  21ft 
year  of  King  Edward  the  Hid,  A.  D.  1347  ;  in  which  year  he  was  brought  into 
Troubles  by  the  wicked  Courfes  of  a  baftard  Son  of  his,  called,  Gillinew,  and  was 
fined  20  s.  and  obliged  to  fue  out  a  Charter  of  Pardon  for  receiving  and  entertaining 
his  Son,  and  one  Murgich  O-Bronan,  his  confederate  *,  who  had  been  indi<5bed  for 
divers  Felonies,  and  among  the  reft  for  dealing  fix  Sheep  from  Nicholas  Fitz •  Henry , 
at  Killoghan  :  and  Gillinew  was  fined  10  s.  and  obliged  to  fue  out  the  like  Charter 
of  Pardon.] 

ONE  Nicholas  was  confecrated  Bifhop  of  Kilmacduach  A.  D.  1360,  and  fat 
untill  the  year  1371  ;  butl  do  not  know  how  long  after  [particularly.  Yet  I  am 
of  Opinion  he  fat  in  1 377,  and  was  the  Bifhop  of  Kilmacduach ,  who  was  that 
year  fined  100  Marks,  for  not  appearing  upon  Summons  to  a  Parliament  held  at 
Cajlledermot  Anno.  1.  Rich.  2d.] 

G  R  E  G  O  RT lleyan  died  in  1 395,  and  was  buried  in  a  Dominican  Convent  at 
Rofcoman.  He  took  the  Oath  of  Fealty  to  King  Richard  the  lid,  at  Dro^hedah, 
on  the  toth  of  March  1394,  ( Englifh  Stile.) 

N I C HO  L  A  S  lleyan ,  who,  (I  think)  was  a  Dominican ,  fucceeded,  and  died 
in  1399.  He  was  buried  at  Athenry,  in  a  Monaftery  of  the  fame  Order. 

HIS  Succeffor,  John  Icomaid ,  was  buried  at  Athenry ,  in  the  Convent  before 
mentioned.  His  Death  is  placed  in  1401  in  the  Regiftry  of  that  Abby. 

j  O  NG  EL  I  Ne  relates  that  John,  Abbat  of  Corcumroe ,  or  de  Petra  Fertili, 
was  advanced  to  the  See  of  Kilmacduach  by  the  Provifion  of  Pope  Martin  the 
Illd,  on  the  23d  of  Odioher  1418.  I  have  not  yet  difcovered  how  long  he  fat,  or 
who  was  his  next  Succeffor. 

ONE  Cornelius  was  Bifhop  of  Kilmacduach  in  1493,  and  refigned  in  1502. 

M  A  T  T  H  E  IV,  Archdeacon  of  Killaloe ,  fucceeded  by  Papal  Provifion  on 
the  8th  of  March  1503.  He  fat  afterwards  in  1523  ;  but  I  have  not  found  when 
he  died. 

CHRISTOPHER  Bodekine ,  See  before  p.  615.  under  the  Archbi- 
fhops  of  Tuam  j  to  which  See  he  was  tranflated,  and  with  it  held  this  by  Difpen- 

fation. 

STEPHEN  Kerovan — See  before  p.  642 .  under  the  Bifhops  of  Clonfert ,  to 
which  See  he  was  tranflated. 

ROLAND  Lynch — See  alfo  before  p.  6437.  unc^er  Bifhops  of  Clonfert , 
with  which  See  he  held  this  in  Commendam  ;  and  from  that  time  both  Sees  of 
Clonfert  and  Kilmacduach  have  always  gone  together:  For  the  Succeflion  there¬ 
fore  here  the  Reader  may  turn  to  Clonfert.

Saint  MURED  AC  H. 

[Promot.  circ .  440.] 

T.  MU R  E  D  A  C  H,  the  Son  of  Eochaid,  was  the  firft 
Bilhop  of  this  See.  He  was  confecrated  by  St.  Patrick  5 
from  whence  it  is  manifeft  he  flourifhed  in  the  5th  Cen¬ 
tury.  His  Feftival  is  obferved  on  the  12th  of  Augufi  ; 
but  I  have  difcovered  nothing  certain  of  the  time  of  his 
Death.  [The  Author  of  the  tripartite  Lifea  of  St.Patrick9 
in  giving  an  account  of  that  Saint’s  Progrefs  through 
Conaught ,  fays,  “  that  he  came  to  a  pleafant  place,  where 
“  the  River  Muadus  (Moy)  empties  it  felf  into  the  Ocean, 
“  and  on  the  South  Banks  of  the  faid  River,  he  built  a 
tc  noble  Church,  called  Kill-  Aladh  \  of  which  he  made  one  of  his  Difciples,M«r<r- 
et  dach ,  the  firft  Bifhop.”  If  this  be  fo,  the  time  of  the  Foundation  of  this 
Church  is  pretty  nearly  to  be  guelfed  at.  For  St  .Patrick  made  hisjourney  into  Co¬ 
naught  in  434 b,  and  continued  there  feven  Years,  untill  441 c;  between  which 
two  periods  we  may  fafeiy  place  the  Foundation  of  this  Church.] 

Killala  is  fituated  near  the  River  Muad ,  or  Moy,  in  the  County  of  Mayo  ;  and 
the  Bifliops  of  that  See  are  fometimes  called  by  our  Hiftorians,  Bifliops  of  Tira - 
malgaidy  from  the  Territory  which  furrounds  it  ;  [  now  corrupted  into

A  T  the  Inftance  of  Donat  [O-Beoda, . Bilhop  of  Killala']  Pope  Innocent  the 

Illd,  on  the  30th  of  March  1 198,  confirmed  the  antient  Pofleflions  of  the  See 
of  Killala  ;  a  Catalogue  of  which  may  be  found  in  the  Decretal  Epiftles  of  that 
Pope  extant  in  Print.  [He  died  in  1207.] 

CO  KM  AC  O-Tarpaid  fucceeded,  anddied  in  1226. 

[7  O  HU]  O-Mailfagamair  died  in  1234.  In  the  Annals  of  Conaught  he  is 
called  Bilhop  of  O-Fiacra-Mui.  I  do  not  find  who  was  his  next  Succeflor,  But 
it  is  certain  the  See  was  vacarit  on  the  22d  of  June  1253  ;  on  which  day  King  Hen¬ 
ry  the  Illd  granted  a  Licence  to  proceed  to  the  Election  of  a  Bilhop  of  Killala  5 
as  appears  in  the  Records  of  the  Tower  of  London . 

Q-L  AID  IG,  Bilhop  of  Killala,  died  in  1275.  [I  do  not  know  whether 
he  immediately  fucceeded  O-Mailfagamair ,  or  who  intervened  :  but  there  is  men¬ 
tion  made  in  the  Records,  of  a  Bilhop  of  Killala ,  (whofe  Name  is  not  told,,) 
who  went  to  England  with  Florence  Mac- Flin,  Archbifhopof  Tuam,  A.  D;  1255, 
to  complain  of  Grievances  ;  Sec  p.  606.] 

FRIER  John  O-Laidig,  or  O  Loyn,  died  in  OFtober  1280.

HI  §  SuccefTor,  Donat  O-Flachertach  (O-Flaherty)  being  lawfully  defted*  ob¬ 
tained  the  Royal  Aflent  on  the  1 6th  of  April  1281  :  [But  was  not  refto- 
red  to  the  Temporalties  untill  the  Eve  of  St.  Michael  after,  as  appears  by  the 
Efcheators  Accounts  of  that  year  in  the  Chief  Remembrancers  Office.]  He  fell 
into  a  fit  of  Sicknefs  on  his  Road  to  Dublin,  which  carried  him  off  at  Dunboyn , 
in  Lent  about  the  clofe  of  the  year  1 305  ;  from  whence  his  Body  was  conveyed 
to  Molingar ,  and  there  interred  in  an  Abby  of  Canons  of  the  blefled  Virgin. 
He  was  a  Prelate  in  great  Efleem  for  his  many  Virtues. 


JOHN  TANKARD.

KING  Edward  the  firft  iflued  his  Conge  de  * ejlier  to  proceed  to  the  Election 
of  a  new  Bilhop  on  the  24th  of  May  130 6,  and  by  Virtue  thereof  John 
T ankard.  Archdeacon  of  Killala ,  was  elected  by  the  Dean  and  Chapter  on  the 
13th  of  June  following,  and  was  confirmed  by  Birmingham ,  Archbilhop  of  Tuam , 
on  the  28  th  of  that  Month. 

JOHN  ^O-Laitin  died  in  1343  ;  and  then  the  See  of  Killala  continued  vacant 
almoft  three  years. 

IV I L  LIAM  [ Q-Dowda ]  fucceeded  ;  and  having  fworn  Fealty  to  the  King, 
was  reftored  to  the  Temporalties  on  the  25th  of  Match  134 7,  and  fat  about 
three  years.

Wednefday  1 377.  See  the  Writ  of  Summons,  and  the  fine  in  the  Rolls  Office  Ad\ 
*Ann.  1 ft.  Rich .  2.  Brien  Fife-Donnogh  O-Dowda  was  elected  in  1381  :  But 
I  do  not  think  he  was  confirmed  of  confecrated  ;  for  a  Reafdn  given  under  the 
Accounts  of  the  next  Succeflor.

TJ^HOMAS  Lodowis ,  a  Dominican  Frier,  was  advanced  to  this  See  by  the 
X  Provifional  Bull e  of  Pope  Urban  the  Vlth,  dated  the  9th  of  Auguft  1381  ; 
in  which  he  takes  care  to  acquaint  King  Richard  the  lid  •,  that  he  had  for  that 
turn,  (during  the  Eife  of  Bilhop  Robert)  referved  the  Provifion  to  the  See  of  Kil - 
lala,  decreeing  every  thing  vain  that  ffiould  be  attempted  to  the  contrary  and 
that  therefore;  Robert  being  now  dead,  he  had  promoted  Thomas  Lodowis  to  it, 
who  had  been  elected  ;  and  exhorts  the  King  to  take  him  into  his  care  and  pro¬ 
tection.  This  is  a  proof,  that  O-Dowda,  before  mentioned,  was  not  confirmed 
nor  confecrated.  Bilhop  Lodowis  died  about  the  dole  of  the  year  1388.] 


THOMAS  ORWELL. 

[Succ.  1389.  Refign, .  1400.] 

THOMAS  Orwell,  or  Horetvel ,  a  Frqncifcan  Frier,,  was  advanced  to  the 
Bifhoprick  of  Killala  by  the  Provifion  of  Pope  Boniface  the  iXtfi  on  die 
31ft  of  January  1389,  and  was  afterwards  tranfiated  to  fome  See,  but  what  I 
know  not,  in  the  year  1400. 

ONE  Thomas ,  Anffideacon  0f  Killala ,  fucceeded  by  the  Provifion  of  the  fame 
Pope  Boniface  the  I^Cth,  and  was  reftored  to  the  Temporalties  on  the  12th  of 
March  1400  ( Englifh  Stile)  by  virtue  of  a  Writ  from  King  Henry  the  IVth  direc¬ 
ted  to  Sir  Thomas  de  Burgh  ,  his  Juftice*  in  Conaught.  I  am  yet  uninformed, 
how  long  [particularly]  our  Bilhop  fat.  [But  it  is  certain  it  was  only  a  very  Ih'ofii 
time. 

MURED  AC  H  Cleragh  fucceeded;  and  died  in  1403. 

ONE  O' Haneki ,  Dean  of  Killala ,  was  promoted  to  this  Bilhoprick  iri 
*4i  6. 

C  O  N NO  R  O-Connell  fucceeded,  and  died  in  1423. 

ONE  Martin  was  next  Bilhop  of  Killala ,•  and  died  in  1431. 

MANUS  Fitz-Fultagh  O-Dowda,  Archdeacon  of  Killala ,  was  advanced  to 
this  See,  and  died  in  1436.  , 

CO  NNO  R  O-C onnell, Bilhop  of  Killala ,  was  (hin  in  the  year  1461,  byM^K* 
O-Dowdas’s  Son/.  ,  . 

DON  AT  %  O-Concubhair ,  or  O-Connor ,  a  Dominican  Frier,  was  created  Bilhop 
of  this  See  in  1461.] 

J  OHN  [O -Cafhin]  is  the  next  Bilhop  of  Killala ,  whom  I  meet  with,  and  he 
refigned  about  the  year  1490.

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ONE  Thomas,  Bifhop  of  Kill  a! a,  affifted  at  a  Provincial  Synod  held  at  Tuam 
in  1493,  and  died  in  1497. 

THOMAS  Clerk ,  [or  Cleragh ,  as  the  Irijh  call  him]  Archdeacon  of  Sodor, 
fucceeded  by  the  Pope’s  Provifion  on  the  3d  of  June  1498,  and  afterwards  refigned 
in  1505.  [He  died  in  150811;  and  from  the  time  of  his  Relignation  to  his 
Death,  wds  Rettor  of Chedfey  in  Somerfetjhire.] 

MALACHY  O-Clowan ,  or  0~Cluan ,  fucceeded  by  the  Provifion  of  Pope 
Julius  the  lid  on  the  12th  of  February  1505,  and  was  confecrated  on  the  3d 
of  September  1508,  in  the  Parifh  Church  of  Termon-Feichan ,  by  Oft  avian ,  Arch- 
bifhop  of  Armagh ,  James ,  Bifhop  of  Derry ,  and  Eugene ,  Bifhop  of  Clogher.  I  find 
no  account  for  what  Reafon  he  was  fo  long  without  Confecration  after  his  Pro¬ 
vifion,  or  at  what  time  he  died. 

One  R  1CH  ARD  [ Barret ]  was  Bifhop  of  Killala  in  1523  ;  at  which  time 
he  affifted  at  a  Provincial  Council  held  at  Galway ,  [not  in  Perfon,  but  by  Padin 
his  Procftor.]  But  I  have  found  no  manner  of  Account  either  of  the  time  of  his 
Confecration  or  Death,  or  who  was  his  next  SuccefTor.

OWEN  O-Connor ,  Dean  of  Achonry ,  was  advanced  to  this  See  by  the  Let¬ 
ters  Patent  of  Queen  Elizabeth ,  dated  the  firft  of  December  1591,  had  his 
Mandate  for  Confecration  the  2d,  and  his  Writ  of  Reftitution  the  3d  of  that 
Month,  and  was  confecrated  the  fame  year.  He  fat  about  fixteen  Years. 

After  the  Death  of  Owen  O-Connor ,  Miler  Magragh,  Archbifhop  of  Cafhel, 
held  this  See,  together  with  that  of  Achonry  in  Commendam  for  almoft  15  Years.

ARCHIBALD  Hamilton ,  a  Native  of  Scotland ,  and  Do6tor  of  Divinity  of  the 
Univerfity  of  Glajcow ,  [was  advanced  to  this  See  by  Letters  Patent  of  King 
James  the  Iff,  dated  the  21ft  of  May  1623,]  and  was  confecrated  in  St.  Peter's 
Church,  Droghedah  on  the  29th  of  June  following.  The  fame  King  alfo  made 
him  a  Commendatory  Grant  of  the  Bifhoprick  of  Achonry ,  an'd  he  held  both  Sees 
together.  Afterwards  on  the  20th  of  April  1630,  he  was  tranflated  to  the  Arch- 
bifhoprickof  Cajhel.  He  died  at  Stockholm  in  Sweden  in  1659,  almoft  eighty  years 
old. 


ARCHIBALD  ADAIR. 


[Succ.  1630.  Depriv ,  1640,] 


ARCHIBALD  Adair ,  a  Native  of  Scotland ,  and  Dean  of  Raphoe  ;  was 
confecrated  Bifhop  of  Killala  and  Achonry ,  together  with  James  Higate, 
Bifhop  of  Kilfenoragh ,  in  St.  Patrick's ,  Dublin ,  on  the  9th  of  May  1 630  ;  and  on 
the  1 8th  of  May  1640  was  deprived  in  the  fame  Church  for  fpeaking  feditious 
Words;  [was  fined  2000 1.  and  condemned  to  imprifonment during  pleafure,  as 
appears  by  his  Petition*  to  the  King  for- a  Pardon  of  this  Cenfure.]  However 
on  the  1 3th  of  July  1 641,  he  obtained  theBifhopricks  of  Waterford  and  Lifmore ,  by 
the  Favour  of  King  Charles  the  Ift,  notwithftanding  his  Sentence  of  Deprivation. 
[His  Cafe  was  indeed  looked  on  at  that  time  as  over-fevere  ;  and  King  Charles 
the  Ift,  on  the  7th  of  June  1642,  after  his  Advancement  to  the  Sees  of  Water¬ 
ford  and  Lifmore ,  wrote  to  the  Lords  Juftices  and  Lord  Chancellor  in  his  Favour, 
commanding  them  to  expunge  and  vacate  the  Sentence  of  Deprivation  puffed 
againft  him  by  the  High  Commiffion  Court.  Bifhop  Burnet  k  tells  the  Story  of 
his  Deprivation  thus.  “  One  Corbet ,  a  Scot,  a  Man  of  quick  Parts,  was  forced 
“  to  fly  his  Country  for  writing  a  Book,  called,  Lifimacus  Nicanor ,  wherein  he

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drew  a  Parallel  between  the  Jefuits  and  Scotch  Covenanters.  His  Book  procu¬ 
red  him  fuch  Favour,  that  he  went  recommended  to  Adair  for  a  confiderable 
Living  then  in  his  Gift.  Adair  received  him  ill  :  For  although  he  condem¬ 
ned  the  A&ions  of  his  Countrymen  ;  yet  he  did  not  like  to  fee  them  expofed 
in  a  ftrange  Nation.  He  played  on  Corbet1  s  Name  •,  Corbet ,  fignifying  a  Raven 
“  in  Scotch  ;  he  told  him  it  was  an  ill  Bird  that  defiled  its  own  Ned.  And 
whereas  he  had  faid  in  his  Book,  that  he  hardly  efcaped  with  his  own  Life, 
but  had  left  his  Wife  behind  him  to  try  the  Humanity  of  the  Scots  *,  he  told 
him  he  had  left  his  Wife  to  a  very  bafe  Office.  Corbet ,  came  back  full  of  Re- 
fentment  •,  and  it  being  thought  neceffary  to  make  Examples  of  fuch  who 
feemed  favourable  to  the  Covenanters,  it  was  determined  to  turn  him  out  of 
his  Biffioprick.  A  Purfevant  was  fent  to  bring  him  up ;  He  was  convented 
before  the  High  Com  million  for  thefe  things  that  Corbet  accufed  him  of. 
The  Current  run  fo  ftrong  againll  him,  that  none  durft  vote  for  his  acquit¬ 
tal,  but  Biffiop  Bedel.  So  he  was  deprived,  lined  2000 1.  and  imprifoned. 
But  upon  the  Misfortune  of  Atherton ,  his  Cafe  was  fo  favourably  reprefented  to 
the  King,  that  he  promoted  him  in  his  Room.”  He  died  at  Briflol  in  England , 
about  the  Year  1647.] 

JOHN  MAXWELL. 

[Succ .  i6j.o.  Refign.  1645.] 

JOHN  Maxwell ,  born  alfo  in  Scotland ,  was  a  Student  of  the  Univerfity  of  St. 

Andrew1  s,  Dodtor  of  Divinity  of  the  Univerfity  of  Dublin ,  and  Biffiop  of 
Rofsm  Scotland  *,  from  whence  he  was  by  the  appointment  of  King  (Aarle  >- 
III  mandated  to  the  Sees  of  Killala  and  Achonry  on  the  12th  of  OLtcber  164c: 
and  afterwards  on  the  30th  of  Augujl  1645  to  the  Archbiffioprick  of  Tuam.  [tic 
was  introduced  into  the  Houfe  of  Lords  of  Ireland  on  the  19th  of  Ottober  1640, 
and  took  place1  as  from  the  time  of  his  confecration  to  the  See  of  Rofs  in  Scot¬ 
land.]  He  was  a  Man  of  Gravity  and  Learning,  and  a  great  alfertor  of  he 
King’s  Prerogative  •,  upon  which  Subject  there  is  extant  a  Treatife,  intided,  Sa~ 
crofantta  Regum  Majejlas ,  written  by  him  againll  the  Calumnies  of  the  Sectaries. 
[See  before  p.  617.] 

H  E  N  R  T  HALL. 

[Succ.  1660.  Qb.  1663.] 

ENRT  Hall ,  born  in  Oxford/hire ,  Dodtor  of  Divinity  of  the  Univerfity  of 

_ Dublin ,  and  Chaplain  to  James,  Marquefs,  (afterwards  Duke )of  Ormond,  Lord 

Lieutenant  of  Ireland ,  was  conlecrated  Biffiop  of  Killala  and  Achonry ,  in  St.  Pa¬ 
trick1*, Dublin  on  the  27th  of  January  1660,  [his  Letters  Patent  for  his  Promo¬ 
tion,  Writ  of  Reflitution,  and  Mandate  for  Confecration,  bearing  date  eight  Days 
before,  Anthony  IVood  m  gives  us  fomething  a  different  account  of  his  Birth,  and 
Promotions  before  his  Advancement  to  thefe  Sees:  For  he  fays,  “  he  was  bom 
in  the  City  of  Wells  in  Somerfetjhire ,  was  a  Batler  of  Lincoln  College,  Oxford , 
A.  D  1630;  where  he  took  his  Degrees  in  Arts,  and  was  by  the  favour 
of  the*  Marquefs  of  Ormond  made  Prebendary  of  Chrifl -Church,  and  Dean  of  a 
certain  Church  in  Ireland ,  but  doth  not  tell  us  whar.  After  the  Marquefs’s, 
ill  Succefs  in  Ireland ,  he  returned  to  England ,  lived  with  the  Marquefs  of 
IVorcefter ,  and  in  1654  was  Vicar  of  Harwell  in  Bcrkjkire.11  Thus  far  Antho- 
IVood  It  is  certain  he  was  Chantor  of  Chrifl -Church,  as  appears  by  the  Chap¬ 
ter  Books  of  that  Cathedral.  But  I  do  not  find  any  entry  of  his  having  had  a 
Prebend  in  it.  As  Chantor  of  Chrifl -Church,  he,  on  the  9th  of  July  1 647  n  joined 
with  the  reft  of  the  Clergy  of  Dublin  in  a  vigorous  Remonftrance  to  the  Com- 
miffioners  of  the  Englifh  Parliament ;  praying  liberty  for  the  ufe  of  the  Common- 
Prayer  (then  lately  aboliffied)  in  their  refpeftive  Churches,  and  rejecting  the

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ufe  of  the  Directory,  ordered  to  be  ufed  in  the  room  of  the  Common- Prayer. j 
He  died  at  Killala  on  the  23d  of  July  1663,  in  his  Epifcopal  Houfe,  which 
he  had  juft  before  repaired  ;  and  was  buried  in  the  Cathedral  of  Killala. 

THOMAS  BAT  LT. 

]Succ.  1663.  Ob.  1670.] 

THO  MAS  Bayly ,  DoCtor  of  Divinity,  and  for  a  time  Provice-Chancellor  of 
the  Univerfity  of  Dublin ,  was  born  [in  Rutland ]  in  England ,  [educated 
in  the  Univerfity  of  Cambridge ,]  but  took  his  Degree  of  DoCtor  of  Divinity  in 
the  Univerfity  of  Dublin [He0  was  taken  from  Cambridge  by  DoCtor  Auguf- 
tin  Lindfell ,  Prebendary  of  Durham ,  and  employed  by  him  as  his  Amanuenfis. 
When  DoCtor  Lindfell  was  promoted  to  the  Sees  of  P eterburrow  and  Hereford  he 
took  him  with  him  as  his  Chaplain,  and  fet  him  about  tranferibing  the  Greek  Fa¬ 
thers,  which  that  Bifhop  was  preparing  for  the  Prefs ;  but  the  Bifhop  dying  before 
the  fame  was  compleated,  he  left  the  Manufcript  with  this  his  Chaplain,  enjoining 
liim  to  deliver  it  to  Archbifhop  Laud.  The  Archbifhop,  knowing  his  Worth,  recei¬ 
ved  him  with  great  kindnefs,  bellowed  on  him  the  Parfonage  of  Brajled  in  Kent , 
worth  about  200  X.perann.  and  required  him  to  take  all  imaginable  care  about  the 
Edition  of'the  Greek  Fathers  *,  which  he  readily  undertook.  He  afterwards,  confi- 
dering  his  fkill  in  the  Greek  Language,  pitched  on  him  as  the  fitteft  Perfon  in  Eng¬ 
land  to  be  fent  to  the  Levant  to  colled:  Greek  Manulcripts.  But  the  Archbifhop,  fal¬ 
ling  under  his  troubles,  that  Defign  proved  abortive.  He  was  fequfcftred  and  Grip¬ 
ped  of  all  his  Ecclefiaftical  preferments;  which,  with  the  Misforcunes  of  the  Arch¬ 
bifhop,  put  a  flop  to  his  Intention  of  publifhing  the  Fathers  :  However  he  made 
fhift  to  publifh  Theophilatt,  and  dedicated  it  to  the  Archbifhop. 

After  his  fequeftration  he  came  to  London^  and  taught  a  private  School  at  Clerken- 
well ,  near  that  City,  for  a  Subfiftence.  But  he  was  found  out  there  by  fome  of  his 
malicious  enemies  in  Kent ,  and  thrown  into  Prifon  for  fome  fmall  debts,  which 
he  had  contracted,  and  was  rendred  unable  to  pay  by  means  of  his  Sequeftration. 
But  thefe  debts  were  difcharged  by  fome  Friends,  his  Liberty  procured,  and  he 
went  to  Oxford  *,  where  he  was  made  one  of  the  Chaplains  of  Chrijl -Church ,  which 
he  enjoyed,  untill  with  the  reft  of  the  loyal  Students,  he  was  turned  out  by  the 
Arbitrary  Vifitors.  After  this  DoCtor  Jere?ny  Taylor ,  who  valued  him  for  hisparts. 
learning,  and  profound  fkill  in  the  Greek  tongue,  took  him  into  Ireland  ;  where 
they  lived  together  in  retirement,  untill  the  Reftoration  made  Way  for  their  return 
to  England.] 

His  firft  Promotion  in  Ireland  was  to  the  Deanery  of  Down  ;  [to  which  he  was 
prefented  by  the  Crown  on  the  13th  of  February  1660  ;  from  whence  he  was  ad¬ 
vanced  to  the  Sees  of  Killala  and  Achonry  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  ift  of  March 
i66%  *,  (in  which  was  an  exception  of  that  Portion  of  Tyths  called  the  Quanta 
pars  Epifcopalis ,  enjoyed  by  former  Bifhops  of  Killala  ;]  and  he  was  confecrated 
jn  the  Cathedral  of  Tuam ,  on  Trinity  Sunday  the  5th  of  June  1664,  by  Samuel 
Archbifhop  of  Tuam ,  afiifted  by  the  Bifhops  of  Clonfert ,  and  Elphin.  [When 
he  was  coming  over  to  Ireland  to  take  Pofleflion  of  his  Bifhopricks,  he  put 
his  Goods  and  Books  on  Board  a  fmall  Veffel ;  which  was  loft  in  a  ftorm,  and 
with  it  all  his  Goods  and  Books,  and,  what  he  valued  moft,  the  Manufcripts  of 
the  Greek  Fathers  before  mentioned,  irrecoverably  perifhed.  He  died  at  Killala 
of  an  Apoplexy  on  the  20th  of  July  1670,  and  not  1671,  as  Anthony  Wood 
has  it. 

Mr.  White  p  the  Centurift,  hath,  to  his  perpetual  ftiame,  thruft  this  learned  and 
excellent  perfon  into  his  Century  of  Scandalous  and  Malignant  Priefts ;  where 
he  accufeth  him  of  having  taught  his  People.  “  that  extempore  prayer,  was 
Pharifaical  at  the  beft,  and  that  no  Prayer  ought  to  be  longer  than  the  Lord’s- 
Prayer;  that  he  vindicated  the  Book  of  Sports,  and  preached  up  the  ftecefiity 
of  People  making  their  Oblations  at  the  Altar  on  their  Knees.  That  he  lufpen- 
ded  the  Celebration  of  the  Sacrament  during  the  Collection  of  the  Alms ;  which 
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he  uf^d  to  fet  upon  his  Book,  blefs,  and  offer  them  up,  when  brought  to  him.5*  To 
this  he  adds  his  having  ipoken  in  Favour  of  Abbys,  laying,  “  That  the  Curfe  of 
“  God  was  on  them  that  kept.  Abby  Lands,  and  therefore  they  did  not  profper  ; 
“  his  Refufal  to  read  the  burial  Service  at  the  Funeral  of  fome  Children  •,  becaufe 
“  they  died  before  Baptifm  •,  his  having  let  up  the  Jefuit’s  Badge  in  his  Church, 
44  and  the  pifture  of  a  flying  Dove  over  the  Font.”  To  all  thefe  he  fubjoins  feve- 
eral  Inftances  of  his  Obedience  to  the  Rules  and  Orders  of.  the  Church^  and  fome 
things  that  he  had  preached  of  Abfolution  and  Auricular  Confeflion  •  his  eroding 
fick  Perfons  on  the  Forehead,  and,  (to  pin  all,)  that  he  expreffed  great  Malignity 
againft  the  Parliament.  See  what  he  publilbed  among  the  Writers  preferred  ill 
Ireland .  ,  , 

THOMAS  0  T  W  A  V. 

[Succ.  1670.  Rejign.  1679.] 

THOMAS  Otway ,  Doflor  of  Divinity,  was  advanced  to  the  Sees  of  Killala 
and  Achonry,  by  Letters  Patent,  dated  the  1 6th  of  November  1670,  and  was 
confecrated  on  the  29th  of  January  following,  by  James,  Archbilhop  of  Armagh , 
the  Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  and  the  Bifhops  of  Meath,  Kildare,  and  Killaloe.  Fie 
at  his  own  coft  re-built  the  ruinous  Cathedral  of  Killala  from  the  Foundation  ;  as 
alfo  a  Parifh  Church  in  his  Diocefe.  He  was  an  Hofpitable,  Charitable,  and 
good  Prelate,  and  exceedingly  beloved  by  all  ranks  and  degrees  of  People  in  his 
Diocefe.  He  was  from  this  See  tranflated  to  OJfory  on  the  7th  of  February  1 6^9 
See  before  p.  430. 

JOHN  SMITH . 

[Succ.  1679.  Qb.  1680.] 

J OH  N Smith,  Do&or  of  Divinity,  of  the  Univerfity  of  Dublin,  was  born  a! 

Athboy  in  the  County  of  Meath,  and  promoted  to  the  Deanery  of  Limerick , 
by  the  means  of  the  Earl  of  OJfory ,  whofe  Chaplain  he  was  ;  and  afterwards  to 
the  Sees  of  Killala  and  Achonry ,  by  Letters  Patent,  dated  the  13th  of  February 
1679.  He  was  confecrated  at  Tuain  by  John,  Archbilhop  of  that  See,  affifted 
by  the  Bilhops  of  Elphin  arid  Clonfert .  He  was  an  infirm  and  fickly  Man,  from 
Miom  little  was  to  be  expedled  on  account  of  the  fhortnefs  of  his  Life  :  For  he 
died  on  the  29th  of  March  1680,  and  was  buried  at  Killala,  in  St.Patrick’s  Church;

WILLIAM  Smith,  was  born  at  Lifnegarvy  in  the  County  of  Antrim ,  and 
educated  in  the  Univerfity  of  Dublin,  where  he  took  his  Degree  of  Doc-: 
tor  of  Divinity,  and  was  made  Vicar  of  Ardnogher ,  in  the  Diocefe  of  Meath,  and 
afterwards  Dean  of  Dromore  by  Letters  Patent  dated,  .the  23d  of  Augufl  1673  ; 
from  whence  he  was  advanced  to  thefe  Sees  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  2d  of  May 
1681,  and  confecrated  at  Luam  in  the  following  Month  by  John  Archbifhop  of 
Tuam,  affifted  by  the  Bifhops  of  Elphin,  and  Clonfert.  He  was  foon  afterwards 
tranflated  to  the  Bifhoprick  of  Raphoe  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  17th  of  Fe¬ 
bruary  1681,  and  from  thence  to  Kilmore  and  Ardagh  on  the  5th  of  April  1693; 
See  p.  244.  276. 

RICHARD  TENNISON. 

[Succ.  1681.  Rejign.  1690.] 

RICHARD  Tennlfon,  was  born  at  Carrickfergus,  in  the  County  of  Antrim  ; 

where  he  was  firft  inftrufted  in  Grammar  Learning,  and  afterwards  at  St. 
Bees  in  Cumberland ;  from  whence  he  was  admitted  into  the  Univerfity  of  Dub- 
Im  in  1630,  in  which,  in  the  ufual  time,  he  took  all  his  Degrees,  and  at  length

became  the  Vice-Chancellor  of  it.  But  long  before  that  happened  he  left  the 
Univerfity,  and  taught  a  publick  School  at  Trim,  in  the  Diocefe  of  Meath  *, 
( where  he  educated  the  Famous  Mr.  Bonnel )  and  for  many  years  took  more 
than  ufual  Pains  in  the  Inftruftion  and  Education  of  Youth  *,  many  of  whom  he 
lent  from  his  School  to  the  Univerfity.  At  laft  he  grew  tired  of  this  fort  of  I  ife, 
and  was  put  into  Priefts  Orders  by  Henry ,  Bifhop  of  Meath ,  was  made  Rec¬ 
tor  and  Vicar  of  Laracor ,  and  Redtor  and  Vicar  of  Augher-Palace  both  in  the 
Diocefe  of  Meath  •,  to  which  he  was  prefented  by  the  Crown  by  Letters  Patent 
dated  the  4th  of  February  1669,  as  he  was  afterwards  on  the  29th  of  April  1675 
to  the  Deanery  of  Clegher ,  Redtory  of  Louth ,  and  Vicaridge  of  St  PeteFs,  Drogh- 
edah ,  in  the  Diocefe  of  Armagh,  and  to  the  Vicaridge  of  Donoghmore  near  Na- 
van ,  in  the  Diocefe  of  Meath ;  moft  of  which  Promotions  he  obtained  by  the  In- 
terefb  of  Arthur,  Earl  of  EJfex,  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland ,  whofe  Chaplain  he 
was.  At  length  immediately  after  the  tranflation  of  Bifhop  Smith  to  Raphoe,  he 
was  in  his  room  promoted  to  the  Sees  of  Killala  and  Achonry,  by  Letters  Patent 
dated  the  1 8th  of  February  1681,  and  confecrated  in  Chrifi  Church ,  Dublin,  on. 
the  Day  following,  by  Michael',  Archbifhop  of  Armagh,  aflifted  by  the  Bifhops 
of  Meath ,  Raphoe ,  and  Cloyne  -,  and  in  February  following  took  his  Degree  of 
Dodtor  of  Divinity.  In  the  time  of  the  late  Troubles  he  fled  for  England,  and 
was  made  Minifter  of  St.  Helen's,,  London  ;  at  his  Departure  from  whence  his 
Parifhioners  made  him  a  Prefentof  an  handfome  piece  of  Plate,  which  remains 
in  the  Poflefiion  of  his  Family.  He  was  afterwards  tranflated  to  the  Bifhoprick 
of  Clogher  on  the  28th  of  February  1690,  and  from  thence  to  Meath  on  the 
25th  of  June  1697,  and  was  called  into  the  Privy  Councell.  See  p.  162.  191. 

WILLIAM  LLOYD. 

[Succ.  1690.  Ob.  1716.] 

WILLIAM  Lloyd  was  born  at  Penhullis,  in  the  Ifland  of  Angle  fey,  in 
Wales ,  fthe  Mona  of  the  Antients  ;)  or  as  fome  fay  in  Flintfhire  ;  but  w  as 
educated  in  the  Univerfity  of  Dublin,  of  which  he  became  afterwards  aFeliow.  In 
3683  he  was  made  Dean  of  Achonry ,  and  Chantor  of  Killala',  from  whence  he  was 
promoted  to  the  Sees  of  Killala  and  Achonry  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  28th  of 
February  1690,  and  confecrated  in  Chrifi -Church,  Dublin ,  Augufl  the  23d  1691, 
by  Francis,  Archbifhop  of  Dublin ,  aflifted  by  the  Bifhops  of  Kildare ,  Killaloe ,  and 
Clonfert.  He  died  in  December  1716. 

H  E  N  R  T  DOWNS. 

[Succ.  1716.  Rtfign.  1720.] 

HEN  RT  Downs,  Dodtor  of  Divinity,  and  Minifter  of  the  Church  of  Bar • 
rington  in  Northamptonjhire ,  fucceeded  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  8th  of 
February  1716.  From  hence  he  was  tranflated  to  Elphin  in  June  1720  ;  from 
Elphin  to  Meath  on  the  9th  of  April  1724,  and  from  thence  to  Derry  in  Febru¬ 
ary  17 26.  He  died  on  the  14th  of  January  1734.  Sec  before  p.  163.  297.

of  March  1735.  He  was  firft  made  Reffor  of  Skrine  in  the  Diocefe  of  Meath, 
and  then  Dean  of  Ardagh  ;  from  whence  he  was  promoted  to  the  Sees  of  Killala 
and  Achonry  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the  30th  of  May  1720,  then  to  Dromore  by 
Letters  Patent  dated  the  16th  of  February  172  6,  and  afterwards  to  Kildare  inMarch 
1731  ;  with  which  he  holds  the  Deanery  of  Chrijl-  Church,  Dublin ,  and  the  Pre- 
ceptory  of  Fully  in  the  County  of  Kildare,  in  Commendam.

ST.  Finian ,  Bifhop  of  Clonard ,  founded  the  Church  of  Achud ,  commonly 
called  Achonry,  and  Achad-Conair ,  [and  antiently  Achad-Chaoin ,]  about  the 
year  530  ;  and  the  Scite,  on  which  it  was  built,  was  granted  by  a  Dynaft  or 
Petty-Prince  of  the  Territory  of  Luigny .  St.  Finian ,  having  built  this  Church, ' 
immediately  gave  it  to  hisDifciple  Nathy ,  [called  in  IrifiDathi,  i.  e.  David*]  who 
went  by  two  Names :  For  he  was  commonly  called  Comrah*  or  Cruimthir ,  and  was 
a  Man  of  great  Sanftity.  The  writer  b  of  the  Life  of  St.  Finian  gives  him  only 
the  Appellation  of  Prieft ;  but  the  Author  0  of  the  Life  of  St.  Fechin  calls  him. 
Prelate  of  Achad-Conair  *,  I  fuppofe  he  means  Abbat  :  For  he  afterwards  calls  the 
place  the  Monaftery  of  Achad-Conair.  For  my  part  I  cannot  but  be  of  Opinion, 
that  he  was  afterwards  made  Bifhop  of  this  Church  of  Achad  ;  but  I  leave  the 
further  Inquiry  into  this  matter  to  others.  His  Feftival  is  celebrated  on  the 
9th  of  Augufi ;  and  this  Church  is  dedicated  to  his  Memory.  In  the  antient 
Annals  of  Ireland ,  the  Prelates  of  this  See  for  the  moll  part  are  called  Bifhops 
of  Luigny  or  Leny,  from  the  hundred  or  Barony  in  which  it  is  fituated. 

M  ELR  U  AN  O-Ruadan  is  the  next  Bifliop  of  Achonry ,  that  I  meet  with  ;  and 
he  died  in  1170,  having  governed  this  Church  upwards  of  eighteen  years  :  For 
he  affilled  at  the  Synod  held  under  Cardinal  Paparo  in  1152  ;  and  was  reckoned 
a  Man  of  Wifdom,  and  of  a  conliderable  Reputation  in  his  Country. 
GILLANANE  M,  or  Gelafius  O-Ruadan  died  in  1 2 14. 

CLEMENS  O-Sinadaig  fucceeded,  and  died  in  1219,  t^ie  5th  year  of 
his  Confecration. 

CARUS  O-Tarpa,  Abbat  of  Mellifont ,  and  afterwards  Bifhop  of  Achonry , 
died  in  the  faid  Abby  on  the  15th  of  January  1226,  and  was  buried  there.  [In 
the  Anonymous  Annals  his  death  is  mentioned  a  year  earlier,  and  he  is  called 
Cormac  Mac-Tarpa,  Bifhop  of  Luigni.) 

G  E  LIS  A  O-Clery ,  who  fucceeded,  is  called  Bifhop  of  Luigni ,  in  the  An¬ 
nals  of  Conau^ht ,  and  his  death  placed  in  1230. 

THOMAS  O-Ruadan  fucceeded,  and  died  in  1237,  and  was  buried  in  his 
own  Cathedral. 

*  It  is  a  Mi  (lake  to  make  Comrah  or  Cruimthir,  a  name.  Cruimthir  was  only  an  Addition  of  Ho¬ 
nour  to  Nathy' s  name,  and  fignifieth  in  the  old  lrijh,  the  fame  that,  Sagart,  now  docs,  which  is  a  Prieft. 
So  that  Cruimthir -Nat bi,  is  Prieft  Nathy,  and  fo  Colgan  explains  it  in  many  Places.  What  Comrah 
fignifieth  I  am  not  fo  well  informed  ;  but  I  think  it  bears  the  Senfc  of  one  ele&ed,  at  leaft  it  hath  a 
Religious  fignification.

7Ep  NG V S  or  Elias  O-Clumain  was  confecrated  in  1238,  and  made  a  volum 
tary  Refignation  of  his  See  about  the  clofeof  the  year  1250,  or  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  year  following.  He  died  in  the  Abbv  of  Boyle ,  (where  he  had 
embraced  a  Monaftick  Life)  A.  D.  1263,  worn  out  with  Age  and  Infirmities. 

THOMAS  O-MI  AC  HAN. 

[Succ.  1251.  Ob,  1265,] 

t^TAHO  M AS  O-Miachan  being  elected  to  fucceed,  obtained  the  Royal  Affent 
A  on  the  20th  of  June  1251,  and  died  about  the  beginning  of  the  Year 
1265.  [On  the  Eve  ox  Trinity- Sunday  following,  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of 
Achonry  petitioned  d  the  King  for  Licence  to  proceed  to  the  Election  of  a  Suc- 
ceffor  •,  and  Hugh  O-Connor ,  King  of  Conaught ,  fent  his  Letters  Patent  to  King 
Henry  the  Hid,  making  the  fame  rcqueft  ;  wherein  he  alledged  that  the  then 
value  of  this  See  did  not  exceed  twenty  Marks  in  Rent.] 


DENNIS.  O-MIACHAN. 


[Succ.  1266.  Rejign.  1285.] 


DENNIS  O-Miachan  Archdeacon  of  Achonry,  was  defied  in  1266;  and 
the  fame  Year,  on  the  21ft  of  May ,  granted  to  St.  Mary's  Chappel  in  the 
Temple  of  London ,  Indulgences  for  fourty  Days,  on  the  Feaft  of  the  Dedication. 
Having  fat  nineteen  Years,  he  died  in  November  1285,  and  was  buried  in  his 
own  Church.  [On  the  29th  of  April  1286,  a  Licence6  ifliied  to  the  Dean  and 
Chapter  of  Achonry ,  to  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  SucceiTor,  as  vacant  by  his 
Death.] 

ONE  Benedift,  the  elecfc  Bifhop  of  Achonry ,  was  reftored  to  the  Temporalties 
on  the  27th  of  September  1286. 

HENRY  Mac-Oreghty ,  a  Cijlertian  Monk,  fucceeded,  and  died  in  1297. 
BENEDICT  O-Bragan ,  or  O -Brogan,  (perhaps  the  fame  with  the  Bene- 
diEt  before- mentioned  j  died  about  the  clofe  of  the  year  131 1  •,  and  on  the  firft  of 
May  following.  King  Edward  the  fecond  granted  a  Licence  to  proceed  to  the 
Election  of  a  SuccefTor.  [This  Bifhop  is  called,  Benedict  O-Bran ,  Bifhop  of 
Luigne ,  in  the  Annals  of  Loughkee ,  and  his  Death  pia  ed  in  1312.] 

UPON  the  Death  of  Beneditt,  David  of  Kilheny  was  eledted  SuccefTor  in 
1312.  [The  Writ  for  reftoring  him  to  the  Temporalties  bears  Tefte  the  firft  of 
Augn(l  that  year]  and  I  find  no  further  Account  of  him. 

MU  R  C  H  A  RV  ( Mac-Mcelmci )  O'Hara,  who  for  a  time  was  Abbat  of  Boyle , 
died  in  1344. 

ONE  David ,  Bifhop  of  Achonry ,  died  in  1348  j  although  fome  in  a  Miftak© 
place  his  Death  in  1344. 

NIC  H  O  L  A  S  O-Hedram ,  a  Cijlertian  Monk  of  the  Abby  of  A/hro ,  other- 
wife  called  de  Samario ,  fucceeded  by  the  Provifion  of  Pope  Clement  the  VI th 
after  the  Death  of  David  *,  and  was  reftored  to  the  Temporalties  by  King 
Edward  the  third,  on  the  19th  of  March  1348  ( Englijh  Stile.)  He  fat  about 
twenty  five  years,  and  died  in  1373. 

UPON  the  Death  of  Nicholas ,  William  Andrew ,  an  Englijh  Dominican  Frier, 
and  Dodtor  of  Divinity,  fucceeded  by  the  Provifion  of  Pope  Gregory  the 
Xlth,  and  had  Reftitution  of  the  Temporalties  on  the  firft  of  Augujl  1374,  and 
fix  years  after  was  tranfiated  to  the  See  of  Meath.  Having  governed  that  See  five 
years,  he  died  on  the  Eve  of  St.  Michael  the  Arch- Angel  1385.  He  was  a  Pre¬ 
late  of  great  Wifdom  and  Learning  *,  yet,  after  the  manner  of  Socrates ,  he  would

[LAURENCE  Peter  Jacopin,  a  Dominican  Frier,  was  created  Bifhop  of 
this  See  in  1445,  as  Fere  Jonghe  s  fays.] 

ONE  Thady  died  about  the  year  1448. 

GASPER  Jongelin^  fays,  that  Cornelius,  Abbat  of  Boyle ,  was  advanced 
to  the  See  of  Achonry ,  upon  the  Death  of  Tbady ,  on  the  j  5th  of  O Briber  in  the 
third  year  of  Pope  Nicholas  the  Vth,  viz.  A.  D.  1449, 

ONE  James  [ Blakedord]  Bifhop  of  Achonry ,  was  tranflated  by  Pope  Nicholas 
the  Vth  to  the  See  of  Bangor  in  Wales  \  [the  Temporalties  of  which  were  refto- 
redto  him  on  the  20th  of  March  1452.]  He  died  in  September  1464.  [He  is 
called  James,  Bifhop  of  Ae-haden,  by  Dr.  Heylin  \  who  miftakes  in  placing  his 
Tranflation  to  Bangor  in  1448,  which  was  before  his  Advancement  to  this  See.] 

ONE  Cornelius,  was  nominated  next  SuccefTor,  and  died  in  1472. 

ROBERT  IVellys,  [or  Wellyl, ]  a  Francifcan  Frier,  fucceeded  by  the  Provi- 
fion  of  Pope  Sixtus  theIVth,  on  the  14th  of  July  14 73,  [not  1472,  according 
to  Ware,']  upon  the  Death  of  Cornelius  ;  as  appears  in  Luke  Wading’s  Annals  k. 
I  find  no  farther  Account  of  him. 

ONE  Bernard,  Bifhop  of  Achonry ,  died  in  1488  or  1489. 

j  0  H  N  de  Buclamant,  or  Buflamant ,  a  Spaniard,  Preceptor  of  the  Convent 
of  St.  Catherine  at  Toledo,  of  the  Order  of  the  BJefied  Virgin  for  the  Redemption 
of  Captives,  fucceeded  to  the  See  of  Achonry  upon  the  Death  of  Bernard,  by  the 
Provifion  of  Pope  Innocent  the  VIII,  on  the  23d  of  September  1489.  But  I  think 
he  never  vifited  his  See. 

ONE  Richard  is  faid  to  have  fucceeded.  But  he  furvived  his  Promotion 
only  a  fhort  time  *,  for  he  died  in  1492. 

THOMAS  Fort,  Mailer  of  Arts,  and  an  Au^uflin  Canon  of  the  Abby  of 
St.  Mary  and  St.  Petroc,* at  Bodmin  in  the  Diocefe  of  Exeter,  in  England,  fucceed¬ 
ed  by  a  Papal  Provifion,  on  the  13th  of  Odlober  1492.  I  have  nothing  certain 
to  relate  of  the  time  of  his  Death. 

ONE  Cormac ,  was  Bifhop  of  Achonry  in  1523,  But  I  have  not  been  able 
to  difcover  either  when  he  was  confecrated  or  when  he  died. 

ONE  Eugene  was  Bifhop  of  Achonry  in  1585.  Wared oubts  whether  this 
Prelate  be  the  fame  perfon  as  Eugene  O-IIairt,  who  was  for  a  time  Prior  of  the 
Dominican  Abby  of  Sligoe,  and  afilfted  at  the  Council  of  Trent  in  1563,  and  who 
died  in  the  hundreth  year  of  his  Age  A.  D.  1603,  and  was  buried  in  the  Church 
of  Achonry  on  the  Gofpel  fide  of  the  high  Altar.  [Pere  Jonghe 1  makes  him  the 
fame  perfon,  and  placeth  his  Advancement  in  1562.] 

MILER  Magragh,  Archbifhop  of  Cajhell,,  obtained  the  Sees  of  Killala  and 
Achonry  by  grant  from  King  James  the  firft,  in  February  1607,  ( Englijh  Stile) 
which  he  held  untill  his  Death.  See  before,  p.  484. 

[From  this  time  the  Sees  of  Killala  and  Achonry  have  always  gone  together : 
For  the  Succefiion  in  which  fee  under  the  Bifhops  of  Killala. 

It  may  afford  perhaps  a  Subje<5l  for  cenfure,  that  fuch  fcanty  Accounts  are 
given  of  the  Cathedrals  and  Bifhops  of  the  Province  of  Tuntn.  But  it  fhould  be 
confidered,  thatalmoft  all  the  antient  Charters  and  Regiftries  of  the  Bifhops  and 
Cathedrals  of  that  Province  (except  a  few  dry  Catalogues  of  their  Eflates,  Ren- . 
tals  and  Proxies)  are  loft,  to  the  great  Detriment  not  only  of  the  Church  Mo¬ 
numents,  but  of  Matters  of  Antiquity  in  general.]
